PARISH  OF  ST.  ALDATE. 

Daniel  Lyson’s  Charity. 

DANIEL  LYSONS,  whose  Will  has  been  before  referred  to,  in  reporting  the 
charities  of  St.  Michael’s  parish  in  this  city,  (14th  Report,  p.  41.)  gave 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Aldate  20 s.  a year,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  for  the  poor 
of  the  same  parish. 

The  poor  of  St.  Aldate  receive  their  proportion  of  the  bread  from  the 
baker  employed  for  that  purpose  by  the  proprietor  of  the  land  charged. 

George  Cook’s  Charity. 

The  parish  have  long  been  in  possession  of  a house  situate  in  Mitre-street, 
formerly  called  Oxboddy-lane,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  said  to  have  been 
derived  under  a gift  from  Mr.  George  Cook,  the  rent  to  be  bestowed  in  bread 
upon  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

The  churchwardens  have  let  this  house  to  a succession  of  yearly  tenants,  at 
rents  varying  with  times  and  circumstances.  It  used  to  be  let  for  31.  a year, 
but  having  fallen  into  great  dilapidation  it  became  necessary  to  repair  it  tho- 
roughly, and  to  borrow  a considerable  sum  for  that  purpose.  Since  the  repairs 
have  been  completed  it  has  been  let  for  10/.  a year,  but  the  distribution  is  still 
confined  to  3/.  a year,  to  allow  provision  to  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal.

FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

In  the  estate-account  made  out  by  the  churchwardens  the  total  sum 
expended  from  the  year  1814,  including  the  interest  of  the  money  borrowed, 
and  the  amount  of  bread  distributed,  is  164/.  3s.  3d.  and  the  rents  for  that 
period  make  an  aggregate  of  110/.  so  that  there  is  a deficiency  of  54/.  3s.  3d. 
to  be  made  good  out  of  the  future  improved  rents.  When  the  estate  has 
cleared  itself  it  is  intended  to  apply  the  whole  of  the  rents  in  the  distribution 
of  bread  to  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  CATHERINE. 

Timothy  Nourse’s  Charity. 

The  document  by  which  this  charity  was  originally  given  does  not  appear 
to  be  extant  at  this  time,  but  an  early,  if  not  the  first,  receipt  of  this  donation, 
is  found  in  a book  in  which  the  accounts  of  this  charity  have  been  entered  and 
preserved.  The  above  entry  is  to  the  effect  following  : — 

“ Received  of  Mr.  Nourse,  the  sum  of  61.  5 s.  being  a charity  left  by 
Mr.  Timothy  Nourse  deceased,  to  be  paid  yearly  out  of  an  estate  called 
Southerns,  in  the  parish  of  Newent,  to  the  parish  of  St.  Catherine,  in  the  city 
of  Gloucester,  due  at  Candlemas,  in  the  year  1753,  by  me  Joseph  Fletcher, 
for  the  use  of  John  Kersey,  overseer.” 

The  disposition  of  the  charity  then  follows,  showing  an  expenditure  in  various 
articles  of  clothing  for  the  poor,  with  entries  of  the  receipt,  and  disbursement 
of  the  said  annual  sum,  regularly  continued  down  to  the  present  time,  with  a 
list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  relief.  The  churchwardens  make  the 
distribution  among  eight  or  ten  poor  persons,  male  and  female. 

Daniel  Lysons’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Lysons , whose  Will  has  before  been  set  out  in  reporting  his  charity  to 
St.  Michael’s  parish,  gave  to  the  parish  of  St.  Catherine  40 s.  a year,  to  be  laid 
out  in  bread  for  the  poor  of  the  same  parish. 

The  poor  of  St.  Catherine’s  receive  their  proportion  of  the  bread  from  the 
baker  employed  for  that  purpose  by  the  owner  of  the  property  charged  with  the 
annuity. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

Kingsholm  is  an  hamlet,  in  the  suburbs  of  Gloucester,  part  of  which  lies  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Catherine,  and  part  in  that  of  St.  Mary  de  Load,  and  the 
same  is  entitled,  under  the  deeds  relating  to  Giles  Cox’s  charity,  to  a share  in 
the  overplus  after  the  settled  payments  are  made  under  that  deed,  as  will  appear 
by  reference  to  the  explanation  given  of  that  charity  under  the  head  of 
Badgworth  parish,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  hamlet  has,  in  fact,  received 
any  benefit  from  this  charity  for  some  years.  There  being  now,  however,  an 
overplus,  it  will  receive  its  proportion  ior  the  three  last  preceding  years,  being 
1/.  10^.  per  annum. 

PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN. 

Daniel  Lysons’s  Charity. 

This  is  also  one  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  an  allowance  of  bread  under  the 
Will  o {'Daniel  Lysons , amounting  to  1/.  105.  per  annum,  and  the  bread  is  sent 
by  the  baker,  and  distributed,  half  on  Good  Friday,  and  half  on  Christmas-day. 

John  Symms  or  Seames’s  Charity. 

The  church  table  records  that,  “ John  Symms,  or  Seames,  alderman  of  this 
city,  gave  by  his  Will  4 nobles  a year,  whereof  105.  was  for  a sermon  on  the 
Sunday  after  the  Purification  ; and  assigned  over  to  the  chamber  of  the  said  city 
several  tenements  lying  in  Oxboddy-lane  (now  called  Mitre-street),  for  the 
payment  thereof,  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of  Samuel  Lye,  alderman.” 

It  is  stated  in  a Memorandum,  entered  in  the  gift-book  of  the  parish,  that 
the  tenements  assigned  for  the  payment  of  the  charity  left  by  John  Symms  or 
Seames,  were  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Lye,  and  since  sold  to  John  Pitt,  esquire, 
ot  this  city,  who  had  never  made  any  payment,  or  admitted  his  liability ; and 
that  in  order  to  recover  it  attempts  had  been  made  to  obtain  evidence  of  the 
payment,  but  that  they  were  ineffectual.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  thing  has 
ever  been  received  under  the  charity,  nor  does  there  seem  to  be  any  prospect  of 
recovering  it,  if  it  ever  was  in  actual  existence. 
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John  Heyward’s  Charity. 

John  Heyward,  by  his  Will,  dated  20th  March  1639,  gave  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  John  Baptist,  Gloucester,  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  his  tenements  or  dwelling-houses,  lying  within  or  near 
adjoining  to  the  churchyard  of  the  parish  of  St.  Aldate,  in  Gloucester,  which 
he  had  bought  of  Giles  Vayne,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers  should  every  half  year  after  his  decease  pay  and  deliver  all  the 
clear  yearly  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  tenements  and  dwelling-houses, 
unto  the  two  persons  who  should  inhabit  the  two  new  tenements  or  houses  by 
him  built  near  over  against  the  church-door  of  the  said  parish  church  of 
St.  John. 

Till  1804,  there  were  two  houses  near  St.  John’s  church,  as  described  in  the 
Will,  in  which  two  poor  women  were  permitted  to  dwell.  About  the  time  afore- 
said, however,  those  two  houses,  called  the  Church  Houses,  being  in  a ruinous 
condition,  were  pulled  down,  the  site  on  which  they  stood  was  taken  into  the 
churchyard,  and  two  houses  were  built  on  other  land  belonging  to  the  parish 
for  the  same  purpose. 

There  are  six  brick-built  tenements,  situate  near  St.  Aldate’s  churchyard, 
which  are  considered  as  being  the  premises  described  and  devised  by  the  will. 

Abaut  the  years  1732  and  1733,  the  church  being  a very  decayed  structure 
was  taken  down  and  rebuilt,  and  towards  defraying  the  expenses  thereof  it  was 
thought  proper  by  the  parish  to  let  the  six  tenements  aforesaid  for  a long  term 
of  years,  for  a premium,  to  be  applied  to  the  above  object;  and  accordingly,  by 
ar*  indenture,  dated  30th  November  1734,  the  said  premises  were  demised  to 
me  John  Woodward,  for  a term  of  99  years  from  the  Christmas  next  ensuing,  in 
consideration  of  the  sum  of  60/.  and  for  a chief-rent  of  1/.  65.  8 d.  per  annum. 

This  lease  will  expire  in  1833,  and  it  is  then  expected  that  the  premises  will 
be  worth  60/.  a year.  The  two  houses  now  appropriated  in  the  place  of  those 
that  were  pulled  down  as  aforesaid,  are  of  a very  mean  description,  and  inha- 
bited by  persons  of  the  poorest  class,  who  have  received  50 s.  per  annum,  made 
up  of  the  said  chief-rent,  and  an  additional  payment  from  the  parish,  upon  whom 
it  is  considered  that  it  will  not  be  proper  on  the  termination  of  the  lease  to 
bestow  the  whole  of  so  large  a provision. 

It  has  been  suggested,  that  when  the  premises  shall  fall  into  hand  it  will  be 
a proper  and  useful  application  of  the  rents  to  place  two  respectable  widows  in 
two  of  the  devised  tenements,  who  may  receive  the  rents  and  profits  for  their 
comfortable  and  decent  support ; but  this  will  be  for  the  consideration  of  the 
parish  at  the  expiration  of  the  existing  term.  It  is  evident  that  the  inten- 
tions of  the  donor  were  departed  from  when  upon  the  building  of  the  church 
a premium  of  60/.  was  taken  upon  a lease  of  99  years  ; but  as  the  lease  is  so 
near  its  termination  it  would  answer  but  little  purpose  now  to  dispute  its 
validity ; and  perhaps  the  best  arrangement  for  the  parish  to  make,  under  the 
circumstances,  may  be  that  which  is  proposed,  or  some  similar  plan. 

John  Cromwell’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ John  Cromwell,  of  this  parish,  gent,  gave  to  the  use  of  the 
said  parish  two  acres  and  a half  of  land  lying  in  Cow  Meadow,  Woolham,  and 
Windmill  Field,  the  rent  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  coal  to  poor  housekeepers 
of  the  said  parish,  at  the  discretion  of  trustees.” 

Upwards  of  20  years  ago  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  for  inclosing  the 
common  fields  in  the  parish  of  Barnwood,  and  the  adjoining  hamlet  of  Wotton, 
under  which  Act  the  whole  of  the  premises  devised  by  Cromwell  were  exchanged 
for  one  lot  in  Walham  Field. 

It  is  stated  that  some  little  in  quantity  was  lost  by  this  arrangement,  but  the 
land  taken  in  exchange  lies  close  together,  and  is  exonerated  from  tithes.  It 
was  let  a few  years  ago  for  seven  guineas  per  annum  ; but  the  tenant  being 
unable  to  continue  to  pay  that  rent,  it  was  reduced  to  five  guineas. 

The  rent  of  five  guineas  is  regularly  received,  and  distributed  in  small  sums, 
from  2 s.  to  2s.  6d.  to  about  39  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  under  the  denomination 
of  coal-money. 

Samuel  Palling’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Palling,  by  his  Will,  dated  5th  June  1734,  gave  his  messuage  or  tene- 
ment in  Gloucester,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  the  Maidenhead,  unto 
John  Hayward  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  charged  with  the  annuity  ol 
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2/.  payable  to  one  Mrs.  Scudamore,  of  Bristol,  or  her  son,  for  a charity  to  the 
parish  of  Upton  Bishop,  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
same  messuage  to  be  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  rector  or  minister  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  in  Gloucester  ; also  he  gave  all  his  messuage  or  tenement  situated  in 
St.  John’s  Lane,  and  then  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Garrett,  to  the  said 
trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and 
his  heirs,  should,  in  the  first  place,  pay  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  messuage  in  keeping  the  same  in  repair  and  should  yearly  pay  and 
dispose  of  the  residue  in  cloth  gowns  for  such  poor  parishioners  of  the  said  parish 
not  receiving  alms  therefrom,  as  the  trustees,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them  and  his  heirs,  should  from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

Between  20  and  30  years  ago  the  feoffees  executed  a deed,  enabling  the  rector 
to  receive  the  rents  belonging  to  him  arising  out  of  the  premises  called  the  Old 
Maidenhead  Inn  j and  the  same  have  been  in  the  hands  and  disposition  of  the 
rector  ever  since,  subject  to  the  payment  of  40 5.  to  Upton  Bishop. 

The  cloth  gowns  have  been  distributed  according  to  the  will.  There  are  two 
surviving  trustees,  Thomas  Charter  and  Samuel  Roberts. 

John  Wyman’s  Charity. 

John  Wyman , by  his  Will,  dated  28th  May  1556,  gave  his  tenement  and 
garden,  lying  between  the  two  North  Gates,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Owen  Maisyrr, 
which  he  purchased  of  John  Kelly,  to  hold  to  Ann,  his  wife,  during  her  life  j 
and  after  her  decease  he  willed  that  the  remainder  thereof  should  be  to  die 
proctors  and  parishioners  of  the  church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  to  hold  to  then 
for  evermore,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  employed  for  the  use  and  behoof 
of  the  same  church,  as  need  should  require.  These  premises  were  let  upon 
a lease  for  99  years  at  the  time  the  church  was  rebuilt  in  1733,  which  lease  was 
surrendered  at  Christmas  1825,  and  a new  lease  granted  for  30  years,  for  a pre- 
mium of  200/.  and  a chief-rent  of  1 /.  The  200/.  has  been  applied  in  the  erection 
of  a gallery  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  population  of  the  parish, 
and  the  chief-rent  of  1 /.  is  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  in  bread 
on  All-Saints  and  Candlemas-days,  in  satisfaction  of  the  gift  of  Francis  Yates,  next 
mentioned. 

Francis  Yates’s  Gift. 

Francis  Yates,  who  was  the  original  lessee  of  the  above-mentioned  premises, 
gave  20/.,  the  interest  of  which  he  directed  should  be  paid  out  of  a tenement 
in  the  Lower  Northgate-street,  then  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Plough,  and 
which  are  the  same  premises  above  mentioned  in  Wyman’s  charity,  to  be  laid 
out  in  bread,  and  given  to  poor  housekeepers  in  the  parish,  one  half  on  the  Feast 
of  All  Saints,  and  one  half  on  the  Feast  of  the  Purification. 

The  sum  of  1 /.,  as  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  case,  was  reserved  to  the  poor, 
in  satisfaction  of  this  charity,  in  the  lease  which  the  parish  made  of  those 
premises  in  1825. 

Samuel  Brown’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Brown,  by  his  Will,  dated  20th  August  1738,  gave  unto  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  St.  John,  in  Gloucester,  the  yearly  sum  of  105.,  in  bread,  out  of 
the  house  in  possession  of  Abel  Rudhall,  to  be  disposed  of  at  Easter-day,  by 
the  discretion  of  his  executors  ; and  also  the  yearly  sum  of  105.  for  ever, 
payable  out  of  his  said  house  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Abel  Rudhall,  unto 
the  two  poor  widows  inhabiting  the  parish  houses  adjoining  the  Church-yard. 

This  charitable  donation  has  never  been  in  a course  of  payment,  being 
probably  treated  as  void  under  the  provision  of  the  statute  of  Mortmain. 

Sarah  Wright’s  Charity. 

As  the  Will  of  Sarah  Wright  appears  under  the  charities  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt, 
it  will  be  necessary  here  only  to  add,  that  the  10 5.  worth  of  bread  is  received 
by  the  poor  of  this  parish  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  25th  March,  and 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  29th  September  yearly,  according  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  said  Will.  But  though  the  poor  appear  to  have  lost  nothing  by 
the  neglect,  the  rentcharge  has  been  suffered  to  go  into  arrear.  The  present 
owner,  hcflvever,  of  the  tenement  charged  has  undertaken  to  make  good  the 
payments,  and  to  be  regular  in  future. 


Thomas 
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Thomas  Webley’s  Charity. 


It  is  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  “ Mr.  Thomas  Webley,  (in  the 
year  1763,)  gave  the  sum  of  80/.  to  be  vested  in  the  funds,  and  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  paid,  at  the  discretion  of  certain  trustees,  of  whom  the  minister 
for  the  time  being  is  always  to  be  one,  to  indigent  and  worthy  housekeepers, 
living  within  the  parish  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.” 

The  trustees  meet  every  year  at  the  minister’s  house,  early  in  the  month  of 
February,  for  the  disposal  of  the  said  interest,  and  a book  intituled  “ Webley’s 
Charity,”  is  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  minister ; in  which  is  kept  an  exact 
minute  of  the  proceedings. 

We  find  it  stated  in  a book  called  “ Webley’s  Book,”  that  the  sum  of  83/.  10s. 
was,  on  23d  December  1763,  paid  by  the  executors  of  Mr.  Webley  to  the 
Rev.  Daniel  Remington  and  three  other  persons,  and  by  them  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  100/.  reduced  annuities. 

This  sum  of  100/.  has  been  transferred  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees, 
and  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Turner  Bayley,  John 
Turner,  Thomas  Turner,  and  Robert  Morris,  esquires. 

It  appears  from  the  book  above  mentioned  that  the  dividends  have  been  dis- 
tributed since  the  year  1795,  in  sums  of  5 s.  each,  to  12  poor  persons  according 
to  the  testator’s  Will,  whose  names  are  entered  in  the  said  book ; a selection 
being  made  by  the  trustees  at  a yearly  meeting  held  about  the  month  of 
February,  at  the  minister’s  house.

Samuel  Flower’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Mr.  Samuel  Flower  gave  20/.  by  his  Will  to  the  minister  Samuel  Flower’s 
and  churchwardens  of  St.  John  for  the  time  being ; the  interest  thereof  to  be  Chanty, 
by  them  disposed  of  at  their  discretion,  on  Christmas-day,  to  such  poor  people 
as  should  on  that  day  receive  the  sacrament. 

This  money  was  in  the  hands  of  successive  churchwardens  till  about  10  years 
ago,  when  it  came,  as  is  supposed,  to  one  William  Wood,  who  died  without 
leaving  any  memorandum  of  it;  in  consequence  of  which  neglect  his  executors 
have  refused  to  pay  it,  and  from  the  difficulty  of  proving  the  receipt  of  it  the 
money  has  been  lost. 

Richard  Keylock’s  Charity. 

Richard  Keylock , on  the  1st  of  March  1636,  gave  to  his  executors  and  Richard  Keylock’s 
overseers  of  his  Will,  50/.  in  money,  to  the  end  that  they  should  settle  a yearly  Charity, 
stipend  for  ever,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  minister  of  the  parish  of  St.  John 
Baptist,  for  prayers  to  be  read  by  him  every  week-day  in  the  morning. 

The  minister  of  the  parish  of  St.  John  receives  31.  a year  from  the  chamber 
of  the  Corporation,  in  respect  of  this  gift ; but  prayers  are  not  read  every  day 
of  file  week.  They  are  read  every  Wednesday  and  Friday  during  Lent.

Church  Table  : — “ Sir  Thomas  Bell , knight,  and  once  alderman  of  this  city,  St.  Mary  de  Crypt. 
“ gave  10/.  the  use  of  which  is  for  the  poor,  for  ever.”  — — 

“ John  Tunks , of  this  city,  pewterer,  gave  10/.  the  use  of  which  is  for  the  0.  cJ?Lrit)es  .. 

poor,  for  ever.  . John  Tunks,  and 

“ Mr.  John  Hill,  once  living  at  the  sign  of  the  Bell,  in  this  parish,  gave  10/,  John  Hill. 

“ the  use  of  which  is  for  the  poor,  for  ever.” 

The  corporation  pay  an  annual  sum  to  St.  Mary  de  Crypt ; and  as  far  as  we 
can  collect  from  the  statement  before  us,  2/.  4 s.  of  that  payment  may  be 
referred  to  the  above  gifts  of  Sir  Thomas  Bell,  John  Tunks,  and  John  Hill, 
being  four  per  cent  upon  each,  which  is  given  in  bread  to  the  poor  generally. 

Richard  Hoare’s  Charity. 


Richard  Hoare,  by  an  Indenture,  dated  4th  September,  5 James  I,  gave  to  Richard  Hoare’s 
certain  persons  therein  named,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust  for  the  parish  of  Charity. 

St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  an  annuity  of  53  s.  out  of  several  tenements  in  the  city  of 
Gloucester  therein  mentioned,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  same  towards  the 
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St.  Mary  deCrypt.  reparation  of  the  parish  church,  or  the  finding  a sufficient  minister  to  read  divine 
— - ? service  in  the  same  church,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  same  parish, 

lUdiaijd  H°ares  ancj  0£iier  charitable  uses  therein  mentioned. 

continued.  Two  of  the  tenements  so  charged  by  Richard  Hoare  have  been  long 

' demolished,  and  the  site  of  them  covered  by  the  Tolsey  ; in  consideration  of 

which  the  corporation  pay  annually  50s.  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt: 
the  remaining  3s.  do  not  appear  to  be  accounted  for  to  the  parish  ; nor  can  it 
be  traced  with  any  certainty  where  the  other  houses  were. 

The  above  sum  of  50  s.  is  applied  to  general  parish  purposes. 


Thomas  Purye’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Purye’s  By  Indenture,  dated  28th  October,  5 Car.  I,  between  Thomas  Purye,  of  the 
Charity.  city  of  Gloucester,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Jones  and  seven  others,  all  of 
the  parish  of  Crypt  in  the  said  city,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  Walter 
Purye,  deceased,  father  of  the  said  Thomas  Purye,  had  by  his  last  Will  given 
to  the  parish  of  Crypt  aforesaid,  for  ever,  a certain  tenement,  parcel  of  free 
land  situate  in  Gore-lane,  within  the  parish  of  Trinity,  to  the  end  that  10  s.  for 
ever  should  be  distributed  by  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish  for  the  time  being,  to  ten  several  aged  and  poor  people  within  the  said 
parish,  upon  Trinity  Sunday  for  ever,  and  the  overplus  of  the  said  rent  above 
10^.,  to  be  employed  to  keep  the  said  tenement  in  reparations  ; It  is  witnessed, 
that  the  said  Thomas  Purye,  in  accomplishment  of  the  said  Will,  granted  to  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  all  the  said  tenement,  and  one  stable  adjoining, 
with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  the  said  city,  in  a lane  or  street  called 
Gore-lane,  extending  itself  in  length  between  one  other  stable,  then  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Webb,  on  the  north  end,  and  a tenement,  then  in  the 
possession  of  Edith  Webb,  on  the  south  end  ; which  tenement  and  stable 
abutted  upon  the  lane  called  Gore-lane  on  the  west  side,  and  contained  in 
length  eight  yards  or  thereabouts,  and  in  breadth  six  yards,  within  the  walls  ; 
To  hold  the  said  tenement  and  stable,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  use  of 
them  the  said  John  Jones  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
Crypt  aforesaid  for  the  time  being  to  collect  the  rents  of  the  said  premises, 
and  pay  towards  the  necessary  relief  and  maintenance  of  ten  poor  aged 
people  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  of  Crypt,  yearly  for  ever,  the  sum  of 
1 s.  a piece  upon  Trinity  Sunday,  and  out  of  the  surplusage  of  the  said  rent 
repair  and  maintain  the  said  tenement.  And  when  it  should  happen  that  six 
of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  that  then  the  two  survivors  should,  upon 
request  to  them  made  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  convey  the 
said  premises  unto  six  or  eight  other  sufficient  men,  of  the  parish  of  Crypt 
aforesaid,  as  should  be  thought  meet  by  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  parish,  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

There  has  been  no  renewal  of  the  trustees  for  a great  number  of  years,  but 
the  churchwardens  are  in  possession  of  two  messuages,  formerly  one,  and  a 
stable,  which  are  considered  to  be  the  premises  given  by  Mr.  YValter  Purye, 
and  a shilling  a-piece  was  regularly  paid  to  10  poor  persons  down  to  the  year 
17G3,  since  which  time  no  such  payment  has  been  made.  The  messuages  are 
let  at  rents  amounting  together  to  about  9/.  a year,  paying  land-tax  and 
repairs,  which  amount  annually  to  about  5/.,  and  the  remainder  is  carried  by 
the  churchwardens  to  the  general  account  of  the  repairs  of  the  church. 

It  being  now  understood  that  the  application  of  10s.  a year  ought  to  be 
made,  as  formerly,  to  the  poor  under  this  charity,  the  churchwardens  have 
undertaken  to  make  such  payments  in  future. 


Sarah  Wright’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Wright’s  Sarah  Wright , by  her  Will,  dated  3d  April  1667,  gave  to  the  mayor  and 
Charity.  burgesses  of  Gloucester,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  two  messuages  and 
tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  Southgate-street  within  the  parish 
of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  from  time  to  time  demise 
the  said  premises  for  such  yearly  rent,  or  for  such  fine  and  rent  as  in  their 
discretion  should  seem  most  requisite  ; and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
pay  the  several  sums  of  money  in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned,  viz.  first,  she 
desired  that  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  for  the  time 
being  should  preach  two  sermons  in  the  said  parish  church,  yearly,  for  ever, 
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the  one  upon  Tuesday  next  after  the  25th  March,  and  the  other  upon  Tuesday  St.  Mary  de  Crypt, 
next  after  the  29th  of  September,  and  she  gave  to  the  said  minister,  for  his  ~ - , 

pains  in  so  doing,  the  sum  of  145.  yearly,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  half-yearly  ^chant'y  U* 
payments,  upon  each  of  the  said  days  ; and  she  gave  to  the  parish  clerk,  for  continued . 

ringing  of  the  sermon-bell  upon  the  said  days,  2 s.  yearly  ; and  she  further  v ^ ' 
gave  to  the  poor  prisoners  that  should  be  in  the  North-Gate  gaol  of  the  said 
city  one  dozen  of  two-penny  bread  every  half-year,  for  ever ; and  to  the  poor 
prisoners  that  were,  or  should  be,  in  the  Castle  gaol,  one  dozen  of  two-penny 
bread  every  half-year  ; and  to  the  poor  people  that  should  be  of  the  said  parish 
of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  five  dozen  of  two-penny  bread  every  half  year  ; and  to 
the  poor  people  that  should  be  in  the  parish  of  St.  John’s,  in  the  said  city,  five 
dozen  of  two-penny  bread  every  half-year ; and  she  directed  that  the  same 
should  be  distributed  to  and  amongst  the  said  poor  prisoners  and  poor  people 
of  the  said  parishes,  upon  each  of  the  said  days  whereon  the  sermon  should  be 
preached  as  aforesaid,  by  some  or  one  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  each  of  the  same  parishes  for  the  time  being,  and  that  in  such 
distribution  regard  should  be  had  of  such  of  the  said  poor  people  that  should 
usually  frequent  the  hearing  of  the  word  of  God  preached,  or  should  be  infirm 
and  not  able  to  come  to  hear  the  word  preached,  or  should  be  most  necessitous  : 
and  she  gave  165.  yearly  for  ever,  for  the  clothing  of  poor  widows,  or  fatherless 
or  motherless  children,  that  should  be  of  the  said  parishes  of  St.  John  and 
St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  the  first  year,  for  clothing  of  such  of  them  as  should  be  of 
the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  and  the  second  year  for  clothing  such  of 
them  as  should  be  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  John’s,  and  so  for  clothing  of  poor 
widows,  or  fatherless  or  motherless  children,  of  each  of  the  said  parishes  every 
other  year.  Her  Will  further  was,  that  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  for  the  time 
being  should  pay  3s.  yearly  for  the  use  of  such  poor  person  or  persons  of  the 
said  city  as  should  be  sick  or  distressed  ; and  that  there  should  be  2 s.  yearly 
paid  to  the  sexton  of  the  college  in  Gloucester  for  the  time  being,  for  looking 
to  the  stone  or  tomb  which  was  laid  upon  the  grave  of  her  son,  Richard  Wright, 
in  the  said  College  church-yard  ; and  she  further  directed  that  the  said  sexton 
should  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  acquaint  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the 
said  city  for  the  time  being  of  the  want  of  reparations  of  the  same  tombstone, 
that  care  might  be  taken  by  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors, 
for  the  amendment  thereof  out  of  the  aforesaid  rents,  issues  and  profits  ; she 
also  directed  the  following  payments,  viz.  12  d.  yearly  to  the  parish  clerk  of 
Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for  looking  to  and  maintaining  of  her 
son  Thomas  Wright’s  tombstone  there  ; 2 s.  yearly  to  the  use  of  the  company 
of  sadlers  in  the  said  city,  and  to  the  poor  people  that  should  be  in  the  alms- 
houses without  the  South  Gate  of  the  said  city,  commonly  called  Mr.  Hill’s 
almshouses,  the  yearly  sum  of  6s.  for  buying  of  coal  for  them;  and  her  Will 
further  wa,s,  that  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  out  of  the 
surplusage  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  take  care  for  the  repairing  and 
amending  of  the  said  devised  messuages  and  tenements  ; and,  lastly,  she  gave  to 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  said  city  for  the  time  being,  as  a token  of  her 
love,  65.  to  be  spent  in  wine  and  cakes  by  them  at  the  Tolsey,  in  the  said  city, 
or  in  some  other  place  within  the  same,  upon  Friday  next  before  the  29th 
of  September  yearly. 

The  houses  so  left  by  the  Will  of  Sarah  Wright  are  twTo  small  tenements  in 
the  Southgate-street,  the  proprietor  of  which  is  Mr.  Philo  Maddy,  who,  as  well 
as  his  predecessors  in  the  property,  appears  to  have  paid  to  the  minister  of  the 
parish,  as  far  as  can  be  traced,  145.  a year  for  two  sermons,  preached  on  the 
days  specified.  The  present  sexton,  whose  office  it  is  to  ring  the  bell,  having 
held  that  situation  only  for  one  year,  has  not  yet  received  any  thing.  Mr.  Maddy 
believes  he  paid  the  former  sexton,  who  is  lately  dead,  25.  annually,  for  ringing 
the  bell ; and  he  engages  to  make  the  payment  regularly  in  future. 

The  quantity  of  bread  directed  by  the  testatrix  to  be  furnished  out  of  the 
rents  to  the  prisoners  is  purchased  for  them  by  Mr.  Maddy,  and  delivered 
accordingly. 

The  165.  directed  by  the  testatrix  to  be  laid  out  in  clothing  for  the  poor 
widows,  or  fatherless  or  motherless  children,  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt 
and  St.  John,  has  not  been  in  a course  of  payment  for  a great  number  of  years  ; 
and  the  present  proprietor  states  himself  to  have  been  ignorant  of  the  existence 
of  any  such  donation,  but  having  had  the  Will  read  to  him  he  has  undertaken 
to  make  the  payment  regularly  in  future. 
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St.  Mary  de  Crypt.  The  35.  which  were  to  be  annually  given  away  by  the  mayor  out  of  the  above 
rents  seems  also  to  have  fallen  unto  oblivion  ; but  the  proprietor  of  the  premises 
undertakes  in  future  to  pay  that  sum  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

The  tombs  mentioned  in  the  will  are  not  at  this  time  capable  of  being 
identified,  and  the  Sadlers  Company  is  no  longer  in  existence. 

The  sum  payable  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  for  wine  and  cakes  has  either 
never  been  paid,  or  been  long  abandoned. 

The  65.  to  Mr.  Hill’s  almshouses,  now  St.  Kimbrose’s  hospital,  has  been 
omitted  to  be  paid  for  a great  number  of  years,  but  the  present  proprietor  of  the 
property  charged,  who  states  that  he  has  only  now  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
its  existence,  has  undertaken  to  pay  it  in  future.

Daniel  Lysons’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Lysons,  by  his  Will,  dated  23d  April  IG78,  gave  to  the  several 
parishes  thereinafter  named,  for  their  poor,  the  several  sums  therein  mentioned, 
to  be  paid  yearly  out  of  his  lands  and  houses  at  Blakeney,  in  the  parish  of 
Awre,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  immediately  after  his  decease  ; among 
which  parishes  is  included  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  to  the  poor  whereof 
he  gave  the  sum  of  405.  yearly  for  ever,  to  be  divided  to  them  in  bread,  10 
dozen  loaves,  at  25.  a dozen  each,  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  like  at  Christmas  ; 
and  he  gave  to  the  minister  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  and  his  successors  for  ever, 
the  yearly  sum  of  205.,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  each  Good  Friday ; 
after  which  sermon,  his  desire  was  that  there  should  be  always  a sacrament ; 
and  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  he  gave  5 s.  yearly,  to  be  laid  out 
by  them  in  bread  and  wine. 

The  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  Will,  dated  11th  December  1681,  reciting 
that  he  had  since  sold  the  lands  and  tenements  so  charged  as  aforesaid,  did 
thereby  appoint,  that  the  lands  and  tenements  which  he  had  lately  bought  of 
one  Haines,  situate  at  Alkington,  within  the  parish  of  Berkeley,  and  also  in 
Hinchcomb,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  should  be  charged  with  the  payment 
of  the  same  bequests  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  lands  in  Blakeney  were 
charged. 

Mr.  William  Ponting,  the  present  proprietor  of  the  premises  so  charged, 
supplies  205.  worth  of  bread  at  Christmas,  and  205.  worth  on  Good  Friday, 
yearly,  and  directs  a baker  in  the  city  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  church  of 
St.  Mary  de  Crypt  on  those  days,  which  is  accordingly  done,  and  the  same  is 
distributed  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  will.  But  the  sum  of  5s.  has 
not  been  paid  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  sacramental  bread  and  wine.  The 
Will  of  the  testator  is  set  forth  fully  in  the  report  of  the  charities  in  St.  Michael’s 
parish,  (14th  Report,  p.  41.) 

The  churchwardens  promise  in  future  to  carry  the  intentions  of  the  testator 
into  full  effect. 

Margaret  Norton’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ Mrs.  Margaret  Norton,  of  this  parish,  spinster,  Anno  Dom. 
1690,  gave  80/.  to  be  set  to  interest  at  five  per  cent,  and  the  interest  to  be  given 
to  poor  housekeepers  of  this  parish  on  Christmas-eve  yearly.” 

It  has  already  been  stated  at  the  end  of  the  corporation  charities,  14th  Rep. 
p.  41,  that  they  pay  an  annual  sum  of  14/.  8s.  in  respect  of  the  gifts  of  Sir 
Thomas  Bell,  Tunk’s,  Hill’s,  Lewis’s,  Weaver’s  and  Norton’s;  31.  8s.  of  which  sum 
appears  to  have  reference  to  this  gift  of  Mrs.  Norton,  according  to  an  old  paper 
found  in  the  church-chest,  in  which  the  several  gifts  to  the  parish  are  parti- 
cularized. It  is  distributed  among  the  general  poor,  together  with  other  money- 
gifts. 

Phillis  Lewis’s  Charity. 

A table  of  the  Gift  by  Phillis  Lems,  to  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt 
and  St.  Owen’s,  of  40/.  to  the  use  of  their  poor,  states  that  the  same  was  to  be 
disposed  of  at  51.  per  cent  by  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parishes,  with  the  consent  of  five  parishioners  of  Crypt,  and  two  of  St.  Owen’s, 
from  time  to  time,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  once  every  year  upon  the 
1st  of  February,  to  such  honest  persons  of  the  poor  as  did  not  receive  alms  out 
of  the  said  parishes  ; also  10/.  more  to  the  parish  of  Crypt,  to  be  disposed  of 
at  5 /.  per  cent,  for  ever,  by  the  officers  of  that  parish  from  time  to  time,  in  the 
month  of  December,  to  four  poor  housekeepers  of  Crypt  parish  for  ever,  such 
as  do  not  receive  alms. 


Interest 
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Interest  for  these  sums  is  paid  by  the  corporation,  part  under  the  denomina- 
tion of  coal-money  to  the  poor  people  in  Kimbrose  hospital,  and  the  remainder 
to  the  poor  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  and  St.  Owen,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  minister  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  parish. 

Charles  Glanville’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ Charles  Glanville,  left  50/.  the  interest  to  be  given  in  bread 
yearly,  on  the  16th  day  of  October,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de 
Crypt  for  ever.” 

This  50/.  appears  to  have  been  for  many  years  in  the  hands  of  the  corpora- 
tion, who  regularly  pay  2/.  in  respect  thereof  to  the  churchwardens  of  this 
parish,  by  whom  it  is  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the 
parish. 

Samuel  Burrough,  junior’s  Charity. 

Church  Table: — “ Samuel  Burrough,  gent,  gave  60/.  the  interest  of  which 
is  to  be  distributed  yearly,  on  the  24th  day  of  December,  between  eight  poor 
housekeepers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt.” 

From  every  inquiry  that  we  could  make  respecting  this  charity  it  does  not 
appear  ever  to  have  been  received. 

Mary  Shaile’s  Charity. 

Mary  Shaile,  by  her  Will,  dated  9th  December  1737>  gave  unto  the  Rev. 
Edward  Nicolls,  minister  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  within  the  city  of  Gloucester, 
Samuel  Burroughs,  Edward  Bennett  and  Richard  Weeksey,  of  the  same 
city,  the  sum  of  50/.  in  trust,  that  they  or  the  greatest  number  of  them  should 
from  time  to  time  thereafter  yearly  distribute  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  upon 
the  20th  day  of  December  next  after  her  decease,  among  10  or  12  poor  house- 
keepers, who  should  be  objects  of  charity,  and  living  within  the  said  parish  of 
St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  by  paying  to  them  5 s.  a-piece  ; but  in  case  the  interest 
of  such  sum  should  not  amount  to  answer  the  said  number  of  persons,  that  then 
the  same  should  be  distributed  among  a less  number  of  them,  by  such  shares 
and  proportions  as  aforesaid.  And  her  Will  was,  that  her  said  trustees  should  lay 
out  the  said  sum  of  50/.  in  the  purchase  of  some  lands  and  tenements,  if  they 
should  think  proper,  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  should  offer  to  them  and  their 
heirs,  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  so  as  that  the  same  charity  should  from  time  to  time  and 
at  all  times  for  ever  thereafter  be  continued  to  the  latest  posterity ; and  the  said 
testatrix  made  similar  dispositions  in  favour  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael  and 
St.  Nicholas  within  the  said  city ; and  it  was  her  desire,  that  if  any  or  either  of 
her  said  trustees  named  in  the  several  and  respective  trusts  before  mentioned 
should  happen  to  die,  that  then  the  survivors  or  survivor  6f  them  should  nominate 
one  or  more  person  or  persons  in  the  place  of  such  so  dying  as  aforesaid. 

This  sum  of  50  /.  was,  together  with  a sum  of  40/.  given  by  the  Will  of  Samuel 
Burrough,  sen.  next  mentioned,  laid  out  11th  August  1808,  in  the  purchase  of 
150/.  three  per  cent  consols,  which  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Baylis,  the  rector  of  this  parish,  William  Jones,  since  deceased,  and 
Thomas  Palin,  of  the  same  parish,  now  living  in  the  parish  of  Painswick.  The 
dividends  amounting  to  4/.  10s.  per  annum  are  paid  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Baylis, 
William  Montague  and  William  Prosser,  the  present  trustees,  and  are  distributed 
by  them  among  20  poor  housekeepers  of  the  same  parish,  in  sums  of  5s.  to  10s. 
in  respect  of  Mary  Shaile’s  charity,  and  4 s.  a-piece  in  respect  of  Samuel  Bur- 
rough’s  charity. 

Samuel  Burrough,  Senior’s,  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ Samuel  Burrough,  gentleman,  gave  40/.  the  interest  of 
which  is  to  be  given  to  eight  poor  housekeepers  of  this  parish,  at  Christmas, 
yearly.” 

The  investment  and  disposition  of  this  sum  of  40/.  given  by  Samuel  Bur- 
rough has  been  explained  in  the  preceding  case. 

Matthew  Yate’s  Charity. 

Matthew  Yate,  late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  clerk,  by  his  Will,  dated 
7th  February  1713,  gave  and  devised  to  his  wife  Ann  Yate,  his  farm,  called 
Netherridge,  in  the  parish  of  Quedgley,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  during 
the  term  of  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  John  Yate,  esquire,  and  Dorothy, 
Rep.  16.  C the

14  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 


Matthew  Yate’s 
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St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Pyrke,  esquire,  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  to  be  equally 
divided  between  them  the  said  John  and  Dorothy,  and  their  respective  heirs, 
upon  condition  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  same,  within  the  space  of  one 
month  after  the  decease  of  his  said  wife,  the  sum  of  100/.  to  the  five  trustees 
for  the  private  charity  to  the  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary 
de  Crypt  aforesaid,  to  be  by  them  received  and  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the 
product  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  the 
said  private  charity,  that  is,  to  five  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish,  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  yearly,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  100/.  appears  to  be  now  vested  in  the  corporation,  who  pay  to 
the  Reverend  Joseph  Baylis,  William  Montague  and  William  Prosser,  the  three 
present  trustees  of  this  charity,  the  sum  of  4/.  being  the  interest  thereof,  at 
four  per  cent. 

This  4/.  appears  by  an  account-book  produced  by  Mr.  Montague,  beginning 
with  the  month  of  December  1783,  to  have  been  ever  since  regularly  dis- 
tributed among  nine  or  ten  poor  housekeepers,  according  to  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Yate’s  will. 

Thomas  Gosling’s  Charity. 


Thomas  Gosling’s  Church  Table. — “ Thomas  Gosling , esquire,  gave  an  estate  of  3/.  10s.  per 
Charity.  annum  to  this  parish,  viz.  20s.  thereof,  yearly,  to  the  minister  for  preaching  a 
sermon  on  Ash  Wednesday,  and  the  remainder  to  be  divided  on  that  day 
among  the  poor,  for  ever. 

There  is  no  copy  of  the  Will  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  but  the  land 
derived  under  it,  which  is  well  known,  is  situate  in  Badgworth  parish,  consisting 
of  9 a.  1 r.  21  p.  according  to  a survey  taken  in  the  year  1781;  and  again  on 
the  24th  September  1813.  When  the  last  survey  was  taken  the  land  was  let 
for  14/.  per  annum,  under  a lease,  commencing  on  the  11th  October  1812,  for 
the  term  of  eight  years.  Upon  the  expiration  of  that  term  in  1820,  it  was  let  again 
to  the  same  person,  as  yearly  tenant,  for  81.  which  rent  has  been  paid  up.  We 
understand  it  to  be  the  intention  to  give  the  present  tenant  notice  to  quit,  in 
order  to  obtain  a better  rent  if  possible. 

While  the  rent  was  14/.  the  proportion  paid  to  the  minister  was  51. ; since  it 
has  been  reduced  to  81.  he  has  received  only  3/.;  but  it  is  to  be  observed  that 
the  donor  fixed  the  amount  of  his  proportion  at  205.  and  we  have  suggested 
the  propriety  of  restricting  the  future  payments  to  him  to  that  sum.  The 
remainder  has  been  distributed  in  bread. 


Alice  Whitfield’s  Charity. 

Alice  Whitfield's  Alice  Whitfield,  late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  dated 
Charity.  30th  June  1693,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  31.  yearly,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwrardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish,  by  her  executor,  forth  of  the  rent  of  her  messuage  or 
tenement,  called  the  Three  Cups,  situate  in  the  Southgate-street,  for  the  use  ot 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  the  said  poor, 
by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  at  three  several  days  in  the  year  by 
equal  portions,  (that  is  to  say)  20 s.  upon  the  17th  day  of  February,  yearly ; 
205.  upon  the  14th  day  of  June  ; and  205.  more  upon  the  8th  day  of  November 
during  the  remainder  of  her  lease  or  term  to  come  in  the  said  messuage. 

This  annuity  appears  to  have  been  paid  till  the  lease  run  out,  which  happened 
many  years  ago. 

Robert  Payne’s  Charity. 

Robert  Payne’*  Church  Table. — “ Mr.  Alderman  Robert  Payne  gave  yearly,  for  ever,  to 
Charity.  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  and  St.  Owen  SO 5. ; 235.  4 d.  in  bread,  and 
6s.  8 d.  to  the  minister,  to  read  prayers  on  Candlemas-day.  1712.” 

The  parish  seem  to  be  in  possession  of  no  document  to  explain  how  this 
charity  is  secured,  but  we  understand  from  Mr.  Wood,  of  Gloucester,  that  he  is 
the  owner  of  certain  lands  at  Dry  Mead,  which  he  purchased,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  this  305.  Mr.  Wood  pays  the  235.  4 d.  to  the  churchwardens  of 
St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  who  divide  it  between  their  own  parish  and  St.  Owen’s. 
The  65.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  minister  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  for  reading  prayers 
on  Candlemas-day.  The  money  so  paid  to  this  parish  is  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  on  Candlemas-day  to  the  poor. 


JoSIAS 
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Josias  Randall’s  Charity. 

Josias  Randall,  by  his  Will,  dated  March  4th,  1707,  directed,  that  his  St.  Mary  de  Crypt, 
executors  thereinafter  named  should,  within  one  year  after  his  wife’s  decease,  . — — 
pay  to  the  then  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Josi^har“daI1 3 
St.  Mary  de  Crypt  the  sum  of  50  /. ; the  same  to  be  for  ever,  by  them  and  their  1 a”  y’ 
successors,  lent  on  good  security  unto  five  tradesmen  of  the  said  parish  of 
St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  for  the  space  of  10  years,  at  10/.  a-peice,  for  which  no 
interest  should  be  paid  ; and  for  want  of  such  security,  to  any  person  or  persons 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Owen  in  the  said'  city  living  within  the  south  gate  of  the 
same  city.  And  in  case,  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  10  years,  there  should  be 
no  other  persons  to  accept  of  the  said  monies,  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid,  then 
he  desired  that  such  person  or  persons  as  were  to  pay  in  the  same  should  hold 
it  for  other  10  years.  And  in  case  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  should 
be  remiss  or  negligent,  then  he  revoked  the  said  bequest,  and  directed  that  the 
said  50/.  should  immediately  be  paid  by  them  unto  and  amongst  all  his  relations. 

And  the  said  testator  further  gave  unto  his  nephew  Josias  Randall,  of  the 
same  city,  all  those  his  several  and  respective  messuages,  tenements,  or  dwelling- 
houses,  wherein  he  the  said  testator  and  one  Adam  Gyles  then  dwelt,  situate 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  with  the  standards  mentioned  in  the 
schedule  annexed  to  the  lease  thereof,  for  the  term  of  his  life,  from  and  after 
his  said  wife’s  decease ; and  after  the  decease  of  his  said  nephew  the  said 
testator  desired  that  the  same  goods,  tenements,  and  premises  should  be  forth- 
with sold  for  the  best  price  that  could  be  got,  by  his  executors,  together  with 
the  then  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt, 
whom  he  desired  to  be  assisting  therein  ; the  principal  money  to  be  put  out  by 
the  said  persons,  and  the  succeeding  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said 
parish,  on  good  security,  at  the  rate  of  five  pounds  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  every  year,  on 
the  2d  November  and  the  2d  February ; and  during  the  time  the  said  tenements 
should  continue  unsold  he  directed  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  distributed 
to  the  said  poor  by  the  said  persons,  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid.  He  also 
desired  that  his  gift  should  be  registered  in  the  public  book  of  accounts  kept  for 
the  said  parish  or  parish  church. 

Two  of  the  said  sums  of  10/.  appear  to  have  been  lost  by  the  insolvency  of 
the  borrowers ; other  two  are  now  out  upon  loans,  and  the  remaining  10/.  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  churchwarden,  and  voted  to  be  lent  to  one  of  the  parishioners 
as  soon  as  he  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient  sureties.  With  respect  to  the 
lands  and  tenements  which  the  testator  directed  to  be  sold,  no  account  what- 
ever appears  of  any  such  sale  or  disposition  in  the  parish-book. 


Eleanor  Weaver’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Mrs.  Eleanor  Weaver  gave  100/.  to  this  parish,  the  interest  Eleanor  Weaver’s 
of  it  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees.”  Charity. 

The  corporation  have  this  100/.  in  their  hands,  for  which  they  pay  the  annual 
sum  of  4/.  to  the  same  trustees  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of  Matthew  Yate’s 
Charity ; and  it  appears  by  the  account-book  produced  by  Mr.  Montague  that 
this  sum  of  4/.  has  also  been  distributed  by  the  trustees  to  the  same  number  of 
poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  as  mentioned  in  Mr.  Yate’s  gift,  in  sums  of 
about  85.  a-piece. 

Sarah  Harris’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Harris , late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  dated  Sarah  Harris’s 
22d  July  1811,  gave  to  the  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Crypt  for  the  Charity, 
time  being,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  the  sum  of 
10/.  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  thereof  in  purchasing  bread,  to  be  given 
to  such  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  as  they  should  think  most  proper. 

This  charity  has  been  in  a state  of  dormancy  for  some  years,  from  a misun- 
derstanding respecting  it,  but  Mr.  Hewlet  the  churchwarden  acknowledges 
both  principal  and  interest  to  be  due  from  him.  We  have  been  assured  that  it 
will  immediately  be  put  into  a due  course  of  administration  according  to  the 
Will  of  the  donor. 
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PARISH  OF  ST.  MARY  DE  GRACE. 

Daniel  Lysons’s  Charity. 

Under  the  Will  of  Daniel  Lysons,  which  has  been  exhibited  among  the 
charities  of  St.  Michael’s  parish  in  this  city,  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Grace  is 
entitled  to  206’.  a year,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  for  the  poor  of  the  same  parish. 

The  manner  in  which  this  charity  is  secured  will  appear  by  reference  to 
the  donation  of  the  same  benefactor  already  reported  among  the  charities  of 
St.  Michael’s  parish.  (14  Ilep.  p.  41.) 

The  tenant  of  the  land,  in  the  same  manner  as  has  before  been  shown,  sends 
206.  worth  of  bread  to  the  church  twice  a year,  to  be  distributed  according  to 
the  directions  of  the  donor. 

James  Sayer’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Mr.  James  Sayer,  of  this  parish,  gent,  gave  by  his  last 
Will,  dated  the  18th  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  1712,  unto  the  church- 
wardens of  this  parish  for  the  time  being  lor  ever,  the  yearly  sum  of  406.  to  be 
distributed  by  them  to  40  poor  widows  of  this  parish,  at  Christmas  and  Easter, 
issuing  and  payable  out  of  the  messuage  or  tenement  called  the  Three  Black- 
birds. 

It  does  not  appear  by  any  document  that  the  parish  have  ever  been  in 
the  receipt  of  this  406.  or  any  part  of  it : the  churchwardens  book,  which 
goes  back  as  far  as  the  year  1770s  and  contains  an  entry  of  every  other  charity 
in  operation,  makes  no  mention  of  it : it  may  therefore  be  considered  as  pro- 
bable that  it  has  never  come  to  the  use  of  the  parish. 

Thomas  Singleton’s  Charity. 

The  Will  of  Thomas  Singleton  will  be  found  set  out  under  his  name  among 
the  corporation  charities,  (14  Rep.  p.  36.)  by  referring  to  which,  it  will  appear 
that  the  mayor  and  burgesses  are  charged  in  virtue  of  this  donation  with  the 
annual  payment  of  3/.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Load. 

The  churchwardens  books,  antecedently  to  the  year  1770,  have  been  all  lost 
or  destroyed,  and  there  is  no  document  respecting  this  charity  before  the  last- 
mentioned  date  ; but  from  the  year  1776,  the  books  show  a constant  payment 
of  this  annual  sum  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  in  which  books  lists  are 
entered  of  the  persons  relieved. 

This  gift-money  appears  to  make  part  of  an  aggregate  sum  distributed  in  small 
amounts  at  Christmas,  among  a great  number  of  the  general  poor  of  the  parish. 

George  Coulston’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ George  Coulston  gave  206.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  this  parish 
within  the  city,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  in  the  Easter  week.” 

George  Coulstance  (being  the  person  intended  by  George  Coulston,  named 
in  the  table)  by  his  Will  which  has  been  set  forth  among  the  charities  of  St. 
Michael’s  parish,  charged  his  lands  at  Red  -Mar ley  with  three  annual  sums  of 
206.  each,  one  of  them  for  the  poor  of  this  parish.  (14  Rep.  p.  44.) 

The  tenant  of  the  land  charged  has  regularly  paid  the  206.  appropriated 
to  this  parish,  which  is  consolidated  with  the  above-mentioned  charity  of 
Thomas  Singleton,  and  others  of  the  same  description. 

Edward  Nourse’s  Charity. 

The  Will  of  Edward  Nourse  is  set  forth  under  that  name  among  the  chari- 
ties in  St.  Michael’s  parish,  w'here  it  has  been  shovm  that  the  money  was 
applied  in  the  purchase  of  lands  ; and  also  howr  the  division  was  settled  between 
the  parishes  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  Mary  de  Load. 

Ten  shillings  annually  is  paid  to  the  clergyman  for  his  sermon  on  25th  of 
March  ; and  the  remainder  is  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  Thomas 
Singleton’s  charity ; last  Christmas  the  share  of  the  rents  paid  to  this  parish 
wras  seven  guineas. 

Alice  Whitfield’s  Charity. 

Church  Table,  dated  1680:— “ Mrs.  Alice  Whitfield  gave  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish,  within  the  city,  four  tenements  during  the  lease,  and  also  206.  to  the 
churchwardens  to  pay  the  chief-rent  to  the  cathedral  church  of  Gloucester,  to 
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be  paid  forth  of  the  profits  of  the  Blue  Bells  and  other  tenements  in  the  said 
parish ; and  also  20s.  to  be  paid  forth  of  the  profits  of  the  Blue  Bells,  to  be 
disposed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  within  this  city,  on  Holy  Thursday,  during 
the  lease.” 

It  nowhere  appears  that  this  charity  was  ever  received  ; the  probability  is 
that  the  interest  of  the  testatrix  in  the  houses  expired  before  the  commencement 
of  the  books  now  extant. 

John  Dupree’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ John  Dupree , by  Will,  gave  301.  to  this  parish,  the  interest 
to  be  divided  among  the  poor,  and  10/.  towards  a Branch.” 

It  appears  that  with  this  money,  some  years  ago,  a gallery  was  erected  in 
St.  Mary’s  church,  which  is  let  out  in  sittings,  and  the  rent  is  annually  distri- 
buted to  the  poor,  with  Thomas  Singleton’s  charity,  and  others.  The  average 
amount  of  rent  is  about  two  guineas. 

Timothy  Nourse’s  Charity. 

Church  Table:- — “ Mr.  Timothy  Nourse,  clerk,  gave  12/.  10,?.  per  annum  for 
ever,  to  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  de  Lode  and  St.  Catherine,  for  placing  out 
five  apprentices  yearly,  at  the  rate  of  40 s.  each,  the  residue  to  be  laid  out  upon 
three  gowns  for  three  poor  persons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  of  St.  Mary’s 
and  the  officers  of  both  parishes.” 

The  above  annual  sum  was  charged  by  the  testator  on  his  estate  called 
Southends,  near  Newent,  in  this  county,  the  tenant  of  which  pays  the  sum  of 
12/.  105.  in  moieties  to  the  two  parishes  of  St.  Mary  de  Lode  and  St.  Catherine. 

The  parish  of  St.  Mary  de  Lode  lays  out  the  whole  of  the  61.  5 s.  which  it 
receives  under  this  charity  in  different  articles  of  necessary  clothing,  which  are 
given  away  to  poor  widows  by  the  churchwardens,  with  the  advice  of  the  minister, 
it  having  been  considered  that  the  405.  left  for  apprenticing  was  not  an  adequate 
sum  for  that  purpose ; and  that  if  that  annual  sum  were  accumulated  till  it 
amounted  to  a sufficient  apprentice-fee,  it  would  be  exposed  to  the  risk  of  being 
lost  by  the  insolvency  of  those  to  whose  hands  it  might  be  committed. 
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Alderman  Thorn’s  Charity. 

According  to  the  church  table,  Alderman  John  Thorn , in  1617,  gave  for 
ever,  65.  Sd.  for  a sermon  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent,  and  6s.  Sd.  for  ever,  to 
be  distributed  amongst  20  poor  widows,  payable  at  Lady-day  out  of  Thorn’s 
Mill. 

Thorn’s  Mill  is  situate  about  one  mile  from  Gloucester,  in  respect  of  which 
either  the  proprietor  or  the  occupier  has  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of 
this  parish,  the  two  sums  of  65.  8 d.  yearly,  according  to  the  above  table,  one 
of  which  sums  has  been  received  by  the  minister  for  the  time  being  for  his 
sermon  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent,  and  the  other  sum  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  to  20  poor  widows,  at  4 d.  each  on  the  same  Sunday,  or  soon 
after.  A list  of  the  persons  relieved  has  been  entered  in  the  parish  gift-book 
for  a long  course  of  years,  the  first  of  such  entries  being  in  the  year  1743. 


Thomas  Singleton’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Thomas  Singleton  gave  205.  to  the  minister  for  a sermon 
on  Good  Friday,  and  31.  to  the  poor,  to  be  distributed  10  days  before 
Christmas.” 

The  sum  of  205.  is  annually  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  for  a sermon  on 
Good  Friday,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  and  the  3/.  for  the  poor  comes 
to  the  churchwardens  through  the  same  hands  [see  Charities  vested  in  and  under 
the  management  of  the  corporation,  14  Rep.  p.  36].  The  3/.  to  the  poor 
is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  to  20  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  taken  from 
the  poor  generally. 

Daniel  Lysons’s  Charity. 

The  Will  of  Daniel  Lysons  is  set  out  fully  in  the  report  of  the  charities  in 
St.  Michael’s  parish,  (14th  Report,  p.  41,)  under  which  St.  Nicholas  was  to 
receive  405.  per  annum,  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  poor  in  bread,  10  dozen  loaves 
at  25.  a dozen  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  like  at  Christmas. 

The  bread  is  distributed  to  the  poor  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Will. 
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St.  Nicholas. 


Elizabeth  Morris’s 
Charity. 


Elizabeth  Morris’s  Charity. 

In  an  old  parish-book,  intituled  “ An  account  of  the  charities  belonging  to 
the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  which  are  at  the  disposal 
of  the  churchwardens,”  we  find  it  stated  that  Elizabeth  Morris , by  her  Will, 
made  in  the  year  1679,  gave  to  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  the  sum  of  50/.,  to 
be  set  to  interest,  or  laid  out  in  land,  the  profit  thereof  to  be  yearly  distributed 
amongst  20  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish  not  receiving  weekly  pay,  accord- 
ing to  the  discretion  of  John  Price,  one  of  the  aldermen  of  the  city,  and  John 
Cox,  shoemaker,  and  after  their  decease  by  such  persons  as  the  greater  part  of 
the  parish  should  appoint,  and  she  named  the  said  John  Price  and  John  Cox 
executors  of  her  will. 

It  appears  by  an  entry  in  the  parish-books  that  with  this  money  the  parish 
renewed  in  1701  the  lease  of  a house  held  by  them  of  the  corporation,  near 
the  West  Gate,  called  the  Pack  Horse,  afterwards  the  King’s  Anns,  and  lately 
the  Cross  Keys.  . 

This  lease  was  sold  in  1808  to  Mr.  Anthony  Ellis,  of  this  city,  who  was 
directed  by  the  vestry  to  lay  out  the  purchase  money  in  the  four  per  cents, 
in  the  names  of  the  then  churchwardens,  which  he  did  accordingly,  the  amount 
of  the  stock  so  purchased  being  150/.  The  parish  have  always  considered 
itself  as  answerable  for  the  annual  sum  of  2 /.  10s.  in  respect  of  this  50/., 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  interest  of  the  stock  so  purchased,  and  secured  by  the 
same. 

That  sum  is  divided  among  20  poor  housekeepers,  at  2 s.  3d.  each,  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day,  an  account  of  which  is  contained  in  the  churchwardens  books. 
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Weaver’s  Charity. 

It  has  been  before  stated  that  the  corporation  pays  as  the  interest  of  Weaver’s 
gift  an  annual  sum  of  4/.  to  St.  Nicholas’s  parish,  of  the  origin  of  which  no 
account  can  be  given.  We  have  since  learned  from  the  Rev.  Martin  Barry 
that  he  receives  annually  the  said  sum  of  4/.  from  the  treasurer  of  the  cor- 
poration on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  that  he  divides  it  among  five  poor  widows, 
in  sums  of  16  s.  each,  which  is  expressed  to  be  the  purpose  of  the  charity 
on  the  church  table,  the  same  persons  continuing  to  receive  it  until  they  die,  or 
become  otherwise  disqualified. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Green’s  Charity. 

We  find  in  the  old  gift-book  of  the  parish  that  Richard  Green , clerk,  gave 
50/.,  the  interest  to  buy  four  three-penny  loaves  of  bread  weekly. 

The  above  entry  is  without  date,  but  with  a note  subjoined,  which  expresses 
that  the  money  was  received  of  the  chamberlain  of  the  city;  and  at  the 
beginning  of  the  churchwardens  book  is  contained  a document,  whereby  it 
appears  that  Richard  Green,  the  then  mayor,  had  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
corporation  the  sum  of  50/.,  as  the  monies  of  Richard  Green,  clerk,  deceased, 
(the  late  son  of  the  before-named  Richard  Green,)  whereupon  the  mayor  and 
burgesses  had  bound  themselves  to  pay  unto  the  said  Richard  Green,  the 
father,  if  he  should  be  living,  and  after  his  decease,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  for  so  long  time  as  the 
said  50/.  should  remain  in  their  hands,  12  pence  per  week  yearly,  in  respect 
of  the  said  sum  of  50/.,  to  be  disposed  of  in  four  three-penny  loaves  of  bread 
weekly  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  same  parish,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Richard  Green,  the  father,  if  living,  or 
otherwise  as  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them,  should  direct  and  appoint. 

It  appears  by  a subsequent  entry  in  one  of  the  parish-books,  dated  4th  May 
1779,  that  this  money  was  afterwards  invested  in  a mortgage,  at  four  per  cent ; 
and  by  another  entry,  dated  May  24th  1780,  and  signed  by  Robert  Ellis,  it 
further  appears  that  this  money  had  been  afterwards  called  in  and  invested  in 
the  three-per-cents  reduced  stock,  the  amount  of  the  stock  so  purchased  being 
83/.  17 s.  2 d.  still  standing  in  the  name  of  the  said  Robert  Ellis.  Mr.  Robert 
Ellis  has  been  dead  many  years,  and  Anthony  Ellis,  his  only  surviving  son,  was 
his  executor  and  residuary  legatee.  Mr.  Anthony  Ellis,  who  died  a short  time 
ago,  paid  2/.  105.  3d.  the  dividends  of  the  said  stock,  during  his  life,  and 
Mr.  Wood,  banker,  of  Gloucester,  is  his  sole  executor  and  residuary  legatee. 
It  does  not  appear  by  Mr.  Anthony  Ellis’s  books  whether  there  was  any  specific 
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investment  of  this  stock,  so  as  to  distinguish  it  from  the  other  property  of  the 
testator  of  the  same  kind  ; but  it  is  intended  to  call  upon  Mr.  Wood  to  transfer 
the  principal  sum  into  the  names  of  trustees  on  the  behalf  of  the  parish.  The 
interest  of  that  sum,  beingS/.  10s.  3d.  is  laid  out  in  weekly  bread,  and  distributed 
to  the  poor  every  Sunday,  together  with  the  bounty  of  William  Window,  here- 
after mentioned. 

Joseph  Reeve’s  Charity. 

Joseph  Reeve,  by  his  Will,  dated  3d  February  1716,  gave  to  the  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  for  the  time  being  85 /.  to  be  paid  to  them  within 
one  year  after  the  cutting  of  his  coppice-wood  in  the  parish  of  Walford,  in  the 
county  of  Hereford,  out  of  the  monies  that  should  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  such 
coppice- wood  ; in  trust,  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  successors  should 
for  ever  place  out  and  keep  the  same  85/.  at  interest,  and  the  interest  and 
product  thereof  should  pay  and  dispose  of  in  the  manner  following,  viz.  to 
20  old  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish  eighteen  pennyworth  of  good  beef,  twelve 
pennyworth  of  bread,  and  eighteen  pennyworth  of  coal  a-piece,  for  ever, 
to  be  given  and  delivered  to  them  upon  the  22d  day  of  December  yearly, 
none  of  which  said  poor  housekeepers  should  be  such  as  received  alms  of 
the  parish  ; and  also  2s.  6d.  per  annum  out  of  the  interest  of  the  said  85/.  to  the 
clerk  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being  for  ever,  to  be  paid  on  the  said  22d 
day  of  December  yearly,  and  the  remaining  2s.  6d.  of  the  interest  of  the  85/. 
the  churchwardens  were  to  keep  for  their  trouble  in  executing  his  trust ; 
and  in  case  the  interest  of  money  should  be  lessened  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
then  the  said  bread,  beef  and  coal,  should  be  lessened  proportionably. 

The  above  sum  of  85  /.  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  governors  and  guardians 
of  the  poor  for  some  years,  on  their  bond,  at  an  interest  of  four  per  cent,  but 
the  sum  was  paid  in  by  them  in  the  year  1787  ; and  at  a vestry-meeting  held  on 
the  9th  day  of  April  in  that  year  it  was  ordered  that  Mr.  Robert  Ellis  should  be 
requested  to  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  and  that  the  interest  should  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Will  of  the  said  Mr.  Reeve.  The  books 
do  not  show  in  what  fund  this  was  invested,  or  whether  it  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  any  stock ; but  it  was  always  supposed  to  have  been  invested  in 
the  name  of  Mr.  Robert  Ellis,  who  during  his  life  paid  31.  65.  8 d.  for  interest 
upon  the  principal  sum  ; and  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Ellis,  his  only  son  and 
executor,  Mr.  Anthony  Ellis,  continued  to  pay  the  same  annual  dividend  or 
interest  to  the  parish  officers.  Mr.  James  Wood,  his  residuary  legatee  and  sole 
executor,  will  be  called  upon  to  give  a specific  security  for  this  sum,  as  well  as 
for  the  legacy  of  Richard  Green,  an  account  of  which  has  already  been  given. 

The  annual  proceeds  are  applied  together  with  the  charities  of  William  Lisle 
and  Henry  Window.  The  2 s.  6d.  to  the  clerk  of  the  parish,  and  the  2s.  6d.  to 
the  churchwardens  have  been  regularly  paid. 

William  Window’s  Charity. 

According  to  a copy,  without  date,  of  that  part  of  Mr.  William  Window's  William  Window’s 
Will  which  relates  to  his  charity,  and  which  is  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  Charity, 
churchwardens  book,  the  testator  devised  a rentcharge  or  annuity  of  61.  4 s. 
per  annum  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Nicholas  for  ever,  to  be  issuing  and  paid  out  of  his  three  tenements  in  the 
Westgate-street,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester  ; whereof  his  Will  and  meaning  was, 
that  5/.  4s.  per  annum,  part  of  the  61.  4s.,  should  be  laid  out  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  for  the  time  being,  for  the  buying  one  dozen  of  twopenny 
loaves  against  every  Sunday  in  the  year  for  ever,  to  be  given  and  distributed  by 
them  to  12  such  poor  people  of  the  same  parish  as  frequented  and  came  to  the 
parish  church  aforesaid,  and  had  no  relief  or  maintenance  out  of  the  said 
parish  ; and  his  Will  was,  that  the  20s.  residue  of  the  said  61.  4s.  per  annum 
should  be  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  same  parish  for  ever,  for  a sermon  to  be 
preached  yearly  on  the  day  of  his  funeral,  being  that  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist. 

The  51.  4s.  per  annum  is  regularly  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  twopenny 
loaves,  and  distributed  every  Sunday  among  12  poor  people  frequenting  the 
church.  The  minister  of  the  parish  preaches  a sermon  on  every  St.  John  the 
Evangelist’s  day,  for  which  he  receives  20s. 

The  three  tenements  mentioned  in  the  Will  have  been  converted  into  two, 
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St.  Nicholas.  now  occupied  by  two  tenants,  who  regularly  pay  the  61.  45.  in  respect  of  the 
above-mentioned  charge. 

Henry  Window’s  Charity. 

Henry  Window’s  Henri)  Window,  as  appears  by  a copy  of  that  part  of  his  Will  which  relates 
Charity.  to  this  charity,  entered  also  in  the  above-mentioned  book,  without  date,  gave 

__  ^ to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  Gloucester, 

and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  an 
annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  50s.  per  annum,  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his 
three  messuages  in  the  parish  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  Gloucester  (being  the  same 
tenements  as  those  mentioned  in  the  case  of  William  Window’s  charity);  the  same 
50s.  per  annum,  over  and  above  what  his  late  father  charged  the  said  three 
tenements  with,  to  be  laid  out  yearly  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
or  the  majority  of  them,  for  the  buying  coal  at  the  cheapest  rates,  to  be  yearly 
distributed  amongst  such  12  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish  as  usually  frequented 
their  parish  church,  and  received  no  parish  alms ; of  which  number,  he  willed 
that  such  poor  people  as  did  or  should  inhabit  his  four  small  tenements  lately 
erected  or  converted  into  dwelling-houses  by  his  said  late  father,  and  situate 
between  the  two  back  doors  of  his  capital  messuage  in  Gloucester,  wherein 
Mr.  Thomas  Hough  Carrier  then  dwelt,  or  in  any  of  the  said  small  tenements, 
should  yearly  have,  every  of  them  being  qualified  as  aforeaaid,  one  twelfth  part 
of  the  said  coal,  otherwise  that  his  devise  should  cease. 

The  50s.  so  charged  have  been  regularly  paid  by  the  proprietor  of  the  said 
houses  to  the  churchwardens,  and  laid  out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  bread, 
beef,  and  coals,  in  conjunction  with  the  charities  of  William  Lisle  and  Joseph 
Reeve,  and  distributed,  together  with  the  produce  of  those  charities,  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day. 

Thomas  Withenbury’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Withen-  Thomas  Withenbury , late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  carpenter,  by  his  Will, 
bury’s  Charity,  dated  the  24th  December  1720,  devised  to  the  minister,  and  his  successors,  of 
the  parish  church  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  and  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  and  their  successors,  of  the  said  parish,  all  that  piece 
of  garden-ground  adjoining  to  a tenement  which  he  had  lately  built  upon 
some  part  belonging  thereunto,  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of  William  Swetman, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Catherine,  in  the  said  city  of  Gloucester,  to  hold 
to  them,  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  their  successors  for  the  time  being  for  ever, 
to  and  for  the  several  and  respective  uses,  intents  or  purposes  thereinafter 
mentioned ; viz.  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  for  the  time 
being  the  sum  of  105.  to  preach  a sermon  in  the  morning  in  the  said  parish 
church  of  St.  Nicholas  every  second  Sunday  in  Lent  yearly ; and  to  the  said 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  and 
their  successors,  the  sum  of  405.  being  the  residue  of  the  rent  of  the  said 
garden-ground,  to  buy  and  lay  out  upon  twopenny  loaves,  to  be  by 
them  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  (the  one  half  in  the  morning 
after  sermon,  and  the  other  half  in  the  afternoon  after  sermon)  ; and  he 
desired  that  his  tenant,  Francis  Cale,  should  make  the  said  bread,  or  such 
other  tenant  as  should  live  in  and  rent  the  tenement  and  bakehouse  which  the 
said  Francis  Cale  then  rented  of  him  the  testator. 

This  piece  of  land  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  as  that  which  was  many 
years  ago  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  William  Wood,  with  respect  to  which  we 
find  the  following  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book  : — 

“ At  a vestry  holden  for  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  on  7th  April  1735,  it 
was  agreed,  that  Mr.  William  Wood  should  be  permitted  to  hold  the  messuage 
or  tenements,  and  garden,  of  which  he  hath  a lease  for  99  years,  without  paying 
any  rent  for  the  same  for  two  years  next  ensuing  from  Lady-day  last,  in 
consideration,  of  the  expense  which  the  said  William  Wood  should  be  put  unto, 
in  getting  the  possession  thereof  from  the  several  persons  then  occupying  the 
same,  and  refusing  to  quit  possession.” 

Whether  Mr.  Wood  got  possession  or  not  of  the  premises  does  not  appear  ; but 
it  seems  that  shortly  afterwards  the  piece  of  ground,  coming  from  Mr.  W ithen- 
bury,  was  in  the  possession  of  one  Joseph  Hockley,  as  we  find  an  entry  dated 
26th  April  1736,  of  a resolution  of  vestry,  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
should  have  power  to  stop  up  or  build  before  the  door,  to  prevent  any  person 

coming 
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coming  out  or  trespassing  in  the  garden,  left  by  Mr.  Withenbury,  then 'in  the  St.  Nicholas, 
possession  of  Joseph  Hockley  ; and,  at  a vestry  held  7th  March,  1774,  it  was  Tllorr~^it}ien 
agreed  that  Joseph  Hockley  should  be  distrained  upon  for  rent  due  to  the  said  bui^’s'charity, 
parish,  for  a piece  of  ground  he  occupied  belonging  to  the  same  parish.  continued. 

The  piece  of  ground  derived  under  Withenbury’s  gift,  together  with  the 

adjoining  tenements,  which  had  long  before  been  the  property  of  the  parish, 
came  afterwards  into  the  possession  of  the  late  John  Pitt,  esquire,  and  is  now 
in  the  possession,  as  it  is  apprehended,  of  the  present  Mrs.  Pitt,  the  widow  of 
the  late  Rev.  James  Pitt,  or  her  assigns. 

The  rent  paid  for  all  these  premises  has  been  for  a long  time,  and  still  is, 

4/.  65.  per  annum,  which  is  considered  as  much  below  the  annual  value,  out  of 
which  sum  10  s.  is  paid  to  the  minister  for  a sermon  on  the  second  Sunday  in 
lent,  40s.  is  given  in  bread  to  the  poor  after  the  sermon,  and  the  residue 
is  applied  to  general  parish  purposes. 

Mary  Shale’s  Charity. 

Mary  Shale,  by  her  Will,  dated  9th  November  1734,  gave  to  the  Rev.  Ben-  Mary  Shale’s 
jamin  Newton,  minister  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  others  therein  Chanty, 

mentioned,  the  sum  of  501.  in  trust,  that  they,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should 
yearly  upon  the  20th  day  of  December  apply  and  distribute  the  interest  of 
such  sum  unto  10  or  12  poor  housekeepers,  living  within  the  said  parish  of 
St.  Nicholas. 

This  sum  was  laid  out  in  June  1813,  by  the  Rev.  Martin  Barry,  the  present 
minister,  and  others,  in  the  purchase  of  561.  19  s.  7 d.  five  per  cent  annuities, 
reduced  by  the  late  Act  to  four  per  cents,  now  producing  an  interest  of  2 /.  8 s. 

The  proceeds  of  the  stock  have  been  distributed  regularly  among  10  poor  house- 
keepers of  the  parish  in  equal  sums,  by  the  minister  of  the  parish. 


Thomas  Mee’s  Charity. 

According  to  an  entry  in  one  of  the  parish-books  without  date,  of  that  part 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Mee’s  Will  'which  relates  to  his  charity,  it  appears  that  the 
testator  gave  the  sum  of  50/.  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  trust,  that  they  should  put  forth  the  same  at 
interest  upon  the  best  security  they  could  get  for  the  same,  and  pay  over  or 
distribute  the  interest  thereof  yearly,  upon  St.  Thomas’s-day  for  ever,  to  and 
amongst  10  poor  and  ancient  housekeepers  within  the  said  parish  that  did  not 
receive  any  weekly  alms  or  allowance  from  the  same  parish  ; and  his  Will  was, 
that  every  one  of  such  10  poor  housekeepers  should  receive  an  equal  share 
thereof. 

It  appears  by  an  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book,  that  at  a vestry  held 
8th  day  of  June  1785,  it  was  resolved,  that  40/.  should  be  raised  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  a suit,  which  had  been  instituted  for  the  recovery  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Mee’s  legacy,  but  that  it  was  subsequently  determined  to  dis- 
continue and  abandon  such  suit,  since  which  period  nothing  has  been  heard  of 
this  legacy. 

William  Lisle’s  Charity. 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  charities  in  St.  Werburgh,  in  Bristol, 
[10th  Report,  p.  530,]  which  parish  is  erjtitled  to  a moiety  of  this  charity,  it  will 
be  seen  that  by  a decree  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  in  1724,  the  Will  of 
William  Lisle , in  respect  to  his  charity  was  confirmed,  and  the  mode  of  appli- 
cation and  distribution  settled ; and  that  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  that 
decree  an  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  in  1726,  was  executed  by  Edward 
James,  whereby  the  messuage  and  lands  at  Epney,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
as  therein  described,  (the  present  description  of  which  premises  is  set  forth  in 
the  report  above  referred  to,)  and  also  the  yearly  rent  of  31.  4s.  issuing  out  of 
certain  lands  at  Pridgmore,  in  the  same  county,  were  conveyed  to  the  trustees 
therein  named,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  to  the  uses 
directed  by  the  decree,  viz.  as  to  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  Gloucester,  in 
the  purchase  of  clothing  and  firing  for  the  poor  thereof. 

By  the  books  of  the  successive  treasurers  of  the  trust  it  appears  that  from 
the  year  1760  to  the  present  period  there  has  been  a regular  exhibition  of  their 
receipts  and  payments,  for  the  most  part  confirmed  by  the  churchwardens  or 
minister.  The  present  treasurer  and  agent  for  the  trust  is  the  llev.  Martin 
Barry,  perpetual  curate  of  St.  Nicholas’s  parish  in  Gloucester,  who  took  upon 
Rep,  16.  D himself 
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St.  Nicholas.  himself  that  office  in  1780,  and  has  ever  since  let  the  land  to  a yearly  tenant. 

• • When  Mr.  Barry  first  took  upon  himself  the  management  of  the  charity  premises 

1 Charity4  C S rent  was  45/.  and  after  some  intermediate  fluctuations  it  was  raised  in  1811 
continued.  to  105/.  since  which  time  it  has  been  again  considerably  reduced,  and  the  pro- 

' ' perty  is  now  let  for  76 1.  This  rent,  as  also  the  quit-rent  of  31.  4 s.  appear  to 

have  been  regularly  brought  to  account  by  Mr.  Barry,  who  has  received  the 
same  clear  of  all  taxes,  except  the  property-tax,  while  it  was  in  existence ; the 
land-tax  having  been  redeemed.  The  Berkeley  canal,  as  mentioned  in  the  state- 
ment respecting  St.  Werburgh’s  interest  in  this  charity,  was  cut  through  this 
land  some  years  ago,  for  which  no  compensation  has  yet  been  made  to  the 
charity.  The  quantity  of  land  taken  from  the  charity  for  the  canal  purposes 
was  3 a.  1r.  28 r.  the  rent  of  which,  as  valued  by  the  surveyor,  was  8/.  18s.  per 
annum,  and  the  compensation  as  settled  by  the  Act  was  35  years  purchase, 
making  an  amount  of  311/.  10  s.  the  owners  being  discharged  from  the  liability 
to  pay  any  taxes. 

No  part  of  this  principal  has  been  discharged,  but  the  rent  of  the  land  has 
been  regularly  paid  and  brought  to  account  by  Mr.  Barry.  Application  has 
been  made  by  us  to  the  company  on  the  subject,  from  whom  we  learn  that 
they  have  availed  themselves  of  the  powers  given  to  them  under  the  Act  of 
Parliament  of  raising  an  additional  loan  of  35,000/.  for  the  issue  of  which  an 
order  has  already  been  obtained,  and  out  of  which  they  intend  to  discharge 
this  and  other  demands  upon  them. 

An  Inclosure  Act  was  passed  in  18 19,  as  has  been  already  stated  in  the 
examination  of  this  charity  with  reference  to  the  parish  of  St.  Werburgh’s, 
Bristol,  which  produced  a benefit  to  the  charity  estate,  principally  in  the  arrange- 
ment and  consolidation  of  the  property. 

Except  a reserve  made  by  Mr.  Barry  to  repay  himself  a sum  of  230/. 
advanced  by  him  without  interest,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  said 
Inclosure  Act,  he  appears  to  have  regularly  accounted  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Nicholas  for  their  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  land  and  the  fee-farm  rent. 

In  the  application  of  this  charity  by  the  churchwardens,  the  particular 
purpose  as  settled  by  the  decree  has  not  been  literally  attended  to,  the  proceeds 
of  the  estate  having  been  mixed  up  with  the  charities  of  Henry  Window 
and  Joseph  Reeves,  before  mentioned,  and  distributed  together  with  them,  in 
beef,  bread,  and  coals,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

The  books  contain  a regular  account  of  the  distribution  audited  every  year 
by  some  of  the  inhabitants  in  vestry. 

The  present  balance  due  to  the  charity,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Barry,  is  31.  Is. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Clutterbuck’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  SarahCl utter-  The  notice  taken  of  Mrs.  Clutterbuck' s charity,  in  the  old  gift-book,  is  to 
bucks  Charity.  |-]ie  following  effect : 

“ Mrs.  Sarah  Clutterbuck,  widow,  gave  50/.  the  interest  to  be  distributed  as 
follows,  viz.  one  guinea  to  the  minister,  for  a sermon,  to  be  preached  on  Holy 
Thursday;  5s.  to  the  clerk  for  his  attendance,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
interest  to  be  disposed  of  in  bread  to  the  poor  on  the  same  day.” 

At  a vestry,  held  at  the  parish  church  of  St.  Nicholas,  on  the  19th  May 
1766,  it  was  agreed  to  purchase  stock  with  the  50/.  the  gift  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Clutterbuck  ; at  the  foot  of  the  entry  of  which  order  is  the  following 
memorandum  : 

“ At  the  same  time  received  the  above  sum  for  the  above  use.  Robert  Ellis.” 

Robert  Ellis  appears  in  his  lifetime  to  have  paid  for  this  sum  1/.  13s.  6d. 
as  the  dividend  of  56/.  2 s.  stock,  in  the  three  per  cents.  His  successor 
Mr.  Anthony  Ellis  continued  the  said  payment,  whose  executor  is  Mr.  Wood, 
as  before  mentioned  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Richard  Green’s  charity ; and  the  same 
observations  which  are  made  in  that  case  respecting  the  investment,  are  appli- 
cable to  this  donation  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Clutterbuck. 

The  directions  of  her  Will  appear  to  have  been  strictly  followed  by  an 
annual  payment  of  one  guinea  to  the  minister  for  a sermon  on  Holy  Thursday ; 
5 s.  to  the  clerk ; and  the  purchase  of  bread  for  the  poor,  with  the  remainder. 

Samuel  Mee’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Mee’s  Samuel  Mee,  by  his  Will,  dated  14th  September  1744,  gave  to  Daniel 
charity.  Lysons  all  those  his  leasehold  messuages,  warehouses,  lands  and  premises,  with 
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the  appurtenances,  situate  at  or  near  the  Key  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  which 
he  held  by  four  several  leases  from  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  the  said  city,  for 
and  during  the  several  terms  and  estates  he  had  therein  respectively,  in  trust, 
that  he  the  said  Daniel  Lysons,  his  executors  and  administrators,  should  by 
and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  leasehold  premises,  keep  the  houses 
and  buildings  thereto  belonging  in  tenantable  repair,  and  raise  and  pay  the 
several  rents  and  sums  of  money  reserved  and  payable  to  the  said  mayor  and 
burgesses  in  respect  of  the  same  premises;  and  all  fines,  fees  and  sums  of 
money  as  should  be  given  or  paid  for  or  about  the  renewal  of  the  said 
leases  or  any  of  them  ; and  from  and  after  the  several  rents  and  sums  before- 
mentioned  should  be  raised  and  satisfied,  then  in  trust,  that  the  said  Daniel 
Lysons,  his  executors  or  administrators,  should  by  and  out  of  the  residue  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  leasehold  messuages,  raise  and  pay  the  yearly 
sum  of  4 1.  unto  Sarah  Hicks,  widow,  and  her  assigns,  for  and  during  the  term 
of  her  natural  life.  And  from  and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Sarah  Hicks, 
that  he  the  said  Daniel  Lysons,  his  executors  and  administrators,  should,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  raise  and  pay  unto  the  minister  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester, 
and  their  successors,  for  and  during  the  several  terms  and  estates  which  he  had 
therein,  and  all  other  renewed  terms  of  and  in  the  premises,  the  yearly  sum 
of  4*1.  clear  of  all  deductions  whatsoever  ; which  said  sum  of  4/.  he  directed 
should  be  equally  distributed  upon  the  24th  day  of  December  yearly,  amongst 
10  poor  persons,  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  not  receiving 
alms  of  the  said  parish  ; which  said  10  poor  persons  so  receiving  the  said  charity, 
should  be  nominated  and  appointed  yearly,  by  the  said  Daniel  Lysons,  or  his 
daughter  Elizabeth  Lysons,  during  their  respective  lifetimes,  and  afterwards 
by  the  minister  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being ; 
the  first  payment  of  the  said  4*1.  to  be  made  and  begin  upon  the  24th  day 
of  December  next  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Sarah  Hicks,  widow. 

The  property  on  the  quay  so  charged  by  the  said  will  was  for  some  years  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Lysons,  by  whose  representative  it  was  sold  to  a Mr.  Lewis, 
since  deceased,  who  accounted  for  the  rentcharge  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  happened  a few  years  ago  ; but  his  widow  discontinued  the  payment, 
and  it  has  not  been  paid  since.  It  it  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Gloucester 
Gas  Light  Company. 
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Thomas  Wadley’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Wadley , late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  Thomas  Wadley 's 
5th  July  1770,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  their  successors  Chanty, 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester, 
an  annuity  of  20s.  per  annum,  to  be  issuing  and  payable  out  of  his  leasehold 
messuage  or  tenement,  situate  in  a place  called  the  Island,  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Nicholas,  in  the  said  city  of  Gloucester,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph 
Wood,  as  tenant  thereof;  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  and  their  successors  for  the  time  being,  should,  at  their  discretion,  on 
the  15th  day  of  July,  for  ever,  after  his  death,  lay  out  and  dispose  of  the  said 
annuity  of  20 s.  in  bread,  which  he  directed  to  be  for  ever  made  and  baked  by 
the  tenant  or  tenants  of  the  said  leasehold  premises ; and  that  the  same  bread 
should  be  distributed  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  and  their  suc- 
cessors for  the  time  being  on  the  said  15th  day  of  July,  for  ever,  after  his 
death,  to  and  amongst  such  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  as  should 
not  be  under  the  common  relief  of  the  said  parish ; with  powers  of  distress  and 
entry  for  enforcing  payment  thereof. 

It  appears  by  the  churchwardens  book  that  this  rentcharge  of  205.  continued 
to  be  regularly  paid  down  to  1797  inclusively,  but  from  that  time  no  payment 
has  been  made  of  the  same,  or  any  part.  It  seems  that  advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  statute  of  mortmain. 


Mary  Smith’s  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture  made  27th  June  1805,  between  Mary  Smith , of  the  city  of  Mary  Smith’s 
Gloucester,  widow,  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Jones,  William  Barton,  Charity.  • 
Anthony  Ellis,  and  John  Cooper  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said 
Mary  Smith  was  desirous  of  settling  and  securing  the  sum  of  10/.  per  year,  for 
ever,  upon  the  trusts  therein  mentioned,  and  in  order  thereto  had  lately  put - 
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chased,  in  the  name  of  the  said  William  Jones  and  others,  the  sum  of  333/.  6s.  8 d. 
in  the  three  per  cent  consols  ; she  the  said  Mary  Smith  did  bargain,  sell,  and 
transfer,  unto  the  said  William  Jones,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  of  the 
second  part,  the  said  sum  of  333/.  6s.  8 d.  three  per  cent  consols  ; and  it  was 
thereby  agreed  that  the  said  William  Jones  and  others  should  stand  possessed 
of  the  same  stock,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof  to  lay 
out  and  dispose  of  the  sum  of  5 l.  yearly,  on  St.  Andrew’s-day,  for  ever,  in  coals, 
and  to  distribute  the  same  amongst  20  such  poor  parishioners  of  the  said  parish, 
or  other  inhabitants  thereof,  not  receiving  parish  relief  from  any  workhouse, 
hospital,  or  almshouse,  as  they  the  said  trustees  should  in  their  discretion  think 
proper  ; and  upon  further  trust,  to  pay  and  distribute  the  remaining  sum  of  51. 
yearly,  on  the  28th  day  of  February,  among  20  other  such  poor  parishioners 
residing  in  the  said  parish,  or  inhabitants  thereof,  not  receiving  relief  as  afore- 
said, as  they  the  said  trustees  should  in  their  discretion  think  proper  : provided 
that  no  such  poor  parishioner  or  inhabitant  should  be  entitled  to  receive  such 
donation  twice  in  one  year,  if  others  could  be  conveniently  found  to  the  good 
liking  of  the  trustees  ; with  a power  for  the  trustees  to  change  the  said  secu- 
rities for  any  new  or  other  public  funds,  or  government  or  other  real  securities  ; 
and  a power  also,  upon  any  of  the  said  trustees  dying  or  desiring  to  be  dis- 
charged or  becoming  incapable  of  acting,  for  the  surviving  trustees  or  trustee 
to  appoint  other  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  to  succeed  them. 
The  Indenture  also  contained  a provision,  that  in  case  of  any  dispute  as  to  the 
persons  proper  to  receive  the  donations,  or  respecting  the  investment  of  the 
charity-money,  or  as  to  what  persons  should  be  appointed  trustees,  such  dispute 
should  be  determined  by  the  major  part  of  the  existing  trustees ; and  in  case 
they  should  be  equally  divided,  then  that  the  same  should  be  determined  by 
the  senior  trustee  for  the  time  being. 

By  a subsequent  Indenture,  dated  1 5th  June  1818,  reciting  that  John  Cooper 
and  William  Barton,  two  of  the  original  trustees,  were  dead,  Anthony  Ellis 
and  William  Jones,  the  survivors,  appointed  William  Green  and  William  Fream 
their  successors  in  the  trust ; since  the  date  of  which  last-mentioned  Indenture 
all  the  trustees  have  died  except  William  Fream,  Mary  Smith  the  donor  being 
still  alive,  and  it  is  now  intended  to  till  up  the  original  number  of  trustees. 

During  Mr.  Anthony  Ellis’s  life,  who  died  a few  months  ago,  and  who  was 
the  acting  trustee,  the  selection  of  the  persons  to  be  relieved  under  this  charity 
was  principally  left  to  him.  Mr.  Fream,  the  surviving  trustee,  states  that  to 
the  best  of  his  recollection  Mr.  Anthony  Ellis  used  to  give  51.  in  coals  to 
20  poor  housekeepers  in  the  month  of  November,  and  to  other  20  poor  house- 
keepers 5s.  a-piece  on  the  28th  of  February  ; the  persons  benefited  not  receiving 
alms  of  the  parish,  or  any  other  charitable  relief.  It  does  not  appear  that  there 
was  any  auditing  of  Mr.  Ellis’s  account  during  his  lifetime,  or  that  there  are 
any  papers  or  documents  in  existence  to  show  how  the  distribution  has  been 
made.  The  surviving  trustee  has  undertaken,  when  the  new  trustees  are 
appointed,  to  enforce  the  propriety  of  keeping  a regular  book  for  entering 
therein  the  lists  of  the  persons  receiving  the  charity,  and  of  instituting  an 
annual  audit  to  be  entered  in  the  same  book,  and  subscribed  by  all  the  trustees. 


PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY. 

Daniel  Lysons’s  Charity. 

The  Holy  tf-inity.  The  parish  appears  to  be  in  possession  of  no  document  to  show  the  origin 

of  this  donation,  except  what  appears  in  the  account  of  the  charitable  dona* 

Hamel  hysons  s tions  of  the  parish,  entered  on  the  inside  of  the  cover  of  the  overseer’s  book, 
above  referred  to,  wherein  the  following  statement  occurs,  “ Daniel  Lysons, 
by  Will  1689,  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  on  Christmas  and  Good  Friday,  in  bread 
annually,  1/. 

Ten  shillings  worth  of  bread  is  brought  to  the  overseer  on  Good  Friday  and 
Christmas-day  by  a baker,  who  is  employed  to  furnish  most  of  the  bread 
charities  in  the  city,  upon  account  of  this  donation  of  Mr.  Lysons,  which 
bread  is  distributed  among  the  general  poor. 


Mary 
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Mary  Broad’s  Charity. 

Mary  Broad,  late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  widow,  deceased,  by  her  Will,  The  Holy  Trinity, 
dated  3d  April  1682,  after  various  dispositions,  directed  that  her  trustees  or  — — 

executors  should  divide  and  pay  the  remaining  part  of  all  her  said  monies,  ^oad  s 

goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  according  to  their  discretion,  to  and  v. y‘  j 

amongst  the  said  several  persons  of  her  family  therein  named,  and  to  their 
several  and  respective  children  or  grand-children,  or  amongst  such  of  them 
as  should  be  then  living,  excepting  only  that  they  should  detain  and  keep  in 
their  hands  and  custody  out  of  her  said  monies,  goods  and  personal  estate, 
such  and  so  much  monies  as  they  or  any  of  them  should  see  necessary  and 
expedient  to  buy  so  much  lands  or  tenements  in  fee-simple  as  would  yield  at 
least  40s.  yearly  for  ever;  which  40s.  should  be  given  to  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  month  of  December,  yearly  for  ever,  to  be 
settled  by  her  said  executors,  or  some  of  them,  by  due  course  of  law. 

And  the  said  testatrix  appointed  Henry  Fowler,  John  Wagstaff,  Thomas 
Pearce,  and  Thomas  Mills,  trustees  and  executors  of  her  said  Will. 

In  virtue  of  this  Will,  some  property  was  purchased,  which,  according  to  a 
lease  of  the  same,  dated  19th  April  1791,  appears  to  have  consisted  of"  four 
acres  of  arable  land  ; three  thereof  being  situate  in  a common  field  called 
Chamwell  Field,  half  an  acre  in  a common  field  called  Elbridge  Field,  and 
another  half  acre  in  a common  field  called  Pagnall’s  Corner  ; all  which  premises 
were  thereby  demised  for  a term  of  14  years,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  14  s.  per 
annum. 

The  land  is  now  let  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year  at  the  rent  of  51.  1 5s. 
which  rent  appears  to  be  low,  but  part  of  the  land  is  said  to  be  of  an  indif- 
ferent quality.  It  is  regularly  paid  to  the  overseers,  who  distribute  it  in  con- 
junction with  the  preceding  charities  on  Christmas-day  in  money  and  bread  to 
the  general  poor  of  the  parish. 


Alice  Whitfield’s  Charity. 

Alice  Whitfield,  late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  spinster,  by  her  will,  dated  Alice  Whitfield’s 
30th  June  1693,  gave  and  bequeathed  to  Richard  Dewxell  the  elder,  of  the  Charity, 
said  city  all  that  her  messuage  or  tenement  wherein  she  then  dwelt  in  the 
West  Gate-street,  within  the  said  city  and  parish  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  to  hold 
the  same  to  the  said  Richard  Dewxell,  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  he  and  they 
paying  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Trinity  the  sum  of  205.  to  be 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  upon  the  2d  day  of  February, 
yearly  for  ever,  being  the  day  that  her  mother  Frances  Whitfield  was  buried. 

The  rent-charge  has  been  always  regularly  paid  and  distributed  yearly 
among  the  general  poor  on  the  2d  of  February. 

The  money  charities  in  this  parish  have  hitherto  been  distributed  together 
on  Christmas-day  in  very  small  sums  of  equal  amount,  indiscriminately,  to  a 
great  number  of  the  poor,  seldom  producing  any  real  benefit,  and  probably 
sometimes  mischief  to  those  receiving  the  bounty  and  to  their  families.  But 
we  have  been  assured  that  this  subject  will  be  immediately  taken  into  considera- 
tion, and  a plan  adopted  for  making  the  relief  more  proportionate  to  the  wants 
and  deserts  of  the  poor,  to  be  ascertained  by  stricter  inquiry. 


The  Gifts  of  Elizabeth  Gregory  and  George  Worrall. 


By  an  Indenture  made  20th  March  1758,  between  Mary  Worrall  of  the  city 
of  Gloucester,  widow,  surviving  executr  ix  of  George  Worrall,  deceased,  of  the 
first  part ; Samuel  Wilse  of  Gloucester,  the  only  surviving  trustee  and  devisee 
of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  said  George  Worrall,  of  the  second 
part ; and  Richard  Hathaway  and  William  Addis  of  the  same  city,  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  in  Gloucester,  of  the  third  part, 
reciting,  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Gregory,  by  her  Will  dated  27th  May  1742, 
had  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  Trinity  parish  aforesaid  the  sum  of  10/.  to  be 
detained  in  the  hands  of  her  executor,  die  said  George  Worrall,  in  trust,  that 
he  should  during  his  life,  give  and  dispose  of  10 s.  yearly,  being  the  interest 
of  the  said  sum  of  10/.  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish  as  he  in  his 
discretion  should  think  proper : and  upon  further  trust,  that  he  the  said 
George  Worrall,  by  his  Will  or  other  writing,  should  secure  the  payment  of 
the  said  10s.  yearly  to  such  poor  persons  for  ever  ; and  reciting,  that  the  mayor 
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The  Holy  Trinity,  and  burgesses  of  the  said  city,  by  their  bond  under  their  common  seal,  dated 
30th  November  1746,  had  become  bound  unto  the  said  George  Worrall,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  30/.  with  condition  that  if  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  should 
pay  unto  the  said  George  Worrall,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  the 
sum  of  1 51.  with  interest  for  the  same  at  four  per  cent,  on  the  day  therein 
mentioned,  the  obligation  was  to  be  void ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  George 
Worrall  in  order  to  augment  the  charity  of  the  said  Mrs.  Gregory  had  advanced 
the  sum  of  51.  of  his  own  money  to  make  up  the  said  sum  of  15/.,  as  appeared  by 
a memorandum  left  by  the  said  George  Worrall,  wherein  he  had  taken  notice 
of  the  said  sum  of  10/.  left  by  the  said  Mrs.  Gregory,  and  of  the  additional 
sum  of  51.  by  him  lent,  together  with  the  said  sum  of  10/.  to  the  said  mayor  and 
burgesses,  and  had  thereby  directed  that  the  said  bond  should  be  assigned  to 
the  overseers  of  the  parish,  for  them  to  receive  the  interest  thereof,  and  to  pay 
the  same  yearly  to  such  poor  persons  in  the  same  parish  as  they  should  think 
most  deserving  of  the  same:  It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Mary  Worrall  and 

Samuel  Wilse  did  thereby  assign  the  said  bond  or  obligation  unto  the  said 
Richard  Hathaway  and  William  Addis,  in  trust,  that  they  and  their  successors 
should  continue  the  said  sum  of  15/.  at  interest,  and  pay  and  dispose  of  such 
interest  to  and  among  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish  as  should  most  need, 
or  be  best  entitled  to  the  same. 

This  sum  of  15/.  still  remains  secured  to  the  overseers  of  this  parish  by  the 
said  bond  of  the  corporation,  who  pay  the  interest  of  12 s.  annually,  being 
four  per  cent  for  the  same  to  the  overseers  of  the  same  parish. 

This  12 s.  is  consolidated  with  other  donations,  and  given  away  together 
with  them  partly  in  money  and  partly  in  bread,  to  the  general  poor  of  the 
parish, 

Gifts  of  Mrs.  Willett  and  Mrs.  Norton. 

Of  these  donations  the  parish  are  unable  to  give  any  further  explanation 
than  that  they  annually  receive,  on  account  of  Mrs.  Willett’s  gift,  8.?.  and  on 
account  of  Mrs.  Norton’s  gift,  18  s.  annually  from  the  corporation  of  Gloucester, 
having  probably  lost  the  bonds  by  which  those  sums  were  respectively  secured. 

Those  two  annual  sums  are  distributed  together  with  the  monies  coming  under 
the  gifts  of  Mrs.  Gregory  and  Mr.  Worrall  above  mentioned.

Thomas  Horton’s  Charity  to  the  Poor  of  St.  Margaret’s  and 
St.  Magdalen’s  Hospitals. 

Thomas  Horton’s  Since  our  report  of  the  above  charity,  which  will  be  found  among  the  cases 
Charity.  classed  under  the  head  of  the  Corporation  Charities  [14th  Report,  p.  13],  we  have 
been  informed  by  the  town-clerk  of  the  city  of  Gloucester  that  the  annuity  of 
2/.  Is.  8 d.  payable  by  Mrs.  Westfaling  was  erroneously  apprehended  to  have 
been  charged  upon  lands  in  the  Vill  of  Wotton  near  the  said  city,  the  same  being 
a charge  upon  a portion  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Broughton,  in  the  county  of 
Wilts. 

The  Poors  School. 

The  Poors  School.  Dorothy  Cocks’s  Charity .—Dorothy  Cocks,  by  her  Will,  dated  11th  June 
1711,  amongst  other  things,  gave  and  devised  her  lands  at  Tainton,  which  she 
bought  of  Thomas  * Merry,  then  rented  by  Thomas  Underwood,  to  the  poor 
for  ever,  to  be  disposed  of  as  follows  ; — 40a-.  a year  towards  teaching  children 
to  read,  and  instructing  them  in  religion,  and  buying  books,  as  her  executor 
should  see  fit,  as  long  as  he  lived,  and  after  his  death  as  the  lord  of  the  manor, 
and  the  minister  of  the  parish,  should  dispose  of  it  for  that  use,  for  the  good  of 
the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Dumbleton,  and  the  rest  of  the  rent  to  the 
poors  school  in  Gloucester,  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  governors  should  see  best, 
that  the  children  might  have  books,  and  in  any  way  for  their  good  instruction  in 
learning  their  duty  to  God. 

John  Hyett’s  Charity. — John  Hyett , by  his  Will,  dated  5th  September 
17H»  gave  to  the  Poor  Working  Charity  School,  at  the  East  Gate  of  the  city 
of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  John  Cox,  of  the 
said  city,  esq.  Thomas  Mathews,  of  the  same  city,  and  Nathaniel  Lye,  or  the

the  rate  of  51.  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  such  interest  to  be  from  time  to  time  * 

paid  over  for  the  benefit  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  children  who  le  ^niinue(L°  ’ 

were  or  should  be  received  into  the  said  school ; and  after  the  death  of  the  s ~ ' 

survivor  of  them,  that  the  said  100/.  should  in  like  manner  be  put  out  at  interest 
by  the  governor  and  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  said  city  of  Gloucester  for  the 
time  being.  And  in  case  his  son  Joseph  Hyett  should  happen  to  die  under  the 
age  of  21,  without  leaving  any  issue,  which  should  live  to  attain  the  age  of  21, 
and  if  the  testator  should  die  without  leaving  any  other  issue  besides  his  said  son 
Joseph,  who  should  live  to  attain  that  age,  he  gave  and  devised  among  other 
things,  to  the  governor,  deputy  governor,  and  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
city  of  Gloucester  for  the  time  being,  1,000/.,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  for  the 
building  of  a school,  and  to  the  said  governor  and  guardians  400/.  more,  to  be 
placed  out  at  interest  after  the  rate  of  5 /.  per  cent  per  annum,  such  interest 
to  be  applied  and  paid  yearly  as  a salary  to  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  the  said 
poor  children  to  write  and  read. 

It  appears  that  Joseph  Hyett,  the  son  mentioned  in  the  Will  of  John  Hyett, 
attained  his  majority,  and  that  by  his  Will,  dated  17th  December  1713,  he  gave 
effect  to  the  said  dispositions  of  his  father  in  favour  of  the  said  charity. 

The  school  has  received  no  other  endowment  from  any  other  source. 

The  lands  so  left  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Cocks  are  situate  in  the  parish  of  Tain- 
ton,  about  seven  miles  to  the  west  of  Gloucester,  the  quantity  of  which  is 
about  17  or  18  acres,  arable  and  pasture,  but  principally  of  the  former  descrip- 
tion. The  governor  and  guardians  of  the  poor  of  Gloucester,  who  are  a 
corporate  body,  have  had  the  possession  and  disposition  of  the  land  ever  since. 

It  has  been  usually  let  together  upon  short  leases  for  seven  years ; the  rent  at 
present  paid  is  30/.  per  annum  ; during  the  high  prices  of  agricultural  produce 
the  rent  was  about  4/.  more,  but  it  was  afterwards  reduced  to  30/.  The  rent 
of  the  premises  has  been  regularly  received  by  the  corporation. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  monies  were  received  by  the  governor  and 
guardians  under  either  of  the  said  Wills  till  about  the  year  1733,  when  accord- 
ing to  an  entry  in  the  court-book  of  the  corporation,  dated  25th  May  in  that 
year,  it  appears  that  the  above  legacies  of  John  and  Joseph  Hyett  remained 
unsatisfied,  except  100/.,  which  occasioned  a committee  of  that  body  to  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Lye,  the  executor,  by 
whom  it  was  ascertained  that  there  was  a deficiency  of  assets,  so  as  to  occasion 
a necessary  abatement  of  the  legacies  under  the  Will,  and  that  the  proportion 
due  to  the  governor  and  guardians  aforesaid  was  1,004/.  8 s.  11  Id. 

Out  of  this  money  so  derived  a purchase  was  made,  as  appears  by  an  inden- 
ture, dated  17th  December  1717,  whereby  James  Taylor,  vicar  of  St.  Augus- 
tine in  Bristol,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  710/.  paid  to  him 
by  the  governor  and  guardians  aforesaid,  granted  and  released  unto  the  said 
governor  and  guardians  the  several  closes  of  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita- 
ments therein  described,  consisting  of  about  98  acres,  situate  in  the  several 
parishes  of  Miserdine  and  Bisley,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors 
for  ever. 

About  the  year  1815  an  inclosure  took  place  of  the  lands  in  that  neighbour- 
hood, of  which  the  charity  lands  made  a part,  under  which  inclosure  the  pro- 
perty, which  before  lay  very  dispersedly,  was  by  exchanges  brought  together 
and  rendered  more  compact,  the  quantity  being  diminished  from  98  acres  to 
84  acres.  In  the  year  1819  a survey  of  the  estate  was  made,  and  a plan  of  that 
survey  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  governor  and  guardians. 

This  purchased  land  has  been  also  let  upon  short  terms  of  seven  years  to 
one  tenant.  By  the  last  lease  a rent  of  90/.  was  reserved,  but  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  tenant  that  rent  has  been  reduced  to  80/.,  such  reduction  having 
been  felt  to  be  necessary. 

The  expenses  of  the  inclosure  on  the  part  of  the  governor  and  guardians 
amounted  to  417/-  16s.  10 d.,  which  was  provided  for  partly  by  the  balance  of 
the  charity  fund,  and  partly  out  of  the  poor  rates,  leaving  the  current  income 
of  the  school  110/.,  out  of  which  2/.  has  been  annually  paid  to  the  school  at 
Dumbleton. 

The  school  is  held  in  a large  room,  built  by  the  late  Rev.  Richard  Raikes,  in 
Northgate-street,  in  Gloucester,  for  which  room  the  governor  and  guardians, 
till  within  the  last  two  years,  paid  an  annual  rent  of  28/.  to  Mr.  Raikes, 
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and  since  his  death  to  his  representatives  ; but  in  1823,  that  rent  was  reduced 
to  2 61.  The  room  is  about  56  feet  in  length  by  about  26  in  breadth,  capable 
of  holding  about  200  children,  which  is  generally  the  number  on  the 
school-roll. 

The  salary  of  the  master  is  63/.  per  annum.  The  parents  of  the  boys  are 
invited  to  pay  for  each  child  Id.  a week,  as  a contribution  towards  the  purchase 
of  clothes ; in  consideration  of  which,  the  accumulated  amount  of  each  boy's 
contribution  is  doubled  to  him  at  the  end  of  the  year,  making  an  average  total 
expense  to  the  corporation  of  about  61. : each  boy  having  a ticket  given  him  at 
the  end  of  the  year  to  carry  to  a tradesman  in  the  town,  entitling  him  to  some 
article  of  clothing  to  the  amount  of  the  sum  so  made  up  to  him. 

Coals  are  furnished  to  the  school,  amounting  to  about  31.  or  4/.  per  annum. 
The  printing  and  stationery  for  all  the  purposes  of  the  school  come  to  between 
51.  or  61.  The  slates  amount  to  about  2/.  And  brushes,  brooms,  and  other 
petty  articles,  to  about  2/. 

The  treasurer’s  book,  which  exhibits  a regular  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  each  year,  shows  that  by  the  last  settled  account  he  was  in 
advance  to  the  charity  67/.  10s.  9 d.,  for  the  repayment  of  which  he  has  only  to 
trust  to  the  future  savings. 

The  plan  of  the  school  is  agreeable  to  the  system  adopted  by  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society;  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  elements  of 
religious  knowledge,  being  the  subjects  of  instruction.  The  master  was  brought 
up  at  the  central  school  in  London,  and  is  considered  well  qualified  for  his 
situation.  The  boys  are  the  children  of  the  poor  of  the  city,  appointed  by  the 
corporation  for  the  management  of  the  poor.  The  period  of  their  school- 
ing is  from  six  to  fifteen.  Two  visitors  are  appointed  weekly,  to  inquire 
into  the  state,  discipline,  and  improvement  in  the  school,  the  result  of  whose 
inquiry  is  entered  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose  ; and  we  have  reason  to  think 
that  the  establishment  is  superintended  and  conducted  in  a very  judicious  and 
praiseworthy  manner.

PARISH  OF  BISHOP’S  CLEEVE. 

Charity  given  by  an  unknown  donor. 

A piece  of  land  in  a common  field  called  Sowtham  Field,  in  this  parish, 
containing  something  more  than  an  acre,  lying  in  two  ridges,  and  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Widow’s  Acre,  appears  to  have  been  given  to  the  parish  many 
years  ago,  but  by  whom  it  is  now  unknown,  there  being  no  documents  extant 
relating  to  the  charity.  This  land  is  let  to  Thomas  Ballenger,  a farmer  in  the 
parish,  at  the  rent  of  2/.  per  annum,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year. 

From  time  immemorial  this  rent  has  been  given  away  to  poor  widows,  born 
in  the  parish  of  Cleeve,  not  receiving  parochial  relief.

Charities  of  John  Bell  and  Edward  Hawker. 

By  a deed-poll,  dated  18th  January,  18th  Henry  8,  John  Bell  and  Edward 
Hawker  granted  to  John  Cook,  and  divers  other  persons  therein  mentioned, 
the  several  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  therein  particularly  mentioned 
and  described  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  John  Cook  and  others,  to  the 
uses  therein  set  forth,  viz.  for  the  sustentation  and  maintenance  of  the  repairs 
of  the  buildings  of  the  parish  church  of  Deerhurst ; also  for  the  repairing 
and  amending  of  the  King’s  and  common  highways  within  the  parish  afore- 
said, from  time  to  time  to  be  done  ; and  also  for  the  use  of  such  other  works 
of  need  and  charity  within  the  parish  aforesaid  from  time  to  time  to  be  done, 
and  concerning  the  common  profit  of  the  same  parish  as  to  the  said  John  Cook, 
and  the  said  other  persons  therein  named  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  or  their  heirs,  should  seem  fit  and  expedient,  for  ever  ; and  it  was  further 
therein  provided,  that  when  the  number  of  feoffees  should  be  reduced  to  four, 
that  then  the  survivors  should  re-enfeoff  nine  or  more  other  discreet  and  honest 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  aforesaid,  of  and  in  the  same  premises,  to  the  uses 
aforesaid. 

Some  few  years  ago  the  common  fields  of  Deerhurst,  amongst  which  the  lands 
so  granted  lay  dispersed,  were  inclosed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  except 
a small  piece  of  about  half  an  acre  lying  in  Tirley  parish,  in  a meadow  called 
the  Clinch,  all  the  premises  so  granted  were  exchanged  for  one  field  of  5 a.  2r.. 
which  is  rather  less  in  quantity,  but  superior  in  quality,  and  obviously  more 
convenient  for  occupation.  It  is  meadow  land,  lying  contiguous  to  the  Severn, 
and  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for  about  28/.  a year.  Including  the  rent  of  the 
half  acre  in  Tirley,  the  whole  income  is  32/. 

The  last  feoffment  found  in  the  parish-chest  is  dated  1662,  since  which  time 
it  does  not  appear  that  the  legal  estate  in  the  premises  has  been  transferred  to 
new  trustees.  As  far  back  as  can  now  be  traced,  the  disposition  of  the  lands, 
and  the  application  of  the  rents,  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens, 
who  have  applied  the  same  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  deed,  but  princi- 
pally to  the  repairs  of  the  church,  which  is  a very  ancient  building,  and  has 
required  a very  considerable  expenditure.  The  churchwardens  book  exhibits 
an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  a considerable  period  to  the 
present  time,  showing  the  balance  now  in  hand  to  be  32/. 

Sarah  Roberts’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Returns  made  under  Gilbert’s  Act  in  1786,  that  Mrs.  Sarah 
Roberts  gave  to  the  poor  not  receiving  parish  relief,  a sum  of  2/.  per  annum. 

There  is  no  document  or  trace  in  the  parish  of  any  such  donor,  but  a sum 
of  2/.  is  and  has  been  for  a long  time  past  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  the  parish  of 
Deerhurst,  of  which  Mr.  Bernard,  of  Nafford’s  Mill,  is  the  proprietor,  which 
probably  is  the  same  sum  mentioned  to  have  been  given  by  Sarah  Roberts. 

This 
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This  sum  is  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  by  them  distributed  in 
very  small  sums  among  the  second  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  which  mode 
of  distribution  appearing  to  be  injudicious,  and  to  have  been  productive  of 
harm  instead  of  good,  it  is  proposed  in  future  to  make  the  distribution  in  sums 
of  not  less  than  5 #.  under  the  directions  of  the  select  vestry.

This  sum  of  money  is  a charge  upon  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Leigh,  belonging 
to  Charles  Hammond,  esq.  of  Manchester,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Henry 
Trinder,  who  distributes  this  sum  of  6 s.  among  six  poor  persons  of  the  parish 
on  or  about  Good-Friday,  annually.

Church  Table  : — “ Mrs.  Leech,  of  Boddington,  formerly  wife  to  Mr.  Scuda-  Mrs.  Leech’s 
more,  of  Gloucester,  gave  20#.  a year  to  be  given  to  the  poor  people  of  this  Charity, 
parish  on  St.  Thomas’s-day.” 

There  is  no  copy  of  her  Will,  or  any  deed  or  document  relating  to  her  gift 
in  the  parish  ; but  the  parish  is  in  possession  of  a piece  of  land  considered  as 
being  derived  under  the  person  alluded  to  in  the  table,  containing  about  three 
quarters  of  an  acre,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  William  Hill,  for  which  he 
pays  40#.  a year  to  the  churchwardens,  who  distribute  it  among  the  second  poor 
of  the  parish  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

John  Flock’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ John  Flock,  esq.  left  2/.  a year,  to  be  given  to  the  poor  on 
the  22d  day  of  July.” 

There  is  no  Will  or  other  document  relating  to  this  charity  in  the  possession 
of  the  parish ; but  the  sum  of  2/.  a year  is  paid  by  Mr.  William  Hill,  out  of  an 
estate  in  the  parish  of  Leigh,  of  which  he  is  the  proprietor. 

This  sum  is  paid  by  Mr.  Hill,  in  the  presence  of  the  churchwardens,  to  the 
second  poor  of  the  parish,  in  the  same  manner  as  Mrs.  Leech’s  charity. 

Elizabeth  Flock’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ Elizabeth  Flock,  relict  of  John  Flock,  gave  20#.  a year  to  Elizabeth  Flock’s 
be  distributed  to  the  poor  on  Christmas-day.”  Charity. 

This  sum  of  20#.  a year  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Pensam,  the  tenant  of  an  estate  in  the 
parish  of  Leigh,  belonging  to  Mr.  Thomas  Beckett,  of  Churchdown.  It  is 
distributed  by  the  churchwardens  on  Christmas-day  among  the  second  poor,  in 
the  same  manner  as  Mrs.  Leech’s  charity.

Church  Table : — “ Dr.  Robert  Huntingdon,  bishop  of  Raphoe  in  Ireland,  Dr.  Robert  Hunt- 
confirmed  by  Will,  40#.  a year  for  ever,  to  Deerhurst  and  Leigh,  to  be  paid  ingdoa’s  Charity, 
alternately  to  the  said  two  parishes  for  apprenticing  poor  lads.” 

The  parish  have  no  copy  of  this  Will,  nor  any  document  relating  thereto,  but 
the  sum  of  40#.  a year  has  been  paid  to  the  parishes  of  Leigh  and  Deerhurst 
alternately  for  above  30  years,  by  William  Bernard  and  his  father,  out  of  an 
estate  called  Whitefield,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Deerhurst,  where  Mr.  Bernard 
now  resides. 

This  sum  of  money  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  is  kept  till  it  amounts 
to  a sufficient  sum  for  putting  out  an  apprentice.  It  is  then  laid  out  in  appren- 
ticing a poor  child  of  the  parish.

Church  Table: — “ Benjamin  Huntingdon,  gave  51.  the  interest  of  which  to 
be  paid  yearly  to  God’s  poor  of  this  parish.” 

There  is  no  Will  or  document  relating  to  this  charity  in  the  possession  of  the 
parish,  and  as  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  paid  for  a great  number  of  years 
it  must  now,  it  is  feared,  be  considered  as  lost. 

Church  Lands. 

Upon  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  church,  dated  1733,  is  the  following 
inscription  : — 

“ There  are  several  lands  and  tenements,  lying  in  the  parishes  of  Lye  and 
Elmstone,  belonging  to  the  parishioners  or  parish  church  of  Lye,  held  in  trust 
by  certain  persons  of  this  parish,  of  the  yearly  value  of  8/.  Os.  6d.  besides 
a piece  of  arable  land  lying  in  a place  called  the  Orley — unknown.” 

By  an  indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled,  dated  2d  February  1768, 
made  between  John  Wells,  Flock  Roberts,  William  Lane,  John  Cox  and  Thomas 
Roberts,  of  the  one  part ; and  the  Rev.  Richard  Neale,  clerk,  vicar  of  the  parish 
of  Leigh,  and  John  Cook,  William  Hill,  William  Hill,  the  younger,  Samuel 
Vernon  and  William  Hancock,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  John 
Wells,  and  the  said  other  persons  therein  mentioned  of  the  first  part,  stood 
seised  in  fee  in  possession  of  the  several  messuages  and  tenements  thereinafter 
mentioned ; It  was  witnessed,  that  for  the  perpetual  continuance  of  the  said 
trusts,  according  to  the  charitable  design  of  the  well-disposed  donors  of  the 
said  messuages  and  premises,  and  for  the  consideration  therein  mentioned,  they 
the  said  John  Wells  and  others  of  the  first  part,  granted,  bargained  and  sold  to 
the  said  Richard  Neale  and  others  before  mentioned  of  the  second  part,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  all  those  two  tenements  or  dwelling-houses,  with  the  close  of 
pasture  ground  thereunto  adjoining,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Leigh  aforesaid,  at 
a certain  place  there  called  by  the  name  of  the  Lye  End  ; all  those  four  parcels 
of  pasture  ground  lying  on  the  south  side  of  the  said  tenements ; two  other 
tenements  and  dwelling-houses,  with  the  gardens  belonging,  situate  at  the  Lye 
End  aforesaid  ; a close  of  pasture  ground  lying  in  a place  called  Dodsworth 
therein  mentioned ; a messuage  commonly  called  the  Church  House,  and  three 
lands  of  arable  land  lying  on  the  north  side  thereof,  situate  at  Lye  End  afore- 
said; three  head-lands  of  arable  land,  lying  in  the  common  field  called  the  Lye 
Field;  all  that  one  land  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  said  field;  the  piece  or  parcel 
of  meadow  ground  called  Incham  Moor;  those  three  lands  of  pasture  ground 
lying  at  a place  called  Stocking ; one  other  land  of  pasture  lying  in  Broad  Croft 
therein  mentioned;  four  other  arable  lands  lying  in  a field  called  Garston  therein 
mentioned;  two  lands  of  arable  land  lying  in  a field  called  Ever  Furlong  therein 
described  ; two  other  lands  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  Long  Rose  therein 
described;  one  other  land  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  same  field  therein  men- 
tioned; one  other  land  of  arable  land  lying  in  a place  called  the  Orley,  between 
the  lands  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster  on  both  sides  thereof  and 
all  those  two  lands  of  arable  land  lying  together  in  a common  field  called  Hard- 
wick Field,  in  the  parish  of  Elmstone  Hardwick,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
shooting  upon  a meadow  called  Cow  Meadow  therein  also  described  ; to  hold 
the  said  premises  to  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that 
they  should  yearly  for  ever  dispose  of  the  net  money  arising  out  of  the  said 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  for  and  towards  such  fit  and  proper 
reparations  and  amendments  as  should  be  wanting  in  the  parish  church  of 
Lye  aforesaid,  and  to  preserve  the  same  in  sufficent  repair  and  order,  and 
for  defraying  all  such  reasonable  and  necessary  costs  and  charges  of  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  as  should  be  incident  to  the  execution  of 
their  office  ; and  after  these  purposes  should  be  fully  answered,  if  any  overplus 
should  then  remain  of  the  said  money,  in  trust,  to  divide  and  dispose  of  the 
same  to  and  amongst  all  and  every  of  the  poor  inhabitants  or  parishioners 
of  the  said  parish,  for  and  towards  their  support  and  maintenance,  at  such 
times  of  the  year,  and  in  such  proportions  and  manner,  as  to  them  should  seem 
meet. 

By  another  Indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  enrolled,  bearing  date  6th  July 
1805,  between  James  Hancock,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law  of  William 
Hancock,  deceased,  who  was  the  surviving  feoffee  named  in  the  last-mentioned 
: deed. 
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deed,  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Hill,  John  Hill,  Richard  Leigh,  Richard  Leigh. 

Barnes,  Joseph  Pensam,  William  Hancock,  and  John  Poulson,  all  of  Leigh  

aforesaid,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Hancock  died,  leaving  C 

the  said  James  Hancock  his  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law ; and  that  at  a vestry,  v. 01 

meeting  held  of  the  parish  of  Leigh,  30th  March  1804,  the  said  William  Hill, 
and  the  other  persons  before  mentioned  of  the  second  part,  were  nominated  and 
appointed  trustees  of  the  said  premises  and  hereditaments  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  for  the  perpetual  continuance  of  the  said  trust, 
and  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  the  said  James  Hancock  conveyed 
all  the  above  messuages  and  premises  mentioned  in  the  before-mentioned  deed, 
together  with  a piece  of  arable  land  therein  mentioned,  situate  in  a field  called 
the  Long  Rose,  which  had  been  left  out  in  the  before-mentioned  deed  by 
mistake,  to  the  said  William  Hill,  and  the  other  persons  mentioned,  of  the 
second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  before- 
mentioned  deed. 

The  trustees  now  living  are  William  Hancock,  Richard  Lea,  and  John 
Poison. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last-mentioned  deed  of  bargain  and  sale  an  inclosure  has 
taken  place  in  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  under  which  the  lands  belonging 
to  this  charity  which  were  lying  dispersed  in  the  common  fields  have  been 
exchanged,  and  two  pieces  of  land  called  Everland  Field,  containing  seven 
acres,  and  another  piece  of  land,  called  Everland  Pasture,  containing  about 
three  acres,  have  been  allotted  to  the  parish  in  lieu  thereof ; so  that  the 
messuages  and  lands  now  belonging  to  this  charity  consist  of  the  four  messuages 
mentioned  in  the  deed,  the  10  acres  received  under  the  Inclosure  Act,  and  the 
acre  of  land  situate  in  Elmstone  Hardwick. 


The  church-house,  and  four  messuages,  are  now  let  to  different 
persons,  as  tenants  from  year  to  year,  at  rents  amounting  together  to

The  lands  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  at  a vestry  holden  for  the  purpose, 
of  which  public  notice  is  given,  and  the  rents  now  received  are  considered  the 
fair  value. 

It  appears  by  the  accounts  produced  by  the  churchwardens  that  the  whole 
rents  and  profits  of  these  lands  have  been  applied  by  them  in  the  repairs  of 
the  church,  and  in  the  expenses  incident  to  their  office,  as  directed  by  the 
trust-deed. 


PARISH  OF  PRESTBURY. 

The  Poors  Ground.  Prestbury. 

There  are  five  acres  of  pasture  land  situate  in  the  parish  of  Prestbury 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Poors  Ground,  supposed  to  have  been  given  many  [n-ound  * 
years  ago  to  the  parish,  but  by  whom  or  for  what  purpose  is  not  known. 

This  land  has  been  usually  let  for  a term  of  three  years,  and  was  last  let  for 
that  period  by  the  select  vestry  to  Mr.  John  Robinson,  of  Prestbury,  at  a rent  of 
0,51.  per  annum. 

The  rent,  as  appears  by  the  books,  has  been  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
and  applied  by  them,  first,  in  the  payment  of  six  guineas  a year  to  a master  and 
mistress  of  a Sunday  School,  and  the  remainder  to  the  repairs  of  the  almshouse, 
and  in  coals  to  the  poor.  It  has  been  for  the  last  year  and  a half  distributed 
under  the  direction  of  the  select  vestry  of  the  parish,  or  by  the  churchwardens,, 

There  is  also  an  almshouse  in  this  parish,  consisting  of  six  rooms,  with  a 
small  garden,  upon  the  central  house  of  which  is  the  following  inscription  : — 

“ The  gift  of  Ann  Goodrich  for  the  religious  poor,  1720.”  No  other  infor- 
mation can  now  be  given  of  the  foundation  of  this  almshouse,  and  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  any  endowment  attached  to  it. 
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There  are  generally  eleven  poor  persons  put  into  the  almshouse  by  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  chosen  from  among  old  people  of  reli- 
gious character.  There  being  no  funds  for  the  support  of  this  asylum,  the  poor 
people  are  supplied  with  coals  from  the  rent  of  the  poors  land,  and  the  house 
J is  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  same  fund. 

Mary  Ellis’s  Charity. 

Mary  Ellis’s  Mary  Ellis,  by  her  Will,  dated  5th  April  1803,  gave  as  follows  : — 

Chanty.  “ j give  ancj  bequea^h  unto  the  said  Nathaniel  Dyer,  of  Nailsworth,  and 

George  Wilkinson,  of  the  parish  of  Prestbury,  100/.  to  be  by  them  placed  out 
at  interest  in  some  of  the  public  funds,  or  on  some  real  security,  and  to  pay 
and  apply  the  dividends,  interest,  and  proceeds  thereof  yearly  to  10  poor 
men  and  10  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Prestbury  aforesaid,  of  the  second 
poor  there.” 

The  said  testatrix  appointed  the  said  Nathaniel  Dyer  sole  executor  of  her 
said  will,  who  proved  the  same  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  25th 
November  1805. 

It  appears  that  this  sum  of  100/.  has  not  yet  been  paid  by  the  said  Natha- 
niel Dyer,  the  executor,  but  he  has  now  engaged  to  pay  the  same  with  interest 
from  one  year  after  the  death  of  the  testatrix. 

Thomas  Baghott  de  la  Bere’s  Charity. 

ThDe ta  Her  Thomas  Baghott  de  la  Bere,  late  of  Southam  in  the  parish  of  Bishop  Cleeve, 

Charity  i*1  ^ie  county  °f  Gloucester,  esquire,  deceased,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  3rd  day 
of  May  1820,  after  several  bequests  therein  mentioned  made  the  following, 
that  is  to  say  : — 

“ I also  give  and  bequeath  to  the  several  persons  whom  I may  mention  in 
any  writing,  either  by  way  of  codicil  to  this  my  Will,  or  otherwise,  such  sums  as 
I may  set  opposite  to  their  respective  names,  and  which  I direct  shall  be  consi- 
dered as  part  of  this  my  Will.” 

There  is  annexed  to  his  said  Will  the  following  writing:  “ 3rd  May  1820. 
List  referred  to  in  my  Will  of  persons  to  whom  I give  legacies.  To  the 
poor  of  Southam,  50/. ; to  the  poor  of  Prestbury,  50/.,  to  be  paid  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  minister  for  the  time  being.”  Then  follow  other  bequests.  And 
the  testator  appointed  his  two  sisters,  Grace  Webb  and  Sarah  de  la  Bere,  exe- 
cutrixes of  his  said  Will. 

Mrs.  Webb  and  Mrs.  De  la  Bere,  the  executrixes  of  the  late  Mr.  De  la 
Bere,  have  not  yet  paid  the  legacy  of  50/.  to  the  parish  of  Prestbury,  or  any 
interest  for  the  same,  but  have  expressed  themselves  ready  to  pay  both  when- 
ever the  same  shall  be  applied  for.  The  reason  assigned  for  its  not  hav- 
ing been  yet  applied  for  is  that  the  poor  have  been  recently  considerably 
relieved  by  a distribution  of  blankets  and  other  articles  of  necessity  and 
comfort. 


PARLSH  OF  TIRLEY. 

Joseph  Millard’s  Charity. 

Tirley.  Mr.  Joseph  Millard,  who  died  in  1727,  by  his  Will  gave  to  the  Rev.  Richard 

--  Parks,  minister  of  Tirley,  John  Humphrey,  of  Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of 

" T'harity11  S Gloucester,  and  William  Hopkins,  of  Munsley,  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  and 
to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  yearly  rent  of  51.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  mes- 
suage or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Tirley  aforesaid,  which  he  had 
lately  purchased  of  Isaac  Snook  and  his  wife ; the  said  annuity  to  be  paid 
yearly  on  every  29tb  of  September,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  the 
same  annuity  in  buying  coats,  shoes  and  stockings  for  five  poor  men  of  the 
parish  of  Tirley  aforesaid,  who  should  not  receive  any  parish  relief;  the  said 
coats,  shoes  and  stockings  to  be  given  to  them  yearly  upon  Saint  Thomas’s-day, 
such  poor  men  to  be  chosen  and  nominated  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  the  usual 
powers  of  distress  and  entry  for  enforcing  payment  of  the  said  annuity.  And  the 
said  testator  further  directed  that  when  any  of  his  said  trustees  should  die,  the 
survivor  or  his  heirs  should,  within  three  months  after  such  death,  grant  and 
assign  the  said  annuity  to  the  use  of  himself  and  five  more  of  the  most  subr 

stantiai 
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stantial  and  honest  inhabitants  of  Tirley  aforesaid,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid ; and  that  it  should  in  like  manner  be  done  for  ever  as  often  as 
the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  two,  the  charges  of  such 
conveyance  to  be  deducted  out  of  that  year’s  annuity. 

There  is  an  inscription  on  a monument  on  the  wall  of  the  church,  recording 
this  benefaction,  and  stating  it  to  have  been  charged  on  an  estate  at  the  Rye, 
which  estate,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Tirley,  is  well  known  to  the  inhabitants. 
It  consists  of  a dwelling-house  and  homestead,  with  about  25  acres  of  land. 

The  yearly  rent  above  mentioned  appears  to  have  been  regularly  paid  down 
to  the  year  1800,  although  there  is  no  mention  of  any  such  payment  in  the 
churchwardens  books ; but  there  are  many  persons  in  the  parish  who  remember 
the  application  of  the  charity-money  in  the  purchase  of  clothes  for  the  poor  by 
the  owner  or  the  tenant  of  the  land,  and  this  mode  of  effectuating  the  testator’s 
bounty  appears  to  have  been  in  practice  as  far  as  can  be  remembered. 

A little  before  the  year  1800,  the  Rye-farm,  together  with  some  other  pre- 
mises, became  the  property  of  Mr.  Thomas  Hopkins  and  Mr.  James  White, 
then  a minor.  When  James  White  came  of  age,  which  was  some  time  in  the 
year  1800,  the  property  was  divided,  and  James  White  became  the  sole  pro- 
prietor of  the  farm  in  question.  It  is  stated,  that  he,  being  in  some  pecuniary 
difficulties,  withheld  the  payment  of  the  rentcharge,  and  some  years  after  sold 
it  to  Mr.  Richard  White,  who  shortly  after  his  coming  into  possession  was 
obliged  to  leave  the  country,  having  never  paid  or  applied  the  rentcharge  to  the 
purposes  of  the  charity.  Mr.  Thomas  Pope,  a mortgagee  of  the  premises,  then 
entered  into  possession  about  the  year  1814,  and  died  some  time  about  the  year 
1824,  having  also  omitted  to  pay  or  apply  the  annuity  charged  upon  the  estate. 
Under  the  Will  of  Pope,  Mr.  William  Higgens  became,  and  still  is,  the  present 
owner. 

Mr.  Higgens  has  been  in  possession  of  the  property  from  October  1824,  and 
has  consented  to  pay  up  the  arrear  of  the  annuity  to  the  charity  for  one  year 
due  on  the  29th  September  last,  and  to  pay  the  annuity  regularly  in  future. 
We  have  also  been  attended  by  Mr.  John  Pope  and  Mr.  William  Higgens,  as 
executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Pope,  who  was  in  possession  of  the  land 
10  years,  and  they  have  undertaken  to  pay  25/.  which,  with  the  payment  of 
51.  by  Mr.  Higgens,  will  make  six  years  arrears. 

Charities  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bateman  and  Susannah  Gwyn. 

Church  Table  :■ — “ In  memory  of  a gift  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bateman,  vicar  of 
this  parish.  He  gave  20/.  which  was  laid  out  in  an  acre  of  land  in  Kingsend, 
the  profits  thereof  to  the  poor  yearly,  be  it  more  or  less,  for  ever.  Also,  four 
acres  given  by  Susannah  Gwyn,  three  in  Harley,  and  one  in  Church  Field,  the 
profits  thereof  to  be  distributed,  by  the  minister  and  overseers  to  the  poor 
yearly,  on  Easter-day,  for  ever.”  Date  of  the  table  1735. 

The  acre  in  Kingsend,  and  the  four  acres  given  by  Susannah  Gwyn,  which 
lay  dispersedly  in  the  common  fields,  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in 
1796,  for  inclosing  the  commonable  fields  of  Tirley  parish,  were  exchanged  for 
others  lying  more  together.  An  allotment  was  also  made  in  respect  of  some 
old  church  lands  belonging  to  the  parish  to  which  commonable  rights  were 
appurtenant ; and  a portion  of  the  old  parish  or  church  lands  was  under  the 
same  Act  exchanged  for  others.  The  property  conveyed  in  exchange  for  the 
charity  lands,  the  allotment  awarded  in  respect  of  the  old  parish  or  church 
lands,  the  parcels  exchanged  for  a portion  of  those  old  lands,  and  the  remaining 
part  of  the  old  lands  unexchanged,  are  all  now  blended  into  one  estate,  and 
treated  as  the  property  of  the  parish,  but  all  bestowed  upon  charitable  objects, 
except  occasional  expenditures  upon  the  parish  road. 

The  parish  property  so  blended  and  composed  consists  altogether  of  about 
18 1 acres;  11  acres  of  which  are  situate  in  a place  called  Hockney  Meadow, 
4 acres  in  Corse  Lawn,  2 acres,  with  4 cottages  called  the  Homestead,  near  the 
church,  called  Tirley  Elm,  all  in  the  parish  of  Tirley,  and  about  1 acre  and 
20  perches  in  a meadow  called  Marsh  Meadow,  in  the  parish  of  Hasfield. 
Part  of  this  is  let  to  yearly  tenants,  and  part  on  short  terms,  producing  a total 
income  of  56/.  10,9.  The  rent  has  varied  with  the  times.  A few  years  ago  the 
proceeds  amounted  to  something  less  than  30/.  Out  of  this  rent  there  is  a 
small  land-tax  to  be  deducted,  and  some  of  the  poorer  tenants  have  frequently 
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Tirley.  been  unable  to  make  good  their  payments.  The  average  income  for  the  last

Chanttes  of  Jane  Church  Table : — “ In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1751,  Mrs.  Jane  and  Mrs.  Maru 
an  ary  twoo  . j[^W00(if  0f  Tewksbury,  in  their  lifetime  gave  about  an  acre  of  pasture  and 

orchard  ground  in  the  parish  of  Tirley,  called  Netherstone  Leasow,  to  the 

minister  and  his  successors,  to  preach  in  Tirley  church  a suitable  sermon  every 
year  for  ever  on  Ascension-day ; but  if  the  minister  should  not  preach,  nor 
cause  to  be  preached  on  that  occasion,  then  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
pasture  and  orchard  ground  were  to  be  laid  out  by  the  churchwardens,  or  any 
proper  inhabitant,  to  buy  linen  for  the  poorest  people  of  Tirley,  and  to  be  given 
them  yearly  on  the  1st  day  of  November  for  ever.” 

The  acre  of  land  given  by  Mrs.  Atwood  is  enjoyed  by  the  minister  for  the 
time  being,  who  in  consideration  thereof  preaches  a sermon  on  every  Ascension- 
day.

Under  which  is  the  following  memorandum  : — 

“ Memorandum : — That  it  was  agreed  anciently  by  the  vicar  of  the  said 
parish  of  Staverton,  alias  Starton,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  that  the  church- 
wardens for  the  time  being  shall  yearly  be  charged  upon  their  accounts  to 
answer  the  principal  of  the  aforesaid  stock  with  the  increase.” 

Under  which  memorandum  is  the  following  notification  : — 

“ Now  the  aforesaid  sum  of  8/.  10s.  which  should  remain  in  the  church 
stock,  and  the  interest  yearly  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  is  in  these  mens 
hands  following : — 

J.  Malvern’s  2/.  in  William  Drinkwater’s. 

R.  Bower’s  2/.  in  Robert  Atwood’s. 

Nicholas  Rogers’s  2/.  in  William  Chidley’s,  vicar. 

Thomas  Banaster’s  2/.  10s.  in  Mr.  Nathaniel  Banaster’s. 

But  neither  use  nor  principal  hath  been  paid  by  the  said  Nathaniel  Banaster, 
the  son  of  the  said  Thomas,  for  many  years.” 

So  that  it  appears,  that  what  was  originally  81.  10s.  had  been  reduced  to  61. 
by  the  loss  of  the  2/.  10s.  given  by  Thomas  Banaster;  and  by  subsequent 
entries  in  the  same  book  it  also  appears  that  6s.  was  paid  as  the  interest  of  6/. 
upon  account  of  the  said  gifts. 

The  same  interest  has  been  regularly  answered  down  to  the  present  time,  the 
principal  being  now  and  having  been  for  some  time  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Richard 
Hyde,  of  Staverton,  who  regularly  pays  6 s.  a year. 

It  is  distributed  among  six  persons  in  the  church  after  Divine  Service,  on  the 
Sunday  before  Christmas-day. 


The  Church  Lands. 

The  Church  Lands,  This  parish  has  been  in  possession  of  an  estate  called  Church  Lands  from 

time  immemorial. 

It  formerly  consisted  of  several  parcels  of  land,  some  of  which  lay  dispersedly 
in  the  common  fields  of  Staverton  and  Boddington  parish,  but  about  20  years 
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ago  an  inclosure  of  the  fields  in  Staverton  and  Bodclington  parishes  took  place 
under  an  Act  of  Parliament ; in  virtue  of  which  Act  the  parish  property  situate 
at  Staverton  and  Boddington  was  exchanged  for  other  lands  lying  together  in 
Boddington  parish,  called  Boddington  Moor,  of  a better  quality,  and  exonerated 
of  tithes. 
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The  original  land  in  Staverton  and  Boddington  parish  consists  of  12  a.  3r.  9p. 
and  Boddington  Moor,  so  taken  in  exchange,  contains  eight  measured  acres. 
Part  of  the  original  estate  consisting  of  1a.  1 r.  10p.  is  in  the  parish  of 
Cheltenham,  in  a common  field  called  Hazle  Field,  and  remains  as  it  was ; 
so  that  the  premises  to  which  the  parish  are  entitled  as  aforesaid  consist 
of  9 a.  1 r.  10  P. 

The  income  of  the  land,  for  a long  period,  appears  to  have  been  applied  as 
well  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  as  for  other  general  church  uses,  as  in  the 
purchase  of  the  sacramental  elements,  the  salary  of  the  clerk,  the  reparations  of 
the  gates  of  the  church-yard,  and  such  like  purposes. 

It  appears  that  these  premises  were  formerly  vested  in  feoffees  for  the  parish, 
but  there  is  now  no  feoffment  in  existence,  and  the  administration  of  the  fund 
has  long  devolved  upon  the  churchwardens. 

In  an  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book,  which  seems  to  have  been  made  about 
the  year  1715,  the  writer  thereof  records  that  “ all  the  land  by  the  feoffment  to 
be  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor  and  repairs  of  the  church  he  had  found  to 
have  been  given  at  first  solely  for  the  use  of  the  church,  till  in  the  time  of  Oliver 
Cromwell’s  usurpation  ; the  feoffment  then  made  added  the  poor,  in  order  better 
to  secure  the  land.”  And  by  a lease  of  the  property  made  by  the  church- 
wardens, dated  9th  June  1750,  the  rent  reserved  was  expressed  to  be  applicable 
to  the  repairs  of  the  church,  as  was  usual  and  accustomed,  the  said  lands 
belonging  to  the  said  parish,  and  the  rent  thereof  having  been  from  time  imme- 
morial appropriated  to  that  use. 

It  appears  by  the  accounts  in  the  churchwardens  book  that  the  actual  appli- 
cation of  the  rents  has  been  not  only  to  the  church  repairs,  but  to  other  eccle- 
siastical uses. 
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Willam  Mills’s  Charity. 

William  Mills , by  his  Will,  dated  20th  August  1614,  after  various  disposi- 
tions of  other  parts  of  his  property,  gave  to  William  Mills,  his  son  and  heir 
apparent,  all  the  rest  of  his  free  land  within  the  realms  of  England ; to  hold 
to  him  and  his  first-begotten  son,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  and  for  want  of  such 
issue,  to  the  second  son  of  the  said  William  Mills,  and  to  his  heirs  begotten  or 
to  be  begotten,  for  ever  ; and  for  want  of  such  issue,  to  his  daughters,  and  their 
heirs  for  ever ; provided,  that  if  his  said  son  William  Mills  should  die  without 
issue,  or  leaving  no  issue  of  his  body,  that  then  all  the  ancient  rents  of  all  his 
free  lands  should  remain  and  be  payable  yearly  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day, 
by  equal  portions,  unto  the  use  of  the  poor  for  ever  of  Badgworth,  Whitcombe, 
Great  Shurdington,  and  Brockworth,  viz.,  unto  the  poor  of  Badgworth,  2 6s.  8 d. 
unto  the  poor  of  Whitcombe,  8s.,  unto  the  poor  of  Great  Shurdington,  5s.  2 \d., 
and  to  the  poor  of  Brockworth,  85.,  to  be  received  by  the  collectors  of  the 
poor  in  every  of  the  said  parishes,  and  to  be  distributed  by  them  proportion- 
ably.  And  if  it  should  happen  that  any  of  the  said  rents  should  be  behind, 
that  it  should  be  lawful  for  such  collectors  to  distrain  upon  the  premises,  and 
to  carry  away  the  distress  so  taken  from  the  occupiers  of  the  premises,  and 
to  sell  the  same,  and  to  pay  the  overplus  again  above  what  the  rents  should 
come  unto,  viz.,  in  Little  Whitcombe  within  the  parish  of  Badgworth,  26$.  8 d., 
Persees,  85.  3d.,  Pampherris,  20 d.,  Mills  Close,  20^.  The  messuage  in  Great 
Shurdington,  5 s.,  Barllyes,  5 s.,  lying  within  the  parish  of  Brockworth. 

The  annual  sum  of  26  s.  8 d.,  arising  out  of  premises  in  Little  Whitcombe,  is 
received  by  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  according  to  the  Will,  and  by  them 
distributed  among  the  second  poor  of  the  same  parish,  in  small  sums  of  different 
amounts,  in  proportion  to  their  families  and  wants.

Giles  Cox,  of  Abload’s  Court,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will,  dated 
the  6th  October  1620,  after  bequeathing  certain  legacies  and  annuities,  and 
sums  of  money  for  sundry  charitable  and  other  uses,  and  appointing  Sir  William 
Guise,  knt.,  Richard  Wood,  esq.,  William  Lawrence,  gent.,  and  Lewis  Roberts, 
to  be  his  executors,  declared  his  Will  to  be  that  all  the  rest  of  his  goods,  chattels 
and  estate,  after  his  debts  and  legacies  paid,  and  funerals  discharged,  whatsoever 
should  remain  and  be  overplus  should  be  by  his  said  executors  faithfully 
bestowed,  and  employed  in  pious  uses,  in  such  sort  as  to  them  and  the  survivors 
of  them  should  be  thought  most  convenient. 

By  Indenture,  dated  25th  April,  9th  Charles  1st,  made  between  Sir  William 
Guise,  of  Elmore,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  knight,  Richard  Wood,  esquire, 
and  William  Lawrence,  the  surviving  executors  of  Giles  Cox,  of  the  first  part ; 
Sir  Robert  Cooke,  George  Bridgman,  William  Guise,  and  Silvanus  Wood, 
esquires,  of  the  second  part,  and  William  Selwyn,  William  Lawrence,  William 
Bell  and  John  Maddock,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  Will  of  the  said  Giles 
Cox  as  hereinbefore  stated,  and  that  he  died  possessed  of  a personal  estate 
sufficient  to  discharge  his  funeral,  debts  and  legacies,  with  some  overplus ; and 
that  the  executors  had  proved  the  Will,  and  paid  all  the  debts  and  legacies  of 
the  said  Giles  Cox  which  were  then  due,  and  had  provided  for  all  such  further 
legacies,  annuities  and  charitable  uses,  as  afterwards  should  be  payable  ; and  that 
there  remained  out  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Giles  Cox  an  overplus  to  the  value 
of  1,000/.  and  upwards,  to  be  employed  in  pious  uses  as  aforesaid  ; and  that  the 
said  Sir  William  Guise,  Richard  Wood,  and  William  Lawrence,  the  surviving 
executors,  since  the  death  of  the  said  Lewis  Roberts,  had,  with  the  sum  of 
1,034/.  being  part  of  the  said  overplus  purchased  of  Sir  William  Whitmore  and 
others,  the  messuage  or  tenement  lying  and  being  in  Upton  Saint  Leonard, 
in  the  county  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  called  Hill  House,  together  with  two 
half  yard-lands,  and  all  houses,  lands  and  hereditaments  thereunto  belonging; 
and  that  the  said  surviving  trustees,  for  a further  consideration  of  10/.  also  part 
of  the  said  overplus,  had  purchased  the  remainder  of  a term  of  500  years  of  and 
in  one  quarter  of  an  acre  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  lying  in  a certain  Leasow,  or 
pasture  ground,  called  Stain,  in  Upton  St.  Leonard  aforesaid  ; and  also  one 
other  term  of  500  years  of  and  in  a certain  parcel  of  pasture  ground  called 
Okeham,  containing  by  estimation  three  fourths  of  an  acre,  or  thereabouts,  lying 
also  in  the  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard  ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said 
surviving  trustees,  in  performance  of  the  said  Will,  and  for  settling  the  said 
premises  to  pious  uses  according  to  the  same  Will,  granted  and  conveyed  the 
said  purchased  premises  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Sir  William  Guise, 
Richard  Wood,  William  Lawrence  the  father,  Sir  Robert  Cooke,  George 
Bridgeman,  William  Guise,  Silvanus  Wood,  William  Selwyn,  William  Lawrence 
the  son,  William  Bell  and  John  Maddock,  their  heirs  and  assigns  ; and  by  the 
same  Indenture  granted  and  assigned  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  and 
third  parts  the  said  two  several  parcels  of  leasehold  lands,  to  the  use  of  all  the 
said  parties  to  the  said  recited  Indenture,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  during  the 
remainder  of  the  said  several  terms,  upon  trust,  as  to  all  the  said  hereditaments 
and  premises,  that  they  should  let  the  same  for  the  most  yearly  value  that  they 
could  have  for  the  same,  but  not  to  demise  the  same  for  above  12  years  at 
any  time;  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  should  be  employed 
and  bestowed  according  to  the  said  recited  Indenture,  to  wit,  that  such  and  so 
much  of  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  as  were  not 
thereby  reserved  or  appointed  for  other  purposes,  should  be  yearly  paid  and 
distributed  to  and  amongst,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  employed  for  the 
relief  of  such  poor  householders,  both  men  and  women,  from  time  to  time 
inhabiting  in  the  said  several  parishes,  townships  and  villages  therein  mentioned, 
as  should  stand  in  most  need  thereof,  and  not  receive  any  relief  from  the 
i est  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  hamlet  or  township  wherein  they  lived, 
nor  be  beggars  from  door  to  door,  nor  haunters  of  alehouses,  nor  disorderly 
persons,  but  of  good  and  honest  conversation,  and  such  as  should  labour  for 
their  living,  and  should  be  dwelling  in  the  several  parishes,  townships  or 
villages  of  Sandhurst,  Maisemore,  Hartpury,  Lassington,  Highleadon,  Highnam, 
Lilton-over-Hempstead,  Elmore,  Whaddon,  Brockthrop,  Harescombe,  Pitch- 
combe,  Matson,  Upton  St.  Leonard,  Barnwood,  Brockworth,  Great  Whit- 
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combe,  Churchdown,  Badgworth,  Great  Shurdington,  Up-hatherly,  Down- 
hatherly  and  Norton,  in  the  said  county  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  viz.  to  and 
amongst  such  poor  persons  as  aforesaid  in  every  of  the  said  parishes,  townships 
or  villages,  yearly,  such  a share  and  proportion  of  the  said  rents  as  therein 
mentioned,  (to  wit,)  amongst  such  poor  as  aforesaid,  in  the  parish  of  Sandhurst, 
51. ; in  the  parish  of  Maisemore,  40  s. ; in  the  parish  of  Hartpury,  4/.  5 s. ; in 
the  parish  of  Lassington,  14s. ; in  the  township,  village  or  hamlet  of  Highleadon, 
20s. ; in  the  several  townships,  villages  or  hamlets  of  Highnam,  Lilton  and 
Over,  50s. ; in  the  parish  of  Hempstead,  20s. ; in  the  parish  of  Elmore,  33s.  4 d. ; 
in  the  parish  of  Whaddon,  25  s.;  in  the  parish  of  Brookthrop,  40s. ; in  the  parish 
or  village  of  Harescomb,  12s.  ; in  the  parish  or  village  of  Pitchcombe,  6s.  8 d.  ; 
in  the  parish,  village  or  township  of  Matson,  15  s. ; in  the  parish  of  Upton 
St.  Leonard,  31.  6s.  8 d. ; in  the  parish  of  Barnwood,’  40s.;  in  the  parish  of 
Brockworth,  42  s.  ; in  the  parish  of  Great  Whitcombe,  20s. ; in  the  parish 
of  Churchdown,  61.  13s.  4c?.;  in  the  parish  of  Badgworth,  61.  6s.  8 d.-y  in 
the  parish,  township  or  village  of  Great  Shurdington,  12s.;  in  the  township, 
village  or  hamlet  of  Up-hatherly,  13s.  4 d.\  in  the  parish  of  Down-hatherly, 
aforesaid,  30s.;  in  the  parish  of  Norton,  55s.;  and  in  case  there  should  be  no 
such  persons  as  aforesaid,  or  not  a competent  number  found  in  any  of  the 
said  parishes,  hamlets  or  villages,  to  receive  such  distribution  so  allotted  or 
appointed  to  such  poor  of  that  parish,  hamlet  or  village  as  aforesaid,  then  the 
same  should  be  distributed  in  part,  or  in  all,  to  and  amongst  such  other  poor 
people  of  such  parish,  hamlet  or  village,  as  usually  received  relief  from  the 
inhabitants  there ; provided  the  said  inhabitants  were  not  in  any  sort  eased  of 
their  ordinary  payments  towards  the  relief  of  the  said  poor ; and  if  it  should 
happen  that  the  clear  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  and  premises 
should  at  any  time  arise  to  more  than  would  defray  the  said  several  sums,  and 
all  other  charges,  deductions  and  allowances  according  to  the  purport  and 
meaning  of  the  indenture,  then  such  part  of  the  overplus  as  should  be  thought 
fit  by  the  said  parties  to  the  said  indenture,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should  be 
distributed  to  and  amongst  such  poor  as  aforesaid  of  the  said  parishes,  villages 
and  hamlets,  in  such  proportion  as  should  be  thought  fit  by  the  said  parties, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  and  the  residue  of  such  overplus  should  be  from  time  to 
time  distributed  and  bestowed  to  and  amongst  the  poor  people  inhabiting 
within  the  townships,  villages  or  hamlets  therein  mentioned,  (to  wit)  Kings- 
holme,  Longford,  Twigworth,  Wotton,  Tuffley,  and  Woolstrupp,  to  be  distri- 
buted amongst  them,  by  and  at  the  discretion  and  appointment  of  the  said 
parties,  their  heirs  or  assigns  ; but  in  case  the  clear  rents,  issues  and  profits  of 
the  said  lands  and  premises  should  fall  short  of  defraying  the  said  several  sums, 
and  other  the  said  charges,  deductions  and  allowances,  then  that  the  said  trus- 
tees should  have  power  to  deduct  out  of  every  of  the  said  allotments  an  equal 
proportion,  according  to  the  quantity  thereof,  to  make  up  such  sums  so  falling 
short ; and  that  such  proportion  so  allotted  to  the  poor  of  every  or  any  such 
parish,  township  or  village  as  aforesaid,  should  be  yearly,  upon  the  first  day  of 
May,  paid  over  and  delivered  to  the  hands  of  the  parson,  vicar  or  curate  of 
every  such  parish,  township  or  village,  and  two  of  the  most  substantial  persons, 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  of  such  as  should  be  found  highest  in  the  books  of  the 
subsidy,  or  to  some  of  them,  to  be  by  them  distributed  unto  or  for  the  relief  of 
such  poor  householders  as  aforesaid  of  the  same  parish,  township  or  village  ; 
and  that  when  the  said  parties  thereto,  or  their  assigns,  or  any  of  them,  should 
be  inhabiting  in  any  of  the  said  parishes,  townships  or  villages,  that  then  they 
only  should  have  the  distribution  of  such  share  or  proportion  as  aforesaid,  as 
should,  during  the  time  of  their  living  there,  be  allotted  to  such  poor  of 
that  parish,  township  or  village ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  parties 
and  their  assigns,  once  in  every  year,  (to  wit)  upon  the  25th  day  of  April,  being 
the  feast  of  St.  Mark,  if  not  Sunday,  and  if  Sunday,  then  upon  the  next  day 
after,  should  meet  to  examine  whether  the  said  sums  of  money  were  duly 
employed  or  not,  and  to  take  order  for  redress  of  any  abuse  to  be  found  therein, 
and  to  consult  concerning  the  premises ; and  it  was  declared  that  the  costs 
of  all  meetings,  and  all  other  charges  incident  to  the  trusts  thereby  declared, 
should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  and  premises, 
so  as  the  said  sum  or  sums  so  to  be  deducted  should  not  exceed  in  any 
one  year  the  fiftieth  part  of  the  clear  yearly  revenue  of  the  said  trust-pre- 
mises ; and  that  the  costs  of  all  actions  and  suits  brought  against  or  by  the  said 
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parties,  in  consequence  of  the  said  trusts,  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  said 
rents  and  profits:  And  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  upon  the  death  of  any  of  the 
said  parties,  or  when  they  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  five,  the  surviving 
parties  should  convey  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  premises,  unto  so  many 
other  of  the  most  substantial,  honest  and  discreet  persons  living  in  the  county 
of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  and  inhabiting  in  or  near  some  of  the  parishes, 
townships  or  villages  aforesaid,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of 
such  five  feoffees  and  assignees,  and  such  other  persons,  feoffees  and  assignees 
and  their  heirs  for  ever,  upon  the  like  trusts  as  were  before  declared,  it  being 
meant  that  the  number  should  continue  as  near  11  as  might  be,  but  never  to  be 
less  than  five.  And  it  was  further  provided,  that  if  at  any  time  thereafter  the 
said  Sir  William  Guise,  Richard  Wood  and  William  Lawrence,  or  any  two  of 
them  surviving  the  other,  should  see  cause,  or  think  it  necessary  or  convenient, 
to  revoke,  alter,  change  or  make  void  any  the  trusts,  limitations,  allotments, 
or  other  the  declarations  thereby  limited  or  declared,  or  to  declare,  limit 
or  appoint  new  or  other  trusts,  limitations,  appointments,  allotments  or  divi- 
dends for  or  concerning  any  the  same  or  other  the  matters  and  premises 
thereinbefore  mentioned,  that  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  executors, 
or  the  two  survivors  of  them  as  aforesaid,  by  any  their  joint  deed  or  deeds 
in  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals,  executed  in  the  presence  of  three 
or  more  credible  witnesses,  to  revoke  and  make  void,  alter  and  change  any 
such  trusts,  purposes,  appointments,  allotments  or  other  declarations  afore- 
said, and  to  create,  limit  and  appoint  new  and  other  trusts,  limitations, 
appointments  and  allotments  for  or  concerning  the  premises  ; and  that  from  and 
after  the  execution  of  such  other  joint  deed  or  deeds  so  to  be  executed  as  afore- 
said, all  and  every  such  uses,  trusts,  limitations,  appointments  and  allotments  so 
thereby  declared  to  be  revoked  as  aforesaid,  should  utterly  cease  and  determine  ; 
and  that  then  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  feoffees  and  assignees,  and  their 
heirs  and  executors  respectively,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  should 
be  possessed  of  the  same  land  and  tenements  and  hereditaments  respectively,  to, 
for,  and  upon  such  new  and  other  uses,  trusts,  limitations  and  purposes  as  should 
be  by  such  joint  deed  or  deeds  as  aforesaid  created  and  declared  respectively. 

And  by  a deed-poll,  dated  the  1st  October,  14  Charles  I.  under  the  hands 
and  seals  of  Sir  William  Guise  and  William  Lawrence,  surviving  executors  of 
the  said  Giles  Cox,  reciting  the  said  clause  in  the  said  above  abstracted  inden- 
ture contained,  empowering  them  to  revoke  or  alter  any  of  the  said  trusts  thereby 
declared,  and  to  declare  new  or  other  trusts  ; and  that  since  the  making  of  the 
said  indenture  it  had  appeared  that  such  poor  in  the  said  several  parishes  of 
Sandhurst,  Elmore,  Brockworth  and  Badgworth  had  increased,  and  that  there 
was  an  overplus  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  above  the  said 
50/.  per  annum,  and  some  expectation  that  the  same  would  rather  increase  than 
diminish,  they  the  said  Sir  William  Guise  and  William  Lawrence,  by  virtue  of 
the  said  proviso,  did  thereby  revoke  and  make  void  the  said  uses,  trusts,  allot- 
ments and  other  declarations  aforesaid,  as  far  only  as  concerned  51.  yearly  of  the 
said  overplus,  and  did  thereby  further  declare  and  appoint  that  the  said  51.  yearly 
of  the  said  overplus  should  be  paid  and  distributed  to  and  amongst,  or  otherwise 
disposed  and  employed  for,  the  relief  of  such  poor  persons  as  aforesaid  from 
time  to  time  inhabiting  in  the  said  several  parishes  of  Sandhurst,  Elmore, 
Brockworth  and  Badgworth,  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  (to  wit)  to  and  amongst 
such  poor  persons  as  aforesaid  in  the  parish  of  Sandhurst,  20 s.  and  to  and 
amongst  such  poor  persons  as  aforesaid  in  the  parish  of  Elmore,  20.9.  8r/.  and  to 
and  amongst  such  poor  persons  as  aforesaid  in  the  parish  of  Brockworth,  205.  and 
to  and  amongst  such  poor  persons  as  aforesaid  in  the  parish  of  Badgworth, 
335.  4 d.  ; and  they  further  appointed  the  said  several  sums  so  thereby  added, 
to  be  distributed  and  disposed  of  by  such  person  and  persons,  and  in  such 
manner  and  form,  as  the  said  former  sums  and  allotments  were  in  and  by  the 
said  Indenture  limited  and  appointed  respectively  ; and  that  the  said  Sir  William 
Guise  and  William  Lawrence  had  thought  fit  to  alter  and  change  the  said  day 
for  the  meetings  of  the  trustees  from  the  25th  April  to  Tuesday  in  the  Whitsun 
week  yearly  ; and  they  thereby  further  declared  that  nothing  therein  contained 
should  extend  to  revoke  or  alter  any  other  the  said  uses,  trusts,  limitations, 
appointments  or  declarations  in  and  by  the  said  Indenture  contained,  further  or 
otherwise  than  as  thereinbefore  plainly  mentioned  and  expressed,  but  that  the 
same  should  stand  and  continue  as  before  in  all  respects  whatsoever. 

By 
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By  several  subsequent  conveyances,  and  particularly  by  Indentures  of  Lease 
and  Release  and  Assignment,  dated  the  1st  and  2d  January  1800,  between 
Sir  Richard  Sutton,  bart.  Daniel  Lysons,  M.D.  Benjamin  Hyett,  esq.  Sir  Howe 
Hickes,  bart.  Robert  Campbell,  esq.  Thomas  Mee,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  Martin 
Barry,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Berkeley  William  Guise,  bart.  William  Lawrence,  v- 
esq.  William  Hicks,  esq.  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bonnor  Cheston,  clerk,  and  the  Rev. 
Daniel  Lysons,  clerk,  of  the  other  part.  The  said  freehold  messuage,  lands, 
and  premises,  except  certain  small  pieces  thereof  which  had  been  sold  for 
redeeming  the  land-tax  on  the  said  trust-estate,  were  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the 
said  several  parties,  upon  the  trusts,  and  for  the  uses,  intents  and  purposes  in 
the  said  Indenture  and  Deed-Poll  mentioned  and  declared  concerning  the  same, 
of  the  25th  of  April,  9th  Charles  I.  and  the  Deed  Poll  of  1st  October, 
14th  Charles  I. ; and  the  said  two  parcels  of  leasehold  land  were  assigned  to 
the  new  trustees  upon  the  same  trusts. 

The  present  surviving  trustees  are  Robert  Campbell,  the  Rev.  Martin  Barry, 
Sir  Berkeley  William  Guise,  Sir  William  Hicks,  Joseph  Bonnor  Cheston,  and 
Daniel  Lysons. 

The  Indenture  of  the  25th  May,  9th  Charles  I.  above  abstracted,  by  which 
the  property  was  first  settled  in  the  trustees,  and  the  trusts  declared,  does  not 
afford  any  special  description  of  the  parcels,  and  all  the  subsequent  feoffments 
to  the  trustees  are  equally  general ; nor  does  there  appear  to  be  any  old  terrier 
or  survey  of  the  lands  in  existence,  so  as  to  enable  a comparison  to  be  made  of 
the  quantity  of  the  trust-estate  at  the  different  dates  of  those  instruments  ; but 
about  14  or  15  years  ago,  a general  survey  and  map  of  the  parish  was  made  by 
the  tithing-man,  including  the  charity  estate,  which,  according  to  that  document, 
is  divided  into  46  pieces,  containing  together  7^a.  1r.  5p. 

The  charity  premises  seem  always  to  have  been  let  together  to  one  tenant. 
In  the  year  1750  they  were  let  to  Thomas  Whitcombe,  and  every  subsequent 
demise  has  been  to  one  of  that  family  and  name.  The  property  lies  much 
dispersed,  but  there  is  no  evidence  of  its  having  undergone  any  diminution  or 
alteration  but  what  has  been  occasioned  by  the  sale  for  the  redemption  of  the 
land-tax  as  hereafter  mentioned.  There  have  been  no  inclosures  or  exchanges. 

The  premises  consist  of  a good  farm-house,  with  the  necessary  outbuildings. 
The  land  is  partly  arable  and  partly  meadow,  the  greater  part  being  in  grass. 
The  trustees  agree  in  the  propriety  of  having  the  property  surveyed  and 
mapped. 

The  books  of  the  steward  of  Giles  Cox’s  charity  go  no  farther  back  than  to 
the  year  1745,  by  which  it  appears,  that  the  rent  in  that  year  was  48/.  8 s.,  at 
which  amount  it  seems  to  have  continued  for  many  years.  In  the  year  1785,  it 
appears  to  have  been  60/.  a year  ; in  1809,  it  was  advanced  to  74/. ; in  1811, 
to  120/.  ; and  so  it  continued  till  Michaelmas  1815,  when  it  was  reduced  to 
100/.,  and  in  the  following  year  again  to  90/.,  which  rent  remained  till 
Michaelmas  1825,  when  it  was  raised  again  to  100/. 

In  1799,  certain  lands  lying  contiguous  to  Mr.  Howel’s  estate,  valued  at  85/., 
and  a parcel  of  land  lying  next  to  Mr.  Henry  Turner’s  estate,  valued  at  25/., 
were  sold  at  those  prices  for  the  redemption  of  the  land-tax,  but  the  estate  was 
let  at  the  same  rent  as  before.  The  increased  rents  having  much  augmented  the 
balances  in  the  hands  of  the  steward,  the  trustees  in  the  year  1814  added  100/. 
to  the  50 /.that  had  been  distributed  in  that  last  year,  but  from  1814,  the  distributed 
amount  continued  till  1821  to  be  only  50/.,  in  which  year  the  50/.  was  divided 
among  the  original  parishes  ; the  5 /.  under  the  deed  of  1st  October,  14th  Charles  I. 
was  distributed  to  the  four  parishes  therein  mentioned,  viz. ; to  Sandhurst,  1 /., 
Elmore,  11.  6 s.  8 d.,  Brockworth,  1/.,  and  Badgworth,  1 /.  1 3 5.  4 d. ; and  10/.  was 
divided  among  the  hamlets,  which  were  directed  by  the  original  settling  deed 
to  be  let  into  the  participation  of  the  surplus  of  the  charity,  viz. ; to  Kingsholm, 
1/.  10s.,  Longford,  2/.  10s.,  Twigworth,  1/.  10s.,  Wotton,  2/.,  Tuffley,  1/.  10s., 
and  Woolstropp,  1 /.  In  the  ensuing  year  1822,  instead  of  50/.,  100/.  were 
divided  among  the  original  parishes,  which  has  been  the  amount  so  appropriated 
to  the  present  time  ; and  the  51.  and  10/.  have  also  continued  to  be  paid  to  the 
parishes  and  hamlets  in  the  same  proportions  as  above  mentioned. 

When  the  payments,  according  to  the  above  rates  and  proportions,  are  made 
for  the  year  1825,  there  will  remain  only  a balance  in  hand  of  4/.  17  s. ; from 
which  it  follows,  that  to  continue  the  payment  of  the  5 /.  to  the  four  favoured 
parishes,  and  the  10/.  to  the  new  hamlets  to  which  the  charity  was  to  be 
Rep.  16.  F3  extended 
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extended  in  case  of  a surplus,  the  sum  to  be  divided  among  the  original  parishes 
and  hamlets  must  of  necessity  be  reduced. 

The  trustees  now  intend  to  meet  in  order  to  consider  and  determine  what 
augmentation  in  the  present  state  of  the  rent  shall  be  made  of  the  amounts 
appropriated  to  the  original  parishes,  under  the  settling  deed,  and  also  what 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  surplus  to  the  six  hamlets  to  be  added  to  the  original 
number,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  deed  ; the  5 /.  to  be  paid  to  the 
four  favoured  parishes  being  considered  a fixed  amount  out  of  the  surplus. 

The  last  year’s  payment  to  Badgworth  was  14  /.  6 5.  8 d.  by  the  steward 
of  the  charity,  who  pays  the  proportions  belonging  to  the  several  parishes, 
either  to  the  minister  or  to  the  person  authorized  by  him,  in  writing,  to  receive 
it.  The  money  is  generally  received  soon  after  Christmas,  and  distributed 
among  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  according  to  a list  previously  settled  at 
vestry,  the  persons  relieved  being  generally  the  deserving  poor,  and  selected, 
as  we  are  assured,  with  care  for  that  purpose. 

The  steward’s  accounts  were  produced,  which  appear  to  have  been  audited 
every  year. 

Catherine  Talbot’s  Charity.* 

Church  Table : — “ Catherine  Talbot,  of  Droitwich,  in  the  county  of 
Worcester,  single  woman,  gave  in  the  year  1698.  4/.  to  be  paid  on  the  1st  day 
of  May,  to  the  poor.” 

The  parish  is  not  in  possession  of  a copy  of  this  Will,  but  it  is  understood  that 
this  charity  is  a charge  on  an  estate  called  Brittle,  at  Badgworth,  of  which  the 
present  proprietor  is  Mr.  Viner.  The  4 /.  has  been  regularly  paid  by  the  tenant 
to  the  churchwardens,  who  have  distributed  it  in  very  small  sums  to  a numerous 
body  of  the  general  poor,  but  it  is  intended  to  incorporate  this  with  the  other 
gift-monies,  and  to  distribute  the  whole  with  more  selection,  and  in  larger 
amounts,  to  such  of  the  poor  as  have  for  the  longest  period  maintained  them- 
selves independently  of  the  parish,  according  to  a list  to  be  settled  upon  the 
report  and  recommendation  of  the  respectable  inhabitants,  or  some  of  them, 
who  may  be  induced  to  inquire  particularly  into  the  characters  and  real  neces- 
sities of  the  poor. 

Talbot  Barker’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ Talbot  Barker,  of  the  same  place,  gentleman,  gave  51. 
yearly  in  bread,  for  the  use  of  the  poor.” 

This  sum  is  also  paid  out  of  the  same  estate  as  mentioned  in  the  former  case. 

This  money  is  laid  out  in  bread  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator, 
and  distributed  every  fortnight,  except  one  fortnight  in  the  harvest  season. 

Henry  Window’s  Charity. 

Under  the  charities  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Churchdown  hereafter  reported, 
the  Will  of  Henry  JVindow  will  be  fully  set  out,  as  far  as  respects  his  gifts  for 
the  purposes  of  education,  under  which  Badgworth  parish  is  entitled  to  parti- 
cipate with  the  said  parish  of  Churchdown. 

The  Rev.  William  Stansby’s  Charity. 

By  referring  to  the  charities  under  the  head  of  Cheltenham  [ see  12th  Rep. 
p.  62.]  the  Will  of  William  Stansby  will  be  found  stated  at  large. 

The  churchwardens  and  overseers  lay  the  payments  by  till  they  amount  to 
15/.  as  with  a less  sum  they  cannot  induce  a proper  person  to  receive  an 
apprentice.  When  there  is  a sufficient  sum  it  is  announced  to  the  parish,  that 
persons  desirous  of  the  bounty  may  make  their  application  to  the  vestry,  who 
select  the  most  deserving  objects. 

William  Viner’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ William  Viner,  esq.  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  who  died  in 
1811,  bequeathed  to  this  parish  100/.  four  per  cent  consolidated  Bank  annuities, 
which  was  transferred  by  his  executors  into  the  names  of  Thomas  Baldwin, 
George  Chandler,  and  Thomas  Herbert,  all  of  this  parish,  the  interest  of  which 
to  be  divided  equally  between  eight  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish,  on  the 
24th  day  of  December,  yearly  for  ever.” 

The  4/.  interest  of  the  100/.  was  received  for  some  time  by  the  trustees, 
after  the  death  of  the  testator,  and  distributed  according  to  the  Will  of  the 
donor,  among  eight  poor  persons  of  the  hamlet  of  Badgworth.  When  the 

four 
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four  per  cents  were  reduced  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  three  and  a half,  the 
trustees  thought  it  best  to  take  the  stock  at  par.  The  100/.  so  paid  to  them, 
they  placed  in  the  bank  of  Turner  and  Co.  in  Gloucester,  at  an  interest  of 
three  per  cent,  with  a view  to  look  out  for  some  more  advantageous  investment ; 
but  in  the  interim  that  bank  stopped  payment j they  have  therefore  now  only 
to  look  to  what  they  may  be  able  to  obtain  under  the  payments  which  that 
house  may  make  in  fulfilment  of  their  engagements  with  the  public. 


PARISH  OF  BARNWOOD. 

A sum  of  2/.  is  annually  paid  about  Christmas  to  the  vicar  of  the  parish  by 
the  solicitor  to  the  trustees  of  Giles  Cox’s  charity.  It  is  not  distributed  every 
year,  but  has  generally  been  suffered  to  accumulate  for  a few  years,  in  order 
to  make  a more  extensive  and  effectual  distribution.  The  sums  distributed 
vary  with  the  number  in  each  poor  family.  It  has  not  hitherto  been  confined 
to  persons  not  receiving  parish  pay,  but  it  is  intended  to  be  so  restricted  in 
future. 

A payment  of  51.  a year  is  paid  by  the  dean  and  chapter  towards  the  support 
of  the  charity  school  at  Barnwood,  which  is  represented  on  their  part  to  be  a 
benevolence  originating  with  themselves  ; but  we  find  in  the  returns  under 
Gilbert’s  Act,  a donation  of  100/.  attributed  to  Mary  Wright,  and  stated  to 
be  vested  in  the  dean  and  chapter.  The  cathedral  documents  having  been 
searched,  exhibit  no  entry  relating  to  the  charity  in  question,  unless  the  follow- 
ing can  be  referred  to  it.

Magistrum  Baynes,  Procurator,  suum  Ben- 
jamino  King,  S.  T.  P.  Robto.  Cook,  A.  M.  Robto.  Bull  A.  B.  predict.  Christo- 
phero  Baynes,  A.  M.  et  Rico.  Blechinden,  LL.  D.  dei  Eccliae  prebendar. 

Quibus  die  & anno,  it  is  ordered  by  this  chapter,  that  the  treasurer  of  this 
church  do  yearly  and  every  year  pay  31.  towards  the  maintenance  of  a poor 
school  at  Barnwood  and  Wotton,  near  the  city  of  Gloucester,  and  that  the  same 
be  paid  in  one  entire  payment  on  or  about  St.  Thomas’s-day  yearly,  till  this 
chapter  shall  think  fit  to  withdraw  the  same.” 


PARISH  OF  BROCKWORTH. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

A portion  of  Giles  Cox ’s  charity  is  paid  to  this  parish  under  the  provisions 
of  the  settlement  of  that  charity,  the  amount  of  which  varies  in  different  years, 
according  to  the  amount  of  the  net  income  of  the  lands.  Since  the  year  1822, 
it  has  been  four  guineas,  which  is  distributed  among  persons  not  receiving 
parish-pay,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  in  small  sums  to  each  family, 
according  to  the  number  of  children. 

William  Mills’s  Charity. 

Brockworth  is  also  entitled  to  85.  a year  under  the  charity  of  William  Mills , 
whose  Will  is  set  forth  in  the  Report  of  Badgworth  charities,  and  which  85.  is 
distributed  together  with  that  of  Giles  Cox,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

The  land  called  Barllyes  was  charged  by  the  will  with  5s.,  but  the  payment 
actually  made  with  respect  to  this  land  for  many  years  has  been  85. 


PARISH  OF  BROOKTHROP. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  parish  is  entitled  under  the  settlement  of  Cox’s  charity  to  receive  405. 
a year,  but  for  the  last  four  years  it  has  been  increased  to  4/.  a year  up  to 
Christmas  last.  This  sum  has  been  received  by  the  minister,  or  under  his  direc- 
tion, and  distributed  among  the  poor  of  this  parish  not  usually  receiving  parish 
relief,  except  in  cases  of  sickness,  in  sums  of  5 s.  each. 
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PARISH  OF  CHURCHDOWN. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

The  sum  which  is  paid  under  Giles  Cox’ s charity  to  Churchdown  has  been  a 
varying  amount,  but  since  1822  it  has  been  13/.  6s.  8 d.  Before  1822  it  was 
for  some  years  only  61.  13  s.  4>d. 

It  is  distributed  among  the  labourers  of  the  parish  who  are  not  upon  parish- 
pay,  notice  being  given  at  the  parish  church  on  Sunday  of  the  intended  distri- 
bution on  a specified  day,  when  such  as  conceive  themselves  entitled  apply  to 
the  churchwardens  to  have  their  names  entered  on  the  list.  The  bounty  is 
confined  to  persons  not  on  the  parish  books. 

Henry  Window’s  Charity. 

Henry  Window’s  Henri/  Window,  esq.,  by  his  Will,  dated  13th  December  1734,  devised  to 
Charity.  John  Stephens,  Robert  Sandford,  and  William  Stanley,  and  their  heirs,  after 
the  decease  of  his  wife,  his  messuage  and  lands  in  the  parishes  of  Badgworth, 
Starton,  and  Boddington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  called  the  Rydings,  in 
the  possession  of  William  Hopson ; a dwelling-house,  garden  and  orchard  in 
the  parish  of  Churchdown,  in  the  possession  of  the  widow  Chapman  ; and  a 
tenement  or  dwelling-house  and  garden  in  the  parish  of  Churchdown,  in  the 
possession  of  John  Chamberlayne ; upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivors  and 
survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  survivor,  should  by  and 
out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  premises 
in  the  said  parishes  of  Badgworth,  Starton,  and  Bodington,  raise  and  pay  the 
yearly  sum  of  20/.  to  such  person  who  should  be  by  them  appointed  and 
nominated  to  teach  and  keep  a school  within  the  said  parish  of  Churchdown, 
and  teach  and  instruct  to  write,  read,  and  cast  accounts,  all  such  poor  boys  and 
girls  of  the  said  parishes  of  Badgworth  and  Churchdown,  who  should  be  of 
the  age  of  six  years  or  upwards,  and  should  come  to  be  by  him  taught  and 
instructed  ; and  he  desired  that  his  trustees  should  permit  and  suffer  such 
schoolmaster  to  live  in  and  enjoy  the  said  dwelling-house,  garden  and  orchard 
in  Churchdown,  then  in  the  possession  of  the  widow  Chapman.  And  the  said 
testator  further  directed,  that  in  case  the  vicar  or  curate  of  the  said  parish  of 
Churchdown  for  the  time  being  should  reside  within  the  said  parish,  and  shoidd 
desire  to  keep  such  school  there,  and  instruct  such  poor  children  of  the  said 
parishes  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  should  read  Divine  Service  in  the  said  parish 
church  of  Churchdown  twice  upon  every  Lord’s  Day,  then  his  said  trustees 
should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint  such  vicar  or  curate  to  keep  the 
same  school,  and  to  receive  the  said  yearly  sum  of  20/. ; and  upon  further  trust, 
that  they  should  raise  and  pay,  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
messuage  and  lands  of  Badgworth,  Starton,  and  Bodington,  the  yearly  sum  of  51. 
to  such  poor  women  as  should  be  by  them  from  time  to  time  nominated  and 
appointed,  to  teach  and  instruct  the  poor  children  of  the  said  parishes  of  Church- 
down  and  Badgworth  to  read,  and  the  poor  girls  to  knit,  and  to  reside  in  the 
said  dwelling-house  in  the  said  parish  of  Churchdown  thereinbefore  devised, 
then  in  the  possession  of  the  said  John  Chamberlayne,  and  pay  the  residue  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits  to  his  nephew  Henry  Window,  and  such  person  and 
persons  who  should  be  entitled  to  the  bulk  of  his  estate,  by  virtue  of  the  limi- 
tations thereof  thereinbefore  contained,  to  whom  he  thereby  devised  the  same. 

The  said  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  dated  4th  June  1744,  after  reciting 
that  he  had  by  his  will  devised  unto  John  Stephens,  Robert  Sandford  and 
William  Stanley,  and  their  heirs,  his  messuage  and  lands  in  the  parish  of  Stroud  ; 
and  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  his  messuage  and  lands  in  the  parishes  of 
Badgworth,  Starton,  and  Bodington,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  called  the 
Rydings,  then  in  the  possession  of  William  Hopson,  and  a dwelling-house, 
garden  and  orchard,  in  the  said  parish  of  Churchdown,  in  the  possession  of  the 
Widow  Chapman  ; and  also  a tenement  or  dwelling-house  and  garden,  in  the 
said  parish  of  Churchdown,  in  the  possession  of  John  Chamberlayne,  upon 
certain  trusts,  in  and  by  his  said  will  in  them  reposed,  gave  and  devised  all  and 
singular  the  said  last-mentioned  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
in  the  said  several  parishes  of  Stroud,  Badgworth,  Starton,  Bodington  and 
Churchdown  ; and  also  a piece  of  pasture  ground,  called  Minchin’s  Mead, 
adjoining  to  the  said  dwelling-house,  garden  and  orchard  in  the  possession  of 
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the  Widow  Chapman,  unto  the  said  John  Stephens,  Robert  Sandford  and  William 
Stanley,  and  to  Thomas  Stephens  and  John  Cox,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever, 
upon  the  same  trusts  as  in  and  by  his  said  will  declared  concerning  the  said 
several  lands  and  hereditaments. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  31st  March  and  1st  April  1786, 
made  between  Charles  Cox,  esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Richard 
Brereton,  Dodington  Hunt,  esquire,  Thomas  Brereton,  esquire,  Thomas  B.  De- 
labere,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Richard  Rogers,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Rogers  and  William 
Hicks,  esquire,  of  the  other  part ; after  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Henry 
Window,  as  to  the  devise  of  the  premises  at  Stroud  for  the  establishment  of 
a charity  in  that  parish,  and  the  devise  of  the  premises  at  Badgworth,  Starton 
and  Bodington,  for  the  establishment  of  the  school  at  Churchdown,  and  the 
codicil  before  abstracted,  and  the  death  of  the  testator  and  his  wife ; and  that 
upon  their  deaths  the  trustees  had  entered  upon  the  trust-premises  and  received 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  applied  the  same  to  and  for  the  charitable 
purposes  expressed  in  the  said  will ; and  that  the  said  John  Cox,  one  of  the 
additional  trustees  named  in  the  said  codicil,  had  survived  the  rest  of  his  co- 
trustees, and  was  since  dead  without  having  nominated  any  new  trustees  of  the 
said  charity,  agreeably  to  the  directions  in  the  said  will,  leaving  the  said  Charles 
Cox  his  only  son  and  heir-at-law,  by  means  whereof  the  fee-simple  of  and  in 
the  said  trust-premises  had  then  become  vested  in  the  said  Charles  Cox  for  the 
charitable  uses  in  the  said  will  ; and  that  the  said  Charles  Cox,  in  order  to  per- 
petuate the  said  charity,  had  nominated,  chosen  and  appointed  the  said  Richard 
Brereton,  Dodington  Hunt,  Thomas  Brereton,  T.  B.  Delabere,  Richard  Rogers, 
Samuel  Rogers  and  William  Hicks,  to  be  new  trustees  in  the  place  and  stead 
of  the  late  trustees,  deceased ; It  is  witnessed,  that  for  conveying  and  assuring 
the  said  trust-premises  to  the  same  charitable  uses  and  purposes,  the  said 
Charles  Cox  bargained,  released  and  confirmed,  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Richard  Brereton,  Dodington  Hunt,  Thomas  Brereton,  T.  B.  Delabere,  Richard 
Rogers,  Samuel  Rogers  and  William  Hicks,  the  said  hereditaments,  their 
heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  the  same  trusts,  and  to  and  for  the  same 
charitable  uses  respectively  as  mentioned  in  the  said  will  of  the  said  Henry 
Window;  and  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  when  and  as  often  as  the  number  of 
trustees  thereby  appointed  should  by  death  be  reduced  to  one,  then  the  surviv- 
ing trustee  should  within  one  month  next  after  that  event  appoint  such  other 
persons  as  he  should  think  proper  as  trustees,  in  the  stead  of  such  of  the  said 
trustees  that  should  be  then  dead,  and  convey  the  said  trust-premises  to  such 
new  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts,  that  there  might  be  a per- 
petual succession  of  fit  persons  to  manage  and  govern  the  said  charity. 

According  to  this  deed  the  premises  at  Stroud  devised  for  the  benefit  of  the 
charity  there  were  conveyed  to  Brereton  and  others ; whereas  it  appears  that 
previous  to  the  date  of  that  deed,  to  wit,  in  1778,  John  Cox,  the  father  of 
Charles  Cox,  had  conveyed  the  Stroud  premises  to  new  trustees,  and  con- 
sequently the  conveyance  of  those  premises  by  Charles  Cox  in  1786  was 
a nullity.

The 
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The  greater  part  of  the  messuage  which  was  standing  on  the  premises  at  the 
death  of  the  testator  has  been  since  taken  down  and  rebuilt  in  a substantial 
manner,  and  new  barns,  stables  and  outhouses  have  been  erected  in  the  place 
of  the  former  outhouses  which  were  burnt  down. 

Two  schools  have  been  regularly  kept  up  in  Churchdown  ever  since  the  death 
of  the  testator,  which  happened  on  or  about  the  21st  March  1745,  one  under 
a schoolmaster  for  boys  and  girls,  and  the  other  by  a schoohnistress  for  very 
small  children.  The  schoolmaster  has  always  lived  in  the  house  appropriated 
for  his  dwelling  by  the  Will,  which  comprises  a school-room  and  some  chambers, 
with  about  a quarter  of  an  acre  of  garden  and  orchard.  The  house  of  the 
schoolmistress  is  a small  tenement,  with  a garden.  Both  these  houses  are  at 
present  in  bad  repair.  The  present  schoolmaster  follows  no  other  occupation, 
and  has  been  in  the  situation  39  years.  The  number  of  boys  fluctuate,  but  in 
general  there  are  between  20  and  30  from  the  said  parishes  of  Badgworth  and 
Churchdown.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  superintendence  has  been  exercised 
over  these  schools ; but,  at  our  recommendation,  it  is  intended  by  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  to  take  the  state  of  the  schools  into  serious  considera- 
tion, and  name  some  person  or  persons  properly  qualified  to  visit  the  same,  and 
see  that  they  are  effectually  conducted.  The  annual  sums  directed  by  the 
testator  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  these  schools  are  regularly  so  applied. 

The  Lease  and  Release  of  31st  March  and  1st  April  1786  are  not  to  be  found. 
They  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Brereton,  and  by  him  lent  several 
years  since  to  the  present  schoolmaster,  who  made  copies  of  them,  which  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  solicitor  to  the  trust. 

Sir  William  Hicks,  the  survivor  of  the  seven  trustees  to  whom  the  Churchdown 
charity  premises  were  conveyed  in  1786,  proposes  to  vest  the  same  in  new 
trustees. 

The  Rev.  Willpam  Stansby’s  Charity. 

By  referring  to  the  charities  under  the  head  of  Cheltenham  [see  12th  Rep. 
p.  62,]  the  Will  of  William  Stansby  will  be  found  stated  at  large. 

The  charity  is  administered  in  apprenticing  the  poor  children  of  this  parish 
out  of  the  accumulated  produce,  in  the  manner  before  been  stated  respecting 
the  same  donor’s  gift  to  the  parish  of  Badgworth. 

Mrs.  Blunt’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Mrs.  Blunt,  gentlewoman,  left  five  acres  of  pasture  land 
inclosed,  lying  in  Hatherley  Mead,  for  the  poor  day  labourers  and  widows  not 
receiving  alms.” 

The  parish  is  in  the  possession  of  five  acres  of  pasture  land  in  Hatherly 
Mead,  considered  to  have  been  derived  under  this  gift.  These  premises  are 
let  and  disposed  of  by  the  churchwardens,  usually  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year. 
The  present  rent  is  HI.  a year  ; some  years  ago  it  was  let  for  51.  This  is  dis- 
tributed in  the  same  maimer  as  Giles  Cox’s  charity  to  this  parish. 

Richard  Holford’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ 1748,  Richard  Holford  left  four  almshouses,  three  and 
a half  acres  of  arable  land  and  half  an  acre  of  pasture,  for  four  widows.” 

The  parish  does  not  appear  to  be  in  the  possession  of  a copy  of  the  Will  or 
other  instrument  to  show  how  this  charity  is  derived ; but  there  have  been 
beyond  the  time  of  living  memory  four  very  ancient  small  tenements  of  brick 
and  thatch,  wThich  are  considered  as  having  been  left  by  Richard  Holford,  and 
occupied  by  four  old  women,  wrho  seem  to  succeed  to  the  possession  by  no 
regular  appointment. 

The  parish  are  also  in  possession  of  3 1 acres  of  arable  land  in  Churchdown 
common  fields,  which  from  time  immemorial  have  been  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  this  almshouse.  The  neglect  into  which  this  charity  has  fallen  is  now'  pro- 
posed to  be  remedied,  for  which  purpose  the  state  of  the  almshouse  and  the 
appointment  of  the  poor  widows  are  to  be  brought  before  a special  vestry  for 
future  regulation  and  settlement. 

Jeremiah  Michel’s  Charity. 

Jeremiah  Michel , by  his  Will,  dated  4th  November  1721,  gave  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Churchdown  aforesaid,  and  their  successors, 

® one 
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one  annuity  or  rent-charge  of  36 s.  clear  of  all  taxes  and  payments,  to  be  yearly 
issuing  out  of  all  his  leasehold  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  situate  within 
the  said  parish,  which  he  held  by  lease  for  999  years,  granted  to  him  by 
Jeremiah  Badger,  viz.  the  house  he  then  lived  in,  with  the  outhouses,  gardens, 
orchards,  courts,  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging,  known  by  the  several 
names  of  Cozens  Hay,  Ilodway,  the  Brink  Farlis,  and  the  Little  Combe,  and 
other  parcels  of  land  lying  in  Stairs  Green,  and  the  Common  Combe,  and  the 
land  in  Buncroft  Break ; and  also  a tenement  wherein  one  John  Chamberlain 
then  dwelt ; all  which  premises,  with  their  appurtenances,  were  reputed  to  be 
part  and  parcel  of  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  he  the  said  testator  then 
dwelt  in  : To  hold  the  said  annuity  unto  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens, 
and  their  successors,  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  term  of  999  years,  to  be  paid 
quarterly,  by  four  equal  payments,  at  the  four  most  usual  feasts  or  days  of 
payment  in  the  year,  with  power  of  distress  for  the  same,  upon  trust,  that  they 
the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  should  employ  the 
said  annuity  to  the  uses  thereinafter  expressed:  viz.  for  the  providing  of 
bread  and  wine  for  nine  monthly  Sacraments  or  communions  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  yearly,  in  the  said  parish  church  of 
Churchdown,  for  the  more  often  receiving  for  all  those  persons  who  should  be 
so  religiously  and  devoutly  disposed  to  receive  the  same  ; and  his  will  and 
desire  was,  that  the  said  Sacrament  should  be  always  administered  the  fourth 
or  the  fifth  Lord’s-day  next  after  Christmas,  according  as  Divine  Service  should 
happen  to  be  in  the  morning  there,  and  again  the  fourth  Lord’s-day  then  next 
after ; and  if  the  feast  of  Easter  should  happen  to  fall  late  in  the  year,  then 
that  there  should  be  three  communions  between  Christmas  and  Easter,  and  six 
communions  between  Whitsuntide  and  Christmas  then  next  following,  beginning 
the  fourth  or  fifth  Lord’s-day  next  after  Whitsuntide,  according  as  Divine 
Service  should  happen  to  be  there  in  the  morning,  and  every  fourth  Lord’s-day 
till  Christmas ; but  if  Easter  should  fall  early  in  the  year,  then  that  there 
should  be  but  two  communions  between  Christmas  and  Easter,  and  seven  com- 
munions between  Whitsuntide  and  Christmas,  beginning  as  before,  and  so  con- 
tinuing every  fourth  Lord’s-day  according  to  the  same  rule  or  method  every 
year,  so  that  with  the  three  Sacraments  usually  provided  for  at  the  charge  of 
the  parish,  viz.  at  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmas,  there  might  be  twelve 
Sacraments  or  communions  every  year  in  the  said  church.  And  his  further 
will  and  desire  was,  that  if  it  should  happen  at  any  of  the  said  times  there 
shoidd  be  no  persons  ready  and  disposed  to  receive  the  Sacrament,  and  no 
Sacrament  should  be  then  administered,  that  then  the  wine  provided  for  that 
Sacrament  should  be  kept  till  the  next  communion  ; or  in  case  any  of  the  wine 
should  be  unconsecrated,  that  the  same  should  be  also  kept  till  the  next  com- 
munion, and  the  value  of  the  wine  so  provided  or  kept  should  be  distributed  in 
money  at  the  next  communion,  by  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  and 
their  successors,  with  the  advice  of  his  legatee  if  there  present,  amongst  such 
poor  persons  as  did  then  receive  the  Sacrament;  it  being  his  intent  and  desire 
that  the  same  should  be  applied  to  charity  and  the  encouragement  of  religion 
amongst  poor  people.  And  his  further  will  was,  that  in  case  his  legatee  or 
legatees,  or  either  of  them,  to  whom  he  had  given  his  leasehold  estate,  or  either 
of  their  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the 
said  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge  of  36  s.  quarterly,  at  any  of  the  said  most 
usual  feasts  or  days  of  payment  in  the  year,  or  that  there  should  be  nothing 
upon  the  premises  whereby  to  distrain  for  the  same,  then  and  in  such  case  he 
gave  and  devised  to  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  tune  being, 
and  their  successors,  all  that  close  of  pasture  ground  aforesaid  called  or  known 
by  the  name  of  the  Brink,  adjoining  to  the  churchyard  of  Churchdown  afore- 
said, containing  about  two  acres,  more  or  less,  for  the  remainder  of  the  said 
term  of  999  years,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  and  no  otherwise,  and 
what  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof  should  fall  short  of  the  said  annuity 
should  be  made  up  out  of  the  rest  of  his  leasehold  estate. 

The  Sacraments  not  having  been  administered  for  a long  course  of  years,  as 
directed  by  the  Will,  there  is  no  memory  of  any  payment  of  the  annuity.  It  is 
stated  to  us  that  Mrs.  Pitt,  of  Gloucester,  is  the  present  proprietor  of  the  lands 
charged  with  the  said  payment. 
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William  Smith’s  Charity. 

William  Smith , of  the  parish  of  Churchdown,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
by  his  Will,  dated  4th  June,  1785,  gave  and  devised  (amongst  other  things) 
unto  his  kinsman  Charles  Askell,  of  Churchdown  aforesaid,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  such  estate,  term  of  years,  and  interest,  as  the  said  testator  had 
therein,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  situate  in  Churchdown  aforesaid,  lying 
next  to  a close  of  pasture  belonging  to  Lord  Craven,  called  Green  Leys.  The 
said  testator  also  gave  unto  h*s  kinsman  Samuel  Scriven,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  all  such  estate,  term  of  years  and  interest,  as  the  said  testator  had  therein, 
all  that  other  messuage  or  tenement  situate  in  Churchdown  aforesaid,  lying 
next  the  road  leading  to  the  city  of  Gloucester,  in  the  occupation  therein 
mentioned.  He  also  gave  and  devised  unto  the  said  Charles  Askell  and  Samuel 
Scriven,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  garden  and  orchard  belonging  and  adjoin- 
ing to  the  said  messuages  or  tenements,  as  tenants  in  common,  all  which  pre- 
mises so  devised  to  the  said  Charles  Askell  and  Samuel  Scriven,  the  said 
testator  made  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  1 1.  4s.  yearly  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Churchdown  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of  the 
minister  of  the  said  parish,  provided  the  said  minister  should  administer  the 
Sacrament,  or  cause  it  to  be  administered,  in  the  parish  church  of  Churchdown 
aforesaid,  once  in  every  calendar  month  in  the  year,  according  to  the  Will  of 
Jeremiah  Michel,  late  of  Churchdown  aforesaid,  deceased,  but  not  otherwise. 
The  said  yearly  sum  of  1/.  4s.  to  be  paid  in  equal  proportions  out  of  the 
premises  devised  as  aforesaid. 

As  was  stated  in  the  former  case,  the  Sacraments  have  not  been  administered 
according  to  the  wills  of  the  above  donors,  in  consequence  of  which  omission 
the  payment  of  the  rentcharge  has  not  been  made. 


PARISH  OF  ELMORE. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  parish  also  receives  a portion  of  Giles  Cox’s  charity,  under  which  the 
sum  apportioned  to  them  was  1/.  13  s.  4 d.,  but  since  1822  it  has  been  aug- 
mented to  4/.  13s.  4 d. 

The  parish  received  on  the  25th  March  last,  14/.  for  three  years  arrears  from 
1822,  which  was  paid  to  the  churchwardens  under  a written  authority  from 
the  minister. 

This  sum  has  not  as  yet  been  distributed,  except  that  12  s.  has  been  paid  to 
one  poor  person  ; but  it  is  proposed  by  the  churchwardens,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  minister,  to  distribute  it  in  proportionate  sums  among  poor 
housekeepers  not  receiving  parish  relief,  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
trust-deed. 

Donor  Unknown. 

By  Indenture,  dated  11th  May  1784,  made  between  Daniel  Ellis,  of  Glou- 
cester, and  Richard  Ellis,  of  Elmore,  of  the  one  part,  and  Daniel  Ellis,  of  Min- 
sterworth,  and  several  other  persons  therein  named  of  the  other  part,  reciting, 
that  time  out  of  mind  the  parishioners  of  Elmore,  by  their  feoffees  or  trustees, 
had  held  and  enjoyed  the  hereditaments  therein  described,  upon  such  trusts  as 
after  mentioned ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Daniel  and  Richard  Ellis  were  the 
only  surviving  feoffees  of  the  same  premises  ; It  is  witnessed,  that  for  the  consi- 
siderations  and  purposes  therein  mentioned  the  said  Daniel  Ellis  and  Richard 
Ellis  conveyed  to  the  parties  thereto  of  the  second  part  the  said  trust-premises 
therein  described,  but  which  have  since  been  exchanged  for  lands  after  men- 
tioned ; to  hold  the  same  to  them,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts 
hereafter  expressed,  viz.  for  and  towards  the  yearly  repairing,  amending  and 
maintaining  the  common  sea-walls  adjoining  to  the  river  Severn,  in  the  said 
parish  of  Elmore  ; the  building  and  yearly  repairing  and  amending  of  the 
parish  church  of  Elmore  aforesaid ; and  the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  the 
highways  and  common  bridges,  and  other  necessary  ways  within  the  said  parish 
of  Elmore  ; also  for  and  towards  furniture  of  horse  and  harness  in  time  of  war 
to  serve  the  King’s  Majesty ; also  for  the  relief  and  succour  of  the  poor  people 
inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  ; also  for  such  other  good  and  charitable  uses, 
intents  and  purposes,  arising  and  happening  within  the  said  parish,  as  from  time 

to 
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to  time  should  seem  most  expedient  and  necessary  to  the  said  parishioners,  Churchdown. 
with  provisions  for  renewing  the  trustees  when  reduced  to  three. 

The  parish  have  received  in  exchange  for  part  of  the  land  mentioned  in  the  ^continwd™' 

above  deed  a piece  of  meadow  land,  consisting  of  5 i acres  ; the  whole  of  the  >■ ^ — ■ 

property  now  subject  to  this  trust  being  together  about  10  f acres,  which  are  let 
for  12/.  Js.  per  annum. 

The  rents  are  first  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  the  surplus,  if  any, 
is  expended  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor 
generally. 


PARISH  OF  HARESCOMB. 


Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  parish  also  receives  part  of  Giles  Cox’ s charity  before  mentioned  ; the 
sum  apportioned  to  it  by  the  deed  having  been  12 s.  a year  ; but  since  1822 
increased  to  double  that  amount.  This  money  when  received  has  been  distributed 
in  sums,  varying  in  amount,  from  2 s.  6d.  to  7 s.  6d.,  among  poor  housekeepers 
not  receiving  parish  relief.

Miles  Huntley’s  Charity. 

Miles  Huntley , by  his  Will,  dated  12th  September  1790,  bequeathed  to  Miles  Huntley  s 
Thomas  Martin  and  William  Beach,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  Charity, 
the  sum  of  50/.,  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  upon  Government  or 
real  securities  from  time  to  time,  and  pay  the  dividends  and  proceeds  thereof 
as  the  same  should  become  due  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  of  Harescomb,  to  be  by  them  expended  in 
placing  out  as  apprentices  poor  orphan  children  without  father  or  mother,  but 
whose  parents  should  have  been  at  the  time  of  their  decease  parishioners  of 
the  said  parish  of  Harescomb,  as  they  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers 
should  think  fit. 

This  sum  of  50/.  is  in  the  hands  of  the  surviving  trustee,  Mr.  Thomas  Martin, 
of  Standish,  who  has  regularly  paid  the  sum  of  50  s.,  as  the  interest  thereof, 
to  the  churchwardens ; but  the  money  has  not  been  applied  in  more  than  one 
instance  for  these  10  years,  and  there  is  now  an  accumulation  of  arrears 
amounting  to  60/.,  there  being  no  children  in  the  parish  required  by  their  parents 
to  be  put  out,  but  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  shortly  sufficient  applicants 
to  exhaust  the  fund. 


PARISH  OF  HARTPURY. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  parish  is  entitled  under  the  before-mentioned  trust  to  receive  an  annual 
payment  of  4/.  5s.,  but  which  since  1822  has  been  increased  to  8/.  10s.  The 
money  has  been  paid  to  the  minister,  who  has  distributed  it  at  his  own  discretion 
in  sums  of  6 s.  each,  among  poor  persons  not  receiving  parish  relief.

Poors  Lands. 

The  parish  of  Hartpury  has  been  immemorially  in  possession  of  a piece  of  p00rs  Lands, 
pasture  land,  called  the  Pegham,  containing  nearly  four  acres,  beyond  the  time 
of  memory,  the  produce  of  which  appears,  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  to 
have  been  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Morell’s  End,  a part  of  the  parish.  The 
care  and  management  of  the  land  seems  nevei  to  have  been  regularly  attended 
to  by  the  parish ; but  some  few  years  ago,  at  the  request  of  the  poor  persons 
residing  in  or  about  the  place  called  Morell’s  End,  Mr.  Canning,  a gentleman  of 
property  in  the  parish,  undertook  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the  land  for  their 
benefit,  who  accordingly  let  the  same  for  9/.  per  annum,  and  has  distributed 
the  rent  equally  among  the  occupiers  of  four  or  five  cottages,  situate  at 
Morell’s  End,  having  understood  that  to  be  the  invariable  practice. 

Before  Mr.  Canning  so  took  upon  himself  the  management  of  the  land,  the 
present  curate,  who  came  to  the  parish  in  the  year  1817,  appears  to  have  received 
rent  for  the  same,  and  distributed  it  in  the  manner  above  mentioned ; but  the 
Rep.  16.  G 3 irregularity 
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Hartpury.  irregularity  and  uncertainty  of  dealing  with  respect  to  this  property  calls 
strongly  for  something  to  be  done  to  fix  and  ascertain  the  right  of  the  parish  in

— - — i It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  place  in  question  appears  in  an  old  map  to  be 

part  of  the  estate  now  held  by  Mr.  Canning. 

There  are  several  other  lands  in  the  parish,  supposed  to  belong  to  the  poor 
thereof,  amounting  to  about  14  acres.  Several  years  ago,  Mr.  Canning  was  in 
possession  of  these  lands  under  the  parish,  which  he  underlet,  together  with 
other  lands  of  his  own,  and  for  which  he  paid  a rent  to  the  parish  of  13/. 
a year. 

Mr.  Canning,  upon  hearing  some  complaint  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  rent, 
proposed  that  it  should  be  let  by  auction,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  a rent 
was  obtained  of  28/.  a year,  which  the  overseers  have  received,  and  have 
distributed  it  according  to  a list  made  out  at  vestry  for  their  guidance. 

Besides  the  lands  above  mentioned  there  are  about  seven  acres  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  parish,  situate*  at  Longney,  their  title  to  which  rests  upon  immemo- 
rial possession. 

These  lands  have  always  been  let  by  the  churchwardens,  and  the  rent  is  now 
10/.  a year. 

Part  of  these  rents  are  laid  out  in  coal,  and  part  distributed  in  money. 

It  would  appear  by  the  returns  made  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  according  to  the 
information  then  obtained,  that  the  rent  of  the  Longney  property  was  given 
to  poor  widows  not  receiving  parish  relief.  The  other  charities  are  also  therein 
stated  to  be  distributable  among  the  same  description  of  poor. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  call  together  the  respectable  part  of  the  parish  to 
determine  upon  a special  and  discriminate  application  of  such  of  the  above- 
mentioned  charitable  funds  as  come  under  its  control,  among  the  second 
poor,  selected  with  a due  regard  to  their  necessities,  the  state  of  their  families, 
and  their  characters  for  good  behaviour.

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  parish,  under  the  deed  for  settling  the  above  charity,  is  entitled  to 
receive  an  annual  payment  of  30  s.  which  since  1822  has  been  increased  to  31. 

This  has  always  been  paid  by  the  trustees,  or  their  agent,  to  the  minister  of 
the  parish,  who  has  distributed  it  himself  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  in 
money  and  in  clothing.  Those  not  receiving  parish  relief  being  always  pre- 
ferred. 

John  Drinkwater’s  Charityl 

Church  Table. — “ January  24,  1615.  Mr.  William  Drinku'ater  gave  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Down  Hatherly,  for  ever,  10 s.  a year,  to  be  paid  upon 
St.  Thomas’s-day.  This  gift  is  chargeable  upon  two  estates  now  in  possession 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Mee  of  the  city  of  Gloucester.”

Since  the  year  1819  it  has  been  distributed  by  the  proprietor  of  the  estate 
charged. 

Henry  Brett’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ October  25,  1711.  Henry  Brett,  esquire,  gave  one  tene- 
ment, garden,  orchard,  &c.  and  four  acres  of  arable  land,  for  ever,  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  this  parish. 

Since  the  above  table  was  put  up  a material  alteration  has  taken  place  with 
respect  to  this  land,  in  consequence  of  an  Inclosure  Act  passed  about  17  years 
ago,  under  which  the  land  belonging  to  this  charity  has  been  much  reduced. 
In  now  consists  of  2 ^ acres  of  arable  land,  which  are  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for 
five  guineas  per  annum.  About  seven  years  ago  the  buildings  mentioned  in 
the  table  were  in  so  bad  a state  as  to  be  incapable  of  repair,  and  three  new 
tenements  under  one  roof  were  built  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barry,  the  rector,  at  his 
own  expense.  Two  of  these  cottages  are  now  occupied  by  persons  put  in  by 
Mr.  Barry,  with  the  sanction  of  the  churchwardens,  who  pay  no  rent.  The 
third  is  occupied  by  a poor  family  at  a rent  of  2/.  per  annum. 


The 
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The  trust-property  was  originally  vested  in  three  trustees,  which  number  Down  Hatherly. 
has  been  continued  down  to  the  present  time.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Barry,  one  of  Hen~^rett.8 
the  present  trustees,  receives  the  rents,  which  he  distributes  among  the  poor,  charity, 
partly  in  money  and  partly  in  clothing,  at  his  discretion.  continued.

The  parish  of  Up-Hatherly  has  received  its  portion  of  Giles  Cox' s charity, 
being,  since  1822,  1/.  65.  8 d.  which  sum  is  annually  paid  to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  and  applied  by  them  to  such  of  the  poor  labourers  as  do  not  receive 
weekly  pay.

PARISH  OF  HEMPSTEAD. 

Mary  Harris’s  Charity. 

Mary  Harris,  of  Hempstead,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  widow,  by  Will,  Hempstead, 

dated  8th  February  1720,  gave  the  sum  of  1,000/.  to  be  laid  out  by  her  mother  — — 
and  executrix  upon  a purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  in  the  county  of  Mi' K.^rrls  8 
Gloucester,  as  soon  as  possible  after  her  decease;  and  when  such  purchase  ly' 

should  be  made  she  directed  her  said  executrix  to  convey  the  same  unto  her 
brother,  Silvanus  Lysons,  John  Snell,  Thomas  Trye,  Daniel  Lysons,  Daniel 
Lysons  the  younger,  Dennis  Cook  and  Charles  Hyett,  or  to  such  of  them  as 
should  be  then  living,  and  to  such  other  person  or  persons  as  her  said  executrix 
should  think  proper,  and  to  their  heirs  for  ever,  to  the  use  of  her  said  mother  for 
her  life,  and  from  and  after  her  decease  then  upon  trust,  that  her  said  trustees, 
and  their  heirs,  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  estates, 
pay  yearly  for  ever  unto  the  minister  of  Hempstead  aforesaid,  205.  to  preach 
a sermon  and  administer  the  sacrament  in  the  said  parish  church  on  the 
day  of  her  the  said  testatrix’s  death  yearly  for  ever;  and  also  5s.  for  bread 
and  wine,  and  25.  Qd.  for  the  clerk  of  the  said  parish  for  his  attendance 
on  that  day.  And  upon  further  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  estate  the  like  sum  of  205.  yearly  for  ever,  to  the  minister  of  Whaddon,  in 
the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  to  preach  a sermon  and  to  administer  the  sacra- 
ment in  the  said  parish  church  on  the  day  of  the  said  testatrix’s  death,  yearly 
for  ever ; and,  also,  5s.  for  bread  and  wine,  and  2 s.  6 d.  for  the  clerk  of  the  said 
parish  for  his  attendance  on  that  day.  And  upon  further  trust,  that  her  said 
trustees  and  their  heirs  should  likewise,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  estate,  provide  for  and  deliver  yearly  for  ever,  to  four  widows  in  the  said 
parish  of  Hempstead,  and  to  two  widows  in  the  said  parish  of  Whaddon  one 
suit  a-piece  of  grey  clothes,  of  255.  value  each,  which  said  widows,  the  said 
testatrix  directed  should  be  such  as  never  received  any  alms  from  their 
said  parish,  but  had  been  good  livers,  and  whose  husbands  had  rented  some 
estate,  and  were  left  in  poor  condition,  if  any  such  were  to  be  found  in  either 
of  the  said  parishes:  And  the  said  testatrix  directed  that  those  six  widows  should 
have  their  clothes  made  ready  for  them  yearly,  that  they  might  come  therewith 
to  such  sermon  and  sacrament  as  aforesaid ; and  if  any  one  of  them  should 
fail  to  appear  thereat,  without  reasonable  excuse,  then  she  or  they  were  never 
to  have  any  more  such  clothes,  but  other  to  be  appointed  in  her  or  their  place 
or  places  to  wear  the  same  for  the  time  to  come.  And  after  paying  certain 
small  life  annuities  therein  mentioned,  upon  further  trust,  that  her  said  trustees 
should  dispose  of  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  trust-estate,  in  the  fitting-out  and  binding  of  poor  boys  apprentices,  who 
should  be  born  and  have  settlements  in  the  several  parishes  of  Hempstead  and 
Whaddon  aforesaid;  in  the  choosing  of  which  said  poor  boys  the  said  testatrix 
directed  that  two  out  of  the  said  parish  of  Hempstead  should  be  taken  for 
every  one  that  was  taken  out  of  the  said  parish  of  Whaddon  ; and  if  there 
should  not  be  a sufficient  number  of  such  boys  to  be  found  in  the  said  parishes, 
then  that  the  said  trustees  should  yearly  lay  out  the  rest  of  such  monies  in 
buying  of  cloth  gowns  for  poor  ancient  men  in  the  parishes  aforesaid,  who  should 
not  for  the  time  being  receive  any  alms  of  the  parish.  In  the  choosing  of 
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Hempstead.  which  poor  men,  a double  number  should  be  clothed  in  the  said  parish  of 

Mar  Harris’s  Hempstead  for  those  so  to  be  clothed  in  the  said  parish  of  Whaddon.  And  the 

Charity,  said  testatrix  declared,  that  when  her  said  trustees  should  be  by  death  reduced 
continued.  to  three,  or  to  two  at  the  least,  then  such  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  should 

^ " forthwith  proceed  to  enfeoff  so  many  more  persons  in  the  room  of  those  that 

should  be  so  dead,  of  and  in  the  said  trust-estate,  the  charge  whereof  and  other 
incidental  expenses  were  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  said  rents  and  profits. 

And  after  giving  certain  directions  as  to  the  payment  of  the  said  annuities, 
and  as  to  the  application  of  part  of  her  personal  estate,  the  testatrix  further 
directed  that  all  the  rest  of  her  ready-money  and  securities  for  money  should 
be  laid  out  upon  some  estate  in  land  of  inheritance  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
to  be  conveyed  to  her  aforesaid  trustees  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  that  they 
should  permit  her  mother  to  receive  the  rents  thereof  for  her  life,  and  after 
her  decease  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  estate  in  maintaining  of 
as  many  boys  to  be  chosen  out  of  Hempstead  and  Whaddon  aforesaid,  whose 
parents  had  been  good  livers,  with  such  livery  and  diet  as  the  same  would 
conveniently  allow  of,  in  such  manner  as  the  blue-coat  boys  were  maintained 
upon  the  Gift  of  Sir  Thomas  Rich,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester ; provided  the 
corporation  of  Gloucester  would  admit  them  to  lodge  and  diet  and  be  instructed 
in  that  hospital,  as  other  boys  there  were,  or  for  the  future  should  be.  And 
when  such  boys  should  be  fitted  for  trades,  that  then  the  said  trustees  and  their 
heirs  should,  with  the  rest  of  the  said  profits,  place  them  forth  to  some  employ- 
ment, and  the  like  course  to  be  taken  for  ever.  And  that  there  might  be  stock 
of  the  profits  left  for  such  purpose,  she  directed  that  they  should  not  keep  more 
such  boys  at  any  one  time  than  such  number  as  would  admit  to  be  placed  out 
to  employment  as  aforesaid.  But  if  the  corporation  of  Gloucester  would  not 
admit  of  such  boys  into  the  said  hospital,  then  that  the  said  trustees  should 
otherwise  dispose  of  them  as  they  should  think  proper.  And  when  the  said 
trustees  should  be  diminished  by  death  to  three  or  two,  they  should  enfeoff 
others  in  such  manner  as  was  directed  for  the  other  land  so  to  be  purchased, 
that  the  trust  might  be  perpetuated. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  15th  and  16th  April  1822, 
between  the  Reverend  Daniel  Lysons,  rector  of  Rodmarton,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  and  the  Reverend  Samuel  Commeline,  rector  of  Hempstead  afore- 
said (surviving  trustees  of  the  messuage,  lands  and  premises  thereinafter 
mentioned,)  of  the  one  part;  and  William  Goodrich,  of  Wotton  House,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester,  esquire,  Henry  N.  Trye,  of  Leckhampton  Court,  in  the 
parish  of  Leckhampton,  in  the  same  county,  esquire,  John  Marshall  Collard,  of 
Hempstead  aforesaid,  and  Samuel  Lysons  and  Daniel  Lysons,  both  of  Rod- 
marton aforesaid,  sons  of  the  aforesaid  Daniel  Lysons  of  the  other  part,  reciting 
the  Will  of  the  said  Mary  Harris  so  far  as  related  to  the  application  of  the 
1,000/.  and  her  death ; and  that  the  said  Mary  Lysons,  her  executrix,  had 
proved  the  same,  and  had  entered  upon  and  possessed  herself  of  all  her  estate, 
both  real  and  personal,  of  the  said  testatrix,  Mary  Harris.  That  the  said 
Mary  Lysons,  on  the  29th  May  1726,  died  intestate,  without  having  made 
any  purchase  of  land  for  the  charitable  purposes  in  the  said  will  mentioned ; 
and  that  soon  after  her  death  Silvanus  Lysons  had  obtained  letters  of  adminis- 
tration of  the  personal  estate  of  the  said  Mary  Harris,  with  her  said  will 
annexed,  unadministered  by  the  said  Mary  Lysons,  and  also  administration  of 
the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  said  Mary  Lysons,  to  be  granted  to  him;  and  that 
for  the  better  recovering  and  establishing  of  the  said  charity,  Sir  Philip  Yorke, 
his  Majesty’s  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  Jeremiah  Butt,  minister,  and 
Samuel  Smith  and  William  Cooke,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Hemp- 
stead, and  Daniel  Bond,  minister,  and  Humphrey  Harris  and  Robert  Smith, 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Whaddon,  in  Hilary  Term  1726,  filed  an 
information  in  the  high  court  of  Chancery  against  the  said  Thomas  Trye, 
Daniel  Lysons  the  elder,  and  Daniel  Lysons  the  younger,  and  Charles  Hyett, 
who  by  their  answers,  submitted  to  act  in  the  said  trust,  under  the  direction  and 
indemnity  of  the  said  court,  and  also  against  the  said  Dennis  Cooke  and 
Silvanus  Lysons,  who  refused  to  intermeddle  therein,  and  prayed  to  be  dis- 
charged therefrom ; and  the  said  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  before  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  upon  the  27th  day  of  June  1727)  his  Honour  did,  (amongst 
other  things,)  order  and  decree  that  the  said  Silvanus  Lysons  should  come  to 
an  account  before  one  of  the  masters  of  the  said  court  for  the  personal  estate 

of 
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of  the  said  Mary  Harris,  which  had  come  to  the  hands  of  the  said  Mary  Hempstead. 
Lysons,  or  to  the  hands  of  the  said  Sylvanus  Lysons,  after  her  decease,  and  . , 

thereout  should  lay  out  the  said  sum  of  1,000/.  in  the  purchase  of  lands  of  1 a^iarj^ns  s 
inheritance  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  continued. 

Frye,  Daniel  Lysons  the  elder,  Daniel  Lysons  the  younger,  and  Charles  Hyett,  

for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  as  by  the  said  will  was  directed  to  be  allowed 
of  by  the  said  Master ; and  that  when  any  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the 
survivors  of  them  should  choose  a new  trustee  or  trustees  in  the  place  of  him 
or  them  so  dying,  and  the  survivor  or  survivors  were  to  convey  the  said  estate 
so  purchased  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  such  new  trustee  or  trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  charity,  and  that  all  the  parties  should  be  paid  their  costs  of 
the  said  suit  out  of  the  said  charity : Also  reciting,  that  by  Indenture,  dated 
16th  April  1728,  between  Samuel  Mee  of  the  first  part,  the  said  Sylvanus 
Lysons  of  the  second  part,  and  the  said  Daniel  Lysons  the  elder,  and  Daniel 
Lysons  the  younger,  Charles  Hyett  and  Benjamin  Hyett,  of  the  third  part, 
setting  forth  that  the  said  Thomas  Trye  had  died  soon  after  the  said  decree, 
and  that  the  said  Daniel  Lysons  the  elder,  Daniel  Lysons  the  younger,  and 
Charles  Hyett,  had  chosen  the  said  Benjamin  Hyett  to  be  a new  trustee  in  the 
place  of  the  said  Thomas  Trye ; that  the  said  Samuel  Mee,  in  consideration  of 900  /. 
part  of  the  said  1,000/.  trust-money  paid  to  him  by  the  said  Sylvanus  Lysons, 
did,  at  the  instance  and  request,  and  by  the  direction  and  appointment  of  the  said 
Sylvanus  Lysons,  grant,  bargain  and  sell  unto  the  said  Daniel  Lysons  the  elder, 

Daniel  Lysons  the  younger,  Charles  Hyett  and  Benjamin  Hyett,  parties  thereto, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  messuage  or  tenement,  and  one  half  yard-land,  with 
the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  called  Long  Withers,  in  the  parish  of  Upton 
St.  Leonard’s,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Daniel 
Smith,  together  with  an  orchard  to  the  said  messuage  adjoining  and  belonging, 
containing  two  acres,  or  thereabouts,  and  the  close  or  parcel  of  meadow  or 
pasture  ground  adjoining  to  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  and  thereunto 
belonging,  called  Tickle’s  Croft,  Smith’s  Mead  or  Pool  Mead,  containing  nine 
acres  more  or  less ; the  close  of  pasture  ground,  parcel  of  the  said  half  yard- 
land,  called  Hurlies  Piece,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres ; the  close  or 
parcel  of  pasture  ground  called  new  Tyning,  the  pasture  ground  called  Sheep- 
house  Close,  adjoining  to  the  said  new  Tyning,  containing  both  of  them  by 
estimation  12  acres ; the  pasture  ground  called  Lowerdon,  containing  by 
estimation  five  acres;  the  pasture  ground  called  Rodmore’s,  containing  by  estima- 
tion five  acres;  the  several  parcels  of  arable  land  lying  dispersedly  in  several 
places  in  Panlye  Field,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres ; all  which  said 
premises  were  therein  mentioned  to  be  part  and  parcel  of  the  said  half  yard- 
land,  and  to  be  belonging  and  appertaining  to  the  said  messuage  or  tenement ; 
and  all  and  singular  other  the  lands  and  tenements  which  had  been  then  lately 
purchased  by  the  said  Samuel  Mee  of  and  from  the  said  Daniel  Lysons  the 
elder,  party  thereto,  situate  in  the  said  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s ; all  in 
the  occupation  of  Daniel  Smith,  and  in  the  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s;  to 
hold  the  same  premises  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Daniel  Lysons  the  elder, 

Daniel  Lysons  the  younger,  Charles  Hyett  and  Benjamin  Hyett,  parties  thereto, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  in  trust  that  they  should  for  ever  dispose  of 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  such  manner  as  in  and  by  the  said  will  and 
decretal  order  was  directed  : And  also  reciting  certain  subsequent  conveyances 
of  the  charity  premises,  upon  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  in  the  place  of 
those  dying ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  parties  thereto,  of  the  first  part, 
did  thereby  grant  and  convey  unto  the  said  parties  thereto,  of  the  second  part, 
the  said  premises  comprised  in  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  indenture  of 
16th  April  1728,  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties,  as  well  of  the  first  as  of  the 
second  parts,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  and  directed  in  and  by  the  said  will  and 
decretal  order  as  aforesaid. 

It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  900/.  so  directed  to  be  laid  out,  was  the  whole 
residue  of  the  testatrix’s  effects,  after  all  necessary  payments  and  deductions. 

These  lands  were  surveyed  and  mapped  about  40  years  ago  ; and  nothing  has 
been  since  done  to  alter  the  state  of  the  property.  The  several  fields  are  said 
to  lie  within  ancient  boundaries. 

The  trustees  named  in  the  last  abstracted  deed  are  all  living. 

The  property  is  now  let  to  one  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  a rent  of  60/.  per 
Rep.  16.  H * annum. 
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annum.  The  present  tenant,  Thomas  Commeline,  esq.  who  is  the  brother  of  the 
incumbent  of  Hempstead,  one  of  the  trustees,  has  been  the  occupier  for  these 
12  or  13  years  past.  When  he  first  took  possession  in  1812,  he  held  at  a rent 
of  80/.  but  in  the  year  1816  it  was  found  necessary  to  reduce  it  to  66/.  and  it 
J has  since  been  reduced  to  60/.  but  Mr.  Commeline  has  been  at  considerable 
expense  in  draining  the  whole  land.  These  reductions  are  stated  to  have  been 
made  with  the  approbation  of  an  experienced  surveyor,  who  took  into  account 
the  monies  that  had  been  so  laid  out. 

The  ministers  of  the  respective  parishes  have  received  their  several  sums  for 
preaching  sermons  on  the  27th  June,  the  day  of  the  death  of  the  testatrix,  and 
lor  the  bread  and  wine  used  in  the  Sacrament ; the  clerks  of  the  two  parislies 
also  receive  their  2 s.  6d.  for  their  attendance  on  those  days.  The  residue  is 
laid  out  in  clothing  poor  infirm  men  and  women  of  the  several  parishes,  and 
apprenticing  children,  as  opportunities  occur  for  putting  them  out  to  good 
masters.  There  is  a balance  now  in  favour  of  the  charity  of  about  30/. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  is  also  one  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  a portion  of  Giles  Cox’ s charity, 

[ see  Badgworth  parish,]  which  was  originally  1/.  but  since  the  year  1822  has 
been  raised  to  ft  /. 

It  is  received  by  the  minister,  and  distributed  by  him  agreeably  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  deed  of  settlement. 

Sylvanus  Lysons’s  Charity. 

Sylvanus  Lysons’s  Sylvanus  Lysons,  by  his  Will,  dated  13th  November  1731,  devised  all  his 
anty*  manors,  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  in  Hempstead,  Haresfield,  Whaddon, 
Standish,  Harescomb  and  elsewhere,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  all  his 
messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  in  the  city  of  Gloucester  and  county  of  the 
same  city,  and  elsewhere  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  unto  his  wife,  Mary 
Lysons,  for  her  life  ; and  after  limiting  certain  parts  of  his  property  in  Gloucester, 
upon  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to  certain  persons  in  fee-simple,  and  charging  some 
small  life-annuities  upon  his  estates  generally,  as  therein  mentioned,  he  gave  all  the 
residue  of  his  manors,  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  unto  Philip 
Sheppard  and  others,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  from  and 
immediatelyafter  the  deceaseof  his  said  wife,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivors 
and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  survivor,  should  for  ever 
apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  hereditaments,  so  devised  to  them  as  afore- 
said, in  manner  following ; (that  is  to  say,)  to  pay  thereout  the  yearly  sum  of 
20/.  a-piece  to  nine  poor  widows  of  clergymen,  whose  husbands  had  been  regu- 
larly educated  in  one  of  the  universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge  as  a clergyman 
of  the  Church  of  England  ought  to  be,  and  had  also  been  ordained  ministers  of 
the  Church  of  England  as  by  law  established,  and  had  severally  died  incumbent 
of  some  church  or  chapel  within  such  part  of  the  diocese  of  Gloucester,  not 
within  the  Forest  Division,  as  rector,  vicar,  or  perpetual  curate  thereof,  and  not 
as  a hired  or  temporary  curate,  for  so  long  time  as  such  poor  widows  should 
respectively  live  unmarried,  (if  so  many  should  apply  for  the  same),  by  equal 
half-yearly  payments,  and  clear  of  taxes,  for  the  better  support  and  maintenance 
of  such  widows.  And  the  testator  directed  that  every  such  widow  as  aforesaid 
should  be  chosen  by  the  said  trustees  and  the  majority  of  them,  and  that  as  often 
as  any  of  the  said  widows  should  die  or  be  married,  or  should  be  possessed  of 
any  lands  or  tenements,  goods  or  chattels,  or  other  things,  which  the  major  part 
of  the  said  trustees  should  adjudge  to  be  sufficient  for  her  or  their  support  and 
maintenance  without  the  said  charity,  then  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees 
should  elect  other  such  widows  as  were  above  described  in  the  place  or  room  of 
the  widow  or  widows  so  dying,  marrying,  or  being  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
that  to  be  done  within  one  month  after  every  such  vacancy  from  time  to  time 
for  ever.  And  upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  trustees  should  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  aforesaid  raise  and  pay  yearly  to  the  rector  of  Hempstead  aforesaid 
for  the  time  being,  (if  present,)  or  to  his  curate  in  his  absence,  21  s.  to  read 
prayers  in  the  parish  church  of  Hempstead  aforesaid,  and  to  preach  a sermon 
there  upon  the  day  of  our  Lord’s  ascension,  suitable  to  that  festival  ; and  also 
out  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  raise  and  pay  4/.  per  annum  for  meat 
and  drink  for  the  entertainment  of  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  the 
rector  and  curate  of  the  said  parish  of  Hempstead,  and  the  said  poor  widows,  at 
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dinner  in  his  mansion-house  at  Hempstead  aforesaid,  on  the  said  Ascension-day 
yearly  for  ever  ; and  after  payment  of  the  said  yearly  sums  of  20/.  a-piece  to  the 
said  widows,  and  the  said  yearly  sums  of  21  s.  to  the  said  rector  or  curate,  and 
the  said  4/.  per  annum  for  the  said  dinner,  and  the  charges  and  expenses  for 
repairs,  and  of  collecting  the  rents  and  managing  the  premises,  and  payment  of 
all  chief-rents,  taxes  and  other  outgoings,  and  reimbursing  all  charges  and 
expenses  whatsoever  that  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should  at  any 
time  or  times  be  put  unto,  in  and  about  the  said  trusts,  the  testator  directed  that 
the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  trust  premises  (if  any)  should  be 
annually  paid  to  the  rector  of  the  said  parish  church  of  Hempstead  for  the  time 
being  for  ever,  to  whom  he  gave  the  same  as  an  augmentation  to  the  said  rectory  ; 
and  in  order  that  the  number  of  persons  to  execute  the  trust  aforesaid  might 
always  be  kept  up  as  far  as  possible,  the  testator  directed  that  as  often  as  any  of 
the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  surviving  trustees  should  as  soon  as  possible,  by 
proper  conveyances,  settle  and  assure  the  said  trust  premises  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  one  such  other  trustee  ; and  in  case  of  the  death  of  two  of  the  trus- 
tees, then  to  themselves  and  two  such  other  trustees,  as  the  majority  of  the  then 
surviving  trustees  should  nominate  and  appoint,  having  regard  in  such  elections 
that  the  number  of  the  trustees  should  not  be  more  than  five,  and  that  three  of 
them  should  be  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  as  by  law  established,  and 
the  other  two  of  them  laymen,  and  so  from  time  to  time  when  any  of  the  trus- 
tees should  die  ; and  the  said  testator  directed  that  if  by  the  insolvency  of 
tenants,  or  otherwise,  there  should  happen  to  be  at  any  time  or  times  any  losses 
or  deficiencies  of  the  said  annuities  and  charities,  that  the  same  should  be  borne 
by  the  persons  who  were  to  receive  the  said  charities  proportionably. 

The  said  Mary  Lysons,  the  widow  of  the  said  Sylvanus  Lysons,  died  the  17th 
July  1750,  and  the  estates  which  lie  in  the  parishes  of  Hempstead,  Haresfield, 
Harescombe  and  Saint  Mary  de  Lode,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  have  from 
time  to  time  been  conveyed  from  the  surviving  to  new  trustees,  till  by  Inden- 
tures of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  21st  and  22d  October  1823,  between  the 
Rev.  John  Probyn  of  Manor  House,  in  the  parish  of  Longhope,  in  the  county 
of  Gloucester,  clerk,  the  Rev.  James  Commeline  of  Redmarley  D’Abitot,  in 
the  county  of  Worcester,  clerk,  Sir  Berkeley  William  Guise  of  Rendcombe 
Park,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  baronet,  and  Edward  Webb  of  Adwell,  in 
the  county  of  Oxford,  esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Edward  Jones  of 
Brockworth,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  clerk,  of  the  other  part,  the  same 
were  conveyed  to  the  said  Edward  Jones  and  his  heirs  to  the  use  of  the  said 
John  Probyn,  James  Commeline,  Sir  Berkeley  William  Guise,  Edward  Webb 
and  Edward  Jones,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  several  trusts  aforesaid,  in 
the  said  will  of  the  said  Sylvanus  Lysons  contained. 

The  above-mentioned  trust  property  is  situated  in  the  parishes  of  Hempstead 
and  Haresfield,  both  in  this  county.  It  has  however  undergone  material 
alterations  by  inclosure  Acts,  passed  about  seven  or  eight  years  ago.  Since  that 
period  accurate  surveys  have  been  made  of  the  property  Jn  each  parish,  by 
which  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  premises  in  Hempstead  parish  comprise 
64  a.  Or.  38 p.  meadow  and  pasture,  and  a small  quantity  of  wood  land,  with  a 
homestead,  farm-house  and  buildings.  The  Hempstead  lands  are  let  to  several 
tenants  upon  holdings  from  year  to  year. 

The  property  in  Haresfield,  which  is  all  pasture,  with  homesteads  and  farm 
buildings  upon  them,  and  which  has  also  been  benefited  in  the  same  way  under 
the  said  inclosure,  is  likewise  let  to  divers  yearly  tenants.  The  total  income 
of  both  the  estates  is  420/.  Is.

This  has  been  the  amount  for  some  time  past,  although  allowance  has  been 
made  from  time  to  time  to  relieve  the  tenants  in  bad  years. 

The  trustees  meet  annually  at  Hempstead  to  audit  the  accounts,  and  to  make 
the  payments  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will,  and  after  some  other  small 
expenses,  which  the  testator  directed  to  be  made  thereout,  the  residue  is  left  to 
be  received  by  the  rector  for  his  own  benefit. 

There  are  nine  women  upon  the  establishment,  the  widows  of  beneficed 
clergymen,  who  receive  their  annuities  half-yearly.

It  has  been  distributed  in  small 
sums  among  poor  housekeepers,  preference  being  given  to  those  not  receiving 
parish  relief.

The  money  is  paid  by  the  agent  of  the  trustees  to  the  minister  of  the  parish, 
who  gives  directions  to  the  overseer  to  distribute  it  among  persons  whom  he 
selects  from  among  the  poor,  not  receiving  parish  relief.

This  parish  is  also  entitled  to  receive  under  the  before-mentioned  deed  for 
settling  Giles  Cox’s  charity,  a proportion  out  of  that  fund. 

The  amount  received,  which  used  to  be  2 1.  has  since  1822  been  increased  to 
4/.  per  annum.  It  has  been  distributed  in  small  sums  of  3s.  a-piece  to  poor 
housekeepers. 

Francis  Wheeler’s  Charity. 

Francis  Wheeler,  of  Bridgnorth,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  clerk,  by  his  Will, 
dated  8th  February  1682,  devised  all  his  interest  in  five  meadows  or  pasture 
grounds,  commonly  called  by  the  names  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Canscroft,  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  in  the  town  of  Bridgnorth,  to  the  bailiffs  and 
burgesses,  and  to  their  successors,  for  ever,  and  for  want  of  such,  to  the 
respective  churchwardens  of  each  parish  in  the  said  town  of  Bridgnorth,  on  the 
trusts  therein  mentioned  ; and  also  gave  and  devised  unto  successive  curates  of 
the  parish  of  Maismore,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  2/.  105.  per 
annum,  as  a yearly  rentcharge  on  the  said  premises ; and  he  directed  that  a 
sermon  should  be  preached  in  the  parish  church  of  Maismore  by  the  then  curate 
and  his  successors  yearly  on  New  Year’s  day,  provided,  and  it  was  his  positive 
will,  that  if  our  nation’s  unprofitableness  and  incorrigibleness  under  the  doctrine 
and  discipline  of  the  church  of  England  should  provoke  God  to  punish  us,  by 
suffering  the  return  of  the  Popish  religion  to  this  land,  then  he  gave  and  devised 
the  said  2/.  105.  a year  to  his  heirs,  executors  and  assigns,  as  their  sole  right 
and  property  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  505.  a year  has  been  regularly  received  by  the  minister  of  the 
parish  of  Maismore  from  the  corporation  of  Bridgnorth,  or  their  agent. 


Gift  of  Francis  and  Grace  Wh fi  ler. 

Gift  of  Fmiui'  and  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  6th  May  1702,  between  Francis  Carpenter,  of 
Grace  Wheeler,  the  parjsh  Gf  Maismore,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Thomas  Rooke,  and  many  other  persons  of  the  said  parish,  trustees,  elected 
and  chosen  by  the  churchwardens,  overseers  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish, 
for  receiving  possession  of  the  land  thereafter  granted  for  the  use  of  the  said 
parish,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Sir  Robert  Cooke,  knight,  then  deceased, 
by  his  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date  7th  November,  19th  James,  had,  in 
consideration  of  the  sum  of  18/.  demised  to  John  Little,  of  Over,  yeoman, 
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one  parcel  of  meadow  ground,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  situate  in 
a certain  meadow  called  Maismore’s  Meadow,  in  the  parish  of  Maismore  aforesaid, 
which  said  acre  of  meadow  lay  between  the  meadow  then  of  John  Cox  on  the 
one  side,  and  the  meadow  then  in  the  occupation  of  William  Carter  on  the  other 
side,  shooting  on  the  river  Severn  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  John  Little  for 
the  remainder  of  the  said  term  of  998  years  then  remaining.  And  reciting  that 
the  said  lease  afterwards  became  vested  in  Francis  Wheeler  the  elder,  who  died 
about  the  year  1674,  and  made  his  will,  and  appointed  Grace  Wheeler  and 
Francis  Wheeler  executors  of  the  same,  who  had  assigned  over  the  said  lease 
to  William  Marden  and  several  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  as  trustees  for 
the  said  parish,  and  that  the  said  lease  had  then  become  vested  in  Francis 
Carpenter  ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Francis  Carpenter,  for  the  considerations 
therein  mentioned,  did  assign  to  the  said  Thomas  Rook,  and  the  several  other 
persons  therein  mentioned,  all  that  one  acre  of  ground  aforesaid,  to  hold  the 
same  for  the  remainder  of  the  same  term,  upon  trust  that  they  should  provide 
six  fourpenny  wheaten  loaves,  and  cause  them  to  be  brought  to  the  parish 
church  of  Maismore  aforesaid,  there  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  after  divine  service  or  sermon  was  ended  in  the 
morning,  to  six  indigent  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Maismore,  who  received 
no  alms  from  the  said  parish,  and  constantly  frequented  the  church. 

There  has  been  no  renewal  of  the  trustees  of  this  charity  since  the  year  1755  ; 
but  the  acre  of  land  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  and  has  been  let  for 
the  last  two  years  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  Thomas  White,  as 
tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  2/.  5 s. 

The  rent  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  among  nine 
poor  persons  not  receiving  parish  relief. 

The  land  lies  in  an  inclosure  belonging  to  the  representatives  of  the  late 
Mr.  White,  and  the  parish  officers  have  undertaken  to  have  it  marked  out  with 
boundary  stones.

Gift  of  Francis  and 
Grace  Wheeler, 
continued. 
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There  is  upon  a monument  in  the  chancel  of  the  parish  church  the  following 
inscription : — 

“ Edward  Reddish,  died  23d  November  1708,  and  left  40/.  the  interest  to 
be  given  to  the  poor  in  bread  monthly.” 

But  we  find  no  trace  or  evidence  by  which  it  appears  that  this  money  ever 
came  to  the  parish.

A portion  of  Giles  Cow's  charity  before  mentioned  is  paid  to  this  parish. 
Before  1822  it  was  15s.  but  since  that  year  the  amount  received  has  been  305. ; 
it  is  given  to  poor  housekeepers  not  receiving  parish  relief,  generally  among 
four  or  five,  selected  for  their  industry  and  good  behaviour.

This  parish  is  also  entitled  under  the  before-mentioned  deed  to  receive  an 
annual  payment,  which  used  to  be  55  s. ; but  since  1822  the  amount  has  been 
increased  to  51.  105. 

This  money  has  been  paid  by  the  trustees  or  their  agent  to  the  officiating 
minister  of  the  parish,  who  has  distributed  the  same  according  to  a list  prepared 
by  himself,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  churchwardens  and  respectable 
inhabitants  of  the  parish,  among  poor  persons  not  receiving  parish  relief,  in 
sums,  varying  in  amount,  from  2 s.  6d.  to  7s.

PARISH  OF  PITCHCOMBE. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  is  also  one  of  the  parishes  in  the  hundred  of  Dudstone  to  which  the 
benefit  of  Giles  CoE s charity  extends.  It  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  deed, 
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Giles  Cox’s 
Charity, 
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that  6 s.  8 d.  was  thereby  assigned  as  the  proportion  payable  annually  to  Pitch- 
combe. In  Michaelmas  1823  the  last  payment  was  made,  being  for  the  five 
years  preceding ; it  being  usual  with  Mr.  Griffith,  the  agent  of  the  trustees,  to 
suspend  the  payments  of  the  annual  sum  when  of  small  amount,  till  they  pro- 
duce enough  to  be  distributed  usefully.  Soon  after  the  91.  13  s.  8 d.  was  paid, 
the  sum  of  91.  5 s.  6d.  part  of  that  sum,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
33  yards  of  linen  at  1 s.  a yard,  which,  with  the  costs  of  making,  amounted 
to  91.  Os.  6d.  and  this,  with  two  sums  of  9s.  6d.  each,  given  to  two  poor  sick 
persons,  made  the  whole  expenditure  91.  5 s.  6d.  leaving  7 s.  10  d.  to  be  added 
to  the  accumulating  fund  for  future  distribution. 

Daniel  Clissold’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Clissold,  by  his  Will,  dated  29th  April,  S3  Car.  II,  amongst  other 
dispositions  of  his  property,  bequeathed  to  his  wife  a close  of  meadow  or 
pasture  ground,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Standish,  which  he  had  bought  of  John 
Gardner  for  a certain  term  of  years,  to  hold  to  her  for  as  many  years  as  she 
should  live  of  the  term,  upon  trust  during  her  life  to  raise  and  pay  yearly,  out 
of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  20s.  towards  the  maintenance  of  a preaching 
minister  at  Pitchcombe,  and  the  further  sum  of  20s.  to  the  poor  of  Pitchcombe, 
Stroud  or  Painswick,  at  the  discretion  of  his  executors  therein  named,  the 
said  payment  to  be  made  at  Christmas ; and  after  the  decease  of  his  wife  he 
bequeathed  the  same  meadow  ground  to  his  two  sons  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term,  upon  trust  to  make  the  same  two  payments  yearly  at  the  time 
aforesaid. 

The  land  so  given  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  ’Nathaniel  Jones,  and  admitted 
by  him  to  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  1 /.  a year  in  bread  to  the  poor,  and  1 1. 
a year  to  the  clergyman  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Christmas-day. 

Mr.  Jones’s  tenant  pays  the  1/.  to  the  churchwardens,  who  distribute  it  in 
bread  after  church  on  Christmas-day,  to  such  poor  persons  not  receiving  paro- 
chial relief  as  have  attended  divine  service. 

The  1/.  is  paid  yearly  to  the  clergyman  of  the  parish  for  preaching  the 
sermon  as  directed. 


PARISH  OF  UPTON  ST.  LEONARD’S. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

Upton  St.  Leonard  is  one  of  the  parishes  directed  by  the  trustees  of  the 
above  charity  to  receive  a proportion  of  the  rents  of  the  land  purchased  by 
them  as  before  stated. 

The  sum  received  last  year  was  61.  13s.  4>d.  which  appears  to  have  been 
distributed  by  one  of  the  churchwardens  at  his  own  discretion,  without  any 
previous  communication  with  the  minister,  among  49  different  persons  not 
receiving  parish  relief ; and  it  appears  that  these  sums  have  been  given  without 
such  regard  to  character  as  was  directed  by  the  trust-deed. 

In  this,  as  in  other  cases  similarly  circumstanced,  we  have  urged  the  import- 
ance of  dispensing  the  charity  with  a more  discriminate  selection  of  the  objects  ; 
and  that  previous  to  the  distribution  a meeting  should  in  future  be  held  of  the 
minister,  churchwardens  and  principal  inhabitants,  in  order  to  settle  a list  of 
the  persons  proper  to  be  relieved. 

Sir  Thomas  Snell’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  the  9th  May  1746,  between  Sir  Thomas  Snell  of 
Upton  St.  Leonard’s,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  knight,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Henry  Toye  Bridgeman  of  Prinknash,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.  and 
others  therein  mentioned  and  described  (who  were  the  then  feoffees  or  trustees 
of  the  manor  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  under 
certain  indentures  of  lease  and  release  therein  referred  to)  of  the  other  part ; 
It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Snell  did  grant  and  confirm  to  and  to 
the  use  of  the  said  H.  T.  Bridgeman  and  others  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  61.  to  be  issuing  and  payable  out  of 
the  capital  messuage  or  tenement  of  him  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Snell,  called 
Whitley  Court,  in  the  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s  aforesaid,  and  by  and  out 
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of  all  and  singular  other  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  of 
him  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Snell,  in  the  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s  aforesaid, 
clear  of  all  taxes  and  deductions  whatsoever,  the  same  annuity  to  be  paid  to  the  gir  Thomas  Snell'6 
said  trustees  on  the  9th  of  May  in  every  year,  yearly  from  thenceforth  for  Charity, 
ever,  at  or  in  the  porch  of  the  parish  church  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s  aforesaid, 
with  the  usual  powers  of  distress  and  entry  for  compelling  payment  thereof ; 
upon  trust  that  they  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should  apply  and 
dispose  of  the  said  annuity  of  61.  (or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  found 
necessary)  yearly,  and  every  year  for  ever,  in  the  first  place  for  the  repairing 
and  keeping  clean  the  tomb  or  monument  by  him,  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Snell, 
then  lately  erected  for  the  burial  of  himself  and  family,  in  the  chancel  of  the 
parish  church  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s  aforesaid,  and  after  the  said  tomb  or 
monument  should  be  from  time  to  time  sufficiently  repaired  and  made  clean  as 
aforesaid,  should  yearly  apply  all  the  surplus  (if  any)  of  the  said  annuity 
for  or  towards  the  placing  or  fitting  out  from  time  to  time  of  such  one  or  more 
poor  children,  born  in  the  said  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s,  apprentices  or 
servants,  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  from  time  to 
time  nominate  ; and  for  that  purpose  payment  was  to  be  made  of  any  sum  not 
exceeding  51.  nor  less  than  31.  with  every  child  to  be  placed  or  fitted  out  as 
aforesaid  ; and  upon  further  trust  that  they  the  said  trustees  should  at  any  time 
thereafter,  when  there  should  be  only  three  or  a lesser  number  of  them  living, 
convey  the  said  annuity  to  such  person  or  persons,  and  their  heirs,  as  should  from 
time  to  time  be  feoffees  or  trustees  of  the  said  manor  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s, 
by  virtue  of  or  under  the  agreements  in  the  indenture  of  release,  thereinbefore 
referred  to,  upon  the  like  trusts  ; and  it  was  further  therein  declared,  that  after 
the  decease  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Snell,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  person  or 
persons  who  should  from  time  to  time  be  entitled  to  the  immediate  possession 
of  the  freehold  and  inheritance  of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments, 
whereout  the  said  annuity  was  granted  as  aforesaid,  to  retain  the  three  first 
yearly  payments  of  the  said  annuity  next  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Snell,  amounting  together  to  18/.  to  be  reserved  as  a fund  for  defray- 
ing the  expense  of  any  considerable  repairs  of  the  said  tomb ; and  that  when 
and  so  often  as  such  repairs  should  be  wanting,  the  said  18/.  so  to  be  retained 
(or  so  much  thereof  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  necessary  for  the  making 
such  repairs)  should  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  annuity,  and  be  by  them  applied  for  defraying  the  expense  of  such  repairs ; 
and  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  the  said  trustees  were  thereby  empowered 
to  recover  and  receive  the  said  18/.  so  to  be  reserved  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  all  costs  occasioned  by  nonpayment  thereof,  by  such  methods  as  were 
thereinbefore  provided  for  recovery  of  the  arrears  of  the  said  annuity ; and 
that  when  the  said  sum  of  18/.  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  exhausted  in 
the  expense  of  such  repairs  as  aforesaid,  the  three  next  accruing  payments  of 
the  said  annuity  should  be  reserved  and  retained  as  aforesaid,  in  order  to 
supply  the  like  fund  of  18/.  to  be  applied  by  the  said  trustees  for  the  purpose 
of  answering  any  future  repairs  which  might  be  wanting  to  the  said  tomb  or 
monument  as  aforesaid,  and  to  be  recovered  by  them,  the  said  trustees,  in  the 
manner  aforesaid ; and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  after  the  decease  of  the 
said  Sir  Thomas  Snell,  a fund  or  sum  of  18/.  might  be  constantly  reserved, 
which  should  remain  a charge  on  the  said  hereditaments,  and  should  be  applied 
by  the  said  trustees  for  the  repairs  of  the  said  tomb.  ' - , 

And  by  a memorandum  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas 
Snell,  (indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  above  abstracted  indenture),  dated  28th 
September  1748,  and  expressed  to  be  written  in  his  own  hand-writing,  in  the 
presence  of  the  said  Henry  Toye  Bridgeman,  Anthony  Edwards  and  Henry 
Guise,  (three  of  the  trustees  above  mentioned),  he  declared  his  mind  and 
desire  to  be,  that  the  annuity  and  all  sums  which  should  accrue  therefrom  should 
be  applied,  as  well  towards  the  keeping  of  the  roof  and  other  parts  of  the 
chancel,  which  covered  and  contained  his  tomb  or  monument,  in  needful  re- 
paration, as  for  the  preservation  and  keeping  clean  the  said  tomb  or  monu- 
ment ; and  that  the  clerk  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being,  or  some  other 
person  whom  the  trustees  should  think  fit  to  appoint,  might  be  allowed  10  s. 
every  year  for  mops,  brooms  and  brushes,  if  they  would  undertake  and  should 
keep  clean,  wash  and  dust  the  said  tomb  or  monument. 

The  trustees  originally  appointed  are  all  long  ago  dead,  and  the  annuity  has

been  long  unpaid ; but  the  representatives  of  Sir  Thomas  Snell,  upon  being 
reminded  of  the  charge  upon  the  property,  which  they  have  derived  from  the 
donor,  have  declared  their  readiness  to  pay  the  sum  of  60/.  which  is  said  to  be 
more  than  the  amount  of  the  arrears  now  due ; the  proper  hands  to  receive 
and  apply  which  sum  will  be  the  trustees,  as  soon  as  they  can  be  newly 
appointed,  for  which  purpose  it  will  be  necessary  to  inquire  for  the  heir  of  the 
surviving  trustee.

The  Charities  of  Jaspar  Nelme,  John  Bond,  John  Shewell,  Ann  Nelme, 
Mr.  Winchcombe  and  Richard  Atkins. 


The  Charities  of  There  appears  to  be  no  document  respecting  any  of  these  charities  in  the 
Jaspar^Ndme,  and  parjsi1?  except  the  following  entry  in  the  churchwarden’s  book  : — 

“ Dec.  9,  17 >56. — At  this  public  vestry-meeting  it  is  agreed,  that  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s  for  the  time  being,  do  and  be 
empowered  to  receive  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Frankis  the  sum  of  38/.  due  to  the  parish 
of  Upton  St.  Leonard’s,  together  with  two’  years  interest  due  for  the  same  at 
five  per  cent,  and  place  the  said  38  /.  out  upon  double-bond  security,  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day  next,  (which  is  offered  by  several  sufficient  persons),  it  being 
the  charitable  donation  given  to  the  alms-people  of  the  parish  of  Upton 
St.  Leonard’s,  by  the  several  persons  hereunder  mentioned,  the  use  whereof  to 
be  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  and  Good  Friday  ; viz. 

“ £.5  given  by  Jaspar  Nelme, 

“ £.5  given  by  John  Bond, 

“ £.5  given  by  John  Shewrell,  and 

“ £.3  given  by  Ann  Nelme.  The  interest  to  be  paid  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day. 

“ £.10  given  by  Mr.  Richard  Atkins,  and 

“ £.10  given  by  Mr.  Winchcombe.  The  interest  whereof  to  be  paid  yearly 
on  Good  Friday.” 

Many  years  have  elapsed  since  any  thing  has  been  received  or  paid  under 
these  charities.  The  opinion  is,  that  they  have  been  lost  by  the  failure  of  the 
private  securities  on  which  they  were  placed. 

In  the  Returns  of  1786  mention  is  made  of  a sum  of  51.  given  by  one 
William  Acton,  which  appears  to  have  been  lost. 


A lady  of  the  name  of  George,  living  at  the  Parsonage,  which  she  holds, 
together  with  lands,  under  the  bishop,  it  being  a rectory  impropriate,  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  distributing  annually  some  cake  and  ale  to  poor  housekeepers  of 
the  parish,  and  this  is  alleged  to  have  been  done  by  the  owner  of  that  property 
from  time  immemorial ; but  the  origin  of  the  custom  is  now  no  longer  traceable. 
It  is  surmised  in  the  parish,  that  a part  of  the  land  so  held  by  Mrs.  George, 
consisting  of  about  II  acre,  was  especially  destined  to  this  object;  and  they 
conjecture  further,  that  the  land  was  once  the  property  of  the  parish. 
Mrs.  George,  however,  considers  the  practice  to  have  originated  in  the  free 
bounty  of  some  former  proprietor  of  the  land  in  question,  and  kept  on  foot  by 
the  successors  of  such  proprietor  down  to  her  time.  The  matter  of  right, 
therefore,  remains  in  controversy ; and  from  what  we  learn,  the  benefit  enjoyed 
by  the  parish  will  be  very  difficult  to  be  established  as  a claim. 

The  quantity  of  ale  given  among  the  poor  is  what  can  be  made  with  three 
bushels  of  malt,  and  the  bread  distributed  is  five  dozen  of  penny  and  three 
dozen  of  twopenny  loaves. 


PARISH  OF  SANDHURST. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charities. 

Sandhurst.  This  parish  wtis  also  entitled  under  the  deed  to  an  annual  payment  of  51. 

GiieTc".  which,  since  1822,  has  been  increased  to  11/.  The  charity-money  has  for  some 
Charities. & years  been  paid  to  the  vicar,  who  has  himself  with  the  concurrence  of  the 

churchwardens  distributed  it  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  not  receiving  parish 
relief,  according  to  a list  previously  made  out,  in  sums  varying  in  amount  from 
7s.  to  14-5.  which  list  states  the  reason  for  the  amount  given  in  each  case.

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The  same  Giles  Cox,  by  his  Will,  dated  6th  October  1620,  devised  to  Sir  John 
Guise,  knight,  William  Lawrence,  gentleman,  and  several  other  persons  therein 
named,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  and  several  lands  therein  mentioned,  situate 
in  the  parish  of  Bromsberrow,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  in  the  parish  of 
Redmarley  D’Abitot,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  in  trust,  to  employ  the  clear 
rents  and  profits  thereof  to  and  for  the  maintenance  of  such  learned  person 
of  the  Church  of  England  as  they  the  said  trustees  should  elect  and  approve, 
to  read  a lecture  in  divinity  in  the  parish  church  of  Sandhurst  every  Sunday 
in  the  year,  and  every  Feast-day  of  the  Nativity  of  our  Lord,  yearly  for  ever, 
in  case  the  vicar  of  the  said  church  and  the  parishioners  of  that  parish  for  the 
time  being  should  permit  the  same  to  be  done  therein ; and  in  case  of  their 
refusal,  then  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  dispose  of  the  same  clear  rents,  issues 
and  profits,  to  such  other  good  uses  as  to  them  the  said  trustees  should  seem 
meet,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  realm.  And  it  was  thereby  declared,  that 
in  case  the  vicar  of  the  said  church  of  Sandhurst  should  be  fit  and  willing  to 
read  the  said  lecture,  and  should  be  approved  of  by  the  said  trustees,  then  that 
they  should  dispose  of  the  said  clear  rents  to  such  vicar  to  read  the  same  lecture, 
and  not  otherwise ; with  a provision,  that  when  the  said  trustees  should  by  death 
be  reduced  to  the  number  of  five,  such  five  surviving  trustees  should  convey 
the  said  premises  unto  four  others  of  the  most  substantial,  honest  and  indifferent 
freeholders  and  parishioners  within  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst,  upon  the  same 
trusts  as  mentioned  in  the  said  deed. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  3d  June  1736,  the  then  trustees  exchanged  these 
premises  in  Bromsberrow  and  in  Redmarley  D’Abitot  for  certain  messuages, 
lands  and  premises  lying  in  the  parish  of  Sandhurst,  which  were  recited  in  the 
Deed  of  Exchange  to  have  been  of  greater  value  than  the  premises  originally 
given.

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Which  premises  are  now  in  the  possession  or  disposition  of  the  vicar  of  the 
parish,  who  receives  the  profits,  and  duly  performs  the  duty  prescribed  by  the 
will  of  the  donor. 

Thomas  Church’s  Charity. 

Upon  the  Benefaction  Table,  in  the  church  of  this  parish  is  the  following  Thomas  Church’s 
inscription  : — Charity. 

“ Thomas  Church,  gentleman,  gave  a house,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  now 
let  by  lease  at  the  yearly  rent  of  21.  IDs.  which  rent  is  to  be  received  by  the 
church  wardens  and  overseers,  and  to  be  bestowed  (they  deducting  2s.  Qd.  for 
chief-rent  and  their  trouble,)  upon  24  poor  persons  of  this  parish  who  receive 
no  weekly  pay,  by  an  equal  proportion.” 

The  parish  are  in  possession  of  a house  in  Leather  Bottle  Lane,  in  Westgate- 
street,  in  the  city  of  Gloucester,  which  is  now  let  to  William  Day,  Thomas 
Maverley  and  Charlotte  Russell,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  different  rents  amounting 
altogether  to  11/.  5s. 

These  rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  after  deducting  18 s.  9 d. 
for  chief-rent  and  land-tax,  they  distribute  the  surplus  among  24  poor  persons 
of  the  parish  of  Sandhurst,  who  receive  no  weekly  pay,  in  equal  proportions. 

Shewell’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ Shewell,  gentleman,  gave  40/.  the  yearly  interest  of  Shewell’s  Charity, 

which  money  is  to  be  employed  in  buying  coals  for  the  poor  of  this  parish.” 

This  sum  of  money  is  now  and  has  long  been  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation 
of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  who  pay  an  annual  sum  of  1/.  12s.  as  the  interest 
thereof  at  four  per  cent,  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  who  lay  the  same 
Rep.

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Sandhurst.  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  they  distribute  among  the  poor  generally  of 
the  parish  about  Christmas.

of  the  Poor.  1 Sandhurst,  and  Walter  Church  of  Minsterworth,  of  the  one  part,  and  John 
^ ^ > Guyse  and  others  therein  named  and  described,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that 

Edward  Hayward,  of  Munsley,  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  Walter  Church  the 
elder,  and  Thomas  Marden,  of  Sandhurst  aforesaid,  by  Deed-Poll,  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  dated  4th  April,  3d  King  James,  had  granted  unto  Giles  Cox, 
and  the  several  other  persons  therein  named,  all  that  parcel  of  arable  land, 
containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  more  or  less,  lying  in  Woodfield,  abutted 
and  bounded  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  all  that  other  parcel  of  arable  land  also 
lying  in  Woodfield  therein  also  described ; and  all  that  other  parcel  of  arable 
land  likewise  lying  in  Woodfield,  between  glebe  land  belonging  to  the 
parsonage  of  Down  Hatherly,  on  the  south  side,  and  land  then  in  the  tenure  of 
John  Marten,  on  the  side  ; and  all  that  parcel  of  arable  land  lying  in 

Woodfield  therein  also  described  ; and  also  all  that  parcel  of  arable  land  in 
Woodfield,  between  land  in  the  tenure  of  Joan  Hayward,  widow,  or  her  assigns, 
on  the  west  side,  and  land  in  the  tenure  of  Joseph  Hatch,  or  his  assigns,  on 
« the  east  side,  which  said  four  last-mentioned  parcels  of  arable  land  contained  by 

estimation  two  acres,  more  or  less;  and  the  said  five  parcels  of  land  were  situate 
in  the  several  parishes  of  Down  Hatherly  and  Norton  in  the  said  county  of 
Gloucester,  or  one  of  them,  or  elsewhere  in  the  said  county  ; To  the  use  of  the 
maintenance,  reparation  and  sustentation  of  the  parish  church  of  Sandhurst 
aforesaid,  and  for  the  better  relief,  maintenance  and  succour  of  the  poor  people 
inhabiting  in  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst  for  ever,  and  that  the  said  lands  were 
then  vested  in  the  said  William  Kent,  (therein  named  William  Kent  the  elder,) 
and  the  said  Walter  Church,  party  thereto,  as  surviving  trustees  ; and  reciting, 
that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  parties  that  when  the  trusts  devolved  to  two  at  the 
lowest,  the  lands  should  be  conveyed  by  them  to  some  other  competent  persons 
inhabiting  in  or  near  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst,  and  being  substantial  free- 
holders or  landholders  of  the  said  parish,  or  the  sons  and  heirs  of  such  ; it  was 
witnessed,  that,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  they  the  said  William 
Kent  the  elder  and  Walter  Church,  at  the  special  instance  and  request  of  the 
parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst,  and  in  discharge  of 
the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  did  grant  and  confirm  unto  the  said  John  Guyse  and 
others  all  the  said  five  parcels  of  arable  land  in  Woodfield,  to  hold  to  the  use  of 
the  said  John  Guyse  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust, 
that  they  should  employ  and  bestow  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises  towards  the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  the  said  parish  church  of 
Sandhurst,  and  towards  the  better  relief,  maintenance  and  succour  of  the  poor 
people  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst,  but  not  otherwise,  with 
a declaration,  that  when  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  four  they 
should  convey  to  others,  to  the  number  of  12  at  the  least,  honest  and  substantial 
persons  then  inhabiting  in  or  near  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst,  and  being 
freeholders  or  landholders  of  the  said  parish,  or  being  sons  and  heirs  of  such 
freeholders  or  landholders. 

Besides  the  land,  a cottage  called  the  Church  House,  and  land  in  Sandhurst, 
were  conveyed  to  trustees  for  the  same  purposes  and  on  the  same  trusts,  as 
appears  by  the  following  deed,  which  includes  both  properties. 

Richard  Cox’s  Gift. — By  Indenture,  dated  2d  May  1740,  between  Giles 
Hayward,  of  Sandhurst,  and  Henry  Peyton,  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  of  the  one 
part,  and  John  Selwyn,  esquire,  and  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  an 
Indenture,  dated  6th  April,  26th  Elizabeth,  whereby  William  Bell,  John 
Dewsey,  William  Church,  Walter  Church,  Walter  Kent  and  Thomas  Marden, 
had  granted  and  confirmed  unto  Giles  Cox  and  others  all  that  tenement,  house 
or  cottage,  called  the  Church  House,  situate  in  Sandhurst  aforesaid,  adjoining 
on  the  north  part  to  the  church-yard  of  Sandhurst  aforesaid,  and  on  the  east  part 
to  the  parsonage  grounds  of  Sandhurst  aforesaid  ; and  all  that  rudge  or  land  of 
arable  land  in  Lower  Church  Field  in  Sandhurst  therein  described,  and  also  all 
those  three  rudges  or  lands  of  arable  land  in  Lower  Church  Field  therein  also 
5 , described. 
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described,  which  said  rudges  contained  one  acre  or  thereabouts,  all  situate  in 
Sandhurst  aforesaid,  and  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Giles  Haward,  to  hold  the 
same  unto  them  the  said  Giles  Cox  and  others,  to  the  use  of  the  maintenance, 
reparation  and  sustentation  of  the  said  parish  church  of  Sandhurst,  and  for  the 
better  relief,  maintenance  and  succour  of  the  poor  people,  being  inhabitants 
and  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst  for  ever ; and  further  recit- 
ing, that  by  divers  other  deeds  and  conveyances  the  said  Giles  Haward  and 
Henry  Peyton  then  stood  seised  in  fee  of  the  premises  thereinbefore  particularly 
mentioned,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid,  as  being  the  only  surviving  trustees : It  was 
witnessed  that  the  said  Giles  Haward  and  Henry  Peyton,  at  the  request  of  the 
parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Sandhurst,  did  thereby 
grant  and  confirm  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Selwyn  and  others  the 
said  house,  cottage  and  premises,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivors  and 
survivor  of  them  should  for  ever  thereafter  bestow  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  premises  to,  for,  and  towards  the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  the  said 
parish  church  of  Sandhurst,  and  for  and  towards  the  better  relief,  main- 
tenance and  succour  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  and  being  parishioners 
of  the  said  parish,  and  not  otherwise. 

The  trustees  named  in  the  last  deed  are  all  dead  without  having  conveyed 
to  new  trustees,  nor  has  any  conveyance  been  made  by  the  heir-at-law  of  the 
survivor ; and  it  appears  that  it  would  now  be  difficult  to  ascertain  which  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Deed  of  2d  May  1740  was  the  survivor. 

Since  the  date  of  the  above  deeds  an  inclosure  has  taken  place  in  the  parish 
of  Norton,  by  which  the  lands  mentioned  as  lying  in  Woodfield,  in  the  parishes 
of  Down  Hatherly  and  Norton  have  been  exchanged  for  three  acres  of  land  in 
the  parish  of  Norton,  and  one  acre  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Twigworth. 

The  parish  are  also  in  possession  of  the  house  called  the  Church  House,  and 
the  four  rudges  of  land,  containing  one  acre,  adjoining. 

The  three  acres  of  land  lying  in  Norton,  and  the  acre  in  Sandhurst,  are  now 
let  to  Mr.  Drinkwater,  one  of  the  present  churchwardens,  but  were  let  to  him 
before  he  became  so,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31. 

The  acre  at  Twigworth  is  let  to  James  Beale,  at  a rent  of  31.  10s. 

The  four  acres  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Drinkwater  are  said  to  be  very  poor 
land,  lying  on  a steep  hill. 

The  acre  in  Twigworth  is  an  inclosed  garden,  and  good  land. 

The  rents  altogether  amount  to  61.  10s.  per  annum,  which  sum,  after 
keeping  the  Church  House  in  repair,  is  distributed  in  coals  amongst  poor  alms- 
people  inhabiting  the  same,  who  are  put  in  by  the  parish  officers. 

The  lands  in  possession  of  Mr.  Drinkwater  have  been  offered,  in  vestry,  to 
other  persons  ; but  none  could  be  found  to  give  a higher  rent. 


PARISH  OF  SHURDINGTON. 

The  Charities  of  Norwood,  Mills,  and  Giles  Cox. 

There  is  a sum  of  5 1.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Burroughs,  the  present 
churchwarden  of  Shurdington,  and  which  has  been  in  his  hands  for  16  years, 
consisting,  as  it  is  supposed,  of  some  petty  gifts  to  the  parish  by  persons  of  the 
name  of  Norwood , for  which  he  considers  himself  as  accountable  to  the  parish 
for  5 s.  a-year ; the  same  is  given  away  with  the  portion  of  Giles  Cox's,  charity 
received  by  this  parish,  as  mentioned  below. 

This  sum  of  51.  has  been  for  a great  number  of  years  intrusted  to  the  family 
of  Mr.  Burroughs,  his  mother  and  grandmother  having  had  it  before  him. 

The  parish  receives  about  12s.  or  14s.  a-year  under  the  charity  of  Giles  Cox, 
of  which  an  account  has  already  been  given  ; and  this,  together  with  the 
former  gift,  making  something  a little  short  of  a pound,  is  annually  distributed, 
about  Christmas,  among  the  second  poor. 

With  respect  to  the  annual  sum  of  5s.  allotted  to  this  parish  under  the  Will 
of  William  Mills,  before  set  forth  under  the  charities  of  Badgworth  parish,  it 
does  not  appear  that  it  has  been  paid  in  the  memory  of  any  person  now  living. 
It  is  stated  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act  not  to  have  been  then  in 
a course  of  payment,  nor  does  the  messuage  charged  with  the  payment  in  the 
will  appear  to  be  capable  of  being  identified.

PARISH  OF  WHADDON. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

A portion  of  Giles  Cox's  charity  is  paid  to  this  parish,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Deed  before  referred  to.  Since  1822  the  parish  has  received  about  255. 
a-year,  which  is  distributed  among  poor  housekeepers,  according  to  a list 
previously  prepared. 

Mary  Harris’s  Charity. 

See  this  charity  fully  set  out  among  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Hempstead ; 
by  referring  to  which  it  will  appear,  that  the  intentions  of  the  testatrix  have 
been  severally  carried  into  effect  for  the  benefit  of  this  parish. 


PARISH  OF  GREAT  WHITCOMBE. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

The  parish  of  Great  Whitcombe  is  entitled  to  a portion  of  Giles  Cox' s charity, 
which  used  to  be  1 /.  but  since  the  year  1822  has  been  increased  to  2 1. ; which 
is  distributed  among  the  second  poor. 

William  Mills’s  Charity. 

Great  Whitcombe  is  also  entitled  to  85.  a year  under  the  charity  of  William 
Mills,  whose  will  is  set  forth  in  the  report  of  Badgworth  Charities,  and  which 
85.  is  distributed  together  with  that  of  Giles  Cox,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

The  land  subjected  to  the  payment  of  this  portion  lies  in  Little  Whitcombe, 
consisting  of  five  small  parcels,  two  of  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  George 
Denett  the  proprietor;  two  other  pieces  in  the  occupation  of  William  Turk, 
who  is  also  the  proprietor  of  the  same,  and  the  remaining  pieces  appear  to  be 
divided  between  two  tenants,  of  the  names  of  Smith  and  Organ  ; George  Denett, 
paying  3s.  4 d.  annually;  William  Turk  also,  3s.  4 d.  annually;  and  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Organ,  the  remaining  Is.  4 d.  between  them. 

HAMLET  OF  WOOLSTROP,  IN  THE  PARISH  OF  QUEDGLEY. 

Giles  Cox’s  Charity. 

This  hamlet  is  one  of  those  among  which  the  trustees  under  the  settlement 
of  Giles  Cox's  charity  are  directed,  in  case  there  should  be  any  surplus  after 
the  payments  to  the  parishes  mentioned  in  the  deed,  to  distribute  such  surplus. 
It  has  received  two  payments  of  1/.  each  to  Christmas  1823,  and  they  have 
had  notice  that  a payment  of  1/.  for  the  two  years  ending  at  Christmas 
1825,  will  be  paid  to  them.  This  is  all  the  parish  has  received.  It  has  been 
paid  to  the  churchwardens,  under  the  directions  of  the  minister,  and  usually 
distributed  among  four  or  five  poor  persons  of  this  hamlet,  not  receiving 
regular  parish  relief. 

It  appears  that  Frances  Hayward,  by  her  Will  in  1786,  gave  100/.  to  be 
applied  to  the  building  and  fitting  up  poor-houses;  which  sum  is  stated  to  have 
been  received  by  the  parish,  and  to  have  been  applied  towards  the  erection  of 
a poor-house.

PARISH  OF  EASTINGTON. 

Richard  Clutterbuck’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Richard  Clutterbuch,  of  Nupend,  gentleman,  by  his  Will* 
dated  June  1st  1734,  gave  unto  the  Minister  and  his  successors  for  ever,  155. 
yearly  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Ascension-day,  and  to  the  clerk  for  the  time 
being,  55.;  also  the  sum  of  405.  to  be  paid  on  Christmas-day  yearly,  to  poor 
housekeepers,  charging  his  estate  at  Nupend  with  these  several  sums.” 

The  proprietors  of  the  estate  formerly  of  Richard  Clutterbuck,  at  Nupend, 
appear  to  have  paid  the  155.  to  the  minister  when  the  sermon  has  been 
preached,  and  to  have  distributed  the  405.  among  the  poor  themselves ; but  it 

is 
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is  in  future  intended  that  the  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  minister  for  his  dis- 
tribution. 

The  present  minister  appears  to  have  preached  the  sermon  regularly,  and 
the  clerk  has  received  his  annual  5 5. 

John  Blanch’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — “ John  Blanch,  of  Barton-street,  near  Gloucester,  by  his 
Will,  dated  6th  December  1756,  gave  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  the  sum  of  100/.  in  trust,  to  place  out 
the  same  at  interest,  and  divide  the  interest  between  10  housekeepers  who  do 
not  receive  alms  of  the  parish,  on  Michaelmas-day  yearly.  The  said  sum  of 
100/.  was  paid  to  the  Rev.  William  Davies,  rector,  the  latter  end  of  the  year 
1783,  and  by  him  placed  in  the  three  per  cent  South-Sea  annuities,  and  by 
means  of  the  rise  upon  such  stock,  and  other  fortunate  circumstances,  the  said 
sum  of  100/.  was  raised  to  the  sum  of  175/.” 

The  175/.  mentioned  in  the  above  table  appears,  by  a memorandum  under 
the  hand  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Veel,  a former  curate  of  the  parish,  to  have  been 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  which  land  was  afterwards  sold,  and  with  the 
produce  of  such  sale  the  sum  of  265/.  16s.  stock  in  the  four  per  cents  was 
purchased.  When  the  four  per  cents  were  reduced  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
the  stock  was  taken  at  par,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  288/.  18  5.  new 
South-Sea  annuities,  together  with  10/.  coming  from  John  Watkins,  as  hereafter 
mentioned,  which  said  last-mentioned  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  John 
Phillimore  Hicks,  Robert  Stephens  Davies,  and  Edward  Davies.  The  annual 
dividend  of  the  above  stock  is  SI.  13-s.  4d. 

The  produce  of  these  different  stocks  has  been  regularly  applied  by  the 
minister  to  the  relief  of  10  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish. 

John  Watkins’s  Charity. 

John  Watkins,  who  was  formerly  an  inhabitant  of  Eastington  parish  about 
ten  years  ago,  upon  leaving  that  parish,  deposited  20/.  with  the  Rev.  William 
Davies,  the  then  rector,  upon  trust,  to  pay  him,  the  said  John  Watkins,  20s. 
a year  during  his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  to  give  10/.  in  augmentation  of 
Blanch’s  charity  ; the  other  10/.  to  be  given  as  a contribution  to  the  subscription 
fund  for  the  support  of  the  Eastington  Charity  School. 

John  Watkins  died  in  1818. 

One  of  these  sums  of  10/.  makes  a part  as  above  mentioned  of  the  stock 
purchased  with  Blanch’s  Charity ; and  the  other  is  included  in  the  amount  of 
the  stock  purchased  as  hereafter  stated  for  the  support  of  the  school.

Free  School. 

A tablet  in  the  parish  church  records  the  names  of  the  original  benefactors  Free  School, 
and  contributors  to  the  school  established  in  the  year  1764,  for  teaching  the 
poor  children  of  the  parish  to  read,  with  the  several  sums  contributed  by  them 
respectively,  set  opposite  to  their  names ; which  sums,  amounting  together  to 
452/.,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  537/.  5s.  11  d.  in  the  new  South-Sea 
annuities,  in  the  names  of  Richard  Stephens,  esq.  and  seven  others,  by  whom  a 
deed  ot  trust  was  executed  6th  February  1779,  specifying  the  end  and  pur- 
poses of  the  charity,  and  lodged  in  the  parish-chest. 

By  the  above-mentioned  deed  it  was  declared  and  agreed,  that  when  five  or 
more  of  the  said  trustees,  or  of  any  other  set  of  trustees  to  be  elected  as  therein- 
after mentioned,  should  die,  then  the  surviving  trustees  or  trustee,  and  the 
executors  or  administrators  of  such  surviving  trustee,  should  transfer  the  said 
stock  in  such  manner  as  that  the  same  might  stand  in  the  names  or  name  of 
such  surviving  trustees  or  trustee  (if  any),  and  of  so  many  more  new  trustees 
to  be  elected  by  such  surviving  trustees  or  trustee,  as  woidd  make  up  the 
number  of  eight  in  the  whole,  and  so  toties  quoties. 

The  vacancies  in  the  trust  have  been  since  filled  up,  and  there  are  now  only 
four  surviving,  viz.  Henry  Hicks,  William  Fryar,  R.  S.  Davies,  esq.  and  John 
Taylor. 

A sum  has  been  subsequently  raised  by  subscription,  with  which,  including 
the  10/.  coming  under  Watkins’s  charity,  82/.  16s.  stock  in  the  new  South-Sea 
annuities  has  been  purchased,  now  vested  in  the  names  of  John  Phillimore 
Hicks,  Robert  Stephens  Davies,  and  Edward  Davies.

The  funded  income  arising  from  these  two  capitals  in  the  new  South-Sea 
annuities  produces  an  annual  dividend  of  18/.  12s.,  and  the  annual  subscrip- 
tions for  these  last  three  or  four  years  having  averaged  20/.  and  an  annual 
sermon  about  10/.,  the  general  income  applicable  to  this  object  maybe  reckoned 
at  about  50/. 

There  is  a school  in  the  parish  divided  into  apartments,  the  one  for  boys  and 
the  other  for  girls,  with  a schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress,  respectively.  The 
number  taught  may  amount  in  the  whole  to  about  70 ; but  that  number  is  very 
fluctuating.  Both  are  taught  upon  the  national  plan,  after  the  model  of  the 
Central  National  School.  The  master  has  been  regularly  qualified  to  carry  on 
the  national  system. 

There  is  also  a Sunday  school,  of  which  these  children  are  expected  to  form 
a part,  and  they  are  all  taken  together  to  the  parish  church  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  their  respective  teachers.  The  school  is  found  to  produce  good 
moral  effects  on  the  children  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  FRAMPTON  UPON  SEVERN. 

Samuel  Phillimore’s  Charity. 

Samuel  Philamore,  late  of  Dursley,  esq.  by  his  Will,  dated  March  13th  1798, 
gave  to  Thomas  Purnel,  R.  B.  Cooper,  Henry  Hicks,  William  Veel,  and  John 
Phillimore,  esquire,  the  sum  of  150/.  upon  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  and 
invest  the  same  in  one  or  more  purchases  of  freehold  property,  and  pay  the 
yearly  rent  thereof  in  equal  parts  unto  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  each 
of  the  parishes  of  Dursley,  Carne,  and  Frampton-upon-Severn,  who  should  lay 
out  the  same  in  bread  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  their  respective 
parishes  on  Easter-day,  immediately  after  Divine  Service. 

The  testator  further  directed,  that  until  such  sum  should  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  freehold  property,  the  trustees  should  invest  the  said  150/.  in  their 
own  names  at  interest,  upon  land  or  parliamentary  securities,  or  in  the  purchase 
of  stock  in  any  of  the  public  funds ; and  apply  the  yearly  interest  thereof 
upon  the  same  trusts  as  directed  with  respect  to  the  rents  of  the  freehold  estate 
when  purchased. 

This  sum  of  150/.  appears  to  have  been  received  by  the  trustees,  in  due 
time  after  the  testator’s  death,  and  by  them  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
230/.  15s.  4<cl.  three  per  cent  consols,  one  third  of  the  interest  whereof, 
amounting  annually  to  2/.  6s.,  has  been  regularly  paid  to  the  officiating  mi- 
nister and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  who  have  distributed  the  same  in  bread 
among  the  poor  parishioners  of  the  parish,  but  not  on  Easter-day,  conformably 
to  the  directions  of  the  will.  The  minister  and  churchwardens  however, 
engage  for  the  future,  that  the  bread  shall  be  distributed  on  Easter-day,  among 
those  who  have  attended  Divine  Service  on  that  day. 

The  present  surviving  trustees  are  Robert  Bransby  Cooper  and  Henry 
Hicks,  esquires. 


PARISH  OF  FRETHERNE. 

Dorothy  Bayly’s  Charity. 

Dorothy  Bayly,  late  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  dated 
2d  March  1726,  gave  unto  the  bishop  and  dean  of  Gloucester  for  the  time 
being,  and  to  John  Cocks,  esq.  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  all  her  estate  and 
lands,  called  Jackson’s  Farm,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Wheatenhurst,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester,  with  all  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  whatsoever 
to  the  said  farm  adjoining,  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  Mrs.  Bridget  Price,  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  for  her  life,  provided 
she  continued  unmarried,  and  then,  after  certain  annuities,  to  servants  and 
others,  she  gave  her  said  estate  called  Jackson’s  Farm,  to  the  church  of 
Fretherne,  and  the  church  of  Wheatenhurst  for  ever,  to  be  every  year  equally 
divided  ; the  rents  and  issues  thereof  between  the  rector  of  Fretherne  and  the 
clergyman  whom  the  trustees  should  appoint  to  officiate  in  the  church  of 
Wheatenhurst ; and  that  both  the  clergymen  to  whom  she  gave  the  benefit  of 
her  estate  aforesaid  should  constantly  read  the  common  prayers  of  the  Church 
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of  England,  all  and  every  part  thereof,  observing  the  rubric,  and  preach,  and  Fretherne. 

administer  the  holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  according  to  the  order  and  

direction  of  the  book  of  common  prayer  ; and  her  will  was  that  her  trustees,  the  Dorothy  Bay ly's 

bishop  of  Gloucester,  and  the  dean  of  Gloucester,  both  for  the  time  being,  and  • continued. 

the  said  John  Cocks,  should  have  the  nominating  of  the  aforesaid  priest,  being  ^ j 

an  episcopal  protestant,  to  officiate  in  the  church  of  Wheatenhurst  aforesaid ; 

always  provided,  that  he  and  the  rector  of  Fretherne  did  constantly  catechize  the 

children  of  both  the  aforesaid  parishes  of  Fretherne  and  Wheatenhurst  every 

week  throughout  the  year ; not  doing  it  slightly,  but  taking  care  to  make  the 

children  understand  the  Church  of  England  catechism;  and  read  prayers  in  both 

the  said  churches  on  Wednesdays,  Fridays,  and  Holy  days ; as  without  any 

direction  they  were  obliged  to  do.  And  it  was  her  will  and  appointment  that 

a table  should  be  fairly  written  and  hung  up  in  the  church  of  Frethern,  and 

another  in  the  church  of  Wheatenhurst,  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the  two 

ministers  who  were  to  have  the  benefits  aforesaid,  expressing  all  she  had  given 

to  both  the  said  churches,  and  expressing  also  therein  what  her  will  was  that 

they  were  to  do,  to  make  them  capable  of  receiving  the  augmentation  to  both 

their  incomes,  and  her  will  was  that  those  two  tables  so  expressing  her  gifts  as 

aforesaid  should  by  those  two  ministers  be  renewed  as  they  should  decay  for 

ever. 

The  property  so  devised  under  the  said  will  consists  of  a farm-house  with 
buildings,  and  112  acres  of  land,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Wheatenhurst,  the 
management  and  disposition  of  which  is  assumed  by  the  ministers  of  the  above 
respective  parishes,  who  have  let  the  same  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  a 
rent  of  190/.  per  annum. 

The  rent  it  equally  divided  between  the  ministers  of  Fretherne  and  Wheaten- 
hurst, except  that  the  proportion  of  the  land-tax  to  be  borne  by  the  parish  of 
Wheatenhurst  has  been  redeemed. 

No  prayers  are  read  in  the  churches  of  Fretherne  and  Wheatenhurst  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  donor,  but  duty  is  twice  performed  on  the  Sunday. 

The  children  are  said  to  be  duly  and  regularly  catechised  at  Wheatenhurst. 


The  Rev.  H.  G.  D.  Yate’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Georges  Dobyns  Yate,  LL.  D.  rector  of  and  resident  at  The  Rev. 
Bromsberrow,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  also  rector  of  Fretherne,  in  the  H.  G.  D.  Yate’s 
said  county,  by  his  Will,  dated  9th  April  1812,  gave  and  bequeathed  as  follows  : Charity. 

“ And  I will  and  direct  that  immediately  upon  the  decease  of  the  survivor 
of  them  the  said  Peter  Symonds,  Edward  Mutlow  and  Ann  Teynton,  the  said 
Charles  Dunne,  his  executors  or  administrators,  shall  transfer  the  stocks,  funds 
and  securities  wherein  the  said  sum  of  130/.  shall  be  then  invested,  unto  the 
dean  and  chapter  of  the  cathedral  church  of  the  Holy  and  Indivisible  Trinity  in 
Gloucester,  to  whom  I then  give  and  bequeath  the  same,  upon  trust,  that  they 
shall  continue  the  same  upon  those  securities,  or  vary,  or  alter  the  same  as  they 
shall  see  occasion,  but  constantly  keeping  the  said  sum  of  130/.  invested  upon 
Government  security  ; and  pay  the  amount  of  seven  parts  in  13  of  the  dividends 
arising  from  the  said  sum  into  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Bromsberrow  ; and  pay  the  amount  of  three  parts 
in  13  of  the  said  dividends  into  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Fretherne  ; and  pay  the  amount  of  the  remaining 
three  parts  in  13  of  the  said  dividends  into  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Evesbatch ; the  same  to  be  by  them 
the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  respectively,  upon  Saint  Thomas’s-day 
yearly,  distributed  among  the  poor  parishioners  of  the  said  several  parishes  of 
Bromsberrow,  Fretherne  and  Evesbatch,  who  shall  not  receive  parish  relief, 
and  who  shall  be  most  constant  in  their  attendance  on  the  service  of  the  church, 
not  being  reasonably  prevented.  And  I will  and  direct  that  the  rector  for  the 
time  being  of  the  said  respective  parishes,  if  resident,  and  if  not,  then  the 
officiating  minister,  shall  have  the  sole  right  of  nominating  and  appointing  the 
objects  proper  to  receive  the  said  donations,  and  that  the  parish  clerk  of  each 
parish  for  the  time  being  shall  have  a preference  in  the  said  distribution.” 

This  charity  has  not  yet  come  into  operation  by  the  termination  of  the  life 
interests  on  which  it  was  suspended.

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PARISH  OF  FROCESTER. 

Ralph  Bigland’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Bigland , esq.  Garter  principal  King  at  Arms  of  the  Herald’s  Office, 
London,  who  died  in  1784,  gave  to  his  son  Richard  Bigland,  esq.  the  vicar, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Frocester,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  100/.,  in  trust,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in 
lands  in  the  said  parish,  or  in  some  parish  as  near  to  it  as  might  be,  that  the 
interest  or  produce  of  the  said  100/.  might  be  received  and  distributed  by  the 
vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  Frocester  for  the  time 
being  for  ever,  in  such  manner  and  time  of  the  year  as  should  seem  most 
proper ; requesting,  that  whoever  should  be  concerned  in  the  distribution 
thereof  would  first  condescend  to  reserve  to  themselves  for  their  trouble,  out 
of  the  said  interest  rent  or  produce,  a compliment  of  20 s.  to  dine  together  on 
the  anniversary  of  his  wedding-day,  the  13th  day  of  June  ; the  residue  of  the 
interest,  rent  or  produce,  to  be  distributed  by  them,  first  to  the  clerk  of  the 
parish  church  of  Frocester,  2 s.  6d.  yearly,  and  the  remainder  to  the  needy  or 
rather  worthy  poor  of  the  parish  aforesaid  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  100/.  was  laid  out  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will  in  the 
purchase  of  a piece  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground,  known  by  the  name  of 
Whitmead  alias  Wetmead,  containing  by  estimation  2 a.  1 r.  16p.  or  thereabouts, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Coaley,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  which  by  an 
Indenture,  dated  9th  September  1796,  was  granted  and  released  by  Richard 
Biglaiul,  the  son  of  the  testator,  to  the  Rev.  George  Hayward,  vicar,  and 
Thomas  Partridge  and  others  the  parish  officers  therein  named,  to  hold  to  and 
to  the  use  of  them,  their  heirs,  successors  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  pay  and 
apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  for  and  upon  the  trusts,  intents  and  pur- 
poses expressed  in  the  said  will. 

The  piece  of  land  so  purchased  is  a meadow  well  known,  and  marked  by  an 
ancient  boundary,  and  the  same  is  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  and  let  by  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  5 /.,  which 
has  been  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens. 

Till  within  three  years  the  whole  5/.,  except  the  2 s.  6 d.  which  has  been 
always  paid  to  the  clerk,  and  the  land-tax,  which  has  been  about  45.  c2d.  annu- 
ally, was  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  but  some  doubts  having  been 
entertained  of  the  legality  or  propriety  of  departing  from  the  purposes  expressed 
in  the  will,  viz.  that  of  appropriating  205.  to  a dinner,  the  whole  51.  has  been 
kept  back  till  the  distributors  of  the  fund  could  be  satisfied  that  they  might 
apply  the  whole  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor.  They  thus  have  in  hand  the 
sum  of  15/.,  and  as  they  now  are  satisfied  that  the  whole  of  that  sum  maybe 
bestowed  upon  the  charitable  objects  of  the  will,  it  is  their  intention  to  make 
such  application  of  it  accordingly. 

While  the  charitable  fund  was  in  a course  of  application  it  was  generally 
confined  to  the  poor  not  receiving  weekly  parish  pay,  except  in  cases  of  peculiar 
distress  and  desert. 

A cottage  and  about  three  acres  of  land  have  belonged  to  the  parish  from 
time  immemorial,  the  rents  of  which  have  been  always  applied  to  the  repairs  of 
the  church,  and  the  same  are  brought  to  account  in  the  churchwardens  books. 

These  lands  appear  formerly  to  have  been  vested  in  feoffees,  but  they  are  now 
under  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  churchwardens. 


PARISH  OF  HARESFIELD. 

Charities  of  Mrs.  Ann  Pulton,  Samuel  Pulton,  Elizabeth  Pulton, 
the  Rev.  John  Longford,  Mary  Capel,  Daniel  Niblett,  and  Eliza- 
beth Niblett. 

Upon  different  tablets  the  following  benefactions  are  thus  inscribed: 

“ Mrs.  Ann  Pulton,  late  wife  of  Mr.  Samuel  Pulton,  gave  40/.,  the  interest 
of  which  is  to  be  annually  employed  to  the  relief  and  setting  to  work  of  the 
poor. 

“ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Niblett,  April  29th,  1788,  left  20/.,  the  interest  and  profits 
to  be  applied  yearly  at  Christmas  for  the  use  of  the  poor  for  ever.

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“ Samuel  Pulton , gent,  gave  40/.  for  ever,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  yearly 
disposed  of  to  the  poor. 

“ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Pulton  gave  at  her  death  20/.  for  ever,  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  yearly  disposed  of  to  the  poor. 

“ The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Longford,  by  his  last  Will,  gave  50/.  to  this  parish 
for  ever,  the  interest  of  it  to  be  applied  in  apprenticing  out  poor  children. 

“ Mrs.  Mary  Capel,  by  her  last  Will,  gave  20/.  to  this  parish  for  ever,  the 
interest  of  it  to  be  applied  in  teaching  poor  children. 

“ Daniel  Niblett  of  this  parish,  gent,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  24th  day  of 
April  1772,  gave  and  bequeathed  unto  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  this 
parish  for  the  time  being  the  sum  of  100/.  upon  trust  that  they  and  their 
successors,  ministers  and  churchwardens,  should  from  time  to  time,  and  for 
ever  thereafter,  place  out  and  continue  the  same  at  interest  upon  government 
or  real  security,  and  pay,  apply,  and  dispose  of  such,  as  the  same  should  be 
from  time  to  time  received,  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  poor  children  to 
read  and  write.” 

In  the  vestry-book  of  this  parish  are  the  following  entries  : — 

“ 1773,  April  12th. — At  a vestry  meeting  held  this  day,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  several  sums  as  under,  being  donations  to  this  parish,  should  be  laid  out  in 
the  public  funds,  and  the  interest  arising  from  the  same  be  annually  applied 
according  to  the  will  of  the  several  donors  ; and  Mr.  Samuel  Niblett  was  desired 
to  lay  out  the  same.

To  apprentice  children. 

For  schooling. 

At  a vestry  meeting  held  the  30th  of  December  1773,  it  appears  that  the 
several  sums  above,  amounting  to  270  /.  have  been  laid  out  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Niblett  agreeably  to  the  desire  of  the  vestry  in  the  three-per-cents,  and  has 
purchased  316/.  145.  2 d.  stock,  the  same  being  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Samuel 
Niblett,  who  engages  to  pay  the  interest  annually,  if  received,  agreeably  to  the 
will  of  the  several  donors. 

(signed)  Samuel  Niblett.” 

“ 1783,  May  22d. — It  was  agreed,  that  the  20/.  legacy  left  by  the  late 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Niblett  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  be  laid  out  in  the  funds,  and 
Samuel  Niblett,  esq.  be  desired  to  lay  out  the  same. 

(signed)  Thomas  Pudge,  vicar,  and 

eight  others,  parishioners.” 

“ 1784. — Agreeably  to  an  order  of  vestry  the  22d  May  1783,  Mr.  Niblett 
has  laid  out  in  the  three-per-cents  20/.  a legacy  left  to  the  parish  of  Haresfiekl 
by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Niblett,  deceased,  which  sum  bought  29/.  195.  2 d.  stock, 
the  interest  18  5.  to  be  given  away  to  the  poor  at  Christmas  annually.” 

This  stock,  being  346/.  135.  4c/.  reduced  three-per-cents,  still  remains  in  the 
name  of  Mr.  Samuel  Niblett,  long  since  deceased,  in  whose  name  it  was  first 
invested ; but  steps  are  about  to  be  taken  to  get  it  transferred  into  the  name 
of  his  representative,  for  the  purpose  of  the  charities.  The  dividends  of  the 
stock  amount  to  10/.  85. ; 4/.  45.  6d.  of  which,  answering  to  the  donations  of 
Mrs.  Capel  and  Mr.  Daniel  Niblett,  continues  to  be  applied  to  the  schooling 
of  the  poor  children  of  the  parish,  and  the  residue  is  distributed  among  poor 
people  of  the  parish,  whose  names  are  entered  in  a vestry-book,  according  to 
a list  settled  at  a special  meeting  of  the  vestry  previously  convened  for  that 
purpose. 

Thomas  Teekle’s  Charity. 

Upon  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church  is  the  following  inscription : — 

“ Mr.  Thomas  Teekle,  by  his  Will,  December  1st,  1675,  gave  the  yearly  sum 
of  5 /.  for  the  relief  and  setting  to  work  of  the  poor.” 

This  sum  is  stated  to  be  a charge  of  2/.  105.  per  annum  on  a house  and  lands 
of  the  late  Daniel  Niblett,  esquire,  and  2/.  105.  on  the  house  and  lands  of  the  late” 
Mrs.  Rolles,  called  Teekle’s,  clear  of  all  deductions. 

Rep.  16.  K 
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The  homestead  is  now  called  Teekle’s,  and  bears  the  charge  of  1 /.  The  rest  of 
the  lands  having  been  some  time  ago  sold  off  at  various  times,  were  subjected,  by 
the  stipulations  of  the  sale,  to  certain  parts  of  the  rentcharge,  proportioned  to 
their  respective  quantities. 

' Mr.  Niblett,  and  his  family  before  him,  have  for  many  years  paid  01.  105.  with 
reference  to  the  firskmentioned  house  and  lands,  and  135.  4(/.  in  respect  to 
a part  of  the  land  called  the  Whadley’s,  subsequently  purchased  by  him. 

Mr.  Joseph  Dowdswell  pays  105.  in  respect  of  a piece  of  land  called  Huntley’s; 
and  Charles  Chandler  65.  8 d.  for  a piece  of  the  ground  called  Whadley’s  ; which 
several  payments  together  make  5 l. 

The  above  annual  amount,  so  composed,  is  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  church- 
wardens, and  is  applied  by  them  when  it  accumulates  to  a sufficient  sum,  in  the 
purchase  of  cloth  and  flannel,  among  the  persons  named  in  a list  regularly 
entered  in  the  vestry-book.

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[See  the  Report  of  this  Charity  set  out  in  the  4th  Report,  p.  448 ; also 
11th  Report,  p.  789-] 

This  parish  receives  from  R.  Bray,  esquire,  the  treasurer  of  this  charity,  an 
annual  sum  out  of  the  lands  devised  by  Henry  Smith  to  his  trustees. 

The  sum  received  varies  according  to  the  proceeds  of  the  estates,  but  last  year 
it  was  16/.  105.  8 d. 

When  received  the  money  is  distributed  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
trustees,  to  whom  a certificate  is  sent  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  same  testator  also  gave  a piece  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Hurscomb,  con- 
taining eight  acres,  which  has  since  been  exchanged,  under  an  inclosure  Act,  for 
eight  acres  in  Haresfield  parish,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  churchwardens, 
who  have  let  it  to  Mr.  Sims,  of  the  parish  of  Longney,  at  a rent  of  14/.  a year  for 
three  years  from  Christmas  last,  having  been  previously  let  to  the  same  tenant 
for  1 01.  a year.  The  letting  is  settled  at  a vestry-meeting  by  the  churchwardens 
and  other  persons  then  present.  The  rent  has  been  regularly  paid,  and  distri- 
buted among  the  general  poor  of  the  parish  ; but  it  will,  we  are  assured,  in 
future  be  confined  to  the  poor  not  receiving  parish  pay. 

Samuel  Yeale’s  Charity. 

Church  Table: — “ Samuel  Yealf  gave  10/.  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  coals 
at  Christmas.”  Date  of  Table  1739- 

This  sum  of  10/.  has  long  been  in  the  hands  of  the  parish,  who  distribute  the 
sum  of  105.  as  the  interest  thereof,  in  coals  among  poor  housekeepers  not 
receiving  parish  relief,  who  are  fixed  upon  at  a vestry  held  for  the  purpose.

William  How’s  Charity. 

Upon  a Table  in  the  church  is  the  following  inscription  : — “ William  How, 
gentleman,  gave  205.  per  year,  to  be  distributed  yearly  to  poor  housekeepers  of 
this  parish  as  shall  not  receive  alms,  to  be  paid  every  26th  day  of  December  out 
of  the  rent  of  the  ground  belonging  to  Mr.  Thomas,  since  called  Stakes  Bridges, 
in  this  parish.  Given  in  1666.” 

The  lands  called  Stakes  Bridges  are  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  William  Fryer 
of  Frethern,  who  regularly  pays  the  sum  of  1 /.  to  the  churchwardens  and  the 
overseers  of  this  parish,  by  whom  it  is  distributed  on  the  26th  day  of  December 
yearly  among  the  second  poor,  in  sums  ot  15.  and  15.  C)d.  each  ; but  the  dona- 
tion of  such  small  sums  having  been  found  rather  prejudicial  than  useful,  it  has 
been  resolved  in  future  to  confine  the  distribution  to  four  poor  persons,  in  sums 
of  55.  each,  to  make  the  relief  more  substantial. 
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PARISH  OF  KING’S  STANLEY. 

The  Trust  of  Deacon’s  Close. 

The  oldest  document  in  the  possession  of  the  parish  relating  to  the  above 
charity,  is  an  Indenture  of  Transfer  to  new  feoffees,  dated  18th  January  1717> 
between  Daniel  Fowler  the  elder,  and  John  Barnard,  who  appear  to  have  been 
the  surviving  trustees,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Jeffreys  of  London,  esquire, 
and  divers  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  reciting 
that  Queen  Elizabeth  by  letters  patent,  dated  25th  February,  in  the  29th  year  of 
her  reign,  had  granted  to  Edward  Wymark  and  his  heirs  all  that  close  of  pasture 
called  Deacon’s  Close,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  in  the  parish  of  King’s 
Stanley,  and  that  the  fee-simple  of  the  said  close  had  by  mesne  conveyances 
become  vested  in  them  the  said  Daniel  Fowler  and  others,  and  that  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  same  close  were  to  be  employed  and  bestowed  towards  the 
maintenance  of  the  poor  people  of  King’s  Stanley  aforesaid,  and  towards  the 
reparation  of  the  church  and  the  amendment  of  the  highways  there,  and  to  such 
other  charitable  uses  as  to  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  their 
heirs  or  assigns,  should  seem  meet ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Daniel  Fowler 
and  John  Barnard,  for  the  nominal  consideration  therein  mentioned,  did  release 
and  confirm  unto  the  said  John  Jeffreys  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  the  said 
close  called  Deacon’s  Close,  to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  John 
Jeffreys  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the 
purposes  before  mentioned. 

The  next  Indenture  relating  to  these  premises  is  dated  19th  August  1736, 
whereby  the  survivors  of  the  feoffees  named  in  the  before-mentioned  conveyance 
conveyed  the  said  close  so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  new  feoffees,  upon  the  same 
trusts  as  those  before  specified. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  feoffees  of  these  premises  have  been  subsequently 
renewed  ; but  the  management  of  the  property,  which  is  a piece  of  pasture  land 
consisting  of  an  acre,  or  something  more,  inclosed  within  an  ancient  fence 
lying  near  the  rectory-house,  has  been  long  exercised  by  the  churchwardens  or 
the  resident  minister  of  the  parish.  It  used  to  be  let,  as  appears  by  the  church- 
wardens books,  for  many  years  at  2/.  10s.;  but  this  being  a manufacturing 
district,  and  the  land  being  in  consequence  of  more  value  than  land  otherwise 
situated,  Mr.  Smith,  the  present  minister,  obtains  for  it  5 /.  a year,  which  he 
employs,  together  with  some  other  monies  hereafter  mentioned,  in  supporting 
three  schools  in  the  parish  for  instructing  the  children  of  the  poor. 

This  application  of  the  money  has  been  in  practice  for  a great  many  years, 
and  agrees  with  what  is  expressed  in  the  Church  Table,  which  is  as  follows  : — 

“ A pasture  ground  called  the  Deacon’s  Close,  now  let  for  5 /.  a year,  the 
rent  to  be  spent  in  teaching  the  poor  to  read.” 

The  receipt  of  the  rent,  and  application  thereof,  are  regularly  brought  to 
account  by  Mr.  Smith  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

Captain  John  Paul’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : — “ Captain  John  Paul  gave  to  this  parish  305.  per  year  for 
ever,  to  teach  children  to  read,  charged  on  his  estate  in  Stanley  Kings.” 

We  could  learn  nothing  respecting  this  charity,  except  what  the  Church 
Table  records.  An  annual  sum  of  305.  as  far  back  as  any  living  memory  goes, 
has  been  treated  as  a charge  upon  a small  estate  or  farm,  consisting  of  about 
30  acres,  situate  at  a place  called  Peg-street  in  the  parish  of  King’s  Stanley, 
and  regularly  paid  by  the  tenant  to  the  minister  of  the  parish,  who  has  applied 
the  same  towards  the  schooling  of  the  poor  children  of  the  same  parish. 

Susannah  Selwyn’s  Charity. 

Susannah  Sehvyn,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  dated  7th  July  1725,  gave  and 
bequeathed  unto  William  Paine  the  sum  of  100/.  in  trust  to  lay  out  the  same 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  be 
conveyed  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  said  William  Paine  and  her,  the  said 
testatrix’s  sister,  Mary  Moore,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  King’s  Stanley,  should  think  fit,  and  to  his 
and  their  heirs,  in  trust  to  pay  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  manner 
following ; viz.  one  half  thereof  for  providing  bedding,  shirts  and  shifts,  and

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King’s  Stanley,  other  clothing,  for  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish,  as  the  minister  and 

SusannabTsehv  ^ churchwardens  of  the  same  should  think  fit,  and  the  other  half  for  teaching 

US3I(jharity,VV^n  * such  Poor  children  of  the  said  parish  to  read  the  Bible,  as  the  minister  and 
continued.  churchwardens  should  think  fit ; and  until  such  purchase  could  be  had,  to  place 

v ^ ' out  the  said  money  at  interest,  and  pay  and  apply  the  interest  thereof  in  the 

same  manner  as  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  land  were  directed  to  be  employed. 
And  she  made  the  said  William  Paine  and  Mary  Moore  executor  and  executrix 
of  her  will. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  3d  January  1746,  made  between  John  Combe, 
William  Berrow  and  James  Read,  all  of  Bristol,  assignees  of  the  estate  of 
William  Budding,  then  late  of  that  city,  bankrupt,  of  the  first  part ; the  said 
William  Budding  of  the  second  part ; Samuel  Colborne  of  the  third  part ; 
Kinard  Baghott  of  King’s  Stanley,  clerk,  Thomas  Pettat,  Joseph  Hewlings, 
Jaspar  Clutterbuck,  Richard  Clutterbuck,  and  others  therein  named,  of  the 
fourth  part ; and  Thomas  Roberts  of  the  fifth  part ; reciting  the  said  will,  and 
a mortgage  for  a term  of  500  years,  which  had  been  made  by  the  said  William 
Budding  to  the  said  Samuel  Colborne  for  securing  the  sum  of  200/.,  of  a piece 
of  meadow  ground,  situate  in  a meadow  called  the  Little  Mead,  in  the  parish 
of  Eastington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  containing  by  estimation  three 
quarters  of  an  acre ; and  a close  of  pasture  land  called  the  Upper  Grove  Leaze, 
containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  lying  near  a certain  grove  of  Henry 
Stephens,  called  Mould  Grove ; and  a close  of  pasture  called  the  Lower  Grove 
Mead,  containing  by  estimation  44-  acres,  also  lying  near  Mould  Grove;  and 
several  pieces  of  arable  land  lying  in  a field  called  Budley  Field,  in  the  said 
parish  of  Eastington,  viz.  seven  ridges  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  said  field, 
containing  by  estimation  If-  acre,  and  three  other  ridges  of  arable  land  lying 
together  in  the  same  field,  containing  by  estimation  three  quarters  of  an  acre ; 
and  several  other  pieces  or  parcels  of  arable  land  lying  in  a field  called  the 
West  Field,  in  the  said  parish  of  Eastington,  viz.  four  other  pieces  of  arable 
land  in  the  said  field,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre ; and  also  another 
ridge  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  same  field,  containing  by  estimation  half  an 
acre  : And  reciting  a payment  of  the  further  sum  of  200/.  by  the  said  William 
Budding  to  the  said  Samuel  Colborne,  for  securing  which  a further  mortgage 
was  granted  to  him  upon  the  same  premises  ; and  that  the  said  William  Budding 
had  become  bankrupt,  and  the  said  John  Combe,  William  Berrow  and  James 
Read  had  been  appointed  his  assignees ; and  that  320/.  of  the  said  mortgage 
had  been  paid,  so  that  there  remained  only  the  sum  of  86/.  12s.  due  upon  the 
said  mortgage  for  principal  and  interest : And  reciting  further,  that  the  said 
Mary  Moore,  as  the  surviving  executrix  of  the  will  of  the  said  Susannah 
Selwyn,  had  paid  into  the  hands  of  Kinard  Baghott,  Thomas  Pettat  and  Joseph 
Hewlings,  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  King  Stanley  aforesaid,  the  sum 
of  ISO/.  15s.  being  the  principal  charity  money,  and  the  interest  due  for  the 
same ; and  that  the  said  Kinard  Baghott  and  others  had,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  principal  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  King’s 
Stanley,  agreed  with  the  said  John  Combe  and  others,  assignees  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  purchase  of  the  lands  and  premises  thereinbefore  mentioned  and 
described,  for  the  sum  of  130/.  part  of  the  said  sum  of  130/.  15s.  and  for  the 
better  executing  of  the  said  trust  according  to  the  charitable  intention  of  the 
said  donor,  had  named  Jaspar  Clutterbuck  and  the  others  therein  mentioned  to 
be  co-trustees  with  them  the  said  Kinard  Baghott,  Thomas  Pettat  and  Joseph 
Hewlings:  It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  43/.  8s.  paid 
to  the  said  assignees  of  the  said  bankrupt,  and  of  86/.  12s.  paid  to  the  said 
Samuel  Colborne  in  discharge  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  to  him  by  the 
said  Kinard  Baghott  and  others,  making  together  the  sum  of  130/.  they  the 
said  parties  of  the  first,  second  and  third  parts  did  thereby  release  and  convey 
unto  the  said  Jaspar  Clutterbuck  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  the 
said  premises  thereinbefore  mentioned  and  described;  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
heirs  to  the  use  of  the  said  Kinard  Baghott,  Thomas  Pettat,  Joseph  Hewlings, 
Jaspar  Clutterbuck,  and  the  other  persons  therein  named,  as  trustees,  in  trust 
that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  for  ever  thereafter  pay  and  apply  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  and  upon  the  trusts  and  purposes  in 
the  said  will  mentioned.  And  it  was  thereby  provided,  that  within  40  days 
next  after  the  reduction  of  the  said  trustees  to  the  number  of  three,  the  sur- 
viving trustees  should  convev  the  trust  premises  to  eight  or  more  new  trustees, 

to 
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to  be  chosen  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time 
being,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  surviving  trustees,  upon  the  trusts 
aforesaid.  And  in  the  same  Indenture  was  contained  an  assignment  of  the 
said  mortgage-term  to  a trustee  for  the  protection  of  the  inheritance. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  premises  so  conveyed  to  the  trustees  upon  the  first 
purchase  as  aforesaid  were  afterwards  transferred  to  new  trustees. 

The  purchased  estate  consists  of  several  pieces  and  parcels  of  land  in  the 
occupation  of  Henry  Hicks,  esquire,  who  pays  25 /.  to  the  churchwardens  for 
the  same,  which  is  considered  a sufficient  rent  for  it,  but  the  premises  lie  inter- 
spersed among  the  other  property  of  Mr.  Hicks,  so  as  to  make  it  expedient 
that  the  same  should  be  surveyed  and  mapped,  which  we  have  recommended 
to  be  done  accordingly. 

This  25  /.  is  divided  into  equal  portions,  one  half  of  which  is  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  clothing  for  the  aged  and  infirm,  selected  with  the  advice  of  the 
minister,  who  keeps  a list  of  the  persons  relieved,  and  of  the  proportions  they 
respectively  receive. 

The  other  half  is  added  to  the  fund,  which  the  minister  applies  towards  the 
support  of  the  three  schools  situate  in  different  parts  of  the  parish,  which  is 
widely  extended,  in  which  the  children  of  the  poor  are  taught  to  read  and  say 
their  catechism  by  three  schoolmistresses  ; the  clergyman  of  the  parish  attend- 
ing to  the  management  and  conduct  of  each  school. 

The  children  taught  at  these  schools  also  attend  the  Sunday  school.

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Catherina  Warlock’s  Charity. 

Church  Table: — “ Mrs.  Catherina  Warlock,  late  of  Uly,  of  this  county,  widow,  Catherina 
at  her  decease,  gave  80/.  in  the  three  per  cent  Bank  annuities,  the  interest  thereof  Warlock’s  Charity, 
to  be  laid  out  in  bread  yearly,  near  to  St.  Thomas’s-day,  to  be  given  to  poor 
widows  belonging  to  this  parish,  who  should  be  housekeepers,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  minister  and  churchwardens.” 

This  stock  remains  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  the  interest  being  received 
and  paid  by  John  Hawker,  esquire,  to  the  churchwardens. 

It  is  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  away  at  the  Sunday  schoolhouse  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day  to  poor  widow  women.

The  Gift  of  Henry  Rishton  and  iiis  Wife. 

By  Indenture,  made  6th  April  1738,  between  Henry  Rishton,  of  Bath,  esq. 
and  Eleanor,  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Sandford,  of  Leonard 
Stanley,  esquire,  and  Edmond  Assheton,  curate  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other 
part ; It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Eleanor  Rishton,  with  the  consent  and 
direction  of  her  said  husband,  did  thereby  give  and  deposit  into  the  hands  of  the 
said  Robert  Sandford  and  Edmond  Assheton,  the  sum  of  200/.  to  be  laid  out 
by  them,  the  said  Robert  Sandford  and  Edmond  Assheton,  and  his  successors, 
ministers  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  the 
profits  thereof  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  in 
manner  following;  viz.  partly  in  relieving  poor  persons  and  families  when  visited 
with  sickness  or  any  other  apparent  want,  at  such  times  and  in  such  proportions 
as  they  in  their  discretion,  under  the  general  directions  following,  should  think 
fit,  viz.  in  the  first  place,  that  the  most  distressed  objects,  and  such  as  did  not 
receive  alms  from  the  parish,  should  always  have  the  preference  ; secondly, 
that  all  should  partake  of  it  that  were  distressed,  whether  they  did  or  did  not 
receive  alms  from  the  parish,  if  the  case  when  they  did  receive  such  alms  should 
appear  really  calamitous,  and  the  parish  allotment  should  prove  too  scanty, 
guarding  still  as  far  as  might  be  against  all  diminution  of  parish  alms  on  that 
account ; thirdly,  that  no  object  should  receive  a less  sum  than  2 s.  6d.  at  a time. 
Partly  to  the  charity-school  there  for  teaching  poor  children  to  read,  in  such 
measure  as  they  the  said  .trustees  should  judge  proper  every  year,  and  once  in 
two  or  three  years  should  employ  51.  towards  placing  out  an  apprentice,  son  to 
a poor  person  of  the  said  parish  not  receiving  alms,  if  a proper  person  should 
offer,  and  the  said  sum  until  such  purchase  could  be  made  was  to  be  placed  out 
at  interest,  and  the  interest  to  be  employed  as  the  rents  and  profits  so  directed 
to  be  employed  as  aforesaid. 
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The  money  is  supposed  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  some 
years  after  the  donation,  but  it  is  not  known  nor  can  it  now  be  ascertained 
exactly  at  what  time,  as  the  purchase-deed,  though  once  in  the  possession  of 
the  parish,  has  long  been  missing  ; but  the  trustees  have  been  many  years  in 
the  possession  of  several  parcels  of  meadow  land,  consisting  of  about  eight 
acres,  situate  in  this  parish,  derived  to  them  under  the  said  deed  of  gift.  The 
present  trustees  are  Edward  Wilbraham  and  William  Lawrence,  esquires,  of 
Cirencester. 

The  trustees  have  let  the  land  usually  to  a yearly  tenant.  For  the  last  six 
years  the  rent  has  been  16/.  a year,  which  is  considered  fairly  its  worth.  The 
resident  clergyman,  who  is  officially  one  of  the  trustees,  has  for  the  last  six  years 
disposed  of  the  money.  The  charity  income,  except  a small  part  which  is  occa- 
sionally expended  in  the  purchase  of  tracts  for  the  children  of  the  parish,  has 
usually  been  applied  wholly  to  the  support  and  relief  of  the  aged,  sick  and 
infirm,  a preference  being  shown  to  those  persons  who  have  endeavoured  to 
support  themselves  independently  of  the  parish.  It  is  bestowed  in  this  way 
every  year,  the  minister  keeping  a list  of  the  persons  relieved. 


Daniel  Badger’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Badger's  Daniel  Badger,  by  his  Will,  dated  10th  of  November  1711,  charged  his 
Chanty.  estate  in  the  parishes  of  Berkley  and  Slymbridge,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
with  the  sum  of  405.  per  annum,  with  a power  of  distress  for  the  same,  to  be  paid 
unto  Robert  Sandford  the  elder,  of  Leonard  Stanley,  his  son  Robert  Sandford  the 
younger,  and  John  Tayler,  also  of  Leonard  Stanley  aforesaid,  clerk,  their  heirs 
and  assigns  for  ever,  in  trust,  for  the  charitable  uses  thereinafter  mentioned ; 
with  full  power  and  authority  for  them  the  said  Robert  Sandford  the  elder, 
Robert  Sandford  the  younger  and  John  Tayler,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor 
of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  nominate  and  choose  three  new  trustees, 
and  such  new  trustees  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  to  choose  other 
three  new  trustees,  and  so  successively  to  the  world’s  end,  all  and  every  which 
said  trustees  to  be  of  the  parish  of  Leonard  Stanley  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  that 
they  should  yearly  for  ever,  at  the  discretion  and  by  the  order  of  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Leonard  Stanley  aforesaid  for  the  tune 
being,  (if  they  or  any  of  them  should  require  the  same,)  otherwise  at  their  own 
discretion  by  majority  of  number  agreeing,  lay  out  and  dispose  of  the  said  sum 
of  405.  per  annum  for  the  teaching  and  educating  children  of  the  poor  inhabit- 
ants of  the  said  parish  of  Leonard  Stanley,  in  reading,  writing,  and  also  cate- 
chetical learning  of  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  according  to  the 
usage  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  not  otherwise,  and  in  providing,  as  to  the 
said  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  seem  meet,  books,  paper,  and 
other  things  needful  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  estate  so  charged  by  the  testator  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Samuel 
Wathen.  The  rentcharge  has  been  for  some  years  regularly  paid  to  the  minister 
of  Leonard  Stanley,  who  applies  it  to  the  education  of  eight  poor  children, 
placed  under  the  tuition  of  a schoolmistress  appointed  by  himself,  who  teaches 
them  to  read  the  Bible,  to  say  their  catechism,  and  to  sew\ 

When  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  the  present  curate,  came  first  to  the  parish,  he 
found  that  there  was  an  accumulation  of  the  rentcharge,  amounting  to  40/.,  in 
the  hands  of  the  churchwarden  unapplied,  which  being  delivered  over  to  him 
he  paid  it  into  the  hands  of  his  brother,  the  rector  of  the  parish,  who  has  given 
his  note  of  hand,  dated  November  12th,  1822,  for  the  repayment  of  the  capital, 
with  interest  in  the  mean  time  at  five  per  cent,  and  this  sum  of  405.  so  derived 
is  bestowed  in  the  same  way  as  the  405.  arising  out  of  the  land,  as  above 
mentioned.

Randwick.  William  Bennett  in  the  year  1627,  as  appears  by  subsequent  deeds  for  trans- 

~~  , ferring  the  same,  granted  an  annuity  of  3 /.  per  annum,  issuing  out  of  a pasture 

1 Charity11611  S groun^>  called  Hyat’s  Leasow,  in  the  parish  of  Stonehouse,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  to  trustees,  for  paying  one  half  part  of  the  rents  thereof  to  a minister 
who  should  from  time  to  time  preach  in  the  parish  church  of  Randwick,  and 

the 
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the  other  half  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  of  the  same  parish,  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  they  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit. 

The  land  subjected  to  this  annuity  is  in  Stonehouse  parish,  in  the  possession 
of  John  Dymock,  esq.,  by  whom  the  rent  has  been  regularly  paid  to  the  parish 
feoffees,  or  their  receiver ; the  same  being  vested  in  such  feoffees  together  with 
the  other  charity  property  belonging  to  the  parish. 

Half  of  the  annuity,  11.  10s.,  is  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  parish,  and  the 
other  half  laid  out  in  woollen  cloth  for  the  poor.

Thomas  Bennett’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Bennett , late  of  Randwick,  by  his  Will,  dated  2d  of  October,  6 Car.  I.  Thomas  Bennett'* 
gave  to  the  minister  and  poor  of  Randwick  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  51.  to  remain  Chanty, 
a stock,  the  profit  thereof  to  be  distributed  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Randwick. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  9th  June  1677,  John  Elliott,  of  Westrip,  in  consi- 
deration of  the  said  51.  paid  to  him  by  William  Selwyn,  with  whom  it  had  been 
deposited,  granted  and  confirmed  unto  Giles  Bennett  and  others,  the  parish 
feoffees,  and  their  heirs,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  5 s.,  to  be  issuing 
out  of  all  that  inclosed  piece  of  arable  land  lying  at  the  lower  end  of  Randwick 
Ridge,  containing  by  estimation  1 £ acre,  lying  in  the  parishes  of  Randwick 
and  Stonehouse ; to  hold  the  same  to  and  for  the  use  of  them,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  land  is  in  the  possession  of  one  John  Mousley  who,  as  well  as  the  former 
proprietors,  has  paid  the  rent  regularly,  which  has  been  joined  to  and  distributed 
with  the  31.  given  by  William  Bennett. 

The  Charity  School. 

By  Indenture,  dated  27th  July  1708,  made  between  John  Vobes,  of  the  TheCharitySchooI. 
parish  of  Standish,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  brother  and  heir  of  Thomas 
Vobes,  late  of  Standish  aforesaid,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  Nathaniel  lies, 
and  others  therein  respectively  mentioned  and  described  as  being  of  the  parish 
of  Randwick,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Vobes  did  by  his 
last  Will,  dated  8th  February  1706,  give  to  his  brother  the  said  John  Vobes  all 
his  free  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  during  his  and  his  wife’s  life  ; but  that  if 
they  should  die  without  heirs  of  their  bodies,  then  it  should  fall  to  the  parish 
of  Randwick,  to  train  up  their  poor  young  children  at  school  as  they  should 
think  good  to  the  world’s  end,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  Randwick  for  ever,  of  which  Will  the  said 
Thomas  Vobes  named  his  said  brother  John  Vobes  sole  executor  ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Vobes  died  seised  in  fee-simple  of  two  messuages 
or  tenements,  joining  to  each  other,  with  the  gardens  and  orchard  thereunto 
belonging,  formerly  built  by  the  said  Thomas  Vobes,  and  then  in  the  respective 
occupations  of  John  Vobes  and  John  Wilken,  and  of  two  acres  late  of  arable  land, 
one  whereof  had  been  converted  into  pasture  ground,  containing  seven  rudges, 
lying  together  in  a field  called  Podloe  Field,  at  or  near  the  gate  there,  within  the 
parish  of  Standish  aforesaid,  bounded  as  therein  described,  on  which  said  two 
acres,  or  some  part  thereof,  the  said  two  messuages  were  then  standing,  and  also 
of  nine  rudges  of  arable,  containing  by  estimation  1 % acre,  lying  in  the  said  field 
called  Podloe  Field,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  all  situate  in  the  said  parish 
of  Standish ; and  also  reciting  that  the  said  John  Vobes  was  desirous  that  the 
said  Will  should  take  effect  according  to  the  true  meaning  and  intent  thereof, 
and  that  the  said  free  land  should  be  ascertained  and  particularly  set  forth  ; It 
is  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Vobes,  for  the  nominal  consideration  therein 
mentioned,  granted  and  released  to  the  said  Nathaniel  lies  and  others,  parties 
of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  all  the  aforesaid  premises, 
to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  him  the  said  John  Vobes  and  Mary  his  wife  for 
and  during  their  lives  5 and  from  and  immediately  after  both  their  deceases, 
then  to  the  use  of  their  heirs  lawfully  begotten,  and  for  want  of  such  issue, 
then  to  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Randwick  aforesaid,  to  train 
up  their  poor  young  children  at  school  as  they  should  think  good,  to  be  disposed 
of  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  Randwick  for 
ever,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  above-recited  Will  of  the  said 
Thomas  Vobes. 
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Randwick.  It  appears  by  the  recital  of  a subsequent  deed,  dated  20th  February  1734, 

— being  a conveyance  from  Nathaniel  lies  and  Stephen  Mills  upon  the  charitable 
TheS:iS;h°01'  tmsts  above  mentioned,  that  John  Vobes  and  Mary  his  wife  died  without 
issue. 

By  Indenture,  dated  11th  August  1730,  between  Sarah  White,  widow  of 
Benjamin  White,  deceased,  Richard  White,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  the  said 
Benjamin  White,  and  Elizabeth  the  wife  of  the  said  Richard  White,  of  the  first 
part,  James  Winchcombe  of  the  second  part,  and  Henry  Cook  and  William 
Wake  of  the  third  part,  reciting,  that  Richard  Cambridge , of  London,  merchant, 
had  in  his  lifetime  given  the  sum  of  501.  towards  the  erection  of  a charity  school 
in  the  parish  of  Randwick,  for  the  better  support  of  a master  there,  to  instruct 
the  poor  children  of  the  same  parish  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts ; and 
reciting,  that  Ann  Hawker,  widow  of  Thomas  Hawker,  of  the  same  parish, 
had  by  her  Will  given  the  sum  of  20/.  for  the  same  charitable  uses,  the  interest 
of  which  said  several  sums  since  the  same  were  respectively  given  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  20/.,  making  together  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  90/.;  and  further 
setting  forth,  that  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  Randwick  had  agreed 
to  lay  out  and  invest  the  said  sum  of  90/.  in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  fee-simple, 
and  that  the  said  Henry  Cook  and  William  Blake  had  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
at  the  request  of  the  parishioners,  agreed  with  the  said  Richard  White  for  the 
purchase  of  the  two  closes  thereinafter  mentioned,  for  the  sum  of  100/.,  to  be 
conveyed  to  such  trustees  as  the  substantial  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  should 
nominate,  and  that  in  order  to  make  up  the  said  purchase  money  they  had 
borrowed  at  interest  of  Daniel  Shutford  of  Stroud,  schoolmaster,  the  sum  of 
10/. : It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  100/.  to  the  said  Sarah  White 
and  Richard  White  paid  by  the  said  Henry  Cook  and  William  Wake,  they  the 
said  Sarah  White,  and  Richard  White,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  did  thereby 
release  and  convey  unto  the  said  Henry  Cook  and  William  Wake,  and 
their  heirs,  the  close  of  meadow  or  pasture  ground  adjoining  to  a tenement 
called  Vick’s  tenement,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  then  called  the 
Mead,  but  which  was  formerly  reputed  part  of  a close,  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  the  Home  Close,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  highway  there,  and 
the  close  of  pasture  ground  called  Rice’s  Orchard,  containing  by  estimation  one 
acre,  having  the  highway  there  on  the  west  and  south  parts  thereof,  which 
said  closes  were  situate  at  Oxlinch  in  the  said  parish  of  Randwick  ; to  hold  the 
same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Henry  Cook  and  William  Wake,  their  heirs 
and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  convey  the  said  closes  unto  such  persons 
and  their  heirs  as  the  said  substantial  inhabitants,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
should  appoint  as  feoffees  for  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid. 

All  the  above-mentioned  premises,  as  well  those  derived  from  the  said 
Thomas  Vobes,  as  from  Richard  Cambridge  and  Ann  Hawker,  above  des- 
cribed in  the  said  several  indentures  of  27th  July  1708,  and  11th  August  1730, 
were  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  respectively  24th  and  25th 
February  1734,  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  Edward  Field  and  the  several  other 
persons  therein  mentioned,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  and  for  the  charitable 
uses  and  purposes  before  referred  to. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  1st  March  1749,  between  Edith  Aldridge  of  Rand- 
wick, in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  widow  of  John  Aldridge,  deceased,  John 
Aldridge,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  the  said  deceased  John  Aldridge,  and  grand- 
son of  Francis  Aldridge,  formerly  of  Stroud,  deceased,  and  Nathaniel  Cole  the 
only  surviving  trustee  of  the  Will  of  the  said  Francis  Aldridge,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Giles  Gardiner  of  Stroud,  esq.,  and  divers  other  persons  therein  men- 
tioned, of  the  other  part ; reciting  that  several  of  the  substantial  inhabitants 
and  landholders  of  the  parish  of  Randwick,  had,  by  subscriptions  among  them- 
selves, and  the  voluntary  contributions  of  divers  other  charitable  persons, 
collected  the  sum  of  40/.,  and  had  agreed  to  lay  out  the  same  in  the  purchase 
of  the  tenement  or  dwelling-house  thereinafter  described,  and  for  fitting  up 
the  same  for  the  use  of  the  then  master  of  the  charity  school  in  Randwick 
aforesaid,  and  such  person  or  persons  as  should  thereafter  be  appointed  to 
instruct  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  in  reading,  writing,  and  accounts  in 
the  said  charity  school : It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
24/.  paid  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  by  the  said  Giles  Gardiner  and 
others  therein  mentioned,  of  the  second  part,  they  the  said  Edith  Aldridge, 
3 John 
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John  Aldridge  and  Nathaniel  Cole,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  Randwick. 

parishioners  and  landholders  aforesaid,  did  thereby  grant  and  release  unto  — ; — ■ 

the  said  Giles  Gardiner  and  others  all  that  tenement  or  dwelling-house  situate  T 00  ’ 

in  the  parish  of  Stroud,  wherein  the  master  of  the  charity-school  did  then  v j 

dwell,  but  formerly  the  freehold  of  the  said  Francis  Aldridge,  with  the  garden 
and  appurtenances  thereunto  adjoining  and  belonging ; to  hold  the  same  to 
and  to  the  use  of  them  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust 
that  they,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns 
of  such  survivor,  should  at  all  times  thereafter  permit  and  suffer  George 
Harmer,  the  then  master  of  the  said  charity-school,  and  such  persons  as  should 
thereafter  be  so  appointed  to  instruct  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of 
Randwick  in  manner  aforesaid,  to  reside  therein,  without  paying  any  rent,  or 
any  consideration  for  the  same;  provided,  that  when  the  number  of  the  trustees 
should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  surviving  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
should,  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Randwick, 
convey  the  said  premises  unto  some  other  person  or  persons,  to  the  end  that 
the  same  might  be  re-conveyed  to  such  surviving  trustees,  and  nine  or  more 
such  other  sufficient  and  substantial  persons,  and  their  heirs,  as  such  surviving 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  fit,  upon  the  same  trusts. 

The  residue  of  the  40/.  remaining  unapplied,  together  with  a sum  of  10/. 
contributed  by  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  and  some  further  subscriptions,  are 
said  to  have  formed  a fund,  with  which  the  premises,  purchased  by  the  above 
abstracted  deed,  were  thoroughly  repaired  and  in  part  rebuilt ; and  the  premises 
as  they  were  then  set  up  are  the  present  residence  of  the  schoolmaster,  with  an 
addition  to  the  same,  which  will  be  hereafter  described. 

Thomas  Genner,  by  his  Will,  dated  27th  May  1756,  amongst  other  dispositions 
devised  his  house  and  garden,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Lower  West- 
ripp,  in  the  parish  of  Randwick,  to  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  charity-school 
there,  the  rent  or  income  thereof  to  be  disposed  of  in  shoes  or  other  clothing  for 
the  poor  scholars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  school  yearly  for  ever. 

The  school  was  afterwards  further  promoted  by  the  bounty  of  a Mr.  Robert 
Ellis,  and  by  a further  contribution,  as  next  hereinafter  explained: — 

By  Indenture,  dated  4th  June  1763,  between  Esther  Ellis  of  Ebley,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester,  widow  of  Robert  Ellis,  and  Joseph  Ellis  of  the  same 
place,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Ellis  of  Stroud,  and  divers  others  therein 
mentioned,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Robert  Ellis  had,  by  his 
will,  dated  25th  November  I76O,  given  to  his  sons,  Robert  and  Joseph  Ellis, 
the  sum  of  100/.  upon  trust  that  they  should  layout  and  invest  the  same  in  the 
purchase  of  some  lands  or  tenements  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  one 
moiety  of  the  rents  of  which  lands  and  tenements  should  be  yearly  paid  to  the 
master  of  the  charity-school  at  Randwick,  and  the  other  moiety  to  increase  the 
stipend  of  the  minister  of  Randwick  for  the  time  being,  in  manner  therein  men- 
tioned, and  had  therein  directed  that  his  said  two  sons  should  make  such 
purchase  in  their  own  names,  and  in  the  names  of  such  five  or  more  other  sub- 
stantial persons  as  they,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  should  think  fit  to  be  joined 
with  them  as  trustees  for  the  due  management  and  disposal  of  the  said  charity, 
with  a provision  that  when  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number 
of  three,  such  three  should,  at  the  costs  of  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish, 
convey  the  trust  premises  to  other  persons,  to  the  end  that  the  same  might  be 
re-conveyed  to  such  three  surviving  trustees,  and  unto  such  four  other  sufficient 
and  substantial  persons  as  such  three  surviving  trustees  should  think  proper  to 
name,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  : And  reciting,  that  the  said  Joseph  Ellis  having 
2 51.  the  charitable  contributions  of  the  persons,  deposited  in  his  hands  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  school,  had  proposed  to  the  said  Robert  Ellis,  party  thereto, 
that  he  the  said  Joseph  Ellis  and  the  said  Esther  Ellis,  his  mother,  who  were 
entitled  to  the  inheritance  of  the  closes  and  hereditaments  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, would,  in  consideration  of  the  said  legacy  of  100/.  sell  and  convey  the 
same  premises  to  the  charitable  uses  directed  by  the  said  will,  to  which  proposal 
the  said  Robert  Ellis  had  agreed  ; It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  100/.  to  the  said  Esther  Ellis  and  Joseph  Ellis  paid,  being  such  legacy 
as  aforesaid,  and  2 51.  being  such  charitable  contribution  as  aforesaid,  making 
together  125/.  they  the  said  Esther  Ellis  and  Joseph  Ellis,  by  the  direction  of 
the  said  Robert  Ellis,  did  thereby  grant,  release  and  confirm  unto  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  all  those  inclosed  pieces  of  arable  land  situate  on 
Rep.  16.  L Randwick’s 
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Randwick’s  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Stonehouse,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  con- 
taining by  estimation  10  acres,  and  also  all  that  one  acre  of  arable  land  lying 
on  Randwick’s  Hill  aforesaid,  adjoining  to  the  said  inclosures  on  the  south  side 
thereof,  to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust  that  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  apply 
and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  uses  thereinafter  limited  and 
appointed,  viz.  that  three-fifth  parts  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  every 
year  be  paid  to  the  master  of  the  said  charity-school  for  the  time  being,  and  the 
remaining  two-fifth  parts  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  be  applied  to 
increase  the  stipend  of  such  minister  as  should  twice  on  every  Sunday  in  the 
year  read  prayers  and  preach  in  the  parish  church  of  Randwick  aforesaid  ; and 
in  case  such  prayers  and  sermons  should  not  be  so  duly  and  constantly  read  and 
preached,  then  that  the  trustees  should  pay  all  the  rents  and  profits  aforesaid  to 
the  master  of  the  charity-school  until  such  prayers  and  sermons  should  be  duly 
and  constantly  read  and  preached  ; and  it  was  thereby  provided  that  when  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  three,  such  three  surviving  trustees 
should,  at  the  costs  of  the  parishioners  of  Randwick,  convey  the  said  trust- 
premises  so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  three  such  surviving  trustees,  and  such  four 
other  sufficient  and  substantial  persons  as  such  three  surviving  trustees  should 
think  proper  to  name  for  such  purposes. 

By  Indenture  made  19t.h  March  177U  between  John  Peach  of  Bristol,  of  the 
one  part,  and  Joseph  Delafield  Phelps,  esq.  Daniel  Chance,  Joseph  Ellis,  and 
divers  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Elizabeth 
Bennett  had  by  her  will,  dated  8th  July  1757,  given  to  the  said  Joseph  Dela- 
field Phelps  and  Daniel  Chance  the  sum  of  30/.  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  freehold  lands,  to  be  conveyed  to  them  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust  that  they 
should  for  ever  pay  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  unto  and  amongst 
such  poor  families  of  the  parish  of  Randwick,  as  in  their  judgment  should  be 
the  greatest  objects  of  charity,  so  always  that  such  poor  families  did  not  in  the 
whole  exceed  the  number  of  30  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Joseph  Ellis, 
Samuel  Watts  and  Thomas  White,  had,  by  subscription  among  themselves, 
collected  120/.  which  with  the  said  sum  of  30/.  made  together  the  sum  of  150/.  ; 
It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  said  30/.  so  given  by  the  said 
Elizabeth  Bennett,  and  the  said  120/.  collected  as  aforesaid,  and  paid  to  the 
said  John  Peach,  he  the  said  John  Peach  did  thereby  grant  and  convey  unto 
the  said  Joseph  Delafield  Phelps,  Daniel  Chance  and  Joseph  Ellis,  and  others, 
all  those  several  pieces  of  arable  land  lying  in  Foxmore  Common  Field,  in  the 
parishes  of  Randwick  and  Stonehouse,  containing  together  by  estimation 
8 a.  1r.  and  bounded  as  therein  respectively  named,  to  hold  the  same  to  and  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Joseph  Delafield  Phelps,  Daniel  Chance,  Joseph  Ellis  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust  that  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
or  the  survivors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from 
time  to  time  pay  and  apply  the  same  to  the  uses  and  upon  the  trusts  therein 
mentioned,  viz.  that  one-fifth  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  and 
premises  should  every  year  be  paid  to  the  uses  mentioned  in  the  said  will  of 
Elizabeth  Bennett,  and  the  remaining  four  fifths  thereof  to  the  master  of  the 
charity-school  of  Randwick  aforesaid,  for  instructing  the  poor  children  of  the 
parish  as  aforesaid  ; with  a provision,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced 
to  the  number  of  five,  or  any  less  number,  the  surviving  trustees  should,  at 
the  costs  of  the  parish,  convey  the  said  trust  premises  so  as  to  vest  the  same 
in  the  surviving  trustees,  and  12  or  more  sufficient  and  substantial  persons 
as  such  surviving  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  proper 
to  name  for  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid. 

The  property,  derived  under  the  several  gifts  and  purchases  aforesaid, 
and  dedicated  to  the  use  and  support  of  the  charity-school,  have  been  found 
by  a measurement  under  a general  parish  survey,  made  in  1809,  to  fall  short 
of  the  quantity  stated  in  the  above-abstracted  deeds  by  about  two  acres  and 
a half;  but  the  apparent  deficiency  may  be  explained  by  the  usual  difference 
between  estimated  and  statute  acres. 

The  total  quantity  of  land,  exclusive  of  the  house  and  garden  in  Stroud 
parish,  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  premises  at  Westripp  in  Rand- 
wick parish,  in  the  rents  and  profits  of  which  the  charity  school  is  solely 
or  in  part  entitled  as  aforesaid,  amounts  to  24  a.  1 r.  36p. 
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All  this  property,  together  with  some  other  charity  lands  which  will  be  Randwick. 
hereafter  noticed,  are  vested  in  feoffees  in  trust  for  the  parish,  to  whom  the  T,  T- 
legal  estate  has  been  regularly  transmitted  5 the  last  indenture  of  transfer  being  °°  * 

dated  2d  December  1804,  whereby  the  said  charity  premises  were  conveyed  ^ — •/ 

so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  the  28  persons  therein  named  as  trustees,  of  whom 
13  are  now  living. 

The  house  and  garden  above  mentioned,  consisting  of  about  a quarter  of  an 
acre,  is  occupied  by  the  master  of  the  school,  Mr.  George  Harmer,  who  is  also 
the  parish-clerk,  rent-free,  subject  to  taxes ; and  all  the  above  premises  in 
which  the  school  is  interested  are  let  to  yearly  tenants  by  the  trustees. 


The  Mead  and  Rice’s  Orchard,  being  four  acres,  are  let  for 
The  two  tenements  at  Standish,  and  the  land  in  Podloe  Field  adjoining, 
being  3 £ acres,  are  let  for  - 

The  9 a.  3R.  20  p.  of  arable  land  on  Randwick’s  Hill  are  let  for 
which  some  years  back  were  let  for  little  more  than  5 /. 

The  pieces  in  Foxmore  Field,  7 a.  or.  16  p.  are  let  for  - 

The  cottage  and  garden  at  Lower  W estripp  used  to  be  let,  about  40  years 
ago,  for  1 /.  5 s.  per  annum.  The  garden  may  be  about  one  fourth  of  an  acre  ; 
but  the  cottage  having  become  ruinous  was  left  for  many  years  untenanted, 
and  the  premises  now  lie  open  to  the  waste. 

The  total  income  of  the  above  premises  is  therefore  £.

The  rents  above  received  are  stated  to  be  upon  the  whole  reasonable  ; but  it 
is  open  to  observation,  that  the  land  at  Randwick’s  Hill,  and  in  Foxmore  Field, 
are  let  to  Mr.  John  Butcher,  one  of  the  trustees.  It  is  however  to  be  noticed, 
that  the  arable  land  at  Randwick’s  Hill,  9 a.  3r.  20p.  which  islet  for  10  guineas, 
is  said  to  be  light  and  stony,  and  altogether  of  indifferent  quality. 

The  arable  lands  in  Foxmore  Field,  7 a.  Or.  16p.  which  were  let  for  12  guineas 
per  annum,  lie  dispersedly.  They  are  considered  better  than  the  land  before 
mentioned,  but  not  of  prime  quality.  The  tenant  has  expressed  himself  ready 
to  give  for  the  land  so  held  by  him  whatever,  upon  a fair  estimation,  they  may 
be  valued  at,  or  to  give  them  up  if  required. 

The  number  of  children  which  the  master  is  expected  to  teach  is  40,  37  to 
read  and  3 to  read  and  write  ; but  at  present  the  number  at  the  school  is  38, 
19  boys  and  19  girls. 

A Sunday-school  has  been  grafted  on  this  establishment,  conducted  accord- 
ing to  the  National  plan,  by  the  application  of  an  additional  fund,  consisting 
partly  of  a contribution  from  the  Central  School  Society  of  50/.  ; another  con- 
tribution from  the  Diocesan  School  Society  of  Gloucester  of  15/.  and  a like 
sum  of  15/.  raised  by  voluntary  subscriptions.  For  this  purpose  a school-room 
has  been  erected  upon  the  garden  belonging  to  the  schoolmaster’s  house,  in 
which  the  boys  are  taught  on  the  Sunday.  The  Sunday  school  for  girls  is  held 
in  the  weekly  school-room.  These  accessory  establishments  have  been  placed 
also  under  the  management  of  the  trustees  and  the  officiating  minister  of  the 
parish  for  the  time  being. 

The  children  at  the  weekly  school  are  taught  to  read  the  Bible,  and  such 
books  as  are  supplied  out  of  the  gratuities  of  the  trustees  or  inhabitants,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  minister  of  the  parish. 

It  should  be  observed  that  the  maintenance  of  the  Sunday-school,  as  well  as 
the  repair  of  the  school-room,  are  provided  by  private  contributions  without 
any  charge  to  the  above  charity  fund. 

The  proportion  belonging  to  the  minister  is  regularly  paid  to  him. 

The  one  fifth  of  the  rent  of  Foxmore  is  added  to  the  fund  composed  of  those 
charities,  which  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen  to  the  poor. 


John  Mills’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : — •“  In  the  year  1717?  John  Mills  of  Bisley,  gentleman,  gave  John  Mills’s 
2/.  10s.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  buy  linen  cloth  for  the  poor,  at  the  discretion  Charity, 
of  the  overseers.” 

The  parish  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the  Will  or  other  instrument  by 
which  this  annuity  was  granted ; but  the  annual  sum  above  mentioned  appears 
to  have  been  charged  by  the  donor  on  a piece  of  meadow  land  called  Clim- 

L 2 perwell, 
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perwell,  in  the  parish  of  Bisley,  in  respect  of  which  land  the  proprietor  or 
occupier  has  paid  the  rent,  and  there  is  now  no  arrear. 

The  overseers  lay  this  sum  annually  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which 
they  distribute  soon  after  Lady-day,  being  the  day  on  which  it  is  received. 

Thomas  Chandler’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Chandler’s  Thomas  Chandler,  late  of  Dudbridge,  in  the  parish  of  King  Stanley,  in  the 
Charity.  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will,  dated  9th  April  1731,  gave  unto  Thomas 
Churches,  Daniel  Shalford  and  Robert  Ellis,  1501.  upon  trust,  and  to  the  intent 
that  they  should  purchase  lands  therewith,  and  should  settle  the  same  so  that 
one-third  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  for  ever  be  paid  towards 
the  maintenance  and  benefit  of  such  minister  of  the  Church  of  England  as 
then  was  or  thence  after  should  be  elected  and  settled  to  officiate  in  the  parish 
church  or  chapel  of  Randwick  aforesaid ; and  that  the  other  two-third  parts, 
residue  thereof,  should  for  ever  be  paid  for  and  towards  the  buying  of  garments 
of  linen  or  woollen  cloth,  to  make  garments  for  the  use  of  the  poor  people 
belonging  to  the  said  parish,  who  were  parishioners  thereof,  which  were  therein 
directed  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  for  ever. 

The  said  Thomas  Churches  and  his  co-trustees,  under  the  said  will,  purchased 
with  the  said  150/.  of  one  William  Denton,  certain  closes  of  pasture  ground, 
which,  by  an  Indenture  dated  3d  April  1733,  were  conveyed  to  Edward 
Field  and  the  several  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  being  the  general  trus- 
tees of  the  parish,  by  the  description  of  two  closes  of  pasture  lying  in  Hares- 
field,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  one  called  the  Bushes,  containing  by  esti- 
mation one  acre,  and  the  other  the  Bayshard,  containing  by  estimation  two 
acres,  a meadow  or  pasture  ground  known  by  the  name  of  Twenty  Lands, 
containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  and  a little  close  or  leasow  known  by  the 
name  of  Bushye  Berpers,  containing  by  estimation  three  quarters  of  au  acre ; 
all  which  closes  are  therein  particularly  described  by  their  abuttals;  to  hold  the 
same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust 
to  apply  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  as  by  the  will  of  the  said 
Thomas  Chandler  was  directed. 

Under  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  inclosing  the  common  fields  of  Haresfield 
parish,  passed  about  12  years  ago,  the  above  lands,  consisting  of  nearly  six 
acres,  which  lay  scattered  and  intermixed  with  other  lands,  were  exchanged 
for  other  property  lying  together  and  of  better  quality,  though  less  in  quan- 
tity, being  not  more  than  six  acres,  but  exonerated  of  tithes,  so  that  upon  the 
whole  it  is  considered  that  the  parish  has  been  benefited  by  the  exchange. 

The  four  acres  are  pasture  land,  with  some  fruit  trees  growing  upon  it.  It 
is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for  9 /. 

The  income  of  the  land  is  regularly  laid  out  by  the  trustees  in  linen  cloth, 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  will,  and  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  by 
the  discretion  of  the  trustees. 

The  schoolmaster  is  the  receiver  of  the  rents,  who  keeps  an  account  with  the 
trustees,  which  is  said  to  be  satisfactory  though  not  regularly  audited ; but  this 
is  undertaken  to  be  attended  to  in  future.

The  Charity  Schools. 

Storehouse.  Two  schools  were  established  in  this  parish  in  the  year  177L  for  teaching  the 

poor  children  thereof  to  read,  and  for  instructing  them  in  the  principles  of  the 

The  Charity  Church  of  England.  The  origin  and  establishment  of  these  schools  will  appear 
Schools.  by  t]ie  following  indenture. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  13th  October  1807,  and  made  between  the  Rev.  John 
Pettet,  clerk,  John  Dimock  and  Richard  Pettet,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev. 
William  Baker  and  others  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  purport  of  an  indenture 
dated  2d  January  1775,  made  between  John  Elliot,  esq.  and  others  therein  men- 
tioned, of  the  one  part,  and  Nathaniel  Fowler,  esquire,  and  others  of  the  other 
part,  whereby,  it  appeared  that  the  said  John  Elliot  and  others  were  desirous 
of  establishing  two  charity-schools  in  the  parish  of  Stonehouse  for  educating  and 
instructing  the  poor  children  of  the  same  parish,  legally  settled  therein,  in  the 
principles  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  to  read  good,  pious  and  useful  books, 
and  more  particularly  the  Bible,  and  to  say  their  catechism ; for  which

chase  of  700/*  old  South  Sea  annuities,  which  had  been  transferred  into  ^ 

the  names  of  the  said  John  Elliot  and  others,  upon  trust,  that  they,  the 
survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  should,  with  the  consent  and  approbation 
of  the  said  Nathaniel  Fowler  and  others  from  time  to  time  pay  and  dispose  of 
the  interest  of  the  said  capital  stock  towards  the  maintenance  of  two  charity 
schools  within  the  said  parish,  one  at  Stonehouse,  and  the  other  at  Ebley,  a hamlet 
thereof,  for  instructing  them  in  the  manner  above  mentioned ; the  school- 
masters and  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees  for  the 
time  being  assembled  for  that  purpose  ; none  of  such  children  to  be  admitted 
into  the  schools  before  the  age  of  five  years,  nor  to  continue  after  such  admis- 
sion a longer  time  than  three  years  ; and  to  be  removed  at  the  discretion  of 
a majority  of  the  trustees,  with  full  power  to  the  trustees  to  take  cognizance 
of  any  irregularity  in  the  schools,  and  to  provide  in  all  respects  for  the  better 
government  of  the  same,  for  which  purpose  they  were,  if  they  saw  fit,  to  remove 
or  suspend  the  master  or  masters,  and  to  elect  others  in  their  room,  as  the 
majority  of  such  trustees  at  their  meetings  should  approve  ; the  masters  to 
receive  no  remuneration  from  the  parents  ; that  when  the  number  of  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  five,  or  any  less  number,  then  the  survivors,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  should  choose  and  appoint,  from  the  substantial  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  parish,  12  or  more  additional  trustees  ; and  that  a part  of 
the  said  capital  sum  of  7 66/.  South  Sea  annuities  had  been  sold  out,  and  that 
with  the  produce  thereof  certain  hereditaments  and  premises  therein  mentioned 
had  been  purchased  and  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Elliott  and  others,  trustees, 
upon  trust,  for  the  said  charitable  objects ; and  reciting,  that  the  said 
premises  had  afterwards  become  vested  in  the  said  John  Pettet  and 
others ; and  that  after  that  and  certain  other  transactions  therein  mentioned 
there  remained  the  sum  of  400/.  old  South  Sea  annuities,  and  no  more  ; 
which  had  been  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  said  John  Pettet  and 
others,  upon  the  before-mentioned  trusts  ; It  is  witnessed,  that  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  trusts,  and  for  the  nominal  consideration  therein  mentioned, 
they  the  said  John  Pettet  and  others  did  grant,  release  and  confirm,  to 
and  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Baker  and  the  said  other  persons  therein 
mentioned,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  dwelling- 
house  situate  at  Stonehouse,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Swan  Inn ; and  also 
a close  of  meadow,  called  the  Home  Close,  adjoining  to  the  said  messuage, 
containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  being  the  same  premises  mentioned  to  have 
been  purchased  as  aforesaid  ; upon  trust,  for  maintaining  and  supporting  the 
said  two  charity  schools  as  above  mentioned. 

The  present  trustees  are  Thomas  Skipp,  Thomas  Harmer  Shepperd,  William 
Taylor,  the  Rev.  William  Baker,  and  the  Rev.  John  Dimock,  of  which  number 
Mr.  Thomas  Skipp  and  Mr.  William  Taylor,  are  the  only  persons  residing  at 
Stonehouse,  so  that  a fresh  appointment  of  trustees  has  become  expedient. 

The  landed  property  consists  of  a messuage  and  three  acres  of  land,  as 
described  in  the  above  deed,  rented  by  Mr.  John  Elliott,  as  a yearly  tenant,  at 
351.  a year,  which  is  considered  as  its  proper  worth.  The  former  letting  which 
expired  in  1807  was  for  20  guineas. 

The  dividend  of  the  stock  is  12/.  per  annum,  making  a total  income  of  47/. 

There  are  two  schools  upon  this  establishment,  one  at  Stonehouse,  and  the 
other  at  the  hamlet  of  Ebley,  as  directed  by  the  deed,  each  being  for  the  poor 
children  of  both  sexes  of  those  respective  divisions  of  the  parish,  the  boys  being 
taught  to  read,  and  the  girls  to  read  and  to  sew.  Both  boys  and  girls  are  said  to 
be  regularly  catechised  under  the  superintendence  of  the  minister  of  the  parish. 

The  number  at  Stonehouse  is  28,  and  at  Ebley  16 ; the  appointment  of  them 
is  left  to  the  minister  of  the  parish. 

The  master  at  Stonehouse  receives  about  25  /.  a year,  and  the  master  at  Ebley 
12/.  but  the  remuneration  varies  according  to  the  number  of  children.  The 
teachers  are  expected  to  find  accommodation  for  the  scholars.  There  has  been 
a considerable  expenditure  upon  the  repairs  of  the  messuage  as  the  accounts 
show,  which  appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept.

The  school  establishment  requires  to  be  put  under  better  conduct  and  super- 
vision, there  being  only  two  trustees  resident,  one  of  whom  seems  on  account 
of  his  great  age  to  be  hardly  capable  of  attending  to  the  care  of  the  institution. 

A difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  scholars,  coming  strictly  under  the 
description  of  children  legally  settled,  so  that  it  has  been  judged  expedient,  in 
order  to  promote  the  utility  of  the  establishment,  to  admit  the  children  of  the 
resident  poor,  whether  settled  or  not. 


John  Harmer’s  Charity. 

John  Harmer’s  There  is  no  document  in  this  parish  relating  to  this  charity,  except  the  church 
Charity.  table,  which  records  that  John  Harmer  in  1798  left  100/.  in  the  five  per  cents, 
upon  trust,  to  lay  out  the  interest  annually  in  the  purchase  of  gowns  for  poor 
women,  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  Stonehouse. 

The  five  per  cents  have  been  since  reduced,  and  the  money  in  the  new  fours 
now  stands  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Harmer  Shepherd,  esq.  and  others. 

Mr.  Shepherd  applies  the  interest  in  the  purchase  of  gowns,  as  far  as  the 
money  will  go  ; generally  to  about  10  of  the  most  deserving  poor.  A lady 
living  in  the  parish,  and  fully  acquainted  with  the  condition  of  the  poor,  is 
deputed  to  select  the  objects  and  distribute  the  gowns.

Abraham  Elton’s  Charity. 

This  parish  is  entitled  to  the  same  proportion,  under  the  Will  of  Abraham 
Elton , and  the  decree  made  thereupon,  as  the  other  parishes  therein  mentioned. 
[See  Clifton  parish,  12th  Report,  p.  49]. 

By  reference  to  that  decree  it  will  appear  that  the  amount  of  stock  in  the 
three  per  cent  annuities,  to  which  this  parish  became  entitled  under  the  gift  and 
proceedings  above  alluded  to,  was  702/.  185.  8 d.  which  is  the  present  amount 
now  remaining  in  the  same  stock  in  the  Accountant  General’s  name,  in  trust  in 
the  cause  therein  mentioned  to  the  parish  of  Wheatenhurst’ s account.  The  sum 
received  for  the  dividends  has  usually  been  20/.,  sometimes  a little  more  or  less 
according  to  the  amount  of  the  charges  for  obtaining  the  payment. 

The  churchwardens  and  overseers,  with  the  assistance  and  under  the  advice 
of  the  minister  of  the  parish,  lay  out  the  money  in  the  purchase  of  useful  articles 
of  clothing,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor,  according  to  a list  previously 
made  out,  not  hitherto  making  any  distinction  between  those  receiving  and 
those  who  do  not  receive  parish-pay,  but  such  distinction  is  promised  to  be 
observed  in  future.

Charity  of  Dame  Elizabeth  Booth. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  January,  17th  James,  (as  appears  by  an  entry 
in  a book  belonging  to  this  parish,  purporting  to  be  a copy  thereof),  between 
Dame  Elizabeth  Booth,  widow,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  mayor  and  citizens  of 
the  city  of  Chester,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Dame  Elizabeth  Booth,  for  the 
good  of  young  tradesmen  inhabiting  within  the  said  city,  and  compassion  for  the 
poor  of  the  places  therein  mentioned,  gave  to  the  said  mayor  and  citizens  the 
sum  of  400/.,  to  be  lent  to  honest  tradesmen  and  freemen,  inhabitants  within 
the  said  city,  and  there  using  some  lawful  trades  or  occupations,  by  which  the 
poor  of  the  said  city  should  be  set  on  work,  in  sums  not  exceeding  30/.  each, 
for  three  years,  and  upon  good  security,  12 d.  yearly  to  be  paid  for  the  forbear- 
ance of  every  20s. ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  yearly  sum  of  20/.,  being 
the  amount  of  the  said  forbearance,  should  be  paid  over  to  be  disposed  of  as 
follows : —

To  a preacher  in  the  parish  church  of  St.  John,  Chester,  for  preaching  a 
sermon  on  such  day  as  the  said  mayor,  &c.  should  appoint,  10s. 

To  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  common  council,  for  a good  thinking 
immediately  after  the  said  sermon,  2/. 

And  the  said  Dame  Elizabeth  Booth  appointed  that  the  overseers  of  the  said 
respective  parishes  should  immediately  after  morning  prayer  distribute  unto  12 
poor  aged  people  of  the  said  parishes,  every  Sabbath-day,  in  the  said  parish 
churches,  a penny  loaf  each,  as  her  free  gift ; and  the  said  mayor  and  citizens 
thereby  acknowledged  that  they  had  received  the  said  sum  of 400/.,  and  accepted 
the  same  to  be  lent  and  to  be  preserved  to  posterity  for  ever,  according  to  the 
trust  in  them  reposed  ; and  agreed  that  if  any  of  the  said  sums  of  money  which 
should  be  lent  should  not  be  paid  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  obligations 
therefore  to  be  given,  the  said  mayor  and  citizens  should  supply  and  make  up 
the  same  out  of  their  own  treasury  or  stock  belonging  to  the  said  city. 

The  yearly  sum  of  50  s.  is  transmitted  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish 
from  the  corporation  of  Chester  ; it  is  laid  out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  bread 
to  the  amount  of  1 s.  weekly,  the  deficiency  being  made  up  from  fines  and 
penalties  levied  in  the  parish ; the  bread  is  distributed  at  the  church  amongst 
the  poor  attending  morning  service. 

Pickford’s  Charity. 

In  the  Indenture  hereafter  abstracted  it  is  recited  that  Priscilla  Pickford, 
by  Will,  bearing  date  15th  June  1720,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
20 5.  a year  for  ever,  to  be  given  by  her  executors  on  Christmas-day  as  they  should 
think  fit,  and  appointed  James  Pickford  and  Alice  Pickford  her  executors. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  June  1740  (as  appears  by  an  entry  in  a 
parish-book  purporting  to  be  a copy  thereof),  between  Alice  Pickford  of  the 
one  part,  James  Pickford  and  Grace  Pickford  (brother  and  sister  to  the  said 
Alice),  and  the  Rev.  John  Penny,  rector  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting  the  Will  of  the  said  Priscilla  Pickford,  the  said  Alice  Pickford, 
for  the  establishing  and  securing  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  20 s.  to  the 
poor  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  in  performance  of  the  said  charitable  gifts, 
granted  to  the  said  James  Pickford,  Grace  Pickford  and  John  Penny,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  20 5. , issuing  out  of  the 
closes  situate  in  Green-Acres  and  Oldham,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  called 
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the  Bent,  the  Middlemost  Rough  Hey,  and  the  Little  Rough  Hey,  then 
divided  into  four  closes,  containing  by  estimation  6|  acres  of  land,  payable 
yearly  on  11th  November  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  property  subject  to  this  rentcharge  of  1 /.  is  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Oldham,  and  is  now  the  property  of  Miss  Wadsworth. 

The  amount  has  been  usually  distributed  in  shillings  on  Christmas-day  to  poor 
communicants  at  the  church,  in  the  same  manner  as  Mrs.  Hey  wood’s  charity ; 
but  there  were  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (February  1826)  five  years  arrears  due, 
which  Miss  Wadsworth  had  engaged  to  pay. 

Hilton’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Miles  Hilton,  by  Will 
in  1740,  gave  130/.  for  gowns  to  the  poor,  then  vested  in  Henry  Lees  and 
John  Hall. 

It  is  supposed,  that  the  legacy  of  Miles  Hilton  was  originally  100/., 
and  that  30/.  arose  many  years  ago  from  the  accumulation  of  interest.  The 
sum  of  130/.  together  with  15/.  belonging  to  Mrs.  Heywood’s  charity  hereafter 
mentioned,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Henry  Lees,  who  has  given  a bond  to 
the  churchwardens  for  the  amount,  being  145/.,  bearing  interest  at  four 
per  cent. 

Out  of  the  interest,  15  s.  is  disposed  of  yearly  as  Mrs.  Heywood’s  charity, 
the  residue  is  laid  out  by  Mrs.  Lees  in  the  purchase  of  stuff,  and  in  making  up 
therewith  10  gowns  for  poor  women,  who  are  appointed  by  the  churchwardens. 

Mrs.  Heywood’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated,  that  Mrs.  Heywood  by 
her  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  15/.  to  the  poor,  producing 
1 5 s.  a-year. 

The  sum  of  15/.  is,  with  other  money,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Henry  Lees,  as 
mentioned  under  the  preceding  head.  Upon  the  sum  in  his  hands  four  per  cent 
only  is  paid,  but  the  yearly  sum  of  15  s.  is  applied  to  the  purpose  of  this  charity. 
This  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens,  in  sixpences,  to  the  poor  communi- 
cants, after  the  Sacrament  on  Christmas-day,  according  to  the  supposed  intention 
of  the  testatrix. 

James  Walker’s  Charity. 

James  Walker,  by  Will,  bearing  date  17th  November  1749,  (as  appears  from 
a copy  in  the  book  above  mentioned),  gave  to  his  executors  thereafter  named, 
of  whom  George  Lloyd,  esq.  and  Thomas  Clowes  are  stated  to  have  been  the 
survivors,  and  to  Joseph  Pickford,  James  Brown  the  elder,  James  Brown  the 
younger,  and  John  Saxon,  their  executors,  &c.  the  sum  of  250/.,  upon  trust, 
that  they,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  the  executors,  &c.  of  such  survivor,  should 
put  out  the  same  in  their  own  names,  on  such  security  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  proper,  and  should  lay  out  the  interest  yearly  in  buying  grey 
woollen  cloth  and  other  suitable  materials,  and  making  the  same  into  12  coats 
or  more,  to  be  given  to  12  or  more  poor  old  men  of  the  parish  of  Ashton-under- 
Lyne  who  should  have  no  relief,  such  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the 
said  parish  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  nominate, 
regard  being  had  to  such  as  should  most  frequent  the  church  and  the  Lord’s 
Supper ; the  said  coats  to  be  distributed  yearly,  on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
11th  of  October. 

The  trustees  above  named  are  all  dead,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  any 
subsequent  appointment  has  taken  place. 

The  sum  of  250/.  appears  to  be  in  the  hands  of  James  Walker,  the  grandson 
of  the  donor,  who  resides  near  Beverley  in  Yorkshire  and  has  considerable 
property  in  Ashton-under-Lyne.  The  yearly  sum  of  12/.  10s.  is  received, 
as  the  interest  thereof,  from  Mr.  Whitlow  his  agent,  by  Mr.  Henry  Lees,  who 
therewith  provides  the  materials  for  12  coats,  and  pays  for  making  them  up. 
The  coats  are  given  about  Christmas  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  who  are 
appointed  by  the  churchwardens. 

Newton’s  Charity. 

John  Newton,  by  his  Will,  (as  appears  by  a copy  in  a parish  book),  gave  to 
Daniel  Knott  and  his  heirs  the  higher  house  and  outhouses,  at  the  Crime, 
Rep.  16.  M with

^ continue^1  ^ Persons  i11  reading,  writing  and  accounts  ; the  said  children  to  be  chosen,  two 

-/  by  the  rector  and  his  successors,  two  by  the  curate  and  his  successors,  and  two 

by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  ; with  a power  of  entry  reserved  to 
the  rector,  curate  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  in  case  of  non-payment, 
until  the  arrears  should  be  received. 

By  a codicil,  bearing  date  24th  of  February  1731,  he  directed  that  the 
children  to  be  appointed  should  not  continue  longer  than  two  years  in  the 
school. 


This  rentcharge  of  31.  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  John  Chad- 
derton,  the  tenant  of  an  estate  called  Crime,  in  the  parish  of  Ashton,  belonging 
to  Joshua  Waterhouse,  of  Oldham.  The  amount  is  paid  over  to  the  master  of 
a school  built  by  the  parishioners  near  the  church-yard  of  Ashton,  called  the 
Church  School,  and  in  respect  thereof  six  boys  are  taught  to  read  and  write. 
The  rector  not  being  resident  at  Ashton,  four  of  the  children  are  appointed  by 
the  churchwardens,  and  the  other  two  by  the  curate.  The  boys  are  allowed  to 
remain  two  years  in  the  school,  and  the  number  is  regularly  kept  up. 


John  Walker’s 
Charity. 


John  Walker’s  Charity. 

John  Walker , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  7th  July  1755,  gave  to  George 
Lloyd,  James  Walker,  John  Byrom  and  Edward  Byrom,  600/.  upon  trust,  to 
put  the  same  out  at  interest,  on  such  security  as  they  should  think  proper,  and 
to  lay  out  the  interest  yearly  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  children  residing  in 
Ashton-under-Lyne  and  Oldham  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and  in  Saddle- 
worth  in  the  county  of  York,  in  buying  books,  and  causing  poor  children  to  be 
taught  to  read  and  say  the  catechism  of  the  Church  of  England,  whose  parents 
could  not  afford  to  pay  for  their  education. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  May  1818,  reciting  the  will  of  John  Wal- 
ker, and  that  the  said  James  Walker,  George  Lloyd,  John  Byrom  and  Edward 
Byrom  had  died  many  years  ago,  and  that  James  Walker  and  George  Lloyd, 
parties  thereto,  were  the  then  trustees,  the  said  James  Walker  and  George 
Lloyd,  parties  thereto,  appointed  James  Ackers,  George  Gardner,  and  James 
Collier  Harter  to  be  trustees  jointly  with  the  said  James  Walker  and  George 
Lloyd,  and  assigned  to  them  the  said  sum  of  600/.,  and  all  interest  due 
thereon,  upon  trust,  to  put  out  the  said  sum  upon  such  security  as  they  should 
think  proper,  and  lay  out  the  interest  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said 
will. 

Of  the  trustees  above  named  James  Ackers  is  now  dead. 

The  legacy  of  600/.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
in  the  Navy  five  per  cents,  and  there  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  James 
Walker,  George  Lloyd,  James  Ackers,  deceased,  and  George  Gardner,  the 
sum  of  651/.  Os.  10 d.,  new  four  per  cents.  The  dividends  amounting  annually 
to  2 61.  Os.  10 d.  are  received  through  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co., 
by  R.  M.  Whitlow,  a solicitor  in  Manchester,  and  he  pays  thereout  to

Mr.  Whitlow  has  acted  as  agent  for  the  trustees  from  the  time  of  the 
death  of  Mr.  Ackers  in  1824,  at  which  period  a balance  of  2 51.  1 5 s.  5 id.  was 
paid  over  to  him.  After  the  receipt  of  the  dividends  due  at  Christmas  1825, 
the  yearly  payments  having  been  made  up  to  the  same  time,  there  remained 
in  his  hands  a balance  of  23/.  16s.  Id. 


From 
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From  the  accounts  of  the  charity,  commencing  in  1806,  it  appears  that  in 
May  1810,  9/.  185.  was  charged  as  having  been  laid  out  for  Bibles.  And  in 
1819,  9/-  1 s.  Qd.  was  paid  for  the  new  trust-deed. 

No  books  have  been  given  away  of  late  years,  but  it  seems  that  part  of  the 
balance  now  in  hand  might  be  well  disposed  of  for  this  purpose. 

Previously  to  the  payment  of  the  sums  above  mentioned  to  the  several 
schoolmasters,  in  the  parishes  of  Saddleworth  and  Oldham,  a list  is  required  of 
the  children  who  are  taught  in  each  school  respectively  on  account  of  this 
charity. 

In  the  parish  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  20  children  are  taught  free  by  different 
schoolmasters  and  schoolmistresses,  each  of  whom  receives  from  Mr.  Henry 
Lees  a portion  of  the  sum  of  8 /.  above  mentioned,  according  to  the  number 
they  instruct ; the  children  are  appointed  by  Mr.  Lees,  according  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  inhabitants  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  each  school.

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  17th  March  1764,  and  inrolled  in  Chancery,  Audenshaw.

shaw,  Ralph  Worthington,  William  Stopford,  Robert  Grimshaw,  George  Grim-  ° son:5  any‘ 
shaw,  George  Hobson,  Ralph  Wood,  John  Clayton,  and  Daniel  Worthington, 
of  the  other  part,  the  said  Edward  Hobson,  to  the  intent  that  the  messuages 
and  lands  thereafter  mentioned  might  for  ever  be  applied  upon  the  trusts 
thereinafter  expressed,  and  in  consideration  of  105.  granted,  bargained,  and 
sold  to  the  said  Josiah  Nicholls  and  others  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
a messuage  and  tenement  at  Fagg-lane,  in  the  township  of  Didsbury,  in  the 
parish  of  Manchester,  called  Smith’s  Tenement,  with  the  closes  thereto  belong- 
ing ; and  a parcel  of  land  called  the  Intacks,  and  the  meadow  and  meadow- 
lane,  late  part  of  Birches  or  Burgess’s  tenement,  at  or  in  Little  Heath  in 
Withington,  in  the  said  parish,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres  Lancashire 
measure ; and  five  several  doles  and  parcels  of  land  in  Withington,  belonging 
to  the  said  tenement,  two  thereof  being  in  a town-field  called  Cotton,  and  the 
three  other's  at  Barcy  Croft,  the  said  messuage  and  lands  being  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  John  Brundrett;  and  also  a messuage  in  Openshaw,  in  the  parish  of 
Manchester,  called  the  Ham  Intacks,  and  the  closes  thereto  belonging,  in  the 
occupation  of  Thomas  Bates ; all  which  premises  were  late  the  inheritance  of 
Miles  Hilton,  who  by  his  will  devised  the  same  to  John  Clayton,  deceased, 
and  the  said  Edward  Hobson,  and  their  heirs,  and  which  upon  the  decease  of 
the  said  John  Clayton  became  vested  in  the  said  Edward  Hobson,  and  his 
heirs,  by  survivorship,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  to  pay  to  Mary,  the  wife  of 
the  said  Edward  Hobson,  during  his  life,  a clear  annuity  of  51.  for  her  separate 
use,  and  after  his  decease  a clear  annuity  of  10/.  in  satisfaction  of  dower ; and 
upon  trust,  to  apply  the  residue  and,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Mary  Hobson, 
the  whole  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  in  and  towards  the  teaching  to  read  the 
English  tongue,  write  and  cast  accounts,  at  any  school  or  schools  erected  or  to 
be  erected  in  the  township  of  Audenshaw,  such  and  so  many  poor  children 
dwelling  in  that  township,  (but  not  excluding  other  poor  children,)  and  in 
paying  the  rent  of  such  school  and  schools,  and  the  charges  of  keeping  the 
same  in  good  repair,  as  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should 
think  fit.  And  it  was  provided,  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  might  cut 
down  and  sell  all  or  any  of  the  timber  or  other  trees  which  should  be  standing 
upon  the  said  premises,  and  apply  the  produce  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as 
the  major  part  of  the  trustees  should  think  meet ; and  it  was  further  provided, 
that  whenever  the  trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  five, 
or  sooner  if  they  should  think  fit,  the  survivors  should  choose  so  many  others  as 
would  make  up  the  number  of  11,  and  convey  the  trust  premises  to  the  use  of 
such  old  and  new  trustees,  and  their  heirs. 

The  will  of  Miles  Hilton  referred  to  in  the  preceding  indenture  bears  date 
3d  April,  1741,  and  was  proved  at  Chester,  and  the  testator  thereby  devised 
the  above-mentioned  premises  in  Didsbury,  Withington,  and  Openshaw,  in

v ^ J By  Indenture,  bearing  date  22d  May  1811,  between  Thomas  Clayton  of  the 

first  part,  Robert  Milne  of  the  second  part,  and  the  said  Thomas  Clayton,  and 
George  Worthington,  George  Wood,  George  Shaw,  William  Bentley,  Thomas 
Jones,  and  Thomas  Wilkinson,  all  of  Audenshaw,  John  Wood,  of  Ashton,  John 
Grimshaw  and  James  Grimshaw,  of  Gorton,  and  John  Clayton,  of  Chorlton 
Row,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  the  indenture  of  1764,  and  that  John  Clayton 
therein  mentioned  survived  his  co-trustees,  and  died  in  1808,  leaving  the  said 
Thomas  Clayton  party  thereto,  his  heir  at  law  ; and  reciting  an  order  of  the 
court  of  Chancery  made  on  the  15th  June  1819,  and  a subsequent  order  made 
on  the  25th  November  following,  in  a suit  instituted  by  the  Attorney-general,  at 
the  relation  of  the  said  George  Worthington  and  George  Wood,  against  the 
said  Thomas  Clayton,  by  the  latter  of  which  orders  it  was  referred  to  one  of 
the  Masters  of  the  said  court  to  inquire  if  all  the  trustees,  mentioned  in  the 
said  indenture  of  1764,  were  dead,  and  if  they  were,  who  was  the  heir  at  law 
of  the  survivor,  and  to  appoint  11  new  trustees,  and  to  settle  a deed  of  convey- 
ance of  the  trust-premises  to  them  ; and  reciting,  that  the  Master  by  his  report 
made  on  the  l6th  May  1811,  had  certified  that  the  said  John  Clayton,  deceased, 
was  the  surviving  trustee,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Clayton  was  his  heir  at  law, 
and  that  he  had  appointed  the  said  Thomas  Clayton  and  the  other  persons 
above  named  parties  to  this  indenture  of  the  third  part,  to  be  the  new  trustees  ; 
the  said  Thomas  Clayton  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  himself  and 
the  other  parties  of  the  third  part,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  indenture 
of  1764. 

Of  the  premises  above  mentioned,  those  which  are  described  as  being  in 
Didsbury  and  Withington  are  held  under  a lease  granted  previously  to  the  con- 
veyance, made  to  trustees  by  Edward  Hobson.  This  lease  bears  date  27th  April 
1745,  and  (as  appears  by  a copy  thereof  deposited  with  other  documents 
belonging  to  this  charity  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Worthington  and  Nicholls, 
solicitors,  at  Altringham)  Mary  Hilton,  the  widow  of  the  said  Miles  Hilton,  and 
the  above-mentioned  Edward  Hobson,  in  consideration  of  15/.  paid  to  the  said 
Mary  Hilton,  thereby  demised  the  said  premises  to  James  Hague,  by  the 
description  of  a messuage  and  tenement,  and  the  closes  thereunto  belonging, 
situate  in  Didsbury,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  James  Hague,  with  all 
houses,  orchards,  gardens,  &c.  to  the  same  belonging  or  therewith  occupied, 
for  the  term  of  500  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.  payable  to  the  said  Mary 
Hilton  so  long  as  she  should  live  sole  and  unmarried,  and  for  the  residue  of  the 
term,  to  the  said  Edward  Hobson,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  with  powrers  of  distress 
and  re-entry  in  case  of  non-payment  of  rent,  and  covenants  on  the  part  of  the 
lessee  to  pay  all  taxes  and  assessments  and  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

Doubts  seem  to  have  prevailed  for  a great  length  of  time,  with  respect  to  the 
validity  of  this  lease,  upon  the  supposition  that  John  Clayton  and  Edward 
Hobson,  the  devisees  under  the  will  of  Miles  Hilton,  took  the  premises  upon 
a secret  trust  for  charitable  uses  ; and  that  Edward  Hobson,  the  survivor,  being 
a trustee  could  not  grant  a lease  for  so  long  a term.  It  appears,  hovrever,  to 
us,  that  the  deed  of  1764,  must  be  considered  as  the  foundation  of  the  charity  j 
that,  as  the  will  of  Miles  Hilton  vTas  made  subsequently  to  the  passing  of 
the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  if  there  were  any  secret  trust  it  would  have 
been  void ; and  that  if  there  vras  no  such  trust,  the  devisees  took  an  absolute 
estate  in  the  premises  to  their  own  use,  and  consequently  they  or  the  survivor 
might  demise  the  same  as  they  thought  fit. 

These  questions,  wrhether  Clayton  and  Hobson  took  the  premises  upon  an 
implied  trust,  and  whether  the  above-mentioned  lease  vras  valid,  seem  to  have 
been  raised  incidentally  in  a suit  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  which  wras  instituted 
previously  to  1778  upon  a dispute  between  the  trustees  and  a person  wrho  had 
been  appointed  to  teach  a school  in  Audenshaw,  in  respect  of  the  charity,  and 
in  which,  ultimately,  the  Attorney-general,  James  Hague,  the  original  lessee, 
and  John  Brundrett,  the  assignee  of  this  lease,  were  made  parties ; but  it 
appears  that  the  bill  was  afterwards  dismissed,  and  as  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  ascertain,  without  any  decision  on  these  points.  Another  attempt  wras  made 
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to  bring  forward  the  question  as  to  the  secret  trust  about  the  year  1788,  when 
Daniel  Andrew,  a shoemaker  in  Manchester,  hied  a bill  in  the  court  of  Chan- 
cery against  Edward  Hobson,  and  the  trustees,  claiming  the  property  as  heir  at 
law  of  Miles  Hilton,  in  which  he  alleged  that  the  devise  was  void,  being  under 
a secret  trust  for  charitable  purposes,  and  prayed  that  his  claim  might  be  esta- 
blished, and  that  the  deed  of  bargain  and  sale  from  Hobson  to  Nicholls  and 
others  might  be  declared  void  ; but  the  defendants  having  by  their  answers 
denied  all  knowledge  of  a secret  trust,  the  plaintiffs  did  not  proceed,  and  the 
bill  was  dismissed  ; the  question  was  not  raised  in  the  suit  which  took  place 
subsequently,  and  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  trust-deed  of  1811,  those 
proceedings  having  been  instituted,  as  it  would  appear,  merely  for  the  purpose 
of  having  new  trustees  appointed. 

The  lease  above  mentioned  is  now  vested  in  Mrs.  Andrew  (the  widow  of  the 
late  James  Andrew,  of  Manchester),  who  pays  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.  The 
property,  part  of  which  is  described  in  the  deed  of  1764,  as  lying  in  the  common 
fields,  consists  now  of  about  12  or  14  acres  of  inclosed  land,  with  two  good 
dwelling-houses  thereon.  There  is  not  at  present  any  timber  thereon  fit  to  be 
cut. 

The  rest  of  the  trust-premises,  namely,  those  at  Openshaw,  were  demised  on 
the  2d  March  1764,  a few  days  previous  to  the  date  of  the  conveyance  to 
trustees  by  the  said  Edward  Hobson  to  Thomas  Bates,  for  the  term  of  99  years, 
at  the  rent  of  9/.  and  in  this  lease  there  is  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessor, 
that  in  case  there  should  be  no  timber  growing  on  the  said  premises  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  of  repairs,  the  said  lessee  should  have  timber  from  the  above-men- 
tioned estate  in  Didsbury. 

The  residue  of  this  term  was  afterwards  purchased  for  50/.  by  the  late  Robert 
Grimshaw,  deceased,  one  of  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  and  assigned  to  him  by 
Indenture  bearing  date  6th  December  1782,  by  Martha  Bates  (widow  and  admini- 
stratrix of  the  said  Thomas  Bates,  the  lessee)  and  Thomas  Bates  her  eldest  son. 
It  is  not  quite  clear  how  far  Mr.  Grimshaw  intended  to  benefit  the  charity  by 
the  purchase  of  this  lease,  as  it  appears  from  the  accounts  which  were  then  kept 
by  him,  that  subsequently  to  the  assignment  thereof  he  charged  himself  with 
the  yearly  sum  of  9 /.  only  in  respect  of  the  rent,  although  the  farm  appears  to 
have  been  let  at  a rent  of  16/.  and  no  charge  is  made  therein  for  the  purchase- 
money  paid  to  Mrs.  Bates,  though  a small  sum  is  charged  for  the  expenses  of 
the  assignment.  Butin  1791,  after  the  death  of  Robert  Grimshaw,  his  accounts 
were  made  up  under  the  direction  of  his  executors,  in  which  they  set  off  against 
the  purchase-money  and  interest  thereon  from  May  1783  to  November  1791, 
the  difference  between  the  rent  actually  received  during  that  period,  and  the 
rent  for  which  credit  had  been  given  to  the  charity  as  follows: —

Since  1791,  the  whole  rent  has  been  carried  to  the  account  of  the  charity. 

The  premises  at  Openshaw,  consisting  of  a dwelling-house,  barn  and  shippon, 
and  between  eight  and  nine  acres  of  land,  seven  yards  to  the  perch,  are  now  let 
to  Lawrence  Hall,  under  an  agreement  for  a term  of  seven  years,  made  in  1822, 
at  28  /.  per  annum.  This  appears  to  have  been  a fair  rent  at  the  time  the  agree- 
ment was  made,  but  the  tenant  has  subsequently  improved  the  land  at  a 
considerable  expense.  The  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  being  kept  in  repair 
by  the  trustees. 

On  examining  the  accounts  of  this  charity  which  commence  in  1770,  it 
appears  that  the  annuity  of  10/.  reserved  by  the  deed  of  1764,  to  Mary  Hobson, 
was  paid  up  to  May  1785,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  income  during  that  time,  and 
the  whole  of  it  afterwards  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Grimshaw  in  1789,  was 
applied  towards  the  education  of  poor  children  in  the  township  of  Audenshaw, 
excepting  only  a small  sum  paid  in  1783,  for  repairs  on  the  farm  at  Openshaw, 
and  a balance  of  39/.  18  s.  5d.  which  was  stated  to  be  due  from  him  to  the 
charity  at  the  time  of  his  death  5 but  in  the  subsequent  accounts  between  the 
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representatives  of  the  said  Robert  Grimshaw  and  the  trustees  of  the  charity, 
there  are  entered  the  following  payments  :

After  deducting  the  amount  of  the  rents  paid  to  this  account,  [a  part  thereof 
having  been  received  by  George  Grimshaw,  one  of  the  trustees,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  on  the  charity,]  there  appeared  to  be  a balance  of  8 51.  19-s.  10c?. 
due  on  the  1st  March  1800,  to  the  representatives  of  the  said  Robert  Grim- 
shaw. These  accounts  were  approved  of  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees,  and  the 
balance,  with  interest  thereon,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  104/.  5s.  4 d.  was 
afterwards  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity. 

In  the  same  book  there  is  an  account  between  the  trustees  and  George 
Grimshaw,  commencing  in  1792,  and  carried  on  up  to  September  1809,  when  it 
was  ultimately  settled  with  his  executors : out  of  this  account  the  above-men- 
tioned sum  of  104/.  5s.  4>d.  was  paid  to  the  representatives  of  Robert  Grim- 
shaw, and  the  residue  of  the  receipts,  except  a balance  of  9/.  2 s.  5d.  was 
expended  in  providing  for  the  education  of  poor  children. 

About  this  period,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  John  Clayton,  the 
last  surviving  trustee,  the  proceedings  alluded  to  in  the  trust-deed  of  1811 
were  instituted  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  for  directions  as  to  the  appointment 
of  new  trustees  ; and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  thereby 
incurred,  the  whole  rent  of  12/.  per  annum,  from  the  premises  in  Didsbury 
and  Withington,  and  9 /.  per  annum,  part  of  the  rent  of  the  premises  in 
Openshaw,  were  paid  over  from  the  year  1808  to  181G  inclusive,  at  first  to 
the  late  Mr.  Milne,  who  was  employed  as  solicitor  on  behalf  of  the  charity,  and 
after  his  death  to  Mr.  Peter  Healey,  a solicitor,  now  residing  in  Manchester, 
who  succeeded  Mr.  Milne  in  his  business.  It  appears  from  an  account  drawn 
up  by  Mr.  Thomas  Clayton,  one  of  the  trustees,  that  Mr.  Milne’s  bill  amounted 
to  1G5/.  and  that  there  has  been  paid  to  him  and  to  Mr.  Healey,  from  the 
above-mentioned  rents,  the  sum  of  176/.  ICh.  so  that  if  this  account  be  correct 
this  debt  has  been  overpaid,  and  there  is  now  due  to  the  charity  11/.  10s. 

In  I8I7,  12/.  the  rent  of  the  premises  in  Didsbury  and  Withington,  and 
4/.  10s.  part  of  the  rent  of  the  premises  in  Openshaw,  appears  to  have  been 
received  by  Mr.  Thomas  Clayton,  towards  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
several  journies  made  by  him  on  account  of  the  charity,  in  the  years  1809, 
1810  and  1811,  and  for  which  he  charged  17/.  17 s.  leaving  a balance  of  1/.  7 s. 
due  to  him,  which  was  paid  in  1818. 

In  this  manner  the  whole  rent  of  the  premises  in  Didsbury  and  Withington 
was  expended  from  1808  to  Christmas  1817,  and  9 /•  per  annum  out  of  the  rent 
of  the  premises  at  Openshaw,  from  1808  to  Midsummer  1817*  The  yearly  sum 
of  1G /.  residue  of  the  last-mentioned  rent,  the  premises  being  let  at  25/.  per 
annum,  was  during  the  same  period,  and  subsequently  up  to  1822,  paid  to  an 
account  which  was  afterwards  settled  with  Mr.  John  Grimshaw,  one  of  the 
trustees  appointed  in  1811.

The  charges  in  1817  and  1818  for  teaching  poor  children  on  Sundays  were 
paid  by  Mr.  Grimshaw,  in  consequence  of  the  old  school  in  Audenshaw  being 
in  want  of  repairs,  and  Mr.  Grimshaw  thinking  he  might  not  be  justified  in 
doing  those  repairs,  agreed  to  pay  about  10/.  towards  the  salary  of  the  teacher 
of  a Sunday-school  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Audenshaw,  the  repairs  of  Auden- 
shaw-school  being  done  by  subscription. 

From  1817  to  1822  the  yearly  sum  of  9/.,  out  of  the  rent  of  the  farm  at 
Openshaw,  was  paid  to  Mr.  Thomas  Wilkinson  another  of  the  trustees  residing 
at  Audenshaw.  There  has  also  been  paid  to  him  the  whole  rent  of  those 
premises  at  28/.  per  annum,  from  1822  to  the  present  time.  And  the  rent  of 
the  Didsbury  and  Withington  estate  from  1817  to  the  present  time. 

Of  the  rents  thus  received  a considerable  portion  has  been  expended  in  re- 
building a school  in  Audenshaw,  which  is  vested  in  a distinct  set  of  trustees, 
(some  of  whom  are  in  fact  also  trustees  of  Hobson’s  charity)  under  a lease  for  a 
term  of  500  years  from  1738,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated  hereafter 
under  another  head.  In  1822,  this  school  being  very  small  and  old,  the 
trustees  of  Hobson’s  charity  agreed  to  pull  it  down  and  build  a new  school  on 
a larger  scale.  In  the  course  of  that  and  the  following  year  a building  was 
erected  by  Mr.  Buxton,  a builder  in  Manchester,  according  to  a plan  which, 
we  are  informed,  he  submitted  to  the  trustees,  stating  that  he  calculated  that  it 
would  cost  about  250/.  No  regular  estimate  was  delivered,  nor  was  there 
any  contract  made  between  the  parties  as  to  the  price,  and  it  ultimately  cost 
nearly  800/. 

The  building  consists  of  a house  for  the  residence  of  a schoolmaster,  and 
two  spacious  school-rooms,  of  which  the  lower  is  used  by  the  schoolmaster  for 
instructing  other  children  as  well  as  those  which  are  appointed  in  respect  of 
this  charity,  and  the  upper  is  used  rent-free  by  a schoolmistress,  who  keeps  a 
school  for  girls  on  her  own  terms.  The  upper  room  is  also  used  for  a Sunday- 
school,  the  managers  of  which  pay  to  the  trustees  of  this  charity  a rent  of  10/. 
per  annum. 

Towards  the  expense  of  this  building  200/.  was  given  by  Mr.  William 
Thornily.  200/.  17  s.  was  raised  by  subscription,  and  the  residue,  except  a small 
sum  arising  from  the  sale  of  some  materials  which  were  not  used,  was  charged 
to  the  account  of  this  charity. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  this  building  the  trustees  borrowed  the  sum 
of  200/.  from  Mr.  Thornily,  which  (in  addition  to  the  like  sum  which  he  had 
subscribed)  he  advanced  as  a loan,  at  four  per  cent  interest,  on  the  security  of 
a bond  given  by  Mr.  William  Bentley  and  Mr.  Thomas  Wilkinson,  two  of  the 
trustees.  The  interest  on  this  sum  is  paid  up  to  January  1826 ; the  whole  of 
the  principal  still  remains  due,  but  the  trustees  have  agreed  to  pay  off  50/. 
at  Christmas  1826.

From  1823  to  Christmas  1825,  nothing  was  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
charity  for  the  education  of  poor  children.  At  Christmas  1825  thirty  boys  and 
girls  were  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  be  taught  reading  by  the  master  of  the 
school  above  mentioned,  and  for  each  child  he  has  been  paid  2 s.  a quarter  from 
the  charity,  that  being  half  the  usual  charge  for  instruction  in  reading,  the  other 
half  being  paid  by  the  parents.  When  these  children  are  capable  of  learning 
writing  and  accounts  it  is  intended  to  make  some  new  arrangements  with  the 
master. 

Of  the  trustees  appointed  in  1811,  five  were  members  of  the  established 
church,  and  six  were  dissenters.  The  master  of  the  Audenshaw  school  (who  is 
appointed  by  the  trustees  for  the  school),  is  a member  of  the  established  church, 
but  children  of  all  denominations  are  taught  by  him,  and  with  respect  to  those 
appointed  under  this  charity,  no  distinction  is  made  whether  their  parents  are 
or  are  not  dissenters. 

The  trustees  have  not  held  any  regular  meetings,  nor  have  the  accounts  been 
audited,  and  of  late  years  they  have  not  even  been  entered  in  a book  for  the 
purpose,  having  been  for  the  most  part  kept  on  loose  papers. 

With  respect  to  the  great  expenses  lately  incurred  in  building,  it  appears  to 
us  that  the  trustees  who  were  concerned  therein  acted  very  improvidently  in  not 
previously  requiring  a regular  estimate  of  the  price,  and  it  may  be  doubted 
whether  they  had  any  authority  to  apply  the  income  of  the  charity  to  this 
purpose  ; it  is  however  to  be  hoped,  that  as  soon  as  the  present  debt  is  paid  off 
the  charity  will  be  placed  on  a better  footing  than  it  has  ever  been  since  its 
foundation.

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  July  1738,  George  Earl  of  Warrington 
demised  to  John  Penny,  Joseph  Nicholls,  and  seven  others,  a plot  of  waste- 
ground  in  Audenshaw,  between  the  turnpike-causeway  and  a meadow  belonging 
to  Joseph  Nicholls,  containing  10  yards  in  length  and  six  yards  in  breadth, 
then  marked  out,  to  the  intent  that  a school  for  teaching  young  children  to 
read  and  write  English  might  be  built  thereon  for  the  advantage  of  the 

inhabitants 
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inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Audenshaw,  for  the  term  of  500  years,  at  the  Audenshaw. 
yearly  rent  of  2 d.  sd^d, 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  July  1773,  between  Richard  Hall  and  two  continued. 
others,  executors  of  Joseph  Nicholls,  deceased,  who  was  the  survivor  of  the  ^ ^ 

trustees  under  the  Lease  of  1738,  of  the  first  part,  and  George  Harry  Earl  of 
Stamford,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  Rev.  Sir  George  Booth,  bart.  rector  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  several  others,  of  the  third  part,  the  said  executors 
assigned  the  said  demised  premises  to  the  said  Sir  George  Booth  and  others ; 
and  the  said  Earl  of  Stamford,  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  master  of 
the  said  school,  demised  to  the  same  parties  a parcel  of  ground  adjoining  to  the 
easterly  side  of  the  said  school  then  occupied  therewith  as  a garden,  containing 
by  estimation  70  square  yards,  for  a term  of  46 1 years,  without  any  further 
rent  than  the  said  rent  of  %d.  to  the  intent  that  the  said  school  should  be  solely 
used  for  the  habitation  of  a schoolmaster,  for  instructing  young  children  in 
Audenshaw  to  read  and  write  English  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Audenshaw,  and  the  said  garden  for  the  use  of  the  said  schoolmaster ; and 
it  was  declared  that  the  major  part  of  the  said  trustees  to  be  assembled  at  the 
said  school,  pursuant  to  public  notice,  might  appoint  one  or  more  fit  school- 
master or  schoolmasters  in  the  said  school ; and  as  often  as  they  should  think 
fit  remove  such  persons  and  appoint  others  ; and  also  that  they  might  appoint 
such  of  the  poor  children  of  Audenshaw  to  be  taught  as  should  stand  most  in 
need  thereof ; and  that  as  often  as  any  of  the  children  should  neglect  to  resort 
to  the  said  school,  or  be  sent  dirty,  or  should  be  sufficiently  taught,  the  trustees 
might  dismiss  them  and  appoint  others ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should  be 
sole  visitors  of  the  school,  and  should  have  power  to  make  further  rules,  orders 
and  regulations  for  the  government  thereof;  and  it  was  declared  that  the 
rector  of  Ashton  for  the  time  being  should  be  always  one  of  the  trustees,  and 
that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  five,  the  survivors  should 
appoint  10  persons  residing  in  or  near  Audenshaw  (of  whom  the  rector  should 
be  one),  and  assign  the  said  premises  to  them  for  the  remainder  of  the  said 
term. 

The  abstracts  of  these  deeds  are  taken  from  the  recitals  contained  in  an 
Indenture,  bearing  date  25th  April  1822,  whereby  the  said  premises,  with  the 
school  stated  to  have  been  erected  thereon,  shortly  after  the  date  of  the  lease  of 
1738,  were  assigned  to  the  Rev.  George  Chetwode,  rector  of  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  John  Grimshaw  the  younger,  of  Audenshaw,  Joseph  Stansfield  Grimshaw, 

John  Grimshaw,  of  Gorton,  George  Grimshaw,  Thomas  Lees,  Daniel  Howarth, 

William  Bentley,  William  Thornily  and  Thomas  Wilkinson,  upon  the  above- 
mentioned  trusts. 

A new  school  having  been  lately  erected  on  the  premises  by  the  trustees  of 
Hobson’s  charity,  the  particulars  relating  to  the  school  will  be  found  in  our 
account  of  that  charity. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  STAYLEY  BRIDGE 
Atty’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  John  Cape  Atty , who  died  in  1823,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
2d  March  1818,  directed  his  executors  to  place  out  the  sum  of  100/.  out  of  his 
personal  estate  on  real  security,  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  chapelwardens 
of  the  chapel  of  Stayley  Bridge,  and  that  the  same  should  be  continued  out  at 
interest  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being ; 
and  that  they  should  lay  out  the  interest  yearly  in  clothing,  and  on  every 
Christmas-day  give  such  clothing  to  such  poor  persons  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  most  deserving  within  Stayley  Bridge,  such  poor  persons  as  should 
usually  attend  Divine  Service  in  the  said  chapel  to  have  the  preference  ; and  he 
appointed  John  Walker,  of  Mary-Port,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and 
Ralph  Hall,  of  Stayley  Bridge,  his  executors. 

This  legacy  had  not  been  paid  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  ; but  Mr.  Hall,  one 
of  the  executors,  had  stated  that  he  was  ready  to  pay  the  amount,  after 
deducting  10/.  for  the  duty,  to  the  minister  and  chapelwardens.

There  is  an  entry  in  a churchwardens  book  of  this  parish  of  the  proceedings 
of  a parish  meeting  on  the  12th  of  August  1717>  signed  by  the  vicar,  four 
churchwardens,  and  several  others,  wherein  it  is  stated  that  a license  had  been 
obtained  from  the  bishop  of  Chester  for  erecting  a gallery  with  seats  at  the 
west  end  of  the  church  j and  that  for  the  greater  convenience  of  the  parish- 
ioners, and  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  better  maintenance  of 
a schoolmaster  of  Eccles,  it  was  then  agreed  by  the  churchwardens  and  parish- 
ioners that  for  the  better  erecting  the  said  gallery,  and  securing  the  interest  of 
2 61.  given  by  several  well-disposed  persons  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and 
of  51.  given  to  the  poor  of  Barton  within  the  said  parish,  and  of  31.  given  to 
the  poor  of  Eccles  within  the  said  parish,  and  of  2/.  given  to  the  poor  of  the 
lower  end  of  Worsley  within  the  said  parish,  and  of  26/.  given  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  a schoolmaster  at  Eccles,  the  said  several  sums,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  62  /.  should  be  expended  in  erecting  the  said  gallery,  and  that  one  or 
more  tax  or  taxes  should  be  levied  upon  the  said  parish  by  the  churchwardens 
for  finishing  the  said  gallery,  if  the  said  62/.  should  be  too  little  for  that  pur- 
pose ; and  that  it  was  also  agreed  at  the  said  meeting  that  when  the  said 
gallery  should  be  so  erected,  the  seats  therein  should  be  let  out  by  the  church- 
wardens, with  the  consent  of  the  parishioners  in  their  parish  meeting,  to  such 
of  the  parishioners  as  would  give  the  most  rent  for  the  same  ; and  that  out  of 
the  profits  thence  arising  5 s.  should  be  yearly  deducted  by  the  churchwardens 
to  remain  as  a stock  in  their  hands  for  repairing  the  said  gallery,  when  necessity 
should  require  ; and  that  1/.  11  s.  6d.,  part  of  the  said  profits,  should  be  yearly 
disposed  of  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
6s.  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Barton,  3s.  8 d.  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
of  Eccles,  and  2s.  6d.  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  lower  end  of  Worsley, 
and  that  the  remaining  parts  of  such  profits  (if  any)  should  be  yearly  paid 
by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  to  such  schoolmaster  and  schoolmasters  as 
should  -from  time  to  time  teach  school  in  the  school-house  erected  in  the  yard 
belonging  to  the  parish  church  aforesaid,  being  first  chosen  by  the  vicar, 
churchwardens  and  parishioners,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  legally  qualified 
for  the  same  ; provided,  that  if  the  5 s.  mentioned  as  above  to  be  yearly 
deducted,  and  the  stock  thereby  raised,  should  at  any  time  be  too  little  for 
repairing  the  said  gallery,  in  such  case,  so  much  of  the  said  profits  appointed 
to  be  paid  to  the  said  schoolmaster  should  be  applied  towards  the  said  repairs 
as  should  be  necessary  for  that  purpose  ; and  it  was  also  agreed,  that  the 
churchwardens  should,  every  year,  give  a just  account  of  the  said  profits,  and 
how  they  should  have  expended  the  same,  to  the  said  parishioners  in  their 
parish  meeting. 

The  sum  of  62/.  mentioned  in  the  account  of  these  proceedings,  appears  to 
comprise  the  charitable  donations  for  the  poor  and  the  school,  specified  in  the 
church  tablet,  with  an  additional  sum  of  6/.  for  the  encouragement  of  a school- 
master, the  name  of  the  donor  of  which  does  not  appear. 

The  pews  in  the  gallery  at  the  west  end  of  the  church,  which  was  erected  in 
pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  1717.  are  now  17  in  number,  and  are  let  from 
time  to  time,  when  vacant,  by  the  churchwardens.  At  Easter  1813,  the  pew- 
rents  were  increased  from  10/.  9s.  5d.  to  14/.  5s.  their  present  amount,  in 
which  is  included  an  annual  sum  of  2/.  16s.  paid  by  the  parish  for  a portion  of 
this  gallery  occupied  by  an  organ,  which  was  erected  about  the  last-men- 
? tioned 
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tioned  year,  being  the  amount  of  the  rents  previously  received  for  a part  of  the 
pews  which  were  removed  to  make  room  for  the  organ.  The  rents  are  received 
by  the  churchwardens,  and  are  thus  disposed  of : — 

1.  An  annual  sum  of  1/.  11 5.  Qd.  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  26/.  belong- 
ing to  the  poor  of  the  parish  generally,  is  united  with  the  money  collected  at 
the  Sacrament;  and  of  this  united  fund,  1/.  Is.  is  paid  to  the  curate  for 
distribution  amongst  the  poor  and  sick  persons  of  the  parish,  and  the  residue  is 
divided  amongst  the  six  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  viz.  one  for  Pendleton, 
one  for  Pendlebury  and  Clifton,  two  for  Worsley,  and  two  for  Barton,  includ- 
ing the  hamlet  of  Eccles,  in  which  the  parish  church  is  situate,  to  be  distributed 
by  them  in  their  respective  districts. 

2.  An  additional  sum  of  10s.  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Barton  with 
Eccles,  (being  6s.  for  Barton,  and  4s.  for  Eccles,)  and  an  additional  sum  of 
3s.  6d.  to  the  churchwardens  of  Worsley,  to  be  distributed  in  like  manner  within 
their  districts,  in  respect  of  the  interest  of  the  sums  of  51.  31.  and  2/.  mentioned 
in  the  Church  Tablet,  as  having  been  respectively  given  by  Mrs.  Hannah  Leigh 
to  the  poor  of  those  places. 

3.  An  annual  sum  of  8/.  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  parish  school,  situate  in 
the  church-yard  of  Eccles,  who  is  appointed  by  the  vicar,  -churchwardens  and 
parishioners. 

4.  The  residue  of  the  rent,  being  4/.  per  annum,  has  since  1814  been 
reserved  by  the  churchwardens,  with  other  monies  received  for  the  rents  of 
pews  in  the  north  and  south  galleries  of  the  church,  as  a general  repairing  fund 
for  all  the  galleries.  The  reservation  to  this  amount  is  not  in  conformity  with 
the  agreement  of  1717>  according  to  which  the  annual  sum  of  5 s.  only  was  to 
be  reserved  as  a repairing  fund  for  the  west  gallery,  (unless  at  any  time  more 
should  be  required  for  the  repairs  thereof,)  and  the  residue  of  the  rents  after 
the  distributions  to  the  poor  was  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster.

The  balance  is  deposited  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Scholes  and  Tetlow,  of 
Manchester;  and  the  greater  part,  if  not  the  whole  of  it,  together  with  the 
future  rents  of  the  west  gallery,  except  the  annual  sum  of  5s.  ought,  in  confor- 
mity with  the  resolutions  of  the  parishioners  in  171 7>  to  be  considered 
applicable  to  the  support  of  the  parish  schoolmaster,  subject  to  deductions 
whenever  any  considerable  repairs  of  that  gallery  are  required. 

The  school  in  the  church-yard  was  rebuilt  by  the  parishioners  about  10  years 
ago  on  the  site  of  a former  school,  which  was  found  too  small. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  children  have  ever  been  taught  free  of  expense 
by  the  master  of  this  school  in  respect  of  his  salary,  and  the  sum  of  26 1.  men- 
tioned in  the  resolution  of  1717>  from  which  this  salary  originated,  is  therein  only 
stated  to  have  been  given  for  the  encouragement  of  the  schoolmaster. 

The  person  who  held  the  situation  of  master  at  the  time  of  our  investigation 
(March  1826,)  was  appointed  by  the  vicar  and  parishioners  at  a parish  meeting 
in  1819,  when  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  be  entitled  to  such  emoluments, 
and  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  his  predecessors  had  been.  The  number  of 
the  scholars  appears  to  have  been  of  late  much  reduced.  The  schoolmaster 
states,  that  he  has  had  as  many  as  100  children  under  his  tuition ; but  in 
March  1826  there  were  only  30,  of  whom  14  were  sent  to  the  school  in  respect 
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of  Bradshaw’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned.  In  1825  the  master  procured 
a license  to  keep  a public-house  at  his  own  dwrelling-house  in  this  parish.  This 
employment  being  very  properly  considered  by  many  of  the  parishioners  incon- 
sistent with  his  duties  as  schoolmaster,  it  was  intended,  at  the  time  of  our 
, investigation  (March  1826),  that  the  subject  should  be  brought  under  the 
consideration  of  a public  meeting  of  the  parishioners. 

It  appears  from  the  churchwardens  book  that  in  1782  a master  of  the  parish 
school  was  dismissed  from  his  office  by  the  parishioners  paying  church-rates,  at 
a meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  on  account  of  neglect  of  duty. 


Bradshaw’s  Charity. 

Bradshaw’s  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  18th  October  1800,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
Charity.  between  James  Bradshaw,  of  Croft’s  Bank,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Hankin- 
son,  the  elder,  and  14  others,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  James  Bradshaw,  for 
settling  the  rentcharge  thereinafter  mentioned  upon  the  trusts  therein  specified, 
granted  to  the  said  John  Hankinson  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a rentcharge 
of  12/.  per  annum,  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage,  garden,  &c.  in  Davyhulme, 
in  the  parish  of  Eccles,  and  several  closes  therein  specified,  containing  by 
estimation  7 a-  1r.  15  p.  Lancashire  measure,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  sum  of 
7 /.  for  buying  books,  and  instructing  in  reading  English  as  many  poor  children 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees,  at  a meeting,  should  be  the  greatest  objects 
of  charity,  residing  at  the  cottages  opposite  the  said  premises,  and  from  thence 
up  to,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of,  Croft’s  Bank ; and  if  there  should  be  no 
proper  objects  there,  such  as  should  reside  within  half  a mile  of  Croft’s  Bank, 
as  the  said  sum  of  7 /•  would  (including  the  expense  of  books  therein  mentioned,) 
admit,  those  residing  nearest  to  the  said  premises  to  be  preferred,  such  children 
to  be  taught  at  the  new  school  in  Davyhulme,  then  lately  built  by  subscription, 
if  the  trustees  should  approve  of  the  teaching  there ; and  that  as  soon  as  any  of 
the  scholars  should  be  able  to  read  the  Bible  well,  there  should  be  given  to  each 
of  them  a new  Bible,  in  which  should  be  written,  “ The  Gift  of  James  Brad- 
shawand  on  trust,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  5s.  for  instructing  poor  children 
of  Croft’s  Bank  in  reading  English  and  singing  at  a Sunday-school  at  Croft’s 
Bank  or  within  a mile  thereof,  or  if  there  should  be  no  such  school  there,  at  the 
nearest  Sunday-school  thereto,  and  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  to  the  school- 
master of  the  Sunday-school  next  to  the  parish  church  of  Eccles,  for  teaching 
poor  children  to  read  and  sing  as  aforesaid,  but  that  if  there  should  be  no 
Sunday-school  within  a mile  of  the  two  places  above  mentioned  respectively, 
the  two  last-mentioned  sums  should  be  added  during  such  time  to  the  said  sum 
of  7 /•  and  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  towards  supplying  the  wants  of  the  poor 
sick  and  needy  people,  who  should  be  in  distress,  and  the  greatest  objects  of 
charity,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Croft’s  Bank  and  within  half  a mile  thereof,  as 
the  trustees  should  think  proper ; and  1 /.  in  buying  loaves  to  be  distributed 
amongst  such  poor  people  as  aforesaid;  and  II.  10s.  in  buying  linen  cloth  to  be 
divided  into  as  many  shirts  and  shifts  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  proper, 
to  be  distributed  amongst  such  poor  people  as  aforesaid,  but  who  should  not 
receive  any  relief  from  the  town ; and  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  said  rentcharge, 
being  1 /.  to  the  curate,  who  for  the  time  being  should  do  duty  at  Eccles  church, 
as  a gratuity  for  preaching  two  sermons  on  the  second  Sunday  in  June,  on  the 
text  therein  specified  ; and  a power  was  thereby  given  to  the  trustees  to  with- 
hold the  said  respective  sums  of  71.,  5s.  and  5s.  from  any  schoolmaster  of  the 
said  respective  schools,  and  to  retain  the  same  for  any  future  masters  of  the 
said  schools,  if  a majority  of  the  trustees  who  should  attend  at  a meeting  should 
think  proper ; and  it  was  directed  that  not  fewer  than  three  of  the  said  trustees 
should  act  at  any  meeting,  if  there  should  be  so  many  living. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  26th  July  1803,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
between  the  said  James  Bradshaw,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Hankinson  the 
elder,  and  14  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  grant  of  the  annuity  of 
12/.  by  the  above-mentioned  indenture  of  18th  October  1800,  out  of  the  mes- 
suage and  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  that  the  said  James  Bradshaw  was 
desirous  of  settling  the  said  messuage  and  lands,  subject  to  the  payment  of  that 
annuity,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  mentioned,  the  said  James  Bradshaw  granted 
to  the  said  John  Hankinson  the  elder,  and  the  other  parties,  of  the  second  part, 
and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  barn  and  out-buildings,  garden  and  orchard,  situate 
in  Davyhulme,  in  the  said  parish  of  Eccles,  and  the  several  closes  to  the  same 

messuage 
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messuage  belonging,  called  the  Croft,  the  Little  Wlieatfield,  the  Great  Wheat- 
field,  the  Carr  Hill,  the  Dig  Pool,  the  Higher  Red  Racker,  and  the  Lower  Red 
Racker,  containing  by  estimation  7a.  1r.  15 p.  Lancashire  measure,  subject  to 
the  payment  of  the  said  annuity  of  12/.  in  trust  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits, 
and  thereout  to  pay  to  Martha  Rowlinson  an  annuity  of  31.  for  life,  and  after  v- 
her  death  to  apply  the  said  annuity,  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  necessary,  in 
the  repair  and  support  of  the  buildings  on  the  said  premises,  and  the  remainder, 
it*  any,  in  the  buying  of  clothing  and  bedding  for  the  most  poor  and  necessitous 
people  for  the  time  being  residing  at  Croft’s  Bank,  and  within  one  mile’s  distance 
thereof,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  ; and  to  apply  out  of  the  rents  the  further 
yearly  sum  of  4 </.  10s.  or  so  much  as  should  be  necessary,  in  the  repair  and 
support  of  the  said  buildings,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  in  the  buying  of 
clothing  and  bedding  for  the  most  poor  and  necessitous  people  residing  at 
Croft’s  Bank,  and  within  one  mile’s  distance  thereof,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees ; and  the  further  yearly  sum  of  31.  in  buying  school  books  and  paying 
school  wages  for  the  most  poor  and  necessitous  children  residing  at  Croft’s  Bank, 
or  within  one  mile  thereof,  and  so  far  as  Barton  Bridge,  who  should  be  week-day 
scholars,  to  be  tayght  to  read  English  until  they  could  readily  read  the  Bible, 
and  then  to  buy  for  and  give  to  each  scholar  a Bible,  with  the  name  of  the 
scholar  to  be  written  therein,  and  underneath  to  be  written,  “ The  gift  of  James 
Bradshaw,  late  of  Croft’s  Bank  And  on  trust  to  apply  the  further  yearly  sum 
of  10/.  for  buying  school  books  and  paying  school  wages  for  the  most  poor  and 
necessitous  children  residing  between  Barton  Bridge  and  Eccles,  and  at  Eccles, 
and  within  one  mile  thereof,  who  should  be  week-day  scholars,  to  be  taught  as 
above  mentioned,  and  for  buying  Bibles  for  them  in  manner  above  mentioned 
for  the  children  residing  at  and  near  Croft’s  Bank  ; and  to  pay  the  further 
yearly  sum  of  1/.  155.  for  teaching  poor  children  living  at  Croft’s  Bank,  and 
within  one  mile  thereof,  on  Sundays  and  at  nights,  in  reading  English  ; and  the 
further  yearly  sum  of  1/.  155.  in  teaching  poor  children,  living  between  Barton 
Bridge  and  Eccles,  and  within  one  mile  thereof,  on  Sundays  and  at  nights,  in 
reading  English  ; and  to  lay  out  205.  in  buying  bread,  and  distributing  the  same 
in  Easter- week  among  poor  people  living  at  and  within  a mile  of  Croft’s  Bank ; 
and  205.  in  buying  bread,  and  distributing  it  in  Easter-week  among  poor  people 
between  Barton  Bridge  and  Eccles,  and  at  and  within  a mile  of  Eccles  ; and 
the  further  sum  of  31.  in  the  succour  of  poor  lying-in  married  women  and  poor 
widows,  at  or  within  a mile  of  Croft’s  Bank  ; and  also  to  expend  the  yearly  sum 
of  9s.  on  the  second  Sunday  in  June  for  the  minister  and  clerk  of  Eccles,  and 
a few  of  the  trustees  who  should  attend  on  that  day  at  Eccles  ; provided  that 
in  case  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  should  in  any  one  year 
amount  to  more  or  less  than  the  several  yearly  sums  above  appointed,  the  sur- 
plus or  deficiency  should  be  apportioned  to  the  several  charities  in  proportion 
to  the  respective  sums  above  directed.  And  it  was  provided,  that  the  objects  to 
partake  of  the  said  several  charities  should  be  in  the  election  of  the  trustees,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  who  were  strictly  enjoined  to  select  the  most  poor, 
needy  and  necessitous  persons,  in  their  judgment,  for  the  several  purposes 
aforesaid  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  yearly  settle  their  accounts,  and  enter 
in  a book  an  account  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  how,  to  whom, 
and  for  what  purposes  the  trust  estate  should  have  been  applied,  which  account 
should  be  signed  by  the  trustees,  or  such  of  them  as  should  approve  thereof,  at 
an  annual  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose  ; and  that  if  any  of  them  should 
disapprove  thereof,  the  cause  of  such  disapprobation  should  be  entered  and 
signed  by  the  disapproving  trustees.  And  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  the 
trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced  to  three  or  fewer,  the  survivors  should  elect 
others  residing  in  or  near  to  Croft,  Lostock,  Davyhulme,  Dumplington,  Barton 
and  Eccles,  to  make  up  the  number  15,  and  should  convey  the  premises  to  the 
use  of  the  surviving  trustees  and  new  trustees  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  these  deeds  John  Hankinson,  the  younger,  John 
Carrington,  the  younger,  Adam  Faulkner,  John  Faulkner,  Samuel  Faulkner, 
Thomas  Hampson,  the  elder,  and  Thomas  Hampson,  the  younger,  are  still  living. 

Mr.  Bradshaw,  the  donor,  died  in  December  1806. 

The  trust  premises,  consisting  of  a house  with  outbuildings,  and  the  seven 
closes  mentioned  in  the  deeds,  are  in  the  occupation  of  Josiah  Barlow,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  42/.  per  annum,  which  appears  to  be  their  full 
value. 
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The  lands  were  held  under  a lease  from  the  donor  at  the  time  of  the  gift, 
and  persons  of  the  same  family  have  continued  tenants  thereof  ever  since  that 
time,  the  rent  having  been  varied  when  it  has  been  considered  proper  to  do  so. 
The  buildings  are  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  rents. 

Mr.  Adam  Faulkner,  one  of  the  trustees,  has  had  the  management  of  this 
charity,  occasionally  communicating  with  some  of  his  co-trustees  on  matters 
relating  to  it,  and  he  has  received  the  rents,  made  the  disbursements,  and  kept 
the  accounts  from  1806  (previously  to  which  they  were  kept  by  the  donor  him- 
self) to  the  present  time. 

The  annual  Disbursements  on  account  of  the  charity  are  as  follows : — 


A payment  is  made  to  the  master  of  the  school  at  Davyhulme  for  teaching 
23  scholars,  at  3 s.  each  per  quarter,  making  in  the  whole  per  annum 

For  the  last  two  years  the  number  of  these  children  has  boen  reduced 
from  25  to  23,  the  former  being  considered  too  large  a proportion  for  this 
school. 

To  the  master  of  the  parish  school  at  Eccles  for  teaching  14  scholars  at  the 
same  rate  - --------- 

To  a schoolmaster  at  Barton  for  teaching  five  scholars  at  the  same 
rate  ------------- 

To  the  curate  of  Eccles,  who  preaches  two  sermons  on  the  second  Sunday  in 
June  ------------ 

For  bread  given  to  the  poor  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Croft’s  Bank  about 
Easter  - --  --  --  --  --  - 

For  bread  given  at  the  same  time  to  the  poor  of  Barton  and  Eccles 

These  distributions  of  bread  are  made  by  the  baker,  who  supplies  it 
according  to  lists  furnished  to  him  by  Mr.  A.  Faulkner.

Annual  sums  are  also  given  to  poor  and  sick  persons,  and  lying-in  women, 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Croft’s  Bank,  and  in  Eccles  and  Barton,  varying 
in  amount  according  to  the  number  of  objects  of  this  description.  In  the 
last  year,  ending  at  Christmas  1825,  there  was  disposed  of  in  this  manner, 
in  sums  varying  from  about  is.  to  5s.  - 
Linen  cloth  is  also  distributed  annually  in  the  course  of  the  winter.  In 
the  last  year  182  yards  of  such  cloth  were  thus  given  amongst  25  poor 
persons  residing  at  Croft’s  Bank  and  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  the  cost 
of  which  amounted  to  - ------- 

The  rest  of  the  disbursements  in  the  last  year  consisted  of — 

The  expenses  of  the  repairs  of  the  farm-house  and  buildings 
And  the  expenses  of  a dinner  on  the  second  Sunday  in  June  for  the  curate 
and  some  of  the  trustees,  the  amount  of  which,  it  will  be  observed, 
greatly  exceeds  the  allowance  appointed  for  this  purpose  by  the  donor ; 
but  in  some  years  there  appears  to  be  no  charge  for  this  dinner

The  children  taught  on  this  foundation  at  the  schools  above  mentioned,  and 
the  persons  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  distributions  of  bread,  money  and  linen, 
are  selected  by  Mr.  Faulkner,  with  the  permission  of  the  other  trustees. 

The  children  are  taught  reading  till  they  can  read  the  Bible  well,  and  their 
places  are  then  supplied  by  others,  a Bible  being  usually  given  to  each  of  them 
on  leaving  school.  Since  1806,  sums  amounting  to  26/.  15 s.  have  been  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles,  a large  parcel  of  which  is  usually  purchased  at 
once,  so  that  the  charge  does  not  appear  in  the  accounts  of  each  year. 

There  has  of  late  been  paid  an  annual  sum  of  about  1 /.  to  the  church- 
wardens for  the  support  of  the  different  Sunday-schools  in  the  parish  ; but  in  the 
last  year  this  allowance  was  withdrawn,  Mr.  Faulkner  conceiving  that  the 
charity  ought  to  be  confined  to  the  places  mentioned  by  the  donor.  There  is 
no  Sunday-school  at  this  time  near  Croft’s  Bank,  but  there  is  a Sunday- 
school  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Eccles,  which  therefore  appears  to  be  entitled 
to  partake  of  the  charity  under  the  provisions  of  the  foundation  deeds. 

In  1809,  and  in  1820,  some  timber  was  cut  on  the  trust  estate,  and  a separate 
account  was  kept  of  the  produce  thereof,  from  which  the  sum  of  15/.  125.  4c/. 
was  carried  to  the  general  account  in  1820,  in  discharge  of  an  advance  to  that 
amount  which  Mr.  Faulkner  had  made  to  the  charity.  There  was  also  laid  out 
in  repairs  of  the  farm-house,  20/.  9s.  8 d.  and  in  the  repairs  of  the  school  at 

Davyhulme, 
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Davyhulme,  16/.  8 s.  and  for  the  purchase  of  fixtures  which  belonged  to 
a master  who  was  then  leaving  that  school,  6/.  8s.  and  the  residue,  except  51. 
which  Mr.  Faulkner  retained,  was  disposed  of  amongst  the  poor  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Croft’s  Bank,  and  of  the  hamlets  of  Eccles  and  Barton,  in  linen, 
blankets  and  bread. 

The  sum  of  5l.  above  mentioned,  was  retained  by  Mr.  Faulkner,  and 
a sum  of  the  same  amount  was  retained  by  him  out  of  the  rents  in  1816,  as 
a remuneration  for  expenses  incurred  by  him  from  time  to  time  in  the  execution 
of  the  trust,  and  for  interest  of  money  which  he  had  at  different  times  advanced 
on  account  of  the  charity. 

The  only  audit  of  accounts  which  has  taken  place  during  the  management 
of  Mr.  A.  Faulkner,  was  in  September  1825,  when  all  the  preceding  accounts 
were  examined,  and  the  book  was  signed  by  two  of  the  trustees ; and  there  was 
at  that  time  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  A.  Faulkner  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity 
of  5/.  1 9s.  Id. 

In  the  application  of  this  charity  the  donor’s  directions  as  to  the  pro- 
portion which  each  of  the  numerous  branches  of  it  was  to  receive  have  not 
been  very  strictly  adhered  to,  and  it  would  be  more  conformable  to  his  inten- 
tions if  an  accurate  scale  were  drawn  up,  for  the  disposal  of  the  present  income 
in  the  due  proportions ; which  would  of  course  be  subject  to  be  varied  when- 
ever any  alteration  of  the  rents  should  take  place.

Row  Green  School  and  Collier’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  the  day  of  1716,  (as  appears  from  Worsley. 

a copy  thereof  produced  to  us  by  Mr.  Robert  Lansdale,  of  Worsley,  the  original  „ ' . 

deed  not  being  to  be  found),  between  Richard  Collier,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  °Ind  Collier’s00 
Collier,  of  the  first  part,  Robert  Bullough  and  John  Williamson,  executors  of  Charity, 
the  said  Thomas  Collier,  of  the  second  part,  and  Thomas  Barlow,  Giles  Collier, 

Peter  Collier,  and  Peter  Valentine,  of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  Robert 
Leigh,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  September  1706,  in  consideration  of 
100/.  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Collier,  and  his  heirs,  a yearly  rentcharge  of 
51.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  at 
West  Houghton,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  then  the  inheritance  and  in  the 
possession  of  the  said  Robert  Leigh,  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Collier,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  25th  December 
1710,  gave  and  appointed  the  said  yearly  rentcharge  of  51.  to  be  paid  to 
a schoolmaster,  to  teach  20  children  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Worsley, 
the  said  schoolmaster  giving  50/.  bond  to  his  executors,  or  trustees,  for  per- 
formance of  such  conditions  as  should  be  annexed  to  his  will,  or  as  he  by 
writing  should  appoint  in  his  lifetime ; and  reciting,  that  no  bond  had  been 
annexed  to  the  said  will,  nor  any  bond  given  for  performance  of  such  con- 
ditions, as  the  said  Thomas  Collier  might  by  writing  have  appointed  ; the 
said  Richard  Collier,  Robert  Bullough,  and  John  Williamson,  granted  and 
assigned  to  the  said  Thomas  Barlow,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  third  part, 
and  their  heirs,  the  said  rentcharge  of  51.  with  the  powers  for  enforcing  the 
payment  thereof,  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties  to  that  indenture,  and  their  heirs, 
upon  trust  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  use  of  a schoolmaster,  as  his  wages  or 
salary,  for  the  teaching  of  such  20  children  of  poor  inhabitants  of  the  township 
of  Worsley,  as  should  from  time  to  time  inhabit  therein,  perfectly  to  read 
English,  as  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  in  their  discretion  think  fit ; 
with  a power,  whenever  five  of  the  trustees  should  be  deceased,  for  the  sur- 
vivors to  appoint  five  others. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  rentcharge  was  made  by  indenture, 
bearing  date  1st  January  1825,  whereby  James  Edge,  Thomas  Edge,  William 
Edge,  Robert  Lansdale  and  Richard  Leigh,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  appointed 
Robert  Haldane  Bradshaw,  James  Bradshaw,  James  Sothern,  John  Walton, 

John  Pickup,  Samuel  Doming,  William  Atkin,  Thomas  Farnworth,  Silas  Leigh, 
and  Richard  Lansdale  (all  of  whom  are  now  living)  to  be  trustees,  and  assigned 
the  said  rentcharge  of  5/.  to  them,  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  upon  the 
trusts  declared  by  the  said  deed  of  1716. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  21st  and  22d  March  1727, 
the  most  Noble  Scroop,  duke  of  Bridgewater,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Worsley, 
granted  to  Pierce  Starkie  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a plot  of  waste  land,  being

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Worsley.  part,  and  lying  near  the  westerly  end,  of  a common  in  Worsley,  called  Row 

- Green,  containing  in  length  eight  rods,  and  in  breadth,  at  the  south  easterly 

Row  Green  School  enc^  four  rods,  and  at  the  north  westerly  end  three  rods  (eight  yards  to  the 
a"r ]Co-!ier  s rod),  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  upon  trust  that  the  same  might  be  inclosed 

continued.  from  the  common,  and  a school-house  erected  by  voluntary  contribution  thereon 
for  the  use  of  sucli  schoolmaster,  as  should  be  elected  by  the  trustees  therein 
named,  and  should  instruct  such  children  as  should  be  sent  there  in  reading  of 
English,  writing,  the  church  catechism,  and  such  other  learning,  and  for  such 
wages  as  should  be  directed  by  the  trustees;  with  a power  of  appointing  new 
trustees  when  the  number  should  be  reduced  to  three. 

This  trust  does  not  appear  to  have  been  renewed. 

There  is  a school  and  schoolmaster’s  house  at  Row  Green,  probably  built  at 
the  time  of  the  above-mentioned  grant  of  the  duke  of  Bridgewater,  with  a 
garden.  The  buildings  are  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  township.  The 
present  schoolmaster  succeeded  his  brother  in  the  school,  but  does  not  appear 
to  have  had  any  regular  appointment. 

The  rentcharge  of  51.  given  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Collier  is  paid  by  William 
Hulton,  esq.  in  respect  of  a farm  at  West  Houghton,  belonging  to  him,  called 
the  Ashes,  now  in  the  occupation  of  the  widow  Green.  It  is  received  by 
Mr.  Robert  Lansdale,  one  of  the  trustees,  and  paid  over  to  the  master  of  Row 
Green  school,  who  in  respect  thereof  teaches  12  poor  children  of  Worsley 
(that  being  considered  as  large  a number  as  the  master  can  be  required  to  teach 
for  51.)  usually  appointed  by  Mr.  R.  Lansdale,  to  read,  and  to  say  the  church 
catechism. 

The  master  also  teaches  other  children,  for  whose  education  he  is  paid  by 
their  parents.

PARISH  OF  FLIXTON. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  FLIXTON. 

Charities  of  Warburton  and  others. 

A memorandum  entered  in  an  overseer’s  book  for  this  township,  states, 
that  Peter  Warburton  de  Broolc  gave  to  the  overseers  of  the  township  of 
Flixton,  by  his  Will,  601.  half  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster 
officiating  at  Shawtown  school,  within  Flixton,  towards  the  education  of 
four  or  live  poor  children  belonging  to  that  township  ; and  the  other  half  to 
be  annually,  on  Easter  Tuesday,  paid  to  the  poor  inhabitants  settled  legally 
in  Flixton,  in  such  portions  as  the  minister,  overseers  and  churchwardens 
should  think  fit. 

A tablet  relating  to  this  charity  in  Flixton  church,  to  the  same  effect  as 
the  above  entry,  is  dated  in  1768. 

It  is  understood  that  this  sum  of  60/.  was  laid  out  in  building  or  repairing 
the  workhouse  at  Flixton. 

In  the  overseer’s  account  for  1777>  a sum  of  81.  is  charged  amongst  the 
disbursements,  under  the  name  of  Benefaction  Money ; and  the  further  sum 
of  1/.  10s.  is  charged  as  paid  to  a person  for  teaching  poor  children.  The 
same  annual  sums  of  31.  and  1/.  10s.  appear  to  have  been  paid  in  the  same 
manner  until  the  year  1807,  since  which  time  31.  only  has  been  paid. 

This  annual  payment  is  now  made  by  the  overseer  out  of  the  poor’s  rates  to 
the  churchwarden,  by  whom  1 1.  10s.  thereof  is  paid  to  the  master  of  Shawtown 
school  in  Flixton,  (which  w'as  originally  built  at  the  expense  of  the  inhabitants 
on  a part  of  the  waste,  and  wTas  rebuilt  in  the  same  manner  about  20  years  ago), 
for  teaching  three  poor  children  to  read.  The  remaining  1/.  10  s.  is  united 
with  the  money  collected  at  the  sacrament,  and  distributed  annually  at  Easter 
by  the  minister  and  churclnvarden  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  these  sums  are  paid  as  the  interest  of 
Warburton’s  legacy  of  60 1.  The  further  annual  payment  of  1/.  10s.  which 
was  discontinued  in  1807,  was  probably  made  in  respect  of  the  three  following 
donations,  mentioned  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  as  being  then  vested 
in  the  township  : —

William  Lowe,  1695,  to  the  poor,  10/.  - - - - -10  s.

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We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  trace  of  the  mode  in  which  the  principal 
sums  given  by  these  donors  were  applied ; but  from  the  payment  of  the  interest 
of  them  by  the  township,  it  is  probable  that  they  had  been  expended  pre- 
viously to  1786,  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  contributing  to  the  poor’s 
rates. 

Wood’s  Charity. 

John  Wood,  by  a Codicil  to  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  November  1779,  and 
proved  at  Chester,  bequeathed  to  his  executors,  Samuel  Bent  otherwise  Wood, 
Lawrence  Fogg,  John  Royle  and  James  Yates,  30/.  out  of  his  personal  estate, 
upon  trust  that  they  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  their  executors  and 
administrators,  should  from  time  to  time  put  out  the  same  on  good  security,  as 
they  in  their  discretion  should  think  proper,  and  should  annually  pay  the 
interest  thereof  for  the  education  of  four  or  five  poor  children  legally  settled 
in  Flixton,  as  they  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  to  be  educated  at 
Shawtown  school  in  Flixton,  the  said  interest  to  be  paid  to  the  officiating 
schoolmaster  of  the  said  school. 

It  does  not  appear  that  this  legacy  was  placed  out  by  the  trustees  on  any 
security,  but  interest  was  paid  for  it  to  the  master  of  Shawtown  school  before 
mentioned,  by  Samuel  Bent  otherwise  Wood,  who  was  one  of  the  trustees,  and 
also  the  natural  son  of  the  testator,  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1811,  and 
the  same  payment  was  afterwards  continued  by  John  Wood,  his  eldest  son, 
till  1815. 

By  the  will  of  the  testator  a sum  of  430/.  was  given  to  his  said  executors,  in 
trust  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  to  his  wife  and  daughter  for  their  lives,  and  to 
the  survivor  of  them  for  life ; and  if  the  daughter  should  die  without  issue,  then 
to  pay  the  said  sum  in  various  small  legacies  specified  in  the  will.  The  widow 
died  in  1785,  and  the  daughter  in  1814.  Upon  the  death  of  the  latter  without 
issue,  the  persons  entitled  to  portions  of  the  said  430/.  being  more  than  80  in 
number,  it  was  considered  necessary  that  a bill  should  be  filed  in  a court  of 
Equity  against  Mr.  Lawrence  Fogg,  the  only  surviving  executor,  who  was  then 
very  old  and  infirm,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  him  from  the  trust,  and 
obtaining  the  direction  of  the  court  as  to  the  payments  to  the  parties  entitled, 
and  a bill  was  accordingly  filed  in  the  court  of  Exchequer  in  1815  by  two  of 
the  claimants,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  other  legatees.  It  was  unfor- 
tunately thought  expedient  to  comprehend  in  this  proceeding  the  charitable 
legacy  of  30/.  given  by  the  codicil,  and  the  attorney -general  was  accordingly 
made  a defendant  in  the  suit,  and  put  in  an  answer  to  the  bill  claiming  the 
rights  of  the  charity,  and  submitting  to  the  direction  of  the  court. 

By  a decree  made  in  this  cause  in  June  1815,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  said 
sum  of  30/.  should,  after  deducting  the  attorney-general’s  costs,  be  paid  to  the 
trustees  of  Flixton  school ; and  by  a report  of  the  deputy  remembrancer  of  the 
court  made  in  December  181 6,  the  attorney-general’s  costs  were  taxed  at 
29/.  7s.  3d.  of  which  the  sum  of  2/.  10 s.  10 d.  was  stated  to  be  conditional. 
The  sum  actually  paid  for  these  costs  was  26/.  l6s.  5d.  the  conditional  costs 
not  having  been  incurred  ; so  that  out  of  the  legacy  of  30/.  there  remained 
only  3/.  3s.  7 d.  which  jvas  paid  in  1818  to  Mr.  John  Gregory,  who  appears  to 
have  been  one  of  the  trustees  for  the  rebuilding  of  Shawtown  school,  there 
being  no  other  trustees  of  that  school.  Mr.  Gregory  states,  that  he  immediately 
paid  over  that  sum  to  Mr.  John  Hunter,  the  then  master  of  that  school,  who 
had  a demand  of  about  61.  which  probably  arose  in  consequence  of  his  having 
continued  to  teach  children  freely  in  respect  of  this  charity  after  the  payment 
of  interest  had  ceased. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  this  small  charity  has  by  the  above-mentioned 
proceedings  been  altogether  annihilated.

TOWNSHIP  OF  URMSTON. 

Gregory’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  Peter  Gregory  gave  10/.  f >r 
bread  for  the  poor  of  Urmston.  The  date  of  this  donation  is  not  mentioned  ; 
but  at  the  time  of  making  those  Returns,  it  appears  to  have  consisted  of  land 
producing  10s.  per  annum. 

It  is  understood  that  the  above-mentioned  sum  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  a small  arable  field  in  Urmston,  called  Maunchet  Field,  containing  between 
20  and  30  perches  (customary  measure  of  eight  yards  to  the  perch),  but  no 
Rep.  16.  O deeds 


Urmston. 

Gregory’s  Charity. 
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deeds  are  found  relating  to  the  purchase  ; it  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas 
Darbyshire,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  2/.  per  annum.  This  rent  is 
paid  by  him  to  a baker  for  providing  bread,  which  is  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
Urmston  at  Flixton  church  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month,  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  minister  of  the  parish  and  the  churchwarden  of 
Urmston. 

About  three  years  ago  the  distribution  of  bread  was  discontinued,  and  for  a 
year  and  a half  the  rent  was  received  by  the  churchwarden  and  carried  to  his 
general  account ; but  at  the  end  of  that  time  it  was  agreed  at  a vestry  to  recom- 
mence the  distribution,  and  to  increase  the  quantity  of  bread  thus  given  till  the 
rent  so  received  by  the  churchwarden  had  been  repaid.  At  the  time  of  our 
investigation  (March  1826)  the  whole  of  these  arrears  had  not  been  distributed. 

Hayward’s  Charity. 

Hayward’s  Charity.  The  Returns  of  1786  state  that  George  Hayward,  in  1681,  gave  10/.  to  the 
school  vested  in  this  township,  and  producing  10s.  per  annum. 

An  annual  payment  of  this  amount  was  made  to  the  master  of  Shawtown 
school  by  the  overseer  of  this  township,  out  of  the  poor’s  rates,  until  about  four 
years  ago,  when  it  was  discontinued,  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  appear  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  township  were  liable  to  the  payment. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  as  to  the  mode  in 
which  the  principal  of  this  small  donation  was  disposed  of. 

Charities  of  Coupe  and  Sherlock. 

Charities  of  Coupe  In  the  Returns  of  1736  it  is  mentioned,  that  Peter  Coupe,  by  Deed  in  1705, 
and  Sherlock.  gave  30/.  for  the  school  and  other  purposes,  producing  305.  per  annum  ; and 
a Bible  was  produced  to  us,  containing  an  inscription,  stating  that  it  was  given  in 
1784  to  Josiah  Johnston,  of  Urmston,  a scholar  educated  at  Shawtown  school, 
by  William  Allen,  esq.  being  part  of  a benefaction  of  30/.  settled  by  the  late 
Peter  Coupe,  of  Urmston,  in  1705,  upon  land  then  the  property  of  the  said 
William  Allen,  for  charitable  uses ; viz.  205.  part  of  the  interest  thereof,  for 
the  education  of  five  poor  children  belonging  to  the  said  township,  and  5 s. 
a year,  other  part  thereof,  to  buy  them  books. 

In  1789,  the  above-mentioned  Mr.  Allen  having  become  insolvent,  various 
estates  belonging  to  him  were  sold  by  the  direction  of  his  assignees,  and 
amongst  others  an  estate  in  Urmston,  called  Newcroft,  which  in  the  printed 
particulars  of  sale  is  stated  to  consist  of  a farm-house,  &c.  and  about  74  statute 
acres,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a yearly  rentcharge  of  205.  for  the 
education  of  poor  children  at  Shawtown  school,  of  2 5.  6d.  yearly  to  the  minister 
of  Flixton  church  for  a sermon,  and  25.  6d.  yearly  to  the  ringers  at  Flixton. 

The  estate  of  Newcroft  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Samuel  Taylor,  who  pays 
205.  per  annum  to  the  master  of  Shawtown  school  for  teaching  two  poor  children 
of  Urmston,  appointed  by  Mr.  Taylor,  to  read,  and  the  annual  sums  of  25.  6d. 
to  the  minister  of  Flixton  for  preaching  a sermon  on  5th  November,  and  25.  6d. 
to  the  ringers  of  Flixton  on  the  same  day. 

The  above-mentioned  particulars  of  sale  do  not  state  that  the  specified 
payments  out  of  the  Newcroft  estate  were  derived  from  the  donation  of  Peter 
Coupe ; but  it  appears  to  us  a probable  conjecture  that  they  are  referable  to  that 
gift,  and  that  the  annual  interest  of  305.  mentioned  in  the  Returns  of  1786  was 
made  up  of  those  payments,  amounting  to  255.  and  of  the  annual  sum  of  5s. 
for  books,  mentioned  in  the  inscription  in  the  above-mentioned  Bible,  although 
the  latter  may  have  been  lost  sight  of,  and  omitted  to  be  noticed  as  a charge 
upon  the  sale  of  the  estate.  We  are  not  aware,  however,  that  there  is  any 
sufficient  evidence  to  charge  the  present  proprietor  of  Newcroft  with  any 
payments  except  those  mentioned  in  the  particulars  of  sale,  and  which  are  now 
made  by  him. 

The  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  William  Sherlock  gave  20/.  for  bread  to  the 
poor,  then  vested  in  William  Allen,  and  producing  205.  per  annum.  We  have 
been  able  to  obtain  no  further  information  as  to  this  donation  ; it  is  not  im- 
probable that  it  was  lost  by  the  insolvency  of  Mr.  Allen. 

Newton’s  Charity. 

Newtons  Charity.  Richard  Newton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  30th  September  1800,  bequeathed 
to  his  executors,  William  Lever  and  John  Warrington,  100/.  upon  trust  to 
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transfer  the  same  to  five  or  more  discreet  and  substantial  householders  of  the  Urmston. 
township  of  Urmston,  upon  trust  to  place  the  same  out  on  such  good  real  T - — 

security,  or  in  the  public  funds,  as  they  should  think  proper ; and  to  apply  the  ’ 

produce  thereof  in  paying  for  the  teaching  of  the  children  of  poor  persons,  v ^ *--> 

who  for  the  time  being  should  reside  in  the  said  township,  in  English,  writing 
and  arithmetic,  at  the  nomination  of  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being ; with 
directions  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  whenever  the  number  should  be 
reduced  to  three  or  fewer,  so  as  to  make  up  the  number  of  five  or  more,  and 
so  as  the  new  elected  trustees  should  at  the  time  of  their  appointment  be  house- 
holders of  the  said  township. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  25th  May  1802,  reciting  the  said  will,  William 
Lever,  as  the  surviving  executor  of  this  testator,  assigned  the  said  sum  of  100/. 
upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  to  John  Smith,  William  Faulkner,  Joshua 
Coupe,  John  Gregory,  Samuel  Wilcock  and  James  Millatt,  all  of  Urmston. 

And  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  December  1824,  the  said  Joshua 
Coupe,  John  Gregory,  and  Samuel  Wilcock,  the  surviving  trustees,  all  of  whom 
had  ceased  to  reside  in  the  said  township  assigned  the  same  100/.  to  James 
Shawcross,  John  Faulkner,  Joshua  Coupe  the  younger,  James  Faulkner,  John 
Walkden  and  Samuel  Taylor,  all  of  Urmston,  on  the  same  trusts. 

This  legacy  of  100/.  was  not  laid  out  on  real  security,  or  in  the  public 
funds,  but  remained  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Warrington,  one  of  the  donor’s 
executors,  and  after  Mr.  Warrington’s  death  in  those  of  his  executor,  Mr.  John 
Gregory,  one  of  the  persons  appointed  trustees  of  the  charity  in  1802,  who 
states  that  he  gave  a bond  for  the  amount,  that  he  afterwards  paid  that  sum 
to  Mr.  William  Faulkner,  another  of  the  trustees,  and  that  upon  the  death 
of  the  latter,  about  three  years  ago,  his  son,  Mr.  Samuel  Faulkner,  repaid  it  to 
Mr.  John  Gregory,  in  whose  possession  it  remained  at  the  time  of  our  inves- 
tigation. 

The  interest  of  this  sum  at  five  per  cent  has  been  paid  by  the  persons 
successively  holding  the  principal  sum,  to  the  master  of  Shawtown  school 
before  mentioned,  for  teaching  10  poor  children  of  Urmston  to  read,  their 
parents  paying  an  additional  gratuity  for  their  instruction,  if  taught  writing 
and  arithmetic. 

The  children  have  been  occasionally  appointed  by  the  trustees ; but  it  is 
intended  that  in  future  this  shall  be  regularly  done,  and  that  the  schoolmaster 
shall  produce  to  the  trustees  a list  of  the  children  taught  by  him  under  the 
charity,  that  the  number  may  be  kept  complete. 

An  expense  of  between  4/.  and  51.  was  incurred  for  making  the  trust-deed 
of  1824,  which  was  paid  by  Mr.  John  Faulkner,  one  of  the  trustees  ; and 
notice  had  been  given,  previously  to  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  to  the  school- 
master to  discontinue  the  instruction  of  the  children,  in  order  that  this  debt 
might  be  paid  off  out  of  the  income  of  the  charity. 

Mr.  John  Gregory,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  undertook  to  pay  the  sum 
of  100/.  to  the  newly -appointed  trustees  in  June  1826,  in  order  that  it  might 
be  invested  on  some  good  security,  in  conformity  with  the  donor’s  directions. 

We  have  been  since  informed  that  it  has  been  received  by  the  trustees,  and  that 
it  is  proposed,  as  the  most  beneficial  mode  of  disposing  of  this  money,  to  lay  it 
out  in  building  a house  adjoining  to  Shawtown  school,  for  the  residence  of  the 
schoolmaster,  and  to  make  an  agreement  with  him,  that  he  shall  in  respect 
thereof  teach  a certain  number  of  poor  children  of  Urmston-  to  be  nominated 
by  the  trustees  of  this  charity. 


PARISH  OF  MANCHESTER. 

Free  Grammar  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  20th  August,  7th  Henry  VIII.  (1515)  between 
Hugh  Oldham,  bishop  of  Exeter,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Longley,  rector  of  Prest- 
Avich,  Hugh  Bexwyke,  chaplain,  and  Ralph  Huline,  gentleman,  of  the  first 
part;  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Whalley,  of  the  second  part;  and  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  of  the  college  of  Manchester,  of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  the 
said  parties  had  often  taken  into  consideration  that  the  youth,  particularly  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  had  for  a long  time  been  in  want  of  instruction,  as  well  on 
account  of  the  poverty  of  their  parents,  as  for  want  of  some  person  who  should 
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instruct  them  in  learning  and  virtue,  and  therefore  to  the  intent  that  there 
should  be  some  fit  person  to  teach  youths  and  boys  freely,  without  any  thing 
to  be  given  to,  or  to  be  taken  by  him,  had  covenanted  and  agreed  as  therein- 
after mentioned  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Hugh  Bexwyke  and  Ralph 
Hulme,  together  with  Joan  Bexwyke,  widows  had  by  indenture  bearing  date 
20th  June  then  last,  demised  to  the  said  warden  and  fellows  all  their  lands, 
tenements,  rents  and  services  of  the  water  corn-mills,  called  Manchester  Corn- 
Mills,  and  all  their  tolls  of,  &c.  to  the  tenants  of  Lord  La  Warr,  for70  years,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  13  marks,  payable  to  the  said  Lord  La  Warr ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  Hugh  Bexwyke,  Ralph  Hulme,  and  Joan  Bexwyke,  had 
by  deed,  bearing  the  same  date  as  that  indenture,  released  to  the  said  warden 
and  fellows  all  their  right  in  the  said  premises,  to  the  use  and  intent  therein- 
after expressed  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Ralph  Hulme  and  Richard 
Hunt  had  by  indenture  bearing  date  2d  July  then  last,  demised  to  the  said 
wrarden  and  fellows  the  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  &c.  in  Ancoats, 
which  they  had  held  jointly  with  Roger  Sondeforth,  D.  D.  deceased,  John 
Veysey,  archdeacon  of  Chester,  and  Thomas  Marler,  of  the  gift  and  feoffment 
of  Barnard  Oldham,  archdeacon  of  Cornwall,  to  hold  to  the  said  wardens  and 
fellows  for  the  like  term  of  70  years,  paying  the  accustomed  rents  and  services 
to  the  chief  lord  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Ralph  Hulme  and  Richard 
Hunt  had  by  deed  bearing  date  6th  July  then  last,  released  all  their  right  and 
interest  in  the  said  premises  to  the  said  warden  and  fellow's  and  their  successors, 
to  the  use  and  intent  thereinafter  expressed  ; all  which  premises  above  men- 
tioned were  stated  to  be  of  the  yearly  value  of  40/.  and  w ere  given  to  the  said 
warden  and  fellow's  to  the  intent  that  they,  with  the  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
should  perform  the  agreements  thereinafter  expressed ; It  wras  witnessed,  that 
for  the  performance  and  execution  of  so  great  a work,  the  said  parties  cove- 
nanted and  agreed  that  the  said  Hugh  Oldham,  bishop  of  Exeter,  the  said 
warden  and  fellows,  and  the  said  Thomas  Longley,  Hugh  Bexw'yke  and  Ralph 
Hulme,  during  the  lives  of  the  said  bishop,  and  of  the  said  Thomas,  Hugh  and 
Ralph,  should  provide  and  nominate  a fit  person,  secular  or  regular,  learned 
and  fit  to  be  master,  to  teach  and  instruct  scholars  in  grammar,  in  the  town  of 
Manchester,  according  to  the  form  of  grammar  then  taught  in  the  school  in  the 
town  of  Banbury,  in  Oxfordshire,  and  an  usher  (hostiarium)  or  substitute  to 
such  master,  to  teach  such  grammar  in  his  absence,  or  for  his  assistance  ; and 
after  the  death  of  the  persons  above  named,  that  the  said  w'ardens  and  fellow's 
for  the  time  being  should  for  ever  provide  such  master,  &c.  ; and  the  said 
warden  and  fellow's  agreed  to  pay  annually,  without  any  deduction,  10/.  to  the 
said  master,  and  51.  to  the  said  usher;  and  William  Pleasington  was  thereby 
appointed  as  the  person  who  should  first,  freely  and  without  any  thing  to  be 
therefore  given  to  him,  except  his  stipend,  instruct  in  grammar  all  boys  and 
children  in  the  said  town  of  Manchester,  coming  to  him  in  the  place  appointed 
for  the  purpose  ; and  Richard  Wolstoncroft  was  appointed  to  be  the  usher  to 
teach  such  boys  as  aforesaid  coming  to  him,  without  any  thing  to  be  taken  by 
him,  except  his  salary  appointed  as  aforesaid  ; and  it  was  agreed,  that  in  case 
the  said  warden  and  fellows  for  the  time  being  should  be  remiss  or  negligent, 
or  should  not  be  able  to  agree  in  the  election  of  a master  or  usher  within  two 
months  after  a vacancy,  the  abbot  of  Whalley  and  his  successors  for  the  time 
being  should  elect  for  that  turn  ; and  that  the  said  master  and  usher  should 
not  be  removed  except  for  reasonable  cause,  as  for  incontinence,  or  neglect  of 
their  scholars,  or  such  like,  which  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  said 
w'arden  and  fellows  ; and  that  the  master  and  usher  should  perform  certain  ser- 
vices in  the  church  therein  mentioned,  and  that  the  said  warden  and  fellows 
should  provide  for  such  services,  and  make  certain  payments  for  the  same;  and 
that  upon  every  nomination  of  a master  and  usher  so  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid, 
the  said  wardens  and  fellows  should  cause  the  said  master  and  usher  respectively 
to  take  an  oath,  impartially  and  indifferently  to  teach  and  correct  the  boys  and 
scholars,  and  to  use  due  diligence  therein,  and  that  they  would  not  take  any  the 
smallest  gifts,  by  colour  of  their  office,  or  for  their  teaching,  except  their  stipends. 

By  Lease,  bearing  date  11th  October,  7th  Henry  VIII.  the  said  warden 
and  fellows  demised  the  Manchester  Corn-Mills,  and  the  premises  at  Ancoats, 
to  the  said  Hugh  Bexwyke  and  Joan  Bexw'yke  for  60  years,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  15/.  18  s.  over  and  above  the  rent  of  9/.  13  s.  4 d.  payable  to  the 
said  Lord  La  Warr. 
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Notwithstanding  it  appears  from  the  above-abstracted  indenture  and  the  Manchester, 
deeds  therein  recited,  that  the  mills  and  other  premises  therein  mentioned  were  pree'^^mmar 
vested  in  the  warden  and  fellows  of  the  college  of  Manchester,  as  trustees,  for  ^choo?™*^ 
the  support  of  a grammar  school,  yet  within  a few  years  afterwards  they  continued. 

became,  with  some  additional  premises,  the  subject  of  the  following  conveyance  v ^ 

from  the  before-mentioned  Hugh  Bexwyke  and  Joan  Bexwyke  to  other  trustees, 
which  conveyance,  with  the  ordinances  contained  in  the  schedule  annexed 
thereto,  may  be  considered,  the  foundation-deed  of  the  school,  as  it  at  present 
exists,  and  in  which  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  former  grants. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  1st  April,  16th  Henry  VIII.  (1525), 
reciting,  that  Thomas  West  Lord  La  Warr  had  by  deed  indented,  bearing  date 
3d  October,  1st  Henry  VIII.  granted  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Hugh  Bexwyke 
and  Joan  Bexwyke,  with  the  said  Ralph  Hulme,  since  deceased,  all  the  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  reversions,  and  services  of  his  water-corn-mills,  called  Man- 
chester Mills,  situate  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  on  the  stream  of  Irk,  and 
also  the  tolls  of  all  the  tenants  and  servants  of  the  said  Lord  La  Warr  in  Man- 
chester, and  of  all  other  residents  there ; and  also  his  fulling-mill  there,  called 
a Walke  Mill,  on  the  same  stream  of  Irk,  and  a close  of  land  in  Manchester, 
called  Walker’s  Croft,  and  the  water  or  stream  of  Irk,  and  the  free  fishery 
thereof  from  a place  called  Asshelle  Lawn  unto  the  river  Irwell,  and  all  his 
lands  and  tenements  adjacent  and  adjoining,  without  the  several  closes  and 
burgages  on  both  sides  of  the  said  stream  of  Irk,  from  Asshelle  Lawn  to  the 
river  Irwell ; and  also  full  power  and  authority  to  make  and  fix  mills  or  mes- 
suages, and  so  many  and  such  weirs,  engines,  and  fastenings  on  both  sides  of 
the  said  stream  of  Irk,  and  upon  through  and  across  the  same  stream,  from 
Asshelle  Lawn  to  the  river  Irwell,  as  to  them  should  seem  fit,  and  to  repairing 
the  same  weirs,  &c. ; to  hold  to  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan,  and  the  said  Ralph 
Hulme,  and  their  heirs,  to  their  own  use : The  said  Hugh  and  Joan  granted 
and  confirmed  to  Lewis  Pollard,  knight,  Anthony  Fitzherbert,  justice  and 
knight,  William  Courtenay,  knight,  Thomas  Denys,  knight,  Alexander  Rat- 
cliffe,  knight,  John  Beron,  knight,  Edmund  Trafford,  Richard  Assheton, 

Thurstan  Tildesley,  Robert  Langley,  Richard  Holland,  and  John  Reddiche, 
esquires,  and  their  heirs,  all  the  said  mills,  lands,  tolls,  and  premises ; 
and  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan  further  granted  and  confirmed  to  the  said 
Lewis  Pollard  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  all  their  messuages,  lands,  rents,  &c. 
in  the  hamlet  of  Ancoats,  in  the  town  of  Manchester  ; and  one  burgage,  lying 
in  the  Mill  Gate  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  between  a burgage  lately  of  one 
John  Platt  on  the  one  side,  and  the  Hunt  Lode  on  the  other  side,  which 
burgage  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan  lately  had  to  them  and  their  heirs  from  the 
gift  and  feoffment  of  John  bishop  of  Exeter,  and  Thomas  Marler,  as  appeared 
from  a deed  indented,  bearing  date  19th  May,  16th  Henry  VIII.  And  the 
said  Hugh  and  Joan  thereby  granted  to  the  said  Lewis  Pollard  and  others,  and 
their  heirs,  the  house  called  Manchester  School  House,  and  the  land  on  which 
the  same  was  built,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  between 
a stone  chimney  of  George  Trafford  on  the  east,  the  eastern  part  of  the  college 
of  Manchester  on  the  west,  the  road  leading  from  the  said  college  to  a street 
called  Mill  Gate  on  the  south,  and  the  water  called  Irk  on  the  north ; which 
messuage  and  land  they  had  to  them  and  their  heirs  of  the  gift  and  feoffment 
of  Thomas  Longley  and  Hugh  Marler,  as  appeared  by  a deed  dated  31st  March, 

16th  Henry  VIII.  ; to  hold  the  said  mills,  messuages,  lands,  and  premises  to 
the  said  Lewis  Pollard  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Hugh 
and  Joan  for  their  lives,  and  the  life  of  the  survivor,  so  that  they  and  the  sur- 
vivor of  them  should  fulfil  all  the  ordinances  and  constitutions  contained  and 
expressed  in  a certain  schedule  annexed  to  that  deed  ; and  after  their  decease, 
to  the  use  and  intent,  that  the  said  Lewis  Pollard  and  others  should  fulfil  the 
said  ordinances  and  constitutions. 

In  the  annexed  schedule,  after  reciting  that  the  right  reverend  Hugh 
Oldham,  late  bishop  of  Exeter,  deceased,  considering  that  the  bringing  up  of 
children  in  good  learning  and  manners  was  the  chief  cause  to  advance  know- 
ledge, and  that  the  liberal  science  or  art  of  grammar  was  the  ground  and 
fountain  of  all  the  other  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  and  for  the  good  mind  which 
he  had  and  bore  to  the  county  of  Lancashire,  where  the  learning  of  grammar 
had  not  been  taught  for  lack  of  sufficient  schoolmaster  and  usher,  had  at  his  great 
costs  and  charges  within  the  town  of  Manchester  budded  an  house,  joining 
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to  the  college  of  Manchester  in  the  west,  the  water  called  Irk  in  the  north, 
the  way  going  from  the  said  college  into  a street  called  Mdl  Gate  in  the  south, 
and  a stone  chimney  of  George  Trafford  in  the  east,  for  a free  school,  there  to 
be  kept  for  evermore,  and  to  be  called  “ Manchester  School,”  and  that  for  the 
same  intent  the  said  bishop  at  his  further  charge  had  purchased  a lease  of 
many  years  then  to  come  of  the  Corn  Mills  of  Manchester,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, and  had  also  caused  other  lands  and  tenements  in  Manchester,  called 
Ancoats,  and  a burgage  in  Mill  Gate,  to  be  disposed  and  converted  to  the  use  of 
the  continuance  of  teaching  and  learning  in  the  same  school  for  ever  as  therein- 
after was  declared ; and  also  that  for  the  continuance  and  maintenance  of  the 
same  school,  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan  Bexwyke,  at  their  cost  and  charge  had  pur- 
chased to  them  and  their  heirs,  and  to  the  said  Ralph  Hulme  deceased,  all  the 
mills,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  reversions,  services  and  hereditaments  contained 
and  specified  in  the  said  indenture  : It  is  stated  that  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan 
had  by  the  said  indenture  given  and  granted  all  and  singular  the  same  premises 
to  the  said  Lewis  Pollard,  knight,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent, 
that  they  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever  should  stand  thereof  seised  to  the  use 
therein  specified,  and  should  perform  and  observe  all  the  acts,  ordinances,  and 
constitutions  thereafter  ensuing  by  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan  made  and  specified 
in  the  said  schedule  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same  grammar  school ; that  is 
to  say, 

“ First,  The  said  Lewis  and  other  his  co-feoffees  beforesaid,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  of  the  issues,  revenues  and  profits  coming,  rising,  and  growing  of  the 
said  mills,  lands,  tenements  and  other  the  premises  contained  and  specified  in 
the  said  deeds  indented,  the  said  school-house  called  “ Manchester  School,” 
sufficiently  shall  repair,  sustain,  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  repaired,  sustained 
and  maintained  for  evermore,  in  covering,  walling,  and  such  other  as  by  the 
discretion  of  the  warden  of  the  said  college  of  Manchester  or  his  deputy,  and 
the  churchwardens  of  the  said  college  church  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  thought 
necessary. 

“ Item,  Within  the  same  school,  nor  library  of  the  same  by  night  or  by  day, 
any  other  arts,  things,  plays,  or  other  occupations  be  had  or  used  in  them  or 
any  of  them,  but  allways  kept  honest  and  cleanly  as  it  beseemeth  a school  or 
a library,  and  that  after  the  cleanest  manner,  without  any  lodging  thereof  any 
schoolmaster  or  of  any  usher  or  either  of  them,  or  of  any  other  person  or 
persons. 

“ Item,  That  the  said  school  be  weekly,  once  in  the  week,  made  clean,  by 
two  poor  scholars  of  the  same  house  thereunto  assigned  by  the  high  master  for 
the  time  being,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  usher ; the  same  poor  scholars  therefore 
to  have  of  every  scholar,  at  his  first  admitting,  one  penny  sterling,  and  therefore 
to  write  in  a several  book  all  the  names  of  scholars  that  do  come  into  the  same 
school  as  scholars,  and  that  book  and  books  thereof  always  to  be  kept,  and 
every  third  year  to  be  delivered  to  the  warden  of  the  said  college  of  Man- 
chester, or  his  deputy,  to  the  intent  that  therein  may  and  shall  always  appear, 
which  have  been  brought  up  in  the  same  school,  and  so  they  to  have  exhibitions 
to  Oxford  or  Cambridge  as  hereafter  is  expressed. 

“ Item,  If  there  be  sickness  infective,  as  pestdence  universal,  the  school  to  be 
left  for  the  time  being,  by  the  discretion  of  the  warden  of  Manchester  college 
for  the  time  being,  or  his  deputy ; and  if  such  sickness  continue  by  the  space  of 
twelve  weeks  whole,  so  that  the  master  and  usher  there  teach  not  usually  by  the 
same  space,  then  the  master  and  usher  every  of  them  to  have  but  half  the  said 
wages  for  that  time  ; and  if  it  continue  the  half  year,  they  to  have  in  like 
manner,  and  if  it  continue  by  the  space  of  12  months,  so  then  they  to  have 
61.  135.  4d.  and  no  more,  that  to  be  divided  between  them  according  to  their 
portions  of  wages  ; and  the  rest  of  their  said  wages  then  to  go  to  the  store-chest 
set  and  ordained  to  keep  the  money  and  receipts  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements.” 


“ Acts  concerning  the  naming  of  the  schoolmaster,  and  usher  and  their 

ordinances. 

“ Item,  The  said  Hugh  Bexwyke  and  Joan  Bexwyke,  during  their  life  and 
the  longer  liver  of  them,  shall  name,  choose  and  elect  a convenient  person  and 
schoolmaster,  single  man,  priest  or  not  priest,  so  that  he  be  no  religious  man, 
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being  a man  honest  of  his  living  and  whole  of  body,  as  not  being  vexed  or 
infect  with  any  continual  infirmity  or  disease,  and  having  sufficient  literature 
and  learning  to  be  a schoolmaster,  and  able  to  teach  children  grammar  after  the 
school  use,  manner  and  form  of  the  school  of  Banbury,  in  Oxfordshire,  now 
there  taught,  which  is  called  “ Stanbridge  Grammar,”  or  after  such  school-use 
manner  as  in  time  to  come  shall  be  ordained  universally  throughout  all  the 
province  of  Canterbury. 

“ Item,  The  said  Hugh  and  Joan,  during  their  life  as  beforesaid,  shall  name, 
choose  and  elect  a convenient  usher  in  like  manner  as  they  do  elect  and  name  the 
abovesaid  high-master. 

« Item,  After  the  death  of  the  same  Hugh  and  Joan,  and  either  of  them 
the  President  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  of  Oxford  for  the  time  being,  and 
his  successors,  shall,  within  one  month  after  the  death  or  departure  of  every 
schoolmaster  and  usher,  and  either  of  them,  name,  elect  and  choose  a school- 
master and  usher,  and  either  of  them  as  before  is  expressed,  being  a man  honest 
and  literate,  not  regular,  as  he  shall  think  convenient ; and  if  the  said  president 
do  not  name,  elect  and  choose  the  master  and  usher  within  the  said  month  as  is 
after  expressed,  that  then  the  said  warden  or  deputy  of  the  college  of  Man- 
chester for  the  time  being  shall,  within  one  other  month  then  next  ensuing, 
name,  elect  and  choose  such  master  and  usher,  and  either  of  them,  as  before  is 
in  the  first  chapter  of  the  master,  being  a man  honest  and  literate,  as  they  shall 
think  convenient. 

“ Item,  That  every  schoolmaster  and  usher,  for  ever,  from  time  to  time  shall 
teach  freely  and  indifferently  every  child  and  scholar  coming  to  the  same  school, 
without  any  money  or  other  rewards  taken  therefor,  as  cock-penny,  victor- 
penny,  potation-penny,  or  any  other  whatsoever  it  be,  except  only  his  said 
stipend  and  wages  hereafter  specified. 

“ Item,  That  the  high-master  and  his  usher  for  the  time  being,  if  they  be 
within  holy  orders,  at  every  festival  day  and  double  feast,  being  kept  holy  day, 
in  the  year,  yearly  be  at  Divine  Service  in  their  surplice  in  the  choir  of  the 
college  of  Manchester  aforesaid,  and  be  there  at  the  commandment  of  the 
warden  of  the  said  college,  or  his  deputy  for  the  time  being. 

“ Item,  The  high-master  and  the  usher,  for  the  time  being,  every  Wednesday 
and  Friday  weekly  for  ever,  with  their  scholars  being  and  going  two  and  two 
together,  shall  go  in  procession  solemnly  before  the  warden  of  the  same  college, 
or  his  deputy  for  the  time  being,  and  fellows  of  the  same,  and  their  successors 
for  ever,  if  they  have  any  pi-ocession  for  the  day ; and  every  scholar  to  say,  if  he 
be  able  of  learning,  the  common  litany,  with  the  suffrages  following,  and 
de  profundis  for  the  soul  of  Hugh  Oldham,  late  bishop  of  Exeter,  and  founder 
of  their  school,  his  father  and  mother’s  souls,  and  for  the  souls  of  Sir  Richard 
Arderon,  Henry  Trafford,  and  Thomasin  his  wife,  deceased,  and  for  the  souls 
of  George  Trafford,  of  “ The  Garrett,”  and  Margaret  his  wife,  then  next  and 
immediately  ensuing,  when  and  what  time  it  shall  please  God  Almighty  of  his 
mercy  and  grace  to  call  for  the  said  George  and  Margaret,  or  either  of  them  ; and 
for  the  souls  of  Hugh  Bexwyke,  clerk,  and  Joan  Bexwyke,  widow,  special 
benefactors  of  the  said  school,  when  and  what  time  it  shall  please  God  Almighty 
of  his  mercy  and  grace  to  call  for  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan,  or  either  of  them, 
and  for  the  souls  of  all  the  feoffees  and  benefactors  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
same  school  at  that  day  departed,  and  all  Christian  souls,  and  for  the  good 
prosperity  of  the  feoffees  and  benefactors  then  being  in  life. 

“ Item,  That  no  high  master  or  usher  be  expelled  or  removed  against  his  will 
from  the  said  school  and  office  of  high  master  or  usher,  except  it  be  for  his  or 
their  mis-living,  or  insufficient  attending  or  teaching  the  scholars  there,  or 
having  any  sickness  or  disease  incurable,  as  pox,  leprosy,  or  such  other  great 
offences  or  sicknesses,  which  be  and  shall  be  reserved  to  the  discretion  and  order 
of  the  warden  of  the  college  church  of  Manchester  aforesaid  for  the  time  being, 
or  his  deputy. 

“ Item,  Every  schoolmaster  and  usher,  in  form  aforesaid  elect  and  chosen, 
within  one  month  of  his  said  election  or  putting  in  to  the  said  office,  shall, 
before  the  warden  of  the  said  college  of  Manchester,  or  in  his  absence  before 
his  deputy  of  the  same  college,  swear  upon  the  evangelists  that  he  shall  diligently 
and  indifferently  teach  and  correct  all  and  every  the  said  scholars  of  the  same 
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school  for  the  time  being,  all  fraud,  guile  and  deceit  in  that  behalf  only  laid 
apart. 

Item,  The  master  or  usher,  which  of  them  cometh  first  into  the  school  in  the 
morning,  say  openly  with  the  scholars  there,  this  psalm,  “ Deus  miseratur  nostri,” 
with  a collect  as  they  use  in  churches  Dominical  days,  and  every  night  in  such 
like  manner,  the  master  or  usher  to  sing  the  anthem  of  our  blessed  Lady,  and 
say,  “ de  profundis,”  for  the  soul  of  the  late  bishop  of  Exeter,  Hugh  Oldham, 
founder  of  that  school,  his  father  and  mother,  and  for  the  souls  of  Sir  Richard 
Arderon,  Henry  Trafford,  Thomasin  his  wife,  deceased ; and  for  the  souls  of 
George  Trafford,  of  “ The  Garrett,”  and  Margaret  his  wife,  then  next  and 
immediately  ensuing,  when  and  at  what  time  it  shall  please  Almighty  God  of 
his  mercy  and  grace  to  call  for  the  said  George  and  Margaret,  or  either  of  them, 
and  for  all  the  souls  of  the  feoffees  and  benefactors  of  the  same  departed,  and 
all  Christian  souls,  and  to  say  in  audible  voice  in  the  school  before  the  beginning 
of  “ de  profundis,”  in  this  manner,  For  the  soul  of  Hugh  Oldham,  late  bishop 
of  Exeter,  founder  of  our  school,  and  his  father  and  mother’s  souls,  and  for  the 
souls  of  George  Trafford  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  for  all  the  souls  that 
they  be  bounded  to  pray  for,  and  for  all  the  benefactors  souls,  and  all  Christian 
souls,  “ de  profundis.” 

“ Item,  That  no  high-master  nor  usher  leave  or  depart  from  the  said  school, 
except  he  thereof  give  openly  knowledge  to  the  warden  or  his  deputy,  and 
openly  in  the  school  before  the  scholars,  by  the  space  of  14  weeks  before  his  or 
their  departure,  or  else  to  leave  and  lose  his  or  their  quarters  wages  that  so 
departeth. 

“ Item,  The  said  high-master,  nor  his  usher,  shall  grant  no  license  to  the 
scholars  there  to  play  or  depart  from  their  school  and  learning,  except  it  be  by 
the  consent  of  the  warden  or  deputy  of  the  said  college  of  Manchester  for  the 
time  being,  and  then  to  play  honest  games  and  convenient  for  youth,  and  all 
together  and  in  one  place,  to  use  their  Latin  tongue. 

“ Item,  The  said  high-master  and  usher  to  continue  teaching  in  their  schools 
before  every  feast,  unto  four  days  next  before  every  feast,  as  Easter  and 
Christmas. 

“ Item,  Every  high-master  and  usher  shall  take  yearly  only  20  days  to  sport 
them,  at  one  time  or  sundry  times,  as  they  be  not  both  absent  at  one  time. 

“ Item,  That  if  the  high-master  be  sick  of  sickness  incurable,  or  fall  into  such 
age  that  he  may  not  conveniently  teach,  and  hath  been  a man  that  long  and 
laudably  hath  taught  in  the  said  school,  then  he  to  have  of  the  surplusage  and 
store  belonging  to  the  same  school,  yearly  4 1.  sterling. 

“ Item,  In  like  manner  the  usher  to  have  yearly  four  marks. 

“ Item,  If  the  high-master  be  sick  of  sickness  curable,  the  usher  to  help  him, 
and  to  take  the  more  pain  upon  him,  and  also  to  have  for  his  said  pain,  by  the 
discretion  of  the  said  warden  or  deputy  of  the  said  college  of  Manchester,  of 
the  wages  of  the  said  high-master  ; and  in  like  wise  if  the  said  usher  be  sick, 
then  the  high-master  to  take  more  pain  in  teaching  the  scholars,  and  to  have 
part  of  the  wages  of  the  said  usher,  by  the  discretion  of  the  warden  of  the  said 
college,  or  his  deputy. 

“ Item,  The  high-master  for  the  time  being  shall  always  appoint  one  of  his 
scholars,  as  he  thinketh  best,  to  instruct  and  teach  in  the  one  end  of  the  school 
all  infants,  that  shall  come  there  to  learn  their  A,  B,  C,  primer,  and  sorts  till 
they  being  in  grammar,  and  every  month  to  chose  another  new  scholar,  so  to 
teach  infants;  and  if  any  scholar  refuse  so  to  teach  infants  at  the  commandment 
of  the  said  high-master,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  high-master  at  the  command- 
ment of  the  usher  for  the  time  being,  the  same  scholar  so  refusing  to  be  banished 
the  same  school  for  ever. 


“ Item,  The  usher  being  well  literatured  and  honest  of  his  living,  shall  have 
the  high-master’s  room  and  office,  whenever  it  is  void,  before  any  other,  if  he  be 
able  in  learning. 

“ Item,  If  it  happen  the  high-master  and  usher  to  be  both  sick  at  once,  and 
of  sickness  curable,  as  agues  and  such  other,  then  they  to  hire  one  sufficient 
after  the  use  aforesaid,  to  teach  for  them,  and  they  to  pay  his  wages,  that  is  to 
say  portionably,  after  their  wages,  the  high-master  more  than  the  usher  or 
sur-master,  after  the  discretion  of  the  warden  or  his  deputy. 


Acts 
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“ Acts  and  Ordinances  concerning  the  Scholars  : — 

“ Item,  There  shall  be  no  scholar  nor  infant,  of  what  country  or  shire  soever 
he  be  of,  being  man-child,  be  refused,  except  he  have  some  horrible  or  con- 
tagious infirmity  infective,  as  pox,  leprosy,  pestilence  for  the  time  being,  or  such 
other  infirmities,  which  be,  and  shall  be  always  remitted  to  the  discretion  of  the 
warden  or  deputy  of  Manchester  College  for  the  time  being. 

“ Item,  Every  scholar  within  the  same  school  shall  be  obedient  to  help  the 
schoolmaster  and  usher  for  the  time  being,  for  the  correction  lawfully  of  any 
scholar  or  scholars  of  the  same  school,  at  the  commandment  of  the  schoolmaster 
or  usher  for  the  time  being. 

“ Item,  No  scholar  there,  being  at  school,  wear  any  dagger,  hanger  or  other 
weapon  invasive,  nor  bring  into  the  school  staff  or  bat,  except  their  meat-knife. 

“ Item,  That  no  scholar  there  make  any  affray  within  the  same  school  upon 
the  master,  the  usher,  or  upon  any  other  scholar  of  the  same  school,  upon  pain 
of  leaving  off  his  said  school  by  one  month  ; and  if  any  scholar  there  make 
two  frays  as  above  is  said,  then  to  leave  the  same  school  by  the  space  of  two 
months ; and  if  any  make  the  third,  he  to  be  banished  the  same  school  for  ever 
without  any  favour. 

“ Item,  The  scholars  of  the  same  school  shall  use  no  cock-fight  nor  other 
unlawful  games,  and  riding  about  for  victory  and  other  disports  had  in  these 
parts,  which  be  to  the  great  let  of  learning  and  virtue,  and  to  charge  and  costs 
of  the  scholars  and  of  their  friends. 

“ Item,  That  every  scholar  of  the  same  school  be  at  the  said  school  in  the 
morning  betwixt  Michaelmas  and  Easter  before  seven  of  the  clock,  and  between 
Easter  and  Michaelmas  at  six  of  the  clock,  except  such  as  come  daily  far  to 
their  learning,  which  shall  come  to  the  school  at  such  an  hour  as  shall  be 
limited  to  them  by  the  master,  according  to  the  distance  of  the  place  that  they 
come  from. 

“ Item,  That  the  master  or  usher  be  in  the  school  at  the  hour  limited  to  the 
scholars. 

“ Item,  Every  scholar  pay  at  his  first  admitting  and  writing  in  of  his  name 
in  the  book  of  scholars  one  penny  sterling,  and  not  above,  that  always  to  be 
paid  to  the  two  poor  children  for  the  time  being  which  keep  the  book  of 
scholars  names,  and  make  clean  the  school,  as  is  before  rehearsed. 

“ Item,  That  no  scholar  shall  bring  meat  or  drink  into  the  school,  nor  there 
to  use  their  meat  and  drink ; but  always,  if  any  such  poor  scholars  there  be, 
that  for  their  great  poverty  bring  their  meat  and  drink  with  them,  they  to  go 
to  some  house  in  the  town  there  to  eat  and  drink,  and  so  to  resort  again  to  the 
school. 

“ Item,  That  if  any  scholar  of  the  same  school  go  from  and  forsake  the 
same,  and  repair  to  any  other  school,  and  after  return  again  to  the  same  school, 
he  to  be  taken  again  for  one  time  ; but  at  the  second  departure  he  to  be  excluded 
and  banished  the  same  school  for  ever  without  any  favour. 

“ Item,  That  the  schoolmaster  and  usher  shall  cause  all  scholars,  being  learned 
in  grammar,  at  all  times  to  use  to  speak  their  Latin  tongue  within  the  school, 
and  all  other  places  convenient.” 

“ Acts  for  the  Wages  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher: — 

“ Item,  The  said  Hugh  and  Joan,  and  either  of  them  longest  living,  with  the 
issues  and  profits  of  the  above-named  mills,  lands,  tenements,  reversions  and 
services,  called  “ Manchester  Mills,”  shall  by  them,  or  their  sufficient  deputy, 
pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  yearly,  without  fraud,  guile,  delay  or  deceit,  at  the 
feasts  of  Easter,  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptist,  St.  Michael  the  Archangel, 
and  the  Nativity  of  our  Lord,  by  equal  portions,  10/.  sterling,  that  is  to  say, 
at  every  of  the  feasts  aforesaid  50s.  to  the  high  master  there  for  the  time  being 
teaching. 

“ Item,  That  the  said  Hugh  and  Joan,  in  like  manner,  shall  pay  or  cause  to 
be  paid  of  the  issues  and  profits  aforesaid  yearly,  51.  sterling  to  the  usher  sur- 
master  there  for  the  time  being  teaching,  that  is  to  say,  at  every  of  the  feasts 
aforesaid  25 s.  sterling. 

“ Item,  After  the  death  of  the  same  Hugh  and  Joan,  the  within-named  Lewis 
Pollard,  knight,  Anthony  Fitzherbert,  Justice  William  Courtenay,  knight, 
Thomas  Denys,  knight,  Alexander  Radcliffe,  knight,  John  Beron,  knight, 
Edmund  Trafford,  Richard  Ashton,  Thurston  Tildesley,  Robert  Langley, 
Rep.  16.  P ‘ Richard 
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Richard  Holland  and  John  Reddiche,  and  their  heirs,  by  them,  or  by  their 
sufficient  deputy,  shall,  with  the  issues  and  profits  aforesaid,  pay  or  cause  to  be 
paid  the  wages  yearly  of  the  high-master  and  usher  in  manner  and  form  as  is 
aforesaid,  for  ever. 

“ Item,  That  if  any  man,  being  high-master  or  usher  sur-master  for  any 
time  being,  happen  to  die  before  the  quarter  payment  as  is  aforesaid,  then  the 
same  master  or  usher  sur-master,  his  executors  or  assigns,  that  so  shall  happen 
to  die,  shall  be  paid  after  the  rate  and  time  of  his  death  as  the  same  quarter 
wages  will  amount. 

“ Item,  In  like  manner  the  high-master  or  sur-master  that  happen  to  come  and 
teach  in  the  same  school  before  the  quarter,  he  to  have  after  the  rate  of  his 
quarter  wages  for  his  coming  and  teaching  before  the  quarter. 

“ Item,  The  wages  of  the  receiver  of  the  lands  concerning  the  same  school 
shall  be  20 s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  at  Michaelmas,  when  he  maketh  his  accompts, 
and  not  otherwise.” 

“ Acts  for  the  Feoffees:  — 

“ Item,  When  it  shall  happen  the  said  feoffees  to  die  to  the  number  of  four, 
then  the  same  four  to  make  like  feoffment  and  articles,  in  manner  as  this  is,  to 
twelve  honest  gentlemen  and  honest  persons  within  the  same  parish  of  Man- 
chester, and  so  they  in  like  manner  to  make  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  when 
it  cometh  to  the  number  of  four,  to  the  use  aforesaid. 

“ Item,  The  feoffees  for  the  time  being  shall  make  no  manner  of  lease  or  estate 
of  the  said  mills,  lands,  or  tenements  belonging  to  the  same  school,  or  any 
parcel  thereof,  above  ten  years. 

“ Item,  The  abbot  of  Whalley  for  the  time  being  shall  name  from  time  to 
time  one  substantial  person  dwelling  within  the  parish  of  Manchester,  putting 
in  surety  to  be  bounden  to  two  of  the  said  feoffees,  to  make  true  accompts 
and  pay  quarterly  the  master  and  usher  as  is  aforesaid,  and  also  paying  to 
the  lords  their  rents  due  and  accustomed,  which  shall  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  all  the  whole  lands  concerning  the  same  school ; which  receiver 
shall  make  his  accompts  for  the  said  receipt,  and  for  all  necessary  reparations 
and  payments  done  there,  once  in  the  year  at  Manchester,  before  the  warden 
of  the  college,  or  his  deputy,  two  of  the  feoffees,  and  the  high  schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  if  they  can  be  at  it,  or  two  of  these  persons  at  the  least 
there,  to  make  a true  accompt  of  every  thing,  and  true  allowance  ask  upon  his 
oath,  and  bring  and  deliver  yearly  the  surplusage  above  all  wages,  reparations, 
and  such  other  necessary  expenses;  the  same  surplusage  to  be  by  the  auditors 
aforesaid  there  being  present,  put  into  a chest  therefore  made,  remaining  in 
the  vestry  of  the  said  college  of  Manchester,  whereof  the  feoffees  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  one  key,  and  the  master  of  the  college  for  the  time  being 
another,  the  abbot  of  Whalley  for  the  time  being  the  third,  the  high  school- 
master for  the  time  being  the  fourth  key,  so  that  the  said  chest  in  no  wise  may 
be  opened  except  all  four  keys  come  together. 

“ Item,  The  said  warden  or  deputy,  the  two  feoffees,  and  the  high  school- 
master for  the  time  being,  for  their  pain  in  hearing  and  viewing  the  said 
receiver’s  accompts,  shall  have  a dinner  of  5s.  charge  among  them  that  be 
present  at  the  said  audit  yearly. 

“ Item,  When  it  shall  happen  the  chest  to  be  at  surplusage  the  sum  of  40/. 
sterling,  the  rest  to  be  given  to  the  exhibition  of  scholars  yearly  at  Oxford  or 
Cambridge,  which  hath  been  brought  up  in  the  said  school  of  Manchester, 
and  also  only  such  as  study  art  in  the  said  universities,  and  to  such  as  lack 
exhibition,  by  the  discretion  of  the  said  warden  or  deputy  and  high-master  for 
the  time  being,  so  no  one  scholar  have  yearly  above  26s.  8 d.  sterling;  and  that 
till  such  time  as  he  have  some  promotion  by  fellowship  of  one  college  or  hall, 
or  other  exhibition,  to  the  sum  of  seven  marks. 

“ Item,  The  feoffees  for  the  time  being  shall  pay  of  the  stock  being  in  the 
said  chest  all  charges  in  the  lawr,  if  any  happen  to  be,  for  the  defence  of  the 
lands  of  the  said  school,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  also  shall  pay  the  costs  and 
charges  of  making  of  new  feoffments,  and  acts  and  ordinances  for  the  good 
maintenance  of  the  same,  when  need  shall  require,  as  well  to  substantial  learned 
counsel  in  the  law,  temporal  and  spiritual,  as  also  for  writing  and  engrossing  of 
the  same,  with  all  other  necessary  expenses  belonging  to  the  same. 

“ Item,  The  masters  and  fellows  of  the  said  college  shall  have  yearly  for 
their  good  and  safe  looking  to  the  same  chest,  and  because  it  shall  stand  in  their 
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vestry,  the  sum  of  3 s.  4>d.  every  Michaelmas  yearly  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors for  ever  be  truly  contented  and  paid. 

“ Item,  Notwithstanding  those  statutes  and  ordinances  before  written,  yet 
because  in  time  to  come  many  things  may  and  shall  survive  and  grow  by 
sundry  occasions  and  causes,  which  at  the  making  of  this  present  acts,  ordi- 
nances, was  not  possible  to  come  to  mind ; in  consideration  whereof,  we  the 
said  Lewis,  Anthony,  William,  and  other  our  co-feotfees,  trusting  greatly  to  the 
fidelity  of  the  above-named  feoffees,  and  other  hereafter  to  come,  will  that  they 
hereafter  from  time  to  time,  when  need  shall  require,  calling  to  them  discreet 
learned  counsel  and  men  of  good  literature,  they  to  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  augment,  increase,  expound  and  reform  all  the  said  acts,  ordi- 
nances, articles,  compositions  and  agreements,  only  concerning  the  school- 
master, usher  and  the  scholars,  for  their  and  every  of  their  offices  concern- 
ing the  said  free-school  for  ever.” 

By  the  earliest  deed  produced  to  us  for  appointing  new  trustees  for  this 
school,  bearing  date  in  the  3d  Charles  I.  Sir  John  Byron,  K.B.  as  the  heir  of 
his  grandfather  Sir  John  Byron,  knt.  who  was  the  surviving  feoffee  of  the 
school  lands,  conveyed  to  Sir  Alexander  Ratcliffe,  K.  B.  Sir  Cecil  Trafford, 
knt.  and  10  others,  of  various  places  in  the  parish  of  Manchester,  and  their 
heirs,  the  school-house  of  Manchester,  the  School  Mills,  the  lands  called  the 
Ancoats,  and  a messuage  or  burgage  in  the  Mill  Gate  in  Manchester,  and  all 
the  messuages,  lands,  &c.  belonging  to  the  said  school,  to  the  use  of  all  the 
parties  thereto,  upon  trust  to  employ  the  said  premises  and  the  rents  thereof 
for  the  maintaining  a free  grammar  school  in  the  said  school-house,  the  repair- 
ing of  the  school-house,  the  payment  of  the  wages  of  the  high  master  and 
usher,  and  such  purposes  and  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  said  Sir  John 
Byron  the  grandfather,  and  the  other  feoffees  were  bound  to  employ  the  same. 

Upon  this  deed  is  an  indorsement  of  livery  of  seisin  having  been  given  on 
14th  April  1628,  of  the  school-house,  the  School  Mills  and  the  Ancoats,  in  the 
name  of  all  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  deed  ; and  there  are  indorsements 
of  the  attornments  of  the  tenant  of  the  School  Mills,  the  tenant  of  Ancoats,  and 
also  of  Henry  Walker  of  Farnham,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  carpenter,  being 
the  tenant  by  a lease  for  years  of  a messuage  and  lands  in  Farnham,  given  by 
Mr.  Robert  Clough  to  the  use  of  the  said  free-school,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  3s.  4 d 

We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  further  particulars  of  this  gift  of 
Mr.  Clough ; but  we  are  informed  that  a small  old  house  near  Bishop’s  Stort- 
ford,  belonging  to  the  school  (probably  the  same  as  was  derived  from  that 
donor)  was  about  the  year  1776  sold  by  the  trustees  for  210/.  having  been 
previously  let  at  51.  5s.  per  annum,  in  order  to  discharge  a debt  incurred  in 
building  the  present  school.  It  will  be  seen  that  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  here- 
inafter mentioned,  the  trustees  have  a power  (subject  to  certain  restrictions)  to 
sell  or  exchange  the  school  lands. 

By  an  order  of  council,  made  at  the  court  at  Whitehall,  26th  February  1661, 
(as  appears  by  an  extract  from  a council-book  of  that  date),  upon  a petition  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  concerning  the  free-school  of  Manchester,  complaining,  that 
notwithstanding  his  Majesty’s  order  directed  to  Sir  Cecil  Trafford,  knt.  requiring 
him  as  the  surviving  trustee  of  twelve,  appointed  for  the  government  of  that 
school,  to  enfeoff  eleven  other  persons,  by  his  Majesty  nominated  to  be  joined 
with  him,  the  said  Sir  Cecil  Trafford  had  rejected  his  Majesty’s  order,  the 
subject  of  which  petition  had  been  referred  by  his  Majesty  and  by  the  Board 
to  Sir  Robert  Forster,  knight,  lord  chief  justice  of  the  King’s  Bench,  and 
Sir  Orlando  Bridgman,  knight,  lord  chief  justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  who 
had  made  a report,  stating  that  they  had  found  the  difference  to  rest  only 
about  the  nomination  of  feoffees  for  the  lands  of  the  said  school ; that  the  said 
Sir  Cecil  Trafford  being  the  sole  survivor  by  reason  of  the  late  distempered 
times,  when  no  feoffees  could  be  legally  supplied,  his  Majesty  had  at  the 
instance  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  town  aforesaid,  on  the  18th  October  then  last, 
under  his  sign-manual  and  privy  signet,  required  that  the  said  Sir  Cecil  should 
add  eleven  others  therein  nominated  to  himself ; that  the  said  Sir  Cecil 
had  petitioned  his  Majesty  for  other  persons  by  him  named  to  be  co-feoffees 
with  himself ; and  that  the  referees  conceived  it  a fit  expedient  for  com- 
posing the  said  difference,  that  some  of  either  party  should  be  taken  in  to 
be  the  eleven  feoffees  to  be  added,  viz.  Sir  George  Booth,  bart.  and  10  others 
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therein  mentioned  (described  as  of  various  places,  principally  in  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire)  ; It  was  in  consideration  of  the  said  report  ordered  (his  Majesty  pre- 
sent in  council)  that  the  said  Sir  Cecil  Trafford  should  forthwith  enfeoff  the  said 
eleven  persons,  to  act  jointly  with  himself  in  the  said  trusts  according  to  the 
J foundation. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  25th  March,  13th  Charles  II.  the 
said  Sir  Cecil  Trafford  conveyed  the  trust  premises  to  the  persons  mentioned 
in  the  order  of  council ; and  we  understand  that  the  subsequent  renewals  of 
trustees  have  not  been  confined  to  persons  resident  in  the  parish  of  Manchester. 

The  following  purchases  of  property  in  Manchester,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  school  and  the  mills,  have  been  from  time  to  time  made  by  the  trustees. 

In  1699,  they  purchased  from  John  Beswick  and  Hannah  Beswick,  for  325/. 
a messuage  in  Mill  Gate,  Manchester,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Frances  Franklin, 
widow,  which  now  forms  part  of  the  premises  in  the  occupation  of  the  head 
master. 

In  1791,  from  Samuel  Jones  and  others,  assignees  of  William  Edge,  a bank- 
rupt, for  660/.  several  messuages  or  cottages,  with  the  appurtenances,  near  to 
the  Mill  Gate,  and  near  to  the  water  corn-mill,  called  the  Higher  Mill. 

In  1801,  from  Joseph  Boardman  and  others,  for  714/.  Ids.  several  messuages 
in  the  street  called  Long  Mill  Gate,  otherwise  the  Apple  Market,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  old  church,  the  site  thereof  containing  in  the  whole  353  square  yards. 

In  1804,  from  William  Waterworth,  for  400/.  a messuage,  with  the  shops  and 
outbuildings  therewith  occupied,  on  the  north  side  of  the  collegiate  church,  at 
the  west  end  of  Long  Mill  Gate,  on  part  of  the  site  of  which  the  trustees  had 
lately  erected  part  of  a new  house  and  outbuildings,  and  also  other  outbuildings 
or  improvements,  for  the  houses  formerly  erected  thereon. 

In  1809,  from  Mary  Dawson,  widow,  for  450/.  all  the  messuages,  cottages 
and  buildings,  situate  in  Long  Mill  Gate,  which  had  been  by  indentures  of 
lease  and  release  of  the  20th  and  21st  January  1786,  conveyed  by  Thomas 
Livesey  to  James  Dawson,  subject  to  a yearly  rent  of  18/. 

In  1819,  from  James  Howard,  for  1,050/.  a messuage,  cotton  factory,  and 
land,  on  the  northern  side  of  the  Mill  Gate,  subject  to  an  annual  rent  of 
2 61.  5 s.  and  several  cottages  built  by  one  George  Tengatt,  adjoining  to  the 
said  cotton  factory. 

In  1758  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  (32d  George  II.  c.  Cl,  public  act), 
whereby,  after  reciting  that  the  water  corn-mills,  called  the  School  Mills, 
situate  upon  the  river  Irk,  within  the  town  of  Manchester,  had  been  granted 
(amongst  other  things)  to  feoffees,  in  trust,  for  the  maintenance  of  a free 
grammar  school  within  that  town,  and  that  the  said  feoffees  had,  from  imme- 
morial custom,  claimed  a right  to  grind  at  the  said  mills  all  the  corn,  grain  and 
malt,  which  should  be  used  ground  by  the  tenants,  inhabitants  and  resiants  of 
and  within  the  said  town,  and  had  at  different  periods  commenced  suits  in  the 
Duchy  Court  of  Lancaster,  in  which  decrees  had  been  obtained  whereby  the 
said  right  had  been  in  the  whole  or  in  part  confirmed ; and  reciting,  that 
the  said  mills  were  sufficient  for  the  grinding  all  malt  used  ground  within  the 
said  town,  but  by  the  great  increase  of  inhabitants  since  the  foundation  of  the 
charity,  the  continuance  of  the  said  custom  might  subject  the  inhabitants  to 
difficulties  in  procuring  a sufficient  quantity  of  meal  and  flour  for  their  con- 
sumption, and  the  feoffees  and  inhabitants  might  not  only  be  involved  in  further 
suits  and  differences,  but  the  carrying  on  of  trade  and  manufactures  be  ob- 
structed ; and  reciting,  that  the  discharging  the  said  tenants,  inhabitants  and 
resiants  from  the  custom  of  grinding  any  corn  or  grain  at  the  said  mills  (other 
than  malt),  and  securing  to  the  feoffees,  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity,  such 
satisfaction  or  equivalent  as  was  thereinafter  mentioned  for  any  deficiency  which 
might  be  occasioned  in  the  profits  of  the  said  mills  by  such  discharge,  would 
be  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  the  said  town  and  charity ; It  was  enacted,  that 
all  the  tenants,  inhabitants  and  resiants  of  and  within  the  town  of  Manchester 
and  the  limits  and  precincts  thereof,  should  be  thereby  freed,  discharged  and 
for  ever  exempted  from  the  said  custom  of  grinding  at  the  said  mills  any  corn 
or  grain  whatsoever  (malt  only  excepted)  : And  it  was  further  enacted,  that 
the  said  custom  of  grinding  malt  at  the  School  Mills  should  be  thereby  esta- 
blished and  confirmed,  save  as  to  the  tolls  to  be  payable  for  the  same,  and  the 
carrying  and  re-carrying  of  such  malt ; and  that  all  such  tenants,  inhabitants 
and  resiants  of  and  within  the  said  town,  and  the  precincts  and  limits  thereof, 
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should  grind  at  the  said  mills,  and  not  elsewhere,  all  the  malt  which  they  should  Manchester. 

spend  or  use  ground  within  the  said  town  or  the  precincts  or  limits  thereof,  

and  that  every  such  tenant,  inhabitant  and  resiant  should  pay  for  the  grinding  Fre^^™r]limar 
of  such  malt  at  the  said  mills,  and  for  carrying  the  same  to  and  from  their  continued. 

respective  dwelling-houses,  the  sum  of  1 s.  and  no  more,  for  the  grinding  of  one  v - 

load,  containing  6 bushels,  or  24  pecks  of  malt,  of  Winchester  measure,  and  so 
in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  quantity,  in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  the 
customary  toll  of  one  twenty-fourth  part  theretofore  taken  for  the  grinding  of 
such  malt. 

The  Act  also  contains  provisions  for  enforcing  the  grinding  of  malt  by  the 
inhabitants  at  the  said  mills,  and  the  above-mentioned  payment  for  the  same, 
and  other  regulations  relating  to  the  management  of  the  mills. 

And  by  the  same  Act  the  feoffees  for  the  time  being  were  empowered,  with 
the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  president  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford, 
the  warden  of  the  collegiate  church  in  Manchester,  and  the  high  master  of  the 
said  free  school  for  the  time  being,  in  writing,  to  sell  or  exchange  all  or  any 
part  of  the  trust-estate  (the  said  water-corn-mills  with  the  appurtenances  ex- 
cepted), to  any  persons,  for  such  price  or  other  equivalent  as  to  them  should 
seem  reasonable,  discharged  from  all  the  uses  and  trusts  of  the  said  charity ; 
provided,  that  all  sums  which  should  arise  by  such  sales  should  be  applied 
(with  such  consent  as  aforesaid)  in  the  improvement  of  the  residue  of  the  said 
trust-estate,  or  otherwise  be  laid  out  by  the  feoffees  for  the  time  being  (with 
such  consent)  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  in 
fee-simple  in  possession,  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster  or  Chester,  which  should 
be  settled  upon  the  same  trusts  for  which  the  said  charity  was  originally 
founded  ; and  that,  until  the  money  arising  by  such  sales  should  be  invested  in 
purchases,  it  should  be  placed  out  upon  government  or  real  securities,  at 
interest,  by  the  feoffees  for  the  time  being,  with  such  consent  as  aforesaid,  and 
that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  applied  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  rents 
of  the  lands  to  be  purchased  therewith  would  be  applicable  unto. 

And  the  feoffees  were  also  empowered  to  let  the  said  mills  and  the  lands  of 
the  charity  for  any  term  not  exceeding  31  years  in  possession,  at  the  best  yearly 
rent. 

And  the  said  water-corn-mills  already  erected,  or  thereafter  to  be  erected, 
and  all  other  buildings  and  conveniences  to  be  thereafter  made  upon  any  part  of 
the  said  trust-estate,  for  the  use,  enjoyment  or  better  occupation  of  the  said 
mills,  and  also  all  other  the  messuages,  tenements,  lands  and  hereditaments, 
with  their  appurtenances,  then  belonging  to  or  vested  in  the  said  feoffees,  as 
part  of  the  trust-estate  situate  in  Manchester,  and  the  tolls  and  other  profits  to 
arise  from  the  same,  were  thereby  discharged  from  the  payment  of  all  taxes, 
rates,  levies,  charges,  assessments  and  impositions  whatsoever,  which  were  then 
or  should  be  assessed  or  imposed  upon  the  same,  the  land-tax,  and  the  rates  or 
duties  on  houses,  windows  and  lights,  and  all  future  aids  or  taxes  to  the  govern- 
ment only  excepted.  Provided,  that  this  should  not  extend  to  discharge  any 
houses  or  other  buildings  thereafter  to  be  erected  upon  new  foundations  upon 
any  part  of  the  said  trust-estate,  except  as  aforesaid,  from  any  taxes,  rates,  &c. 

Under  the  powers  given  by  this  Act  several  plots  of  land,  forming  part  of 
the  school  property  in  Ancoats,  were  in  the  years  1787  and  1789  sold  by  the 
trustees  to  various  purchasers  for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon,  subject  to 
perpetual  yearly  rents  calculated  on  the  number  of  superficial  square  yards  in 
each  plot,  partly  at  Id.  and  partly  at  1 \d.  per  yard,  amounting  in  the  whole 
to  70/.  65.  2 \d.  the  particulars  of  which  rents  will  be  found  in  the  Rental 
hereinafter  stated. 

In  1800,  nine  plots  of  land  forming  the  residue  of  the  property  in  Ancoats, 
were  sold  in  the  same  manner,  by  nine  several  Indentures  of  feoffment,  to 
James  Mallalieu  and  others,  at  perpetual  rents,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
956/.  Is.  8 d.  per  annum,  which  will  also  be  specified  in  the  Rental.  The  last- 
mentioned  rents  are  now  paid  by  the  Ashton  Canal  Company,  for  whom  the 
lands  are  stated  to  have  been  purchased  of  the  trustees,  but  a great  part  of 
them  have  been  sold  off  by  the  company,  and  are  now  in  the  possession  of 
individuals,  and  many  houses  and  other  buildings  have  been  erected  upon 
them. 

Previously  to  the  sales  of  the  lands  in  Ancoats  they  were  in  the  occupation  of 
the  trustees,  and  were  used  for  depasturing  the  horses  employed  at  the  mills. 
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Manchester.  A close  called  Walker’s  Croft,  situate  near  the  river  Irk,  formed  part  of  the 
original  property  of  the  charity.  In  1815,  nearly  the  whole  of  this  close  was 
^SdiooT™31^  so^  ky  the  trustees  to  the  churchwardens  of  Manchester  for  the  purpose  of 
continued.  forming  a burial  ground,  at  the  price  of  1899/.  5 s.  6d.  being  the  amount  of 

_ ^ <20  years  purchase  on  the  number  of  square  yards  therein,  at  3d.  per  yard,  with 

the  addition  of  the  price  of  some  old  budding  materials.  In  1818,  a small 
house  in  one  corner  of  this  land,  and  two  gardens  or  plots  of  land  which  had 
been  occupied  by  the  head  master  and  second  master  respectively,  forming  the 
residue  of  Walker’s  Croft,  were  sold  to  Mrs.  Clowes  for  300/. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  last  appointment  of  a trustee  of  this 
charity,  which  will  show  the  names  of  the  present  existing  trustees,  and  the 
particular  description  of  the  state  of  the  trust-property  at  the  time  of  that 
appointment. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  March  1824, 
between  the  Rev.  Thomas  Foxley,  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  baronet,  Thomas 
Parker,  esquire,  John  Ford,  esquire,  Rev.  George  Heron,  William  Fox,  esquire, 
Rev.  John  Clowes,  Wilbraham  Egerton,  esquire,  Thomas  William  Tatton,  esquire, 
William  Hulton,  esquire,  and  Lieut.-Gen.  Peter  Heron,  of  the  one  part,  and 
the  Earl  of  Wilton,  of  the  other  part ; the  parties  of  the  first  part  conveyed  to 
the  said  Earl  of  Wilton,  and  his  heirs,  the  house  and  edifice  called  Manchester 
Free  School,  and  the  mills  in  Manchester  called  the  Free  School  Mills,  there- 
tofore distinguished  by  the  names  of  the  Higher  Mill,  the  Lower  Mill,  the 
Middle  Mill,  and  the  Snuff  Mill;  but  then  by  the  names  of  the  Higher  or  Corn 
Mill,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Caistor ; the  Lower  or  Snuff’  Mill,  occupied 
as  a malt  and  corn-mill  by  the  said  feoffees  ; and  a building  theretofore  called 
the  Middle  Mill  or  Malt  Mill,  lately  converted  into  a fellmonger’s  warehouse 
and  shop,  in  the  occupation  of  Messrs.  Williams  and  Butler,  with  the  appurte- 
nances to  the  said  mills  and  premises  belonging ; and  two  dwelling-houses 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Dangerous  Corner  or  Mill-brow,  in  a street  called 
the  Mill-gate,  (erected  on  the  site  of  certain  messuages  formerly  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Widow  Healey  and  Esther  Whitacre,)  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev. 
John  Johnson  and  of  Messrs.  Gardner  & Co.,  and  the  warehouses,  dye-houses, 
stables,  yards,  &c.  thereunto  belonging  ; and  a dwelling-house,  in  Mill-gate,  in 
the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  head  master  of  the  free  school,  and  the 
outhouses,  stables,  yards,  &c.  thereto  belonging ; and  the  several  yearly  rents 
therein  specified,  reserved  out  of  the  plots  of  land  at  Ancoats,  formerly  parts  of 
certain  fields  called  the  Higher  Fletcher’s  Croft,  and  the  Lower  Fletcher’s  Croft,

Horse  Hey,  which  said  rents  were  respectively  reserved  by  nine  indentures  of

The  repairs  of  the  premises  let  to  yearly  tenants  are  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
trustees.  The  house  No.  5,  in  the  Rental,  in  which  the  head  master  resides,  is 
sufficiently  large  for  the  accommodation  of  about  20  boys  as  boarders,  in  addition 
to  his  family,  but  it  is  old,  and  requires  very  frequent  repairs,  which  are  paid 
out  of  the  trust-funds,  as  are  also  the  taxes  of  the  house.  All  the  property  vested 
in  the  trustees  at  the  time  of  passing  the  Act  of  1758  is  thereby  discharged  from 
the  payment  of  parochial  rates.  It  is  in  the  contemplation  of  the  trustees  to 
build  a better  house  for  the  head  master,  either  on  the  present  site,  or  in  a more 
desirable  situation,  if  land  can  be  procured  for  that  purpose,  and  also  to  provide 
a house  for  the  second  master.  The  house,  No.  6,  in  the  Rental,  was  appro- 
priated to  the  residence  of  the  second  master  until  the  year  1818,  when  he 
represented  to  the  trustees  that  it  was  greatly  annoyed  by  nuisances,  and  that 
he  wished  for  a house  in  a more  healthy  situation,  and  in  1820  the  trustees 
agreed  to  pay  the  rent  of  a house  taken  by  him  at  a small  distance  from  the 
school,  calculated  for  the  reception  of  boarders,  being  84/.  per  annum  ; in 
1824,  they  also  agreed  to  pay  the  rates  and  taxes  of  that  house.  The  house 
which  he  had  previously  occupied  was  upon  his  quitting  it  let  to  the  Rev.  John 
Johnson,  one  of  the  assistant  masters,  and  is  now  held  by  him  as  tenant,  at  30/. 
per  annum.

and  used  as  the  malt-mill.  In  that  year  Mr.  James  Howard  who  held  a lease, 
then  nearly  expired,  of  the  Lower  Mill  (which  he  had  used  for  pin-making  and 
wire- working),  at  90/.  per  annum,  offered  to  give  up  that  lease,  and  to  sell  to 
the  trustees  the  adjoining  property  which  belonged  to  him,  and  consisting  of  a 
factory,  warehouses  and  cottages,  and  these  premises  were  accordingly  purchased 
by  the  trustees  for  1,000  guineas,  as  before  stated,  after  which  the  factory  was 
pulled  down,  and  a new  mill  for  grinding  malt  and  corn,  with  a house  for  the  clerk 
of  the  mill,  and  other  buildings  were  erected  at  an  expense  of  3,238/.  13s.  8 d. 
This  mill  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  the  trustees,  together  with  the  warehouses 
purchased  of  Mr.  Howard,  and  other  warehouses,  into  which  a dye-house 
formerly  occupied  with  the  house  No.  J,  in  the  Rental,  has  been  lately  converted, 
the  warehouses  being  used  for  keeping  the  malt  before  it  is  ground.  The 
cottages  purchased  of  Mr.  Howard  are  those  mentioned  in  the  Rental  (Nos.  10, 
11,  12  and  13),  situate  in  Howard’s  Court.  After  this  alteration  was  made, 
the  Middle  Mill  was  converted  into  a fellmongers  warehouse,  and  let  to  the 
present  tenants  thereof. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  above  stated  the  trustees  are 
allowed  a payment  of  1 s.  per  load  of  six  bushels  for  grinding  the  malt  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  for  carrying  the  same  to  and  from 
their  respective  dwellings,  and  horses  and  carts  are  kept  by  the  trustees  for  this 
purpose,  but  since  the  establishment  of  the  above-mentioned  warehouses  the 
owners  of  the  malt  have  usually  conveyed  it  to  the  mill  at  times  convenient  to 
themselves  and  at  their  own  expense.  In  addition  to  the  malt,  wheat  is  also 
ground  at  the  mill  on  the  usual  terms  charged  at  other  mills.  The  wages  of  the 
servants  employed  at  the  mill  and  of  the  carters,  the  cost  of  purchasing  and 
keeping  horses,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  attending  the  management  of 
the  mills,  are  paid  by  the  trustees,  the  whole  being  under  the  superintendence 
of  Mr.  Josiah  Twyford  the  receiver,  who  was  appointed  to  that  office  in  1810, 
on  giving  security  to  the  trustees.  Mr.  Twyford  receives  the  payments  for 
grinding  at  the  mill,  and  the  rents  of  the  charity  estates,  and  the  particular 
accounts  relating  to  the  mill,  and  also  the  general  accounts  of  the  income  and 
expenditure  of  the  charity,  are  kept  by  him.

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The  above-mentioned  disbursements  comprise  the  wages  of  the  millers  and 
carters,  the  expenses  of  horses,  carts,  &c.  and  of  the  repairs  of  the  mill,  but 
do  not  include  any  part  of  the  cost  of  erecting  the  new  mill  and  the  buildings 
connected  with  it,  such  of  the  payments  for  that  erection  as  were  made  during 
the  above-mentioned  period  forming  distinct  items  in  the  accounts. 

In  1815,  the  trustees  being  possessed  of  8,300  three  per  cent  consols,  which 
had  been  from  time  to  time  purchased  with  the  surplus  funds  of  the  charity, 
sold  that  stock  with  a view  of  increasing  the  income,  and  purchased  5,600/. 
navy  five  per  cents,  in  addition  to  1,400/.  in  the  same  stock  which  they  had 
previously  purchased  in  the  same  year,  making  in  the  whole  8,000/.  five  per 
cents.  In  1821,  800/.  of  this  stock  was  sold,  in  order  to  pay  off  a debt  incurred 
to  make  up  the  purchase-money  of  the  premises  bought  of  Mr.  Howard. 
Upon  the  reduction  of  the  interest  of  the  navy  five  per  cents  in  1822  the 
trustees  became  possessed  of  G,510/.  four  per  cents,  which  stock  nowr  stands  in 
the  names  of  John  Entwisle,  deceased,  John  Ford,  the  Rev.  John  Clowes,  and 
the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Smith,  D.D. ; and  in  1823,  an  additional  purchase  was  made 
of  800/.  in  the  same  stock,  now  standing  in  the  three  last  of  those  names,  the 
dividends  of  the  whole  amounting  to  292/.  8s.  per  annum. 

There  have  been  no  purchases  of  stock  since  those  above  mentioned,  but 
large  sums  have  been  in  the  intermediate  period  expended  in  the  purchase  from 
Mr.  Howard,  and  in  the  new  buildings  and  improvements  of  the  mills,  &c. 

The  dividends  are  received  through  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co. 
of  Manchester.  Mr.  Twyford  also  pays  into  their  bank  the  sums  received  by 
him,  and  receives  money  from  thence  when  required  for  the  necessary  expen- 
diture of  the  charity.  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co.,  for  the  balances  in  their 
hands,  allow  interest,  the  amount  of  which  was  at  Christmas  1825  raised  to 
3^  per  cent  from  three  per  cent,  to  which  it  had  been  reduced  in  1823.

These  payments  for  interest  have  not  hitherto  been  inserted  in  the  general 
statement  of  income  and  expenditure  which  is  made  by  Mr.  Twyford  at  the 
close  of  each  year’s  account,  but  they  appear  in  the  account  kept  between  the 
trustees  and  the  bankers. 

At  the  time  of  making  up  the  accounts  for  the  year  ending  in  August  1825 
the  Balance  in  this  Bank  was  3,879/.  11^.  1 r/.,  and  the  amount  of  it  was  nearly 
the  same  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  (March  1826).  The  balance  has 
accumulated  to  its  present  very  large  amount  principally  in  consequence  of  the 
great  increase  of  the  profits  of  the  mills  within  the  last  few  years ; and  wTe  are 
informed  that  it  has  been  retained  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co. 
instead  of  being  invested  in  the  funds,  with  a viewr  of  providing  new  houses  for 
the  head  master  and  second  master  of  the  school  as  before  stated.

From  1815  to  1825,  an  allowance  amounting  for  the  first  three  years  to  40/., 
and  afterwards  to  20/.  per  annum,  was  made  to  Mr.  Pedley  who  had  held  the 
situation  of  assistant  master  many  years,  and  had  retired  in  consequence  of  age 
and  infirmity.

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In  a general  summary  stated  at  the  end  of  the  receiver’s  accounts  for  each 
year,  is  an  item  of  sums  expended  on  the  estate,  which  includes  the  payments 
for  the  repairs  and  alterations  of  all  the  buildings  (except  of  the  mills),  and  for 
the  trustees  meetings.

The  head  master,  in  addition  to  his  salary  above  mentioned,  receives  an 
annual  sum  of  31.  11  s.  from  the  receiver  of  the  rents  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster. 
We  have  not  found  amongst  the  schoool  documents  any  trace  of  the  grant  of 
this  annuity. 

The  head  master  and  second  master  are  appointed  by  the  president  of  Corpus 
Christi  College  Oxford.  The  nomination  of  the  other  masters  has  usually  been 
left  by  the  trustees  to  the  head  master.  All  the  present  masters  are  clergymen, 
but  it  is  not  considered  a necessary  qualification  that  they  should  be  so ; the 
last  head  master  was  a layman. 

The  present  school  was  built  in  1776,  on  the  site  of  the  old  school  men- 
tioned in  the  deed  of  16th  Henry  VIII.  It  consists  of  a large  room  in  which 
the  boys  of  the  upper  school  are  instructed  by  the  head  master  and  his  assistant, 
and  those  of  the  middle  school  by  the  second  master  and  his  assistant,  and  a 
room  of  smaller  size  under  the  former,  in  which  the  boys  of  the  lower  school  are 
taught  by  the  master  of  that  school. 

Boys  are  received  as  boarders  by  the  head  master,  the  second  master  and  the 
second  master’s  assistant.  The  total  number  of  boarders  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  was  about  40.  Both  boarders  and  day  scholars  are  taught  together 
according  to  their  proficiency  in  the  school. 

The  following  are  considered  the  full  numbers  to  be  instructed  by  the 
respective  masters  in  the  upper  and  middle  schools,  and  they  are  filled  up  at  a 
general  annual  remove,  which  usually  takes  place  between  Midsummer  and 
Michaelmas  : —

All  the  boys  in  these  schools  receive  a classical  education  free  of  expense ; a 
charge  is  made  for  those  who  are  instructed  in  writing,  arithmetic,  or  mathe- 
matics. 

A payment  by  the  boys  of  a cock-penny  or  gratuity,  although  contrary  to  the 
original  ordinances,  appears  to  have  been  customary  until  the  appointment  of 
the  present  head  master,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  in  1807,  when  it  was  abolished 
by  the  trustees. 

All  boys  who  are  able  to  read  are  admitted  on  application  to  the  head 
master  into  the  lower  school,  where  they  are  instructed  in  English  and  the 
rudiments  of  Latin,  by  the  master  of  that  school.  They  are  so  admitted  about 
the  age  of  six  or  seven,  and  are  usually,  after  remaining  there  one  or  two  years, 
removed  into  the  upper  school ; but  if  a boy  previously  to  his  being  sent  to 
the  school  has  been  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  rudiments,  he  is  immediately 
placed  in  one  of  the  classes  of  the  upper  or  middle  schools.  The  number  of 
boys  in  the  lower  school  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  was  about  50. 

The  exhibitioners  are  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  October  by  the 
warden  of  the  collegiate  church  and  the  head  master  of  the  school,  and  are 
allowed  to  retain  their  exhibitions  four  years  if  resident  at  either  of  the  univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  without  restriction  as  to  any  particular  college. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  October  the  accounts  for  the  year,  which  are  made 
up  to  the  August  preceding,  are  examined  with  the  vouchers  by  two  of  the 
trustees,  assisted  by  the  solicitor  and  receiver,  and  upon  the  result  of  their 

examination 
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examination  being  submitted  to  the  rest  of  the  trustees  present,  the  accounts 
are  signed  by  them. 

It  will  appear  from  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  income  and  expenditure, 
that  the  present  receipts  of  this  charity  greatly  exceed  its  disbursements.  The 
amount  of  the  sums  received  for  grinding  malt  and  wheat  at  the  mill  must  v 
necessarily  be  subject  to  fluctuation  ; but  if  an  allowance  is  made  for  the  pro- 
bability of  a reduction  in  that  branch  of  the  income,  there  will  still  be  a con- 
siderable surplus.  And  whenever  the  contemplated  expenditure  for  improving 
the  residences  of  the  head  master  and  second  master  shall  have  been  carried 
into  effect,  we  conceive,  that,  as  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  call  for  further 
accumulation,  it  will  be  a proper  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  trustees 
in  what  manner  the  surplus  income  can  be  most  beneficially  disposed  of  in 
furthering  the  objects  of  the  foundation. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  MANCHESTER. 

Chetham’s  Hospital. 

Humphrey  Clietliam,  of  Clayton,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  esq.  by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  16th  December  1651,  after  appointing  George  Chetham  and 
Edward  Chetham,  sons  of  his  brother  James  Chetham,  executors  of  his  will, 
bequeathed  to  the  said  George  Chetham  the  sum  of  5,300/.  to  the  intent  and 
purpose  that  he  should  therewith,  so  soon  after  his  decease  as  conveniently 
might  be,  purchase  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  in  fee-simple,  in  the 
name  of  his  said  executors,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  31 8/.  ; and  in  case  the 
said  sum  should  not  be  sufficient  to  purchase  lands,  &c.  of  such  yearly  value, 
he  required  the  said  George  Chetham  to  make  up  the  said  sum  of  5,300/.  so 
much  out  of  his  own  estate  as  might  be  sufficient  to  purchase  lands,  &c.  of  that 
clear  yearly  value,  in  regard  of  the  great  estate  which  he  had  settled  upon  him 
as  thereinafter  expressed.  He  also  bequeathed  to  the  said  Edward  Chetham 
the  sum  of  1,700/.  to  the  intent  that  he  should  therewith,  so  soon  after  his 
decease  as  conveniently  might  be,  purchase  lands,  tenements,  rents  or  other 
hereditaments,  in  fee-simple,  in  the  name  of  his  said  executors,  of  the  clear 
yearly  value  of  102/. ; and  in  case  the  said  sum  of  1,700/.  should  not  be  sufficient 
to  purchase  lands,  &c.  of  that  clear  yearly  value,  he  required  the  said  Edward 
Chetham  to  make  up  the  said  sum  of  1,700/.  so  much  out  of  his  own  estate  as 
might  be  sufficient  to  purchase  lands,  &c.  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  102/.  in 
regard  of  the  great  estate  he  had  settled  upon  him  as  thereinafter  expressed. 
And  he  directed  that  the  lands  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  purchased  should, 
after  the  purchase  thereof,  be  conveyed  to  Richard  Holland,  esq.  and  23  others 
therein  named,  of  the  town  of  Manchester  and  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  and 
their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  his  said  executors  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  of 
the  said  Richard  Holland  and  others,  upon  trust,  that  the  whole  clear  yearly 
profits  and  revenues  thereof  should  be  employed  for  ever  in  or  about  the  relief, 
maintenance,  education,  bringing  up  and  binding  apprentice,  or  other  prefer- 
ment, of  so  many  and  such  poor  boys,  and  in  such  manner  and  form  as  by 
his  will  should  be  appointed.  And  he  directed,  that  when  only  12  of  the  said 
persons  should  remain  in  life,  the  survivors  should  enfeoff  other  12  honest  and 
sufficient  persons,  inhabiting  within  12  miles  of  the  town  of  Manchester  at  the 
time  of  such  enfeoffing,  to  be  elected  by  such  12  survivors  (respect  being  had 
to  the  places  in  which  such  feoffees  as  should  be  then  deceased  had  inhabited, 
that  others  might  be  chosen  out  of  the  same  places,  or  as  near  thereto  as  con- 
veniently might  be),  to  the  use  of  the  said  survivors,  and  of  the  12  persons  so 
to  be  elected,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; ami  that  the  like  course 
should  be  kept  for  ever  when  there  should  be  only  12  feoffees  alive  ; and  that  as 
long  as  any  of  his  name,  blood  or  kindred  should  dwell  at  Turton,  Clayton, 
Cheetham,  Ordsall,  or  Crumpsall,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  or  elsewhere  near 
the  same  places,  and  should  be  fit  to  be  made  feoffees,  they  should  be  nominated 
feoffees  with  the  rest.  And  reciting,  that  he  had  taken  up  and  maintained 
14  poor  boys  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  6 of  the  town  of  Salford,  and  2 of 
the  town  of  Droylsden,  being  22  in  all,  he  desired  that  the  same  should  be 
made  up  to  the  number  of  40  by  the  addition  of  18  poor  boys,  to  be  above  the 
age  of  six  and  under  the  age  of  ten  years  at  the  time  of  their  several  elections, 
and  to  be  elected  within  three  months  after  his  decease,  as  follows,  viz.  1 out 
of  the  township  of  Droylsden,  2 out  of  the  township  of  Crumpsall,  10  out 
of  the  township  of  Bolton-le-Moors,  and  5 out  of  the  township  of  Turton ; 
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and  that  in  case  of  any  vacancy  of  the  said  poor  boys  by  death,  or  being  above 
such  age  as  thereinafter  expressed,  or  by  misorder,  or  infectious  or  incurable 
sickness,  or  otherwise,  at  the  discretion  of  the  feoffees,  the  same  should  be 
supplied  by  new  elections  successively,  for  ever,  out  of  the  respective  places  out 
of  which  such  boys  whose  places  should  become  vacant  were  chosen,  and  not  out 
of  any  other  place,  if  there  should  be  poor  boys  enough  within  that  place 
to  be  chosen,  so  as  there  might  be  for  ever  14  out  of  Manchester,  6 out  of 
Salford,  3 out  of  Droylsden,  2 out  of  Crumpsall,  10  out  of  Bolton-le- 
Moors,  and  5 out  of  Turton,  and  that  such  boys  should  be  children  of  honest, 
industrious  and  painful  parents,  and  not  of  wandering  or  idle  beggars  or  rogues, 
and  that  none  of  such  boys  should  be  bastards,  nor  lame,  infirm  or  diseased,  at 
the  tyne  of  their  election  ; and  he  directed  that  the  said  poor  boys  should  have 
a treasurer  or  receiver,  and  a governor,  with  officers  and  servants,  requisite  for 
the  ordering  of  the  children,  and  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, with  competent  stipends  or  salaries ; and  that  the  greater  number  and 
so  many  of  the  feoffees  as  should  yearly  meet  about  the  performance  of  his  will, 
should  have  full,  only  and  absolute  power  and  authority  concerning  the  elect- 
ing, displacing,  ordering,  maintaining,  bringing  up,  and  binding  apprentice,  or 
otherwise  preferring  or  providing  for  the  40  poor  boys,  and  concerning  the 
appointing  and  displacing  of  such  treasurer  and  receiver,  governor,  officers  or 
servants,  as  should  be  thought  fit  to  be  employed,  and  the  limiting  and  allowing 
of  their  salaries  respectively,  and  other  charges  whatsoever,  in  any  wise  con- 
cerning the  said  poor  boys  or  hospital,  and  concerning  the  employing  and 
bestowing  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  and  hereditaments,  according 
to  the  direction  and  meaning  of  his  will ; and  for  the  better  accomplishment  of 
the  elections  of  the  said  poor  boys  he  desired  that  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  respective  townships,  or  the  greater  number 
of  them,  should  within  six  weeks  after  his  decease,  for  the  said  18  to  be  first 
elected,  and  afterwards  as  often  as  there  should  be  cause,  prepare  bills  of  the 
names  of  double  the  number  of  such  poor  boys,  to  be  taken  out  of  their  respec- 
tive townships,  at  the  request  of  the  persons  authorized  to  make  the  elections, 
which  said  bills  should  express  the  names  of  the  children,  their  ages,  their 
fathers  names,  and  the  names  of  their  townships,  and  the  day  and  year  when 
the  bills  were  made,  and  should  be  subscribed  by  the  greater  number  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  towmships  respectively,  and  delivered 
to  the  persons  authorized  to  make  such  elections,  to  the  end  that  such  elections 
might  be  made  of  some  of  the  poor  children  in  the  said  bills,  or  of  any  others, 
according  to  the  discretion  of  such  persons,  whom  he  desired  to  take  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  but  directed  that  they 
should  not  be  bound  to  follow  such  advice  ; and  he  further  directed,  that  the 
said  40  poor  boys  should  be  wTell  and  sufficiently  maintained,  and  kept  with 
meat,  drink,  lodging  and  apparel,  and  also  educated  and  brought  up  to  learning 
or  labour  in  the  towns  of  Manchester  and  Salford,  or  one  of  them,  with  the 
profits  and  revenues  of  the  said  lands  and  hereditaments,  until  they  should 
accomplish  their  respective  ages  of  14  years,  and  for  such  time  afterwards  as 
until  they  might  be  conveniently  bound  apprentice,  or  otherwise  preferred  or 
provided  for,  and  no  longer;  and  that  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  ot  them 
that  should  be  present  at  any  meeting  concerning  the  performance  of  his  will, 
upon  cause  of  misorder  or  misgovernment,  refractoriness,  infectious  or  incurable 
sicknesses,  of  any  of  the  said  poor  boys,  or  other  just  cause,  conceived  by  such 
greater  number  of  the  feoffees,  might  remove  and  displace  any  of  the  said  poor 
boys  at  any  time  before  they  should  come  to  the  age  of  14,  and  withhold  from 
them  all  or  any  part  of  the  benefits  which  otherwise  would  have  belonged  to 
them  by  virtue  of  his  will,  according  to  their  discretion,  and  that  when  the 
children  should  come  to  14  years  of  age  respectively  they  should  be  placed 
apprentices  to  some  honest  master,  or  otherwise  preferred  or  provided  for,  with 
part  of  the  issues  and  profits  before  mentioned,  or  with  the  profits  of  such  easy 
labour  as  they  should  be  set  unto  to  keep  them  from  idleness,  betwixt  10  and 
14  years  of  age,  or  by  both  the  means  aforesaid,  or  otherwise,  as  the  greater 
number  of  so  many  of  the  feoffees  as  should  yearly  meet  concerning  the 
performance  of  his  will  should  think  fit,  provided  that  the  poor  boys 
chosen  within  the  parish  of  Bolton  should  be  bound  apprentice  within  that 
towm  or  parish,  or  elsewhere,  except  in  the  parish  of  Manchester.  And 
he  directed,  that  there  should  be  in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester  on 
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every  Monday  in  Easter  week  for  ever,  and  oftener,  either  there  or  elsewhere 
if  need  should  be,  meetings  of  the  feoffees,  or  of  so  many  of  them  as  should 
be  able  to  be  present  to  make  the  elections  aforesaid,  to  place  or  displace  the 
children,  and  give  directions  for  their  maintenance,  education  and  apprenticing, 
to  make  leases  of  the  lands,  to  audit  the  accounts,  and  to  order  all  other  the 
affairs  touching  the  premises,  according  to  the  directions  of  his  will ; the  said 
meeting  on  Easter  Monday  to  begin  about  one  in  the  afternoon,  and  notice  to 
be  given  to  the  feoffees  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting,  except  the 
yearly  meeting  on  Easter  Monday.  And  he  directed,  that  his  orders  and 
directions,  when  they  should  be  found  defective  or  insufficient  for  managing 
the  poor  boys  and  the  affairs  of  the  hospital,  should  from  time  to  time  be 
supplied,  altered  or  amended  by  the  discretion  of  the  feoffees.  And  for  the 
better  performance  of  the  trusts  reposed  by  his  will  in  the  said  George 
Chetham,  concerning  the  purchase  and  settling  of  lands  and  hereditaments 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  he  devised  and  appointed  to  the  said  Richard 
Holland  and  others  and  their  heirs  an  annual  rentcharge  of  180/.  which,  by 
virtue  of  a power  contained  in  an  indenture  therein  recited  he  was  authorized 
to  charge  on  certain  estates  in  Turton  and  other  places,  conveyed  by  the  same 
indenture  to  the  use  of  himself  in  tail,  with  remainder  to  the  said  George 
Chetham  in  tail  male,  with  other  remainders  over ; and  also  an  annual  rent- 
charge  of  138/.  which,  by  virtue  of  a similar  power  in  another  indenture 
therein  also  recited,  he  was  authorized  to  charge  on  certain  estates  in  Clayton 
and  other  places  thereby  conveyed  to  the  same  uses,  provided  that  the  said 
several  rentcharges  should  cease  in  case  the  said  George  Chetham  or  his  heirs 
male  should  purchase  and  settle  upon  the  said  Richard  Holland  and  others, 
for  the  purposes  of  his  will,  lands  and  hereditaments,  of  the  annual  value 
respectively  above  mentioned.  And  reciting,  that  by  an  indenture  bearing 
date  9 August  1650,  he  had  conveyed  to  William  Langton,  Robert  Mawdesley, 
Oswald  Mosley  and  John  Lomax,  and  their  heirs,  the  messuages,  barns  and 
buildings  lately  erected  by  him,  situate  in  Ordsall  and  Pendleton,  or  either  of 
them,  and  the  lands  in  Ordsall  and  Pendleton  or  elsewhere  within  the  parish 
,of  Eccles,  or  within  Salford,  called  the  Massie  Bottoms,  the  Thorney 
Sholsworth,  the  Barn  Stidds,  the  Little  Sholsworth,  the  Hall  Stidds,  the  Lady 
Meadows,  the  Two  Pingates,  the  Dobb  Field,  the  Broad  Hey,  the  Great 
Sawfield,  the  Flat  Sholsworth,  the  Warth,  the  Withens,  the  Brookes,  the 
Hyde  Acre,  the  Roadley,  the  Catley  Banks,  the  Little  Sawfield,  the  Miln 
Field  and  the  Tunstall,  and  all  his  messuages,  lands,  &c.  in  Salford,  Ordsall, 
Pendleton  and  Eccles,  to  the  use  of  himself  in  tail,  with  remainder  to  the  said 
Edward  Chetham  in  tail  male,  with  remainder  to  the  said  George  Chetham  in 
tail  male,  and  other  remainders  over,  with  a power  contained  in  the  said 
indenture  for  him  the  said  Humphrey  Chetham,  by  deed  or  will,  to  grant  or 
appoint  one  or  more  annual  rents  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  last-mentioned 
premises  for  such  uses  as  to  him  should  seem  meet,  the  said  testator  for  the 
better  performance  of  his  will  touching  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the 
purposes  before  mentioned,  and  lest  the  said  Edward  Chetham  should 
not  accomplish  the  trust  in  him  reposed  concerning  the  purchase  and 
settling  of  such  lands,  devised  and  appointed  to  the  said  Richard  Holland 
and  others  and  their  heirs  a yearly  rentcharge  of  102/.  with  a power  to  them 
to  distrain  for  the  same  if  in  arrear,  and  a proviso  that  in  case  the  said 
Edward  Chetham,  or  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  should  purchase  lands,  rents 
or  hereditaments  in  fee,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  102/.  and  settle  them 
upon  the  said  Richard  Holland  and  others,  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  the  said 
yearly  rentcharge  should  cease.  And  he  directed  that  such  rentcharge 
should  be  employed  upon  the  same  trusts,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  lands  to  be  purchased  by  the  said  Edward  Chetham 
with  the  said  sum  of  1,700/.  were  limited  and  appointed,  and  that 
when  there  should  be  only  12  feoffees  living,  the  said  rentcharge  should  be 
assigned  by  the  survivors  in  the  same  manner  as  the  before-mentioned  lands, 
save  that  the  said  Edward  Chetham,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  should  not 
be  a grantee  thereof,  in  regard  they  might  have  estates  in  the  lands  so  to  be 
charged  with  the  said  rent.  And  he  further  directed,  that  the  poor  boys  should 
live  together  in  one  house,  or  two,  as  should  be  thought  convenient ; and  he 
bequeathed  to  his  executors  500/.  to  the  intent  that  they  should  purchase 
therewith  some  convenient  house  or  houses  in  Manchester  or  Salford,  or 
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a parcel  of  land  in  or  near  Manchester  or  Salford,  and  thereupon  erect  a house 
or  houses,  as  an  hospital  for  the  habitation  of  40  poor  boys,  their  governors, 
officers,  and  servants,  other  than  their  treasurer  ; and  he  desired  that  the  great 
house  in  Manchester,  called  the  College,  might  be  purchased  for  that  purpose, 
if  it  cotdd  be  obtained  on  good  terms  and  for  a good  estate,  and  that  the  house 
or  houses  to  be  bought  might  be  settled  upon  his  said  feoffees,  and  if  conve- 
nient, by  the  same  deed  as  the  other  lands  and  hereditaments  were  to  be  con- 
veyed ; and  that  the  hospital  might  be  incorporated  for  tbe  better  government 
thereof.  And  he  further  directed,  that  there  should  be  at  all  times  40/.  in  the 
treasurer’s  hands  for  the  supply  of  necessary  occasions,  and  if  there  should  be 
any  overplus  of  the  revenues,  or  of  the  7>000/.  given  to  the  said  George  and 
Edward  Chetham,  the  same  should  be  employed  for  the  augmentation  of  the 
number  of  poor  boys,  or  the  better  maintenance  and  binding  apprentice  of 
those  boys,  in  such  manner  as  to  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  of  so  many 
of  them  as  should  yearly  meet,  should  be  thought  fit,  and  that  his  executors  or 
feoffees  should  have  no  private  benefits  by  such  overplus ; and  that  in  case 
there  should  not  be  enough  to  bind  any  of  the  said  boys  apprentice,  that  which 
should  have  maintained  him  in  the  hospital  should  be  employed  for  that  pur- 


pose, 


and  that  until  that  should  be  done  no  other  should  succeed  him  ; and  he 


empowered  the  said  feoffees  to  lease  any  part  of  the  lands  to  be  purchased, 
except  the  hospital-house,  for  any  number  of  years  not  exceeding  11,  reserving 
the  full  rent  or  value.  And  the  said  testator  bequeathed  (amongst  other  lega- 
cies) 200/.  to  be  bestowed  by  his  executors  in  godly  English  books,  such  as 
Calvin’s,  Preston’s,  and  Perkins’s  works,  or  others  proper  for  the  edification  of 
the  common  people,  to  be  chained  upon  desks,  or  fixed  in  convenient  places  in 
the  parish  churches  of  Manchester  and  Bolton-le-Moors,  and  in  the  chapels  of 
Turton,  Walmsley,  and  Gorton;  and  he  also  bequeathed  to  his  executors  1,000/. 
to  be  bestowed  in  books  for  a library  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  if  the 
said  college  might  be  purchased,  he  desired  that  some  convenient  part  thereof 
should  be  the  place  for  such  library,  the  same  books  to  remain  as  a public 
library  for  ever,  and  that  none  of  the  books  should  be  taken  out  of  the  library 
at  any  time,  and  that  the  ordering  of  the  said  library  should  be  in  his  said 
feoffees,  and  that  the  books  should  be  fixed  or  chained  in  the  said  library  for 
the  preservation  thereof;  and  he  bequeathed  to  his  executors  100/.  to  provide 
and  prepare  a fit  place  for  the  said  library : And  after  directing  that  his 
executors  should  be  allowed  all  their  expenses  relating  to  his  will,  he  bequeathed 
the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  be  bestowed  by  his  executors  in  books,  in 
augmentation  of  the  said  library. 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  testator,  his  executors  soon  after  his 
death  purchased  the  premises  called  the  College,  and  fitted  up  part  thereof  for 
a hospital,  and  other  part  thereof  for  a library,  the  expense  of  which,  as 
appears  by  their  accounts  annexed  to  a deed  of  acquittance,  made  between 
the  trustees  and  the  said  executors,  and  bearing  date  18th  March  1661, 
amounted  to  906/.  l6s.  9d.,  the  sums  allowed  by  the  testator  for  this  purpose 
having  been  for  the  purchase  of  the  premises  500/.,  and  for  the  fitting-up  a 
place  for  the  library  100/.  And  by  indenture  of  lease  and  release,  bearing 
date  6th  and  9th  March  1661,  made  between  the  said  executors,  George 
Chetham  and  Edward  Chetham  of  the  one  part,  and  Edmund  Hopwood  and 
17  others,  the  then  trustees  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  testator  had  in 
his  will  expressed  his  desire  that  these  premises  should  be  bought  for  the 
purposes  of  his  will,  and  that  the  said  executors  had  purchased  the  same,  and 
had  repaired,  fitted  up  and  disposed  of  some  parts  thereof  for  the  library, 
and  lodging  of  the  keeper  of  the  said  library,  and  of  other  parts  for  an  hos- 
pital for  the  habitation  of  the  said  poor  boys,  with  their  governor,  officers  and 
servants,  and  that  the  same  (all  but  such  parts  thereof  as  were  leased)  were 
then  used  for  the  same  purpose ; the  said  executors  in  pursuance  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  them,  and  for  settling  the  said  premises  for  such  uses  respectively, 
conveyed  the  same  to  the  said  Edmund  Hopwood  and  others,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  on  trust  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said 
Humphrey  Chetham,  by  the  description  of  the  capital  messuage  or  mansion- 
house,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  the  College  or  College  House,  situate  in 
Manchester  with  the  site  thereof,  and  all  the  houses,  buildings,  courts,  yards 
and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  and  which  were  then  made  use  of  for 
the  hospital  or  habitation  of  the  said  poor  boys,  and  the  said  governor,  officers 
5 and 
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and  servants,  and  for  the  said  library,  and  the  lodging  of  the  keeper  thereof,  or 
otherwise  leased  out  for  the  benefit  thereof. 

In  1676  James  Chetham,  esq.,  the  son  and  heir  of  the  said  George  Che- 
tham,  to  whom  the  testator  bequeathed  5,300/.  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for 
the  use  of  the  hospital  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  318/.,  purchased  an  estate 
at  Sutton  on  the  Hill,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  from  George  Vernon,  esq.  of 
Sudbury,  for  the  sum  of  5,650/.  And  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  27th  and  28th  September  1700,  between  Samuel  Chetham,  esq., 
of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Mynshull  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the 
testator  had  by  his  will,  in  pursuance  of  a power  reserved  to  himself,  charged 
the  Turton  estate  with  a rentcharge  of  180/.,  and  the  Clayton  estate  with  a 
rentcharge  of  138/.,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  hospital  by  him  founded  in 
Manchester,  with  a condition,  that  if  the  said  George  Chetham,  or  his  heirs, 
should  settle  lands  or  tenements  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  said  rents  to 
the  uses  aforesaid,  the  said  rentcharges  should  cease ; and  also  reciting,  that 
by  letters  patent,  bearing  date  20th  November  17  Car.  II.  the  trustees  of  the 
said  hospital  and  library  had  been  incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  Governors 
of  the  Hospital  and  Library  founded  by  Humphrey  Chetham,  esq.,  in  Man- 
chester, and  incorporated  by  King  Charles  the  Second  ; the  said  Samuel 
Chetham  in  performance  of  the  w'ill  of  the  said  Humphrey  Chetham,  and  in 
discharge  of  the  said  two  rentcharges  of  180/.  and  138/.,  conveyed  the  manor 
or  lordship  of  Sutton  on  the  Hill,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  county  of 
Derby,  and  most  part  thereof  within  the  parish  of  Sutton,  and  the  lands  in 
the  parish  of  Barton  or  elsewhere,  in  the  said  county,  commonly  called  Wad- 
lands,  parcel  of  the  said  manor,  and  the  capital  messuage  or  manor-house 
with  the  appurtenances  called  Sutton  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Sutton,  and  the 
demesne  lands  of  the  said  manor  thereto  belonging,  together  with  a water- 
corn-mill  and  kiln  with  the  appurtenances,  and  all  other  the  messuages,  lands 
and  tenements  belonging  to  the  said  manor,  purchased  by  the  said  James 
Chetham ; and  also  another  messuage  and  several  parcels  of  lands  in  the  parish 
of  Sutton,  called  Thurvaston  and  Osleston  lands,  also  purchased  by  the  said 
James  Chetham,  all  which  premises  it  is  stated  were  of  the  clear  yearly  value 
of  318/.  and  upwards,  to  the  said  Thomas  Mynshull  and  his  heirs,  to  the  use 
of  the  governors  of  the  hospital  and  library  in  Manchester,  founded  by  Hum- 
phrey Chetham,  esq.,  and  incorporated  by  King  Charles  the  Second,  and  their 
successors,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  employed 
by  them  towards  the  perpetual  maintenance  and  continuance  of  the  said  hos- 
pital and  poor  boys,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  testator. 

With  respect  to  the  legacy  of  1,700/.  bequeathed  to  Edward  Chetham,  for 
the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  use  of  the  hospital,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
102/.  it  appears  that  no  such  purchase  was  made  by  the  said  Edward  Chetham 
or  his  heirs,  and  the  rentcharge  of  102/.  limited  by  the  testator  out  of  his  estate 
at  Ordsall,  Pendleton,  and  other  places,  is  still  paid. 

It  appears  by  the  executors  accounts  above  mentioned,  that  they  laid  out  in 
providing  books  for  the  library  the  legacy  of  1,000/.  bequeathed  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  200/.  in  providing  books  for  the  several  churches  and  chapels  specified 
in  the  will,  and  that  they  paid  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  buying  such  books, 
and  in  sorting  and  putting  up  the  same,  99/.  8 s.  5d.  making  in  the  whole 
1,299/.  Ss.  5 cl.  With  respect  to  the  residue  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate, 
they  took  credit  to  themselves  for  the  sum  of  2,556/.  as  the  value  of  an  estate 
at  Hammerton  and  other  places  in  the  parish  of  Slaidburn,  which  they  conveyed 
to  the  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  library,  and  they  assigned  to  the  trustees  by 
the  deed  to  which  the  accounts  were  annexed,  in  money  and  debts,  the  sum  of 
1,782/.  12^.  9 d.  as  the  remainder  thereof. 

The  conveyance  of  the  Hammerton  estate  was  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and 
Release,  bearing  date  13th  and  15th  March  1661,  and  made  between  George 
Chetham  and  Edward  Chetham  of  the  one  part,  and  Edmund  Hopwood  and 
others  of  the  other  part,  whereby,  reciting  that  Humphrey  Chetham  had  by  his 
Will  bequeathed  to  the  said  George  and  Edward  Chetham,  as  well  the  sum  of 
1,000/.  towards  a library  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  as  also  the  sum  of  100/. 
to  be  bestowed  in  providing  a fit  place  for  the  said  library,  and  that  he  had  also 
given  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  after  the  payment  of  his  debts,  legacies, 
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&c.  to  be  bestowed  by  his  executors  in  books ; and  further  reciting  that  the 
said  George  and  Edward  Chetham  had,  with  the  sum  of  100/.  provided  and 
fitted  in  the  college-house  a place  for  a library,  and  had  conveyed  the  same  for 
the  use  aforesaid,  and  had  also  laid  out  the  sum  of  1,000/.  in  the  buying  of 
books  for  the  said  library,  and  that  they  had  then  remaining  in  their  hands  over 
and  above  the  said  sums  of  1,000/.  and  100/.  already  laid  out,  the  sum  of  2,600/. 
or  thereabouts,  belonging  to  the  said  library,  and  to  be  employed  for  the  buying 
of  books  as  aforesaid ; and  farther  reciting,  that  upon  serious  debate  and  con- 
sideration, it  was  conceived  that  it  would  be  more  beneficial  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  said  library  that  the  sum  of  2,600/.  should  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  some  lands  or  tenements  to  the  intent,  that  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  of  the  same  should  be  employed,  as  well  for  the  buying  of  books  yearly 
or  otherwise,  as  also  for  the  maintenance  of  a keeper  for  the  said  library,  and 
for  the  repairing,  fitting  and  ordering  of  the  said  library  and  the  buildings 
thereto  belonging,  than  to  lay  out  the  residue  of  the  said  personal  estate  at 
once ; the  said  George  and  Edward  Chetham,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
2,556/.  part  of  the  said  2,600/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Edmund  Hopwood  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  a capital  messuage  called  Hammerton  Hall,  in  the 
parish  of  Slaidburn,  in  the  county  of  York,  and  all  houses,  demesne  lands, 
closes,  and  other  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  thereto  belonging,  and 
the  water-corn-mill  in  the  said  parish,  called  Hammerton  Mill,  with  the  tolls, 
easements,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  and  also  a messuage  and  tenement  called 
Hole  House,  in  the  township  of  Essington  in  the  said  parish,  and  the  lands,  &c. 
thereto  belonging,  and  all  other  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments, in  Hammerton,  Essington  and  Stevenmore,  in  the  parish  of  Slaidburn 
or  elsewhere,  in  the  county  of  York,  wherein  the  said  George  and  Edward 
Chetham  had  any  estate  of  inheritance,  upon  trust  for  the  purposes  before 
mentioned. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  other  estate  was  purchased  for  the  support  of  the 
library,  nor  have  we  met  with  any  statement  of  the  mode  in  which  the  trustees 
disposed  of  the  sum  of  1,782/.  12s.  9 d.  the  residue  of  the  testator’s  personal 
property ; but  in  the  years  1686  and  1691  the  two  following  purchases  were 
made,  the  consideration  for  which  amounted  to  1,800/.  It  is  not  stated  from 
what  source  that  money  was  derived,  but  the  rents  have  always  been  carried  to 
the  account  of  the  hospital. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  3d  September  1686,  Jonathan  Chadwicke  and 
Richard  Holden,  in  consideration  of  1,040/.  granted  and  released  to  the  gover- 
nors of  the  said  hospital,  and  their  successors,  all  their  right,  title,  interest,  and 
estate  in  all  the  messuages,  lands,  &c.  in  the  parish  of  Rochdale,  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster,  late  the  inheritance  of  Joseph  Duerden,  (except  certain  messuages 
and  gardens  in  the  said  indenture  specified). 

And  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  22d  and  24th  March 
1691,  Thomas  Bankes  and  Peter  Heywood,  in  consideration  of  76O /.  conveyed 
to  the  governors  of  the  said  hospital,  and  their  successors,  all  the  messuages, 
buildings,  &c.  theretofore  parcel  of  the  inheritance  of  Robert  Heywood,  de- 
ceased, situate  in  Spotland,  within  the  town  or  parish  of  Rochdale,  then  in  the 
occupation  of  David  Brearely,  Evan  Marsh,  John  Milne,  and  James  Barnford, 
and  three  closes,  called  the  Town  Meadow,  Zachary  Meadow,  and  Frank- 
a-Leigh’s  Field,  containing  about  6 acres,  and  a close  called  Tenter  Field,  con- 
taining about  2£  acres,  and  a malt-kiln  and  a close  thereunto  belonging,  called 
the  Kiln  Field,  and  a parcel  of  building  used  as  a malt-shop,  all  theretofore 
part  of  the  inheritance  of  the  said  Robert  Heywood,  and  situate  in  Spotland 
aforesaid. 

The  trustees  of  this  charity  were  incorporated  by  letters  patent,  bearing  date 
20th  November,  17  Chas.  II.  whereby,  after  reciting  the  abovementioned  charit- 
able donations  contained  in  the  will  of  HumphreyChetham,  and  that  his  executors 
had  since  his  death  purchased  the  great  house  at  Manchester,  called  the  College 
House,  and  that  conveyances  thereof  had  been  made  for  the  use  of  the  said 
hospital  and  library,  and  that  the  said  George  Chetham  and  Edward  Chetham 
had,  in  satisfaction  of  the  residue  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  granted  and 
conveyed  to  the  18  surviving  trustees  under  the  will,  and  their  heirs,  the  mes- 
suage called  Hammerton  Hall,  and  other  lands  and  hereditaments  in  Ham- 
merton,

merton,  Essington,  Stevenmore,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  county  of  York,  of  the 
yearly  value  of  126/.  or  thereabouts,  to  be  employed  for  the  said  library,  which 
premises  so  purchased  and  conveyed  had  been  granted  to  John  Guilliame  and 
two  others,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  they  might  re-grant  the  same  to 
the  governors  of  the  said  hospital,  his  said  Majesty  ordained  that  the  said 
College  House  should  be  called  the  “ Hospital  and  Library  founded  by  Hum- 
phrey Chetham,  esq.  in  Manchester,  and  incorporated  by  King  Charles  the 
Second,”  and  constituted  the  said  surviving  feoffees  a body  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  hospital  and  library;  and  directed  that  they 
and  their  successors  should  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  to  have, 
purchase,  and  enjoy  lands  and  hereditaments,  goods,  and  chattels,  and  to  give, 
grant,  assign,  lease,  or  dispose  thereof,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  as  to  them  should 
seem  meet : And  directed,  that  the  said  governors  should  choose  six  persons  to 
make  up  the  full  number  of  24,  according  to  the  purport  of  the  said  will ; and 
that  the  governors  for  the  time  being  should  have  power  to  make  statutes  and 
ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  said  hospital  and  library,  and  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  same,  not  being  repugnant  to  the  will  of  the  said  Humphrey 
Chetham,  and  to  elect  and  appoint  officers  necessary  to  be  employed  in  the  said 
hospital  or  library ; and  that  the  said  governors  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them,  should  have  two  general  meetings  in  the  year,  at  the 
hospital,  one  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  and  the  other  on  the  Monday  after 
Michaelmas,  for  ever,  and  should  then  choose  honest  and  discreet  persons  to 
be  governors  in  the  place  of  such  as  should  be  then  dead,  or  removed  or  dis- 
placed for  reasonable  cause  (which  the  governors  should  have  authority  to  do), 
so  that  the  number  of  24  persons  might  be  complete ; and  that  the  heirs  male 
of  the  bodies  of  the  said  George  Chetham  and  Edward  Chetham  should  from 
time  to  time  be  amongst  the  rest  successively,  for  ever,  governors  of  the  said 
hospital  and  library  : And  his  said  Majesty  further  granted  to  the  said  gover- 
nors, and  their  successors,  power  to  take  the  houses,  lands,  &c.  intended  to  be 
re-conveyed  to  them  as  aforesaid,  and  the  yearly  rents  limited  and  appointed 
by  the  said  will ; and  also  to  take  other  lands,  &c.  notwithstanding  the  statute 
of  mortmain,  so  as  the  same,  together  with  the  premises  already  conveyed  as 
aforesaid,  should  not  exceed  the  value  of  1,000  marks;  provided,  that  the 
governors  and  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  said  corporation  should, 
before  exercising  their  respective  offices,  take  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and 
supremacy  before  three  of  the  governors. 
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In  pursuance  of  the  directions  contained  in  this  charter,  when  a vacancy 
occurs  in  the  number  of  governors  by  death  it  is  filled  up  at  the  next  general 
meeting,  by  the  appointment  of  some  gentleman  residing,  or  having  considerable 
property,  within  12  miles  of  Manchester.

The  estates  now  belonging  to  this  charity  consist  of  the  following  particulars : — 

1st.  The  premises  called  the  College,  comprising  the  hospital  and  library, 
with  the  yard  and  offices  thereto  belonging,  and  also  a small  piece  of  land 
adjoining,  formerly  a garden,  but  now  used  only  for  drying  clothes,  which  is 
held  on  lease  under  the  Earl  of  Derby,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31.  The  present 
lease  bears  date  31st  March  1810,  and  was  made  by  Edward  Earl  of  Derby,  who 
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thereby,  in  consideration  of  the  surrender  of  a prior  lease,  made  in  I7C9,  and  the 
payment  of  a fine  of  5 s.  demised  to  Richard  Atherton  Farrington,  esq.  one  of 
the  governors  of  the  hospital,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  other  governors,  and 
his  heirs,  a piece  of  ground  called  the  College  Garden,  as  meered  out  by  meer- 
stones,  (a  plan  of  which  was  indorsed  on  the  lease,)  containing  l,G6l  square 
yards,  and  the  site  where  a building  formerly  stood,  called  the  Little  Barn,  lying 
between  the  court  and  the  said  garden,  then  used  for  a coal-yard,  for  the  lives 
of  the  then  Earl  of  Wilton,  Thomas  Lloyd,  and  the  Hon.  Thomas  Grosvenor,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  3/. 

2d.  The  estate  at  Sutton-on-the-Hill.  In  addition  to  the  premises  conveyed 
to  the  governors  by  the  heir  of  George  Chetham,  esq.  in  the  year  1700,  two 
closes  were  afterwards  purchased  by  the  governors  of  Samuel  Bentley  for  the 
sum  of  360/.  These  lands  were  conveyed  to  the  said  governors  by  indenture  of  • 
bargain  and  sale,  enrolled  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  and  bearing  date 
4th  June  1773,  between  William  Batkin,  of  the  first  part,  Samuel  Bentley,  of 
the  second  part,  William  Statham,  (a  trustee  for  the  said  Samuel  Bentley,)  of  the 
third  part,  the  governors  of  the  hospital  and  library  in  Manchester,  &c.  of  the 
fourth  part,  and  Edward  Kenyon,  of  the  fifth  part,  for  the  consideration  above 
mentioned,  by  the  description  of  two  closes  of  land  at  Sutton-on-the-Hill,  called 
the  Farther  Ryland  Sitch  and  the  Ryland  Sitch  Meadow,  with  all  manner  of 
tithes  yearly  arising  thereon,  in  trust  for  the  several  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
will  of  Humphrey  Chetham.  And  with  respect  to  part  of  the  land  originally 
conveyed  to  the  governors  an  exchange  has  taken  place,  which  was  effected  by 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2.5th  and  26th  November  1796, 
between  the  Rev.  Richard  Rowland  Ward,  of  the  first  part,  William  Jeffery 
Lockett,  gent,  of  the  second  part,  the  governors  of  the  hospital  and  library,  of 
the  third  part,  and  Robert  Loxham,  gent,  of  the  fourth  part,  whereby,  in  con- 
sideration of  a croft  and  parcel  of  land  therein  mentioned,  the  said  Richard 
Rowland  Ward  conveyed  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors  a close, 
called  the  New  Close,  containing  by  estimation  4a.  and  21  p. 

The  governors  also  hold  the  vicarial  tithes  under  a lease,  bearing  date  1st 
October  1821,  whereby  the  Rev.  Richard  Rowland  Ward,  the  present  vicar  of 
the  parish  of  Sutton,  demised  all  the  tithes  payable  to  him  as  vicar,  to  the  said 
governors,  to  hold  the  same  so  long  as  he  should  continue  Incumbent,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  72/.  The  tithes  of  corn  in  the  parish  of  Sutton  also  belong 
now  to  Mr.  Ward,  as  lay  impropriator,  but  these  tithes  are  not  included  in  the 
lease  to  the  governors. 

The  land-tax  of  this  estate  was  purchased  by  the  governors  in  1801  for 
1,033/.  4 5.  7d. 

Previously  to  the  year  1821  the  principal  part  of  this  estate  was  let  in  dif- 
ferent farms  on  leases  for  21  years,  at  rents  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
1,062/.  11 5.,  and  several  small  sums  were  received  yearly  for  rents  from  the 
occupiers  of  cottages  and  gardens.  In  1821,  at  which  period  the  leases  expired, 
Mr.  John  Webb,  who  lives  in  the  adjoining  parish,  and  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  letting  of  lands  in  that  neighbourhood,  was  appointed  agent  for  this  estate, 
and  the  buildings  being  in  very  bad  condition,  directions  were  given  to  him  to 
rebuild  or  repair  them  as  he  should  think  best.  The  estate  was  then  surveyed 
and  valued,  and  re-let  at  advanced  rents,  the  farms  being  newly  arranged  for 
the  better  convenience  of  the  tenants,  and  a plan  of  them  drawn  out  and 
transmitted  to  the  governors.  Mr.  Webb  has  also  proceeded  in  erecting  new 
buildings  on  some  of  the  farms,  and  in  doing  the  necessary  repairs.  It  was 
arranged  that  the  amount  of  the  expenditure  in  each  year  should  be  limited  by 
the  difference  between  the  old  and  the  new  rents,  and  it  is  calculated  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  expend  this  surplus  up  to  the  year  1828,  in  order  to  put 
the  whole  buildings  into  proper  condition.  The  farms  were  let  with  the 
vicarial  tithes  arising  thereon  respectively  to  seven  different  tenants,  on  agree- 
ments (each  of  which  bears  date  1st  October  1821,)  to  hold  from  year  to  year, 
determinable  on  six  months  notice  by  either  party,  with  proper  covenants  on 
the  part  of  the  tenants  for  good  husbandry,  and  for  keeping  the  premises  in 
repair,  they  being  first  put  into  good  condition,  and  for  paying  all  taxes  and 
outgoings,  except  the  vicarial  tithes,  a chief-rent  charged  upon  the  farm  in  the 
township  of  Thurvaston  being  also  excepted.  The  cottages  and  gardens  were

The  Rochdale  Estate : — Several  parts  of  this  estate  have  been  sold  or 
disposed  of  by  the  governors  at  different  periods.

1742. — A plot  of  land,  with  a building  erected  thereon,  intended  for  a chapel 
of  the  church  of  England,  (now  called  St.  Mary’s  Chapel,)  was  sold  to  Richard 
Townley  and  Nathan  Stock,  for  the  sum  of  40/. 

I76I. — An  exchange  took  place  between  John  Royds  and  the  Governors, 
who  gave  to  him  a piece  of  land  containing  2,853  square  yards,  for  a parcel  of 
meadow  containing  1,164  square  yards,  and  18/.  15s.  9 d.  in  money. 

1796. — A plot  of  land,  part  of  which  was  then  held  by  widow  Simpson,  on 
lease  for  999  years,  and  the  residue  was  included  in  a similar  lease  granted  to 
John  Walmsley,  was  sold  to  the  trustees  of  the  above-mentioned  chapel  for 
359/.  1 2s.  6d.  being  21  years  purchase,  on  the  proportion  of  the  rent  then 
payable  in  respect  of  such  land.

1799,  and  following  years. — Several  parcels  of  land  were  sold  to  the  said 
James  Royds,  at  the  rate  of  300/.  an  acre,  of  seven  yards  to  the  perch,  amount- 
ing in  the  whole  to  3,990/. 

1816. — Lands  held  by  Joseph  Butterworth,  on  lease  for  999  years,  under  the 
rent  of  11/.  8s.  9 d.  were  sold  to  him  at  25  years  purchase,  amounting  to 
285/.  18s.  9d. 

1820. — Lands  held  by  James  Royds,  on  lease  for  999  years,  at  the  rent  of 
19/.  5s.  2 d.  were  sold  at  25  years  purchase,  amounting  to  481/.  9s.  2 d. 
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With  regard  to  these  sales,  or  at  least  to  those  that  have  taken  place  since 
1795,  it  appears  that  the  governors  have  been  actuated  by  a desire  of 
benefiting  the  charity,  and  that  they  have  not  disposed  of  any  of  the  pro- 
perty except  where  the  price  offered  was  deemed  considerably  beyond  the 
real  value. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  under  the  will  of  the  founder  his  feoffees  had  no 
power  of  disposing  of  the  property,  except  on  leases  for  terms  not  exceeding 
11  years;  but  the  governors,  as  well  in  the  above-mentioned  sales  and  exchanges, 
as  in  the  cases  hereafter  noticed,  appear  to  have  acted  upon  the  authority  of 
the  clause  in  the  charter  of  Charles  II.  whereby  they  were  empowered  to  pur- 
chase and  enjoy  lands,  hereditaments,  &c.  and  to  give,  grant,  assign,  lease  or 
dispose  thereof,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  to  them  should  seem  meet. 


The  following  rental  will  show  how  this  estate,  which  is  situate  partly  in  the 
township  of  Hundersfield,  and  partly  in  the  township  of  Spotland,  is  now  let ; 
all  the  leases  being  for  terms  of  999  years  for  the  purpose  of  building.  The 
reserved  rents  appear  to  have  been  the  highest  which  could  be  obtained  at  the 
period  when  the  leases  were  granted.

The  income  arising  from  the  following  sources  is  placed  to  the  account  of 
the  library. 

1.  — The  estate  at  Hammerton,  which  is  divided  into  three  farms,  now  let  to 
the  following  yearly  tenants,  Thomas  Brennand,  at  180/.;  William  Strickland, 
at  170/.;  and  William  Blackmore,  at  150/.  per  annum.  It  is  stated  that  at  the 
present  time  these  are  fair  rents.  In  1811,  the  same  farms  were  let  on  lease 
at  the  rents  of,  240/.  240/.  and  2 351.  Abatements  were  subsequently  made  to 
the  several  tenants,  and  in  1823  the  leases  were  given  up,  and  the  rents  were 
fixed  at  the  present  amount. 

2.  — The  sum  of  1,050/.  new  four  per  cents.  This  stock  stands  in  the 
corporate  name  of  the  governors,  in  lieu  of  1,000/.  late  navy  five  per  cents, 
purchased  in  1820,  out  of  a balance  which  had  accrued  from  the  surplus  of  the 
income  beyond  the  expenditure. 

The  dividends  on  the  stock  amounting  to  42/.  per  annum,  make  up,  with  the 
rent  of  the  Hammerton  estate,  the  yearly  sum  of  542/. 

The  rents  as  received,  are  paid  into  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co. 
who  also  receive  the  dividends  on  the  stock,  a separate  account  being  kept  for 
the  hospital,  and  another  for  the  library.  If  any  money  is  paid  by  the  bankers 
in  advance,  interest  is  charged,  and  on  the  other  hand  credit  is  given  for  interest, 
when  the  balance  is  in  favour  of  the  charity.  One  of  the  governors  is 
annually  appointed  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  he  draws  upon  the  bank 
for  whatever  sums  are  required  for  the  expenses  of  the  establishment,  and  his 
Accounts  are  entered  for  him  by  the  solicitor  to  the  governors  in  a book,  under 
the  respective  heads  of  the  hospital  and  library,  and  are  audited  by  the 
governors  at  an  annual  meeting  held  in  July.  In  the  course  of  the  year  there 
are  three  meetings,  all  of  which  are  attended  by  the  greater  number  of  the 
governors  ; one  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  at  which  the  boys  are  elected 
to  the  hospital  as  hereafter  mentioned;  another  on  the  Monday  after  Michael- 
mas for  transacting  the  general  business  of  the  charity  ; and  the  third  some  time 
in  July,  of  which  previous  notice  is  given,  for  the  purpose  of  auditing  the 
accounts.  The  governors,  with  the  officers  on  the  establishment,  dine  together 
Rep.  16.  S in 
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in  the  hospital  on  the  days  ol  meeting,  and  the  expenses  are  charged  equally  to 
the  account  of  the  hospital  and  library. 

In  the  hospital  80  boys  are  now  maintained,  clothed  and  educated,  under  the 
superintendence  of  an  officer  called  the  Master  of  the  Hospital,  the  number 
having  been  increased  from  40  to  60  about  the  year  1700,  and  to  80  in  1779. 
These  boys  are  elected  from  the  several  places  mentioned  in  the  founder’s  will, 
in  the  same  proportion  as  he  appointed  with  respect  to  tjie  number  of  40 : viz. 
there  are  now  28  from  Manchester,  12  from  Salford,  6 from  Droylsden,  4 
from  Crumpsall,  20  from  Bolton-le-Moors,  and  10  from  Turton.  The  candi- 
dates for  admission  are  supplied  with  printed  forms  of  petitions,  which  are  filed 
up,  and  are  then  returned  to  the  governors  signed  by  such  of  the  respectable 
inhabitants  of  the  place  where  the  boys  reside,  as  think  proper  to  recommend 
them.  According  to  the  directions  of  the  founder  they  are  required  to  be  the 
legitimate  children  of  honest  and  industrious  poor  persons  inhabitants  of  one  of 
the  places  above  mentioned,  and  not  affected  with  any  infirmity  or  disease. 
The  candidates  from  Manchester,  Droylsden  and  Crumpsall,  attend  the  meeting 
on  Easter  Monday,  and  the  churchwardens  of  those  places  also  attend  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  the  governors  such  information  as  they  may  desire  with 
respect  to  the  applicants ; and  until  a few  years  ago  the  attendance  of  the 
churchwardens,  and  of  the  candidates  from  Bolton-le-Moors  and  Turton,  was 
also  required,  but  as  this  was  found  very  inconvenient  on  account  of  the 
distance,  the  governors  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  those  places  now  make 
the  necessary  inquiries  respecting  the  candidates  there  previously  to  the  day  of 
election,  the  result  of  which  is  stated  at  the  meeting.  The  applications  are 
always  very  numerous,  and  the  governors  select  those  who  appear  to  be  the 
most  proper  objects  of  the  charity.  No  boys  are  admitted  above  the  age  of 
10  years,  but  in  order  to  extend  the  benefit  to  as  great  a number  as  possible, 
they  seldom  admit  them  until  they  have  attained  the  age  of  eight  years,  though 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  founder  they  are  eligible  at  the  age  of  six. 
The  boys  reside  in  the  hospital,  and  are  maintained  there,  and  furnished  with 
every  article  of  clothing,  and  they  are  instructed  by  a schoolmaster  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  and  supplied  with  books.  In  case  of  illness  they  are 
provided  with  medical  assistance,  and  when  circumstances  seem  to  require  it 
are  sent  to  the  Manchester  Infirmary.  All  the  boys  attend  Divine  Service  twice 
every  Sunday,  with  the  master  of  the  hospital,  in  the  Collegiate  church,  in 
which  there  is  a gallery  for  their  reception.  The  boys  are  occasionally  displaced 
for  improper  conduct,  but  otherwise,  they  are  placed  out  apprentices  at  the  age 
of  14,  with  a premium  of  4/.  each  ; and  we  are  informed  that  such  is  their  general 
reputation  for  good  conduct,  that  notwithstanding  the  smallness  of  the  premium 
proper  masters  are  always  found  without  difficulty.  The  masters  are  required 
to  be  members  of  the  established  church.  Of  the  expenses  of  the  indentures, 
one-half  is  paid  by  the  governors,  and  the  other  half  by  the  masters.  Mr.  George 
Crossley  now  holds  the  office  of  master  of  the  hospital,  and  the  Rev.  W.  B. 
Guest  is  the  schoolmaster.  Separate  apartments  in  the  hospital  are  appropriated 
to  each  of  these  officers,  and  also  to  the  librarian,  and  they  are  provided  with 
coals.  The  master  resides  in  his  apartments  with  his  wife,  who  assists  him  in 
the  management  of  the  household.  The  librarian  also  lives  in  the  hospital, 
but  the  schoolmaster  at  the  present  time  resides  with  his  family  at  a short 
distance  from  Manchester.  A table  is  kept  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity  for 
the  master  and  His  wife,  the  schoolmaster  and  the  librarian,  70/.  yearly  being 
allowed  towards  this  expense  out.  of  the  library  account. 

The  articles  requisite  for  the  clothing  of  the  boys  are  procured  by  the  master 
of  the  hospital  at  the  cheapest  rate  from  the  manufacturers,  and  he  also  pur- 
chases the  necessary  provisions  for  the  whole  establishment.  The  bills  for  the 
cloth  and  hose  are  sent  to  the  treasurer,  and  paid  by  him,  but  the  master  pays 
for  all  the  other  articles  of  clothing  and  making  them  up,  and  for  the  provisions, 
being  furnished  by  the  treasurer  with  money  as  occasion  requires,  by  cheques 
on  the  bank.  The  master’s  accounts  are  entered  weekly  in  a book  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  are  examined  and  compared  with  the  vouchers  annually  at  the 
July  meeting. 

The  annual  expenditure  on  account  of  the  hospital  consists  of  the  following 
particulars,  the  amount  of  which  in  the  three  years  ending  1st  May  1823, 
1824,  and  1825,  will  appear  from  the  subjoined  summary:

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1st.  The  expenses  incurred  in  respect  of  the  Sutton  estate,  of  which  we  have 
already  given  an  account  in  a former  part  of  this  Report. 

2.  Repairs  of  the  hospital  and  library.  Of  these  expenses  two  thirds  were 
charged  previously  to  1818  to  the  account  of  the  hospital,  and  one  third  to  the 
account  of  the  library.  They  are  now  divided  equally,  the  whole  sum  being 
carried  in  the  first  instance  to  the  account  of  the  hospital,  and  credit  taken  for 
the  receipt  of  one  moiety  thereof  as  from  the  library.  The  following  sums 
have  been  expended  on  this  account  from  the  year  1818  to  1825  inclusive,  and 
divided  in  the  manner  above  mentioned  :

In  1822  there  was  erected  at  the  hospital  a new  wash-house  and  laundry, 
the  cost  of  which  was  411/.  45.  6d.  one  moiety  whereof  was  charged  to  the 
library  account  in  the  same  manner  as  the  ordinary  repairs. 

3.  The  reserved  rent  of  31.  paid  to  the  Earl  of  Derby  for  the  land  which 
was  formerly  used  as  a garden. 

4.  The  solicitors  charges  for  stamps,  journies,  and  business  relating  to  the 
trust,  the  principal  part  of  the  sum  of  94/.  45.  paid  in  1823,  having  been  in 
respect  of  the  letting  of  the  estate  at  Sutton  as  already  mentioned. 

5.  Interest  and  commission  paid  to  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co.  for  money 
occasionally  advanced  by  them.  These  advances  appear  to  be  attributable  to 
the  extraordinary  expenses  lately  incurred  on  the  Sutton  estate,  and  the  build- 
ing of  the  new  laundry,  &c,  at  the  hospital. 

6.  The  salaries  of  the  different  officers  connected  with  the  hospital.  Mr. 
Crossley  the  present  master  receives  a salary  of  52/.  105.  to  which  amount  it  was 
advanced  in  1821.  The  Rev.  W.  P.  Guest,  the  schoolmaster,  receives  a salary 
of  60/.  to  which  it  was  advanced  in  1808.  C.  Cooke,  esq.  the  solicitor,  receives 
annually  24/.  185.  one  half  of  which  is  paid  out  of  the  library  account.  Pre- 
viously to  1812  the  solicitor  to  the  governors  acted  also  as  the  general  steward 
for  the  estates  belonging  to  the  charity;  in  that  year  it  was  agreed  that  the 
offices  should  be  divided,  and  the  salary  of  the  solicitor  appears  to  have  been 
then  fixed  at  24/.  185.  At  present  there  is  no  steward  except  for  the  estate  at 
Sutton.  An  allowance  of  51.  is  made  to  the  treasurer,  one  third  of  which  is 
paid  out  of  the  library  account.  The  same  sum  has  been  paid  for  a long  period. 
A salary  of  20  /.  is  paid  to  a medical  attendant. 

7-  The  servants  wages,  consisting  of  5 /.  a quarter  paid  to  the  women  servants 
in  the  hospital,  2/.  25.  a quarter  paid  to  a porter,  and  1/.  15.  a quarter  to  a 
person  for  cutting  the  boys  hair. 

8.  The  expenses  of  clothing  the  boys,  part  of  which,  viz.  the  cost  of  the  cloth 
and  hose,  appears  in  the  treasurer’s  accounts,  and  the  residue  in  the  weekly 
accounts  of  the  master  of  the  hospital. 

9.  The  expenses  of  provisions  for  the  boys,  of  medicine,  &c.  in  cases  of  sick- 
ness, and  of  the  table  kept  for  the  master,  schoolmaster  and  librarian,  the  par- 
ticulars of  which  are  entered  in  the  master’s  accounts.

The  library  for  which  a part  of  the  hospital  is  fitted  up  contains  a large  col- 
lection of  books,  and  additions  are  annually  made  to  it  out  of  the  funds  appro- 
priated to  this  purpose  ; it  is  under  the  management  of  the  Rev.  P„  Hordern,  the 
librarian,  who  receives  a salary  of  501.  no  advance  having  been  made  in  the 
amount  of  this  salary  since  1792.  The  librarian  has  also  the  bei  efit  of  apart- 

S 3 ments 
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ments  in  the  hospital,  which  are  furnished  from  the  funds  of  the  library,  and 
he  is  allowed  firing  and  washing,  and  his  board  at  the  same  table  with  the  master 
and  schoolmaster.  The  library  is  open  every  day  (except  Sundays),  under 
certain  regulations,  to  all  persons  who  wish  to  come  there,  but  no  books  are 
permitted  to  be  taken  out  of  it.

Clarke’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  13th  December  1636,  between 
George  Clarke , of  the  one  part,  and  Humphrey  Chetham,  esq.and  13  others  of 
the  other  part ; the  said  George  Clarke  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Hum- 
phrey Chetham  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  all  the  messuages,  burgages,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  reversions,  &c.  with  their  appurtenances,  situate  in  Manches- 
ter, Crumpsall  and  Tetlow,  or  elsewhere,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  whereof 
he  had  any  estate  of  inheritance,  subject  to  the  payment  of  two  several  yearly 
rents  of  20s.*  and  2s.  in  trust  that  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises  should  be  for  ever  yearly,  faithfully  and  wholly  disposed  of  towards 
the  succour  or  relief  of  such  poor  aged  needy  or  impotent  people  as  for  the 
time  being  should  inhabit  or  dwell  within  the  said  town  of  Manchester,  and 
by  the  discretion  of  the  boroughreeve  and  the  two  constables  of  the  said 
town  successively  for  the  time  being,  taking  unto  them  only  as  an  assistant, 
yearly,  such  one  of  the  churchwardens  for  the  parish  of  Manchester  as  they 
should  think  fit,  and  as  should  be  dwelling  within  the  said  town,  or  any  three  of 
them  (whereof  the  said  boroughreeve,  or  some  one  of  the  constables  should  be 
one)  should  be  deemed  to  have  need  thereof;  and  it  was  declared,  that  the 
said  feoffees  and  their  heirs  should  yearly,  well  and  carefully  to  their  best 
endeavours,  let  to  farm  from  year  to  year  and  for  no  greater  term,  all  the  said 
premises  to  the  best  yearly  profit  thereof,  and  should  provide  that  the  clear 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  might  be  paid  to  the  said  feoffees,  and  be 
by  them  delivered  on  the  feast  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  and  the  Purification 
of  the  Virgin  Mary,  to  the  said  boroughreeve  and  two  constables,  and  the  said 
churchwardens,  to  be  distributed  by  them  to  the  poor  in  manner  aforesaid, 
which  delivery  he  appointed  for  the  better  appearance  thereof,  upon  the 

account 


* The  chief-rent  of  20s.  appears  to  have  been  one  of  those  hereafter  mentioned  as  having  been 
conveyed  to  trustees  for  charitable  uses,  by  Walter  and  Margaret  Nugent  in  1609. 
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account  thereof  to  be  made,  to  be  set  down  in  books  or  notes  in  writing,  whereof  Manchester, 
one  part  should  remain  with  the  receivers,  and  the  other  with  the  deliverers 
until  the  last  account  for  that  year  ; and  then  both  the  said  books  or  notes 
should  be  produced  and  shown  for  the  perfecting  of  that  year’s  account  at  the 
court-leet  for  the  town  or  manor  of  Manchester,  to  be  kept  there  yearly  after 
the  feast  of  St.  Michael : And  it  was  provided,  that  when  any  10  of  the  said 
trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  within  six  months  convey  to  the 
use  of  themselves  and  10  other  substantial  and  discreet  persons,  such  as  they 
should  think  most  meet  upon  the  same  trusts ; and  it  was  directed  that  the 
said  feoffees,  with  the  boroughreeve  and  constables,  should  yearly,  at  the  court- 
leet  to  be  holden  for  the  said  town  and  manor  after  Michaelmas,  render  before 
the  jury  of  the  said  court  an  account  of  the  money  received  and  disposed  of 
by  them. 

By  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  made  upon  an  inquisition 
taken  on  the  5th  of  March  1684,  and  confirmed  by  a decree  of  the  court  of 
Chancery  for  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster  on  the  16th  July  following, 
it  was  ordered,  that  whereas  considerable  advantage  might  thereby  be  obtained 
for  the  poor,  the  feoffees  should  have  power  to  dispose  of  the  said  premises  for 
the  term  of  21  years,  and  no  longer,  without  fine ; but  upon  an  improved 
yearly  rent. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1795,  reciting  that  doubts  had  arisen 
whether  the  said  Commissioners,  or  the  court  of  Chancery  for  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Lancaster,  had  power  to  make  decrees  to  authorize  the  said  feoffees  to 
grant  leases  of  the  said  trust-estate  for  any  longer  time  than  was  directed  by 
the  donor  ; It  was  enacted,  that  the  feoffees  should  be  empowered  to  let  the 
said  premises  for  21  years,  or  a lesser  term,  reserving  the  best  rent  that  could 
be  gotten  for  the  same,  and  to  grant  the  same  to  any  person  and  his  heirs  for 
ever,  or  to  demise  the  same  for  one  or  more  lives  with  or  without  covenants, 
for  perpetual  renewal,  for  the  purpose  of  building,  or  for  laying  out  any  roads 
or  streets  for  the  use  of  the  purchasers  of  such  premises,  or  for  courts,  yards, 
or  gardens  to  be  adjoining  to  houses  to  be  built,  so  that  there  were  reserved  on 
every  conveyance,  lease,  &c.  the  best  yearly  rent  in  nature  of  a ground  rent 
that  could  be  gotten  for  the  same,  and  so  as  upon  the  renewal  of  every  such 
lease  the  best  yearly  rents  should  be  reserved  that  could  be  gotten  for  the 
same,  taking  into  consideration  the  value  of  the  lessee’s  estate  then  subsisting 
under  such  lease,  and  without  taking  any  fine  for  the  making  such  conveyance, 
lease  or  renewal,  by  two  half-yearly  payments,  clear  of  all  deductions,  so  that 
no  rent  should  be  less  than  2d  for  every  square  yard  of  the  premises  situate 
in  Manchester  ; nor  less  than  one  halfpenny  for  every  square  yard  of  the  pre- 
mises situate  in  Crumpsall  and  Tetlow,  and  so  that  in  every  conveyance,  &c. 
there  should  be  a power  of  distress  and  entry  on  non-payment  of  the  rent,  and 
so  that  the  persons  to  whom  the  conveyances  should  be  made  should  enter 
into  covenants  to  pay  the  rents  reserved,  and  to  build  and  keep  in  repair  the 
messuages  intended  to  be  built,  and  to  make  and  keep  in  repair  the  roads, 
streets,  &c.  in  such  manner  as  should  be  agreed  upon  in  such  conveyances. 

In  the  year  1806  another  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained,  whereby  it  was 
enacted,  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  have  power  absolutely  to 
grant  the  lands  and  hereditaments  situate  in  Crumpsall  and  Tetlow  in  Fee,  or 
to  lease  the  same  for  life  or  lives,  or  years,  with  or  without  covenants  for  per- 
petual renewal,  as  well  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  former  Act,  as  for 
converting  the  same  into  gardens,  orchards  or  pleasure  grounds,  or  occupying 
the  same  as  arable,  meadow  or  pasture,  or  for  planting  trees,  subject  to  the 
conditions  mentioned  in  the  former  Act. 

Under  these  Acts  of  Parliament  several  conveyances  and  leases  for  long  terms 
of  years  have  been  made,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated  hereafter. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time  ; and  by  Indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d  and  4th  May  1824,  reciting  the  several 
deeds  whereby  any  parts  of  the  charity  estates  had  been  conveyed  in  fee  previous 
to  the  date  thereof,  excepting  a conveyance  made  in  1815  to  Samuel  Russell 
and  others,  and  another  conveyance  made  in  1822  to  Jane  Ashworth,  John 
Birch,  formerly  of  Manchester,  esq.  James  Touchet,  of  Manchester,  esq.  and 
J ames  Bayley,  of  Manchester,  merchant,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  conveyed 
to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  of  John  Touchet,  of  Manchester,  merchant ; 

Shakespear  Phillips,  of  Barlow  Hall,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  esq.  ; the  Rev.

- — - . of  the  collegiate  church ; Edward  Loyd,  of  Manchester,  banker ; Edward 

Claton^l/cd,1.  ty’  Jeremiah  Lloyd,  of  Manchester,  barrister  at  law  ; Thomas  Heywood,  of  Salford, 

' Z' 1 banker,  and  Samuel  Bayley,  John  Bradshaw,  Gilbert  Winter,  Jeremiah  Fielding 

and  Hugh  Hornby  Birley,  of  Manchester,  merchants,  and  their  heirs,  all  the 
messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  Manchester,  Crumpsall  and 
Tetlow,  wherein  the  said  George  Clarke  had,  at  the  time  of  making  his  deed  of 
feoffment,  any  estate  of  inheritance,  except  such  parts  thereof  as  had  been  sold 
and  conveyed  to  certain  commissioners  appointed  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  for 
improving  the  streets  of  Manchester,  and  such  parts  as  had  been  sold  and 
conveyed  to  David  Law,  and  the  other  persons  mentioned  in  the  therein- 
recited  indentures,  under  certain  yearly  rents  thereby  reserved,  and  also  the 
several  yearly  rents  so  reserved,  and  payable  out  of  the  lands  comprised  in 
the  said  recited  indentures  respectively,  and  all  the  interest  and  right  of  the 
said  John  Birch,  and  others  in  the  said  premises,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of 
the  clear  yearly  rents  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned  (namely,  according 
to  the  trusts  declared  in  the  original  feoffment),  and  upon  trust,  that  the 
said  trustees  should,  to  their  best  endeavours,  sell  and  dispose  of,  or  let  the 
said  premises  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  donor,  and  according  to 
the  powers  expressed  in  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  35th  and 
46th  of  Geo.  III.  and  upon  trust,  that  they  should  deliver  and  pay  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  premises  to  the  boroughreeve  in  such  manner  as  directed  by 
the  donor,  in  the  same  words  as  are  contained  in  the  original  deed  of 
feoffment. 

The  estates  conveyed  by  the  donor  for  the  purposes  of  this  charity  are  wholly 
situate  in  the  townships  of  Manchester  and  Crumpsall,  there  being  no  district 
called  Tetlow,  though  part  of  the  property  lies  near  a bridge  over  the  river  Irk, 
called  Tetlow  Bridge.  The  greater  part  of  the  property  in  Crumpsall  has  been 
either  conveyed  in  fee  or  demised  for  terms  of  2000  years,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  Parliament  above  mentioned ; and  by  the  respective  deeds  of 
conveyance  or  leases,  a clear  rent,  equal  to  the  amount  required  by  those  Acts, 
is  secured  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of 
non-payment.  The  deeds  also  contain  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  grantees  or 
lessees  to  build  one  or  more  houses  on  the  premises,  to  be  worth  about  double 
the  yearly  rent,  and  to  repair  and  insure  the  same.  The  expenses  of  the  deeds 
have  been  paid  by  the  respective  purchasers,  and  in  the  disposal  of  the  property 
the  trustees  have  acted  under  the  advice  of  a surveyor,  and  appear  to  have 
taken  every  precaution  necessary  for  obtaining  the  best  terms.  Some 
houses  in  Manchester,  situate  in  Cateaton-street,  were  sold  in  1781  to  the 
commissioners  for  improving  the  town,  for  the  sum  of  1,011/.  4 s.  5d.  The 
residue  of  the  property  is  let  at  its  full  value,  either  to  yearly  tenants,  or  on 
leases  for  terms  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years.

There  is  also  the  sum  of  10,000/.  three  per  cent  consols  standing  in.  the  names 
of  Francis  Philips,  Thomas  Markland,  Joseph  Winter,  and  Jeremiah  Fielding, 
and  producing  annual  dividends  to  the  amount  of  300/. ; of  which  stock  7,7*50/. 
belongs  to  this,  and  the  residue  to  Marshall’s  charity,  the  particulars  of  which 
will  be  stated  hereafter.  Of  the  stock  belonging  to  Clarke’s  charity  400/.  was 
purchased  in  the  year  1764,  with  the  sum  of  385/.  received  for  timber  cut  and 
sold  from  the  estate  at  Crumpsall.  In  I78I,  1,011/.  4s.  5d.  paid  by  the 
commissioners  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  in  Manchester,  for  premises 
in  Cateaton-street,  as  already  noticed,  wras  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
1,724/.  6s.  7 d.  stock;  and  the  following  sums  have  been  purchased  subse- 
quently, at  different  periods,  out  of  the  surplus  income  ; in  1813,  1,000/. ; 
1816,  2,000/.;  1819,  1,000/.;  1822,  1,450/.;  and  in  1825,  175/.  13s.  5d. 
making  in  the  whole  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  7,7*50/. 

The  rents  are  received  annually  in  November  by  Mr.  Hope,  who  acts  as 
surveyor  to  the  trustees,  and  they  are  immediately  paid  by  him  into  the  bank 
of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.  who  also  receive  the  dividends  on  the  sum  of

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10,000/.  Stock ; the  annual  produce  of  Marshall’s  charity  having  been  carried  Manchester. 

to  the  same  account  as  the  income  of  Clarke’s  charity  since  the  year  1820.  

Clarke’s  Charity, 

The  annual  expenses  consist  of  the  following  particulars : — v continued. 

1.  — The  repairs  of  houses  in  Manchester,  and  of  buildings  at  the  farm  at 
Crumpsall,  and  the  expenses  of  levelling  the  ground,  and  setting  out  roads 
preparatory  to  the  sale  of  any  plots  of  land  in  Crumpsall. 

2.  — The  surveyor’s  bill,  which  varies  according  to  the  number  and  extent  of 
the  journies  he  is  required,  to  take,  and  also  includes  a charge  for  collecting 
the  rents. 

3.  — An  annual  charge  made  by  Mr.  Johnson,  one  of  the  trustees,  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1824,  for  his  journies  and  expenses  incurred  in  attending 
the  surveyor  to  look  over  the  property. 

4.  — Solicitor’s  bill. 

5.  — A salary  paid  to  a person  for  keeping  the  accounts,  and  assisting  in 
collecting  the  rents. 

6.  — The  expenses  incurred  on  the  rent-day ; poor  rates  for  the  land  in 
Crumpsall,  which  is  kept  in  hand,  having  been  planted ; insurance  of  the  farm- 
buildings  in  Crumpsall,  and  the  premises  in  Manchester ; and  a chief-rent  of 
2 s.  per  annum  ; stamps  and  postage. 

7- — There  was  also  brought  to  this  account,  during  Mr.  Johnson’s  life,  the 
price  of  linen  samples  which  were  purchased  for  the  assistance  of  the  borough- 
reeve,  and  afterwards  distributed  amongst  the  poor. 

After  the  payment  of  these  expenses  a large  sum  is  paid  over  annuallv,  in 
November  or  December,  to  the  person  who  held  the  situation  of  boroughreeve 
of  Manchester  up  to  the  preceding  October,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor ; but  a considerable  surplus  has  been  reserved  of  late  years,  with 
a view  of  raising  a sufficient  fund  for  rebuilding  some  of  the  premises  in 
Manchester,  as  already  mentioned.

At  the  making  up  of  the  accounts  in  October  1825  there  was  a balance  of  1,012/.  11  s,  4 d.  in 
favour  of  the  charity. 
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Manchester.  The  ordinary  disbursements  are  made  by  Mr.  Hope,  who  applies  to  one  of 
- — . the  trustees  for  a cheque  on  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  & Co.  from  time 
CIa^Chanty,  to  t-me>  as  jie  requires  money.  The  accounts  of  his  receipts  and  payments  are 
* /entered  under  his  directions  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  are  afterwards 
inspected  by  two  or  more  of  the  trustees,  and  are  finally  submitted,  with  the 
vouchers,  to  the  jury  at  a court-leet,  held  for  the  manor  of  Manchester,  soon 
after  Michaelmas,  where  they  are  minutely  examined. 

In  addition  to  the  sum  paid  annually  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  out  of  the 
income  of  Clarke’s  and  Marshall’s  charity,  the  person  who  officiated  as 
boroughreeve  in  the  preceding  year  also  receives  the  income  arising  from 
Shuttleworth’s  charity,  now  amounting  to  2/.  4s.  8 d.  per  annum,  and  up  to 
the  year  1820  he  also  received  the  interest  of  Hudson’s  legacy. 

Under  the  directions  of  this  officer  a large  quantity  of  linen  and  blankets  is 
procured  from  the  manufacturers  upon  the  most  advantageous  terms,  and  public 
notice  having  been  given  previously  that  the  charity  is  about  to  be  disposed  of, 
tickets  are  distributed  by  him  to  the  principal  inhabitants  and  owners  of  pro- 
perty in  Manchester,  and  to  the  churchwardens  and  constables,  and  the 
different  clergymen  resident  in  the  town,  to  be  filled  up  with  the  names  of  such 
poor  persons  as  they  wish  to  recommend.  These  tickets  being  returned  a list  is 
drawn  up,  and  the  overseers  go  round  the  town,  and  make  inquiries  to  ascertain 
that  the  persons  recommended  are  proper  objects  of  the  charity,  and  that  the 
same  person  has  not  received  more  than  one  ticket.  After  this  investigation 
has  taken  place,  and  such  alterations  made  as  are  found  necessary,  the  linen  and 
blankets  are  divided  into  portions,  which  are  sent  out  and  delivered  to  the  poor. 
The  articles  being  previously  marked  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  poor  from 
offering  them  for  sale  without  being  detected,  in  which  case  they  are  precluded 
from  the  benefit  of  the  charity  afterwards.  If  there  are  any  articles  left  undis- 
posed of  they  are  usually  given  for  distribution  to  the  churchwardens  and 
sidesmen,  or  to  the  clegymen  officiating  in  the  more  populous  parts  of  the 
town. 

The  amount  of  the  dividends  arising  from  Mrs.  Shuttleworth’s  charity  is 
sometimes  disposed  of,  one  half  in  the  manner  above  mentioned,  and  the  other 
half  by  Thomas  Hardman  as  the  nearest  relation  to  the  testatrix  residing  in 
Manchester,  and  sometimes  by  Mr.  Hardman  alone.  The  sum  disposed  of  by 
him  is  generally  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which  is  given  amongst  poor 
widows  living  in  or  near  Deansgate,  in  Manchester. 

A portion  of  these  charities  is  also  given  away  usually  in  money  to  poor 
decayed  housekeepers  of  respectability,  living  in  Manchester,  in  different 
sums,  varying  from  11.  to  51.  The  amount  thus  disposed  of  is  generally  from 
20/.  to  40/. 

A considerable  expense  is  necessarily  incurred  in  the  distribution,  and  in 
printing  the  tickets  and  advertisements,  the  particulars  whereof  will  appear  from 
the  subjoined  summary. 

The  accounts  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure  are  entered  in  a book,  and 
audited  at  the  Michaelmas  court-leet,  and  a separate  book  is  kept  containing 
the  names  of  every  person  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  charities  of  the  articles 
delivered  to  them,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  by  whom  the  poor  are  recom- 
mended. If  there  is  any  balance  left  after  the  distribution  has  taken  place  it 
is  accounted  for  in  the  ensuing  year.

Marshall’s  Charity. 

Marshall’s  Charity.  George  Marshall , by  Will,  bearing  date  18th  November  1624,  granted  and 

confirmed  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  William 
Sparke  and  seven  others,  and  their  heirs,  as  feoffees,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and. 
behoof  of  the  poor  of  Manchester,  according  to  the  tenor  of  one  pair  of  inden- 
tures, bearing  date  23d  October  1624. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  other  documents  relating  to  this 
charity  ; but  in  the  churchwardens  register  it  is  stated  that  the  property  settled 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  consisted  of  certain  premises  in  Manchester,  w'hich  were 
sold  to  the  Commissioners  appointed  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  improving 
the  said  town,  and  that  the  money  arising  therefrom  was  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  2,250/.  three  per  cent  consols. 

This  sum  now  forms  part  of  the  stock  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the  pre- 
ceding charity,  and  the  dividends  are  disposed  of  as  there  stated. 

Shuttleworth’s  Charity. 

Shuttleworth’s  Ellen  Shuttlervorth,  by  Will,  bearing  date  April  20th  1695,  and  proved  at 
Chanty.  Chester,  bequeathed  50/.  to  be  lodged  and  continue  for  ever  in  the  hands  of 

the  boroughreeves  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  upon  trust,  that  they 
(with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  two  nearest  of  her  relations  and 
kinsfolk,  whilst  there  should  be  such  relations  in  or  about  the  town  of  Man- 
chester,) should  from  time  to  time  put  forth  and  improve  the  said  50/.  to  the 
best  yearly  profit,  in  the  names  of  the  said  boroughreeves,  and  employ  the  pro- 
duce thereof  to  and  for  the  buying  as  much  linen  cloth  as  with  the  same  they 
should  be  able,  and  that  they  should  bestow  such  linen  cloth  yearly,  about 
the  time  of  Christmas,  amongst  such  necessitous  and  poor  people  inhabiting  in 

Deansgate 
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Deansgate  in  Manchester,  as  the  said  boroughreeves  and  her  said  two  nearest 
relations  should  think  tit. 

The  legacy  of  50/.  was  in  1805  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Fox,  the  then 
boroughreeve,  and  was  laid  out  by  him  in  the  purchase  of  531.  5 s.  Navy  five 
per  cents,  in  the  names  of  James  Hibbert,  William  Fox,  William  Starkie, 
and  Richard  Wood,  and  in  lieu  of  this  stock  there  is  now  standing  in  the  same 
names  551.  18s.  2</.  new  four  per  cents,  producing  2/.  4s.  8 d.  per  annum. 

These  dividends  are  received  by  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.  and  paid  over 
to  the  boroughreeve.  The  amount  is  distributed  by  him,  or  given  to  Mr.  Tho- 
mas Hardman,  as  the  nearest  relation  of  the  testatrix  residing  in  Manchester, 
for  distribution,  as  already  stated  in  our  account  of  Clarke’s  charity. 

Hudson’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Hudson , by  Will,  bearing  date  13th  April  1787,  gave  to  Charles  Hudson’s  Charity. 
Ford,  esq.,  Edward  Hall,  surgeon,  and  Joseph  Tipping,  of  Crumpsall,  mer- 
chant, their  executors,  &c.  500/.,  on  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivors  and 
survivor  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  administrators  of  such  survivor,  should 
pay  the  said  sum  to  Charles  Kenyon,  supposed  to  be  beyond  seas  in  America, 
on  condition  that  he  should  return  to  Manchester,  and  identify  himself  to  be 
the  son  of  Esther  Kenyon,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  trustees,  within  five 
years  after  the  decease  of  the  said  testator.  And  if  the  said  Charles  Kenyon 
should  be  dead,  or  should  not  identify  himself  as  aforesaid,  then  on  trust,  that 
the  said  trustees,  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  admi- 
nistrators of  such  survivors,  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  sum,  or  other- 
wise should  grant  the  same  to  seven  trustees,  on  trust,  to  place  out  the  said 
sum  at  interest  on  such  securities  as  should  be  thought  sufficient,  and  should 
pay  the  interest  to  the  boroughreeve  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  in  aug- 
mentation of  the  charity  under  his  disposition  as  boroughreeve,  to  be  by  him 
annually  distributed  accordingly,  with  directions,  that  when  such  trustees  should 
be  reduced  to  three  the  survivors  should  assign  the  said  sum  to  other  trustees, 
not  exceeding  seven,  to  be  named  by  the  said  boroughreeve.  And  the  testator 
appointed  the  said  Charles  Ford,  Edward  Hall,  and  Joseph  Tipping,  his  exe- 
cutors. 

In  the  boroughreeve’s  accounts  the  sum  of  50s.  is  entered  as  having  been 
received,  from  the  year  1797  to  1819  inclusive,  as  the  interest  of  this  legacy, 
the  accounts  immediately  preceding  1797  being  lost.  In  1797  and  the  two 
following  years  it  is  entered  as  received  from  Joseph  Tipping,  esq.,  who  was 
the  surviving  executor,  Charles  Ford  having  died  in  1789,  and  Edward  Hall 
in  1791.  From  1800  to  1819  inclusive  the  same  sum  is  entered  amongst  the 
receipts  as  having  been  paid,  either  by  Thomas  Tipping,  esq.,  the  son  of  the 
said  Joseph  Tipping,  or  his  agent  Mr.  Richard  Fletcher.  Since  that  period  no 
interest  has  been  received ; application  however  has  been  made  to  Mr.  Tip- 
ping, and  we  are  informed  by  his  solicitors,  that  he  is  ready  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  legacy,  and  the  arrears  of  interest  up  to  the  present  time  ; that  he  pro- 
poses to  pay  the  same  to  seven  trustees,  to  be  nominated  by  the  boroughreeve 
out  of  the  trustees  of  Clarke’s  charity ; that  a deed  of  trust  shall  be  executed 
by  himself  and  such  seven  trustees,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  principal  and 
interest,  after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  invested  in  the 
funds,  and  the  dividends  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Until  the  year  1820  the  interest  was  disposed  of  in  the  manner  already  stated 
in  our  account  of  Clarke’s  charity.

Dickanson’s  Charity. 

Henry  Dickanson,  by  Will,  bearing  date  15th  December  1682,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  Manchester  the  sum  of  100/.  the  profits  thereof  (to  wit)  5/.  to  be  dis- 
tributed amongst  them  yearly  before  Christmas-day  for  ever,  at  the  discretion 
of  his  executors.  And  he  appointed  his  three  sons,  Samuel,  Henry  and  Thomas 
Dickanson,  executors  of  his  said  Will. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  March  1690, 
John  Andrew,  in  consideration  of  100/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Samuel,  Henry 
and  Thomas  Dickanson,  described  therein  as  executors  of  Henry  Dickanson 
deceased,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  and  tenement,  with  its  appurtenances,  in 
Quick  and  Saddleworth,  in  the  county  of  York.

and  Thomas  Dickanson,  granted  to  the  said  John  Andrew  the  said 
and  tenement  therein  called  Mere  Stone  Height  for  the  term  of  1000  years,  at 
the  annual  rent  of  51.  with  a power  of  distress  reserved  to  the  lessors  in  case 
of  non-payment  of  the  said  rent,  and  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to 
keep  the  premises  in  repair  during  the  term. 

The  above  abstracts  are  taken  from  copies  in  the  possession  of  the  church- 
wardens, which  purport  to  have  been  examined  in  1783,  with  the  originals  then 
in  the  hands  of  Henry  Dickanson  of  Salford. 

It  does  not  appear  that  new  trustees  have  been  appointed  for  this  charity, 
or  that  any  conveyance  of  the  reversion  of  the  estate  above  mentioned  has 
ever  been  executed. 

The  rent  of  51.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Wrigley,  in  respect  of  certain 
property  belonging  to  him  in  Saddleworth,  to  Edward  Chesshyre,  esq.  as  the 
solicitor  of  Thomas  Alderson  Cooke,  esq.  of  Peterborough,  who  it  is  stated  is 
descended  from  the  above-named  Henry  Dickanson. 

Out  of  the  rent  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Kenyon,  who  was 
nearly  related  to  T.  A.  Cooke,  esq.  during  her  life,  and  distributed  by  her  among 
eight  poor  women  of  Manchester ; the  residue  thereof,  and,  since  Mrs.  Kenyon’s 
death,  which  happened  in  November  1824,  the  whole  rent  has  been  paid  over 
to  the  churchwardens  of  Manchester.  The  sums  thus  received  by  them  have 
been  disposed  of,  together  with  the  produce  of  the  following  charities,  viz. 
Alexander’s  and  Brown’s,  Percivall’s  and  Champion’s,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Alexander’s  and  Brown’s  Charities. 

In  an  account  of  the  charities  for  this  place,  entered  in  the  churchwardens 
register,  and  which  appears  to  have  been  drawn  up  preparatory  to  the 
Parliamentary  Returns  of  I7SG,  it  is  stated  that  John  Alexander , in  1688,  by 
Will,  as  was  supposed,  gave  land  in  the  township  of  Gorton,  then  vested  in  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Manchester.  And  that  Joshua  Brown , by  Will,  in  1694,  gave  100/.  which  was 
laid  out  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  about  the  year  17<51,  in  the 
improvement  of  the  land  at  Gorton,  left  by  the  said  John  Alexander. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  other  documents  relating  to  these 
charities  except  an  indenture  in  the  possession  of  the  boroughreeve,  bearing 
date  31st  August  1686,  whereby  certain  premises  described  as  three  closes  in 
Gorton,  called  the  Marshes,  and  containing  by  estimation  six  acres,  were 
assigned  by  William  Steel  and  Josias  Booth,  in  consideration  of  50/.  to  John 
Alexander  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  2000  years,  stated  to  have  been  created 
by  indenture,  dated  1st  November  1660,  and  a lease  of  the  premises  now 
belonging  to  the  charity,  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  bearing  date  25th  March 
1702,  and  made  by  six  persons  therein  named  and  described  as  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Manchester. 

The  premises  are  known  by  the  name  of  the  Manchester  Poor  Land,  and 
consist  of  three  cottages,  with  a garden  and  four  closes,  containing  6 a.  1r.  17p. 
customary  measure  of  seven  yards  to  the  perch,  and  a plan  thereof  is  entered 
in  the  churchwardens  register. 

I11  1822  they  were  let  by  the  churchwardens  to  John  and  Thomas  Shawcross, 
on  an  agreement  which  is  entered  in  the  above-mentioned  register,  and  signed 
by  the  parties  thereto  for  the  term  of  14  years,  from  the  1st  day  of  May  1822, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/. ; and  the  said  parties  thereby  agreed  to  put  the  cot- 
tages into  good  and  substantial  repair,  in  consideration  whereof  an  abatement 
of  51.  was  to  be  made  out  of  the  first  year’s  rent. 

In  pursuance  of  this  agreement  the  cottages  were  put  into  tenantable  con- 
dition, and  this  circumstance  being  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  church- 
wardens, the  abatement  of  5/.  was  allowed. 

An  account  of  the  application  of  this  rent  will  be  stated  hereafter. 


Percivall’s  Charity. 

Percivall’s  Charity.  Thomas  Percivall,  by  Will,  bearing  date  13th  May  1693,  gave  150/.  to  the 

poor  of  Manchester  to  be  laid  out  by  his  executors,  and  his  cousin  Richard 
Percivall  and  the  boroughreeve  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  in  the 
purchase  of  an  estate  of  inheritance,  to  be  settled  in  trust,  that  the  income  of 
the  same  should  be  distributed  to  poor  industrious  and  overcharged  house- 
keepers 
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keepers  of  Manchester,  as  follows,  viz.  one  half  thereof  to  be  given  in  coals  Manchester, 
and  bread  on  St.  Martin’s-day,  in  the  winter  ; and  the  other  half  at  Candlemas,  . — — 
in  linen  cloth  for  shirts  ; and  he  directed  that  the  names  and  numbers  of  such  ^^continueT^ ' 
poor  housekeepers  should  be  given  in  writing  under  the  hands  of  the  church-  v y 
wardens  and  overseers  of  Manchester,  to  his  son  Richard  Percivall,  and  the 
heirs  male  of  his  body,  ten  days  before  the  respective  times  aforesaid,  in  order 
that  they  might  alter,  add  to,  or  diminish  from,  such  poor  housekeepers  as  should 
be  so  given  in  to  them. 

The  churchwardens  for  the  town  of  Manchester  are  now  in  possession  of  an 
estate  in  Roy  ton,  in  the  parish  of  Oldham,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been 
purchased  with  the  above-mentioned  legacy ; but  we  have  not  been  able  to  dis- 
cover that  there  are  in  existence  any  deeds  relating  to  the  purchase,  or  any 
deeds  of  conveyance  to  new  trustees. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  premises  were  demised  for  a term  of  31  years 
in  1757,  by  Samuel  Ridings,  Miles  Bower,  Joseph  Allen,  Thomas  Gardner, 
and  Thomas  Battersbee,  of  whom  .the  latter  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  sur- 
vivor, but  to  have  died  previously  to  1787  ; and  in  this  lease  the  premises  are 
stated  to  be  vested  in  the  persons  above  named  for  a long  term  of  years,  in 
trust  for  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Manchester.  In  1787,  the 
premises  were  demised  by  the  then  churchwardens  of  the  town  of  Manchester, 
who  were  described  in  the  lease  as  “ the  churchwardens  and  trustees  for  the 
time  being  of  the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned  for  the  poor  of  Manchester,” 
for  the  term  of  31  years,  at  the  rent  of  20/.  ; and  in  1819,  by  lease  bearing  date 
6th  March  1819,  Jame  Brierley,  George  Neden,  and  Francis  Marris,  described 
as  churchwardens  and  trustees  in  the  manner  above  mentioned,  again  demised 
the  premises  to  John  Travis  for  the  term  of  21  years  from  the  12th  May  then 
next,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  28/. 

The  premises  consist  of  a messuage,  with  a garden  and  lane,  and  seven  closes, 
containing  in  the  whole  9 a.  3r.  29  p.  customary  measure,  of  seven  yards  to  the 
perch,  and  a plan  thereof  is  entered  in  the  churchwardens  charity-register. 

The  existing  lease  contains  proper  covenants  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  for 
good  husbandry  and  keeping  the  premises  in  repair,  and  28/.  per  annum  is 
considered  a fair  rent. 

Under  this  land  there  is  coal,  which  is  stated  to  be  worth  upwards  of  1,000/. 
and  about  the  year  1822  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  property  offered  to  pur- 
chase the  coal  under  the  charity-land,  with  liberty  to  sink  a shaft  there, 
and  use  the  same  for  getting  the  coal  under  his  own  land.  The  negoci- 
ation  however  was  dropped,  in  consequence  of  doubts  which  were  entertained 
by  the  churchwardens  as  to  their  power  of  entering  into  such  a contract. 

With  respect  to  the  right  of  disposing  of  this  coal,  it  seems  clear  that  the  legal 
estate  is  not  vested  in  the  churchwardens,  and  it  may  be  questionable  how  far 
a court  of  Equity  could  interfere  to  assist  them  in  obtaining  the  benefit  of  this 
property  for  the  charity. 

Out  of  the  rent  of  28/.  payable  under  the  lease  of  1819,  a deduction  is  now 
made  for  such  proportion  of  the  church-rates  as  under  an  Act  of  Parliament 
passed  for  building  a new  church  at  Oldham  is  payable  by  the  landlords. 

The  residue  is  carried  to  the  same  account  as  the  produce  of  the  following 
charity,  and  those  above  mentioned. 

Champion’s  Charity. 

Joseph  Champion,  by  Will,  bearing  date  4th  August  1784,  gave  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  church  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  the  sum 
of  100/.  upon  trust,  that  they  should  place  out  the  same  at  interest  on  real  or 
personal  security,  and  with  such  interest  should  yearly  purchase  so  many 
twelvepenny  loaves  of  wheat  bread  as  such  interest  should  amount  to,  and 
should  distribute  the  same  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  to  so  many  poor  people 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  being  60  years  of  age  or  upwards,  as 
there  should  be  loaves  of  bread  purchased. 

In  an  account  of  this  charity  entered  in  the  churchwardens  register  it  is 
stated  that  Messrs.  Hibbert,  Stonehewer,  and  Cooke,  in  their  Report  of  the  year 
ending  April  1797»  debited  themselves  on  account  of  the  town  with  the  sum 
of  141 /.  10  5.  as  the  principal  and  interest  of  this  charity,  after  deducting  a 
small  distribution  made  in  1795,  and  it  is  added,  that  Manchester  was  to  be 
accountable  for  that  principal  sum,  and  that  the  interest  being  7 h Is.  6d.  was 
Rep.  16.  U to 
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to  be  yearly  distributed  by  the  officers  of  the  town,  agreeably  to  the  directions 
of  the  donor. 

The  annual  sum  of  7/.  Is.  6d.  is  now  considered  as  a charge  upon  the  poor 
rates,  and  is  paid  by  the  overseers  to  the  churchwardens. 


The  sums  received  annually  by  the  churchwardens  in  respect  of  the  four 
preceding  charities,  and  carried  to  one  account,  are  as  follows  : —

Out  of  this  fund  the  churchwardens  provide  a quantity  of  bread  on  the  21st 
of  December,  and  on  the  6th  of  January,  which  is  distributed  at  the  collegiate 
church  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  who  are  recom- 
mended as  fit  objects  of  the  charity,  tickets  having  been  previously  given  by 
the  churchwardens  for  that  purpose  to  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants. 

On  the  21st  December  1825,  500  shilling  loaves  were  thus  distributed  and 
1,000  on  the  6th  of  January  following. 

In  previous  years  the  amount  has  varied  according  to  the  funds  in  the 
churchwardens  hands. 

One  account  is  kept  of  all  these  charities,  which  also  includes  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  a charity  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens, 
called  Moss’s  Charity,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated  hereafter.  The 
account  is  kept  by  a person  who  acts  as  assistant  to  the  churchwardens,  and 
it  is  made  up  annually  in  or  about  the  month  of  June.  For  several  years  past 
there  appears  to  have  been  a balance  in  hand  at  this  period ; in  1811  it 
amounted  to  16/.  16s.  7 d.,  and  it  has  since  increased  in  each  successive  year, 
and  in  June  1825  the  amount  was  108/.  11 5.  9d.  It  appears,  however,  that  a 
considerable  part  of  the  income  is  generally  received  between  the  period  of 
the  distribution  of  the  charities  and  the  month  of  June,  and  that  all  money 
received  is  immediately  placed  to  an  account  kept  at  the  bank  of  Messrs. 
Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.,  at  the  interest  of  three  per  cent,  the  amount  of  which 
is  divided  proportionably. 

Moss’s  Charity. 

James  Moss,  by  Will,  bearing  date  4th  June  1705,  bequeathed  to  his  exe- 
cutor John  Moss,  100/.,  to  be  laid  out  by  him,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  younger  constable  and  churchwarden  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  in  the 
purchase  of  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  to  be  settled  so  as  that  the 
profits  should  be  yearly  bestowed  towards  buying  yearly  five  gowns  for  five 
aged  men,  inhabiting  within  the  said  town  of  Manchester,  to  be  of  a house- 
wife’s kersey  of  a sad  blue  colour,  and  to  be  given  on  Christmas-day  morning 
before  prayers,  in  the  south  porch  of  the  parish  church  of  Manchester,  to  such 
persons  as  those  who  should  successively  be  his  heirs  inhabiting  in  Man- 
chester, with  the  said  younger  constable  and  churchwarden  for  the  time  being, 
should  think  fit. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  8th  May  1706,  between  Thomas  Bradshaw  of  the 
one  part,  and  John  Waite  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Thomas  Bradshaw,  in  con- 
sideration of  100/.  granted  to  the  said  John  Waite  and  his  heirs  a clear  yearly 
rentcharge  of  51.  5s.,  issuing  out  of  the  following  premises  in  the  parish  of 
Eccles,  viz.,  the  capital  messuage  commonly  called  Hope,  with  the  gardens, 
orchards,  & c.  thereto  belonging;  the  Hope  Moss,  then  divided  into  two  closes; 
the  Wicken  Field;  the  Wicken  Field  Meadow;  Thornes  Croft;  the  Moss  Mea- 
dow; two  fields  called  Sweden  Ditches;  the  Rough  Moss;  the  Edder  Hey;  the 
Kiln  Meadow ; the  Light  Oaks ; the  two  fields  called  the  Cleighs ; the  Lady 
Meadow  ; the  Two  Acres  ; the  Barley  Croft ; the  Kitchen  Meadow  ; the  Back 
Meadow,  and  the  two  fields  called  the  Long  Meadow,  clear  of  all  taxes,  &c., 
with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of  nonpayment. 

By  Indenture  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  17th  and  19th  June  1706, 
between  the  said  John  Waite  of  the  first  part,  John  Moss,  executor  of  the  said 
James  Moss,  and  the  then  junior  churchwarden  of  the  second  part,  and  John 
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Lees,  the  then  junior  constable,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said 
James  Moss,  the  said  John  Waite,  in  consideration  of  106/.  granted  to  the  said 
John  Lees  and  John  Moss,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  annuity  or  clear  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  5/.  5 s.,  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  being  the  junior 
churchwarden  and  constable  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  the  next  heir  of 
the  said  James  Moss  who  should  inhabit  within  the  town  of  Manchester,  should 
dispose  of  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  five  gowns,  in  such  manner  as  directed 
by  the  will  of  the  said  James  Moss. 

The  rentcharge  of  51.  5 s.  is  received  annually  by  the  churchwardens  of  the 
township  of  Manchester,  from  Edward  Hobson,  esq.,  of  Hope  House  in  the 
parish  of  Eccles.  The  amount  is  carried  to  the  same  account  as  the  preceding 
charities,  and  five  or  more  blue  coats  are  purchased  annually,  and  given  at  the 
church  on  Christmas-day  to  poor  men  upwards  of  60  years  of  age,  who  are 
selected  by  the  churchwardens  generally  upon  the  recommendation  of  some  of 
the  principal  inhabitants. 

Charities  of  Walter  and  Margaret  Nugent. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  26th  December  1609,  between  Walter  Nugent  Charities  of 
and*  Margaret  Nugent,  widow,  his  mother,  of  the  one  part,  and  Edmund  ^ret*  N°d  en^ 
Prestwich,  esq.  and  nine  others  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Thomas  saiet  ugent‘ 
Tetlow  and  Catherine  his  wife,  being  seised  of  a messuage  in  the  Market-street 
or  Market-steed  in  Manchester,  had,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  20th  February 
1558,  conveyed  the  same  to  Hugh  Travis,  and  his  heirs,  reserving  the  yearly 
rent  of  20  s.  payable  on  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  Christmas-day ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Tetlow,  by  another  indenture,  bearing 
date  28th  March  1559,  conveyed  another  messuage  in  the  same  street  to 
Elize  Hall,  and  his  heirs,  reserving  the  like  yearly  rent  of  20 s.  payable  on  the 
same  days  ; and  that  the  said  several  yearly  rents  had  been  conveyed  to  the  late 
Richard  Nugent,  and  his  heirs,  who  had  intended  to  have  settled  the  same  for 
the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  or  some  other  charitable  use, 
if  he  had  not  been  prevented  by  death.  The  said  Walter  Nugent  and  Margaret 
his  mother  conveyed  the  said  rents  to  the  said  Edmund  Prestwich  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  they,  after  the  death  of  the  said  Walter  and 
Margaret  Nugent,  should  bestow  the  same  in  the  buying  of  turves,  to  be 
bestowed  by  them  upon  such  of  the  poor  housekeepers  and  dwellers  in  the  said 
town  of  Manchester  as  by  them  should  be  thought  fit ; and  upon  further  trust, 
that  whenever  there  should  be  only  three  trustees  living,  the  survivors  should, 
within  six  months  afterwards,  convey  the  said  rents  to  12  persons  dwelling  in 
the  said  town,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  like  uses  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should 
annually,  within  one  month  after  Michaelmas,  account  for  the  disposal  of  the 
said  rents  before  the  warden  and  fellows  of  the  college  of  Manchester,  or  any 
two  of  them. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  20th  March  1690,  Oswald  Mosley,  esq.  and  two 
others,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  conveyed  the  said  rents  to  Edward  Bootle 
and  nine  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

It  does  not  appear  whether  any  subsequent  conveyance  has  taken  place  ; but 
in  a book  in  the  boroughreeve’s  office,  containing  the  accounts  of  this  charity, 
the  names  of  ten  persons  are  mentioned  as  having  been  appointed  trustees 
in  1772;  this  entry  is  without  date,  but  all  the  persons  are  described  as  being 
then  dead,  except  T.  Bayley,  J.  Markland,  jun.  William  Hardman  and  Peter 
Walker. 

One  of  the  chief-rents  above  mentioned  is  payable  out  of  premises  in 
Manchester  now  vested  in  the  trustees  of  Clarke’s  charity.  This  being  pro- 
bably the  chief-rent  of  20 s.  to  the  payment  of  which  the  estate  settled  by 
George  Clarke  was  described  in  the  deed  of  foundation  as  being  subject ; and 
up  to  the  year  1812,  the  persons  acting  as  trustees  for  this  charity  received  this 
annual  sum  from  the  trustees  of  Clarke’s  charity.  Since  1812,  no  payment 
has  been  made  on  this  account. 

The  other  chief-rent  of  1/.  appears  to  be  payable  in  respect  of  a house  in 
Smithy  Door,  marked  No.  38,  and  now  occupied  by  Mary  Owen,  being  the 
property  of  Thomas  Carill  Worsley,  esq.  From  1765  to  1809,  the  receipt  of 
the  yearly  sum  of  1/.  is  entered  in  the  book  above  mentioned,  and  from  1790, 
it  is  entered  as  paid  by  Thomas  C.  Worsley,  esq.  Since  1809,  this  chief-rent 
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does  not  appear  to  have  been  paid  ; application  has,  however,  been  made  to 
Mr.  Worsley,  and  we  are  assured  by  him  that  the  payment  shall  be  immediately 
resumed. 

When  the  two  chief-rents  were  paid,  the  amount  appears  to  have  been  divided 
equally  amongst  20  females,  the  names  of  whom  are  entered  in  the  account- 
book,  and  the  distribution  was  latterly  made  by  Mr.  William  Hardman. 

Mayes’s  Charity. 

Edward  Mayes,  by  Will,  bearing  date  17th  May  1621,  bequeathed  120/.  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  Manchester,  to  be  bestowed  and  disposed  of  for  the 
purchase  of  some  lands,  annuities,  or  other  profit,  by  the  advice  of  his  executors 
Oswald  and  Francis  Mosley,  esquires,  and  other  persons  therein  named,  with 
directions  that  they  should  devise,  by  counsel  learned,  how  the  same  lands,  &c. 
so  purchased,  might  be  conveyed  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  and 
their  successors,  or  some  others,  in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  should  be 
distributed  yearly  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  on  Good  Friday, 
either  in  money  or  victual,  by  the  discretion  of  such  as  the  same  trust  should 
be  committed  unto. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  10th  December  1635,  between 
Robert  Robinson  and  Nathaniel  Robinson,  his  son  and  heir  apparent,  of  the 
first  part,  William  Radcliffe,  esq.  Nicholas  Mosley,  Samuel  Tipping,  Francis 
Mosley,  and  his  son  and  heir  apparent  Nicholas  Mosley,  and  Thomas  Lancashire, 
gentlemen,  all  of  Manchester,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Robert  and  Nathaniel 
Robinson,  in  consideration  of  120/.  paid  by  the  said  Oswald  and  Francis 
Mosley,  executors  of  the  said  Edward  Mayes,  deceased,  conveyed  to  the  said 
William  Radcliffe  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  four  messuages  or  dwelling- 
houses,  with  their  appurtenances,  in  Manchester,  near  two  several  places  called 
the  Milne  Gate  and  the  Milners  Lane,  and  three  closes  near  Milners  Lane, 
containing  by  estimation  four  acres ; upon  trust,  that  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  should  for  ever  thereafter,  on  every  Good  Friday,  be  faithfully  and 
wholly  disposed  of  and  distributed  for  the  succour,  aid,  and  relief  of  such  poor, 
aged,  needy,  and  impotent  people  as  for  the  time  being  should  inhabit  in  the 
town  of  Manchester,  and  should  be  conceived  to  have  need  thereof ; and  upon 
further  trust,  that  whenever  there  should  be  only  two  trustees  living,  they 
should  convey  the  said  premises  to  six  persons  dwelling  in  the  said  town  of 
Manchester,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

These  premises  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees ; the 
last  of  which  conveyances  was  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date 
1st  and  2d  July  1817,  whereby  Robert  Markland,  James  Touchet,  Thomas 
Johnson,  and  William  Starkie,  esquires,  granted  the  said  premises  to  Dauntesey 
Hulme  and  Richard  Wood,  esquires,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  old  and 
new  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that 
when  either  of  the  trustees,  or  any  future  trustee,  should  die,  decline,  or 
become  incapable  to  act,  or  should  go  to  reside  in  parts  beyond  the  seas,  the 
survivors  should,  within  three  calendar  months,  or  at  the  annual  meeting  next 
after  the  happening  of  the  said  events,  elect  another  fit  person,  who  should  be 
an  inhabitant  of  the  parish  of  Manchester,  to  be  a trustee  in  his  stead,  and  so 
from  time  to  time ; and  that  conveyances  of  the  trust-premises  should  be  made 
accordingly. 

Of  the  trustees  above  named  Thomas  Johnson  is  since  dead,  and  William 
Starkie  has  resigned.  One  of  the  vacancies  has  been  filled  up  by  the  election 
of  Thomas  Hardman,  of  Manchester. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1794,  reciting  that  the  premises  above 
mentioned,  including  a pile  of  building  commonly  called  the  Almshouses,  some 
time  theretofore  built  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Manchester,  by  the  con- 
sent of  the  then  trustees  on  part  of  the  said  premises,  and  situate  in  the  lane 
called  Millers  Lane,  had  become  legally  vested  in  John  Markland,  T.  C.  Wors- 
ley, Nathan  Hyde,  esqrs.  and  Robert  Markland,  James  Touchet,  Thomas 
Johnson,  Thomas  Tipping,  and  William  Starkie.  And  further  reciting,  that  it 
would  tend  to  the  improvement  of  the  trust-estate  if  conveyances  in  fee-farm, 
or  leases  for  long  terms,  or  under  covenants  for  perpetual  renewal  at  reason- 
able yearly  rents,  for  the  purpose  of  building  upon  or  otherwise  improving  the 
same,  could  be  granted ; It  was  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trus- 
tees for  the  time  being  absolutely  to  grant  in  fee-farm,  or  to  demise  the  pre- 
mises 
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mises  in  fee-farm,  or  for  years,  with  or  without  covenants  for  perpetual  renewal,  Manchester, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon,  or  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  roads  or  - — 7 

streets  for  the  convenience  of  the  purchasers,  lessees  or  tenants,  or  for  courts,  1 ^ontinueT1^' 
yards  or  gardens,  so  as  in  every  conveyance  or  lease  there  should  be  reserved  v ^ } 
to  the  trustees  the  best  yearly  rent,  without  fine,  by  half-yearly  payments,  and 
so  that  no  such  rent  should  be  less  than  2 d.  per  square  yard,  and  so  that  in 
every  conveyance  or  lease  there  should  be  a power  of  distress,  and  re-entry  on 
nonpayment  of  the  rent,  and  covenants  to  build  and  keep  in  repair  the  mes- 
suages, &c.  intended  to  be  erected,  and  to  make  and  keep  in  repair  the  said 
roads  and  streets  in  such  manner  as  should  be  agreed  upon,  and  also  covenants 
to  surrender  to  the  trustees  possession  of  the  respective  premises,  and  the 
buildings  thereon,  in  good  repair  at  the  expiration  of  the  respective  terms ; and 
so  as  all  persons  to  whom  conveyances  or  leases  should,  be  made  should 
execute  counterparts  thereof,  and  should  covenant  for  payment  of  the  rent, 
and  enter  into  such  other  covenants  as  are  usually  inserted  in  conveyances  of 
leases  for  building.  And  powder  was  also  given  to  the  trustees  to  grant  in  fee, 
to  persons  having  property  in  any  lands  adjoining  to  the  said  trust-estate, 
the  liberty  of  passing  over  the  roads  and  streets  to  be  made  on  the  said  trust- 
estate,  such  persons  granting  to  the  trustees  the  like  liberty  of  passing  over 
the  roads  and  streets  then  or  thereafter  to  be  made  on  those  lands  adjoining  to 
the  trust-estate. 

After  the  passing  of  this  Act  of  Parliament  it  was  found  necessary,  in  order 
to  let  the  property  belonging  to  the  charity  to  the  best  advantage,  to  obtain 
a communication  with  a street  called  Hanover-street,  and  with  this  view  the 
trustees  made  an  exchange,  the  particulars  of  which  will  appear  from  the  follow- 
ing abstract : 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  26th  December  1796,  between  John  Markland 
and  seven  others,  trustees  of  Mayes’s  charity,  of  the  one  part,  and  Arthur  Clegg, 
of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  trustees  were 
eligibly  situated  for  building,  if  convenient  streets  were  made;  and  that  the  lands 
of  the  said  Arthur  Clegg  lay  between  them  and  a street  called  Hanover-street; 
and  that  in  order  to  open  a communication  between  the  lands  of  the  said 
trustees  and  the  said  street,  the  parties  had  agreed  to  make  the  following 
exchange  ; The  said  trustees  conveyed  to  the  said  Arthur  Clegg,  and  his  heirs, 
a parcel  of  land  on  the  south-east  side  of  Mayes-street,  and  the  south-west  side 
of  a street  intended  to  be  called  Arthur-street,  containing  952  square  yards, 
and  in  exchange  thereof  the  said  Arthur  Clegg  conveyed  to  the  said  trustees 
and  their  heirs,  two  parcels  of  land,  the  one  containing  97  square  yards,  and 
forming,  as  appears  by  a plan  delineated  on  the  margin  of  the  said  deed,  a com- 
munication from  Arthur-street  to  Hanover-street,  being  in  width  6 yards,  and  in 
length  16  yards  19  inches,  the  other  parcel  containing  95  square  yards,  and 
forming  a communication  between  Sparrow-street  and  Hanover-street,  being 
6 yards  in  width,  and  in  length  15  yards  and  31  inches  ; and  the  said  trustees 
covenanted  to  keep  open  for  the  public  as  well  the  said  parcels  of  land  taken 
in  exchange  as  the  said  several  streets  called  Mayes-street,  North-street,  Arthur- 
street,  and  Sparrow-street ; and  the  said  Arthur  Clegg  covenanted  to  keep  open 
for  the  public  the  street  called  Hanover-street,  from  Shude  Hill  through  the 
lands  purchased  by  him  from  James  Bradshaw,  and  also  such  part  of  the  said 
parcel  of  land  given  to  him  in  exchange,  as  was  intended  to  form  part  of  the 
streets  called  Arthur-street,  Mayes-street,  and  North-street.  This  deed  also 
contains  other  covenants  with  respect  to  the  sort  of  buildings  to  be  erected  on 
the  said  parcel  of  land  conveyed  to  the  said  Arthur  Clegg,  and  the  occupations 
thereof,  so  that  the  premises  belonging  to  the  trustees  might  not  be  thereby 
injured. 

The  two  plots  of  land  given  up  to  the  trustees  have  been  converted  into 
streets,  and  the  rest  of  the  estate,  the  whole  of  which  lies  on  the  south-west  side 
of  Miller’s-street,  has  been  let  on  building  leases,  such  parts  having  been 
reserved  for  streets  as  were  convenient  for  the  purpose.  The  several  leases  are 
for  terms  of  99  years,  commencing  (except  in  one  instance,  which  is  noticed  in 
the  Rental,)  from  the  day  before  the  date  thereof,  and  they  contain  covenants 
on  the  part  of  the  lessees  to  erect  buildings  worth  annually  double  the  amount 
of  the  reserved  rent,  and  to  keep  such  buddings  in  repair.

The  income  above  mentioned  is  subject  to  a small  chief-rent  of  135.  10  d. 
payable  to  William  Hulton,  esq.  The  rents  are  collected  by  Thomas  Markland, 
who  acts  as  agent  to  the  trustees,  and  also  keeps  the  accounts  for  his  father, 
who  is  one  of  the  trustees,  and  has  held  the  office  of  treasurer  from  the  year 

1814. 
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1814.  For  his  trouble  as  agent,  Mr.  Thomas  Markland  receives  a salary  of 
21  /.  a year  to  which  it  was  raised  in  1797>  from  10/.  105. 

Previously  to  the  year  1794,  the  almshouses  in  Miller’s  Lane,  mentioned  in 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  were  inhabited  by  six  poor  women,  who  were  nominated 
by  the  trustees,  but  being  in  very  bad  condition  the  trustees  resolved  to  pull 
them  down,  and  to  improve  the  income  of  the  charity  by  letting  the  site  on  a 
building  lease.  Upon  the  removal  of  these  houses,  an  annual  allowance  of 
about  5 /.  was  settled  upon  each  of  the  alms-women  during  their  respective 
lives,  for  their  house-rent.  One  of  these  women  is  still  living,  and  receives  the 
yearly  sum  of  51.  4>s.  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity.  The  residue  of  the 
income  is  divided  in  equal  shares  among  the  trustees,  by  whom  it  has  been 
distributed  among  poor  people  of  Manchester,  chiefly  in  money,  but  occasion- 
ally in  blankets  or  clothing. 

A meeting  of  the  trustees  is  held  annually  about  Easter,  at  which  the  trea- 
surer’s accounts  are  audited,  but  no  account  is  given  by  the  trustees  of  the 
application  of  the  sums  paid  over  to  them  respectively  for  distribution.  It 
seemed  desirable,  and  we  accordingly  suggested  to  the  trustees,  that  these 
accounts  should  also  be  audited  annually,  and  that  they  should  be  entered  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  order  that  there  may  be  a complete  state- 
ment of  the  expenditure,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  disposed 
to  adopt  our  suggestions  on  this  subject.

These  several  sums,  it  is  stated  in  the  register,  were  laid  out  in  the  years 
1680  and  1681,  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  towards 
building  certain  almshouses  in  Miller’s  Lane,  with  the  approbation  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  the  consent  of  the  trustees,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Man- 
chester, the  whole  cost  of  which  buildings  it  is  stated,  was  3001.  10 s.  3d. 

It  appears  that  the  almshouses  to  which  the  above  statement  alludes  were 
those  already  mentioned  as  having  formerly  belonged  to  Mayes’s  charity. 


Nicholas  Hartley’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  14th  January  1628,  reciting,  that  Nicholas  Hartley’s 
Nicholas  Hartley , by  his  Will,  bequeathed  50/.  towards  the  succour,  comfort  Charity, 
and  relief  of  the  aged  and  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  his  brother  John  Hartley,  whom  he  appointed  his  executor,  in  such 
manner  as  he  should  think  fit ; the  said  John  Hartley,  in  performance  of  the 
said  will,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  James  Fox  and  five  others,  and  their  heirs, 
a dwelling-house,  with  the  buildings,  barn,  shippon,  garden,  fold,  toft  and 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  situate  in  Moston,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster, 
and  two  closes,  called  the  Higher  and  Lower  Croft,  containing  by  estimation 
two  acres,  which  the  said  John  Hartley  had  lately  purchased  from  Abraham 
Scholefield,  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Hartley  for  life,  and  after  his  decease, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  house  and  lands,  all  reasonable  charges  being 
deducted,  should  for  ever,  yearly,  be  disposed  of  for  and  towards  the  succour 
and  relief  of  such  poor,  aged,  needy  and  impotent  people,  dwelling  within  the 
town  of  Manchester,  as  by  the  judgment  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  deemed 
to  have  need  thereof.  And  the  said  John  Hartley  appointed  that  the  said 
trustees  should,  after  his  decease,  let  the  said  premises  for  the  best  yearly 
profit,  and  take  care  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  should  be  disposed  of 
amongst  the  poor  as  aforesaid.  And  it  was  provided,  that  from  time  to  time,

continued.  the  new  trustees  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  yearly 

' ' for  ever,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  in  the  presence  of  so  many  of  the 

inhabitants  of  Manchester  as  would  vouchsafe  to  be  thereat,  make  in  the  parish 
church  of  Manchester  a just  account  of  the  sums  received  and  disbursed,  and 
other  things  done  by  them  ; provided,  that  if  the  said  John  Hartley  should  at 
any  time  tender  or  pay  to  the  said  trustees,  12  d.  in  manner  therein  mentioned, 
with  intent  to  revoke  the  said  indenture,  that  indenture,  and  the  uses  and 
matters  mentioned  therein,  should  cease  and  determine,  and  that  thereupon 
the  said  trustees  should  stand  seised  of  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said 
John  Hartley  and  his  heirs. 

A memorandum  on  the  hack  of  this  Indenture  states,  that  on  the  21st  of 
January  1 654,  the  said  John  Hartley  paid  to  the  use  of  the  only  survivor  of  the 
trustees  the  sum  of  12 d.  with  intent  to  revoke  the  said  indenture. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  December 
1692,  John  Johnson,  in  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him  by  an  indenture 
of  feoffment,  bearing  date  20th  February  1654,  made  between  the  above-men- 
tioned John  Hartley  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Hartley  the  younger,  and  others 
of  the  other  part,  conveyed  the  above-mentioned  premises  to  John  Hartley,  esq. 
grandson  of  the  first-mentioned  John  Hartley  and  others,  upon  the  same  trusts, 
for  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Manchester  as  are  mentioned  in  the  above 
abstracted  deed. 

The  Indenture  of  20th  February  1654,  recited  in  the  last  abstracted  deed 
was  not  produced  to  us.  It  seems  probable  that  the  payment  of  12  d.  by  John 
Hartley  in  that  year  was  only  made  with  a view  to  the  appointment  of  other 
trustees  to  the  same  uses. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  made  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Re- 
lease, bearing  date  17th  and  18th  July  1810,  whereby  William  Hardman,  as 
the  surviving  trustee,  under  a Deed  of  the  8th  June  1773,  conveyed  the  trust- 
premises  to  John  Hardman,  Thomas  Hardman,  Edward  Place,  William  Garnett, 
and  Thomas  Halstead,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  above-mentioned  trusts,  all  of 
whom,  except  Edward  Place,  are  still  living. 

The  trust-premises  consist  of  a house  and  outbuildings,  a garden  and  two 
closes  of  land,  containing  about  two  acres,  Lancashire  measure,  held  by  Samuel 
Taylor,  esq.  under  a lease  dated  23d  June  1813,  granted  by  the  trustees  to  his 
father,  for  21  years  from  the  1st  May  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  15s. 
with  a covenant  from  the  lessee  to  put  the  demised  house,  buildings  and  pre- 
mises into  repair,  and  to  leave  them  so  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  and  to  pay 
all  taxes  and  assessments  thereon. 

The  preceding  rent  was  4/.  4 s.  which  appears  to  have  been  of  the  same  amount 
from  the  year  1762,  when  the  premises  were  let  for  21  years.  The  lease  pre- 
ceding that  which  was  granted  in  1813,  was  for  31  years.  In  1712  the  rent 
was  3 /.  The  present  is  considered  a very  good  rent,  and  more  than  could  have 
been  obtained  from  any  other  person.  Mr.  Taylor’s  father  was  induced  to  take 
the  premises  in  consequence  of  their  lying  in  the  midst  of  his  own  property  at 
Moston,  and  near  to  his  house.  The  buildings  were  not  in  a good  state  when 
the  existing  lease  was  granted,  but  were  afterwards  put  into  repair  by  the  lessee, 
and  are  now  in  good  condition. 

Thomas  Hardman,  esq.  one  of  the  trustees,  who  has  acted  as  treasurer  since 
the  time  of  his  appointment  in  1810,  receives  the  rents  annually  in  January, 
which  are  then  divided  for  distribution  between  Mr.  John  Hardman,  Mr. 
Garnett,  and  himself,  being  the  only  trustees  resident  at  Manchester.  Each 
trustee  distributes  his  portion  amongst  poor  and  aged  persons  of  the  town  of 
Manchester,  in  sums  varying  usually  from  5 s.  to  Qs.  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  to  whom  such  portion  has  been  thus  given  are  entered  by  the  treasurer 
in  a book  which  is  signed  by  the  trustees,  and  produced  at  the  meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Manchester,  at  the  church,  on  Easter  Tuesday,  when  it  is  also 
signed  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  town,  as  approving  of  the  same.  The 
same  persons,  if  considered  proper  objects,  are  usually  permitted  to  partake  of 
the  charity  annually  during  their  lives. 
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Ellen  Hartley’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  6th  March  1626,  between  Ellen 
Hartley  of  the  one  part,  and  James  Fox  and  five  others,  all  of  Manchester,  of 
the  other  part,  the  said  Ellen  Hartley,  as  well  in  satisfaction  of  the  sum  of 
20/.  bequeathed  by  her  late  husband,  Nicholas  Hartley,  for  charitable  uses,  as 
out  of  the  good-will  which  she  bore  towards  the  better  relief  of  the  poor  people 
who  should  be  inhabiting  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  for  the  better  assuring 
of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  for  the  purposes  therein  expressed, 
conveyed  to  the  said  James  Fox  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage, 
burgage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  a street  called  the  Market- 
Sticld-lane,  in  Manchester,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Ellen  Hartley  for  life,  and 
after  her  decease,  upon  trust,  that  the  clear  yearly  rents,  all  reasonable  and 
necessary  charges  being  deducted,  should  be  yearly  from  time  to  time  justly 
and  faithfully  disposed  of,  distributed  and  employed  for  and  towards  the 
succour,  aid  and  relief  of  such  poor,  aged,  needy  and  impotent  people,  as  for 
the  time  being  should  dwell  within  the  said  town  of  Manchester,  and  by  the 
judgments  and  discretions  of  the  two  constables  of  the  said  town  successively, 
and  of  such  of  the  churchwardens  as  should  be  chosen  for  the  said  town,  or  any 
two  of  them,  should  be  deemed  to  have  need  or  want  thereof,  as  thereinafter 
specified ; and  for  the  better  effecting  thereof,  it  was  declared  that  the  said 
trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should,  to  their  best  endeavours,  dispose  of  or 
let  the  said  premises  to  the  best  yearly  profit,  and  provide  that  the  clear  yearly 
rent  should  be  from  time  to  time  paid  to  the  said  trustees,  and  by  them 
delivered  to  the  two  constables  and  churchwardens  above  mentioned,  to  be  by 
them  disposed  of  amongst  such  poor  as  aforesaid,  after  such  rates  and  proportions 
as  to  the  said  constables  and  churchwardens,  or  any  two  of  them,  should  seem 
convenient ; and  it  was  declared  that  whenever  any  four  should  be  dead,  the 
survivors  should,  within  six  months,  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of 
such  survivors,  and  four  other  substantial  and  discreet  persons ; and  it  was 
provided  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  such  the  constables  and 
churchwardens  as  aforesaid,  as  should  have  disbursed  or  received  any  of  the 
said  rents,  should  yearly,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  in  the  presence  of 
so  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Manchester  as  would  vouchsafe  to 
be  thereat,  make  and  yield  up,  in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester,  a true 
account  of  all  the  sums  of  money  that  they  should  have  received  or  disbursed  in 
or  by  reason  of  the  premises. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  15th  and  17th  November 
1806,  Thomas  Walker,  Edmund  Battersbee  and  Thomas  Chadwick,  the  three 
surviving  feoffees  under  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and 
2d  December  1783,  being  then  resident  at  a distance  from  the  town  of 
Manchester,  and  unable  conveniently  to  attend  to  the  execution  of  the  trusts, 
and  being  therefore  desirous  of  being  discharged  therefrom,  conveyed  the  trust- 
premises  to  John  Barton,  Thomas  Borron,  since  deceased,  Charles  Brandt  the 
younger,  Thomas  Darwell,  William  Beever  and  John  Bateman,  all  of  Man- 
chester, and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  were  demised  in  I76O  for  a term  of  80  years, 
for  the  purposes  of  building,  at  the  rent  of  13/.  5 s. ; and  this  rent  was  received 
from  different  persons  up  to  the  year  1822,  together  with  a rent  of  1/.  5 s. 
which  was  reserved  upon  a lease  of  part  of  the  premises  made  in  I7O8  for 
21  years,  although  the  lease  expired  in  1729,  and  the  premises  thereby  demised 
were  included  in  the  lease  of  I76O. 

In  1 822,  these  premises  were  sold  by  the  trustees  under  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
passed  in  the  preceding  year,  for  the  improvement  of  Market-street,  in  the  town 
of  Manchester,  for  the  sum  of  1,370/. ; and  according  to  the  provisions  of  that 
Act,  this  sum  was  paid  into  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  name  of  the 
Accountant-general  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  to  the  credit  of  the 
account,  ex  parte  the  commissioners  for  executing  the  said  Act. 

A petition  was  in  June  1824  presented  by  the  trustees  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  praying  that  it  might  be  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  court 
to  inquire  whether  it  would  be  proper  that  1,260/.  part  of  this  money,  should 
be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  some  premises  in  Manchester,  and  that  the  residue 
of  the  said  1,370/.  might  be  paid  to  the  petitioners,  towards  the  expenses  to 
which  they  had  been  and  might  be  put.  The  matter  was  referred  to  one  of  the 
Rep.  16.  X Masters,

158  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

Masters,  who  certified,  that  in  his  opinion  it  was  not  an  eligible  purchase  for 
the  charity,  the  premises  being  subject  to  a chief-rent  of  6/.  2 s.  4 o'.  and  also, 
together  with  other  premises,  to  a yearly  rent  of  50/. 

Another  petition  was  therefore  presented  in  March  1825,  for  the  purpose  of 
having  the  money  invested  in  the  funds ; and  it  was  thereupon  ordered  by  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  that  the  costs  incurred  by  the  petitioners  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  said  1,370/.  and  that  the  residue  thereof  should  be  laid  out  in  bank 
three  per  cent  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant-general,  and  that  the 
dividends  thereof  should  be  paid  to  the  petitioners.  The  above-mentioned 
costs  were  taxed  at  131/.  105.  6 d.  and  the  residue  of  the  1,370/.  was  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  1,360/.  195.  3d.  three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities,  in  the 
name  of  the  Accountant-general.  Upon  the  death  of  Thomas  Borron,  one  of 
the  trustees,  a further  application  to  the  court  became  necessary,  which  was 
made  in  February  1826,  and  an  order  was  obtained  for  carrying  over  the  said 
stock  to  an  account,  intitled,  “ The  Trustees  of  Ellen  Hartley’s  Charity,” 
and  for  the  payment  of  a balance  of  20/.  85.  4 d.  and  of  the  future  dividends  to 
the  trustees,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  until  the  further  order  of  the 
court. 

No  income  has  been  received  in  respect  of  this  charity  since  the  premises 
were  sold  in  1822  ; but  there  seems  no  reason  why  the  dividends  should  not  be 
regularly  received  in  future,  and  applied  according  to  the  directions  contained 
in  the  will. 

Previously  to  the  sale,  the  rent  was  paid  over  to  the  constables  and  church- 
wardens of  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  disposed  of  by  them  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  town  in  sums  varying  from  15.  to  25.  6d. ; and  for  several  years 
past  a list  of  the  persons  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  charity  was  entered  in 
a book  kept  by  the  treasurer.  The  accounts  do  not  appear  ever  to  have  been 
audited  at  the  church. 

Partington’s  Charity. 

John  Partington , by  Will,  bearing  date  15th  September  l677>  bequeathed  to 
his  executors,  Richard  Percivall  and  Thomas  Evans,  100/.  to  the  intent  that  they 
should  therewith  purchase  lands,  tenements,  rents  and  other  hereditaments  in 
fee-simple,  and  that  the  same  should  be  settled  and  conveyed  by  them,  or  the 
survivor  of  them,  or  his  heirs,  unto  some  six  honest  and  able  persons  inhabiting 
within  the  town  of  Manchester,  to  be  chosen  by  them  for  that  purpose,  and 
their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  the  yearly  produce  thereof  should  for  ever  there- 
after be  justly,  faithfully  and  wholly  disposed  of,  distributed  and  employed  for 
the  succour,  aid  and  relief  of  such  poor,  aged,  needy  and  impotent  people  as 
for  the  time  being  should  inhabit  and  dwell  within  the  town  of  Manchester,  and 
by  the  judgments  and  good  directions  from  time  to  time  for  ever  of  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  should  be  deemed  or  conceived  to  have  need 
or  want  thereof.  And  he  directed,  that  whenever  there  should  be  only  two  of 
his  said  trustees  in  full  life,  the  survivors  should  enfeoff  six  other  honest  and 
sufficient  persons  then  inhabiting  in  the  said  town,  to  the  use  of  the  said 
survivors,  and  such  six  persons,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  March  1679-80,  between  William  Crompton 
and  Mary  his  wife,  and  John  Sharpies,  of  the  one  part,  and  Richard  Percivall 
of  the  other  part ; It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  100/.  paid  to  the  said 
William  Crompton  for  the  assuring  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  for  the 
use  of  the  said  Richard  Percivall,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  William  and 
Mary  Crompton  and  John  Sharpies  covenanted  to  levy  a fine  to  the  said  Richard 
Percivall,  and  his  heirs,  of  a messuage  or  dwelling-house,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, and  several  closes,  in  Little  Lever,  known  by  the  names  of  the  Furthest 
My  thorn,  the  Middle  My  thorn,  the  Delf  Hills,  the  Little  Plot  of  Land  lying 
at  the  river  side,  the  Master’s  Croft,  the  Rough  Mythom,  and  the  Little 
My  thorn. 

A fine  appears  to  have  been  levied  accordingly  in  the  court  of  the  county 
palatine  of  Lancaster  on  the  24th  March,  32d  Charles  II. 

By  Indenture,  dated  1st  April  1680,  the  said  Richard  Percivall  demised  the 
said  premises  to  the  said  William  Crompton  for  the  term  of  999  years  from  the 
date  thereof,  reserving  the  yearly  rent  of  51. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  November 
1724,  between  the  said  Richard  Percivall  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Moss, 
Richard  Taylor,  Richard  Butler,  Benjamin  Naylor,  John  Scholes  and  Robert 
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Bowker,  all  of  Manchester,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Manchester. 

John  Partington  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Richard  Percivall  being  - — 

the  surviving  executor  had  laid  out  the  said  legacy  of  100/.  in  the  purchase  of  Partington’s 

the  premises  above  mentioned ; the  said  Richard  Percivall  conveyed  the  said  continued 

premises,  which  are  therein  described  as  containing  6^  acres,  and  as  having  ^ ^ ^ 

been  formerly  in  the  occupation  of  William  Crompton  and  Mary  his  wife,  and 

then  of  Elizabeth  Willnes,  to  the  said  John  Moss  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 

upon  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  thereof  for  the  succour,  aid  and  relief  of  such 

poor  people  as  above  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  John  Partington,  with 

directions  that  whenever  there  should  be  only  two  trustees  living,  the  survivors 

should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  four  other  substantial 

and  discreet  persons ; and  the  said  indenture  contains  a covenant  against  all 

incumbrances,  except  an  indenture  of  lease,  dated  1st  April  1680,  made  to 

the  said  William  Crompton  for  the  term  of  999  years. 

We  have  not  at  present  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  as  to  this 
charity,  but  we  are  in  hopes  that  we  shall  be  able  at  least  to  discover  the  situa- 
tion of  the  lands  in  Little  Lever,  and  the  present  possessors  thereof,  when  we 
have  an  opportunity  of  inquiring  into  the  charities  at  Bolton,  in  which  parish 
Little  Lever  is  situate. 

Barlow’s  Charity. 

In  the  Churchwardens  Register,  in  the  list  of  charities  drawn  up  preparatory  Barlow’s  Charity, 
to  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  John  Barlow,  by  Will, 
dated  18th  October  1684,  gave  5/.  a year  towards  maintaining  a schoolmaster  at 
Shrigley,  to  teach  poor  children;  6/.  a year  to  bind  apprentices  poor  boys  in 
Shrigley  and  Manchester,  alternately ; and  1 /.  a year  to  buy  books  for  the 
school  above  mentioned. 

And  we  are  informed,  that  on  a benefaction  board  in  the  church  of  Shrigley, 
in  the  county  of  Chester,  there  is  the  following  inscription  : — 

“ A.  D.  1684.  John  Barlow,  of  Manchester,  gentleman,  left  an  annual  charge 
of  6/.  upon  his  estate  in  Pott  Shrigley  for  ever ; viz.  51.  thereof  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  10  poor  boys  of  the  said  township  in  reading  and  writing  ; and  205.  to 
buy  them  books  ; and  also  a further  charge  of  61.  upon  his  estate  in  Mottram 
St.  Andrew’s  to  bind  apprentice  one  of  the  said  boys  every  third  year  for  ever.” 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  trace  of  the  payment  of  this  charity 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Manchester,  though  in  and  about  the  year  1823 
great  pains  were  taken  by  the  churchwardens  to  obtain  such  information  as 
they  could  relating  thereto.  There  seems,  however,  to  be  some  reason  for 
thinking  that  the  premises  liable  to  these  rentcharges  may  be  identified ; but 
the  inquiry  must  necessarily  be  deferred  until  we  shall  have  an  opportunity  of 
visiting  the  neighbourhood  of  Shrigley. 

Sutton’s  Charity. 

Robert  Sutton,  by  Will,  dated  29th  December  1687,  and  proved  at  Chester,  Sutton’s  Charity 
bequeathed  to  Francis  Cartwright  and  John  Heywood,  two  of  his  executors, 

200/.  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  tenements,  rents  or  here- 
ditaments ; and  he  directed,  that  immediately  after  such  purchase  the  said 
lands,  tenements,  rent  or  hereditaments  should  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of 
Robert  Alexander  and  five  others,  whom  he  therein  nominated  overseers  of  his 
will,  and  the  said  two  executors,  upon  trust,  that  the  income  thereof  should  be 
employed  yearly  towards  the  clothing  of  such  poor,  old,  aged  and  needy  house- 
keepers, and  other  necessitous  people  as  for  the  time  being  should  inhabit  and 
dwell  within  the  town  of  Manchester,  to  the  number  of  24  at  the  least ; viz.  to 
each  an  outward  or  uppermost  garment,  such  as  the  said  trustees  for  the  time 
being  should  deem  to  have  need  thereof;  the  same  clothing  to  be  provided  and 
given  about  Martinmas,  yearly ; and  he  directed,  that  if  any  overplus  should 
remain,  it  should  be  distributed  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  to  such  poor,  aged, 
needy  and  impotent  people  who  should  inhabit  and  dwell  within  the  said  town 
of  Manchester,  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit.  And  he  directed,  that  whenever 
any  six  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  two  survivors  should  convey  the 
trust-estate  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  so  many  other  substantial  and  discreet 
persons,  as  with  the  survivors  or  survivor  should  make  up  the  number  of  eight ; 
and  that  the  trustees  should  yearly,  on  Easter  Tuesday,  be  ready  in  the  parish 
church  of  Manchester  to  give  an  account  in  writing  how  they  had  disposed  ot 
the  income  of  the  premises,  to  any  person  who  should  be  there  ready  to  see 
the  same.  And  reciting,  that  he  had  lately  purchased  a messuage  and  tene- 
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ment,  or  part  of  a messuage  and  tenement,  and  several  closes  or  parcels  of 
land  thereto  belonging,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Gorton,  from  John  Heron 
and  Alexander  Heron,  and  had  paid  the  sum  of  200/.  for  the  same,  which  was 
redeemable  on  repayment  of  the  said  sum  of  200/.  and  the  payment  of  the 
yearly  sum  of  10/.  until  the  said  sum  of  200/.  should  be  paid  for  redemption 
thereof,  he  devised  the  said  messuage,  tenements  and  lands  to  the  trustees 
thereinbefore  mentioned,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  after  the  death  of 
his  wife,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits,  until  the  redemption  thereof,  towards 
clothing  24  other  such  persons  in  such  manner  as  aforesaid ; and  if  the  said 
lands  should  be  redeemed,  he  gave  the  said  sum  of  200/.  to  the  same  trustees 
to  be  laid  out  in  other  lands  and  tenements,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be 
disposed  of  in  like  manner. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  10th  and  11th  November 
1747,  between  John  Lees  and  Samuel  Walker  of  the  one  part,  and  Jeremiah 
Bower,  Edward  Byron,  Robert  Gartside  and  James  Liptrott  of  the  other  part, 
reciting  the  will  of  Robert  Sutton ; and  further  reciting,  that  after  the  death 
of  the  testator  and  of  his  widow,  the  said  Francis  Cartwright  and  John  Hey- 
wood,  on  the  5th  June  1689,  laid  out  the  said  sum  of  200/.  in  the  purchase  of 
the  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned,  situate  in 
Sholver,  in  the  township  of  Oldham  ; and  afterwards  bv  indentures  of  bargain 
and  sale  and  release,  dated  respectively  3d  and  5th  October  1692,  conveyed 
the  said  premises  to  the  said  Robert  Alexander  and  five  others,  upon  the  trusts 
in  such  indentures  mentioned  ; and  further  reciting,  that  after  the  death  of  the 
said  testator  a common  recovery  had  been  suffered  of  the  said  premises ; and 
that  by  indenture,  dated  28th  February  1690,  between  John  Heron  and  Alex- 
ander Heron,  his  heir  apparent,  of  the  first  part,  the  said  Francis  Cartwright, 
John  Heywood  and  others  of  the  second  part,  Richard  Tonge  of  the  third 
part,  and  John  Wardle  of  the  fourth  part,  reciting  part  of  the  said  Robert 
Sutton’s  will,  and  that  a common  recovery  was  then  intended  to  be  suffered  of 
the  said  premises  in  Gorton,  it  was  agreed  that  such  recovery  should  enure  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Francis  Cartwright  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  subject  to 
the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  will  of  the  said  Robert  Sutton ; and  reciting, 
that  all  the  premises  thereinbefore  mentioned  in  Sholver  and  Gorton  had 
become  vested  by  a subsequent  conveyance,  bearing  date  28th  and  29th 
October  1737,  in  the  said  John  Lees  and  Samuel  Walker;  It  is  witnessed,  that 
they  conveyed  the  messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Sholver, 
and  15  closes  thereto  belonging,  and  containing  by  estimation  20  acres,  the 
names  whereof  are  therein  specified,  which  premises  were  purchased  from 
John  Whitehead,  Thomas  Mellor  and  John  Mellor,  and  also  the  messuage  and 
tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Gorton,  and  the  closes,  &c.  thereto 
belonging,  formerly  purchased  by  or  conveyed  to  the  said  Robert  Sutton  from 
the  thereinbefore-named  John  Heron  and  Alexander  Heron,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, and  the  reversion  thereof,  to  the  said  Jeremiah  Bower  and  others, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the 
uses  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Robert  Sutton;  and  it  was  provided,  that 
when  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  three,  or  any  less 
number,  the  survivors  should  convey  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  so  many  new 
trustees,  as  should  make  up  the  number  of  six  at  the  least. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  appointment  of  new  trustees  has  taken  place  by- 
deed  since  the  year  1747 ; but  when  a vacancy  has  occurred  the  survivors  have 
elected  another  person  resident  in  Manchester,  or  the  neighbourhood,  to 
supply  his  place.  The  present  acting  trustees  are  Henry  Farrington,  Thomas 
Marldand,  Jeremiah  Fielding,  esquires,  who  reside  in  or  near  Manchester, 
and  Richard  Simpson,  Richard  Wood,  and  Josiah  Kearsley,  who  have  quitted 
the  neighbourhood  since  their  appointment. 

In  respect  of  the  premises  in  Gorton,  which  are  situate  at  a place  called 
Abbey  Hey,  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  received  from  John  Chorlton,  the  pre- 
sent owner  thereof.  And  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  paid  by-  Abel  Compton 
in  respect  of  the  estate  at  Sholver,  which  he  claims  under  a lease  for  5,000 
years,  granted  by  the  above-mentioned  Francis  Cartwright  and  John  Heywood, 
and  bearing  date  7th  June  1689. 

With  this  income  Henry  Farrington,  esq.  who  acts  as  the  treasurer  and 
receives  the  payments  above  mentioned,  purchases  a quantity  of  stuff  for  gowns, 
which,  is  divided  equally  among  the  three  trustees  resident  in  or  near  Man- 
chester, 
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Chester,  who  distribute  the  same  amongst  such  poor  and  old  women  living  in 
Manchester,  or  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  as  they  respectively  think  proper 
objects. 

For  several  years  past  the  quantity  of  stuff  which  has  been  purchased  has 
been  sufficient  to  make  48  gowns.  In  February  1826,  60  gowns  were  about  to 
be  distributed,  the  additional  number  having  been  provided  out  of  a balance 
which  had  accrued  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  and  which  was  thereby 
reduced  to  51.  6 s.  Qd.

Sutton’s  Charity, 
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Mynshull’s  Charity. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  29th  November  and  1st  Mynshull’sCharity. 
December  1689,  as  appears  by  the  recitals  contained  in  a subsequent  conveyance 
to  new  trustees,  bearing  date  2d  January  1728,  Thovias  Mynshull  conveyed  to  the 
Rev.  John  Hinde,  one  of  the  chaplains  of  the  collegiate  church  in  Manchester, 
and  five  others,  all  of  Manchester,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  certain  messuages, 
houses,  buildings,  lands  and  hereditaments,  adjoining  to  and  under  the  west 
side  of  the  Hanging-bridge  in  Manchester,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Myn- 
shull for  his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  John  Hinde 
and  others,  or  any  two  of  them,  who  woidd  take  the  care  and  labour  upon  them, 
should,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  rest,  let  the  said  premises  quarterly, 
or  from  year  to  year,  or  for  more  years,  as  might  be  judged  by  them  to  be  for 
the  greatest  advantage,  so  that  the  yearly  rents  might  be  as  much  as  possible 
they  could  get  in  every  year,  and  that  out  of  the  yearly  rents  there  should  be 
reserved  10 s.  for  their  care  and  pains,  and  12  d.  to  pay  the  chief-rent,  and  all 
necessary  charges  and  expenses  for  repairs ; and  that  all  the  residue  of  the  said 
rents  should  be  carefully  employed  to  bind  poor,  sound  and  healthful  boys,  born 
and  living  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  apprentices  to  such  persons  as  they 
should  in  their  discretion  hope  would  be  able  to  maintain  them,  and  keep  them 
in  honest  labour  and  employment  during  their  apprenticeship,  but  not  to  their 
own  parents ; and  that  the  said  poor  boys  should  be  bound  apprentice,  by  one 
or  more  of  the  churchwardens  in  Manchester,  according  to  the  usual  custom, 
and  that  the  indentures  should  be  given  to  some  one  of  the  said  trustees,  to  be 
safely  kept,  and  that  50s.  should  be  given  with  every  such  boy,  and  also  the 
sum  of  10s.  with  every  boy  towards  buying  a suit  of  clothes ; with  a proviso, 
that,  when  any  three  or  four  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors 
should  as  soon  as  convenient  convey  the  said  premises  to  so  many  honest  and 
discreet  men,  inhabitants  within  the  town  of  Manchester,  whereof  one  should 
be  one  of  the  chaplains  of  Manchester  church,  as  the  said  survivors  should  in 
their  discretion  think  meet,  to  the  use  of  the  said  survivors  and  such  other 
newly-elected  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  above-mentioned  premises  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to  new 
trustees,  the  last  of  such  conveyances  bears  date  24th  June  1821,  whereby 
Henry  Farrington,  esquire,  George  Nabb,  gent,  and  the  Rev.  John  Gatliff,  one 
of  the  fellows  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Christ,  in  Manchester,  conveyed  the 
said  premises  to  Hugh  Hornby  Birley,  esquire,  Jeremiah  Fielding,  merchant, 
and  the  Rev.  Cecil  Daniel  Wray,  clerk,  one  of  the  chaplains  of  the  said  colle- 
giate church,  all  of  whom  are  now  living,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  men- 
tioned in  the  indentures  of  29th  November  and  1st  December  1689. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of  a house,  occupied  as  three 
dwellings,  with  cellars  underneath,  and  a small  yard,  situate  in  Manchester,  at 
an  angle  formed  by  a lane  called  Hanging-bridge  and  Cateaton-street.  These 
premises  are  very  old,  and  almost  in  a dangerous  state ; they  are  now  let  to 
Richard  Gresty,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  51 1.  per  annum,  which  is  considered  their 
fair  annual  value.  The  rent,  however,  has  been  very  irregularly  paid.  The 
trustees  still  hold  a promissory-note  for  2 51.  10  s.  given  by  the  tenant  and  his 
brother  as  a security  for  the  half-year’s  rent  which  became  due  in  June  1822. 

There  is  a further  sum  due  for  the  following  half-year’s  rent,  a part  of  it  having 
been  recovered  by  distress;  and  in  February  1825,  10/.  10 s.  was  owing  in  respect 
of  the  rent  which  was  payable  at  the  preceding  Christmas. 

Until  the  year  1823,  the  rent  of  the  premises  above  mentioned  was  applied 
in  binding  out  apprentices  the  sons  of  poor  persons  residing  in  Manchester. 

The  boys  were  appointed  by  the  trustees  at  a meeting  held  annually  on  the 
24th  of  June,  and  were  bound  out  by  them  generally  with  a premium  of  4/. 

This  sum  was  considered  as  including  the  allowance  for  clothing,  each  inden- 
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ture  containing  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  master  to  provide  the  apprentice 
with  a complete  suit  of  clothes  at  the  end  of  his  term.  No  boys  w~ere  appointed 
except  such  as  appeared  healthy,  and  the  masters  as  well  as  the  boys  were 
required  to  be  of  the  established  church.  In  the  six  years  preceding  the  year 
1824,  33  boys  were  thus  bound  out  apprentices.  The  indentures  were  drawn 
up  by  George  Nabb,  esquire,  a solicitor  in  Manchester,  and  one  of  the  trustees, 
and  he  charged  the  sum  of  1/.  Is.  for  each  pair  of  indentures,  for  his  trouble  in 
drawing  them  and  attending  the  execution  thereof. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  expended  in  binding  out  apprentices,  the 
annual  sum  of  1/.  4s.  is  paid  out  of  the  funds  for  the  insurance  of  the  pre- 
mises belonging  to  the  charity.  The  expenses  also  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  trustees,  generally  amounting  to  about  2/.  were  also  paid  till  1823,  since 
which  time  no  meetings  have  been  held.  In  1822,  there  was  paid  to  Mr.  Nabb 
for  preparing  the  last  trust-deed,  and  other  business  done  on  account  of  the 
charity,  20/.;  and  in  1823,  in  consequence  of  a dispute  which  arose  between 
Mr.  Nabb  and  the  other  trustees  respecting  the  distress  made  upon  Richard 
Gresty,  the  tenant,  in  the  preceding  year,  (the  particulars  of  which  dispute  it 
seems  unnecessary  to  state,)  proceedings  were  had  in  the  court  of  King’s  Bench, 
the  expenses  of  which,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  2 51.  15s.  8 d.  were  also  charged 
to  the  account  of  the  charity. 

The  residue  of  the  income,  after  making  the  payments  above  mentioned,  has 
been  permitted  to  accumulate  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a sufficient  fund  for 
rebuilding  the  premises  above  mentioned ; and  with  this  object  the  trustees 
have,  since  1823,  declined  placing  out  any  apprentices.  At  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  (February  1825)  there  was  in  the  bank  of  Jones,  Loyd  & Co.  the  sum 
of  454/.  155.  10c/.  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  out  of  which 
there  was  due  to  the  Rev.  John  Gatliff,  who  acts  as  the  treasurer  and  keeps  the 
accounts  of  the  charity,  51.  4 s.  2 d. 

From  the  state  in  which  the  premises  belonging  to  the  charity  now  are,  it 
seems  necessary  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  for  rebuilding  them,  and  the 
sum  now  in  hand  is  stated  to  be  inadequate  for  the  purpose  ; but  the  trustees 
have  engaged  to  meet  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  subject  into  consideration, 
and  to  ascertain  whether  they  cannot  attain  their  object  without  further  delay, 
by  letting  the  premises  on  a building  lease. 


Oldfield’s  Charity. 

Oldfield’s  Charity.  In  the  churchwardens  register  it  is  stated,  that  Humphrey  Oldjield , by  Will, 
bearing  date  15th  October  1690,  bequeathed  20/.  to  the  poor  of  Manchester 
and  50/.  to  the  poor  of  Salford. 

This  benefaction  is  noticed  in  the  will  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Oldfield,  of  Man- 
chester, bearing  date  4th  May  1765,  whereby,  after  giving  his  real  property  in 
Manchester  and  Salford,  and  also  his  personal  property,  to  his  nieces  Elizabeth 
Norris  and  Mary  Rigby,  in  equal  moieties,  he  directed  his  executrix  and 
executors,  the  said  Elizabeth  Norris,  William  Newton  and  Edward  Rishton,  in 
case  the  sum  of  70  /.  which  was  then  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Edward  Byrom  on 
bond,  the  interest  of  50/.  whereof  was  to  be  given  to  poor  people  in  Salford, 
and  of  20/.  to  poor  people  in  Manchester,  every  December,  should  happen  to 
be  paid  in,  to  place  the  same  out  again,  in  order  that  the  poor  people  might 
yearly  receive  the  interest ; and  if  it  should  happen  that  interest  after  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent  could  not  be  got  for  the  said  sum  of  70/.  or  if  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  should  happen  to  be  lost,  he  directed  that  the  deficiency  should 
from  time  to  time  be  made  up  by  his  said  nieces  Elizabeth  Norris  and  Mary 
Rigby,  their  children  and  representatives,  in  proportion  to  the  provision  he  had 
therein  made  for  them  respectively. 

The  sum  of  70 /•  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Gaskell,  who 
married  Miss  Ann  Rigby,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Mary  Rigby,  mentioned  in 
the  will  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Oldfield  ; the  property  left  by  him  to  his  two 
nieces  having,  as  is  stated  to  11s  by  Mr.  Gaskell,  been  divided,  and  the  moiety 
apportioned  to  Mrs.  Rigby  made,  by  agreement,  subject  to  all  charges  connected 
with  the  said  sum  of  70/. 

The  yearly  sum  of  31.  10  s.  has  been  distributed  by  Mr.  Gaskell  every 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  the  proportions  of  five  to  two,  amongst  poor  persons  of 
the  township  of  Salford  and  Manchester,  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  (jd.  to 
5s. ; and  he  states,  that  it  is  his  wish  to  lay  out  a sum  sufficient  to  produce 
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31.  10^.  per  annum  on  some  permanent  security,  and  to  appoint  some  persons 
of  the  family  of  Oldfield,  as  trustees,  to  succeed  himself  and  his  wife. 

Cartwright’s  Charity. 

Francis  Cartwright,  by  Will,  bearing  date  1st  June  1708,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  directed  that  his  executrix  should  pay  to  Oswald  Mosley,  esq.  and  five 
others,  420/.  to  be  put  out  by  them  at  interest,  or  laid  out  in  purchasing 
a yearly  rentcharge,  or  some  other  good  estate  of  inheritance,  and  that  the 
yearly  produce  should  be  paid  by  his  said  trustees,  in  manner  following ; viz. 
that  205.  thereof  should  be  paid  to  a true  and  orthodox  minister  of  the  Church 
of  England,  to  be  yearly  nominated  by  the  major  part  of  his  said  trustees,  for 
preaching  a sermon  in  the  parish  church  of  Manchester  on  New  Year’s-day ; 
and  that  the  residue  should  be  divided  into  three  equal  parts,  two  parts  whereof 
he  directed  should  be  lent  yearly,  without  interest,  for  the  term  of  seven  years, 
to  such  poor  honest  men  well  principled  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of 
England,  who  should  have  lately  served  their  apprenticeships  faithfully  and 
honestly,  so  as  they  should  put  in  sufficient  securities  for  repaying  the  same  at 
the  end  of  the  said  seven  years,  and  that  the  said  money  should  then  be  delivered 
to  others  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid ; and  the  other  third  part  he  directed 
should  be  yearly  laid  out  for  the  binding  of  apprentices  such  sound  and  healthy 
children  that  should  not  be  decrepit  or  sickly,  and  should  be  able  to  read 
English,  and  whose  parents  should  be  poor  indigent  housekeepers  of  Man- 
chester, maintaining  themselves  without  public  relief  of  the  said  town.  And  he 
directed  that  his  trustees  should  meet  on  every  Monday  next  after  the  feast  of 
St.  Andrew,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  to  order  what  they  should  think  con- 
venient, according  to  the  directions  of  his  will.  And  he  directed,  that  when 
any  three  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  assign  the 
property  belonging  to  the  trust  in  such  manner  that  three  more  honest  sub- 
stantial persons  of  the  said  town  of  Manchester  might  be  added  to  the  number 
of  trustees. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  25th  and  26th  March 
1823,  Holland  Egerton  and  Alexander  Radcliffe,  in  consideration  of  220/. 
conveyed  to  Sir  Edward  Mosley  and  others,  the  then  trustees  of  Cartwright’s 
charity,  a messuage,  dwelling-house  and  barn,  with  the  appurtenances,  at  Barrow 
Shaw,  within  Oldham  and  Sholver,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and  several 
closes  thereto  belonging,  known  by  the  names  of  the  Great  Crawley,  the  Little 
Crawley,  the  New  Meadow  and  the  Turf-pits,  theretofore  the  inheritance  of 
John  Lomax,  and  by  him  conveyed  to  Thomas  Percival,  and  by  the  said 
Thomas  Percival,  by  lease,  dated  4th  March  1684,  demised  to  the  said  John 
Lomax,  for  the  term  of  3,000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5 /.  which  said  term 
was  then  vested  in  Benjamin  Byrom  ; and  also  a messuage  and  tenement,  with 
appurtenances,  in  Chadderton,  with  the  closes  thereto  belonging,  called  the 
Higher  Field,  the  Lower  Field,  the  Three-nook  Meadow,  the  Bent  Field, 
the  Backside,  the  field  at  the  Backside,  the  Little  Field,  the  Great  Croft,  the 
Little  Croft,  and  the  Garden,  theretofore  the  lands  of  James  Thompson  the 
elder,  and  James  Thompson  the  younger,  and  by  them  conveyed  to  the  said 
Thomas  Percival,  who  by  lease,  dated  13th  October  1688,  demised  the  same  to 
the  said  James  Thompson  the  elder,  and  James  Thompson  the  younger,  for  the 
term  of  1,000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31.  105.  which  term  was  then  vested 
in  James  Thompson,  of  Chadderton  ; yeoman,  to  hold  the  said  premises  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Sir  Oswald  Mosley  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  subject 
to  the  several  leases  and  the  several  terms  thereinbefore  mentioned,  upon 
trust,  for  such  uses  as  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Francis  Cartwright,  with 
a power  of  distress  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the  said  rents. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  January  1724,  reciting  that  Jonathan 
Stockton  had  conveyed  to  Lawrence  Wilson,  and  his  heirs,  a plot  of  ground  in 
Manchester,  therein  described,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.  165. ; to  Thomas 
Penkathman  another  plot  of  ground  thereto  adjoining,  under  the  rent  of 
1/.  7 5.;  to  John  Sydebotham,  and  his  heirs,  another  plot  of  land  in  Manchester, 
under  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  65.;  to  Richard  Gorton,  and  his  heirs,  another  plot 
of  land,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  155. ; to  Roger  Adams,  and  his  heirs,  another 
plot  of  land,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  5s.  10c?.;  to  William  Thorp,  and  his 
heirs,  another  plot  of  land,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  5 s. ; and  to  James  Fyldes, 
and  his  heirs,  another  plot  of  land,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  165.;  all  which 
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yearly  rents  were  redeemable  on  the  payment  of  the  several  sums  and  at  the 
times  therein  mentioned,  which  were  long  since  passed;  the  said  Jonathan 
Stockton,  in  consideration  of  271/.  13s.  conveyed  to  Sir  Oswald  Mosley  and 
others,  trustees  for  Cartwright’s  charity,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  several  yearly 
rents  above  mentioned,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Francis 
Cartwright,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the  said  rents. 

By  Indenture,  hearing  date  2d  December  1817,  being  the  last  conveyance 
to  new  trustees,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Francis  Cartwright,  and  the 
indentures  above  abstracted  ; and  further  reciting,  that  by  divers  mesne  con- 
veyances the  premises  in  the  said  indentures  mentioned  had  become  vested 
by  survivorship  in  Robert  Markland,  William  Starkie,  Henry  Farrington  and 
Thomas  Markland,  as  trustees,  the  two  former  of  whom  were  desirous  to 
resign  the  trusts ; and  further  reciting,  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  alter 
the  day  appointed  by  the  said  testator  for  the  preaching  an  annual  sermon  in 
the  collegiate  church  of  Manchester,  from  New  YearVday  to  the  Monday 
next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew,  which  was  the  day  fixed  by  the  testator  for 
the  yearly  meeting  of  the  said  trustees ; the  said  Robert  Markland,  and  others, 
conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  said  Henry  Farrington  and  Thomas  Markland,  and 
of  Richard  Wood,  Josiali  Kearsley,  Jeremiah  Fielding  and  Richard  Simpson, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  several  messuages  and  tenements,  and  the  several 
yearly  rents  mentioned  in  the  indentures  thereinbefore  recited,  upon  the  trusts 
declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Francis  Cartwright ; and  the  said  Robert 
Markland  and  William  Starkie  assigned  to  the  said  Henry  Farrington,  and 
others,  all  sums  of  money  which  then  were  or  should  thereafter  become  due 
and  payable  to  them,  or  either  of  them,  upon  any  bond  or  bonds  then  out- 
standing, (part  of  the  trust-money  aforesaid,)  as  obligees  in  such  bond  or  bonds; 
and  for  effectuating  the  trusts  aforesaid,  constituted  the  said  Henry  Farrington 
and  others,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  jointly  and  severally,  their 
attornies,  to  sue  for  the  sums  so  secured,  upon  trust  that  the  same,  when 
received,  should  be  applied  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Francis  Cart- 
wright. 

Of  the  trustees  above  named,  Richard  Wood,  Josiah  Kearsley  and  Richard 
Simpson  are  resident  at  a distance  from  Manchester,  and  the  whole  manage- 
ment of  the  charity  has,  since  1810,  been  left  to  Thomas  Markland,  esq. 


The  chief-rents  are  now  paid  by  the  following  persons,  who  are  the  owners  of 
the  respective  premises  subject  thereto.

These  rents  have  been  regularly  paid  from  the  time  Mr.  Markland  under- 
took the  management  of  the  charity;  but  before  1810  considerable  arrears 
had  accrued,  and  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  they  were  afterwards 
recovered.  The  accounts  had,  up  to  that  period,  been  kept  by  Mr.  Kearsley ; 
and  in  1809,  there  was  received  from  his  executors  the  sum  of  99-5/.  Is.  4 d. 
which  appeared  to  be  the  amount  of  the  balance  in  his  hands.  In  the  same 
year  1,000/.  was  placed  out  at  interest  at  3f  per  cent,  in  the  hands  of  Robert 
and  Thomas  Markland,  of  Manchester,  merchants  ; the  interest  was  afterwards 
advanced  to  four  per  cent,  and  in  1822  it  was  lowered  to  three  per  cent.  From 
the  principal  sum  there  has  been  drawn  from  time  to  time  what  has  been 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  beyond  the  annual  income,  by  which 
means  it  has  been  gradually  reduced  ; and  at  Christmas  1825,  there  remained 
only  a balance  of  11/.  8 s.  7 d. 

Out  of  the  funds  of  this  charity,  sums  of  50/.  each  are  lent  to  young  trades- 
men, without  interest ; apprentices  are  placed  out,  and  an  annual  allowance  is 
made  to  a clergyman  for  preaching  a sermon. 


Applications 
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Applications  are  made  for  the  loans  to  Mr.  Thomas  Markland ; and  if  upon 
inquiry  it  appears  that  the  applicant  is  a member  of  the  established  church,  has 
served  an  apprenticeship,  and  has  a good  character  from  his  master,  he  is 
directed  to  find  two  sufficient  sureties,  and  the  sum  of  50/.  is  advanced  to  him 
upon  the  execution  of  a bond,  in  which  the  sureties,  as  well  as  the  principal, 
bind  themselves  jointly  and  severally  to  repay  the  same  at  the  end  of  seven 
years.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  there  were  20  bonds,  for  50/.  each,  outstand- 
ing, the  earliest  of  which  was  dated  in  1819-  Since  Mr.  Thomas  Markland 
has  had  the  management  of  the  charity,  the  sums  thus  lent  out  have  been 
punctually  repaid,  either  by  the  parties  themselves,  or  one  of  their  sureties, 
without  any  loss,  and  amongst  those  delivered  to  him  by  his  predecessor  there 
is  only  one  bond  on  which  the  full  payment  has  not  been  received.  This  is 
dated  in  1795,  and  there  is  due  upon  it  27/.  16s.  of  which  there  are  no  hopes 
of  recovery. 

In  the  placing  out  apprentices,  Mr.  Markland  has  preferred  orphans,  or 
children  who  have  lost  their  fathers  ; but  other  children,  boys  or  girls,  are  also 
placed  out  provided  they  are  qualified  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testa- 
tor. Since  1819,  23  children  have  been  placed  out  to  good  trades,  with  pre- 
miums varying  from  8/.  8 s.  to  20/. 

In  this  branch  of  the  charity  Mr.  Markland  appears  to  have  applied  a 
greater  proportion  of  the  income  than  is  strictly  consistent  with  the  terms  of 
the  will ; but  he  states  that  it  is  his  intention  to  adhere  in  future,  as  far  as  he 
can,  to  the  division  prescribed,  the  former  branch  of  the  charity  being  found 
more  generally  beneficial. 

The  indentures  of  apprenticeship,  and  the  bonds  drawn  up  for  the  repayment 
of  the  sums  advanced  to  young  tradesmen,  are  provided  by  Messrs.  Eccles 
and  Cririe,  of  Manchester,  who  charge  for  preparing  each  bond  13 s.  4 d.,  for 
the  stamp  and  paper,  1/.  Os.  6d.  and  for  each  indenture,  1/.  In  1819  and 
1820,  their  bill,  composed  of  these  items,  amounted  to  19/.  18s.  ; in  1S22,  and 
1823,  to  2 51.  4 s.  6d. ; and  in  1824  and  1825,  to  22/.  4 s. 

A sermon  is  preached  on  the  Monday  after  the  30th  November,  being  the 
day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  trustees  ; this  day  having  been  chosen 
instead  of  New  Year’s-day,  as  directed  by  the  testator,  in  consequence  of  the 
great  number  of  marriages  that  take  place  at  the  collegiate  church  on  that 
day.  For  this  sermon  the  preacher  receives  the  sum  of  1/.,  and  7 s.  is  paid  for 
ringing  the  bells  previously  to  the  service. 

Before  the  30th  November  notice  is  sent  by  Mr.  Markland  to  the  other 
trustees  that  a meeting  will  be  held  on  that  day,  and  that  his  accounts  will 
then  be  submitted  for  their  inspection.  The  accounts  are  audited  by  such  of 
the  trustees  as  attend,  and  up  to  the  year  1820  they  usually  dined  together 
after  the  meeting,  and  the  expenses,  amounting  to  about  4/.  were  defrayed  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  charity. 

At  Christmas  1825  there  was  a balance  of  24/.  16s.  9 d.  in  Mr.  Markland’s 
hands,  besides  the  sum  of  11/.  85.  7 d.  remaining  out  at  interest  as  above 
mentioned. 

Richards’s  Charity. 

Catherine  Richards,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  3d  March  1711,  after  devising 
to  Thomas  Reynolds,  esquire,  her  manor  of  Strangeways,  and  her  mansion-house 
called  Strangeways  Hall,  and  all  her  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  situate  in 
Manchester  and  other  places  therein  mentioned,  for  99  years,  if  he  should  so 
long  live,  and  to  Mary  his  wife,  if  she  survived  him,  for  her  life,  with  remainder 
to  Francis  Reynolds  their  son,  for  99  years,  if  he  should  so  long  live,  with 
remainder  to  the  first  and  other  sons  of  the  said  Francis,  in  tail,  with  remainder 
to  his  daughters,  in  tail ; directed  that  the  persons,  who  from  time  to  time  should 
be  in  possession  of  the  estates  devised  by  her  will,  should,  out  of  the  clear  rents 
and  profits  of  her  houses  in  Manchester,  pay  100/.  per  annum  for  the  relief  of 
widows  of  decayed  tradesmen  of  Manchester,  and  for  instructing  and  appren- 
ticing poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  like  decayed  tradesmen  there,  in  such  manner 
and  number,  and  with  such  allowances,  as  they  should  respectively,  together 
with  the  warden  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  order  and  think  fit  to 
appoint  by  writing  under  their  several  hands  and  seals : provided,  that  if  the 
said  houses  in  Manchester  should  in  any  year  not  produce  100/.  over  and  above 
the  expenses  of  repairs,  taxes,  and  all  other  outgoings,  no  more  of  the  said 
yearly  sum  of  100/.  should  be  paid  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  in  such  year  than 
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Manchester.  the  said  clear  rents  should  produce  ; and  after  the  determination  of  the  estates 

devised  to  Thomas  Reynolds,  Mary  his  wife,  and  Francis  Reynolds,  and  the 

Richards’s  Chanty,  jiejrs  Gf  the  body  of  the  said  Francis  Reynolds,  she  devised  her  said  estates  to 

v LOn  v^e  the  warden  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors,  on  trust,  that 
the  said  capital  messuage  called  Strangeways  Hall,  with  the  appurtenances,  and 
100/.  per  annum  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  her  said  manor  and  other  heredita- 
ments, should  be  held  and  taken  by  the  said  warden  and  his  successors,  and 
that  the  yearly  sum  of  150/.  of  the  rents  thereof  should,  during  the  lives  of  the 
first,  second  and  third  sons  of  Nicholas  Hartley,  or  of  any  issue  male  of  their 
bodies,  be  paid  by  the  said  warden  to  such  first,  second  and  third  sons,  and  the 
issue  male  of  their  bodies  successively;  and  she  directed  that  all  the  residue  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  the  said  150/.  per  annum,  after 
the  determination  of  the  said  estates-tail  last  mentioned,  should  be  disposed  of 
for  the  like  purposes  as  her  bequest  of  100/.  per  annum  to  widows  and  poor 
children  of  Manchester,  in  such  manner  as  the  warden  of  Manchester,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  boroughreeve  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
said  parish,  should  appoint. 

The  principal  part  of  the  estates  devised  by  the  testatrix  as  above  mentioned 
is  now  the  property  of  Thomas  Lord  Ducie,  the  grandson  and  heir  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Francis  Reynolds ; and  the  ultimate  devise  of  the  warden  of  Man- 
chester, in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  issue  to  the  said  Francis  Reynolds, 
appears  to  have  been  barred  by  a recovery  suffered  in  1797-  With  respect  to 
the  premises  in  Manchester,  which  were  charged  with  the  payment  of"  the  yearly 
sum  of  100/.  a part  was  purchased  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
Manchester  for  building  a poor-house  thereon,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
of  Parliament  passed  in  1790,  subject  to  the  payment  of  an  annual  rent  of  100/. 
to  the  said  Lord  Ducie,  and  such  persons  as  should  thereinafter  in  succession 
become  entitled  to  the  residue  of  the  estates  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Catherine 
Richards.  The  conveyance  of  these  premises  was  by  indentures  of  lease  and 
release,  bearing  date  27th  and  28th  September  1800,  made  between  Francis, 
(the  late)  Lord  Ducie,  of  the  first  part,  the  honourable  Thomas  Morton,  his 
eldest  son,  of  the  second  part,  and  Thomas  Wilkinson,  and  two  others,  church- 
wardens of  the  collegiate  and  parish  church  of  Christ  in  Manchester,  and  Samuel 
Edgeley,  and  two  others,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Manchester, 
of  the  third  part ; whereby  reciting  that  by  the  said  Act  of  Parliament  passed 
in  30  Geo.  Ill,  for  providing  a new  poor-house,  and  for  the  better  government 
of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  it  was  enacted  amongst  other  things, 
that  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  overseers  of  the  said  town- 
ship, should  have  power,  with  the  consent  of  a majority  of  persons  assessed  to 
the  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  said  township,  to  purchase  or  hire  for  any  time,  or 
to  purchase  for  ever,  either  for  a sum  to  be  paid,  or  under  ground  or  chief-rents, 
any  land  not  exceeding  10  statute  acres,  situate  within  the  said  township  or  two 
miles  thereof,  in  the  names  of  them,  or  five  of  them,  of  whom  three  were  to  be 
churchwardens,  with  power  to  build  thereon  ; and  further  reciting,  that  for 
barring  all  estates-tail  in  the  manor,  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  late  of 
Francis  Reynolds,  esquire,  deceased,  father  of  the  said  Lord  Ducie,  and  the 
remainders  expectant  thereupon,  and  for  the  limiting  the  same  to  the  uses  therein 
mentioned,  a recovery  had  been  suffered  by  the  said  Lord  Ducie,  and  Thomas 
Morton.  And  that  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and 
24th  August  1797,  it  had  been  declared  that  the  said  recovery  then  intended  to 
be  had  should  enure,  as  to  the  messuages  and  tenements,  situate  in  the  town  of 
Manchester,  which  by  a settlement  made  by  the  said  Catherine  Richards  were 
charged  with  the  payment  of  100/.  a year  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  Manchester,  and  their  successors,  to  the  intent  to  corroborate  the 
said  charge  ; and  as  to  all  the  premises  therein  before  mentioned,  to  the  use  of 
the  said  Lord  Ducie  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  said  Thomas  Morton  for 
life,  and  with  remainder  to  the  issue  of  the  said  Thomas  Morton  in  manner 
therein  meutioned,  with  power  to  the  said  Lord  Ducie  and  Thomas  Morton, 
jointly  during  their  lives,  to  grant  in  fee  all  the  said  premises,  or  to  lease  the 
same  for  any  purposes  of  building,  &c.  so  as  there  should  be  reserved  in  every 
such  conveyance  the  best  yearly  rent,  in  the  nature  of  quit,  chief,  or  ground- 
rents,  that  could  be  gotten  for  the  same  : And  further  reciting,  that  the  yearly 
sum  of  100/.  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the 
premises  thereinafter  mentioned  was  the  best  rent  that  could  be  gotten  for  the 

g same, 
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same,  the  said  Lord  Ducie  and  Thomas  Morton  granted  to  the  said  Thomas 
Wilkinson  and  others,  and  their  successors,  a close  situate  in  Manchester,  called 
the  Farther  High  Knowles,  and  four  plots  of  land,  being  parcel  of  certain  other 
closes  situate  in  Manchester,  called  the  High  Knowles,  the  Little  Higher 
Knowles,  the  Farther  Higher  Knowles  and  the  Meadow,  (all  which  premises 
are  particularly  described  in  a ground-plan  indorsed  upon  the  said  deed),  and 
the  new  building  called  the  Poor  House,  and  all  other  buildings  erected  thereon 
at  the  expense  of  the  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  said  township  of  Man 
Chester,  at  the  rent  of  100/.  payable  to  the  said  Lord  Ducie  during  his  life,  and 
after  his  death  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  reversion  of  the  said  premises,  and 
his  heirs,  with  power  of  distress  and  re-entry  in  case  the  rent  should  be  in 
arrear. 

Previously  to  the  sale  of  the  above-mentioned  premises  the  yearly  sum  of 
100/.  was  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity  by  Mr.  Thomas  Woodburn,  out  of  the 
rents  which  he  collected  as  agent  for  Lord  Ducie  in  Manchester.  Since  that 
period,  the  sum  of  100/.  has  been  charged  annually  to  the  account  of  the  poor- 
rates,  as  for  the  rent  of  the  poor-house  ; but  the  churchwardens  have  retained 
that  sum  in  lieu  of  the  sum  payable  by  Lord  Ducie  in  respect  of  the  charity ; 
mutual  receipts  being  given,  the  one  to  Lord  Ducie  for  100/.  due  to  the  charity, 
and  the  other  by  Lord  Ducie  to  the  churchwardens,  for  100/.  rent. 

This  charity  has  been  under  the  management  of  Lord  Ducie  and  his 
ancestors,  as  owners  of  the  estates  formerly  belonging  to  Mrs.  Richards,  or 
their  agents,  and  the  warden  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  but  the  pay- 
ments are  now  made  by  Mr.  Lings,  who  acts  as  assistant  to  the  churchwardens, 
and  his  accounts  are  audited  annually,  in  June,  with  the  rest  of  the  church- 
wardens accounts. 

Out  of  the  income  there  is  now  paid  'JO  L Per  annum,  in  half-yearly  allow- 
ances,  to  10  poor  widows  resident  in  Manchester,  who  are  appointed  by  Lord 
Ducie  and  the  warden  alternately,  as  vacancies  occur  by  death.  The  number 
of  widows  appears  to  have  been  originally  20,  each  of  whom  received  the  sum 
of  1 /.  5 s.  every  half  year.  In  1747  the  number  was  reduced  to  10,  and  the  half- 
yearly  payments,  were  increased  to  2/.  10s.  ; the  same  allowances  were  made 
up  to  the  year  1812,  from  which  time  they  received  in  addition  thereto,  out  of 
a balance  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Woodburn,  as  hereafter  men- 
tioned, 1/.  15s.  8 d.  each,  annually,  until  1816,  and  until  1820,  1/.  18s.  each. 
From  1820  to  the  present  time  each  widow  has  received  from  the  church- 
wardens an  allowance  of  31.  10s.  every  half  year. 

A further  part  of  the  income  of  this  charity  has  been  applied  in  the  educa- 
tion of  poor  boys.  For  this  purpose  a salary  was  till  lately  paid  to  a school- 
master, the  amount  whereof  was  in  1766  increased  from  10/.  to  14-/.  and  upon 
the  appointment  of  a new  master  in  1820  it  was  again  increased  to  20/.  In 
1822  it  appeared  that  the  school  was  not  well  conducted,  and  it  was  thought 
that  the  annual  sum  allowed  to  the  schoolmaster  would  be  much  more  bene- 
ficially employed  if  paid  towards  the  support  of  the  National  School  for  Boys 
of  Manchester  and  Salford;  it  was  accordingly  resolved  that  20/.  per  annum 
should  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  that  establishment.  Previously  to  1822, 
14-  boys  were  instructed  under  this  charity. 

Occasional  allowances  have  also  been  made  for  providing  stationery  for  the 
boys  in  the  school;  and  from  the  year  1810  to  1821  a sum  of  61.  10-s.  was 
annually  paid  for  the  rent  of  a house  in  Tipping-court,  in  which  the  school- 
master resided  and  taught  his  scholars. 

Some  of  the  boys  who  have  been  educated  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity 
have  also  been  placed  out  apprentices ; on  which  occasions  there  has  been 
allowed  for  the  apprentice-fee,  8/.  and  1/.  for  the  expenses  of  the  indentures. 
In  1816  two  boys  were  placed  out,  in  1818,  one,  in  1819,  three,  in  1822,  one, 
and  in  1824,  one. 

Until  the  year  1800  the  accounts  were  kept  by  Mr.  Woodburn,  and  on 
making  them  up  in  that  year  there  appeared  to  be  a balance  of  32/.  10s.  in 
favour  of  the  charity.  From  that  period  up  to  1811  the  balance  appears  to 
have  gradually  increased,  till  it  amounted  to  380/.  and  this  sum  was  then 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Woodburn,  with  the  intention  that  it  should  be 
vested  on  government  security.  This,  however,  was  not  done,  and  Mr.  Wood- 
burn made  several  payments  thereout  on  account  of  the  charity ; he  charged 
himself,  however,  with  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  up  to  the 
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30th  August  1818,  at  which  time  he  paid  hack  the  sum  of  300/.  to  the  church- 
wardens, and  he  afterwards  charged  himself  with  the  like  interest  on  the 
remaining  80/.  up  to  April  1820,  when  his  accounts  were  finally  closed. 

The  payments  made  by  Mr.  Woodburn  during  the  period  above  mentioned 
comprised  the  following  particulars  :

The  sum  with  which  Mr.  Woodburn  charged  himself,  as  being  due  from 
him  in  respect  of  the  principal  sum  and  interest  above  mentioned,  amounted  to 
523/.  3s.  4 d.y  so  that  having  repaid  to  the  churchwardens  300/.,  and  taken 
credit  to  himself  for  the  payment  of  201/.  12s.  9 d.  on  account  of  the  charity, 
there  remained  due  from  him  a balance  of  21/.  10s.  7 d.  which  he  paid  over  to 
the  churchwardens  in  1820. 

From  the  year  1800  the  accounts  of  the  charity  (except  as  to  the  balance 
which  was  placed  in  Mr.  Woodburn’s  hands  in  1811,)  have  been  kept  by  the 
assistant  to  the  churchwardens,  and  audited  annually,  as  already  stated,  with 
the  rest  of  the  churchwardens  accounts. 

No  allowance  is  made  to  the  assistant  for  his  trouble  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
charity,  nor  has  any  charge  been  made  for  drawing  up  the  certificates  for  the 
widows  since  Mr.  Woodburn’s  accounts  were  closed  in  1820. 

A very  large  balance  has  accrued  since  1811. 

At  the  auditing  of  the  accounts  in  June  1825  it  amounted  to  671/.  12s.  4 c/., 
which  was  placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.  to  the  credit 
of  an  account  kept  there  by  the  churchwardens  of  Manchester,  intitled 
“ The  Parish  Account,”  and  for  which  interest  is  allowed  at  the  rate  of  three 
per  cent. 

It  seems  to  us  extremely  desirable  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  for 
the  disposal  of  this  balance,  either  by  investing  it  in  the  public  funds,  or 
increasing  the  number  of  the  objects  of  the  charity,  so  as  to  exhaust  it,  and  we 
are  assured  by  the  warden  of  Manchester  that  the  subject  will  be  taken  into 
immediate  consideration. 

Baguley’s  Charity. 

Baguley’s  Charity.  William  Baguley,  by  Will,  bearing  date  14th  April  1725,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  200/.  towards  the  founding  and 
endowing  of  a charity-school  within  Manchester,  wherein  such  poor  children 
of  and  within  Manchester  aforesaid,  as  his  executors,  and  such  persons  as 
they  or  the  survivor  of  them  should  appoint  trustees  touching  the  same, 
should  from  time  to  time  nominate,  should  be  taught  and  instructed  gratis, 
or  without  any  other  wages  paid.  And  he  directed  that  the  said  sum  of 
200/.  should  be  laid  out  in  such  manner  as  his  executors  and  such  trustees  as 
aforesaid  should  think  meet. 

In  the  account  of  charities  entered  in  the  churchwardens  register,  prepara- 
tory to  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I78G,  it  is  stated,  that  with  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  200/.  several  chief  rents,  amounting  annually  to  8/.  13s.  2c?. 
had  been  purchased,  and  were  then  vested  in  Sir  John  Parker  Mosley,  hart, 
and  the  Rev.  Robert  Kenyon.  Under  this  statement  there  is  an  entry  in 
pencil,  which  seems  to  have  been  intended  as  a list  of  the  chief-rents  payable 
in  respect  of  this  charity,  to  the  amount  of  8/.  Is.  4c?.,  but  by  whom  or  when 
this  entry  was  made  does  not  appear.  We  have  applied  to  the  several  persons 
now  in  possession  of  the  different  premises  mentioned  in  this  list,  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  from  them  on  the  subject,  nor  any 
evidence  of  the  payment  of  these  rents,  except  as  to  one  of  2/.,  though  it  is 
supposed  that  the  whole,  or  at  least  some  part  of  them,  were  received  by 
John  Thornton,  who  kept  a school  in  Tipping’s-court  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1821.

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With  regard  to  the  rent  of  21.  the  memorandum  in  pencil  above  mentioned 
is  as  follows  : James  Bailey,  for  the  late  Mr.  Ward,  21.  And  it  appears  that  by 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  26th  and  27th  March  1750, 
Samuel  Birch,  esq.,  conveyed  to  James  Bayley  and  his  heirs  certain  premises  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Deansgate,  and  in  Toll-lane,  Manchester,  subject  to  a rent 
of  22/.  reserved  to  the  said  Samuel  Birch  and  his  heirs.  This  chief-rent  of 
22/.  per  annum  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Mather,  on  account  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  late  G.  B.  Marsden,  and  transmitted  to  J.  Faulkner,  esq.,  a 

solicitor  at  Chester,  as  agent  for  the  Rev.  J.  Ward  and  the  Rev. 

Hamilton  ; and  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Faulkner  that  these  persons  paid  the 
yearly  sum  of  21.  out  of  the  said  rent,  as  due  in  respect  of  Baguley’s  charity 
to  the  schoolmaster  above  mentioned,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  that  they 
are  ready  to  pay  the  same  annual  sum  in  future  as  soon  as  there  is  any  person 
authorized  to  receive  it. 

As  there  are  no  trustees  for  this  charity,  or  any  persons  who  can  demand 
the  payment,  or  appoint  a schoolmaster  to  receive  it,  without  incurring  the 
expense  of  an  application  to  the  court  of  Chancery,  we  have  suggested  that 
the  sum  above  mentioned  might  be  transmitted  annually  to  the  churchwardens, 
or  some  other  person  or  persons  in  Manchester,  in  order  that  it  may  be 
applied  in  aid  of  some  of  the  funds  now  appropriated  to  the  education  of  the 
poor  there. 

Hinde’s  Charity. 

Ann  Hinde,  by  Will,  bearing  date  11th  February  1723,  gave  to  John  Moss, 
and  five  others,  all  of  Manchester,  and  their  heirs,  a close  and  parcel  of  land 
situate  in  Salford,  as  it  was  separated  from  a dwelling-house  and  back-side  lately 
sold  by  her  to  James  Mills ; and  all  her  messuages,  burgages  and  tenements 
situate  in  Fennel-street,  Manchester,  except  those  in  possession  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Aynscough,  or  his  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  yearly,  for  ever, 
receive  the  rents  and  profits  arising  from  the  said  premises,  and  dispose  of  the 
same  to  the  following  uses,  namely,  that  they  should  yearly  lay  out  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof  towards  instructing  20  poor  children  (10  thereof  to  be  inha- 
bitants within  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  the  other  10  to  be  inhabitants 
within  the  township  of  Stretford,  five  of  each  of  the  said  10  to  be  boys,  and 
the  other  five  to  be  girls,  such  as  the  trustees  should  find  to  be  fit  objects,  so  as 
the  parents  of  such  children  should  have  no  relief  from  the  said  respective 
towns,)  to  be  taught  to  write  and  read,  until  they  could  read  perfectly  any 
chapter  in  the  Bible,  and  for  teaching  them  the  church  catechism  ; and  during 
the  time  of  their  learning,  to  provide  for  the  said  boys  green  frocks,  and  hats, 
stocks,  stockings  and  shoes,  when  they  should  have  their  green  frocks  ; and  for 
the  said  girls  green  gowns,  and  also  caps,  handkerchiefs,  stockings  and  shoes, 
when  they  should  have  their  gowns  ; and  also  to  provide  the  said  boys  and  girls 
with  prayer-books  and  other  books  for  tbeir  instruction  ; and  she  requested  the 
said  trustees  to  take  care  that  the  said  boys  and  girls  should  publicly  say  their 
catechism  in  the  collegiate  church  of  Manchester  and  chapel  of  Stretford  upon 
some  Sunday  every  year  ; and  she  gave  to  the  said  trustees,  and  their  executors, 
all  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate,  to  be  applied  by  them  upon  the  trusts 
above  mentioned  ; and  directed,  that  whenever  any  three  of  the  trustees  should 
die,  the  survivors  should,  within  three  months,  appoint  three  such  other  discreet 
persons  in  their  stead  as  the  said  survivors  should  think  fit. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  7th  and  8th  February 
1821,  being  the  last  conveyance  to  trustees,  reciting  the  will  of  Ann  Hinde, 
and  a prior  conveyance  to  trustees,  made  in  1806,  wherein  it  was  recited,  that 
the  closes  in  Salford  had  been  purchased  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the 
hundred  of  Salford,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a house  of  correction  thereon 
for  the  said  hundred,  and  that  the  same  had  been  conveyed  pursuant  to  the 
directions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  sum  of  1,967 1-  10 s. ; and  that  in 
consequence  of  various  expenses  incurred  in  the  said  trust,  the  said  sum  of 
1,967/.  10s. ; and  the  residue  of  the  said  Ann  Hinde’s  personal  estate,  had  been 
reduced  to  1,797^  2s.  3d.  which  had  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  2,311/.  8s. 
three  per  cent  consols.  And  further  reciting,  that  the  messuages  in  Fennel- 
street  had  fallen  into  a very  ruinous  state,  so  that  it  had  become  necessary  to 
take  down  the  whole,  or  a great  part  of  the  said  buildings;  and  that  it  had  been 
thought  expedient  to  convert  the  same  into  one  substantial  dwelling-house,  and 
that  accordingly  362/.  had  been  expended  for  that  purpose ; and  further 
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Manchester.  reciting,  that  the  said  sum  of  2,311/.  8s.  three  per  cent  consols  had  been  sold 

- — - . on  the  3d  April  1817  for  l»66l  /.  Gs.  2d. ; and  that  after  deducting  out  of  the 

proceet]s  tjie  before-mentioned  sum  of  3621.  and  the  sum  of  'll.  1 5s.  9 d.  being 

i j the  amount  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  transferring  the  said  stock,  the  residue 

of  such  proceeds,  amounting  to  1,291/.  10s.  5d.  was  on  the  2d  of  May  1817 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  1,253/.  lGs.  3d.  Navy  five  per  cents,  which  then 
stood  in  the  names  of  William  Mayor,  since  deceased,  William  Fox,  Henry 
Farington  and  Joseph  Winter ; It  is  witnessed,  that  William  Fox  and  Henry 
Farington,  the  then  only  surviving  trustees,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  themselves 
and  Thomas  Borron,  Thomas  Hardman,  Joseph  Winter  and  Edward  Loyd, 
and  their  heirs,  the  several  messuages  and  tenements,  with  their  appurtenances, 
then  lately  converted  into  one  messuage  or  dwelling-house  in  Fennel-street,  in 
Manchester,  and  all  other  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  devised  by 
the  said  Ann  Hinde,  and  then  vested  in  the  said  surviving  trustees  upon  the 
trusts  mentioned  in  her  will ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  any  three  of  the 
said  trustees  should  be  dead  the  survivors  should  convey  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves, and  three  other  substantial  and  discreet  persons,  upon  the  like  trusts  ; 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  sum  of  1,253/.  lGs.  3d.  Navy  five  per  cents 
should  be  disposed  of  and  employed  to  such  purposes  as  declared  in  the  will  of 
the  said  Ann  Hinde  by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being. 

Besides  the  closes  in  Salford  mentioned  in  the  said  indentures,  other  parts  of 
the  property  devised  by  the  testatrix  have  been  sold  by  the  trustees  at  different 
periods.  In  1781,  an  irregular  plot  of  ground  near  Fennel-street,  containing 
a little  more  than  37  square  yards,  and  on  part  of  which  there  were  some 
buildings  used  as  offices  by  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  premises,  were  sold  to 
Elizabeth  Cooke  for  37/.  15^.  These  premises  appear  to  have  produced  no 
income  to  the  charity  at  the  time,  as  Mrs.  Cooke,  to  whom  they  were  let  with 
other  buildings,  continued  to  pay  the  same  rent  for  those  which  remained  in 
her  possession.  There  was  also  sold  to  Mrs.  Cooke  for  the  sum  of  30/.  a right  of 
way  through  a passage  adjoining  to  those  premises,  for  which  privilege  she  had 
previously  paid  a rent  of  1/.  6s. 

In  1785,  a shop  in  Fennel-street  was  pulled  down,  and  the  site  thereof  sold 
(probably  for  the  improvement  of  the  town)  for  the  sum  of  42/.  which  was 
paid  by  the  overseers.  It  does  not  appear  how  far  the  income  of  the  charity 
was  affected  by  this  alienation,  as  the  sum  of  400/.  was  about  this  period 
expended  on  the  premises  in  Fennel-street  to  which  the  shop  had  belonged,  and 
they  were  then  let  to  new  tenants  at  improved  rents. 

With  respect  to  the  residuary  personal  estate  of  the  testatrix,  it  appears  that 
in  173G  the  sum  of  90/.  was  placed  out  at  interest.  To  this  sum  subsequent 
additions  were  made  by  the  accumulation  of  the  savings  of  income  up  to  the 
year  1768,  when  2201.  was  so  placed  out.  This  sum  was  called  in  about 
the  year  1790,  and  out  of  the  money  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  the  principal 
part  of  which  arose  from  the  sale  of  the  closes  in  Salford,  the  sum  of  2,311/.  85. 
three  per  cent  consols  was  then  purchased. 

It  further  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  the  sum  expended  in  rebuilding 
the  premises  in  Fennel-street,  in  1817,  as  stated  in  the  deed  to  have  been  362/. 
amounted  in  fact  to  462/.  and  that  the  additional  100/.  was  paid  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  the  charity. 


The  property  now  consists  of — 

1 . A public-house  in  Fennel-street,  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Appletree, 
let  to  John  Heyward,  on  lease  for  the  term  of  1 1 years,  from  24th  June  1817, 
at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  144/.  and  the  lessee  thereby  covenanted  to  do 
all  repairs.  This  is  considered  a good  rent,  and  much  more  than  could 
be  obtained,  if  the  premises  were  not  used  as  a public-house  - 

The  buildings  are  in  a good  state  of  repair. 

2.  The  sum  of  1,316/.  new  four  per  cents  standing  in  the  same  names

Radley  Aynscough,  of  two  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Fennel- 
street,  and  the  use  of  a right  of  way  through  a passage  adjoining  thereto, 
by  the  testatrix  Ann  Hinde,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  19th 
and  20th  June  1724.  This  is  now  paid  by  the  churchwardens  in  respect  of 
a right  of  way  leading  through  a passage  adjoining  the  public-house  to  a

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Out  of  this  income  28  children,  boys  and  girls  of  Manchester,  and  29  children, 
boys  and  girls,  of  the  township  of  Stretford,  are  clothed  and  educated  free  of 
expense.  The  children  are  appointed  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  in 
May,  and  are  selected,  after  due  inquiry  into  the  situation  of  their  parents,  and 
the  claims  they  have  upon  the  charity.  None  are  appointed  whose  parents  are 
not  of  the  established  church,  or  receive  parochial  relief.  They  are  permitted 
to  continue  in  the  school  for  three  years,  and  receive  annually  a complete  suit 
of  clothes,  with  green  coats  or  gowns  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testatrix. 
The  boys  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  and  the  girls  are  also 
instructed  in  sewing. 

The  children  of  the  town  of  Manchester  are  instructed  in  a school  called  the 
St.  Mary’s  Charity  School,  by  a mistress,  who  is  appointed  by  the  subscribers  to 
that  establishment,  and  the  trustees  of  this  charity.  Those  of  the  township  of 
Stretford  are  taught  by  a master  and  his  wife,  in  a building,  which  was  erected 
there  by  subscription  on  part  of  the  waste,  and  which  is  kept  in  repair  by  the 
township,  a rent  of  1 s.  being  paid  yearly  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  by  the  master. 

On  the  Wednesday  preceding  Ascension-day  a meeting  of  the  trustees 
is  held  at  Stretford,  at  which  the  accounts  are  audited,  and  the  children 
examined,  and  the  vacancies  in  the  school  tilled  up.  All  the  children  attend, 
and  are  provided  with  two  meals,  and  a sermon  is  preached  on  the  occasion  in 
Stretford  chapel.  The  accounts  are  kept  by  Edward  Loyd,  esq.  of  the  firm  of 
Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.  who  acts  as  treasurer.  When  he  commenced  keeping  the 
accounts  in  1817,  he  received  a balance  of  51.  3s.  6d.,  since  which  period  the 
sum  of  79/.  4s.  4<d.  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  100/.  three  per  cent 
consols,  and  when  the  accounts  were  made  up  in  1825,  there  was  in  his  hands 
the  sum  of  86/.  17  s.  2 d.  interest  being  allowed  on  the  balance  at  the  rate  of 
three  per  cent.  If  no  advance  takes  place  in  the  price  of  clothing  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  trustees  to  appoint  a greater  number  of  children. 

The  salaries  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Stretford,  and  to  the  schoolmistress 
in  Manchester,  are  about  7 /•  5 s.  a quarter  to  each;  but  they  vary  in  some 
respects  according  to  what  the  children  are  taught.

July  1732,  gave  551.  to  be  placed  out  at  interest  in  the  names  of  the  two  chap- 
lains of  Christ’s  College  in  Manchester,  as  trustees  thereof,  that  out  of  the 
interest  there  might  for  ever  be  distributed  by  the  said  chaplains  and  their 
successors,  every  Sunday,  Christmas-day,  Good-Friday,  and  Ascension-day,  in

172  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

the  morning  after  Divine  Service,  12  pennv-loaves  to  12  ancient  poor  persons 
who  should  frequent  the  said  college  and  attend  Divine  Service  there  ; but  that 
if  such  charity  should  be  thought  by  the  said  chaplains  not  to  answer  the  end  by 
the  testatrix  designed,  viz.  of  promoting  the  attendance  of  the  poor  at  Divine 
Service,  then  the  produce  of  the  money  should  be  distributed  every  Christmas- 
eve  to  22  poor  persons,  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d.  a-piece. 

The  sum  of  551.  was  paid  in  1821,  to  the  Rev.  Cecil  Daniel  Wray,  as  one  of 
the  chaplains  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Manchester,  by  the  executors  of 
his  predecessor,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Brookes,  and  was  placed  by  Mr.  Wray,  with 
other  money  belonging  to  himself,  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co. 
Interest  is  allowed  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  only,  but  Mr.  Wray  has  distri- 
buted in  the  years  1821,  1822,  and  1823,  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  10$. ; and  in 
1821  and  1825,  2/.  3$.  The  distribution  is  made  on  Christmas-eve,  amongst 
20  or  more  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  who  have  usually  attended 
Divine  Service  at  the  collegiate  church.  Mr.  Wray  received  a list  of  widows 
on  whom  the  charity  was  bestowed  by  his  predecessor,  and  he  has  continued 
the  distribution  to  the  survivors,  having  had  occasion  to  supply  one  or  two 
vacancies  only. 

We  thought  it  right  to  suggest  to  Mr.  Wray  the  expediency  of  investing  this 
money  in  the  public  funds. 

Sedgwick’s  Charity. 

Roger  Sedgwick,  by  a codicil  annexed  to  his  M ill,  and  bearing  date  17th 
May  1733,  directed  that  his  son  Roger  Sedgwick,  to  whom  he  had  by  his  will 
bequeathed  all  his  personal  estate,  or  his  heirs,  should,  so  soon  after  the  expi- 
ration of  two  years  next  after  his  death,  as  he  or  they  conveniently  could,  lay 
out  200/.  part  of  his  said  personal  estate,  in  purchasing  lands  of  inheritance  in 
their  own  names,  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  which  estate  so  to  be  purchased 
as  aforesaid,  after  all  taxes,  repairs,  and  other  deductions  satisfied  and  paid, 
he  directed  his  said  son  Roger,  and  his  heirs,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all 
times  for  ever  thereafter,  to  pay  and  distribute  yearly  to  and  amongst  such 
person  or  persons  as  should  belong  to  the  township  of  Manchester,  and  have 
no  relief  from  the  same,  as  they  should  think  were  necessitated,  and  objects  of 
charity,  and  that  if  no  such  purchase  could  be  met  with  within  two  months 
next  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  his  said  son,  his  heirs,  executors, 
or  administrators,  should  pay  and  distribute  10/.  yearly  and  every  year  unto 
such  person  or  persons  as  aforesaid,  until  such  purchase  could  be  made. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  19th  April  1735,  between  John  Dickenson  of 
the  one  part,  and  Roger  Sedgwick,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Thomas 
Eyre,  Thomas  Foxley,  and  the  said  John  Dickenson,  had  theretofore  purchased 
from  Richard  Mynshull  and  others,  a close  in  Manchester,  called  Wilkinson’s 
Garden,  and  had  afterwards  sold  and  conveyed  several  plots  and  parcels  thereof 
to  several  persons,  in  consideration  that  the  same  should  respectively,  together 
with  the  buildings  thereupon  to  be  built,  become  charged  and  chargeable  with 
several  yearly  rent-charges,  payable  to  the  said  vendors  and  their  heirs,  as  there- 
after mentioned,  viz.  one  plot  to  George  Fletcher,  under  the  yearly  rent-charge 
of  2/.  15$.;  another  plot  to  John  Sidebotham,  under  the  yearly  rent-charge 
of  2/.;  another  to  Richard  Rothwell,  under  the  yearly  rent-charge  of  1/.  15$.; 
and  another  to  Ralph  Royle,  under  the  yearly  rent-charge  of  1/.  13$.  9d.',  all 
which  said  yearly  rent-charges  granted  and  secured  to  the  said  vendors  were 
made  payable  on  Christmas-day  and  Midsummer-day;  and  reciting  several  mesne 
conveyances,  whereby  the  rent-charges  above  mentioned  had  become  vested  in 
the  said  John  Dickenson  ; the  said  John  Dickenson,  in  consideration  of  220/. 
conveyed  the  same  to  the  said  Roger  Sedgwick,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

On  this  indenture  there  is  indorsed  a declaration  of  trust,  dated  13th  August 
1735,  whereby,  reciting  the  codicil  to  the  "Will  of  Roger  Sedgwick,  his  father, 
Roger  Sedgwick,  party  to  the  above  abstracted  indenture,  declared  that  the  yearly 
rentcharges  in  the  said  indenture  mentioned  were  purchased  by  him  in  lieu  of  the 
lands  of  inheritance  directed  by  his  father  to  be  purchased,  and  that  the  said  rent- 
charges  and  every  part  thereof,  (notwithstanding  his  addition  of  20/.  to  the 
said  200/.)  were  by  him  and  his  heirs,  from  time  to  time  and  for  ever  there- 
after, to  be  paid  and  distributed  yearly,  as  the  same  should  become  due,  to  and 
amongst  such  person  and  persons  as  should  belong  to  the  township  of  Man- 
chester, and  have  no  relief  from  the  same,

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The  said  Roger  Sedgwick,  the  son,  by  Will,  bearing  date  29th  September 
1761,  reciting  that  his  late  father  Roger  Sedgwick,  had  by  his  will  given  the 
interest  of  the  sum  of  200/.  for  charitable  purposes,  ordered  and  directed  that 
the  trusts  touching  the  same  should  be  punctually  performed  and  executed  by 
his  son  Roger  Sedgwick  and  his  heirs. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent  deeds  have  been  executed  for  con- 
veying the  rent-charges  above  mentioned  to  trustees,  and  it  seems  that  they  are 
now  vested  in  James  Sedgwick,  esq.  of  Hoole  Hall  near  Chester,  the  grandson 
and  heir  at  law  of  Roger  Sedgwick,  party  to  the  indenture  of  1735. 

The  rent-charges  are  now  received  on  his  account  from  the  owners  of  the 
premises  in  Manchester,  respectively  charged  therewith  as  follows  : —

The  amount  of  these  payments  has  been  distributed  by  Mr.  Sedgwick,  of 
late  years,  from  inadvertency,  amongst  the  poor  of  his  own  immediate  neigh- 
bourhood, but  being  now  aware  that  the  charity  was  intended  for  poor  persons 
of  the  town  of  Manchester,  he  has  engaged  to  apply  the  income  in  future 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Scholes’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Scholes,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  5th  October  1734,  and  proved  at  Scholes’s  Charity. 
Chester  in  1740,  desired  that  a sermon  should  be  preached  in  the  collegiate 
church  of  Manchester,  by  the  chaplains  of  that  church  alternately,  on  St.  John 
the  Baptist’s-day  yearly  for  ever,  and  that  her  executors  should  pay  one  guinea 
for  preaching  such  sermon ; and  in  order  that  a provision  might  be  made  for 
continuing  her  said  intention,  she  directed  that  a sum  of  21  /.  should  be  by  her 
executors,  Sarah  Elliston,  Robert  Bowker,  and  Robert  Livesey,  put  out  at  inte- 
rest, or  otherwise  laid  out  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  that  such  interest 
should  be  by  them  yearly  for  ever  paid  to  such  officiating  chaplain,  immediataly 
after  preaching  the  said  sermon : And  she  further  directed,  that  a sum  of  150/. 
should  be  by  her  said  executors  put  out  in  like  manner,  and  that  the  interest 
should,  immediately  after  preaching  such  sermon,  be  divided  equally  amongst 
20  poor,  needy  and  impotent  housekeepers,  for  the  time  being  dwelling  in  the 
town  of  Manchester,  who  should  attend  and  decently  behave  themselves  at 
such  sermon  and  other  service,  and  should  then  receive  no  relief  from  the  said 
town,  and  whom  her  trustees  should  conceive  to  have  the  greatest  need  thereof : 

And  she  also  directed  that  a sum  of  52/.  should  be  by  her  said  executors  put 
out  in  the  same  manner,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  yearly  for  ever 
by  them  paid  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  township  of 
Chapel  in  the  Frith,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  to  be  laid  out  in  buying  12  man- 
chets  or  loaves  weekly,  to  be  distributed  every  Sunday,  immediately  after 
morning  service,  in  the  church,  to  such  poor  housekeepers  and  poor  children  as 
should  attend  that  service  as  the  churchwardens  should  think  proper  objects. 

And  she  empowered  her  trustees  of  the  said  charities  of  21/.  150/.  and  52/. 
to  lay  out  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  to  be  settled  to  the  uses  before 
mentioned ; and  directed  that  when  any  two  of  them  should  die  the  survivors 
should  assign  their  interest  in  the  said  charity-monies  and  land  unto  such  other 
persons,  not  exceeding  three,  residing  in  Manchester,  as  they  should  think  fit, 
for  the  performance  of  the  same  purposes,  and  that  the  same  order  should  be 
made  for  ever  when  there  should  be  but  two  trustees  living. 

In  1777  the  trust-monies  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  testatrix  were  by 
deed  assigned  by  John  Livesey,  the  son  and  heir-at-law,  and  Ann  Livesey, 
the  executrix  of  Robert  Livesey,  who  survived  his  co-trustees,  to  Richard 
Clowes,  esq.  Mary  Livesey,  and  Thomas  Aynscough,  on  the  trusts  of  the  said 
will. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  18th  April  1801,  reciting  the  will  of  Elizabeth 
Scholes,  and  the  said  deed  of  1777  for  appointing  new  trustees,  and  that  the 
Rep.

174.  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 


said  monies  amounting  to  223  /.  were  placed  by  the  said  Elizabeth  Scholes  in 
her  lifetime,  or  by  her  executors  after  her  decease,  in  the  hands  of  Robert 
Livesev  of  Manchester,  merchant,  at  interest,  at  4 1 per  cent ; and  that  the  said 
Mary  Livesey,  Thomas  Aynscough  and  Richard  Clowes  did,  upon  the  decease 
of  the  said  Robert  Livesey,  continue  the  said  monies  at  interest  in  the  hands  of 
John  Livesey,  son  of  the  said  Robert  Livesey,  at  the  like  rate  of  interest,  who 
together  with  John  Hargreave  entered  into  a bond  for  the  payment  thereof ; 
and  reciting,  that  the  said  trustees  had  applied  the  interest  for  the  charitable 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  said  will ; and  that  some  years  after  the  said  bond 
was  entered  into  the  said  John  Livesey  and  John  Hargreave  became  bankrupts; 
and  that  the  said  Thomas  Aynscough  and  Richard  Clowes  (the  said  Mary 
Livesey  being  then  dead),  proved  the  said  debt  under  the  commission  of  bank- 
ruptcy against  them,  and  that  the  dividends  thereon  paid  to  the  said  Richard 
Clowes,  as  surviving  trustee,  amounted  to  87  /•  Is.  4 d. ; and  that  the  said 
Mary  Livesey  and  Thomas  Aynscough  were  both  dead;  and  that  the  said 
Richard  Clowes,  although  not  compellable  to  make  good  the  loss  occasioned  by 
having  with  his  co-trustees  continued  the  said  sum  of  223/.  at  interest  on  per- 
sonal security,  the  same  having  happened  without  any  wilful  neglect  or  default 
on  their  part,  had  voluntarily  determined  to  make  up  the  said  sum  of  87/.  Is.  4 d. 
to  200/.  and  for  that  purpose  had,  with  the  said  87/.  Is.  4?d.  and  his  own  proper 
money  purchased,  200/.  in  the  five  per  cent  annuities  of  1797*  And  reciting, 
that  the  said  Richard  Clowes,  being  the  only  surviving  trustee,  was  desirous  of 
assigning  his  interest  in  the  said  200/.  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said 
will,  to  James  Bateman,  Samuel  Gardner,  and  Thomas  Ollivant ; It  was  wit- 
nessed, that  the  said  Richard  Clowes  assigned  to  them  the  said  stock  accordingly, 
to  the  uses  expressed  by  the  said  will  concerning  the  said  sums  of  21  /.  150/. 
and  52/. 

The  200/.  stock  in  the  five  per  cent  annuities  of  1797  mentioned  in  the 
last  abstracted  deed  had  been  previously  purchased  in  February  1801,  in  the 
names  of  the  said  James  Bateman,  Samuel  Gardner,  and  Thomas  Ollivant, 
the  price  thereof  being  183/.  10s.,  including  commission. 

In  July  1812,  153/.  Is.  8 d.  stock  in  the  four  per  cent  annuities  was  pur- 
chased in  the  same  names  at  the  price  of  111/.  19$.  6d.  including  commission, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  from  what  source  the  purchase-money 
thereof  was  derived. 

In  1814  Mr.  John  Bateman  was  appointed  by  deed  a trustee  of  this  charity 
in  the  place  of  Mr.  Thomas  Ollivant,  deceased,  since  which  time  both  Mr. 
James  Bateman  and  Samuel  Gardner  have  died,  and  Mr.  John  Bateman,  as  the 
survivor,  has  given  directions  for  a deed  to  be  prepared,  appointing  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen  of  Manchester  trustees,  Messrs.  Frederick  Maude,  Philip 
Gould,  and  John  Roe  Hall. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  that  until  the  year  1788,  the 
annual  sum  of  10/.,  being  the  amount,  within  a very  small  fraction,  of  the 
interest  of  the  said  sum  of  223/.  at  four  and  a half  per  cent,  was  thus  dis- 
posed of :

From  1788  to  1800  inclusive  there  appears  to  have  been  no  distribution,  in 
consequence  of  the  bankruptcy  of  John  Livesey  and  John  Hargreave,  as  stated 
in  the  above  abstracted  deed  of  1801.  In  1801  the  account  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  10/.  per  annum  re-commenced,  being  kept  by  Mr.  Samuel  Gardner,  as 
treasurer,  and  was  continued  till  1812,  subject  to  a deduction  of  11.  for  the 
property-tax  during  its  continuance,  which  caused  a diminution  of  the  allow- 
ances to  the  widows,  but  the  payments  to  the  chaplain,  and  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Chapel  in  the  Frith,  remained  the  same  as  before.  From  the 
re-commencement  of  the  accounts  five  of  the  20  poor  widows  appear  to  have 
been  selected  by  each  of  the  trustees  appointed  in  1801,  and  the  remaining

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five  by  Richard  Clowes,  esq.  until  1805,  and  afterwards  by  Mrs.  Clowes  his 
widow.  In  1813  there  was  received  from  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co., 
through  whose  bank  the  dividends  were  paid,  the  sum  of  14/.  10s.  2t/.,  which 
included  the  dividends  of  the  153/.  Is.  8 d.  four  per  cents,  purchased  in  the 
preceding  year,  as  well  as  those  of  the  200/.  five  per  cents,  after  deducting 
property-tax,  which  sum  was  thus  disposed  of :

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In  1814  a sum  of  4/.  9 s.  8 d.  was  paid  for  the  trust-deed  then  made,  and  the 
payments  to  the  widows  were  for  that  year  reduced  to  5s.  each.  From  1814 
to  1824  the  number  of  widows  relieved  appears  to  have  varied  from  16  to  20, 
and  the  amount  of  their  allowances  from  11s.  to  15s.  Qd.  each.  In  1825, 

20  widows  received  9s.  each. 

In  consequence  of  the  full  amount  of  the  income  not  having  been  distributed 
in  each  year,  there  was  at  Christmas  1825  a balance  in  the  hands  of  Messrs. 

Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.  in  favour  of  this  charity,  of  2 51.  19  s.  4 d. 

For  some  years  previous  to  1825  the  distribution  to  the  poor  widows  was 
made  at  the  collegiate  church  on  the  24th  of  June,  by  Mr.  Richard  Gould,  of 
Manchester,  at  the  request  of  the  trustees,  according  to  lists  sent  to  him  by 
the  trustees  and  Mrs.  Clowes.  The  annual  sum  of  1 /.  has  also  been  paid  to 
one  of  the  chaplains  for  preaching  the  sermon  on  that  day  ; and  that  of  2/.  10 s. 
has  been  transmitted  to  the  churchwardens  of  Chapel  in  the  Frith,  the  appli- 
cation of  which  will  form  a future  subject  of  inquiry.  In  1825  the  distribu- 
tion was  made  by  the  gentlemen  fixed  upon  by  Mr.  John  Bateman  as  the  new 
trustees. 

The  200/.  stock  in  the  five  per  cents  of  1797>  was  in  1825  commuted  for 
266/.  13s.  4c?.  three  per  cent  consols,  the  dividends  of  which  amount  to 
81.  per  annum. 

No  assent  was  given  by  the  trustees  in  respect  of  the  153/.  Is.  8 d.  four  per 
cents  to  the  reduction  of  the  dividends  on  that  stock  to  three  and  a half  per 
cent,  and  the  amount  thereof  has  consequently  been  paid  off.  Mr.  John  Bate- 
man informs  us  that  he  proposes  to  invest  this  money  in  four  per  cent 
stock,  in  the  names  of  the  new  trustees,  and  to  transfer  to  them  the  three  per 
cent  stock  received  in  lieu  of  the  five  per  cents  of  1797-  It  may  also  be  advi- 
sable to  lay  out  so  much  of  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd, 
and  Co.  as  shall  not  be  required  to  defray  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  new  trustees,  in  the  purchase  of  additional  stock,  to  make  up  in  part 
the  diminution  of  the  income  occasioned  by  the  alterations  of  the  stock. 

Charities  of  Butte iiworth  and  Bayley. 

By  Deed-Poll,  bearing  date  4th  April  1735,  Ann  Butterworth  gave  to  Charities  of 

Thomas  Butterworth,  and  14  others,  the  sum  of  500/.  to  the  intent  that  they  Butterworth  and 

should  put  the  same  forth  at  interest,  and  should  suffer  her  and  her  assigns  to  ey‘ 

receive  the  interest  thereof  yearly  during  her  life,  and  that  after  her  death  they 
should  apply  such  interest,  or  so  much  thereof  as  they  should  think  fit,  in  the 
binding  apprentice  such  children  of  poor  protestant  dissenting  ministers, 
decayed  tradesmen,  and  others,  being  protestant  dissenters,  not  excluding  other 
protestants  who  should  have  been  of  sober  and  religious  behaviour,  and  good 
credit  and  reputation  (children  of  poor  persons  \v  ho  had  been  relieved  at  the 
charge  of  any  town  or  parish  excepted)  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  such  masters 
or  mistresses  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  should  be  likely  to  set  the  said 
apprentices  good  examples,  and  instruct  them  in  the  principles  of  Christianity; 
and  that  they  should  pay  or  lay  out  for  that  purpose  any  sum  of  the  said  interest, 
not  exceeding  20/.  with  any  one  apprentice,  as  they  should  think  fit;  and  that 
they  should  from  time  to  time  pay  out  of  the  said  interest  to  such  apprentices, 
or  so  many  as  they  should  think  fit,  who  should  have  faithfully  and  diligently 
served  the  time  of  their  apprenticeship,  and  be  likely  in  the  judgment  of  the 
trustees  to  be  diligent  in  their  respective  trades,  the  sum  of  51.  or  any  other 
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sum  not  exceeding  10/.  towards  carrying  on  their  respective  trades;  and  the 
trustees  were  empowered  to  lay  out  the  said  sum  of  500/.  in  purchasing  lands 
or  rents,  to  be  conveyed  to  them  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid ; and  it  was  directed, 
that  whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  seven,  six,  or  five  at  the  least, 
the  survivors  should  appoint  so  many  others  as  should  make  up  the  number 
twelve. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  November  1762,  reciting  the  above-abstracted 
deed,  and  that  Daniel  Bay  ley  had  lately  given  100/.  for  the  same  purposes. 
Joseph  Mottershaw,  and  three  others,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  appointed 
John  Lees  and  seven  others  trustees  for  the  said  two  sums,  with  directions,  that 
when  the  same  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  or  rents,  the  con- 
veyance thereof  should  be  made  in  the  names  of  all  the  said  trustees. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  20th  June  1822,  reciting  the  several  deeds 
above  abstracted,  and  several  subsequent  appointments  of  new  trustees,  James 
Touchet  and  nine  others,  the  then  survivors,  appointed  Benjamin  Heywood 
and  two  others  trustees  with  them  for  the  said  two  sums  of  500/.  and  100/. 

The  trustees  thus  appointed,  all  of  whom  are  still  living,  are  dissenters,  and 
members  either  of  the  congregation  attending  Cross-street  Chapel,  or  of  the 
congregation  attending  Mosley-street  Chapel,  and  it  is  stated  that  the  original 
trustees  were  persons  of  the  same  persuasion. 

The  funds  now  belonging  to  this  charity  consist  of  3,066/.  13s.  4 d.  three 
per  cent  consols,  considerable  additions  having  been  made  from  time  to  time  by 
investing  the  surplus  income  beyond  the  sums  which  have  been  expended  in 
binding  out  apprentices.  There  was  also  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  February 
1826,  a balance  of  326/.  6s.  3d.  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Heywood.  The  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  three 
of  the  trustees,  viz.  the  said  Benjamin  Heywood,  James  Darbyshire,  and  Joseph 
Pilkington. 

Out  of  the  income  arising  from  these  funds  boys  and  girls  are  placed  out 
apprentices  on  application  being  made  to  any  of  the  trustees,  provided  the 
children  are  considered  proper  objects  of  charity,  and  the  masters  are  approved 
of.  For  the  sons  of  poor  dissenting  ministers  the  trustees  allow  a premium 
of  20/.  each  ; for  the  children  of  other  poor  persons  a smaller  premium  is 
allowed. 

The  expenses  of  the  indentures  are  also  paid  out  of  the  charity.  The 
accounts  are  kept  by  Mr.  Heywood,  but  they  are  never  audited  by  the  other 
trustees. 

In  the  last  10  years  20  apprentices  have  been  placed  out.  With  10  of  these 
a premium  of  20/.  has  been  paid,  with  one  a premium  of  30/.  and  with  the 
others  it  has  varied  from  51.  to  15/. 

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  annual  expenditure  falls  considerably 
short  of  the  income  ; and  it  is  stated,  that  no  application  is  refused,  provided 
the  child  on  whose  behalf  the  application  is  made  is  a real  object  of  charity, 
and  the  parents  are  protestants,  and  persons  of  good  character,  not  receiving 
parochial  relief,  and  a master  of  credit  and  respectability  is  ready  to  take  the 
child.  It  is  also  represented  to  us,  that  it  is  well  known  in  Manchester  that 
this  charity  exists,  and  that  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  persons,  being  pro- 
testants, whether  they  are  of  the  Church  of  England  or  dissenters.  It  is 
to  be  observed,  however,  that  there  are  other  charities  in  the  town  of  Man- 
chester for  the  purpose  of  putting  out  apprentices,  in  which  no  difficulty 
appears  to  occur  in  finding  proper  objects  to  be  placed  out,  even  with  a smaller 
premium  than  is  allowed  out  of  this  charity  ; and  we  cannot,  therefore,  but 
think  that  if  the  nature  of  the  charity  were  more  generally  known  the  benefit 
of  it  would  be  more  frequently  sought  for.  It  is  also  to  be  observed,  that  the 
trustees  are  at  liberty  to  give  a sum  not  exceeding  10/.  to  any  apprentice  who 
has  faithfully  and  diligently  served  his  apprenticeship,  and  is  likely  to  be 
diligent  in  his  trade,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  him  up  in  his  business  ; but 
nothing  seems  to  have  been  expended  out  of  the  funds  in  respect  of  this 
branch  of  the  charity. 

With  respect  to  the  balance  now  in  Mr.  Heywood’s  bank,  it  appears  desirable 
that  it  should  be  invested  in  the  public  funds,  unless  further  opportunities 
should  immediately  occur  of  disposing  of  it,  in  placing  out  apprentices,  or 

assisting 
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assisting  those  who  have  served  their  apprensiceship  in  carrying  on  their  respec- 
tive trades,  according  to  the  intentions  of  the  donors. 

Charities  of  Dame  Meriel  Mosley,  and  others. 

There  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  John  Touchet  and  Samuel  Kay, 
esquires,  the  sum  of  683/.  6 s.  8 d.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  purchased 
in  May  1805,  with  the  sum  of  411/.  16s.  Gd.  of  which  400/.  was  the  amount 
of  the  several  donations  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  residue  was  made  up 
by  a small  accumulation  of  interest. 

These  donations,  as  appears  from  the  book  of  accounts,  and  the  several  deeds 
of  trust  respectively  relating  thereto,  were  as  follow  :

The  trusts  declared  in  the  several  indentures  above  mentioned  are  repeated 
in  substance  in  the  last  trust-deed  relating  to  these  charities,  bearing  date  25th 
December  1799,  whereby  reciting  the  indenture  above  abstracted  of  12th 
December  1761,  in  which  all  the  donations  are  mentioned,  except  that  of 
Josiah  Birch,  which  was  of  later  date;  and  reciting,  that  the  said  Josiah  Birch 
had,  since  1780,  given  50/.  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indenture  of  I76I, 
Thomas  Butterworth  Bayley  and  two  others,  then  surviving  trustees,  named 
in  an  indenture  bearing  date  10th  November  I78O,  agreed  with  William 
Rigbye  and  four  others  that  they  should  be  jointly  interested  with  them  in  the 
several  sums  above  mentioned,  amounting  to  400/.  upon  trust,  that  the  produce 
thereof,  after  deducting  all  necessary  expenses,  should  be  yearly,  so  long  as  the 
law  should  tolerate  the  free  exercise  of  religious  worship  of  English  protestants 
dissenting  from  the  Church  of  England,  be  distributed  by  the  trustees  amongst 
such  poor  persons  as  should  frequent  or  attend  divine  service  in  the  chapel  or 
place  of  meeting  of  protestants  dissenting  from  the  Church  of  England,  for 
the  public  exercise  of  religious  worship  in  Manchester,  commonly  called*  or 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  Presbyterians,  or  in  some  other  like  place  of 
meeting  of  such  protestant  dissenters  in  the  said  town,  as  the  said  trustees 
should  think  fit ; and  that  if  the  toleration  of  such  free  worship  should  be  taken 
away  the  trustees  should  distribute  the  principal  sum  amongst  such  poor 
persons,  not  receiving  alms  from  their  town  or  parish,  as  they  should  think  fit. 
And  a power  was  reserved  to  the  trustees  to  lay  out  the  above-mentioned  sum 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  hereditaments  for  the  like  uses.  And  it  was 
provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  four, 
the  survivors  should  nominate  so  many  other  such  protestant  dissenters  as  they 
should  judge  most  likely  to  promote  the  execution  of  the  said  trusts,  and  that 
the  property  should  be  transferred  so  as  to  become  vested  in  such  new  trustees 
jointly  with  the  survivors. 

Since  the  execution  of  this  deed,  Samuel  Kay,  esq.  one  of  the  persons 
above  mentioned,  in  whose  name  the  stock  purchased  in  1805  now  stands, 
has  been  elected  a trustee. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  20/.  10s.  per  annum,  are  divided  amongst  the 
trustees,  and  disposed  of  by  them,  as  they  in  their  discretion  think  fit,  amongst 


* In  the  Deed  of  1738  the  words  “ the  new  chapel”  are  inserted,  instead  of  the  words  “ or 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  presbyterians.” 
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poor  persons  of  the  congregation  attending  the  chapel  in  Cross-street,  this 
chapel  having  been  formerly  known  by  the  name  of  the  New  Chapel,  and  the 
congregation  assembling  there,  being,  as  we  are  informed,  distinguished  by 
the  name  of  Presbyterians. 

It  is  stated,  that  this  money  is  usually  given  away  in  sums  varying  from  7 s. 
to  20 s.  but  of  late  years  no  account  has  been  kept  of  the  distribution. 

Shelmerdine’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Shelmerdine,  by  Will,  dated  14th  August  1801,  gave  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Independent  chapel  in  Mosley-street,  Manchester,  the  sum  of  120 
guineas,  and  directed  the  trustees  thereof  to  place  the  said  legacy  out  at 
interest,  and  to  apply  the  produce  monthly,  on  sacrament  days,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  congregation. 

After  the  payment  of  the  legacy-duty,  which  at  that  period  was  six  per  cent, 
a small  sum  was  subscribed  to  make  up  120/.  and  this  sum  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  a chief-rent,  as  appears  by  an  indenture,  bearing  date  25th 
February  1811,  whereby  Arthur  Clegg,  in  consideration  of  120/.  conveyed  to 
John  Hope,  and  17  others,  described  as  trustees  appointed  on  behalf  of  the 
church  and  congregation  assembling  in  Mosley-street  chapel,  in  Manchester, 
and  their  heirs,  a chief-rent  of  7 /•  0s.  2 cl.  reserved  to  the  said  Arthur  Clegg 
by  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  2d  April  1785,  out  of  a plot  of  ground 
situate  near  Shude  Hill,  in  Manchester,  lately  part  of  a close  called  Coldhouse 
Field,  bounded  on  the  west  by  a street  intended  to  be  made  and  to  be  called 
Cross-street,  upon  trust,  after  all  necessary  deductions  for  taxes,  &c.  to  pay  the 
residue  to  the  deacons  of  the  said  church,  to  be  applied  amongst  the  poor,  sick 
and  distressed  members  of  the  church,  assembling  and  communicating  at  the 
ordinance  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  in  Mosley-street  chapel,  and  other  fit  objects 
of  charity  amongst  the  congregation  assembling  there  ; with  a proviso,  that 
whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  five,  the  survivors 
should  convey  the  said  rent  to  so  many  more  persons,  that  the  same  should  be 
vested  in  18  protestant  dissenters,  known  by  the  name  of  Paedobaptist  Inde- 
pendents ; such  new  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  a majority  of  the  members  for 
the  time  being  of  the  said  church  assembling  as  aforesaid,  with  a power  to  the 
said  trustees  to  sell  the  said  rent  if  they  should  think  fit,  and  investthe  produce 
on  government  or  real  securities  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  yearly  sum  of  7 1.  0s.  2d.  is  regularly  received  from  Mr.  Thomas 
Livesay  by  the  deacons  of  the  congregation  above  mentioned,  by  whom  it  is 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  that  congregation  on  the  days  on  which  the 
Lord’s  Supper  is  administered. 

Nicholson’s  Charity. 

Ellen  Nicholson,  as  stated  in  the  list  of  charities  in  the  churchwardens  register, 
by  Will,  in  1742,  gave  120/.  vested  in  1786  in  Charles  Ford,  Edmond  Holme 
and  William  Walmesley,  on  trust,  that  the  annual  interest  should  be  paid  to  10 
poor  inhabitants  of  Manchester,  who  should  have  no  relief  from  the  town. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  120/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  J.  Tipping,  esq. 
of  Davenport  Hall,  near  Congleton,  and  interest  is  paid  by  him  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  cent.  Three  persons  have  usually  acted  together  as  trustees  for  this 
charity,  the  two  survivors  having  nominated  another  whenever  a vacancy  has 
occurred.  At  present  Mr.  Tipping  and  Mr.  John  Jackson,  of  Manchester,  are 
the  only  trustees. 

The  interest  on  the  sum  of  120/.  being  61.  per  annum,  is  paid  to  Mr.  Jackson, 
and  given  by  him  equally  amongst  10  poor  widows  of  Manchester  ; and  we  are 
informed  by  him  that  the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  the  benefit  of  this 
charity  have  been  regularly  entered  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose  from  the 
year  1743. 

Bent’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Bent,  by  Will,  bearing  date  31st  December  1773,  and  proved  at 
Chester  by  the  Rev.  Humphrey  Owen  and  Thomas  Hulme,  28th  January  1775, 
directed  her  trustees,  John  Peploe  Birch,  the  Rev.  Humphrey  Owen  and  John 
Bent,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  her  decease,  to  place  out  to  interest 
the  sum  of  300/.  out  of  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate,  not  particularly 
disposed  of,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  warden  and  fellows  of  the 
collegiate  church  of  Manchester,  for  the  support  of  a school  in  the  old  church- 
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yard,  as  therein  more  particularly  mentioned ; and  she  further  directed  them  Manchester. 

out  of  the  remaining  part  of  such  personal  estate  to  place  out  to  interest  the  , . 

sum  of  50/.  on  good  and  sufficient  security,  or  in  such  public  stock,  bank  or 
fund,  with  power  to  call  in  and  remove,  and  new  place  out  the  same,  as  they  in  1 on  Lnue  • 

their  discretion  should  think  most  judicious  ; and  she  directed  her  said  trustees, 
and  their  assigns,  to  pay  the  produce  thereof  into  the  hands  of  the  borough- 
reeve  of  the  town  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  him  yearly,  on  the 
25th  of  December,  disposed  of  towards  the  support,  maintenance  and  clothing 
of  such  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  town  of  Manchester  as  should  not  become 
chargeable  to  the  said  town,  as  he  should  think  most  judicious  ; and  she  directed 
that  the  said  boroughreeve  should  give  a particular  account  of  the  application 
thereof  to  her  said  trustees  ; and  she  further  directed  that  her  said  trustees 
should,  out  of  the  said  residue,  in  like  manner  place  out  the  sum  of  50/.  and 
pay  the  produce  thereof  to  the  said  boroughreeve  of  the  said  town  of  Manchester, 
to  be  applied  in  like  manner  towards  the  support,  maintenance  and  clothing  of 
poor  housekeepers  of  the  township  of  Cheetham,  whereof  the  like  account 
should  be  rendered  to  the  said  trustees  ; and  she  further  directed,  that  out  of 
the  said  residue  her  trustees  should  in  like  manner  place  out  the  sum  of  50/. 
the  produce  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  said  trustees  towards  the  support,  main- 
tenance and  clothing  of  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  of  Prestwich,  as  should 
not  become  chargeable  to  the  said  parish,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think 
most  judicious  ; and  she  directed  that  when  and  so  soon  as  any  of  her  said 
trustees  should  happen  to  die,  the  survivors  should  forthwith  nominate  and 
assign  over  the  said  principal  sums  of  300/.,  50/.,  50/.  and  50/.,  or  their  interest 
in  the  same,  to  three  or  more  trustees,  not  exceeding  six  in  number,  so  that  the 
same  should  be  vested  in  such  survivors  and  such  new  trustees  ; the  said  trustees 
not  to  be  answerable  for  any  loss  which  should  happen  in  putting  out  any  money 
at  interest  in  pursuance  of  her  will,  nor  except  for  his  own  acts  ; and  she 
appointed  the  Rev.  J.  Whittingham,  the  Rev.  Humphrey  Owen,  and  Thomas 
Hulme,  senior,  executors. 

The  interest  on  the  legacy  of  300/.  and  on  the  two  several  sums  of  50/.  for 
the  poor  of  Manchester  and  of  Cheetham,  was  paid  up  to  the  year  1801,  the 
former  to  the  managers  of  the  Collegiate  Church  School  and  the  latter  to  the 
boroughreeve  for  the  time  being.  From  1776  to  1789  the  amount  appears  to 
have  been  received  from  the  Rev.  Humphrey  Owen,  one  of  the  executors  and 
trustees  appointed  under  the  will,  who  died  in  1790.  It  was  subsequently  paid 
by  Mr.  John  Ridgway,  a solicitor,  then  living  in  Manchester,  until  1801, 
when  he  left  this  country,  and  nothing  has  been  paid  since  on  account  of  these 
charities. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Owen’s  co-executors,  or  the  other  trustees 
appointed  by  the  testatrix,  ever  interfered  with  respect  to  this  charity ; and  from 
a correspondence  which  took  place  about  the  year  1806  between  Mr.  William 
Fox,  the  then  boroughreeve,  and  Mr.  Ridgway,  it  seems  that  Mr.  Ridgway 
himself  became  personally  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  sums  above  mentioned. 

In  a letter  to  Mr.  Fox,  without  date,  but  probably  written  in  the  year  1806, 
he  stated  that  the  late  Mr.  H.  Owen  was  the  acting  trustee  and  executor  named 
in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Bent,  and  that  he  on  a settlement  of  the  accounts  paid  to 
his  (Mr.  Ridgway’s)  father  what  appeared  to  be  the  balance,  amounting  to 
about  70/.  and  gave  up  a security  on  mortgage  for  500/.,  since  received,  and 
another  for  120/.  from  which  nothing  had  arisen  for  several  years  past,  and 
which  security  he  then  held.  That  the  demands  on  these  sums  were  the 
charities  to  the  boroughreeve,  the  constables  and  churchwardens,  and  to  the 
poor  of  Prestwich  for  a part;  that  the  proprietors  of  the  Storks  estate  had  a 
claim  of  240/.  for  the  other  part,  and  that  he  proposed  stating  the  particulars 
on  meeting  Mr.  Fox  on  the  following  Saturday. 

In  another  letter  to  Mr.  Fox,  also  without  date,  he  stated  his  intention  of 
finding  out  the  heir-at-law  of  the  mortgagor  (Bagshaw)  of  the  premises 
mentioned  in  his  last  as  being  in  mortgage  to  the  late  Mrs.  Bent’s  trustees,  in 
order  to  file  a bill  to  foreclose  ; and  he  adds,  “ the  other  money  came  to  my 
hands,  so  far  as  respects  the  charity,  and  shall  be  paid  in  the  principal  at 
Christmas  next,  and  the  interest  on  my  return.” 

Under  the  circumstances  above  stated  it  appears,  that  unless  the  sums  due  in 
respect  of  this  charity  can  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Ridgway,  of  which  there 
seems  to  be  little  prospect,  they  must  be  considered  as  irrecoverable. 
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We  could  not  discover  any  evidence  of  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the 
501.  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Prestwich,  but  it  is  not  improbable 
that  this  was  paid  up  to  the  same  period  as  the  interest  of  the  other  legacies. 

We  have  not  inquired  into  the  Collegiate  Church  School  above  mentioned, 
as  it  appeared  to  fall  within  the  exceptions  contained  in  the  7th  section  of  the 
Act  of  Parliament  under  which  our  commission  issued. 


Fisher’s  Charity. 


Fisher’s  Charity. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  20th  October  1779,  between  John 
Dickenson  of  Taxall,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  esq.  eldest  son  and  heir-at-law 
ofJohn  Dickenson,  esq.  of  Manchester,  deceased,  who  survived  John  Fletcher,  of 
the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Aynscough,  James  Cooke,  Edward  Borron, 
James  Clough,  and  James  Smith,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  by  indenture  of 
bargain  and  sale  enrolled  in  Chancery,  bearing  date  lGth  December  1752, 
made  between  Catherine  Fisher , widow,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said  John 
Dickenson,  deceased,  and  John  Fletcher  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Catherine 
Fisher  granted  to  the  said  John  Dickenson  and  John  Fletcher,  and  their  heirs, 
a messuage  in  Manchester,  situate  on  the  east  side  of  Dean’s  Gate,  then  in  the 
occupation  of  Mary  Oaks,  and  a building  with  the  rooms  and  cellars  thereunto 
belonging,  adjoining  southerly  to  the  said  messuage,  then  used  as  a warehouse, 
and  in  the  occupation  of  John  Touchet  and  company,  with  a right  of  way 
from  the  parts  of  the  said  building  adjoining  to  Dean’s  Gate  to  the  other  parts 
of  the  same  over  the  southerly  side  of  the  back  court  of  the  house,  then  in 
the  possession  of  the  said  Catherine  Fisher,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  trustees 
should,  out  of  and  by  and  with  the  clear  yearly  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  all 
the  said  premises,  on  every  13th  of  January,  pay  to  40  such  poor  housekeepers 
of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  England  residing  in  Manchester,  and 
who  should  constantly  attend  Divine  Service  of  the  Church  of  England  on 
every  Lord’s-day,  as  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should  think  fit, 
5s.  a-piece ; and  should  out  of  and  by  and  with  the  residue  of  the  clear 
yearly  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  every  week  buy  24  penny 
loaves,  to  be  given  on  every  Lord’s-day  in  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Manchester 
to  such  24  poor  persons  as  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should 
think  fit,  to  each  poor  person  a loaf ; and  should  buy  30  penny  loaves  to  be  given 
on  every  Good  Friday,  Ascension  Day  and  Christmas  Day,  in  the  said  Collegiate 
Church,  to  such  30  poor  persons  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  each  a loaf ; and  that 
no  person  should  be  entitled  to  any  such  loaf  but  such  only  as  should  attend 
Divine  Service  on  every  Sunday  in  the  Collegiate  Church,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  unavoidable  cause;  and  reciting,  that  the  said  Catherine  Fisher, 
by  the  same  indenture,  granted  to  the  said  John  Dickenson  and  John  Fletcher, 
and  their  heirs,  a clear  yearly  rent  of  50 s.  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  her 
messuages  and  lands  situate  in  Salford,  at  or  near  Salford  Bridge,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  the  said  rent  of  50s.  to  10  such  poor  housekeepers  of  the  communion  of 
the  Church  of  England  residing  in  Salford,  and  who  should  constantly  attend 
Divine  Service  of  the  Church  of  England  on  every  Lord’s-day,  unless  prevented 
by  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  cause,  as  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns, 
should  think  fit,  to  each  poor  person  5 s.  with  power  of  distress  and  entry  in  case 
of  nonpayment  of  the  said  rent ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Dickenson 
granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Thomas  Aynscough  and  the  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  messuage  and  buildings,  and  the  said  yearly 
rent  of  50i'.  upon  the  trusts  expressed  in  the  said  recited  indenture  ; and  it  was 
thereby  agreed  that  when  four  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  dead  the  survivors 
should  convey  the  trust-premises  to  so  many  persons,  as,  together  with  the  sur- 
vivors, should  make  up  the  number  of  six,  on  the  same  trusts,  and  that  the  same 
course  should  be  continued  for  ever. 

The  original  deed  of  1752,  above  recited,  was  not  produced  to  us,  and  we 
were  informed  that  searches  had  been  made  for  it  amongst  the  papers  both  of 
the  late  Mr.  Dickenson,  the  conveying  party  to  the  deed  of  1779,  and  of  the 
late  Mr.  James  Clough,  who  is  understood  to  have  been  the  surviving'  trustee 
under  that  deed,  without  success.  A draft  of  a deed  for  appointing  new 
trustees  appears  to  have  been  prepared  in  1811,  in  which  Mr.  James  Clough  is 
stated  to  have  been  the  surviving  trustee  ; but  that  gentleman  having  died  in 
the  same  year  the  deed  was  not  completed,  and  this  charity  was,  at  the  time 
of  our  inquiry,  under  the  management  of  his  grandson,  Mr.  John  Clough, 
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solicitor,  of  Manchester,  who  proposed  to  take  immediate  steps  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  new  trustees. 

The  charitable  payments  directed  by  the  deed  of  1752  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
rents  of  the  premises  in  Manchester  thereby  granted,  amounted  to  15/.  11  s.  6d. 
per  annum,  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  protits  thereof  not  being  disposed  of 
by  that  deed.  In  1768,  a lease  of  these  premises  was  granted  by  Mr.  John 
Dickenson,  the  survivor  of  the  original  trustees,  in  conjunction  with  the  person 
claiming  to  be  entitled  to  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits,  the  following- 
statement  of  which  is  taken  from  an  abstract  of  the  title  produced  to  us  by 
Mr.  John  Clough,  no  counterpart  of  the  lease  having  been  found. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  June  1768,  between  John  Dickenson  (party 
to  the  above-mentioned  indenture  of  1752)  of  the  first  part,  Hannah  Dickenson 
of  the  second  part,  and  Thomas  Fielding  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  said 
indenture  of  1752  ; and  also  reciting,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  messuage, 
tenement  and  premises  in  Manchester  thereby  granted,  had  exceeded,  and  did 
then  exceed,  the  annual  amount  of  the  charitable  uses  and  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  indenture  of  1752  ; and  that  the  equitable  and  beneficial  interest  in  such 
overplus  had  become  vested  in  Henry  Dickenson,  John  Dickenson,  Mary  the 
wife  of  James  Crompton,  deceased,  and  the  said  Hannah  Dickenson,  they 
being  entitled  thereto,  as  sons  and  daughters  of  Mary  Hawkeswell,  deceased, 
by  Thomas  Dickenson,  her  former  husband,  which  Mary  Hawkeswell  was 
daughter  and  devisee  of  Catherine  Edge,  deceased,  of  the  said  overplus  ; which 
Catherine  Edge  was  the  daughter  and  devisee  thereof  named  in  the  will  of  the 
said  Catharine  Fisher;  and  reciting,  that  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th 
November  1767,  between  the  said  Henry  Dickenson,  John  Dickenson,  James 
Crompton  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said  Hannah  Dickenson 
of  the  other  part ; after  reciting  as  above  recited,  the  said  Henry  Dickenson, 
and  others,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  covenanted  and  agreed 
with  the  said  Hannah  Dickenson,  her  heirs,  executors  and  assigns,  that  she  and 
they  might  retain  to  their  own  use  the  whole  of  the  said  surplus,  after  satisfying 
the  aforesaid  charitable  uses  ; and  also  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Fielding 
had  agreed  with  the  said  Hannah  Dickenson  for  the  purchase  of  her  estate  for 
50/.  and  had  prevailed  on  the  said  John  Dickenson,  party  thereto,  who  was  the 
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trustee  under  the  indenture  of  1752,  to  grant  the  said  Thomas 
a lease  for  999  years,  at  the  rent  of  15/.  ID.  6d.  the  total  annual 


amount  of  the  said  charitable  uses  in  that  indenture  mentioned,  the  said  John 
Dickenson,  (party  thereto,)  in  consideration  of  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  11  s.  6d. 
to  be  paid  to  the  said  John  Dickenson,  his  executors,  &c. ; and  the  said  sum  of 
50/.  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Hannah  Dickenson,  at  the  request  of  the  said  Hannah, 
demised  to  the  said  Thomas  Fielding,  his  executors,  &c.  the  premises 
mentioned  in  the  said  indenture  of  1752,  for  the  term  of  999  years,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  15/.  11  s.  6d.  The  lease  contains  a covenant  from  the  lessee  to 
keep  the  said  premises  of  the  yearly  value  of  16/.  and  to  pay  all  taxes,  &c. 
with  a power  of  distress  and  re-entry  in  case  of  nonpayment  of  the  rent. 

The  rent  of  15/.  11  s.  6d.  reserved  by  this  lease  is  now  received  by  Mr.  John 
Clough  from  Mrs.  Varley,  in  respect  of  the  premises  in  Deans  Gate,  Manchester, 
thereby  demised.  Mr.  Clough  pays  at  Christmas  to  40  poor  persons  5 s.  each, 
most  of  whom  are  widows,  the  whole  amounting  to  10/.  per  annum,  according 
to  a list,  vacancies  in  which,  as  they  occur  by  death,  are  filled  up  by  him,  either 
from  his  own  knowledge,  or  from  the  recommendation  of  others,  it  being- 
required  that  such  persons  at  the  time  of  their  appointment  should  be  resident 
in  Manchester,  and  constant  in  their  attendance  on  Sundays  at  Divine  Service 
of  the  established  church. 

He  also  pays  5/.  1 1 s.  6d.  per  annum,  the  residue  of  the  rent,  to  the  clerk  ot 
the  collegiate  church,  for  providing  bread,  which  is  distributed  under  the 
inspection  of  the  churchwardens  at  that  church  on  Sundays,  and  the  other  days 
directed  by  Mrs.  Catharine  Fisher. 

The  rentcharge  of  50  s.  per  annum,  granted  by  the  deed  of  1752,  is  received 
from  Thomas  Goodman,  as  the  owner  of  a public-house  in  Salford  called  the 
lied  Lion,  by  Mr.  Clough,  and  is  distributed  by  him  in  sums  of  5s.  each 
amongst  poor  persons  residing  in  Salford,  of  the  same  description  as  those  ot 
Manchester  above  mentioned,  and  appointed  in  the  same  manner. 

Mr.  Clough  states,  that  on  coming  of  age  in  1823  he  received  from  his  motner 
a balance  of  2/.  6s.  belonging  to  this  charity,  out  of  which  he  provided  books 
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for  keeping  regular  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  distributions  of  the  charity  ; 
and  that  the  balance  has  been  since  increased  in  consequence  of  some  of  the 
poor  persons  in  the  lists  not  having  applied  for  their  annual  allowance  in  1824 
and  1825.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  it  amounted  to  31.  45.  10c/.  which  Mr. 
Clough  intended  to  apply  towards  the  expense  of  the  proposed  new  trust-deed. 

It  is  stated  in  the  churchwardens  register  and  the  Returns  of  1786,  that  the 
above-mentioned  Catherine  Fisher,  by  Deed  in  1756,  gave  60/.  to  be  lent  out, 
without  interest,  for  seven  years,  vested  in  1786  in  Daniel  Whittaker  and 
John  Ridings. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  as  to  this  donation. 

Clayton’s  Charity. 

Clayton’s  Charity.  James  Clayton,  by  Will,  bearing  date  19th  May  1784,  bequeathed  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Manchester,  the  sum  of  400/.  to 
be  paid  to  them  12  months  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  upon  trust,  that  they 
and  their  successors  should  place  and  continue  the  same  out  at  interest  on  such 
good  and  eligible  security  as  they  should  think  meet,  and  apply  the  yearly 
proceeds  thereof  in  purchasing  bedding  and  bed-clothes  of  all  kinds,  and  dis- 
tribute the  same  every  St.  Thomas’s- day,  in  such  quantities  as  they  should 
judge  proper,  amongst  poor  working  inhabitants,  being  housekeepers,  and 
residing  within  the  township  of  Manchester. 

The  widow  of  the  testator  died  about  the  year  1813,  and  the  legacy  of  400/. 
together  with  12/.  5s.  the  interest  due  thereon  in  the  month  of  December  in 
that  year,  was  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.  The  legacy  duty 
amounted  to  32/.  and  out  of  the  residue  the  sum  of  351/.  11  s.  10 d.  was  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  400/.  navy  five  per  cents,  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Salter, 
Josias  Kearsley,  and  Thomas  Brierley,  esqrs.  in  lieu  of  which  there  is  now  the 
sum  of  420/.  new  four  per  cents  standing  in  the  same  names.  In  December 
1815,  the  accounts  were  made  up,  and  after  deducting  all  expenses,  there 
remained  a balance  of  45/.  18  s.  in  favour  of  the  charity,  which  was  placed  in 
the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.  to  the  credit  of  the  “ Trustees  of 
Clayton’s  Charity.”  Interest  is  allowed  upon  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
bankers  at  three  per  cent. 

Out  of  the  income  of  the  charity,  consisting  of  the  dividends  on  the  stock, 
and  the  interest  allowed  by  the  bankers  as  above  mentioned,  a quantity  of 
blankets  are  purchased  and  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  amongst  poor 
working  householders  residing  in  the  town  of  Manchester.  Tickets  being  given 
by  the  churchwardens  to  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  to  dispose  of  amongst 
poor  persons  whom  they  wish  to  recommend,  as  fit  objects  of  the  charity.  On 
St.  Thomas’s-day  1825,  upwards  of  70  blankets  were  thus  disposed  of.  The 
accounts  are  kept  by  Mr.  Lings,  as  assistant  to  the  churchwardens,  in  a book 
provided  for  the  purpose,  in  which  there  are  also  entered  the  name  and  descrip- 
tion of  every  person  receiving  the  charity,  with  any  observations  that  may 
occur,  and  these  accounts  are  annually  examined  by  the  senior  churchwarden. 
In  June  1825,  the  balance  in  the  Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  trustees  amounted 
to  55/.  4 s.9d. 

Brearcliffe’s  Charity. 

Brearcliffe’s  Sarah  Brearcliffe,  who  died  in  1803,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  1st  December 
Charity.  1792, 

gave  to  Eleanora  Byrom,  Henry  Atherton,  and  William  Fox,  3,000/.  upon 
trust,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  such  manner  as  to  them  should  seem  best,  and  to 
apply  the  yearly  income  thereof  in  the  maintenance  or  for  the  relief  of  15  old 
housekeepers,  who  should  have  been  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Manchester  and 
Salford,  or  one  of  them,  for  not  less  than  seven  successive  years,  and  who  should 
not  be  possessed  of  real  property  or  money  of  the  yearly  value,  or  producing 
a yearly  income  of  405.  and  should  be  persons  of  good  character  and  behaviour, 
and  should  have  had  such  character  during  a seven-years  residence  in  Man- 
chester or  Salford ; and  she  declared  that  the  oldest  persons  should  always  have 
the  preference  to  her  donation,  if  them  characters  and  behaviour  met  with  the 
approbation  of  her  trustees,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  ; and  that  after 
the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  them  the  two  chaplains  for  the  time  being  of  the 
collegiate  church  of  Manchester,  the  rector  of  St.  Ann’s  church  in  Manchester, 
if  the  officiating  minister,  but  if  not,  the  curate,  or  senior  curate,  if  more  than 
one,  being  the  officiating  minister  of  the  same,  and  the  rector  of  Trinity  Chapel, 
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Salford,  if  the  officiating  minister,  but  if  not,  the  curate  of  that  chapel,  being 
the  officiating  minister,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  should  have  the  sole  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  the  trust-premises  and  the  nomination  of  the  objects  to 
partake  thereof,  according  to  the  directions  before  given  ; and  that  the  trust- 
premises  should  from  time  to  time  be  vested  in  such  person  or  persons  as  trus- 
tees for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as  the  major  part  of  them  should  direct,  after  tlje 
decease  of  all  her  said  trustees. 

Mr.  Atherton,  one  of  the  trustees  named  in  this  will,  is  dead.  Miss  Byrom 
and  Mr.  Fox  are  living.  Mr.  Fox  has  had  the  principal  management  of  the 
funds  of  the  charity,  and  Miss  Byrom,  who  resides  in  Manchester,  has  had  the 
nomination  of  the  objects  thereof. 

From  the  legacy  of  3,000/.  a deduction  was  made  of  180/.  for  the  duty,  being 
at  that  time  six  per  cent,  and  the  residue,  being  2,820/.  was  received  from 
Mrs.  Brearcliffe’s  executors  in  May  1803,  and  immediately  invested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  2,827/.  Is*  4d.  navy  five  per  cents. 

In  the  same  year  15  females  of  Manchester  or  Salford  were  appointed  to  par- 
take of  the  interest  of  this  donation,  to  the  amount  of  8/.  each,  payable  quar- 
terly. With  the  residue  of  the  dividends,  and  the  addition  of  small  sums  allowed 
for  interest,  by  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co.  by  whom  the  dividends  were  received, 
for  the  balances  which  remained  in  their  hands,  further  purchases  were  occa- 
sionally made,  from  that  time  till  1818,  in  the  same  stock,  till  it  amounted  to 
3,060/.  stock,  it  being  the  object  of  the  trustees  to  make  the  annual  allowance 
to  each  person  10/.  which  appears  to  have  been  the  original  intention  of  the 
testatrix.  On  the  reduction  of  the  navy  five  per  cents  in  1822  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  receive  the  amount  of  that  stock  at  par,  and  the  amount  thereof, 
except  a balance  of  7 /•  19$.  6</.  was  laid  out  in  1822  and  1823  in  the  purchase 
of  3,200/.  four  per  cents,  which  stock  was  in  1824  reduced  to  three  and  a half 
per  cents,  and  this  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Miss  Byrom  and 
Mr.  Fox,  the  dividends  of  which  amount  to  112/.  per  annum. 

It  would  have  been  more  advantageous  to  the  charity  if  the  trustees  had  upon 
the  reduction  of  the  five  per  cents  accepted  the  terms  offered  to  the  holders  of 
that  stock  instead  of  receiving  the  amount  thereof  at  par,  as  the  income  has 
in  consequence  suffered  a second  diminution.  But  there  is  no  doubt  that  they 
acted  in  the  manner  that  appeared  to  them  at  that  period  most  beneficial  to 
the  objects  of  the  trust. 

The  poor  persons  receiving  the  charity  have  always  been  females,  widows  or 
single  women,  it  being  supposed  by  the  trustees  that  such  was  the  intention  of 
the  testatrix,  although  not  expressly  mentioned  in  her  will,  and  they  have  been 
selected  either  from  Manchester  or  Salford,  but  not  in  any  fixed  proportion  from 
each  place,  the  oldest  being  usually  preferred.  The  annual  payments  made  to 
them  were  gradually  augmented  as  the  income  increased,  until  in  1818  they 
amounted  to  10/.  each,  there  being  at  that  time  a small  surplus  of  income  ; and 
they  were  continued  at  the  same  amount  until  1822.  In  1823,  in  consequence 
of  the  first  diminution  of  the  income,  they  were  reduced  to  8/.  each,  and  since 
the  alteration  of  the  four  per  cents  to  three  and  a half  per  cents  this  allowance 
has  been  made  to  14  poor  women  only,  the  amount  whereof  exhausts  the  pre- 
sent annual  dividends.  In  consequence  of  there  having  previously  been 
a surplus  there  was  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  a balance  in  favour  of  the 
charity  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co.  of  54/.  Os.  Id.  (including 
the  before-mentioned  balance  of  7 /.  19  s.  6d.  remaining  after  the  purchase  of  the 
four  per  cent  stock  took  place,)  with  which  it  was  proposed  to  make  a small 
additional  purchase  of  stock. 

It  was  also  proposed  by  Mr.  Fox  to  confer  with  his  co-trustee  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  again  increasing  the  number  of  objects  to  15,  according  to  the  parti- 
cular directions  of  Mrs.  Brearcliffe’s  will,  and  of  dividing  the  income  of  the 
charity  equally  amongst  that  number. 

The  only  expenses  incurred  in  the  management  of  the  trust  have  been  those 
of  occasional  powers  of  attorney  and  postage.

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St.  Paul’s  Charity  School. 

By  Indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  enrolled  in  Chancery,  and  bearing  date  St.  Paul’s  Charity 
24th  June  1777>  between  the  Rev.  Charles  Ethelston,  curate  of  St.  Paul’s  School, 
chapel,  Manchester,  of  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Baldwin  and  two  others,  chapel- 
wardens  of  the  said  chapel,  and  Thomas  Hudson  and  nine  others  of  the  other' 
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Manchester.  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Samuel  Baldwin  and  others  had  contracted  for  the 

purchase  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  for  the  sum  of  68/.  10-s.  and 

St.  Paul’s  Charity  |la£j  sjnce  the  making  of  the  said  contract,  with  the  charitable  contributions  of 
nitinued  pious  and  well-disposed  persons,  erected  a dwelling-house  and  school-house 
t c°  , thereon,  for  the  teaching  such  and  so  many  poor  children  in  the  English 

tongue  of  and  belonging  to  the  town  of  Manchester,  whose  parents  should 
usually  resort  to  the  said  chapel,  as  the  curate  and  chapelwardens  thereof 
should  from  time  to  time  deem  proper  objects  of  the  said  charity ; the  said 
Charles  Ethelston,  in  consideration  of  68/.  105.  conveyed  to  the  said  Samuel 
Baldwin  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a parcel  of  land  situate  in  or  near  a street 
called  Great  Turner-street  in  Manchester,  containing  in  the  whole  137  square 
yards,  bounded  on  the  east  (including  two  yards  in  breadth  part  of  the  street) 
by  a street  intended  to  be  called  Paternoster  Row,  and  bounded  on  the  other 
sides  thereof  as  therein  mentioned  with  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  Samuel  Baldwin  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should 
permit  the  curate  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being  to  let  and  manage  the 
said  premises,  and  to  take  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  and  for  supplying  the  school  from  time  to  time 
with  an  able  and  fit  schoolmaster,  and  for  the  placing  of  such  poor  children 
as  aforesaid  into  the  said  school  ; and  for  preventing  and  punishing  neglects, 
misbehaviours  and  misdemeanours  that  should  happen  in  the  schoolmaster  and 
the  scholars  to  be  placed  there,  it  was  directed  that  the  said  scholars  and  the 
schoolmaster  should  from  time  to  time  be  elected  and  placed  in  the  said  school  by 
the  said  curate  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being ; and  that  the  said  school- 
master, in  consideration  of  the  provision  to  be  made  for  him  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  said  charity,  should  teach  such  and  so  many  of  the  poor  children  to  be  placed 
in  the  said  school  as  aforesaid,  to  read  the  English  tongue  without  any  salary  or 
gratuity,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  said  parties  that  the  curateand  chapelwardens 
for  the  time  being  should  apply  the  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  also  the 
offering-money  received  at  the  sacrament  in  the  said  chapel,  as  they  should  think 
fit,  for  the  instruction  of  such  poor  children  ; and  it  was  directed  that  the  children 
to  be  nominated  should  be  those  of  parents  belonging  to  the  town  of  Man- 
chester who  should  usually  attend  the  said  chapel  ; that  they  should  not  be 
admitted  under  the  age  of  seven,  nor  continue  above  the  age  of  ten  years.  That 
the  curate  and  chapelwardens  should  meet  yearly  on  the  Wednesday  in  Easter 
week,  to  view  the  state  of  the  schoolhouse,  give  orders  for  the  repairs  thereof, 
examine  if  the  said  school  be  fully  supplied  with  proper  children,  elect  others 
in  the  room  of  such  as  should  be  discharged,  and  examine  into  all  irregularities 
in  the  schoolmaster  or  scholars,  and  make  such  reasonable  ordinances  as  to 
them  should  seem  fit,  for  the  better  managing  of  the  said  charity.  And  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  said  curate  and  chapelwardens  to  remove  and  suspend 
the  schoolmaster,  or  expel  the  scholars  for  any  gross  offence,  irregularity  or 
neglect.  And  it  was  further  directed  that  the  schoolmaster  should  keep  a book 
wherein  should  be  entered  the  names  of  the  children,  with  the  dates  of  their 
nomination,  their  ages,  the  time  of  their  departure,  and  other  circumstances  as 
should  be  thought  necessary,  and  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said 
curate  and  chapelwardens  at  every  yearly  meeting.  And  it  was  further  directed, 
that  whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  five  or  a less  number 
the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the 
new  trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  curate  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being 
out  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  being  proprietors  of  pews 
and  communicants  at  the  said  chapel,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  June  ISO'S,  Benjamin  Barlow,  Henry  Barton, 
Edward  Place,  Joseph  Ablett,  and  John  Whitworth,  the  then  surviving  trustees 
(all  of  whom  are  now  dead)  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  John  Tetlow,  since  deceased,  George  Slack,  John  Sutton,  William 
Joynson,  William  Sandford,  since  deceased,  Samuel  Walker,  Benjamin  Sandford, 
Abraham  Leva,  Thomas  Worthington,  and  Jonathan  Dawson  (who  had  been 
nominated  trustees  by  the  direction  and  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Roger 
Mashiter  the  then  curate,  and  the  said  William  Joynson  and  William  Sandford 
the  then  chapelwardens,  testified  by  their  being  made  parties  thereto)  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  like  trusts  ; and  reciting  that  the  said  trustees  were 
possessed  of  a sum  of  140/.  or  thereabouts,  arising  from  voluntary  contributions, 
it  was  agreed  that  the  said  money  should  be  placed  out  in  the  names  of  the 

said 
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said  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity  according  to  the  trusts  therein 
above  mentioned  with  respect  to  the  rents  of  the  said  estate. 

This  charity  has  been  for  several  years  entirely  under  the  management  of  the 
curate  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being. 

The  property  belonging  thereto  consists  of  three  cottages  very  near 
St.  Paul’s  chapel,  with  a yard  adjoining,  and  the  premises  are  occupied  as 
follows  :

The  third  story  of  the  second  and  third  cottages  is  thrown  into  one  room,

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These  appear  to  be  fair  rents,  and  the  whole  of  the  premises,  except  the 
room  used  as  a Sunday-school,  in  which  the  rafters  are  much  decayed,  are 
stated  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  sum  of  140/.,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1802,  was  lent  on  bond  to 
James  Harrison ; he  died,  and  his  affairs  having  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
trustees,  a dividend  of  15-s.  in  the  pound,  amounting  to  105/.,  was  paid  in 
August  1810,  and  in  1816  a further  dividend  of  5 s.,  amounting  to  35/.,  was 
paid  and  brought  into  the  chapelwardens  account.  In  August  1810,  105/. 
navy  five  per  cents  was  purchased,  but  this  stock  was  sold  in  March  18 17  for 
101/.  3s.,  which  was  applied  towards  the  payment  of  a debt  incurred  in 
rebuilding  the  cottage  now  occupied  by  Foster,  the  whole  expense  of  which 
amounted  to  180/. 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  year  1816  part  of  the  premises  above  men- 
tioned were  appropriated  to  the  use  of  a schoolmaster,  who  resided  in  them 
rent-free  ; the  room  on  the  third  story  of  the  second  and  third  cottages,  now 
let  to  the  subscribers  to  the  Sunday-school,  for  the  use  of  which  they  then  paid 
a rent  of  4 /.,  was  during  the  week  used  as  a day-school,  and  the  rest  of  the 
premises  were  let.  Out  of  the  income  arising  from  these  rents,  and  the 
offertory-money  collected  in  the  chapel,  the  schoolmaster  received  a salary  of 
61.  6 s.  for  instructing  12  poor  children,  and  the  residue  of  the  income  was 
applied  in  clothing  them  and  furnishing  them  with  books.  In  181 6 the 
children  were  sent  to  the  national  school,  and  the  number  increased  to  20,  all 
of  whom  were  provided  with  clothing.  In  1822,  when  the  present  incumbent 
was  appointed,  it  was  considered  that  the  offertory-money  could  not  properly 
be  appropriated  to  this  object,  and  it  has  been  accordingly  withdrawn.  The 
vacancies  in  the  number  of  children  were  not  afterwards  filled  up,  (except  in 
a few  instances,)  and  since  1823  none  have  been  either  clothed  or  educated, 
and  the  income  arising  from  the  rents  of  the  cottages,  subject  to  what  has  been 
expended  in  repairs,  has  been  permitted  to  accumulate. 

The  rents  have  been  received  by  the  chapelwardens,  and  different  sums  have 
been  advanced  thereout  from  time  to  time  in  aid  of  the  funds  for  the  repairs  of 
the  chapel.  In  1819  and  1820,  21/.  85.  was  advanced  for  this  purpose,  of 
which  there  is  still  due  19/.  Ss.  \\d. ; further  advances  have  since  been  made 
for  the  like  purpose  to  the  amount  of  23/.  6 s.,  these  sums  are  considered  as 
due  to  the  charity  from  the  general  accounts  of  the  chapelwardens ; and  there 
is  also  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hodgson,  one  of  the  chapelwardens,  43/.  13-s.  9d. 
making  in  the  whole  a balance  of  86/.  8s.  8 d.  due  to  the  charity.  It  seems 
extremely  desirable  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  for  re-establishing  this 
charity  upon  a proper  footing,  and  that  the  accounts  of  the  chapelwardens 
should  be  forthwith  settled,  and  the  balance  invested  on  proper  security. 

It  is  suggested  by  the  incumbent  that  part  of  the  premises  may  be  given 
up  to  a schoolmistress,  who  in  consideration  thereof  should  teach  12  girls 
free  in  the  school-room,  being  allowed  to  take  other  scholars  upon  her  own 
terms ; and  that  with  the  residue  of  the  rents,  aided  by  a collection  in  the 
chapel,  such  girls  may  be  clothed.  According  to  this  plan  the  income  of  the 
charity  may  be  disposed  of  in  a manner  very  beneficial  to  the  poor ; but  it  is 
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to  be  observed,  that  by  the  deed  of  trust  it  is  directed  that  it  should  be 
applied  wholly  for  the  instructing  poor  children  to  read,  and  providing  them 
with  books,  and  there  is  no  authority  given  to  the  curate  and  chapelwardens 
to  dispose  of  any  part  of  it  in  clothing.  It  is  stated  however  that  the  poor 
children  in  the  neighbourhood  have  sufficient  opportunities  of  obtaining  gra- 
tuitous education  in  the  national  and  other  schools,  and  that  if  this  plan  were 
carried  into  effect,  the  principal  part  of  the  expenses  would  be  defrayed  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

Henshaw’s  Charities. 

The  particulars  of  the  charitable  bequests,  given  by  the  will  of  Thomas 
Henshaw  for  the  foundation  of  a blue-coat  school  in  Oldham  or  Manchester, 
and  a blind  asylum  in  Manchester,  will  be  found  in  a subsequent  part  of  this 
Report,  amongst  the  charities  for  the  parish  of  Oldham. 


Lost  Charities. 

Lost  Charities.  John  Whitworth,  by  Will  bearing  date  18th  September  1623,  gave  to  John 
Gilliam  and  John  Gaskell  20/.  upon  trust,  that  the  produce  thereof  should  be 
bestowed  upon  such  and  so  many  poor  householders  and  others,  within  the 
towns  of  Salford  and  Manchester,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  meet. 

We  could  not  find  any  further  trace  of  this  small  gift,  except  that  on  an  old 
copy  of  this  will  in  the  boroughreeve’s  chest,  it  is  stated  that  proceedings  were 
had  relating  to  this  charity  before  Commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  about  the 
year  1683  ; and  that  after  the  payment  of  the  expenses  16/.  15s.  3d.  was 
paid,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  churchwardens  of  Salford,  and  the  other  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Manchester. 

In  the  churchwardens  register  the  following  charities  are  also  mentioned,  but 
we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  relating  thereto 
beyond  what  is  there  stated  : —

In  the  course  of  our  inquiries  into  the  charities  for  the  poor  of  Manchester, 
we  found  that  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  is  laid  out  by  the  Rev.  J.  Clowes,  in  linen, 
which  he  distributes  about  Christmas  at  the  collegiate  church,  amongst  poor 
persons  who  generally  attend  divine  service  there.  This  sum  is  transmitted 
to  Mr.  Clowes  by  Samuel  Peploe,  esq.  who  states,  that  he  conceives  that  this 
payment  is  not  secured  by  any  deed  or  will,  and  that  it  is  a voluntary  gift ; that 
the  same  sum  was  formerly  distributed  by  his  grandmother  and  by  his  mother, 
as  long  as  she  resided  near  Manchester  ; and  that  when  she  left  the  neighbour- 
hood she  requested  Mr.  Sedgwick  to  take  the  charge  of  distributing  the  linen  ; 
and  that  on  his  leaving  that  neighbourhood  Mr.  Clowes  undertook  it.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  with  respect  to  this  pay- 
ment, or  any  other  proof  of  its  being  obligatory  than  what  is  furnished  by  the 
fact  of  the  uniform  distribution  of  the  same  sum  for  many  years. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  ARDWICK. 

School. 

A building  in  this  township,  comprising  two  school-rooms,  has  the  following 
inscription : 

“ This  school  was  erected  and  endowed  by  the  charitable  benefactions  of 
Samuel  Birch,  esq.  Thomas  Birch,  merchant,  and  George  Birch,  gentleman, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1754.” 

And  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  the  same  persons 
in  the  same  year,  gave  200/.  for  teaching  18  children,  which  was  then  vested 
in  Samuel  Birch,  and  produced  81.  per  annum. 

We  could  not  discover  any  documents  in  the  township  relating  either  to  the 
foundation  or  the  endowment  of  this  school ; but  it  is  reputed  that  the  yearly 
sum  of  8 /.  was  formerly  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  out  of  the  rents  of  an  organ 
gallery,  erected  by  Thomas  Birch,  esq.  in  the  chapel  at  Ardwick.  It  appears, 
however,  that  according  to  the  license  of  the  bishop  for  erecting  the  same, 
Mr.  Birch  was  to  receive  the  rents  of  the  pews  in  the  gallery  only  until  such 
time  as  he  should  be  reimbursed  the  expenses  of  erecting  it ; and  that  after- 
wards the  rents  were  to  be  paid  to  the  curate  for  the  time  being  for  ever,  so 
that  no  permanent  charge  thereon  could  have  been  created  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school. 

The  master  is  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  the  chapel,  and  the  subscribers 
to  the  Sunday-school. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BLACKLEY. 

School. 

By  Indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  14th  October  1793,  enrolled 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  4th  January  1794,  between  the  Honourable  Edward 
Perceval,  of  the  one  part,  the  Rev.  John  Griffith,  deceased,  Abraham  Henry 
Borel,  James  Travis  the  elder,  Thomas  Scholes,  Josiah  Rider,  James  Travis 
the  younger,  and  Thomas  Travis  the  younger,  and  seven  others  since  deceased, 
reciting  that  several  charitable  persons  had  contributed  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing a school-house  in  the  township  of  Blackley,  the  said  Edward  Perceval,  for 
promoting  so  laudable  a design,  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Griffith  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  a plot  of  land  in  Blackley,  containing  in  the  whole  677  square 
yards,  bounded  on  two  sides  thereof  by  the  road  to  Crumpsall,  and  the  road 
to  Blackley  Mill ; upon  trust,  that  they  should  erect  thereon  a school-house,  and 
appropriate  the  remainder  for  a yard  or  other  convenience,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  school,  and  at  their  discretion  build  a house  for  the  residence  of  the 
master ; and  that  they  should  from  time  to  time  appoint  an  able  and  fit  person 
to  enjoy  the  said  premises,  and  to  teach  children  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  for  such  payment  as  was  usual  at  other  public  schools  in  the  parish 
of  Manchester,  with  power,  in  case  of  neglect,  intemperance,  or  irregularity  on 
the  part  of  the  master,  to  remove  him  after  three  months  notice ; and  upon 
further  trust,  that  when  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number 
of  five,  or  less,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  so  many  more  substantial  and  discreet  persons  residing  in  the 
chapelry  of  Blackley,  as  should  make  up  the  number  15  or  more,  upon  the 
like  trusts. 

A school  appears  to  have  been  erected  on  these  premises  in  1794,  containing 
two  rooms,  the  lower  of  which  is  used  as  a day-school,  by  a master  appointed 
by  the  trustees.  The  building  is  also  used  for  a Sunday-school  for  girls  and 
boys,  and  the  subscribers  thereto  pay  to  the  master  4/.  per  annum  for  the  use 
of  it,  and  also  keep  the  building  in  repair. 

Lichford’s  Charity. 

Robert  Licbford,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  26th  December  1710,  devised  a 
messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  Cooper’s  Tenement, 
situate  in  Blackley,  to  Lichford  Flitcroft,  and  his  heirs,  chargeable  with  an 
annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  5 /.  clear  of  all  deductions,  issuing  out  of  the  said 
premises,  and  payable  yearly,  at  Martinmas,  to  Henry  Dickonson,  Thomas 
Jackson,  John  Buerdsell  the  elder,  and  John  Buerdsell  the  younger,  and  their 
heirs,  to  whom  he  devised  the  said  annuity,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  same  to 
the  use  and  benefit  of  such  a schoolmaster  inhabiting  and  teaching  in  Blackley, 
sa  by  them  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  from  time  to  time  be  elected. 
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And  he  directed  that  whenever  there  should  be  but  two  trustees  living,  or 
sooner,  if  they  should  think  fit,  the  survivors  should  elect  so  many  other  per- 
sons inhabiting  in  Blackley,  whereof  the  said  Lichford  Flitcroft,  and  his  heirs, 
or  the  occupiers  of  his  capital  messuage  in  Blackley,  wherein  he  then  lived, 
should  be  one,  and  that  they  should  do  all  acts  and  things  for  the  establishing 
the  good  management  of  the  said  trusts  as  they  should  think  fit. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  deed,  without  any 
assignment  of  the  rent  of  5 /. ; but  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  3d  December 
I78 1,  Abraham  Taylor,  the  cousin  and  heir  at  Law  of  James  Buerdsell  then 
deceased,  who  was  the  only  son  and  heir  at  law  of  John  Buerdsell  the  younger, 
the  surviving  trustee  nominated  in  the  Will  of  the  said  Robert  Lichford,  to  the 
intent  and  purpose  that  the  said  trust  might  be  perpetuated,  and  the  said 
annuity  from  time  to  time  employed  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said 
will,  granted  bargained  and  sold  the  said  annuity,  or  clear  yearly  rent  of  51. 
issuing  out  of  the  said  tenement,  called  Coopers  tenement  to  George  Johnson, 
John  Hulton,  Thomas  Braddock,  Thomas  Bayley,  James  Travis,  Joseph  Lyon, 
Joseph  Johnson,  Samuel  Taylor,  Thomas  Travis  the  younger,  William  Jackson, 
and  Edward  Hyde,  all  of  Blackley,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  said 
will. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Allsop,  the  owner  of  a small  farm  in 
the  township  called  Coopers,  to  James  Hall  the  chapel-clerk,  who  keeps  a 
school  upon  his  own  premises,  and  was  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  receive  this 
payment.  No  children  are  taught  free  on  account  of  this  benefaction. 

Chetham’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  28  th  September  1G25,  between  Adam  Chet  ham 
of  the  one  part,  and  Ralph  Assheton,  esq.  Humphrey  Booth,  and  six  others,  of 
the  other  part,  the  said  Adam  Chetham,  for  the  better  maintenance  of  a minister 
to  preach  in  Blackley  chapel,  and  for  the  better  relief  and  provision  for  the  poor 
inhabiting  within  Blackley,  granted  and  assigned  to  the  said  Ralph  Assheton 
and  others,  and  their  assigns,  a messuage  or  dwelling-house,  and  a barn  and  three 
several  closes,  called  the  Barn  Meadow,  the  Slack  Field,  and  the  Little  Meadow, 
containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  in  Blackley,  (all  which  premises  were 
demised  to  the  said  Adam  Chetham,  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  May, 
then  last,  for  the  term  of  999  years,  from  the  day  of  the  date  thereof,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  4s.  (id.)  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  then  unexpired,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  4 s.  6d.  to  the  use  of  the  said  Adam 
Chetham  for  life,  and  after  his  decease  on  trust,  that  the  yearly  rents  of  the  said 
premises,  all  reasonable  charges  being  deducted,  should  be  faithfully  and  wholly 
disposed  of,  distributed,  and  employed  in  manner  following,  viz.  one  third  part 
thereof  towards  the  better  maintenance  of  a preacher  at  Blackley  chapel,  and 
the  other  two  third  parts  towards  the  better  succour,  aid,  and  relief  of  such  poor 
aged,  needy,  and  impotent  people,  as  for  the  time  being  should  inhabit  01 
dwell  within  the  said  township  of  Blackley,  and  by  the  judgments  and  good 
discretions  of  the  two  constables  and  chapel-reeves  for  the  time  being  should 
be  deemed  to  have  need  or  want  thereof,  in  such  sort,  manner,  and  form,  and 
at  such  times,  as  the  said  constables  and  chapel-reeves  should  think  fit ; and 
is  was  provided  that  whenever  any  six  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead, 
the  two  survivors  should  within  six  months  afterwards  convey  the  said  premises 
to  six  or  eight  other  substantial  and  discreet  persons  as  should  be  in  that  behalf 
thought  fit,  upon  the  like  trusts;  and  it  was  further  provided,  that  the  trustees 
for  the  time  being,  with  such  the  constables  and  chapelwardcns  as  should  have 
received  or  distributed  any  of  the  rent,  should,  after  the  death  of  the  said  Adam 
Chetham,  yearly,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  in  the  presence  of  so  many  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  said  township  as  would  vouchsafe  to  be  thereat,  make  and 
yield  up  in  Blackley  chapel  a just  and  true  account  of  all  such  sums  of  money 
as  they  should  have  received  and  disbursed. 

Bv  Indenture,  bearing  date  2d  June  1815,  Robert  Scholes,  the  then  surviv- 
ing trustee  granted  and  assigned  the  said  premises  to  John  Hulton,  Thomas 
Scholes,  Thomas  Travis,  Roger  Barnes,  James  Ogden,  Joseph  Travis,  and 
M illiam  Kay,  all  of  Blackley,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  999  years, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  4 s.  6d.  upon  the  trusts  declared  in 
the  above  abstracted  indenture. 
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The  property  above  mentioned  consists  of  about  four  acres  of  land  of  seven  Blackley, 
yards  to  the  perch.  Upon  part  of  it  a poor-house  has  been  erected  for  the  use  — — 

of  the  township,  and  the  residue  is  held  under  a long  lease,  the  particulars  of  clietIiam!s  Chanty, 
which  are  stated  below.  ' contmmd.  , 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  December  1799,  John  Hulton  and  three 
others,  the  then  trustees,  demised  to  the  Rev.  John  Griffith,  of  Manchester, 
the  three  closes  commonly  called  the  Poors  Land,  in  the  township  of  Blackley, 
containing  (with  the  excepted  plot  thereinafter  mentioned)  four  acres  Lanca- 
shire measure,  or  thereabouts,  and  three  cottages  or  bays  of  building  lately 
erected  by  the  said  John  Griffith  on  part  of  the  said  closes,  with  the  appurten- 
ances (excepting  the  building  or  house  called  and  used  as  a poor-house  for  the 
township  of  Blackley,  and  a plot  of  land  at  the  back  of  the  same,  containing 
with  the  site  of  the  said  poor-house,  20  perches,  Lancashire  measure),  and 
reserving  all  mines,  timber,  &c.  for  the  term  of  93  years,  from  the  day  of  the 
date  thereof  at  the  yearly  rent  of  21  /.  with  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee 
to  keep  the  said  cottages  in  good  and  tenantable  repair. 

By  Indenture  of  Lease,  bearing  date  27th  April  1816,  reciting  the  lease 
above  abstracted,  and  an  indenture,  bearing  date  1st  November  180.5,  whereby 
the  said  John  Griffith  had  assigned  the  said  demised  premises  to  Samuel  Taylor, 
for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  93  years  ; and  further  reciting,  that  soon 
after  such  assignment,  in  consideration  of  the  then  trustees  agreeing  to  prolong 
the  term  of  93  years,  for  the  further  term  of  21  years,  to  commence  from  the 
expiration  of  such  lease ; and  also  in  consideration  of  the  said  trustees  relin- 
quishing to  the  said  Samuel  Taylor  a part  of  the  said  excepted  land  containing 
500  square  yards  or  thereabouts,  which  had  since  been  enjoyed  by  the  said 
Samuel  Taylor,  as  a way  or  road  to  the  said  demised  premises,  the  said  Samuel 
Taylor  erected  at  his  own  expense  six  new  cottages,  and  made  other  improve- 
ments to  the  closes;  John  Hulton  and  six  others  the  then  trustees,  for  the  con- 
siderations aforesaid,  demised  to  the  said  Samuel  Taylor  the  premises  comprised 
in  the  before-recited  indenture  of  lease,  and  also  the  said  plot  of  land  contain- 
ing 500  square  yards,  to  hold  the  latter  from  the  25th  December  then  last,  for 
the  term  of  98  years,  and  to  hold  the  rest  of  the  said  demised  premises  for  the 
term  of  21  years  from  the  25th  December  1892,  when  the  said  recited  lease 
would  expire,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  21 /.  and  subject  to  the  conditions  con- 
tained in  the  said  recited  lease. 


With  respect  to  the  extension  of  the  original  term,  we  are  informed  by  the 
incumbent  that  he  was  consulted  upon  the  occasion,  and  was  satisfied  of  the 
expediency  of  it. 

There  are  now  10  small  houses  on  the  premises  containing  two  stories  each, 
and  it  is  stated  that  they  are  substantially  built  and  in  good  repair.  The  annual 
value  of  these  houses  with  the  adjoining  land  is  estimated  at  about  60/.  the  lease 
is  now  vested  in  the  executors  of  the  said  Samuel  Taylor. 

The  site  of  the  poor-house  contains  about  500  or  600  square  yards  ; nothing 
appears  ever  to  have  been  paid  to  the  charity  in  respect  of  these  premises;  but 
we  conceive  that  a fair  rent  ought  to  be  paid  for  them  by  the  overseers,  or  that 
they  should  be  otherwise  let  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

The  rent  paid  under  the  lease  of  1816  is  received  by  one  of  the  trustees, 
and  one  third  is  paid  to  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  ; the  other  two  thirds, 
together  with  18  s.  yearly,  in  respect  of  the  charities  of  Thomas  and  John  Travis 
hereafter  mentioned,  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which  is 
distributed  by  the  trustees,  with  the  assistance  of  the  overseers  and  other 
inhabitants,  to  poor  persons  of  the  township,  on  or  about  Christmas-day,  in 
quantities  sufficient  for  shirts  and  shifts,  a preference  being  given  to  such 
persons  as  are  not  maintained  out  of  the  poor-rates. 

A small  sum  is  sometimes  applied  towards  the  expenses  of  a dinner  for  the 
trustees  on  the  day  of  distribution ; but  it  often  happens  that  there  is  no  surplus 
remaining  for  that  purpose  after  the  purchase  of  the  cloth. 

The  rent  due  at  Christmas  1825  had  not  been  paid  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry, 
February  1826,  the  trustees  having  been  referred  by  the  solicitor,  from  whom  it 
had  been  usually  received,  to  one  of  the  executors  of  Samuel  Taylor,  living 
at  Bury.

20th  December  1800,  reciting  that  Thomas  Travis , by  his  Will, 

12th  January  1721,  bequeathed  to  James  Bayley,  George  Travis,  his 
Thomas  Travis,  his  grandson,  and  Thomas  Jackson,  the  sum  of  20/.  to  be  placed 
out  at  interest  with  all  convenient  speed,  upon  some  good  security,  wherein  two 
should  be  bound  at  the  least,  besides  the  principal,  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
paid  for  the  benefit  of  poor  persons  inhabiting  in  Blackley;  and  directed  that 
whenever  two  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead  the  survivors  should  choose 
two  substantial  inhabitants  within  Blackley  to  be  co-trustees  with  them  ; and 
that  after  reciting,  that  John  Travis,  his  father,  had  left  20/.  then  in  his  hands 
to  be  placed  out,  and  one  half  of  the  interest  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  parson 
of  Blackley  chapel,  and  the  other  half  to  the  poor  inhabiting  in  Blackley,  the 
said  testator  directed  that  the  said  20/.  should  be  placed  out  in  the  same 
manner  as  his  own  legacy  of  20/.  and  reciting  several  subsequent  appointments 
of  trustees;  and  that  the  said  John  and  Edward  Hulton  were  then  the  only 
survivors,  and  were  advanced  in  years ; the  said  John  and  Edward  Hulton 
elected  and  appointed  Thomas  Travis,  junior,  Thomas  Scholes,  George  Word- 
ley,  and  another,  since  deceased,  all  inhabitants  of  Blackley,  trustees  for  the 
said  two  legacies,  with  directions  as  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  when 
there  should  be  two  only  surviving. 

The  sum  of  40/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Travis,  one  of  the  trustees 
appointed  by  the  above-abstracted  deed,  he  having  received  it  from  Thomas 
Scholes  when  he  ceased  to  reside  in  the  township,  and  he  pays  interest  for  it  at 
the  rate  of  3f  per  cent.  The  yearly  sum  of  10s.  has  hitherto  been  paid  to  the 
minister  of  the  chapel  of  Blackley,  Mr.  Travis  not  having  been  aware  that  he 
was  entitled  only  to  one  moiety  of  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  20/.  given  by 
John  Travis.

Usherwood’s  Charity. 

Margaret  Ushencood,  by  Will,  bearing  date  23d  August  1742,  and  proved 
at  Chester  on  the  2d  April  1773,  gave  to  Richard  Broome,  Nathaniel  Gee, 
Jonathan  Lowe,  and  Samuel  Bradshaw,  all  the  residue  of  her  estate  after  the 
payment  of  several  legacies,  her  debts  and  funeral  expenses,  upon  trust,  that 
they  should  put  the  same  out  at  interest,  upon  such  securities  as  they  should 
think  meet,  and  that  they  should  nominate  six  poor  children,  whose  parents 
should,  or  did  when  living,  frequent  Chorlton  Chapel,  and  more  particularly  such 
as  should  bear  the  surnames  of  Warburton  or  Williamson  ; and  should,  after 
such  choice,  provide  for  each  of  such  poor  children  a blue  gown  and  a blue 
cap,  a blue  pair  of  stockings,  a shirt,  and  a pair  of  shoes,  and  should  at  the 
end  of  two  years  next  after  such  nomination  provide  for  each  of  such  children 
such  apparel  as  was  thereinafter  mentioned  : And  that  they  should,  for  the 
term  of  four  years  next  after  such  nomination,  pay  the  school-wages  for  the 
instructing  such  poor  children  in  reading  ; and  should  at  the  end  of  such  fourth 
year  elect  such  six  other  poor  children  from  time  to  time,  to  be  clothed  and 
instructed  as  aforesaid,  and  so  from  four  years  to  four  years  : And  she  directed, 
that  if  any  such  poor  children  as  should  be  chosen  should  not  frequent  the  said 
chapel  on  every  Lord’s-day,  and  there  remain  during  Divine  Service,  in  such 
part  of  the  said  chapel  as  her  trustees  should  appoint,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  inevitable  necessity,  such  child  should  be  by  the  said  trustees 
deprived  of  any  benefit  by  her  intended,  both  with  respect  to  apparel  and 
learning : And  she  directed,  that  if  the  residue  of  her  estate  should  prove 
insufficient  to  provide  for  six  poor  children  as  aforesaid,  the  trustees  should 
only  nominate  so  many  poor  children  as  might  by  the  yearly  interest  be  clothed 
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and  instructed : And  she  further  directed,  that  upon  the  death  of  any  two 
trustees  the  survivors  should  take  to  them  two  such  other  persons  inhabiting 
within  Chorlton  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  join  with  them  in  the  execution  of 
the  trusts,  and  so  from  time  to  time  ; and  she  appointed  the  said  trustees 
executors  of  her  will. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  appointment  of  trustees  has  taken  place  by  deed 
since  the  death  of  the  testatrix,  but  whenever  the  trustees  have  been  reduced 
by  death  to  two,  the  survivors  have  elected  two  other  inhabitants  of  Chorlton. 

The  trustees  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  were  Edward  Mason,  James  Gresty 
and  Thomas  Taylor ; but  it  was  proposed  to  make  a new  appointment,  James 
Gresty  being  85  years  of  age,  and  Thomas  Taylor  having  never  acted  in  the 
management  of  the  trust,  and  being  anxious  to  be  discharged. 

The  sum  of  ICO/,  supposed  to  have  been  the  produce  of  the  above-men- 
tioned bequest,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Robert  Fielden,  esq.  as  the  personal 
representative  of  Frances  Bayley,  widow,  who  died  in  1818,  and  is  secured  by 
a bond  dated  13th  July,  1809,  given  by  the  said  Frances  Bayley  to  Edward 
Mason,  James  Gresty,  and  Thomas  Taylor,  for  160/.  with  lawful  interest,  pay- 
able to  the  above-named  trustees  or  their  successors,  legally  appointed  to  act 
as  trustees. 

This  interest  of  8/.  has  been  paid  to  the  trustees  by  Mr.  Fielden  since  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Bayley. 

Out  of  this  income  the  trustees  pay  for  the  instruction  of  six  poor  children 
of  the  township  of  Chorlton,  the  boys  being  taught  reading  and  writing,  and 
the  girls  reading  and  sewing.  Previously  to  the  year  18 17,  two  of  these 
children  were  clothed,  a preference  being  given  to  those  who  bore  the  name 
of  Warburton  or  Williamson  ; but  in  consequence  of  an  increase  which  took 
place  in  the  charge  for  schooling  and  books,  and  one  of  the  trustees  who  acted 
as  treasurer  having  become  in  advance  to  the  charity,  it  was  thought  advisable 
to  discontinue  the  clothing.  In  1824,  the  state  of  the  funds  being  such  as  to 
admit  of  that  expense,  two  children  were  clothed  as  formerly.  No  clothing 
was  allowed  in  1825  ; but  on  making  up  the  accounts  to  September  in  that 
year  there  was  a balance  of  2/.  65.  2 d.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Edward  Mason, 
who  keeps  the  accounts. 

The  parents  of  the  children  are  directed  by  the  trustees  to  take  care  that 
they  attend  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  at  Chorlton  chapel,  and  seats  at  the 
altar  are  appointed  for  them.

School  Cottages.  Crumpsall. 

There  are  three  cottages  in  the  township  of  Crumpsall,  situate  near  White  School  Cottages 
Smithy  toll-gate,  which  are  stated  to  have  been  built  about  the  year  1785,  at  the 
expense  of  Mr.  John  Bowker  and  Mr.  John  Taylor  of  Crumpsall,  both  of  whom 
are  now  dead.  The  land  upon  which  these  buildings  were  erected  forms  part 
of  certain  premises  then  held  by  Mr.  Taylor  on  an  under-lease  for  lives,  granted 
by  T.  W.  Coke,  esq.  of  Holkham,  and  now  held  by  John  Taylor,  of  Oldham, 
the  grandson  of  John  Taylor  above  mentioned,  under  Lord  Wilton,  the  lease 
above  mentioned  being  still  subsisting. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  deed  was  ever  executed  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  intentions  of  the  persons  who  erected  these  buildings ; but  it 
is  expected  that  some  arrangement  will  soon  be  made  for  this  purpose  with 
Lord  Wilton,  and  Mr.  Taylor  the  present  lessee. 

The  buildings  were  erected  for  the  purposes  of  a school,  and  until  the  year 
1818  they  were  used  partly  as  school-rooms,  and  partly  as  a residence  for 
a schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress. 

In  1818,  an  agreement  was  made  by  John  Bowker,  esq.  of  Prestwich,  the 
nephew  of  the  above-named  John  Bowker,  and  Mr.  John  Taylor,  the  grandson, 
who  have  been  considered  as  trustees  of  these  premises,  with  the  managers  of 
a school  called  St.  Marks,  which  had  been  erected  in  the  adjoining  township  of 
Broughton  by  subscription,  on  a piece  of  land  given  and  conveyed  to  trustees 
by  Mr.  James  Scholes,  that  the  buildings  above  mentioned  should  be  converted 
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into  cottages,  and  that  a certain  number  of  children  of  Crumpsall  should  he  sent 
by  tlie  trustees  to  St.  Mark’s  school,  and  that  a part  of  the  rents  of  the  cottages 
should  be  paid  for  their  instruction. 

The  cottages  are  now  let  to  three  yearly  tenants,  at  the  rents  of  9/.  7/.  and 
61.  per  annum,  making  in  the  whole  22/.  out  of  which  13/.  yearly  has  been  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  St.  Mark’s  school  (which  is  otherwise  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions)  for  teaching  a certain  number  of  children,  who  are  selected,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Bowkcr  and  Mr.  Taylor,  by  some  gentlemen  in  the  neighbour- 
hood. The  boys  thus  selected  are  instructed  in  reading,  and  the  girls  in  reading 
and  sewing. 

Out  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  the  expense  of  converting  the  buildings  into 
cottages  has  been  paid  ; and  at  Christmas  1825,  there  being  a surplus  in  hand, 
Mr.  BowkerandMr.  Taylor  distributed  about  14/.  thereout  in  clothing  amongst 
poor  persons  of  Crumpsall.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  remained  a balance 
of  22/.  0^.  If/,  out  of  which  61.  105.  would  become  due  to  the  schoolmaster  on 
the  25th  of  June. 

CHAPELRY  OF  DIDSBURY. 

School. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Didsbury  a school,  to  the  benefit  of  which  the 
inhabitants  of  the  four  townships  constituting  the  chapelry  are  considered  as 
being  entitled.  The  building  used  for  the  purposes  of  this  school  consists  of 
two  rooms,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  erected  many  years  ago  by  subscrip- 
tion, upon  a plot  of  land  which  formed  part  of  the  waste  of  the  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Withington. 

This  plot  of  land  contains  about  97f>  square  yards,  such  portion  thereof  as  is 
unoccupied  by  the  building  being  used  partly  as  a garden  for  the  master,  and 
partly  as  a play-ground.  A chief-rent  of  35.  per  annum  was  formerly  paid  in 
respect  of  these  premises  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Withington,  and  is  now 
payable  to  Robert  Fielden,  esq.  who  purchased  that  rent  of  the  lord  of  the  said 
manor,  together  with  other  property  in  Didsbury. 

The  school  is  in  a good  state  of  repair,  the  expenses  thereof  having  been 
usually  provided  for  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
chapelry. 

The  principal  part  of  the  master’s  income  is  derived  from  the  charity  of 
Sir  E.  Mosley,  bart.,  and  therefore,  although  it  is  not  expressly  limited  to 
the  master  of  this  school,  it  will  be  more  convenient  to  state  the  particulars 
of  that  charity  before  we  proceed  to  give  any  further  account  of  the  school 
itself. 

Charity  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  hart. — By  Indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing 
date  30th  December  1G85,  between  Edward  Mosley  of  the  one  part,  and 
John  Rudd  and  Thomas  Blomiley  alias  Bankes,  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
Edward  Mosley,  in  performance  of  the  Will  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  bart., 
conveyed  to  the  said  John  Rudd  and  Thomas  Blomiley,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  several  closes  called  the  Broom  Field,  the  Car  Meadow,  and  the 
Water  Field,  with  their  appurtenances,  lying  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
Mersey,  in  the  township  of  Didsbury,  in  the  manor  of  Withington,  containing 
by  estimation  four  acres,  to  the  intent  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should 
permit  the  profits  thereof  to  be  employed  for  the  maintenance  of  a school- 
master at  Didsbury  for  ever,  so  as  the  said  schoolmaster  should  be  such  as 
should  be  approved  of,  and  come  in  there  by  the  consent  and  good  liking  of 
the  said  Edward  Mosley,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  lords  of  the  manor  of  Wi- 
thington aforesaid,  paying  to  the  said  Edward  Mosley  and  his  heirs  a pepper- 
corn yearly. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent  conveyance  has  been  made  of  the 
above  mentioned  premises,  or  that  new  trustees  have  ever  been  appointed ; 
and  it  is  stated  that  the  legal  estate  is  now  vested  in  John  Rudd,  of  Didsbury, 
as  the  great  grandson  and  heir  of  John  Rudd  who  is  mentioned  in  the  deed,  he 
having  survived  his  co-trustee  Thomas  Blomiley, 

The  premises  described  in  the  deed  as  three  closes  now  form  one  meadow, 
and  contain  about  four  acres,  customary  measure,  of  seven  yards  to  the  perch. 

The  land  has  been  for  many  years  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  master 
of  the  above-mentioned  school  for  the  time  being,  and  has  been  occupied  or 
let  by  him  according  to  his  own  discretion,  for  the  year  ending  at  Christ- 
mas 1825  it  was  let  to  John  Hampson  at  the  rent  of  37/.,  the  same  tenant 

having 
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having  held  it  the  three  preceding  years  at  40/.  per  annum,  at  which  rent  he 
took  it  at  Christmas  1821  from  the  late  schoolmaster,  who  died  shortly  after- 
wards. From  Christmas  1825  up  to  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (February  1826) 
this  meadow  had  remained  untenanted,  but  it  was  intended  that  it  should  be 
let  with  the  grass  standing  in  the  month  of  June  ensuing.  It  is  stated  that  the 
rent  paid  by  the  late  tenant  was  much  more  than  the  land  is  worth,  and  that 
32/.  is  its  full  annual  value. 

The  rent  of  these  premises  has  been  received  since  the  death  of  the  late 
schoolmaster  by  his  son,  who  has  been  permitted  to  officiate  in  the  school  under 
the  circumstances  hereafter  mentioned. 

The  same  person  has  also  received  the  benefit  of  other  charities  given  for 
the  support  of  a schoolmaster,  viz.,  4 /.  from  the  charity  of  Sir  Edward  Mos- 
ley, knt.,  1 /.  from  Chorlton’s,  and  1 /.  from  Hampson’s  charity,  the  particulars 
of  which  will  severally  be  given  hereafter. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  40  children,  boys  and  girls,  in  the 
school,  who  were  taught  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  It  has  not  been  the 
custom  for  any  children  to  be  taught  free,  and  the  charge  now  made  is  3 s. 
a quarter. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  charity  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley  is  limited  to  such 
schoolmaster  at  Didsbury  as  should  be  approved  of,  and  come  in  there  by  the 
consent  and  good  liking  of  Edward  Mosley,  party  to  the  deed  of  1685,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  lords  of  the  manor  of  Withington.  The  appointment  of  the 
master  to  the  Didsbury  school  is  claimed  by  Robert  Fielden,  esq.  who  is  the 
principal  landowner  there,  and  he  states  that  he  and  his  family  have  always 
exercised  that  right ; that  the  three  last  masters  have  been  appointed  by  them, 
but  that  the  last  appointment,  which  was  made  by  himself  and  two  of  his  aunts, 
was  submitted  to  Wilbraham  Egerton,  esq.  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Withington, 
for  his  approbation.  Under  these  circumstances,  in  the  absence  of  all  docu- 
mentary evidence,  it  seems  that  Mr.  Fielden  is  entitled  to  the  appointment  of 
the  master  to  teach  in  the  school  above  mentioned ; but  that,  as  the  charity 
of  Sir  Edward  Mosley  is  expressly  limited  to  such  schoolmaster  as  shall  come 
in  with  the  consent  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Withington,  his  approbation 
is  necessary  to  entitle  the  master  so  appointed  to  the  benefit  of  that  charity  : 
Mr.  Fielden  has  declined  making  any  appointment  since  the  death  of  the  late 
schoolmaster,  being  anxious  that  when  these  charities  should  fall  under  our 
inquiry  some  means  might  be  suggested  for  the  appointment  of  trustees,  in 
whom  the  management  of  the  school  and  a control  over  the  master  should  be 
vested.  It  appears  very  desirable  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  this  purpose  ; 
and  we  apprehend  that  with  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry 
trustees  might  be  appointed  for  the  school,  independent  of  the  charity  of  Sir 
Edward  Mosley ; and  that,  with  respect  to  Sir  Edward  Mosley’s  charity, 
Mr.  Rudd,  in  whom  it  is  represented  the  legal  estate  is  now  vested,  and 
who  is  ready  to  act  in  any  way  that  may  be  suggested  for  the  benefit  of  the 
charity,  might  convey  the  premises  to  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  as 
trustees,  in  order  that  they  may  take  upon  themselves  the  management  and 
letting  of  the  property,  and  pay  the  produce  thereof  to  such  schoolmaster  as  is 
directed  by  the  deed  of  1685. 


Charity  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  knight. 

Sir  Edward  Mosley , knight,  by  Will,  bearing  date  24th  May  1695,  as  appears 
from  a recital  contained  in  an  Indenture,  bearing  date  25th  January  1753, 
charged  his  manors  of  Withington  and  Heaton  Norris,  in  the  county  of  Lan- 
caster, with  the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
church  of  Didsbury,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Withington  and  Heaton  Norris ; 
and  also  with  the  payment  of  the  like  sum  of  4/.  yearly  to  a schoolmaster  of 
Didsbury,  until  some  lands  of  the  like  value  were  settled  upon  them  for  ever. 

The  indenture  from  which  the  above  abstract  is  taken,  and  which  was  pro- 
duced to  us  by  Robert  Fielden,  esq.  was  made  between  William  Fenwick,  esq. 
a mortgagee  in  fee  of  the  premises  therein  mentioned,  of  the  first  part,  Sir  John 
Bland,  bart.  of  the  second  part,  and  Richard  Broome  and  William  Broome  of 
the  third  part ; whereby,  after  reciting  the  above-mentioned  devises,  and  that 
the  said  Sir  John  Bland  was  desirous  of  vesting  the  premises  thereinafter  men- 
tioned in  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  indem- 
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Didsbury.  nily  the  said  manors  from  the  payment  of  the  said  two  yearly  sums ; the  said 

— William  Fenwick,  at  the  request  of  the  said  Sir  John  Bland,  granted  to  the  said 

Sir  EhAJosle  ^ Kt  Richard  and  William  Broome,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement  and  farm, 

1 continued.  with  the  lands  and  grounds  thereto  belonging,  in  the  parish  of  Manchester, 

v -C- x then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  John  Shuttleworth,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  144 

to  the  intent  that  they  should  stand  seised  thereof  as  trustees  for  the  indemnifi- 
cation of  the  said  manors  against  the  said  yearly  sums,  provided,  that  until 
default  should  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  sums  the  said  parties 
of  the  third  part  should  permit  the  said  Sir  John  Bland  and  his  heirs  to  receive 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises. 

Whether  this  deed  was  ever  revoked  or  not  does  not  appear,  but  the  two 
annual  sums  of  4 4 are  now  paid  by  Robert  Fielden,  esq.  in  respect  of  such 
parts  of  his  estate  as  were  formerly  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Withington.  One 
of  these  sums  is  paid  by  Mr.  Fielden  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Didsbury  school, 
as  already  mentioned ; the  other  sum  of  44  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Didsbury  for  the  time  being,  by  whom  it  is  distributed  amongst  poor  persons 
not  receiving  relief  in  the  five  following  townships,  every  year  in  rotation, 
viz.,  in  Didsbury,  Withington,  Burnage,  Heaton  Norris,  and  Chorlton  with 
Hardy,  all  of  which  townships  are  within  the  manors  of  Withington  and  Heaton 
Norris,  the  three  first  mentioned  being  in  the  chapelry  of  Didsbury. 

There  are  four  other  townships  in  the  manor  of  Withington,  namely,  Moss 
Side,  Rushulme,  Denton  with  Haughton,  and  Levenshulme,  and  it  does  not 
appear  upon  what  principle,  as  the  distribution  is  extended  beyond  the  town- 
ships of  Withington  and  Heaton  Norris  ; the  other  townships  within  the  manor 
of  Withington  are  excluded. 


Chorlton’s  Charity. 

, Thomas  Chorlton , by  Will,  bearing  date  27th  May  1728,  charged  all  his 

ChortonbC  anty.  lliessuagegj  lands  and  premises  wherein  he  dwelt  at  Grundy  Hill,  with  the 
payment  of  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  5 4 to  commence  from  the  death  of  the 
survivor  of  his  wile,  or  sister  Mary,  to  the  following  uses,  viz.  44  part  thereof, 
to  the  chaplewardens  of  Didsbury  for  the  time  being  for  ever,  to  be  by  them 
laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  given  weekly  in  Didsbury  chapel  on  Sunday,  to  the 
most  poor  and  indigent  people,  living  in  and  belonging  to  the  townships  of 
Heaton  Norris,  Didsbury,  Withington  and  Burnage,  such  as  should  come  fre- 
quently to  hear  Divine  Service  at  the  said  chapel,  and  the  sum  of  20s.  residue 
of  the  said  sum  of  5 4 to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of  the  school- 
house  at  Barlowmoor-end. 

Mr.  John  Thorniley,  as  the  proprietor  of  an  estate  called  Grundy  Hill,  in  the 
township  of  Heaton  Norris,  pays  44  per  annum  to  the  chapel  wardens,  which 
sum,  with  the  produce  of  Boardman’s  charity  hereafter  mentioned,  is  by  them 
laid  out  in  bread,  a portion  of  which  is  distributed  on  every  Sunday  to  such 
poor  persons  of  the  four  townships,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  testator,  as 
attend  Divine  Service  at  Didsbury  chapel. 

The  remaining  1 4 is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Didsbury  school  as  already 
mentioned. 

Boardman’s  Charity. 

Boartlman’s  Sergeant  Boardman , by  Will,  bearing  date  4th  March  I7GS,  gave  to  Edward 
Chanty.  Place,  James  Greatrix,  and  his  wife  Dorothy  Boardman,  504  011  trust,  that  they 
should  invest  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  a yearly  rentcharge,  or  of  Bank 
stock,  and  thereupon  settle  the  said  rentcharge,  or  the  said  stock,  to  the  use  of 
the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of  the  ancient  chapel  of  Didsbury  in  the 
parish  of  Manchester,  called  Didsbury  church,  for  the  time  being,  the  annual 
produce  thereof  to  be  by  them  laid  out  and  given  in  bread  in  Didsbury  chapel 
on  every  Sunday,  to  such  of  the  most  poor  and  indigent  people  living  in  and 
belonging  to  the  several  townships  of  Didsbury,  Withington,  Heaton  Norris 
and  Burnage,  such  as  should  come  frequently  to  hear  Divine  Service  at  Dids- 
bury chapel,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit. 

The  above  sum  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  1024  ID.  2 d.  stock,  in  the 
three  per  cent,  consols,  now  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  J.  Newton. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  34  1 s.  6d.  per  annum,  are  received  by  Messrs.

other  part ; It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  100/.  (being  the  sum  given 
by  dame  Ann  Bland,  to  be  placed  at  interest,  or  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
land,  the  yearly  produce  thereof  to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  poor  house- 
keepers within  the  townships  of  Withington,  Didsbury,  Chorlton,  Burnage, 
and  Heaton  Norris),  and  also  of  the  sum  of  100/.  (being  a legacy  bequeathed  by 
the  Will  of  Thomas  Linney,  to  be  invested  in  parliamentary  funds,  or  other 
securities,  and  the  produce  thereof  paid  from  time  to  time  amongst  such  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Didsbury  as  were  thereinafter  particularly  described),  the  said 
William  Broome  granted  to  the  said  William  Twyford,  and  others,  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  of  meadow  land,  situate  in  Didsbury,  called 
Twyford’s  Wharth,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  of  seven  yards  to  the 
perch,  bounded  as  therein  described,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  receive  the 
clear  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  apply  the  same  as  follows,  viz.  one  moiety 
thereof  amongst  such  poor  housekeepers  belonging  to  or  residing  within  the 
said  several  townships  alternately,  as  should  not  be  under  the  common  relief  of 
alms,  and  who,  by  sickness  or  any  other  indisposition  or  accident,  or  age,  or  a 
numerous  family,  should  be  deemed  by  t(ie  said  trustees  most  proper  objects  to 
receive  the  same,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  Dame  Ann  Bland,  and 
the  other  moiety  to  the  said  William  Twyford,  clerk,  and  the  said  James 
Goulden,  and  William  Watson,  minister,  and  churchwardens  of  the  chapel  of 
Didsbury,  and  their  successors,  upon  trust  to  be  by  them  applied  yearly  amongst 
such  poor  of  Didsbury  aforesaid,  as  should  not  be  under  the  common  relief  of 
alms,  and  who  by  sickness,  accident,  age,  or  a numerous  family,  should  be 
deemed  by  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  and  their  successors  to  be  the 
most  proper  objects  to  receive  the  same,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas 
Linney,  with  a power  to  the  survivors  of  appointing  new  trustees,  when  their 
number  should  be  reduced  to  three. 

The  trustees  mentioned  in  the  above  abstracted,  deed,  of  whom  Richard 
Watson  was  the  survivor,  being  all  dead,  the  churchwardens  have  had  the 
management  of  this  charity. 

The  close,  containing  about  two  acres  customary  measure,  is  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Joseph  Reddish,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  13/.  which  is  considered 
to  be  its  fair  value. 

The  rent  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  who  dispose  of  the  same  usually  in 
the  purchase  of  clothing  or  blankets,  which  they  distribute  in  the  course  of  the 
winter  amongst  poor  householders  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  The  distribu- 
tion of  one  moiety  is  confined  to  the  township  of  Didsbury,  the  other  moiety  is 
disposed  of  in  the  townships  of  Didsbury,  Withington,  Burnage,  Chorlton  and 
Heaton  Norris,  every  year  in  rotation. 

Hampson’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  17th  August  1811,  between  Mary  Broome,  rr  .p,  . 
widow  of  William  Broome,  the  surviving  executor  of  William  Broome,  who  an 

was  the  surviving  executor  of  Edward  Hampson,  deceased,  of  the  one  part, 
and  Robert  Fielden,  esq.  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Eduard  Hampson,  by 
Will,  dated  24th  February  17-56,  directed  his  executors  to  keep  out  at  interest 
the  sum  of  400/.  and  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  to  his  wife  during  her  widow- 
hood ; but  in  case  she  should  marry,  to  pay  to  her  the  yearly  sum  of  5l.  only, 
and  the  surplus  to  certain  legatees  therein  named ; and  that  after  the  decease 
of  his  said  wife  he  thereby  gave  certain  legacies,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said  sum 
of  400/.  and  the  residue  thereof  to  his  executors,  to  be  applied  to  the  several 
uses  mentioned  in  a paper  to  his  will  annexed  : And  further  reciting,  that  by  the 
paper  annexed  to  the  said  will,  and  dated  the  same  day,  the  said  testator  directed 
that  his  executors  should  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  said  sum  of  400/.  either 
in  the  purchase  of  lands,  or  otherwise,  as  to  them  should  seem  meet,  the  income 
thereof  to  be  applied  as  follows  : to  wit,  To  the  preaching  minister  at  Didsbury 
1 /. ; to  the  schoolmaster  of  Didsbury  1 /.  ; to  the  singers  at  Didsbury  chapel  1 /. ; 
and  the  remainder  to  such  further  uses  as  his  said  executors  should  think  fit.  And

further  reciting,  that  the  said  residue  amounted  to  100/.  and  no  more,  and  that 
the  said  sum  of  100/.  had  come  to  the  hands  of  the  said  Mary  Broome,  and  that 
she  was  desirous  to  pay  such  sum  for  the  uses  aforesaid  to  the  said  Robert 
Fielden,  who  had  agreed  to  take  the  same ; the  said  Robert  Fielden,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  said  sum  of  100/.  paid  to  him  by  the  said  Mary  Broome,  cove- 
nanted for  himself,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  to  dispose  of 
the  said  sum  according  to  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Edward 
Hampson,  and  also  to  indemnify  the  said  Mary  Broome  from  the  payment  of 
the  said  sum,  or  the  interest  thereof. 

The  deed,  of  which  the  above  is  an  abstract,  is  in  the  possession  of  Robert 
Fielden,  esq.  in  whose  hands  the  sum  of  100/.  still  remains.  But  as  this  deed 
is  the  only  security  given  for  the  money,  we  suggested  to  him  the  propriety  of 
at  least  giving  a copy  thereof  to  the  officers  of  the  township,  with  an  acknow- 
ledgment that  the  original  was  in  his  custody. 

For  the  sum  of  100/.  Mr.  Fielden  has  hitherto  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  five 
per  cent ; he  stated,  however,  that  it  was  his  intention  to  place  the  money  out 
as  soon  as  an  opportunity  should  occur. 

The  three  several  yearly  sums  of  1 /.  are  paid  as  directed  by  the  testator,  and 
Mr.  Fielden  states  that  he  has  distributed  2/,  annually  at  Christmas,  with  other 
money  from  his  own  private  funds,  principally  in  clothing  amongst  poor  persons 
within  the  chapelry  of  Didsbury.  It  seems  desirable  that  an  account  should 
be  kept  of  the  distribution  to  the  poor,  distinct  from  the  money  disposed  of  by 
Mr.  Fielden  from  his  private  funds. 


There  is  a Sunday-school  in  this  chapelry,  to  which  Robert  Parker,  esq.  left 
a legacy  of  200/.  but  it  is  principally  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  GORTON. 

School. 

Gorton.  By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  25th  December  1812, 

enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  16th  August  1813,  between  Robert  Rider 

School.  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  James  Gatliff,  minister  of  the  chapel  of  Gorton, 
and  eight  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  a school-house  had  some  time 
time  ago  been  erected  on  the  plot  of  land  in  Gorton  thereinafter  mentioned,  for 
the  purpose  of  instructing  youth  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  together 
witli  a dwelling-house  for  the  residence  and  use  of  the  master  of  the  school,  to 
which  a garden  had  been  attached,  which  said  school-house,  dwelling-house, 
and  an  out-building  adjoining  thereto,  were  erected  at  the  expense  of  several 
charitable  persons  residing  in  and  near  to  the  township  of  Gorton,  with  the 
consent  of  Thomas  Gorton  the  then  owner  of  the  said  plot,  under  the  conditions 
thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part  had  also  severally  contributed  towards  the  support  of  the  said  school,  and 
that  the  said  plot,  school-house,  and  buildings,  had  never  been  vested  in  any 
person  to  carry  the  objects  of  the  said  school  fully  into  effect ; and  that  the  said 
Robert  Rider  the  elder,  who  was  seised  of  the  fee  of  the  said  plot,  school -house, 
dwelling-house,  garden,  and  appurtenances,  had  voluntarily  proposed  to  grant 
the  same  upon  the  trusts  thereafter  mentioned,  the  said  Robert  Rider,  in  con- 
sideration of  5 s.  and  also  in  consideration  of  22/.  10  s.  paid  to  him  towards  the 
expense  of  carrying  the  objects  of  the  said  school  into  effect,  granted  to  the 
said  James  Gatliff  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a plot  of  land  situate  in  Gorton, 
forming  the  site  of  the  said  school,  dwelling-house,  out-building,  school-yard, 
and  garden,  as  described  in  a plan  laid  down  in  the  margin  of  the  said 
deed,  containing  in  the  whole  47 3 square  yards,  and  the  buildings  thereon 
erected,  the  said  Robert  Rider  reserving  to  himself  and  his  heirs  the  liberty 
of  erecting  at  any  time  thereafter  any  house,  wall,  or  other  buildings,  on 
any  part  of  Bertenshaw  Croft  adjoining  to  the  plot  of  land  thereby  con- 
veyed, upon  trust,  that  they  should  from  time  to  time  appoint  some  able 
and  tit  person  of  the  established  church  to  be  master  of  the  said  school, 
and  should  let  to  such  master  the  said  school-house  and  premises,  wherein 
he  should  instruct  children  in  the  principles  of  the  established  church,  in 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  within  the  usual  hours,  and  for  the  same 
prices  as  should  be  given  at  other  pumic  schools,  in  the  parish  of  Manchester, 
or  as  near  thereto  as  might  be,  the  said  trustees  having  the  liberty  out  of  the 
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usual  school-hours  of  using  the  said  school-house  for  any  lawful  meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  township  of  Gorton,  relating  to  any  public  business 
thereof,  as  they  should  think  proper ; and  it  was  provided,  that  in  case  the  said 
school-house  was  used  as  a school  on  the  Sabbath-day,  the  children  attendin'’' 
such  school  on  that  day  should  be  educated  in  the  principles  of  the  established 
church and  that  the  said  master  to  whom  the  said  premises  should  be  let 
should  be  required  by  the  trustees,  at  his  own  expense,  to  keep  the  said  build- 
ings and  premises  in  repair  during  the  time  he  should  continue  master  of  the 
said  school ; and  in  case  such  schoolmaster  should  refuse  or  neglect  regularly  to 
officiate  as  schoolmaster  at  the  said  school  in  the  principles  of  the  established 
church,  or  should  by  intemperance,  negligence,  or  irregularity  of  conduct,  be, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  unlit  for  the  situation  of 
schoolmaster,  or  should  neglect  to  keep  the  said  premises  in  repair,  or  refuse 
to  pay  the  said  rent,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  to  give  him  three 
months  notice  in  writing,  and  at  the  expiration  thereof  to  eject  him,  and  to 
suffer  such  other  proper  person,  a member  of  the  established  church,  as  should 
be  nominated  by  the  trustees,  to  teach  at  the  school-house,  and  to  hold  the  said 
premises,  but  subject  to  the  like  conditions,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  often 
as  there  should  be  a vacancy  by  death  or  removal  of  any  schoolmaster.  And  it 
was  provided,  that  so  often  as  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  three, 
the  survivors  should  by  deed  convey  the  said  premises  to  such  substantial  and 
discreet  persons  residing  in  the  township  of  Gorton  whom  they  should  choose 
to  be  new  trustees,  (the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  chapel  of  the  esta- 
blished church  at  Gorton  being  always  preferred  at  every  such  election)  as, 
together  with  such  surviving  trustees,  should  make  up  the  number  to  be  six  or 
more,  upon  the  same  trusts,  provided,  that  if  the  said  premises  should  fall  into  such 
decay  that  the  same  could  not  be  used  for  a school,  or  rebuilt  for  that  purpose, 
or  if  for  any  other  cause  they  should  not  be  used  for  a school  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  for  the  space  of  three  years,  the  trustees  should  re-con vey  the  said  plot, 
with  the  erections  and  buildings  thereon  to  the  said  Robert  Rider  the  elder,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  or  in  such  manner  as  he  or  they  should  direct  or  appoint,  free 
from  all  incumbrances. 

Of  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  above  abstracted  deed  the  Rev.  James 
Gatliff,  Thomas  Pownall,  and  John  Rothwell,  are  the  survivors. 

This  house  is  kept  in  repair  by  subscription  amongst  the  landholders,  and  it 
is  now  in  very  good  condition,  it  is  occupied  by  a schoolmaster  appointed  by  the 
trustees,  who  also  teaches  the  Sunday-school. 

No  children  are  taught  free ; but  the  master  is  allowed  to  charge  such  quar- 
terage as  he  thinks  proper. 

A sum  of  money  producing  51.  per  annum,  is  stated  to  have  been  formerly 
paid  to  a schoolmaster  for  the  instruction  of  one  poor  child.  This  money  is 
said  to  have  been  in  the  hands  of  a person  of  the  name  of  Entwistle,  who 
became  insolvent,  and  it  was  lost. 

As  the  teacher  of  the  Sunday-school  the  master  receives  the  interest  of  a 
legacy  of  20/.  left  by  the  Rev.  J.  Darby,  about  the  year  1809,  for  that  purpose. 
This  sum  is  now  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd,  and  Co.,  having  been 
placed  there  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Sunday-school.

Taylor’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Taylor , by  Will,  bearing  date  9th  August,  1680,  gave  to  her  executors,  Taylor's  Charity, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  20/.  to  be  put  forth  to  the  best  profits  they  could  rea- 
sonably make  thereof,  and  to  pay  the  profits  yearly  to  such  minister  as  should 
officiate  in  Gorton  chapel,  by  the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  the  chapelry. 

And  she  gave  to  her  said  executors  20/.  more  to  be  put  forth  ; such  profits  to 
be  distributed  yearly  to  such  of  the  most  needy  poor  in  Gorton  as  they  should 
think  fit,  and  she  appointed  Richard  Taylor  and  John  Arderne  executors  of 
her  will. 

The  interest  of  these  legacies  appears  to  have  been  paid  for  some  time 
previous  to  her  death  by  a maiden  lady  of  the  name  of  Arderne.  We  are 
informed  by  Mr.  Gregg,  who  was  her  executor,  that  when  she  died,  which 
was  upwards  of  20  years  ago,  application  was  made  to  him  for  this  payment, 
and  that  as  he  could  not  find  that  Mrs.  Arderne  had  left  any  property  subject 
thereto,  he  stated  that  he  should  resist  the  payment  as  obligatory ; but  that 
from  respect  to  Mrs.  Arderne,  and  as  he  possessed  property  immediately

understood  that  it  was  voluntary,  and  from  him,  personally.  From  that  time 
to  the  present  the  sum  of  1 /.  per  annum  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Gregg  to  the 
chapelwardens  of  Gorton,  by  whom  it  has  been  distributed  in  bread  amongst 
the  poor  on  Easter  Sunday. 

Under  the  circumstances  it  appears  to  us  that  the  above-mentioned  payment 
must  be  considered  as  voluntary.

TOWNSHIP  OF  HEATON  NORRIS. 

Hollingpriest’s  Charity. 

John  Hollingpriest,  by  Will,  bearing  date  5th  August  1785,  gave  to  his 
executors  the  sum  of  200/.  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  charity-school  situate  upon  the  turnpike  road  in  Heaton  Norris, 
in  such  manner  as  to  the  said  executors  should  seem  best. 

Mr.  John  Lingard  was  the  surviving  executor,  and  upon  his  death  his  repre- 
sentatives paid  the  sum  of  200  /.  to  Messrs.  Lingard  and  Vaughan,  solicitors, 
at  Stockport,  who  lent  the  same  on  the  31st  May  1816  to  John  Holt,  at  five 
per  cent  interest ; and  as  a security  for  this  money  six  houses  in  Dale-street, 
Stockport,  were  mortgaged  to  John  Vaughan,  esq.  Messrs.  Lingard  and  Vaughan 
have  regularly  accounted  for  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.,  though  they  have  not 
received  the  interest  from  the  mortgagor  since  May  1820. 

The  school  to  which  the  above-mentioned  donation  was  made  is  situate  near 
St.  Thomas’s  chapel,  and  appears  to  have  been  erected  upon  the  waste  by 
subscription  about  a century  ago,  and  to  have  been  repaired  by  the  same 
means.  The  building  consists  of  two  stories,  of  which  the  lower  is  applied  to 
the  purposes  of  a school-room,  the  upper  part  being  divided  into  apartments, 
and  used  as  a residence  for  the  schoolmaster.  A small  play-ground  containing 
about  20  perches  adjoins  the  school. 

The  master  of  this  school  is  appointed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  township 
of  Heaton  Norris,  and  he  receives  9 /.  per  annum  from  Messrs.  Lingard  and 
Vaughan  in  respect  of  Hollingpriest’s  legacy,  1/.  being  retained  by  them  for 
their  trouble. 

The  master  has  upon  an  average  about  90  scholars,  who  are  instructed, 
upon  his  own  terms,  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts.  No  children  being 
taught  gratuitously. 

Tithe  Barn  Charity  School. 

Tithe  Bam  Charity  There  are  in  the  township  of  Heaton  Norris  certain  premises  adjoining  an 
estate,  called  the  Tithe  Barn  House,  which  appear  to  have  been  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  a school ; they  consist  of  two  cottages  with  gardens,  and  a 
small  plot  of  ground  in  front,  formerly  used  as  a play-ground  for  the  scholars. 
These  premises  formerly  constituted  part  of  the  waste  of  the  manor  belonging 
to  Wibraham  Egerton,  esq.,  and  it  is  reputed  that  the  cottages  were  built  by 
a subscription  upwards  of  60  years  ago,  and  that  at  the  same  time  Richard 
Jepson,  George  Fletcher,  John  Chorlton,  and  Edward  Norris,  were  nominated 
trustees  for  the  school,  for  the  support  of  which  these  premises  were  intended, 
but  it  does  not  appear  that  any  deed  was  executed  for  conveying  the  legal 
estate  to  those  persons.  From  this  period  up  to  the  year  1818  it  seems  that 
there  were  always  four  persons  who  acted  as  trustees  in  letting  the  property, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  was  not  occupied  by  the  master,  and  in  ordering  the 
necessary  repairs,  and  in  receiving  and  paying  the  rents,  for  which  purposes 
they  met  annually  on  Christmas-day,  and  upon  a vacancy  appointed  the 
schoolmaster,  but  since  1818  no  meetings  have  been  held.  Thomas  Jepson, 
the  grandson  of  Richard  Jepson  abovementioned,  is  now  the  only  survivor  of 
those  who  were  acting  as  trustees  in  1818,  and  the  vacancies  which  have 
occurred  since  that  time  have  not  been  filled  up.  In  18lR  Thomas  Higson 
was  appointed  schoolmaster,  and  one  of  the  cottages  was  given  up  to  him  for 
his  residence,  but  a certain  rent  was  reserved  ; the  other  cottage  was  let.  As 
long  as  the  annual  meetings  were  held  the  amount  of  the  clear  rents,  after 
deducting  the  expenses  of  repairs,  was  paid  by  the  acting  trustees  to  the 
schoolmaster,  for  his  stipend,  and  on  this  account  he  was  required  to  teach  a 
few  children  of  the  township  or  neighbourhood  without  any  further  charge. 

Since  1818  the  schoolmaster  has  continued  in  the  occupation  of  one  of  the 
cottages,  with  the  garden  thereto  attached,  without  accounting  for  any  rent, 
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but  for  several  years  he  has  not  had  a single  scholar.  Applications  have  there- 
fore been  made  to  him  by  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township 
to  give  up  possession  of  the  premises,  but  this,  up  to  the  time  of  our  inquiry, 
(February  1826),  he  had  refused  to  do,  upon  the  plea  that  he  was  willing  to 
teach  any  children  if  they  were  sent  to  him.  It  appeared  however  to  us,  that 
he  was  from  ill  health  and  indolent  habits,  totally  unfit  for  the  situation  of 
schoolmaster,  and  we  stated  to  him  our  opinion  that  he  had  no  right  to  retain  the 
possession  of  these  premises,  except  upon  the  terms  of  keeping  school,  which 
he  was  incompetent  to  fulfil,  and  he  engaged  to  give  them  up  in  the  course  of 
a month  from  that  time. 

The  cottage  in  the  possession  of  John  Higson  is  in  a fair  state  of  repair,  and 
is  worth  about  61.  per  annum. 

The  other  cottage  is  now  in  the  possession  of  William  Williamson,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  51.  5s.  per  annum  ; it  has  been  lately  put  into  a good 
state  of  repair  by  subscription.  The  rent  of  this  cottage  has  lately  been  paid 
to  Messrs.  Lingard  and  Vaughan,  in  whose  hands  there  was  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry,  a balance  of  1 21.  Is.  9d.  due  to  the  charity,  arising  from  the  amount 
of  the  rents  received  by  them,  and  the  surplus  of  the  subscription  above 
mentioned,  after  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  repairs.  It  is  intended 
out  of  this  balance  to  defray  the  expenses  of  preparing  the  cottage  in  the  pos- 
session of  John  Higson  for  the  reception  of  a new  schoolmaster,  as  soon  as  it 
is  given  up. 

It  seems  desirable  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  for  appointing  new  trus- 
tees for  the  management  of  this  property,  and  as  the  inhabitants  are  anxious 
that  this  should  be  done,  and  Wilbraham  Egerton,  esq.  the  lord  of  the  manor, 
has  expressed  his  willingness  to  convey  the  school-premises  to  gentlemen  of 
the  neighbourhood  as  trustees  for  a school,  we  hope  that  the  charity  may  soon 
be  placed  upon  a better  system.

School  Fund. 

A school  and  school-house  formerly  stood  on  a piece  of  waste  ground  in  this 
township,  upon  which  there  was  the  following  inscription, 

“ This  school  was  erected  and  endowed  by  Thomas  Fletcher,  Mary  Dickin- 
son, John  Siddall,  and  other  charitable  benefactors,  A.  D.  1754.” 

We  could  not  learn  that  there  were  ever  any  documents  in  the  township 
relating  to  this  school,  or  that  there  was  ever  any  permanent  income  appro- 
priated to  its  support.  A sum  of  51.  a year,  formerly  paid  to  the  master  by 
Mr.  Collier,  a quaker,  then  living  at  Stockport,  but  now  dead,  seems  to  have 
been  a voluntary  payment. 

At  a vestry-meeting  of  the  township,  held  29th  September  1823,  it  was 
resolved  that  a contract  should  be  made  with  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Manchester  and  Buxton  turnpike-road  for  the  sale  of  the  above-mentioned 
school  and  school-house,  by  Messrs.  John  Gray,  Thomas  Bibby  and  John 
Walker,  who  were  thereby  empowered  to  treat  with  the  said  Commissioners, 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  select  vestry  to  purchase  a piece  of  land  in  fee- 
simple,  and  to  erect  thereon  a convenient  school  and  school-house,  and  other 
requisite  buildings  on  the  most  economical  plan,  and  that  the  same  should  be 
vested  in  trustees  to  be  thereafter  named. 

On  21st  October  1823,  the  three  persons  above  named  reported  that  they 
had  sold  the  old  school  for  150/.,  and  it  was  resolved  that  Thomas  Bibby  and 
John  Haughton  should  superintend  in  taking  down  the  school,  and  deposit- 
ing the  materials  in  proper  places. 

On  the  80th  October  ] 823  it  was  resolved  that  the  new  school  and  school- 
houses  should  be  erected  by  subscription,  in  addition  to  the  present  fund,  and 
that  trustees  should  be  elected  by  subscribers  of  2 /.  each. 

The  sum  of  150/.,  for  which  the  premises  were  sold,  was  received  by  Mr. 
John  Gray  ; a misunderstanding  afterwards  arose  between  him  and  the  two 
other  persons  above  mentioned,  with  respect  to  the  building  a new  school- 
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Levenshulme.

house,  under  the  following  circumstances  : a piece  of  land  containing  396 
square  yards  was  given  by  James  Wilde,  esq.  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
school  thereon,  and  was  conveyed,  for  a nominal  consideration,  to  Messrs.  Gray, 
Walker  and  Bibby,  in  fee-simple,  by  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated 
26th  and  27th  March  1824,  the  trusts  upon  which  the  land  was  given  are  not 
however  expressed  in  the  conveyance.  Upon  these  premises  Mr.  Gray  was 
anxious  that  a school  should  be  built,  the  expenses  of  which  were  estimated  at 
340/.  Early  in  the  year  1825  Mr.  John  Haughton,  a builder  in  Levenshulme, 
purchased  of  his  own  accord  a piece  of  ground  containing  about  500  square 
yards,  subject  to  a rent  of  1 d.  a square  yard,  and  built  a school  and  house 
thereon  at  his  own  expense,  with  the  assistance  of  such  of  the  materials  of  the 
old  school  as  were  capable  of  being  used  for  the  purpose  ; and  having  incurred 
this  expense  he  became  desirous  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  should 
purchase  this  land,  and  the  buildings  erected  thereon,  at  the  price  which  they 
respectively  cost  him.  There  is  some  dispute  as  to  the  sum  for  which  Mr. 
Haughton  "should  give  credit,  in  respect  of  the  materials  of  the  old  school  used 
by  him  as  above  mentioned,  and  which  were  originally  valued  at  50/.,  but  the 
principal  subject  of  dispute  is,  whether  the  premises  on  which  Mr.  Haughton 
has  built  should  be  purchased,  or  whether  a new  school  should  be  built  on  the 
land  given  by  Mr.  Wilde.  Mr.  Gray  has  insisted  upon  the  adoption  of  the 
latter,  against  the  opinion  of  the  two  other  persons  appointed  by  the  township 
to  act  with  him,  they  being  anxious  to  purchase  the  premises  of  Mr.  Haughton, 
and  to  give  back  to  Mr.  Wilde  the  land  conveyed  to  trustees  by  him  as  above 
mentioned. 

In  consequence  of  these  disputes  Mr.  Briddon  was  appointed  treasurer  at  a 
vestry-meeting  held  11th  August  1824,  but  Mr.  Gray  has  refused  to  pay  over 
to  him  the  money  deposited  in  his  hands,  stating,  that  he  is  ready  to  lay  it  out 
in  building  a school  according  to  the  original  intentions  of  the  vestry  held  in 

1823,  and  the  money  is  now  placed  in  Mr.  Gray’s  name  in  the  bank  of  Messrs. 
Jones,  Loyd  and  Co.,  who  allow  interest  for  it. 

As  it  appeared  to  us  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  were  the  proper 
judges  of  the  mode  in  which  this  money  should  be  laid  out,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a school  in  lieu  of  that  which  was  erected  in  1754,  and  Mr.  Gray 
had  engaged  to  pay  over  the  money  in  his  hands  in  such  manner  as  we  should 
advise  him,  we  recommended  that  a general  town’s  meeting  should  be  held,  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  in  what  manner  the  money  should  be  laid  out,  and 
Mr.  J.  Haughton  (who  was  then  overseer  of  the  poor)  engaged  to  call  a meet- 
ing for  this  purpose,  and  the  following  proceedings  afterwards  took  place  : 

At  a meeting  held  on  the  1st  March  1826,  it  was  resolved ; 

1st.  That  the  resolution  passed  at  a public  town’s  meeting,  held  11th  August 

1824,  appointing  Mr.  Abram  Briddon  treasurer  of  the  Levenshulme  school- 
fund,  should  be  confirmed. 

2d.  Resolved,  that  a public  town’s  meeting  should  be  held  on  the  13th 
March,  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  Levenshulme  school-fund. 

At  a town’s  meeting  held  accordingly  13th  March  1826,  six  persons  being 
present,  (of  whom  John  Haughton  was  one),  it  was  resolved,  that  Mr.  John 
Gray  not  having  paid  over  to  Mr.  A.  Briddon,  the  treasurer  of  the  Leven- 
shulme  school-fund,  the  money  in  his  hands,  the  overseers  should  wait  upon  the 
Commissioners  to  inform  them  thereof. 

Upon  the  production  of  the  vestry-book,  in  which  these  resolutions  were 
entered,  it  appeared  to  us  that  the  question  we  recommended  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  town’s  meeting  had  not  been  brought  under  discussion,  and  we 
therefore  recommended  that  it  should  be  considered  at  another  meeting. 


CHAPELRY  OF  NEWTON. 

School  and  Purnall’s  Charity. 

Newton.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  October,  1766,  between  John  Markland 

SchooTand  and  ^°^in  Whitaker,  executors  of  the  Will  of  William  Purnall,  deceased,  of  the 
Purnall’s  Charity.  one  ParC  and  Edward  Greaves,  esq.  Edmund  Newton,  John  Bell,  Thomas 
Battersbee,  and  Edward  Hudson,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said 
William  Purnall,  by  Will  bearing  date  15th  September  1763,  after  several 
bequests  therein  specified,  had  demised  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate 
to  his  said  executors,  to  be  by  them  disposed  of  in  such  charitable  use  or 
uses  as  they  should  think  proper,  and  desired  them  in  the  disposal  of  such 

residue. 
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residue,  to  have  a particular  regard  to  the  Infirmary  in  Manchester,  and  the  Newton. 

endowment  of  the  school  in  the  chapelry  of  Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Manches-  

ter,  and  to  take  care  that  the  officiating  minister  of  the  chapel  of  Newton  School  and 
should  not  in  any  degree  be  benefited  thereby  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  P U 1 " r ' ' 
John  Markland  and  John  Whitaker,  being  desirous  to  fulfil  the  intention  of  the  v y 

said  testator,  had  determined  to  apply  the  sum  of  200/.  towards  the  endowment 
of  the  school  in  the  chapelry  of  Newton  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  the  said  John  Markland  and  John  Whitaker  assigned  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  the  sum  of  200/.  in  trust,  that  they  or  the  survivors  of  them, 
being  three  in  number,  should  in  their  discretion  put  forth  at  interest  the  said 
sum  of  200/.  and  apply  the  interest  thereof  from  time  to  time  in  their  discre- 
tion towards  the  endowment  of  the  school  in  the  said  chapelry ; and  that  the 
schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  should,  without  fee  or  reward,  instruct  in 
writing,  reading,  and  accounts,  a number  of  poor  boys  or  girls  living  within 
the  said  chapelry  not  exceeding  15,  who  should  be  chosen  by  the  trustees 
under  their  hands  in  writing  ; and  if  the  said  schoolmaster  should  either 
neglect  to  teach  such  children  to  the  content  of  the  said  trustees,  or  should  in 
any  other  respect  behave  himself  as  to  merit  censure  of  them,  they  might  retain 
all  or  any  part  of  the  interest  of  the  said  sum,  and  either  convert  the  same  into 
capital,  or  afterwards  apply  the  same  to  the  same  uses  as  the  proceeds  of  the 
said  200/.  and  in  such  manner  as  they  should  judge  fit,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
present  or  any  future  master  should  induce  them  to  ; and  it  was  provided,  that 
when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  forthwith 
elect  so  many  new  trustees  as  with  them  should  make  up  the  number  five ; 
and  that  an  assignment  of  the  said  sum  of  200/.  should  be  made  accordingly 
upon  the  same  trusts ; and  a power  was  given  to  the  said  trustees  to  lay  out 
the  trust-money  on  mortgage  or  bond,  or  in  the  public  funds,  or  otherwise  to 
increase  the  money  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  fit. 

It  is  stated  that  in  1810  new  trustees  were  appointed,  of  whom  Messrs. 

George  Hadfield  and  Samuel  Barker  are  the  survivors  ; but  that  the  deed 
whereby  the  money  belonging  to  the  charity  was  then  assigned  to  them,  is 
now  lost.  It  is  the  intention  of  Mr.  Hadfield  and  Mr.  Barker  to  make  a new 
appointment  of  trustees,  according  to  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indenture 
above  abstracted. 

The  sum  of  200/.  was  in  the  year  1811  lent  to  the  trustees  of  the  Manches- 
ter and  Oldham  turnpike-road  ; and  until  1805  interest  was  paid  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent ; but  it  has  been  since  lowered  to  4f  per  cent. 

This  interest  is  received  by  the  master  of  a school  in  Newton,  by  the 
direction  of  the  trustees  ; and  in  respect  of  this  charity  15  boys  and  girls  of 
the  township  of  Newton,  who  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  are  taught  reading, 
without  any  further  payment ; but  the  usual  charge  is  made  for  their  instruc- 
tion in  writing  and  accounts. 

The  school  is  kept  in  a building  consisting  of  two  rooms  erected  many  years 
ago  by  the  inhabitants,  upon  part  of  the  waste  of  the  manor  of  Newton.  This 
building  was  put  into  substantial  repair  about  the  year  1822,  by  subscription. 

It  is  also  used  for  a Sunday-school,  which  is  principally  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions,  but  has  been  lately  endowed  with  a legacy  of  200/.  under  the 
Will  of  the  late  Thomas  Todd , bearing  date  9th  April  1824,  who  directed  that 
the  income  arising  therefrom  should  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Sunday- 
school,  as  long  as  the  same  should  be  kept  up,  but  that  when  the  number  of 
children  attending  it  should  be  less  than  200  it  should  be  paid  during  such 
suspension  to  the  Manchester  Infirmary. 

Chetham’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  19th  December  1689,  (as  recited  in  a subsequent  Chetham’s  Charity, 
deed  of  assignment  to  new  trustees,  bearing  date  28th  February  1727,)  between 
John  Gilliam  of  the  one  part,  andRalph  Worsley  and  two  others  of  the  other  part, 
the  sum  of  20/.  therein  mentioned  to  have  been  given  by  the  Will  of  Elizabeth 
Chetham  was  transferred  by  the  said  John  Gilliam  to  the  said  Ralph  Worsley, 
and  two  others,  upon  trust,  that  they  should,  yearly,  for  ever,  dispose  of  the 
issues  and  profits  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  some  poor  children  within  Moston 
and  Newton,  these  being  townships  within  the  chapelry  of  Newton,  for  their 
instruction  and  religious  education  till  they  should  be  able  to  read  the  English

— . their  bringing  in,  continuance,  and  removal  from  school,  to  be  at  the  pleasure  of 

Chetham’sClianty,  tjie  sajj  trustees.  And  it  was  declared  that  the  true  meaning  of  the  said  gift 
v L0"  “lu  ' ^ was  for  the  better  preferment  of  such  schoolmaster  as  for  the  time  being  should 
teach  to  read  at  the  new  school,  then  lately  erected  near  Newton  chapel,  pro- 
vided that  every  such  schoolmaster  should  be  sufficiently  qualified  for  that  calling, 
and  allowed  and  approved  of  by  the  said  trustees ; and  that  if  at  any  time  it 
should  happen  that  there  should  be  no  schoolmaster  at  the  said  school,  all  the 
issues  and  profits  of  the  said  sum  of  20/.  should  be  distributed  to  such  poor  and 
needy  people  as  should  be  in  the  greatest  want  within  Moston  and  Newton,  in 
such  manner  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit.  And  it  was  further  provided, 
that  upon  the  death  of  any  two  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  the  survivors 
should  assure  the  said  sum  of  20/.  to  other  honest  persons  of  the  parish  of 
Manchester,  to  be  by  them  elected  on  the  same  trusts. 

By  Deed  bearing  date  1st  May  1805,  the  number  of  trustees  was  made  up  to 
five,  of  whom  Thomas  Preston,  William  Taylor,  and  William  Barrett,  are  the 
survivors,  John  and  Samuel  Hobson,  their  co-trustees  being  dead,  and  the  said 
Thomas  Preston  thereby  covenanted  that  he  would  pay  to  his  co-trustees  on  the 
1st  of  November  then  next  ensuing  the  said  sum  of  20/.  which  had  been  lent 
to  him,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  5 /.  per  cent. 

The  sum  of  20/.  still  remains  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Preston,  and  1/.  per 
annum  is  paid  as  the  interest  thereon  to  Mr.  John  Hobson,  of  Newton,  who 
acted  for  his  father  and  uncle,  John  and  Samuel  Hobson,  during  their  lives,  and 
has  since  continued  to  act  in  the  trust,  Mr.  Taylor  being  resident  at  a distance. 

Until  December  1824,  the  interest  appears  to  have  been  paid  regularly  to  the 
master  of  the  school,  at  Newton,  for  teaching  two  poor  children  of  Newton  or 
Moston.  Since  that  time  the  interest  has  not  been  regularly  applied,  and  there 
was,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  a considerable  balance  in  hand. 


The  following  account  was  rendered  to  us  by  Mr.  Hobson  on  the  4th 
March  1826,  in  which  he  gives  credit  for  11  years  interest,  up  to  1st  May 
1825,  amounting  to  11  /.Jj

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  six  poor  children  appointed  to  be 
taught  by  the  schoolmaster,  who  was  to  receive  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity 
2 s.  6 cl.  a quarter  for  each  child. 

It  is  proposed,  out  of  the  money  now  in  hand,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a 
new  appointment  of  trustees,  and  to  apply  the  residue  in  instructing  a greater 
number  of  children. 

Guillam’s  Charity. 

Guillam’s  Charity.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  under  the  head  of  Newton,  it  is 
stated  that  John  Guillam , in  1632,  gave  to  the  poor  20/.,  which  was  laid  out  in 
a rentcharge  of  1/.  4.v.  per  annum,  then  vested  in  Edward  Greaves. 

It  is  understood  that  the  property  charged  with  this  payment  is  an  estate 
situate  in  Newton,  and  called  Culcketh,  which  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Barker,  and  his  late  brother,  in  fee,  about  the  year  1790,  of  the  late  Edward 
Greaves,  esq.  subject  to  a chief-rent  of  a considerable  amount ; and  Mr.  Samuel 
Barker  states  that  they  purchased  the  estate  for  a valuable  consideration, 
without  notice  of  any  charitable  payment  issuing  thereout. 

The  yearly  sum  of  12  a',  was  however  regularly  paid  on  account  of  the  poor 
of  Newton,  by  John  Clegg,  the  late  steward  of  Mr.  Greaves,  up  to  the  time  of 
his  death,  a year  or  two  ago,  and  it  is  supposed  that  a further  sum  was  formerly 
paid  on  account  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Droylsden,  which  is  also  in 
the  chapelry  of  Newton,  but  we  could  not  obtain  any  satisfactory  proof  of  this 

payment. 
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payment.  We  have  made  application  to  the  solicitors  for  the  estate  of  the 
late  E.  Greaves,  esq.  now  belonging  to  a minor,  but  they  state  that  they  can 
give  no  information  on  the  subject. 

The  12s.  when  received  for  the  poor  ot  Newton  was  improperly  carried  to 
the  general  account  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SALFORD. 

Charity  of  Humphrey  Booth,  the  Elder. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date,  18th  February  1630,  between 
Humphrey  Booth,  of  the  one  part,  and  Adam  Byrom,  and  five  others,  of  the 
other  part ; the  said  Humphrey  Booth,  for  the  charitable  zeal  and  good  will 
which  he  bore  towards  the  better  relief  of  the  poor  people  which  should  be 
inhabiting  within  Salford,  and  for  other  good  considerations,  and  for  the  better 
assuring  the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned  to  the  uses  thereinafter  expressed, 
which  lands  it  is  stated  were  then  of  the  full  yearly  value  of  20/.  over  and 
above  the  yearly  rent  of  10s.  thereby  reserved,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the 
said  Adam  Byrom  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a barn,  with  the  appurten- 
ances, situate  in  Manchester,  near  the  highway  leading  between  Manchester 
and  Shooters  Brook,  and  two  closes  situate  in  Manchester,  near  the  highway 
aforesaid,  containing  by  estimation  six  acres,  and  three  closes  called  Millward’s 
Crofts,  situate  in  Manchester,  and  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres,  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Humphrey  Booth  and  his  assigns,  for  his  life,  and  after  his 
decease  to  the  use  of  the  said  Adam  Byrom  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
they  paying  yearly  to  the  said  Humphrey  Booth  and  his  heirs  the  rent  of  10  s. 
upon  the  trust  thereinafter  expressed,  namely,  that  from  and  after  the  decease 
of  the  said  Humphrey  Booth,  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  (after  deducting  the  said  yearly  rent  and  other  reasonable  charges), 
should  be  for  ever,  yearly,  faithfully  and  wholly  disposed  of  for  the  succour 
or  relief  of  such  poor  aged,  needy  or  impotent  people  as  for  the  time  being 
should  inhabit  or  dwell  within  the  said  town  of  Salford,  and  by  the  judgments 
and  good  discretions  from  time  to  time  of  the  two  constables  of  the  said 
town  for  the  time  being,  and  of  such  churchwarden  yearly,  in  the  parish 
church  of  Manchester,  as  from  time  to  time  should  be  elected  churchwarden  for 
the  town  of  Salford,  or  of  any  two  of  them,  whereof  such  churchwarden  should 
be  one,  should  be  deemed  to  have  need  thereof ; and  for  the  better  effecting 
thereof  the  said  Humphrey  Booth  declared  that  the  said  Adam  Byrom  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  should  yearly,  after  his  decease,  carefully  dispose  of  or 
let  to  farm  from  year  to  year,  and  for  no  greater  term,  all  the  said  premises  to 
the  best  yearly  profit  thereof,  and  to  provide  that  the  said  clear  yearly  rent 
thereupon  reserved  should  be  payable  to  the  said  Adam  Byrom  and  others,  so 
as  that  they  should  yearly  deliver  to  such  two  constables  and  churchwarden, 
(the  which  delivery  the  said  Humphrey  Booth  appointed,  for  the  better 
appearance  thereof,  upon  the  account  thereof  to  be  made,  should  be  set  down 
in  notes  in  writing,  whereof  one  part  should  remain  with  the  receivers, 
and  the  other  part  with  the  deliverers,  until  the  account  for  that  year,  and 
then  both  notes  should  be  produced  for  the  perfecting  of  that  year’s  account), 
the  several  rates  of  the  same  clear  yearly  rent  at  such  times,  and  to  the  intent 
thereafter  mentioned,  viz.  that  the  said  clear  yearly  rent  should  be  paid  by  the 
said  Adam  Byrom  and  others  to  such  constables  and  churchwarden  as  aforesaid, 
quarterly,  in  order  that  the  same  should  upon  the  receipt  thereof  quarterly, 
be  by  the  said  constables  and  churchwarden  distributed  amongst  such  poor 
people  of  the  said  town  of  Salford  as  aforesaid.  And  it  was  further  agreed, 
that  whenever  any  four  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should 
within  six  months  grant  the  premises  to  some  other  four  substantial  and  discreet 
persons,  such  as  the  said  survivors  should  in  their  discretion  think  most  meet, 
for  the  performance  of  the  said  trusts  such  course  of  assurance  to  be  at  all 
times  observed,  as  often  as  there  should  happen  to  be  but  two  feoffees  con- 
cerning the  premises  living.  And  it  was  appointed  that  the  said  trustees, 
together  with  such  constables  and  churchwarden  as  should  have  received  or 
distributed  any  of  the  rents  or  profits  aforesaid,  should  yearly,  on  Tuesday 
after  Easter,  in  the  presence  of  so  many  of  the  then  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town  of  Salford  as  would  vouchsafe  to  be  thereat,  yield  up  in  the  parish 
church  of  Manchester  a true  account  of  all  such  sums  as  they  should  have 
received  or  disbursed  by  reason  of  the  premises.

Humphrey' Booth  Hulme,  esquire,  the  then  surviving  trustee,  of  the  first  part,  Charles  Cooke,  of  the 
the  elder,  second  part,  and  James  Hibbert,  esquire,  Henry  Burgess,  the  Rev.  John  Clowes, 
continued.  j John  Bradshaw,  and  Thomas  Darwell,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  the  feoffment 
“ "v'  of  the  said  Humphrey  Booth,  and  reciting,  that  for  the  fulfilling  the  trusts  in 

him  reposed,  the  said  Dauntesey  Hulme  had  elected  the  said  James  Hibbert 
and  others,  to  be  co-trustees  with  him,  and  had  agreed  to  convey  to  the  use  of 
himself  and  such  new-elected  trustees,  all  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  said 
deed  of  feoffment,  (except  certain  parts  thereof  which  had  been  conveyed  in  fee 
to  the  company  of  proprietors  of  the  Rochdale  Canal,)  and  also  the  several 
yearly  rents  of  95/.  8,y.  8 d.,  71  /•  Us.  6d.  and  09/.  2s.  11  Id.  payable  in  respect 
of  the  premises  so  conveyed  to  the  said  canal  company ; and  reciting,  that  for 
the  purpose  of  vesting  in  the  same  trustees  a yearly  rent  of  27/.  6 s.  6 d.  reserved 
by  an  indenture  of  7tb  March  1810,  the  said  Dauntesey  Hulme,  had  by  inden- 
ture, bearing  date  22d  June  1824,  granted  the  said  rent  to  the  said  Charles 
Cooke  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  the  same  was  made  payable,  to  the 
intent  that  he  should  assign  the  same  to  the  said  Dauntesey  Hulme,  James 
Hibbert  and  others  ; The  said  Dauntesey  Hulme  granted  to  the  said  James  Hib- 
bert and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  trust-premises,  by  the  description  of  two 
closes  of  land  situate  in  Manchester,  near  the  highway  leading  from  Man- 
chester to  Shooter’s  Brook,  containing  six  acres,  and  four  closes  afterwards  laid 
into  three  closes,  and  called  the  farther  and  nearer  Tue  Fields,  lying  in  Man- 
chester and  containing  eight  acres,  and  the  buildings  thereupon  erected, 
(except  so  much  thereof  as  by  several  indentures,  bearing  date  30th  December 
1805,  and  8th  and  9th  March  1810,  had  been  conveyed  to  the  said  canal  com- 
pany and  to  the  said  Charles  Cooke  respectively) ; and  also  the  said  several 
yearly  rents  of  95/.  8 s.  8 d.,  71  /•  lb.  6 d.  and  69/.  2 s.  11 1^/.  To  hold  the  said 
closes,  and  to  receive  the  said  rents  to  the  said  James  Hibbert  and  others,  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Dauntesey  Hulme,  James  Hibbert  and  others,  for  ever,  upon 
the  same  trusts  as  were  mentioned  in  the  feoffment  of  18th  of  February  1630, 
except  that  the  provision  with  respect  to  rendering  an  account  on  Tuesday  in 
Easter  week  is  omitted,  such  provision  having  been  also  omitted  in  the  pre- 
ceding deeds  of  trust ; and  it  was  further  witnessed,  that  the  said  Charles  Cooke 
granted  and  assigned  to  the  said  Dauntesey  Hulme,  James  Hibbert  and  others, 
and  their  executors,  the  said  yearly  rent  of  27/.  6 s.  6d.  for  the  residue  of  the 
said  term  of  years,  for  which  the  same  was  reserved  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  particulars  of  the  deeds  referred  to  in  the  above  abstracted  indenture,  and 
which  will  explain  the  nature  of  the  rents  therein  mentioned,  will  be  given  below. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  year  177b,  reciting  the  indenture 
of  feoffment  of  1630,  and  reciting  that  the  said  trust-estate,  or  the  greater  part 
thereof,  was  conveniently  situated  for  building  houses  upon  for  the  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Manchester,  and  that  if  the  trustees  were  enabled 
to  grant  leases  thereof  for  terms  of  years,  sufficient  to  encourage  persons  to 
build  upon  and  improve  the  same,  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises  would  be  greatly  advanced  and  increased,  and  the  charitable  intention 
of  the  said  Humphrey  Booth  greatly  extended  and  enlarged,  it  was  enacted  that 
it  should  be  lawful  for  John  Gore  Booth,  James  Massey,  Samuel  Clowes,  the 
elder,  Samuel  Clowes,  the  younger,  Thomas  Gorton  and  John  Cooke,  and  the 
other  trustees,  and  their  successors,  by  indentures  duly  executed,  to  demise  all 
or  any  part  of  the  said  trust-estate  to  such  person  or  persons  as  should  be  willing 
to  take,  build  upon,  and  improve  the  same,  and  from  time  to  time  to  renew 
such  leases  respectively  for  any  term  or  number  of  years  not  exceeding  99 
years,  to  take  effect  in  possession,  with  liberty  for  the  lessee  or  lessees  to  take 
down  all  or  any  part  of  the  buildings  which  should  be  standing  on  the 
demised  premises,  and  to  convert  the  materials  to  such  uses  as  in  the  said 
leases  should  be  mentioned  and  agreed  upon  ; and  also  to  lay  out  and  appro- 
priate any  part  of  the  said  demised  premises  for  ways,  streets  or  passages  for 
the  use  of  such  lessees,  and  other  the  tenants  or  occupiers  of  the  said  trust 
estate,  in  such  manner  as  in  the  said  leases  agreed  upon,  so  as  in  the  said  leases 
there  should  be  reserved  the  best  and  most  improved  rents  that  could  be  rea- 
sonably had  or  obtained  for  the  land  therein  respectively  comprised,  to  be  paid 
quarterly,  clear  of  all  deductions,  without  taking  any  fine  or  sum  of  money,  or 
other  thing  by  way  of  fine,  &c.,  (except  as  thereinafter  mentioned)  ; and  so 

as 
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as  the  lessees  should  execute  and  deliver  counterparts  of  such  leases,  and  enter 
into  covenants  to  erect,  and  build,  and  keep  in  repair  the  messuages  and 
other  buildings  intended  and  agreed  to  be  built,  and  to  make,  and  keep  in 
repair  the  said  ways,  streets  and  passages  to  be  laid  out  and  appropriated  for 
the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  should  be  stipulated  and 
agreed  upon  in  and  by  such  leases,  and  to  surrender  and  deliver  up  to  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being  peaceable  possession  of  the  demised  premises,  and 
the  buildings  to  be  thereon  erected,  in  good  order  and  repair  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  granted  by  such  lease  respectively ; and  so  as  in  every  such  lease 
there  should  be  contained  a clause  or  power  of  re-entry  for  nonpayment  of  the 
reserved  rent,  and  such  other  conditions  as  should  be  deemed  necessary  for 
the  more  speedy  recovery  of  such  rent.  And  it  was  enacted  that  the  trustees 
for  the  time  being  might  take  from  any  person  or  persons  to  whom  any  such 
lease  or  leases  should  be  granted,  such  sum  or  sums  by  way  of  fine  as  should 
in  the  whole  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  this  Act ; and  it  was  further 
enacted  that  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  might  apply  so  much  of  the 
annual  rents  of  the  said  estate  as  they  should  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for 
the  support  and  improvement  of  the  same  estate,  and  for  the  payment  of  such 
agents,  receivers  and  other  persons,  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  employed 
in  the  management  and  ordering  of  the  said  estate,  and  in  the  execution  of  the 
said  trusts  ; and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  in  order  to  prevent  any  misappli- 
cation of  the  rents  it  should  be  lawful  for  any  one  or  more  of  the  said  trustees 
for  the  time  being  (if  they  should  think  it  necessary),  to  attend  and  direct 
the  constables  and  churchwarden  for  the  said  borough  or  town  of  Salford  in  the 
distribution  of  the  rents,  according  to  the  intention  of  the  said  Humphrey  Booth. 

The  property  described  in  the  original  deed  of  feoffment,  as  a barn  and  two 
closes,  containing  by  estimation  six  acres,  consists  of  about  35,800  square 
yards,  situate  in  Manchester,  at  the  junction  of  the  streets  called  Piccadilly 
and  Port-street,  and  the  whole,  except  certain  parts  thereof  which  have  been 
sold  to  the  Rochdale  Canal  Company  as  hereafter  mentioned,  is  let  on  build- 
ing leases,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  177b. 
The  rents  reserved  on  these  leases  appear  to  have  been  as  good  as  could 
have  been  obtained,  being  at  the  rate  of  from  1 \d.  to  2fr/.  a square  yard, 
according  to  the  situation  of  the  different  plots  of  land;  and  in  each  lease  there 
is  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  build  and  keep  in  repair  one  or  more 
houses,  the  value  of  which  is  required  to  be  generally  double  the  amount  of 
the  rent. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  state  of  this  portion  of  the  charity-estate, 
the  leases  being  all  for  terms  of  99  years,  commencing,  except  where  it  is 
otherwise  expressed,  on  the  day  preceding  the  respective  dates. 

The  letters  affixed  to  the  dates  of  the  respective  leases  refer  to  a plan  of  the 
premises  made  in  1816,  when  surveys  and  plans  of  the  whole  estate  were  made.

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  December  1805,  between  John  Bury  and 
five  others,  trustees  of  this  charity,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  company  of  pro- 
prietors of  the  Rochdale  Canal,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  com- 
pany, in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to  them  by  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
passed  in  the  34th  Geo.  3,  had  agreed  with  the  said  John  Bury  and  others  for 
the  purchase  of  the  estate  in  fee  of  the  plot  of  land  thereinafter  described, 
with  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  for  the  purpose  of  making  wharfs,  and 
building  warehouses  thereon,  and  other  the  purposes  of  the  said  canal,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  9 51.  8 s.  8 d.  to  be  reserved  thereout,  the 
said  John  Bury  and  others  granted  to  the  said  company  and  their  successors 
a plot  of  land  in  Manchester,  described  in  a plan  in  the  margin  of  the  said 
indenture,  being  part  of  a close  called  Standley  Barn  Close,  and  containing  in 
the  whole  8,565  square  yards,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  yearly  rent  of  95/.  8s.  8 d. 

By  another  indenture  of  the  same  date,  and  made  between  the  same  parties, 
the  said  John  Bury  and  others,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
above-mentioned  Act  of  Parliament,  and  in  consideration  of  the  yearly  rent 
reserved,  granted  to  the  said  company  and  their  successors  a plot  of  land  in 
Manchester,  particularly  delineated  in  a plan  drawn  in  the  margin  of  the  said 
indenture,  being  also  part  of  the  said  close  called  Standley  Barn  Close,  and  con- 
taining 5,901  square  yards,  with  the  buildings  erected  thereon,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  71/-  Us*  6</. 

The  property  described  in  the  foundation-deed  as  three  closes,  called  the 
Millwards  Crofts,  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres,  is  situate  at  the 
junction  of  Great  Bridgwater-street  and  Oxford-street.  The  whole  of  this 
property  was  demised  in  1805  to  John  Gilbert,  for  99  years;  but  a part 
thereof  has  been  since  purchased  by  the  Rochdale  Canal  Company,  the  said 
company  having  first  obtained  from  the  persons  interested  in  the  lease  an 
assignment  of  the  premises  for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  99  years,  upon  the 
payment  of  certain  rents  to  them,  amounting  to  109/.  6 s.  per  annum,  and 
having  afterwards  purchased  the  reversion  from  the  trustees  of  the  charity  upon 
payment  of  an  additional  rent  to  them  of  27  /.

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  May  179*2,  between  James  Massey,  Samuel 
Clowes  the  elder,  and  Samuel  Clowes  the  younger,  Holland  Ackers,  John 
Barrow,  and  John  Bury,  the  then  trustees  of  the  charity  of  Humphrey  Booth, 
of  the  one  part,  and  John  Gilbert  the  younger,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the 
Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1776,  the  said  trustees,  in  consideration  of  the 
yearly  rent  and  covenants  thereinafter  reserved  and  contained,  and  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  powers  vested  in  them  by  the  said  Act  of  Parliament,  demised  to 
the  said  John  Gilbert,  his  executors,  &c.  three  several  closes  or  parcels  of  land, 
meadow,  or  pasture,  called  the  Millwards  Crofts,  or  Mileworth  Crofts,  situate  at 
the  lower  end  of  Canal-lane,  in  Manchester,  and  containing  by  estimation  eight 
acres  or  thereabouts,  were  the  same  more  or  less,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the 
said  John  Gilbert,  with  the  appurtenances,  for  the  term  of  99  years  from  the  day 
before  the  date  thereof,  subject  to  an  agreement  in  writing,  bearing  date  18th 
March,  1788,  entered  into  by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  with  Sir  Booth 
Gore,  bart.  Edward  Greaves,  esq.  Roger  Aytown,  esq.  and  William  Cooper, 
gent,  owners  of  the  adjoining  lands  and  premises,  for  opening  a street  to  be 
called  Oxford-street  and  for  other  purposes,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  200/. 
for  the  first  year,  400/.  for  the  second  year,  and  600/.  for  the  residue  of  the 
said  term,  payable  quarterly,  with  a power  of  distress  and  re-entry  in  case  of 
non-payment ; and  the  lessee  covenanted  that  he  would  during  the  said  term 
keep  open  and  unbuilt  upon  the  said  street  called  Oxford-street,  agreeable  to 
the  before-mentioned  agreement ; and  that  he,  his  executors,  &c.  would  within 
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the  space  of  years,  erect  and  finish  upon  the  said  demised  premises, 
dwelling-houses  and  other  edifices  and  buildings,  in  such  manner  as  therein 
particularly  mentioned,  each  dwelling-house  or  other  building  in  front  to 
Oxford-street  to  be  eight  yards  wide  at  the  least,  and  three  stories  high, 
besides  cellars,  which  said  dwelling-houses  and  buildings  should,  when  finished, 
be  of  the  yearly  value  of  1,200/.  at  the  least ; and  also  to  keep  the  said  houses 
and  buildings  in  good  tenantable  repair  during  the  said  term  ; and  he  in  like 
manner  covenanted  to  put  down  and  keep  in  repair  a flagged  pavement  eleven 
feet  wide  on  each  side  of  Oxford-street  aforesaid,  as  far  as  the  said  demised 
premises  extended,  with  substantial  stoops  or  posts  along  the  outside  of  such 
pavement ; and  also  to  pave  with  good  paving-stones  so  much  of  the  said  street 
as  aforesaid. 

By  Deed  Poll,  bearing  date  5th  March  1810,  John  Gilbert,  John  Bury,  and 
Benjamin  Sotheron,  Mary  Tonge  and  Thomas  Fletcher,  which  three  last-men- 
tioned persons  were  the  executors  and  executrix  of  Richard  Tonge,  deceased, 
in  consideration  of  the  yearly  rent  of  54/.  13  s.  to  be  paid  to  the  said  John 
Gilbert,  the  yearly  rent  of  45/.  10s.  10r/.  to  be  paid  to  the  said  John  Bury,  and 
the  yearly  rent  of  9 /.  2s.  2 d.  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Benjamin  Sotheron  and 
others,  for  the  residue  of  the  term  thereinafter  mentioned,  by  the  company  of 
proprietors  of  the  Rochdale  Canal,  granted  and  released  to  the  said  company 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  thereinafter  mentioned,  three  several  plots  of  land, 
therein  particularly  described,  and  delineated  in  a plan  in  the  margin  of  the  said 
Reed,  containing  respectively  the  following  quantities,  viz.  2,154  square  yards, 
1,487  square  yards,  and  731|-  square  yards,  all  which  said  several  plots  of  land 
were  part  of  certain  closes,  which  it  is  stated  were  by  indenture  dated  2d  May 
1792,  demised  by  James  Massey,  and  others,  trustees,  &c.  to  the  said  John  Gil- 
bert, for  99  years  from  the  day  preceding  the  date  of  the  said  indenture,  and 
of  which  premises  five  equal  12th  parts  were  by  the  said  John  Gilbert  assigned 
to  the  said  John  Bury,  by  indenture  bearing  date  23d  March  1807,  and  one  of 
the  said  12th  parts  had  been  assigned  by  the  said  John  Bury  to  the  said  Ben- 
jamin Sotheron  and  others,  by  indenture  bearing  date  23d  December  I8O7. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  7th  March  1810,  between  John  Bury  and  others, 
the  trustees  of  this  charity,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  proprietors  of  the  Rochdale 
Canal  Company  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  lease  granted  to  John  Gilbert,  as 
bearing  date  the  2d  May  1792,  and  also  reciting  that  the  three  several  plots  of 
land  mentioned  in  the  above  abstracted  deed-poll,  and  described  as  containing 
parts  of  the  Rochdale  Canal,  with  the  banks  and  towing-path  of  the  same,  had 
been  didy  assigned  to  the  said  company  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  so 
demised  to  the  said  John  Gilbert ; and  that  the  fee-simple  of  the  same  pre- 
mises being  then  vested  in  the  said  trustees,  they  had  contracted  with 
the  said  company  for  the  sale  thereof,  in  consideration  of  the  said  company 
agreeing  to  pay  for  the  same  the  yearly  rent  of  27/.  Gs.  6d.  for  the  remainder 
of  the  said  term  of  99  years,  and  the  yearly  rent  of  69/.  2 s.  11  Id.  for  ever 
from  the  expiration  of  that  term  ; and  that  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  such 
contract  into  effect  it  had  been  agreed  between  the  said  parties  that  the  said  pre- 
mises should,  in  the  first  place,  be  demised  by  the  said  company  to  the  said 
trustees,  and  should  then  be  re-demised  by  the  said  trustees  to  the  said  company, 
and  that  the  fee-simple  of  the  said  premises  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  com- 
pany by  indentures  of  lease  and  release ; and  also  reciting,  that  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  agreement,  the  said  plots  of  land  had,  by  indenture  bearing  date 
the  6th  March  1810,  been  demised  by  the  said  company  to  the  said  trustees, 
for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  so  assigned  to  the  said  company,  the  last 
day  of  the  said  term  only  excepted : It  is  witnessed  that,  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  agreement  the  said  John  Bury  and  others  re-demised  to  the  said  company 
the  said  three  plots  of  land  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  the  same  had 
been  demised  to  the  said  trustees  by  the  said  company,  the  last  day  thereof  only 
excepted,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  27/.  Gs.  G d. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  8th  and  9th  March  1810, 
made  between  John  Bury  and  five  others,  trustees  as  aforesaid,  of  the  first  part, 
the  said  company  of  the  second  part,  and  Charles  Cooke  of  the  third  part,  after 
reciting  the  said  lease  to  John  Gilbert  as  of  the  date  of  2d  May  1792,  the  said 
John  Bury  and  others,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Rochdale 
Canal  Act,  granted  to  the  said  Charles  Cooke  the  several  plots  comprised  in 
the  indenture  of  7th  March  1810.  To  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  to  the  use  of  the 
S said 
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said  John  Bury  and  others,  and  their  executors,  for  the  continuance  of  the  said 
term  of  99  years,  and  after  the  determination  thereof  to  the  use,  that  they  the 
said  John  Bury  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  should  receive  out  of  the  said  pre- 
mises yearly,  the  rent  of  69/.  2 s.  11  \d.  upon  the  trusts  for  which  the  said 
premises  stood  limited  to  the  said  John  Bury  and  others,  and  subject  to  the 
said  rent  to  the  use  of  the  said  company  for  ever. 

Doubts  have  prevailed  with  respect  to  the  validity  of  the  lease  granted  to 
John  Gilbert  in  1792,  upon  the  supposition  that  it  was  granted  partly  for  the 
benefit  of  Mr.  John  Bury,  one  of  the  trustees,  and  a party  to  the  lease  in 
question.  A committee  was  appointed  in  1807,  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  township  to  investigate  this  matter,  all  the  trustees  who  executed  the 
lease,  except  Mr.  Bury,  being  then  dead.  The  indenture,  whereby  five  twelfths 
of  the  demised  premises  were  assigned  to  Mr.  Bury  by  John  Gilbert,  bearing 
date  23d  March  1807,  was  produced  to  the  committee,  and  we  are  informed 
that  in  that  deed  it  was  recited  that  an  agreement  had  taken  place  between  Mr. 
Gilbert  and  Mr.  Bury  soon  after  the  original  demise,  and  that  from  the  date  of 
that  agreement  Mr.  Bury  had  become  entitled  to  five  twelfths  thereof.  We  are 
also  informed  that  land  adjoining  these  premises,  and  containing  nearly  30,000 
square  yards,  was  sold  in  the  same  year  1792,  with  a reservation  of  a yearly 
rent  amounting  to  7 d.  a square  yard,  whereas  the  rent  of  600/.  does  not  amount 
to  2 \d.  a yard,  according  to  the  quantity  stated  in  a plan  made  in  1816  by 
actual  measurement,  the  quantity  being  there  described  as  60,679  square  yards. 
We  find,  however,  from  the  minutes  of  the  trustees,  that  in  March  1790,  the 
property  was  offered  by  auction  to  be  let  for  99  years,  and  that  no  more  than 
2 \d.  a yard  was  then  bid  for  it ; that  the  trustees  refused  to  let  the  property  at 
that  rent ; and  that  in  December  1790  it  was  offered  to  James  Radford  on  the 
same  terms  as  were  afterwards  accepted  by  Mr.  Gilbert,  and  that  he  declined 
the  offer ; that  it  was  then  resolved  that  it  should  be  offered  to  any  other  person 
on  those  terms,  and  it  was  not  until  more  than  a year  had  elapsed  that  Mr. 
Gilbert  agreed  to  take  the  lease.  As  to  the  rent  of  7 d.  a square  yard  having 
been  obtained  on  the  sale  of  adjoining  lands,  the  difference  appears  undoubtedly 
very  great ; but  it  will  be  observed  that  it  was  upon  a conveyance  in  fee, 
whereas  the  land  belonging  to  the  charity  was  to  be  demised  for  a term  only  of 
99  years,  and  there  may  have  been  other  circumstances,  of  which  we  are  not 
aware,  that  might  have  rendered  the  property  sold  in  fee  of  greater  value. 
Although  the  transaction  is  far  from  being  free  of  suspicion,  yet  considering  the 
lapse  of  time,  and  (if  Mr.  Bury  was  in  fact  originally  interested  in  the  lease)  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  any  positive  evidence  of  the  fact,  we  conceive  it  would  be 
in  vain  to  attempt  to  set  the  lease  aside. 

With  respect  to  the  terms  on  which  the  reversion  of  part  of  the  above-men- 
tioned premises  have  been  sold  to  the  Rochdale  Canal  Company,  there  appear 
to  be  some  grounds  for  thinking  that  better  terms  might  have  been  obtained, 
inasmuch  as  the  company  having  taken  an  assignment  from  the  persons  interested 
in  the  lease,  at  rents  amounting  to  109/.  6s.  per  annum  for  the  residue  of  the 
term  of  99  years,  further  agreed  to  pay  for  that  term  27  /•  6 s.  6r/.  to  the  trus- 
tees, making  up  a total  of  136/.  12s.  6 d.  per  annum  during  the  continuance 
of  the  term  of  99  years,  but  as  soon  as  that  term  expires  they  will  have  to  pay 
only  69/.  2s.  11  \d.  There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why,  if  the  property  is  worth 
to  the  company  136/.  12  s.  6d.  per  annum  for  the  first  99  years,  it  should  be  esti- 
mated at  less  after  the  expiration  of  that  term.  The  rent  of  69/.  2s.  11  \d.  is, 
however,  at  the  rate  of  about  3|t/.  a square  yard. 

Upon  the  premises  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Canal  Company  there  is 
a large  warehouse,  and  the  rest  is  used  for  wharfs  and  quays,  and  upon  the 
residue  of  the  premises  demised  to  John  Gilbert  there  is  a large  carrier’s 
warehouse,  and  other  warehouses,  houses  and  buildings.

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The  rents  are  collected  by  Mr.  Charles  Cooke,  a solicitor,  at  Salford,  who 
acts  as  steward  to  the  trustees,  and  are  paid  by  him  into  the  bank  of  Messrs. 
Jones,  Loyd  & Co.  at  Manchester,  where  a separate  account  is  kept  in  respect 
of  this  charity,  and  interest  is  allowed  upon  the  balances  in  their  hands. 

An  account  is  also  kept  by  Mr.  Cooke,  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,

In  addition  to  these  payments  there  is  charged  in  the  account  of  the  year 
ending  at  Easter  182G,  the  sum  of  31/.  19$.  8 d.  for  the  last  conveyance  to  new 
trustees. 

Out  of  the  residue  of  the  income  sums  of  money  are  advanced  to  the  church- 
warden appointed  for  the  township  of  Salford,  and  the  constables  of  Salford,  for 
distribution  amongst  the  poor  ; the  advances  being  made  as  money  happens 
to  be  required  by  cheques  upon  the  bank  drawn  by  the  trustee  who  acts  as 
treasurer  for  the  year.

The  balance  in  the  bank  at  Easter  1821  was  111/.  45.  2 d.  and  at  Easter  1826, 
334/.  11 5.  8 cl. 

The  accounts  have  since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  Cooke  in  1812 
been  made  up,  and  audited  annually  by  the  trustees,  and  since  1821  they  have 
been  publicly  exhibited  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  and  signed  by  the 
minister  as  chairman. 

A statement  of  the  application  of  the  sums  paid  to  the  churchwarden  and 
constables  will  be  given  hereafter  at  the  close  of  the  account  of  the  charity 
founded  by  Humphrey  Booth,  the  younger. 

It  w ill  be  necessary,  however,  to  advert  here  to  some  of  the  earlier  accounts, 
as  it  appears  that  the  greater  part  of  the  income  of  the  charity  was  for  many 
years  misapplied. 

On  8th  January  1790  it  was  resolved,  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees,  that  the 
overplus  of  the  income  beyond  what  should  be  paid  for  distribution  to  the  poor 
should  be  applied  towards  building  a workhouse  in  Salford,  and  accordingly 
from  1791  to  1802  different  sums  were  advanced  from  time  to  time  for  this 
purpose,  and  some  large  sums  were  borrowed,  which  were  afterwards  repaid, 
with  interest  at  five  per  cent,  out  of  the  funds  of  this  charity,  in  pursuance  of 
a resolution  to  that  effect  made  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  in  1797* 

The  amount  of  the  sums  advanced  from  1791  to  1802  inclusive  was 
5,147'/.  25.  3d.  besides  the  sum  of  768/.  35.  8 d.  paid  in  1794  to  Mr.  John  Bury, 
for  timber  and  other  charges ; and  the  following  sums  were  borrowed  from 
different  persons;  from  Mr.  Dixon  three  several  sums  of  1,000/.  each,  one  of 
which  wras  repaid  in  1798,  (1,000/.  having  been  borrowed  for  the  purpose  from 
the  trustees  of  Chetham’s  Hospital,  in  Manchester;)  from  Broster’s  charity,  150/. 
which  still  remains  unpaid ; from  Mrs.  Bury,  300/. 

The  repayment  of  the  above-mentioned  sums,  excepting  2,000/.  part  of  what 
was  borrowed  of  Mr.  Dixon,  and  the  sum  of  130/.  borrowed  of  B roster’s 
charity,  is  entered  in  the  trustees  accounts  between  the  years  1796  and  I8O7. 
The  sum  of  2,000/.  was  probably  repaid  to  Mr.  Dixon  some  time  between  the 
25th  December  1798  and  25th  December  1806,  by  Mr.  Bury,  he  having 
received  during  that  period  the  rent  payable  under  the  lease  to  John  Gilbert. 
At  Christmas  1806  Mr.  Bury  rendered  an  account,  which  is  entered  as  having 
been  then  examined  and  allowed  by  four  others  of  the  trustees,  but  this  account 

does 
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does  not  contain  the  particulars  of  his  receipts  or  disbursements  ; it  being  thus  Salford, 
stated :

From  1791  to  1796  the  sums  paid  to  the  churchwarden  and  constables  for 
distribution  to  the  poor  varied  in  general  from  20/.  to  37 /.  a quarter  ; and  from 
1796  to  April  1806,  40/.  a quarter  was  paid,  except  in  three  instances,  when 
50/.  was  paid.  From  1806  to  1809  the  quarterly  payment  varied  from  50/.  to 
100/.  Since  1810,  the  income  has  been  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  it  is  at 
the  present  time. 

Charity  of  Humphrey  Booth  the  Younger. 

Humphrey  Booth,  of  Salford,  by  Will,  bearing  date  3d  March  1 672,  devised 
his  house  and  croft  in  the  Gravel  Hole,  in  Salford,  and  four  closes  and  a barn, 
near  the  Broken  Bank,  with  one  rood  of  land,  which  had  a well  in  it,  com- 
monly called  Oldfield  Well,  to  be  employed  towards  all  repairs  of  the  chapel 
of  Salford ; and  in  case  there  should  be  any  overplus,  he  directed  that  it  should 
be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  Salford  at  Christmas,  as  the  money  left  by 
his  grandfather  was. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  .bearing  date  1st  and  2d  February  1695, 
between  John  Oldfield,  nephew  and  heir  of  the  said  testator,  of  the  first  part, 
and  James  Johnson,  and  five  others,  inhabitants  or  freeholders  within  the  town 
of  Salford,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Humphrey  Booth ; 
the  said  John  Oldfield,  for  the  better  effecting  the  said  devise,  and  with  the 
consent  as  well  of  the  said  James  Johnson  and  others  as  of  the  rest  of  the 
inhabitants  most  concerned,  conveyed  to  the  said  James  Johnson  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  barn  and  croft,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Gravel 
Hole,  in  Salford  ; and  a barn,  situate  near  the  Broken  Bank,  and  four  closes 
of  land,  commonly  called  the  Chequers,  in  Salford,  containing  by  estimation 
3 a.  2r.  ; and  also  a dole  of  land  in  Salford,  in  a place  called  the  Old  Field, 
containing  by  estimation  1 r.  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  end  that  they,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  might  take  care  to  see  the  trust  performed  according  to  the 
intent  of  the  said  will  : And  it  was  agreed,  that  whensoever  any  four  of  the  said 
trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  within  six  months  following 
convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  such  survivors  and  four  other  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Salford,  men  of  honest  repute  and  estate,  such  as  the  said 
survivors  should  think  fit,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

These  premises  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees ; and 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  19th  and  20th  December  1821, 

William  Sherratt  and  Dauntesey  Hulme,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  conveyed 
the  said  premises,  and  the  new  dwelling-houses  and  buildings  thereon  erected 
by  the  several  lessees  thereof,  to  the  use  of  themselves  the  said  William  Sherratt 
and  Dauntesey  Hulme,  and  of  James  Bateman,  Henry  Burgess,  Thomas  Peel, 
and  James  Hilibert,  all  of  Salford,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

Of  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity  the  greater  part  is  let  on  building 
leases,  with  the  usual  covenants  ; and  substantial  dwelling-houses,  forming  the 
Crescent  in  Salford,  have  been  erected  thereon.

The  lease  contains 
a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessees  to  lay  out  in  repairs  at  least  the  sum  of 
300/.  under  the  inspection  of  the  trustees,  and  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair, 
and  to  insure  for  the  sum  of  500/. ; and  there  are  also  certain  provisions 
in  case,  within  the  first  14  years,  the  lessee  should  be  desirous  of  taking  a longer 
lease  for  the  purpose  of  building. 

These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Dunster.  They  contain 
4,132  square  yards,  and  have  been  much  improved  since  he  has  held  them,  he 
having  laid  out  as  much  as  200/.  on  the  buildings,  besides  what  was  required  to 
be  expended  in  repairs.  Proposals  have  been  made  for  taking  this  land  for  the 
purpose  of  building  thereon,  but  the  trustees  have  not  considered  the  offers 
sufficiently  beneficial  to  the  charity. 

2d.  The  premises  described  in  the  will  as  one  rood  of  land,  which  had  a well 
in  it,  called  Oldfield  Well.  This  land  contains  about  half  a statute  acre,  and 
let  to  Benjamin  Green,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  2/.  It  has  been  advertised 
to  be  let  on  a building-lease,  but  no  sufficient  offer  has  yet  been  made  ; it  is 
stated,  however,  that  it  might  be  let  for  more  than  it  is  now,  even  in  its  present 
state,  as  a garden-ground.  In  1814  upwards  of  40/.  was  expended  in  inclosing 
this  land  with  a paling  and  hedge.  This  appears  to  have  been  a very  large  sum, 
compared  with  the  value  of  the  property. 

The  rents  above  mentioned,  amounting  at  the  present  time  to  565/.  5 s.  9d. 
per  annum,  are  collected  by  Mr.  Charles  Cooke,  and  paid  into  the  bank  of 
Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co.  and  interest  is  allowed  upon  the  balance  in  their 
hands. 

Out  of  this  income  there  is  paid  to  the  collector  14/.  2 s.  7 d.  being  two  and 
a half  per  cent  upon  the  amount ; and  a small  sum  is  paid  annually  for  receipt- 
stamps  and  postage.  Of  the  clear  income  such  part  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose  is  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  chapel  at  Salford,  and  out  of  the  residue 
sums  are  advanced  to  the  churchwarden  and  constables,  to  be  distributed  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  preceding  charity. 

With  respect  to  the  sums  allowed  lor  the  repairs  of  the  chapel,  application  is 
occasionally  made  to  the  trustees  by  the  chapelwardens  for  the  specific  sums 
required,  and  such  sums  have  been  paid  from  the  general  account  of  this  charity  ; 
but  of  late  years  a very  irregular  practice  has  prevailed  : the  churchwarden  and 
constables  have,  without  any  authority  from  the  trustees,  paid  several  bills  for 
repairs  out  of  the  money  given  to  them  for  distribution  to  the  poor.

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  March  1826,  upwards  of  30/.  had  been  expended 
on  the  chapel  beyond  what  had  been  received  by  the  chapelwardens.  The 
roof  of  the  chapel  w as  then  in  a bad  state  of  repair,  and  it  wras  estimated  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  lay  out  as  much  as  400/.  or  500/.  upon  it,  and  for  this 
Rep.

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Salford.  purpose  the  payments  on  the  other  branch  of  the  charity  have  been  lately 

— Of  contracted.  Some  expenses  connected  with  the  chapel,  but  not  falling  under 

Humphrey  Booth  the  denomination  of  repairs,  have  been  occasionally  paid  out  of  this  fund  ; but 
the  younger  a few  years  ago  a case  was  laid  before  an  eminent  counsel,  and  upon  this 

continued.  opinion,  in  which  it  was  stated  what  specific  expenses  he  considered  to  come 

“y  within  the  terms  of  the  donor’s  will,  the  trustees  propose  to  regulate  their 
expenditure  in  future. 

It  seems  desirable  that  this  course  should  be  adopted,  and  that  no  money 
should  be  applied  in  future  to  the  repairs  of  the  chapel  out  of  the  funds  paid 
for  distribution  to  the  poor,  nor,  except  upon  application  having  been  made  to 
the  trustees  themselves,  and  their  sanction  expressly  obtained  previously  to  the 
expense  being  incurred.  An  account  ought  also  to  be  kept  of  the  money 
expended  for  this  purpose,  which  should  be  audited  with  the  other  accounts. 


The  following  sums  have  been  paid  in  the  last  five  years  to  the  church- 
warden and  constables,  with  the  intent  that  they  should  be  distributed  to  the 


poor —

These  payments,  with  the  sum  of  44/.  18  s.  paid  in  1823,  for  the  repairs  of 
Salford  chapel,  and  37/.  3 s.  5d.  paid  in  1824  for  preparing  the  last  convey- 
ance to  trustees,  makes  up,  with  the  ordinary  expenses,  the  whole  expenditure 
for  the  period  above  mentioned.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  March  1826, 
there  was  a balance  of  616/.  14 s.  10  d.  in  the  bank,  out  of  which  it  was  proposed 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  repairing  the  chapel  roof.  The  accounts  of  these 
receipts  and  disbursements  are  audited  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  the 
preceding  charity. 


The  sums  received  by  the  churchwarden  and  constables  from  the  trustees 
of  the  charities  of  Humphrey  Booth  the  elder,  and  Humphrey  Booth  the 
younger,  are  disposed  of  principally  in  weekly  allowances  to  poor  persons 
resident  in  Salford,  in  a distribution  of  linen  for  shirts  and  shifts,  and  in  blankets. 
The  weekly  payments  vary  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  individual, 
from  about  2 s.  to  5s.  The  objects  of  charity  are  selected  by  the  churchwarden 
and  constables,  but  previously  to  their  appointment  they  are  required  to  bring 
a recommendation  signed  by  one  or  more  respectable  inhabitants  ; many  of 
them  are  persons  advanced  in  years,  and  some  are  such  as  have  become  reduced 
from  better  circumstances  ; poor  persons  who  are  not  settled  inhabitants  of 
Salford,  if  resident  there,  are  frequently  admitted.  Those  who  actually  receive 
relief  from  the  township  are  excluded  ; but  of  those  who  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  charity  the  greater  number  would  otherwise  be  obliged  to  apply  to  the 
township  for  relief;  it  is  stated  however,  that  the  weekly  allowance  made  from  the 
charity  considerably  exceeds  what  persons  in  the  same  situation  would  receive 
out  of  the  poor-rates.  This  distribution  takes  place  every  Thursday  afternoon, 
and  a book  is  kept  in  which  the  name  and  residence  of  persons  receiving  the 
benefit  of  the  charity,  and  the  sums  paid  to  them,  are  regularly  entered.  The 
linen  and  blankets  are  distributed  in  the  winter,  amongst  poor  persons  who  are 
recommended  in  a similar  manner,  but  from  year  to  year,  and  they  are  not 
excluded  though  they  receive  the  weekly  allowance  ; a similar  account  is  kept 
of  the  mode  in  which  these  articles  are  disposed  of. 

Although  the  relief  given  to  the  poor  by  the  present  mode  of  distributing 
these  charities  is  distinct  from  that  afforded  by  the  poor-rates,  and  although 
a more  liberal  allowance  is  thus  made  to  such  of  the  poor  as  would  be  entitled 
to  relief  from  the  township,  than  they  could  claim  from  the  overseers,  it  is 
evident  that  the  immediate  effect  of  the  distribution  is  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  the  sums  chargeable  upon  the  rated  inhabitants. 

On  examining  the  accounts  kept  by  the  churchwarden  and  constables,  it 
appears  that  their  disbursements  consist  principally  of  the  sums  applied  in  the 
manner  above  mentioned.  There  is  also  paid  to  a person  for  keeping  the 
accounts  a salary  of  10/.  and  some  expenses  are  incurred  in  providing 
printed  forms  of  recommendation,  and  other  articles  of  stationeiy.  We  have 

5 already 
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already  noticed  that  payments  have  been  improperly  made  out  of  this 
account  for  the  repairs  of  the  chapel.  The  following  accounts  of  the  two 
years  ending  at  Easter  1825,  (being  the  last  audit  previous  to  our  inquiry), 
seem  to  furnish  a fair  specimen  of  the  usual  annual  expenditure.

When  the  accounts  were  made  up  at  Easter  1825  there  was  a balance  of 
162/.  4s.  5 cl.  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwarden  and  constables.  Since  1822 
these  accounts  have  been  exhibited  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  in  the 
collegiate  church,  and  signed  by  the  minister  there ; and  from  1812  to  1817 
abstracts  of  the  accounts  were  printed  and  circulated  in  the  township. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  SALFORD. 

Broster’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  10th  December  1787,  between  James  Massey,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Gorton,  William  Barrow,  John  Barrow,  John  Bury,  and 
James  Cooke,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Charles  Broster,  by  Will,  bearing 
date  the  day  bequeathed  to  Thomas  Dickenson  and  five  others,  100/. 

to  the  intent  that  they  should  therewith  purchase  a clear  annual  rentcharge  of 
the  best  value  they  could,  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  minister,  constable,  church- 
warden and  overseers  of  Salford,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  distribute  and 
dispose  of  the  same  as  follows  ; one  half  thereof  in  coals,  amongst  such  poor 
widows  and  housekeepers  of  Salford  not  receiving  alms,  as  they  should  think 
meet ; and  the  other  half  in  clothing  such  poor  children  of  the  said  town  of 
Salford  as  they  should  think  meet,  giving  to  each  of  the  said  poor  children 
a church  of  England  catechism ; and  that  until  such  time  as  the  said  trustees 
could  meet  with  some  proper  place  to  make  such  purchase,  the  said  trustees 
should  distribute  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  of  100/.  amongst  such  poor 
persons  as  to  them  should  seem  meet ; and  that  the  said  testator  directed  that 
whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three  or  two,  the  sur- 
vivors should  appoint  so  many  more  honest,  able  and  sufficient  persons  as 
with  the  survivors  would  make  up  six  in  number : And  further  reciting,  that  the 
interest  of  the  sum  of  100/.  had  been  suffered  to  accumulate,  so  that  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  then  amounted  to  150/.  and  that  no  rentcharge  had  been  pur- 
chased ; the  said  James  Massey,  in  whose  name  such  money  had  been  placed 
out  at  interest  in  order  that  the  said  charity  might  be  applied  agreeably  to  the 
intention  of  the  testator,  assigned  to  the  said  Thomas  Gorton  and  others,  the 
said  sum  of  150/.  and  all  securities  for  the  same,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the 
interest  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  testator ; and  upon  further  trust,  that 
the  survivors,  when  the  number  should  be  reduced  to  three  or  two,  should 
appoint  others  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  said  will. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  150/.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out,  together 
with  money  derived  from  the  charity  of  Humphrey  Booth  the  elder,  in  building 
a workhouse.  In  the  accounts  of  that  charity  under  the  date  of  1792,  credit 
is  given  for  the  amount,  and  from  that  period  7 /•  10s.  has  been  paid  by  the 
trustees  of  that  charity,  as  the  interest,  to  the  churchwarden  and  constables, 
who  keep  an  account  of  this  charity  in  their  general  book  of  accounts,  but  in 
a separate  page. 

From  this  account  it  appears  that  in  1822  the  interest  was  laid  out  partly 
in  clothing  for  boys  and  girls,  and  partly  in  weekly  allowances ; that  in  1823 
the  sum  of  81.  14s.  5d.  was  charged  as  paid  for  shirts  and  shifts,  and  some 
other  expenses.  For  the  years  1824,  1825,  and  1826,  the  receipt  of  the 
interest  is  entered  in  the  constables  and  churchwarden’s  account ; but  no 
part  has  been  disposed  of,  so  that  there  is  due  a balance  of  22/.  12s.  10 d. 
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Salford. 


Broster’s  Charity, 
continued. 


It  is  is  proposed  in  future  to  keep  a separate  book  for  the  accounts  of  this 
charity ; and  to  dispose  of  the  income  according  to  the  particular  directions  of 
the  donor. 

In  the  application  of  the  principal  sum  of  150/.  in  the  building  of  a work- 
house  the  trustees  of  Humphrey  Booth’s  Charity  seem  to  have  acted  without 
any  authority  ; but  if  the  interest  is  paid  regularly,  as  it  is  at  the  present  time, 
it  does  not  appear  that  the  objects  of  Broster’s  Charity  will  sustain  any  injury. 


Haworth’s  Charity. 

Haworth’s  Charity.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  February  1 636,  between  Charles  Haworth, 

of  the  one  part,  and  Humphrey  Booth  and  five  others,  of  the  other  part,  the 
said  Charles  Haworth  being  minded  to  give  something  towards  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  then  minister  of  the  chapel  of  Salford,  and  for  other  considera- 
tions, granted  to  the  said  Humphrey  Booth  and  others  the  sum  of  10/.  upon 
trust,  after  the  death  of  Richard  Hollingworth,  the  then  minister,  to  apply  one 
moiety  of  the  produce  thereof  to  the  minister  of  the  said  chapel  of  Salford  for 
the  time  being,  and  to  employ  the  other  moiety  thereof  for  the  best  benefit, 
commodity  and  profit  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Salford,  and  to  pay  the  same 
yearly  unto  them  for  ever ; and  it  was  provided,  that  as  any  one  of  the  said 
trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  elect  some  honest,  religious  and  able 
person  in  his  room. 

This  sum  of  money  was  by  several  subsequent  deeds  assigned  from  time  to 
time  to  new  trustees,  the  last  whereof  bears  date  13th  April  1775,  and  was 
made  between  Richard  Barrow  the  elder,  of  the  one  part,  the  Rev.  Robert 
Kenyon,  Richard  Barrow  the  younger,  John  Massey,  Richard  Gorton,  and 
James  Cooke,  of  the  other  part. 

The  sum  of  10/.  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  James  Cooke,  esq.  and  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  his  executors,  who  are  anxious  to  pay  the  same  if  they  could 
obtain  a sufficient  discharge. 

Charles  Cooke,  esq.  solicitor  of  Salford,  who  acts  for  the  executors,  pays 
10^.  a year  as  the  interest,  to  the  churchwarden  and  constables,  by  whom  it 
appears  to  have  been  generally  laid  out  in  clothing  for  the  poor.  In  February 
1826  there  was  due  from  their  account  in  respect  of  this  charity,  the  sum 
of  1/. 

It  seems  desirable  that  the  principal  sum  should  be  laid  out  on  some  good 
security  to  be  approved  of  by  the  minister,  who  is  entitled  to  one  moiety  of 
the  interest. 

Cuthbertson’s  Charity. 

Cuthbertson’s  Robert  Cuthbertson , by  Will,  bearing  date  9th  October  1683,  as  recited  in 
Charity.  the  following  indenture  of  release,  bequeathed  100/.  to  be  disposed  of  by  his 
executors  for  the  best  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Salford, 
the  produce  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  at  the  time  when  Mr.  Booth’s 
money  should  be  distributed. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  the  latter  bearing  date  22d  January 
1684,  between  James  Moss  and  William  Drinkwater,  executors  of  the  said  Robert 
Cuthbertson  of  the  one  part,  and  James  Johnson  and  three  others,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting  the  said  will,  and  that  the  said  executors  had  laid  out  the  said 
sum  of  100/.  in  the  purchase  of  the  premises  thereafter  mentioned  ; the  said 
James  Moss  and  William  Drinkwater  conveyed  a messuage  or  dwelling-house, 
with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Droylsden,  and  five  closes  in  Droylsden, 
known  by  the  several  names  therein  mentioned,  and  containing  by  estimation 
71  acres,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  of  the  said 
James  Johnson  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof  should  be  yearly,  from  time  to  time,  faithfully  disposed  of 
towards  the  succour,  aid  and  relief  of  such  poor,  aged,  needy,  and  impotent 
people  as  for  the  time  being  should  dwell  in  the  said  town  of  Salford ; and  as 
the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being,  with  the  constables  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  town,  should  in  their  judgment  conceive  to  have  need  thereof, 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  testator  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever 
any  four  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  within  six  months 
convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  survivors  and  four  other  sub- 
stantial and  discreet  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  survivors  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid. 
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By  Indenture  bearing  date  the  17th  December  preceding,  these  premises  Salford. 

had  been  demised  by  the  said  James  Moss  and  William  Drinkwater  to  John  

Grimshaw  the  elder,  and  John  Grimshaw  the  younger,  for  the  term  of  5,000  Ciithbcrtson  s 
years,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  5 /.  continued. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  17th  and  18th  March  \ v 

1797,  reciting  the  Will  of  the  said  Robert  Cuthbertson,  and  the  indentures  of 
lease  and  release  of  22d  January  1684;  and  further  reciting,  that  by  divers 
subsequent  conveyances  the  premises  above  mentioned  had  become  vested  in 
Thomas  Barrow  the  elder,  by  survivorship,  the  said  Thomas  Barrow  conveyed 
the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  himself,  Thomas  Barrow  the  younger,  James 
Cooke,  since  deceased,  John  Leaf,  Holland  Ackers,  since  deceased,  and 
Dauntesy  Hulme,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  recited 
indentures. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  it  is  stated  form  part  of  an  estate  at  Droylsden, 
the  property  of  the  late  Edward  Greaves,  esquire,  the  yearly  rent  of  51.  being 
paid  by  the  agent  to  that  estate.  This  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  and 
constables,  who  keep  an  account  of  this  charity  in  a separate  page  of  the  book, 
containing  the  general  charity  accounts.  In  January  1822  the  sum  of 
9/.  17  s.  5d.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  33  blankets,  which  were  distributed 
amongst  poor  people  of  Salford.  No  distribution  has  taken  place  since,  and  in 
February  1826  there  was  a balance  of  24/.  18s.  Id.  remaining  undisposed  of. 

It  is  proposed  in  future  to  keep  a separate  book  for  the  accounts  of  this 
charity,  and  to  apply  the  income  in  a more  regular  manner. 

Buerdsell’s  Charity. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  15th  and  17th  January  Buerdsell’sCharity. 
1690,  (as  appears  by  a recital  contained  in  a subsequent  conveyance  to  trustees, 
dated  9th  February  1693,)  between  George  Buerdsell,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Nathan  Leech  and  James  Key,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  George  Buerdsell 
conveyed  a messuage,  burgage  and  tenements  in  Salford,  with  the  appurtenances, 
to  the  said  Nathan  Leech  and  James  Key,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  the 
clear  rent,  after  the  deduction  of  all  necessary  expenses  for  repairs,  &c.  should 
be  disposed  of  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Salford,  on 
every  2d  of  February,  by  the  boroughreeve  and  constables  of  the  said  town  for 
the  time  being. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  24th  and  25th  December 
1812,  reciting  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  above  abstracted  ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  messuage,  burgage  and  tenement  had  several  years  ago  been 
taken  down  by  the  lessee  for  the  time  being,  and  two  other  messuages  built  on 
the  site  thereof,  (a  similar  recital  having  been  contained  in  the  previous  con- 
veyance to  trustees,  dated  4th  and  5th  September  1737)  j and  reciting,  that  the 
said  premises  were  vested  by  divers  subsequent  conveyances  in  Richard  Gorton 
and  John  Bury,  the  said  Richard  Gorton  and  John  Bury  conveyed  the  said 
premises  by  the  description  of  two  dwelling-houses,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
a street  called  Fore-street  or  Chapel-street,  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  James 
Ingham,  James  Hall,  since  deceased,  Robert  Hindley,  and  John  Sherratt,  and 
their  heirs,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  as  directed  by  the  first- 
recited  indenture  of  release  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  after  the  death  of 
any  two  of  the  trustees  the  survivors  should  convey  to  the  use  of  themselves, 
and  two  new  trustees  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  premises  described  in  the  above  abstracted  indenture  as  two  houses  are 
now  occupied  as  one  dwelling-house,  and  there  is  a shop  and  a small  yard  adjoin- 
ing : they  are  let  to  Mrs.  Williamson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  24/.  per  annum, 
having  been  in  the  occupation  of  that  family  for  many  years.  It  is  stated  that 
the  buildings  are  in  a very  dilapidated  state,  but  that  they  are  worth  40/.  a year, 
and  might  be  let  for  that  rent  to  a person  who  would  undertake  to  keep  them 
in  repair.  We  were  assured  by  Mr.  Robert  Hindley,  one  of  the  trustees,  that 
they  would  take  this  subject  immediately  into  consideration. 

The  rent  is  paid  to  an  account  kept  at  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Loyd  & Co. 
and  payments  have  occasionally  been  made  thereout  to  the  constables  of  Salford, 
who  have  distributed  the  amount  with  the  charities  of  Humphrey  Booth  the 
elder,  and  Humphrey  Booth  the  younger.

54/.  Is.  in  the  bank,  of  which  42/.  Is.  was  paid  to  the  constables  for  distribu- 
tion to  the  poor  in  the  month  of  March  following. 

It  seems  very  desirable  that  the  trustees  should  take  a more  active  part  in 
the  management  of  this  charity,  as  well  with  respect  to  the  letting  of  the 
property  as  in  paying  the  rent  regularly  to  the  officers,  by  whom  it  ought  to  be 
distributed  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor.  It  is  also  proper  that  new 
trustees  should  now  be  appointed. 


It  further  appears  that  the  said  George  Buerdsell,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
16th  May  1692,  bequeathed  to  his  executors  the  sum  of  50/.,  to  be  by  them 
paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Salford,  to  be  by  the  said  overseers  placed 
out,  and  the  interest  thereof  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of 
Salford  yearly  on  the  2d  February.  And  after  leaving  other  legacies,  he 
bequeathed  one  moiety  of  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  the  poor  of  the 
said  town  of  Salford,  to  be  placed  out,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed 
by  the  overseers  in  like  manner. 

We  could  not  discover  any  further  trace  of  this  bequest. 

Dickanson’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Dicleanson , by  Will,  bearing  date  10th  December  l697>  gave  to 
the  poor  of  Salford  for  ever  a messuage,  tenement  and  dwelling-house,  orchard, 
garden,  hereditaments  and  premises  situate  in  Salford,  and  directed  his  execu- 
tors, John  Lightbourn  and  Henry  Dickanson,  in  convenient  time  after  his 
decease,  to  elect  and  choose  six  sufficient  discreet  persons  as  feoffees  in  trust, 
for  the  said  poor,  to  receive  the  rents  arising  from  the  above-mentioned  pre- 
mises, and  to  dispose  of  the  same  to  the  uses  following,  viz.  to  lay  out  the 
same  in  cloth  for  the  making  and  finishing  of  eight  coats  for  eight  poor  old 
men  of  the  town  of  Salford,  such  as  should  constantly  frequent  the  church, 
the  same  to  be  made  new  and  ready  on  Christmas-day  yearly,  with  such  badge 
upon  the  same  as  the  said  feoffees  should  think  fit ; and  he  further  directed 
that  whenever  three  of  the  feoffees  should  be  dead  the  survivors  should  elect 
three  prudent  and  discreet  persons  in  the  room  of  those  deceased. 

By  indentures  of,  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  21st  and  22d  June  17H> 
between  Henry  Dickanson,  of  Blackley,  heir,  and  one  of  the  executors  of  the 
said  Thomas  Dickanson,  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry  Dickanson,  of  Salford, 
and  four  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Dick- 
anson, the  said  Henry  Dickanson  of  Blackley,  for  the  better  performance  of 
the  said  will,  released  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Henry  Dickanson  of  Salford, 
and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  premises  upon  the  trusts  of  the 
said  will. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  13th  and  14th  February 
1792,  between  Edward  Leach,  of  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Clowes,  and  six 
others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Dickanson, 
and  the  conveyance  of  the  premises  therein  mentioned  to  trustees  by  Henry 
Dickanson  of  Blackley,  and  reciting  that  all  the  trustees  therein  named  had 
died  without  making  any  new  appointment,  and  that  the  said  Edward  Leach, 
party  to  this  indenture,  was  the  heir  of  the  last  survivor ; and  further  reciting, 
that  the  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  the  chapelwardens  of  Salford,  had 
filed  an  information  in  the  high  court  of  Chancery,  in  Trinity  Term  1787» 
against  the  said  Edward  Leach,  and  Henry  Dickanson  the  heir  at  law  of 
Henry  Dickanson  of  Blackley,  stating  that  the  defendant  Henry  Dickanson 
claimed  the  surplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  trust-premises  after  pro- 
viding eight  coats  for  eight  poor  men  of  Salford ; and  praying  that  proper 
persons  might  be  appointed  trustees,  and  that  the  said  Edward  Leach  should 
convey  the  estate  to  them,  and  that  the  said  charity  might  be  established, 
and  directions  given  for  carrying  the  same  into  execution  ; and  further  recit- 
ing, that  it  had  been  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  said  court  to 
appoint  six  new  trustees,  and  to  approve  of  a scheme  for  carrying  the  trusts  of 
the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Dickanson  into  effect,  and  to  settle  the  convey- 
ance to  new  trustees  ; and  that  the  master  by  his  report,  made  21st  July  1791, 
had  certified  that  he  had  approved  of  the  said  Samuel  Clowes  and  others  as 
trustees  ; and  that  he  had  also  approved  of  the  said  trustees  granting  a lease  or 
leases  of  the  said  charity  estate  for  99  years,  reserving  the  clear  yearly  rent

of  40/. ; and  that  he  had  also  approved  of  the  annual  application  of  such  rent 
to  the  clothing  of  such  a number  of  poor  men  in  Salford,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  proper  ; which  report  was 
confirmed  on  the  4th  August  1791  *•  The  said  Edward  Leach  conveyed  the  said 
premises  to  the  said  Samuel  Clowes  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts 
declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  testator,  as  extended  and  regulated  by  the 
order  of  the  court  of  Chancery. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  24th  and  25th  December  1812, 
between  John  Bury,  Joshua  Crompton,  and  Richard  Gorton  (all  of  whom  are 
since  deceased,)  of  the  one  part,  and  James  Ingham,  Henry  Burgess  and  John 
Sherratt,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  testator,  and  subsequent 
conveyances  of  the  said  premises,  and  the  proceedings  in  the  court  of  Chancery, 
the  said  John  Bury  and  others  conveyed  the  premises  abovementioned,  together 
with  all  the  buildings  that  had  been  thereon  erected,  to  the  use  of  themselves 
and  the  said  James  Ingham  and  others,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  preced- 
ing indentures. 

Instead  of  demising  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity  upon  the  terms 
approved  of  by  the  master  in  Chancery,  as  stated  in  the  indenture  of  release 
of  1792,  the  trustees  demised  the  premises  in  10  several  parcels  for  terms  of 
99  years,  at  rents  amounting  to  42/.  15s.  8 \d.,  to  persons  who  had,  except  in 
one  instance,  built  thereon  previously  to  the  execution  of  their  respective 
leases,  but  the  leases  do  not  in  general  express  that  the  lessees  had  so  built,  or 
contain  any  covenant  on  their  part  that  they  would  build.

The  above  leases  contain  covenants  for  keeping  a certain  portion  of  the 
demised  premises  open  and  unbuilt  upon  for  streets,  and  to  keep  the  said  streets 
in  repair. 

The  buildings  now  standing  on  these  premises  are  worth  considerably  more 
than  double  the  rents  respectively  reserved,  and  it  is  stated  that  at  the  time  the 
leases  were  granted  the  rents  were  considered  high. 

Out  of  the  income  of  this  charity,  amounting  to  42/.  1.5$.  Sf  d.,  2/.  15$.  9 d. 
is  allowed  to  Mr.  Charles  Cooke,  solicitor,  for  keeping  the  accounts,  and  the 
residue  is  applied  in  purchasing  blue  coats,  and  other  articles  of  clothing, 
which  are  distributed  by  the  trustees  shortly  before  Christmas,  amongst  such 
poor  persons  of  Salford  as  are  60  years  of  age  or  upwards,  and  are  recom- 
mended to  them  by  respectable  inhabitants.  The  number  of  coats  given 
away  seldom  exceeds  12,  and  the  same  persons  when  once  appointed  generally 
continue  to  receive  them  year  after  year.  In  1825  it  was  thought  more 
beneficial  to  the  12  poor  persons  who  had  received  the  coats  in  the  preceding 
year,  to  give  them  other  articles  of  clothing,  and  therefore  no  coats  were  pro- 
vided, but  17  pair  of  shoes  and  62  shirts  were  disposed  of  amongst  70  old  men, 


including  the  12  above  mentioned. 


The  accounts  are  kept  by  Mr.  Cooke,  and  are  audited  by  the  trustees, 
the  last  audit  there  was  a balance  of  6/.  6$.  5d.  due  to  Mr.  Cooke.

Caldwell’s  Charity. 

Caldwell’s  Charity.  John  Caldwell,  by  Will,  bearing  date  11th  May  1744,  and  proved  at  Chester, 
gave  one  moiety  of  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  after  payment  of  his  debts, 
funeral  and  testamentary  expenses,  in  case  he  should  leave  no  child,  to  the 
Rev.  Richard  Assheton,  Ralph  Banks,  and  Thomas  Boardman,  in  trust,  to  place 
out  the  same  at  interest  on  real  or  personal  security,  and  pay  the  interest  to  his 
wife  during  her  widowhood  ; and  he  directed  that  after  her  decease  or  marriage 
50/.  part  of  the  said  moiety,  should  be  continued  or  new  placed  at  interest  by  the 
said  trustees,  and  that  the  yearly  interest  thereof  should  be  paid  to  the  officiating 
clerk  in  the  chapel  at  Salford,  as  an  addition  to  his  salary  ; and  as  to  the  residue 
of  the  said  moiety  he  directed  that  if  his  wife  should  continue  a widow  at  the 
time  of  her  death  the  same  should  go  to  the  use  of  her  executors,  administra- 
tors, &c. ; but  that  if  she  should  marry  again,  such  residue  should  be  continued 
or  new  placed  out  at  interest  by  his  said  trustees,  on  trust,  that  the  interest 
should  be  laid  out  in  purchasing  linen  cloth,  and  making  the  same  into  so  many 
mens  shirts  or  womens  shifts  as  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  should 
think  proper,  which  should  be  disposed  of  by  the  said  trustees  on  or  about 
St.  Thomas’s-day  yearly,  to  poor  men  and  women  of  or  belonging  to  the  town 
of  Salford  above  the  age  of  50  years,  having  no  relief  from  the  overseers  of 
Salford  ; and  if  there  should  be  any  overplus  he  directed  that  it  should  be  laid 
out  by  the  said  trustees  in  purchasing  coals  or  other  fuel  for  such  old  men  and 
old  women  as  aforesaid  on  or  about  New  Year’s-day. 
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By  Indenture,  bearing  date  25th  March  1776,  between  Thomas  Boardman, 
survivor  of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Robert 
Kenyon  and  John  Boardman,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  said  will,  and  that 
his  widow  in  1758  married  John  Smith,  at  which  time  100/.  being  half  the  value 
of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  after  payment  of  his  debts,  &c.  vested  in  the 
three  trustees  named  in  his  will,  of  whom  the  said  Richard  Assheton  and  Ralph 
Banks  were  both  then  dead,  the  said  Thomas  Boardman  granted  to  the  said 
Robert  Kenyon  and  John  Boardman  the  said  100/.  with  all  securities  for  the 
same,  on  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  testator,  with  a proviso  for 
appointing  new  trustees  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  should  occur,  so  as  to 
make  up  the  number  of  three. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  22d  April  1825,  Thomas  Boardman,  son  of  the 
above-mentioned  John  Boardman,  as  the  surviving  trustee  under  a deed  of  1794, 
appointed  Thomas  Boardman  the  younger,  John  Adamthwaite  and  John 
Boardman  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  and  assigned  to  them  the  sum 
of  100/. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  John  Boardman  of  Salford, 
dyer,  one  of  the  trustees  appointed  in  1776>  for  which  he  paid  interest  at  the  rate 
of  four  and  a half  per  cent.  Since  his  death,  in  181G,  the  interest  has  been 
paid  by  Thomas  Boardman,  one  of  his  executors,  and  one  of  the  trustees 
appointed  in  1825.  It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  security  for  this  money 
in  existence,  and  we  therefore  suggested  the  expediency  of  its  being  invested  in 
the  funds. 

One  half  of  the  interest  is  paid  to  the  clerk  officiating  in  Trinity  Chapel,  and 
the  residue  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which  is  made  up  into  shirts  and 
shifts,  and  they  are  delivered,  ready-made,  to  about  14  poor  aged  persons  of 
Salford  not  receiving  relief  from  the  township.  The  objects  of  charity  are 
selected  by  Mr.  Boardman’s  family,  and  the  same  persons  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  charity  from  year  to  year.  In  1824  these  payments  were  stopped,  in  order 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  new  trust-deed,  amounting  to  4/.  13s.  10c/. 

Davies’s  Charity. 

There  is  the  following  inscription  on  a tablet  in  the  chapel  at  Salford  : 

“ Alexander  Davies,  esq.  gave  a rentcharge  of  2/.  10s.  per  annum  from  lands 
at  Sandywell,  to  be  distributed  weekly  to  24  poor  people  by  the  chapelwardens, 
and  50/.  in  money,  in  Sir  Gore  Booth’s  hands  but  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns 
of  1786  it  is  stated  that  a rentcharge  of  2/.  12s.  was  given  by  Alexander  Davies, 
and  50/.  by  Mary  Davies,  and  that  each  of  these  benefactions  was  for  bread  to 
the  poor. 

The  yearly  sum  of  2/.  10s.  is  received  by  the  chapelwardens  as  the  interest  of 
50/.  from  Mr.  B.  Booth,  the  agent  of  Sir  Robert  Booth  ; the  like  yearly  sum  is 
received  from  the  agent  of  T.  Tipping,  esq.  the  owner  of  lands  at  Sandywell ; 
but  whether  this  is  paid  as  a rentcharge  upon  any  property  in  that  situation,  or  as 
the  interest  of  some  money  in  his  hands,  does  not  clearly  appear.  Mr.  Joseph 
Moreton,  who  was  agent  for  Mr.  Tipping  from  1821  to  1824,  states  that  he  con- 
sidered the  payment  as  for  the  interest  of  50/.  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  Salford, 
and  so  entered  it  in  his  accounts. 

With  these  two  sums  of  2/.  10s.  and  the  yearly  sum  of  51.  paid  in  respect  of 
J.  Haward’s  charity,  hereafter  mentioned,  48  penny  loaves  are  provided  every 
Sunday,  which  are  given  away  by  the  chapelwardens  after  Divine  Service  at  the 
chapel,  one  half  thereof  to  24  poor  children,  and  the  other  half  to  12  poor  aged 
persons,  the  overplus  of  the  price  of  the  bread  being  paid  out  of  the  sacrament 
money.

Grammar  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  15th  May  lC06,  James  Ashton,  esq.  of 
r c i 1 Chadderton,  for  the  education  of  youth,  granted  and  confirmed  to  Laurence 
rammar  oc  100 . Q^derton  and  nine  others,  and  their  heirs,  half  an  acre  of  land,  in  the 
township  of  Oldham,  of  the  great  measure  there  used,  abutting  on  a meadow  in 
the  occupation  of  Edmund  Taylor  on  the  east,  a meadow  in  the  holding  of 
Adam  Jackson  on  the  south,  a garden  in  the  holding  of  Richard  Winterbottom 
on  the  north,  and  a parcel  of  a field  called  Kiln  Croft,  from  which  the  said  half 
acre  was  taken,  on  the  west,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs 
should  not  only  suffer  a convenient  free-school-house  to  be  erected  thereon  for 
teaching  of  children  the  English,  Latin,  and  Greek  tongues,  and  instructing 
them  in  good  manners,  but  also  should  convert  the  usage  and  profit  of  the  said 
half  acre  towards  the  commodity,  maintenance,  or  ease  of  the  said  intended 
school,  or  of  the  masters  or  teachers  therein,  to  their  best  discretions  for  ever- 
more, at  the  yearly  rent  of  2 d.,  if  demanded,  and  on  trust,  that  when  all  the 
trustees,  except  four,  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  from  time  to  time  should 
convey  the  said  half  acre,  and  whatsoever  should  be  erected  thereon,  to  10 
other  men  of  the  township  of  Oldham,  and  their  heirs,  as  they  being  assisted 
with  the  advice  of  such  of  the  most  substantial  householders  as  would  be  pleased 
to  give  their  advice  therein  should  think  fit,  on  the  before-mentioned  trusts. 

By  Deed,  bearing  date  17th  May  1606,  (as  appears  from  an  old  copy  thereof 
produced  to  us)  the  said  James  Ashton  granted  to  the  said  Laurence  Chadderton, 
and  others,  and  their  heirs,  an  annual  rent  of  40  s.  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage 
and  tenement  in  Oldham,  in  the  occupation  of  Roger  Taylor,  upon  trust,  that 
they,  and  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  free-school  about  to  be  built  in 
Oldham,  should  pay  the  said  yearly  rent  to  the  master  of  that  school. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  the  school  premises  was  made  by  inden- 
tures of  lease  and  release  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  September  1812,  whereby 
the  Right  honourable  Assheton  Lord  Curzon,  Joseph  Radcliffe,  and  John 
Lees,  conveyed  the  said  half  acre  of  land,  with  the  school-room  erected  thereon, 
and  the  said  annuity  of  40s.  to  Robert  Hopwood,  James  Lees,  Joseph  Lees, 
Abraham  Clegg,  John  Taylor  Clegg,  Assheton  Clegg,  Edward  Lees,  Thomas 
Barker,  John  Lees,  and  Joseph  Jones  the  younger,  and  then'  heirs,  to  the 
use  of  all  the  parties  thereto  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  above-mentioned  trusts  ; 
of  these  trustees  Robert  Hopwood,  James  Lees,  Joseph  Lees,  Assheton  Clegg, 
Edward  Lees,  Thomas  Barker,  John  Lees,  and  Joseph  Jones,  are  still  living. 

Thomas  Nutlall,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  March  1720,  gave  to  Benjamin 
Gregg,  Samuel  Robottom,  Benjamin  Dawson,  and  John  Starkie,  and  to  the 
owners  of  his  capital  messuage  called  Horsedge,  in  Oldham,  and  their  heirs,  a 
yearly  rent  of  31.  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage  or  tenement  in  the  parish  of 
Oldham,  called  Royds,  over  and  above  another  yearly  rent  of  40 s.  payable  to 
Oldham  school,  subject  to  the  payment  of  which  he  had  purchased  that  tene- 
ment of  Samuel  Thorpe,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of  nonpayment  of  the 
said  rent  of  3 1.  for  the  teaching  of  eight  poor  children  inhabiting  in  the  town  of 
Oldham  and  Holebottom,  to  read  English  in  the  said  school,  as  the  said  trus- 
tees or  the  major  part  of  them  should  appoint,  and  for  buying  books  for  the 
said  children  out  of  the  surplus,  if  there  should  be  any ; and  he  directed  that 
whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  or  fewer,  the  survivors  or 
survivor  should  nominate  other  trustees,  so  as  to  make  up  the  number  of  five  or 
more,  the  heir  for  the  time  being  of  his  messuage  at  Horsedge  always  to  be 
elected  one  ; and  he  also  charged  the  said  tenement  with  another  rent-charge  of 
31.  per  annum,  for  teaching  poor  children  of  Tottington,  and  the  freehold  and 
inheritance  of  the  said  messuage  and  tenement  called  Royds,  charged  with  the 
said  charities,  he  devised  to  his  grand-daughter  Margaret  Bagshaw  and  her 
heirs.  3

In  a schedule  of  documents  relating  to  this  school  is  mentioned  “ a copy  of  ^ nmue  ■ ^ 
George  Scholes’s  will,  dated  August  13th  1686,  giving  thereby  20 s.  annually 
for  the  repair  of  Oldham  school,”  but  this  copy  was  not  amongst  the  documents 
produced  to  us,  and  we  were  unable  to  obtain  any  further  information  relating 
to  the  annuity.  The  Reverend  William  Winter,  the  present  master  of  Oldham 
school,  states  that  he  cannot  find  any  trace  of  its  having  ever  been  received. 

The  school  property  derived  from  the  deed  of  15th  May  1606,  consists  of  a 
school-room,  and  about  half  an  acre  of  land,  on  which  houses  and  other  build- 
ings have  been  erected,  the  site  thereof  having  been  granted  for  that  purpose 
by  various  leases  and  conveyances  from  the  trustees,  either  for  very  long  terms  of 
years,  or  in  fee,  subject  to  reserved  rents.  There  is  also  a house  at  the  western 
corner  of  the  land,  which  was  formerly  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being,  but  is  let  by  the  present  master  to  a yearly  tenant.

The  trustees  of  this  school  do  not  appear  to  have  had  any  authority  to  grant 
the  lands  in  fee,  or  for  terms  equivalent  to  a perpetuity  ; and  it  is  considered  by 
some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Oldham  disadvantageous  to  the  charity,  that  the 
school,  the  neighbourhood  of  which  is  inhabited  by  persons  of  a low  description, 
should  have  been  so  much  enclosed  by  buildings.  But  on  the  other  hand  it  is 
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Oldham'.  to  be  observed  that  the  half  acre  of  land,  if  not  appropriated  to  building,  would 

at  this  time,  from  its  situation,  produce  little  if  any  income. 

Grammar  School,  scj100]  was  repaired  by  subscription  about  the  time  when  the  last  trust- 

v contmued-  j jeecj  was  made.  The  repairs  of  it,  which  are  occasionally  required,  are  done 
at  the  expense  of  the  schoolmaster,  who  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and 
receives  the  above-mentioned  rents.  The  annuity  of  40s.  given  by  James 
Ashton  the  founder,  and  that  of  3/.  added  by  the  will  of  Mr.  Nuttall,  are  also 
paid  to  him  by  the  agent  of  Robert  Radclifie,  esquire,  in  respect  of  the  lands 
charged  therewith.  The  schoolmaster,  in  consideration  of  the  emoluments 
derived  from  Ashton’s  donation,  instructs  in  grammar  and  the  classics  all  the 
sons  of  the  inhabitants  of  Oldham  who  are  sent  to  the  school  free  of  expense, 
but  a charge  is  made  for  teaching  them  English,  writing  and  arithmetic.  There 
were  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  14  scholars  of  this  description.  In  consi- 
deration of  the  annuity  given  by  Mr.  Nuttall’s  will,  six  chddren  of  poor  people 
of  Oldham,  appointed  by  Mr.  Enoch  Dunkerly,  the  land  agent  of  Mr.  Radcliffe, 
are  taught  by  the  schoolmaster’s  assistant,  English  reading,  and  if  they  remain 
at  the  school  long  enough,  writing  and  arithmetic,  free  of  expense. 

John  Walker’s  Charity. 

John  Walker’s  The  particulars  of  this  donor’s  Will,  dated  in  1755,  whereby  he  gave  600/. 

Chanty.  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  for  teaching  poor  children  of 
Oldham,  and  other  places,  to  read,  have  been  already  stated  in  the  account  of 
the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  in  a preceding  part  of  this 
Report. 

From  this  charity  an  annual  sum  of  7 /•  is  paid  to  the  master  of  Hollinwood 
school,  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  teaching  12  children,  and  an  annual  sum  of 
4 /.  is  paid  to  the  master  of  another  school  in  Oldham  for  teaching  nine  children 
to  read. 

Lists  of  the  children  thus  taught  are  annually  returned  by  the  schcolmasters 
to  Mr.  R.  M.  Whitlow  of  Manchester,  the  agent  for  the  trustees,  who  makes 
the  respective  payments  to  them. 

Henshaw’s  Charity. 

Henshaw’sCharity.  Thomas  Henshaw,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  November  1807,  after  making 
certain  devises  of  his  real  estates,  and  bequeathing  certain  legacies,  and  amongst 
other  things  an  annuity  of  200/.  to  his  wife,  Sarah  Henshaw,  in  bar  of  dower, 
(for  whose  benefit  he  had  by  his  marriage  settlement  covenanted  that  his  execu- 
tors should  pay  an  annuity  of  100/.  for  her  life,)  and  an  annuity  of  30/.  to  his 
servant  Hannah  M‘Naught  for  her  life  ; and  after  reciting  that  it  was  his  inten- 
tion that  a blue-coat  school  should  be  erected  at  Oldham,  and  a blind  asylum 
established  at  Manchester,  under  the  management  of  certain  trustees  to  be 
thereafter  appointed,  gave  20,000/.  in  trust,  to  the  said  trustees,  to  each  of  the 
said  charities,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  should  afterwards  be 
determined  for  the  government  thereo ; but  he  directed  that  the  said  monies 
should  not  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  or  the  erection  of  buildings,  it 
being  his  expectation  that  other  persons  would  at  their  expense  purchase  lands 
and  buildings  for  those  purposes  ; and  he  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  personal 
estate  in  trust,  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  intended  charities,  to  be  equally  divided, 
and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  each  of  the  said  charities ; provided  that  in  case  any 
of  his  said  trustees  should  die,  or  desire  to  be  discharged  from  the  trusts  reposed 
in  them  before  such  trusts  should  be  fully  executed,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being,  by  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals,  attested  by 
two  witnesses,  to  appoint  other  fit  persons  to  be  trustees  in  their  stead,  and  so 
from  time  to  time;  and  that  when  such  new  appointment  should  be  made,  an 
assignment  of  the  trust-property  should  also  be  made  from  the  old  to  the  new 
trustees;  and  he  appointed  John  Atkinson,  Joseph  Atkinson, [and  the  said  Sarah 
Henshaw,  executors  and  executrix  of  his  will. 

The  said  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  9th  January  1808, 
gave  to  the  Blue-coat  School  before  mentioned  the  sum  of  20,000/.  and  em- 
powered his  executors  to  fix  the  establishment  of  it  at  Manchester,  instead  of 
Oldham,  if  they  should  think  it  more  convenient. 

By  another  codicil,  bearing  date  January  14th  1808,  the  said  testator  gave  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Manchester  Infirmary,  1,000/. ; to  the  Lunatic  Hospital, 
1,000/. ; to  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  500/.  ; and  to  the  Ladies  Charity,  500/. 

By 
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By  a subsequent  codicil,  bearing  date  9th  May  1808,  the  testator  appointed  Oldham. 

the  following  trustees  for  the  charities  of  the  Blue-coat  school  and  Blind  asylum,  

in  conformity  to  his  will,  viz.  Dauntesey  Hulme,  Jonathan  Beever,  John  Heashaw’sCharity, 

Atkinson,  Joseph  Atkinson,  George  Duckworth,  Nathaniel  Gould,  Thomas  \ continued.  . 

Drinkwater,  William  Jones,  and  Thomas  Atkinson,  all  of  Manchester,  and 

James  Clegg,  Thomas  Barker,  George  Hadfield  and  John  Taylor,  of  Oldham, 

with  power  to  fill  up  the  number  whenever  they  should  be  reduced  to  nine  by 

death  or  resignation ; and  he  stated  his  will  to  be,  that  the  sums  which  he  had 

bequeathed  of 40,000/.  to  the  Blue-coat  school,  and  20,000/.  to  the  Blind  asylum, 

making  together  60,000/.  should  continue  in  the  house  or  firm  at  Oldham,  in 

conformity  to  and  during  his  articles  of  partnership,  and  for  such  longer  term 

as  his  executors  should  consider  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  sum  secure 

for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charities,  it  being  his  will  that  the  interest  of  the  said 

60,000/.  should  be  paid  annually  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  charities  for  the 

maintenance  and  support  thereof. 

The  testator  died  in  1810,  and  his  executors,  John  and  Joseph  Atkinson, 
took  steps  for  proving  the  will  and  codicils  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  the  bishop 
of  Chester ; but  Sarah  Henshaw,  the  executrix,  and  Ann  Hadfield,  who  claimed 
to  be,  as  his  niece,  the  only  next  of  kin  to  the  testator,  entered  a caveat  against 
the  probate,  and  it  therefore  became  necessary  for  John  and  Joseph  Atkinson 
to  institute  a suit  in  that  court  for  proving  them  in  due  form  ; and  it  appears, 
that  probate  was  afterwards  granted  of  the  said  will  and  codicils,  power  being 
reserved  to  the  said  Sarah  Henshaw  to  come  in  and  prove. 

In  1817,  the  said  Sarah  Henshaw  and  Ann  Hadfield  filed  a bill  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery  against  the  two  executors  above  named,  and  the  trustees  of  the 
charity,  with  the  exception  of  George  Drinkwater,  who  was  dead,  and  the 
Attorney-general,  praying  that  the  annuity  to  the  said  Sarah  might  be  secured 
for  her  benefit,  and  that  the  arrears  thereof  which  had  accrued  since  the  testa- 
tor’s death  might  be  paid  to  her ; that  the  bequests  in  favour  of  the  Blue-coat 
school  and  Blind  asylum  might  be  declared  to  be  void ; and  the  plaintiffs,  as 
widow  and  next  of  kin  of  the  testator,  declared  to  be  entitled  to  the  residue 
of  his  estate. 

The  defendants  put  in  their  answers,  and  upon  the  hearing  ot‘  the  cause 
on  21st  July  1818,  the  vice-chancellor  declared  that  the  two  legacies  of 
40,000/.  and  20,000/.  were  valid,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to 
the  residue  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  but  that  it  was  well  disposed  of 
by  the  will  ; and  it  was  referred  to  a master  of  the  court  to  take  an  account 
of  the  said  estate  in  the  hands  of  the  acting  executors,  and  if  the  residue,  after 
payment  of  debts,  should  not  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  legacies  and  annuities 
given  by  the  will  and  codicil,  the  master  was  to  calculate  in  what  proportion 
they  should  abate,  and  also  what  sums  should  be  set  apart  to  satisfy  the  future 
payments  of  the  annuities,  and  that  all  parties  should  be  paid  their  costs. 

The  master  made  his  report,  bearing  date  23d  December  1822,  setting  forth 
the  will  and  codicils  of  the  testator,  and  an  account  of  his  debts,  legacies, 
funeral  expenses,  the  produce  of  his  estate,  the  mode  in  which  it  had  been 
disposed  of,  and  the  portion  of  it  which  then  stood  in  the  name  of  the 
accountant-general ; and  on  the  8th  of  August  1823  the  vice-chancellor 
decreed  that  the  annuity  of  200/.  bequeathed  to  Sarah  Henshaw,  being  in  bar 
of  dower,  should  be  paid  in  full,  notwithstanding  a deficiency  of  assets ; and 
that  10,000/.  three  per  cents  consols,  part  of  a sum  of  26,164/.  13  s.  10  d.  like 
annuities,  then  standing  in  the  accountant-general’s  name,  should  be  carried 
to  an  account  to  be  intitled  Sarah  Henshaw’s  Account,  to  answer  her  two 
annuities  of  100/.  and  200/.  ; and  that  1,000/.  three  per  cent  consols,  further 
part  of  such  sum  of  26,164/.  13s.  10g/.  should  be  carried  to  an  account,  intitled 
Hannah  M ‘Naught’s  Account,  to  answer  her  annuity  of  30/.  with  power  to 
any  persons  entitled  upon  the  deaths  of  the  said  annuitants  respectively  to  the 
sums  of  stock  set  apart  to  secure  the  said  annuities,  to  apply  to  the  court ; and 
it  was  further  decreed,  that  so  much  of  the  said  26,164/.  13  s.  10  d.  three 
per  cent  annuities  as  would  raise  the  sum  of  3,433/.  0 s.  6d.  appearing  by  the 
master’s  report  to  have  been  received  by  the  said  John  Atkinson,  for  the 
interest  of  71,093/.  3 s.  2 d,  three  per  cent  annuities,  which  had  been  pur- 
chased with  51,319/.  5 s.  part  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  in  respect  of  the 
legacies  of  40,000/.  and  20,000/.  and  which  stock  was  set  apart  on  account  of 
the  said  charity  legacies  in  the  said  Report  mentioned,  should  be  sold,  and  that

v conm  ( ' ; cent  Bank  annuities  ; and  that  the  interest  accruing  from  such  annuities,  when 

purchased,  and  also  the  interest  to  accrue  on  the  residue  of  the  three  per  cent 
annuities  standing  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general  in  trust  in  this  cause, 
to  the  last-mentioned  account,  should,  as  the  same  should  become  due,  be  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  the  like  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general 
in  trust  in  this  cause;  and  that  the  residue  of  the  said  26,164/.  13s.  10tf. 
three  per  cent  annuities  should  be  sold,  and  the  money  arising  from  the  sale 
thereof  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank  to  the  credit  of"  the  cause  ; and  that  it 
should  be  referred  to  the  master  to  tax  the  costs  of  all  parties  as  between 
solicitor  and  client ; and  that  it  should  be  referred  back  to  the  master  to  appor- 
tion the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  residue  of  the  said  26,164 /.  13s.  10c/. 
three  per  cent  annuities,  after  payment  of  the  said  costs,  and  any  cash  which 
should  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  cause,  among  all  the  legatees,  having 
regard  to  the  sums  already  received  by  them,  the  amount  of  their  several 
legacies,  and  of  the  duty  on  such,  whereof  the  duty  was  directed  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  estate,  and  that  what  the  master  should  apportion  in  respect  of  the 
charity  legacies  should  be  carried  to  “ the  account  of  the  charitable  bequests 
of  Thomas  Henshaw and  that  the  master  should  approve  of  five  new 
trustees  in  the  place  of  Joseph  Atkinson,  George  Duckworth,  James  Clegg, 
Nathaniel  Gould,  and  William  Jones,  deceased  ; and  that  he  should  inquire 
whether  any  person  had  given  or  would  give  land  for  the  erection  of  a blue 
coat  school  and  a blind  asylum,  or  either  of  them,  and  if  not,  that  he  should 
inquire  and  state  whether  the  intentions  of  the  testator  as  to  those  foundations, 
or  either  of  them,  could  be  carried  into  effect,  and  if  so,  in  w hat  manner ; with 
liberty  to  the  trustees  and  the  attorney-general  to  lay  schemes  before  the 
master  for  carrying  the  said  charitable  intentions  into  effect.  And  the  said 
master  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  separate  reports  on  the  matters  referred 
to  him. 

The  said  master,  by  his  separate  report,  bearing  date  27th  July  1824,  stated, 
that  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  said  residue  of  the  said 
26,164/.  13^.  10  d.  three  per  cent  annuities,  (after  setting  apart  the  said  sums 
of  10,000/.  and  1,000/.  for  securing  the  annuities  aforesaid,  and  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  costs,)  and  the  other  sums  of  cash  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  cause, 
amounted  to  10,298/.  125.  11c/.  which  he  had  apportioned  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  said  decretal  order.  And  it  appears  from  such  apportionment, 
as  set  forth  in  a schedule  annexed  to  the  Report,  that  in  consequence  of  a defi- 
ciency of  assets  an  abatement  of  six  per  cent  was  made  on  all  the  legacies  given 
by  the  testator’s  will,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  200/.  per  annum  to  his 
widow. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  the  stock  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general 
had  accumulated  to  the  amount  of  96,320/.  05.  6d.  three  per  cent  consols, 
inclusive  of  the  sums  of  10,000/.  and  1,000/.  stock,  set  apart  for  securing  the 
payment  of  300/.  per  annum  to  Mrs.  Henshaw,  and  30/.  per  annum  to 
Mrs.  M‘Naught,  which  sums,  upon  the  death  of  the  respective  annuitants,  will 
become  divisible  amongst  the  legatees  for  the  complete  payment  of  their 
respective  legacies,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  will  fall  into  the  residue  of  the 
testator’s  personal  estate,  payable  to  the  trustees. 

The  trustees  have  taken  the  following  measures  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a school  pursuant  to  the  donor’s  directions. 

On  the  27th  February  1824,  it  was  resolved  at  a meeting,  that  an  advertise- 
ment should  be  inserted  in  several  newspapers,  inviting  charitable  persons  to 
give  lands  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Manchester,  for  the  objects  of  the  charity, 
but  no  offer  having  been  made,  it  was  resolved,  at  a meeting  holden  on  the 
20th  July  ensuing,  to  issue  another  advertisement,  stating  that  the  trustees  were 
willing  to  establish  the  school  at  Oldham,  if  suitable  land  and  buildings,  or 
money  adequate  to  the  purchase  of  them  there,  should  be  given.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  advertisement  some  proposals  were  made,  which  the  trustees  did 
not  deem  eligible. 

At  another  meeting  of  the  trustees,  holden  on  the  3d  October  1825,  a pro- 
posal was  made  by  several  gentlemen  of  Oldham,  to  present  to  the  trustees 
a quantity  of  land,  not  exceding  three  Lancashire  acres,  for  a site  for  the  school, 

and 
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and  they  offered,  on  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of  Oldham,  a sum  not  less  than 
5,000/.  to  be  raised  by  subscription,  and  to  be  applied  towards  the  erection  of 
the  requisite  buildings.  In  the  month  of  November,  a deputation  of  the  trustees 
went  to  Oldham,  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  a plot  of  land  offered  to  them  by 
Mr.  Wrigley,  and  a plot  offered  by  Mr.  Radcliffe  and  Mr.  Jones,  and  upon  their 
report  to  a meeting  of  the  trustees  holden  on  the  26th  of  that  month,  that  the 
latter  appeared  more  eligible,  the  offer  of  Mr.  Wrigley  was  declined;  and  it  was 
afterwards  resolved  that  an  architect  should  be  employed  to  view  the  land,  fix 
on  a proper  site,  and  furnish  a sketch  of  the  necessary  buildings.  Al  the  time 
of  our  inquiry  (February  1826),  these  measures  were  in  progress,  and  the 
trustees  entertained  hopes  that  they  should  soon  be  in  a condition  to  suggest 
a scheme  for  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

No  steps  have  hitherto  been  taken  for  carrying  into  effect  the  testator’s  inten- 
tion of  establishing  a blind  asylum.

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TOWNSHIP  OF  OLDHAM. 

Poors  Field  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  12th  January  1640,  Edmund  Oldham. 

Tetlow  the  elder,  and  Edmund  Tetlow  the  younger,  in  consideration  of  20/.  ; — - . 

granted  and  enfeoffed  to  Edmund  Walker  and  his  heirs,  a close  called  the  Great  P°orsHeldChanty. 
Meadow,  lying  near  Fogg-lane,  in  the  parish  of  Oldham,  and  abutting  at  the 
east  part  of  the  said  field  upon  that  lane,  containing  two  acres,  or  thereabouts, 
on  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  received  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  Oldham,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  the  intent 
that  they  should  dispose  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  yearly  for  ever,  to  the 
poor  inhabitants  within  the  town  of  Oldham,  28  s.  8 d.  per  annum,  and  to  the 
poor  inhabitants  within  the  town  of  Royton,  3 s,  4 d.  per  annum  ; and  that 
during  such  time  as  the  said  sums  of  286'.  8 d.  and  36.  4 d.  should  be  paid  to  the 
said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  until  default  of  payment,  the  said 
Edmund  Tetlow  the  elder,  and  Edmund  Tetlow  the  younger,  might  occupy 
and  enjoy  the  said  close  ; with  a covenant  from  them  to  pay  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  yearly,  out  of  the  rents,  the  said  two  sums,  or  to  permit  the  said 
Edmund  Walker  and  his  heirs  to  receive  the  same  out  of  the  rents,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  within  Oldham  and  Royton. 

Although  by  this  deed  the  poor  of  Oldham  and  Royton  were  entitled  to  no 
more  than  the  annual  payments  therein  mentioned  out  of  the  rents  of  the  close 
thereby  conveyed,  it  appears  that  at  an  early  period  the  whole  of  the  rents  was 
considered  applicable  to  a distribution  to  the  poor  of  these  places. 

Amongst  the  documents  of  this  charity  is  found  an  instrument  unexecuted, 
and  without  further  date  than  that  of  the  year  1652,  purporting  to  be  an 
indenture  of  feoffment  from  John  Walker,  son  and  heir  of  the  said  Edmund 
Walker,  to  Henry  Wrigley,  Joshua  Cudworth,  Samuel  Schofield,  and  others, 
of  the  Poors  Field  (being  the  same  as  was  conveyed  by  the  deed  of  1 640,  under 
the  name  of  the  Great  Meadow,)  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  field  to  be  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Oldham,  to 
the  end  that  they  should  distribute  the  said  rents  and  profits  to  the  poor  inha- 
bitants in  the  towns  of  Oldham  and  Royton,  in  such  manner  and  proportion  as 
the  same  were  appointed  to  be  disposed  by  the  true  intent  of  the  donors 
thereof  expressed  in  the  above-mentioned  indenture  of  12th  of  January  1640, 
with  a proviso  for  appointing  five  new  feoffees  when  the  number  should  be 
reduced  to  five.  And  by  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  22d  October 
1702,  the  said  Joshua  Cudworth  and  Samuel  Schofield,  as  the  surviving  trustees, 
conveyed  the  same  field  to  Sir  Ralph  Assheton  and  nine  others,  and  their  heirs, 
upon  the  same  trusts. 

By  an  award,  dated  in  1804,  of  Commissioners  under  an  Act  passed  in  the 
42d  George  3d.  for  dividing  and  inclosing  the  common  lands  in  the  township 
of  Oldham,  the  Commissioners  allotted  to  Sir  Watts  Horton,  bart.  and  Joseph 
Radcliffe,  esq.  the  then  surviving  trustees  of  the  Poors  Field  charity,  under  an 
indenture  of  1st  June  1782,  a plot  of  land,  parcel  of  the  said  common  lands, 
lying  upon  North  Moor,  containing  2r.  22p.  bounded  easterly  by  the  Royton 
turnpike-road,  upon  such  trusts  as  the  ancient  land  belonging  to  that  charity 
stood  limited  to. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  the  said  field,  together  with  the  said 
allotment,  was  made  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and 
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29th  September  1804,  from  the  said  Sir  Watts  Horton  and  Joseph  Radcliffe, 
since  deceased,  to  seven  newly  appointed  trustees,  (of  whom  Robert  Gregg 
’ Hopwood,  James  Starkie,  Peter  Heron,  and  James  Lees,  are  now  the  survivors) 
r to  the  use  of  the  old  and  new  trustees  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of, 

1 . A meadow  containing  about  two  acres,  customary  measure  of  seven  yards 
to  the  perch,  near  the  town  of  Oldham,  in  the  occupation  of  Jonathan  Mars- 
land,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  18/.  per  annum. 

2.  An  allotment  on  North  Moor,  abutting  upon  the  road  leading  from 
Oldham  to  Rochdale,  containing  2r.  22p.  statute  measure,  in  the  occupation 
of  Joseph  Waterhouse  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  2/.  5 s.  per  annum. 

This  and  the  following  charity  are  under  the  management  of  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  the  township  of  Oldham  for  the  time  being,  by  whom  the  lands 
are  let  and  the  rents  received.  Of  the  above-mentioned  rents,  amounting  to 
20/.  5s.  (which  are  subject  only  to  a deduction  of  Is.  allowed  to  Marsland, 
the  tenant  of  the  meadow,  on  paying  his  rent,)  an  annual  sum  of  1/.  17s.  3d. 
is  paid  over  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Royton,  as  the 
share  belonging  to  the  poor  of  that  township,  the  application  of  which  will  be 
hereinafter  stated.  This  proportion  appears  to  be  calculated  on  the  rent  of 
the  meadow  only,  with  reference  to  the  division  of  the  original  annual  income 
of  the  charity.  But  the  rent  of  the  allotment  ought  also  to  be  divided  between 
Oldham  and  Royton,  and  if  this  were  done  according  to  the  same  proportion, 
the  annual  sum  payable  to  the  latter  would  be  about  2/.  2s. 

The  application  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  will  be  stated  in  the  following 
account  of  Tetlow’s  charity. 

Tetlow’s  Charity. 

John  Tetlow,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  August  1704,  gave,  after  the 
decease  of  his  wife,  all  the  land  which  he  had  purchased  from  John  Cooper,  to 
the  poor  of  the  town  of  Oldham  for  ever,  the  yearly  profits  thereof  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  the  then  minister  of  Oldham,  and  the  yearly  churchwarden  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  as  follows  : The  child  of  some  poor 
necessitous  parents  to  be  yearly  bound  apprentice  to  some  sufficient  trade  or 
calling,  and  the  overplus  to  be  given  yearly  to  the  poor  of  the  said  town  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day  for  ever. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  23d  October  1724,  reciting  that  a fine  had  been 
levied  at  Lancaster  by  James  Buckley  and  Alice  his  wife,  and  other  persons, 
parties  to  that  indenture,  to  John  Chadwick  and  his  heirs,  (amongst  other 
hereditaments,)  of  four  closes  lying  near  to  Broadway-lane  in  Oldham,  called 
the  Long  Croft,  the  Higher  Field,  the  Lower  Field,  and  the  Clough,  then  in  the 
possession  of  the  said  James  Buckley,  and  containing  four  acres,  or  thereabouts; 
it  was  declared  that  the  said  John  Chadwick  should  stand  seised  of  the  said 
closes  to  the  use  of  the  said  Alice  Buckley  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  to 
the  use  of  the  churchwarden  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Oldham,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  to  the  uses  expressed  in  the  will  of  the 
said  John  Tctlow. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  28th  February  1785,  between  Thomas  Birlev, 
administrator  of  James  Lawson,  who  was  the  son  of  Henry  Lawson,  deceased, 
Richard  Bains,  and  Isabella  Lawson,  widow  of  the  said  Henry  Lawson  of  the 
first  part,  Sir  Watts  Horton,  hart,  and  eig-ht  others  of  the  second  part,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Fawcett,  curate  of  Oldham,  Samuel  Milne,  and  two  others,  then 
churchwarden  and  overseers  of  Oldham,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  will  of 
the  said  John  Tetlow,  and  reciting  a lease,  bearing  date  24th  May  1735,  from 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Towerson  then  curate  of  Oldham,  and  the  then  churchwarden 
and  overseers,  to  John  Wallwork  of  the  said  closes,  comprised  in  the  will  of  the 
said  John  Tetlow,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years,  at  the  clear  rent,  payable  to  the 
said  curate,  churchwarden  and  overseers,  and  their  successors,  of  4/.  per  annum, 
and  an  additional  rent  of  1/.  Is.  at  the  end  of  every  21  years,  to  be  applied 
in  the  manner  directed  by  the  said  John  Tetlow’s  will ; and  reciting,  that  the 
said  lease  was  become  vested  in  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  that  the 
said  Sir  Watts  Horton  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  were  the  then 
trustees  of  the  before-mentioned  close,  called  the  Poors  Field,  situate  near 
Fogg-lane  ; and  that  they  had  with  the  consent  of  the  said  churchwarden  and 
overseers,  agreed  with  the  said  Thomas  Birley,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  first 
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part,  for  the  purchase  of  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  1,000  years  in  the 
said  lands,  for  130/.  being  money  accumulated  out  of  the  rents  of  the  said 
Poors  Field,  such  purchase  being  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
Oldham,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  said  130/. 
assigned  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  the  closes  comprised  in  the  said  lease, 
and  all  the  houses  and  buildings  erected  thereon,  for  the  residue  of  the  said 
term  of  1,000  years,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  said  curate,  churchwarden  and 
overseers,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  dispose  of 
the  same,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Oldham,  in  the  manner  directed 
by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Tetlow.. 

By  the  before-mentioned  award  of  1804,  the  Commissioners  allotted  to 
the  said  Sir  Watts  Horton  and  Joseph  Radcliffe,  as  trustees  of  this  charity, 
under  the  name  of  Street’s  Charity,  and  their  heirs,  a plot  of  land  upon  North 
Moor,  containing  3 r.  5 p.  bounded  north-westerly  by  Middle  lload,  and 
otherwise  bounded  as  therein  mentioned. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  was  made  by  Indenture 
of  29th  September  1804,  whereby  the  said  Sir  Watts  Horton  and  Joseph 
Radcliffe  assigned  the  said  closes,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  and  the  last- 
mentioned  allotment,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  1,000  years,  to  the 
same  trustees  as  were  at  that  time  appointed  for  the  Poors  Field  charity. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  conveyance  of  the  freehold 
interest  in  these  lands  since  the  above-mentioned  fine  was  levied  in  1724. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of, 

1st. — A farm-house  and  out-buildings,  a cottage,  and  three  closes,  formerly 
four,  (the  Lower  Field  and  the  Clough  having  been  added  together)  in  the 
township  of  Oldham,  abutting  upon  a lane  called  Honeywell-lane,  near  Broad- 
way-lane,  containing  nearly  five  acres,  customary  measure  of  seven  yards  to 
the  perch,  in  the  occupation  of  James  Buckley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  30/.  per  annum.  The  expense  of  the  repairs  of  the  buildings,  which  are 
now  in  good  condition,  is  defrayed  out  of  the  rents.  In  May  1824  a sum  of 
10/.  1 5 s.  5d.  was  laid  out  in  repairs.  An  allowance  is  also  made  to  the  tenant 
of  2 s.  on  paying  his  rent. 

2d. — An  allotment  on  North  Moor,  containing  3r.  5p.  statute  measure,  in 
the  occupation  of  Joseph  Rowland,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  31.  per 
annum. 

The  principal  object  of  this  donor  appears  to  have  been  the  apprenticing  of 
poor  children,  but  no  part  of  the  rent  has  been  thus  applied  for  many  years. 
The  whole  of  the  clear  rents,  and  the  residue  of  those  of  the  Poors  Field 
charity,  after  the  payment  to  Royton,  are  laid  out  by  the  overseer  in  the  pur- 
chase of  blankets,  linen  and  calico,  which  are  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day, 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Oldham,  recommended  by  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants.  Nearly  300  persons  partook  of  the  last  distribution  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day  1825.  One  general  account  is  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  these  two  charities,  and  of  the  names  of  the  poor  persons  who  partake 
of  the  distribution. 

It  is  thought  that  part,  if  not  the  whole,  of  the  Poors  Field,  and  the  two  above- 
mentioned  allotments,  might  be  let  advantageously  on  building  leases,  if  the 
trustees  were  empowered  to  grant  such  leases  for  very  long  terms  of  years,  but 
that  no  persons  would  take  any  part  of  the  lands  for  terms  of  99  years  only, 
individuals  having  endeavoured  to  let  lands  at  Oldham  in  that  manner  without 
success.  We  apprehend,  however,  that  leases  of  the  first-mentioned  description 
could  not  be  granted  without  the  aid  of  an  Act  of  Parliament ; and  it  appears 
very  doubtful  whether  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  charities  to  incur  so  great 
an  expense  as  would  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Haward’s  Charity. 

Samued  Howard , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  July  1704,  gave  to  George 
Lloyd,  and  five  others,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  15/.  to  be  issuing 
out  of  all  his  messuages,  lands,  &c.  in  the  township  of  Salford,  and  in  Thorpe, 
within  the  township  of  Royton,  and  he  devised  the  said  messuages,  lands,  &c. 
subject  to  the  said  rent-charge,  to  his  nephew,  John  Hill,  and  his  heirs;  and  he 
gave  to  the  same  trustees  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  51.  to  be  issuing 
out  of  his  messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  at  or  near  Hollin- 
wood,  in  the  township  of  Oldham,  by  him  purchased  of  John  Hardman,  and 
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out  of  certain  closes  in  Failsworth,  within  the  parish  of  Manchester,  also  pur- 
chased of  the  said  John  Hardman  ; and  he  devised  the  said  messuage,  tenement, 

’ and  closes,  subject  to  the  said  rent-charge  of  51,  to  his  nephew  John  Jones  and 
his  heirs ; and  he  also  gave  to  the  same  trustees  and  their  heirs  another  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  51.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  messuage  and  tenement  in  Gorton,  called 
Wilding’s  Tenement,  which  he  had  lately  purchased  of  John  Warmingham, 
(except  a little  close  called  the  Green,  parcel  of  the  said  tenement,)  and  out  of 
a close  in  Gorton  called  the  Six  Acres,  by  him  purchased  of  John  Hardy  ; and 
he  devised  the  same  premises,  subject  to  the  last-mentioned  rent-charge  of  51. 
to  his  nephew  John  Knight,  and  his  heirs,  with  power  to  the  said  trustees  to  dis- 
train for  the  said  several  rent-charges  on  the  lands  respectively  charged  therewith. 
And  he  declared  that  the  three  said  several  rent-charges  were  so  granted  by  him 
to  the  said  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  be  employed  by  them  for  the  charitable  uses 
thereinafter  expressed  ; viz.  that  51.  a year,  part  of  the  said  rent-charges,  should 
be  paid  to  the  chapelwarden,  constables  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Salford, 
to  buy  24  penny  wheat  loaves  every  week,  to  be  by  them  distributed  on  the 
Lord’s-day,  to  the  poor  children  of  the  poor  inhabiting  in  the  town  of  Salford, 
such  as  should  not  be  under  six  or  above  12  years  of  age,  and  such  as  should 
go  constantly  to  church  or  chapel,  or  some  legal  assembly  for  the  worship  of 
God,  and  stay  there,  and  behave  themselves  reverently  all  the  time  of  Divine 
Service,  morning  and  evening,  and  should  not  mis-spend  or  profane  the  Lord’s- 
day  ; and  he  directed  that  out  of  the  said  rent-charges  his  trustees  should  buy 
yearly  20  Bibles,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  children  of  such  poor  persons 
inhabiting  in  the  township  of  Oldham  who  should  constantly  on  the  Lord’s-day 
go  to  church,  or  some  legal  assembly  for  Divine  Worship,  and  there  reverently 
behave  themselves,  morning  and  evening;  but  that  no  such  child  should  have 
a Bible  till  he  or  she  could  say  the  church  or  other  catechism  by  heart,  which 
catechism  he  ordered  his  said  trustees  to  buy  for  such  poor  children  out  of  the 
said  rent-charges  ; and  he  directed  that  20s.  should  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
rent-charges  to  the  minister  of  Oldham,  or  some  other  able  minister  of  the 
Church  of  England,  as  his  trustees  should  yearly  think  fit,  for  a sermon  to  be 
preached  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  Michaelmas-day ; and  that  all  persons  in 
Oldham  township  receiving  the  benefit  of  his  charity  should  be  present  at  such 
sermon,  unless  some  excuse  should  prevent ; and  he  also  directed  that  his 
trustees  should  meet  yearly  in  the  last  week  in  September,  to  consult  about  the 
best  way  of  disposing  of  the  monies  arising  by  the  said  several  rent-charges, 
according  to  the  directions  of  his  will,  and  that  every  trustee  so  meeting  should 
receive  2 s.  Qd.  to  defray  the  expenses  of  such  meeting;  and  that  all  the  residue 
of  the  said  several  rent-charges  (all  reasonable  charges  touching  the  execution 
of  his  will  being  deducted),  should  be  yearly  employed  in  buying  woollen  cloth 
to  be  distributed  yearly,  in  the  last  week  in  September,  to  such  poor  persons 
inhabiting  within  the  township  of  Oldham,  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit,  and 
that  no  profane  or  idle  person,  or  wandering  beggar,  should  receive  any  benefit 
of  his  charity. 

Trustees  have  been  from  time  to  time  appointed  for  this  charity  by  the  sur- 
vivors. The  last  appointment  was  made  by  indenture,  bearing  date  5th  July 
1804,  (from  which  the  above  abstract  of  the  donor’s  will  is  taken,)  whereby  the 
said  rent-charges  wTere  assigned  by  the  Rev.  James  Lyon,  Joseph  Radcliffe,  and 
George  Lloyd,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  to  Sir  Watts  Horton,  baronet,  Robert 
Gregg  Ilopwood,  Thomas  Drinkwater,  and  John  Entwisle,  and  their  heirs,  to 
the  use  of  all  the  said  parties  thereto,  (except  the  said  George  Lloyd,  who 
resided  at  a considerable  distance  from  the  place  where  the  charity  was  to  be 
distributed,  and  wished  to  relinquish  his  trust,)  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the 
will  of  the  said  Samuel  Haward,  with  a proviso  for  appointing  new  trustees  by 
the  survivors,  when  the  number  of  them  should  be  reduced  to  three. 

Of  these  trustees,  the  Rev.  James  Lyon,  Robert  Gregg  Hopwood,  and  Thomas 
Drinkwater,  are  now  living,  each  of  whom  in  rotation,  usually  for  two  succeed- 
ing years,  acts  as  treasurer,  and  keeps  an  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements. 

Of  the  three  rent-charges  given  by  the  donor’s  will,  that  of  15/.  per  annum 

is  paid  by  Mr. White,  spirit-dealer,  of  Blue  Boar  Court,  Manchester ; the 

first-mentioned  rent-charge  of  5/.  per  annum,  issuing  out  of  property  at  Hollin- 
wood  and  Failsworth,  is  paid  by  Mr.  James  Gee,  of  Hollinwood,  and  the  last- 
mentioned  rent-charge  of  51.  issuing  out  of  property  in  Gorton,  is  paid  by 
5 Mr. 
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Mr.  Edward  Chesshyre,  solicitor,  of  Manchester,  in  respect  of  the  land, 
severally  charged  therewith. 

The  annual  expenditure  on  account  of  this  charity  is  as  follows : 

A sum  of  5l.  is  paid  by  the  treasurer  to  the  churchwarden  of  Salford,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  weekly  distribution  of  bread  directed  by  the  donor.  The  particu- 
lars of  this  distribution  have  been  already  noticed  in  the  account  of  the  charities 
of  the  township  of  Salford. 

Twenty  Bibles,  with  Catechisms  of  the  Church  of  England,  are  purchased  by 
the  treasurer,  and  sent  to  the  incumbent  of  Oldham,  which  he,  at  the  desire  of 
the  trustees,  distributes  amongst  such  poor  children  of  the  township  of  Oldham 
who  are  able  to  say  the  Catechism,  as  he  considers  proper  objects. 

A quantity  of  woollen  cloth  is  provided  by  the  treasurer,  and  distributed 
amongst  poor  men  and  women  of  the  township  of  Oldham,  by  the  incumbent 
and  some  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  at  the  desire  of  the  trustees,  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  make  coats,  gowns,  or  petticoats  ; a preference  being  given  to  the 
aged  poor,  and  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief. 

The  Bibles  and  the  cloth  are  distributed  shortly  after  Michaelmas,  and 
usually  on  the  second  Wednesday  after  old  Michaelmas-day,  when  a sermon  is 
preached  by  the  minister ; for  which  the  annual  sum  of  205.  is  paid  to  him,  Is. 
is  also  paid  to  the  parish  clerk. 

The  expenditure  for  the  year  1825,  (being  nearly  the  same  as  that  of  the 
preceding  years,)  was  as  follows  :

At  the  close  of  that  year  there  was  a balance  in  the  treasurer’s  hands  of 
13/.  11 5.  9 d.  and  a year’s  payment  of  one  of  the  rent-charges  of  51.  then 
remained  due.  We  are  informed  that  this  balance  has  been  reserved  to  meet 
the  expense  of  a new  trust-deed,  which  is  intended  shortly  to  be  made. 


Eyre’s  Charity. 

Timothy  Eyre,  of  Hollinwood,  by  his  Will,  ordered  his  executors  to  put  forth  Eyre’s  Charity, 
and  continue  at  interest  a sum  of  100/.  and  distribute  the  interest  yearly,  on 
Christmas-day,  amongst  such  poor  persons,  inhabitants  within  the  township  of 
Oldham,  as  should  have  no  relief  from  the  same  town,  as  they  should  think 
most  necessitated,  by  such  proportions  and  sums  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  proper  : and  after  the  decease  of  his  executors  he  directed  the 
vicar,  curate,  or  parson,  that  should  for  the  time  being  preach  and  reside  at 
Oldham,  to  put  out  and  take  care  of  the  said  100/.  and  distribute  the  interest 
thereof  to  such  persons,  and  in  such  manner,  as  he  had  by  his  will  directed. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  this  legacy  is  stated  to  have  been 
given  in  1728.  The  book  produced  to  us,  containing  an  account  of  the  distri- 
bution of  it,  commences  in  1749.  The  Rev.  John  Fallowfield  informs  us,  that 
from  the  year  1818,  when  he  was  appointed  incumbent  of  Oldham,  he  received 
from  the  widow  of  the  preceding  incumbent  4/.  per  annum,  as  the  interest  of 
this  100/.  until  about  two  years  ago,  when  he  received  the  principal  sum  ; that 
he  has  since  paid  interest  for  it  at  4/.  105.  per  annum,  and  that  he  has  applied 
the  interest  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which  he  has  given  annually,  at 
Christmas,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  same  description  as  receive  the  cloth 
under  Haward’s  charity. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigation  (March  1826)  it  was  expected  that  an  Act 
of  Parliament  would  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  Oldham  to  grant  building  leases  of  certain  lands,  called  the 
Workhouse  Lands,  and  it  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Fallowfield,  if  that  Act  should 
pass,  to  invest  the  100/.  given  by  Mr.  Eyre,  on  a mortgage  of  those  lands. 

Scholes’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  October  1747,  between  Samuel  Scholes,  of  the  Scholes’s  Charity, 
one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Jacob  Scholes,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
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Samuel  Sclioles,  for  settling  and  assuring  the  several  yearly  rents  thereinafter 
mentioned  for  charitable  purposes,  granted  to  the  said  Jacob  Scholes  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent  of  12/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage  and  tene- 
ment in  Glodwick,  in  Oldham,  and  the  closes  thereto  belonging,  containing  by 
estimation  15  acres,  large  measure;  and  a yearly  rent  of  4/.  to  be  issuing  out 
of  several  messuages  situate  in  Oldham,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Jonathan  Neild, 
Joseph  Lees,  Ann  Ogden,  and  William  Fish,  upon  trust,  that  for  or  towards 
the  salary  of  a schoolmaster,  who  from  time  to  time  should  be  nominated  by 
the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  who  should 
reside  in  the  township  of  Oldham,  and  should  carefully  teach  there  such  and  so 
many  poor  boys  and  girls  to  spell  and  read  English,  whose  parents  should  dwell 
and  reside  in  the  said  township,  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  nominate,  the  said  trustees  should  out  of  the 
said  yearly  rents  (except  the  yearly  sum  of  245.  part  thereof,  which  was  reserved 
for  other  purposes  thereafter  mentioned)  pay  to  such  schoolmaster  for  the  in- 
struction of  every  such  child  any  sum  not  exceeding  2 s.  a quarter : And  upon 
further  trust,  that  if  there  should  be  any  overplus,  except  the  said  245.  remain- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year,  his  trustees  should  lay  the  same  out  in  buying  clothes 
for  so  many  of  the  said  poor  children  as  they  should  judge  to  stand  most  in 
need  thereof : And  it  was  provided  that  the  trustees  should  meet  twice  in  every 
year  in  the  church  or  elsewhere,  in  Oldham,  on  Whit-Monday  and  the  Monday 
after  Christmas-day,  as  well  to  elect  the  poor  chidlren  to  be  taught  as  aforesaid, 
as  for  transacting  other  matters  relating  to  the  said  charity,  and  that  their  pro- 
ceedings should  be  entered  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  that  the 
costs  of  every  such  meeting  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  said  rents,  so  that 
the  same  should  not  exceed  125.  at  any  one  meeting:  And  it  was  provided, 
that  no  child  under  the  age  of  five  years,  or  that  should  be  maintained  in  the 
workhouse  in  Oldham,  or  whose  parents  should  neglect  frequenting  the  church, 
or  some  other  place  of  religious  worship,  on  Sundays,  or  should  be  remiss  in 
supporting  their  families,  should  be  admitted  to  partake  of  the  charity ; and 
that  no  person  should  be  employed  to  teach  the  said  children  longer  than  whilst 
he  should  faithfully  discharge  his  duty ; and  that  the  trustees,  upon  every 
such  neglect  or  default  therein  should  dismiss  such  schoolmaster,  and  withdraw 
his  salary,  and  nominate  another  person  in  his  stead : And  it  was  further  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  the  number  of 
three,  the  survivors  should  nominate  so  many  other  persons,  having  estates  of 
inheritance  within  the  township  of  Oldham,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  20/.  or 
upwards,  as  would  make  up  the  number  of  six,  and  should  convey  the  said 
rents  to  the  use  of  the  said  survivors  and  such  new  trustees. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  made  by  Indenture  bearing  date 
9th  May  1814,  whereby  Thomas  Beckett,  as  the  grandson  and  heir-at:law  of 
John  Heap,  who  was  the  surviving  trustee  under  a deed  of  1783,  assigned  the 
said  rents  of  12/.  and  4/.  to  John  Booth,  Joseph  Lees,  John  Taylor,  Joseph 
Rowland,  and  William  Jones  (all  of  whom  are  still  living,)  and  their  heirs,  to 
the  use  of  themselves  and  the  said  Thomas  Beckett,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  declared  in  the  indenture  of  1747- 

The  rent  of  12/.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Mary  Rigley,  as  the  owner  of  the  premises 
at  Glodwick  charged  therewith,  and  the  rent  of  4/.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Henry 
Barlow,  as  the  owner  of  four  houses  and  shops  in  the  High-street,  in  the  town 
of  Oldham. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigation  (March  1826),  39  poor  children,  of  the  town- 
ship of  Oldham,  were  taught  under  this  charity  to  read,  at  three  schools  in 
various  parts  of  that  township,  the  masters  of  which  were  paid  for  their  instruc- 
tion at  the  rate  of  2 5.  6d.  per  quarter  for  each  child.  The  expense  of  instructing 
this  number  of  children  would  amount  to  19/-  105.  being  31.  105.  more  than 
the  income  of  the  charity;  but  there  was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John 
Booth,  one  of  the  trustees,  who  kept  the  accounts  from  1814  to  1817,  of 
131.  7 5.  6d.  and  also  a balance  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Beckett,  another 
of  the  trustees,  who  kept  the  accounts  from  181 7 to  1826,  of  8/.  7 5.  2 d.  the 
rents  having  been  received  to  Christmas  1825.  Whenever  the  balances  in  hand 
shall  be  exhausted  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  number  of  children  taught  in 
respect  of  this  charity  should  be  diminished. 

No  meeting  of  the  trustees  has  been  held  since  1817,  nor  has  the  allowance 
of  125.  for  each  of  their  meetings  been  made  since  the  last  appointment  of 

trustees 
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trustees  in  1814.  The  children  have  been  nominated  by  the  trustee  who  has 
kept  the  accounts. 

Hollinwood  School. 

A school,  with  a dwelling-house  for  the  schoolmaster,  was  built  by  subscrip- 
tion in  1786,  in  the  hamlet  of  Hollinwood,  in  the  township  of  Oldham. 

By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  for  inclosing  the  common  lands  of  Old- 
ham, dated  in  1804,  a parcel  of  land  containing  2r.  26  p.  including  the  site  of 
the  school  and  master’s  house,  was  allotted  to  the  late  Mr.  John  Lees,  lord  of 
the  manor  of  Oldham,  James  Starkie,  James  Lees,  Joseph  Jones  and  John 
Duncufl,  with  four  others  since  deceased,  as  trustees  for  the  Hollinwood 
school. 

The  Rev.  John  Darbey,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  March  1808, 
bequeathed  to  the  Rev.  James  Lyon,  and  the  rector  of  Prestwich  for  the  time 
being,  the  Rev.  Charles  Panton  Myddleton,  and  the  curate  of  Hollinwood  for 
the  time  being,  and  to  John  Lees,  Ralph  Kershaw,  Thomas  Ogden,  Thomas 
Wroe  and  John  Duncuft,  trustees  of  the  school  at  Hollinwrood,  100/.  on  trust, 
to  place  the  same  out  on  real  or  government  securities,  and  to  apply  the  produce 
thereof  for  the  use,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  school,  in  such  manner 
as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  fit. 

Miss  Darbey  (the  sister  of  this  testator),  gave  by  her  Will,  30/.  more,  for  the 
same  purpose,  and  both  these  sums  were  laid  out  by  the  trustees  in  the  erection 
of  a small  dwelling-house  and  shop  on  the  above-mentioned  allotment. 

A schoolmaster,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  resides  in  the  house  appropriated 
to  him,  and  is  permitted  by  the  trustees  to  let  the  other  house  and  shop  to 
a tenant,  for  which  he  receives  a fair  rent  of  8/.  per  annum. 

About  the  year  1816,  an  addition  to  the  school-room  was  made  by  subscrip- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  a Sunday-school.  All  the  buildings  are 
kept  in  repair  out  of  the  funds  raised  by  annual  contributions  for  the  support 
of  the  Sunday-school,  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 

The  master,  in  respect  of  the  advantages  which  he  derives  from  these  premises, 
instructs  eight  poor  children  of  the  hamlet  of  Hollinwood,  in  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic. 

In  respect  of  the  annual  sum  of  7 /•  which  he  receives  from  Walker’s  charity 
before  mentioned  he  instructs  12  other  children  in  reading. 

All  the  20  children  are  by  the  permission  of  the  trustees  appointed  by  the 
incumbent  of  Hollinwood  chapel. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CROMPTON. 

Wyld’s  Charity. 

James  Wyld , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  26th  December  1672,  gave  his  mes- 
suage, tenement,  lands  and  hereditaments,  to  his  wife  Elizabeth,  for  life,  and 
after  her  death,  he  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Crompton,  a yearly  rent 
of  51.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  messuage,  &c.  to  be  paid  yearly  by  the  occupants 
thereof  at  Michaelmas,  to  the  churchwarden  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  township,  and  to  be  by  them  employed  yearly,  for  buying  clothing  for  back 
and  bedding,  for  the  most  needful  impotent  poor  in  the  said  township,  by  the 
advice  of  the  heads  of  the  said  town,  with  power  to  the  said  officers  to  distrain 
for  the  same  ; and  he  gave  the  said  premises,  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to 
James  Wyld,  the  son  of  his  brother,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  said  rent  of 
51.  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  property  charged  with  this  rent  consists  of  a house  occupied  as  two 
tenements,  and  about  20  acres  of  land ; one  part  of  the  house  and  land  is  the 
property  of  James  Cocker,  and  the  other  part  of  John  Thomas  Cocker,  and  the 
rent-charge  is  paid  by  them  in  equal  proportions. 

It  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  this  township,  usually  in 
November,  and  is  then  laid  out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which 
is  given  in  small  quantities  to  poor  persons  of  the  township,  a preference  being 
given  to  such  as  receive  little  or  no  relief.  For  this  purpose  written  recom- 
mendations are  given  to  the  poor  by  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township, 
which  are  attended  to  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseer,  as  far  as  the  cloth 
will  extend,  and  if  the  recommendations  are  not  sufficient  for  the  distribution 
of  the  whole,  they  give  the  residue  according  to  their  discretion.  The  names 
of  the  persons  receiving  the  charity  are  entered  in  a book  kept  for  that 
purpose. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  ROYTON. 

Poors  Field  Charity. 

Royton  The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  already  stated  in  the  account  of  the 

charities  of  the  township  of  Oldham. 

PoorsFieldCharlty.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Iloyton  receives  from  the  overseer  of  Oldham 

N ^ ^ 1/.  17 s.  3d.  per  annum,  as  the  share  of  this  charity  due  to  Royton,  but  which, 

as  we  have  before  observed,  is  rather  less  than  the  proportion  of  the  present 
rents,  which  ought  to  be  appropriated  to  this  township. 

It  has  been  usual  to  distribute  this  charity  once  in  two  years.  In  January 
1826  the  sum  of  31.  145.  6d.  was  received  by  the  overseer  for  two  years  pay- 
ment, and  applied  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  blankets  and  flannel,  which 
he  distributed  amongst  18  poor  persons  of  Royton,  recommended  by  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants  of  the  township. 


PARISH  OF  PRESTWICH. 

Sir  Thomas  Grey  Egerton’s  Charity. 

Prestwich.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Sir  Thomas  Grey 
Egerton  gave  by  his  Will,  in  1756,  to  the  poor  of  Prestwich  a sum  of  200/.

au  y'  Searches  have  been  made  for  the  will  of  Sir  Thomas  Grey  Egerton,  but  it  has 

not  been  found.  There  is,  however,  a sum  of  200/.  belonging  to  the  poor  of 
this  parish,  which,  if  the  statement  in  the  Returns  is  correct,  was  probably 
derived  from  the  above-mentioned  donation. 

This  sum  is  now  secured,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent,  by  a mortgage  for 
a term  of  500  years,  of  three  cottages  and  two  closes,  called  the  Daisy  Field 
and  the  Croft,  containing  3 a.  Or.  12p.  statute  measure,  late  part  of  a tenement 
called  the  Hill  Top  tenement,  situate  in  the  township  of  Chadderton,  under  an 
indenture,  bearing  date  17th  February  1823,  from  John  Halliwell  to  John 
Munn,  and  five  others,  then  churchwardens  respectively  of  Prestwich,  Great 
and  Little  Heaton,  Tonge  and  Alkrington,  Whitefield,  Outwood,  and  Unsworth. 

Previously  to  its  being  placed  on  this  security  this  money  had  been  lent  on 
a mortgage  of  other  lands. 

The  parish  of  Prestwich  contains  two  divisions  ; the  one  comprising  the 
following  townships,  viz.  Prestwich,  Great  and  Little  Heaton,  Tonge,  and 
Alkrington.  The  other  comprising  the  township  of  Pilkington,  which  is  sub- 
divided into  the  three  hamlets  of  Whitefield,  Outwood,  and  Unsworth. 

One  moiety  of  the  above-mentioned  interest,  being  4/.  per  annum,  is  appro- 
priated to  the  first-mentioned  division  of  the  parish,  2/.  whereof  is  received  by 
the  churchwarden  of  Prestwich,  and  the  other  2 /.  is  divided  between  the 
churchwardens  of  Great  and  Little  Heaton,  and  of  Tonge  and  Alkrington  ; and 
these  portions  are  distributed  by  them  amongst  poor  sick  and  infirm  persons  of 
their  respective  townships. 

Of  the  remaining  moiety  of  the  interest,  2/.  is  received  by  the  churchwarden 
of  Whitefield,  and  the  other  2/.  is  divided  between  the  churchwardens  of  Out- 
wood and  Unsworth,  in  the  proportions  of  four  sevenths  to  the  former,  and 
three  sevenths  to  the  latter  ; and  these  sums  are  disposed  of  by  them  in  like 
manner  in  their  respective  districts. 

These  distributions  are  made  about  Christmas,  together  with  a portion  of  the 
alms  collected  at  the  sacrament ; the  residue  of  which  is  given  away  in  like 
manner  about  Easter. 

Lists  are  kept  by  the  respective  churchwardens  of  the  persons  who  partake  of 
the  distributions. 

Bent’s  Charity. 

Bent’s  Charity.  Such  particulars  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  relating  to  Elizabeth  Betit’s 
donation  to  the  parish  of  Prestwich,  which  appears  to  be  lost,  have  been  already 
stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Manchester  in  the  present  Report.

Poors  Money. 

A tablet  in  Prestwich  church  contains  a list  of  various  donations  to  the  poor 
of  the  township  of  Prestwich  from  1698  to  1734,  amounting  to  98/.  125. 

The 
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The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  contain  a corresponding  list,  with  the  Prestwick. 

addition  of  a sum  of  3/.  3s.  given  by  Jacob  Scholes,  making  the  total  amount  

101/.  155.  It  is  supposed  that  these  united  sums  were  expended  many  years  Poors  Money, 

ago  in  repairing  some  old  houses  which  were  inhabited  by  the  poor,  and  which  c°n  ‘nue  J t 

were  pulled  down  in  1819,  and  a new  workhouse  built  upon  the  site  of  them. 

The  annual  sum  of  51.  as  the  interest  of  these  donations,  is  paid  by  the 
overseers  of  this  township  out  of  the  poors  rates,  and  is  laid  out  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  in  linen  cloth,  which  is  given  to  poor  men  and  women  of 
the  township,  principally  such  as  do  not  receive  relief,  in  quantities  sufficient  to 
make  a shirt  or  shift  for  each  of  them. 


Sir  Holland  Egerton’s  Charity. 

Sir  Holland  Egerton,  baronet,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  April  1730,  gave 
20/.  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  townships  of  Prestwich,  Great 
Heaton  and  Little  Heaton,  upon  trust,  to  put  out  the  same  at  interest,  and 
dispose  of  such  interest  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  to  be  distributed  annually  on 
the  Feast  of  Epiphany,  in  his  chapel  in  Prestwich  church,  after  Divine  Service, 
amongst  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  townships  having  no  relief  from  the 
poors  rates,  being  strictly  conformable  to  the  church  of  England,  and  frequently 
resorting  thereto  ; one  half  of  such  bread  to  be  given  to  such  inhabitants  of 
Great  Heaton  ; one  moiety  of  the  other  half  to  such  inhabitants  of  Prestwich, 
and  the  remainder  to  such  inhabitants  of  Little  Heaton. 

It  is  not  known  in  what  manner  the  principal  sum  of  this  legacy  was  disposed 
of,  but  an  annual  distribution  of  shilling  and  sixpenny  loaves  is  now  made  on 
the  first  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  amongst  poor  persons  respectively  of  the 
townships  of  Prestwich  and  the  two  Heatons,  attending  the  church,  and  is  paid 
for  out  of  the  respective  poors  rates  of  those  places,  amounting  to  5 s.  for 
Prestwich,  155.  for  Great  Heaton,  and  105.  for  Little  Heaton. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  whether  the  excess  of  the  distribution  in 
the  two  Heatons  beyond  what  would  have  been  the  amount  of  the  interest  of 
their  respective  portions  of  Sir  Holland  Egerton’s  legacy,  originated  from  some 
other  small  charitable  gifts,  or  from  a voluntary  donation  from  those  townships 
respectively. 

The  Earl  of  Wilton’s  Charity. 

Thomas , Earl  of  Wilton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  6th  May  1814,  gave  to 
the  Rev.  James  Lyon,  rector  of  Prestwich,  and  William  Fox,  esquire,  500/. 
upon  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  or  on  government  securities, 
and  to  pay  and  apply  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof  for  the  relief  of  such 
of  the  poor  of  the  townships  of  Prestwich  and  Great  and  Little  Heaton,  yearly, 
in  such  manner  as  the  person  for  the  time  being  in  possession  of  his  mansion- 
house  at  Heaton,  under  his  will,  should  direct,  or,  if  a minor,  as  his  guardian 
should  direct. 

He  also  gave  to  the  said  James  Lyon  and  William  Fox,  the  further  sum  of 
500  /.  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  or  on  government  secu- 
rities, and  to  pay  and  apply  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof  for  the  benefit  of 
poor  persons  in  the  townships  of  Great  and  Little  Heaton,  who  should  receive 
no  parochial  relief,  at  the  direction  and  discretion  of  the  person  for  the  time 
being  so  in  possession  of  his  mansion-house  at  Heaton,  or,  if  a minor,  of  his 
guardians. 

And  he  thereby  devised  his  mansion-house  at  Heaton  to  his  wife  the  Countess 
of  Wilton,  for  life,  and  subject  thereto,  he  devised  all  his  manors,  messuages, 
lands,  and  real  estate  to  trustees,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  rents  to  his  daughter  the 
Countess  Grosvenor,  for  her  separate  use,  or  as  he  should  appoint,  during  her 
life,  with  remainder  to  the  present  Earl  of  Wilton,  for  99  years,  if  he  should  so 
iong  live,  with  divers  remainders  over. 

The  two  above-mentioned  sums  of  500/.  each  were  invested,  in  1815,  in  the 
purchase  of  1,016/.  195.  navy  five  per  cents,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  James 
Lyon,  and  William  Fox,  esquire ; in  respect  of  which  stock  they  have  been, 
since  the  reduction  of  the  interest  thereof,  possessed  of  1,067  Z.  155.  10c/.  four 
per  cents,  the  dividends  of  which,  amounting  to  42/.  145.  2 d.  per  annum,  are 
received  by  Messrs.  Jones  and  Loyd,  of  Manchester,  and  carried  to  a separate 
account,  in  the  names  of  the  trustees,  who  from  time  to  time,  until  the  year 
1825,  transferred  sums  from  this  account  to  that  of  the  Countess  Grosvenor. 
In  January  1826  a sum  of  40/.  was  in  like  manner  transferred  to  the  account 
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of  the  Earl  of  Wilton,  who  is  now  in  possession  of  the  mansion-house  of  Heaton, 
as  the  appointee  of  his  mother  the  Countess  Grosvenor.  After  the  last-men- 
tioned transfer  there  remained  a balance  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Jones  and 
Loyd,  in  favour  of  the  trustees,  of  25/.  3 s.  5 cl. 

An  annual  distribution  is  made  at  Pleaton  House,  about  Christmas,  of  linen 
and  woollen  clothing,  flannel,  and  blankets,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  town- 
ships of  Prestwich  and  Great  and  Little  Heaton,  Pilsworth  in  the  parish  of 
Middleton,  and  Blackley  in  the  parish  of  Manchester.  Mr.  Denham,  the  Earl 
of  Wilton’s  agent,  states  that  the  amount  of  this  distribution  averages  100/. 
per  annum,  and  that  the  residue  of  it,  beyond  the  dividends  of  the  above- 
mentioned  stock,  is  a voluntary  donation. 

Mr.  Denham  also  states,  that  the  poor  of  Prestwich  and  the  two  Heatons 
receive  more  than  half  of  this  distribution,  which  is  sufficient  to  cover  the 
amount  of  the  yearly  dividends  of  the  above-mentioned  stock. 

Mr.  Denham  provides  the  articles,  and  keeps  an  account  of  the  general  dis- 
tribution, and  of  the  names  of  the  persons  who  partake  of  it.  No  separate 
account  has  been  kept  of  the  portion  given  in  respect  of  this  charity,  nor  has 
any  part  been  specifically  given  to  persons  of  Great  and  Little  Heaton  not 
receiving  relief,  but  amongst  the  persons  to  whom  the  articles  of  clothing  are 
given  there  are  many  of  that  description.  It  will  be  observed,  that  to  the 
amount  of  one  moiety  of  the  dividends  this  charity  ought,  according  to  the 
donor’s  directions,  to  be  confined  to  persons  not  receiving  relief  in  the  two 
Heatons.  The  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  above-mentioned  places  attend  at 
the  annual  distribution  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  applications  being  made 
by  persons  not  belonging  to  the  respective  places. 

TOWNSHIPS  OF  GREAT  HEATON  AND  LITTLE  HEATON. 

Charities  of  Wolstenholme  and  Rogers. 

In  an  old  book  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Great  Heaton  it  is  stated 
that  a legacy  of  10/.  left  by  John  Wolstenholme,  to  the  poor  of  Great  Heaton, 
was  lodged  in  Sir  Holland  Egerton’s  hands,  for  which  he  gave  a bond  in  1726 
or  17275  the  interest  of  which  was  paid  yearly  from  Heaton  Hall,  and  given  in 
linen  cloth  to  the  poor  not  receiving  constant  pay. 

In  the  same  book,  it  is  stated  that  a sum  of  10/.  being  a legacy  left  by 
Robert  Rogers,  to  the  poor  of  Great  Heaton,  the  interest  of  which  was  to  be 
given  in  linen  cloth  to  the  poor  not  receiving  constant  pay,  was  in  November 
1787,  paid  to  William  Mann  ; and  it  is  further  stated,  that  in  January  1797> 
William  Mann  repaid  the  said  10/.  into  the  hands  of  John  Potts. 

As  it  appears  from  the  above  entry  relating  to  the  10/.  given  by  John  Wol- 
stenholme that  it  was  vested  in  the  owner  of  Heaton-house,  it  seems  not 
improbable  that  a small  part  of  the  clothing  now  distributed  there  annually 
(exclusive  of  the  Earl  of  Wilton’s  charity),  may  have  been  originally  given  in 
respect  of  the  interest  of  that  sum. 

We  have  found  no  further  information  respecting  Rogers’s  gift. 

Sir  Holland  Egerton’s  Charity. — The  Earl  of  Wilton’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  these  charities,  for  the  benefit  of  the  townshisps  of  Prest- 
wich and  Great  and  Little  Heaton,  have  been  already  stated  in  the  account  of 
the  Prestwich  charities. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  PILKINGTON. 

Poors  Money. 

A tablet  in  Prestwich  church  contains  a list  of  various  donations  to  the 
poor  of  Pilkington  from  1698  to  1737>  amounting  in  the  whole  to  112/.  85.  9 
The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  contain  a corresponding  list,  and  state 
the  amount  thereof  to  be  then  vested  in  the  overseers,  and  to  produce  5 /.  per 
annum  for  linen  cloth  to  the  poor. 

An  annual  sum  of  51.  is  now  paid  by  the  overseer  of  Pilkington,  out  of  the 
poors  rates,  which  is  understood  to  be  the  interest  of  100/.  charity-money  laid 
out  many  years  ago  in  enlarging  the  Pilkington  workhouse. 

This  100/.  has  been  supposed  to  have  arisen  from  a legacy  to  that  amount 
from  William  Baguley,  whose  charities  for  providing  linen  cloth  for  Outwood 
and  Kearsley,  and  other  purposes,  will  be  hereinafter  mentioned.  But  this 
appears  to  be  an  error,  as  Mr.  Baguley’s  will  contains  no  such  donation,  and,  as 
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the  above-mentioned  united  gifts  are  not  otherwise  accounted  for,  it  seems  pro- 
bable that  they  were  laid  out  on  the  workhouse,  and  that  the  annual  sum  of  5 L 
is  paid  as  the  interest  of  them. 

This  interest  is  laid  out  annually  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which  is  thus 
divided  amongst  the  three  hamlets  of  Whitefield,  Outwood,  and  Unsworth,  of 
which  the  township  of  Pilkington  consists  ; one  moiety  to  Whitefield,  four 
sevenths  of  the  other  moiety  to  Outwood,  and  the  remaining  three  sevenths 
thereof  to  Unsworth.  The  portions  appropriated  to  Whitefield  and  Unsworth 
are  annually  distributed  about  Christmas,  by  the  overseer  of  Pilkington,  at  the 
workhouse,  amongst  poor  men  and  women  of  those  places  respectively,  not 
receiving  relief,  in  quantities  of  3f  yards  to  a man,  and  three  yards  to  a woman. 

The  portion  appropriated  to  Outwood  is  distributed  with  the  cloth  purchased 
with  the  share  of  Baguley’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned,  applicable  to  that 
hamlet. 

Hardman’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  George  Hardman , in  1762, 
gave  40/.  for  linen  cloth  and  bread,  for  the  poor  of  Pilkington,  of  which  20/. 
had  been  lost,  and  the  remaining  20/.  was  then  vested  in  James  Walker,  the 
yearly  interest  thereof  being  18  s. 

This  annual  sum  of  18  s.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Peter  Walker,  the  son  of  James 
Walker,  mentioned  in  the  Returns.  It  is  sent  by  him  about  Christmas  to  a shop- 
keeper at  Pilkington,  who  provides  linen  cloth  to  the  amount  thereof,  which  is 
distributed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  at  the  workhouse,  on  the  same  day  as 
the  linen  arising  from  the  poors  money,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

Stand  School. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  April  1G88, 
between  William  Coulborne,  son  and  heir  of  Henry  Coulborne,  and  Roger 
Walker,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Sargeant,  and  five  others,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting  that  Henry  Siddall,  of  Whitefield,  tailor,  by  his  Will,  gave  to  the 
said  Roger  Walker,  and  his  heirs,  a messuage  with  three  closes  of  pasture  there- 
unto adjoining,  containing  by  estimation  4 1 acres,  in  Whitefield  aforesaid,  in  the 
township  of  Pilkington,  to  the  use  of  Alice,  the  wife  of  the  said  Henry  Siddall, 
for  life,  and  after  her  decease  upon  trust,  that  after  raising  several  sums  as 
legacies,  the  said  Roger  Walker,  and  his  heirs  should  be  seised  of  the  said 
premises  to  some  pious  use,  which  in  his  or  their  judgment  should  be  thought 
most  necessary  and  convenient;  and  reciting  that  the  said  Henry  Siddall,  before 
making  his  will,  viz.  on  24th  April,  18th  Charles  2d,  (1 666,)  by  indenture  of 
feoffment,  granted  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Henry  Coulborne,  and  his  heirs, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Henry  Siddall,  for  life,  and  after  his  decease  to  his  said 
wife  for  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  such  uses  as  he  should  appoint  by  will  or 
deed ; and  reciting,  that  a doubt  might  arise  whether  the  said  devise  might 
amount  to  an  appointment  within  the  meaning  of  the  said  indenture,  yet  that 
it  had  been  agreed  by  the  said  William  Coulborne  and  Roger  Walker  that  the 
said  premises  should  be  disposed  of  to  the  uses  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Alice  was  dead,  and  that  all  the  legacies  mentioned  in 
the  said  will  had  been  paid,  the  said  William  Coulborne  and  Richard  Walker 
conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Sargeant,  and  the  other  parties,  of  the  second 
part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  messuage  and  closes  upon  trust,  to  receive  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  and  to  dispose  of  the  clear  profits  thereof 
towards  the  encouragement  and  maintenance  of  a fitting  person  to  be  elected, 
allowed  and  appointed  yearly  by  the  said  trustees  and  the  survivors  of  them, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  teach  a grammar  school  within  the  said  mes- 
suage, and  also  young  children  to  read  English,  for  the  advantage  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  township  of  Pilkington.  And  it  was  agreed  that  when 
three  of  the  trustees  should  die  the  survivors  should  from  time  to  time  convey 
the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  survivors,  and  the  new  trustees,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid. 

In  a deed  for  appointing  new  trustees  of  this  school,  dated  in  1727,  the 
premises  are  described  as  a messuage  and  three  closes,  containing  4 \ acres,  on 
part  of  which  premises  a chapel  and  a new  school  had  been  lately  theretofore 
erected,  and  in  the  statement  of  the  trusts  it  is  mentioned  that  the  master  was 
to  teach  a grammar-school  in  the  said  new  school. 

The  last  conveyance  to  trustees  was  made  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  24th  and  25th  March  1824,  from  Sir  Daniel  Bayley,  knight, 
Rep.  16.  H h William 
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Pilkingaon,  William  Rigby,  Thomas  Robinson,  Ottiwell  Wood,  and  Henry  Barrow,  as  sur- 
viving trustees  to  John  Wood,  Samuel  Robinson,  William  Barrow,  the  Rev. 

SUn  rrt«ea°01,  Robert  Smethurst,  Mark  Phillips,  Benjamin  Heywood,  James  Darbisliire,  and 
^ continue^ — > William  Duckworth,  and  their  heirs,  of  the  above-mentioned  trust-premises,  by 
the  description  of  a messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  closes  thereunto  belonging, 
containing  in  the  whole  4£  acres,  situate  in  Whitefield,  on  part  of  which 
premises  four  bays  of  building,  then  used  as  a chapel  or  place  of  meeting  of 
protestant  dissenters,  and  a school-house  had  been  built ; and  also  a messuage 
and  other  buildings  erected  on  the  close  called  the  School  Meadow,  parcel  of 
the  said  premises,  upon  the  before-mentioned  trusts. 

All  the  trustees  parties  to  this  deed  are  living,  except  Mr.  William  Rigby. 

By  lease,  bearing  date  1st  May  1789,  Thomas  Carill  Worsley  and  others,  the 
then  trustees  of  this  school,  demised  to  William  Taylor  a plot  of  land  as 
marked  out,  situate  at  Stand,  parcel  of  the  School  Meadow,  and  containing  in 
the  whole  792  square  yards,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  and  the  messuage 
lately  built  by  the  said  William  Taylor  thereon,  for  the  term  of  99  years,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  1/.  135.  with  a covenant  from  the  lessee,  that  he,  his  executors, 
&c.  would  keep  the  buildings  in  repair,  and  would,  during  the  continuance  of 
the  demise,  use  his  and  their  best  endeavours  to  let  the  said  messuage  at  a rea- 
sonable rent  to  such  person  as  should  be  willing  to  take  the  same,  for  the 
purpose  of  a boarding-school  for  boys,  whose  parents  should  be  desirous  to  have 
them  educated  at  Stand  School ; and  it  was  agreed,  that  if  the  trustees  for  the 
time  being  should  at  any  time  during  the  said  term  be  desirous  to  contract  for 
and  purchase  the  said  demised  premises,  and  should  give  30  days  notice  in 
writing  of  their  intention  to  do  so  to  the  said  William  Taylor,  his  executors,  &c. 
the  consideration  to  be  paid  for  such  purchase  should  be  referred  to  the  deter- 
mination of  three  indifferent  persons,  to  be  chosen  in  the  manner  therein 
mentioned. 

The  rent  of  1/.  135.  reserved  by  this  lease  was  calculated  on  the  number  of 
square  yards  included  in  the  demise,  at  the  rate  of  one  halfpenny  per  yard. 

In  1817  another  lease,  bearing  date  30th  June  in  that  year,  purporting  to  be 
from  Sir  Daniel  Bayley,  knight,  William  Rigby,  Thomas  Bayley,  Thomas 
Robinson,  Ottiwell  Wood,  Richard  Kay,  John  Cross  the  younger,  and  Henry 
Barrow,  trustees  of  Stand  School,  and  executed  by  all  the  said  trustees 
except  Thomas  Bayley,  since  deceased,  and  Thomas  Robinson,  was  granted  to 
the  said  William  Taylor  of  a close  and  parcel  of  ground  in  Stand,  called  the 
School  Meadow,  or  the  Well  Field,  containing  2 a.  1 r.  12p.  Cheshire  measure, 
and  a messuage,  with  a stable,  two  shippons,  cottage  and  outbuildings,  thereto 
belonging,  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  William  Taylor,  and  James  Collier  his 
under-tenant,  except  the  chapel  and  chapel-yard,  and  the  school  formerly  erected 
on  part  of  the  said  close,  and  except  a plot  of  land  adjoining  to  the  school,  on 
the  west,  north,  and  south  sides  thereof,  used  as  a play-ground  for  the  said 
school,  extending  6 yards  from  the  south-west  side  of  the  said  school,  4 1 yards 
from  the  north-west  side,  and  4 ± yards  from  the  south-east  side  thereof,  and 
except  a plot  of  land  97  yards  in  length,  and  l6f  yards  in  breadth,  along  so 
much  of  the  north-east  side  of  the  said  close  as  was  not  then  built  upon,  or 
used  for  passages,  and  except  the  right  of  using  a lane  or  road  extending  along 
the  north-easterly  side  of  the  said  premises,  leading  from  the  King’s  highway  to 
lands  belonging  to  John  Ramsbottom,  esquire,  (all  the  said  premises  being 
delineated  in  a plan  indorsed  on  the  lease,  and  the  parts  excepted  coloured  red, 
and  marked  with  letters,)  for  the  term  of  71  years  from  24th  June  then  instant, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/.  with  a covenant  from  the  lessee  to  keep  in  repair  the 
messuages,  cottages,  and  buildings,  and  a proviso,  that  in  case  the  trustees  for 
the  time  being  should  be  desirous  of  resuming,  for  the  occupation  of  the  master 
of  the  school,  a cottage,  stable,  and  shippon,  and  a plot  of  land  at  the  front 
thereof  next  the  King’s  highway,  part  of  the  demised  premises  (coloured  green 
in  the  plan,)  they  might  do  so  on  giving  six  months  notice,  and  that  the  rent 
of  30/.  should  then  be  reduced  to  23/. 

The  house  built  by  Mr.  Taylor,  the  erection  of  which,  for  the  purpose  of 
a boarding-house  for  the  school,  appears  to  have  been  the  consideration  for 
granting  the  lease  of  1789,  is  also  comprised  in  the  lease  of  1817,  whereby  the 
rest  of  the  school  property  is  damised,  except  the  chapel  and  chapel-yard,  the 
school,  and  a small  space  adjoining  thereto,  and  the  plot  specified  in  the  lease 
of  1817,  which  at  present  lies  open  to  the  rest  of  the  land  and  is  occupied  by 
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the  lessee.  In  the  latter  lease  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  existence  of  the 
former. 

No  extension  of  the  term  granted  in  1789,  as  to  the  above-mentioned  house, 
was  given  by  the  lease  of  1817,  but  the  provisoes  for  its  being  used  as  a board- 
ing-house for  the  boys  of  this  school,  and  for  the  purchase  by  the  trustees  of  the 
lessee’s  interest,  which  if  not  at  the  present  time  ot  importance,  mav  become  so 
during  the  continuance  of  the  term,  are  omitted  in  the  latter  lease.  With 
respect  to  the  term  of  71  years  thereby  granted  of  the  school-lands,  we  conceive 
it  to  be  clear  that  the  trustees  exceeded  their  authority,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Robinson  informs  us  that  he  declined  executing  that  lease,  because  he  considered 
the  proposed  term  to  be  of  greater  extent  than  ought  to  have  been  granted. 
But  from  the  information  that  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  respecting  the 
annual  value  of  the  property,  we  are  induced  to  suppose  that  if  the  rent  of 
1/.  135.  were  at  this  time  received  for  the  house,  under  the  lease  of  1789,  the 
rest  of  the  property  would  not  produce  a rent  sufficient  to  make  up  the  annual 
sum  of  30/.  now  paid  by  Mr.  Taylor.  It  does  not  therefore  appear  that  any 
advantage  would  be  obtained,  at  the  present  time,  by  the  adoption  of  measures 
for  setting  aside  the  lease  of  1817.  It  is  stated  that  the  rent  of  the  property, 
exclusive  of  the  above-mentioned  house,  was  about  18/.  before  the  lease  of 
1817  was  granted,  and  that  the  land  has  been  much  improved  by  the  lessee. 
We  are  informed  that  the  house  built  by  Mr.  Taylor  was  for  some  years  after 
its  erection  used  as  a boarding-house,  but  afterwards  was  not  required  for  this 
purpose,  the  then  minister  of  the  dissenting  chapel  having  been  appointed 
schoolmaster,  who  occupied  a house  at  a short  distance  from  the  premises,  in 
which  he  took  boarders,  and  that  it  was  subsequently  occupied  by  Mr.  Weston, 
the  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Taylor,  the  lessee,  and  has  been  latterly  for  several  years 
in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Taylor  himself. 

We  have  not  ascertained  whether  Mr.  Siddall,  the  donor  of  this  property, 
was  a dissenter,  but  the  trustees  appear  to  have  been  dissenters  at  an  early 
period,  and  in  an  old  memorandum  in  the  possession  of  the  rector  of  Prestwich 
the  property  is  described  as  a house  and  land  of  about  4/.  per  annum,  left  to 
charitable  uses  by  Henry  Siddall  in  I676 ; and  it  is  added,  that  the  property 
having  been  left  to  the  disposal  of  a dissenter,  a meeting-house  had  been  built 
on  part  of  it,  and  that  a dissenter  taught  school  in  part  of  the  house.  We  are 
informed  that  an  old  person,  whose  name  wTas  William  Walker,  and  who  was 
a dissenter,  died  in  1770,  after  retiring  from  the  situation  of  master  of  this 
school,  which  he  had  held  for  48  years.  The  present  trustees  are  dissenters. 
Upon  the  resignation  of  the  last  schoolmaster,  about  three  years  ago,  who  was 
a dissenting  minister,  but  not  the  minister  of  the  chapel  standing  on  the  school- 
land,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dean,  who  was  then  the  minister  of  that  chapel,  was  ap- 
pointed master,  and  still  holds  both  those  situations.  He  receives  the  rent  of 
30/.  per  annum,  paid  by  Mr.  Taylor,  and  also  a rent  of  10 5.  paid  for  the 
chapel,  the  amount  of  which  appears  to  have  been  always  the  same.  A renewed 
lease  of  the  chapel  for  99  years  was  granted  by  the  trustees  in  1815,  at  this 
rent ; but  as  the  deed  of  foundation  contains  no  provision  for  appropriating 
any  part  of  the  land  to  this  purpose,  we  apprehend  that  so  long  a term  ought 
not  to  have  been  granted,  and  that  a rent  ought  to  have  been  reserved  equal  to 
the  fair  value  of  the  chapel. 

The  cottage  specified  in  the  proviso  contained  in  the  latter  part  of  the  lease 
of  181 7,  stands  near  the  chapel,  and  is  occupied  by  an  under-tenant  of 
Mr.  Taylor. 

The  income  of  this  property,  which  appears  to  have  been  at  first  very  small, 
was  by  the  deed  of  1688  directed  to  be  applied  towards  the  encouragement  and 
maintenance  of  a master  to  teach  a grammar-school  and  an  English  school,  for 
the  advantage  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Pilkington,  and  we  cannot 
learn  that  any  boys  have  ever  been  taught  free  of  expense  at  this  school. 

The  present  master,  who  resides  in  a house,  appropriated  to  his  use  as 
minister  of  the  chapel,  near  the  school-land,  receives  both  boarders  and  day- 
scholars,  and  instructs  the  younger  boys  in  English,  and  the  older  ones  in  the 
classics. 

His  terms  of  tuition  are,  for  boys  whose  parents  reside  in  the  neighbourhood, 
five  guineas,  and  for  those  who  come  from  a distance,  seven  guineas  per  annum. 
He  had  at  the  time  of  our  investigation,  (March  1826,)  11  day-scholars  and 
8 boarders. 
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HAMLET  OF  OUTWOOD. 

Ringley  School. 

Nathan  Walworth,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  October  1640,  reciting  that 
he  had  at  his  own  cost  built  a chapel  with  a chancel  thereto,  at  Ringley,  in  the 
parish  of  Prestwich,  which  had  been  consecrated  by  the  bishop  of  Chester ; 
and  that  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  23d  June  1635,  he  had  enfeoffed  to  Nathan 
Walworth,  and  five  others,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  buildings,  gardens, 
closes,  &c.  and  four  oxgangs  of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture,  containing  by  esti- 
mation 80  acres,  to  the  said  messuage  belonging,  situate  in  Benton  alias  Little 
Benton,  in  the  county  of  York  ; and  two  oxgangs,  containing  by  estimation 
40  acres,  in  Benton  aforesaid,  in  the  tenure  of  John  Norham,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, upon  trust,  to  employ  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises 
for  the  maintenance  of  a godly  and  learned  preacher,  such  as  he  should  name 
during  his  life,  and  afterwards  such  as  should  be  named  by  the  rectors  of  Prest- 
wich, Bury  and  Middleton,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them  ; 
devised  to  the  said  feoffees  and  their  heirs  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  New  Sarum,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  then  in  the  occupation 
of  Henry  Ilolfe,  and  all  lands  thereto  belonging,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof  in  augmentation  of  the  stipend  of  the  preacher  in  the 
said  chapel  for  the  time  being ; and  further  reciting,  that  he  had  lately  built 
a house  near  the  said  chapel  in  Ringley,  then  used  as  a school-house;  he  devised 
the  said  house  with  the  appurtenances  to  the  before-named  persons,  and  their 
heirs,  upon  trust,  that  the  same  should  be  employed  for  a school  for  instructing 
youth,  and  for  the  residence  and  habitation  of  a schoolmaster  there  for  ever. 
And  he  gave  to  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  Flamborough,  in  the  county  of  York ; and  two  oxgangs 
of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture,  in  the  Town  Fields  and  territories  of  Flam- 
borough,  then  in  the  tenure  of  John  Hick,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  clear 
yearly  rents  and  profits  to  the  necessary  repairing  of  the  said  house  so  by  him 
built,  for  the  maintenance  of  an  able  and  honest  schoolmaster,  to  be  named  by 
the  rectors  of  Prestwich,  Bury  and  Middleton,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater 
number  of  them,  in  which  said  school  he  directed  that  there  should  be  taught 
all  such  of  the  children  born  within  the  precinct  of  the  said  chapelry,  whose 
parents  should  be  desirous  to  have  them  instructed  there  ; and  that  the  said 
children  should  be  so  taught  freely,  without  paying  any  thing  to  the  said  school- 
master, and  that  the  children  of  all  others  resorting  to  the  said  school  should 
pay  such  moderate  and  indifferent  rates  as  should  be  reasonably  agreed  upon ; 
and  he  directed,  that  whenever  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to 
two,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  premises  unto  six  or  more  persons 
dwelling  in  or  near  Ringley,  to  whom  his  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
preacher  in  the  said  chapel  should  be  conveyed. 

All  the  above-mentioned  premises,  except  those  in  New  Sarum,  to  which  (as 
we  are  informed,)  it  was  discovered  the  testator  had  no  title,  have  been  conveyed 
from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees.  The  last  trust-deeds,  bear  date  22d  and  23d 
July  1814,  under  which  the  present  surviving  trustees  are  Barten  Fletcher, 
Allen  Ellis  Fletcher,  Henry  Chadwick,  Thomas  Seddon,  James  Seddon,  Robert 
Seddon,  Jeremiah  Rawson,  John  Compton  and  James  Ramsbottom. 

We  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  make  inquiry  into  the  particulars  of  the 
lands  given  by  this  donor  for  the  support  of  the  minister  of  Ringley  chapel. 

The  premises  in  the  parish  of  Flamborough  consist  of  two  parcels  of  land, 
inclosed  about  60  years  ago,  and  containing  about  40  acres,  with  a cottage, 
barn  and  croft,  the  whole  of  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Vickerman, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  50/.  The  premises  were  let  to  him  in  1819,  and  a lease 
was  prepared  and  signed  by  the  trustees  for  a term  of  14  years,  at  the  above- 
mentioned  rent,  the  tenant  agreeing,  on  being  allowed  10/.  out  of  the  first 
year’s  rent,  to  put  the  buildings  into  good  repair,  which  it  is  stated  he  has 
since  done.  At  the  time  of  our  investigation  (March  1826)  no  counterpart  of 
the  lease  had  been  executed  by  the  tenant,  nor  had  the  lease  been  delivered 
to  him. 

The  present  amount  of  the  rent  (which  is  considered  the  fair  value  of  the 
premises),  was  settled  by  two  of  the  trustees,  who  viewed  the  premises  for  that 
purpose. 
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The  school  premises  which  are  situate  in  the  hamlet  of  Outwood  near  Ringley 
chapel,  formerly  consisted  of  a dwelling-house  for  the  master,  and  a school- 
room, but  about  the  year  1798  the  old  building  fell  down,  and  a new  one,  con- 
sisting of  a school-room  only,  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  more  than 
100  scholars,  was  erected  by  subscription  on  the  site  of  the  former,  and  pro- 
perly fitted  up  for  the  purpose. 

The  rents  of  the  premises  at  Flamborough  are  paid,  without  deduction,  to 
the  Rev.  John  Barndall,  the  stipendiary  curate  of  Ringley  chapel,  who  was 
appointed  schoolmaster  in  1820,  by  the  rectors  of  Bury,  Prestwich,  and 
Middleton. 

The  schoolmaster  also  receives  an  annual  payment  of  1/.  12s.  8d.  as  the 
produce  of  a sum  of  40/.,  part  of  the  charity  of  William  Baguley  hereinafter 
mentioned,  the  produce  of  which  sum  he  by  his  will  directed  to  be  paid  to 
the  master  of  this  school,  for  teaching  four  poor  children  of  Kearsley,  and  four 
poor  children  of  Outwood,  to  be  nominated  by  the  preaching  minister  of 
Ringley. 

We  are  informed  that  the  late  schoolmaster,  who  died  in  1820,  and  who  was 
not  in  holy  orders,  had  usually  from  80  to  100  scholars.  The  number  in  the 
school  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  was  55. 

All  the  children,  boys  and  girls,  of  poor  inhabitants  of  the  hamlet  of  Outwood, 
of  the  township  of  Kearsley,  which  is  in  the  parish  of  Dean,  and  of  part  of 
the  township  of  Clifton,  which  is  in  the  parish  of  Eccles  (those  districts  being 
considered  as  forming  “ the  precinct  of  the  chapelry,”  alluded  to  in  the 
donor’s  will)  are  admitted  into  the  school  when  more  than  six  years  of  age,  on 
application  to  the  schoolmaster.  They  are  taught  reading  free  of  expense, 
but  such  of  them  as  learn  writing  and  arithmetic  pay  for  that  instruction. 
And  this  is  stated  to  have  been  always  the  practice.

Baguley’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  29th  December  1728,  between  Jacob  Scholes  Baguley’s  Charity, 
and  Hugh  Parr,  executors  of  William  Baguley , and  devisees  of  all  the  said 
William  Baguley’s  lands,  rents,  &c.  situate  in  Manchester,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Robert  Delahay,  clerk,  and  nine  others,  of  Kearsley  and  Outwood,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  24th  and  25th 
May  171  lj  whereby  the  said  William  Baguley  conveyed  to  Jonathan  Dawson 
and  his  heirs,  a parcel  of  land,  part  of  a close  in  Manchester,  called  the  Acres, 
whereon  the  said  Jonathan  Dawson  had  lately  erected  a calendar-house  and 
other  buildings,  bounded  on  the  west  end  thereof  by  a part  of  the  said  close 
left  open  for  a street,  and  called  St.  Ann’s-square,  and  otherwise  bounded  as 
therein  mentioned,  subject  to  the  yearly  rent  of  SI.  Is.  4 d.  And  reciting 
other  indentures,  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  June  1711, 
whereby  the  said  William  Baguley  and  John  Lightbourn  the  elder  conveyed  to 
John  Lightbourn  the  younger,  and  his  heirs,  a messuage  with  the  appurtenances 
in  or  near  the  Dean’s  Gate  in  Manchester,  and  a messuage  standing  eastwards 
of  the  last-mentioned  messuage,  and  near  to  the  west  side  of  the  Acres, 
and  the  stables  thereto  adjoining,  which  premises  conveyed  by  the  said  deed 
were  bounded  on  the  west  end  by  the  Dean’s  Gate,  and  were  otherwise 
bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  subject  to  the  yearly  rent  of  40s.  0>d.  payable 
to  the  said  William  Baguley  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Baguley, 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  February  1718, 
conveyed  to  John  Dickenson  and  his  heirs,  a parcel  of  the  said  close  called 
the  Acres,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  containing  in  breadth  from  north 
to  south,  12  yards,  and  in  length  from  east  to  west,  21  yards,  whereupon  the 
said  John  Dickenson  had  erected  a messuage  and  other  buildings  then  in 
his  possession,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  Is.  And  reciting,  that  the  said 
William  Baguley,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d  and  4th 
December  1722,  conveyed  to  John  Grantham  and  his  heirs  a parcel  of  land 
in  the  easterly  part  of  the  said  close  called  the  Acres,  bounded  as  therein 
mentioned,  containing  in  breadth  at  the  westerly  end  thereof,  six  yards  and 
two  feet,  and  in  length  on  the  northerly  side  23  yards,  whereon  the  said  John 
Grantham  had  erected  a house  and  other  buildings  then  in  his  possession,  sub- 
ject to  the  yearly  rent  of  14s.  8 d.  And  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Baguley, 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d  and  4th  May  1725,  con- 
veyed to  the  said  John  Dickenson  another  parcel  of  the  said  close,  bounded 
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as  therein  mentioned,  whereon  the  said  John  Dickenson  had  erected  a house 
and  other  buildings,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  9-5.  6 c/.  And  reciting,  that  the  said 
William  Baguley,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  April  1725,  and  by  a codicil 
thereto,  bearing  date  7th  November  in  the  same  year,  devised  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  rents,  he.  in  Manchester,  to  the  said  Jacob  Scholes  and  Hugh  Parr,  and 
their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  the  same  might  be  sold,  and  the  money  raised  by 
the  sale  thereof  added  to  his  personal  estate,  and  disposed  of  as  therein  men- 
tioned ; and  that  he  by  his  said  will,  bequeathed  50/.  to  be  laid  out  in  purchas- 
ing land,  or  a rentcharge,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  his 
executors,  and  such  persons  within  Kearsley  as  his  executors  should  nominate 
trustees  touching  the  same  ; and  directed  that  the  interest  thereof,  and  the  profits 
of  the  lands  or  rentcharge  to  be  purchased,  should  be  laid  out  yearly  in  buying 
linen  cloth,  to  be  distributed  at  Christmas  to  such  poor  persons  of,  or  whose 
settlements  should  be  in,  Kearsley,  as  the  trustees  should  think  meet ; and  that 
he  gave  the  like  sum  of  50/.  to  be  laid  out  in  like  manner  by  his  executors,  and 
such  persons  within  the  hamlet  of  Outwood,  as  his  executors  should  nominate 
trustees  thereof,  and  directed  that  the  profit  thereof  should  be  laid  out  in 
buying  linen  cloth,  to  be  distributed  in  like  manner  amongst  poor  persons  of,  or 
whose  settlements  should  be  in,  Outwood  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  meet ; 
and  that  he  also  gave  40/.  to  be  laid  out  as  aforesaid,  the  profits  thereof  to  be 
paid  by  his  executors,  or  such  persons  of  Kearsley  and  Outwood  as  they  should 
appoint  trustees,  to  the  teaching  schoolmaster  at  and  of  Ringley  school,  for 
his  teaching  such  four  poor  children  of  Kearsley,  and  such  four  poor  children 
of  Outwood,  as  the  preaching  minister  of  Ringley  for  the  time  being  should 
nominate ; and  that  he  also  gave  20/.  to  be  laid  out  in  like  manner  in  trust, 
that  the  profit  thereof  might  be  yearly  paid  to  such  person  as  should  officiate  as 
clerk  in  Ringley  chapel,  towards  his  wages  for  ringing  the  bell,  and  taking  care 
of  and  keeping  clean  the  books  and  utensils  belonging  to  the  said  chapel ; and 
the  like  sum  of  20/.  to  be  laid  out  in  like  manner  on  trust,  that  so  much  of  the 
profit  thereof  as  should  be  necessary  should  be  yearly  for  ever,  laid  out  in 
buying  bread  and  wine  for  the  Sacrament  in  the  said  chapel,  and  the  residue,  if 
any,  paid  to  the  said  clerk  or  the  sexton  of  the  said  chapel,  as  the  minister 
should  think  fit ; and  reciting,  that  no  opportunity  had  happened  since  the  death 
of  the  said  William  Baguley,  for  laying  out  the  said  several  sums  of  money 
upon  the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  that  all  the  parties  thereto  conceived  a grant  of 
the  above-mentioned  rents,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  7 /•  7 yearly,  to  be  more 
valuable  than  any  lands  or  rent-charge  which  could  be  purchased  with  the  said 
several  sums,  amounting  to  180/.  It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Jacob 
Scholes  and  Hugh  Parr,  pursuant  to  the  trust  in  them  reposed,  granted  to  the 
said  Robert  Delahay,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the 
said  five  yearly  rents  upon  trust,  to  bestow  the  same  in  the  following  proportions  :

10(/.  to  be  bestowed  in  like  manner  amongst  poor  persons  of  Outwood 
as  the  said  Jacob  Scholes  and  Hugh  Parr,  and  the  trustees  for  Outwood,  should 
think  meet. 

1 /.  12  6.  8 d.  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  at  Ringley  for  teaching  the 
number  of  children  above  mentioned. 

166.  4 d.  to  the  officiating  clerk  of  Ringley  chapel  for  the  purposes  above 
mentioned.  And 

166.  4 d.  for  buying  bread  and  wine  for  the  Sacrament  in  the  said  chapel,  and 
the  residue,  if  any,  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  or  sexton  thereof. 

And  it  was  thereby  agreed,  that  when  the  trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
be  reduced  to  four,  the  survivors  should  grant  the  said  rents  to  other  new  trus- 
tees, who  with  the  survivors  were  to  be  12  in  number,  six  for  Kearsley,  and  six 
for  Outwood,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  survivors,  and  the  new-elected 
trustees  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  was  made  by  Indenture, 
bearing  date  19th  December  1798,  whereby  Hugh  Parr  and  Ellis  Crompton, 
the  then  surviving  trustees,  assigned  the  several  rents  above  mentioned  upon 
the  same  trusts,  to  Egerton  Cross  and  23  others,  of  whom  Richard  Hardman, 
Samuel  Pilkington,  John  Lever,  Barten  Fletcher,  Allen  Thomas  Yates,  and 
Thomas  Grundy,  are  now  the  survivors. 
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The  rents  issuing  out  of  the  premises  at  Manchester,  and  granted  by  the  deed 
of  1728,  are  now  paid  as  follows  :

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The  sum  of  2/.  Os.  10 d.  is  laid  out  in  buying  linen  cloth,  which,  together  with  the 
portion  appropriated  to  Outwood  of  the  linen  cloth  purchased  with  the  interest 
of  the  Pilkington  poors  money  before  mentioned,  is  given  annually  about 
Christmas,  amongst  poor  men  and  women  thereof  not  receiving  relief,  in 
quantities  of  3\  yards  to  a man,  and  3 yards  to  a woman.  This  distribution  is 
now  made,  and  the  accounts  are  kept,  by  Mr.  Michael  Rose,  the  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  Pilkington ; none  of  the  surviving  trustees  of  this  charity  residing  in 
Outwood. 

The  sum  of  2/.  Os.  10c?.  directed  to  be  bestowed  in  like  manner  for  poor 
persons  of  Kearsley  is  so  disposed  of  at  the  same  time  by  Mr.  Thomas  Grundy, 
one  of  the  surviving  trustees,  together  with  some  other  donations  which  will  be 
inquired  into  at  a future  time,  amongst  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Dean,  of 
which  the  township  of  Kearsley  forms  a part. 

These  distributions  are  made  alternately  at  two  public-houses,  one  in  Out- 
wood,  and  the  other  in  Kearsley,  at  Ringley  Bridge,  over  the  river  Irwell, 
which  divides  these  two  places. 

The  sum  of  1/.  12s.  3d.  is  paid  to  the  master  of  Ringley  school,  an  account 
of  which  has  been  given  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,  and  the  two  sums 
of  16s.  4 d.  each  are  paid  to  the  clerk  of  Ringley  chapel,  for  providing  bread 
and  wine  for  the  Sacrament,  ringing  the  bell,  &c. 


HAMLET  OF  UNSWORTH. 

Unsworth  School. 

James  Lancashire , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  30th  July  1737,  gave  the  sum  Unsworth. 

of  501.  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  a school  at  or  near  Unsworth  chapel,  to  be  

paid  to  such  and  so  many  of  the  principal  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  having  Unsworth  School, 
estates  near  the  said  school,  as  should  in  three  years  after  his  decease  advance 
and  raise  the  like  sum  of  50?.  for  the  said  school,  for  the  teaching  of  poor 
children  to  read  English  and  their  better  education  in  the  principles  of  the 
church  of  England ; and  he  directed  that  the  master  or  dame  of  the  said 
school  should  in  consideration  thereof  teach  so  many  poor  children,  not  exceed- 
ing ten  in  number,  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  nominated  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  said  town,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  concur- 
rence of  the  minister  or  curate  of  the  said  chapel. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  8th  July  1742,  and  enrolled 
in  Chancery,  between  Jacob  Scholes  and  John  Smethurst,  of  the  first  part, 

James  Lancashire  and  John  Lancashire,  executors  of  the  above-mentioned 
James  Lancashire,  and  two  of  his  residuary  legatees,  and  John  Lancashire  of 
Heaton,  another  of  his  residuary  legatees,  of  the  second  part,  and  Joseph  Lan- 
cashire, Thomas  Chadwick,  Edmund  Meadowcroft,  and  Ralph  Heaton,  of 
Unsworth,  of  the  third  part,  reciting,  that  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned 
had  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3 1st  January  and  1st  of 
February  1734,  been  conveyed  by  William  Walker  and  George  Hurt,  assignees 
of  Richard  Moss,  a bankrupt,  and  the  said  Richard  Moss  to  the  said  Jacob 
Scholes  and  John  Smethurst,  and  two  others  then  deceased  (the  consideration 
thereof  being  40/.)  and  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  James  Lancashire,  deceased  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Jacob  Scholes  and  John  Smethurst,  for  obtain- 
ing the  said  legacy  of  50/.  for  the  use  of  a school  at  or  near  Unsworth  chapel, 
had  agreed  that  the  premises  so  purchased,  and  then  vested  in  them  by  survi- 
vorship, should  be  settled  and  conveyed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  a school  at  or 
near  the  said  chapel ; and  that  the  said  executors  and  residuary  legatees  had 
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agreed,  that  within  two  years  next  one  or  more  bays  of  substantial  brick-build- 
ing, fit  for  a dwelling-house,  should,  with  the  said  50/.  be  erected  upon  the  said 
premises,  the  said  Jacob  Scholes  and  John  Smethurst,  for  the  settling  the  said  pre- 
mises for  the  charitable  uses  thereinafter  mentioned,  conveyed  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  a close  situate  in  Failsworth,  in  the  countv  of 
Lancaster,  called  the  Acre  Meadow,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  upon 
trust  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  of  the  house 
which  should  be  erected  thereon,  for  the  use  of  such  person  or  persons  as  the  said 
trustees  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  or  recommend  for  schoolmaster,  or 
dame,  for  the  education  of  youth  at  some  house  at  or  near  Unsworth  chapel, 
so  that  such  schoolmaster  or  dame  should  in  consideration  thereof,  without  any 
other  wages  or  reward,  diligently  teach  so  many  poor  children  born  or  legally 
settled  in  Unsworth,  or  the  parts  adjacent,  not  exceeding  ten  in  number,  to 
read  English,  and  in  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  should  be 
nominated  and  appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Unsworth, 
with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  the  curate  of  the  chapel  there,  or  the 
rector  of  Prestwich  for  the  time  being,  as  in  the  said  will  mentioned,  and  in 
full  performance  of  the  trust  therein  mentioned  concerning  the  said  school. 
And  it  was  agreed,  that  whenever  there  should  be  only  two  trustees  living,  the 
survivors  should  elect  two  others,  inhabitants  in  or  near  Unsworth,  in  the  room 
of  those  deceased,  and  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and 
such  new-elected  trustees.  And  the  said  executors  covenanted  to  lay  out  the 
said  legacy  of  50/.  or  so  much  thereof  as  was  then  remaining  in  their  hands, 
in  erecting  such  building  as  aforesaid. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  made  by  indenture,  bearing  date  2nd 
August  1815,  whereby  Richard  Meadowcroft  and  James  Heaton,  as  the  surviv- 
ing trustees,  conveyed  the  said  close  and  three  bays  of  building,  and  kitchen, 
or  porch  thereon  erected,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  John  Lancashire, 
James  Ramsbottom,  James  Clegg,  John  Pleaton,  and  John  Smethurst,  and  their 
heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts.  All  the  parties  to  this  deed  are  still  living,  except 
Richard  Meadowcroft  and  James  Heaton. 

By  Lease,  bearing  date  3d  March  1809,  the  Earl  of  Derby  demised  to 
Richard  Meadowcroft,  James  Lancashire,  and  James  Heaton  (three  of  the 
then  trustees)  a plot  of  land  containging  400  square  yards,  situate  in  Unsworth, 
and  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  for  99  years  from  24th  December  then  last, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  15  s.  6d.  with  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessees  to 
build  a school  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  Unsworth  within  three  years, 
and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair.  On  the  plot  of  ground  thus  demised  a school- 
room was  erected  by  subscription,  and  the  rent  due  to  the  Earl  of  Derby  is 
paid  by  the  schoolmaster. 

The  premises  in  the  township  of  Failsworth,  which  is  in  the  chapelry  of 
Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Manchester,  consist  of  about  an  acre  of  meadow  land, 
customary  measure  of  seven  yards  to  the  perch,  with  a small  dwrelling-house 
and  outbuildings  in  the  occupation  of  John  Whittaker,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  12/.  12s.  per  annum.  The  tenant  does  the  repairs,  and  the  buildings 
are  in  good  condition. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigation  (March  1826)  the  rent  was  in  arrear  for 
nearly  two  years ; but  the  tenant  had  undertaken  to  discharge  the  arrears  on 
or  before  the  following  1st  day  of  May.  A small  yearly  sum  of  7<s.  being  a 
rate  for  Newton  Chapel,  payable  under  an  Act  of  Parliament,  is  deducted  out 
of  the  rent,  the  residue  of  which  is  received  by  Mr.  James  Heaton,  one  of  the 
trustees,  and  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster  appointed  by  the  trustees.  The 
present  master  is  also  the  curate  of  Unsworth  chapel,  and  in  respect  of  the 
income  received  by  him,  he  instructs  in  reading  in  the  before-mentioned 
school-room  ten  poor  children  of  Unsworth  and  the  immediate  neigh- 
bourhood, who  are  appointed  by  the  minister,  chapelwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Unsworth.  Vacancies  amongst  the  children  are  filled  up  on  the 
Sunday  after  Whitsuntide,  on  the  applications  of  their  parents,  previous  notice 
being  given  of  the  number  of  vacancies.  The  master  has  other  scholars,  for 
whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 

This  charity  has  been  for  a great  number  of  years  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  James  Heaton,  and  his  lather.  The  accounts  are  regularly  kept.

COUNTY  OF  MIDDLESEX. 

HUNDRED  OF  OSSULSTON,  FINSBURY  DIVISION. 
PARISH  OF  CLERKENWELL. 

THIS  parish  was  formerly  denominated  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell. 
It  is  now  composed  of  two  districts,  the  one  called  St.  James’s,  and  the 
other  St.  John’s.  In  the  former  district  is  situated  the  church  of  St.  James, 
which  was  originally  the  only  church  in  the  parish,  and  is  a perpetual  curacy, 
the  patronage  of  which  is  vested  in  the  inhabitants  of  both  districts,  paying  to 
the  rates  for  church  and  poor.  In  the  district  of  St.  John  is  also  a church, 
formerly  an  ancient  chapel,  situate  within  the  precinct  of  the  dissolved  priory 
of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  and  supposed  to  have  formed  part  of  the  church 
belonging  thereto,  and  which  in  1723,  was  erected  into  a rectory,  by  the  name 
of  the  church  of  St.  John,  Clerkenwell,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
the  10th  Ann.  c.  11,  for  building  50  new  churches,  and  the  patronage  thereof 
was  vested  in  the  Crown. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  Act  also  set  out  a parish  for  this 
church,  and  directed  that  the  said  church  should  be  the  parish  church  for  such 
division.  No  formal  separation  however  of  this  division  from  the  rest  of  the 
parish  has  taken  place.  There  is  a distinct  churchwarden  for  the  church  of 
St.  John,  but  the  inhabitants  of  both  districts  contribute  to  the  repairs  of  both 
churches,  and  the  same  overseers  of  the  poor  act  for  the  whole  parish. 

The  charities  given  to  the  parish  of  St  James,  Clerkenwell,  before  the 
erection  of  the  church  of  St.  John  into  a rectory,  are  now  distributed  to  the 
inhabitants  of  both  districts. 

Constance  Bennett’s  Charity. 

Constance  Bennett , by  Will,  dated  6th  January  1577>  bequeathed  to  her 
executors  thereafter  named,  and  to  Mr.  Sackford,  master  of  the  requests, 
and  14  others  and  their  heirs,  her  house  in  Turnmill-street,  which  one  Henry 
Houghton  held  of  her  by  lease,  with  her  house  in  St  John’s-street,  wherein  one 

Arnold,  widow,  then  or  late  dwelt,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs 

for  ever,  and  yet  nevertheless  with  this  hope,  trust  and  confidence,  that  they 
would  yearly  for  ever  after  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Ashe  her  servant,  near 
about  Christmas,  give  and  distribute  in  alms  four  cart  loads  of  coals,  to  and 
amongst  the  poor  people  of  Clerkenwell  parish,  such  as  by  their  discretion 
should  be  thought  most  needy,  for  their  better  relief  and  comfort ; and  she 
Rep.  16.  I i willed 
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Clerkenwell.  willed  that  Elizabeth  Ashe  should  have  the  said  house  wherein  the  widow 

Arnold  dwelt,  during  her  life  ; and  that  her  executors  and  trustees  aforesaid 

Be nnet t's* chari t should,  during  the  life  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Ashe,  yearly,  about  Christinas, 

^continued™  distribute  in  alms  so  many  coals  as  might  be  bought  with  the  rents  and  profits 

1 ^ • of  the  other  house,  which  was  not  thereby  given  to  the  said  Elizabeth  Ashe, 

amongst  such  poor  people  as  aforesaid. 

By  Indenture,  dated  23d  March  1642,  between  Richard  Clerk,  cousin  and 
next  heir  of  Henry  Clerk,  one  of  the  devisees  of  Constance  Bennett  above 
mentioned,  and  John  Preston,  cousin  and  next  heir  of  John  Preston,  another  of 
the  said  devisees,  of  the  one  part,  and  George  Long  and  others,  two  of  them 
described  as  churchwardens,  of  the  other  part ; after  reciting  the  will  of  Con- 
stance Bennett,  and  that  the  said  premises  had  become  vested  by  survivorship 
in  the  said  Henry  Cierk  and  John  Preston  the  devisees  aforesaid,  and  their 
heirs  ; and  also  that  the  said  John  Preston  and  Henry  Clerk  were  since  dead, 
and  the  estate  in  fee  of  the  premises  was  descended  and  come  to  the  said 
Richard  Clerk  and  his  heirs,  and  to  the  said  John  Preston,  party  thereto, 
and  his  heirs,  or  unto  one  of  them,  as  cousins  and  next  heirs  of  the  said  Henry 
Clerk  and  John  Preston,  in  trust  as  aforesaid : It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
Richard  Clerk  and  John  Preston,  at  the  instance  and  request  of  the  parish- 
ioners and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  granted,  enfeoffed  and  con- 
firmed to  the  said  George  Long  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  aforesaid 
messuage  or  tenement,  houses,  edifices,  buildings  and  gardens,  with  their 
appurtenances  in  Turnmi 1 1-street,  in  the  parish  aforesaid,  abutting  westward 
upon  the  Queen’s  highway  there,  northward  upon  the  house  of  one  Hugh 
Trappe,  called  the  Rose,  southward  upon  the  house  in  the  tenure  of  one  widow 
Jones,  and  eastward  upon  the  close  there  then  called  the  Butts  Close,  in  the 
several  occupations  of  14  persons  therein  named,  or  their  assigns  ; and  the 
aforesaid  messuage  or  tenement,  houses,  edifices  and  buildings,  with  their 
appurtenances  in  St.  John’s-street,  then  in  the  occupation  of  William  Griffin, 
or  of  14  persons  therein  named,  his  undertenants,  to  hold  the  same  in  trust  for 
the  yearly  provision  bf  coals,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  for  ever,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Constance 
Bennett. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  21st  October 
1673,  and  there  is  among  the  parish  papers  an  ingrossment  of  another  trust- 
deed,  dated  the  4th  April  1734,  but  which  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
executed.  In  this  ingrossment  the  premises  are  described  as  in  the  deed  of 
1642,  but  without  the  abuttals  of  the  premises  in  Turnmill-street.  The  trusts 
are  stated  to  be,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  yearly,  near  about  Christmas,  to 
give,  bestow  and  distribute  in  alms,  four  cart-loads  of  coals  among  the  poor 
people  of  the  said  parish,  such  as  by  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  should  be 
thought  most  needy,  for  their  better  relief  and  comfort,  and  according  to  the 
purport  of  the  said  will. 

There  is  no  subsequent  trust-deed,  the  property  being  now  vested  in  certain 
trustees  appointed  to  carry  into  execution  the  Act  28th  Geo  3,  c.  10,  for  pull- 
ing down  the  church  of  St.  James,  at  Clerkenwell,  and  for  building  a new 
church  in  the  said  parish,  &c.  amended  by  the  Act  30  Geo.  3,  c.  69.  By  the 
last  of  these  Acts,  after  reciting  that  it  being  difficult  to  discover  who  were  the 
heirs  at  law,  or  real  representatives,  of  the  survivors  of  several  persons  long  since 
deceased,  who  were  trustees  of  the  legal  estates  in  fee-simple  of  several  mes- 
suages, lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  in  the  counties  of  Middlesex,  Wor- 
cester, and  Surrey,  granted,  devised,  and  given  in  trust  for  the  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish,  for  certain  charitable  purposes,  it  would  facilitate  the  exe- 
cution of  the  said  trusts  if  such  legal  estates  were  vested  in  the  trustees  under 
that  and  the  former  Act : It  was  enacted,  that  the  legal  estates  in  fee-simple 
of  and  in  all  such  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  so  given  and 
devised  in  trust,  should  from  the  passing  of  that  Act,  be  divested  out  of  the 
respective  persons  in  whom  the  same  then  were  or  should  be  vested,  and  should 
be  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  said  trustees  under  that  and  the  former 
Act  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  same  premises 
were  or  might  be  subject  to  in  the  hands  of  such  persons  so  intended  to  be 
divested  of  such  estates. 

It  appears  from  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  that  a lease 
of  the  premises  in  Turnmill-street,  described  therein  to  consist  of  eight

messuages,  two  sheds,  and  a yard  of  ground  between  the  houses  and  ground  in 
Block  Alley  on  the  north,  and  the  houses  and  ground  of  Cock  Alley  on  the 
south,  two  abutting  on  the  east  side  of  Turn  in  ill-stneet,  and  the  other  six  in  an 
Alley  called  Jack  Alley,  was  granted  by  the  trustees  to  one  Thomas  Little, 
for  41  years  from  Christmas  1679  ; and  that  at  a vestry  held  the  4th  May  1721, 
being  the  year  after  the  expiration  of  that  lease,  a resolution  was  passed  of 
which  the  following  minute  is  entered  in  the  vestry-book : 

“ Estate  in  Jack  Alley,  gift  of  Constance  Bennett,  being  much  out  of  repair, 
agreed  to  rebuild  the  estate.” 

It  does,  not  appear  that  any  thing  was  done  in  pursuance  of  this  resolution, 
nor  can  any  thing  further  be  satisfactorily  ascertained  as  to  this  property. 

The  premises  in  St.  John -street  consist  now  of  a house  being  No.  1-6Q,  in 
that  street,  and  four  houses  in  Red  Lion  Alley,  being  Nos.  5,  6,  'J,  and  8,  and 
which  abut  on  the  yard  behind  the  house  in  St.  John’s-street.  These  houses 
are  demised  to  George  Mitchell,  upon  a building-lease  for  6l  years  from  Lady- 
day  1808,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  22/.  15 s.  The  houses  have  been  built  by 
the  lessee  according  to  a plan  set  forth  in  an  agreement  made  previously  to 
the  execution  of  the  lease. 

The  various  charitable  funds  vested  in  the  parochial  trustees,  are  brought 
into  a general  account  of  the  charities  kept  by  the  senior  churchwarden,  to 
whom  the  distribution  of  the  funds  is  intrusted.  Certain  specific  distributions 
directed  by  different  benefactors  are  made  from  this  general  fund,  and  sepa- 
rately entered  in  the  churchwarden’s  book.  The  rest  of  the  fund  is  applied  in 
a distribution  of  coals  at  Christmas,  and  a weekly  distribution  of  bread.  The 
rent  of  the  premises  derived  under  Constance  Bennett’s  will  is  included  in  this 
distribution  of  coals,  of  which,  and  of  the  weekly  distribution  of  bread,  we  shall 
give  the  amount  and  particulars  when  we  have  enumerated  all  the  charities 
that  contribute  thereto. 

Bellow’s  Charity. 

Roger  Bellow,  by  his  Will  dated  29th  April  1G14,  gave  and  bequeathed  his 
dwelling-house  in  Cobham,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  with  all  the  ground  and 
other  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  and  their  successors,  who  should  let  the  same  for  a 
yearly  rent,  and  out  of  the  said  rent  should  pay  yearly  2(L.  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Cobham,  to  be  by  them  bestowed  on  Good  Friday  in  bread  upon 
the  poor  of  Cobham,  and  should  distribute  the  rest  of  the  rent  weekly  upon 
every  Sabbath-day,  in  wheaten  bread,  in  the  parish  church  of  St.  James,  Clerk - 
■enwell,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  same  parish,  and  the  same  so  to  continue,  and 
not  to  be  altered  to  any  other  use. 

This  property  now  consists  of  two  houses,  with  a garden  to  one  of  them,  in 
the  village  of  Cobham,  adjoining  the  churchyard,  and  of  two  pieces  of  land, 
the  one  containing  1a.  Or.  5p.  the  other  1a.  1r.  Up.  allotted  in  respect  of 
these  houses,  under  the  Inclosure  Act,  for  the  manor  of  Cobham,  in  the  year 
1795.  These  houses  had  been  let  upon  a building-lease  for  99  years,  which 
terminated  at  Michaelmas  1825,  at  a ground  rent  of  9/.  payable  to  the  church- 
wardens of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  and  20 s.  more  to  be  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Cobham,  and  the  lessee  under  that  lease  had  possession  of  the 
allotments  during  the  continuance  of  his  term. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  property  was  let  by  tender,  in  lots. 
The  two  allotments  were  taken  by  William  Slifield,  at  12  guineas  a year,  for 
a term  of  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1825.  One  of  the  houses,  to  which  the 
-garden  is  annexed,  was  let  to  Mrs.  Beckford  for  a similar  term,  at  the  rent  of 
30  guineas.  The  other  house  was  taken  by  Stevens,  at  a rent  of  20/. 

a year,  but  he  never  took  possession,  and  has  since  quitted  the  place  ; the  house, 
therefore,  at  the  time  of  our  examination  remained  in  the  occupation  of  the 
former  undertenant,  John  Fletcher,  at  his  old  rent,  which  was  8/.  a year,  until 
another  tenant  could  be  procured,  or  he  himself  could  get  possession  of  another 
house,  which  he  had  built  for  his  own  residence.  It  is  thought  that  20/.  a year 
is  more  than  this  house  is  worth,  and  that  the  parish  will  probably  not  obtain 
more  for  it  than  14/.  or  15/.  a year. 

No  rent  had  at  the  period  of  our  examination  been  received  under  the  new 
lettings.  The  former  rent  of  9/-  a year  was  applied,  as  the  improved  rents, 
after  deducting  20s.  for  the  parish  of  Cobham,  will  in  future  be,  in  the  weekly 
distribution  of  bread  adverted  to  under  the  preceding  case. 
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Gifts  of  Nicholas  Roe,  Lady  Weston,  and  Sir  Michael  Stanhope. 

By  Indenture,  dated  27th  February,  15  James  I,  George  Trappes,  in  con- 
sideration of  70/.  paid  to  him  by  William  Stanley,  one  of  the  churchwardens  of 
the  parish  of  St.  James  Clerkenwell,  with  the  consent  and  by  the  direction  of 
the  parishioners  and  vestrymen  of  the  said  parish,  and  other  persons  parties  to 
that  indenture,  granted  to  Sir  William  Fortescue  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
an  annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  4/.  issuing  out  of  two  messuages  or  tenements, 
situate  in  Turnmill-street  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  known  by  the  name  of 
tne  Blue  Axe,  during  the  life  of  the  said  George  Trappes;  and  moreover  the 
said  George  Trappes,  in  consideration  of  the  said  70/*  granted  to  the  said  Sir 
William  Fortescue,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  51. 
issuing  out  of  the  said  two  messuages  and  tenements,  to  hold  and  receive  the 
same  from  and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  George  Trappes,  yearly  for  ever, 
at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  to  the  intent  that  the  churchwardens  or  collectors 
for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  should  yearly  bestow  and  dispose  of  the  sum  of 
52  shillings,  parcel  of  the  said  annuities  respectively,  in  bread,  for  and  towards 
the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  at  such  days  and  times,  and  in  such 
manner  and  form,  as  is  appointed  by  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Nicholas 
Roe,  esq.  deceased ; and  also  bestow  and  dispose  of  some  other  yearly  sum  of 
the  said  several  annuities  respectively,  in  some  provision,  for  and  towards  the 
relief  and  health  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  at  such  days  and  times,  and  in 
such  manner  and  form,  as  is  also  appointed  and  declared  by  the  last  Will  of  dame 
Elizabeth  Weston,  widow,  deceased ; and  also  bestow  and  dispose  the  residue 
of  the  said  several  annuities  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  or 
to  such  other  godly  and  charitable  uses  as  to  them  should  seem  meet. 

It  appears  that  by  Indenture,  dated  28th  March  19  James  I,  George 
Trappes,  in  consideration  of  120/.  conveyed  these  houses  to  Sir  Michael  Stanhope 
and  his  heirs,  subject  to  the  said  annuities. 

The  parish  have  for  a long  time  been  in  possession  of  these  houses,  of  which 
they  have  got  the  title-deeds,  comprising  the  conveyance  to  Sir  Michael  Stanhope, 
but  by  what  means  the  property  passed  from  Sir  Michael  Stanhope  to  the  parish 
they  are  unable  to  state.  It  seems  probable,  however,  that  the  houses  were 
given  by  him  to  the  parish,  from  a circumstance  mentioned  in  Stow’s  Survey, 
that  upon  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  (but  which  is  not  now  in 
existence)  there  was  the  following  inscription  ; 

“ Sir  Michael  Stanhope,  Lady  Weston,  and  Mr.  Roe,  by  the  year  13/.” 

The  property  now  consists  of  a house  in  Silver-street,  which  was  formerly 
the  Axe  Public-house,  but  is  at  present  a private  dwelling. 

This  house  is  occupied  by  Mr. Welch,  under  a lease  granted  to  Jasper 

Notley,  of  which  he  is  assignee,  and  which  will  terminate  at  Lady-day  1831,  at 
the  rent  of  14/.  It  is  a large  house,  and  if  out  of  lease  would  be  worth  from 
40/.  to  50/.  a year.  A considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  laid  out  by  the 
lessee  in  repairs  and  improvements. 

This  rent  is  carried  to  the  churchwardens  general  fund,  and  is  accounted  for 
in  the  distribution  of  bread  and  coals  before  mentioned. 

Sir  George  Strode’s  Charity. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  6th  and  7th  August  1657,  between 
Sir  George  Strode  of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  knt.,  and  Nicholas 
Strode,  esq.  one  of  the  sons  of  the  said  Sir  George  Strode,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Robert  Lord  Bruce  and  others  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Nicholas 
Strode  stood  seised  of  the  messuage  and  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  in 
trust  for  Sir  George  Strode  and  his  heirs,  to  be  disposed  of  as  Sir  George  Strode 
should  appoint,  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  by  direction  and  appointment  of 
the  said  Sir  George  Strode,  testified  by  his  being  a party  thereto,  and  in  per- 
formance of  the  trust  of  him  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  conveyed  to  the  said 
Robert  Lord  Bruce  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  messuage, 
mansion,  or  dwelling-house,  and  eight  several  closes  or  pastures  as  they  were 
then  inclosed,  adjoining  or  lying  together,  near  to  the  said  messuage,  called  by 
the  several  names  of  Cockshoot  Field,  More  Meadow,  More  Closes,  the  Old 
Field,  the  Little  Meadow,  and  the  Red  Acres,  and  one  Sheep-house,  all  which 
premises  were  situate  and  being  in  Much  Malvern  in  the  county  of  Worcester, 
with  all  houses,  &c.  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  Sir  George  Strode  for  his 
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life,  and  after  his  decease  to  the  intent  that  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
should  for  ever  have,  and  yearly  receive,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge 
of  26/.  to  be  yearly  issuing  out  of  all  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  premises, 
to  be  paid  at  the  great  south  door  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  James,  Clerk- 
unwell,  without  any  deduction  on  account  of  any  taxes  or  assessments  or  other 
charges  whatsoever,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  viz.  6/.,  part  thereof  to  be  paid 
at  the  four  usual  feasts,  and  the  other  20 /.  on  the  20th  December  yearly,  and 
so  charged  and  chargeable  to  the  use  of  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  ever.  And  it  was  provided  that  if  the  said  yearly  rent  of  2G/.  or 
any  part  thereof,  should  be  unpaid  for  40  days  after  any  of  the  said  respective 
days  of  payment,  the  trustees  might  enter  into  the  said  premises,  and  hold  and 
enjoy  the  same,  and  take  the  rents  and  profits  for  their  own  use,  until  the  said 
Nicholas  Strode,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  pay  to  the  said  trustees,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  all  the  said  yearly  rent,  and  the  arrearages  thereof  which 
should  be  unpaid  at  the  time  of  such  entry ; and  also  all  such  yearly  rent  or 
sums  of  money  which  should  grow  due,  or  in  case  such  entry  had  not  been 
made  would  have  grown  due,  for  rent,  from  the  time  of  such  entry,  until  such 
time  as  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  should  have  paid  the  said 
rent  then  in  arrear,  together  with  all  the  costs  and  charges  which  the  trustees 
should  have  been  put  to  in  and  about  gaining  possession  of,  and  managing,  the 
said  premises,  or  otherwise  be  occasioned  by  the  non-payment  of  the  said  rent ; 
and  that  then  from  time  to  time,  whenever  any  such  entry  should  be  made  for  such 
cause  as  aforesaid,  the  said  indenture  of  release,  and  the  grant  and  conveyances 
thereby  made,  should  enure  and  be,  and  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  should 
stand  and  be  seised  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  only  use  of  them  the  said 
trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  until  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  should  make  to  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  such  payments 
as  aforesaid,  and  after  such  payment  made  by  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Nicholas  Strode,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
charged  with  the  said  yearly  rent  of  26/.  until  further  default  made  in  pay- 
ment of  the  said  yearly  rent,  and  entry  made  for  non-payment  thereof'  as 
aforesaid. 

And  by  the  said  indenture  of  release  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  rentcharge 
of  26/.  limited  to  the  said  trustees  was  upon  trust,  that  they  should  pay  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerken- 
well  for  the  time  being,  on  or  before  the  20th  December  yearly,  the  sum  of  20/., 
to  be  by  them  distributed  on  the  eve  of  Christmas-day,  to  80  poor  people  of 
the  said  parish,  5 s.  a-piece,  such,  if  it  might  be,  as  had  formerly  been  or 
then  should  be  housekeepers  and  decayed  by  disasters,  old  age,  or  other 
infirmities,  and  such  as  should  then  have  no  subsistence  by  keeping  a shop  or 
other  relation,  nor  keep  any  victualling-house  or  ale-house,  nor  sell  drink, 
tobacco,  strong  waters,  or  the  like  ; and  if  there  should  not  be  so  many  as  80 
such  poor  persons,  that  then  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  might  distribute 
the  residue  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  20/.,  which  after  the  proportion  of  5 s. 
a-piece  to  every  of  the  said  poor  people  should  remain  undisposed  of,  to  such 
poor  orphans  in  the  said  parish  as  should  be  in  want,  and  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  ; and  it  was  declared  that  the  monies  to  be  given  to  the  said  poor 
persons  should  not  be  applied  for  the  ease  of  the  parishioners  in  their  assess- 
ments, or  to  lessen  any  allowance  which  by  law  or  otherwise  the  poor  were  to 
receive  from  the  parish,  but  was  intended  for  a further  relief  and  comfort 
to  such  poor  people  : and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  trustees  should  pay 
the  sum  of  6/.  residue  of  the  said  26/.  to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish  for 
the  time  being,  whilst  he  should  there  preach  a sermon  on  Saturday  in  the 
afternoon  next  before  the  Lord’s-day  whereon  the  monthly  communion  was  to 
be  administered,  and  to  prepare  the  parishioners  for  the  same,  if  the  heir  or 
heirs  of  Sir  George  Strode  for  the  time  being  should  so  think  fit,  or  otherwise 
the  said  sum  of  6/.  should  from  time  to  time,  when  the  said  heir  or  heirs  should 
not  think  fit  to  pay  the  same  to  such  minister  as  aforesaid,  which  wras  left 
wholly  to  their  discretions,  be  paid  to  24  more  poor  people  yearly,  other  than 
the  80  poor  people  qualified  as  aforesaid. 

The  parish  have  long  been  in  possession  of  the  estate  charged  with  this 
annuity,  and  have  exercised  the  complete  ownership  over  it,  and  are  possessed 
of  all  the  title-deeds  belonging  to  the  property  ; but  at  what  time  and  under 
what  circumstances  it  came  into  their  possession,  they  are  unable  to  state. 
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From  the  title-deeds  it  appears  that  the  estate  had  been  purchased  by  Sir 
George  Strode  in  June  1657  for  605/.  In  the  year  1705,  a lease  was  granted 
of  the  estate  to  John  Hyde  for  21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.  and  it 
appears  to  have  continued  at  that  rent  till  the  year  1788,  when  a lease  was 
granted  by  the  churchwardens  to  Richard  Benbow,  from  Michaelmas  in  that 
year,  for  21  years,  at  the  rent  of  28/.  It  seems  most  probable  that  in  conse- 
quence of  the  deficiency  of  the  rent  reserved  on  the  lease  to  Hyde,  to  answer 
the  rentcharge,  the  trustees  for  the  parish  took  possession  under  the  provisions 
in  the  grant,  and  that  the  heirs  of  Nicholas  Strode  not  having  found  it  worth 
while  to  redeem  the  estate  by  paying  the  arrears,  it  has  continued  in  the  hands 
of  the  parish.  On  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  Benbow  a new  lease  was 
granted  by  the  trustees  under  the  parochial  Act  to  William  Stephens,  for  21 
years  from  Michaelmas  1809,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  125/.  This  letting  was  by 
tender. 

The  estate  now  consists  of  an  old  house  with  stables  and  other  outbuildings, 
which  are  in  a fair  state  of  repair,  and  of  six  parcels  of  land,  containing  alto- 
gether 34  a.  2 r.  34r.  The  ancient  names  of  the  closes  have  not  been  preserved. 

Out  of  this  rent  6/.  is  annually  paid  to  the  minister  of  St.  James,  Clerken- 
well,  in  consideration  of  which  a sermon  is  preached  on  the  Friday  before  each 
monthly  Sacrament.  The  rest  is  carried  to  the  general  bread  and  coal  account. 

Under  these  distributions  more  than  80  housekeepers  receive  5 s.  a-year. 


William  Saunderson’s  Charity. 

W.  Saunderson’s  William  Satmderson , by  his  Will  dated  17th  May  1659,  gave  to  Nicholas 
Charity.  Houlton  and  John  Milburn,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
the  several  parishes  of  Wendover,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  and  St.  James, 
Clerkenwell,  wherein  the  testator  then  dwelt,  a messuage  or  tenement  with  the 
appurtenances,  known  by  the  name  or  sign  of  the  Bitt,  then  in  the  tenure  of 
Benjamin  Beman,  situate  in  Turnmill-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerken- 
well, together  with  one  half  part  of  the  yard  which  the  said  Benjamin  then 
enjoyed  with  the  said  house,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  testator  for  his  life, 
and  after  his  decease  to  the  use  of  the  testator’s  wife,  Sarah,  for  life,  with  remain- 
der to  the  poor  people  of  the  said  several  parishes  of  Wendover,  and  St.  Janies, 
Clerkenwell,  equally  betwixt  them,  for  ever  ; and  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
Nicholas  Houlton  and  John  Milburn  and  their  heirs,  should,  upon  the  request 
and  at  the  costs  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  several  parishes,  convey  the 
said  messuages  and  premises  to  the  said  churchwardens  and  such  others  of  the 
said  parishes  as  the  churchwardens  should  appoint,  for  the  use  and  relief  of  the 
said  poor. 

By  indenture,  dated  28th  December  1672,  between  the  said  Nicholas 
Houlton  and  John  Milburn,  of  the  first  part,  George  Riley  and  John  Cowett, 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  of  the  second  part,  and 
George  Clerk  and  five  others,  parishioners  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  of  the  third 
part ; after  reciting  the  will  of  William  Saunderson,  and  the  death  of  the  testa- 
tor’s wife,  It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Nicholas  Houlton  and  John  Milburn, 
at  the  request  direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  George  Riley  and  John 
Cowell,  enfeoffed  and  confirmed  to  the  said  George  Clerk  and  others,  of  the 
third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  one  moiety  or  half  part  of  the  said  messuage 
or  tenement  and  garden,  and  other  the  premises,  with  the  appurtenances,  by 
the  said  last  will  of  the  said  William  Saunderson  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  to 
employ  and  dispose  of  the  rent  and  profits  of  the  said  one  moiety  or  half  part 
of  the  premises  for  the  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of 
St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  will  of  William 
Saunderson,  with  a covenant  for  the  renewal  of  the  trustees  when  reduced  to  two. 

In  an  old  lease,  dated  the  20th  July  1727,  these  premises  are  described  as  a 
messuage  on  the  east-side  of  Turnmill-street,  containing  from  north  to  south 
12  feet,  and  from  east  to  west  16  feet,  and  a yard  or  plot  of  ground  lying  back- 
ward in  Bitt-alley,  containing  from  north  to  south  13  feet,  and  from  east  to 
west  24  feet. 

Upon  this  yard  two  small  houses  have  since  been  erected. 

They  are  all  poor  buildings,  and  are  now  on  lease  to  Anthony  Payne  for 
21  years  from  Christmas  1816,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  18/.  The  letting  was 
by  tender.

pay  over  one  moiety  to  the  parish  of  Wendover.  The  other  moiety  goes  to

Sir  Robert  Wood’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  made  the  4th  January  1 683-4,  between  William  Mulford  sur-  sir  Robert  Wood’s 
viving  trustee,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Cross  and  1 1 others,  inhabitants  of  < harity. 

the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  nominated  by  the  parishioners  and  church-  * 

wardens  as  trustees  for  receiving  the  rentcharge  hereafter  mentioned,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting  that  Sir  Robert  Wood,  deceased,  uncle  to  Roger  Wood, 
esquire,  hereafter  mentioned,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  26th  March  1663, 
devised  and  directed  that  the  said  Roger  Wood  should,  out  of  the  brick  houses 
in  Clerkenwell,  settle  and  assure  a rent-charge  of  10/.  by  the  year,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Clerkenwell  for  ever,  to  be  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  churchwardens  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  and  the  churchwardens 
were  the  next  day  after  the  receipt  of  the  money  to  bestow  the  same  in  bread, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; And  further  reciting,  that  by  inden- 
ture, dated  the  15th  January  I672,  Roger  Wood,  in  obedience  to  the  said  recited 
will,  granted  to  George  Riley  and  others,  one  of  whom  was  the  said  William 
Mulford,  trustees  appointed  by  the  parishioners  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  10/.  issuing  out  of  all  those  eleven  messuages 
then  late  in  the  occupation  of  Adrian  Cotes,  being  the  same  houses  intended 
by  the  said  will  to  be  chargeable  as  aforesaid,  in  trust,  according  to  the  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  said  will;  And  further  reciting  that  the  said  William 
Mulford  was  the  only  surviving  trustee  mentioned  in  the  said  indenture ; He 
the  said  William  Mulford,  at  the  request  and  by  the  appointment  of  the 
churchwardens  and  other  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  granted  and  conveyed 
to  the  said  John  Cross,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  annuity 
or  rentcharge  of  10/.  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  to 
the  intent  that  the  same  should  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  and  form, 
and  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  said  recited  will  and  deed. 

Under  the  benefaction  of  Sir  Robert  Wood,  the  parish  are  now  in  possession 
of  three  houses  in  Clerkenwell  Close,  but  when  and  how  they  became  so  pos- 
sessed of  them  is  not  now  known.  It  is  not  improbable  that  they  were  abandoned 
by  the  owners  from  their  inadequacy  to  sustain  the  rentcharge. 

The  houses  were  let  to  Francis  Wrangham  upon  a lease,  which  expired  in 
1824,  at  a ground  rent  of  7 /•  10s;  on  the  expiration  of  that  lease  two  of  these 
houses  were  let  to  Mr.  John  More,  for  30  years  from  Midsummer  1824,  at 
the  rent  of  50/.  a year,  on  condition  that  he  should  convert  the  two  into  one 
substantial  house,  and  that  he  should  lay  out  100/.  in  repairs;  he  has  complied 
with  this  condition,  and  has  expended  upwards  of  400/.  thereon.  The  other 
house  was  let  to  Mr.  Howell  Powell,  for  6l  years  from  the  same  period,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  12/.  upon  his  undertaking  to  take  down  the  old  house,  and  to 
erect  two  substantial  houses  of  the  fourth  rate  on  the  site,  which  he  has  done. 

No  part  of  these  rents  had  been  received  at  the  time  when  the  churchwardens 
accounts  were  last  audited,  which  was  on  the  20th  July  1825. 

The  rent  of  7 /•  10s.  received  under  the  former  lease  was  carried  to  the 
general  account,  for  the  distribution  of  coals  and  bread.  The  improved  rents 
when  received  will  be  applied  in  the  same  way. 

Anne  Gardiner’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Anne  Gardiner,  by  Will,  dated  12th  January  1703,  gave  and  bequeathed  Anne  Gardiner's 
to  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  two  small  tenements  situate  in  Hockley-  Charity. 
in-the-Hole,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish,  as  follows  ; 20s.  part  thereof,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  charity-school 
of  the  said  parish  yearly;  20s.  more  to  Mary,  wife  of  William  Munns,  mariner, 
and  the  residue  of  the  rent  to  be  distributed  yearly,  on  Shrove  Tuesday,  to 
20  poor  widows  of  the  said  parish. 

By  Indenture  of  Demise,  dated  30th  November  17<57>  between  John 
Doughty,  clerk,  minister,  and  Robert  Hawkins  and  Henry  Hutson,  church- 
wardens, of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  of  the  one  part,  and  George 
Stretton  of  the  other  part,  after  reciting  the  will  of  Anne  Gardiner,  and  further, 
that  the  said  two  messuages  had  been  for  several  years  in  a very  ruinous  con- 
dition and  uninhabited,  so  that  a total  stop  had  by  that  means  been  put  to  the 
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payment  of  the  said  20s.  yearly  to  the  use  of  the  charity-school,  and  20 s.  yearly 
to  20  poor  widows  of  the  said  parish  pursuant  to  the  said  will,  and  that  Mary, 
the  wife  of  William  Munns,  had  been  long  dead ; and  further,  that  a meeting 
had  been  held  by  the  parishioners  in  the  vestry-room  of  the  said  parish  on  the 
6th  of  September  then  last,  in  order  to  empower  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
to  let  a building-lease  of  the  vacant  piece  of  ground  in  Hockley-hole,  whereon 
the  said  two  messuages  lately  stood,  at  which  meeting  the  said  John  Stretton 
proposed  to  take  a lease  thereof,  and  to  build  a house  thereon  ; It  was  witnessed, 
that  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry  made  the  said  6th  of  September,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  costs  and  charges  which  the  said  George  Stretton  had  been 
and  would  be  at  in  erecting  the  messuage  thereafter  mentioned,  the  said  John 
Doughty,  Robert  Hawkins,  and  Henry  Hutson  demised  to  the  said  George 
Stretton  all  that  piece  of  ground  lying  in  Hockley-hole,  in  the  said  parish,  con- 
taining in  front  15  feet,  in  flank  next  the  passage  25  feet,  in  the  back-front  22 
feet,  south-west,  20  feet  7 inches,  together  with  a break  on  the  south-west,  con- 
taining 10  feet  2 inches,  on  which  piece  of  ground  lately  stood  two  old  mes- 
suages, for  the  term  of  99  years  from  Michaelmas  1757,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
one  guinea,  to  be  applied  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  charity-school  of  the 
said  parish,  the  said  George  Stretton  covenanting  to  erect  and  build  on  the  said 
piece  of  ground  one  good  and  substantial  new  brick  messuage. 

There  are  two  tenements  upon  this  property,  with  a stone  in  front  describing 
them  as  the  gift  of  Anne  Gardiner. 

Of  the  rent  of  one  guinea  received  by  the  churchwardens,  20s.  is  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  charity-school.  The  residue  remains  in  the  general 
account.  The  premises  are  now  worth  about  40/.  per  annum. 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  a sufficient  ground-rent  was  not  reserved  on  the  above 
lease  to  keep  alive  the  benefaction  to  the  20  poor  widows. 


Heron’s  Charity. 

Heron’s  Charity.  The  sums  of  4/.  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  and  10/.  for  the  repairs  of  the 
church,  of  this  parish,  are  annually  received  from  the  Clothworkers  Company, 
in  respect  of  the  charity  of  William  Heron , the  particulars  of  which  were  given 
in  our  Report  of  the  charities  of  that  company  (6th  Report,  p.  223). 

The  4/.  is  carried  to  the  general  charity-fund  of  the  parish,  and  the  10/.  is 
applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  church. 


Rentcharge  from  Woodbridge  Hospital. — Sekforde’s  Charity. 
Kentcharge  from  By  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  dated  23d  May,  in  the  29th  year  of 
Woodbridge  her  reign,  Thomas  Selcforde , esq.  was  enabled  to  found  a hospital  or  almshouse  for 
Sekforde’s ^ Charity  ^ poor  men,  at  Woodbridge,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk.  And  her  said  majesty, 
after  incorporating  as  governors  of  such  hospital  the  lord  chief  justice  of  the 
court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  time  being,  and  the  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Sekforde  Hall,  in  Suffolk,  (if  he  should  be  the  heir  male  of  the  body  of  Thomas 
Sekforde,  esq.  the  father  of  the  founder),  and  for  default  of  such  issue,  (which 
has  happened),  the  master  of  the  Rolls  for  the  time  being,  authorized  the  said 
Thomas  Sekforde  the  founder,  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death,  the  governor  for 
the  time  being,  to  make  from  time  to  time  statutes  and  ordinances,  as  well  con- 
cerning the  elections  and  government  of  the  almspeople,  and  the  stipends  and 
pensions  of  the  same,  as  the  disposition  of  the  goods,  rents,  and  revenues 
appointed  for  the  support  of  the  said  hospital. 

Shortly  afterwards,  on  the  10th  of  July  1587,  Thomas  Sekforde  the  founder 
made  various  statutes  and  ordinances  respecting  the  said  hospital,  by  the  35th 
section  of  which,  after  reciting  that  the  yearly  revenues  of  the  said  alms- 
house amounted  to  the  sum  of  112/.  13s.  4 d.  out  of  which  the  sum  of 
94/.  8 s.  4 d.  was  yearly  to  be  deducted  for  the  pensions,  and  wood  and  gowns 
for  the  said  poor  almsmen,  and  for  the  pensions  of  certain  poor  widows  therein 
mentioned,  and  so  the  yearly  sum  of  18/.  5s.  was  left  and  remaining;  he 
ordained  that  out  of  the  said  sum  of  18/.  5s.  should  be  given,  among  other 
things,  to  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Janies  at  Clerkenwell, 
yearly,  at  Christmas,  40s.  to  be  paid  by  the  paymaster  of  the  almshouse. 

On  the  13th  of  May  1768,  Sir  Thomas  Sewell,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  Sir 
John  Eardley  Wilmot,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  the  then 
governors  of  the  hospital,  made  other  ordinances,  by  the  6th  section  of  which 
they  increased  the  annual  payment  to  the  poor  of  Clerkenwell  from  2/.  to  10/. 

The 
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The  estate  belonging  to  the  hospital  out  of  which  the  rentcharge  of  10/.  is  Clerkenwell. 

now  paid,  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Clerkenwell,  and  consists  of  a large  tract  ( 

of  land  nearly  covered  with  houses  and  other  buildings,  the  annual  value  of  ^^dhatgefrom 
which  is  supposed  to  be  now  about  5,000/.  The  rentcharge  of  10/.  is  received  Hospital.— 
from  Mr.  Palmer,  of  Dough  ty-street,  paymaster  for  the  hospital,  and  is  carried  Sekforde’s Charity, 
to  the  general  fund  for  distribution. 

The  increase  of  payment  ordered  by  the  governors  in  1768  is  stated  to  have 
been  made  on  occasion  of  a large  addition  to  the  revenues  of  the  charity,  being 
obtained  chiefly  by  a grant  of  building-leases.  These  leases  are  now  near 
expiring,  when  a further  and  very  great  increase  of  revenue  will  be  acquired. 

The  parish  hope  that  when  this  takes  place,  a further  addition  will  be  made  by 
the  present  governors  to  the  annuity  paid  to  their  poor.

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Herbert’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  2/.  12-s.  is  annually  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  the  Herbert’s  Charity. 
Girdlers  company,  as  the  gift  of  George  Herbert,  charged  on  premises  in 
Cow  Cross,  belonging  to  the  company,  but  neither  from  the  documents  of  the 
company,  nor  in  the  parish,  have  we  been  able  to  collect  any  further  informa- 
tion as  to  the  origin  of  the  benefaction.  The  money  is  applied  in  the  general 
distribution  of  Sunday-bread  after-mentioned.

Lady  Kitson’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  21st  January  1634,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  Lady  Kitson’s 
Thomas  Coell  and  John  Mallowes,  reciting  that  Lady  Elizabeth  Kitson,  by  Charity. 
Indenture,  dated  the  29th  May,  51st  Jac.  I.,  had  conveyed  to  Sir  John 
Sulyard  and  John  Mallowes,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  manor  of  Lackford, 
and  divers  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  in  Lackford ; and  that  the  said 
Lady  Elizabeth,  and  the  said  Sir  John  Sulyard,  and  John  Mallowes,  had  by 
indenture,  dated  the  17th  September,  22  Jac.  I.  conveyed  the  said  premises  to 
the  said  Thomas  Coell  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  hold  after  the 
death  of  the  said  Lady  Elizabeth,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Coell,  John 
Mallowes,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  on  trust,  to  employ 
the  rents  and  profits  to  such  uses  as  the  said  Lady  Elizabeth  should  in  manner 
therein  mentioned  declare  and  appoint ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
Lady  Elizabeth  had  by  indenture,  dated  the  26th  November,  1 Ch.  I.  declared 
and  appointed,  that  her  said  trustees  should  in  her  life-time,  or  within  so  short 
time  after  her  death  as  conveniently  might  be,  convey  and  assure  the  several 
annuities  in  the  said  last-mentioned  indenture  mentioned,  to  be  yearly  for  ever, 
after  her  decease,  issuing  out  of  the  said  manor  and  lands  in  Lackford  afore- 
said, and  to  be  paid  yearly  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  by  equal  portions ; 
and  reciting,  that  among  the  said  annuities  so  by  the  said  Lady  Elizabeth 
appointed  to  be  conveyed,  was  the  annuity  after  mentioned,  the  said  Thomas 
Coell  and  John  Mallowes,  in  part  performance  of  the  said  trust  in  them  reposed, 
granted  and  conveyed  to  George  Longe  and  five  others,  being  six  of  the 
chief  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  31.  to  be  yearly  issuing  and 
paid  out  of  the  manor  of  Lackford,  and  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  of  the  said  Lady  Elizabeth,  situate  in  Lackford,  at  Michaelmas 
and  Lady-day,  by  equal  portions,  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  bestow  the  said 
annuity,  (as  the  charitable  gift  of  the  said  Lady  Elizabeth),  for  the  relief  of 
the  most  poor,  aged  and  impotent  people,  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish  of 
St.  James,  in  food,  raiment,  and  firing,  or  such  other  necessaries  as  should  seem 
best  in  the  discretion  of  those  persons  who  should  be  seised  of  the  said  annuity, 
or  the  greater  number  of  them,  preferring  always  such  of  the  said  poor  as  were 
born  within  the  said  parish  of  St.  James. 

This  rent  is  now  received  from  Sir  Charles  Kent,  of  Portman-square,  the 
present  proprietor  of  the  premises  charged,  deducting  2s.  6d.  which  is  under- 
stood to  be  for  the  trouble  of  paying  it.  The  propriety  of  this  deduction 
appears  questionable.  The  money  received  goes  to  the  general  distribution. 

John  Smith’s  Charity. 

John  Smith,  by  his  Will  dated  21st  September  1668,  gave  to  the  poor  of  John  Smith’s 
the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  52s.  to  be  paid  yearly  for  ever,  out  c anty* 
Rep.  16.  K k * of 
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of  the  rent  of  the  house  where  Mr.  Parker  late  lived,  in  the  possesion  of  one 
Wicklesworth,  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish 
according  to  their  discretion. 

This  rentcharge  of  2/.  12s.  a year  is  received  from  Mr.  Judd,  in 

respect  of  a house  situate  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Sand-yard  in  Turnmill- 
street,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  fund  applied  in  the  distribution  of  coals 
and  bread. 

Skydmore’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  20  s.  is  annually  received  from  the  Vintners  company  in  respect 
of  Stephen  Skydmore* s charity,  the  particulars  of  which  were  given  in  the 
account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen,  Coleman-street  (4th  Rep. 
p.  147). 

This  money  being  destined  by  the  donor  for  the  purchase  of  fuel  for  the 
poor  accordingly  forms  a part  of  the  general  disbursement  in  coals. 

Garrett’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  6s.  8 d.  is  received  annually  from  the  Haberdashers  company, 
in  respect  of  the  gift  of  Mr.  Henry  Garrett , the  particulars  of  which  will  be 
found  in  the  Report  of  the  charities  of  that  company,  10th  Rep.  p.  224.  It 
is  carried  to  the  general  account  for  distribution. 

Sir  Edward  Smith’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  2/.  a year,  understood  to  have  been  the  gift  of  Sir  Edward  Smith, 
for  charitable  purposes,  is  received  from  Mr.  Sheppard,  of  the  Crown  Tavern, 
Clerkenwell-green,  of  which  he  is  proprietor,  in  respect  of  part  of  the  house 
now  constituting  that  tavern.  It  is  carried  to  the  general  account  for  distribu- 
tion.

Tickets  for 
a sack  of  coals  each  are  issued  by  the  churchwardens,  and  sent  to  the  parish

A weekly  distribution  of  bread  is  made  by  the  churchwardens  every  Sunday 
at  St.  James’s  church,  in  half-quartern  loaves.  The  persons  receiving  these 
are  selected  from  the  most  distressed  of  the  poor  inhabitants,  at  the  recom- 
mendation of  respectable  parishioners,  and  they  continue  to  receive  them 
while  they  live  and  conduct  themselves  properly.  In  1824-25,  the  number 
of  loaves  given  weekly  was  84.  The  cost  of  the  bread  for  the  last  five  years 
appears  in  the  churchwardens  accounts  as  follows  : .

No  other  charitable  distribution  is  made  from  this  general  fund. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  amount  of  these  distributions  of  coals  and  bread 
far  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  funds  respectively  assigned  by  the  donors  to  those 
purposes,  but  it  does  not  equal  the  total  amount  of  the  distributable  funds 
above  enumerated,  even  when  including  in  the  disbursement  the  bread  which 
appears  to  have  been  provided  in  the  two  last  years,  in  anticipation  of  the 
improved  rents  of  Sir  Robert  Wood’s  estate.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  to  be 
noticed,  that  Sir  George  Strode’s  benefaction  to  the  poor  was  a rentcharge  of 
20/.  a year  ; and  it  maybe  alleged  that  although  the  parish  are  now  possessed  of 
the  whole  estate,  yet  it  does  not  appear  that  they  hold  it  subject  to  any  other  claims 
for  the  poor  than  the  original  rentcharge,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  rent  is  to 
be  considered  as  the  general  property  of  the  parish.  If  this  residue  be  deducted 
from  the  above  account  it  would  bring  the  amount  nearly  to  an  equality  with 
that  of  the  disbursements  previous  to  the  additional  purchases  of  bread  in  the 
two  last  years.  A similar  observation  may  be  made  as  to  the  improved  rents 
of  Sir  Robert  Wood’s  estate,  and  the  excess  of  the  rent  of  Constance  Bennett’s 
houses  beyond  the  price  of  four  load  of  coals.  Under  all  the  circumstances  of 
these  three  gifts  as  above  set  forth,  we  think  the  whole  of  the  rents  derived 
from  them,  and  certainly  the  whole  produce  of  the  other  gifts  above  enumerated, 
should  be  applied  in  these  or  some  other  charitable  dispositions. 


Giles  Russell’s  Charity. 

Giles  Russell,  by  his  Will,  dated  10th  October  1669,  gave  and  devised  to  certain  Qj]es  Russell’s 
persons  therein  mentioned  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita-  Charity, 
ments,  as  well  copyhold,  which  he  had  surrendered  to  the  use  of  his  will,  as 
freehold  or  charterhold,  situate  in  the  county  of  Hertford  or  elsewhere,  in  Eng- 
land, wherein  he  had  any  estate  of  inheritance,  in  trust,  to  permit  his  wife  to 
receive  the  rents  and  profits  during  her  life,  and  after  her  death,  to  permit  the 
governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  to  receive  the  same,  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
governors  should  for  ever,  with  the  said  rents  and  profits,  educate  and  maintain 
in  Christ’s  Hospital  aforesaid  nine  poor  children,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  town 
of  Sherborne,  in  Dorsetshire,  and  the  parishes  of  St.  Anne,  Blackfriars,  and  St. 

James,  Clerkenwell,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  ; that  is  to  say,  three  out  of 
each,  until  the  said  children  should  accomplish  the  several  ages  of  16  years,  and 
then  others  to  be  taken  out  of  the  said  respective  town  and  parishes  in  their 
steads,  or  in  the  stead  of  any  of  them  which  should  happen  to  die  before  such 
age  ; and  also  to  place  out  the  same  children  apprentices,  if  the  rents,  issues, 
and  profits  aforesaid  should  be  sufficient  so  to  do ; and  upon  trust,  after  the

death  of  testator’s  wife,  to  convey  the  premises  to  the  governors  of  the  said 
hospital,  at  their  request  and  costs. 

By  virtue  of  this  devise,  the  parish  of  Clerkenwell  enjoys  the  privilege  of 
having  always  three  children  in  Christ’s  Hospital,  who  are  appointed  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers.  They  remain  there  till  the  age  of  15,  the  rules 
of  the  hospital  not  admitting  of  their  being  kept  to  a later  age. 

It  appears  from  the  books  of  the  hospital,  that  several  apprentice  fees  of  51. 
each  have  been  heretofore  paid  by  the  governors  with  the  boys  who  had  been 
educated  there  from  this  parish ; and  we  are  assured  by  the  chief  clerk  that 
they  are  ready  to  pay  such  fee  for  every  boy  admitted  from  the  parish,  if  applied 
for.  Some  misapprehension  appears  to  have  prevailed  among  the  present  officers 
of  the  parish  upon  the  subject,  which  this  assurance  will  remove  for  the  future. 


Wiglesworth’s  Charity. 

Wiglesworth’s  By  Indenture  of  Release,  dated  the  26th  November  1672,  between  Leonard 
Charity.  JViglesworth,  and  Susanna  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  George  Clarke  and 
six  others,  of  the  other  part,  It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Leonard  and 
Susanna  did  thereby  grant,  release  and  convey,  unto  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  containing  in  the  front, 
on  the  north  part  thereof,  from  east  to  west,  15  feet  8 inches,  and  in  the  front 
next  Turnmill-street,  on  the  west  part,  from  north  to  south,  10  feet  11  inches, 
and  two  messuages  or  tenements  then  in  the  tenure  of  the  said  John  Scott, 
lying  eastward  on  the  said  messuage,  containing  in  the  front,  on  the  north  part 
thereof,  from  east  to  west,  30  feet  of  assize  ; also  the  yard  used  in  common  with 
the  said  three  messuages  or  tenements,  the  admeasurement  of  which,  and  of 
the  other  sides  of  the  said  messuages,  are  therein  respectively  set  forth  ; which 
said  three  messuages  or  tenements  were  situate  in  or  near  Turnmill-street  and 
Clerkenwell  Green,  in  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  abutting*  south  on  Clerkenwell-green,  and  east  on  Turnmill-street: 
To  hold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  on  trust, 
after  the  deceases  of  the  said  Leonard  and  Susanna,  yearly  for  ever,  to  bestow 
and  employ  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to  place  out  so  many  male 
children,  born  of  honest  parents  within  the  said  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerken- 
well, apprentices  to  trades  or  arts  of  the  city  of  London,  as  far  as  at  31.  a-piece 
the  same  rents  and  profits  should  amount  to,  such  children  to  be  nominated  and 
recommended  to  the  trustees  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being ; and  if  there  should  not  every  year  be 
found  so  many  male  children  born  in  the  said  parish  to  be  placed  out  apprentice 
as  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  at  31.  apiece  would  put  out,  the  trustees 
might  put  out  one  or  two  female  children,  and  no  more,  born  of  honest  parents 
within  the  said  parish  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  apprentices  to  trades  or  arts 
of  the  city  of  London,  and  might  give  with  one  or  two  such  female  children 
but  31.  a-piece  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  prof  ts  which  should  be  left, 
such  female  children  to  be  nominated  and  recommended  to  the  trustees  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  ; and  if  in  any  year  there  should 
not  be  found  children  born  in  the  said  parish  fit  to  be  put  out  apprentice 
according  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  in  such  case  the  trustees  might  keep  all 
or  part  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  in  their  hands  until  there  thouid  be  such 
children  found  fit  to  be  put  out  ; and  after  such  yearly  placing  out  apprentices 
the  trustees  should  pay  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish  the  surplus  of  the  said  rents  being  under  3/.  (if  any  such)  to  be 
by  them  distributed  yearly  on  Christmas-day  among  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
as  they  should  think  meet. 

This  property  now  consists  of  two  messuages,  situated  at  the  corner  of  Turn- 
mill-street, (now  Silver-street,)  and  Clerkenwell-green.  One  of  these,  which 
was  lately  the  Queen’s  Head  public-house,  comprised  two  of  the  houses 
originally  granted,  and  is  so  described  in  the  lease  under  which  the  premises 
are  at  present  held.  The  other  house  is  in  Clerkenwell-green,  to  the  east  of 
that  which  was  the  Queen’s  Head. 

These  houses  are  now  on  lease  to  Harvey  Christian  Combe,  and  others, 
brewers,  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1806,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  52/.  10s. 

Since 


* It  appears  from  a plan  annexed  to  this  Deed,  that  it  is  the  north,  and  not  the  south  part,  which 
abuts  on  Clerkenwell-green,  and  the  west  which  abuts  on  Turnmill-street. 
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Since  that  lease  was  granted  the  licence  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  public- 
house,  and  both  these  houses  are  now  underlet ; the  one  which  was  the  Queen’s 
Head  is  now  a coal-shed,  the  other  is  occupied  as  a shop. 

The  property  is  not  now  considered  to  be  worth  so  much  as  the  rent  at 
present  received,  in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  licence.  In  the  present 
state  of  the  property  it  is  not  supposed  that  it  will  produce  at  the  expiration  of 
the  lease  more  than  351.  per  annum. 

The  whole  of  this  rent  is  applied  in  apprenticing  poor  boys  of  the  parish, 
with  premiums  of  31.  and  occasionally,  under  special  circumstances,  as  high  as 
51.  They  are  appointed  upon  applications  received  from  the  parents  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  who  are  parties  to  the  indentures.  The  applica- 
tions are  always  sufficient  to  exhaust  the  whole  sum,  nor  is  there  any  difficulty 
in  getting  masters  for  this  premium.  The  usual  term  of  apprenticeship  is 
seven  years. 

Stoaks’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  Stow’s  Survey,  vol.  2,  p.  G5,  that  upon  an  old  benefaction 
table  in  the  church  is  mentioned  the  sum  of  1 /.  given  by  Mr.  Stoaks  out  of  his 
land  every  Christmas. 

Another  paragraph  in  the  same  page  mentions  a gift  of  Henry  Stoke, 
gardener,  of  205.  a year,  towards  the  reparation  of  the  church. 

It  is  probably  in  respect  of  one  or  other  of  these  gifts,  if  they  are  not  one 
and  the  same,  that  the  sum  of  1/.  is  received  from  Mr.  Noel,  of  Cecil-street, 
in  the  Strand,  in  respect  of  a house  situate  at  the  north-west  corner  of  Cock- 
alley  in  Turnmill-street. 

The  1 1.  is  carried  to  the  churchwarden's  general  account.

Loveday’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  an  account  of  the  parish  estates  drawn  up  for  the  use  of  the  Loveday’s  Charity, 
trustees,  that  Francis  Loveday , by  Will,  dated  3d  June  1702,  gave  100/.  the 
interest  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s-day.  This  100  /.  was  laid  out  in 
erecting  a gallery  in  the  old  church  of  Cierkenwell,  and  4/.  a year  as  the  interest 
thereof  is  paid  out  of  the  churchwarden’s  account,  and  distributed  to  the  poor 
on  St.  Thomas’s-day.  It  is  given  away  by  tickets  for  Is.  Qd.  each,  which  are 
distributed  by  the  churchwardens  to  poor  persons  whom  they  think  most 
deserving. 

Cross’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Cross,  by  Will,  dated  20th  February  1709,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  Cross’s  Charity. 
120/.  to  his  trustees  thereinafter  named,  in  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  the 
same  in  the  purchase  of  land  of  inheritance  in  the  names  of"  his  said  trustees,  in 
trust,  by  the  rent  thereof  to  pay  annually  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  to  the  minister 
of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Cierkenwell,  the  sum  of  205.  for  preaching  a sermon 
on  that  day  in  the  said  parish  ; to  the  clerk  and  sexton  2 5.  6 d.  each  ; to  the 
two  churchwardens  25.  6 d.  each  for  a pair  of  gloves  ; to  those  that  should  by 
the  direction  of  the  churchwardens  ring  the  bells  that  day  7-*- G(/. ; to  the 
beadle  of  the  parish  25.  6d.;  and  to  40  poor  men  and  women  of  the  parish  that 
should  live  by  their  honest  labour  and  industry,  and  that  should  not  be  in  the 
poors  book  of  the  said  parish — [no  sum  is  added] ; this  charity  to  be  distributed 
on  every  St.  Thomas’s-day  after  sermon,  at  the  parish  church  aforesaid,  by  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being : And  he  appointed  Andrew  Cross,  his  brother, 

John  Cross,  his  nephew,  John  Hassell,  and  Blackburn  Poulton,  the  trustees,  and 
made  them,  together  with  his  wife,  executors  of  his  will. 

After  the  signature  and  attestation  of  his  will  are  some  further  provisions  of 
a testamentary  nature,  apparently  made  by  the  testator  himself,  and  which  were 
proved,  together  with  the  will,  as  two  schedules  thereto,  on  1st  October 
1712.  Among  these  provisions,  which  are  very  numerous,  and  for  the  most 
part  very  obscurely  expressed,  and  seem  to  have  been  intended  as  notes  for 
alterations  in  or  additions  to  his  will,  is  the  following : 

“ £.120  in  my  trustees  hands,  to  have  a sermon  in  parish  church  of  Clerken- 
well,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  or  some  other  day,  for  I think  the  parson  is  obliged 
to  preach  that  day  for  one  dead  already.

“ To  give  to  40  poor  men  and  women,  Mr.  Poulton  mentions  0 0 0,  but  I 
will  them  0/.

It  would  seem  from  this  passage,  that  Mr.  Poulton,  who  was  one  of  his  trustees, 
had  reminded  the  testator  of  the  omission  in  the  will  of  the  sum  to  be  given  to  the 
40  poor  men  and  women,  and  that  he  meant  hereby  to  express  his  intention 
that  the  sum  should  be  10  s.  each.  We  must  still,  however,  suppose  some 
error,  for  he  could  not  calculate  upon  the  fund  he  had  assigned  for  the  purpose 
ever  being  adequate  to  supply  this  annual  payment. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  trustees  invested  the  sum  of  120/.  in  any  bene- 
ficial purchase  of  land  ; but  it  is  stated  in  the  account  of  the  parish  estates 
before  mentioned,  that  the  principal  was  laid  out  in  purchasing  the  workhouse 
(in  Coppice  Row)  and  burial  ground  in  Ray-street,  and  in  respect  of  the  interest 
thereof,  there  is  paid  annually  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  from  the  churchwarden’s 
account,  to  the  minister  1/.  10s.  for  a sermon,  churchwardens,  10s.  ; the  clerk, 
5s. ; the  sexton,  5s.  ; the  beadle,  5s.  ; the  ringers,  10s.,  and  to  40  poor  widows 
Is.  6d.  each.  The  widows  are  selected  by  the  churchwardens  upon  recom- 
mendations from  the  inhabitants.  These  payments  amounting  to  61.  5s.  exceed 
the  legal  interest  of  the  legacy. 

In  a subsequent  part  of  his  will,  Thomas  Cross  bequeathed  1,000/.  to  be  paid 
into  the  parish  stock,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  out  of  the  rents 
of  which,  the  minister  and  parish  officers  were  to  pay  10/.  a-piece  to  five  of  his 
poor  relations,  and  the  rest  of  the  rents  he  gave  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
almshouses  thereafter  mentioned.  He  also  gave  to  the  charity-school,  two 
houses  in  Turnmill-street,  on  condition  that  the  churchwardens  and  vestry 
should  provide  a pew  for  the  almspeople,  and  in  default  thereof  he  gave  the 
two  houses  to  his  trustees  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  said  almshouse.  He 
then  gave  the  residue  of  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  to  four  trustees,  with 
power  when  two  should  die  to  appoint  two  others,  and  in  default  of  such 
appointment,  and  when  all  should  be  dead,  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  and  six  vestrymen  of  the  parish  of  Clerkenwell,  to  be  elected  by  the 
vestry,  in  trust,  to  purchase  a piece  of  land  in  the  said  parish,  and  to  build 
thereon  almshouses  as  therein  described  for  20  poor  persons,  the  purchase  and 
building  not  to  exceed  1,500/.  to  be  called  Thomas  Cross’s  Almshouses,  and  to 
place  therein  two  workmen  brewers,  and  18  brewers  servants  above  50  years 
of  age,  to  be  paid  and  allowed  equally  once  a year  what  his  said  estate  would 
produce,  and  to  have  once  in  two  years  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  a blue  cloth  gown 
each,  with  silver  badges,  and  the  Cross’s  coat  of  arms  engraven  thereon. 

There  are  not  now  any  almshouses  in  the  parish  called  Cross’s  almshouses. 
This  charity  does  not  appear  to  have  been  ever  carried  into  effect,  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  learn  the  cause  of  its  failure. 


Richards’s  Charity. 

Richards’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  in  the  account  of  the  parish  estates,  that  William  Richards,  by 

his  Will,  proved  the  26th  June  1819,  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
of  this  parish,  200/.  in  trust,  to  distribute  the  interest  thereof  in  bread  to  the 
poor  at  Christmas,  in  half-peck  loaves.  This  legacy,  after  payment  of  the  duty, 
was  invested  in  the  Navy  five  per  cent  annuities,  and  produced  173/.  Is.  6d. 
stock,  now  reduced  to  181  /.  14s.  6d.  new  four  per  cents,  standing  in  the  names 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sheppard,  Thomas  Hubball  and  Francis  Stedman.  The 
annual  dividend  being  now  Jl.  5s.  4 d.  is  distributed  as  directed  in  half-peck 
loaves  on  Christmas-day.  They  are  given  away  at  the  church  before  the 
morning  service  by  the  churchwardens  ; tickets  for  one  loaf  each  having  been 
previously  circulated  among  the  respectable  inhabitants,  to  be  by  them  given 
away  at  their  discretion. 

George  French’s  Charity. 

George  French,  citizen  and  haberdasher,  by  his  Will,  dated  10th  May  1699, 
gave  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  Antholin,  London,  10s.  a year 
for  a sermon  to  be  preached  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning  three  days  before

Christmas,  and  he  willed  that  his  executor  should  after  the  sermon,  give  2s.  6d. 
each  to  20  poor  freemen  of  the  haberdasher’s  company,  or  their  widows,  and 
to  20  poor  ^housekeepers,  or  their  widows,  of  each  of  the  following  parishes,  viz. 
St.  Andrews,  Holborn,  below  the  Bars  ; St.  James,  Clerkenwell  ; St.  Giles, 
Cripplegate  ; St.  Olave,  Southwark  ; and  St.  Atholin  ; to  be  appointed  by  the 
respective  ministers,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parishes  ; and  he 
charged  his  estate  in  George-alley,  alias  Cross-keys-alley,  formerly  called 
Westraies-alley  in  Barnaby-street,  Southwark,  comprising  a rentcharge  of 
7 /.  10  s.  out  of  a house  in  Barnaby-street,  and  another  rentcharge  of  51.  out  of 
a house,  the  sign  of  the  Star  on  the  Wall,  in  Walbrooke,  London,  and  some 
other  property,  with  the  payment  of  the  said  charities. 

In  the  account  of  the  charities  belonging  to  the  haberdashers  company  given 
in  our  10th  Report,  p.  226,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  year  1736,  the  company 
received  40/.  in  satisfaction  of  the  annuity  to  their  poor.  Whether  any  such 
equivalent  was  paid  for  the  annuity  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Clerkenwell, 
we  have  been  unable  to  discover.  The  benefaction  is  mentioned  in  the  Returns 
for  this  parish,  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  26  Geo.  3,  and  it  is  there  added  that  nothing 
had  ever  been  received  in  respect  of  it ; nor  can  we  find  that  any  thing  is  now 
known  in  the  parish  concerning  it. 
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Susanna  Nieman’s  Charity. 

Susanna  Niemati,  by  Will,  dated  the  4th  September  1816,  and  proved  in  St.  James, 
the  Consistory  Court  of  London,  the  23d  of  February  1820,  gave  to  the  Clerkenwell. 
minister  of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  and  his  successors,  the  sum  of  250/.  four  c „„„  ~T7.  , 

per  cent,  consols,  on  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends  and  produce  for  ever ; Charity, 
and  she  willed  that  the  said  minister  and  the  churchwardens  of  St.  James’s, 
or  any  two  of  them,  (the  minister  being  one),  should  from  time  to  time  lay 
out  the  same  annually  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  and  distribute  the  said  coals 
in  the  month  of  December  in  every  year,  to  such  poor  persons  residing  in  the 
said  parish  as  they  might  consider  proper  objects  of  charity,  not  more  than  one 
sack  to  each  family. 

She  also  gave  to  the  said  minister  and  his  successors,  the  further  sum  of 
37 51.  like  stock,  on  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends  and  proceeds  thereof  for 
ever  ; and  willed  that  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  or  any  two  of  them 
(the  minister  being  one),  should  from  time  to  time  lay  out  the  same  in  the 
purchase  of  quartern  loaves,  to  be  given  by  them  to  poor  families  residing 
in  the  said  parish,  each  of  such  poor  persons  being  recommended  by  house- 
keepers of  St.  James’s. 

She  further  gave  to  the  said  minister  of  St.  James’s,  and  to  the  rector  of 
St.  John’s,  Clerkenwell,  and  their  respective  successors,  the  sum  of  250/.  like 
stock,  on  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends ; and  she  willed  that  they  and  the 
churchwardens  of  St.  James’s  and  St.  John,  should  distribute  the  same  in  sums 
of  one  shilling  and  sixpence  each,  to  such  poor  persons  residing  either  in  St. 

James’s  or  St.  John’s,  as  should  be  deemed  the  most  proper  objects  of  charity, 
on  the  5th  day  of  November  in  every  year,  for  ever. 

She  also  gave  to  the  said  minister  and  rector,  and  their  respective  successors 
400/.  of  like  stock,  on  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends  ; and  she  willed  that  they 
and  the  churchwardens  of  St.  James  and  St.  John,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 

(the  said  minister  or  rector  being  one),  should  lay  out  the  same  every  year,  in 
the  purchase  of  coals,  and  distribute  such  coals  in  the  winter  season  to  and 
amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  of  either  St.  James’s  or  St.  John’s,  as  to  them  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  should  seem  the  most  proper  objects.  And  she 
directed  that  an  account  of  her  said  bequests  should  be  painted,  and  placed, 
and  continued  in  conspicuous  places,  one  in  each  of  the  said  churches. 

The  sum  of  250  /.  four  per  cents,  given  to  the  minister  of  St.  James,  was 
reduced  by  the  legacy-duty  to  225/.,  and  has  now  become  3^  per  cent,  reduced 
stock,  which  stands  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sheppard. 

The  dividends,  being  7 /.  17 s.  6d.  a year,  are  distributed  in  coals  in  the  month 
of  December,  by  means  of  tickets  for  one  sack  each,  delivered  to  the  parish 
officers  and  respectable  inhabitants  for  distribution,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
coals  given  under  the  general  distribution  before  mentioned. 

The  gift  of  375/.,  four  per  cents,  to  the  minister  of  St.  James,  was  reduced 
by  the  legacy-duty  to  337/.  10s.,  now  31  per  cent,  reduced  stock,  standing 
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in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sheppard.  The  dividend,  amounting  to 
11/.  175.  9d.  a year  is  distributed  on  the  2d  and  7th  of  January,  in  quartern 
loaves,  by  tickets  entitling  the  bearer  to  one  loaf,  which  are  circulated  among 
the  minister  and  parish  officers,  for  distribution  among  the  poor  at  their 
discretion. 

The  gift  of  250/.,  four  per  cents,  to  the  minister  of  St.  James’s,  and  rector  of 
St.  John’s,  reduced  by  legacy-duty  to  235/.,  is  now  3{  per  cent,  stock,  stand- 
ing in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  William  Elisha  Law  Faulkner,  rector  of  St.  John’s, 
and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sheppard,  perpetual  curate  of  St.  James’s.  The  divi- 
dends, being  7 /.  17s.  Ge/.  a year,  are  received  alternately  by  the  two  ministers, 
and  are  divided  equally  between  the  churchwardens  of  the  two  districts.  The 
portion  belonging  to  St.  James’s  is  given  away  by  the  churchwardens  on  the 
5th  November,  at  the  church,  in  sums  of  Is.  6t/.  each,  to  poor  persons  selected 
by  them  as  most  deserving. 

The  gift  of  400/.  to  the  two  ministers,  reduced  to  360/.  by  the  duty,  is  now 
3\  per  cents,  also  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Elisha  Law 
Faulkner,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sheppard.  The  annual  dividend  being 
12/.  12s.  is  received  and  divided  in  the  same  manner  as  the  preceding. 

The  proportion  belonging  to  St.  James’s  parish  is  given  away  in  coals  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  dividends  of  the  stock  given  by  the 
testatrix  to  the  poor  of  that  division  as  before  mentioned. 

DISTRICT  OF  ST.  JOHN,  CLERKENWELL. 

Sir  George  Fettiplace’s  Charity. 

A full  account  of  the  charities  given  by  the  Will  of  Sir  George  Fettiplace  in 
1743,  and  of  the  present  state  of  the  funds  provided  by  him,  will  be  found  in 
our  10th  Report,  p.384. 

The  sum  of  13/.  per  annum,  given  by  the  said  will  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  St.  John,  Clerkenwell,  and  their  successors,  to  be  laid  out  in 
bread,  5 s.  a week  in  ten  sixpenny  loaves,  and  given  every  Sunday  morning 
to  10  poor  people  at  the  parish  church  of  St.  John’s,  Clerkenwell,  is  received 
from  the  Bishop  of  Oxford,  in  whose  name  a sum  of  stock,  producing  210/. 
a year,  is  invested  under  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  maintenance 
of  this  and  other  charities.  Ten  sixpenny  loaves  are  provided  every  week  by 
a baker  in  the  parish,  and  sent  to  the  church,  where  they  are  given  away  on 
Sunday  after  morning  service,  to  10  poor  parishioners  of  St.  John’s,  appointed 
by  the  rector  and  churchwardens.  The  persons  appointed  receive  the  bread 
for  life. 

John  Nieman’s  Charity. 

John  Nieman,  by  Will,  dated  3d  July  1802,  gave  500/.  four  per  cent  stock, 
after  the  death  of  one  Sarah  French,  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  church 
of  St.  John,  Clerkenwell,  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  by  them  received  and  laid  out  weekly,  in  equal  portions,  in  the  purchase 
of  good  wheaten  bread  loaves,  of  the  value  of  9d.  each  loaf,  and  to  be  given 
away  by  the  said  churchwardens  every  Sunday  morning  after  sermon  in  the  said 
church,  to  poor  distressed  people  of  St.  John’s  parish,  every  such  person  to  be 
recommended  by  a separate  respectable  housekeeper  of  St.  John’s  aforesaid,  as 
a proper  object ; and  as  the  said  interest  would  afford  the  purchasing  weekly  of 
10  bread  loaves,  of  9 d.  each  loaf,  that  when  the  said  list  of  10  persons  should 
be  full,  according  to  the  number  of  loaves,  the  same  persons  should  continue 
to  receive  the  said  bread  every  Sunday  morning  weekly  until  they  should  die, 
or  quit  the  parish  of  St.  John  aforesaid. 

£.40  of  this  legacy  was  sold  for  the  payment  of  duty,  and  the  remaining  4G0/. 
was  transferred  into  the  names  of  Michael  Atkins  and  James  Silver,  church- 
wardens of' the  parish  of  St.  John,  Clerkenwell.  Two  subsequent  purchases  of 
stock  were  made  in  July  and  November  1820,  amounting  together  to 
16/.  1 3s.  4 d.  which  appears  to  have  been  effected  from  savings  of  income,  and 
making  the  whole  sum  of  stock  476/.  13s.  4 d.  The  interest  is  now  reduced  to 
3\  per  cent,  producing  an  annual  dividend  of  1 6 /.  13s.  8 d. 

In  respect  of  this  charity  11  eight-penny  loaves  are  given  away  every  week  at 
the  church,  after  morning  service,  to  poor  parishioners  appointed  by  the  rector 
and  churchwardens.  The  same  list  is  continued  for  the  lives  of  the  persons 
receiving  it.  The  price  of  this  bread  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  dividends, 

and 
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and  the  excess  is  supplied  from  another  charity  of  Mrs.  Nieman’s,  as  hereafter  St.  John, 
mentioned.  ClerkenweU. 

Susanna  Nieman’s  Charity. 

Susanna  Nieman,  by  her  Will,  dated  4th  September  1816,  bequeathed  the  Susanna Niemaa's 
sum  of  650/.  four  per  cent  stock  to  the  rector  of  St.  John’s,  ClerkenweU,  and  v Charity, 
his  successors,  upon  trust,  that  he  and  his  successors  should  receive  the 
dividends  of  the  same,  and  that  the  rectors  and  churchwardens  of  St.  John’s  for 
the  time  being,  or  any  two  of  them,  the  rector  being  one,  should  from  time  to 
time  appoint  by  writing,  such  and  so  many  poor  families  resident  in  St.  John’s, 

ClerkenweU,  as  they  should  deem  to  be  most  necessitous  and  meritorious,  to 
partake  of  the  bread  and  coals  thereinafter  directed  to  be  purchased,  with  the 
dividends  of  the  said  stock  ; that  is  to  say,  she  directed  that  12/.  a year,  part  of 
the  said  dividends,  should  be  annually  laid  out  by  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens, who  should  have  concurred  in  such  nomination,  in  the  purchase  of 
quartern  loaves,  and  in  distributing  one  loaf  to  each  family  on  every  Sunday 
after  Divine  Service  in  the  forenoon  ; and  she  directed  that  the  clear  residue  of 
the  said  dividends  should  be  laid  out  annually,  by  the  persons  aforesaid,  in  the 
purchase  of  coals,  to  be  by  them  given  in  January  in  every  year  to  the  said 
nominated  families,  and  that  no  more  than  one  sack  of  coals  should  be  given  to 
each  family  at  any  one  time  ; and  she  declared  it  to  be  her  will  that  the  families 
so  nominated  should  be  entitled  to  such  bread  and  coals  during  their  respective 
necessities  and  residences  in  St.  John’s,  and  no  longer,  and  on  either  event 
happening,  she  desired  that  other  necessitous  families  or  family,  as  the  case 
might  happen,  should  be  nominated  by  the  like  persons,  and  in  the  manner 
before  mentioned,  and  be  entitled  as  aforesaid. 

She  also  bequeathed  to  the  said  rector  and  his  successors,  350/.  of  like  stock, 
upon  trust,  to  receive  the  dividends  of  the  same,  and  lay  out  the  clear  yearly 
produce  thereof  in  half-quartern  loaves  ; and  she  desired  that  the  rector  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of  them,  the  rector  being  one, 
should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint  by  writing  poor  women  resident 
in  St.  John’s,  be  they  widows,  or  some  or  either  of  them  spinsters,  and  should 
and  might  distribute  to  the  said  poor  women  one  half-quartern  loaf  each,  every 
Sunday  after  Divine  Service ; and  she  declared  as  before  that  the  poor  so 
nominated  should  be  entitled  to  the  half-quartern  loaves  only  during  their 
respective  necessities  and  residences  in  St.  John’s. 

These  two  legacies,  reduced  to  900/.  by  the  payment  of  the  duty,  are  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  Michael  Atkins  and  James  Silver.  The  interest  is 
now  reduced  to  3\  per  cent,  rendering  an  annual  dividend  of  SI/.  10s. 

Mrs.  Nieman’s  other  gift  of  250/.  four  per  cents  to  the  joint  parishes  or 
districts  of  St.  James  and  St.  John,  the  interest  to  be  distributed  in  sums  of 
Is.  6d.  to  poor  persons  of  the  said  parishes  on  the  5th  November;  and  her 
further  legacy  of  400/.  of  like  stock  to  the  joint  parishes,  to  be  distributed  in 
coals  in  the  winter  season,  have  been  already  noticed  among  the  charities  in 
St.  James,  ClerkenweU. 

In  respect  of  the  first  of  these,  being  now  225 /.  3 \ per  cent  reduced,  one 
half  of  the  dividend  being  31.  19  s.  9 d.  a year,  is  received  by  the  rector  of 
St.  John’s ; and  in  respect  of  the  latter,  being  now  360 1.  3 \ per  cents,  the 
annual  sum  of  6/.  6s.  as  one  half  of  the  dividend,  is  also  received  by  the  rector 
of  St.  John’s.  Out  of  the  funds  derived  from  Mrs.  Nieman’s  gifts  the  follow- 
ing distributions  are  made, 

Six  quartern  loaves  are  given  away  every  Sunday  to  poor  persons,  generally 
women,  who  are  appointed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  and  receive  for 
life,  but  no  other  written  appointment  is  made,  except  an  entry  of  their  names 
in  the  account-book  of  the  charity. 

Twelve  half-quartern  loaves  are  also  given  away  at  the  same  time  to  12  poor 
women,  resident  in  St.  John’s  parish,  appointed  in  the  like  manner.  It  appears 
that  the  persons  so  appointed  answer  the  description  in  the  will. 

In  respect  of  the  money-distribution,  4/.  105.  was  given  away  before  the 
reduction  of  the  interest  of  the  stock,  in  sums  of  15.  6d.  to  poor  inhabitants, 
selected  by  the  churchwardens  every  year  for  the  purpose.  No  diminution 
in  the  sum  given  away  has  yet  been  made  in  consequence  of  the  reduction 
of  interest. 

The  residue  of  the  dividends  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are 
given  away  on  1st  January  to  poor  families,  a sack  to  each  family,  on  the 
Rep.  16.  L 1 selection 
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selection  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens.  All  the  persons  who  receive  bread 
also  receive  a sack  of  coals. 

The  distribution  of  bread,  both  under  John  Nieman’s  and  Mrs.  Nieman’s  Chari- 
ties,  being  kept  up  without  diminution,  notwithstanding  the  increase  in  the  price 
of  bread,  and  the  reduction  of  interest  on  the  stock,  a smaller  proportion  of  the 
funds  derived  from  Mrs.  Nieman’s  Gift  is  applied  to  the  distribution  of  coals  than 
is  quite  consistent  with  the  donor’s  intention. 

Gift  of  Elisha  and  Sarah  "Wild. 

In  the  year  1823  a sum  of  money  was  received  from  Mrs.  Sarah  Wild , as 
the  gift  of  her  late  husband,  Elisha  Wild , and  herself,  sufficient  to  purchase  a 
sum  of  25  /.  new  four  per  cent  stock,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  on  the  14th 
February  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  St.  John’s,  Clerkenwell,  for  ever.  The 
purchase  was  accordingly  made  in  the  names  of  James  Silver,  Robert  Rees, 
Richard  Gilbert,  and  Edward  Charles  Bracebridge. 

The  dividend  being  1 /.  is  given  away  to  the  poor  in  eight-penny  loaves,  on 
14th  February,  as  directed,  the  persons  being  selected  by  the  churchwardens. 


PARISH  OF  STOKE  NEWINGTON. 

William  Stephens’s  Charity. 

William  Stephens , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  1 1th  September  1638,  devised 
to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish  for  the  time  being,  and  to  their 
successors,  for  ever,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  an  annuity  or  rent- 
charge  of  5 1.  to  be  for  ever  issuing  out  of  his  copyhold  lands,  lying  in 
the  parish  of  Hornsey,  and  to  be  paid  yearly,  at  Christmas.  He  likewise  gave 
the  sum  of  10/.  for  a stock  for  the  poor. 

This  annuity  of  51.  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  Mr.  William 
Rhodes,  of  Hoxton,  in  respect  of  some  copyhold  land  in  Hornsey,  of  which 
he  is  the  proprietor. 

The  amount  is  distributed  in  bread,  at  Christmas,  by  the  churchwardens,  at 
the  church,  in  the  presence  of  the  minister.  It  is  given  in  quartern  and  half- 
quartern  loaves  to  such  of  the  poor  parishioners  attending  there,  as  the  distri- 
butors know  to  be  in  want,  proportioning  the  quantity  given  to  the  number 
in  family ; such  of  the  poor  of  this  description  as  are  too  infirm  to  attend  have 
their  portions  sent  to  them. 

With  respect  to  the  10/.  given  by  William  Stephens,  as  a stock  for  the  poor, 
wTe  find  in  an  ancient  document,  purporting  to  contain  extracts  from  vestry-books 
relative  to  the  charities,  a marginal  note,  stating,  that  at  a vestry  held  on 
7th  April  1740,  a committee  was  appointed  to  examine  into  the  state  of  the  dona- 
tions and  benefactions  to  the  parish  ; and  the  committee  having  reported  to  a 
vestry,  held  2d  June  following,  that  they  could  not  find  that  this  legacy  of  10/. 
had  been  applied  according  to  the  will  of  the  donor,  it  was  resolved,  that  for 
the  future  the  churchwardens  should  lay  out  the  sum  of  10  s.  yearly,  and 
distribute  the  same  in  bread  on  St.  Stephen’s-day  to  the  poor. 

From  a subsequent  report,  dated  28th  July  1764,  of  another  committee, 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  donations  and  benefactions  to  the 
parish,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry  made  28th  May  preceding,  it 
appears  that  the  churchwardens  did  at  that  time  lay  out  the  yearly  sum  of  10s. 
and  distribute  the  same  in  bread,  on  St.  Stephen’s-day,  to  the  poor,  according  to 
the  order  of  the  vestry  of  2d  June  1740. 

Nothing  has  been  paid  by  the  parish  for  many  years  past  in  respect  of  this 
charity  ; but  when  or  under  what  circumstances  the  payment  ceased  to  be  made, 
we  do  not  find.  The  churchwardens  accounts  exist  in  a regular  series  only 
from  the  year  1801.  There  is  in  the  parish-book  the  account  of  the  year  1795, 
but  neither  in  that  nor  in  those  of  1801,  and  the  subsequent  years,  is  there  any 
mention  of  this  payment. 

John  Stevens’s  Charity. 

John  Stevens,  by  Will,  dated  11th  May  1725,  left  10/.  to  be  put  out  at 
interest,  and  the  produce  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  to  be  given  to  the  poor  at 
Christmas  in  every  year. 

It  is  stated  in  a printed  paper,  dated  March  1793,  and  signed  by  T.  Smith, 
vestry-clerk,  intitled,  “ A Table  of  the  several  Estates,  Donations  and  Bene- 
5 factions 
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factions  belonging  to  the  Parish,”  that  on  the  2d  June  1740,  the  vestry  resolved, 
that  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  should  yearly  distribute  on 
St.  Stephen’s-day  10  s.  in  bread,  as  the  interest  of  the  said  10/. 

This  resolution  of  the  vestry  appears  to  have  been  erroneously  ascribed  to 
John  Stevens’s  gift,  instead  of  William  Stephens’s,  in  respect  of  whose  legacy 
of  10/.,  as  we  have  seen  above,  such  an  order  was  made. 

An  ancient  document,  containing  an  account  of  several  donations  to  the 
parish,  includes  this  gift  of  John  Stevens,  and  states,  that  at  a vestry  held  on  the 
4th  May  1729,  it  was  ordered  that  the  churchwardens  should  yearly  lay  out 
the  sum  of  10s.  as  the  produce  of  10/.  given  by  the  will  of  Mr.  John  Stevens, 
to  be  distributed  in  bread  every  Christmas-day,  the  principal  having  been 
brought  into  Mr.  Shuckburgh’s  account ; and  a marginal  note  in  a different 
hand-writing  adds,  “ This  yearly  benefaction  is  still  paid,”  but  it  does  not 
appear  at  what  time  this  note  was  made. 

No  payment  or  distribution  has  been  made  for  many  years  in  respect  of  this 
charity. 

Elizabeth  Baker’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Baker,  widow,  by  Will,  dated  18th  August  1716,  bequeathed  to 
the  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  and  their  successors,  the  sum  of  50/.  upon 
trust,  to  place  the  same  at  interest  upon  parliamentary  or  real  securities,  and 
to  lay  out  an  equal  portion  of  such  interest  in  bread,  to  be  by  them  distributed 
in  twopenny  loaves  on  Sunday  in  every  week,  amongst  six  poor  widows,  or  so 
many  under  that  number  as  should  appear  to  receive  it,  or  to  one  only  if  no 
more  should  appear. 

In  the  report  of  the  parish  committee  of  28th  July  1764,  it  is  stated,  that 
at  a vestry  held  on  4th  May  1729,  it  was  ordered  that  the  sum  of  50/.  bequeathed 
by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Baker,  should  be  applied  in  discharge  of  the  debts  due  from 
the  parish,  and  that  the  churchwardens  in  every  year  should  lay  out  the  sum 
of  52  s.  according  to  the  directions  of  Mrs.  Baker’s  will,  which  the  committee 
found  was  then  accordingly  done. 

No  distribution  of  bread,  or  other  payment,  was  made  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  in  respect  of  this  legacy,  nor  is  there  any  evidence  of  such  distribution 
subsequent  to  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  circumstances  of  this  and  the  two  preceding  charities  having  at  our 
request  been  laid  before  the  vestry  of  the  parish,  a resolution  was  passed  at  a 
vestry-meeting,  held  the  1st  June  1826,  and  confirmed  at  a subsequent  meeting  on 
the  8th  of  June,  that  the  two  several  sums  of  10/.  as  the  legacies  of  Mr.  William 
Stephens  and  Mr.  John  Stevens  should  be  forthwith  invested  in  three  per  cent 
reduced  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  trustees  for  the  other  parish  charities 
hereafter  mentioned  ; and  that  the  sum  of  50s.  be  distributed  yearly  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Baker,  in  respect  of  the  legacy 
of  50/.  left  by  her,  such  yearly  distribution  to  be  continued  till  the  sum  of  50/. 
be  invested  in  government  securities  in  the  names  of  the  trustees  of  the  parish 
charities  ; and  that  the  three  sums  for  the  said  investments  be  paid  out  of  the 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  present  or  future  churchwardens. 

Thomas  Stock’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Stock,  by  his  Will,  dated  3d  May  1664,  as  to  five  small  houses  which 
he  had  built  in  Stoke  Newington,  bequeathed  as  follows  : the  first  house  next 
joinii  g to  Robert  Roberts,  and  the  next  joining  to  that,  he  gave  the  rent  of 
from  year  to  year  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Newington  ; and  the  third 
house  he  gave  the  rent  of  towards  the  teaching  of  five  poor  people’s  children 
in  the  town  of  Newington,  for  the  education  of  them  in  the  fear  of  God;  the 
fourth  house  he  gave  to  Mr.  Daniel  Bull,  of  Newington,  for  ever ; and  for  the 
fifth  house  he  gave  the  rent  of  it  from  time  to  time  towards  the  bringing  the  New 
River  water  down  the  street.  The  trust  of  seeing  these  four  houses  thus  dis- 
posed of  according  to  his  will  he  left  to  his  wife  and  his  son  Edge,  for  their 
lives,  and  afterwards  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being, 
and  four  more  of  the  ancients  of  the  parish,  to  be  chosen  from  time  to  time  by 
a vestry  ; and  in  a subsequent  clause,  after  reciting  that  he  had  given  one  of  the 
said  five  new  houses  towards  the  bringing  in  of  the  New  River  water,  he  declared 
his  will  to  be,  that  in  case  the  work  should  not  take  effect  within  three  years, 
then  the  rent  of  that  house  should  go  towards  the  keeping  in  repair  of  the 
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other  three,  and  the  rest  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  to  be  taken  care  of  by  those 
put  in  trust  before. 

This  property  has  been  regularly  under  the  management  of  the  church- 
wardens for  the  time  being,  and  four  ancients  of  the  parish,  as  directed  by  the 
will.  Previously  to  the  year  1820,  the  four  houses  were  let  together  at  a joint 
rent  of  22 /.  to  William  Evans,  for  a term  of  21  years  from  Lady-day  1799. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  that  lease  the  houses  were  found  to  be  so  old  and  out 
of  repair  that  it  was  necessary  to  take  them  down  and  rebuild  others  in  their 
room,  and  for  the  purpose  of  doing  this  the  more  effectually  the  parish  pur- 
chased the  other  house  mentioned  in  Stock’s  will,  and  which  he  had  devised  to 
Daniel  Bull,  for  a sum  of  145/. 

The  parish  also  enfranchised  the  ground  upon  which  the  five  houses  stood, 
and  which  was  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Stoke  Newington,  at  an  expense 
of  100/. 

The  five  houses  being  taken  down,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  the 
parish  with  one  Meshach  Izard,  a builder,  for  the  erection  of  four  substantial 
houses  on  the  site  thereof,  in  which  he  was  to  expend  not  less  than  800/.  The 
houses  having  been  finished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  surveyor  appointed  by 
the  parish,  a lease  of  the  ground  and  houses  so  erected  was  in  pursuance  of 
the  said  agreement  granted,  in  consideration  of  the  costs  and  charges  that  had 
been  incurred  in  the  erection,  and  which  had  been  defrayed  out  of  the 
monies  belonging  to  a Mrs.  Frances  Wheelwright,  to  Messrs.  Joseph  Blunt 
and  James  Law  Jones,  as  her  trustees,  for  a term  of  6l  years  from  Lady-day 
1822,  at  a yearly  ground-rent  of  6/.  The  lessee  is  under  covenant  to  insure 
the  property  to  the  amount  of  800/.  The  four  houses  are  now  let  to  under- 
tenants at  rents  of  24  /.  each. 

Until  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  Evans  the  sum  of  7 1.  6 s.  8 d.  being 
one  third  of  the  rent  received  from  him,  was  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
charity-school  ; the  remainder  of  the  rent  continued  in  the  churchwardens 
general  account,  without  any  specific  appropriation  to  any  charitable  purpose. 
Since  the  granting  of  the  present  lease  the  whole  of  the  ground-rent  of  61. 
has  remained  in  the  churchwardens  general  account,  no  portion  of  it  being 
paid  to  the  charity-school. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  us  that  a portion  of  the  rent  received  should  be 
specifically  applied  to  the  objects  of  the  charity.  Considering  a fifth  of  the 
rent  of  61.  as  belonging  to  the  parish,  in  respect  of  the  house  purchased  by  them, 
there  would  be  left  4/.  16s.  of  the  rent  applicable  to  the  use  of  the  charity, 
and  deducting  therefrom  the  interest  on  four  fifths  of  the  100/.  paid  by  the 
parish  for  the  enfranchisement  of  the  five,  which  four  fifths  being  80/.  at  4 per 
cent  interest,  would  yield  3/.  4 s.  per  annum,  there  would  remain  a clear  income 
of  1/.  12 s.  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  to  be  divided  between  the  school 
and  the  poor,  in  the  proportion  of  one  third  to  the  school  as  heretofore  appears 
to  have  been  observed. 

At  the  vestry  before  mentioned,  held  on  the  1st  June,  this  suggestion  was 
taken  into  consideration,  and  it  was  resolved  that  1/.  12s.  of  the  rent  of  6/. 
should  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  Stock’s  charity  accordingly,  viz.  10  s.  8 d. 
being  one  third  thereof,  to  the  parochial  school,  and  1/.  Is.  4 d.,  being  two  thirds 
thereof,  to  the  poor. 


Rev.  Sidrach  Simpson’s  Charity. 


Rev.  S.  Simpson  s The  Rev.  Sidrach  Simpson,  formerly  rector  of  this  parish,  by  Will,  dated 
11th  October  1J04,  charged  a copyhold  brick  messuage,  and  3 Acres  of  land, 
lying  within  the  manor  of  Stoke  Newington,  (and  which  he  thereby  gave  and 
devised  to  the  use  of  the  incumbent  rector  or  minister  of  the  church  of  Stoke 
Newington  for  the  time  being,  and  to  his  successors,  for  ever,  incumbents  of  the 
said  church),  with  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  50s.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  be 
given  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  in  bread,  on  Sunday  in  every  week,  in  equal 
portions,  as  the  rector  for  the  time  being  should  appoint. 

The  amount  of  this  rent-charge  is  given  away  by  the  rector  in  a weekly  dis- 
tribution of  twopenny  loaves  every  Sunday,  to  six  poor  persons  whom  he  appoints 
to  receive  it. 

George  Green’s  Charity. 

George  Green’s  George  Green , by  Will,  dated  12th  August  1762,  gave  to  the  minister  and 
Charity.  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Stoke  Newington,  and  their  successors,  for  ever, 
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the  sum  of  20 5.  a year,  issuing  out  of  his  copyhold  estate  in  that  parish,  to  be  Stoke  Newington, 
laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  on  the  12th  „ — 7 

December  in  every  year.  He  likewise  gave  to  the  said  minister  and  church-  ^char?/66"  * 
wardens  the  sum  of  100/.,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest  on  government  or  other  continued. 

good  securities,  in  the  names  of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  ^ '' 

directed  that  the  sum  of  50,?.  as  one  half  of  the  interest  thereof,  should  be 
yearly  paid  towards  the  support  of  the  charity-school  in  the  said  parish,  as  long 
as  the  same  should  subsist;  and  in  case  the  said  charity-school  should  not  be 
carried  on,  then  he  directed  that  the  said  50  s.  a year  should  be  applied  in  placing 
out  every  other  year,  so  that  the  sum  should  always  amount  to  5 /.,  some  poor 
child  born  in  the  said  parish,  apprentice  to  some  honest  trade,  at  the  nomination 
and  appointment  of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  for  ever ; and  he 
directed  that  the  remaining  part  of  the  interest  of  the  said  100/.  should  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being, 
among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  on  the  12th  December  in  every  year, 
in  such  proportions  as  their  necessities  should  require ; and  he  directed  that  the 
account  of  the  interest  of  this  100/.  should  be  entered  in  the  vestry-book  in  the 
churchwardens  account  yearly. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  the  rent-charge  of  1 /.  having  been  ever  received;  and 
as  this  legacy  is  invalid  under  the  statute  of  the  9th  Geo.  3,  it  may  be  presumed 
that  the  nonpayment  is  to  be  ascribed  to  that  cause. 

In  respect  of  the  legacy  of  100/.  there  is  now  a sum  of  100/.  3 per  cent 
reduced  annuities  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Cooke,  D.  D.  late 
rector,  Mr.  Edward  Giles,  and  another  now  deceased.  The  dividends  when 
received  are  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  by  them  the  whole  is  paid  over  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  charity-school ; no  distribution  being  made  to  the  poor  of 
the  residue  above  50s. 

An  account  of  the  school  will  be  found  in  our  2nd  Report,  p.  132. 

Mary  Hammond’s  Charity. 

Mary  Hammond , late  of  this  parish,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  dated  22d  Mary  Hammond's 
December  1773-4,  gave  and  bequeathed  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  Charity, 
for  the  time  being  of  this  parish  the  sum  of  100/.,  to  be  invested  in  their 
names  in  the  purchase  of  stock,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof  yearly, 
towards  supporting  the  charity-school  established  in  this  parish  as  long  as  the 
same  should  be  carried  on,  but  when  such  school  should  be  discontinued  then 
to  pay  every  second  year  the  accumulated  dividends  and  interest  for  the 
putting  out,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  inhabitants  assembled  in 
vestry,  some  poor  child  born  in  the  said  parish,  as  an  apprentice,  to  learn 
some  useful  trade  or  employment. 

This  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  110/.  16s.,  four  per  cent, 
consolidated  Bank  annuities,  afterwards  reduced  to  three  per  cent.,  now  stand- 
ing in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Cook,  D.  D.  Thomas  Adderley,  and 
Edward  Giles,  and  producing  annually  3/.  6 s.  4<d.,  which  sum  is  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  charity-school  by  the  churchwardens. 

This  gift  has  been  already  mentioned  in  our  report  of  the  charity-school 
above  referred  to,  and  is  now  again  noticed,  in  order  to  add  the  contingent 
application  of  the  interest  to  the  purpose  of  apprenticing,  which  did  not  fall 
under  our  cognizance  on  the  former  occasion. 

Sarah  Bowles’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Bowles , by  Will,  dated  14th  January  1788,  bequeathed  to  the  minister  Sarah  Bowles’s 
and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  this  parish,  and  their  successors,  the  Chanty, 
sum  of  250/.,  three  per  cent,  reduced  annuities,  upon  trust,  to  receive  the 
dividends  thereof,  and  in  the  first  place  to  apply  the  sum  of  52s.  part  of  such 
dividends,  in  the  purchase  of  six  two-penny  loaves  weekly,  to  be  by  them  dis- 
tributed every  Sunday  in  the  church,  to  such  six  poor  persons  as  they  should 
judge  to  be  the  greatest  objects  of  charity  ; in  the  next  place  to  pay  the  yearly 
sum  of  two  guineas,  other  part  thereof,  to  the  treasurer  or  trustees  of  the 
charity-school  belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch,  for  the  use 
of  the  said  school ; and  also  the  yearly  sum  of  two  guineas,  other  part  thereof, 
to  the  treasurer  and  trustees  of  the  charity-school  in  this  parish,  for  the  use  of 
the  said  school,  but  in  case  the  said  charity-school  should  at  any  time  be 
discontinued,  then  to  apply  the  said  yearly  sum  of  two  guineas  in  the  pur- 
chase of  coals,  to  be  distributed  yearly  on  12th  January,  among  the  poor 
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Stoke  Newington,  residing  in  the  said  parish,  in  the  proportion  of  a sack  of  coals  to  each  poor 
person,  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  should  think  proper ; and  the 
remainder  of  the  said  dividends,  being  145.  per  annum,  she  willed  should  be 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  yarn  stockings,  to  be  distributed  to  such  poor  at 
Christmas,  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  should  think  proper. 

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Cooke,  D.D., 
Thomas  Adderley,  and  Edward  Giles,  by  whom  the  dividends  are  paid  over  to 
the  churchwardens. 

Out  of  these  dividends  they  pay  two  guineas  to  the  treasurer  of  the  charity- 
school  of  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch,  and  two  guineas  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
charity-school  of  Stoke  Newington  ; 21.  1 2s.  is  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
six  two-penny  loaves,  which  are  given  away  at  the  church  to  six  poor 
parishioners,  generally  widows  ; and  14  s.  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
yarn  stockings  as  directed,  which  are  given  away  at  Christmas,  by  the 
churchwardens,  to  poor  old  persons  whom  they  think  most  deserving. 


Ann  Sanford’s  Charity. 

Ann  Sanford’s  j^nn  Sanford  of  Stamford  Hill,  by  her  Will,  dated  2d  August  1802,  after 
Chanty.  having  given  to  her  executors  the  sum  of  200/.  to  be  invested  in  their  own 

names,  and  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
Hackney,  in  the  three  per  cent,  consols,  the  dividends  to  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  meat  to  be  distributed  at  their  discretion  to  the  industrious 
poor  of  the  said  parish,  gave  and  bequeathed  to  her  said  executors,  William 
Johnston  and  George  Willmer,  the  further  sum  of  200/.  to  be  by  them  laid 
out  in  their  own  names,  and  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Stoke  Newington,  and  the  interest  and 
dividends  thereof  to  be  in  like  manner  applied  for  the  relief  of  the  indus- 
trious poor  of  the  said  last-mentioned  parish.  She  also  directed  her  said 
executors  to  transfer  and  invest  in  their  own  names  and  in  the  names  of 
the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Stoke  Newington,  so 
much  of  her  said  stock  in  the  three  per  cent,  annuities  as  should  be  suffi- 
cient, from  the  dividends  thereof,  to  produce  the  clear  annual  sum  of  251. 
which  she  directed  should  be  equally  divided  amongst  five  poor  widows  of 
the  said  last-mentioned  parish,  for  their  lives,  to  be  nominated  and  elected 
by  a majority  of  such  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  last-mentioned  parish  as 
should  be  assembled  in  vestry  for  that  purpose,  to  be  paid  to  them  half  yearly 
as  the  dividends  should  become  payable ; and  upon  the  decease  of  any  such 
poor  widows  she  directed  that  others  should  be  elected  by  a like  majority  of  the 
inhabitants  in  vestry  assembled.  The  residue  of  her  estate  being  personal 
she  directed  should  be  laid  out  by  her  executors  in  the  purchase  of  Bank  three 
per  cent,  annuities,  and  that  one  fourth  part  thereof  should  be  invested  in  their 
own  names,  and  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  the  parish  of  Stoke  Newington ; and  that  the  dividends  and  interest 
thereof  should  be  applied  in  like  manner  for  the  benefit  of  the  industrious 
poor  of  the  said  last-mentioned  parish.  And  she  directed  that  after  the  death 
of  her  said  executors  a majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Stoke 
Newington,  in  vestry  assembled,  should  nominate  and  elect  two  proper  and 
sufficient  persons  of  that  parish  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  legacies. 

This  charity  is  entirely  under  the  management  of  Dr.  Gaskin,  the  present 
rector.  From  the  accounts  produced  by  him  it  appears  that  in  the  year  1804 
the  stock  invested  for  the  benefit  of  this  charity  produced  dividends  of 
521.  95.  per  annum.  In  1805,  the  stock  was  increased  to  2,208/.  165.  8 d. 
three  per  cent  consols;  in  1807  to  2,287/.  85.  8 d.\  and  in  1824,  a further 
increase  took  place,  making  it  2,3G4/.  35.  Id.  This  stock,  which  stands  in  the 
names  of  William  Johnston  and  George  Willmer,  the  executors,  the  Rev. 
George  Gaskin,  D.D.  rector,  and  Thomas  Brampton,  produces  dividends 
amounting  to  70^  18.  4 d.  per  annum. 

Out  of  these  dividends  Dr.  Gaskin  pays  to  five  poor  widows  of  the  parish, 
elected  by  the  vestry,  annual  pensions  of  51.  each,  which  they  enjoy  during 
life.  The  rest  of  the  dividends  he  distributes  in  the  winter  season,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  churchwardens,  among  the  resident  poor,  in  blankets,  flannel, 
stockings,  or  other  articles  of  clothing.  The  names  of  the  persons  receiving 
this  benefit  are  duly  registered  by  Dr.  Gaskin,  in  a book  kept  by  him  for  the 
purpose,  and  which  he  produced  to  us.

LIBERTIES  OF  ALVERSTOKE  AND  GOSPORT. 
PARISH  OF  ALVERSTOKE. 

Man’s  Gift. 

In  a table  of  benefactions  in  Alverstoke  church  it  is  stated  that  Captain 
John  Man,  by  his  Will,  in  1660,  gave  51.  yearly  to  the  poor,  payable  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  out  of  some  messuages  in  George-alley,  in  the 
parish  of  St.  George,  Southwark,  vested  in  the  governors  of  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  an  annual  sum  of  4 L is  received  by  the  church- 
wardens from  the  steward  of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  1/.  being  deducted  from 
the  annuity  for  land-tax.  Its  application,  together  with  that  of  the  annuity 
arising  from  Hewlett’s  gift  next  hereinafter  mentioned,  will  be  subsequently 
stated  in  the  account  of  Poore’s  gift. 

Hewlett’s  Gift. 

In  the  same  table  it  is  stated  that  Abraham  Hewlett , by  his  Will,  in  1671,  gave 
205.  yearly  to  the  poor,  payable  to  the  collector  every  Lady-day,  out  of  the 
rents  of  his  dwelling-house  in  Gosport. 

The  house  on  which  this  annuity  is  charged  is  now  divided  into  two  tene- 
ments, and  the  annuity  is  paid  in  alternate  years  by  Mr.  William  Trattle  and 
Mr.  James  Hepworth,  the  respective  occupiers  thereof. 

L 1 4 Holmes’s 
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Holmes’s  Gift. 

Jane  Holmes , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  5th  September  1711,  gave  her 
two  tenements  in  Stoke,  with  the  gardens  to  them  belonging,  to  Ann  Studley, 
and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  and  for  want  of  such  heirs  to  Giles  Studley  and  his 
heirs,  chargeable  with  the  yearly  payment  of  40s.  for  ever,  to  poor  widows  of 
the  said  parish  of  Alverstoke,  to  be  paid  and  distributed  in  the  presence  of 
the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  yearly,  at  Christmas  ; and 
she  gave  her  little  cottage  at  the  west  end  of  her  tenements  in  Stoke,  with  the 
ground  as  it  was  then  used,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  for  the  use  of  poor  widows  of  the 
said  parish,  to  be  let  and  disposed  of  to  sober,  orderly  tenants,  not  to  annoy 
and  disturb  the  neighbouring  tenants,  the  yearly  rent  thereof  (after  necessary 
repairs  should  be  deducted),  to  be  yearly  distributed  to  poor  widows  of  the 
aid  parish  for  ever. 

The  premises  charged  with  the  annuity  of  405.  consist  of  a house  and 
garden  at  Alverstoke,  usually  occupied  as  two  tenements,  belonging  to  Mr. 
George  Viner,  one  of  which  was  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Joseph  Westlake,  and  the  other  was  untenanted.  The  annuity  had  at 
that  time  been  paid  from  the  year  1820,  by  Sir  George  Garrett  and  Mr.  William 
Garrett,  as  mortgagees  of  this  property.  It  is  received  by  one  of  the  church- 
wardens, and  distributed  on  Christmas-eve  at  the  vestry,  amongst  poor  widows 
of  the  parish,  in  sums  of  Is.  or  Is.  6d.  to  each. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  above-mentioned  house  there  are  two  small  old 
cottages,  probably  the  same  as  are  described  in  Mrs.  Holmes’s  will,  as  one 
cottage,  the  expense  of  the  repairs  of  which  is  defrayed  out  of  the  church-rates, 
and  which  are  inhabited  rent-free  by  two  poor  widows  placed  there  as  vacancies 
occur,  by  the  churchwardens.  A small  garden  on  the  south  side  of  these 
cottages  is  understood  to  have  formed  part  of  the  premises,  given  by  Mrs. 
Holmes. 

Mr.  George  Viner  stated  to  us  that  the  adjoining  premises  belonging  to 
him  were  purchased  by  his  father,  and  that  when  upon  the  death  of  the  latter, 
he  came  into  the  possession  of  them,  he  found  that  the  garden  belonging  to 
the  cottages  had  been  united  to  and  occupied  with  the  garden  which  formed 
part  of  the  premises  purchased  by  his  father;  that  he  understood  that  his 
father  had  paid  no  rent  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  cottages,  but  had  as  a consi- 
deration for  his  occupation,  allowed  them  the  use  of  a well  and  a privy  on  his 
premises  ; that  he  (Mr.  George  Viner)  shortly  after  he  succeeded  to  the  pre- 
mises, made  a road  to  a bakehouse  behind  his  house,  across  the  garden,  leaving 
between  the  road  and  the  cottages  a larger  space  than  was  pointed  out  to  him 
as  belonging  to  them ; and  that  this  land  was  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in 
the  occupation  of  his  tenant  Joseph  Westlake. 

As  there  appeared  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  extent  of  the  small  plot  of 
land  belonging  to  the  cottages,  we  suggested  that  the  parish  officers,  on  behalf 
of  the  charity,  should  meet  Mr.  George  Viner,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
its  boundaries,  and  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  between  them  for 
the  future  occupation  of  it,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  widows,  and  we  were 
assured  that  attention  should  be  paid  to  this  suggestion. 

It  seems  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  testatrix  that  the  cottages  should 
have  been  let,  and  that  the  rent,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  the  repairs 
thereof,  should  be  distributed  to  poor  widows  ; but  probably  if  this  plan  were 
adopted  very  little,  if  any,  clear  rent  would  remain  for  distribution. 

Allen’s  Gift. 

It  is  stated  in  the  table  of  benefactions,  that  William  Aliev,  by  his  Will,  gave 
4/.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  churchwardens,  to  be  distributed  by  them 
to  the  poor,  at  their  discretion,  out  of  the  rents  of  his  estates  in  Gosport  and 
Alverstoke  ; and  a note  is  added  that  the  new  Red  Lion  Inn,  in  Gosport,  was 
part  of  the  said  estate. 

In  an  entry  in  a vestry-book  of  this  parish  of  1737,  it  is  stated,  that  it  appear- 
ing from  a clause  of  the  will  of  William  Allen,  dated  13th  May  1719,  that  \ l. 
per  annum  was  given  thereby  to  the  poor  of  Alverstoke,  charged  on  part  of  the 
copyhold  premises  of  the  testator,  and  that  the  payment  of  this  donation  had 
been  withheld  for  several  years,  and  that  the  donation  to  the  poor,  charged  on 
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Stephen  Carver’s  estate  * was  in  arrear,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  churchwardens 
should  be  authorized  to  take  such  methods  as  should  be  needful  for  recovering 
the  sums  due  in  respect  of  the  several  donations,  and  for  fixing  the  same  for 
the  time  to  come. 

In  another  entry  in  the  following  year  it  is  stated,  that  in  consideration  that 
the  estate  upon  which  the  annuity  given  by  Mr.  Allen  was  charged  had  pro- 
duced little  or  no  income,  it  was  agreed  that  upon  William  Allen,  the  heir  at 
law,  paying  to  the  then  churchwardens  4/.  for  one  year’s  annuity  ending  at  Mid- 
summer then  last,  and  upon  his  continuing  the  payment  yearly,  according  to 
the  testator’s  will,  all  arrears  due  from  him  should  be  remitted. 

The  annual  sum  of  4/.  was  paid  on  account  of  this  donation  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Blake  Barrow,  deceased,  in  respect  of  a public-house  in  the  town  of  Gosport, 
now  known  by  the  sign  of  the  King’s  Arms,  until  the  year  1821,  after  which,  in 
consequence  of  an  opinion  of  counsel  having  been  taken  relating  to  Childe’s 
Gift  hereinafter  mentioned,  which  was  found  to  be  void,  Mr.  Barrow  refused 
to  continue  the  payment  of  the  annuity  under  Allen’s  Gift,  conceiving  that  the 
circumstances  of  the  two  charities  were  similar,  and  that  he  was  not  liable  to 
the  payment,  the  important  distinction  between  the  two  cases  not  having  been 
adverted  to,  viz.  that  the  donation  under  Childe’s  will  was  void,  as  being  subse- 
quent to  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36  ; while  that  arising  from  Allen’s  will  was 
prior  to  that  statute,  and  therefore  not  affected  by  its  restrictions.  The  annuity 
of  4/.  under  this  gift  had  been  withheld  from  1821  to  the  time  of  our  investi- 
gation (October  1825  ;)  this  distinction,  however,  having  been  pointed  out  to 
Mr.  James  Blake,  the  present  owner  of  the  King’s  Arms  public-house,  to  whom 
it  was  conveyed  in  April  1825,  we  are  informed  that  he  has  expressed  his 
readiness  to  pay  the  annuity  from  that  time ; and  it  appears  to  us  that  the 
arrears  due  from  1821  to  1825,  ought  to  be  paid  by  the  representatives  of 
Mr.  Barrow. 

We  are  informed  that  a small  piece  of  ground  near  the  upper  end  of  South- 
street,  Gosport,  containing  about  a quarter  of  an  acre,  is  supposed  to  have 
been  give  by  Mr.  Allen,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  but  we  have  not  been  able 
to  learn  that  any  evidence  can  be  obtained  confirmatory  of  this  tradition. 

This  land  appears  to  have  been  more  than  50  years  ago  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  William  Bedford,  who  is  understood  to  have  bought  it  from  a person  of  the 
name  of  Allen,  and  it  was  subsequently  sold  by  Mr.Bedford’s  family,  and  buildings 
have  been  erected  upon  it.  The  will  of  the  above-mentioned  William  Allen, 
might  possibly,  if  found,  throw  some  light  on  this  subject,  but  searches  have 
been  made  for  it  without  effect.

Childe’s  Gift. 

Charles  Childe,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  31st  May  17-50,  gave  to  his  nephew  Childe’s  Gift. 
Charles  Childe,  and  his  heirs,  his  messuage  and  premises,  situate  in  the  lower 
end  of  Middle-street,  Gosport,  called  the  King’s  Head,  subject  to  the  payment 
of  10/.  a year  for  ever,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Alverstoke,  who 
were  thereby  directed  to  distribute  the  same  to  such  poor  persons  residing  in 
Gosport  as  should  not  receive  alms  from  the  said  parish,  and  they  should  think 
most  necessitous  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned. 

This  annual  sum  was  paid  by  the  owners  of  the  property  mentioned  in  Mr. 

Childe’s  Will  until  about  six  years  ago,  when  the  payment  of  it  was  refused. 

An  opinion  of  counsel  was  then  taken,  and  it  was  found  that  it  could  not  be 
recovered,  the  donation  being  void  by  will  as  a charge,  upon  land,  under  the 
statute  9th  Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

Poore’s  Gift. 

It  is  stated  in  the  table  of  benefactions  that  William  Poore,  by  his  Will,  poore’s  Gift 

bearing  date  17th  February  1773,  charged  his  house  on  the  south  side  of  Cold 
Harbour,  in  Gosport,  with  51.  yearly  for  ever,  free  of  all  taxes  and  repairs, 
payable  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  liberty-part  of  the  parish  of  Alverstoke,  for 
bread,  to  be  given  by  him  after  every  Sunday  morning’s  service,  to  poor  persons 
therein,  widows  in  preference,  not  receiving  alms ; and  that  Mr.  Patten,  to 
whom  this  house  was  given,  sold  it  to  Mr.  Giles  Richard  Hill,  subject  to  such 
charge,  by  deed  enrolled  in  Chancery,  dated  12th  October  177-5. 

We  have  not  seen  the  enrolled  deed  mentioned  in  the  table,  nor  any  copy 

of 
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It  has  not  been  ascertained  what  donation  is  here  alluded  to.

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of  it.  The  liberty-part  of  this  parish  is  stated  to  comprehend  such  portion  of  it 
as  is  not  included  in  the  town  of  Gosport. 

The  annual  sum  of  51.  is  now  paid  to  the  churchwardens  by  Mr.  John  Scott, 
as  a trustee  for  the  children  of  Mr.  Henry  Derrick,  deceased,  in  respect  of  the 
above-mentioned  house,  which  is  situate  on  the  south  side  of  a square  in  Gosport, 
called  Cold  Harbour. 

Nine  half-quartern  loaves  are  provided  every  Sunday,  and  given  to  as  many 
poor  widows,  nominated  as  vacancies  occur,  by  the  churchwardens.  The 
expense  of  this  distribution  necessarily  varies  according  to  the  price  of  bread, 
and  is  defrayed  out  of  the  aggregate  fund  composed  of  this  annuity  of  5 /.  and 
the  annual  sums  of  4/.  and  1/.  arising  respectively  from  Man’s  and  Hewlett’s 
gifts  before  mentioned,  and  the  residue  of  these  annuities  is  given  by  the 
churchwardens  in  small  sums  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

It  appeared  from  the  churchwardens  general  accounts  with  the  parish,  which 
were  produced  to  us,  that  credit  was  given  therein  for  the  receipt  of  the 
above-mentioned  annual  sums,  and  of  that  of  2/.  derived  from  Holmes’s  gift ; 
and  also  until  the  year  1821  inclusive,  of  the  annuity  of  4/.  derived  from 
Allen’s  gift,  from  which  time  the  latter  had  been  withheld,  and  that  in  the 
churchwardens  disbursements  were  inserted  the  amount  of  the  sums  paid  for 
the  weekly  bread,  and  the  annual  sum  of  L2l.  distributed  in  respect  of  Holmes’s 
gift,  but  the  application  of  the  residue  of  the  above-mentioned  donations  was 
not  entered  in  these  accounts. 

Since  the  time  of  our  investigation  an  account  has  veen  forwarded  to  us  by 
Mr.  Charles  Patten  and  Mr.  William  Parmeter,  the  present  churchwardens,  of 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  charities  from  1820  to  1825 
inclusive,  from  which  it  appears  that  in  1820  and  1821  the  receipts  amounted 
to  16/.  per  annum,  and  in  the  four  following  years  to  12/.  per  annum,  making 
in  the  whole  80/.,  and  that  the  expenditure  during  the  above  period  has  been 
as  follows :

TOWN  OF  GOSPORT. 

Almshouses. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  27th  September  1693,  (as  appears  from  a copy 
thereof  entered  in  a book  containing  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  this 
charity,  it  not  being  known  whether  the  original  deed  is  in  existence)  between 
Lambert  Peachy,  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry  Player,  Stephen  Lock,  and  John 
Robins,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Edicar'd  Peachy , by  his  Will  gave  50/. 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Gosport,  to  be  disposed  of  to  their  use  as  the  said 
Lambert  Peachy  should  think  fit ; and  reciting  that  the  said  Lambert  Peachy 
had  a piece  of  ground  in  Gosport,  being  the  east  end  of  a close  called  Tobacco 
Parrock,  which  was  very  convenient  for  building  small  tenements  upon,  and 
that  he  had  considered  that  the  best  way  of  laying  out  the  said  50/.  would  be 
towards  building  an  almshouse  for  poor  and  ancient  people  of  the  said  town, 
and  that  as  an  addition  to  the  gift  of  the  said  Edward  Peachy,  he  was  willing 
to  bestow  the  said  piece  of  land  to  build  the  said  almshouses  upon ; It  was 
witnessed,  that  the  said  Lambert  Peachy  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  piece  of  ground,  containing 
in  length  from  north  to  south  128  feet,  and  in  breadth  from  east  to  wrest  68 
feet,  bounded  by  the  king’s  land  lately  taken  into  the  fortifications  of  Gosport 
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on  the  west  and  south,  the  lands  of  John  Thouke  and  the  heirs  of  William 
Chartrom,  on  the  north,  and  the  lane  leading  towards  the  common  on  the  east, 
in  trust,  that  the  50/.  given  by  the  said  Edward  Peachy  should  be  laid  out 
towards  the  building  on  the  said  land,  almshouses,  with  yards  and  back-sides,  for 
poor  ancient  people  of  Gosport  to  dwell  in.  And  it  was  provided  that  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  should  have  the  government  of  the  said  houses, 
and  the  nomination  of  the  poor  persons  to  dwell  in  them,  as  they  or  any  two 
of  them  should  agree  ; and  that  when  either  of  them  should  happen  to  die,  the 
two  survivors,  with  the  churchwarden  for  the  town  of  Gosport  should  have 
liberty  to  nominate  one  of  the  most  honest  and  discreet  inhabitants  of  Gosport 
in  the  place  of  him  so  dying,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  any  of  the  governors 
should  die.  And  it  was  declared  that  no  disorderly  or  lewd  persons,  nor  any 
receiving  alms  or  relief  from  the  parish  stock,  should  be  placed  in  or  permitted 
to  dwell  in  the  said  houses,  but  poor  widows,  and  such  poor  men  and  women 
as  through  losses  and  other  accidents  should  have  fallen  into  decay.  And  it 
was  also  declared,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  any  well-disposed  persons  to 
build  any  other  houses  upon  part  of  the  said  ground,  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
people  of  Gosport,  to  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  directions  before  men- 
tioned. 

Nicholas  Humphreys,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th  June  1712,  gave  his 
tenement  and  back-side,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Boulter,  being  the  south- 
ernmost of  his  two  tenements  on  the  west  side  of  the  lane  leading  from  the 
Middle-street  to  North-street,  in  Gosport,  towards  the  maintenance  of  two 
poor  widows,  for  ever,  from  time  to  time  dwelling  in  the  two  houses  built  by 
Mr.  Lambert  Peachy,  upon  the  ground  given  by  him  for  that  purpose.  And 
he  appointed  that  the  same  persons  who  were  trustees  of  the  said  houses 
should  be  trustees  of  the  said  tenement  and  premises  thereby  given,  and  should 
be  authorized  to  let  the  said  tenement  and  premises,  and  receive  the  rent 
thereof,  and  after  necessary  disbursements  for  repairs  and  otherwise,  deducted 
and  allowed  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  and  distribute  the  same  to  the  said  two 
poor  widows,  as  the  trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should  see  most  fit,  for 
the  better  living  of  the  said  two  widows,  or  towards  repairing  the  dwellings 
of  the  said  two  widows,  when  there  should  be  occasion. 

In  the  above-mentioned  book  it  is  stated  that  in  1712  it  was  agreed  by  the 
trustees,  that  it  should  be  a standing  rule,  that  the  builder  of  each  tenement  on 
the  ground  given  by  Lambert  Peachy,  should  have  the  nomination  of  the 
persons  to  dwell  in  the  respective  tenements  by  them  built,  and  that  the  same 
privilege  should  remain  to  the  heirs,  executors,  or  administrators  of  each  parti- 
cular builder,  who  should  repair  and  maintain  their  respective  tenements,  and 
that  no  partiality  should  be  used  by  the  trustees  in  the  placing  or  displacing  of 
any  of  the  poor  people  in  respect  of  religion,  so  that  they  should  be  protestants. 

In  the  same  book  it  is  stated,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  deed  of  1693,  two 
houses  were  built  on  the  said  piece  of  ground  by  the  said  Lambert  Peachy 
with  the  50/.  left  by  the  said  Edward  Peachy ; that  one  other  tenement  was 
built  by  John  Robins,  one  other  by  Stephen  Lock,  one  other  by  Thomas 
Stepney,  two  others  by  William  Collins,  aud  that  the  three  southernmost  houses 
were  built  in  1725,  by  Eelesman  Peachy  and  John  Peachy. 

John  Peachy,  esq.  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  November  1759,  and  proved 
in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1765,  gave  to  his  son  William 
Peachy  the  sum  of  100/.  and  so  much  more  as  should  be  necessary  to  purchase 
100/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  Bank  annuities,  in  trust,  that  he,  his  execu- 
tors, &c.  should  apply  the  dividends  thereof  as  often  as  occasion  should  require, 
in  the  repairs  and  support  of  the  three  southernmost  tenements,  built  by  his  late 
brother  Eelesman  Peachy,  and  situate  in  a lane  or  street  near  the  chapel  in  the 
town  of  GosporL 

By  Deed,  bearing  date  5th  March  1793,  as  appears  from  a copy  thereof, 
entered  in  the  book  of  the  charity,  (the  original  being  in  the  hands  of  Lieut.- 
General  Peachy,)  reciting  the  above-mentioned  bequest,  and  that  the  said 
William  Peachy  had  lately  died,  having  made  his  will,  and  appointed  his  son 
William  Peachy,  (now  Lieutenant-General  Peachy,)  executor  thereof;  and  that 
the  said  William  Peachy,  deceased,  had  from  time  to  time  expended  divers 
sums  in  repairing  all  the  said  almshouses  in  Gosport,  from  the  time  of  the 
death  of  the  said  John  Peachy,  but  that  it  did  not  appear  by  his  books  of  account 
what  sum  in  particular  he  had  laid  out  on  the  said  three  southernmost  houses, 
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and  that  therefore  as  they  were  in  so  ruinous  a state  as  to  render  it  necessary 
that  they  should  be  pulled  down  and  rebuilt,  the  said  William  Peachy,  (party 
thereto,)  had  agreed  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  Moody  Bingham, 
the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Bingham,  the  trustees  of 
the  said  almshouses,  the  sum  of  100/.  which  was  more  than  the  whole  interest 
of  the  said  legacy  would  amount  to  from  the  decease  of  the  said  John  Peachy, 
in  order  to  enable  them  to  rebuild  the  same,  on  their  executing  to  him  a release 
from  any  future  demands  respecting  any  arrears  of  interest ; the  said  I.  M.  Bing- 
ham, Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham,  acknowledged  that  they  had 
received  the  said  sum  of  100/.  in  payment  of  all  arrears  of  interest  on  the  said 
legacy,  and  released  the  said  William  Peachy,  (party  thereto,)  from  all  arrears 
of  interest  due  in  respect  of  the  said  legacy. 

In  a memorandum,  bearing  date  22d  May  1793,  in  the  same  book,  purport- 
ing to  be  entered  at  the  request  of  William  Peachy,  by  James  Collins,  attorney, 
it  is  stated  that  the  said  William  Peachy,  the  executor  of  John  Peachy,  died 
without  investing  the  legacy  of  the  said  John  Peachy  in  the  three  per  cent 
annuities  separate  from  his  own  monies,  and  that  his  son  and  sole  executor, 
William  Peachy,  esquire,  wishing  to  augment  the  money  so  bequeathed,  so  as 
to  increase  the  interest  to  51.  per  annum,  had  lately  purchased  stock  to  the 
amount  of  142/.  17 s.  6d.  in  lieu  of  the  said  legacy,  in  bis  own  name,  in  the 
three  per  cent  South  Sea  annuities,  in  trust,  that  the  interest  thereof  might  be  for 
ever  thereafter  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  said  three  southernmost  almshouses, 
pursuant  to  the  directions  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Peachy,  deceased. 

This  stock  is  incorrectly  stated  in  the  memorandum.  It  appears  to  be 
142/.  17s.  Gd.  South  Sea  stock,  the  dividends  of  which,  at  3f  per  cent,  amount 
to  5l.  per  annum. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  17th  February  1791 , and  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
between  the  said  William  Peachy,  son  and  heir,  and  devisee  of  the  said 
William  Peachy,  esquire,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Moody 
Bingham,  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Bingham,  of  the 
other  part,  the  said  William  Peachy,  in  consideration  of  10s.  and  for  settling 
the  messuage  and  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter 
stated,  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a mes- 
suage or  tenement,  with  the  yard  and  appurtenances,  situate  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Cross-street,  leading  from  Middle-street  to  North-street,  in  Gosport, 
and  bounded  by  the  said  street  on  the  east,  the  messuage  and  premises  late  of 
Nicholas  Humphreys,  and  by  him  devised  to  charitable  uses,  on  the  south,  the 
premises  of  Mr.  Holloway  Cover  on  the  west,  and  the  premises  of  James  Stone 
on  the  north,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises  towards  the  payment  and  discharge  of  all  costs,  charges,  payments 
and  expenses  which  the  said  trustees  should  be  put  to,  or  reasonably  allow, 
lay  out  or  expend  in  or  concerning  the  reparation  of  the  said  messuage  and 
premises,  and  of  all  the  houses  in  Gosport  called  almshouses,  for  the  use  of  poor 
people  there,  or  the  collecting  of  the  rents  thereof,  or  in  the  defence,  ordering 
or  management  of  the  said  trust-estate  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  when  any 
one  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  elect  some  person  of  reputa- 
tion as  they  in  their  judgments  should  think  fit,  to  be  a trustee  with  the 
survivors ; and  that  the  election  of  every  such  trustee  should  be  entered  in 
a book,  to  be  provided  by  the  said  trustees  and  kept  for  the  purpose  ; provided 
that  immediately  after  the  decease  of  two  of  the  trustees  from  time  to  time  the 
survivor  should  convey  the  said  messuage  and  premises  to  such  person  who 
should  have  been  elected  a new  trustee,  and  some  other  reputable  person,  as 
the  said  survivor  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  such  newly-elected 
trustee,  should  think  fit,  to  make  up  the  number  of  three  trustees  in  the  whole, 
to  the  use  of  such  new  trustees,  and  such  survivor,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid. 

It  appears  from  entries  in  the  before-mentioned  book,  that  trustees  of 
this  charity  have  been  from  time  to  time  appointed  as  vacancies  have  occurred 
by  death,  by  the  survivors,  with  the  assistance  of  the  churchwardens,  but  we 
cannot  learn  that  any  deeds  have  ever  been  made  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
trust-property  from  the  survivors  to  such  newly-appointed  trustees. 

The  present  trustees  are  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  incumbent  of  Gosport, 
(who  has  had  the  principal  management  of  the  charity  since  1798)  about  which 
time  his  father,  the  Rev.  Isaac  Moody  Bingham,  who  had  preceded  him  in  the 
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management  thereof,  ceased  to  reside  at  Gosport),  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham, 
junior,  son  of  the  said  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  who  was  appointed  a trustee  in 
1822,  and  Mr.  Christopher  Elmstone  appointed  in  1824. 

The  ten  almshouses  erected  as  before  mentioned  on  the  ground  granted  by 
Lambert  Peachy,  stood  in  a line,  all  of  them  fronting  to  a lane  called  Brewery- 
lane,  in  Gosport. 

We  are  informed  that  many  years  ago,  previously  to  the  time  when  the  Rev. 
I.  M.  Bingham  acted  in  the  management  of  the  charity,  an  application  was 
made  by  Mr.  Lys,  a brewer,  whose  house  was  situate  in  the  same  lane,  opposite 
to  the  three  northernmost  almshouses,  to  the  then  trustees,  for  permission  to 
take  them  down  and  rebuild  them  on  another  part  of  the  charity-land  behind 
the  central  almshouses ; that  this  proposition  was  acceded  to,  and  that  the  three 
houses  were  accordingly  rebuilt,  the  space  where  they  had  previously  stood 
being  afterwards  used  by  the  almspeople  as  part  of  their  garden. 

In  1800  a new  road  being  in  contemplation  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 
from  South-street  to  the  chapel  of  Gosport,  it  was  found,  that  in  order  to  carry 
this  plan  into  execution  it  was  necessary  that  the  space  from  whence  the  above- 
mentioned  houses  had  been  removed  should  form  part  of  the  proposed  road,  and 
it  was  therefore  agreed  between  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  as  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  almshouses,  and  the  trustees  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  for 
paving  the  town  of  Gosport,  that  this  part  of  the  charity-land  should  be  given 
up  to  the  latter,  on  a reservation  of  an  annual  payment  of  50  s.  for  the  benefit 
of  the  almspeople,  as  a compensation  for  the  loss  of  that  part  of  their  garden. 
This  transaction  was  not  authenticated  by  any  deed,  but  a memorandum  of  it 
was  entered  in  the  book  of  the  charity,  and  in  the  minute-book  of  the  trustees 
of  the  pavement,  and  the  annual  sum  of  50s.  has  been  from  that  time  to  the 
present  paid  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  or  allowed  to  him  in  the  payment 
of  his  own  pavement-rate,  by  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  those  trustees. 

The  four  southernmost  almshouses  were  rebuilt  during  the  management  of  the 
Rev.  I.  M.  Bingham;  and  the  before-mentioned  sum  of  100/.  paid  in  1793,  by 
Lieutenant-General  Peachy,  as  the  executor  of  William  Peachy,  his  father,  in 
respect  of  the  arrears  of  John  Peachy’s  legacy,  was  applied  towards  the  expense 
of  rebuilding  them.  No  account  has  been  produced  to  us  of  this  expenditure, 
but  from  the  appearance  of  the  houses  it  seems  probable  that  more  than  100/. 
wras  laid  out  on  the  three  southernmost  of  them,  to  which  the  above-mentioned 
sum  was  particularly  applicable. 

In  1810,  the  three  central  almshouses  being  in  a decayed  state  fell  down,  and 
have  not  been  rebuilt.  The  site  of  them  is  at  present  used  as  a part  of  the 
almshouse  garden,  and  a wall  has  been  erected,  which  now  forms  a fence  towards 
the  lane,  but  is  intended  to  serve  as  the  commencement  of  the  walls  of  the 
houses  which  are  proposed  to  be  rebuilt  in  the  same  situation,  whenever  sufficient 
funds  can  be  found  for  that  purpose.  On  the  falling  down  of  these  houses  the 
persons  who  had  inhabited  them  were  distributed  as  additional  inmates  in  some 
of  the  remaining  houses,  until  the  number  of  almspeople  was  gradually  reduced 
by  death  to  seven. 

The  seven  existing  houses  consist  of  one  room  above  and  one  room  below. 
They  are  stated  to  be  in  good  repair,  and  are  occupied  by  seven  poor  women, 
usually  widows,  being  inhabitants  of  Gosport  at  the  time  of  their  nomination. 

As  vacancies  have  occurred  by  death  they  have  been  since  1798  filled 
-up  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham,  either  from  his  own  knowledge  of  the 
-applicants,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  inhabitants  of  Gosport. 

The  house  in  Cross-street,  granted  by  Lieutenant  General  Peachy  in  1791, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  almshouses  adjoined  to  that  which  had  been  devised  by 
Nicholas  Humphrys  in  1712.  In  1804  these  two  houses,  one  of  which  had 
been  let  at  9/.  15,?.  and  the  other,  at  8/.  10s.  per  annum,  but  which  are  des- 
cribed as  being  at  that  time  in  a ruinous  condition,  were  under  the  direction 
of  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham  pulled  down,  and  one  house  built  in  their 
place.  The  expense  of  this  erection  was  very  large,  amounting  to  more  than 
1,000/.  towards  defraying  which  no  fund  belonging  to  the  charity  existed, 
execpt  a balance  in  hand  of  small  amount,  arising  from  a surplus  (beyond  the  ex- 
penditure of  repairs,  &c.)  of  the  rents  of  the  two  old  houses. 

The  new-built  house  was  placed  rather  farther  back  from  the  street  than  the 
old  houses,  a small  part  of  the  site  of  the  latter  being  added  to  the  street,  which 
was  previously  very  narrow  in  that  part. 
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Gosport.  The  large  expenses  of  this  building  were  paid  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham, 

who  states  that  he  had  estimated  the  probable  amount  thereof  at  about  500/. 

ctmtinued?’  being  not  so  much  as  one  half  of  the  sum  actually  expended.  Mr.  Bingham 

V 77 J appears  to  have  expected  that  as  there  was  a great  demand  for  good  houses  at 

Gosport  during  the  late  war,  such  a rent  might  be  obtained  for  the  new  house 
as  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  off  gradually  the  sums  advanced  by  him,  and 
ultimately  to  benefit  the  charity ; but  this  speculation  has  proved  to  be  very 
disadvantageous,  both  to  himself  and  to  the  objects  of  the  trust;  and  we  cannot 
but  think  that  he  acted  most  iinprovidently  in  entering  into  it ; and  that, 
if  the  state  of  the  old  houses  was  such  as  to  require  that  they  should  be 
rebuilt,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  this  was  not  done  upon  a more  moderate 
scale,  and  that  the  expenditure  was  not  more  carefully  watched. 

After  the  new  house  was  built,  Mr.  Bingham  states  that  he  was  advised  that 
he  and  his  then  co-trustees,  the  Rev.  I.  M.  Bingham  his  father,  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  Bingham  his  brother,  might  join  in  making  a conveyance  thereof,  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  repayment  of  the  money  which  he  had  advanced, 
and  a deed  was  accordingly  executed  by  them,  of  which  the  following  is 
an  abstract: 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  20th  January  1807,  between  the  said  Isaac 
Moody  Bingham,  Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Samuel  Jellicoe,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  said  indenture  of  feoffment  of 
27th  September  1693,  and  the  will  of  the  said  Nicholas  Humphreys,  and  that 
it  appeared  doubtful  whether  the  legal  estate  in  the  house  given  by  that  will 
passed  thereby,  and  that  no  conveyance  of  that  house  appeared  to  have  been 
ever  executed  by  the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  testator  to  the  trustees  ; and 
reciting  the  said  indenture  of  17th  February  1791,  and  that  the  house  given 
by  Nicholas  Humphreys,  and  that  granted  by  the  last-mentioned  indenture, 
being  in  a very  ruinous  and  uninhabitable  state,  it  was  considered  by  the  said 
I.  M.  Bingham,  Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham,  that  it  would  be 
greatly  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  established  by  the  said  recited  indentures 
and  will,  to  pull  down  the  same  houses,  and  in  place  thereof  to  erect  one  good 
house  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  charity,  and  accordingly  the  same  two 
houses  had  been  pulled  down,  and  a new  house  erected  in  the  place  thereof, 
under  the  direction  of  the  said  Isaac  Moody  Bingham,  Richard  Bingham,  and 
Robert  Bingham  ; and  reciting,  that  for  carrying  into  effect  the  said  purposes, 
the  said  Richard  Bingham  had  from  time  to  time  expended  different  sums  of 
his  own  proper  money,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  950/.,  in  payment  of  work 
and  labour,  materials,  and  other  necessary  charges  of  pulling  down  the  said 
houses,  and  building  up  the  new  house,  as  the  said  Isaac  Moody  Bingham 
and  Robert  Bingham  thereby  acknowledged ; and  reciting,  that  the  said 
Richard  Bingham,  being  wholly  without  security  for  the  said  sum  of  950  /.  so 
laid  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  and  there  being  no  trust-fund 
belonging  to  it  out  of  which  to  discharge  the  same,  it  had  been  agreed 
between  him  and  his  said  co-trustees  that  the  same  should  be  repaid  by  such 
yearly  instalments,  with  interest,  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  out  of  the  rents  of 
the  said  new-erected  house,  and  that  an  express  charge  or  trust  should  be 
declared  concerning  the  same ; and  that  as  well  for  effecting  such  charge  or 
trust,  as  also  for  the  better  assurance  of  the  title  to  the  said  premises,  the 
trustees  should  make  a feoffment  of  the  same,  and  levy  a fine  thereof  unto  the 
said  Samuel  Jellicoe  and  his  heirs,  to  the  uses  and  trusts  thereinafter  men- 
tioned ; It  was  witnessed,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  agreement,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  950/.  so  laid  out  by  the  said  Richard  Bing- 
ham, and  also  for  the  better  assurance  of  the  said  premises,  the  said  Isaac 
Moody  Bingham,  Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham,  according  to  their 
respective  estates  and  interests  in  the  premises,  and  so  far  as  they  lawfully 
could,  aliened  and  enfeoffed  unto  the  said  Samuel  Jellicoe  and  his  heirs,  the 
site  of  the  said  two  houses,  and  the  new  house  built  thereon,  or  on  some  part 
thereof,  or  of  the  parcels  of*  ground  comprised  in  the  said  will,  and  the  said 
indenture  of  1791,  or  one  of  them,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Isaac  Moody  Bing- 
ham, Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that 
they  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of 
such  survivor,  should,  out  of  the  yearly  rents  of  the  premises,  and  as  the  same 
should  from  time  to  time  come  to  hand,  after  answering  all  taxes,  costs  of 
repairs,  and  management  and  other  necessary  outgoings,  pay  or  cause  to  be

paid  to  the  said  Richard  Bingham,  his  executors  administrators  or  assigns,  the  Gosport, 

said  sum  of  950/.  with  interest  for  the  same  at  five  per  cent,  in  manner  — — 
Following  ; in  the  first  place,  the  interest  at  the  rate  aforesaid  upon  so  much  continued *’ 

of  the  said  sum  as  should  from  time  to  time  remain  unpaid,  to  be  discharged  v j 

by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  20th  July  and  20th  January  in  every  year, 
and  the  said  sum  of  950/.  by  equal  annual  instalments  of  50/.  each,  or  if 
the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  not  amount  to  that  sum  in  any 
year,  then  the  whole  of  such  residue  until  the  deficiency  in  the  said  annual 
instalments  should  be  made  up,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  until  the  said  prin- 
cipal sum  of  950/.  and  the  interest  thereof,  should  be  wholly  satisfied  ; and 
after  payment  of  the  said  950/.  and  interest,  it  was  declared  and  agreed  that 
the  said  Isaac  Moody  Bingham,  Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  should  stand  seised  of  the  said  premises,  upon  the  trusts,  by 
the  said  indentures  of.  27th  February  1G93,  and  17th  February  1791,  and  the 
said  will  of  Nicholas  Humphreys  severally  declared  concerning  the  same  ; and 
the  said  Isaac  Moody  Bingham,  Richard  Bingham,  and  Robert  Bingham, 
thereby  covenanted  to  levy  a fine  to  the  use  of  the  said  trustees  upon  the  same 
trusts. 

In  1816,  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham  bei'ng  in  embarrassed  circumstances 
assigned  by  indenture,  bearing  date  16th  February  in  that  year,  (amongst 
other  things)  the  principal  sum  of  950/.  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  20th 
January  1807,  which  was  stated  to  be  still  due  to  him,  and  all  his  interest 
therein,  to  Patrick  Colquhoun,  esquire,  as  a security  for  a sum  of  1,000/.  for 
the  payment  of  which  he  was  liable  to  Mr.  Colquhoun,  and  he  thereby  con- 
stituted Mr.  Colquhoun  his  attorney,  to  demand  the  same  from  the  said  Isaac 
Moody  Bingham  and  Robert  Bingham. 

The  indentures  of  17th  February  1791,  and  20th  January  1807,  were  deli- 
vered to  Mr.  Colquhoun,  who  is  since  dead,  and  were  produced  to  us  by  Mr. 

Cruickshank,  of  Gosport,  the  solicitor  of  his  son  John  Colquhoun,  esquire.  In 
1822,  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham  took  the  benefit  of  the  Insolvent  Act. 

Mr.  Bingham  produced  to  us  a book,  containing  an  account  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements  as  trustee  of  the  almshouses,  from  1798  to  1806. 


The  following  is  a summary  of  this  account : —

Mr.  Bingham  informs  us,  that  during  the  residue  of  the  period  to  which  this 
account  refers,  the  house  in  Cross-street  has  been  untenanted,  but  that  prior  to 
its  being  rented  by  Hill  in  1808,  it  was  occupied  for  a year  and  a quarter  by 
a person  of  the  name  of  Boswell,  who  agreed  to  pay  a rent  of  60/.  per  annum, 
but  quitted  it  without  paying  his  rent,  and  afterwards  went  to  America. 

The  payment  of  4/.  2s.  6d.  to  John  Garratt  in  1816  was  in  consequence  of 
his  having  taken  the  house  and  incurred  some  expense  therein,  after  which  a 
more  advantageous  opportunity  of  letting  the  house  occurred,  and  he  agreed  to 
give  it  up  to  Mr.  Bingham.  The  house  having  remained  long  untenanted  pre- 
viously to  1823,  the  Managers  of  the  Sunday-school  were  permitted  by  Mr. 
Bingham  to  occupy  it  at  the  rent  of  7 /•  per  annum,  upon  their  undertaking  to 
give  up  the  possession  at  any  time,  in  a week’s  notice. 

No  sum  is  accounted  for  by  Mr.  Bingham  in  his  receipts  as  the  produce  of  the 
sale  of  the  old  materials  of  the  almshouses  which  fell  down  in  1810,  but  on  the 
other  hand,  there  is  no  charge  for  the  erection  of  the  new  wall  on  the  site  thereof, 
and  he  states  that  he  believes  that  this  wall  was  built  in  consideration  of  the 
value  of  those  old  materials. 

It  appears  from  this  account  that  the  sums  expended  for  the  completion  of  the 
house  in  Cross-street,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  902/.  19$.  Id.  which  formed 
part  of  the  before-stated  account,  amounted  to  161/.  19  s.  Id.  making  a total  of 
1,064/.  19s.  2 d.  without  including  the  sum  of  63/.  5s.  paid  to  the  tenant  in 
1808,  for  the  fixtures  of  that  house. 

Mr.  Bingham  states  that  he  believes  all  the  items  in  the  account  of  disburse- 
ments for  repairs,  &c.  to  have  belonged  to  the  almshouses,  unless  specified  to 
be  for  the  house  in  Cross-street.  The  total  amount  of  these  items  from  1806  to 
1825,  is  103/.  19s.  1 \ d.  being  only  8/.  19s.  1 \ d.  more  than  the  amount  of  the 
dividends  received  during  that  period  from  General  Peachy.  It  will  be  observed 
that  these  dividends  are  in  strictness,  according  to  the  will  of  John  Peachy, 
applicable  to  the  repairs  and  support  of  the  three  southernmost  almshouses  only ; 
that  one  of  the  old  houses  in  Cross-street  was  given  for  the  repairs  of  the  two 
almshouses  built  by  Lambert  Peachy  (being  a part  of  those  which  fell  down  in 
1810),  and  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  that  the  other  old  house 
was  given  for  the  repairs  of  all  the  almshouses,  and  the  expenses  of  managing 
the  trust-property,  but  the  rents  and  dividends  previously  to  the  old  houses  being 
pulled  down  appear  to  have  been  considered  as  forming  one  general  fund  for 
repairs,  &c. 

If  the  surplus  of  the  receipts  beyond  the  disbursements  during  the  period 
from  1806  to  the  present  time  may  be  considered  as  having  been  properly 
retained  by  Mr.  Bingham,  in  part  discharge  of  the  sums  advanced  by  him, 
there  would  remain  a balance  on  this  account  against  the  charity  of  673/.  16s.  4 d. 

Mr.  Bingh  am  states  he  has  no  documents  which  enable  him  to  give  an  accurate 
account  of  the  application  of  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  10s.  received  from  the  clerk 
1o  the  commissioners  of  the  pavement,  but  that  he  has  from  time  to  time, 

5 though 
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though  not  at  any  regular  periods,  distributed  more  than  the  total  amount  of 
that  annual  sum  amongst  the  almswomen  ; one  payment  of  this  sum,  which  has 
become  due  since  the  commencement  of  our  inquiry,  has  been  distributed  by 
Mr.  Bingham  and  his  co-trustees  amongst  seven  poor  women  in  equal  shares, 
and  an  account  of  that  distribution  has  been  entered  in  a book  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

A second  year’s  rent,  at  7 1-  per  annum  for  the  occupation  of  house  in 
Cross-street,  as  a Sunday-school,  became  due  at  Christmas  1825,  but  there 
were  some  unpaid  bills  for  repairs  not  included  in  the  above  account,  which  it 
was  expected  would  nearly  amount  to  that  sum. 

Mr.  Bingham  has  informed  us  since  the  commencement  of  our  examination, 
that  a person  has  offered  to  take  the  house  in  Cross-street,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
9,01.  and  to  keep  the  premises  in  tenantable  repair,  on  being  allowed  a half 
year’s  rent  in  each  of  the  two  first  years,  towards  some  repairs  which  are 
necessary.  At  the  present  time  20/.  per  annum  is  considered  a fair  rent  for 
the  premises,  although  for  a short  period  during  the  war  the  rent  was  70 /. 

It  seems  almost  unnecessary  to  point  out  the  great  irregularities  which  have 
taken  place  in  the  administration  of  this  trust.  The  improvident  expenditure 
in  building  the  house  in  Cross-street,  upon  which  some  observations  have  been 
already  made ; the  deed  of  1807  for  securing  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Bingham 
the  sums  advanced  by  him,  with  interest  at  5 per  cent,  under  which  the 
yearly  interest  alone  would  have  been  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  highest  rent 
reserved  for  the  house  even  during  the  war,  without  any  allowances  for  repairs, 
and  without  the  repayment  of  any  part  of  the  principal,  except  during  two 
short  periods  in  which  it  was  let  at  the  rate  of  60/.  and  70/.  per  annum  respec- 
tively ; the  transfer  of  Mr.  Bingham’s  interest  under  that  deed  as  a security  for 
a debt  to  a person  unconnected  with  the  trust,  accompanied  with  a delivery  of 
part  of  the  muniments  of  the  charity;  the  neglect  as  to  keeping  any  accounts 
from  1806  to  the  present  time  ; all  these  circumstances  appear  to  us  to  furnish 
strong  grounds  for  animadversion,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  proper  to  state,  that 
in  the  large  advances  made  by  Mr.  Bingham  from  his  own  funds  for  building 
the  new  house  in  Cross-street,  we  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  he  could  have 
been  actuated  by  any  other  motives  than  a wish  to  benefit  the  charity,  however 
unfortunate  the  speculation  entered  into  by  him,  has  proved,  both  to  himself  and 
hitherto  to  the  objects  of  the  trust. 

The  other  two  existing  trustees  have  been  nominated  within  a short  period, 
and  neither  they  nor  the  trustees  who  have  preceded  them  during  Mr. 
Bingham’s  management  of  the  charity,  appear  to  have  taken  any  active  share  in 
its  administration. 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  we  cannot  but  think  it  very  questionable  whe- 
ther the  charity  can  with  safety  be  permitted  to  remain  under  the  care  of  these 
gentlemen,  and  whether  a change,  either  total  or  partial,  of  the  trustees  ought 
not  to  take  place  under  the  direction  of  a Court  of  Equity. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Bingham  informs  us  that  he  is  prepared  to  renounce,  as 
far  as  he  is  individually  concerned,  any  claim  that  he  may  have  upon  the  future 
funds  of  the  charity,  and  he  has  suggested  a plan  for  making  an  arrangement 
with  Mr.  Colquhoun,  for  the  payment  to  him  of  a sum  of  100/.  (to  be  raised 
upon  the  house  in  Cross-street)  upon  his  relinquishing  any  claim  that  he  may 
have  thereon,  and  giving  up  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  his  solicitor. 
It  appears  to  us,  however,  very  doubtful  whether  Mr.  Colquhoun  can  enforce 
the  security  taken  by  him  in  181 6 against  the  property  of  the  charity,  and  that 
any  claim  that  he  may  be  advised  to  make  ought  to  receive  the  sanction  of  a 
court  of  Equity  before  its  validity  is  admitted  by  the  trustees,  or  any  compro- 
mise thereof  made  by  them. 

Pilfold’s  Gift  to  the  Almshouses. 

Richard  Pilfold , of  Gosport,  by  his  Will  bearing  date  10th  December  I76O, 
gave  to  John  Garrett,  James  Oades,  and  William  Bedford,  all  of  Gosport, 
200/.  principal  money,  due  on  a mortgage  made  to  him  by  Daniel  Callaway 
and  his  wife,  of  certain  houses  in  Cold  Harbour,  in  Gosport,  and  all  interest 
that  should  be  due  thereon  at  his  death ; and  he  directed  his  executor  William 
Humfrey,  to  assign  the  same  to  the  above-mentioned  persons  within  one  month 
after  his  decease,  who  were  to  dispose  of  the  same  as  they  should  think  fit. 
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By  Indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  6th  September  1?S6,  and 
enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  between  James  Bedford  and  John  Marsh- 
man,  of  the  first  part,  Mary  Bedford,  Harriet  Bedford,  and  Elizabeth  Bedford, 
children  of  William  Bedford,  deceased,  of  the  second  part,  and  James  Lvs, 
Henry  Lys,  Francis  Lvs,  Newhill  Eastwood,  and  William  Nevill,  esquires,  of 
the  third  part,  reciting  the  above-mentioned  devise  of  the  said  Richard  Pilfold, 
and  that  the  said  mortgage  was  transferred  to  the  trustees  therein  mentioned; 
and  that  the  said  William  Bedford,  who  survived  the  said  John  Garrett,  and 
James  Oades,  transferred  the  said  mortgage,  and  received  the  principal  sum  of 
200/.  and  also  160/.  the  interest  thereof;  and  that  the  said  William  Bedford, 
during  the  time  he  was  possessed  of  the  said  monies,  caused  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  laid  out  in  bread  for  the  benefit  of  the  widows  inhabiting  the  gift-houses 
in  Chapel-lane,  in  Gosport ; and  that  the  said  William  Bedford  nominated  the 
said  James  Bedford  to  be  one  of  his  executors,  who  alone  proved  the  said 
William  Bedford’s  will,  and  thereby  became  possessed  of  such  monies,  and  had 
caused  the  said  bread  to  be  supplied  to  the  poor  widows  inhabiting  the  said 
gift-houses,  as  the  said  William  Bedford  had  done ; and  that  the  said  James 
Bedford  knowing  that  the  intention  of  the  said  William  Bedford  was  to  have  laid 
out  the  said  sums  amounting  to  360/.  in  the  purchase  of  land,  the  yearly  produce 
whereof  should  be  laid  out  in  bread  for  the  said  widows,  had,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  said  Mary,  Harriet,  and  Elizabeth  Bedford,  laid  out  350/.  in  the 
purchase  of  two  closes  thereinafter  mentioned;  It  was  witnessed,  that  for  fulfill- 
ing the  intentions  of  the  said  William  Bedford,  and  for  the  nominal  considera- 
tions therein  mentioned,  the  said  James  Bedford  granted,  bargained,  and  sold 
to  the  said  James  Lys,  and  the  other  parties,  of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs, 
a close  of  meadow  land,  called  Mayles  Meadow,  containing  by  estimation 
2£  acres,  and  another  close  of  meadow  land  called  Long  Meadow,  contiguous 
to  the  former,  containing  by  estimation  2 1 acres,  in  the  parish  of  Wickham,  in 
the  county  of  Southampton,  on  trust,  to  let  the  said  premises  for  such  term 
and  at  such  rents  as  should  be  by  them,  or  their  successors,  or  any  three  of 
them,  thought  reasonable,  and  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  the 
purchase  of  bread,  weekly,  and  to  cause  such  bread  to  be  distributed  equally 
on  Monday  in  every  week,  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  widows  as 
should  for  the  time  being  inhabit  the  said  gift-houses  in  Chapel-lane,  Gosport ; 
with  a power,  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  for  the  survivors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  to  choose  others,  so  that  the  trustees  should  not  be  at 
any  time  above  five  in  number;  and  a power  for  the  trustees  to  reimburse  them- 
selves their  expenses. 

Henry  Lys  and  William  Nevill,  esqrs.  two  of  the  trustees  named  in  this 
deed,  are  still  living,  the  latter  of  whom  has  had  the  principal  management  of 
the  charity. 

The  above-mentioned  fields,  which  contain,  according  to  a survey  made  in 
1810,  3 a.  1r.  22r.  being  considerably  less  than  the  estimated  quantity  stated  in 
the  conveyance  of  1786,  together  with  an  allotment  containing  about  two  roods, 
received  in  respect  of  these  fields  on  the  inclosure  of  the  Forest  of  Bere,  which 
took  place  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1810,  are  in  the  occupation  of 
Mrs.  Bedford,  the  widow  of  Mr.  James  Bedford,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  17/*  10^.  6 cl.  per  annum. 

In  1788  the  two  fields  were  leased  by  the  trustees  to  the  said  James 
Bedford,  who  was  the  executor  of  William  Bedford,  for  21  years,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  10/.  10s.  After  the  expiration  of  that  term  a valuation  of  them  was 
made  by  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  and  in  1810  they  were  let  to  Mrs. 
Bedford  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  16/.  5s.  6d.  per  annum ; the  Forest 
allotment,  which  appears  to  have  been  considered  worth  about  1/.  5 s.  per  ann. 
not  having  been  made  till  after  that  time.  After  the  purchase  of  the  fields  in 
1786,  a balance  of  9/.  2s.  9 d.  remained  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  James  Bedford, 
and  the  sum  of  6 s.  8 cl.  as  the  interest  thereof,  was  paid  during  the  continuance  of 
his  lease,  and  distributed,  together  with  the  rent,  to  the  poor  widows,  in 
bread. 

Mr.  Nevill,  one  of  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  was  examined  by  11s  in  1824; 
at  that  time  there  was  an  unsettled  account  between  the  trustees  and  Mrs. 
Bedford,  in  which  the  latter  claimed  a sum  of  25/.  13s.  4 d.  paid  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  land-tax  of  the  trust-premises  in  1799;  a sum  of  24/.  17-s-  4 d. 
for  the  expense  of  a trunk  made  for  the  purpose  of  irrigating  the  meadows ;

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51.  5 s.  for  the  survey  in  1810  ; and  61.  ‘3  s.  4 <d.  for  the  expense  of  fencing  the  Forest 
allotment.  And  on  the  other  hand,  the  trustees  claimed  from  her  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  9/.  2s.  9c/.,  which  had  remained  in  her  husband’s  hands,  a 
surplus  of  the  rents  beyond  the  amount  distributed  in  bread,  and  the  rent  of 
1/.  5s.  per  annum  for  the  Forest  allotment;  the  last  of  which  claims  was 
objected  to  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Bedford,  on  account  of  her  being  entitled, 
as  tenant,  to  the  common  rights  in  respect  of  which  that  allotment  was  made. 

This  account  has  been  settled  since  the  examination  of  Mr.  Nevill  took  place, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  particulars  of  that  settlement,  in  con- 
sequence of  Mr.  Nevill  being  at  present  in  France,  and  the  accounts  and 
documents  relating  to  the  charity,  although  left  by  him  in  this  country,  not  being 
accessible.  A letter  has,  however,  been  received  from  that  gentleman,  by  which 
we  learn  that  he  has  received  the  value  of  some  timber,  cut  by  his  direction  on 
the  charity-lands,  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  balance  due  to 
Mrs.  Bedford;  that  after  making  to  her  every  allowance,  which  he  considered 
himself  justified  in  doing,  he  has  in  his  hands  a sum  of  nearly  30/.  belonging  to 
the  charity,  subject  to  a small  deduction  for  a bill  remaining  unpaid. 

It  is  intended  that  a new  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  shall  take 
place,  but  the  preparation  of  the  trust-deed  is  necessarily  deferred  until  Mr. 
Nevill’s  return  to  this  country ; he  has  however  proposed  the  names  of  five 
gentlemen  of  Gosport,  Captain  Halstead,  Messrs.  Grant,  Cruickshanks,  Harper, 
and  Matthews,  as  the  new  trustees,  and  has  given  an  order  to  the  tenant  to  pay 
the  accruing  rents  to  them,  that  they  may  act  immediately  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  trust.  Upon  the  augmentation  of  the  rent  of  the  fields,  which 
took  place  in  1810,  an  increase  was  made  in  the  amount  of  the  distribution  of 
bread,  and  from  that  time  an  annual  sum  of  16/.  has  been  paid  to  a baker  at 
Gosport,  who  in  respect  thereof  has  supplied  to  the  inhabitants  of  each  of  the 
seven  almshouses,  two  loaves  of  bread  weekly,  of  the  value  of  5\d.  each,  the 
total  cost  of  which  amounts  very  nearly  to  that  annual  sum. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  new  trustees,  when  appointed,  to  ascertain  whether 
the  lands  of  the  charity  are  now  let  for  their  fair  value,  no  alteration  in  the 
amount  of  the  rent  having  taken  place  for  a considerable  length  of  time,  and 
to  apply  the  surplus  of  the  rents  beyond  the  annual  sum  of  lb/,  which  has 
been  hitherto  paid  for  the  distribution  of  bread,  in  augmentation  of  that  dis- 
tribution. The  balance  remaining  in  Mr.  Nevill’s  hands  ought  also  to  be  paid 
to  them,  and  the  residue  thereof,  after  the  expenses  of  the  intended  trust- 
deed  shall  have  been  defrayed,  employed  in  furthering  the  objects  of  the  charity, 
and  it  would  probably  be  very  beneficial  to  the  almspeople,  that  the  bread 
furnished  by  the  baker  should  be  frequently  inspected  by  the  trustees,  both  as 
to  its  quality  and  quantity. 
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It  is  stated  that  a school  was  formerly  established  at  Gosport  by  a Lady 
Clancarty,  with  a house  for  the  master;  that  the  school  having  afterwards  failed, 
the  buildings  belonging  to  it  were  taken  possession  of  by  the  parish  officers 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  old  parish  workhouse,  and  that  the  site  of  them  now 
forms  part  of  the  road  leading  from  South-street  to  the  chapel. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  at  what  time  or  by  what  instrument 
this  school  was  established,  or  to  obtain  any  authentic  particular  relating  to  it, 
but  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  to  suppose  that  there  is  any  property  origi- 
nally appropriated  to  the  support  of  this  school  which  could  now  be  made 
available  to  charitable  purposes.

Price’s  Gift. 

William  Price,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th  August  1721,  directed  that  Fareham. 

the  sum  of  200/.  which  then  remained  due  on  the  lands  he  purchased  of  pr;  jTTr  if] 

Richard  Lee,  should  immediately  after  his  decease  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  persons  thereinafter  named  as  trustees,  for  erecting  a charity-school  at 
Fareham. 
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He  also  gave  all  his  estate  in  the  Tithing  of  Crokerhill,  in  the  parish  of 
Fareham,  part  of  which  was  called  Price’s  Land,  and  the  other  part  Lee’s 
Land,  with  the  messuages,  barns  and  buildings  thereto  belonging,  and  the 
small  purrock  of  copyhold  land  containing  two  acres,  lying  in  the  middle  of  his 
estate  called  Crokerhill,  and  the  land  he  purchased  of  Benjamin  Bagster,  and 
all  his  messuages,  outhouses  and  gardens  in  Fareham,  wherein  he  then  dwelt 
and  made  use  of,  and  his  farm  and  lands  at  or  near  Elson,  in  the  parish  of 
Alverstoke,  which  he  purchased  of  Daniel  Waller,  to  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Fareham,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  the  clear 
rents  and  profits  of  which  should  be  to  the  use  of  the  said  charity-school,  and 
the  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,  and  the  dwelling-house  for  such 
school  to  be  fitted  up  by  his  said  trustees  for  the  habitation  of  the  person  who 
should  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  to  teach  the  children  therein,  which 
children  should  be  thirty  in  number  at  one  time,  and  no  more,  and  should  be 
chosen  out  of  the  poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  said  parish,  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  who  should  also 
have  the  nomination  and  removal  of  a master  for  instructing  the  said  children, 
as  the  major  part  of  them  should  see  fit,  and  should  pay  to  such  master 
35  /.  per  annum,  besides  the  benefit  of  living  rent-free  in  the  said  dwelling- 
house  and  premises,  provided  the  said  master  should  keep  the  said  house  and 
school  in  good  repair,  and  should  not  teach  any  other  children  in  the  said 
school  except  those  before  appointed,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever.  And  he 
further  directed  that  the  said  30  children  should  be  yearly  clothed  with  an 
upper  garment  of  blue  cloth,  of  such  goodness  as  the  income  of  the  said  estate, 
after  defraying  all  necessary  charges  and  expenses,  should  amount  to  ; and  that 
the  children  should  be  taught  to  read  in  the  English  Bible,  and  be  otherwise 
instructed  in  the  doctrine  and  principles  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  that 
2/.  should  be  yearly  allowed  for  buying  books,  and  the  like  sum  for  sea 
coals,  for  the  use  of  the  school;  and  that  6/.  should  be  yearly  paid  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  in  equal  proportions,  for  their  trouble  and  pains  ; 
and  that  in  case  any  overplus  of  the  rents  should  remain  the  same  should 
be  yearly  distributed  amongst  such  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Fareham  as 
the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think 
fit,  and  for  no  other  use ; and  in  default  of  performing  the  above-mentioned 
several  directions,  the  testator  devised  the  said  estates  to  Christ’s  Hospital  in 
London,  to  the  sole  use  thereof  for  ever. 

The  property  of  this  charity  consists  of,  first,  a farm  in  the  tithing  of  Crok- 
erhill, in  the  parish  of  Fareham,  comprising  a farm-house  and  outbuilding,  and 
10  parcels  of  land,  containing,  according  to  a survey  made  in  1817,  50a.  lit. 
34  p.  in  the  occupation  of  John  Perkis  Hewlett,  under  a lease  granted  by 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Fareham,  dated  3d  October  1822,  for  seven 
years,  from  Michaelmas  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  70 /•  The  same  tenant 
had  previously  held  the  farm  from  Michaelmas  1811,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
151/.  10^.  6d.  The  lease  under  which  that  rent  was  paid  was  granted  by 
tender,  and  the  term  had  not  expired  in  1822,  but  the  tenant  gave  notice 
that  he  should  quit  the  farm  ; and  as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  were  advised 
that  in  consequence  of  some  informality  it  was  doubtful  whether  they  could 
enforce  the  lease,  they  resolved  to  advertise  the  farm  to  be  let  by  tender, 
when  Mr.  Hewlett’s  was  the  highest  offer  at  70/.  a year,  there  being  two 
other  tenders  of  smaller  amount.  The  rent  previously  to  1811  was  50/. 
That  of  151/.  105.  6d.  appears  to  have:  been  much  more  than  the  fair  value  of 
the  land,  and  is  stated  to  have  been  obtained  in  consequence  of  a competition 
between  Mr.  Hewlett  and  another  person  with  a view  to  the  right  of  shooting 
upon  the  property.  The  farm  is  considered  to  be  now  let  on  fair  terms. 

2.  — A farm  at  Elson,  in  the  parish  of  Alverstoke,  consisting  of  a house 
and  outbuildings,  and  16  parcels  of  land,  containing  105a.  Or.  16p.  (ac- 
cording to  a survey  made  in  1817,)  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Waller, 
under  a lease,  dated  16th  April  1821,  for  14  years,  from  11th  October  then 
next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  130/.  This  estate  had  been  previously  let  to  the 
same  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  119/.  The  present  letting  was  by  private  contract, 
and  the  rent  is  considered  to  be  a good  one. 

3.  — In  1816  a part  of  the  last-mentioned  farm,,  comprising  about  seven  acres, 
lying  contiguous  to  the  magazine  near’  Gosport,  was  required  for  the  use  of 
the  Board  of  Ordnance,  and  was  sold  to  that  Board  for  738/.  5 s.  Id.  which 
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was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  Sl6  /.  17$.  7 d.  five  per  cent  annuities,  in 
respect  of  which  a sum  of  857/.  14  s.  5d.  new  four  per  cents,  producing 
34/.  6 s.  2d.  per  annum,  is  now  vested  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William 
Harrison,  and  Henry  Mansfield. 

4.  — A sum  of  709/.  7s.  9 d.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  the  dividends 
of  which  being  21/.  5 s.  8 d.  are  received  from  the  deputy  Remembrancer  of  the 
Court  of  Exchequer,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  that  Court,  dated  18th  No- 
vember I76O.  This  stock  appears  to  have  arisen  from  a prior  sale  of  a part  of 
the  same  farm  to  the  Board  of  Ordnance. 

5.  — £.174  4s.  7 d.  four  per  cents,  now  reduced  to  3f  per  cents,  standing  in 
the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Harrison,  J.  Pooke,  and  John  Yokes,  pro- 
ducing a yearly  dividend  of  6/.  Is.  10c?. 

£.95  4s.  9d.  three  per  cent  consols,  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
William  Harrison,  J.  Pooke,  and  Henry  Mansfield,  producing  a yearly  dividend 
of  21.  17s. 

The  two  last-mentioned  sums  of  stock  are  supposed  to  have  arisen  from 
sales  of  timber  from  the  charity  estate. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a house,  school-room,  yard,  and  large  walled 
garden  in  the  town  of  Fareham,  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster.  They  are  the 
same  as  are  described  by  the  testator  as  the  messuages,  &c.  wherein  he  dwelt ; 
and  it  is  supposed  that  the  200/.  given  by  him  was  expended  in  converting  them 
to  the  purposes  of  a school. 

The  farm-buildings  are  in  a fair  state  of  repair,  but  the  school-premises  are 
old  and  in  bad  condition.  In  consequence  of  the  small  amount  of  the  salary, 
which  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  are  empowered  to  allow  to  the  school- 
master, they  have  occasionally  assisted  him  by  laying  out  small  sums  in  the 
repairs  of  the  school-buildings. 

These  premises  are  stated  to  be  much  larger  than  are  required  for  the  use  of 
the  schoolmaster,  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  a great  advantage  to  the 
charity  if  a part  of  them  could  be  sold,  and  the  produce  applied  to  rebuilding 
the  house  and  school  upon  a smaller  scale  ; but  no  authority  is  given  by  the 
donor’s  will  thus  to  part  with  any  portion  of  the  property.

Also  sums  paid  for  the  repairs  of  the  farms,  and  occasionally  of  the  school- 
premises,  together  with  other  small  incidental  charges  for  postage,  &c. 

Of  the  residue  two  distributions  are  made  in  the  course  of  the  year,  one  at 
Christmas,  and  the  other  in  July  or  August,  amongst  poor  widows  residing  in 
the  parish  of  Fareham,  whether  receiving  relief  or  not.  This  distribution 
formerly  took  place  only  once  in  the  year,  at  Christmas,  but  the  amount  of  the 
surplus  being  so  considerable  it  was  thought  desirable  to  dispose  of  it  at  two 
periods. 

The  distribution  at  Christmas  is  usually  double  the  amount  of  that  in  the 
summer;  the  sum  given  to  each  widow  in  the  winter  varying  from  about  21.  to 
15  s.  according  to  their  respective  ages  and  necessities. 
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Fareham.  The  distribution  on  the  1st  January  1825  amounted  to  109/.  176.  6d.  and 

— was  given  amongst  77  widows,  and  that  which  was  made  in  August  of  the  same 
Prices  Gift,  r was  57 /#  17,^  and  was  extended  to  83  widows. 

v L0,ll^r'  , ' rphe  clothing  is  given  to  the  boys  at  Easter. 

At  the  close  of  the  accounts  after  the  distribution  in  January  1825,  there  was 
a balance  in  hand  of  56/.  156'. 

The  master  and  children  are  appointed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens. 

The  school,  till  within  a few  years,  was  open  to  the  admission  of  15  boys  and 
15  girls.  It  was  found  however  that  few  girls  were  sent  by  the  parents,  in 
consequence  of  there  being  no  schoolmistress  to  teach  them  needlework,  and 
also  because  they  were  instructed  in  the  same  room  with  the  boys. 

A school  on  the  Madras  system  having  in  1813  been  established  in  Fareham, 
to  which  all  the  poor  girls  of  the  parish  are  admitted,  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens resolved  that  no  more  girls  should  be  sent  to  Price’s  school,  and  the 
number  of  boys  was  thereupon  increased  to  30. 

The  boys  are  instructed  in  reading  and  the  church  catechism.

PARISH  OF  BLENDWORTH. 

Appi,eford*s  Gift. 

Blendworth.  William  Appleford , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  August  1695,  and  proved 

in  the  Archdeaconry  Court  of  Winchester,  in  1696,  gave  200/.  t.o  the  churcli- 

Appleford’s  Gift,  wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Blendworth,  to  the  intent  that  the  interest 
and  profits  thereof  should  be  laid  out  by  them  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  in 
putting  poor  children  to  school,  and  in  buying  books  for  them.  And  he  directed 
that  the  said  200/.  should  be  laid  out,  as  soon  as  might  be,  upon  lands,  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof  to  be  employed  to  the  uses  above  mentioned. 

It  appears  from  entries  in  a book  in  which  the  accounts  of  this  charity  have 
been  kept,  commencing  in  1702,  that  in  that  year  the  interest  of  200/.  was  re- 
ceived, and  that  in  1704,  rent,  amounting  to  81.  5s.  was  paid  by  two  tenants* 
It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  a purchase  of  the  estate  now  belonging  to  the  charity 
was  made  in  the  interval,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  discover  that  there  are 
any  deeds  in  the  parish  relating  to  the  purchase. 

The  premises  belonging  to  the  charity  consist  of, 

A cottage,  barn,  and  three  fields,  containing,  according  to  a survey  made  in 
1819,  17a.  2r.  9p.  customary  measure  of  four  yards  and  a half  to  the  pole. 
They  are  situate  at  Love  Dean,  in  the  parish  of  Catherington,  and  are  in  the 
occupation  of  Henry  Padwick,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  13/.  per  annum. 
The  same  tenant  appears  to  have  had  a lease  for  seven  years  in  1808,  at  the 
rent  of  12/.  106.  This  property  was  valued  by  a surveyor  in  1819  at  15/.  26.  5d. 
a year,  and  the  rent  of  15/.  was  paid  by  the  tenant  till  1822,  when,  upon  his 
application  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  it  was  lowered  to  13/.  which  is 
considered  to  be  its  fair  value.  In  the  quantity  above  stated  is  included  an  al- 
lotment of  1a.  Or.  13p.  made  upon  the  inclosure  of  the  Forest  of  Bere,  which 
took  place  under  an  Act  or  Parliament  passed  in  1810. 

The  buildings  are  represented  to  be  in  tolerable  condition;  the  tenant  is  bound 
to  repair  them,  on  being  provided  with  rough  timber. 

Sums  appear  to  have  been  brought  to  account  for  timber  sold  prior  to  I78O ; 
and  in  that  year  two  sums  of  40  /.  each  were  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Padwick 
and  Christopher  Lockyer,  at  interest. 

In  1809  the  sum  of  40/.  which  had  been  in  the  hands  Mr.  Padwick,  and  a 
sum  of  20/.  which  had  been  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hoar,  the  latter  being  part  of 
the  sum  of  40/.  which  had  been  lent  to  Mr.  Lockyer,  were  paid  in,  and  part 
thereof,  amounting  to  56/.  156.  5d.  was  expended  in  erecting  a cottage  at  the 
west  end  of  the  poor-house  in  Blendworth,  and  the  residue,  being  3/.  46.  7 d. 
was  carried  to  the  general  account.  Interest  for  the  remaining  20/.  which  had 
been  in  Mr.  Lockyer’s  hands,  appears  to  have  been  at  that  time  paid  by  James 
Maidlow.  The  cottage  which  was  thus  added  to  the  poor-house  is  occupied  by 
poor  persons  placed  there  by  the  overseers,  and  a sum  of  3/.  a year  is  paid  to 
the  charity  on  account  of  it  out  of  the  poors  rate. 


In 
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In  1815,  interest  is  accounted  for  as  received  from  James  Padwick  and  Blendworth. 

James  Maidlow  for  81/.  which  had  arisen  from  a sale  of  a second  allotment  ; 

made  in  respect  of  the  charity-land,  upon  the  inclosure  of  the  Forest  of  Be  re,  A ^ 
in  addition  to  the  one  before  mentioned.  James  Padwick,  and  James  Maidlow  v n inu  . ^ 
were  the  two  churchwardens  of  this  parish  at  that  time,  and  the  land  was  sold 
by  them  to  Mr.  Reid,  who  had  a house  near  the  allotment,  and  who  is  con- 
sidered to  have  paid  a full  price  for  it. 

In  1819,  a sum  of  57/.  2s.  5d.  was  received  by  the  churchwardens  on 
account  of  Mr.  James  Maidlow,  which  appears  to  have  been  composed  of  40/. 
part  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  Forest  allotment,  and  the  above-mentioned 
sum  of  20/.  which  had  been  previously  in  his  hands,  after  allowing  some  pay- 
ments  made  by  him  for  teaching  the  children.  In  the  same  year  40/.  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  38/.  19s.  6r/.  stock,  in  the  navy  five  per  cents.,  in  the 
names  of  John  Hopper,  Daniel  Wise,  William  Plopkins,  and  John  Wyatt,  the 
then  churchwardens  and  overseers.  In  December  1819,  a sum  of  2 51.  10s. 
was  received,  being  a dividend  on  a sum  of  80/.  18s.  which  is  stated  to  be  the 
debt  due  from  James  Padwick  to  the  charity,  with  interest.  This  sum  of 
80/.  18  s.  appears  to  have  included  41/.  part  of  the  amount  of  the  sale  of  the 
above-mentioned  allotment.  The  precise  mode  in  which  the  residue  arose  is 
not  stated,  but  there  seems  to  have  been  in  1816,  a balance  in  favour  of  the 
charity  of  20/.  9 s.  6d.  in  his  hands,  and  the  remainder  probably  arose  from 
interest  due  from  him,  or  from  rents  received  by  him,  and  not  accounted  for. 

James  Padwick  became  insolvent,  and  has  since  subsisted  upon  the  charity 
of  his  friends. 

In  January  1820,  a sum  of  46/.  belonging  to  the  charity,  which  included  the 
dividend  received  from  James  Padwick’s  estate,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
44/.  14s.  4 d.  navy  five  per  cents,  in  the  same  names  as  before  mentioned, 
making  the  whole  amount  of  stock  83/.  13s.  10 d.  Since  the  reduction  of  this 
stock  to  four  per  cents.,  it  has  amounted  to  87 /.  17s.  6t/. 

About  five  boys  are  sent  to  a schoolmaster  of  the  adjoining  parish  of  Cather- 
ington,  who  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  at  the  rate  of  (id.  per 
week,  and  12  girls  or  little  boys  are  instructed  by  a schoolmistress  in  Blend- 
worth,  all  of  whom  are  taught  to  read,  and  the  girls  to  work,  at  3d.  a week 
each.

It  is  proper  that  such  portion  of  the  annual  income  as  is  not  required  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  children  to  school  should  be  applied  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  according  to  the  donor’s  directions,  in  buying  books  for  the 
scholars.

A small  piece  of  land,  containing  somewhat  less  than  an  acre,  and  usually  Church  Land, 
called  Church  Acre,  belongs  to  this  parish.  The  parishioners  possess  no  docu- 
ments relating  to  it,  but  it  has  been  for  a considerable  period  let,  and  the  rent 
Rep.

Sir  William  Knighton,  baronet,  occupies  this  land  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good 
rent  of  30  s.  per  annum. 


PARISH  OF  BURITON. 

Bishop  Lanney’s  Gift. 

Buriton.  By  Indenture  of  Release  (of  which  a copy  is  entered  in  the  parish  register 

■ ( of  Buriton,  the  original  not  being  to  be  found  at  the  time  of  our  investigation) 

Bishop^  Lanney  s Jjearing  date  24th  February  1690,  and  founded  upon  a lease  for  a year, 
between  Henry  Hooke  and  three  others,  of  the  one  part,  and  Leonard  Bdson, 
of  West  Mapledurham,  in  the  parish  of  Buriton,  esq.  and  Charles  Layfield, 
Clerk,  rector  of  that  parish,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Benjamin  Lanney 
late  bishop  of  Ely,  and  some  time  rector  of  Buriton,  in  his  life-time  gave  to  the 
said  Leonard  Bilson  and  Thomas  Hanbury,  esq.  deceased,  and  to  Edmund 
Barker,  D.  D.  late  rector  of  the  said  parish,  150/.  on  trust,  that  the  said 
Leonard  Bilson  and  his  heirs,  owners  of  the  site  and  mansion-house  of  Maple- 
durham, and  the  said  Thomas  Hanbury  and  his  heirs,  owners  of  the  site  and 
mansion-house  of  Buriton,  together  with  the  rector  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  parish,  should  place  the  said  130/.  at  interest,  or  purchase  land  of  that 
value,  and  apply  the  interest  or  rents  for  apprenticing  the  children  of  such  poor 
people  of  the  parish  of  Buriton,  and  the  borough  of  Petersfield,  as  should  not 
at  that  time  receive  relief  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  either  of  those 
places,  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit,  the  whole  benefit  of  the  said  money 
or  land  for  one  year  to  be  for  apprenticing  one  such  child  of  the  parish  of 
Buriton,  and  for  the  next  year  for  apprenticing  one  such  child  of  the  borough 
of  Petersfield,  and  so  alternately  for  ever  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas 
Hanbury  had  died,  leaving  one  son,  who  died  without  issue,  and  that  no  other 
heir  of  the  said  Thomas  Hanbury  the  father  was  then  living,  or  possessing  the 
said  mansion-house  of  Buriton,  whereby  the  trust  aforesaid  was  then  vested  in 
the  said  Leonard  Bilson  and  his  heirs,  and  the  rector  of  Buriton  for  the  time 
being,  who  had  thought  it  most  conducing  to  the  charitable  intentions  of  the 
donor  to  purchase  the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  perpetually  to  be  liable 
to  the  said  trust : The  said  Henry  Hooke  and  others,  in  consideration  of  the 
said  130/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Leonard  Bilson  and  his  heirs,  a barn,  and  so 
much  of  the  gate-room  as  was  then  set  out  from  the  messuage,  and  the  residue 
of  the  gate-room  belonging  to  the  said  messuage  to  which  the  said  barn  and 
gate-room  lately  belonged  as  part  thereof,  and  the  nine  closes  thereinafter 
mentioned,  viz.  a close  on  the  south-side  of  the  said  messuage,  and  the  garden 
thereunto  belonging  ; three  closes  lying  together  near  to  the  said  barn  ; and  five 
closes  lying  together,  having  the  highway  leading  from  the  said  messuage 
towards  Bramshot  church,  on  the  south  and  west  thereof,  containing  in  the 
whole  by  estimation  18  acres,  called  Cinderheaps,  and  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Bramshot,  on  trust,  that  the  said  Leonard  Bilson,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  with 
the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  said  Charles  Layfield,  and  his  successors 
rectors  of  the  said  parish  of  Buriton,  should  apply  the  yearly  rents  and  piofits 
of  the  said  premises  for  the  apprenticing  of  one  child  of  such  poor  people  of 
the  parish  of  Buriton,  as  before  mentioned,  in  one  year,  and  of  one  child  of 
such  poor  people  of  the  borough  of  Petersfield  in  another  year,  and  so  alter- 
nately for  ever. 

In  the  parish  register,  statements  are  entered  of  the  payment  of  the  clear 
rent  of  the  above-mentioned  lands  from  1726  to  1799-  The  amount  of  which 
appears  to  have  been  in  1799,  and  for  some  years  previous  to  that  time,  61. 
subject  to  occasional  deductions  for  repairs  of  the  barn  and  farm. 

The  property  of  this  charity  consists  of  a barn,  gate-room,  and  five  closes, 
in  the  parish  of  Bramshot,  containing  by  admeasurement  18  a.  Or.  38 p.  in  the 
occupation  of  Charles  Greetham,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a clear  rent  of  16/.  per 
annum,  which  is  considered  the  fair  value  of  the  premises. 

The  rent  appears  to  have  been  raised  in  1812  from  7 1-  to  10/.  l6s.  ; in 
1816,  to  13/.  10^.;  and  in  1817,  to  21/.  (subject  to  a deduction  of  1/.  for 
land-tax)  ; and  in  1822,  lowered  to  its  present  amount. 

The  buildings  on  the  farm  are  in  good  repair. 
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The  present  owner  of  the  mansion-house  of  Mapledurham,  is  Heneage 
Legge,  esq.  but  he  does  not  reside  there ; and  we  are  informed  that  he  is  not 
the  heir  at  law  of  Leonard  Bilson,  esq.  and  he  therefore  does  not  come  within 
the  description  pointed  out  by  the  donor  of  the  person  who  was  to  be  one  of 
the  trustees  of  this  charity.  The  legal  estate  in  the  trust-premises  appears  to 
be  now  vested  under  the  conveyance  of  1690,  in  Mr.  Leonard  Bilson’s  heir 
at  law. 

The  Rev.  Bro widow  Poulter,  the  present  rector  of  Buriton,  informs  us,  that 
having  been  presented  to  this  rectory  in  1813  he  in  1815  took  upon  himself 
the  management  of  this  charity.  The  preceding  rector  had  not  resided  there, 
and  the  charity  had  been  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Andrews,  an  attorney  of 
Petersfield,  who  produced  to  Mr.  Poulter  an  account,  from  which  it  appeared 
that  he  had  received  one  year’s  rent  of  the  land  in  1804  at  71.  and  eight  years 
rent  from  that  time  to  1812  at  10/.  165.  per  annum,  and  also  a sum  of  92/.  5 s. 
for  timber  cut  from  the  estate  in  1804,  making  his  whole  receipts  amount  to 
185/.  1 3s. 

It  also  appeared  that  Mr.  Andrews  had  paid,  during  the  period  to  which  his 
account  related,  for  apprenticing  poor  children,  as  follows  :

There  remained  therefore  due  from  Mr.  Andrews  to  the  charity  a balance  of 
12/.  19s.  1 d.  which  was  received  by  Mr.  Poulter. 

In  1819  timber  was  cut  and  sold  from  the  estate  to  the  amount  of  84/.  3s.  7 d. 
which  was  brought  to  account  by  Mr.  Poulter,  whose  total  receipts  at  the  time 
of  our  inquiry  (November  1825)*  including  the  rent  to  Michaelmas  1824, 
amounted  to  285 /.  165.  8 d. 

Mr.  Poulter,  during  the  time  he  has  had  the  management  of  the  charities  has 
paid  the  following  sums  for  binding  out  apprentices  :

As  Mr.  Andrews’s  disbursements  in  apprentice  fees  amounted  to  84/.  for 
Buriton,  and  57 1.  125.  for  Petersfield,  Mr.  Poulter  considered  that  there  was 
a balance  due  from  the  fund  to  the  latter  of  26/.  85.  to  equalize  their  respec- 
tive shares ; and  as  he  had  during  his  management  of  the  charity  paid  in 
apprentice  fees  64/.  125.  for  Buriton,  and  77^*  for  Petersfield,  the  balance  as 
between  these  two  places  in  favour  of  Petersfield  had  been  thus  at  the  time  of 
our  inquiry  reduced  to  14/. 

The  apprentices  who  are  appointed  under  this  charity,  upon  the  application 
of  their  friends  to  Mr.  Poulter,  have  not  been  in  all  instances  the  children  of 
persons  not  receiving  relief,  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  proper 
objects  of  that  description,  nor  has  the  premium  given  with  each  apprentice 
been  regulated  by  the  precise  amount  of  the  year’s  rent. 

BOROUGH  OF  PETERSFIELD. 

Antrobus’s  Almshouse. 

Thomas  Antrohus,  of  Heath  House,  in  the  county  of  Southampton,  esquire,  Petersfield. 
by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  July  1622,  directed  that  his  daughter  Elizabeth  A.ntrobuifs  Mms 
should  allow  100/.  which  he  gave  for  the  building  of  an  hospital  or  almshouse  house! 
for  the  poor  people  of  Petersfield,  for  an  habitation  of  so  many  poor  lone  men 
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and  lone  women,  as  that  money  would  provide  for  the  said  poor  people,  to  be 
placed  there  by  the  owners  or  dwellers  at  Heath  House  aforesaid,  and  the 
churchwardens  of  Petersfield  for  the  time  being  ; and  he  desired  that  his  good 
friends,  Mr.  Barlow  and  Mr.  Arthur  Bold,  should  appoint  the  place  where  the 
said  house  should  be  built,  and  see  the  same  work  performed. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  July  1G24,  between  Nicholas  Patience,  of 
the  one  part,  and  John  Barlow,  Arthur  Bold,  Richard  Tawke,  William  Cole- 
brook,  Nicholas  Hall,  and  Richard  Hasted,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the 
above-mentioned  bequest;  and  reciting  that  the  said  John  Barlow  and  Arthur  Bold 
had  received  only  80/.  of  the  said  100/.  and  that  they  had  agreed  with  the  said 
Nicholas  Patience  for  the  purchase  of  a plot  of  ground,  with  part  of  the  money 
so  disposed  of,  and  had  erected  the  said  hospital  or  almshouse  upon  the  said 
plot  of  ground,  the  said  Nicholas  Patience,  for  the  consideration  of  4/.  granted 
and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  John  Barlow,  Arthur  Bold,  Richard  Tawke,  William 
Colebrook,  Nicholas  Hall,  and  Richard  Hasted,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  plot  of 
ground,  together  with  the  said  hospital  or  almshouse  newly  erected,  containing 
the  fourth  part  of  an  acre,  situate  within  the  borough  of  Petersfield,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  hospital  or  almshouse  and  premises  should  be  for  ever 
employed  for  the  habitation  of  so  many  lone  men  and  lone  women,  being  poor 
people,  to  be  placed  there  according  to  the  intent  of  the  will  of  the  said 
Thomas  Antrobus  ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed  that  the  said  house  should  for 
ever  be  employed  for  an  hospital  or  almshouse  for  the  abiding  of  so  many  poor 
people  as  the  said  owners  or  dwellers  at  Heath  House,  and  the  churchwardens 
of  the  said  borough  and  town  of  Petersfield  for  the  time  being,  should  from 
time  to  time  appoint,  and  should  be  called  the  hospital  or  almshouse  of  the  said 
Thomas  Antrobus,  founded  at  his  cost  and  charge,  and  that  whensoever  there 
should  be  but  two  or  three  of  the  feoffees  living,  the  survivors  should,  if  request 
should  be  made  to  them,  appoint  two,  three  or  four  meet  persons  of  the 
parishioners  to  be  feoffees. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  appointment  of  trustees  of  this 
almshouse  subsequent  to  this  indenture. 

The  almshouse,  which  is  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  parish  out  of  the  poors 
rates,  is  stated  to  be  in  tolerable  condition.  It  contains  four  tenements,  each 
consisting  of  a room  above  and  a room  below.  Two  of  the  tenements  are 
inhabited  by  old  unmarried  women,  and  the  other  two  by  old  men  and  their 
wives.  The  almspeople  are  appointed  from  the  poor  persons  of  Petersfield,  by 
the  churchwardens,  after  consulting  with  the  owner  of  Heath  House,  which  at 
the  time  of  our  inquiry  was  the  property  of  Nathaniel  Atcheson,  esquire. 

Churcher’s  College. 

Richard  Churcher , of  Petersfield,  East  India  merchant,  by  his  Will,  bearing 
date  Kith  January  1722,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury, 
gave  to  Robert  Mitchell,  esquire,  Mr.  Serjeant  Miller,  Lewis  Buckle,  esquire, 
Dr.  John  Bettesworth,  George  Aylmer,  clerk,  Mr.  John  Hyland,  and  his 
brother  Adam  Churcher,  the  sum  of  3,000/.  which  he  had  in  the  Bank  of 
England,  whether  called  capital  or  nominal  stock,  with  all  the  interest  thereon 
that  should  be  due  on  the  day  of  his  decease,  for  the  establishing  a college  in 
the  borough  of  Petersfield,  consisting  of  a master  and  10  or  12  boys,  as  the 
trustees  should  judge  most  convenient,  according  to  the  annual  income ; the 
boys  to  be  taken  out  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  borough  of  Petersfield,  of  any 
age  from  9 to  14,  that  should  be  healthful  boys,  and  whose  parents  would  give 
security  to  the  trustees  to  oblige  their  sons  (as  much  as  in  them  lay)  to  be 
bound  apprentices  to  masters  of  ships  making  their  voyages  to  the  East  Indies, 
after  they  should  have  been  educated  in  the  arts  of  writing,  arithmetic,  and  the 
mathematics,  chiefly  such  part  as  relates  to  navigation,  and  after  they  should 
have  had  their  diet,  clothing,  and  tutorage  free,  at  the  bounty  of  the  founder 
of  this  college,  which  should  be  called  Churcher’s  College,  and  in  order  to 
purchase  an  edifice  ready  built,  or  to  build  one  of  new  materials,  capable  of 
receiving  a master  and  io  or  12  boys ; and  that  the  trustees  might  be  enabled 
to  perfect  the  college,  and  to  give  encouragement  to  the  pupils  whilst  under 
tutorage,  or  when  bound  apprentices  for  convenient  clothing,  &c.  he  gave  to 
the  above-named  trustees  500  /.  to  be  paid  to  them  or  their  successors,  in  trust, 
by  his  executor,  so  soon  after  his  decease  as  the  trustees  should  find  it  necessary 
to  complete  the  college;  and  he  desired  the  trustees  to  assist  with  their  advice 

and 
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and  direction  in  so  charitable  a work,  which  he  hoped  would  much  contribute  Petersfield. 

to  the  good  of  the  public;  and  he  directed  that  the  underwritten  articles  and  

rules  should  be  observed,  that  is  to  say.  First,  that  upon  the  death  of  any  of  Churcher’sCollege, 
the  afore-named  trustees,  those  remaining,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  have  v continued.  , 
full  power  to  appoint  another,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  that  the  number  of 
seven  trustees  might  be  full.  Secondly,  that  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of 
them  should  have  full  power  to  appoint  a person,  being  a layman,  to  be  master, 
as  also  to  appoint  the  10  or  twelve  boys,  according  as  their  annual  income 
would  best  answer  to  either  of  the  two  numbers  ; also  that  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  should  have  power  upon  such  misdemeanors  (either  in  the 
master  or  any  of  the  pupils)  as  they  should  judge  heinous  offences,  to  displace 
such,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead.  Thirdly,  that  the  3,000/.  Bank  Stock 
should  remain  in  that  company,  and  should  never  be  changed  for  other  security, 
but  upon  the  greatest  reason,  and  with  the  consent  of  all  the  trustees.  Fourthly, 
that  out  of  the  annual  income  arising  from  this  fund,  40/.  per  annum  should  be 
paid  half-yearly  to  the  master;  10/.  per  annum  for  each  boy’s  board;  and  40s. 
per  annum  for  each  boy’s  clothing,  viz.  waistcoats  and  breeches,  of  such  colour 
as  the  trustees  should  please,  but  the  upper  garment  to  be  a blue  gown,  having 
on  each  a badge  of  metal,  with  the  arms  of  the  East  India  Company  on  it,  with 
the  addition  of  shoes,  stockings,  shirts,  and  blue  caps.  Fifthly,  that  his  silver 
tankard,  and  the  picture  of  the  founder  should  remain  as  standards  in  the  same 
college  for  ever.  Sixthly,  that  205.  per  annum  should  be  allowed  for  enter- 
tainment once  in  a year,  when  and  where  in  Petersfield  the  trustees  should  be 
pleased  to  meet,  for  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  to  direct  the  master  in  the 
management  of  such  part  of  these  charitable  benevolences  as  he  might  be 
concerned  in. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  18th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George 
the  Second,  for  regulating  and  making  more  effectual  the  charities  given  by 
the  said  Richard  Churcher,  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  and  borough,  of  Peters- 
field, reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Churcher,  and  reciting,  that  soon 
after  the  death  of  the  testator  a proper  building  was  erected  in  the  borough  of 
Petersfield,  as  a college  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  said  master 
and  scholars,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  will ; and  that  the  said  sum 
of  500/.  thereby  bequeathed  to  the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  and  so  much  of 
the  dividends  arising  from  the  said  Bank  stock  as  was  requisite,  was  applied  in 
building  the  said  college,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  dividends  of  the  said 
Bank  stock,  until  the  said  college  was  finished,  was  from  time  to  time  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  South  Sea  annuities,  making  in  the  whole  800/.  stock  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  said  charity  ; and  that  after  finishing  the  said  college 
a master  was  appointed  for,  and  twelve  boys  were  taken  into  and  entertained 
in,  the  said  college ; and  that  the  growing  dividends  in  the  said  Bank  stock  and 
South  Sea  annuities  were  applied  by  the  trustees  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
said  college,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  said  Richard  Churcher ; and 
reciting  a transfer  of  the  said  Bank  stock  and  South  Sea  annuities  to  new 
trustees,  in  pursuance  qf  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  in  1737* 
and  the  subsequent  appointment  of  two  other  new  trustees : And  reciting,  that 
in  regard  the  borough  of  Petersfield  was  not  a sea-port,  few  of  the  inhabitants 
of  that  place  were  inclined  or  consenting  to  have  their  children  instructed  in 
mathematics  and  navigation  only,  and  that  in  case  the  said  children  were  so 
taught  and  educated,  their  parents  were  not  able,  or  if  they  were,  the  yearly 
revenue  of  the  said  charitable  fund  could  not  be  applied  to  place  them  out 
apprentices  on  board  East  India  ships,  in  regard  the  captains  or  masters  thereof 
refused  to  take  any  such  apprentice,  and  that  the  yearly  produce  of  the  said 
fund  was  greatly  deficient  to  answer  all  the  charitable  purposes  mentioned  in 
and  intended  by  the  said  will,  so  that  although  the  said  charitable  donation  was 
intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  town  and  borough  of  Petersfield,  yet,  as  the 
said  trustees  had  found  by  experience,  that  some  of  the  rules  and  articles  pre- 
scribed by  the  will  of  the  donor,  relating  to  the  said  charity,  were  impracticable 
and  could  not  be  literally  observed,  they  were  apprehensive  that  the  said  town 
and  borough  would  in  a great  measure  be  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the  said 
donation,  and  that  the  charitable  intention  of  the  donor  would  be  defeated 
unless  some  of  the  rules  and  articles  were  varied  and  explained,  and  better 
adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  the  said  town  and  borough,  and  that  on  that 
consideration  the  then  trustees  proposed  and  desired  that,  instead  of  the  rules 
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and  directions  prescribed  by  the  said  will,  the  rules  and  directions  thereinafter 
mentioned  might  be  observed  in  the  management  of  the  said  college,  and  the 
disposition  of  the  charitable  fund  given  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same,  and 
that  the  same  rules  and  directions  might  be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  authority 
of  Parliament : It  was  enacted,  that  from  24th  June  1745  the  rules  and  direc- 
tions mentioned  in  the  schedule  thereunto  annexed  should  be  observed  in  the 
management  of  the  said  college,  and  the  disposition  of  the  said  fund,  and  that 
the  trustees  and  their  successors  should  for  ever  stand  possessed  of  the  said 
Bank  stock  and  South  Sea  annuities,  and  the  dividends  thereof,  in  trust  for  the 
purposes,  and  subject  to  the  several  rules  and  directions  in  the  said  schedule 
mentioned : And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  in  case  the  dividends  of  the  said 
Bank  stock  and  South  Sea  annuities,  or  other  fund  of  the  said  charity  for  the 
time  being,  should  at  any  time  be  reduced,  that  the  same  should  not  be  sufficient 
to  make  good  all  the  payments  proposed  to  be  made,  according  to  the  said  rules 
and  directions  in  the  said  schedule,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  to  make 
such  reduction,  either  of  the  number  of  boys  to  be  placed  out  apprentices,  or  of 
the  sums  to  be  allowed  for  their  clothes  and  other  necessaries,  or  in  any  other 
of  the  payments  or  allowances,  as  they  should  think  expedient. 

The  schedule  of  rules  and  directions,  to  which  the  Act  refers,  is  as  follows  : — 

“ First. — When  any  of  the  present  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  or  any  other 
trustee  hereafter  to  be  elected  or  appointed,  shall  die,  or  shall  by  writing  under 
his  hand,  to  be  left  at  C hurdler’s  college  in  Petersfield,  signify  or  declare  that 
he  is  unwilling  to  act  any  longer  in  the  said  trust,  the  other  trustees  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  with  all  convenient  speed,  by 
writing  under  their  hands,  nominate  or  appoint  another  person  to  be  trustee  of 
the  said  charity  in  the  room  and  stead  of  every  trustee  so  dying  or  refusing  to 
act,  to  the  intent  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity  may,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to 
be  done,  be  always  seven  in  number. 

Second. — That  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
shall  and  may  from  time  to  time,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  appoint 
a person,  being  a layman,  to  be  master  of  the  said  college,  to  be  continued 
during  his  good  behaviour. 

Third. — That  when  and  as  often  as  any  of  the  boys  educated  in  the  said 
college  shall  die,  or  be  removed  from  the  said  college,  the  trustees  for  the  time 
being  shall  elect  or  appoint  other  boys  to  be  taken  into  the  said  college,  being 
children  of  persons  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  borough  of  Petersfield,  and 
being  healthful  boys,  of  any  age  between  6 and  14  years,  so  as  that  the  boys 
to  be  educated  in  the  said  college  may  not  exceed  12  in  number ; and  that  in 
case  either  the  said  master,  or  any  of  the  said  boys  shall  in  the  judgment  of 
the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  be  guilty  of  any  offence 
or  misdemeanor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  to  remove  any  such  offender  from  and  out  of  the  said  college. 

Fourth. — That  there  shall  be  provided  for  each  of  the  boys  to  be  educated  in 
the  said  college,  during  their  continuance  therein,  such  coats,  waistcoats, 
breeches,  shirts,  shoes,  stockings,  and  hats  as  to  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  seem  requisite  and  necessary. 

Fifth. — That  the  boys  to  be  taken  into  the  said  college  shall,  during  their 
continuance  in  the  same  college  be  taught  and  instructed  in  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic,  and  such  of  them  as  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
shall  think  proper,  in  that  branch  of  mathematics  which  relates  to  navigation  ; 
and  that  no  such  boy  shall  be  taken  into  the  said  college  until  the  parent  of 
such  boy,  or  some  person  on  his  behalf,  shall  give  security  to  the  trustees  to 
oblige,  as  much  as  in  him  or  her  lieth,  such  boy  to  be  bound  apprentice  to 
a mariner  or  a master  of  a ship. 

Sixth. — That  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  once  every  year 
put  out  apprentices  to  mariners  or  masters  of  ships,  so  many  of  the  said  boys 
as  they  shall  think  proper  and  qualified  for  that  purpose,  and  as  they  can  oblige 
to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  shall  place  out  the  rest  to  such  trades  as  the  said 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  and  suitable. 

Seventh. — That  there  shall  be  paid  and  issued  out  of  the  yearly  produce  and 
income  of  the  fund  so  established  for  the  said  charity  the  several  sums  and 
allowances  hereinafter  mentioned,  viz. : 

To  the  master  of  the  said  college  for  the  time  being  the  yearly  sum  of  40/. 
free  from  all  deductions,  by  quarterly  payments  at  Midsummer,  Michaelmas, 

Christmas 
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Christmas  and  Lady- day  in  every  year,  by  equal  portions,  the  first  payment 
thereof  to  be  made  at  Michaelmas  1745. 

For  the  clothing  of  the  ten  boys  educated  in  the  said  college,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  31.  per  annum  a-piece,  as  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them 
shall  think  proper. 

For  the  placing  out  any  of  the  said  boys  apprentices  to  mariners  or  masters 
of  ships,  any  sum  not  exceeding  20/.  a-piece,  and  to  other  trades  any  sum  not 
exceeding  10/.  a-piece,  as  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  think 
proper. 

To  each  of  the  boys  so  put  out  apprentice,  in  order  to  buy  them  clothes  and 
other  necessaries  during  their  respective  apprenticeships,  and  good  behaviour, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  31.  a year,  as  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them 
shall  think  proper. 

To  each  of  the  boys  so  put  out  apprentice, "at  the  end  of  their  servitude,  on 
proof  made  of  their  good  behaviour  during  the  time  of  such  servitude,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  the  sums  following,  to  wit, 
to  each  of  them  so  put  out  to  mariners  or  masters  of  ships,  the  sum  of  30 L 
a-piece,  and  to  each  of  them  so  put  out  to  other  trades,  any  sum  not  exceeding 
20/.  a-piece,  as  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  think  proper  and 
requisite. 

And  the  residue  or  surplus  of  the  yearly  produce  or  income  of  the  said  fund 
to  be  from  time  to  time  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  in  such 
manner  as  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  seem  requisite  and  expedient.” 

By  a decree  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  made  31st  March  180G,  upon  an 
information  filed  by  the  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  Hylton  JollifFe, 
esquire,  against  Thomas  Samuel  JollifFe,  esquire,  who  was  therein  .stated  to  be 
the  then  surviving  trustee  of  the  charity,  It  was  ordered  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  master  to  appoint  six  new  trustees  to  be  added  to  the  said 
Thomas  Samuel  JollifFe,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Samuel  JollifFe  should 
transfer  the  trust-funds  into  the  name  of  the  Accountant-General,  which  transfer 
was  accordingly  made. 

In  November  1818  an  information  was  filed  in  the  court  of  Chancery  by  the 
attorney -general,  at  the  relation  of  Nathaniel  Atcheson,  esquire,  and  12  others, 
of  Petersheld,  against  Hylton  JollifFe,  esquire,  who  was  appointed  a trustee  of 
this  charity  in  1794,  Thomas  Samuel  JollifFe,  esquire,  who  was  appointed  in 
1769,  the  Rev.  William  John  JollifFe,  appointed  in  1802,  Samuel  Twyford,  esq. 
appointed  in  1803,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Edward  Twyford  appointed  in  1814, 
and  against  Mr.  George  Dusautoy,  who  was  appointed  schoolmaster  in  1813, 
to  which  information  an  answer  was  filed  by  the  defendants  in  June  1819.  In 
February  1820  an  amended  information  was  filed  against  the  same  defendants, 
together  with  the  two  other  trustees,  John  Twyford  JollifFe,  esquire,  appointed 
in  1807,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Robert  JollifFe,  appointed  in  1815.  In  July  and 
August  in  the  same  year  answers  were  filed  by  the  defendants  to  the  amended 
information,  and  in  May  1821,  in  consequence  of  exceptions  being  taken  to  the 
answer  of  Hylton  JollifFe,  esquire,  as  insufficient,  and  of  a reference  to  the 
master,  of  those  exceptions,  and  a report  thereon,  a further  answer  wTas  filed  by 
the  said  Hylton  JollifFe. 

The  principal  matters  complained  of  by  the  information,  as  amended  and 
brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  court,  upon  the  hearing  of  the  cause, 
were  in  substance  as  follows  : 

1.  That  the  trustees  had  permitted  a clergyman  to  act  as  schoolmaster  from 
1784  to  1797,  while  the  person  who  had  been  appointed  master,  and  w ho  was 
(as  directed  by  the  will  of  the  donor  and  the  Act  of  Parliament,)  a layman, 
resided  at  a distance  from  Petersfield. 

2.  That  the  appointments  of  some  of  the  existing  trustees  were  invalid,  as 
not  having  been  made  by  a major  part  of  the  surviving  trustees. 

3.  That  Thomas  Samuel  JollifFe,  one  of  the  trustees,  had  not  attended  at  the 
trustees  meetings,  from  1785,  to  1818,  and  that  John  Twyford  JollifFe,  another 
trustee,  had  not  attended  at  those  meetings,  from  the  time  of  his  appointment 
in  1807  to  1818. 

4.  That  William  JollifFe  deceased,  father  of  the  said  Hylton  JollifFe,  who 
was  the  principal  acting  trustee  of  the  charity,  from  1770  till  his  death  in  1802, 
had  yearly  balances  in  his  hands,  and  also  suffered  part  of  the  dividends  to 
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Petersfield.  remain  unproductive  at  the  Bank  of  England,  and  the  South  Sea  House,  for 

the  interest  on  which  it  was  contended  that  the  said  Hylton  Jolliffe,  as  the 

Churcher’sCollege,  so]c  executor  of  his  father,  the  said  William  Jolliffe,  ought  to  account.  That 

•v contl™e(\  m/  the  said  Hylton  Jolliffe  was  in  1803,  appointed  by  the  trustees  treasurer  of  the 

said  charity,  and  at  the  same  time  was  ordered  to  receive  the  balance  due  from 
the  said  William  Jolliffe,  and  to  be  accountable  to  the  trust  for  the  same,  but 
that  he  neglected  to  receive  such  balance,  which  was  admitted  by  the  defend- 
ants in  the  third  Schedule  to  their  first  answer  to  amount  to  l,Gol/.  5 s. 

It  was  also  charged  in  the  information,  that  the  said  Thomas  Samuel  Jolliffe 
as  the  executor  of  John  Jolliffe,  who  was  the  principal  acting  trustee  from 
1747  to  I7G9,  ought  to  account  for  the  interest  of  balances  during  that  period, 
either  in  the  hands  of  the  latter,  or  suffered  by  him  to  lie  unproductive. 

5.  That  from  the  time  of  the  transfer  of  the  trust-funds  to  the  accountant- 
general  in  1806  to  1818,  the  trustees  neglected  to  inquire  into  the  amount 
or  state  of  the  stock  and  the  dividends  thereon,  and  permitted  parts  of  the 
dividends  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  accountant-general  unproductive,  and 
that  the  said  Hylton  Jolliffe  had,  from  1803  to  1818,  large  balances  in  his  hands. 

6.  That  the  schoolmasters  for  the  time  being  had  been  permitted  to  take 
and  had  taken  boys  as  boarders  for  their  own  private  emolument,  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  boys  who  were  the  real  objects  of  the  charity,  and  that  boys  had 
been  admitted  to  and  apprenticed  out  of  the  said  college  not  being  children 
of  persons  of  or  belonging  to  the  borough  of  Petersfield. 

And  it  was  prayed  by  the  information  (amongst  other  things)  that  an  account 
might  be  taken  of  the  sums  received  by  the  different  trustees  in  each  year, 
subsequent  to  the  passing  of  the  before-mentioned  Act  of  Parliament,  and  of 
the  application  of'  the  income  of  the  charity,  and  of  the  amount  of  cash 
balances  at  the  end  of  each  year,  retained  in  the  hands  of  any  of  the  trustees, 
and  particularly  of  the  said  John  Jolliffe,  William  Jolliffe,  and  Hylton  Jolliffe, 
and  not  paid  over  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  or  in  any  manner  misemployed 
by  them,  and  of  the  loss  (if  any)  occasioned  thereby  to  the  charity ; that  the 
assets  of  the  said  John  Jolliffe  and  William  Jolliffe  in  the  hands  of  their 
respective  executors  might  be  declared  liable  to  make  good  such  loss,  and  that 
if  the  assets  should  not  be  sufficient  to  make  good  such  loss  with  interest, 
the  co-trustees  of  the  said  John  Jolliffe  and  William  Jolliffe  might  be  declared 
liable  to  make  good  the  same ; that  the  existing  trustees  might  be  decreed 
to  make  good  any  loss  incurred  during  their  time  by  their  default  or  neglect 
with  interest  on  alFmonies  (if  any)  retained  by  them  ; that  the  said  Hvlton 
Jolliffe  might  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  accountant-general  whatever  balance 
was  in  his  hands  in  respect  of  the  charity,  and  that  the  defendants,  the  trustees 
might  be  removed  from  being  trustees,  and  other  fit  persons  appointed  under 
the  sanction  of  the  court ; that  the  number  of  12  boys  might  be  boarded, 
lodged  and  educated  in  the  school,  and  apprenticed  therefrom,  and  the  proper 
allowances  paid  to  them  ; that  the  private  scholars  and  boarders  of  the  master 
might  be  removed ; and  that  all  proper  directions  might  be  given  for  the  future 
regulation  and  management  of  the  said  college,  and  for  the  application  of  the 
surplus-funds. 

The  first  of  the  matters  complained  of  in  the  information  appears  to  have 
been  considered  by  the  vice-chancellor,  on  the  hearing  of  this  cause,  as  being  an 
irregularity,  but  not  a ground  for  serious  charge  against  the  present  trustees. 

The  second  has  been  made  a subject  for  inquiry  before  the  master,  by  the 
decree  of  the  vice-chancellor  hereinafter  stated. 

The  third  matter  complained  of  has  been  removed,  by  Messrs#  Thomas 
Samuel  Jolliffe,  and  John  Twyford  Jolliffe,  having  retired  from  being  trustees 
of  the  charity,  as  noticed  in  the  same  decree. 

As  to  the  fourth  matter,  it  was  stated  by  the  defendants  in  their  answer  to 
the  original  information,  that  although  it  appeared  by  the  accounts  contained  in 
the  third  Schedule  annexed  to  that  answer,  that  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the 
said  William  Jolliffe  in  1802,  there  was  an  apparent  balance  due  to  the  charity, 
yet  that  the  defendants  upon  investigation  had  discovered  a considerable  num- 
ber of  payments  made  by  the  said  William  Jolliffe  on  account  of  the  charity, 
for  which  they  had  found  vouchers,  although  omitted  to  be  entered  in  the  book 
kept  for  that  purpose ; that  they  had  ascertained  that  other  payments  had 
also  been  omitted,  and  that  they  had  no  doubt  that  on  further  investigation 
many  other  payments  would  be  discovered,  the  total  of  which  omitted  pay- 
ments 
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merits  would  considerably  reduce,  if  not  amount  to  such  apparent  balance.  In 
the  answer  of  Mr.  Hylton  Jolliffe  to  the  amended  information,  he  stated  that 
his  father  was  irregular  in  keeping  his  accounts,  and  did  not  (as  he  believed) 
enter  in  the  books  every  payment  made  by  him  in  respect  of  the  charity,  but 
that  he  faithfully  entered  all  sums  received  by  him  in  respect  thereof;  that 
his  said  father  did  not  leave  sufficient  assets  for  the  payment  of  his  just 
debts,  but  that  notwithstanding  such  deficiency,  he  (Mr.  Hylton  Jolliffe)  was 
ready  and  willing  and  thereby  offered  to  pay  whatever  balance  might  be  found 
due  from  his  father  at  the  time  of  his  death  to  the  charity,  on  taking  the 
accounts.  And  he  admitted  that  such  order  was  made  by  the  trustees  touching 
the  balance  due  from  his  said  father  as  mentioned,  in  the  information,  but  stated, 
that  at  the  time  when  such  order  was  made  he  was  not  acquainted  with  the 
fact  of  the  balance  of  1,651/.  5 s.  being  due  from  his  father,  that  he  had  only 
lately,  upon  a minute  investigation  of  the  accounts  of  the  charity,  discovered 
the  actual  amount  thereof,  and  that  upon  such  discovery  he  informed  his  co- 
trustees  that  he  considered  himself  answerable  for  the  same.  As  to  this  point, 
it  was  by  the  decree  hereinafter  stated  reared  to  the  master  to  inquire  whether 
the  said  William  Jolliffe  died  indebted  in  any,  and  what  sum  to  the  charity, 
and  whether  the  defendant  Hylton  Jolliffe  possessed  assets  of  his  father,  appli- 
cable to  the  payment  of  such  debts,  or  any  and  wrhat  part  thereof.  And  the 
master  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  state  any  special  circumstances  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  any  question  with  respect  to  interest  on  any  balances  which  might 
be  found  due  from  the  estate  of  the  said  William  Jolliffe,  or  otherwise. 

It  appeared  from  the  accounts  in  the  third  Schedule  to  the  first  answer  of 
the  defendants,  that  John  Jolliffe,  who  preceded  William  Jolliffe  in  the  ma- 
nagement of  the  charity,  had  in  his  hands  a balance  of  158/.  19s.  5 cl.  for  which 
sum  credit  was  given  by  the  said  William  Jolliffe  as  having  been  received  from 
the  said  Thomas  Samuel  Jolliffe  as  the  executor  of  the  said  John  Jolliffe.  No 
reference  was  directed  by  the  decree  as  to  Mr.  John  Jolliffe’s  account. 

As  to  the  fifth  matter  complained  of,  the  trustees  admitted  by  their  first 
answer  that  from  the  year  1806  there  had  been  a considerable  balance  in  cash, 
amounting,  as  they  believed,  in  the  whole,  to  1,580/.  17s.  llr/.  lying  unpro- 
ductive in  the  hands  of  the  accountant-general ; but  stated  that  an  order  had  been 
lately  obtained  for  investing  the  said  sum  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  which 
balance  had  arisen  in  consequence  of  the  trustees  having  received  no  more 
than  the  annual  dividends  amounted  to  at  the  time  when  the  before-mentioned 
order  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  the  charity-stock  to  the  accountant-general, 
although  the  annual  dividends  belonging  to  the  charity  had  been  increased 
since  1806  from  29 51.  14s.  8 d.  to  478/.  16s.  per  annum,  by  the  interest  on 
Bank  stock  having  been  raised  from  seven  to  ten  per  cent,  and  by  several 
bonuses  made  in  respect  of  that  stock.  The  trustees  further  stated,  that  the 
reasons  why  the  said  balance  had  remained  unproductive  in  the  hands  of  the 
accountant-general,  and  the  whole  of  the  annual  dividends  had  not  been  paid 
to  them,  were,  that  they  were  ignorant  till  lately  of  there  being  any  surplus  in 
the  hands  of  the  accountant-general,  and  that  they  could,  by  an  application  to 
the  court,  have  had  the  said  balance  invested,  and  the  interest  thereof,  together 
with  the  surplus  dividends  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity. 

This  point,  of  the  trustees  not  having  received  the  whole  of  the  dividends 
arising  from  the  stock  standing  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general,  was 
not  noticed  in  the  vice-chancellor’s  decree,  but  it  was  referred  to  the 
master  to  take  an  account  of  the  funds  of  the  charity  possessed  by  the  said 
Hylton  Jolliffe,  or  any  other  person  on  his  behalf,  from  the  time  of  the  death 
of  the  said  William  Jolliffe,  and  of  the  application  thereof. 

As  to  the  6th  matter,  the  trustees  admitted  that  the  schoolmasters  had  been 
permitted  to  take  boys  as  boarders,  which  had  been  done  in  consequence  of  the 
master’s  salary  being  so  small ; that  it  was  impossible  to  find  a person  properly 
qualified  to  undertake  the  situation  of  schoolmaster  unless  allowed  to  take 
boarders  for  his  private  emolument ; but  they  denied  that  boarders  had  been  so 
taken  in  exclusion  of  the  boys  who  were  the  real  objects  of  the  charity.  The 
admission  into  the  college  and  apprenticing  of  boys  not  being  children  of  per- 
sons of  or  belonging  to  the  borough  of  Petersfield  was  also  denied  by  the  trustees. 

After  an  examination  of  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  relators,  none  having  been 
examined  on  the  part  of  the  defendants,  the  cause  was  heard  before  the 
vice-chancellor  on  the  18th  November,  1822. 
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Petersfield.  -The  minutes  of  the  decree  then  pronounced  were  subsequently  varied  in 
~ „ some  respects,  in  consequence  of  a motion  made  to  the  court  on  the  part  of  the 
C“«rge’  relators  on  5th  February,  1823. 

v 3 } By  the  decree,  as  ultimately  settled,  it  was  ordered  that  it  should  be  referred 

to  Mr.  Harvey,  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  inquire  whether  William 
Jolliffe,  deceased,  the  father  of  the  defendant  Hylton  Jolliffe,  died  indebted  in 
any  and  what  sum  to  the  charity  ; and  that  the  said  master  should  inquire 
whether  the  said  Hylton  Jolliffe  possessed  assets  of  the  said  William  Jolliffe, 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  such  debts,  or  any,  and  what  part  thereof;  and 
the  said  master  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  state  any  special  circumstances  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  any  question  with  respect  to  interest  on  any  balances  which 
might  be  found  due  from  the  estate  of  the  said  William  Jolliffe,  or  otherwise,  at 
the  request  of  either  party.  And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  said  master  to  approve  of  a new  scheme  for  the  future  conduct 
and  regulation  of  the  said  charity,  having  regard  to  the  will  of  Richard 
Churcher,  the  founder  of  the  said  charity,  and  the  said  Act  of  Parliament ; and 
the  said  master  was  to  state  the  same,  with  his  opinion  thereon.  And  it  was 
ordered  that  the  said  master  should  inquire  whether  the  defendants  Charles 
Edward  Twyford  and  Thomas  Robert  Jolliffe  were  duly  elected  trustees  of  the 
said  charity,  with  liberty  to  state  any  circumstances  specially.  And  the 
defendant  Thomas  Samuel  Jolliffe,  by  his  counsel,  stating  that  he  retired  from 
being  trustee  of  the  said  charity  on  or  about  31st  December  1820  ; and  John 
Twyford  Jolliffe,  by  his  counsel,  consenting  to  retire  from  being  a trustee  of 
the  said  charity,  it  was  declared  by  the  court  that  the  said  Thomas  Samuel 
Jolliffe  and  John  Twyford  Jolliffe  had  ceased  to  be  trustees  of  the  charity  ; 
and  it  was  ordered  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  said  master  to  take  an 
account  of  the  trust-funds  of  the  charity  possessed  by  the  defendant  Hylton 
Jolliffe,  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  by  his  order,  or  for  his  use,  or  on  his 
behalf,  in  each  year  since  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  said  William  Jolliffe,  and 
of  the  application  thereof.  And  the  court  reserved  the  consideration  of  all 
further  directions,  and  the  appointment  of  a new  trustee  or  trustees,  and  the 
costs  of  the  suit,  until  after  the  master  should  have  made  his  general  report ; 
and  the  master  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  one  or  more  separate  report  or 
reports  in  respect  of  any  of  the  matters  aforesaid,  as  he  should  think  fit. 

From  this  decree,  the  defendants,  and  also  the  relators,  have  appealed  to  the 
lord-chancellor,  and  the  cause  now  stands  for  hearing  before  his  lordship,  and 
consequently,  no  proceedings  have  taken  place  in  the  inquiries  directed  to  be 
made  by  the  master  to  whom  the  cause  is  referred. 

As  all  points  of  importance  relating  to  this  charity  have  by  the  decree  of  the 
vice-chancellor  received  a decision,  or  have  been  referred  to  the  master  for 
further  inquiry,  and  as  they  will  probably  upon  the  hearing  of  the  appeals 
be  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  lord-chancellor,  it  is  unnecessary  for 
us  to  make  any  observations  upon  them,  and  it  only  remains  for  us  to  give  a 
short  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  college. 

The  premises  at  Petersfield  belonging  to  the  college,  consist  of  a house  for 
the  schoolmaster,  with  a school-room  on  one  side  of  it,  which  was  added  about 
the  year  1762,  and  a garden  adjoining  to  the  house.  The  buildings  are  in  a 
fair  state  of  repair,  a sum  of  92/.  19-?.  3d.  having  been  expended  upon  diem 
in  1821,  and  a sum  of  55/.  Os.  7 d.  in  1824,  by  the  trustees,  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  charity.

In  consequence  of  the  reduction  of  the  dividends  on  the  Bank  stock  from 
ten  to  eight  per  cent,  and  the  alteration  of  the  navy  live  per  cents  to  new  four 
per  cents,  of  the  old  four  per  cents  to  3%  per  cents,  and  of  the  live  per  cents  of 
1797,  to  three  per  cents  reduced,  various  changes  have  taken  place  both  in 
the  amount  of  the  stocks  and  of  the  annual  income,  and  the  following  is  a 
statement  of  the  present  property  and  income  of  the  charity :

The  dividends  of  the  above-mentioned  stocks  are  received  by  Messrs.  Ham- 
mersley,  as  the  bankers  of  Hylton  Jolliffe,  esq.  who  acts  as  treasurer ; the 
former  part  thereof  being  paid  to  them  by  the  accountant-general,  with  the 
exception  of  the  dividends  of  the  sums  of  407 /•  10s.  4 d.  new  per  four  cents; 
and  1,000/.  3£  per  cents,  which  have  not  been  received  from  the  acountant- 
general  since  the  transfer  of  those  stocks  into  his  name  in  1819. 

The  balance  remaining  in  Messrs.  Hammersleys  hands,  to  the  credit  of  a 
distinct  account,  kept  there  by  Mr.  Hylton  Jolliffe,  as  trustee  of  this  charity, 
after  the  last  purchase  of  stock,  in  January  1826,  and  the  payment  of  the 
charges  for  the  preceding  year  (except  a bill  for  clothing,  of  16/.  Is.  which  was 
not  paid,  in  consequence  of  its  not  having  been  sent  in  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
trustees)  amounted  to  163/.  9s.  5d. 

The  number  of  boys  on  the  foundation  was  in  1814  raised  from  12  to  14,  but 
in  consequence  of  the  proceedings  in  chancery  has  been  again  reduced  to  12, 
being  the  number  specified  in  the  before-mentioned  Act  of  Parliment.  They 
are  the  sons  of  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Petersfield  and  are  nominated  by  the 
trustees  from  a list  of  candidates  for  admission,  in  which  the  names  of  the  boys 
are  inserted,  upon  the  application  of  the  parents  to  the  schoolmaster.  At  the  time 
of  our  inquiry  (November  1825)  there  were  15  candidates  on  the  list.  The 
boys  are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  by  the  schoolmaster,  or,  under 
his  inspection,  by  his  assistant,  and  a few  of  them  have  been  instructed  in 
mathematics.  They  are  considered  eligible  at  six  years  of  age,  but  are  usually 
a year  or  two  older  at  the  time  of  their  respective  nominations,  and  they  are 
permitted  to  remain  at  school  till  they  are  14  when  they  are  apprenticed  with  a 
premium  of  10/.  each.  The  indentures  of  apprenticeship  are  prepared  by  the 
schoolmaster,  but  no  charge  is  made  for  them.  Each  boy  during  his  stay 
at  school  receives  annually  a suit  of  clothes,  two  shirts,  two  pairs  of  stockings,  a

'^oniinued.  tSG’  tificate  from  the  master  to  whom  he  has  been  bound,  of  his  good  behaviour,  lie 

x. > receives  a sum  of  20/.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  instance  has  occurred 

of  a boy’s  being  apprenticed  to  the  sea-service  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  in  1744. 
for  the  regulation  of  the  Charity. 

In  addition  to  the  boys  on  the  foundation  the  schoolmaster  is  permitted  to 
take  both  boarders  and  day-scholars,  and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  had 
30  of  the  former,  and  15  of  the  latter,  all  of  whom  are  taught  in  the  school- 
room, with  the  charity-boys. 

The  schoolmaster  receives  a salary  of  40/.  per  annum,  out  of  which,  Air. 
George  Dusautoy  has,  since  his  appointment  in  1815,  paid  20/.  per  annum  to 
Mr.  William  Trimming,  the  preceding  master.  The  removal  of  Mr.  Trimming 
from  the  situation  of  schoolmaster  Avas  included  amongst  the  charges  made 
against  the  trustees  in  the  information  filed  in  1818,  but  it  was  not  noticed  in 
the  Vice-Chancellor’s  Decree  ; and  it  does  not  appear  to  us  necessary  to  enter 
into  the  particulars  of  this  transaction.  The  master  also  receives  an  annual 
allowance  for  firing  in  the  school,  which  was  reduced  in  1822  from  6/.  136'.  8r/. 
to  5/.  146.  6r/. 

The  other  usual  items  of  expenditure  consist  of  payments  lor  repairs, 
rates  and  taxes,  and  books  and  stationery ; the  amount  of  which,  for  the  last 
four  years  has  been  as  follows:

There  is  also  a small  charge  for  stamps  for  the  receipts  given  by  the  apprentices 
for  the  payments  made  to  them. 

A sum  of  271/.  1 s.  10 d.  was  paid  at  several  times  in  1820,  1821  and  1822, 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  to  Messrs.  Hanrott  and  Metcalfe,  the  solicitors 
of  the  trustees,  for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  to  Michaelmas 
Term  1819,  and  a considerable  further  sum,  amounting,  as  we  are  informed 
to  about  500/.  is  now  due  on  the  same  account. 

The  trustees  meet  annually  in  January,  and  occasionally  at  other  times  in  the 
year,  when  business  relating  to  the  trust  requires  their  attention.  At  the  meet- 
ing in  January  the  accounts  for  the  year  are  made  out,  and  they  are  subse- 
quently entered  in  the  book,  and  audited  and  signed  at  the  next  meeting.

Lock’s  Gift. 

Sheet.  John  Lock , of  the  Ty thing  of  Sheet,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  13th  June 

dd” Gift  1674,  gave  to  the  Tything  of  Sheet  for  ever,  for  the  maintenance  of  a sufficient 
person  to  teach  the  poor  children  of  the  said  Tything  to  read  the  English 
tongue,  a yearly  rent  of  506.  to  be  issuing  out  of  certain  lands  at  Sheet,  given 
by  his  said  will  to  John  Lock,  and  payable  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas  ; and 
he  appointed  Richard  Jenman,  of  the  Tything  of  Sheet,  his  trustee  thereof, 
requiring  him  to  give  an  account  of  the  disposal  of  the  same  to  the  next  justice 
of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Southampton,  according  to  the  uses  in  the  said 
will  mentioned,  and  gave  him  for  his  pains  therein  26.  6f/.,  to  be  deducted  out 
of  the  said  yearly  rent ; and  directed  that  if  the  said  rent  should  be  unpaid  for 
14  days  after  either  of  the  said  feasts,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Richard 
Jemnan,  or  such  person  as  he  should  nominate  in  his  stead,  or  such  person  as 
should  be  intrusted  for  that  purpose,  to  enter  and  distrain  for  the  arrears.  And 
he  directed,  that  if  the  said  Richard  Jenman  should  refuse  to  accept  the  trust 
thereof,  the  next  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  said  county  should  appoint 
other  sufficient  persons  within  the  said  Tything  to  receive  the  said  rent  to  the 
use  aforesaid,  who  should  likewise  give  an  account  of  the  disposal  of  the  same, 
as  by  the  above-mentioned  will  was  directed.

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This  abstract  of  the  will  is  taken  from  an  instrument  bearing  date  3d  May 
1825,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  Henry  Budd,  esquire,  a justice  of  the  peace 
for  the  county  of  Southampton,  whereby,  after  reciting  that  no  person  had  been 
appointed  for  several  years  past  as  trustee  of  this  charity,  that  the  will  of  the 
said  testator  had  been  left  unperformed,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
tything  in  vestry  assembled  had  thought  it  advisable,  that  Samuel  Andrews  and 
John  Andrews  Morey,  inhabitants  of  the  said  tything,  should  be  appointed 
trustees  of  the  said  will,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  trusts  thereof  into 
effect,  the  said  Henry  Budd,  being  the  next  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  said 
county,  upon  application  made  to  him  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  tything, 
appointed  the  said  Samuel  Andrews  and  John  Andrews  Morey  to  be  trustees 
to  receive  and  apply  the  said  sum  of  50s.  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  said  will. 

The  rentcharge  of  50s.  given  by  this  donor’s  will  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  John 
Meers,  as  the  owner  of  a farm  in  the  tything  of  Sheet,  called  Westmark. 

Matthew  Buckle,  esquire,  who  was  a trustee  of  this  charity,  has  not  resided 
at  Petersfield  for  more  than  10  years  past,  and  during  that  time  no  appointment 
of  new  trustees  has  taken  place  until  that  of  Messrs.  Andrews  and  Morey  in 
1825,  and  the  charity  has  been  altogether  neglected. 

There  is  a sum  of  130/.  10s.  three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  Messrs.  Samuel  Andrews  and  John  Andrews  Morey, 
the  newly-appointed  trustees,  part  of  which  stock,  amounting  to  66/.  13s.  4 d. 
thereof  is  stated  to  have  been  purchased  by  Mr.  Buckle  many  years  ago,  with 
a sum  of  money  recovered  by  him  as  the  arrears  of  the  rent-charge  of  2/.  10s. 
due  before  the  time  of  his  acting  as  trustee.  The  residue  of  the  said  130/.  10s. 
stock  has  been  lately  purchased  with  a sum  of  35/.  arising  from  arrears  of  the 
rentcharge,  and  a sum  of  22/.  2s.  6d.  received  from  Mr.  Buckle  as  the  arrears 
of  the  dividends  of  the  66/.  13  s.  4 d.  stock  which  had  been  purchased  by  him  ; 
the  expenses  attending  the  new  appointment  of  the  trustees,  and  of  the  transfer 
of  the  stock,  having  been  first  deducted  from  those  arrears. 

Since  the  late  appointment  of  trustees  some  payments  have  been  made  by 
them  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  of  this  tything,  in  reading  ; and  it  is 
proper  that  the  future  income  of  the  charity  arising  from  the  rent-charge  and  the 
dividends  of  the  stock  should  be  applied  by  the  trustees  to  the  purposes  intended 
by  the  donor,  and  that  a regular  account  of  its  application  should  be  kept 
by  them.

Goodyer’s  Gift. 

John  Goodyer,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  April  1664,  and  proved  in  the 
Bishop’s  Court,  at  Winchester,  gave  to  Leonard  Bilson,  esquire,  and  Edmund 
Yalden,  clerk,  and  their  heirs,  his  messuage,  with  the  outhouses,  buildings, 
gardens  and  orchards  thereto  belonging,  situate  in  Weston,  in  the  parish  of 
Buriton,  and  the  lands  in  Weston  called  Halfpenny  Land,  together  with  free 
liberty  to  water  and  overflow  the  said  lands  as  had  been  used  for  the  improve- 
ment thereof,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  convey  all  the  said  premises  to  six 
honest  and  sufficient  persons,  and  their  heirs,  as  they,  or  the  survivor  of  them, 
should  think  fit;  on  trust,  that  the  yearly  rents  of  the  said  premises  should  be 
employed  for  ever  thereafter  for  the  putting  forth  and  placing  abroad  of  poor 
children  of  the  tything  of  Weston  aforesaid,  and  that  the  overplus  thereof 
should  be  distributed  to  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the  said  tything,  as  his  said 
trustees  and  their  assigns  should  think  fit ; and  if  any  of  his  trustees  should 
die,  he  directed  that  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  aforesaid  upon 
the  same  trusts. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  27th  and  28th  July  1747> 
between  Thomas  Bilson,  esquire,  described  as  the  only  surviving  trustee  of  this 
charity,  of  the  one  part,  and  Francis  Hugonin,  and  others,  of  the  other  part, 
reciting  the  above  will,  and  that  the  said  Leonard  Bilson  and  Edmund  Yalden 
had,  by  their  conveyance,  bearing  date  11th  July  1664,  granted  the  said  pre- 
mises*to  William  Bilson,  and  five  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  of  the 
said  will  ; and  reciting  other  trust-deeds  in  1682  and  1722,  the  said  Thomas 
Bilson  conveyed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  above- 
mentioned  premises,  upon  the  same  trusts,  with  a power  of  appointing  new 
trustees  when  any  should  die,  to  make  up  the  number  of  six  trustees.

298  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

Weston.  By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  lGth  and  17th  February 

— 7 1824,  Thomas  Bonham,  esquire,  Edmund  White,  clerk,  Brownlow  Poulter, 

G°°cmHnu^d  c^er^’  aiu*  J°hn  Whicher,  clerk,  as  the  surviving  trustees  of  this  charity,  con- 

v > veyed  the  trust-premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  R.  G.  Richards,  clerk, 

and  J.  J.  Hugonin,  esquire,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of — 

1.  A house,  garden,  and  outbuildings  in  the  tything  of  Weston,  and  in  the 
town,  though  not  within  the  borough,  of  Petersfield,  in  the  occupation  of 
Mrs.  Mundy,  widow  of  Edward  Mundy,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  2 51. 
per  annum,  the  trustees  doing  the  repairs.  The  rent  was  reduced  in  181G  from 
SO/,  to  its  present  amount. 

The  house  is  large,  and  at  present  not  in  a good  state  of  repair.  The  trustees 
conceiving  it  to  be  necessary  to  repair  it,  resolved,  at  a meeting  which  took 
place  on  7th  October  1825,  that  the  building  should  be  surveyed  by  two  of  the 
trustees,  and  that  such  alterations  should  be  made  as  should  seem  meet  to  them. 
It  is  supposed,  that  by  contracting  the  size  of  the  buildings  the  future  expense 
of  repairs  may  be  lessened,  without  any  diminution  of  the  rent.  A sum  of 
nearly  50/.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of  this  house  in  1820. 

The  trustees  are  of  opinion,  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  charity  to 
sell  this  house,  and  invest  the  purchase-money  in  the  funds,  but  they  have  no 
authority  to  do  so. 

2.  About  1G  acres  of  meadow  land,  in  the  same  tything,  and  near  to  the  town 
of  Petersfield,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Mundy,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  45/.  per  annum.  In  1816,  the  rent  was  reduced  from  52/.  to  its  present 
amount,  and  for  the  year  1822  a further  allowance  was  made  to  the  tenant. 

3.  The  sum  of  300/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Bonham,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Edmund  White, 
the  Rev.  Brownlow  Poulter,  and  the  Rev.  John  Whicher.  Of  this  stock  150/. 
•was  purchased  before  the  appointment  of  any  of  the  present  trustees,  and  in 
18 19  the  sum  of  1 1 G /.  5 s.  arising  from  a balance  in  hand,  part  of  which  had 
been  derived  from  a sale  of  timber  from  the  charity-land,  was  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  the  remaining  150/. 

The  rents  and  dividends  of  the  stock,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  79/. 
per  annum,  are  received  by  Mr.  Cornthwaite  John  Hector,  who  was  appointed 
treasurer  by  the  trustees  in  181G,  and  after  a deduction  of  the  sums  expended 
in  repairs  are  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner  : 

1.  All  the  poor  children  of  the  tything  of  Weston,  whose  parents  think  fit  to 
apply  to  the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  are  sent  to  school  and  taught  gratuitously. 
The  girls  and  younger  boys  are  placed  with  a schoolmistress,  in  the  tything  of 
Weston,  at  the  rate  of  Gr/.  per  week  for  each.  When  the  boys  have  attained 
the  age  of  9 or  10  years,  they  are  removed  to  a school  in  the  town  of  Peters- 
field, kept  by  a schoolmaster,  w ho  is  paid  after  the  rate  of  10s.  per  quarter  for 
each  boy. 

Under  the  schoolmistress,  the  girls  are  taught  reading  and  needle-work,  and 
the  boys  reading ; and  under  the  schoolmaster,  the  latter  are  instructed  in 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  till  they  are  13  or  14.  A few  of  the  boys  are, 
upon  the  application  of  their  parents  to  the  trustees,  apprenticed  when  cliey 
leave  school. 

2.  Distributions  of  money  are  made  amongst  all  the  poor  persons  belonging 
to  the  tithing  of  Weston,  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  in  family.  These  dis- 
tributions are  made  to  the  poor  of  the  upper  part  of  the  tithing  of  AVeston,  by 
the  Rev.  B.  Poulter,  and  to  those  of  the  lower  part  by  the  Rev.  J.  Whicher, 
twro  of  the  trustees ; each  of  whom  returns  an  account  of  the  sums  distributed 
by  him,  and  of  the  persons  to  whom  they  have  been  given,  which  accounts  are 
entered  in  the  book  of  the  charity.  These  distributions  are  resolved  upon  at 
meetings  of  the  trustees,  which  take  place  occasionally,  but  not  at  any  stated 
periods,  and  at  those  meetings  the  accounts  of  the  charity  are  audited. 

It  appears  from  the  account  audited  on  7th  October  1825,  that  the  sums 
paid  for  the  schooling  of  the  children  to  that  time,  from  6th  April  182^, 
amounted  to  70/.  12s.  2 d.  including  the  expenses  of  stationery  and  books 
allowed  to  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress. 

In  the  same  account  there  is  an  entry  of  the  payment  of  one  sum  of  12/.  12s. 
as  a premium  given  with  an  apprentice,  and  the  account  also  includes  a distri- 
bution 
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bution  made  to  the  poor,  in  the  winter  of  1824,  by  the  Rev.  13.  Poulter,  for 
Upper  Weston,  amounting  to  14/.  14s.  and  by  the  Rev.  J.  Whicher,  for  Lower 
Weston,  amounting  to  15/.  6s. 

An  annual  sum  of  15  s.  6d.  is  paid  for  the  insurance  of  the  house  belong- 
ing to  the  charity,  and  1 /.  Is.  is  allowed  to  Mr.  Hector  for  his  attendance  at 
each  meeting,  and  for  keeping  the  accounts. 

The  trustees  hold  their  meetings  at  an  inn  at  Petersfield,  when  a small  charge 
is  incurred  for  the  use  of  a room,  and  for  refreshment  for  the  tenants  ; the 
amount  of  this  charge  for  the  last  meeting  was  16  s.  The  trustees  formerly 
dined  together  at  the  expense  of  the  charity,  but  this  has  been  discontinued 
since  1820. 

On  the  account  audited  in  October  1825,  which  included  the  receipt  of  the 
rents  to  the  Lady-day  preceding,  the  balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer,  was  34/.  14  s.  9 \d.

PARISH  OF  CATHERINGTON. 


Appleford’s  Gift. 

William  Appleford,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  August  1695,  and  proved 
in  the  Archdeaconry  Court  of  Winchester  in  1696,  gave  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Catherington,  and  their  successors  for  ever, 
four  closes  or  parcels  of  land  lying  in  Drayton,  which  he  purchased  of  John 
Ryves,  esquire,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  same 
should  be  for  ever  laid  out  in  the  putting  to  school  of,  and  buying  books  for, 
poor  children. 

The  property  of  the  charity  consists  of  about  1 1 acres  of  land,  situate  at 
Drayton  in  the  parish  of  Barton  Stacey,  of  which  seven  are  arable,  and  four 

meadow  land,  in  the  occupation  of  — Child,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 

annual  rent  of  1 6 /. 

The  rent  appears  to  have  been  10/.  per  annum,  for  some  time  previous  to 
1799.  In  that  year  it  was  increased  to  14/.  and  in  1800  to  16/.  lOs.,  which 
was  paid  until  1821.  In  1822,  the  rent  was  reduced  to  14/.,  and  in  1824,  again 
increased  to  16/. 

The  rent  is  received  by  one  of  the  churchwardens  yearly,  on  the  23d 
October,  and  is  equally  divided  amongst  three  schoolmistresses  appointed  by 
the  churchwardens,  each  of  whom  undertakes  to  instruct  in  reading  14  poor 
children  of  the  parish.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (October  1825)  there  were 
in  the  whole  38  children  at  these  schools,  of  whom  nearly  all  were  girls. 

The  schoolmistresses  reside  in  different  parts  of  the  parish,  one  at  Cather- 
ington, one  at  Lovedean,  and  one  at  Horndean,  and  the  division  of  the  rent 
is  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  in  the  most  convenient  mode  for  the 
education  of  the  poor  children  of  the  several  portions  of  the  parish. 

The  books  used  by  the  several  schoolmistresses  have  been  for  the  last  few 
years  paid  for  out  of  the  church-rates.

PARISH  OF  CLANFIELD. 

Lost  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  that  the  sum  of  20/. 
had  been  given,  but  by  whom  or  by  what  instrument  is  not  stated,  to  the  poor 
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Lost  Charity, 
continued. 


Gifts  of  Binsted 
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of  this  parish,  not  receiving  relief,  then  secured  upon  a house,  and  producing 
annually  10$.  and  it  is  added  in  a note  that  5/.  of  the  20/.  had  been  lost. 

In  the  earliest  existing  account-book  of  the  overseers  of  this  parish,  com- 
mencing in  1776,  is  an  entry  of  the  payment  of  two  sums,  amounting  together 
to  1.5$.  charity-money,  and  various  entries  of  the  payment  of  15$.  are  found 
in  subsequent  accounts  of  the  overseers  from  that  time  until  1795.  No  such 
payment  is  found  in  the  account  of  the  overseer  for  that  year,  but  in  the 
account  for  1796,  the  charity-money  is  mentioned  as  an  item,  but  a blank  is 
left  for  the  sum  paid,  and  from  that  period  no  entry  occurs  relative  to  the 
payment  of  any  sum  on  that  account. 

When  paid  the  money  appears  to  have  been  given  to  two  or  three  poor 
persons  not  receiving  relief  from  the  parish.  It  is  reported  in  the  parish  that 
the  sum  of  15/.  was  applied  towards  the  payment  of  a hue  for  the  insertion  of 
a new  life  on  a copyhold  tenement  which  has  been  for  many  years  used  as  a 
poor-house,  and  which  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  parish,  but  we  have  not  been  able 
to  obtain  any  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  having  been  so  disposed  of.

PARISH  OF  HAMBLEDON. 

Gifts  of  Binsted  and  Bettsworth. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  July  1626,  as  appears  from  a copy  thereof 
produced  to  us,  Thomas  Bettsworth,  in  consideration  of  80/.  to  be  paid  by  the 
executors  of  Richard  Binsted,  within  one  year  after  his  decease,  to  the  said 
Thomas  Bettsworth,  on  whose  behalf  security  was  given  by  the  said  Richard  to 
the  said  Thomas,  granted,  bargained,  sold  and  confi rmed  to  Henry  Perryn,  the 
said  Richard  Binsted,  Anthony  Brown,  Robert  Eyles,  John  Platt  and  Nicholas 
Forster,  and  their  heirs,  four  closes  of  land,  and  one  close  of  meadow,  contain- 
ing by  estimation  1 6 acres,  situate  in  Rogate  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  called 
Mullens,  which  had  come  to  the  said  Thomas  Bettsworth  and  his  heirs,  by  the 
will  of  Arthur  Bettsworth,  late  uncle  of  the  said  Thomas,  dated  in  1615,  upon 
trust,  as  to  one  moiety  of  the  said  lands,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Betts- 
worth, for  the  life  of  the  said  Richard,  and  for  one  year  after  his  decease  ; 
and  after  the  expiration  thereof  upon  trust,  that  the  said  Henry  Perryn  and 
others,  and  their  several  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  the  said 
Richard  Binsted,  should  for  ever  employ  the  rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  said 
moiety  in  equal  portions,  towards  the  maintenance,  relief  and  sustenance  of  two 
of  the  most  poor,  needy  and  impotent  single  or  sole  persons  of  the  parish  of 
Hambledon,  to  be  from  time  to  time  chosen  by  the  said  trustees  and  their 
heirs,  with  the  privity  of  the  tenant  for  the  time  being  of  the  dwelling-house 
late  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Richard  Binsted  in  Chidden,  and  then  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Collins  ; and  as  to  the  other  moiety,  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Thomas  Bettsworth,  for  life,  and  after  his  decease  upon  trust,  that  the  trustees 
should  employ  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  moiety  for  the  main- 
tenance, relief  and  sustenance  of  two  other  of  the  most  poor,  needy  and 
impotent  single  or  sole  persons  of  the  said  parish  of  Hambledon,  to  be  chosen 
as  aforesaid,  with  the  privity  of  the  tenant  for  the  time  being  of  the  dwelling- 
house  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Thomas  Bettsworth  in  Chidden. 

There  is  an  indorsement  under  seal  on  the  copy  from  which  this  abstract  is 
taken,  dated  23d  June  1748,  purporting  to  be  a grant  and  assignment  of  the 
trust-premises  from  Thomas  Pink  to  Henry  Kennett ; and  upon  another  copy 
of  the  same  deed  there  is  an  indorsement,  also  under  seal,  dated  7th  January 
1761,  purporting  to  be  an  assignment  from  William  Pink  to  John  Horn,  and 
his  heirs,  of  the  said  trust-premises. 

A lease  of  the  trust-property  appears  to  have  been  granted  in  1759  by 
William  Pink  and  Henry  Kennett,  described  as  being  trustees  of  the  lands 
thereby  demised  for  21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/. 

John  Horn,  mentioned  in  the  indorsement  of  1761,  survived  Henry  Kennett, 
and  was  succeeded  in  the  management  of  the  trust  by  his  nephew,  William 
Horn,  who  afterwards  gave  up  the  receipt  and  disposal  of  the  rent  of  the  above- 
mentioned  land  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish.  About  five  years  ago,  in 
consequence  of  an  application  for  a lease  being  made  by  Thomas  Petter, 
a bricklayer,  wrho  was  tenant  of  the  land,  John  Cozens  Stares,  John  Goldsmith, 

Thomas 
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Thomas  Hatch,  and  William  Horn,  son  of  the  above-mentioned  William  Horn, 
were  appointed  to  act  as  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  granting  a lease,  the  tenant 
having  offered,  upon  receiving  the  value  of  such  part  of  the  timber  on  the  land 
as  was  fit  to  be  cut,  to  build  a house  on  the  premises,  and  to  pay  a rent  of 
<251.  for  a term  of  21  years,  the  previous  rent  having  been  20/.  per  annum. 
The  lease  was  accordingly  granted,  and  the  timber  was  felled,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  persons  appointed  trustees,  and  produced  rather  more  than  60/. 
which  was  paid  over  to  the  tenant,  who  has  built  a house,  which  is  stated  to 
have  cost  him  more  than  100/. 

The  quantity  of  the  land  mentioned  in  the  deed  is  estimated  according  to 
the  customary  measure,  which  is  in  proportion  to  the  statute  measure  as  three 
to  two. 

The  tenant,  notwithstanding  his  lease,  has  latterly  paid  only  20/.  per  annum, 
which  is  stated  to  be  the  fair  annual  value  of  the  tenement.  The  land-tax, 
amounting  to  1 /.  1 s.  per  annum,  was  by  agreement  to  be  deducted  out  of  the 
rent  of  25/.  and  has  been  allowed  to  the  tenant  out  of  that  of  20/. 

Each  half-year’s  rent,  as  it  is  received  by  one  of  the  persons  appointed  to 
act  as  trustees,  is  divided  equally  amongst  four  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  who 
are  not  in  the  receipt  of  parochial  relief.  These  persons  have  been  selected  as 
vacancies  have  occurred,  at  a parish  meeting,  by  death,  and  they  continue  to 
receive  the  charity  during  their  lives,  unless  they  become  burthensome  to  the 
parish. 

The  occupiers  of  the  two  houses  mentioned  in  the  deed  have  not  for  many 
years  taken  any  share  in  the  appointment  of  the  poor  women.

PARISH  OF  FROXFIELD. 

School  including  Love’s  Gift  and  Beckford’s  Gift. 

Robert  Love , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  7th  July  1721,  gave  1,000/.  to  be 
settled  within  two  years  after  his  decease  on  four  trustees  of  some  sufficient 
inhabitants  of  Froxfield,  together  with  his  executor,  of  which  four  trustees,  the 
bishop’s  copyhold  tenant  of  Basing  for  the  time  being  should  be  one,  for  the 
founding  of  a free-school  for  ever,  of  Froxfield,  wherein  he  was  born,  for  the 
teaching  of  20  of  the  poorest  boys  in  Froxfield,  if  so  many  were  to  be  had  there, 
or  else  the  number  to  be  made  up  of  girls  of  Froxfield,  to  read  and  write  the 
English  tongue  only.  And  he  directed  that  the  trustees,  when  any  one  of  them 
should  die,  should  choose  another,  and  that  his  executor  and  his  heirs  should 
have  always  two  voices  ; that  the  trustees  should  choose  a schoolmaster  of  the 
laity,  his  will  being  that  no  person  in  holy  orders  should  be  schoolmaster;  and 
he  directed  that  the  schoolmaster  should  employ  his  whole  time  in  teaching  the 
children  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts  well,  and  instructing  them  in  the 
principles  of  religion  by  teaching  them  the  catechism  appointed  by  authority  ; 
and  that  the  master  for  any  misdemeanour,  or  ill  life,  should  be  put  out  by  the 
trustees,  but.  otherwise  should  continue,  and  that  he  should  have  2 51.  a year,  and 
that  the  surplus  of  the  money  should  be  yearly  laid  out  in  coarse  clothes  becoming 
poor  children,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees ; that  the  children  should  be 
such  whose  parents  were  not  able  to  set  them  to  school,  and  that  the  age  of 
the  children  going  to  or  taken  from  the  school  should  be  at  the  discretion  of 
the  trustees ; and  he  directed  that  if  the  place  of  his  interment  should  be  liable 
to  indecency  or  decay,  the  schoolmaster  should  be  ordered  by  the  trustees,  out 
of  the  yearly  monies  arising  from  his  benefaction  to  repair  it ; and  that  the 
schoolmaster  should  be  obliged  to  buy  coarse  clothes  for  the  children  out  of  the 
overplus  yearly,  and  give  an  account  to  the  trustees ; and  he  appointed  his 
nephew,  Richard  Love,  his  executor. 

The  present  trustees  of  this  charity  are  Francis  Love  Beckford,  esq.  whose 
father,  Francis  Beckford,  married  a Miss  Love,  Richard  Norris,  esq.  the 
bishop’s  copyhold  tenant  of  the  Basing  estate,  the  Rev.  John  Docker,  John 
Silvester,  and  William  Silvester. 

Upon  the  death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  except  the  heir  of  the  executor,  and 
the  tenant  of  Basing,  the  survivors  elect  another,  and  an  entry  of  the  election 
is  made  in  a book  belonging  to  the  charity.

School,  including 
Love’s  Gift,  and 
Beckford’s  Gift, 
continued. 


Francis  Bedford,  esq.  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  23d  April  I/67,  directed  his 
widow  and  executrix,  Susanna  Beckford,  to  pay  within  three  years  after  his 
decease,  to  the  governors  and  trustees  of  the  charity-school  at  Froxfield,  300/. 
to  be  applied  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  arising  from  the  two  gifts  before  men- 
tioned consists  of  1,844/.  16  s.  stock,  in  the  3 per  cent  consols,  which  was 
purchased,  as  appears  from  a statement  in  the  book  of  the  charity  on  the  28th 
September  1802,  and  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Francis  Love  Beckford,  esq. 
Richard  Norris,  John  Silvester,  and  William  Silvester,  producing  dividends 
amounting  to  551.  65.  10</.  per  annum. 

The  annual  sum  of  40/.  appears  from  the  accounts  to  have  been  received  as 
the  interest  of  Robert  Love’s  gift  from  1734  to  1753,  first  from  Richard 
Love,  afterwards  from  Mrs.  S.  Love,  and  then  from  Miss  Love,  who  in  1754 
paid  only  35/.  The  same  annual  sum  of  35/.  was  paid  by  Francis  Beckford, 
esq.  till  1768,  and  then  by  Mrs.  Beckford  till  1777>  in  which  year  there  was 
also  paid  60/.  for  five  years  interest  of  the  300/.  given  by  Francis  Beckford,  esq. 
at  4 per  cent.  The  annual  payments  of  351.  and  12/.  were  continued  until 
1801  inclusive. 


A schoolmaster,  who  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  occupies  a house  and  garden 
in  the  village  of  Froxfield,  which  are  supposed  to  have  been  purchased  with 
part  of  the  original  gift  of  1,000/.  The  house  is  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  charity,  and  the  schoolmaster  receives  a salary  of  30/.  a year  for  instruct- 
ing 22  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Froxfield,  who  are  also  appointed  by  the 
trustees,  and  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  church 
catechism.  The  book  of  the  charity  contains  no  mention  of  the  building  or 
purchase  of  the  school  premises,  but  it  is  probable  that  they  were  built  or  pur- 
chased about  the  year  1754,  when  the  sum  received  for  interest  was  reduced 
from  40/.  to  351.  as  charges  for  repairs  and  window-tax  appear  for  the  first  time, 
in  the  accounts  shortly  after  that  period. 

The  schoolmaster’s  salary  was  25  /.  a year  till  177^,  and  in  1777>  when  inte- 
rest was  first  received  in  respect  of  Mr.  Beckford’s  gift,  was  raised  to  30/. 

The  master  educates  other  day-scholars  besides  the  charity-boys,  and  he 
had  one  boarder  at  the  time  of  the  inquiry. 

The  residue  of  the  dividends  is  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  school-premises; 
to  a payment  of  5s.  a year  to  the  schoolmaster  for  keeping  the  monument  of 
the  testator  in  repair ; to  the  providing  fuel,  stationery  and  books  for  the  use 
of  the  school ; and  to  the  furnishing  a Bible  and  prayer-book  for  each  boy  on 
quitting  it.  In  the  account  for  1823  the  sum  of  51.  0 s.  1 %d.  is  stated  to  be 
paid  for  window  and  house-tax.  The  charge  on  this  account  for  several  years 
anterior  to  that  time  had  been  paid  by  the  schoolmaster.  A sum  of  10s.  a year 
was  formerly  allowed  for  expenses  incurred  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees, 
but  this  payment  has  been  discontinued  for  some  years. 

Out  of  the  surplus  of  the  income  remaining  after  the  above-mentioned  pay- 
ments, the  children  of  the  school  are  occasionally  clothed  when  there  is  a 
sufficient  fund  in  hand  ; each  boy  receiving  a suit  of  clothes,  a pair  of  stockings, 
and  a hat.  It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  in  the  year  1810  the  sum  of 
22/.  3s.  2 id.  was  laid  out  in  clothing  the  boys;  in  1818,  20/.,  and  in  1822, 
20/.  6s.  4 d.  * 


In  1784  the  sum  of  84/.  11s.  0±d.  was  paid  for  erecting  a new  school, 
garden-wall,  and  a woodhouse  on  the  school-premises.  The  expenses  of  repairs 
of  the  buildings  on  an  average  of  12  years,  from  1812  to  1823  inclusive, 
amounted  to  rather  more  than  14/.  per  annum. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  are  produced  to  the 
trustees  at  their  meetings,  which  are  usually  annual.  The  accounts  were  last 
audited  on  22d  of  December  1825,  when  there  was  a balance  of  62/.  Is.  7 id. 
in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  trustees,  who  acts  as  treasurer,  and  the  trustees 
then  agreed  to  allow  1 /.  per  head  for  the  purpose  of  clothing  the  22  boys  on 
the  foundation.

PARISH  OF  LISS. 

Hains’s  Gift. 

Henry  Hams,  by  his  Will,  (as  appears  from  a copy  thereof  entered  in  an 
antient  account-book  of  the  parish,)  gave  5s.  a year  to  be  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Liss,  and  their  successors,  towards  the  repairing  of 
the  said  church,  but  especially  of  the  church  porch  ; and  he  also  gave  5 s.  a 
year  to  them,  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the  use  of  poor  widows  and  fatherless 
children  of  the  said  parish.  And  he  directed  that  both  the  said  payments 
should  be  made  at  Christmas,  and  that  they  should  be  issuing  out  of  his 
dwelling-house  at  Liss  called  Farthum’s  House,  and  two  parcels  of  land  adjoin- 
ing, the  one  called  Little  Parsonage  Field,  and  the  other  the  Long  Acre,  with  a 
power  to  the  churchwardens  to  distrain  in  case  of  nonpayment. 

The  date  of  this  will  is  not  mentioned  in  the  book,  but  in  the  Parliamentary 
Returns  of  1786  the  date  of  it  is  stated  to  be  1639. 

John  Ayling,  esq.  is  the  proprietor  of  the  land  charged  with  the  payment  of 
these  two  annual  sums  of  5s.  each,  and  the  payments  are  made  by  his  tenant. 

It  has  been  supposed  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  donor  that  one  of 
the  annuities  should  be  applied  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  porch  only,  and 
when  such  repairs  have  been  necessary  the  annuity  has  been  applied  towards 
them,  but  when  not  wanted  for  that  purpose  it  has  been  distributed  with  the 
other  annuity  to  the  poor.  In  consequence  of  the  small  amount  of  the  charity 
it  has  usually  been  distributed  once  in  two  or  three  years.  An  account  of  each 
distribution  is  entered  in  the  churchwarden’s  book.  The  last  took  place  in 
1823,  when  the  sum  of  1/.  10s.,  in  respect  of  that  and  the  two  preceding  years, 
was  given  by  the  churchwarden  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  to  1 s.  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  parish. 

Mary  Cole’s  Gift. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  25th  December  1820,  and  enrolled  in  the  court  Mary  Cole’s  Gift, 
of  Chancery,  between  James  Piggott,  esq.,  eldest  son  and  heir-at-law  of  James 
Piggott,  esq.  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Lipscomb,  John  Ayling  and 
Thomas  Bridger,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  by  indenture,  bearing  date 
1st  March  1765,  between  John  Radcliffe,  esq.,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said 
James  Piggott,  deceased,  Thomas  Bradley  and  Joseph  Cowdery,  of  the  other 
part,  the  said  John  Radcliffe,  in  performance  of  the  charitable  intent  of  Mary 
Cole,  his  late  aunt,  and  in  order  to  establish  and  confirm  the  same,  granted  to 
the  said  James  Piggott,  Thomas  Bradley,  and  Joseph  Cowdery,  and  their 
heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  4/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  lands  thereinafter 
mentioned  in  the  parish  of  Eastham,  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  to  the  use  of 
the  said  John  Radcliffe  and  the  other  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  to 
dispose  of  the  same  in  placing  out  or  putting  to  school  such  of  the  children 
of  the  poor  industrious  labouring  people  of  the  parish  of  Liss,  male  or  female, 
at  such  times  as  the  said  John  Radcliffe  and  the  said  trustees  should  appoint, 
and  to  continue  or  remove  such  children  as  they  should  think  fit,  with  a 
power  to  them,  and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  or  the  heirs  of  the  sur- 
vivor, to  grant  the  said  rentcharge  at  any  time  to  other  persons  upon  the  said 
trust ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  James  Piggott,  deceased,  survived  his  co- 
trustees, and  died  leaving  the  said  James  Piggott,  (party  thereto)  his  eldest 
son  and  heir;  and  reciting,  that  the  said  John  Lipscomb,  John  Ayling,  and 
Thomas  Bridger  had  been  recommended  by  the  said  parish  of  Liss  as  fit 
persons  to  be  trustees,  the  said  James  Piggott  (party  thereto)  granted  to  the 
said  John  Lipscomb,  John  Ayling,  and  Thomas  Bridger,  and  their  heirs,  the 
said  yearly  rentcharge  of  4/.  issuing  out  of  several  closes  in  the  said  parish  of 
Eastham,  containing  by  estimation  20  acres,  and  out  of  several  parcels  of 
land  dispersed  in  the  common  fields  of  Eastham,  containing  by  estimation  32 
acres,  and  the  commons  thereunto  belonging,  and  out  of  a piece  of  coppice- 
ground  in  the  said  parish,  called  Reed’s  Coppice,  containing  by  estimation  two 
acres,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  Right  lion.  William  Huskisson,  upon  the 
trusts  expressed  in  the  deed  of  1765. 
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The  three  trustees  named  in  this  deed  are  living. 

This  rentcharge  of  4/.  is  received  by  Mr.  Thomas  Bridger,  one  of  the  trustees, 
from  James  Bennett  Freeland,  esq.  as  the  owner  of  the  lands  at  Eastham  charged 
therewith,  and  is  paid  by  him  to  the  same  schoolmaster  as  receives  the  annual 
sum  of  SI.  arising  from  Dorothea  Cole’s  gift  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Dorothea  Cole’s  Gift. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  Dorothea  Cole , by  her  Will,  in 
1725,  gave  a rentcharge  of  SI.  per  annum,  then  vested  in  Richard  Aubrey,  for 
teaching  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Liss. 

An  annual  sum  of  SI.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Robert  Blunden,  the  present 
possessor  of  six  acres  of  land  (customary  measure  of  four  and  a half  yards  to 
the  pole)  at  Rogate,  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  with  buildings  thereon,  "but  the 
above-mentioned  Returns  appear  to  be  incorrect  in  stating  it  to  be  derived  from 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Dorothea  Cole,  which  bears  date  6th  June  1723,  and  was 
proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1725.  Her  will  contains  a 
bequest  of  300/.  to  be  laid  out  within  two  years  after  her  decease,  in  app renticing 
poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Liss,  or  if  there  should  not  be  a sufficient  number 
there,  of  the  neighbouring  parishes;  and  also  a bequest  of  50/.  to  be  disposed 
of  to  objects  of  charity  in  Liss  and  the  neighbouring  parishes,  but  no  devise  of 
a rentcharge  for  teaching  poor  children. 

Mr.  Thomas  Bridger,  of  Liss,  informed  us  that  he  has  heard  that  a sum  of 
100/.  was  owing  by  the  Rev.  John  Dinham  of  Rogate,  to  Mrs.  Dorothea  Cole, 
and  that  instead  of  that  sum  being  paid,  a rentcharge  of  SI.  per  annum  was 
secured  by  the  former  out  of  the  above-mentioned  land  at  Rogate.  Mr.  Bridger 
also  stated  that  Mr.  James  Moore  (formerly  steward  to  Richard  Aubrey,  esq. 
mentioned  in  the  Returns  of  1786,  who  wras  probably  considered  a trustee,  in 
consequence  of  having  succeeded  to  an  estate  at  Liss  which  had  belonged  to 
the  Cole  family)  informed  him,  that  during  his  stewardship,  he  had  possession 
of  a deed  relating  to  this  grant,  but  that  he  did  not  know  where  it  was  to  be 
found. 

The  property  at  Rogate,  out  of  wrhich  the  annuity  is  paid,  is  usually  called 
“ Liss  Charity  Lands.”  Mr.  R.  Blunden,  the  present  possessor  of  it,  produced 
to  us  a receipt  in  the  following  form — 

“ Received,  12th  October  1790,  of  W.  Horwood,  SI.  for  a year’s  rent  for  the 
charity-lands  at  Rogate  due  Michaelmas  1790,  for  the  use  of  Richard  Aubrey, 
esquire,  “ J.  Moore” 

and  stated  that  he  had  in  his  possession  receipts  in  a form  nearly  similar  from 
the  year  1722.  This  evidence  tends  to  raise  an  inference  that  the  annual  sum 
of  3/.  was  not  originally  paid  as  a rentcharge,  but  as  a reserved  rent,  and  that 
the  land  itself,  which  with  the  buildings  thereon,  is  estimated  to  be  now  worth 
as  much  as  15/.  per  annum  was  granted  to  the  charity. 

Mr.  Blunden  states  that  he  has  held  the  property  about  five  years  in  right  of 
his  wife,  whose  great  grandfather  was  William  Horwood,  to  whom  the  above 
stated  receipt  wras  given  ; that  he  has  understood  that  the  land  was  formerly  in 
the  occupation  of  one  Panned ; that  Panned  not  thinking  the  land  worth  the 
annual  payment  of  Si.  per  annum,  gave  it  up  to  W.  Horwood,  who  converted 
part  of  the  barn  then  standing  on  the  premises  into  a cottage,  and  that  he 
(Blunden)  has  built  another  cottage  thereon. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  respecting  this 
charity,  or  the  existence  of  the  deed  by  which  it  is  supposed  to  have  been 
founded. 

This  annual  sum  of  SI.  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  Liss,  who  in  respect 
thereof,  and  of  4/.  per  annum  arising  from  Mary  Cole’s  gift  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, instructs  12  poor  children  of  that  parish,  appointed  either  by  the 
officiating  minister,  or  the  trustees  of  Mary  Cole’s  gift  in  reading  and  writing. 
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HUNDRED  OF  PORTSDOWN. 

PARISH  OF  PORCHESTER. 

Church  Lands. 

In  a copy  of  a terrier  of  the  glebe  lands  of  the  vicarage  of  Porchester, 
purporting  to  be  extracted  from  the  registry  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Winchester, 
dated  in  1728,  it  is  stated,  that  “ the  land  commonly  called  the  Church  Land, 
belonging  to  Porchester,  was  by  estimation  six  acres,  lying  in  the  common  fields 
of  Porchester  aforesaid,  and  also  two  green  lengths,  and  a small  close  of  land, 
where  was  formerly  the  vicarage-house,  containing,  by  estimation,  about  half 
an  acre.” 

An  inclosure  of  the  common  field-lands  of  this  parish  took  place  under  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  about  20  years  ago,  and  an  allotment  of 
about  six  acres  was  awarded  by  the  commissioners  to  the  churchwardens  in 
respect  of  the  above-mentioned  church-lands.  That  allotment  now  forms  one 
close,  which  is  in  the  occupation  of  James  Farrow,  under  a lease,  which  is  near 
its  expiration,  at  a good  rent  of  12/.  per  annum.  This  rent  is  received  by  the 
churchwardens,  and  is  carried  to  their  general  account  in  aid  of  the  church- 
rates. 


PARISH  OF  PORTSEA. 

Crafts’s  Gift. 

EDWARD  CRAFTS , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  ninth  June  1780,  directed 
that  his  trustees,  Samuel  Venables  and  William  Drayton,  should  sell  his  house, 
with  the  appurtenances,  and  that  after  payment  of  his  debts,  legacies  and  funeral 
expenses  (if  his  goods  did  not  produce  money  enough  for  that  purpose)  what  money 
should  remain  over,  and  what  money  should  be  due  to  him  on  mortgage,  or  in 
any  way  belonging  to  him,  at  his  death,  should  be  put  to  use,  and  that  the 
interest  which  he  had  in  Bank  stock  four  per  cents  of  1760  and  1762,  should  be 
laid  out  by  his  trustees  to  pay  for  the  schooling  of  as  many  poor  boys  as  the 
interest  would  allow  of,  to  learn  to  read  and  write,  and  arithmetic,  to  fit  them 
for  trades ; and  he  directed  that  these  boys  should  be  first  chosen  from  poor 
widows  children  ; and  if  there  should  not  be  enough  of  them,  the  number  to  be 
filled  up  with  poor  labourers  children ; and  if  not  enough  of  them,  to  be  filled 
up  *with  poor  artificers  children ; all  to  be  of  the  parish  of  Portsea,  and  not 
receiving  alms  from  it.  And  he  directed  that  the  minister,  and  commissioners 
of  St.  George’s  Chapel,  Portsea,  or  the  majority  of  them,  with  his  trustees, 
should  have  the  choosing  of  the  boys,  and  that  his  money  in  the  stocks 
before  mentioned  should  be  transferred  to  his  trustees,  that  they  might  sell  it 
out,  or  receive  the  interest  as  it  should  become  due  ; and  that,  at  the  death  or 
resignation  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  the  minister  and  commissioners  should 
choose  in  his  or  their  room  the  like  number  of  the  said  commissioners,  to  act 
as  his  trustees,  and  to  have  the  stock  transferred  into  their  names,  and  to 
receive  the  interest'  due,  and  lay  it  out  on  the  above  charity,  for  which  he 
gave  to  each  of  them  one  guinea  a year;  and  that  the  said  commissioners 
should  for  ever  choose  other  trustees  from  among  the  commissioners  in  the 
same  manner.  And  that  if  the  minister  and  commissioners  should  know  of  any 
person  that  would  contribute  to  the  said  charity,  so  as  to  be  sufficient  to  establish 
a free-school,  provided  it  should  be  for  no  other  learning  than  above  mentioned, 
he  empowered  his  trustees,  with  the  consent  of  the  minister  and  commissioners, 
to  lay  out  his  money  in  building  and  supporting  a free-school  to  continue  for 
ever  ; but  if  the  minister  and  commissioners  should  not  accept  and  undertake 
to  perform  all  things  according  to  his  will,  he  empowered  his  trustees  to  offer 
his  said  charity  to  Portsmouth  parish,  to  be  transacted  by  the  commissioners 
for  paving  the  streets,  for  poor  boys  of  that  parish,  in  the  same  manner  as  was 
before  directed  to  be  done  by  the  commissioners  of  St.  George’s  Chapel,  Portsea; 
but  if  neither  of  the  said  parishes  would  accept  of  the  charity,  and  perform  it, 
he  directed  that  the  whole  of  his  effects  which  were  designed  for  schooling 
should  be  paid  by  his  trustees  to  the  treasurer  of  the  British  Lying-in 
Hospital  for  married  women  in  Brownlow-street,  London,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  hospital. 
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On  the  9th  June  1782,  the  minister  and  commissioners  of  St.  George’s 
chapel,  unanimously  agreed  to  accept  the  said  charity ; and  they  also  agreed 
with  Mr.  William  Cox,  who  was  then  the  master  of  a school  for  boys,  which 
j had  been  established  in  1755  by  the  Portsea  Beneficial  Society,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  20  boys  of  the  description  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will,  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  the  said  William  Cox  engaging  to  find  them  in  books 
and  necessary  articles  for  that  purpose ; and  on  the  16th  of  the  same  month, 
the  minister  and  commissioners  resolved  that  no  boy  should  be  admitted  on 
this  foundation  under  seven  years  of  age,  nor  without  producing  a certificate  of 
his  being  a parishioner  of  Portsea,  and  of  his  parents  not  receiving  alms  from 
that  parish. 

It  appears  from  the  books  of  the  commissioners  that  Messrs.  Venables  and 
Drayton  at  first  acted  as  trustees  of  this  charity,  and  that  other  trustees  have 
been  from  time  to  time  appointed  from  the  commissioners.  The  present 
trustees  are  Mr.  George  Anson  Thompson  and  Mr.  William  Pearce,  who  were 
appointed  in  1822.  It  also  appears  from  a memorandum,  in  a book  containing 
the  accounts  of  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  that  the  net  amount  of  Crafts’s 
Estate  in  1783,  consisted  of  800/.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  80/.  lent  to 
Mr.  James  Collins  on  security,  and  a balance  of  1 /.  19$.  1 Ocf.  It  further  appears 
from  the  accounts,  that  in  1805,  James  Collins’s  bond  was  paid  off*  and  a sum 
of  133/.  6 s.  8 d.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities  was  purchased  in  the  names 
of  the  then  trustees,  the  cost  thereof  being  80/.  6s.  10t/. 

The  stock  thus  amounting  to  93 31.  6 s.  8 d.  three  per  cents  reduced  is  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  Messrs.  Thompson  and  Pearce  before  mentioned. 

The  trustees  decline  to  accept  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  2s.  allowed  to  them  by 
the  testator;  and  the  whole  of  the  dividends,  amounting  to  28/.  per  annum,  are 
paid  by  them  to  the  present  schoolmaster  of  the  Beneficial  Society  School, 
(subject  to  no  deduction,  except  the  occasional  expense  of  a power  of  attorney 
when  rendered  necessary  by  a change  of  trustees,)  in  respect  of  which  he 
instructs  35  boys,  appointed  in  rotation  by  the  minister  and  the  commissioners 
of  St.  George’s  chapel,  who  are  12  in  number,  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic. 

The  original  number  of  20  boys  taught  in  respect  of  this  donation  was  sub- 
sequently increased  to  26;  and  in  1822,  upon  the  introduction  of  the  Madras 
system  into  the  school,  to  the  present  number. 

The  same  schoolmaster  instructs  the  boys  appointed  in  respect  of  Vavasour’s 
and  Wilmot’s  gifts  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  other  boys  sent  by  the  members 
of  the  society,  in  pursuance  of  the  regulations  thereof,  the  total  number  of  boys 
in  the  school  being  about  200. 

There  are  13  superintendents  of  this  school,  including  the  minister  and  two 
of  the  commissioners  of  St.  George’s  chapel,  who  are  considered  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Mr.  Crafts’s  charity. 

Vavasour’s  Gift. 

Vavasour’s  Gift.  Major  Ebenezer  Vavasour,  by  his  Will,  in  1808,  gave  to  the  Portsea  Beneficial 
Society  100/.  towards  the  education  of  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Portsea. 

The  clear  produce  of  this  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  SS/.  05.  2 d. 
Navy  five  per  cents,  in  respect  of  which,  92/.  85.  2 d.  new  four  per  cent  stock, 
was  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  standing  in  the  names  of  Mr.  John  Lutrnan, 
together  with  Mr.  Peter  Stubbington  and  Mr.  Henry  Collins,  both  deceased, 
and  it  was  intended  to  transfer  the  stock  into  the  names  of  new  trustees. 

In  respect  of  this  donation  six  poor  boys,  nominated  as  vacancies  occur,  by 
the  president  and  stewards,  (the  number  having  been  increased  from  four  in 
1822,)  are  instructed  on  the  Madras  system  by  the  master  of  the  school  esta- 
blished by  the  Beneficial  Society,  but  no  specific  payment  is  made  to  him  in 
respect  of  this  donation  distinct  from  the  general  salary,  which  he  receives  from 
the  Society  as  schoolmaster,  the  dividends  of  the  stock  being  carried  to  the 
Societv’s  o-eneral  account.

Wilmot's  Gift. 

Wilmot’s  Gift.  Richard  Wilmot , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  January  1805,  bequeathed  to 
his  nephew  James  Wilmot,  his  son  James  Wilmot,  and  Elias  Glide,  whom  he 
appointed  his  executors,  500/.  on  trust  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  in 
the  public  funds,  or  on  mortgage  security,  which  sum,  with  the  interest  or 
dividends  thereof,  he  gave  as  a perpetual  fund,  from  which  20  poor  boys,  to  be 
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chosen  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  should  from  time  to  time,  for  the  space  of 
three  years,  receive  education  in  the  knowledge  of  the  English  language,  and 
in  writing,  accounts  and  navigation.  And  he  directed,  that  the  dividends 
and  interest  arising  on  the  said  sum  should  accumulate  for  the  space  of  four 
years  next  after  his  decease,  in  augmentation  thereof,  and  that  at  the  end  of 
such  four  years  his  said  trustees,  and  the  master-general  of  his  Majesty’s 
Ordnance,  the  principal  engineer  of  his  Majesty’s  works  in  Portsmouth  and 
the  island  of  Portsea,  the  commissioner  of  his  Majesty’s  dock-yard  at  Portsea, 
the  master  shipwright  of  the  said  dock-yard,  the  two  members  of  Parliament 
for  the  county  of  Southampton,  and  the  mayor  of  Portsmouth,  all  for  the 
time  being,  (whom  he  thereby  appointed  trustees  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
charitable  intentions  of  his  will,)  or  such  of  them  as  should  be  willing  to  act 
in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  therein  declared,  should  engage  with  some  com- 
petent and  skilful  person,  in  consideration  of  the  yearly  sum  of  20/.  to  be 
paid  to  him  by  half-yearly  payments  out  of  such  dividends  or  interest,  for 
the  education  of  20  poor  boys  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  also  for  the  pro- 
viding a school-room  within  the  town  of  Portsea,  and  firing  for  their  use. 
And  he  directed  his  said  trustees,  as  often  as  death,  resignation,  or  other  cause 
should  render  it  necessary,  to  engage  some  other  competent  person  as  school- 
master on  the  terms  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid ; and  that  every  poor  boy, 
chosen  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  should  receive  tuition  as  aforesaid  for  the 
space  of  three  years,  and  no  longer ; and  he  directed  that  six  of  such  boys 
should  be  taken  from  his  poor  relations,  (whom  he  desired  should  always  be 
preferred,)  and  chosen  by  his  executors  during  their  lives,  and  after  their 
decease  by  a majority  of  the  trustees  acting  under  his  will,  and  that  the 
remaining  14  boys  should  be  the  sons  of  poor  widows  resident  within  the 
parish  of  Portsea,  and  equally  nominated  by  the  trustees  acting  under  his  will; 
and  he  further  directed  that  whenever  the  number  of  20  boys  should  be  incom- 
plete, the  deficiency  should  be  supplied  within  one  calender  month  next  after 
the  same  should  happen,  by  a rotationary  choice  in  his  said  trustees,  so  that 
20  boys  might  constantly  receive  education  ; and  that  in  case  the  trustees 
wliose  right  it  should  be  to  fill  up  the  deficient  number,  should  neglect  or 
refuse  so  to  do  for  the  space  of  one  week  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
limited  for  that  purpose,  the  number  should  be  supplied  by  the  trustee  next 
in  rotation.  And  out  of  the  said  yearly  dividends  and  interest  he  gave  the 
yearly  sum  of  6/.  to  defray  the  expense  of  a dinner  for  his  trustees  and  the 
schoolmaster,  which  he  directed  should  be  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  the 
month  of  July  in  every  year;  and  he  directed  that  a sermon  suitable  to  the  oc- 
casion should  be  previously  preached  at  St.  John’s  chapel,  in  the  town  of 
Portsea,  by  the  minister  thereof,  to  whom  he  gave  out  of  such  dividends 
1 /.  1 s.  yearly  for  the  same.  And  he  gave  out  of  the  said  dividends  the  yearly 
sum  of  15  s.,  to  provide  a band  of  six  musicians  to  attend  the  trustees  and 
the  boys  to  chapel ; and  to  each  of  the  boys  the  yearly  sum  of  1 s .,  to  be 
paid  to  them  immediately  on  their  return  from  chapel.  And  he  also  gave  out 
of  such  dividends  or  interest  the  yearly  sum  of  50  s.,  which  he  directed  his 
said  trustees  to  lay  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  and  to  distribute  the  same 
among  such  poor  persons,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  shares  and  proportions, 
as  his  said  trustees  should  think  fit.  And  as  to  the  residue  of  such  dividends 
or  interest,  he  directed  his  said  trustees  from  time  tc  time  to  apply  the  same 
in  such  manner  as  they,  or  a majority  of  them,  should  in  their  discretion  think 
advisable,  in  furtherance  of  the  charitable  purposes  of  his  will,  relative  to  such 
poor  boys  and  their  education. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  payments  directed  by  the  testator  amount  to 
31/.  6s.  per  annum,  thus  exceeding  by  1/.  65.  the  full  annual  interest  at 
five  per  cent  of  his  bequest  of  500/.,  and  of  the  additional  100/.  to  which  the 
accumulation  of  interest  for  four  years  directed  by  him  would  at  the  same  rate 
amount. 

The  pecuniary  concerns  of  this  charity  appear  to  have  been  principally 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  James  Wilmot,  the  testator’s  nephew,  and  one 
of  his  executors,  from  the  time  of  the  testator’s  death  in  1805  to  the  time  of 
Mr.  James  Wilmot’s  death  in  May  1825. 

In  respect  of  the  money  belonging  to  this  charity,  we  are  informed  that  the 
following  mortgage  securities  on  various  premises  at  Portsea,  bearing  interest  at 
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five  per  cent,  were  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  James  Wilmot 
death.

and  that  the  remaining  18/.  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Wilmot,  the  son 
of  James  Wilmot,  (having  been  lent  to  him  by  his  father  without  security,)  for 
which  he  has  paid  interest  at  five  per  cent. 

Twenty  boys  appear  to  have  been  for  the  first  time  sent  for  instruction 
under  this  charity,  in  November  1810  to  the  master  of  the  school  of  the  Portsea 
beneficial  society  before  mentioned,  of  whom  ten  were  appointed  by  the  execu- 
tors of  the  donor,  and  the  remaining  ten  by  some  of  the  official  trustees. 

In  July  1821,  in  consequence  of  it  being  found  that  the  duty  on  the  legacy 
of  500/.  had  not  been  paid,  the  boys  on  this  foundation  were  withdrawn  from 
school,  and  20  boys  were  re-admitted  upon  it  in  January  1823. 

Daniel  Howard,  esq.,  who  was  mayor  of  Portsmouth  in  1822  and  1823, 
informs  us  that  during  his  mayoralty,  he,  as  one  of  the  official  trustees  spe- 
cified in  the  donor’s  will,  instituted  some  inquiries  into  the  state  of  this 
charity,  and  endeavoured  to  make  out  a debtor  and  creditor  account  between 
the  charity  and  Mr.  James  Wilmot,  who  then  produced  a statement  of  the 
sums  expended  by  him  from  1812  to  1821,  but  not  of  the  sums  received  by 
him  during  that  period ; and  alleged  that  there  had  been  a loss  of  interest  011 
some  of  the  securities,  the  amount  of  which  not  being  ascertained  no  accurate 
account  could  be  made  out. 

No  interest  appears  to  have  been  received  for  the  100/.  lent  on  mortgage  of 
the  houses  in  Bow-street,  mentioned  in  the  above  list  of  securities,  after  the 
month  of  August  1820,  but  Mr.  James  Wilmot  had  for  some  time  previous  to 
his  death,  instead  of  the  interest  of  that  100/.  received  rents  from  weekly 
tenants  inhabiting  the  house,  and  had  incurred  some  expense  in  the  repairs 
of  it. 

For  the  years  1823  and  1824  an  account  was  entered  by  Mr.  James  Wilmot, 
in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose,  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account 
of  the  charity,  of  which  the  following  is  a summary  :

Southampton.]  FOR  INQUIRING  CONCERNING  CHARITIES.  309 

No  particulars  are  given  in  this  account  explanatory  of  the  two  charges  in 
1823,  of  6/.  13^.  0 \d.  and  1/.  6s.  6d.  for  “ balances  due  to  Mr.  Wilmot  for  the 
house  in  Bow-street.”  The  surplices  for  the  boys,  the  washing  of  which  forms 
an  item  of  expenditure  in  the  account,  had  been  previously  provided  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  charity,  surplices  being  worn  at  church  by  the  other  bovs  in 
the  Beneficial  Society’s  School. 

No  anniversary  sermon  has  been  preached  at  St.  John’s  chapel,  nor  any 
dinner  provided  for  the  trustees  and  schoolmaster,  and  the  annual  surplus  of 
the  interest  beyond  the  payments  made  by  Mr.  James  Wilmot  appears  to  have 
been  retained  by  him  during  his  management.  An  anniversary  sermon  is 
however  preached  to  the  Beneficial  Society  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  at 
St.  George’s  chapel,  and  the  annual  sum  of  205.  inserted  in  the  accounts  has 
been  paid  for  the  boys  on  this  foundation,  who  on  that  day  dine  with  the  other 
boys  of  the  school. 

We  are  informed  that  an  annual  distribution  of  bread  to  the  amount  of  305. 
was  also  made  by  Mr.  James  Wilmot  during  the  time  of  his  management  of  the 
charity,  and  that  the  schoolmaster’s  salary  of  20/.  was  paid  by  him,  except 
during  the  suspension  of  the  charity  in  1821  and  1822. 

Of  the  official  trustees  specified  in  the  donor’s  will,  the  following  have  acted 
in  the  appointment  of  boys  to  be  admitted  to  the  school  upon  this  foundation, 
viz.  the  principal  engineer  at  Portsmouth,  the  commissioner  of  the  dock-yard, 
the  master  shipwright,  and  the  mayor  of  Portsmouth  for  the  time  being,  and 
vacancies,  as  they  have  occurred  in  the  number  of  boys,  have  been  filled  up  by 
them  in  rotation. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Wilmot  in  May  1825,  his  son,  Mr.  William 
Wilmot,  who  resides  at  Brighton,  requested  Mr.  Joseph  Dyke,  who  has  an 
employment  in  the  dock-yard,  to  receive  the  income  and  keep  the  accounts  of 
the  charity,  and  in  August  in  that  year  a written  authority  was  given  by  the 
official  trustees  to  the  said  Mr.  Dyke  and  Mr.  James  Titheradge,  to  receive  the 
interest  of  the  charity-fund  then  due.  In  November  1825  Mr.  Dyke  had 
received  a year’s  interest  on  the  mortgage  of  the  house  in  Trafalgar-buildings, 
9s.  for  half  a year’s  interest  on  the  sum  of  18/.  in  the  hands  of  William  Wilmot, 
and  half  a year’s  interest  on  all  the  other  mortgages,  except  that  of  the  house 
in  Bow-street.  He  had  also  received  1 /.  95.  on  account  of  the  rents  of  that  house, 
and  had  paid  10/.  for  half  a year’s  salary  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  1/.  for  the 
annual  dinner  for  the  boys  in  October. 

The  two  front  rooms  of  the  house  in  Bow-street  are  occupied  by  one  tenant, 
at  the  rent  of  15.  3d.  per  week,  and  the  two  back  rooms  at  15.  per  week,  which 
would  amount  to  6/.  15.  4c?.  per  annum,  subject  to  deductions  for  the  repairs 
of  the  house,  but  Mr.  Dyke  states,  that  from  the  poverty  of  the  tenants  it  is 
difficult  to  obtain  payment  of  these  rents.  The  house  is  small  and  in  a bad 
state  of  repair,  and  it  is  supposed  that  if  it  were  now  to  be  sold  it  would  not  pro- 
duce more  than  half  the  sum  for  which  it  is  mortgaged.  It  is  also  doubted,  in 
consequence  of  the  general  reduction  in  the  value  of  houses  at  Portsea,  since 
the  conclusion  of  the  late  war,  whether  the  full  amount  of  all  the  other  sums 
lent  on  mortgage  could  be  now  recovered. 

With  a view  to  the  establishment  of  this  charity  on  a proper  footing  Mr.  D. 
Howard,  has,  since  our  investigation,  under  an  authority  from  the  acting  official 
trustees,  applied  for  and  obtained  the  above-mentioned  mortgage  securities.  It 
appears  to  us  to  be  a proper  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  trustees,  whether 
it  may  not  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  that  as  much  of  the  mortgage-money 
as  can  be  obtained  should  be  called  in  and  placed  on  some  more  desirable 
security. 

Gifts  of  Thomas  Brewer  and  Eleanor  Brewer. 

Thomas  Brewer,  by  his  Will,  in  1666,  gave  his  purrock  of  land,  situate  at 
Buckland,  adjoining  to  the  highway  leading  from  Kingston  to  South  Sea  Castle, 
on  the  west,  and  to  the  common  field  called  Beestons  Field  on  the  east,  to  his 
son  Thomas  Brewer,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  and  for  want  of  such  issue  to 
his  wife  Eleanor  and  her  heirs,  on  condition  that  they  and  every  other  owner 
and  possessor  of  the  said  purrock  of  land  should  pay  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Portsea,  out  of  the  rent  of  the  same,  205.  a year  for  ever,  105.  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day,  and  105.  on  Good  Friday,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  owners  of  the  said  land, 
and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  ot  the  poor,  as  they  should  think  fit.  And 
he  directed  that  if  his  said  son  Thomas,  and  his  heirs,  or  the  owners  of 
Rep.  16.  R r the 
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Portsea.  the  said  purrock,  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  said  20s.  at  the  days  before 
GiftTof  mentioned,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
Thomas  Brewer  and  of  the  said  parish  to  enter  upon  the  said  purrock,  and  dispose  thereof  for  the 
Eleanor  Brewer,  best  advantage  of  the  poor. 

continued.  Eleanor  Brewer,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  15th  July  1667,  gave  to  the  poor 

of  the  parish  of  Portsea  40s.  a year,  to  be  paid  for  ever,  out  of  a close  called 
Bird’s  Close,  which  said  sum  of  40s.  she  directed  should  be  yearly  divided 
amongst  the  said  poor  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor ; and  she 
empowered  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  enter  upon  the  said  land 
in  case  her  heirs  should  refuse  to  pay  them  the  said  annual  sum. 

In  respect  of  these  two  gifts  an  annual  sum  of  3/.  is  received  by  the  church- 
wardens, on  or  about  St.  Thomas’s-day,  from  Mr.  William  Pearce,  as  the  agent 
of  the  children  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Ridge,  who  are  the  owners  of  the  lands 
situate  in  this  parish  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  annuities  of  20s.  and 
405.  and  is  applied  by  them  either  in  bread  or  coals,  which  are  distributed  in 
the  course  of  the  winter  amongst  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Portsea. 

Sheppard’s  Gift. 

Sheppard’s  Gift.  William  Sheppard,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  August  1797>  and  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  in  1798,  gave  to  his  executrix,  Susanna 
Thombes,  her  executors  and  administrators,  and  the  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  of  Portsea,  and  their  successors,  100/.  in  trust,  that  the  said  Susanna 
Thombes,  in  conjunction  with  the  churchwardens,  should  place  the  same  out  at 
interest,  on  such  good  security  as  she  should  approve  and  direct,  and  should  lay 
out  the  interest  thereof  on  Whit-Monday  in  every  year,  in  the  purchase  of 
bread,  which  should  be  distributed  amongst  such  poor  widows,  resident  in  the 
parish  of  Portsea,  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  proper. 

A mortgage-deed  was  produced  to  us  by  the  churchwardens  of  Portsea,  dated 
24th  April  1797>  from  Thomas  Colley,  to  the  said  William  Sheppard,  of  a piece 
of  land  in  a common  field  in  the  parish  of  Portsea,  called  Pest-house  Field, 
otherwise  Fountain  Field,  otherwise  East  Dock  Field,  and  lying  on  the  east 
side  of  a street  called  Clarence-street,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  and  of  a 
messuage  and  other  buildings  lately  erected  on  the  said  piece  of  land  for  the 
term  of  1000  years,  with  a proviso  for  redemption,  on  payment  of  100/. 

A note  in  the  margin  of  this  deed  states  that  it  was  assigned  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Portsea,  and  the  executrix  of  Mr.  Sheppard,  for  the  widows  benefit 
under  his  will,  and  that  the  assignment  was  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens, 
but  no  such  instrument  was  produced  to  us. 

The  interest  of  the  above-mentioned  100/.  being  51.  per  annum,  was  received 
till  1820,  by  the  churchwardens  from  Mrs.  Colley,  the  mortgagor’s  widow,  Avho 
resides  in  the  house  on  the  east  side  of  Clarence-street,  comprised  in  the 
mortgage-deed.  The  widow  being  a parishioner  of  Portsea,  and  being  old  and 
in  low  circumstances,  has  not  been  pressed  for  payment  of  the  interest  due  since 
that  time,  as  the  churchwardens  have  apprehended  that  if  the  payment  were 
enforced  she  would  be  under  the  necessity  of  applying  to  the  parish  for  relief ; 
but  notwithstanding  this  circumstance  a distribution  of  bread,  in  respect  of  the 
gift,  has  taken  place  annually  on  Whit-Monday,  the  expense  of  which  has  been 
defrayed  out  of  the  parish  funds.  Half-gallon  and  quarter-gallon  loaves  have 
been  thus  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  vestry  of  the  parish  church 
to  the  amount  of  5/.  amongst  poor  widows  of  Portsea,  appointed  by  the  church- 
wardens, and  occasionally  recommended  by  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  in  quantities 
proportioned  to  the  numbers  of  their  respective  families.  Mrs.  Thombes,  the 
executrix  of  Mr.  Sheppard,  has  been  dead  some  years. 

The  above-mentioned  mortgaged  premises  are  estimated  to  be  worth  about 
the  sum  of  100/.  as  a security  for  which  they  were  granted,  but  not  more. 
The  mode  which  has  been  adopted  of  setting  off  the  interest  of  the  mortgage- 
money  against  the  claim  which  Mrs.  Colley  might  have  upon  the  parish,  appears 
to  us  objectionable  ; and  it  is  desirable,  for  the  welfare  of  the  charity,  that 
measures  should  be  adopted  without  delay  for  recovering  the  mortgage-money, 
or  if  there  should  be  any  deficiency,  so  much  of  it  as  can  be  obtained,  and  that 
it  should  be  invested  on  some  public  security. 

Fitzherbeiit’s  Gift. 

Fitzherbert’s  Gift.  Thomas  Fitzherhert,  by  a codicil  to  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  June  1821, 
directed  that  10,000/.  stock,  in  the  four  per  cent  Bank  annuities,  which  he  had 

$ by 
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by  his  said  will,  bearing  date  8th  June  preceding,  bequeathed  to  certain 
trustees,  on  trust,  to  pay  several  life  annuities,  should  be  held  by  the  said 
trustees,  subject  to  those  annuities  ; in  trust,  that  so  much  of  the  dividends  as 
should  fall  in  by  the  determination  of  those  annuities  until  one  moiety  of  the 
dividends  should  have  fallen  in,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock  in 
the  public  funds,  to  accumulate,  and  that  then  such  moiety  of  the  dividends, 
and  the  residue  of  the  dividends  as  they  should  afterwards  from  time  to  time 
fall  in  by  the  determination  of  the  other  annuities,  should  be  applied  for  the 
benefit  of  poor  persons  of  Portsea,  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  said  codicil. 

This  charity  is  not  yet  in  operation,  and  if  it  had  been  so  it  would  not  have 
come  within  the  scope  of  our  investigation,  as  the  donor,  by  his  said  codicil, 
appointed  the  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Portsea  for  the  time  being,  or  some  curate 
thereof,  deputed  for  that  purpose  by  the  vicar  in  his  place,  and  the  officiating 
ministers  for  the  time  being  of  St.  John’s  and  St.  George’s  chapels,  in  the  town 
of  Portsea,  and  of  any  new  church  or  chapel  which  might  thereafter  be  esta- 
blished within  the  said  parish,  having  cure  of  souls,  and  the  churchwardens  for 
the  time  being  of  the  guildable  part  of  the  said  parish,  or  of  the  several 
divisions  thereof,  if  the  same  should  be  divided,  to  be  special  visitors  of  his 
charity. 


PARISH  OF  PORTSMOUTH. 

Gifts  of  Winter,  Mills,  and  others. 

Winter’s  Gift. — By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  December  1713,  (as  appears 
from  a copy  thereof  entered  in  a book  belonging  to  the  corporation  of  Ports- 
mouth, containing  copies  of  leases,)  between  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
burgesses  of  Portsmouth,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Barton,  William  Palmer, 
John  Gawler,  Samuel  Ring,  Thomas  Hamond  and  Robert  Newnham,  of  the 
other  part  ; reciting,  that  Thomas  Winter , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  28th  July 
1679,  gave  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Portsmouth,  200/.  the  principal  to 
be  improved  by  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  yearly  for  ever,  and  the  benefit 
which  it  should  make  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  that  town  on  the 
feast-day  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  ; and  reciting,  that  Ann  Winter,  the  exe- 
cutrix of  the  said  Thomas  Winter,  had  paid  the  said  legacy  of  200/.  to  the  said 
mayor  and  aldermen  ; and  reciting  an  indenture,  bearing  date  21st  September, 
3d  James  II.  whereby  Robert  Shales,  esquire,  then  mayor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  aldermen  and  burgesses,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  200/.  and  for 
securing  the  sum  of  10/.  a-year  for  the  interest  thereof,  to  be  distributed 
amongst  the  poor,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  said  will,  demised  to  Thomas 
Heather,  Thomas  Barton,  Lewis  Allen,  Thomas  Brounker,  John  Skinner  and 
Joseph  Voake,  their  executors,  &c.  all  the  wharfs  and  quays  belonging  to  the 
said  borough,  and  all  cranes,  and  other  things,  with  all  cranage,  wharfage,  &c. 
thereto  belonging,  for  a term  of  10,000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 cl. ; with 
a proviso,  that  the  indenture  should  be  void  if  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
burgesses  should  not  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  distribute  amongst  the  poor 
people  residing  in  the  said  town  the  sum  of  10/. : It  was  witnessed,  that  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  thereby  ratified  and  confirmed  the  said 
indenture,  and  declared  that  the  said  Thomas  Barton,  William  Palmer  and  the 
other  parties,  of  the  second  part,  should  be  the  persons  authorized  to  put  in 
execution  the  powers  and  authorities  mentioned  in  that  indenture,  touching  the 
creating  of  new  grantees  or  trustees  ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed,  that  when 
any  one  or  more  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  might  nominate  another, 
and  assign  the  demised  premises  accordingly. 

Mills’s  Gift.  — A book  was  produced  to  us  by  the  churchwardens  of  Ports- 
mouth, intituled  “ The  Churchwardens  Book  of  Charitable  Gifts,  from  1711,” 
at  the  close  of  which  is  entered  a statement,  intituled  “ An  Account  of  the 
Monies  given  since  the  year  1660,  that  the  yearly  interest  might  help  maintain 
the  poor  of  Portsmouth,”  and  amongst  the  donations  it  is  mentioned,  that 
Mr.  Thomas  Mills,  gave  the  lease  of  a house  to  the  poor,  with  a power  to  sell, 
and  that  it  was  sold,  for  100/.  which  was  in  the  hands  of  the  mayor  and  aider- 
men,  who  had  given  their  common  seal  to  make  it  good. 

Timbrell’s  Gift.- — In  the  same  “ Account”  it  is  stated,  that  John  Timhrell 
gave  50/.  to  the  poor,  and  left  Mr.  Thomas  Mills  and  Mr.  Nicholas  Hedger  his 
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executors  ; that  Mr.  Hedger  surviving,  took  the  money  into  his  hands,  and  that 
his  executors  therefore  stood  charged  with  it. 

A memorandum  in  the  book,  which  appears  to  have  been  made  in  1720, 
states,  that  Mr.  Timbrell’s  501.  was  then  in  the  hands  of  Captain  Beverley,  at 
Wickham,  and  the  churchwardens  appear  to  have  received  and  distributed 
2 /.  10.s.  as  the  interest  of  it  from  1719  to  1730  ; the  payment  in  the  latter  year 
being  made  by  Mrs.  A.  Beverley,  after  which  time  no  trace  of  this  charity  is  found. 

Brandon’s  Gift. — William  Brandon , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  28th  December 
1700,  (as  appears  from  an  extract  thereof  in  the  above-mentioned  churchwardens 
book  of  charitable  gifts,)  gave  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Portsmouth,  and 
their  successors,  200/.  to  be  by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  put  out  to 
interest,  and  directed  that  the  interest  thereby  yearly  accruing  should  be  by 
them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  distributed  among  poor 
and  indigent  persons  that  should  live  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Portsmouth, 
and  should  not  be  maintained  at  the  parish  charge. 

We  find  from  various  memorandums  entered  in  the  same  book,  from  time  to 
time,  that  an  annual  sum  of  10/.  had  been  received  in  respect  of  the  interest  of 
Brandon’s  gift,  and  that  the  payment  of  it  had  ceased  three  years  before  the 
period  at  which  the  book  commences  ; but  it  does  not  appear  from  whom  such 
interest  had  been  received,  nor  what  was  the  cause  of  its  cessation.  The 
mayor  and  aldermen  were  the  intended  trustees  of  this  donor’s  legacy,  but  there 
is  no  evidence  of  its  having  come  into  their  hands,  and  we  have  not  been  able 
to  obtain  any  further  information  respecting  this  charity. 

Mounsher’s  Gift. — In  the  same  “ Account”  it  is  stated,  that  John  Mounsher 
gave  100/.  to  the  poor,  and  left  Mr.  John  Vining,  Charles  Bissell  and  Samuel 
Henty,  his  executors,  in  whose  hands  the  money  then  remained. 

A memorandum,  which  appears  to  have  been  made  in  1720,  states  Mr.  Moun- 
sher’s will  to  have  been  dated  in  1702,  and  that  his  gift  consisted  of  51.  per 
annum  for  poor  widows  of  Portsmouth  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish,  then 
paid  by  his  son,  and  it  is  added  that  the  principal  sum  was  in  the  hands  of  his  son. 

It  appears  from  the  same  book  that  51.  as  the  interest  of  this  gift,  was  received 
by  the  churchwardens  in  1712  from  Mr.  Bissell.  In  1711,  it  is  mentioned  as 
having  been  received  from  Mr.  Mayor ; but  as  it  has  been  ascertained  that 
Mr.  Bissell  held  the  office  of  mayor  in  that  year,  it  seems  probable  that  it  was 
paid  by  him,  as  Mr.  Mounsher’s  executor,  and  not  in  his  official  character  of 
mayor.  The  same  interest  continued  to  be  paid  on  this  sum  (but  it  does  not 
appear  by  whom)  and  distributed  to  the  poor  until  I76I,  when  it  ceased  ; and 
we  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  further  trace  of  the  charity,  or  to  ascertain 
in  what  way  the  principal  sum  was  disposed  of  subsequently  to  1720. 

Peck’s  Gift. — In  the  same  “ Account,”  it  is  stated  that  there  was  given  by 
Mr.  Peck,  of  the  Man  in  the  Moon,  to  be  paid  yearly,  1 /. 

A memorandum  in  the  book  in  1723  states  that  “ Mr.  Peck’s  gift  of  20s.  per 
annum  was  paid  out  of  the  Man  in  the  Moon  until  the  21st  December  1717> 
and  that  then  it  ceased  on  the  will.”  It  seems  probable,  therefore,  that  the 
donation  consisted  of  an  annuity  for  a term  of  years,  which  expired  in  1717* 
A purchase-deed  of  the  public-house  called  the  Man  in  the  Moon,  dated  in 
1748,  was  produced  to  us,  but  it  contains  no  statement  of  any  such  charge  as 
the  above-mentioned  annuity,  and  the  name  of  Peck  is  not  mentioned  in  the  deed. 

The  above-mentioned  book  produced  by  the  churchwardens  contains  alpha- 
betical lists  of  the  poor  persons  to  whom  the  charities  were  distributed  from 
1711  to  1732  ; and  the  following  statement  appears  therein  of  the  sums  received 
in  1711  and  the  two  following  years,  the  amount  of  which  was  distributed  to  the 
poor,  partly  in  money  and  partly  in  bread : —

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Sir  John  Gibson’s  gift,  mentioned  in  the  distribution  of  1/11,  was  probably 
a sum  given  for  immediate  distribution,  as  it  does  not  appear  in  the  accounts 
subsequently  to  that  year.  The  annual  distribution  of  21/.  per  annum,  arising 
from  the  gifts  mentioned  in  the  account  of  1712,  was  continued  till  1717  ; but 
in  the  following  year  the  amount  was  only  20 1.  in  consequence  of  the  payment 
of  1 /.  from  the  public-house  called  the  Man  in  the  Moon  having  ceased. 

In  1719  the  distribution  wras  increased,  by  the  interest  of  Timbrell’s  gift,  to 
22/.  10-s.  which  was  continued,  with  the  addition  of  some  occasional  gifts,  till 
1730.  The  accounts  for  1731  and  1732  are  in  part  entered,  but  are  left  imperfect. 

Two  other  books  were  produced  to  us  by  the  corporation,  containing  similar 
statements  of  the  annual  distributions  to  the  poor,  with  alphabetical  lists  of  the 
persons  partaking  of  the  charitable  gifts  from  1734  to  the  present  time,  from 
which  it  appears  that  the  annual  sums  of  10/.  as  arising  from  Winter’s  gift,  and 
51.  from  Mills’s  gift,  have  been  constantly  distributed  by  the  corporation  ; and 
the  chamberlain’s  accounts,  which  have  been  produced  to  us  for  nearly  the  whole 
of  that  period,  show  that  the  same  annual  amount,  and  no  more,  has  been 
charged  by  that  officer  to  the  corporation  amongst  his  disbursements.  The 
interest  therefore  of  Mounsher’s  gift,  which,  as  we  have  already  stated,  was 
distributed  until  1761  with  that  of  Winter’s  and  Mills’s  gifts,  must,  vre  appre- 
hend, have  been  received  from  some  other  quarter. 

The  present  mode  of  distribution  is,  that  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  the  chamber- 
lain  and  the  churchwardens  attend  at  the  old  town-hall,  where  the  poor  assemble. 
The  names  of  the  persons  in  the  list  of  the  preceding  year  are  then  called  over, 
and  such  of  them  as  appear  receive  a portion  of  the  charity,  and  the  surplus  is 
distributed  either  amongst  other  poor  persons,  who  are  added  to  the  list  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  churchwardens,  or  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ports- 
mouth, or  amongst  those  who  have  already  received  a share.  The  persons  par- 
taking of  the  charity  are  of  the  poorest  class  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of 
Portsmouth,  which  includes  the  whole  of  the  parish  of  Portsmouth,  and  part 
of  the  parish  of  Portsea,  the  latter  being  called  the  liberty-part  of  the  parish  of 
Portsea.  Tire  sums  thus  given  usually  vary  from  about  Is.  to  3s. 

West’s  Gift. — Charles  West,  of  Westerham,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  barber, 
by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  December  1765,  gave  to  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Ports- 
mouth, and  four  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  that  parish,  to  be  nominated  and 
chosen  at  a public  vestry,  to  be  called  and  held  for  that  purpose,  and  to  their 
successors  and  assigns,  100/.  old  South-Sea  annuities,  on  trust,  to  pay  and  apply 
one  half  of  the  interest  and  proceeds  thereof  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish,  and  yearly  at  Christmas  to  pay  and  distribute  the  other  half 
thereof  unto  30  poor  housekeepers  living  and  residing  within  the  town  part  of 
the  parish  of  Portsmouth  aforesaid  not  receiving  relief  of  the  said  parish. 

At  a vestry  held  in  the  parish  of  Portsmouth  on  2d  March  17&7,  Messrs. 
James  Norris,  Samuel  Ballard,  Elias  Arnaud,  and  Thomas  Bartlett,  four  of  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Portsmouth,  were  appointed  trustees 
of  this  charity. 

Mr.  Elias  Arnaud,  one  of  the  trustees  thus  appointed,  is  still  living,  but 
having  for  several  years  ceased  to  reside  at  Portsmouth  he  has  remitted  to 
his  son  Mr.  Elias  Bruce  Arnaud,  residing  there,  31.  per  annum,  being  the 
amount  of  the  dividends  of  the  South  Sea  stock,  by  whom  the  same  has  been 
distributed  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  small  sums  amongst  poor  persons  of 
the  parish  attending  at  his  house  for  that  purpose. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigation  (October  1825)  an  arrangement  was  about 
to  be  made,  by  which  the  dividends  were  to  be  in  future  received  by  the  vicar, 
and  distributed  by  him,  together  with  the  parish  officers  and  four  inhabitants  of 
the  parish,  to  be  newly  appointed  in  the  manner  directed  by  this  donor’s  will. 

Pike’s  Gift. — William  Pike,  esquire,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  25th  October 
1774,  gave  to  Sir  John  Carter,  knight,  250/.  on  trust,  that  he  and  his  executors 
and  administrators  should  yearly  for  ever,  pay  the  interest  thereof  on  the  feast 
of  St.  Thomas  the  apostle,  to  such  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Portsmouth 
not  receiving  alms  of  the  said  parish  as  he  or  they  should  think  proper. 

By  a codicil  to  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th  January  1777,  the  said  testator^ 
gave  to  the  said  Sir  John  Carter  50/.  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  sum  ot 
250/.  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  applied  for 
the  purposes  expressed  in  the  said  will  concerning  the  said  sum  of  250/. 
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We  are  informed  that  the  above-mentioned  two  legacies,  amounting  together 
to  300/.  were  shortly  after  the  testator’s  death  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  400/. 
South  Sea  annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  John  Carter  and  Edward 
Carter,  esquires,  two  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Sir  John  Carter. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  12/.  per  annum,  are  received  by  Mr.  Edward 
Carter,  and  are  distributed  by  him  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  sums  usually 
varying  from  about  Js,  6d.  to  2/.  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Ports- 
mouth, who  are  not  in  the  receipt  of  constant  parochial  relief. 

An  account  is  kept  by  Mr.  Edward  Carter  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements 
in  respect  of  the  charity. 

Gifts  to  the  Poor  of  the  Dissenting  Meeting-house  in  High-street. 


It  appears  from  a declaration  of  trust,  bearing  date  30th  January  1748,  made 
by  John  Carter  to  John  Norman,  Minister,  and  John  Franklin  and  others,  trus- 
tees of  the  protestant  dissenting  meeting-house  in  Portsmouth,  that  there  was 
at  that  time  a sum  of  150/.  stock  in  the  old  South  Sea  annuities,  standing  in 
the  name  of  the  said  John  Carter,  the  dividends  of  which  it  was  thereby 
declared  should  be  paid  to  the  said  John  Norman,  as  long  as  he  should  con- 
tinue minister  of  the  said  congregation,  and  that  afterwards  two  thirds  thereof 
should  be  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  said  congregation,  and  the  remaining 
third  part  to  such  poor  of  the  said  dissenting  congregation,  in  such  parts  and 
proportions,  manner  and  form,  as  the  trustees  or  managers  of  the  said  congre- 
gation should  see  fit,  direct  or  appoint. 

It  appears  from  a subsequent  deed  that  this  150/.  stock  was  afterwards  sold, 
and  produced  155/.,  which  was  laid  out  with  other  monies  belonging  to  the 
congregation,  on  mortgage.  The  mortgage  was  paid  off  in  1779,  and  in  that 
year  the  sum  of  300/.  stock,  in  the  new  South  Sea  annuities,  was  purchased  for 
182/.  12^.  6d.  which  appears  to  have  been  made  up  as  follows  :

A sum  mentioned  first  in  the  accounts  of  1763,  as  " Money  found  of  Agnes 
Perry,”  which  appears  to  have  been  paid  in  1779,  by  the  executors  of  Mr. 
William  Pike,  in  whose  hands  it  had  remained  at  interest,  from  1763 
The  residue  arose  from  accumulations  of  this  fund,  and  from  collections  for 
the  poor,  at  the  meeting-house  -------

In  1788  a further  sum  of  150/.  stock  was  purchased,  with  a legacy  of  Mr. 
Cdllis,  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  congregation  of  the  meeting-house 
in  High-street,  making  in  the  whole  450/.  stock,  which  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  was  standing  in  the  names  of  Sir  Henry  White,  knight,  deceased, 
T.  A.  Carter,  esquire,  deceased,  and  James  Carter,  esquire.  The  dividends, 
amounting  to  13/.  105.  per  annum,  have  been  received  by  Mr.  James  Carter, 
and  paid  over  to  the  minister  of  the  congregation,  by  whom  a distribution  has 
been  made  quarterly  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  congregation,  and  an  account 
has  been  kept  by  the  minister  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  dividends 
which  appears  to  have  been  last  audited  in  1818.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry 
there  was  a balance  of  47/.  I85.  in  his  hands,  but  we  have  been  informed  that 
an  additional  purchase  has  since  been  made  of  50/.  new  South  Sea  annuities, 
and  that  the  whole  stock  has  been  transferred  into  the  names  of  new 
trustees. 

Almshouse. 

Almshouse.  There  is  an  almshouse  in  Penny-street,  Portsmouth,  consisting  of  four  rooms 
above  and  four  below,  with  small  gardens  behind,  inhabited  by  old  persons 
(usually  widows)  appointed  as  vacancies  occur  by  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens. It  is  not  known  when  this  almshouse  was  built,  nor  that  there  ever 
was  any  endowment  belonging  to  it.  It  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  churchwardens 
out  of  the  church-rate,  and  each  of  the  occupants  receives  a quarter  of  a 
chaldron  of  coals  in  the  winter,  from  the  churchwardens,  and  2s.  a week  from 
the  overseers  out  of  the  poors  rates. 


There  is  a grammar-school  at  Portsmouth,  but  as  the  dean  and  chapter  of 
Christchurch,  Oxford,  are  the  trustees  of  it,  it  is  not  within  the  scope  of  our 
investigation. 
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PARISH  OF  SOUTHWICK. 


Waite’s  Gift. 

Honor  Waite,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  14th  March  1599,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  this  parish  20s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  manor  of  Denmead  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  thereof,  and  to  be  distributed  by  them  amongst 
the  aged,  sick,  and  needy  poor  people  of  honest  conversation,  with  a power  to 
her  heirs,  or  to  such  persons  as  should  enjoy  the  said  manor,  to  call  the  said 
churchwardens  and  overseers  to  account  for  such  distribution,  and  to  admonish 
them  if  they  found  any  abuse  therein  ; and  also  a power  of  distress  granted  to 
such  churchwardens  and  overseers,  or  one  of  them,  in  case  such  annuity 
should  be  unpaid. 

This  annual  sum  of  1 1.  is  received  about  Lady-day,  yearly,  from  Mrs.  Kennett, 
proprietor  of  a farm  in  the  tything  of  Denmead,  and  in  the  parish  of  Hambledon, 
and  is  equally  divided  amongst  all  the  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Southwick.

PARISH  OF  WYMERING. 


Waite’s  Almshouse,  and  Gift  to  the  poor. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  7th  June  1600,  as  appears  from  a copy  thereof, 
entered  in  the  parish-register  of  Wymering,  between  Honor  Waite,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Richard  Ernley,  John  White,  William  Uvedell,  Richard  Browning, 
and  Thomas  Henslawe,  esquires,  the  vicar  of  Wymering  which  then  was,  and 
the  vicar  which  for  the  time  thereafter  should  be,  John  Hooker,  Richard 
Waters,  David  Snier,  Philip  Knight,  Robert  Sheres,  and  John  Bennett,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  Honor  Waite  had  by  writing  indented,  bear- 
ing date  the  day  and  year  above  mentioned,  granted  to  the  said  Richard 
Ernley  and  others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  being  near  neighbours  to  the 
place  where  she  had  settled  a poor-house  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  four 
poor,  sole,  honest  women  in  Cosham,  within  the  parish  of  Wymering,  her  lease 
of  the  messuage,  orchard,  garden,  and  building,  in  Cosham,  granted  to  her  by 
William  Crossweller,  in  36th  Elizabeth,  for  a term  of  5,000  years ; and  all  her 
interest  in  the  said  premises,  and  a yearly  rent  of  6s.  8 d.  to  be  paid  out  of  a 
garden  in  Cosham,  called  Stakes  Garden,  containing  one  acre,  and  a yearly 
rent  of  6/.  to  be  paid  out  of  her  manor  of  Denmead,  in  Hambledon,  in  the 
county  of  Southampton,  and  the  lands  to  the  said  manor  belonging ; It  was 
witnessed,  that  the  intent  of  the  said  deed  of  the  said  Honor  Waite  was,  that 
the  said  messuage,  orchard,  and  garden,  should  for  ever  remain  a dwelling- 
house  for  four  poor  sole  women  of  good  life  and  conversation ; and  that  the 
four  women  already  placed  in  the  same  should  continue  there  during  their 
lives,  if  they  should  commit  no  act  whereby  they  should  deserve  to  be  mis- 
placed ; and  that  after  the  death  or  misplacing  of  any  of  them,  the  said  trus- 
tees, or  any  three  of  them,  whereof  the  vicar  of  Wymering  should  be  one, 
should  place  another  poor  sole  woman  into  the  place  that  should  be  void,  such 
woman  being  always  of  the  parish  of  Wymering,  having  made  her  abode  within 
that  parish  for  seven  years ; and  that  if  there  should  be  none  in  Wymering 
parish  to  supply  the  place,  it  should  be  supplied  out  of  the  parish  of  Wickham 
with  such  woman  as  aforesaid,  provided  that  the  number  of  women  should  not 
exceed  four,  and  that  each  of  them  should  have  a separate  room  to  herself  with 
a garden,  and  that  the  yearly  rent  of  6 s.  8 d.  payable  out  of  Stakes  Garden, 
should  be  kept  in  store  in  the  chest  of  Wymering  church,  to  be  employed 
about  the  repairing  of  the  said  house,  and  such  uses  in  charity,  as  by  the  trus- 
tees should  be  thought  most  meet ; and  that  each  of  the  poor  women  of  the 
said  house  should  receive  of  the  said  annuity  of  6/.  paid  out  of  the  manor  of 
Denmead,  305.  to  be  paid  to  them  by  the  said  trustees.  And  the  said  Honor 
Waite  empowered  the  trustees  to  visit  the  said  poor-house  and  examine  the 
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poor  women,  and  if  need  required,  and  their  offences  should  deserve  it,  to  dis- 
place them  and  put  others  in  their  room,  and  to  order  and  govern  in  all  things 
according  to  the  rules  and  directions  expressed  in  a schedule  thereunto 
annexed,  appointed  by  the  said  Honor  Waite. 

The  Schedule  referred  to  in  the  deed  contains  various  directions  for  the 
government  of  the  almshouse,  amongst  which  it  is  ordered  that  no  woman 
should  be  admitted  into  the  house  under  the  age  of  threescore,  and  that  when 
six  of  the  trustees  should  die  the  others  should  supply  their  vacansies  with  men 
of  credit. 

The  said  Honor  Waite,  by  her  Will,  made  prior  to  the  above-mentioned  deed, 
bearing  date  14th  March  1599,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Can- 
terbury in  December  l600,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Wymering,  20s. 
yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of  her  manor  of  Denmead,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of'  the  same  parish,  to  be  distributed  by  them  amongst  the  aged,  im- 
potent, needy  and  sick  poor  people  of  honest  conversation ; and  she  directed 
that  it  should  be  lawful  for  her  heirs,  or  such  persons  as  should  enjoy  the  said 
manor  after  her  death,  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleasure,  to  call  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  to  account,  for  the  distribution  of  her 
said  charity,  and  if  they  found  any  abuse  therein  to  admonish  them  to  distribute 
the  same  according  to  her  intent;  and  she  gave  to  the  four  poor  women,  by  her 
appointed  to  dwell  in  her  almshouse  at  Cosham,  and  to  such  other  four  poor 
people  of  virtuous  conversation  as  should  from  time  to  time  succeed  them  in  the 
said  almshouse,  G/.  yearly,  viz.  30s.  each  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  her  manor 
and  lands  at  Denmead,  by  the  direction  of  such  persons  as  she  should  appoint 
by  deed  ; and  she  directed,  that  if  the  said  yearly  payments  should  be  behind, 
any  churchwarden  or  overseer  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  poor  people  of  the 
said  almshouse,  or  any  one  of  them,  and  any  of  her  trustees  might  distrain  for 
the  same  upon  her  said  manor  and  lands. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  renewal  of  the  trustees  named  in  the 
foundation-deed  of  this  almshouse,  and  we  are  informed  that  the  vicar  has  for 
many  years  been  considered  the  sole  trustee. 

The  original  almshouse  consisted  of  a small  thatched  building,  containing  two 
rooms  above  and  two  below,  situate  in  a garden  containing  less  than  half  an 
acre.  In  1817,  it  was  accidentally  destroyed  by  fire,  and  was  rebuilt  by  sub- 
scription. It  now  consists  of  four  rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  inhabited  by  four 
poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Wymering,  placed  there  as  vacancies  occur  by 
the  Rev.  James  Henville,  the  curate  of  this  parish,  on  behalf  of  the  vicar,  who 
is  not  resident.  The  garden  is  allotted  amongst  the  poor  women. 

The  annual  rent  of  6 s.  8 d.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Richard  Pittis,  the  owner  of  a small 
meadow  adjoining  the  almshouse-garden,  and  is,  together  with  the  annual  sum 
of  1 /.  arising  from  the  Rev.  John  Taylor’s  gift  hereinafter  mentioned,  reserved 
as  a fund  for  repairs  by  Mr.  Henville,  who  had  at  the  time  of  our  investigation 
(October  1825),  about  81.  in  his  hands,  which  he  proposed  to  allow  to  accumulate 
till  it  should  be  sufficient  to  build  a wall  as  a fence  round  the  almshouse  pre- 
mises. A sum  of  51.  was  applied  from  this  fund  in  aid  of  the  subscription  for 
rebuilding  the  almshouse. 

The  rent  of  61.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Kennett,  the  owner  of  an  estate  at  Denmead, 
in  the  parish  of  Hambledon,  and  is  divided  in  equal  shares  amongst  the  alms- 
women,  either  by  the  curate,  or  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish. 

The  annuity  of  20s.  given  by  Mrs.  Waite’s  will,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
was,  about  20  years  ago,  when  Air.  Henville  first  came  to  reside  here,  consider- 
ably in  arrear,  but  he  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  payment  of  a part  of  the 
arrears,  and  the  annuity  is  now  paid  by  Mrs.  Kennett. 

This  annual  sum  is  distributed  by  Mr.  Henville,  usually  in  half-crowns,  about 
Christmas,  amongst  the  poorest  families  in  the  parish. 

Taylor’s  Gift. 

By  Deed,  bearing  date  6th  March  1771,  as  appears  by  a copy  thereof  entered 
in  the  parish  register,  reciting  that  John  Taylor,  clerk,  vicar  of  Wymering, 
and  rector  of  Widley,  had  thought  fit  to  give  100/.  three  per  cent  consols,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  said  two  parishes,  and  for  the  purposes  thereinafter  declared, 
and  that  to  that  end  he  had  purchased  the  said  sum  of  100/.  three  per  cent 
consols,  in  the  names  of  himself  and  of  Rice  Price,  clerk,  vicar  of  Portsea,  the 
said  John  Taylor  and  Rice  Price  declared  that  the  said  stock  was  purcha  sed 

with 
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with  the  money  of  the  said  John  Taylor,  to  the  intent  that  the  interest  thereof 
should  be  expended  annually  by  the  said  John  Taylor,  as  minister  of  the  said 
several  parishes,  for  his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  by  his  successors  for  the  time 
being  vicars  and  rectors  of  the  same  parishes,  in  the  following  manner ; viz. 
91.  part  thereof,  in  purchasing  Bibles,  Testaments,  Common  Prayer  Books,  Ex- 
positions on  the  Church  Cathecism,  Treatises  on  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  other 
pious  books,  to  be  distributed  yearly  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parishes  respectively,  as  the  said  John  Taylor,  and  his  successors  ministers 
thereof,  should  think  most  proper,  until  the  poor  of  the  said  parishes  should  be 
sufficiently  provided  with  such  books,  and  if  at  any  time  thereafter  the  said 
John  Taylor,  or  his  successors  for  the  time  being,  should  think  that  that  end 
was  fully  answered,  then  to  the  intent  that  he  or  they  might  be  at  liberty  to 
dispose  of  the  said  91.  annually,  towards  the  instructing  such  poor  children  of 
the  said  respective  parishes,  to  read  and  write,  as  the  said  John  Taylor  during 
his  life,  or  his  successors,  should  at  their  discretion  make  choice  of,  and  to  the 
intent  that  the  residue  of  the  said  interest  should  be  annually  applied  by  the 
said  John  Taylor,  and  his  successors  for  ever,  towards  repairing  the  almshouse 
at  Wymering,  as  often  as  need  should  require,  and  at  other  times  when  there 
should  be  no  need  of  such  repairs  towards  the  relief  and  support  of  the  four 
widows  belonging  to  the  same  in  like  manner,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister 
for  the  time  being  for  ever. 

The  above-mentioned  100/.  three  per  cent  stock,  now  stands  in  the  name  of 
the  Rev.  Henry  Sissmore,  vicar  of  this  parish,  and  rector  of  Widley,  and  the 
dividends  are  transmitted  annually  by  him  to  the  Rev.  James  Henville,  the 
curate,  who  usually  pays  thereout  91.  to  a schoolmaster  residing  at  Cosham, 
a hamlet,  part  of  which  is  situate  in  each  of  the  said  parishes,  for  teaching  poor 
children  thereof,  at  a school  conducted  on  the  Madras  system  ; but  a portion  of 
that  sum  has  been  occasionally  laid  out  by  Mr.  Henville,  in  the  purchase  of 
Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  The  application  of  the 
residue  of  the  dividends,  amounting  annually  to  1 /.  has  been  stated  in  the  above 
account  of  Waite’s  almshouse. 

Soaper’s  Gift. 

John  Soaper,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  December  1818,  gave  100/.  four 
per  cent  Bank  annuities,  to  the  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Wymering,  and  his  suc- 
cessors, upon  trust,  that  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the 
time  being  should  expend  the  dividends  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  fuel,  and 
distribute  the  same  amongst  the  four  poor  widows  in  Mrs.  Waite’s  almshouse. 

The  above-mentioned  100/.  stock  now  reduced  to  3'j  per  cent,  stands  in  the 
name  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Sissmore,  the  vicar,  the  legacy-duty  having  been  paid 
by  the  parishioners  of  Wymering.  The  dividends  are  received  by  Mr.  Sissmore, 
and  transmitted  to  Mr.  Henville,  by  whom  they  are  expended  in  coals,  which 
are  equally  divided  amongst  the  four  poor  widows  residing  in  Waite’s  alms- 
house.

PARISH  OF  HEADLEY. 

Holme’s  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  July  1755,  and  enrolled  in  the  court  of 
Chancery,  between  the  Rev.  George  Holme , D.  D.  rector  of  the  parish  of 
Headley,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Browne,  D.D.  and  seven  others, 
of  the  other  part,  after  stating  that  the  said  George  Holme,  for  the  good  of  the 
the  said  parish,  and  for  promoting  the  education  of  young  persons  of  both 
sexes  therein,  but  more  particularly  of  children  of  poor  parents,  had  for  some 
time  past  instituted  a charity-school  in  the  said  parish,  for  instructing  12  poor 
children  of  either  sex  of  the  said  parish,  or  in  case  of  a deficiency  of  such 
children  therein,  of  poor  children  of  the  parishes  of  Bramshott  and  Kingsley, 
in  the  county  of  Hants,  in  such  principles  of  learning  and  knowledge  as  were 
most  proper  for  such  young  persons,  viz.  the  boys  in  reading,  writing,  and 
common  arithmetic,  and  the  girls  in  sewing  and  knitting  in  addition,  and  had 
appointed  Nathaniel  Bayley  to  be  schoolmaster  to  teach  the  boys,  who  was  also 
to  provide  a proper  person  to  instruct  the  girls  in  sewdng  and  knitting ; and  that 
the  said  George  Holme  had  up  to  that  time  made  a proper  provision  for  the 
said  schoolmaster,  and  was  desirous  to  have  the  said  school,  and  a competent 
Rep.  16.  S s allowance 
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allowance  to  the  master  thereof  for  the  time  being,  continued  for  ever,  and  to 
settle  a sufficient  fund  for  that  purpose  ; it  was  declared  to  be  the  intent  of  the 
said  George  Holme,  and  of  the  other  parties  to  the  said  deed,  that  the  said 
charity-school  should  have  continuance  for  ever,  and  that  it  should  consist  of 
a master  and  any  number  of  children  of  either  sex,  of  whom  only  twelve  that 
should  be  born  of  poor  parents  should  be  taught  upon  the  charity  intended  to 
be  established  ; and  that  the  said  school  should  be  called  Headley  Charity 
School,  and  that  the  said  Nathaniel  Bayley  should  be  first  master  thereof ; and 
that  he  and  his  successors  should  continue  in  the  office  of  master  until  their 
respective  deaths,  or  until  they  should  resign  or  be  removed  from  the  said 
office,  and  that  such  resignation  might  be  made  by  note  in  writing  under  the 
master’s  hand,  to  be  delivered  to  the  rectors  of  Bramshott  and  Greatham,  and 
the  vicar  of  Selbourne,  during  the  life  of  the  said  George  Holme,  and  afterwards 
to  the  rector  of  Headley  only ; and  that  after  the  death  of  the  said  George 
Holme,  the  rector  of  Headley  for  the  time  being  should,  at  his  discretion, 
remove  every  master  by  a note  in  writing  under  his  hand,  signifying  such 
removal,  and  by  delivering  the  same  to  such  master,  or  leaving  it  at  the  school- 
room, or  at  his  dwelling-house  in  the  presence  of  one  witness,  provided  that  in 
every  such  note  such  rector  should  specify  the  cause  of  such  removal,  and 
before  he  proceeded  to  such  removal  should  admonish  the  said  master  twice 
before  a witness  to  correct  his  fault ; provided  also,  that  the  master,  if  he  should 
think  himself  aggrieved  by  the  said  removal,  might  within  two  months  appeal 
to  the  rectors  of  Bramshott  and  Greatham,  and  the  vicar  of  Selbourne,  who, 
or  any  two  of  whom,  should  meet  in  the  school-room,  or  at  some  convenient 
place  in  the  said  parish  of  Headley,  and  examine  whether  there  was  sufficient 
cause  for  removing  the  said  master  or  not,  and  confirm  or  annul,  at  their  discre- 
tion, such  act  of  removal ; and  it  was  further  declared,  that  every  new  master 
should  after  the  death  of  the  said  George  Holme  be  appointed  by  the  rector 
of  Headley  for  the  time  being,  by  writing  under  his  hand ; and  that  the 
children  to  be  taught  in  the  said  school  should  also  be  appointed  by  the  said 
rector  of  Headley  for  the  time  being  ; that  their  number  should  not  exceed  12  ; 
that  they  should  be  either  male  or  female,  and  should  be  instructed  as  before- 
mentioned  ; that  the  master  should  procure  a proper  person  to  teach  the  girls 
to  sew  and  knit ; that  a preference  should  be  given  to  the  children  of  the  poor 
of  Headley,  and  that  a deficiency  in  the  number  of  such  children  should  be 
supplied  out  of  the  parishes  of  Bramshott  and  Kingsley  ; and  after  reciting 
that  the  said  George  Holme,  for  executing  in  part  his  charitable  purpose  with 
respect  to  the  said  school,  had,  at  a court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Bishop’s 
Sutton,  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  of  the  said  manor,  certain  copy- 
hold  or  customary  lands  of  inheritance,  parcel  of  the  said  manor,  viz.  a small 
piece  of  land,  containing  by  estimation  half  an  acre,  abutting  to  the  west  on 
the  glebe  lands  of  the  rector,  and  to  the  south-east  and  north  on  the  waste  in 
the  tithing  of  Heathley,  and  also  a messuage  and  garden  to  the  same  adjoining 
in  the  same  tithing,  parcel  of  a messuage,  curtilage,  and  garden,  and  certain  cus- 
tomary lands  lying  at  Linsted,  containing  15  acres,  by  the  yearly  rent  of  6s.  8 d.9 
with  all  the  meadow-lands  in  Kingsmead,  and  one  parcel  of  purpresture  land,  with 
one  meadow,  containing  in  the  whole  two  acres,  lying  together  at  Thurstoes, 
by  the  yearly  rent  of  8 d.  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  and 
their  heirs,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor,  whereupon  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part  had  been  admitted  tenants  of  all  the  said  premises, 
to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  George 
Holme  was  then  building  ou  the  said  surrendered  piece  of  waste  land,  and 
intended  to  complete,  a school-room  and  dwelling-house,  with  proper  conve- 
niences, for  the  perpetual  accommodation  of  the  master  of  the  said  school;  the 
said  George  Holme,  for  settling  the  said  premises,  with  all  the  buildings,  upon 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  therein  after 
mentioned,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their 
heirs,  the  said  premises,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  permit  the  master  of  the 
said  school  for  the  time  being  to  enjoy  the  said  school-room,  dwelling-house  and 
other  conveniences,  and  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  residue  of  the  said 
surrendered  premises  for  his  support;  and  on  trust,  after  the  death  of  the  said 
George  Holme,  to  suffer  the  rector  of  Headley  for  the  time  being  to  receive 
the  rents  and  profits  during  a vacancy  in  the  mastership  of  the  said  school,  to 
be  applied  either  for  the  benefit  of  the  succeeding  master,  if  such  vacancy  should 
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be  of  short  continuance,  or  for  the  repairs  of  the  building,  or  additions  thereto, 
or  buying  books  for  the  use  of  the  children,  if  such  vacancy  should  be  of  long 
duration  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  warden  and  scholars  of  the  college  of 
St.  Mary,  of  Winchester,  had,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  first  November  1751, 
granted  to  the  said  George  Holme,  a tenement,  and  one  yard-land,  some  time 
Jeffrey  Lorwaies,  and  a tenement,  with  lands  appertaining,  called  Fanners, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Ashe,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  to  hold  from  the  day  of 
the  date  thereof  for  20  years,  the  said  George  Holme,  for  making  a further 
provision  for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  the  said  master,  bargained  and  sold 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  executors,  &c.  the  premises  men- 
tioned in  the  said  indenture  of  lease,  to  hold  for  the  residue  of  such  term, 
and  for  all  such  further  terms,  as  should  be  thereafter  granted,  by  the  said  warden 
and  scholars,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  leasehold  pre- 
mises, to  renew  the  then  existing  and  the  future  leases  of  the  said  premises  in 
the  names  of  the  trustees,  with  the  said  wardens  and  scholars,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, from  time  to  time,  at  the  end  of  every  seven  years,  or  so  often  as 
should  be  customary,  so  as  to  continue  the  estate  of  the  trustees  therein  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  raise  all  fines  and  expenses  attending  such  renew- 
als, and  all  rents  reserved ; and  subject  thereto  to  permit  the  masters  of  the  said 
school  for  the  time  being  to  receive  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
leasehold  premises  a clear  annuity  of  61.  for  his  support ; and  on  trust,  to  permit 
the  rector  of  Headley,  after  the  death  of  the  said  George  Holme,  during  a 
vacancy  of  the  mastership,  to  receive  the  said  annuity,  to  be  applied  to  the  same 
uses  as  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  copyhold  premises  were  in  that  behalf 
directed  to  be  applied ; and  further,  to  permit  the  said  rector  of  Headley  to 
receive  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  leasehold  premises  so  much 
money  as  should  be  necessary  for  keeping  the  buildings  erected  on  the  copyhold 
premises  in  repair,  and  the  sum  of  10s.  for  providing  a small  entertainment  for 
the  trustees,  as  often  as  they  should  have  occasion  to  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
executing  the  trusts ; and  as  to  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  leasehold  premises,  in  trust,  for  the  sole  use  and  disposal  of  the  said  George 
Holme,  his  executors,  See.  And  it  was  covenanted  that  when  the  trustees  should 
be  reduced  to  three,  the  master  should  give  notice  to  the  survivors  to  meet  in  the 
Whitsun-week  then  next  for  appointing  as  many  new  trustees  as  with  the  sur- 
vivors should  make  up  the  number  of  eight,  which  survivors,  or  the  majority  of 
them,  should  so  meet  at  the  time  appointed,  and  elect,  under  their  hands,  so 
many  trustees  as  should  be  wanting  to  make  up  that  number,  and  thereupon 
the  said  survivors  should  surrender  and  assign  the  estate  and  interest  remaining 
in  them  in  the  said  copyhold  and  leasehold  premises,  to  the  use  of  themselves 
and  the  new  trustees,  their  heirs,  executors,  &c.  upon  the  trusts  before  expressed. 

The  said  George  Holme,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  17th  July  1764.  reciting 
the  above-mentioned  donation,  gave  all  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  leasehold  estate,  together  with  other  lands,  to  the  provost  and 
scholars  of  the  old  foundation  of  Queen’s  College,  Oxford,  on  the  trusts  therein 
mentioned;  and  after  reciting  that  there  was  young  timber  growing  on  Hale- 
house  Farm,  he  directed  that  when  any  such  timber  should  be  fit  to  be  cut  it 
should  be  sold,  and  the  produce  thereof  applied,  as  occasion  should  require,  to 
the  repairs  of  the  buildings  of  the  farm  and  of  the  charity-school  of  Headley, 
with  the  buildings  thereon. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  made  on  the  11th  June  1810,  being  the 
Monday  in  Whitsun-week,  when  Henry  Smith,  D.D.  rector  of  Headley,  John 
Neale  and  John  Eads,  as  the  surviving  trustees  of  this  charity,  by  writing,  but 
without  deed,  appointed  Charles  Lee,  Daniel  Knight,  John  Clear,  John  Elstone, 
and  Thomas  Baker,  to  be  new  trustees. 

The  property  of  the  charity  consits  of — 

1.  A house  inhabited  by  the  schoolmaster,  with  a garden,  containing  about 
half  an  acre,  and  a school -room  attached  to  the  house,  which  has  been  lately 
enlarged  by  a subscription  of  the  parishioners  of  Headley.  These  premises  are 
situate  on  the  Green  of  Headley,  at  a short  distance  from  the  church.  They 
have  been  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  provost  and  fellows  of  Queen’s  College, 
Oxford,  and  are  now  in  a fair  state  of  repair. 

2.  A house,  garden,  and  2 a.  2r.  16p.  of  land,  situate  at  Linsted,  in  the 
parish  of  Headley,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Croft,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  7 1.  per  annum,  of  which  the  master  at  present  receives  only  4/.  Some 
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years  ago  the  buildings  on  this  land  being  out  of  repair,  a sum  of  money  was 
advanced  by  the  provost  and  fellows  of  Queen’s  College  for  the  purpose  of 
putting  them  into  good  condition,  towards  the  re-payment  of  which  the  remaining 
31.  a year,  has  been  paid  to  the  College.  These  premises  are  now  in  good  repair, 
and  when  the  debt  is  paid  off  the  schoolmaster  will  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
entire  rent. 

3.  An  annuity  of  6/.  paid  to  the  master  by  the  said  provost  and  fellows  out 
of  the  estate  at  Ashe. 

In  respect  of  his  emoluments,  the  master  instructs  12  poor  boys  and  girls  of 
the  parish  of  Headley,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  The  girls  are  also 
instructed  by  his  wife  in  working. 

The  schoolmaster  and  the  children  are  appointed  by  the  rector  of  Headley. 
The  master  is  allowed  to  take  other  scholars  besides  those  on  the  foundation, 
and  the  whole  of  them  are  taught  upon  the  Madras  System. 

Gifts  of  Varndell  and  Capelin. 

In  the  returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  John  Varndell, 
by  Will,  in  1659,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  the  sum  of  10/.  vested  in 
William  Channell,  and  producing  the  annual  sum  of  85. 

The  same  returns  also  state  that  John  Capelin , by  Will,  in  1734,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish  a similar  sum,  vested  in  the  same  person,  and  producing 
interest  of  the  same  amount. 

In  the  most  ancient  account-book  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  pro- 
duced to  us,  commencing  in  1711,  entries  are  found  of  the  annual  payment  of 
the  interest  of  the  above  sums,  at  first  after  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  and  after- 
wards at  four  per  cent,  until  the  year  1774,  but  it  is  not  stated  from  whom  this 
interest  was  received,  and  we  have  no  evidence  of  any  payments  having  since 
been  made  on  that  account. 

There  is  a tradition  that  the  money  was  lent  to  some  person  who  became 
insolvent.

PARISH  OF  TITCHFIELD. 

Godfrey’s  Gift. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  23d  September,  39  Eliz.  between  John  Serle, 
Ralph  Serle,  William  Fisher,  and  William  Martyn,  of  the  first  part,  Richard 
Nash  and  three  others,  of  the  second  part,  and  Stephen  Crowcher  and  Anne 
his  wife,  cousin  and  heir  of  Robert  Godfrey,  late  of  Titchfield,  of  the  third 
part ; reciting  that  Thomas  Earl  of  Southampton,  by  feoffinent  had  granted 
to  Richard  Osborne  and  his  heirs  a little  overwood,  containing  two  and  a half 
acres,  lying  in  Pagham  near  Funtley,  in  the  parish  of  Titchfield,  with  a close 
adjoining  on  the  north  part,  containing  eight  acres  and  a half,  abutting  on 
the  east  upon  another  greater  wood  called  Pag'hams,  and  on  the  south  upon 
the  highway  leading  from  Funtley  to  Swan  wick,  in  exchange  for  a close 
called  Lambert’s  Coppice,  with  two  other  closes,  containing  nine  acres,  situate 
in  Titchfield  ; and  that  Peter  Osborne,  heir  of  the  said  Richard,  by  Indenture, 
bearing  date  4th  July,  18  Eliz.,  had  granted  to  the  said  Robert  Godfrey  and 
his  heirs  the  said  overwood  and  close  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
Robert  Godfrey  in  his  lifetime  had  a charitable  intent  that  the  whole  benefit 
of  the  said  wood  and  close  should  be  employed  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor 
people  of  the  town  of  Titchfield  only,  after  his  decease,  as  by  his  Will  was 
manifested  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  premises  were  not  so  conveyed 
by  the  said  Robert  Godfrey  in  his  lifetime,  that  the  poor  people  of  the  said 
town  of  Titchfield  might  be  relieved  with  the  profits  thereof,  but  that  the 
same,  for  want  of  such  conveyance,  had  descended  to  the  said  Anne  Crowcher, 
as  heiress  of  the  said  Robert  Godfrey ; and  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first 
and  second  parts,  knowing  the  good  intent  of  the  said  Robert  Godfrey,  and 
being  willing  to  further  the  same,  had  disbursed  to  the  said  Stephen  Crowcher 
and  Anne  his  wife  the  sum  of  20/.,  and  that  in  consideration  thereof  the 
said  Stephen  and  Anne,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  30th  December,  39  Eliz. 
had  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts,  and  their  heirs, 
the  said  premises,  by  the  name  of  a tenement  or  dwelling-house,  with  the 
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appurtenances,  wherein  Nicholas  Swann  dwelt,  in  Funtley  and  Pagham,  and  all 
those  parcels  of  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  occupation  of  the  said 
Nicholas,  some  time  the  lands  of  Peter  Osborne,  deceased,  in  Funtley  : It  was 
witnessed  that  for  the  further  assurance  of  the  said  premises  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  first  and  second  parts,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  Stephen  and  Anne  cove- 
nanted that  they  would  levy  a fine  thereof,  which  should  enure  to  the  parties 
of  the  first  and  second  parts,  and  their  heirs  ; and  to  the  intent  that  the  chari- 
table meaning  of  the  said  Robert  Godfrey,  and  of  the  other  parties  to  the 
said  deed,  towards  the  poor  people  of  the  said  town  of  Titchfield  for  their 
relief,  should  not  be  frustrated,  it  was  covenanted  by  all  the  parties  to  the  said 
indenture,  that  the  rents  thereafter  to  be  paid  for  the  said  messuage  or  tene- 
ment, and  other  premises,  should  be  yearly  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of 
the  parish  church  of  Titchfield  for  the  time  being,  and  that  they  should  bestow 
the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the  greatest  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town,  to  the  poor  people  thereof. 

The  last  trust-deeds  of  these  premises  bear  date  the  30th  and  31st  December 
1807.  Of  the  trustees  then  appointed,  James  Grove,  Arthur  Kelsey,  Thomas 
Boys,  Jesse  Mitchell  and  Thomas  Mondey,  are  now  living. 

The  property  of  this  charity  consists  of  a cottage  in  good  repair,  with  a 
garden  and  three  closes,  containing  in  the  whole  about  12  acres,  now  called 
Lavy’s,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Stares,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent 
of  20/.  per  annum.  About  the  year  1817  this  tenement  was  let  for  2 51.  per 
annum,  but  it  became  necessary  to  reduce  the  rent  afterwards  to  its  present 
amount.  The  rent  is  paid  to  one  of  the  churchwardens  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day,  and  after  deducting  the  land-tax,  amounting  to  1/.  45.,  a quit-rent  of 
3s.  4>d.  and  expenses  (if  any)  incurred  in  repairs,  a distribution  is  made  at  a 
meeting,  which  is  attended  by  the  trustees  and  the  churchwardens,  amongst 
all  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Titchfield,  the  wddows  being  allowed 
2 s.  6d.  each,  and  other  poor  persons  sums  varying  from  2 s.  tc  1 s.  The 
meeting  for  the  distribution  has  been  for  many  years  held  at  a public-house  in 
the  town,  and  a sum  rather  exceeding  205.  is  usually  expended  in  refreshments 
for  the  trustees,  the  churchwardens,  and  the  tenant.  The  accounts  have  been 
regularly  kept  in  a book,  and  annually  balanced  by  the  trustees  and  church- 
wardens. At  the  audit  of  the  account  on  the  21st  December  1824,  there  was 
a balance  of  5/.  11 5.  Id.  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens,  which  was  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  making  an  addition  to  the  cottage.  The  church- 
wardens usually  retain  a balance  of  about  2/.  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  any 
case  of  casual  distress,  or  giving  a share  to  any  poor  persons  who  may  accident- 
ally have  been  absent,  or  omitted  in  the  general  distribution. 

Earl  of  Southampton’s  Gift. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  18th  May  1620,  (as  appears  from  a copy  thereof 
produced  to  us)  between  the  Right  honourable  Henry  Earl  of  Southampton, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Arthur  Bromfield,  Robert  Churcher,  and  16  others, 
inhabitants  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Titchfield,  of  the  other  part,  reciting 
that  the  town  of  Titchfield  was  of  late  much  decayed  and  impoverished  for 
want  of  trade,  and  that,  being  situate  near  the  sea  coast,  it  was  a very  fit 
place  for  the  making  of  woollen  cloth,  or  some  other  good  trade  ; the  said 
Earl,  in  consideration  of  the  love  he  bore  to  the  said  town,  and  to  the 
intent  that  trade  might  be  renewed  and  continued  there,  and  the  poor  people 
of  the  said  town  set  to  work,  demised  and  granted  to  the  said  Arthur 
Bromfield  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  executors,  See. 
a messuage,  barn,  outhouse,  orchard  and  garden  in  Titchfield,  and  two  closes 
adjoining  thereto,  containing  by  estimation  five  acres,  and  a little  close  adjoin- 
ing the  church-yard,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  and  a close  lying  in 
the  Gaston  land,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  and  a purrock,  called  the 
Pound  Purrock,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  and  two  cottages,  near 
adjoining  to  the  house  within  Titchfield  Park,  all  in  the  parish  of  Titchfield, 
for  a term  of  500  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  135.  4 d.  ; and  the  said  grantees 
covenanted  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair,  and  it  was  agreed  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  said  earl,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  their  officers,  during  the  said 
term,  to  appoint  one  fit  man  for  the  employment  of  the  benefit  of  the  said 
messuages  and  lands,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  for  setting  the  poor  of  the 
said  town  to  work,  and  to  take  an  account  of  the  same,  and  upon  just  cause 
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to  remove  such  person  and  appoint  another  in  his  room,  to  the  intent  that  the 
poor  people  of  the  said  town  might  be  set  on  work,  and  trade  increased  therein 
for  the  benefit  thereof. 

It  appears  from  a statement  of  facts  produced  to  us,  drawn  up  about  the 
year  1748,  that  in  1738,  an  information  was  filed  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
in  the  name  of  the  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  the  then  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Titchfield,  and  two  principal  inha- 
bitants thereof,  against  William  Churcher,  as  the  representative  of  Robert 
Churcher,  who  was  supposed  to  be  the  survivor  of  the  trustees  under  the  deed 
of  1620,  in  which  information  it  was  stated  that  the  woollen  trade  had  been 
losi  in  the  town  of  Titchfield,  principally  in  consequence  of  the  channel  of  a 
river  which  had  been  navigable  to  the  sea  having  become  diverted  from  the 
town,  and  it  was  prayed  that  the  defendant  might  be  decreed  to  apply  the 
trust-premises  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  or  some 
other  charitable  use,  agreeable  to  the  donor’s  intent,  and  that  the  charity  might 
be  established  by  a decree  of  the  court.  It  further  appears  that  the  defendant 
by  his  answer,  admitted  the  principal  facts  stated  in  the  information. 

By  an  order  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  this  cause,  dated  9th  July  1742, 
it  was  directed  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to 
take  an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  trust-estate  in  the  defendant’s 
hands,  and  that  proper  trustees  should  be  appointed  with  the  approbation 
of  the  master,  and  that  the  parties  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  a scheme  before 
the  master  for  carrying  into  execution  the  charitable  purposes  of  the  deed  of 
1620,  regard  being  had  to  the  intention  of  the  testator. 

It  is  added  in  the  above-mentioned  statement  of  facts,  that  after  some  pro- 
ceedings before  the  master,  and  before  he  made  his  report,  the  defendant 
Churcher  died,  and  that  the  cause  had  not  been  since  revived  ; that  the  then  rent 
of  the  lands  was  23/.  5s.  per  annum,  and  that  in  consequence  of  no  part  of 
the  rents  having  been  applied,  100/.  had  been  saved  and  placed  at  interest  by 
the  defendant  Churcher  ; that  about  47  /.  was  coming  from  his  estate  ; that  about 
68/.  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Rickman  ; that  there  was  due  from  the  tenant 
for  three  years  rent,  69/.  15  s.  and  that  the  costs  of  the  suit  amounted  to  about 
110/.,  about  8 31.  of  which  remained  unpaid. 

A scheme  appears  to  have  been  laid  before  the  master  in  1744  for  settling 
the  charity-estate,  by  which  12  persons  of  Titchfield  were  named  as  trustees ; 
and  it  was  proposed,  that  when  any  of  the  trustees  should  die  or  remove,  the 
rest  of  them  should  nominate  others,  and  that  each  of  the  trustees  should  in 
turn  receive  the  rents  for  a year,  and  account  for  the  same  ; that  15/.  should 
be  laid  out  for  clothing  10  poor  boys  of  Titchfield,  not  being  chargeable  to  the 
parish  ; that  5/.  should  be  yearly  laid  out  for  teaching  12  poor  children  of  the 
parish  to  read ; that  the  residue  of  the  money  yearly  arising  out  of  the  estate, 
after  allowing  taxes  and  repairs,  should  be  disposed  of  in  the  said  parish  at  the 
discretion  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and 
that  the  trustees  should  meet  twice  in  every  year  for  putting  these  trusts  into 
execution  ; but  it  is  to  be  collected  from  the  above-mentioned  statement  that 
no  report  was  made  to  the  court  by  the  master  upon  this  scheme. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  September  1753,  between  Peter  Define  of 
the  first  part,  Richard  Vear,  great-great-grandson  and  administrator,  with  the 
will  annexed,  of  Robert  Churcher,  deceased,  of  the  second  part,  and  John 
Brett,  William  Greene,  Charles  Wimbleton,  John  Greene,  and  William  Greene, 
sons  of  the  said  William  Greene,  Richard  Lee,  James  Brown  and  Francis 
Lunn,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  above-mentioned  indenture  of  18th  May 
1620 ; and  that  the  said  Robert  Churcher,  as  the  survivor  of  the  grantees 
therein  named,  became  possessed  of  the  said  demised  premises  for  the  term  of 
500  years,  which  had  become  vested  in  the  said  Richard  Vear  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  said  Robert  Churcher  ; and  that  the  reversion  in  fee  of  the 
said  demised  premises  was  then  vested  in  the  said  Peter  Delme  ; and  that  the 
land  belonging  to  the  two  cottages  before  mentioned,  which  had  been  pulled 
down  and  taken  away,  then  consisted  of  two  closes  of  arable  land,  containing 
together  by  estimation  six  acres,  called  Wateridges  : It  was  witnessed,  that  to 
the  end  that  the  said  premises  might  be  transferred  to  a competent  number  of 
persons,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  received  and  applied  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  said  indenture,  the  said  Richard  Vear,  with  the  privity  of  the 
said  Peter  Delme,  assigned  to  the  said  John  Brett  and  others  the  before- 
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mentioned  trust  premises,  to  hold  to  them,  their  executors,  &c.  for  the  residue 
of  the  said  term,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  135.  4 c/.,  on 
the  trusts  and  for  the  charitable  purposes  in  the  said  indenture  expressed. 

It  appears  from  a statement  dated  4th  August  1786,  and  signed  by  Richard 
Lee  and  William  Greene,  two  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  last  abstracted 
deed,  that  after  the  making  of  that  deed  the  trustees  named  in  it  appointed  a 
person  to  carry  on  a stocking  manufactory,  to  employ  the  poor  of  the  parish 
which  failed  of  effect,  and  that  some  money  had  been  sunk,  and  that  since 
that  time  no  manufactory  had  been  carried  on,  but  the  trustees  had  paid  a poor 
woman  125.  a month,  and  allowed  her  to  live  in  part  of  the  messuage  rent-free, 
to  instruct  a number  of  poor  children  to  read,  and  had  also  assisted  several  poor 
tradesmen  with  materials  to  carry  on  their  business. 

To  this  statement  is  added  an  account,  from  which  it  appears  that  there  was 
then  due  from  William  Newland,  on  mortgage  of  an  estate  in  Sarrisbury  in 
Titchfield,  140/.  Of  this  sum  100/.  appears  to  have  been  lent  on  mortgage 
by  the  trustees  in  1761,  and  the  other  40/.  in  1782. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  October  1824,  Rebecca  Greene  and  Thomas 
Stares,  executrix  and  executor  of  William  Greene,  the  surviving  trustee  under 
the  deed  of  1753,  with  the  privity  and  approbation  of  Henry  Peter  Delme, 
esq.  as  the  owner  of  the  reversion  of  the  trust-premises,  assigned,  and  the 
said  Henry  Peter  Delme  ratified  and  confirmed,  the  trust-premises  for  the 
residue  of  the  term  of  500  years  to  Alexander  Radcliffe,  Edward  Morris, 
Thomas  Mondey,  James  Grove,  William  Stares,  James  Whettam,  Charles 
Stares,  Thomas  Marshall,  George  Wooldridge,  Richard  Wooldridge,  Samuel 
Milward  and  James  Hewett,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  indenture  of 
1620.  All  these  persons,  with  the  exception  of  Edward  Morris,  are  now 
living. 

Although  no  trust-deed  was  executed  between  1753  and  1824,  trustees  were 
from  time  to  time  elected  to  make  up  the  number  of  12  by  entries  in  the  book 
of  the  charity. 

The  property  of  this  charity  consists  of — 

1.  A house,  stable,  and  garden,  in  a fair  state  of  repair,  in  the  village  of 
Titchfield,  in  the  occupation  of  Edward  Heath,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  18/.  per  annum,  the  trustees  doing  the  repairs. 

2.  A meadow,  called  Barry’s  Meadow,  which  adjoins  the  last-mentioned 
premises,  containing  about  4 £ statute  acres,  and  two  fields  at  Wateridges,  con- 
taining about  6 £ statute  acres,  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Collins,  under  a 
lease  for  seven  years  from  Michaelmas  1824,  at  the  rent  of  30/.  a year.  This 
letting  was  by  tender. 

3.  A close,  adjoining  the  church-yard,  containing  about  1 a.  2 k.  in  the  occu- 
pation of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Radcliffe,  as  yearly  tenant  at  5 /.  a year. 

4.  A field  at  Gaston,  containing  about  1a.  1 r.  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel 
Sabine,  under  a lease  for  seven  years  from  Michaelmas  1824,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  8/.  105.  This  letting  was  by  tender. 

The  whole  of  the  above  are  considered  very  good  rents. 

The  field  described  as  the  Pound  Purrock  in  the  original  deed,  containing 
about  1a.  appears  to  have  been  sold  in  1803  by  the  trustees  of  the  charity  to 
G.  H.  Mitchell,  esq.  for  90/.  of  which  87/.  18  5.  6d.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  100/.  5 per  cent  stock,  and  one  moiety  of  the  expenses  of  conveying  this 
land  is  charged  in  the  accounts  at  the  same  time  to  the  amount  of  51.  2 5.  The 
field  adjoined  to  land  belonging  to  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  was  near  his  house,  and  it 
was  considered  by  the  then  trustees  that,  as  he  offered  a very  good  price  for  it, 
it  was  desirable  to  sell  it  to  him.  This  sale  may  not  have  been  disadvantageous, 
but  it  is  clear  that  the  trustees  had  no  authority  thus  to  dispose  of  any  part  ot 
the  lands  of  the  charity. 

The  dividends  of  this  100/.  stock  are  entered  in  the  accounts  as  received 
until  October  1806,  but  no  further  receipt  of  dividends  is  entered  from  that 
time  until  April  1813,  when  half  a year’s  dividend  is  stated  to  have  been 
received  on  127 /.  45.  4 d.  five  per  cents.  The  accounts  contain  no  statement 
of  any  purchase  of  stock  during  that  period  ; but  it  is  probable  that  an  arrear 
of  dividends  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  additional  27/.  45.  4 d.  stock. 

There  is  now  a sum  of  133/.  11 5.  6d.  four  per  cents,  arising  from  the 
above-mentioned  five  per  cent  stock,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Rev. 
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Alexander  Radcliffe,  George  Wooldridge,  James  Hewett,  and  Thomas  Bromley, 
and  producing  dividends  amounting  to  51.  6s.  10 d.  per  annum. 

The  before-mentioned  sum  of  140/.  is  still  due  on  the  mortgage  of  the  land 
at  Sarrisbury,  now  belonging  to  William  Newland,  who  pays  interest  for 
it  at  five  per  cent. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  present  income  of  the  charity  :

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  expenditure  : 

1.  — The  sum  of  175.  6c/.  i9  paid  to  a schoolmistress  of  Titchfield  every 
calendar  month,  amounting  to  10/.  105.  per  annum,  for  instructing  12  poor 
girls  of  the  parish  appointed  by  the  trustees,  to  read  and  work.  The  number 
of  girls  was  increased  in  1818  from  10  to  12. 

2.  — The  sum  of  35.  a week  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  Titchfield,  amounting 
to  2/.  165.  per  annum,  for  teaching  12  poor  boys,  appointed  in  the  same  manner, 
to  read  and  write.  This  has  been  done  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  15th  October,  1824,  (probably  founded  upon  the  scheme  laid  before 
the  Master  in  1744)  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  12  boys  should  be  furnished 
with  a jacket  and  waistcoat,  and  taught  to  read  at  the  expense  of  the  charity. 

In  January  1825,  the  12  boys  were  provided  with  jackets  and  waistcoats, 
the  cost  of  which  was  12/.  125.  and  they  were  also  provided  with  caps  at  an 
expense  of  1/.  45. 

3.  — A distribution  proportioned  to  the  fund  in  hand  is  made  in  the  winter 
season  to  the  poor  people  of  the  parish,  in  articles  of  clothing,  meat,  bread,  or 
coals,  and  money  is  also  occasionally  given  to  persons  in  great  distress.  In 
January  1824,  a sum  of  51.  was  thus  bestowed  upon  a poor  woman  who  was 
with  a large  family  in  reduced  circumstances,  and  who  had  not  received  relief 
from  the  parish. 

The  residue  of  the  expenditure  consists  of  a quit-rent  of  135.  4 d.  paid  to 
the  lord  of  the  manor  ; small  sums  paid  for  books  for  the  boys  ; a sum  of  about 
5 s.  paid  for  the  use  of  a room  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees,  and  an  allowance 
of  1 5.  in  the  pound  on  the  receipts,  made  to  one  of  the  trustees,  who  acts  as 
the  accountant.  The  same  allowance  appears  to  have  been  made  to  the  person 
holding  this  office  for  many  years,  and  in  the  statement  of  1786,  before  alluded 
to,  it  is  mentioned  that  the  accountant  was  then  allowed  1 5.  in  the  pound  for 
his  trouble.  It  may  however,  be  a question  whether  this  expense  may  not 
be  saved,  or  its  amount  lessened.  The  trustees  meet  in  the  course  of  the 
winter,  when  they  examine  and  sign  the  accounts,  and  make  an  order  for 
the  distribution  above  mentioned.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (October  1825) 
there  was  a balance  of  SI.  45.  2 d.  in  the  hands  of  the  accountant,  Mr.  Thomas 
Mondey,  the  rents  due  at  the  preceding  Michaelmas  not  being  then  carried 
into  the  account.  We  wrere  informed,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  trustees 
that  the  mode  of  applying  this  charity  pointed  out  by  Lord  Southampton, 
viz.  by  establishing  a manufactory  could  not  now  be  carried  into  effect  with 
advantage  to  the  parish  ; and  in  confirmation  of  this  opinion  we  were  told 
that  a few  years  ago  an  attempt  was  made  to  introduce  a manufactory 
in  the  poor-house,  at  the  expense  of  the  parish,  but  that  it  failed,  and  was 
abandoned. 

The  present  mode  of  disposing  of  the  income,  which  is  nearly  in  conformity 
with  the  scheme  proposed  in  1744,  is  considered  beneficial  to  the  poor. 


Godwins  Gift. 

Godwin’s  Gift.  Richard  Godwin,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  25th  June  1703,  directed  that 
Richard  Godwin,  John  Godwin,  and  Hannah  Godwin,  and  their  heirs,  who 
should  thereafter  enjoy  the  profits  of  16  acres  of  land  during  the  term  to  come 
on  a mortgage,  should  yearly  pay  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Titchfield,  and  to  his  brother-in-law  John  Cawte,  and  his 
heirs,  who  should  inherit  his  estate  at  Brooke,  the  sum  of  4/.,  to  be  by  them 
employed  in  teaching  12  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Titchfield  to  read  the 
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English  tongue,  by  some  lawful  protestant  schoolmaster  or  mistress,  whom 
they,  or  any  two  of  them,  whereof  the  said  John  Cawte  and  his  heirs  should  be 
one,  should  appoint,  with  powers  of  distress  and  entry  in  case  of  non-payment 
of  the  annuity. 

In  a note  subscribed  to  a copy  of  this  will,  produced  to  us  from  the  parish 
documents,  it  is  stated  that  the  above-mentioned  16  acres  lie  in  a parcel  of 
ground  called  Pressmoores,  within  the  parish  of  St.  John’s,  Glastonbury,  in 
Somersetshire,  and  that  the  mortgage  was  for  2000  years. 

The  present  owner  of  the  land  charged  with  this  annuity  is  Mrs.  Hawkins, 
by  whom  the  annual  sum  of  4 /.  is  transmitted  to  one  of  the  churchwardens  of 
the  parish,  and  it  is  then  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  the  parish  for  instructing 
ten  poor  boys  and  girls  thereof  in  reading  English,  and  the  church  catechism, 
the  master  and  the  children  being  appointed  by  the  churchwardens. 


PARISH  OF  WICKHAM. 

Waite’s  Gift. 

Honor  Waite , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  14th  March  1599,  gave  to  the  pool 
of  this  parish  20 s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of  her  manor  of  Denmead,  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  thereof,  and  to  be  distributed  bv  them  amongst 
the  aged,  sick,  and  needy  poor  people  of  honest  conversation,  with  a power  to 
her  heirs,  or  to  such  persons  as  should  enjoy  the  said  manor,  to  call  the  said 
churchwardens  and  overseers  to  account  for  such  distribution,  and  to  admo- 
nish them  if  they  found  any  abuse  therein,  and  a power  of  distress  to  such 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  or  one  of  them,  in  case  such  annuity  should  be 
unpaid. 

The  annual  sum  of  1 /.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Kennett,  the  owner  of  a farm  in  the 
tything  of  Denmead  in  the  parish  of  Hambledon,  to  the  churchwarden  of  this 
parish,  who  distributes  it  usually  once  in  twro  years,  together  with  the  annuity 
of  1/.  arising  from  Peirson’s  gift  hereinafter  mentioned,  amongst  such  poor 
widows  and  widowers  as  he  thinks  most  necessitous. 

In  April  1824  two  year’s  payment  of  this  charity,  and  two  year’s  payment 
of  Peirson’s  charity,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  4/.,  wrere  distributed  amongst 
12  widows,  tw'o  of  whom  not  having  any  pay  from  the  parish  received  12  s.  a-piece. 
Two  received  85.  each,  being  very  old  and  poor,  and  the  eight  others  5 s.  each. 

Peirson’s  Gift. 

John  Peirson,  who  died  in  1702,  by  his  Will,  as  appears  from  an  extract 
thereof  in  an  account-book  belonging  to  this  parish,  gave  his  three  purrocks 
of  land,  w’ith  half  an  acre  of  wood,  containing  by  estimation  live  acres, 
lying  together  between  the  lands  late  of  John  Smith  on  the  north,  and 
the  land  of  Jane  Kenchin  on  the  south  part,  to  the  use  of  his  wife  Jane 
Peirson  for  life,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  manor,  with  divers  limita- 
tions over,  subjected  to  the  payment  of  20 s.  per  annum  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Wickham,  yearly,  to  be  at  their  discretion 
disposed  of  to  10  poor  honest  widowers  and  widows  of  the  said  parish  of 
Wickham,  that  should  not  receive  alms  of  the  said  parish,  on  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber yearly. 

The  above-mentioned  copyhold  lands  are  the  property  of  Sir  James  Whalley 
Smith  Gardiner,  bart.,  by  whose  agent  the  sum  of  20s.  is  annually  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish.  Its  application  has  been  already  stated  in  the 
above  account  of  Waite’s  gift. 

Elizabeth  Countess  of  Carlisle’s  Gift. 

I11  the  same  book  is  entered  a copy  of  an  instrument,  bearing  date  21st  June 
1714,  whereby,  after  reciting  that  the  Earl  of  Carlisle  had,  pursuant  to  the 
intention  of  his  mother,  Elizabeth,  Countess  of  Carlisle,  given  and  paid  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Wickham  100/.  (wThich  sum  w as  placed  out  at 
interest,  and  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish,)  the  said  Earl  appointed  that  the  yearly  produce  of  the  said 
sum  should  from  time  to  time  be  applied  towards  the  relief  of  such  poor  house- 
holders and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  as  should  not  receive  alms,  in  such 
proportions  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time 
being  should  think  fit,  desiring  that  care  might  be  taken  for  the  due  distribution 
and  continuance  thereof  according  to  the  above  use. 
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The  same  account-book  contains  a copy  of  another  instrument,  bearing  date 
lGth  December  1758,  whereby  George  Gamier,  esq.  in  consideration  of  100/. 
(being  the  sum  formerly  left  by  the  Countess  of  Carlisle  to  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Wickham,)  and  also  as  well  for  assisting  the  said  charity,  as  for  the 
better  securing  the  said  sum  of  100/.  settled  the  sum  of  10/.  10s.  annually,  to 
be  paid  on  every  New  Year’s-day,  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Wick- 
ham, and  their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  for  ever,  as  was  directed  by  the  Will  of  the  said  Countess  of  Carlisle; 
and  covenanted,  that  the  said  sum  of  10/.  10-s.  should  be  paid  yearly  to  the  said 
trustees,  and  their  successors,  out  of  the  rents  of  Pyes  farm,  and  charged  the 
said  farm  with  the  payment  thereof  for  ever. 

The  originals  of  these  documents  are  not  in  the  possession  of  the  parishioners. 

The  Rev.  William  Gamier  is  the  present  owner  of  Pyes  farm,  and  pays  the 
annual  sum  of  10/.  lO.v.  to  the  rector  of  the  parish,  who  distributes  the  same 
yearly,  in  the  month  of  March,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  whether  in 
the  receipt  of  parochial  relief  or  not,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  about 
5 s.  6d.  to  2 s.  6d.  An  account  is  kept  of  the  distribution,  which  is  made  out 
by  the  vestry-clerk  and  signed  by  the  rector,  and  is  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  parishioners. 

Swann’s  Gift. 

John  Swann,  esq.  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  April  1778  (as  appears  from 
an  entry  in  the  parish  account-book,)  gave  100/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent 
consols  to  George  Gamier  and  Richard  Maidman,  esquire,  on  trust  to  pay  the 
dividends  thereof  to  such  indigent  persons  at  Wickham,  not  being  relieved  by 
the  said  parish,  as  they  should  think  proper,  or  to  expend  the  said  dividends  in 
having  the  children  of  such  indigent  persons  taught  to  read  and  write,  which  of 
the  two  his  said  trustees  should  think  most  useful. 

The  above-mentioned  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William 
Gamier,  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Stackhouse  Ilashleigh,  and  John  Guitton,  esquire. 

An  account-book  of  this  gift  was  produced  to  us,  which  was  kept  by  Richard 
Maidman,  esquire,  one  of  the  original  trustees  from  1785  until  1808,  and  by 
William  Grant,  esquire,  who  was  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Maidman,  from  1808 
to  1822. 

Mr.  Maidman’s  expenditure  of  the  dividends  appears  to  have  consisted  of 
donations  to  poor  people  in  money,  clothing,  and  blankets. 

Mr.  Grant  appears  to  have  applied  the  dividends  partly  in  occasional  gifts  to 
poor  people,  but  principally  in  payments  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children. 

Mr.  Grant  ceased  to  reside  in  the  parish  of  Wickham  about  the  year  1822, 
and  the  book  containing  the  accounts  was  then  delivered  to  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Ilash- 
leigh,  the  rector  of  Wickham.  No  further  account  has  been  since  entered  in 
it,  but  Mr.  Gamier  remitted  one  year’s  dividends  to  Mr.  Rashleigh,  which  were 
applied  in  paying  for  the  education  of  poor  children  at  day-schools  in  this 
parish. 

The  dividends  which  have  since  accrued  have  been  (as  we  are  informed  by 
Mr.  Gamier)  reserved,  with  the  intention  of  forming  a fund  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  for  the  instruction  in  writing  of  such  of  the  boys  in  the  Sunday-school, 
established  at  Wickham,  as  have  made  the  greatest  proficiency  in  reading. 
The  object  of  this  plan  is  stated  to  be  to  carry  into  effect  the  donor’s  wishes 
that  the  children  of  poor  persons  might  be  taught  to  write  as  well  as  to  read. 

Poors  Money. 

In  the  year  1801,  a subscription  was  raised  in  this  parish  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  during  the  severities  of  the  winter  season,  and  there  being  a surplus  beyond 
the  sum  required  for  the  supply  of  their  immediate  wants,  that  surplus,  together 
with  the  surplus  of  another  subscription  raised  for  defraying  the  expense  of  making 
an  addition  to  the  parish  church,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  100/.stock,in  the 
three  per  cent  Reduced  Annuities,  in  the  joint  names  of  the  rector  (the  Rev. 
G.  A.  Thomas)  Richard  Maidman,  esquire,  and  Mr.  John  Hollist,  and  in  April 
1802,  an  order  was  made  at  the  vestry,  that  the  dividends  of  the  said  stock 
should  be  divided  between  two  or  more  housekeepers  of  the  parish,  who  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees,  be  found  deserving  of  it,  on  Easter  1 uesday 
yearly,  as  an  encouragement  to  industry  and  good  moral  conduct. 

All  of  the  above-mentioned  trustees  are  dead,  Mr.  Hollist  having  been  the 
survivor.  The  last  dividend  received  was  in  October  1821,  and  the  arrears 
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of  four  years  dividends  were  due  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  October  1825, 
in  consequence  of  there  being  no  person  legally  entitled  to  receive  them. 

A transfer  should  therefore  be  made  by  the  representative  of  Mr.  Hollist, 
who  is  stated  to  be  his  son,  Mr.  John  Hollist,  of  Farnham,  of  the  principal 
sum,  to  new  trustees,  to  be  appointed  by  the  inhabitants  assembled  in  vestry. 

It  appears  that  the  dividends  of  this  stock  were  distributed  in  the  years  1803 
and  1804,  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  vestry,  and  an  account  of  the  distribution 
was  entered  in  the  parish-book.  No  account  was  furnished  to  us  of  the  disposal 
of  the  dividends  from  1804  to  1807,  but  from  that  period  until  1821,  William 
Grant,  esquire,  received  and  distributed  them,  and  kept  an  account  thereof, 
from  which  it  appears  that  he  applied  them  in  donations  of  money,  in  furnishing 
blankets,  and  other  charitable  purposes  for  the  benefit  of  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Thomas’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  George  Andrew  Thomas , rector  of  this  parish,  who  usually  resided 
therein,  and  died  there  in  1804,  by  his  Will,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish, 
where  he  should  usually  reside,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  sum  of  20/.  to 
be  distributed  among  them,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish,  on  the  day  of  his  burial,  and  on  every  anniversary  of  the 
same,  51.  to  be  distributed  among  five  poor  widows  who  should  be  reputed  to 
be  pious  and  regular  in  their  attendance  at  church,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of 
his  capital  stock  in  the  public  funds,  by  his  executors  and  their  representatives. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  payment  of  the  annuity  of  5/.  the  sum  of 
166/.  13s.  4 d.  three  per  cent  Consols,  now  stands  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  G.  A. 
Thomas,  deceased,  Francis  Sarah  Thomas,  now  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  C.  Rawlins, 
and  Mr.  W.  H.  Ford,  the  executors  of  the  donor.  The  dividends,  which  amount 
to  that  yearly  sum,  are  received  by  Messrs.  Drummond  and  Co.  and  are  paid  to 
the  rector,  who  distributes  the  amount  annually  on  the  29th  October,  the 
anniversary  of  the  donor’s  burial,  equally  among  five  poor  widows  of  the  parish 
who  are  selected  by  himself.  A regular  account  of  the  distribution  of  this 
charity  is  entered  in  the  parish-book,  and  signed  by  the  rector. 


* CITY  OF  WINCHESTER. 

Layfj  eld’s  Gift. 

The  result  of  our  inquiry  into  the  charities  of  the  city  of  Winchester  was 
stated  in  our  12th  Report,  p.  435.  At  the  time  of  that  inquiry  we  found  no 
trace  of  a charitable  donation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Layfield,  who  by  his 
Will,  bearing  date  10th  February  1710,  gave  a fourth  part  of  what  his  executors 
should  clear  after  paying  debts  and  legacies,  to  the  poor  of  Winchester,  Chil- 
bolton  (Hants),  Wrotham  (Kent),  Croston  (Lancashire),  and  Tewin  (Herts). 

The  charities  of  the  parish  of  Chilbolton  having  come  under  our  investiga- 
tion in  March  1825,  since  the  above-mentioned  Report  was  made,  we  found 
that  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  15th  January  1751,  in  a cause 
of  the  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  Roger  Grigg  and  William  Hays, 
churchwardens  of  one  of  the  parishes  in  the  city  of  Winchester,  on  behalf  of 
the  poor  of  the  several  parishes  in  that  city,  and  of  the  other  four  parishes 
mentioned  in  Dr.  Layfield’s  will,  against  Judith  Culme,  and  others,  a master’s 
report  of  lGth  July  1750,  was  confirmed,  whereby  an  apportionment  was  made 
of  a sum  of  1,389/.  Is.  4 d.  being  the  produce  of  this  donor’s  charitable  bequest 
as  follows  : one  fourth  part  each  to  Winchester,  Wrotham,  and  Croston,  and  one 
eighth  part  each  to  Chilbolton  and  Tewin ; and  a scheme  was  approved  of  by 
the  Court,  by  which  it  was  proposed  that  the  share  of  each  place  should  be  laid 
out  in  South-Sea  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general,  until  proper 
purchases  of  land  could  be  found,  and  that  the  produce  should  be  applied  in 
apprenticing  one  or  more  poor  children  of  each  place  every  year,  and  that  the 
surplus,  if  any,  or  the  whole,  if  there  should  be  no  apprentices,  should  be  distri- 
buted to  the  poor. 

The  portion  of  this  charity  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Croston  was  subsequently 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  an  account  of  which  has  been  given  in  our  15th 
Report.  The  portions  belonging  to  the  other  places  were  invested  in  the  purchase 
of  1,250/.  6 s.  1 1 d.  old  South-Sea  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general, 
to  one  third  part  of  which,  according  to  the  above-mentioned  apportionment, 
the  poor  of  the  city  of  Winchester  were  entitled  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the 
scheme  approved  by  the  court.  On  further  inquiry  we  learnt  that  the  branch 
of  the  charity  applicable  to  this  city  had  been  long  lost  sight  of,  and  that  an 
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arrear  of  dividends  had  accrued  upon  it  for  more  than  CO  years.  In  conse" 
quence  of  a communication  made  by  us  upon  obtaining  this  information,  a 
meeting  was  holden  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several 
parishes  in  the  city  of  Winchester,  and  a petition  has  since  been  presented  to 
the  court  of  Chancery,  and  an  order  obtained  thereupon,  dated  21st  December 
182.5,  whereby  it  was  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court,  to  settle  a 
scheme  for  the  regulation  of  this  charity,  and  for  the  appointment  and  continu- 
ance of  trustees,  in  whom  the  funds  were  to  be  vested  in  future,  and  to 
approve  of  a deed  for  that  purpose  ; and  it  was  also  ordered  that  416/.  15s.  7 d. 
old  South-Sea  annuities  part  of  the  1,250/.  6s.  Hr/,  old  South-Sea  annuities 
standing  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general,  to  the  credit  of  that  cause, 
should  be  sold,  and  that  the  money  to  arise  by  such  sale  should,  together  with 
the  sum  of  838/.  9s.  c2d.  part  of  894/.  14s.  5d.  cash,  in  the  Bank,  placed  to 
the  credit  of  that  cause,  be  carried  over  to  the  credit  of  the  matter  of  Doctor 
Layfield’s  charity,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Winchester,  and  that  the  said 
money  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  Bank  three  per  cent  annuities  in  the 
name  of  the  accountant-general,  in  trust  for  that  charity;  and  that  the  interest 
of  such  stock,  when  purchased,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  like  three 
per  cent  annuities,  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  further  order  of  the  court. 

The  result  of  the  above-mentioned  order,  as  to  the  investment  of  the  funds 
of  the  charity,  has  been,  that  there  is  now  standing  in  the  name  of  the  account- 
ant-general, in  trust  for  the  above-mentioned  charity  for  the  poor  of  Winches- 
ter, the  sum  of  1,479/.  5s.  5d.  Bank  three  per  cent  annuities,  which  will, 
however,  be  subject  to  a reduction  by  the  sale  of  a competent  part  thereof  for 
defraying  the  costs  relative  to  the  late  application  to  the  court. 

The  master  to  whom  the  above-mentioned  reference  was  made  has  by  his 
report,  which  bears  date  12  June  1826,  approved  of  the  following  scheme  for 
the  future  regulation  of  the  charity,  which  it  is  expected  will  receive  the  con- 
firmation of  the  court,  viz. 

That  the  clear  annual  income  of  the  said  charity,  after  deducting  all  ex- 
penses, shall  be  distributed  yearly  at  Christmas,  or  within  one  calendar  month 
afterwards,  in  sums  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees,  not  exceeding  5/.  for  any 
one  person  or  family,  amongst  poor  and  industrious  or  aged  inhabitants  of  the 
said  city,  being,  or  who  have,  or  shall  have  been,  tradespeople,  shopkeepers, 
or  manufacturers  within  the  said  city,  or  the  wives  of  such,  and  being  married 
persons,  widowers,  or  widows,  and  if  under  60  years  of  age,  having  two  or 
more  children  under  10  years  of  age,  living  with  or  chargeable  upon  their 
parents  or  parent,  and  being  persons  who  shall  never  have  received  relief  from 
any  parish  in  Winchester,  or  elsewhere.  That  such  distribution  shall  be  made 
by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  actually  present  at  a meeting  to  be  held  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  the  city  of  Winchester,  if  permission  be  given  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  at  such  convenient  place  within  the  city,  as  the  trustees  shall  agree 
upon,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  in  each  year,  or  within 
one  calendar  month  afterwards.  That  14  substantial  householders,  resident  in 
Winchester,  shall  be  appointed  trustees  of  the  said  charity.  That  the  number  of 
trustees  shall  be  filled  up  to  14  by  the  continuing  trustees  or  trustee,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  if  more  than  one,  actually  resident  in  Winchester,  as  often 
as  by  death  or  resignation  the  number  of  trustees  shall  be  reduced  to  or  below 
seven,  and  oftener  if  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  think  fit.  That  the 
election  of  new  trustees  shall  take  place  at  the  meeting  for  distribution  of  the 
charity-fund,  and  that  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees 
present  at  such  meeting. 

That  upon  any  new  election  of  trustees,  the  places  of  any  new  trustees  who 
may  have  ceased  to  be  resident  householders  of  Winchester,  shall  be  considered 
void,  and  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  election  of  new  trustees,  as  if  such  places 
had  become  void  by  death  or  resignation.  That  every  new  trustee  shall  be 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment  a resident  householder  of  Winchester.  That 
the  charity-fund  shall  be  from  time  to  time  transferred  to  the  names  of  the 
trustees.  That  a book  shall  be  kept  by  the  trustees,  in  which  the  names  of  all 
persons  receiving  any  charity-money,  and  the  sum  given  to  each  such  person 
shall  be  entered.  That  such  book  shall  be  kept  in  such  place  as  the  trustees 
shall  from  time  to  time  think  fit,  and  in  the  event  of  their  not  appointing  a 
place,  by  the  senior  trustee  for  the  time  being.  And  that  every  of  the  officers 
for  the  time  being  of  the  respective  parishes  of  Winchester,  shall  at  all  conve- 
nient times  have  liberty  to  inspect  the  said  book,  and  to  take  extracts  therefrom.

Sir  Edmund  Bowyer,  by  Will,  dated  the  11th  July  1626,  devised  to  his 
nephew,  Francis  Muschampe,  esquire,  and  John  Henley,  gentleman,  and  to 
his  two  trusty  servants  Martin  Clarke  and  James  Draper,  and  to  their  heirs 
for  ever,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Camberwell,  all  those  three  tenements  which 
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Camberwell.

he  had  newly  built  upon  an  old  foundation  in  Camberwell,  being  in  the  several 
tenures  and  occupations  of  John  Stuckey,  clerk  of  the  parish,  James  Sharp,  and 
John  Lane,  all  which  he  had  already  in  his  life-time  settled  bv  deed.  And  his 
mind  and  will  was  that  the  said  Francis  Muschainp,  John  Henley,  Martin 
Clarke,  and  James  Draper,  with  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Camberwell  for 
the  time  being,  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  houses,  and  dis- 
tribute them  weekly,  or  otherwise,  to  relieve  the  poor  of  Camberwell,  as  they 
should  think  fit.  Item,  To  the  poor  of  Camberwell  he  gave  10/.  to  be  dis- 
tributed at  his  funeral,  and  also  10/.  to  the  poor,  to  be  paid  to  the  collector  for 
the  poor  of  Camberwell,  in  lieu  of  the  fine  and  trees  which  he  had  received 
and  had  out  of  Hewlett's  Acre,  and  the  rents  of  the  said  Acre,  to  be  paid  yearly 
by  his  heirs  to  the  poor  of  Camberwell,  upon  Good  Friday,  as  he  had  given  it 
during  his  life. 

The  deed  referred  to  in  the  will  is  not  now  found  among  the  parish 
documents. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  9th  and  10th  October  1675, 
between  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer,  of  Camberwell,  knight,  Anthony  Bowyer,  esq., 
Henry  Budder,  son  and  heir  of  William  Budder,  son  and  heir  of  Henry  Budder 
the  younger,  deceased,  and  Ann  Sugar,  surviving  daughter,  and  heir  of  James 
Draper,  esq.  deceased,  of  the  1st  part  ; John  Bonwick,  and  Richard  Walker,  of 
the  2nd  part ; Richard  Parr,  of  Camberwell,  D.  I).,  Peter  Scott,  LL.D.,  Richard 
Delves,  esq.,  John  Bynes,  gentleman,  and  Roger  Harsnett,  esq.  of  the  3d  part; 
and  Herbert  Jenks,  and  Henry  Stockwell,  of  the  4th  part.  It  was  witnessed, 
that  for  the  purposes  and  considerations  therein  mentioned  the  parties  of  the 
1st  part  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Bonwick,  and  Richard  Walker,  all  those 
three  messuages  or  tenements,  with  the  back-sides,  gardens,  curtilages,  and 
appurtenances,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Camberwell,  in  the  several  occupations 
of  the  persons  therein  mentioned,  theretofore  given  by  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer, 
deceased,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Camberwell,  to  hold 
the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Bonwick  and  Richard  Walker,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  in  order  to  make  them  tenants  to  the  praecipe  for  the  purpose  of 
suffering  a common  recovery  thereof.  And  it  was  covenanted  between  the 
parties,  that  the  said  common  recovery  should  be  and  enure  to  the  use  of  the 
said  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer,  Anthony  Bowyer,  Richard  Parr,  and  others,  of 
the  3d  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  premises  towards  the  relief  and  sustenance  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
of  Camberwell,  in  such  manner  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by 
the  said  Sir  Edmund  Bovryer,  and  his  heirs,  as  long  as  they  should  be  seised  of 
any  estate  in  the  said  parish,  and  for  want  of  such  appointment  in  such  manner 
as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
should  appoint. 

By  Indenture,  dated  21st  December  1675,  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer,  and  the 
other  trustees  mentioned  in  the  preceding  deed,  demised  the  above-mentioned 
three  houses  to  Herbert  Jenks,  for  80  years,  from  Michaelmas  then  last,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  10/.,  and  the  lessee  covenanted  within  the  two  first  years  of  the 
term  to  expend  in  building  upon  the  premises  the  full  sum  of  200/.  or  more. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  5th  and  6th  May  1702,  between 
Anthony  Bowyer,  of  Camberwell,  esq.  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Thomas  Trevor, 
knight,  Chief  Justice  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas,  Ichabod  Tipping,  D.D. 
and  eight  others,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Anthony  Bowyer,  in  consideration 
of  5 s.  to  him  paid,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
of  himself,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  those  jive  messuages,  with  yards,  gardens, 
back-sides,  and  premises,  lying  behind  the  same,  and  the  appui  tenances,  situate  in 
the  parish  of  Camberwell,  theretofore  given  by  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer,  deceased, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  rents 
and  profits  in  the  same  manner  as  before  stated  in  the  above  abstracted  deed  of 
the  10th  October  1675. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  three  messuages  had  been  converted  intone,  under 
Jenks’s  covenant  to  build ; and  in  a subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  4th  October 
1757j  they  are  conveyed  by  the  description  of  “ All  those  late  five  several 
messuages  or  tenements,  but  now  converted  into  six.” 

The  last  trust-deed  respecting  this  property  is  dated  8th  April  1816, 
whereby  John  Ackland,  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  Rev. 
Edward  Smyth,  vicar  of  Camberwell,  the  Rev.  Philip  Stanhope  Dodd,  the 

Rev. 
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Rev.  Robert  Francis  Bree,  the  Rev.  George  Storie,  Miles  Stringer,  esquire, 
James  Jacks,  esquire,  William  Jones,  gentleman,  John  Rutherford,  gentleman, 
Vincent  Wanostrocht,  gentleman,  William  Curteis,  esquire,  Charles  Dodd, 
gentleman,  Richard  Biliiter  Baker,  William  Peacock,  gentleman,  George 
Athearn,  carpenter,  John  Wade,  yeoman,  Edward  Strong,  bricklayer,  Henry 
Brown,  yeoman,  John  Howard,  carpenter,  James  Bartlett  the  younger,  tailor, 
William  Smith,  gentleman,  and  Thomas  Fleming,  gentleman,  all  of" the  parish 
of  Camberwell,  severally  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish,  held  on  24th  August  1815,  to  be  trustees  of  the  premises  therein  men- 
tioned (among  other  premises)  the  six  messuages,  conveyed  by  the  former 
trust-deeds  upon  the  same  trusts  as  before  set  forth. 

These  premises  now  consist  of  the  following  particulars,  viz. 

1.  Two  houses  now  under  lease  to  William  Lancefield  (by  the  description  of 
a messuage  situate  in  the  High-street  in  Camberwell,  with  the  back-side,  yard, 
and  curtilage  thereto  belonging,  and  a small  tenement  adjoining  to  the  said 
messuage)  for  the  term  of  6l  years,  from  Michaelmas  1809,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  30/.  the  tenant  covenanting  within  three  years  to  lay  out  upon  the  premises 
the  full  sum  of  1,000/.  in  substantial  repairs  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  good 
liking  of  the  surveyor  of  the  trustees. 

Mr.  Lancefield,  who  is  a butcher  in  very  extensive  business,  has  laid  out 
more  than  double  the  covenanted  sum  in  substantial  buildings  on  the  premises, 
the  whole  of  the  old  edifices  having  been  taken  down  by  him.  The  buildings 
now  consist  of  an  excellent  dwelling-house,  slaughter-houses,  and  apartments 
over  them,  the  whole  estimated  at  about  100/.  a year. 

2.  Another  house  (described  as  a messuage  situate  in  the  High-street  of 
Camberwell)  is  on  lease  to  James  Moore,  for  31  years  from  Michaelmas  1795, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  23/.  now  occupied  by  his  widow. 

The  lease  contains  the  usual  covenants  for  repair. 

When  Moore  took  possession  of  this  house,  the  building  was  entirely  of 
wood.  He  has  built  a front  of  brick,  but  the  house  is  very  old,  and  not  sus- 
ceptible of  any  substantial  repair,  so  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  it  will 
be  for  the  consideration  of  the  parish  whether  it  should  not  be  re-let  on  a build- 
ing lease. 

3.  A house  adjoining  No.  2,  on  lease  to  Charles  Sell,  for  31  years,  from 
Michaelmas  1795,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  now  occupied  by  his  widow.  The 
house  is  described  in  the  lease  as  situate  on  the  east  side  of  the  road  leading 
from  Camberwell  to  Dulwich. 

4.  Two  houses  adjoining  the  last,  demised  to  John  Wigley,  as  one  messuage, 
for  31  years,  from  Michaelmas  1795,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/. 

The  three  last-mentioned  are  wooden  houses,  very  old,  and  in  bad  condition. 
It  is  thought  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  them  down  at  the  end  of  the 

term. 

The  rents  of  these  houses,  amounting  to  88/.,  are  carried,  with  other  rents,  to 
a general  donation  fund,  and  applied  in  the  manner  which  will  be  hereafter 
stated. 

Howlett’s  Acre. — The  land  called  Howlett’s  Acre  consists  of  about  an 
acre  situate  near  Dulwich,  but  in  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  and  is  now  held  by 
Thomas  Lett,  esq.,  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  21  years  from  Lady- 
day  181G,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  10/.  10s. 

This  land  lies  open  on  one  side  to  other  land  belonging  to  Mr.  Lett,  but 
it  is  distinguished  from  the  last  bv  boundarv  stones.  In  a lease  of  Howlett’s 
Acre,  granted  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  to  William  Cranwell  in  1750, 
the  land  is  described  as  abutting  north  on  Bush-lane,  and  the  lease  contains 
a demise  of  a way  and  passage  to  and  from  and  out  of  Bush-lane,  on  which 
the  said  land  abutted.  A like  description  and  demise  of  way  are  contained 
in  a subsequent  lease  of  1795  to  John  Budgen  for  a term  of  21  years,  which 
afterwards  came  by  assignment  to  Mr.  Lett,  the  present  tenant.  This  gentle- 
man subsequently  became  the  purchaser  of  the  land  over  which  the  way  passed, 
which  was  sold  by  Dulwich  College  under  the  powers  of  the  Land-tax  Redemp- 
tion Acts ; and  it  is  stated  that  on  this  sale  no  notice  was  given  to  him  of 
the  right  of  way,  and  no  allowance  made  to  him  in  respect  thereof.  He  has, 
however,  consented  to  give,  in  the  room  of  it,  another  way  more  commodious 
than  the  former. 

The  rent  abovementioned  is  carried  to  the  general  fund. 
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Poors  Land. 

Bowles’s  Five  Acres. — By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  15th 
and  16th  February  1676,  Abigail  Hordes  and  others,  in  consideration  of  200/. 
conveyed  to  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer,  knt.  and  others  (the  parties  named  in  the 
indenture  of  10th  October  1675,  under  BowyePs  charity,)  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  all  their  inclosed  piece  of  meadow,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of 
Bowles  his  five  acres,  containing  by  estimation  five  acres,  abutting  upon  the 
highway  leading  from  Kent-street  in  Southwark,  towards  Deptford  on  the 
north,  and  on  the  east,  west  and  south  on  the  common  field  called  North 
Field,  ail  which  premises  were  in  the  liberty  of  Peckham,  in  the  parish  of 
Camberwell  ; to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Camberwell,  in  such  manner  as  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of'  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  should  appoint. 

A part  of  this  land,  containing  about  two  acres,  was  in  the  year  1807  sold 
to  the  Grand  Surrey  Canal  Company,  under  the  powers  of  the  Act  establish- 
ing that  company,  for  a sum  of  money,  which,  with  the  addition  of  a few 
pounds  from  the  general  donation  fund,  purchased  800/.  three  per  cent  con- 
sols. This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Smyth,  Robert 
Curtis,  Thomas  Turk,  and  George  Spence,  producing  an  annual  dividend 
of  24/. 

The  rest  of  the  land,  consisting  of  2 a.  3r.  14 p.,  was  demised  by  indenture 
dated  the  24th  March  1807,  executed  by  the  trustees  and  by  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  to  William  Lamb,  for  61  years  from  Lady-day  then  next,  at  the 
clear  yearly  rent  of  62/.,  the  lessee  covenanting,  within  three  years  next  ensu- 
ing, to  lay  out  the  full  sum  of  500/.  at  the  least,  in  building  one  or  more  sub- 
stantial brick  messuages  on  the  said  land. 

In  pursuance  of  this  covenant  there  have  been  erected  10  houses  fronting 
the  road,  and  20  other  smaller  houses  upon  other  parts  of  the  land,  and  behind 
them  is  a glue  manufactory.  These  several  buildings  were  estimated  together 
at  the  annual  value  of  at  least  400/. 

Shoulder  of  Mutton  Piece.— There  is  a piece  of  land  lying  in  Peckham 
North  Field,  called  the  Shoulder  of  Mutton  Piece,  containing  in  the  whole 
about  an  acre  and  a half.  This  is  divided  into  three  parcels,  one  of  which, 
containing  less  than  half  an  acre,  belongs  to  the  parish  of  Camberwell,  and  has 
been  enjoyed  by  it  for  a great  number  of  years.  The  mode  in  which  this 
property  was  acquired  is  not  known,  but  it  has  been  held  by  the  family  of  the 
present  tenants,  John,  Thomas,  and  Arthur  Emmett,  for  upwards  of  60  years. 
It  has  been  held  during  the  whole  of  that  time  on  yearly  tenancy  at  the  rent 
of  10s.  per  annum.  The  tenants  are  market-gardeners  and  cow-keepers,  and 
use  this  land  as  grass  land.  It  lies  open  to  a foot-path  on  one  side,  and  a 
cart-road  011  the  other,  which  exposes  it  to  the  trespasses  of  passengers,  whereby 
its  value  as  grass  land  is  diminished.  Notwithstanding,  however,  this  disad- 
vantage, it  is  worth  an  advance  of  5s.  per  annum  on  the  rent. 

These  last-mentioned  parcels  of  land,  viz.  the  remnant  of  Bowles’s  live  acres, 
and  the  Shoulder  of  Mutton  Piece,  are  comprised  in  the  last  trust-deed  of  8th 
April  1816,  (adverted  to  under  Bowyer’s  charity,)  by  the  following  description, 
viz.  “ All  that  parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  south  side  of  the  high  road  leading 
from  London  to  Deptford,  containing  by  estimation  2a.  3 r.  14p.  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles,  Camberwell,  near  to  a place  called  Peckham  Gap,  formerly 
in  the  occupation  of  Gammage,  but  then  of  Edward  Westbrook,  and  others, 
being  part  of  a certain  field  theretofore  called  Bowles’s  Five  Acres,  and  also  all 
that  timber  messuage  or  tenement  thereon  standing,  with  the  outhouses  thereto 
belonging,  together  with  the  appurtenances  thereto  also  belonging,  and  which 
said  appurtenances  consist  among  others  of  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  ground 
lying  in  the  common  fields  of  Jeckham,  and  being  in  and  part  and  parcel  of 
a certain  piece  of  ground  in  the  said  common  fields  called  the  Shoulder  of 
Mutton  Piece,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  Elizabeth  Emmett,  widow,  which 
said  piece  of'  ground,  part  of  the  ground  called  Bowles  Five  Acres,  was  by 
indenture,  bearing  date  24th  March  1807,  demised  to  John  Lamb  for  the  term 
of  6l  years  from  Lady-day  in  that  year,  at  the  rent  of  62/.”  And  the  trusts 
declared  of  the  said  premises  were  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to 
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the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Camberwell,  in  such  manner  as  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  appoint. 

The  income  derived  from  these  lands,  viz.  the  dividends  of  24/.  and  the 
rents  of  62/.  and  10s.  are  carried  to  the  general  donation  fund. 

Sir  Thomas  Hunt’s  Charity. 

Sir  Thomas  Hunt , by  Will,  dated  28th  April,  1625,  gave  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  Hilderstone,  where  his  house  stood,  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
there  for  ever,  53 s.  4<d.  a year,  for  six  poor  men  and  women,  by  c2d.  a-piece 
every  Sabbath  day  in  bread ; to  the  sexton  or  clerk,  for  setting  the  bread  on 
the  table,  the  odd  16  d.  ; to  the  churchwardens,  to  buy  them  a pair  of  gloves 
for  distributing  the  same  bread  to  the  poor,  and  these  poor,  after  service,  if  they 
should  be  well  and  have  no  convenient  let,  should  come  every  Sabbath  day  to 
the  stone  where  his  father  lay  ; kneeling,  should  say  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  and  pray 
to  God  for  the  King  and  Queen  then  reigning  over  them,  and  for  no  other 
use ; he  would  have  the  people  chosen  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  to  be 
of  honest  and  good  conversation,  and  so  they  should  enjoy  it  during  their  lives; 
he  gave  also  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Camberwell,  to  the  use  of  the 
poor,  53  s.  4 <d.  a year  for  ever;  and  he  willed  that  these  legacies  should  be 
taken  out  of  all  his  land  in  Northumberland  Alley,  except  his  wife’s  jointure, 
till  such  time  as  Mrs.  Sare  should  die,  and  Brown’s  lease  should  end  ; after  that 
they  should  discharge  his  lands  in  Northumberland  Alley,  and  take  it  for  ever 
out  of  his  lands  in  Kentish-street,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  which  John  Brown 
held  by  lease. 

The  2/.  13s.  4 d.  a year  has  been  received  until  lately,  from  Mr.  Edward 
Pickard,  as  the  proprietor  of  some  houses  in  court,  in  Kent-street, 

Southwark,  which  are  understood  to  have  been  formerly  the  estate  of  Sir 
Thomas  Hunt.  Mr.  Pickard  is  lately  dead,  and  it  has  not  yet  been  ascertained 
to  whom  the  premises  now  belong. 

In  the  application  of  this  annuity  the  trustees  have  adopted  the  directions 
given  by  the  testator,  with  respect  to  his  legacy  to  the  poor  of  Hilderstone, 
distributing  six  twopenny  loaves  every  Sunday  to  as  many  poor  persons  of  the 
parish.  The  remaining  Is.  4 d.  is  carried  to  the  general  Donation  Fund. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[See  4th  Rep.  p.  452,  and  11th  Rep.  p.  790.] 

The  portion  of  this  charity,  which  is  received  by  the  parish  of  Camberwell, 
is  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  21  great  coats,  which  are  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  to  as  many  poor  old  men  of  the  parish,  10  of  them  being  resi- 
dent in  the  Camberwell  Division,  seven  in  the  Liberty  of  Peckham,  and  four  in 
the  hamlet  of  Dulwich. 

The  cost  of  the  coats  generally  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  rent  received.  The 
deficiency  is  supplied  from  the  general  Donation  Fund. 

Arnot’s  Charity. 

Michael  Arnot,  by  Will,  dated  20th  April  1723,  bequeathed  the  interest  of 
100/.  old  South-Sea  annuities,  after  the  death  or  marriage  of  one  Elizabeth 
Pickton,  to  be  divided  equally,  one  half  part  to  charity-schools,  and  the  other 
half  part  to  be  given  to  three  poor  persons  of  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
Camberwell,  and  he  authorized  the  churchwardens,  and  their  successors  for 
the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Camberwell,  to  receive  and  dispose  of  the 
said  interest. 

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  Camberwell.  One  half  of  the  dividend  is  paid  by  the  churchwardens 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Green-Coat  National  School  in  Camberwell,  in  aid  of  its 
funds.  The  other  half,  being  1/.  10s.  per  annum,  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  at  Christmas  with  other  money  from  the  general  Donation 
Fund,  among  the  most  needy  poor  of  the  parish,  several  of  whom  receive  as 
much  as  10s.  a-piece. 

Mathews’s  Charity. 

William  Mathews , by  Will,  dated  30th  October  1750,  gave,  after  the  death 
of  his  wife,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Camberwell  the  sum  of  150/.  to  be 
given  in  bread  on  the  sacrament  days  to  the  communicants  of  the  church  of 
Rep.  16.  U u England, 
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, continued. 
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England,  provided  it  should  be  secured  for  ever,  and  that  the  interest  of  the 
said  150/.  should  be  appropriated  to  that  use,  and  no  other. 

After  the  death  of  the  testator’s  wife,  proceedings  were  had  in  the  court  of 
Chancery  for  the  payment  of  this  legacy,  which  was  decreed  to  the  parish 
by  a decree  of  the  17th  November  I7G4,  together  with  interest  from  the  death 
of  the  testator’s  wife.  The  principal  and  interest,  amounting  to  lGl/.  Is.  6d. 
were  invested  in  the  purchase  of  187/-  5 s.  llr/.  3 per  cent  consols,  in  the  name 
of  the  accountant  general,  in  which  it  still  stands. 

The  annual  dividends,  amounting  to  5 /.  12s.  id.  with  some  addition  from  the 
donation  fund,  are  distributed  in  the  church  in  two-pound  loaves  on  sacrament 
Sundays,  and  other  sacrament  days  to  poor  communicants. 

Noyes’s  Charity. 

Edward  Noyes,  by  Will,  dated  31st  March  1800,  bequeathed  300/.  3 per 
cent  reduced  annuities  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Camberwell,  who  should 
neither  be  maintained  nor  relieved  thereby,  to  be  distributed  at  the  church  door 
of  the  said  parish  on  Christmas-day  and  the  21st  February  every  year  (which 
last-mentioned  day  was  the  birth-day  of  his  son)  in  bread. 

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Smyth,  Robert  Curtis, 
Thomas  Turk,  and  George  Spence,  producing  an  annual  dividend  of  9 /.  This 
dividend  is  applied  to  a distribution  of  bread,  in  four-pound  loaves,  on  Christ- 
mas-day and  the  21st  of  February.  About  6/.  worth  of  bread  is  given  away  at 
each  distribution,  the  deficient  31.  worth  being  supplied  from  the  general 
Donation  Fund.  The  bread  is  delivered  by  tickets,  which  are  given  by  the 
churchwardens  to  poor  families  of  the  parish,  each  receiving  one,  two  or  three 
tickets,  according  to  the  numbers  in  their  respective  families.  The  charity  is 
apportioned  between  the  three  divisions  of  the  parish,  as  follows,  viz. : to  Cam- 
berwell, one  half,  being  4,1.  10s. ; Peckham,  three  eighths,  being  31.  Js.  6 d. ; 
Dulwich,  one  eighth,  being  1 /.  2 s.  6d. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Smith’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Smith,  wife  of  Benjamin  Smith,  of  Harper-street,  Red-lion- 
square,  by  Will,  dated  23d  September  1808,  by  virtue  of  a power  contained  in 
her  marriage  settlement,  bequeathed  to  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Camberwell,  1,000/.  3 per  cent  reduced 
annuities,  to  be  held  by  them  and  their  successors  in  trust,  to  pay  and  divide 
the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  from  time  to  time  amongst  10  of  the  oldest 
poor  housekeepers  of  the  towns  and  villages  of  Camberwell  and  Dulwich 
equally  for  ever. 

This  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Smyth,  James 
Hardwidge,  esq.  James  Jacks,  esq.  and  William  Smith,  esq. 

Of  the  annual  dividend  of  30/.  seven  tenths  are  applied  to  the  poor  of  the 
town  of  Camberwell,  and  the  remaining  three  tenths  to  the  poor  of  the  hamlet 
of  Dulwich. 

This  apportionment  has  been  made  by  agreement  between  the  inhabitants  of 
those  respective  places. 

The  portion  belonging  to  Camberwell  is  given  away  in  sums  of  31.  to  seven 
of  the  oldest  poor  housekeepers  of  the  place  of  the  most  respectable  character, 
who  do  not  apply  to  the  parish  for  relief,  but  who  are  selected  by  the  church- 
warden upon  his  knowledge  of  their  claim,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  other 
respectable  inhabitants. 

In  Dulwich  it  has  been  usual  not  to  confine  the  proportion  allotted  to  that 
hamlet  to  three  poor  persons,  but  to  give  it  in  different  sums,  varying  from  31. 
to  1/.  to  poor  housekeepers  not  applying  for  parish  relief.  In  future  it  will  be 
applied  to  three  only,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Allen’s  Charity. 

Joseph  Allen,  formerly  of  Dulwich,  Doctor  in  Medicine,  by  his  Will,  the 
date  of  which  does  not  appear,  gave  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Cam- 
berwell 200/.  three  per  cent  consols,  in  trust  for  them  and  their  successors,  to 
pay  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  to  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  for  the 
time  being  for  the  hamlet  of  Dulwich,  every  year,  to  be  laid  out  in  coals,  and 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  housekeepers  of  the  hamlet  of  Dulwich  for  ever, 
in  such  manner  as  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  for  the  time  being  should 
think  proper.

warden  of  Dulwich,  who  distributes  the  amount  in  sacks  and  half-sacks  of  x — — 

coals  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  of  whom  he  makes  out  a list  upon  his  own 

judgment  of  their  wants.  The  distribution  takes  place  yearly,  about  a month 

after  Christmas  ; it  is  postponed  to  that  time  in  consequence  of  there  being 

other  gifts  to  be  distributed  at  Christmas. 


Terry’s  Charity. 

William  Terry,  late  of  Lordship-lane,  Camberwell,  gent,  by  his  Will,  dated  Terry’s  Charity. 
9th  November  1811,  gave  to  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Cam- 
berwell (whom  he  appointed  executors,)  after  and  subject  to  the  payment  of 
several  small  legacies,  and  also  to  an  annuity  of  60/.  per  annum  to  his  wife  for 
her  life,  the  rents  of  four  small  freehold  cottages  in  Lordship-lane,  by  the  name 
of  Terry’s  Place  ; also,  the  interest  of  1,400/.  four  per  cent  consols,  and  200/. 
five  per  cent  navy  stock  ; also  his  furniture,  subject  to  the  use  of'  a part  of  it  by 
his  wife  for  her  life  ; also  such  part  of  his  dwelling-house  as  his  executors  should 
think  proper,  “ to  be  established  for  a charity-school,  to  instruct  decent  civi- 
lized working  peoples  children  in  reading,  writing,  &c.  to  be  well  grounded  in 
church  catechism.”  And  the  said  testator  willed  “ that  a man  and  his  wife 
should  be  employed  in  instructing  20  boys  and  10  girls.”  That  the  man  and  his 
wife  should  be  approved  by  his  said  executors,  and  that  for  their  pains  they 
should  have  60/.  per  annum.  His  own  relations,  if  approved  of,  to  have  the 
preference.  The  institution  to  continue  for  ever  under  the  direction  of  the 
s-ucceeding  vicar  and  parish  officers. 

A suit  was  instituted  respecting  this  legacy,  by  the  widow  and  other  legatees, 
and  by  a decree,  made  24th  February  1821,  it  was  declared  that  the  charitable 
devise  and  bequest  was  void,  as  being  contrary  to  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

Application  of  the  General  Donation  Fund. 

To  this  fund,  as  we  have  stated,  are  carried  the  rents  of  88/.,  and  10/.  10s.  Application  of  the 
derived  from  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer’s  charity,  and  the  rents  of  62/.  and  10s.  and  Oeneral^Donation 
the  dividends  of  24/.  derived  from  the  Poors  Land,  as  also  the  small  surplus  of 
Is.  4 d.  from  Hunt’s  charity,  making  together  a total  of  185/.  Is.  4 d.  Out  of 
this  fund  the  treasurer  pays  annually  to  the  churchwarden  for  Camberwell,  80/., 
to  the  churchwarden  of  Peckham,  60/.,  and  to  the  churchwarden  of  Dulwich, 

20/.;  he  also  pays  the  sum  of  2/.  9 s.  a year  for  the  insurance  of  the  houses 
derived  from  Sir  Edmund  Bowyer’s  gift,  and  some  small  additional  charges. 

The  remainder  has  accumulated  in  the  treasurer’s  hands,  and  at  the  last  audit 
on  27th  July  1825,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  201/.  14s.  9 \d.  It  is  proposed 
that  a sum  of  160/.  of  this  balance  should  be  now  taken  out  of  the  treasurer’s 
hands,  and  paid  over  to  the  three  churchwardens  in  the  usual  proportions. 

The  course  of  distribution  by  the  three  churchwardens  in  their  respective 
districts  is  nearly  similar.  After  making  up  the  deficient  money  for  bread  and 
clothing,  under  the  specific  charities  as  before  mentioned,  they  distribute  the 
rest  in  money.  On  a day  appointed  for  the  purpose,  about  Christmas,  the 
poor  attend,  and  upon  examination  as  to  their  wants,  and  character,  and  the 
numbers  in  their  families,  they  receive  sums  varying  generally  from  1 /. 
to  2 s.  6d. 

Some  portion  of  the  money  is  kept  back  to  be  applied  at  other  times  at  the 
discretion  of  the  churchwardens,  as  urgent  cases  of  distress  occur ; an  accurate 
account  is  kept  by  them  of  the  persons  to  whom  they  make  the  distribution, 
and  of  the  sums  given  to  each  ; these  accounts  are  produced  at  a parish  audit, 
when  they  are  regularly  examined  and  entered  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Dulwich  Free  School. 

By  Indenture,  dated  31st  August  1741,  between  James  Allen,  of  Dulwich  in  Dulwich  Free 
the  county  of  Surrey,  esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  master-warden,  four  School, 
fellows,  six  poor  brethren,  six  poor  sisters,  and  twelve  poor  scholars  of  the 
college  of  God’s  Gift,  in  Dulwich  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  of  the  other  part, 

(inrolled  in  Chancery,  1st  September  1741,  and  registered  in  Middlesex,  7th 
September  1741,  B.  2,  No.  401.)  The  said  James  Allen,  for  the  considerations 
therein  mentioned,  conveyed  to  the  said  master-warden,  four  poor  fellows, 

U u 2 six 
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six  poor  brethren,  six  poor  sisters,  and  twelve  poor  scholars,  and  their  succes- 
sors, all  those  pieces  or  parcels  of  ground  situate  near  Kensington  Gravel  Pits, 
in  the  parish  of  Kensington,  Middlesex,  containing  in  front,  towards  the  west, 
next  the  road,  180  feet  of  assize,  or  thereabouts,  and  on  the  south  side  thereof 
from  east  to  west,  112  feet,  and  on  the  north  side  thereof,  from  east  to  west, 
91  feet  six  inches,  and  on  the  east  side  thereof,  165  feet,  together  with  six  mes- 
suages then  lately  erected  thereon,  and  all  other  erections  and  buildings,  &c. 
To  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  master-warden,  fellows,  brothers,  sisters 
and  scholars,  to  the  intent  that  they  and  their  successors  should  for  ever  apply 
the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  premises  (except  the  sums  thereinafter 
mentioned)  towards  finding  and  providing  a schoolmistress  or  mistresses  to  be 
resident  in  Dulwich  for  the  instructing  and  teaching  such  and  so  many  poor 
boys  to  read,  and  so  many  poor  girls  to  read  and  sew,  as  to  the  master  should 
seem  meet,  such  boys  and  girls  to  be  children  of  poor  people,  resiants  and 
commorants  in  the  town  of  Dulwich  aforesaid,  or  within  one  mile  thereof, 
such  boys  and  girls  to  be  taught  and  instructed,  and  the  schoolmistress  to  be 
respectively  of  such  ages,  and  qualified  in  such  manner,  as  to  the  said  master 
should  be  thought  fit,  and  to  be  nominated  and  appointed,  placed  and  displaced 
at  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  said  master,  provided  that  the  master  for  the 
time  being  should  have  the  oversight  and  care,  and  the  letting  and  setting 
of  the  premises,  and  collecting  the  rents,  and  also  the  inspection  of  the  charity  ; 
ami  that  he  should  make  such  rules  and  orders  for  the  better  regulation  thereof 
as  to  him  should  seem  meet ; and  that  as  a compensation  for  his  trouble  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  master  to  deduct  51.  per  annum  for  his  own  use, 
out  of  the  rents,  and  also  1 /.  6 s.  for  a treat  to  the  tenants  on  paying  their 
rents. 

At  the  date  of  this  indenture  the  premises  w'ere  held  under  building-leases, 
at  rents  of  4/.  1 G .s',  on  one  lease,  and  3/.  65.  on  each  of  five  others,  making 
together  a rental  of  21/.  65.  per  annum,  and  leaving,  after  the  payments  of 
51.  per  annum  to  the  master,  and  1/.  6s.  to  the  tenants,  a clear  income  of  15/. 
for  the  use  of  the  school. 

The  leases  having  expired  in  1807,  the  houses,  which  are  situate  in  a rowr, 
called  High  Row,  near  the  Gravel  Pits,  were  again  let  as  follows; 

No.  1.  To  Alexander  Ramsay  Robinson,  for  a term  of  31  years,  from  11th 
October  180/,  at  45/.  per  annum  clear,  with  a covenant  to  expend  500/.  on  the 

premises. 

This  lease  has  been  since  assigned  to,  and  the  house  is  now  occupied  by, 
William  Horsley. 

No.  2.  To  William  Blore,  for  31  years,  from  11th  October  1807,  at  35/.  per 
annum  clear. 

This  lease  lias  been  assigned  to  Gerald  Edward  Morton,  and  the  house  is  now 
occupied  by  Mrs.  Morton,  his  widow. 

No.  3.  To  John  Kni  11,  for  21  years,  from  11th  October  1807,  at  30/.  per 
annum  clear. 

This  lease  has  been  assigned  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Martin,  by  whom  the  house  is 
now  occupied. 

No.  4.  To  John  Hewitt,  for  21  years,  from  11th  October  1807,  at  26/.  per 
annum  clear. 

This  lease  was  afterwards  surrendered,  and  another  thereupon  granted  to 
Sir  George  Naylor,  for  42  years,  from  5th  April  1813,  at  31  /.  10s.  per  annum  ; 
he  covenanting  to  expend  500/.  This  last-mentioned  lease  has  been  assigned 
to  John  Johnson,  by  w'hom  the  rent  is  now'  paid. 

No.  5.  To  John  Nimmo,  for  21  years,  from  29th  September  1808,  at  26/. 
per  annum  clear. 

This  lease  has  been  assigned  to  Edward  Birch,  and  the  house  is  now  occupied 
by  him. 

No.  6.  To  Thomas  Watson,  for  21  years,  from  11th  October  1807,  at  2 61. 
per  annum  clear. 

This  has  been  assigned  to  Mr.  Richard  Dartnall,  and  is  now  occupied  by 
Mrs.  Whitney,  his  sister.  These  rents  amount  together  to  the  sum  of 
193/.  106'.  to  which  must  be  added  the  sum  of  8/.  4 s.  for  the  dividends  on 
205/.  tour  per  cents,  purchased  from  savings,  making  a total  income  of 
201/.  14^. 
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Until  the  expiration  of  the  leases  in  1807,  the  charity  was  necessarily  of 
a confined  nature,  the  net  income  applicable  thereto  being  only  13/.  per  annum. 
This  was  regularly  paid  to  a schoolmistress  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity. 

The  College  of  Dulwich  being  anxious  to  promote  a charity  founded  by 
a former  master,  and  to  increase  the  benefit  to  the  village  of  Dulwich,  have 
permitted  the  charity  to  have  the  use  (rent-free)  of  a respectable  house  at 
Dulwich,  near  the  College,  and  in  the  centre  of  the  village,  which  is  their  pro- 
perty, and  worth  at  least  60/.  per  annum,  thereby  contributing  to  that  amount 
towards  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

By  the  funds  first  received  after  the  expiration  of  the  original  building- 
leases  the  school-house  was  fitted  up  and  repaired,  and  proper  and  distinct 
school-rooms  made  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  master  of  the  college  has  provided  a schoolmistress,  and  also  a school- 
master, by  whom  the  boys  and  girls  are  instructed  in  these  separate  rooms. 
The  boys  are  taught  to  read,  write  and  cipher,  and  the  girls  to  read  and  sew  ; 
and  both  are  instructed  in  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  present  annual  expenditure  :

There  is  consequently  an  annual  surplus  of  about  40/. 

Upon  examination  of  the  books  it  appears  that  on  the  30th  August  1825,  to 
which  time  only  the  account  had  been  entered,  in  consequence  of  the  master- 
warden’s  temporary  absence  from  England,  there  was  a balance  in  hand  of 
100/.  7s.  out  of  which  two  quarters  payment  had  been  subsequently  made  to  the 
master  and  mistress,  and  other  current  disbursements  defrayed,  so  as  to  leave 
only  about  20/.  or  30/.  in  hand  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry  in  December  1825. 

By  the  means  of  this  charity  the  children  of  all  the  poor  resident  in  Dulwich 
and  the  neighbourhood,  within  the  distance  of  a mile,  who  make  application 
for  the  purpose,  receive  education. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  above  mentioned  the  number  of  scholars  con- 
sisted of  about  60  boys,  and  the  like  number  of  girls,  which  appears  to  have 
been  the  average  number  for  several  years. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  village,  by  a subscription  among  themselves,  clothe 
12  of  the  boys  and  20  of  the  girls,  at  an  expense  annually  of  between  00/. 
and  70/. 


PARISH  OF  CLAP  HAM. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[See  4th  Rep.  p.  451.] 

The  annual  sum  of  2/.,  which  is  received  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is  applied, 
together  with  31.  from  the  charity  of  Michael  Mitford  mentioned  hereafter,  to 
the  purchase  annually  of  four  great  coats,  two  of  which  are  marked  on  the  back 
with  the  letters  H.  S.,  and  the  other  two  with  the  letters  M.  M.  These  coats 
are  given  to  the  most  deserving  poor  parishioners. 

Timothy  Reade’s  Charity. 

Timothy  Reade , by  Will,  dated  24th  July  1620,  devised  divers  messuages, 
lands  and  tenements  in  the  parish  of  Clapham,  to  his  wife  for  life,  upon  condi- 
tion, among  other  things,  that  she  shoidd  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  Clapham  for  the  time  being,  20 s.  a year,  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish,  and  after  the  decease  of  his  said  wife  he  devised  the  said 
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premises  to  three  of  his  kinsmen  therein  named,  and  their  heirs,  they 
previously  making  assurance  to  the  said  parish  for  the  payment  of  the  said 
sum  of  20s. 

This  estate  now  belongs  to  John  Bernard  Hankey  esq.,  by  whom  the  annuity 
is  duly  paid. 

The  amount  is  given  at  Christmas  in  bread  to  lour  poor  parishioners  selected 
by  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  5s.  worth  to  each. 


Charities  of  Francis  Bridges  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Bridges. 

Charities  of  . . 

Francis  Bridge*  Francis  Bridges , by  Will,  dated  28th  May  1644,  bequeathed  to  the  gover- 
and  nors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  an  annuity  of  8 /.  out  of  four  messuages  situate  in 

Mrs.Sarah  Bridges.  Soithes  (now  Size,)  lane,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Antholins,  to  be  paid  on  the 
feast  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  or  within  21  days  after,  part  of 
which,  viz.,  the  sum  of  406'.  was  to  be  paid  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Clapham  for  ever,  to  be  by  them  laid  out 
in  sea-coals  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  same  parish,  to  be  yearly  distri- 
buted among  them  in  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  where 
most  need  should  be,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish.  The  parson  and  churchwardens  to  give  an  account  yearly  to  the 
governors  of  the  said  hospital  of  the  distribution  of  the  same  coals,  and  if  the 
coals  should  not  be  distributed  as  directed,  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
governors  of  the  said  hospital  to  dispose  of  the  said  40s.  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  poor  children  of  the  said  hospital ; and  he  devised  the  inheritance 
of  the  said  messuages  to  Sarah  Bridges,  his  relict,  chargeable  with  the  said 
annuity. 

Sarah  Bridges , by  Will,  dated  27th  December  1G47,  gave  the  said  mes- 
suages, after  the  death  of  her  mother,  to  the  governors  of  the  said  hospital  for 
ever,  upon  trust  to  pay  the  said  annuity  of  405.  to  the  said  parish  of  Clapham, 
and  also  the  yearly  sum  of  405.  more,  parcel  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  within  30  davs  after  the 
Nativity  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  for  the  schooling  of 
two  poor  children  of  poor  labouring  men  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish  of  Clap- 
ham, in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  each  of  such  two  children  to  have 
the  benefit  of  the  said  annual  sum  for  the  space  of  three  years  together,  and 
then  two  other  such  like  children  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  same,  and  so  suc- 
cessively for  ever,  such  children  to  be  nominated  by  her  executor,  and  after  his 
death  by  the  minister  and  church  officers  of  Clapham,  with  the  advice  and 
approbation  of  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants,  to  be  assembled  in  the  church 
there  for  that  purpose. 

These  two  annuities  of  2 /.  each  are  received  annually  from  the  treasurer 
of  Christ’s  Hospital.  One  of  them  is  distributed  at  Christmas  in  coals,  by 
quantities  of  4 5.  worth  each,  to  ten  poor  parishioners  selected  by  the  rector 
and  parish  officers.  The  other  is  paid  over  to  the  rector,  in  aid  of  a charity- 
school  in  the  parish,  of  which  he  is  treasurer,  and  which  is  principally  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  contributions  and  collections  at  church. 


Langham’s  Charity. 

Langham’sCliarit  . Thomas  Langham,  by  Will,  bearing  date  1st  February  1G94,  gave  to  the 
Mercers  Company  400/.  upon  condition  that  they  should  pay  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Clapham,  11/.  per  annum,  for  ever,  out  of  which  the  said  church- 
wardens were  to  lay  out  45.  a week  in  bread,  viz.  12  fourpennyr  loaves  of 
wheaten  bread,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  every 
Sabbath  day  after  morning  service,  the  odd  125.  to  the  churchwardens  for 
seeing  it  distributed. 

The  annuity  of  11/.  thus  given,  together  with  an  additional  sum  of 
61.  155.  7 d.  produced  byr  the  investment  of  some  arrears  in  old  South  Sea 
annuities,  (of  which  an  account  will  be  found  in  our  Report  of  the  Charities, 
under  the  Mercers  Company,  6th  Rep.  pp.  283  and  323,)  making  together  an 
annual  payment  of  17/-  155.  Jd.  is  duly  received  from  the  Mercers  Company, 
and  is  applied  in  a distribution  of  20  fourpenny  loaves  every  Sunday  morning, 
to  as  many  poor  parishioners,  principally"  widows,  who  are  appointed  byr  the 
churchwardens.  They  continue  to  enjoy  this  benefit  during  their  respective 
lives,  unless  some  alteration  of  circumstances  should  render  it  expedient  to 

remove 
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remove  them  from  the  list.  This  distribution  is  made  at  the  church  before 

morning  service,  being  found  a more  convenient  time  than  after  the  service.  

The  quantity  thus  distributed  amounts  to  the  annual  sum  of  1 7 /.  3^  Langham’sCharity, 

leaving  a surplus  of  8 s.  11  d.  which  falls  short  by  3s.  Id.  of  the  12s.  appointed  cont'nucd. 
by  the  testator  to  be  given  to  the  churchwardens. 


Clapham. 


Dr.  Lister’s  Charity. 

Dr.  Martin  Lister,  by  Deed,  dated  3d  September  1695,  in  memory  of  his 
wife  Hannah  Lister,  gave  to  the  parish  of  Clapham  for  ever,  51.  per  annum,  Or.  Lister’s 
a rentcharge  upon  his  house  in  Leadenhall-street  in  York,  then  in  the  possession  “ ianty‘ 
of  Dr.  Ashenden,  for  the  uses  following,  viz.  9.1.  to  the  minister  for  a comme- 
moration sermon  the  Sunday  following  the  1st  day  of  August,  on  which  da)-  she 
died  ; the  other  31.  for  two  blue  cloth  gowns  for  two  old  women  of  the  said 
parish,  and  every  other  year  the  said  31.  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  in  equal 
portions  to  the  poor  for  five  Sundays,  two  before  and  three  after  the  day  of  her 
death,  the  disposition  thereof  to  be  made  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish  of  Clapham. 

The  street,  called  in  the  above  deed,  Leadenhall-street,  in  York,  is  now 
usually  known  by  the  name  of  London-street.  The  annual  sum  of  51.  is 
remitted  by  Messrs.  Raper  & Co.  bankers,  in  York,  on  account  of  Lady  Harland, 
in  respect  of  a house  in  that  street  which  is  understood  to  be  "the  house 
charged  therewith.  The  remittance  is  made  to  Sir  Richard  Carr  Glyn  & Co. 
bankers  in  London,  from  whom  it  is  received  by  the  vestry-clerk. 

Of  the  sum  thus  received  91.  is  paid  to  the  rector  for  the  commemoration 
sermon,  and  the  remaining  3/.  is  distributed  in  alternate  years  in  gowns  and 
bread.  Four  gowns  are  now  provided  at  the  cost  of  15  s.  each,  which  are 
given  away  to  four  poor  women  of  the  parish,  selected  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens.  The  bread  is  distributed  in  56'.  portions  to  12  poor  parishioners, 
either  widows,  or  persons  with  large  families,  appointed  in  the  same  manner. 


Mitford’s,  and  other  Chtrities. 

Mitford’s  Charity. — Michael  Mitford,  by  Will,  dated  10th  February  1700,  Mitford’s  and  other 
directed  that  his  body  should  be  buried  in  a brick  grave  in  stich  parish  church  Charities, 
or  church-yard  where  he  should  happen  to  die,  and  that  no  body  should  be 
laid  in  the  same  grave  but  his  own,  and  as  a recompense  and  satisfaction  for 
making  such  grave,  he  ordered  his  executors,  out  of  the  residue  of  his  personal 
estate,  to  raise  and  pay  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  such  parish  the 
sum  of  501.  or  with  the  said  sum  to  purchase  one  or  more  pieces  or  parcels  of' 
ground,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  upon  special 
trust  and  confidence,  that  they  and  their  successors  should  yearly  buy  and 
provide  two  grey  cloth  coats  against  the  first  Sunday  in  December,  for  such 
two  poor  old  men  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  aforesaid  should  judge 
to  be  the  greatest  objects  of  charity  in  that  parish,  who  should  frequently  attend 
Divine  Service  in  the  church,  which  said  coats  were  to  be  marked  with  the 
letters  M.  M.  to  be  cut  in  green  cloth,  and  affixed  upon  each  coat. 

The  testator  died  at  Tunbridge,  and  was  buried  in  Clapham  churchyard. 

After  his  death,  proceedings  were  had  in  the  court  of  Chancery  respecting  his 
will,  and  a decretal  order  was  made  on  22d  June  1708,  directing,  among  other 
things,  that  the  50/.  legacy  given  by  his  will  to  the  parish  where  the  testator 
should  die,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  testator’s  general  estate  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Clapham,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  lands  for  the  uses  and  purposes  directed  in  the  said  will. 

Warfield’s  Charity. — William  Warjield , in  the  year  1651,  gave  the  sum 
of  25  /.  the  interest  whereof  was  to  be  laid  out  yearly  in  buying  coals  for  the 
poor  of  this  parish. 

Coleburne’s  Charity. — James  Cole  bur  ne.  in  the  year  1666,  gave  the  sum 
of  20/.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  to  such  poor  of  the  said 
parish  as  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  should  think  fit. 

Gould’s  Charity. — John  Gould,  the  3d  July  1680,  gave  the  sum  of  20/. 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  same  parish. 

Fitchshrow’s  Charity. — Mr.  Fitchshrow,  the  20th  July  l697>  gave  the 
sum  of  10/.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  coals  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish. 

The  several  gifts  above  mentioned,  together  with  2 51.  raised  by  accidental 
profits,  accruing  to  the  parish  by  burials  in  vaults,  and  otherwise,  making  alto- 
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Clapham.  gether  a sum  of  150/.  which  appeared  to  have  been  in  the  hands  of  William 

7 — Hewer,  esq.  upon  his  bond  at  G/.  per  cent  interest,  were  by  virtue  of  a decree 

MltfCh'mties0tliei'  °f  the  court  of  Chancery,  dated  the  2d  August  1710,  applied  in  enlarging  the 
continued.  church  by  an  additional  building,  and  making  a new  vault  under  the  same ; 

_ and  it  was  by  the  said  decree  ordered  that  the  profits  that  should  arise  from 

letting  the  pews  in  the  new  building,  and  from  fees  received  from  burials  in  the 
new  vault,  should  be  applied  for  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish,  and  to  answer  and  discharge  the  ends  and  purposes  of  the  several 
and  respective  donors  of  the  gifts  above  mentioned. 

The  church  existing  at  the  time  of  this  decree,  was  afterwards  taken  down, 
and  a new  church  erected  in  another  part  of  the  parish  under  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment obtained  for  the  purpose,  the  old  vault  remaining,  and  a small  part  of  the 
old  church  for  the  performance  of  the  burial  services.  Upon  the  site  of  the 
old  church  a chapel  has  since  been  erected  under  a subsequent  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. The  pew-rents  both  of  the  new  church  and  of  the  chapel,  and  the 
burial-fees  for  interments  in  the  vault,  are  received  by  trustees  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Acts  of  Parliament.  Out  of  this  fund 
the  trustees  pay  to  the  churchwardens  31.  a year,  in  respect  of  Mitford’s  cha- 
rity, which  is  applied,  together  with  Henry  Smith’s,  in  the  manner  already 
noticed. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  other  payments  are  made  by  the  trustees  in  respect 
of  the  other  charities  above  mentioned,  nor  to  any  other  charitable  use  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor.  We  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  annually  appropriating  at 
least  the  amount  of  legal  interest  upon  the  several  charitable  funds  above  men- 
tioned, to  the  purposes  of  those  respective  charities. 

Lance’s  Charity. 

Lance’s  Chai  it  James  Lance,  by  Will,  dated  1st  March  1769,  gave  to  the  minister  or  rector  of 
Clapham  for  the  time  being,  2/.  10$.  to  preach  a sermon  annually,  on  the  25th 
July,  being  his  birth-day,  if  it  should  happen  on  a Sunday,  or  the  next  Sunday 
after,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  parish  10$.  He  also  gave  to  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  61.  annually,  to  those  not  receiving  alms,  by  quarterly  distributions  in 
bread. 

A sum  of  money  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  300/.  three  per  cent 
consols,  in  satisfaction  of  this  charity,  which  stock  now  stands  in  the  names 
of  Samuel  Thornton  esquire,  Rev.  William  Dealtry  and  Robert  Dewar, 
esquire. 

Out  of  the  dividends,  amounting  to  9/.  a year,  2/.  10$.  is  paid  to  the  rector, 
10$.  to  the  clerk,  and  61.  in  a distribution  of  bread,  by  5s.  portions  to  24 
poor  parishioners  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  These  poor  persons  are  annually 
appointed  by  the  minister  and  parish  officers. 


Castell’s  Charity. 

Castell’s  Charitj.  John  Cast  ell,  by  Will,  dated  second  February  1802,  gave  to  the  parish  of 
Clapham  500/.  South  Sea  stock,  the  interest  to  be  paid  at  the  disposal  of  the 
rector  and  churchwardens,  as  follows,  viz.

The  remainder  of  the  interest  to  be  distributed  on  the  said  27th  day  of  De- 
cember, among  12  poor  housekeepers  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish,  halt 
in  bread,  and  half  in  coals,  in  such  manner  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens 
should  think  proper. 

The  legacy-duty  upon  this  legacy,  the  costs  of  a deed  of  trust,  and  some 
other  charges,  amounted  to  38/.  19$.  and  it  was  agreed  by  the  vestry  that  the 
dividends  should  be  first  applied  to  the  payment  of  these  charges,  to  avoid 
breaking  in  upon  the  principal.  Those  charges  having  been  accordingly  defrayed, 
the  dividends,  amounting  to  17/.  10$.  per  annum,  have  been  since  applied  to  the 
purposes  of  the  charity. 

The  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Dealtry,  Robert 
Dewar,  and  William  Hughes  Hewitt,  esq.  The  several  payments  directed  by  the 
will  are  made  to  the  minister  for  a sermon  which  is  preached  on  St.  John  the 

Evangelist’s 
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Evangelist’s  day,  and  to  the  parish-clerk,  organist  and  sexton.  Out  of  the  re- 
mainder, being  11/.  17  s.  6d.  12  guineas  are  distributed,  one  half  in  coals,  and  the 
other  half  in  bread,  to  12  poor  housekeepers  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  They 
are  annually  appointed  by  the  minister  and  parish  officers.  The  surplus,  being 
2 /.  5 s.  C d.  is  given  away  in  bread  and  coals  to  other  poor  of  the  parish,  in 
quantities  proportioned  to  their  respective  necessities. 

Cole’s  Charity. 

William  Cole,  by  Will,  dated  5th  June  1807,  gave  to  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Clapham,  500/.  to  be  placed  out,  and  the 
interest  to  be  front  time  to  time  applied  in  supporting  and  keeping  up  the  tomb 
and  railing  in  the  said  parish,  where  his  father,  wife,  and  children,  were  buried, 
and  the  surplus  to  be  annually  distributed  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the  said 
parish,  not  receiving  parish  relief,  as  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers, 
for  the  time  being,  should  think  most  deserving. 

This  legacy  was  reduced  by  the  duty  and  other  charges  to  as  much  as  pur- 
chased 465/.  2s.  6d.  navy  five  per  cents,  which  was  subsequently  increased  by 
investments  of  the  dividends,  to  the  sum  of  500/.  This  has  been  since  con- 
verted to  525/.  nesv  four  per  cents,  which  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the 
Rev.  William  Dealtry,  Robert  Dewar,  and  William  Hughes  Hewitt,  esquires. 
After  paying  what  is  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  the  tomb,  the  residue  has  been 
generally  distributed  among  the  poor,  in  sums  of  10, v.  each.  The  repairs  of 
the  tomb  having  been  neglected  for  some  years,  it  became  necessary,  in  the 
year  1825,  to  take  down  the  old  tomb  and  rebuild  it,  the  expense  of  which, 
it  is  apprehended,  will  exhaust  the  whole  income  for  that  year. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  MARY  MAGDALEN,  BERMONDSEY. 

Before  we  enter  on  the  account  of  the  charities  in  this  parish,  it  will  be  St. Mary  Magdalen, 
proper  to  notice  the  Act  of  the  81st  Geo.  3,  c.  19,  “ For  amending  and  Bermondsey, 
enlarging  the  powers  of,  and  rendering  more  effectual,  an  Act,  made  in  the 
31st  Geo.  2.  intituled,  An  Act  for  ascertaining  and  collecting  the  Poors  Rates, 
and  for  better  regulating  the  poor  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Ber- 
mondsey, in  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,” 
whereby,  after  appointing  certain  persons  therein  mentioned  to  be  governors 
and  directors  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  providing  for  the  filling-up 
vacancies  which  should  occur  among  them  by  death,  or  removals  out  of  the 
parish,  or  otherwise,  as  therein  mentioned,  it  is  in  sec.  20,  enacted  as  follows : 

“ And  whereas  it  is  often  difficult  to  discover  the  heirs  at  law  or  real  repre- 
sentatives of  the  survivors  of  the  trustees  of  the  legal  estates  in  fee-simple  of 
the  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments,  granted,  devised  or  given,  in  trust  for  , 
the  charitable  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  when  all  such  trustees  are  dead, 
and  it  would  facilitate  the  execution  of  the  said  trusts  if  such  legal  estates 
were  vested  in  the  said  governors  and  directors  for  the  time  being,  Be  it  there- 
fore enacted,  that  the  legal  estates  in  fee-simple,  of  and  in  all  messuages,  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  heretofore  granted,  devised  or  given,  in  trust,  for 
the  use,  relief  or  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 

Bermondsey,  only,  and  not  jointly  with  any  other  parish,  shall  from  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act  be  divested  out  of  the  respective  persons  in  whom 
the  same  now  are  or  shall  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  be  vested,  and  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  said  governors  and  directors 
for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  same  piemises  arc  or 
may  be  subject  to  in  the  hands  of  such  person  or  persons  so  intended  to  be 
divested  of  such  legal  estates  as  aforesaid.” 

And  in  sec.  30  it  is  further  enacted,  that  “ All  penalties,  gifts,  donations, 
benefactions,  and  sums  of  money  whatsoever,  now  payable,  or  which  shall  here- 
after become  payable,  for  or  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  (not 
being  directed,  or  liable  to  be  applied  for  the  support  of  any  private  or  par- 
ticular charity,  or  poor,  or  by  the  donation  particularly  appropriated,  and  not 
being  sacramental  money,)  shall  from  time  to  time  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  or  treasurers  to  the  said  governors  and  directors,  and  shall  be  applied 
in  aid  of  the  rates  or  assessments  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish.” 

We  shall  first  advert  to  the  charities  which  are  specifically  appropriated  by 
the  founders,  and  applied  according  to  their  directions.

See  Fourth  Report,  p.  4.50,  4.51,  where  it  will  be  seen  that  among  the  nume- 
rous charities  of  Henry  Smith , the  parish  of  Bermondsey  is  entitled  to  a rent- 
charge  of  20/.  a year,  issuing  out  of  a farm  at  Bexhill  and  Cowding,  in  the 
county  of  Sussex. 

This  annual  sum  of  20/.  is  received  from  Mr.  Bray,  as  treasurer  to  the  trus- 
tees of  Smith’s  charities.  2/.  part  of  it,  is  applied  in  the  schooling  of  five 
children,  as  more  particularly  mentioned  below,  under  tlie  head  of  Wright’s 
gift.  The  other  18/.  is  applied  in  a distribution  of  clothing  in  the  month  of 
November,  to  poor  persons  selected  by  the  churchwardens  : Great  coats  and 
petticoats  have  occasionally  been  given,  but  in  the  last  three  years  the  distribu- 
tion has  consisted  entirely  of  womens  cloaks,  that  being  found  an  article  of 
peculiar  comfort.  In  the  year  1825,  59  were  given  away;  in  1824,  GO.  The 
cost  of  these  has  exceeded,  by  about  10/.,  the  amount  of"  the  money  received. 


Tirrell’s  Charity. 

Tin-ells  Charity.  The  particulars  of  this  gift  will  be  found  among  the  charities  of  the  Grocers 
Company,  comprised  in  our  Sixth  Report,  p.  279.  The  sum  of  61.  is  annually 
paid  in  respect  thereof,  by  that  company,  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish, 
and  is  disposed  of  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  distributed 
among  the  most  necessitous  poor  of  the  parish,  in  quantities  proportioned  to 
their  respective  wants  ; from  one  to  three  bushels  being  given  to  each  family. 
T his  distribution  generally  takes  place  about  the  commencement  of  winter. 


Bernard  Hyde’s  Charity. 

Bernard  Hyde’s  The  particulars  of  Bernard  Hyde's  charity  will  be  found  in  our  Fourth 
Charny.  Report,  p.  104,  among  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  St.  Dunstan  in  the  East. 

There  is  received,  in  respect  of  this  benefaction,  from  the  Salters  Company, 
the  sum  of  4/.  10s.  every  10  years,  which  is  distributed  in  sums  of  5s.  to  poor 
widows  or  maidens  of  the  Salters  Company,  if  any  are  found,  if  not,  to  other 
poor  women  of  the  parish  who  are  thought  most  in  need  of  it. 

The  next  payment  will  be  due  in  1827. 

Martin’s  Charity. 

Martin’s  Charity.  In  our  account  of  the  charities  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Olave  and  St.  John, 
(14th  Rep.  p.  579,)  will  be  found  a full  account  of  the  origin  and  nature  of 
this  charity,  and  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  subsequent  proceedings  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  under  the  authority  of  which  the  charity-estate,  given  by 
the  Will  of  Edward  Martin  in  1645,  was  sold  for  the  sum  of  3,832/.  L2s.  and 
that  sum  was  paid  into  the  Bank  in  the  name  of  the  accountant-general  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery  ; one  third  thereof  to  belong  to  each  of  the  three  parishes 
interested  in  the  charity,  and  to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  lands  to  be 
settled  for  the  like  charitable  purposes  as  the  original  charity-estate. 

One  third  part  of  this  purchase-money,  being  the  sum  of  1,277^-  Is.  4c/.  was 
accordingly  appropriated  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey, 
and  was  invested  in  Exchequer  bills ; out  of  the  interest  of  which  an  annual 
payment  of  3/.  13s.  4 d.  was,  under  the  direction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
made  to  the  parish,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  charity,  and  the  surplus  interest 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  accountant-general.  This  went  on  from  March 
1812  till  19th  July  1820,  when,  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  previously  made 
and  approved  by  the  Master  in  Chancery,  for  the  purchase  of  the  estate  here- 
after mentioned  for  the  sum  of  1,575/.,  an  order  of  court  was  made  that  the 
said  Exchequer  bills  should  be  sold,  and  the  produce  of  that  sale,  together  with 
the  sum  of  lGl/.  14s.  11  d.  cash  in  the  Bank,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant- 
general,  to  the  credit  of  the  cause,  and  the  interest  to  accrue  due  on  the  said 
Exchequer  bills  until  such  sale,  should  be  paid  as  the  master  of  the  court  should 
approve,  in  part  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  said  estate.  The  whole  of  this 
fund  produced  1,590/.  18s.  Id.  and,  together  with  the  sum  of  115/.  Gs.  11*/. 
advanced  from  the  parish  funds,  making  up  together  the  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase-money of  1,575/.  and  131/.  5s.  interest,  due  thereon  previously  to  the 
completion  of  the  sale,  was  paid  for  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Maiden,  in 
Kent,  consisting  of  six  parcels  of  land,  containing  45  acres,  which  was  conveyed 
by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  enrolled,  by  William  Selby,  John  Selby  and 
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Alexander  Selby,  to  Robert  Rich,  Thomas  Gaitskell,  Jesse  Curling,  James  Sr.MaryMagilalen, 
Riley,  William  Nottidge,  William  Martin  Carter,  esquires,  Samuel  Bevington  bermondsey. 
and  Edmund  Elkins,  all  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey, 
being  eight  trustees  nominated  at  a public  vestry,  held  18tli  December  1816,  on 
behalf  of  the  said  parish  for  the  charitable  pm  poses  thereinafter  mentioned, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
estate,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  by  them  applied  in  the  manner  expressed  and 
declared  by  the  will  of  the  said  Edward  Martin  concerning  the  one-third  part 
by  him  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  undivided  moiety  of  the 
lands  at  Low  Layton. 

This  estate  is  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Alexander  Usborne,  under  an  agreement 
for  a lease  for  14  years  from  Michaelmas  1818,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  60/. 
which  is  the  full  value. 

This  rent  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  octavo  Bibles,  bound  and  clasped,  at 
the  price  of  about  11s.  a-piece,  which  it  is  the  custom  to  divide  among  the 
minister,  trustees  and  parish  officers,  who  distribute  them  among  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  at  their  discretion. 


Sir  John  Fenner’s  Charity. 

A full  account  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  the  6th  Report,  p.  578,  and  in  Sir  J.  Fenner’s 
the  14th  Report,  p.  562.  Chanty. 

The  annual  sum  at  present  received  by  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 

Bermondsey,  is  29/.  No  part  of  this  is  now  distributed  in  money,  but  the 
whole  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles,  which  are  given  away  in  the  same 
manner  as,  and  together  with,  the  Bibles  provided  from  Martin’s  charity. 

We  find  no  trace  of  the  receipt  or  application  of  the  sum  of  40/.  given  by 
Sir  John  Fenner  to  this  parish,  as  a stock  for  the  purchase  of  coals  when  cheap, 
and  the  sale  of  them  to  the  poor  at  cost-price. 


Wright’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Release,  grounded  on  a lease  for  a year,  and  dated  29th  Wright’s  Charity. 
January  1673,  John  Wright,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey, 
to  the  intent  that  the  messuages  and  tenements  thereafter  specified  might 
be  for  ever  settled  after  his  decease  to  the  pious  and  charitable  uses  there- 
after mentioned,  granted  to  the  mayor  and  commonalty  of  London,  governors 
of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  all  those  three  messuages  or  tenements  situate  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  in  the  several  tenures  of  the 
persons  therein  mentioned,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  said  John  Wright  to  enjoy 
the  said  premises  during  his  life  to  his  own  use,  and  after  his  death  to  pay 
yearly  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Ber- 
mondsey, out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  the  annual  sum  of 
14/.  on  Michaelmas-day,  or  within  10  days  after,  which  said  sum  of  14/.  should 
be  disposed  and  distributed  by  the  said  churchwardens  in  manner  following; 
that  is  to  say,  two  marks  thereof  yearly  for  two  sermons  to  be  preached  in  the 
parish  church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  by  the  minister  or  rector 
thereof,  one  on  the  5th  November,  the  other  on  the  day  of  the  death  of  the 
said  John  Wright ; and  12/.  13s.  4 d.  residue  of  the  said  14/.  to  be  laid  out  in 
12  suits  of  Yorkshire  broad  cloth,  of  5 s.  a yard,  to  consist  of  a waistcoat  and 
a kertell,  made  up  for  the  clothing  of  12  poor  women  of  the  said  parish,  who  are 
ancient  and  necessitous,  and  of  good  life  and  conversation,  and  who  should 
promise  to  wear  the  same  suit  marked  as  there  mentioned,  every  of  which 
waistcoats  should  be  marked  on  the  right  breast  with  the  letters  J.  W.  made  ot 
red  cloth  ; and  it  was  directed,  that  such  clothes  should  be  first  put  on  on  the 
5th  November,  when  the  poor  women  should  give  thanks  for  the  same  in  the 
congregation  of  the  said  church,  and  that  their  names  should  be  publicly 
read  therein  on  the  Sunday  following,  and  that  the  churchwardens  should, 
within  a month,  deliver  to  the  treasurer  or  clerks  of  St.  'lhomas’s  Hospital  the 
names  of  the  said  poor  women,  and  that  no  person  should  receive  the  said 
apparel  two  years  together  ; and  that  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
premises  should  be  disposed  to  the  only  benefit,  relief  and  comfort  of  the  poor 
people  of  the  said  hospital  of  St.  Thomas. 

In  a book  containing  extracts  of  wills,  deeds  and  decrees,  respecting  the 
donations  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  which  were 
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St.Mary Magdalen,  collected  and  entered  therein  by  the  late  vestry-clerk,  is  an  extract  from  the 
Bermondsey.  will  of  the  said  John  Wright,  dated  the  17th  November  1674,  from  which  it

continued.  governors  should  yearly  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary 

t — Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  6/.  on  the  four  usual  quarter  days,  for  the  uses  follow- 
ing, viz.  SI.  for  teaching  seven  poor  children  of  the  said  parish  to  read  the 
English  Bible,  each  of  the  age  of  five  years  or  upwards  when  they  should 
begin  to  learn,  and  such  whose  parents  were  poor  and  could  not  pay  for  their 
schooling,  the  children  to  be  appointed  by  the  churchwarden  for  the  time  being-, 
and  the  other  31.  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  by  the  churchwarden  to 
the  poor,  one  half  at  Easter,  and  the  other  half  at  Christmas. 

The  premises  charged  with  the  annuity  of  14/.  consist  of  five  houses  and 
a tan-yard,  at  the  corner  of  the  new  road,  Bermondsey,  and  which  are  of  a con- 
siderable annual  value.  This  rentcharge,  and  the  further  sum  of  6/.  a year, 
mentioned  in  Wright’s  will,  are  received  in  one  payment  from  the  treasurer  of 
St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

Under  this  charity  24  poor  women  of  the  parish  at  present  receive,  annually, 
gowns  made  of  brown  camlet,  the  cost  of  which  amounts  to  about  the  sum  of 
12/.  13.9.  4c?.  a little  more  or  less.  The  gowns  are  made  up  in  the  workhouse. 
The  custom  of  putting  Wright’s  initials  on  the  gowns  has  been  discontinued  for 
many  years.  The  women  attend  in  their  gowns  at  the  sermon  preached  on  the 
5th  November,  and  their  names  are  read  in  the  church  on  the  Sunday  following. 
The  gowns  are  never  given  to  the  same  persons  for  two  successive  years. 

Twelve  poor  children  of  parishioners,  selected  by  the  churchwardens,  princi- 
pally girls,  are  sent  to  a schoolmistress  in  Bermondsey,  seven  in  respect  of 
Wright’s  charity,  for  whom  31.  a year  is  paid,  and  five  in  respect  of  Henry 
Smith’s  charity,  for  whom  2/.  is  paid.  She  receives  these  sums  by  quarterly 
payments  of  1/.  3s.  each.  The  children  are  taught  to  spell  and  read. 

80.9.  worth  of  bread  is  provided  at  Christmas,  and  the  same  quantity  at 
Easter,  in  four-pound  and  two-pound  loaves,  which  are  divided  among  the 
parish  officers,  and  given  by  them  to  the  poor  at  their  discretion. 

£.  1.  6s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  rector,  for  which  he  preaches  two  sermons,  one  on 
the  5th  November,  the  other  on  some  day  in  Passion-week.  The  precise  day 
of  Mr.  Wright’s  death  appears  not  to  be  known. 

Dandy’s  Charity. 

Dandy’s  Charity.  By  Indenture  enrolled,  dated  8th  March  1075,  between  William  Alwood,  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  and  Ann  his  wife,  of  the  first 
part ; Andrew  Dandy,  executor  of  the  last  Will  of  Andrew  Dandy,  late  of 
London,  of  the  second  part;  and  Richard  Parr,  D.D.  rector  of  the  said  parish 
of  St-  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  Isaac  Selby,  Nicholas  Carter,  Peter 
Duseney,  and  Thomas  Joliffe,  churchwardens,  and  William  Hichford,  William 
Leake,  William  Dowson,  and  William  Bates,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish,  of  the  third  part;  It  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Alwood.  and 
Ann  his  w ife,  in  consideration  of  110/.  paid  to  them  by  the  said  churchwardens, 
parties  of  the  third  part,  of  which  said  sum  of  money  100/.  was  to  be  repaid  to 
the  said  churchwardens  by  the  said  Andrew  Dandy,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  last  will  of  the  said  Andrew  Dandy  deceased,  granted, 
bargained,  sold,  enfeoffed,  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Andrew  Dandy,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  all  that  messuage,  and  the  yard  and  garden  thereunto  adjoining 
and  belonging,  situate  near  St.  Saviour’s  Mill  in  the  said  parish,  containing 
together  in  length  from  north  to  south  three-score  feet  of  assize,  and  in  breadth 
from  east  to  w est  12  feet  of  assize,  and  abutting  on  the  ten-foot  way  passage  or 
street  there,  north,  and  the  mill-pond  south,  in  trust,  to  and  for  the  uses  and 
intents  thereafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  to  the  use  of  such  poor  men  and 
poor  women  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish  as  were  thereinafter  particularly 
described ; and  to  the  further  intent,  that  the  said  minister,  churchwardens, 
overseers,  and  their  successors,  should  let  the  said  premises  bv  lease  or  other- 
wise, so  as  the  yearly  rent  reserved  thereon  might  not  be  less  than  6 /.,  and 
should  for  ever  thereafter  collect  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  pre- 
mises, and  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  Andrew  Dandy 
deceased,  pay  and  dispose  thereof  as  follows,  that  is  to  say,  to  six  poor  men  or 
women  of  the  said  parish,  who  should  be  chosen  by  the  said  Andrew  Dandy, 
the  executor,  out  of  12  to  be  presented  by  the  said  minister,  churchwTardens, 
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and  overseers,  and  such  as  should  be  laborious,  and  no  ways  scandalous  in  their  St.Mary  Magdalen, 
lives,  to  each  the  sum  of  205.  per  annum  during  their  respective  lives,  at  the  Bermondsey, 
four  usual  feast-days,  or  within  30  days  after,  by  equal  portions  ; and  as  any  of  r “ — - 
the  said  six  persons  should  happen  to  die,  to  pay  the  said  205.  per  annum  to  Continued11*' 
such  other  man  or  woman  qualified  as  aforesaid,  as  the  said  Andrew  Dandy  ^ / 

should  choose  out  of  two  to  be  presented  by  the  said  minister,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  : and  to  the  further  intent  and  purpose,  that  the  said  minister, 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  their  successors,  should  dispose  of  the  over- 
plus of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to  such  uses,  intents  and  purposes 
as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  meet,  keeping  the  premises  in  good  and 
sufficient  repair. 

The  house  mentioned  in  this  deed  has  been  down  for  many  years.  The  land 
on  which  it  stood  was  lately  in  the  holding  of  Mr.  Hoffam,  at  the  rent  of  12/. 
a-year,  upon  a lease  which  expired  at  Midsummer  1824.  It  is  now  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Mr.  Peter  Michell,  a yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  12  guineas.  The 
ground  is  made  use  of  by  him  to  land  slates  and  lay  timber  on.  The  rent  has 
been  applied  in  the  payment  of  1/.  a-year  each  to  12  poor  whdows  of  the  parish, 
appointed,  as  vacancies  take  place,  by  the  churchwardens.  Of  the  last  year’s 
rent  125.  remains  in  hand. 

Banyard’s  and  Bacon’s  Charities. 

Banyard's  Charity. — By  Indenture,  dated  21st  July  1(359,  between  Robert  Banyard’s  and 
Banyard,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  of  the  one  part,  and  Bacon’s  Charities. 
Richard  Lewin,  and  others,  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part ; 

It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Robert  Banyard,  for  the  good  will  which  he  bore 
to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  and  for  and  towards  the  relief,  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  the  same  poor,  granted,  enfeoffed  and  confirmed  to 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  his  piece  of 
ground,  as  then  set  out  to  be  inclosed,  containing  from  east  to  west  32  feet 
of  assize,  and  in  breadth  from  north  to  south  28  feet  of  assize,  lying  in  the 
parish  aforesaid,  abutting  on  Crucifix-lane  towards  the  north,  in  trust,  with  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof  to  succour  and  relieve  the  said  poor  people,  which 
should  then  be  or  thereafter  should  be  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish,  in  such 
manner  as  should  be  yearly  agreed  upon  and  thought  meet  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

Upon  this  piece  of  land  two  houses  have  been  built,  the  cost  of  w'hich  was 
in  part  defrayed  from  the  following  benefaction : 

Bacon's  Charity. — Josiali  Bacon , by  Will,  dated  4th  October  1703,  bequeathed 
to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Ber- 
mondsey, for  the  time  being,  the  sum  of  150/.  to  be  paid  to  them  within  one 
year  next  following  his  decease,  in  trust,  to  be  writh  all  possible  expedition  by 
them  laid  out  in  purchasing  of  lands  of  inheritance,  to  be  vested  in  trustees,  by 
them  to  be  nominated,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  by  the  said  minister 
and  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  distributed  in 
bread  to  the  poor  of  the  same  parish,  in  two  equal  doles,  viz.  at  the  two  Lord’s- 
days  next  after  Christmas  and  Lady-day  in  every  year. 

On  reference  to  the  account-books  of  this  parish,  it  appears  that  in  the  year 
1729,  this  legacy  of  150/.  (which  had  been  previously  invested  in  an  East  India 
bond),  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  two  South  Sea  bonds,  one  for  100/.  and 
the  other  for  50/.  In  1732,  one  half  of  the  principal  of  these  bonds  was  paid 
off,  and  in  1733,  the  remaining  half.  And  among  the  disbursements  for  this 
last  year  is  specified  a payment  of  170/.  in  full,  for  building  the  houses  called 
God’s  Providence. 

This  property  is  comprised  in  the  premises  derived  from  Robert  Banyard, 
and  consists  of  two  small  houses  in  Crucifix-lane,  Bermondsey,  Nos.  37  and  38, 
commonly  known  by  the  name  of  God's  Providence.  They  are  on  lease  to 
William  Clark,  for  21  years,  from  Michaelmas  1815,  at  the  clear  annual  rent  of 
15/.  The  houses  are  in  a bad  situation,  and  the  rent  is  as  much  as  they  are 
worth. 

Of  this  rent  7 1.  105.  is  applied  in  pursuance  of  the  trusts  of  Mr.  Bacon’s 
charity,  in  a distribution  of  bread  on  the  Sunday  after  Christmas-day  and  on 
Lady-day,  in  loaves  of  four  pounds  and  two  pounds,  by  the  parish  officers,  in  the 
same  manner  as  Wright’s  bread  is  disposed  of. 
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St. Mary  Magdalen,  The  remainder  of  the  rent  is  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  governors 

Bermondsey.  and  directors  of  the  poor  as  belonging  to  Banyard’s  donation,  the  profits  of 

which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  30th  section  of  the  Parochial  Act,  would  go 

to  the  general  parish-fund. 

Samuel’s  Charity. 

Samuel’s  Charity.  By  Indenture,  dated  15th  August  1700,  between  John  Glen  and  Henry 

^ x Smith,  executors  of  Elizabeth  Bunting,  widow,  and  John  Wade,  of  the  one 

part,  and  Thomas  Tyers  and  others,  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  John  Samuel,  by  his 
Will,  dated  9th  January  1688,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  501.  to  be  put  out  at 
interest;  and  directed  that  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Mag- 
dalen, Bermondsey,  successively,  should  receive  the  said  interest,  and  therewith 
provide  so  much  bread  as  the  same  would  purchase,  and  distribute  the  same 
on  the  18th  of  December  in  every  year  amongst  such  poor  people  of  the 
same  parish  as  did  or  should  receive  alms  there ; and  that  after  payment  of 
his  debts  and  legacies  he  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  Elizabeth 
Bunting,  his  neice,  and  appointed  John  Bunting,  since  deceased,  and  the  said 
Elizabeth  Bunting,  his  wife,  his  executors  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
Elizabeth  survived  her  husband,  and  afterwards  by  her  will,  dated  1st  March 
1696,  declared  her  mind  to  be  that  a legacy  of  50s.  a year  should  be  paid  to 
the  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  according  to 
the  will  of  the  said  John  Samuel,  and  for  want  of  payment  thereof  according 
to  his  said  will,  that  the  overseers  of  the  said  parish  should  and  might  enter 
upon  possession  and  enjoy  a certain  field  called  Chapel  Croft,  which  she  had 
then  lately  purchased,  containing  five  acres,  more  or  less,  lying  in  Halsted  in 
the  county  of  Essex,  and  appointed  the  said  John  Glen  and  Henry  Smith  her 
executors;  and  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Bunting  by  a codicil  to  her  said  will, 
dated  16th  September  1697>  further  willed,  that  her  said  executors  should 
have  full  power  to  make  a deed  of  her  said  field  to  the  overseers  and  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  50s.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  according  to  the  will  of  the 
said  John  Samuel  and  declared  her  will  to  be,  that  they  should  make  a deed 
accordingly:  It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Glen  and  Henry  Smith,  in 

pursuance  of  the  trust  in  them  thereby  reposed,  granted  to  the  said  Thomas 
Tyers  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  50s., 
to  be  issuing  out  of  all  that  field  or  parcel  of  arable  or  pasture  ground  called 
Chapel  Croft,  alias  Commonfield,  containing  by  estimation  five  acres,  lying  in 
Halsted  aforesaid,  abutting  upon  the  king’s  highway  leading  from  Halsted  to 
Braintree  on  the  south,  and  upon  the  highway  leading  from  Halsted  to  Gos- 
field  on  the  west,  to  be  paid  yearly  at  or  in  the  south  porch  of  the  parish 
church  of  Halsted,  at  and  upon  the  Feast-day  of  St.  Michael  ; to  hold  the 
same  upon  trust,  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  annuity  or  yearly 
sum  of  50s.  to  pay  the  same  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said 
parish  of  St,  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  buying 
bread,  to  be  distributed  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  will  of  John  Samuel, 
with  a power  to  the  said  trustees  to  distrain  for  the  same. 

This  money  is  received  from  the  owner  of  the  land,  which  was  late  the 
property  of  Thomas  Saville,  esq.,  of  Sibb  Hedingham,  lately  deceased,  and  is 
distributed  in  bread  on  the  18th  of  December,  in  the  same  manner  as  Wright’s 
bread. 

Apsey’s  Charity. 

-Apsey’s Clias ity.  Mr.  David  Apsey,  by  his  Will,  dated  24th  May  1740,  (an  extract  from 

which  is  in  the  book  compiled  by  the  late  vestry-clerk  before  referred  to,) 
bequeathed  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  100/.,  which  he 
ordered  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  the 
interest  to  be  paid  as  follows,  1 /.  1 s.  part  thereof,  to  the  rector  for  a sermon  in 
the  parish  church  annually  on  the  9th  of  November,  and  the  residue  to  be  dis- 
tributed yearly  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

At  a vestry  held  the  10th  September  1740,  it  was  agreed  that  the  parish 
should  take  the  above  100/.  to  their  own  disposal,  and  allow  four  per  cent 
interest  for  the  same,  and  that  the  principal  should  be  employed  towards 
building  the  workhouse  ; and  at  a vestry  held  on  the  17th  September,  it  was 
ordered  that  the  bread  should  be  given  away  the  same  day  that  the  sermon  was 

preached. 
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preached.  It  appears  from  the  parish-books  that  the  legacy  was  applied  in  the  St.M  try  Magdalen, 
manner  above  agreed  on  in  the  year  1 747- 

In  respect  of  the  interest  of  this  money,  a guinea  is  paid  to  the  rector  for  a 
sermon  on  the  9th  November ; and  on  the  same  day,  bread,  consisting  of  four- 
pound  and  two-pound  loaves,  is  provided,  to  the  amount  of  2/.  196’.  and  dis- 
tributed by  the  parish  officers  in  the  same  manner  as  Wright’s  bread. 

The  foregoing  are  the  only  charities  in  this  parish  in  respect  of  which  specific 
distributions  are  made,  but  there  is  a weekly  gift  of  bread,  to  which  the  four 
following  charities  are  applicable. 

Hugh  Full’s  Charity. 

Hugh  Full,  by  his  Will,  dated  14th  October  1.578,  devised  all  his  messuages,  Hush  Fall’s 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  as  well  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Charity. 
Bermondsey,  as  elsewhere  in  the  realm  of  England  (after  certain  previous 
limitations)  to  his  kinsman  John  Hollys,  and  his  kinswoman  Agnes  Full,  and 
their  heirs  ; and  further  devised,  that  the  said  John  Hollys  and  Agnes  Full 
should  yearly  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen  aforesaid,  out 
of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  .5 2s.  to  be  distributed  by  13  c/.  in 
bread  every  Sunday  to  13  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  with 
power  to  the  churchwardens  to  distrain  in  case  of  non-payment. 

It  is  stated  in  the  book  before  referred  to,  that  the  premises  subject  to  this 
charge  were  supposed  to  be  the  Hand  Inn  in  Bermondsey-street,  opposite  the 
church,  and  the  houses  adjoining  on  each  side  thereof.  The  rentcharge  having 
been  always  paid  by  the  person  entitled  to  the  freehold  of  the  said  inn  anti 
houses.  The  inn  and  houses  are  now  the  property  of  different  persons,  but  the 
rentcharge  is  paid  by  the  occupier  of  the  Hand  Inn,  who  states  himself  to  be 
liable  to  the  payment. 

Archerdyne’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  12th  June,  17  James  I.  between  William  Smith  and  Archenlyne's 

others,  described  as  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Charily. 

St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  of  the  one  part,  and  Richard  Archerdyne , 
of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part ; It  was  witnessed,  that  whereas  three 
tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Five-foot-lane,  in  the  said  parish, 
occupied  as  therein  mentioned,  were  theretofore  given  for  ever  towards  the 
yearly  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  [of  which  donation 
we  shall  presently  speak  more  particularly] ; and  that  there  was  a lease  made  of 
the  said  tenements  to  one  Philip  Pratt  for  many  years  then  to  come,  at  a small 
yearly  rent,  being  of  much  less  yearly  value  than  the  said  tenements  were 
worth  ; and  it  was  agreed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  parish,  to  buy  the  said  lease  of  the  assignee  of  the  said 
Philip  Pratt,  and  to  rent  the  said  tenements  at  the  full  yearly  value  of  them, 
for  the  present  [pnte]  good  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  for  their  better 
relief  and  maintenance  thereafter,  which  said  lease  was  bought  accordingly  for 
110/.  ; towards  the  purchase  of  which  lease,  the  said  Richard  Archerdyne,  out 
of  his  charitable  and  godly  disposition,  had  given  and  paid  to  the  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish  the  sum  of  48/.  to  be  bestowed  and  employed  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  as  thereafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  upon  trust,  that  the  said 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  their  successors,  should  weekly  give  and 
distribute  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  one  dozen  of  bread  for 
ever,  as  had  been  theretofore  used  and  accustomed  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  said  Richard  Archerdyne  ; The  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  coven- 
anted for  themselves  and  their  successors  to  pay  to  the  said  Richard  Archerdyne 
the  yearly  sum  of  48s.  during  his  life:  And  it  was  also  agreed  by  the  parties, 
that  from  and  after  his  decease  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  their 
successors,  should  weekly  distribute  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  one  other 
dozen  of  bread  more  for  ever,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
said  Richard  Archerdyne,  and  according  to  the  trust  and  confidence  in  them 
reposed. 

Steavens’s  Charity. 

The  vestry-clerk’s  book  further  states,  that  Mr.  William  Steavens,  in  the  year  Steavenss  Charity. 
163.5,  gave  .5.5/.  to  the  parish  to  purchase  lands  of  inheritance  of  2/.  125.  per 
annum,  for  six  of  the  poorest  inhabitants,  each  to  have  2 d.  in  bread  upon  every 
Sunday  for  ever. 

X x 4 Nothing 
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St.Marj’  Magdalen,  Nothing  is  known  of  any  investment  of  this  money,  or  indeed  of  its  receipt 
Bermondsey.  by  the  parish,  except  as  it  may  be  inferred  from  the  weekly  distributions 
of  bread. 

Mrs.  Carey’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Carey’s  The  same  book  mentions  that  Mrs.  Rebecca  Carey  (at  what  time  is  not  stated) 
Charity.  gave  15/.  the  profits  for  bread  for  ever.  No  further  account  can  be  given  of 
v ^ / this  donation. 

There  are  40  penny  loaves  distributed  at  the  workhouse  every  Sunday  to  poor 
inhabitants  not  being  paupers  in  the  house,  and  which  bread  is  understood  to 
he  provided  for  from  the  gifts  of  several  charitable  persons  for  that  purpose. 
Each  of  the  eight  parish  officers  gives  out  five  tickets  for  a loaf"  each  to  poor 
persons  whom  they  select  according  to  their  knowledge  of  their  necessities. 
The  present  officers  generally  give  each  respectively  all  their  tickets  to  one 
person,  to  continue  for  a period  of  two  or  three  months. 

The  annual  cost  of  these  loaves  is  8/.  13  s.  4 cl.  exceeding  by  the  sum  of 
2 s.  8 d.  the  annual  produce  of  the  four  last-mentioned  benefactions.  This  small 
excess  must  he  considered  as  a voluntary  contribution  from  the  parish  fund, 
unless  it  can  be  assigned  as  a partial  performance  of  the  following  charity. 


Owen  Clunn’s 
Charity. 


Owen  Clunn’s  Charity. 

Owen  Clunn,  by  his  Will,  dated  22nd  August  1563,  gave  to  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Bermondsey  for  ever,  one  messuage,  one  tenement,  an 
orchard  and  two  gardens,  in  Five-foot-lane,  and  one  other  garden  on  the  back 
part  of  Bell-alley  in  Bermondsey-street,  to  be  held  by  the  churchwardens  and 
chief  householders  of  the  said  parish,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  for  the  best 
advantage  and  rents  yearly,  to  buy  12 d.  in  bread  for  the  poor  every  Sunday,  to 
the  intent  to  pray  for  the  souls  of  the  said  donor  and  Agnes  his  wife,  and  all 
Christian  souls  ; and  the  residue,  whatever  it  might  be,  to  be  laid  out  in  coals, 
and  distributed  between  the  feasts  of  All  Saints  and  Christmas  by  the  said 
churchwardens  and  their  successors,  and  they  were  to  have  yearly  thereout 
6 s.  8 d.  as  a repast  for  their  pains. 

The  statement  of  this  will  is  taken  from  the  book  of  the  late  vestry-clerk 
before  referred  to. 

There  is  no  other  copy  of  Clunn’s  will  among  the  parish  documents,  but 
there  are  several  successive  trust-deeds  of  this  property.  It  seems  to  be  the 
same  property  which  is  mentioned  in  the  deed  above  abstracted,  under  the  head 
of  Archerdyne’s  charity,  and  which  is  there  described  as  consisting,  in  1620,  of 
three  tenements.  We  find  also  among  the  parish  documents  two  leases  of 
separate  parts  of  the  property  in  Five-foot-lane,  both  granted  in  the  year  1648, 
for  the  term  of  61  years,  each  of  which  purports  to  be  of  five  houses  and 
premises  appurtenant  thereto,  and  the  rent  reserved  in  each  is  61.  a year. 

In  the  year  1740  the  existing  lease  of  the  premises,  which  had  then  10  years 
to  run,  and  on  which  a rent  of  10/.  a year  was  reserved,  was  purchased  by  the 
parish  for  20/.  and  the  present  workhouse  was  erected  on  the  site.  Since  that 
time  no  rent  has  been  paid  by  the  parish,  nor  any  distribution  of  bread  or  coals 
specifically  made  in  respect  of  this  property. 

It  appears  to  us  that  as  these  premises  were  given  for  specific  charitable  uses, 
clearly  defined  by  the  donor,  the  parish  are  not  justified  in  appropriating  them 
to  another  purpose,  and  which  operates  in  relief  not  solely  of  the  poor  who 
were  the  objects  of  the  donor’s  bounty,  but  of  the  parish  at  large.  We  think 
that  the  parish  ought  to  pay  a reasonable  rent  for  the  work-house,  which  is 
estimated  at  about  20/.  a year,  of  which  2/.  12s.  should  be  added  to  the  weekly 
gift  of  bread,  and  the  remainder  should  be  applied  in  a distribution  of  coals,  as 
directed  by  the  donor. 


The  remaining  charities  in  this  parish  appear  to  have  been  all  considered  as 
falling  within  the  provisions  of  the  30th  section  of  the  Parochial  Act,  and  the 
annual  produce  has  been  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  governors  and 
directors  of  the  poor,  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  poors  rate.  There  are,  how- 
ever, some  of  them  to  which  we  think  that  section  inapplicable,  and  which  we 
shall  notice  as  they  occur. 

Scragg’s  Charity. 

Scragg’s  Charity.  For  the  origin  and  particulars  of  Scragg’s  charity,  (given  by  his  Will,  in 
1531,)  and  comprising,  among  similar  donations  to  other  parishes  in  Southwark, 
a gift  of  6s.  8 d.  a-year  to  be  distributed  amongst  poor  householders  of  this 

parish. 
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parish,  See  the  account  of  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  Leather  St. Mary  Magdalen, 
Sellers  Company,  in  our  10th  Rep.  p.  241.  Bermondsey. 

The  annual  sum  of  6s.  8 d.  is  received  from  that  company  in  respect  of  this  v T- ; , . , 
charity,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  governors  and  directors.  ^continued''  ’ 

It  appears  to  us  that  under  the  direction  given  by  the  donor’s  will  a specific 
distribution  ought  to  be  made  of  this  little  annuity,  and  that  the  provisions  of 
the  30th  section  of  the  Parochial  Act  do  not  justify  the  carrying  it  to  the 
general  parish  account.  It  seems,  indeed,  that  the  parish  were  not  aware  of 
the  particular  application  directed  by  the  donor. 


Skydmore’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  charities  given  bv  the  Will  of  Stephen  Slydmore,  in  Skydmorc 

1.584,  will  be  found  in  our  4th  Rep.  p.  147,  among  the  charities  in  the  parish  Charity, 
of  St.  Stephen,  Coleman-street.  Under  the  provisions  of  his  will  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  receives  from  the  Vintners  Company  the 
annual  sum  of  ‘20s.  which  the  testator  charged  on  certain  premises  in  Black- 
friars,  devised  by  him  to  the  company,  and  which  he  directed  should  be  distri- 
buted among  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  in  wood,  coals,  or  other  fuel,  in  the 
month  of  October.  No  such  distribution  is  now  made,  but  the  money  is  carried 
to  the  general  account  of  the  governors  and  directors  of  the  poor. 

There  appears  no  reason  why  this  gift  should  not  be  applied  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  donor.  It  might  properly  be  added  to  the  distribution  or 
coals  under  Tirrell’s  charity. 


Kendall’s  Charity. 

In  the  book  before  referred  to  it  is  stated,  that  Thomas  Kendall,  by  his  Will,  Kendall's  Charity, 
dated  13th  June  1551,  directed  that  his  tenements,  called  the  Almshouses, 
which  he  provided  for  the  poor,  should  be  for  ever  for  them  that  lived  in  the 
fear  of  God,  and  that  no  drunkard,  or  vicious  person,  nor  blasphemers,  should 
dwell  therein ; and  as  soon  as  any  poor  died,  the  testator’s  wife  was  to  put  in 
more,  and  after  her  decease  his  heirs  for  ever  ; and  lie-  appointed  that  his  heirs 
should,  out  of  the  profits  of  his  lands  and  tenements,  uphold  and  repair  his 
almshouses  for  ever,  when  need  required. 

We  find  nothing  further  concerning  these  almshouses  till  the  year  1726,  in 
which  year  there  is  an  entry  in  the  churchwardens  accounts,  of  10/.  received 
for  a year’s  rent  of  the  late  almshouses  in  Bermondsey-street,  and  which  receipt 
is  continued  in  the  subsequent  accounts. 

It  appears  that  in  1768  the  old  house,  which  was  situated  opposite  the  par- 
sonage-house in  Bermondsey-street,  was  pulled  down,  and  in  the  year  1784  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish,  under  the  direction  of  a general 
meeting  of  the  parishioners,  demised  the  ground  upon  which  the  house  had 
stood,  described  as  being  a parcel  of  waste  ground  lying  opposite  the  parson- 
age-house in  Bermondsey-street,  (delineated  in  the  margin  of  the  lease  as  con- 
taining in  front  towards  Bermondsey-street  19  feet  10  inches,  and  about  a foot 
more  at  the  back,  and  in  depth  a little  more  than  52  feet,)  to  Samuel  Wright 
for  a term  of  80  years  from  Lady-day  1783,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.  6s.,  the 
lessee  covenanting  before  Lady-day  1785  to  expend  the  sum  of  150/.  at  least, 
in  erecting  on  the  said  piece  of  ground  one  good  and  substantial  brick  messuage 
of  the  fourth  rate  of  building. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  18th  March  1790,  Thomas  Carter,  Thomas 
Godsall,  Thomas  Hollands,  John  Butler,  John  Sargeant,  and  Nicholas  Farmer, 
being  six  of  the  lessors  above  mentioned,  described  as  inhabitants  and  pa- 
rishioners of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  and  surviving  trus- 
tees named  in  a certain  indenture,  bearing  date  the  1st  March  1784,  conveyed  to 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Hambly,  rector,  the  Rev.  Henry  Cox  Mason,  lecturer  of  the 
said  parish,  and  others,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  trustees  appointed  by 
an  order  of  vestry,  together  with  the  grantors,  all  that  piece  of  ground  opposite 
the  parsonage-house  in  Bermondsey-street  in  the  said  parish,  and  all  that 
messuage  then  lately  erected  by  Samuel  Wright  thereon,  and  on  which  ground 
formerly  stood  some  almshouses  belonging  to  the  said  parish,  subject  to  the 
lease  above  mentioned  ; upon  trust  to  let  the  premises  by  lease  or  otherwise 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  21  years,  except  for  rebuilding,  and  then  not  to 
exceed  61  years,  at  the  best  yearly  rent,  and  to  permit  the  upper  church- 
warden of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being  to  collect  the  rents  and  profits  of 
Rep.  16.  Y y the 
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St.MaryMagdalen.  the  premises,  and  to  apply  the  same  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  in  the 
Bermondsey.  same  parish. 

tr  The  house  built  by  Mr.  Wright  was  a substantial  house,  and  has  received

continued . some  improvement  since,  and  is  considered  to  be  now  worth  about  40/.  a 

\ , . year.  The  rent  of  2/.  6s.,  reserved  under  the  lease  to  Wright,  is  carried  to 

the  general  parish  account,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Parochial  Act. 


Gardiner’s  Charity. 

Gardiner’s  Charity  William  Gardiner,  of  Bermondsey,  esq.,  by  Will,  dated  1st  September  1597» 
devised  to  William  Gardiner,  his  son,  and  Nicholas  Smith,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  a yearly  rent  of  10/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  houses  and  tenements 
in  Bermondsey-street,  built  upon  the  causey  there,  to  be  paid  half  yearly  at 
Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  to  the  intent  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish 
might  be  relieved  therewith  ; with  a power  of  distress  for  nonpayment,  and  a 
direction  that  if  all  the  feoffees  save  one  should  die,  the  survivor  should  make 
a new  grant  of  the  said  rent  to  others  of  the  same  parish,  their  heirs  and 
assigns. 

It  appears  that  by  deed,  dated  3d  July  1607,  William  Gardiner,  the  son, 
then  Sir  William  Gardiner,  the  surviving  devisee,  to  the  intent  to  continue  the 
payment  of  the  said  10/.  per  annum  for  the  good  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
assigned  and  confirmed  the  said  annuity  to  16  trustees  therein  named.  It 
further  appears  that  in  the  year  1714  the  above  annuity  was  greatly  in  arrear, 
and  that  some  difficulty  occurred  in  ascertaining  the  premises  chargeable  there- 
with, and  that  the  trustees  distrained  on  the  goods  of  a Mr.  Wild,  then  tenant 
of  the  house  after  mentioned,  for  36/.  arrears;  that  Wild  replevied,  and  that 
on  the  trial  of  the  cause  that  house  was  found  to  be  part  of  the  premises  so 
charged.  It  further  appears  that  no  other  part  of  the  premises  could  be  dis- 
covered, and  thereupon  Edward  Benton,  esq.,  Thomas  Clendon,  and  Mrs. 
Heather,  who  then  were  entitled  to  the  fee-simple  of  Wild’s  house,  in  order 
to  perpetuate  the  charity,  proposed  and  agreed  to  convey  to  trustees  the 
said  house  and  premises  in  lieu  of  the  annuity,  and  by  deed  enrolled,  dated 
24th  January  1743,  the  said  Edward  Benton,  &c.,  released  and  confirmed  to 
12  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  house,  described  as  a messuage 
and  garden  on  the  east  side  of  Bermondsey-street,  then  late  in  the  possession 
of  Benjamin  Wild,  but  then  of  John  Mills  ; in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish,  that  they  might  be  relieved  with  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof. 

This  statement  is  taken  from  the  book  above  referred  to,  in  which  it  is 
added  that  none  of  the  above  deeds  were  then  to  be  found,  having  been 
probably  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  solicitors  in  the  ejectment  cause,  and  not 
returned ; but  that  the  facts  have  been  derived  from  a copy  of  the  conveyance 
of  the  house* 

It  further  appears  that  this  house  had  been  demised  to  Mr.  Samuel  Letten 
Seager,  for  99  years  from  Christmas  1785,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  a year,  and  a fine 
of  100/.  This  lease  was  afterwards  surrendered  by  Mr.  Seager,  and  a new 
lease  granted  to  him  by  the  trustees  for  61  years  from  Michaelmas  in  that  year, 
at  the  rent  of  9/.  per  annum,  and  the  fine  was  returned. 

This  lease  purports  to  have  been  granted  in  consideration,  among  other 
things,  of  the  great  expense,  costs  and  charges  which  the  said  Samuel  Letten 
Seager  had  been  at,  in  substantially  repairing  and  capitally  improving  the  said 
messuage  or  tenement. 

Subsequently  to  the  granting  this  lease,  Mr.  Seager  made  further  improve- 
ments, by  the  erection  of  a long  building  in  the  yard  in  which  he  carried  on  his 
business  as  a plumber  and  glazier.  The  lessee  has  been  dead  some  years,  but 
the  business  is  still  carried  on  by  his  son  John  Seager,  from  whom  the  rent  is 
received.  If  the  house  were  now  out  of  lease,  it  is  estimated  to  be  worth 
from  30/.  to  40/.  a year. 

This  rent  of  9/.  is  also  properly  carried  to  the  general  parish  account. 

Pratt’s  Charity. 

Prau’d  Charity.  Ralph  Pratt,  by  Will,  dated  19th  September  I607,  and  proved  at  London 
29th  May  l0l2,  devised  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  one  annuity  of  four  marks  of  lawful  money 
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of  England,  to  be  yearly  issuing  out  of  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Long-lane,  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 
in  Bermondsey,  which  he  purchased  of  John  Hobson,  and  to  be  paid  yearly  on 
the  feasts  of  St.  Andrew  and  the  Annunciation  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  bv  even 
portions,  by  the  tenant  or  owner  of  the  freehold  or  inheritance  of  the  said  lands 
and  tenements  for  ever,  to  hold  the  said  annuity  of  four  marks  to  the  said  parson 
and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  for  ever  (after  the  decease  of  one 
Julian  Robinson,)  to  and  for  the  only  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  people  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey ; provided  always,  that  if  the  said 
parson  and  churchwardens,  or  their  successors,  should  not  yearly  during  the 
time  that  the  said  annuity  should  be  paid  to  them  to  the  use  aforesaid,  without 
fraud  or  covin,  pay  and  distribute  the  same  to  the  use  and  purpose  before 
limited,  or  should  not  upon  convenient  warning  make  a true  declaration  and 
certificate  in  writing  to  the  testator’s  heirs  or  executors  from  time  to  time  for 
ever  of  the  payment  and  distribution  thereof  accordingly,  then  the  said 
annuity  of  four  marks  should  determine  and  be  no  longer  payable. 

This  rentcharge  is  received  from  Mr.  William  Frampton  in  respect  of  a slip 
of  land  in  Long-lane,  Bermondsey,  now  used  for  tan  yards,  and  situate  between 
the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Fenner  and  those  of  the  late  Thomas  Walker,  ami 
forms  part  of  a large  property  belonging  to  Mr.  Frampton.  The  money  is 
properly  carried  to  the  general  account. 

Lands  at  Yarding  and  Marden  in  Rent. — Charities  of  Thomas  Chiball 

and  others. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  25th  June  1629,  Lewis  Kiffin  and  Nicholas  Lands  at  Yalding 
Meredith,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  100/.  granted  and  conveyed  to  John  and  Marden, 
Chiball  and  William  Chiball,  described  as  executors  of  the  last  Will  of  Thomas  CharUies  of  Thomas 
Chihall,  late  citizen  and  cutler  of  London,  deceased,  a messuage  or  tenement,  Chiball  and  others, 
one  barn,  one  garden,  and  several  parcels  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances, 
called  Castlemans,  containing  by  estimation  14  acres  of  land,  lying  in  the 
parish  of  Yalding,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  to  hold  to  the  grantees,  their  heirs 
and  assigns  for  ever. 

By  indenture,  dated  the  26th  June  1629,  the  said  John  Chiball  and  William 
Chiball,  by  their  foregoing  description  of  executors  of  the  last  will  of  Thomas 
Chiball,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  100/.  granted  and  conveyed  to  John 
Tyers,  Edmund  Farthing  and  Richard  Lockwood,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  the  above-mentioned  premises  by  the  like  description, 
to  hold  to  them  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever. 

By  another  Indenture,  dated  the  25th  June  1629,  Lewis  Kiffin  and  Nicholas 
Meredith,  in  consideration  of  254/.  15  s.  granted  and  conveyed  to  John  Tyers, 

Edmund  Farthing  and  Richard  Lockwood,  nine  parcels  of  arable  land  and 
pasture  called  Mote  Lands,  with  the  appurtenances,  containing  by  estimation 
32  acres,  with  two  lodges,  and  all  woods,  &c.  lying  in  the  parish  of  Marden,  in 
the  county  of  Kent,  to  hold  to  the  grantees  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled,  dated  2nd  June  1630,  between 
Edmund  Farthing  and  Richard  Lockwood,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 

Bermondsey,  of  the  one  part,  and  Joseph  Cooper  and  15  others,  (Thomas  Chi- 
ball being  one),  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
Edmund  Farthing  and  Richard  Lockwood,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
354/.  15.s.  to  them  paid  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  granted  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  those  nine  parcels  of 
arable  land  and  pasture,  called  the  Mote  Lands,  with  the  appurtenances,  con- 
taining by  estimation  32  acres,  with  two  lodges,  and  all  woods,  underwoods  and 
trees  growing  upon  the  premises,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Marden,  in  the  county 
of  Kent ; and  also  all  that  messuage  or  tenement,  one  barn,  one  garden,  and 
seven  parcels  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  Castlemans,  containing  by 
estimation  14  acres,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Yalding,  in  the  county  of  Kent ; to 
hold  the  same  upon  trust,  that  they  should  at  all  times  thereafter  bestow  and 
employ  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  messuage,  lands  and  premises, 
towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermond- 
sey aforesaid. 

It  is  not  very  easy  to  understand  the  money-considerations  expressed  in  these 
successive  conveyances.  It  appears  that  the  testator,  Thomas  Chiball,  meiF 
tioned  in  the  two  first  deeds,  bequeathed  100/.  to  the  parish  for  the  use  and 
relief  of  the  poor,  and  it  is  presumed  that  the  100/.  purchase-money  of  the 
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St. Mary  Magdalen,  lands  in  Yakling,  was  supplied  by  his  executors,  pursuant  to  his  bequest.  The 
Bermondsey.  specific  source  from  which  the  254/.  15  s.  paid  for  the  land  in  Marden  was 
Lands  aryaldin-  derived  *s  unknown,  but  it  is  believed  to  have  arisen  from  other  charitable 
and  Marden  donations.  We  have  not  met  with  the  mention  of  any  benefactions  which  could 
in  Kent.—  have  been  so  applied,  unless  it  be  a gift  of  100/.  by  Francis  Rothwell,  and 
Charitiesof Thomas  another  of  40/.  by  Susanna  Williams,  noticed  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s 
^ ^ c o « cf}erS>  ai)d  °f  which  the  dates  are  not  there  stated. 

v ! / The  land  in  Marden,  still  called  the  Mote  Land,  and  containing  now  some- 

what more  than  32  acres,  adjoins  the  land  belonging  to  the  parish  under  Martin’s 
charity  before  mentioned,  and  is  held  by  the  same  tenant,  Alexander  Usborne. 
He  holds  it  under  a resolution  of  the  governors  and  directors,  that  he  should 
have  a lease  for  13  years  from  Michaelmas  1819,  at  the  clear  rent  of  24/.  per 
annum,  but  the  lease  has  not  yet  been  executed.  He  had  previously  had  the 
land  at  the  same  rent,  which  appears  to  be  the  fair  present  value.  There  are 
no  buildings  now  on  these  premises  answering  to  the  two  lodges  mentioned  in 
the  deeds. 

The  premises  in  Yakling  are  on  lease  to  William  Snashall,  for  21  years  from 
Michaelmas  1815,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  22/.  They  are  described  in  the 
lease  as  consisting  of  a messuage,  with  the  barn,  stable,  garden,  oasthouse-yard, 
and  outhouses  thereto  belonging,  and  six,  formerly  eight,  pieces  of  arable,  hop 
and  pasture  land,  containing  in  the  whole  by  admeasurement  12  a.  3 it.  7p- 

The  terms  of  this  lease  were  settled  upon  the  report  of  a person  appointed 
by  the  parish  to  survey  and  value  the  property.  The  previous  rent  was  12/. 
a year. 

In  the  year  1815,  some  timber  was  cut  upon  these  estates  which  produced 
about  366/.  With  this  money  a barn  and  stable  and  other  buildings  were 
erected  upon  the  land  at  Marden,  the  expense  of  which  was  334/.  3s.  7 d. 

These  rents  fall  into  the  general  accounts  of  the  governors  and  directors  of 
the  poor. 

Mrs.  Trapps’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Trapps’s  I?y  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled,  dated  16th  March  1 633,  between 
Chanty.  John  Chiball  and  William  Chiball,  both  of  London,  of  the  one  part,  and  James 

Chiball,  son  of  the  said  William  Chiball,  and  11  others,  parishioners  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Jane  Trapps,  late  wife 
of  Roger  Trapps,  deceased,  by  her  Will,  dated  3d  February,  22d  James  I, 
willed  that  her  executors  should  bestow  the  sum  of  100/.  upon  the  purchase  of 
some  houses,  lands,  rent  or  rents  in  fee-simple,  to  be  settled  upon  six  or  more 
feoffees,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey, 
for  ever,  to  the  end  that  the  revenues  thereof  might  yearly  for  ever  be  bestowed 
upon  the  said  poor  for  the  time  being,  the  same  to  be  distributed  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; and  did  also  by  a codicil 
to  her  said  will,  made  in  the  year  1631,  declare  her  will  to  be,  that  13 s.  4 d.  part 
of  the  yearly  revenues  of  the  land  to  be  purchased  as  aforesaid,  should  be  given 
yearly  to  the  parson  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  for  preaching  a sermon 
yearly  on  the  day  of  her  funeral,  and  that  other  13s.  4 d.  should  be  given  to 
the  said  parson  for  preaching  a yearly  sermon  on  the  day  of  the  burial  of  her 
son  Thomas  Chiball,  in  memorial  of  his  gift  of  100/.  which  he  then  lately  gave 
by  his  will  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  for  the  use  and 
relief  of  the  poor ; and  by  the  said  codicil  made  her  two  sons  the  said  John 
Chiball  and  William  Chiball,  her  executors.  And  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
John  Chiball  and  William  Chiball,  in  pursuance  of  their  said  charge  as  execu- 
tors aforesaid,  had  paid  the  said  sum  of  100/.  for  the  purchase  of  the  parcel  of 
ground  thereinafter  mentioned,  of  Samuel  Wilmore,  in  consideration  of  which 
sum  the  said  Samuel  Wilmore,  by  indenture,  dated  8th  January  1633,  conveyed 
to  the  said  John  and  William  Chiball,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  piece  of 
meadow  ground,  containing  by  estimation  2a.  2r.  Ip.  lying  in  Newmarsh,  in 
the  parish  of  West  Ham,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  abutting  on  a lane  there  leading 
from  the  said  Newmarsh  to  West  Ham,  on  the  east  part ; It  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  John  Chiball  and  William  Chiball,  in  performance  of  the  charge 
and  trust  committed  to  them  by  the  said  Jane  Trapps,  their  mother,  with  the 
said  sum  of  100/.  and  for  other  considerations  therein  mentioned,  granted 
bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  James  Chiball  and  others,  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  piece  of  meadow  ground,  with  the  appurtenances, 
to  hold  to  them  their  heirs  and  assigns,  yielding  and  paying  to  the  said  John 
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Cliiball  and  William  Chiball,  the  yearly  sum  of  Id.  if  demanded  : And  it  was  St.Mary Magdalen, 
covenanted  and  agreed  between  the  parties  thereto,  that  the  said  premises  SO  Bermondsey, 
before  limited  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  were  upon  special  trust,  ~7— 
that  they  should  let  the  said  parcel  of  ground  at  the  best  yearly  value,  and  M ciiar?tl>P " 
should  dispose  and  dispense  the  yearly  rents  of  the  same  according  to  their  best  continued. 

discretions,  viz.  26  s.  8 d.  thereof  yearly  for  the  making  the  said  two  sermons,  1 * 

in  the  parish  church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  and  tor 
the  relief  of  the  poorest  and  neediest  people,  to  be  inhabitants  and  house- 
keepers, and  not  lodgers  or  inmates,  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 
as  should  be  most  for  God’s  glory,  and  the  greatest  relief  of  his  poor  people 
there,  the  said  distribution  to  be  made  to  the  said  poor  people  within  the  said 
parish  church  twice  in  every  year,  i.  e.,  seven  days  before  Christmas,  and  seven 
days  before  Easter,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees. 

This  piece  of  land,  which  lies  in  the  middle  of  West  Ham  Newmarsh,  and  is 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Stomacher  Field,  is  on  lease  to  John  Warmington, 
for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1809,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  16/.  free  from  all 
deductions. 

Out  of  this  rent  1/.  6 s.  8 d.  are  paid  for  two  annual  sermons,  which  are 
preached  as  directed  by  the  donor,  and  the  residue  is  carried  to  the  general 
parish  account. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  specific  distribution  required  to  be  made  of  this  rent 
by  the  donor  takes  it  out  of  the  operation  of  the  30th  clause  of  the  Parish  Act, 
and  that  it  ought  to  be  given  away  in  the  manner  above  directed. 


Joyce  Howlett’s  Charity. 

It  is  said  in  the  book  before  referred  to  that  Mrs.  Joyce  Iloxvlett,  in  the  year  Joyce  Howletfs 
1672,  gave  100/.  to  purchase  lands  in  fee,  the  profits  whereof  were  to  be  thus  Chanty, 
applied,  viz.  13s.  4d.  for  a sermon  yearly,  and  the  rest  to  the  poor.  It  is  not 
now  known  how  this  100/.  was  disposed  of.  13s.  4 d.  is  paid  to  the  rector  for 
a sermon  on  the  4th  December,  the  day  of  Mrs.  Howlett’s  death,  but  we  are 
unable  to  give  an  account  of  any  residue  arising  from  the  produce  of  the 
money.  If  seems,  however,  that  it  would  properly  remain  in  the  general 
account  of  the  governors  and  directors. 

Taylor’s  Charity. 

John  Taylor , by  his  Will,  dated  21st  April  1707,  and  proved  at  Doctor’s  Taylor’s  Charity* 
Commons,  in  August  1709,  gave  100/.  to  be  laid  out  on  annuities,  or  as  a major 
part  of  the  vestry  should  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  yearly  given  to  poor  house- 
keepers of  this  parish,  dissenters  as  well  as  others. 

The  investment  of  this  legacy,  (which  was  received  by  the  parish  in  1710), 
appears  from  an  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book  of  the  27th  October  1714, 
which  states  the  receipt  of  1 51.  12 s.  “ Two  years  interest  of  130/.  principal, 
upon  an  Exchequer  order,  being  the  chance  of  the  10  lottery  tickets  which  wras 
bought  with  Mr.  Taylor’s  gift.” 

This  principal  sum  of  130/.  was  received  from  the  Exchequer  in  1723,  and 
with  part  thereof  was  purchased  an  India  bond  for  100/.  the  cost”  of  which, 
with  the  interest  due  thereon,  premium  and  commission,  was  103/.  4s.  2 d. 

The  residue  of  the  130/.  being  26/.  15  s.  10 d.  remained  in  hand,  and  we  cannot 
trace  with  certainty  any  specific  disposition  thereof  at  any  subsequent  period. 

In  the  accounts  of  1729,  there  is  a memorandum  that  the  sum  of  26/.  had  been 
received  of  Mr.  Miles  on  account  of  Mr.  Taylor’s  gift,  which  money  was 
deposited  in  the  chest,  and  in  1731,  2 61.  in  cash,  and  100/.  in  bank  notes  were 
taken  out  of  the  chest,  and  another  India  bond  was  purchased  for  108/.  2 s.  8 d. 

We  have  not  succeeded  in  ascertaining  what  was  done  with  the  surplus  of  these 
sums  after  paying  the  last-mentioned  bond,  nor  what  finally  became  of  the  bond 
itself. 

We  do  not  find  any  receipt  of  interest  for  the  India  bond  purchased  in  1723 
out  of  Taylor’s  gift  subsequent  to  Christmas  1730.  From  a vestry  minute  of 
the  1st  June  1747,  it  appears  that  this  gift,  together  with  Apsey’s,  had  been 
invested  in  200/.  South-Sea  annuities  in  the  names  of  trustees,  which  stock, 
together  with  100/.  belonging  to  the  parish-school,  were  borrowed  in  that  year 
by  the  parish,  all  to  be  repaid  in  a year.  The  100/.  belonging  to  the  school 
was  repaid  accordingly,  but  no  mention  is  made  of  the  repayment  of  the  rest. 

We  have  already  seen  under  the  head  of  Apsey’s  charity,  that  the  vestry  had 
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resolved  to  apply  that  donation  to  the  building  of  the  workhouse,  and  it  is 
supposed,  and  seems  most  probable,  that  Taylor’s  money  was  applied  to  the  same 
purpose. 

Nothing  has  been  given  to  the  poor  since  that  time  in  respect  of  Taylor’s 
' charity.  It  appears  to  us  in  this  case,  as  in  that  of  Mrs.  Trapps’s  gift,  that  the 
specific  distribution  of  the  interest  appointed  by  the  donor,  takes  this  charity 
out  of  the  operation  of  the  30th  clause  of  the  Act,  and  that  the  interest  of  the 
100/.  ought  to  be  distributed  to  poor  housekeepers  as  the  gift  of  John  Tavlor, 
as  directed  by  him. 

Wheeley’s  Charity. 

'Wheeley’s Charity.  ln  the  churchwardens  book  is  an  entry  under  the  date  of  the  29th  September 

1713  of  the  receipt  from  Mr.  Thomas  Smalley  and  Mr.  Richard  Miles  of  80/. 
“ The  gift  of  Mr.  Wheeley , of  Bombay,  which  was  at  interest  in  their  hands.” 

In  the  book  compiled  by  the  late  vestry-clerk,  the  gift  of  Mr.  George  Wheeley 
is  mentioned  as  being  781.  145.  9 d.  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish.  In  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act  1786,  this  benefaction  is  stated  to 
be  of  the  same  amount,  and  to  have  been  given  for  apprenticing  boys.  The 
date  of  the  gift  is  not  mentioned  in  either  of  these  documents,  nor  can  we  find 
from  what  authority  the  statements  therein  made  as  to  the  amount,  of  the  dona- 
tion, and  the  appropriation  of  it  by  the  donor,,  are  derived. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  what  became  of  this  money  ; it  is  supposed 
that  it  was  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  the  India  bond  in  1731,  mentioned 
in  the  last  case,  but  we  have  not  ascertained  this  by  any  entries  in  the  books, 
nor,  as  before  intimated,  have  we  found  what  afterwards  became  of  that 
bond.  At  all  events,  as  the  particular  appropriation  mentioned  in  the  Returns 
under  Gilbert’s  Act  does  not  stand  upon  any  certain  authority,  this  charity 
must  be  considered  as  falling  under  the  operation  of  the  30th  section  of  the 
Parochial  Act. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  MARY,  LAMBETH. 

Archbishop  Whitgift’s  Hospital. 

St.Mary.Lambcth.  This  parish  is  entitled  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  Archbishop  Whitgift' s 
— — , . hospital  at  Croydon,  which,  as  we  have  shown  in  our  Report  of  the  charities  of 

rCift’s&Hos  ha I*1"  Cr°ydon  (13th  Rep.  pp.  569-70)  was  made  subject  by  the  founder  to  the 
visitation  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

Sir  Noel  Caron’s  Almshouse. 

Sir  Noel  Caron's  Sir  Noel  Caron,  by  Will,  dated  20th  June  1623,  proved  in  the  Prerogative 
Almshouse.  Court  of  Canterbury,  reciting  that  he  thought  it  necessary  to  declare  that  he 
some  years  before  had  caused  to  be  built  in  his  grounds  adjacent  to  the 
Kingston  road,  an  almshouse  containing  seven  different  apartments,  with  a 
dining  room  above  and  below,  in  which  he  had  placed  seven  old  women  of  60 
years  of  age  and  upwards,  to  whom  he  gave  205.  a quarter,  viz.  at  Christmas, 
Ladyday,  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  Michaelmas,  and  intended  to  continue 
the  same  as  long  as  he  lived,  but  in  case  he  died  before  he  had  secured  that 
annual  rent  of  27/.  [28/.]  his  mind  was  that  his  executors  should  do  it  for  the 
subsistence  and  maintenance  of  the  said  seven  women,  and  that  with  the  best 
and  most  ready  goods  of  whatsoever  kind,  he  should  leave  at  his  death,  that 
the  said  205.  per  quarter  might  be  duly  paid  to  the  said  poor  women,  the 
payment  whereof  should  belong  to  him  who  should  chance  to  inhabit  the 
testator’s  great  house,  which  he  built  in  South  Lambeth,  who  should  also  have  the 
providing  and  appointing  of  the  said  poor  women  without  fraud  or  guile  ; and 
it  was  his  mind  and  will  that  as  soon  as  might  be  all  the  goods  which  he  should 
leave,  viz.  his  house,  lands,  moveables,  gold  and  silver  plate,  and  jewels,  should 
be  sold  and  applied  to  the  securing  and  settling  of  the  before-mentioned  three 
parts  of  his  goods,  viz.  for  Philip  de  Caron,  120/.  per  annum,  for  Peter  de  Caron, 
60/.  per  annum,  and  for  the  rent  of  his  hospital  of  poor  women  ; and  if  the 
before-mentioned  goods  should  not  suffice  for  all  these,  that  the  rest  of  his 
goods  and  moveables  should  be  applied  to  complete  them,  namely,  the  houses 
which  he  had  in  the  city  of  London. 

An  information  was  exhibited  in  the  year  I67O  by  the  attorney -general,  at 
the  relation  of  Bodwvn  Caper,  and  others,  churchwardens  of  Lambeth,  whereby, 

after 
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after  setting  forth  the  charitable  bequest  of  Sir  Noel  Caron,  (therein  called  St. Mary, Lambeth. 
Noel  Lord  Caron,)  in  substance  as  above  stated,  and  further  setting  forth  that 
the  poor  woman  or  women  directed  by  the  testator  to  be  placed  in  the  void 
place  or  places  of  his  almshouse,  should  be  taken  out  of  Lambeth,  as  he  used 


himself  to  do  during  his  life,  but  that  the  then  owners  of  the  house  and  lands 
subject  to  the  annual  charge  for  the  sustenance  of  the  poor  women  objected 
that  the  poor  women,  as  the  places  fell  void,  might  be  chosen  out  of  any  other 
parish  than  Lambeth  at  their  pleasure  ; and  upon  argument  it  being  insisted  by 
counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  that  if  the  poor  women  were  not  chosen  only  out  of 
Lambeth  it  would  rather  be  a prejudice  than  a kindness  to  the  parish  of 
Lambeth,  it  was  on  the  28th  May  1677  adjudged  and  decreed  by  the  court  that 
such  place  or  places  in  the  said  almshouses  as  were  at  that  time  vacant,  should 
be  forthwith  supplied  with  poor  women  of  the  age  of  60  years  or  upwards,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  defendant  Sir  Paul  Whitcheott,  the  then  owner  of  Caron 
House,  out  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  only  ; and  that  the  said  defendant,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  and  all  such  other  person  and  persons  as  should  thereafter 
be  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  house,  should  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  as 
often  as  any  one  or  more  of  the  poor  women  belonging  to  the  said  almshouses 
should  die  or  be  removed  from  the  same,  supply  the  place  or  places  of  such 
woman  or  women  by  poor  women,  inhabitants  of  Lambeth  of  the  age  aforesaid, 
and  not  from  any  other  place  or  places  ; and  it  was  further  ordered  that  the 
defendant  should  pay  to  three  of  his  Majesty's  justices  of  the  peace  therein 
mentioned,  the  sum  of  211/.  for  the  arrears  of  the  annuity  then  due,  whereof 
the  sum  of  155/.  was  to  be  paid  to  six  poor  women  then  in  the  almshouses,  in 
the  proportions  therein  mentioned,  and  the  remaining  56/.  being  the  propor- 
tion of  the  seventh  woman  whose  place  was  vacant,  was  to  be  paid  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Lambeth,  to  be  by  them  kept 
as  a stock  for  the  future  relief  of  such  of  the  poor  women,  and  their  successors, 
as  should  have  most  need  thereof,  in  the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  said 
trustees,  ministers  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being ; and  it  was  further 
ordered,  that  the  growing  payments  of  the  28/.  per  annum  should  be  duly 
paid  by  the  said  Sir  Paul  Whitcheott,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  such  other 
person  and  persons  as  should  be  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  house  and 
park,  to  the  six  poor  women  then  belonging  to  the  said  almshouse,  and  the 
poor  woman  to  be  put  into  the  vacant  place,  and  to  such  as  should  succeed 
them  in  the  said  almshouses  for  ever,  and  the  said  house  and  park  were  to  be 
and  remain  charged  with  the  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

The  rentcharge  of  28/.  is  duly  paid  by  Mr.  Clifton  Blicke,  who  is  the  present 
owner  of  the  premises  charged,  and  who  as  such  appoints  the  poor  women  to 
the  almshouse  as  vacancies  occur.  The  present  inmates  have  been  all  ap- 
pointed within  the  last  seven  years,  and  are  now  upwards  of  70  years  of  age. 
They  are  parishioners  of  Lambeth. 

The  almshouse  is  kept  in  repair  by  Mr.  Blicke,  and  is  at  present  in  a very 
substantial  state  of  repair. 

It  appears  from  an  ancient  document  that  there  were  charges  to  the  amount 
of  50/.  2s.  7 d.  attending  the  suit  in  Chancery,  and  that  these  were  defrayed 
out  of  the  fund  recovered  for  arrears,  by  abating  in  proportion  from  the  several 
sums  directed  by  the  decree  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  women,  and  also  from  the 
residue  of  56/.  directed  to  be  reserved  as  a stock,  whereby  this  last-mentioned 
sum  was  reduced  to  the  sum  of  42/.  14s. 

It  does  not  satisfactorily  appear  in  what  manner  this  sum  was  disposed  of; 
but  certain  payments,  varying  in  amount,  are  traced  in  the  accounts  for  a series 
of  years,  by  the  description  of  interest-money  paid  to  the  almspeople.  The 
payments  thus  described  have  long  since  ceased,  but  they  have  been  succeeded 
by  an  annual  allowance  out  of  the  churchwarden’s  account  of  half-a-guinea  to 
each  of  the  poor  women,  for  supplying  them  with  coals,  which  they  still  continue 
to  enjoy.  They  have  also  the  benefit  of  the  charity  called  Countess  Gower’s, 
and  a part  of  that  of  Hayes  Fortee,  the  particulars  of  which  we  are  about  to 
state. 

Earl  Thanet’s,  or  the  Countess  of  Gower’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  21st  April  1773,  between  the  Right  Hon.  Mary 
Dowager  Countess  of  Gower,  administratrix  with  the  Will  annexed,  of  Thomas 
late  Earl  of  Thanet,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Beilby  Porteus,  D.D.  rector 
of  Lambeth,  and  Michael  Saunders,  and  Jonathan  Stonard,  both  of  the  same 
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St.Maiv, Lambeth,  parish,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Thomas  late  Earl  of  Thanet, 

: — by  his  Will,  dated  30th  July  1721,  and  a Codicil  thereto,  dated  23d  September 

Countess  of  ^7^8,  gave  divers  large  sums  of  money  to  be  applied  to  divers  charitable  uses 

°Gower’s°Charity,  therein  mentioned,  and  also  for  such  other  charitable  uses  as  should  by  his 
continued.  ' ’ executors  be  thought  most  useful  and  advantageous ; and  left  it  to  John 
t ^ — - — ' Grandorge  solely  to  dispose  and  apply  the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  in 
such  shares  and-  proportions  as  he  should  think  fit,  without  being  accountable 
to  the  rest  of  his  executors  for  any  thing  relating  to  the  said  trust ; and  that 
by  his  codicil  he  revoked  his  appointment  of  the  said  John  Grandorge  as  one 
of  his  executors,  and  thereby  appointed  the  Right  Hon.  Mary  Countess  of 
Harold,  his  daughter,  since  Dowager  Countess  Gower,  and  other  persons 
therein  named,  executors  of  his  will,  provided,  that  if  his  said  daughter  should 
at  any  time  thereafter  happen  to  marry  again,  she  should  from  the  time  of 
such  her  marriage  cease  from  being  one  of  the  executors  of  his  said  will  and 
codicil  ; and  he  thereby  declared  Ids  will  to  be,  that  all  and  every  sum  and 
sums  of  money  which  by  his  said  will  he  had  left  to  be  disposed  of  and  applied 
in  charity  by  the  said  John  Grandorge,  and  not  by  the  said  codicil  altered  or 
revoked,  should  be  under  the  disposition  and  application  of  the  said  Mary, 
then  Countess  of  Harold,  and  the  other  executors  named  by  his  said  codicil  for 
the  purposes,  and  in  such  shares,  and  according  to  the  trusts  of  his  said  will  and 
codicil ; and  he  recommended  it  to  the  care  and  discretion  of  the  said  Mary 
and  the  other  executors,  to  appoint  under  them  some  person  or  persons  as  they 
or  the  greater  number  of  them  should  judge  most  proper  for  distributing  and 
paying  the  several  sum  and  sums  of  money  by  him  directed  to  be  paid  in 
charity,  or  otherwise,  with  a suitable  allowance  for  his  or  her  trouble  in  the 
execution  of  such  trust ; and  he  directed  that  not  any  sum  exceeding  1,000/. 
should  be  given  upon  any  one  particular  charity,  and  such  gift  or  disposition 
to  be  always  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  all  his  executors,  or  the 
survivors  or  survivor  of  them  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Mary,  after  the  death 
of  the  said  Earl,  intermarried  with  John  late  Earl  Gower,  and  being  then  the 
only  survivor  of  the  said  executors  obtained  letters  of  administration,  with  the 
will  annexed  of  the  said  Earl,  to  be  granted  to  her,  and  bv  virtue  thereof  took 
upon  her  the  administration  of  the  effects  of  the  said  Earl,  and  the  execution 
of  his  said  will  and  codicil,  and  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  in  part  performance 
of  the  trusts  thereof,  had  already  laid  out  several  large  sums  of  money  arising 
from  the  estate  and  effects  of  the  said  Earl,  in  and  upon  divers  charitable 
uses,  intents  and  purposes  in  the  said  will  and  codicil  mentioned  ; and  there 
still  remained  a large  sum  of  money  arising  from  the  said  estate  and  effects  in  her 
hands  to  be  administered  ; and  reciting  that  there  were  in  the  parish  of  Lambeth 
certain  almshouses  commonly  called  Vauxhall  Almshouses,  founded  about  the 
year  1(>23  by  the  Will  of  the  Honourable  Noel  Caron,  which  were  inhabited 
by  seven  old  women,  appointed  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Noel  Caron, 
but  who  were  very  insufficiently  provided  for,  as  well  as  the  reparation  of  the 
said  almshouses  ; and  the  making  better  provision  for  the  same  was  thought  by 
the  said  Mary  to  be  a charity  very  useful  and  advantageous  : It  was  witnessed, 
that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  will  and  codicil  of  the  said  late  Earl,  and  in 
further  performance  of  the  trusts  thereof,  she  the  said  Mary  had  laid  out  the 
sum  of  993/.  6s.  3d.  in  the  purchase  of  the  sum  of  1,150/.  three  per  cent 
consols,  which  said  sum  had  been  that  day  transferred  to  the  said  Beilby 
Porteus,  Michael,  and  Jonathan,  and  was  then  standing  in  their  names  in  the 
books  of  the  Bank  ; and  it  was  declared  and  agreed  by  the  said  Beilby  Porteus, 
Michael,  and  Jonathan,  that  the  same  was  so  transferred  to  them  upon  the  trusts 
after  mentioned,  i.  e.  in  trust,  to  expend  such  part  of  the  half-yearly  interest  of 
the  said  stock  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit  and  convenient,  in  the 
necessary  repairing  and  upholding  the  said  almshouses,  and  in  defraying  the 
other  necessary  expenses  of  that  trust,  and  to  pay  the  residue  of  such  interest 
half  yearly  unto  and  amongst  the  seven  old  women  inhabiting  the  said  alms- 
houses, in  equal  shares,  by  half-yearly  payments,  to  be  made  at  such  place  or 
places  within  the  said  parish  of  Lambeth,  and  at  such  times  between  Mid- 
summer-day and  Miehaelmas-day,  and  between  Clnistmas-day  and  Lady-day, 
in  each  year,  as  the  said  Beilby  Porteus,  Michael,  and  Jonathan,  should  from 
tune  to  time  appoint ; and  it  was  thereby  further  declared  and  agreed  by  and 
between  the  said  parties,  that  when  the  said  Beilby  Porteus  should  cease  to  be 
rector  of  Lambeth,  the  said  sum  of  1,150/.  consols  should  within  the  space  of 
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three  months  next 

transferred  to  the  said  succeeding  rector,  and  the  said  Michael  and  Jonathan, 
or  the  other  trustees  for  the  time  being ; and  when  either  of  them  the  said 
Michael  and  Jonathan  should  die,  or  be  desirous  of  being  discharged  from  the 
said  trust,  the  said  sum  of  1,150/.  consols  should  within  the  space  of  three 
months  next  after  either  of  them  should  so  die,  or  signify  his  desire  of  being 
discharged  from  the  said  trust,  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  rector  of  Lambeth, 
and  the  said  other  trustee,  be  transferred  unto  the  rector  of  Lambeth  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  said  surviving  or  continuing  trustee,  and  such  other  person, 
being  an  inhabitant  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  as  the  rector  of  Lambeth  for 
the  time  being  should  nominate,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  and  in  such  manner, 
that  the  said  sum  should  be  always  continued  in  the  names  of  three  trustees, 
of  whom  the  rector  of  Lambeth  for  the  time  being  should  be  always  one  ; and 
whensoever  a vacancy  should  happen  in  the  place  of  either  of  the  other  trus- 
tees, the  same  should  be  filled  up  by  some  inhabitant  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  ; 
and  the  rector  of  Lambeth,  and  such  other  new  trustees,  should,  as  soon  as  the 
said  stock  should  be  transferred  to  them  as  aforesaid,  stand  possessed  thereof 
upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned,  and  should  execute  some  deed  in  writing 
declaring  the  said  trusts,  which  deed  should  be  deposited  and  kept  in  the  church 
of  Lambeth,  and  the  costs  and  charges  of  preparing  the  same  be  defrayed  out 
of  the  interest  payable  in  respect  of  the  said  stock. 

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Doyley,  the  present 
rector,  Thomas  Lett,  John  Field  and  John  Brooks,  and  it  is  intended  to  notify 
the  transfer  into  their  names  by  an  indorsement  upon  the  deed  above 
abstracted. 

The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  34/.  10s.  per  annum,  are  duly 
received  by  the  Ilev.  Dr.  Doyley  in  half-yearly  payments,  and  paid  over  without 
deduction  to  the  use  of  the  poor  almswomen  in  equal  shares,  the  repairs  of  the 
house  being  at  present  kept  up,  as  has  been  already  stated,  by  Mr.  Blicke,  the 
owner  of  the  premises,  charged  by  Sir  Noel  Caron.

Hayes  Fortee’s  Charity. 

By  Deed,  dated  1st  of  June  1783,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  Hayes  Hayes  Fortee’s 
Fortee , the  Rev.  William  Vyse,  rector  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  Samuel  Charity. 
Swabey,  Edward  Moore,  and  John  Field,  reciting,  that  the  said  Hayes  Fortee 
did  on  the  15th  of  February  1783  give  to  the  said  Rev.  William  Vyse  the  sum 
of  500/.  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  in  government  securities  in  the  names 
of  himself,  the  said  William  Vyse,  and  of  Samuel  Swabey,  Edward  Moore,  and 
John  Field,  esqs.  to  the  end  that  the  dividends  and  interest  of  the  stock  or  funds 
to  be  purchased  therewith  should,  once  in  every  year,  for  ever,  be  paid  and 
disposed  of  by  the  said  trustees  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  one  moiety 
at  the  least  to  the  poor  widows  in  Sir  Noel  Caron’s  almshouses  at  Vauxhall, 
within  the  said  parish,  in  such  shares  and  proportions  as  the  said  William  Vyse, 
and  his  successors  rectors  of  the  said  parish,  should  think  proper,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  and  for  the  relief  of  such  other  poor  and  indigent  persons 
within  the  said  parish  as  all  the  said  trustees,  or  their  successors  for  the  time 
being,  should  think  proper  objects  of  charity,  and  who  should  not  receive  alms 
or  relief  from  the  said  parish  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
shoidd  meet  annually  in  the  month  of  January,  or  as  soon  after  as  conveniently 
might  be,  <in  the  vestry-room  of  the  said  parish,  or  in  such  other  convenient 
place  as  they  should  from  time  to  time  agree  upon,  and  there  dispose  of  such 
dividends  and  interest  in  manner  aforesaid ; and  that  in  the  case  of  the  death 
of  the  said  William  Vyse,  or  of  the  death  or  removal  from  the  said  parish  of 
either  of  such  trustees,  or  their  declining  by  notice  in  writing  to  act,  the 
remaining  trustees  should  at  their  next  annual  meeting  appoint  other  persons 
(being  substantial  householders  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish)  in  their  room, 
of  whom  the  rector  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being  should  always  be  one, 
to  whom  such  stock  or  funds  so  to  be  purchased  should  be  transferred  upon  the 
same  trusts ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Vyse  did  on  the  23d  of  May 
then  last,  in  part  performance  of  the  trusts  so  reposed  in  him  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  said  Hayes  Fortee,  testified  by  his  being  a party  to  that  deed, 
lay  out  the  said  sum  of  500/.  in  the  purchase  of  74b/.  5 s.  4 d.  three  per  cent 
consols,  in  his  own  name  and  in  the  names  of  the  said  Samuel  Swabey,  Edward 
Moore,  and  John  Field ; it  was  witnessed,  and  thereby  acknowledged  and 
Rep.  16.  Z z declared, 
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declared,  that  the  said  sum  of  746/.  5 s.  4 d.  so  purchased,  and  then  standing  in 
their  names,  was  so  purchased,  and  that  they  did  so  stand  possessed  thereof 
upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned ; and  it  was  thereby  further  declared  and 
agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  to  that  deed,  that  in  case  the  said 
trustees  should  not  all  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter  be  unanimous  in  the  dis- 
position of  the  said  trust-money,  or  in  the  execution  of  all  or  any  of  the  trusts 
thereby  created  and  intended  to  be  performed,  and  a division  should  take  place, 
then  that  the  said  William  Vyse,  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  the  said  paiish, 
should  at  all  times  thereafter  in  every  such  division  have  and  be  entitled  to  the 
casting  vote. 


The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  22/.  7 ■$.  8 d.  per  annum,  are  received 
in  half-yearly  payments  by  the  rector,  and  out  of  them  he  pays,  in  pursuance 
of  a custom  which  he  found  established  by  his  predecessors,  the  sum  of  7/.  7 s. 
to  the  seven  poor  women  in  Sir  Noel  Caron’s  almshouses,  in  sums  of  one  guinea 
each,  making  an  annual  payment  of  14  guineas.  The  residue  is  distributed  in 
money  amongst  the  most  deserving  poor  of  the  parish  by  the  trustees,  who 
meet  for  that  purpose  at  the  rector’s  house.  This  distribution  is  generally  made 
in  sums  varying  from  10s.  to  20 s.  and  takes  place  usually  in  the  spring. 


Hind’s  Charity. — Cooper’s  Charity. 

Hind’s  Charity — By  Indenture,  dated  14th  July  1655,  between  Thomas  Scott,  esq.  of  the 

Cooper  s Charity.  part,  William  Hind,  esq.  of  the  second  part,  and  Francis  Allen,  John 
Bingham,  Matthew  Hardy,  George  Chute,  and  14  others,  of  the  third  part ; It 
was  witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Hind,  by  virtue  of  a licence  to  him  granted 
by  the  said  Thomas  Scott,  being  lord  of  the  manor  of  Kennington,  and  by 
him  attested,  by  being  party  to  that  indenture,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  50/.  to  the  said  Thomas  Scott  paid,  demised  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  third  part  a messuage  or  tenement,  situate  in  Lambeth,  then  or  late  in  the 
occupation  of  John  Yeates  ; one  other  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  John  Wood;  one  other  messuage 
or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  William 
Archer  ; one  other  messuage  or  tenement  with  the  appurtenances,  then  or  late 
in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Gillard ; one  other  messuage  or  tenement  with 
the  appurtenances,  then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  William  Quelcli ; one 
other  messuage  or  tenement  with  the  appurtenances,  then  or  late  in  the  occu- 
pation of  James  Laurance ; and  one  other  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  then  in  the  tenure  of  the  said  William  Hind,  all  abutting  upon 
the  highway,  on  the  east,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of  the  third 
part,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  from  the  25th  March  last 
past,  for  the  full  term  of  2,000  years,  yielding  yearly  to  the  said  Thomas  Scott 
the  rent  of  Is.  in  discharge  of  all  quit-rents,  &c. ; and  also  yielding  to  the  said 
William  Hind  during  the  said  term,  if  he  should  so  long  live,  the  yearly  rent 
of  10/.  And  it  was  thereby  declared  by  and  between  all  the  said  parties,  that 
the  said  lease,  and  the  estate  and  term  thereby  granted,  was,  upon  special 
trust,  that  during  the  life  of  the  said  William  Hind  the  clear  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  premises,  over  and  above  the  said  rents  of  10/.  and  4 s.  and  after 
his  decease,  the  clear  rents  of  the  same,  over  and  above  the  said  rent  of  4 s. 
should  be  disposed  of  and  employed  by  the  said  grantees,  and  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  for  the  time  being,  to  the  use,  benefit  and 
behoof  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  aforesaid,  and  to  no  other  use 
whatsoever.  And  it  was  further  declared,  that  whensoever  the  said  lessees,  or 
any  other  that  should  thereafter  be  assignees  of  that  lease,  should  die,  except 
six,  the  said  six  survivors  should  assign  the  said  premises  to  twelve  other  of 
the  most  able  and  honest  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  parish  upon  the  trusts 
before  mentioned. 

It  is  stated  in  an  old  benefaction-book  in  the  hand-writing  of  Dr.  Denne, 
a former  rector  of  this  parish,  that  this  estate  was  at  first  worth  20/.  a year. 
It  let  afterwards,  December  30th  1656,  for  14/.  upon  a lease  of  21  years,  to 
William  Allen  ; that  the  houses  were  of  late  years  inhabited  by  poor  people,  in 
the  nature  of  almshouses,  being  new  repaired  for  that  purpose  by  the  parish, 
but  going  afterwards  to  decay,  they  were  ordered  to  be  pulled  down  by  the 
vestry,  June  22d,  1729,  and  care  taken  of  the  materials  for  the  benefit  of  the 
parish,  and  the  ground  let  to  the  best  advantage  ; that  the  materials  were  sold, 
and  the  ground  let,  but  the  person  who  agreed  for  the  lease  proving  insolvent, 
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and  unable  to  build  them,  all  was  lost,  and  the  estate  remained  in  ruins,  since  St. Mary,  Lambeth 
let  to  the  company  of  Miners  at  4 l.  per  annum. 

Cooper’s. — An  entry  in  the  same  benefaction-book  states  that  in  1695 
Thomas  Cooper , gent,  gave  one  house,  and  part  of  another  adjoining,  to  the  alms- 
houses near  the  Fleece,  in  the  Prince’s  Liberty. 

This  house  is  understood  to  have  also  fallen  into  ruin,  and  to  have  been 
pulled  down  in  pursuance  of  the  same  order  of'  vestry  of  the  22d  June,  1729, 
and  the  site  being  thrown  into  that  of  the  other  houses  given  by  Hind  was  let 
conjointly  to  the  company  of  Miners  as  above  mentioned.  The  whole  is 
now  in  the  occupation  of  Messrs.  St.  Marc  and  Company,  distillers,  who  use 
it  as  a spare  court-yard  for  the  purposes  of  their  trade.  They  hold  it  as  yearly 
tenants,  at  the  annual  rent  of  30/.  which  appears  to  be  the  full  value  of 
the  land  in  its  present  state. 

The  rent,  which  until  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  was  for  several 
years  2 41.  per  annum,  has  been  hitherto  appropriated  to  the  use  of  eight  poor 
women  above  60  years  of  age,  in  equal  portions,  who  have  continued  to  enjoy 
the  benefit  during  their  respective  lives.  In  consequence  of  the  increase  of 
rent  which  has  now  taken  place  it  is  intended  to  add  two  poor  women  to  the 
former  number. 

Vanderlin’s  Charity. 

The  old  benefaction-book  also  records  that  Mr.  Jacob  Vanderlin , merchant,  Vanderlin’s 

who  was  buried  March  3d,  1704,  gave  a legacy  of  four  almshouses,  which  he  Charity, 
had  built  on  the  Narrow  Wall,  for  poor  people,  as  also  of  money  to  be  distributed 
among  them  51. 

It  appears  that  there  were  formerly  standing  on  a part  of  the  Narrow  Wall, 
in  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  four  small  almshouses,  known  by  the  name  of 
Vanderlin’s,  which  were  reputed  to  be  destined  for  the  habitation  of  four  poor 
women  about  the  age  of  60,  of  the  Marsh  and  Wall  liberty,  and  were  accord- 
ingly so  appropriated.  Having  at  length  become  untenantable  for  want  of 
repair,  they  were  taken  down,  and  the  site,  containing  about  Ilf  perches,  was 
demised  upon  a building-lease  to  George  Hodgson,  for  7-5  years  from  Ladyday 
1794,  at  the  annual  rent  of  eight  guineas. 

The  premises,  on  which  a house  was  duly  erected  according  to  the  covenants 
of  the  lease,  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  John  Grin.  The  rent  is  applied, 
as  the  old  house  used  to  be,  to  the  benefit  of  four  poor  women  above  the  ages 
of  60,  in  half-yearly  payments  at  Michaelmas  and  Ladyday.  These  poor  women 
are  appointed  by  the  churchwardens,  and  receive  the  allowance  during  their 
respective  lives,  unless  previously  removed  to  places  on  the  pension-list  of 
Cooper  and  Hind’s  charity ; which  course  has  been  latterly  adopted  when  a 
acancy  in  that  list  has  occurred. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[ See  4th  Rep.  p.  452,  and  11th  Rep.  p.  790.] 

This  charity,  in  respect  of  which  there  was  received  in  the  year  1824  the  sum  Henry  Smith’s 
of  39/.  9^.  6d.  is  applied  to  the  purchase  of  great  coats  for  men,  and  warm  Chanty, 
cloth  cloaks  for  women,  which  afford  them  a great  relief  in  winter. 

The  price  of  the  cloak  is  9 s.  and  of  the  coat  from  11s.  6d.  to  12s. 

The  poor,  on  whom  this  benefit  is  bestowed,  are  selected  by  the  churchwardens 
from  among  the  most  aged  and  deserving  of  the  parish. 

Jeston’s  Charity. 

Roger  Jeston,  by  Will,  dated  2d  April  1622,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  Jestons  Charity, 
overseers,  and  some  of  the  ancientest  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  in  the  county 
of  Surrey  yearly,  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  there  31. 

[See  charities  under  the  management  of  the  Haberdashers  Company, 

10th  Rep.  p.  211.] 

This  payment  is  annually  received  from  the  Haberdasher’s  Company,  and 
forms  part  of  a weekly  disbursement  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  dis- 
tributed on  Sundays  in  the  church,  after  morning  service,  amongst  a certain 
number  of  old  women  selected  by  the  churchwardens  from  amongst  the  most 
needy  poor  of  the  parish,  and  who  continue  to  enjoy  the  benefit  for  their  lives. 

The  amount  of  this  weekly  disbursement  is  about  7 s.  or  8 s. 
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Alice  Easton’s  Charity. 

Alice  Easton , of  Lambeth  by  Will,  proved  at  London  3d  August  1040, 
reciting  that  she  had  surrendered  all  her  copyhold  lands  and  tenements  to  such 
uses  as  she  should  by  her  will  in  writing  limit  and  appoint,  appointed  all  her 
said  copyhold  lands  to  be  to  the  use  of  John  Norton,  the  eldest  son  of  her 
brother  Robert  Norton,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  so  as  the  said  John  Norton 
should  for  ever  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  the  sum  of 
4/.  per  annum,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  40 s.  by  the  year 
to  the  parson  or  vicar  of  the  church  of  Lambeth  for  four  sermons  to  be  yearly 
preached  by  him  upon  the  four  Wednesdays  next  following  the  usual  feasts  ; 
and  if  the  said  parson  or  vicar  and  their  successors  should  not  preach  the  said 
sermons,  then  the  said  40s.  should  cease,  and  her  nephew  John  Norton  should 
have  the  benefit  thereof. 

The  sum  of  4/.  in  respect  of  this  charity  is  last  credited  in  the  accounts  for 
the  year  1809,  and  in  each  of  the  four  subsequent  years  it  is  stated  that 
Marinus  Price,  the  possessor,  refused  to  pay  the  charity.  In  the  accounts  of 
1813,  there  is  a memorandum  that  Marinus  Price  the  possessor  had  become 
bankrupt ; which  is  repeated  in  the  three  subsequent  years,  and  from  that  time 
no  mention  is  made  of  the  charity  in  the  accounts. 

Having  seen  one  of  the  assignees  under  a commission  of  bankruptcy  awarded 
against  Marinus  Price,  and  having  learnt  from  him  that  the  premises  subject 
to  these  annuities  (described  in  the  particular  of  sale  as  consisting  of  a copyhold 
estate  of  inheritance  used  as  a whiting  manufactory,  with  sheds,  store-rooms, 
clerk’s  house,  wharf,  dwelling-house,  garden,  counting-house,  he.  held  of  the 
manor  of  Kennington,  and  situate  in  front  of  the  river  Thames,  and  extending 
from  Fore-street  to  Princes-street,  Lambeth)  were  sold  to  Mr.  John  Chatfield, 
subject  to  the  charges,  we  communicated  with  the  latter  gentleman,  who  has 
in  consequence  satisfied  the  arrears  of  the  annuity  to  the  poor  for  the  last  four 
years,  and  assures  us  that  both  annuities  shall  in  future  be  duly  paid. 


Walcott’s  Charity. 

Walcott's  Charity.  Edmund  Walcott , by  Will,  dated  the  21st  January  1(367,  gave  and  devised, 
after  the  death  of  his  father,  one  moiety  of  his  17  acres  of  freehold  land, 
and  one  acre  of  copyhold,  which  he  had  surrendered  to  the  use  of  his  will, 
together  with  the  tenements  and  buildings  thereupon  erected,  to  the  parson  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  their 
successors,  parsons  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  ever,  and  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  moiety  arising  and  growing  he  willed  anti  ordered,  should 
be  by  them  given  and  disposed  to  and  amongst  the  most  needy  and  poor  people 
of  the  said  parish  of  Lambeth,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  parson  and 
churchwardens  of  the  same  parish  for  the  time  being. 

This  devise  to  the  parish  of  Lambeth  was  briefly  noticed  in  our  account  of 
the  charities  of  St.  Olave’s  parish,  Southwark,  to  which  parish  the  testator 
devised  the  other  moiety  of  the  same  lands.  [See  14th  Rep.  p.  574.] 

In  that  account  will  also  be  found  the  particulars  of  certain  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  dated  the  4th  and  5th  of  November  1713,  whereby  the  rector 
and  churchwardens  of  the  respective  parishes,  as  far  as  in  them  lay,  made  par- 
tition of  the  premises  between  the  two  parishes,  allotting  certain  parcels  therein 
specified,  to  be  held  in  severalty  by  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  and  the  residue  of 
the  premises  to  be  held  in  sevei'alty  by  the  parish  of  Lambeth. 

The  residue  thus  allotted  to  the  parish  of  Lambeth  was  described  as  consisting 
of  lands  and  tenements  in  the  possession  of  one  John  Gold,  containing  by 
estimation  1a.  1r.  39  p.  lands  in  the  possession  of  one  Harding,  containing  by 
estimation  3a.  2r.  7i>.  and  lands  in  the  possession  of  one  Goderley,  containing 
by  estimation  3 a.  3r.  23  p. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  1st  year  of  the  reign  of  His  present  Majesty,  intituled, 
“ An  Act  for  vesting  one  moiety  of  the  Walcott  charity  estates  situate  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  in  trustees,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  said  charity,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,”  after  reciting 
the  will  of  the  said  Edmund  Walcott,  and  the  deeds  of  partition  above  referred 
to  ; and  also  reciting  that  a petition  had  been  presented  by  the  rector  and 
churchwardens  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  praying  amongst 
dlier  things  that  it  might  be  ascertained  in  whom  the  legal  estate  of  and  in 
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the  said  charity  property  was  then  vested,  and  if  necessary,  that  trustees  thereof 
might  be  appointed  under  the  direction  of  the  said  court ; and  further  reciting, 
that  in  pursuance  of  certain  orders  of  reference  thereupon  made  to  a master 
of  the  said  court,  the  said  master  had  reported  that  the  legal  estate  of 
and  in  the  said  premises  had  on  the  death  of  the  testator  become  vested  in 
his  heir-at-law,  but  that  he  was  unable  to  state  who  was  such  heir  at  law  ; and 
that  thereupon,  by  another  order  of  the  said  court,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said 
rector  and  churchwardens  should  be  at  liberty  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  an 
act  to  vest  the  said  charity-estates  in  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  it  would  facilitate  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  the 
will,  and  benefit  the  said  charity,  if  the  moiety  of  the  said  lands  and  heredi- 
taments thereby  devised  to  the  said  parisli  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  were  vested 
in  the  parson  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish,  as  trustees 
thereof,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  regulations  after  mentioned,  It  was 
enacted,  that  the  will  of  the  said  Edmund  Walcott,  and  the  devise  thereby  made 
to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  of  the 
moiety  of  the  lands  and  hereditaments  therein  described  for  the  purposes 
therein  mentioned,  should  be  and  the  same  was  thereby  ratified,  confirmed  and 
established. 

And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  moiety  of  the  lands  and  hereditaments 
so  devised  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary, 
Lambeth,  should  from  and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  that  Act  be  and 
the  same  were  thereby  vested  in  the  Rev.  Christopher  Wordsworth,  John  Ker- 
shaw, Richard  Noble,  Daniel  Carter,  and  Richard  Field,  the  then  parson  and 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  and  their  successors, 
parsons  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish,  upon  and  for 
the  trusts  intents  and  purposes  in  and  by  the  said  will  of  the  said  Edmund 
Walcott,  and  by  that  Act,  expressed  and  declared  of  and  concerning  the  same ; 
and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  Chancery, 
and  that  court  was  thereby  empowered  by  decree  or  order  of  the  said  court,  or 
otherwise,  to  confirm  and  establish,  (in  case  it  should  appear  right  and  proper  to 
such  court),  the  said  partition  so  made  as  aforesaid,  or  such  other  partition 
or  division  as  the  said  court  should  approve ; and  the  said  court  was  thereby 
further  empowered  in  like  manner  to  confirm  and  establish,  (in  case  it  should 
appear  right  and  proper  to  such  court),  the  several  leases  contracts  and  agree- 
ments for  leases,  or  any  or  either  of  them  therein  referred  to,  and  theretofore 
made  by  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lam- 
beth, of  or  concerning  the  lands  and  hereditaments  in  their  possession,  under 
the  said  indenture  of  partition,  or  any  of  them  ; provided  always,  and  it  was 
further  enacted,  that  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  charity 
should  or  lawfully  might,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  court  of  Chancery, 
to  be  testified  according  to  the  rules  of  that  court,  by  indenture  or  indentures, 
to  be  sealed  and  delivered  by  them,  in  the  presence  of,  and  attested  by,  two  or 
more  credible  witnesses,  demise  all  or  any  part  of  the  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments, and  premises,  of  or  belonging  to  the  said  charity,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, to  such  person  or  persons  as  should  be  willing,  and  should  covenant 
and  agree,  to  improve  the  same,  or  should  have  improved  the  same,  by  erecting 
and  building  thereon  any  house  or  houses,  tenement  or  tenements,  or  other 
erections  and  buildings,  or  building,  or  repairing  any  house  or  houses,  tenements, 
or  other  erections  and  buildings  then  erected  and  built,  or  thereafter  to  be 
erected  and  built  thereupon,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  expend  such  sums  of 
money  in  the  improvements  thereof  respectively,  as  should  be  thought  necessary, 
with  or  without  liberty  for  the  lessees  or  lessee  to  take  down  all  or  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  building  or  buildings,  which  might  be  standing  on  the  premises  in 
any  such  lease  to  be  comprised,  and  to  convert  and  dispose  of  the  materials 
thereof  to  such  uses  and  purposes,  as  should  be  therein  respectively  mentioned 
and  agreed  upon,  for  any  term  or  number  of  years  not  exceeding  99  years,  to 
take  effect  in  possession  and  not  in  reversion,  or  by  way  of  future  interest,  and 
also  to  lay  out  and  appropriate  any  part  or  parts  of  the  ground  to  be  comprised 
in  such  lease,  as  and  for  a garden  or  gardens,  yard  or  yards  to  the  messuage  or 
messuages  built  or  to  be  built  on  the  said  ground,  or  as  and  for  a way  or  ways*, 
avenue  or  avenues,  passage  or  passages,  or  in  any  other  manner,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  the  lessee  or  lessees,  or  other  the 
tenants  and  occupiers  of  the  premises,  in  such  manner  as  should  be  mentioned 
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St.Mary, Lambeth,  and  agreed  upon  in  such  lease,  so  that  in  every  such  lease  of  the  said  heredita- 
ments  and  premises,  there  should  be  reserved  and  made  payable  quarterly, 

W^coHi/naeJ1"1^  during  the  continuance  of  the  respective  terms  to  be  demised  by  such  leases 

, respectively,  the  best  and  most  improved  yearly  rent  that  could  be  reasonably 

had  for  the  same,  clear  of  all  taxes  and  deductions,  (regard  being  had  to  the 
value  of  the  buildings,  if  any,  to  be  comprised  in  such  leases),  without  taking 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  or  other  thing  by  way  of  fine,  premium  or  foregift, 
and  so  as  the  lessee  or  lessees  of  the  same  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  should 
execute  and  deliver  a counterpart  or  counterparts  of  such  lease  or  leases,  and 
therein  enter  into  covenants  to  pay  the  rent  or  rents  to  be  reserved  in  such 
leases  respectively,  and  all  taxes,  charges,  assessments  and  impositions  affecting 
the  premises,  and  to  erect  build  and  keep  in  repair  the  houses  or  buildings 
agreed  to  be  erected  and  built,  or  then  built  or  building  on  the  premises,  and  to 
make  and  keep  in  repair  the  yards,  ways,  and  passages,  and  the  sewers  and 
Watercourses,  in  such  manner  as  should  be  agreed  upon  by  such  leases,  and  to 
surrender  up  the  premises  in  good  condition  and  repair  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term ; and  also  a covenant  to  insure  and  keep  insured  all  such  buildings,  in 
some  office  or  offices  in  London  or  Westminster,  from  loss  or  damage  by  fire 
in  the  full  value  thereof  respectively,  and  to  lay  out  the  money  to  be  received 
by  virtue  of  such  insurance,  in  rebuilding,  repairing  and  reinstating  such 
buildings  as  should  be  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire,  and  so  as  in  every  such 
lease  there  should  be  inserted  and  contained  a power  for  the  lessors  and  their 
surveyors  and  agents  to  enter  upon  the  premises,  and  to  inspect  the  condition 
thereof,  and  also  a power  or  condition  of  re-entry  on  nonpayment  of  the  rent 
or  rents  thereby  to  be  respectively  reserved,  or  non-performance  of  any  of  the 
covenants  on  the  part  of  such  lessees  therein  to  be  contained,  and  so  that  none 
of  the  lessees,  to  whom  any  such  lease  should  be  made,  should  by  any  clause 
or  words  therein  contained  be  authorized  to  commit  waste,  or  be  made  dis- 
punishable for  waste  ; and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said  trustees  should 
or  lawfully  might,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  court,  to  be  testified 
according  to  the  rides  of  that  court,  by  indenture  or  indentures  to  be  sealed 
and  delivered  by  them,  in  the  presence  of,  and  attested  by,  two  or  more  credible 
witnesses,  demise  and  lease  (the  same  not  being  such  building  or  repairing-lease 
as  aforesaid)  all  or  any  part  of  the  premises  belonging  to  the  charity,  to  any 
person  or  persons,  for  any  term  or  number  of  years  not  exceeding  21,  so  as 
such  last-mentioned  leases  should  be  made  to  take  effect  in  possession,  and  not 
in  reversion,  or  by  way  of  future  interest,  and  so  that  upon  every  such  lease 
there  should  be  reserved  and  made  payable  quarterly,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  respective  terms  to  be  thereby  demised,  the  best  and  most  improved 
yearly  rent  that  could  be  reasonably  obtained  for  the  same,  clear  of  all  taxes 
and  deductions,  without  taking  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  or  other  thing  by 
way  of  premium,  fine  or  foregift,  other  than  by  way  of  advance  of  rent  upon 
the  surrender  of  any  lease  in  being,  and  so  as  the  lessee  should  execute  and 
deliver  a counterpart  or  counterparts  of  such  lease  or  leases,  and  therein  enter 
into  covenants  to  pay  the  rent  or  rents  to  be  thereby  reserved,  and  also  to  pay 
all  taxes,  charges,  assessments,  and  impositions  affecting  the  same  premises,  and 
to  surrender  the  peaceable  and  quiet  possession  thereof  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term,  and  so  as  in  every  such  lease  there  should  be  contained  a power  or  con- 
dition of  re-entry,  on  non-payment  of  the  rents,  or  non-performance  of  the 
covenants  on  the  part  of  such  lessee  therein  contained,  and  so  as  that  none  of 
such  lessees,  by  any  clause  or  words  contained  in  such  leases  respectively,  should 
be  authorized  to  commit  waste,  or  be  made  dispunishable  for  waste. 

And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates  of  the 
said  charity,  and  other  funds  of  the  said  charity  for  the  time  being,  should  be 
disposed  of  and  applied  for  the  benefit  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  the  court  or 
Chancery  should  from  time  to  time  order  or  direct. 

Shortly  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  proceedings  were  instituted  in  tin 
court  of  Chancery  for  obtaining  a confirmation  of  the  partition  and  leases, 
and  contracts  for  leases,  referred  to  in  the  Act ; and  in  the  course  of  those 
proceedings,  the  exchange  which  took  place  between  the  parishes  in  1815,  as 
mentioned  in  our  report  above  referred  to,  having  been  brought  before  the 
notice  of  the  court,  and  the  master  upon  successive  references  made  to  him 
having  certified  that  for  the  reasons  mentioned  by  him  he  conceived  it  reason- 
able to  presume,  and  did  therefore  conclude,  that  the  said  partition  of  1713 

, was 
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was  at  the  time  ot  making  it  a reasonable  and  proper  partition  between  the  St.Mary,  Lambeth. 

parishes,  and  having  stated  his  opinion  that  the  exchange  of  1 8 Id  at  the  time  

of  making  it  was  a fair  and  reasonable  exchange  between  the  parishes,  and  that  Walcott  ? Charity, 

it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  that  the  same  should  be  carried  into  continued. 

effect ; and  having  also  certified,  that  having  regard  to  the  proceedings  taken  in 

the  matter  of  the  Walcott  charity,  with  a view  to  establish  a legal  title  in  the 

parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  of  their  moiety 

of  the  said  estates ; and  to  the  circumstance  that  the  Act  of  Parliament  passed 

in  the  first  year  of  His  present  Majesty  only  vested  in  them  one  undivided 

moiety  of  the  whole  of  the  estates,  devised  by  the  will  of  the  said  testator, 

Edmund  Walcott,  and  that  therefore,  although  they  might  claim  a decree  for 
the  complete  partition  of  the  estates,  yet  that  a legal  conveyance  could  not  be 
made  by  the  parties  so  as  to  carry  such  decree  into  effect ; he  was  of  opinion 
that  the  proper,  and  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  only  step  to 
be  taken  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  parties,  with  a view  to  carry  the  said  two 
partitions  into  effect,  and  so  as  to  assure  to  the  said  parties  respectively  a com- 
plete legal  estate  in  the  said  charity-premises,  was  an  application  to  Parliament 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  and  defendants  (the  respective  parsons  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  St.  Olave,  Southwark, 
and  St.  John,  Horsleydown)  as  the  trustees  of  the  charity- estate  for  the  time 
being,  for  an  Act  to  vest  in  them  respectively,  and  their  successors,  the  parsons 
and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parishes  respectively,  all  such  parts  of  the  said 
charity-estate  as  by  a decree  or  decretal  order,  to  be  obtained  in  that  cause, 
and  in  the  other  cause  thereinbefore  referred  to,  should  be  declared  to  belong 
to  the  said  parties  respectively,  under  and  by  virtue  and  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  partition  of  1713,  and  the  partition  or  exchange  of  1815;  and  having 
annexed  to  his  report  Schedules,  containing  the  particulars  of  the  premises  in 
the  possession  of  the  respective  parishes  under  the  partition  of  1713  and  that 
of  1815,  it  was  by  a decree  of  the  court,  made  the  13th  December  1824, 
declared,  that  the  premises  in  those  Schedules  respectively  mentioned  belonged 
to  the  respective  parsons  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parishes  respectively, 
and  their  respective  successors,  parsons  and  churchwardens  thereof  for  the  time 
being,  upon  the  trusts  declared  by  the  will  of  the  said  Edmund  Walcott.  And 
it  was  further  ordered  and  decreed  by  the  court,  that  a proper  Bill  should  be 
prepared  and  presented  to  Parliament  in  the  next  or  the  then  following  session, 
to  vest  a complete  legal  estate  in  the  said  respective  parsons  and  church  wardens, 
and  their  respective  successors,  of  and  in  all  and  singular  the  premises  in  the 
said  Schedules  respectively  mentioned  and  described  ; such  Bill  to  contain 
proper  clauses  for  the  regulation  of  the  said  charity,  as  to  the  powers  of  distri- 
bution by  the  parsons  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  several  parishes,  according 
to  the  will  of  the  said  testator,  for  granting  building  or  other  leases,  for  a sum- 
mary mode  of  applying  to  that  court  for  taxing  any  costs  of  the  said  Act,  or 
any  of  the  proceedings  in  that  court,  and  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  of  any 
costs  already  incurred,  or  to  be  incurred,  relating  to  the  said  charity,  or  the 
estate  or  funds  thereof ; and  such  Act  to  contain  clauses  for  any  other  special 
purpose  connected  with  the  charity  affairs,  and  the  funds  belonging  thereto,  and 
the  charges  thereupon,  and  the  payment  thereof.  And  it  was  ordered,  that  it 
should  be  referred  to  the  said  master  to  settle  such  Bill  in  case  the  parties  should 
differ  about  it.  And  it  was  ordered,  that  the  costs  of  such  Act  of  Parliament 
(to  be  taxed  by  the  said  master)  should  be  paid  equally  between  the  plaintiffs 
and  defendants,  as  the  respective  trustees,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  charity-estates.  And  it  was  declared  by  the  court,  that  until  such  Act  of 
Parliament  was  made  and  passed  the  plaintiffs  and  defendants,  as  such  respective 
trustees,  were  to  hold  and  enjoy  their  respective  divided  moieties  against  each 
other,  or  any  succeeding  trustee  or  trustees  of  either  of  the  said  parishes  ; and 
it  was  referred  to  the  master  to  tax  the  costs  of  the  suits,  and  reference,  to  be  paid 
in  equal  moieties  by  the  plaintiffs  and  defendants. 

In  pursuance  of  this  decree  a Bill  has  been  prepared  under  the  super- 
intendence of  the  master,  which  it  is  proposed  to  present  to  Parliament  in  the 
next  session. 

The  following  are  the  particular^  of  the  premises  nientioned  in  the  first 
Schedule  to  the  master’s  report,  being  the  premises  certified  by  him  as  belonging 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth  ; to  which  we  have  added  the  names  of 
the  present  tenants,  and  the  terms  of  their  respective  tenancies.

The  several  leases  above  noticed,  with  the  exception  of  the  five  first-mentioned, 
which  were  building-leases,  were  granted  with  the  approbation  of  the  master. 

The  four  acres  of  garden-ground  are,  with  the  like  approbation,  to  be  let  on 
building-leases,  and  thus  let  are  estimated  as  capable  of  producing  at  least 
300/.  per  annum. 

With  the  like  approbation  also,  the  two  messuages  or  tenements  last  men- 
tioned are  to  be  taken  down,  as  interfering  with  the  plan  of  building  on  the  said 
four  acres,  upon  a part  of  which  they  are  situate. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Mr.  Robert  Watmore,  the  vestry-clerk  of  the 
parish,  who  by  an  order  of  court,  made  the  26th  March  1819,  was  appointed 
receiver.  In  obedience  to  the  same  order  he  annually  pays  into  the  Bank,  with 
the  privity  of  the  accountant-general,  the  balances  remaining  in  his  hands  after 
deducting  a commission  for  himself  of  1 s.  in  the  pound  on  the  sums  received 
by  him,  and  after  paying  the  costs  of  the  trustees  and  receiver  incurred  in  the 
management  of  the  estate,  and  passing  the  accounts,  and  other  incidental 
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expenses.

Margaret  Oakley’s  Charity. 

Margaret  Oakley , by  Will,  dated  12th  April  I67I,  gave  to  the  parson  and  Margaret  Oakley’s 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  her  Charity, 
four  messuages  or  tenements,  situate  in  the  Back-lane,  in  the  parish  ot  Lambeth, 
adjoining  at  one  end  to  a piece  of  ground  commonly  called  the  George  Yard, 
and  on  the  back-side  to  the  White  Lion  garden,  in  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  to  distribute  to  20  poor  persons  of 
the  said  parish,  such  as  should  on  those  days  come  to  the  church  and  continue 
there  the  whole  time  of  Divine  Service,  and  stay  also  the  hearing  of  the  sermon 
preached  there,  if  any,  the  sum  of  5 s.  to  be  laid  out  in  the  buying  of  bread 
for  such  poor  persons,  and  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  them  ; and  further, 
that  the  said  parson  and  churchwardens  and  their  successors,  should  also  upon 
12  Sundays  in  every  year,  pay  and  distribute  among  such  poor  children  of  the 
said  parish  as  should  come  to  the  church  to  be  catechised  the  sum  of  205.  to 
be  distributed  amongst  them,  in  such  manner  as  the  minister  for  the  time  being 
should  think  fit. 

The  place  formerly  called  the  Back-lane  is  now  known  by  the  name  of  the 
High-street. 

By  certain  Articles  of  Agreement  indented,  made  9th  June  1790,  between  the 
Rev.  William  Vyse,  rector  of  Lambeth,  and  Richard  Roberts,  Joseph  Linford, 
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St.  Mary, Lambeth.  Thomas  Brooks,  and  William  Leaves,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  of  the 
, one  part,  and  Edward  Bevin,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  messuages, 

Mar8Chatrityl  eJ  * Revised  by  the  said  Margaret  Oakley  as  above  mentioned,  were  so  ancient  and 
continued.  ruinous  that  it  had  been  held  necessary  that  the  same  should  be  taken  down, 

and  other  messuages  or  dwelling-houses  erected  on  the  site  thereof,  or  of  some 

part  thereof,  but  there  was  no  fund  belonging  to  the  said  charity  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  such  new  erections  and  buildings,  and  that  the  said  parties  of  the 
first  part  had  therefore  that  day  contracted  with  the  said  Edward  Bevin  to 
grant  him  a lease  of  such  part  of  the  said  ground  whereon  the  old  messuages 
and  buildings  then  stood,  and  containing  in  front  or  length  on  the  east  side 
thereof,  next  the  street  called  the  High-street,  65  feet  6 inches  of  assize,  and  in 
length  on  the  west  side  thereof,  towards  the  passage  and  school,  3(J  feet  2 inches 
of  assize,  and  returning  by  the  north  end  of  the  said  passage  and  school,  1<J  feet 
7 inches  in  depth  towards  the  late  Mr.  Filewood’s  lands,  and  extending  again 
on  the  west  towards  the  late  Mr.  Filewood’s  lands,  35  feet  6 inches  of  assize, 
and  containing  in  depth  on  the  north  towards  Ferry-street,  35  feet  2 inches  of 
assize,  and  in  depth  on  the  south  36  feet  6 inches  of  assize,  as  the  same  was 
coloured  red  and  yellow  in  the  plan  drawn  in  the  margin  of  that  indenture,  for 
the  term  of  70  years  from  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  then  next 
ensuing,  under  a clear  ground-rent  of  10/.  per  annum  ; and  the  said  Edward 
Bevin  agreed  on  or  before  the  31st  December  then  next  to  build  or  cause  to 
be  built  on  the  ground  so  agreed  to  be  leased  to  him,  four  good  and  substantial 
messuages  or  dwelling-houses,  correspondent  with  and  according  to  the  ground- 
plots  and  sections  in  the  margin  of  that  indenture  drawn  and  delineated,  and 
of  such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  were  particularly  mentioned  and 
expressed  in  a certain  contract  made  by  the  said  Edward  Bevin  with  Joshua 
Lillywhite,  for  building  and  completing  the  said  four  houses  for  the  price  of 
700/.  ; and  the  said  Edward  Bevin  further  agreed  with  the  parties  of  the  first 
part  that  he  would,  as  soon  as  the  said  four  houses  should  be  completed,  assign 
to  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  or  their  successors,  the  one  of  the  said 
four  houses,  which  in  the  ground-plot  of  the  said  premises  in  the  margin  was 
numbered  2,  and  coloured  yellow,  with  the  appurtenances,  for  the  remainder  of 
the  said  term  intended  to  be  granted,  discharged  from  the  said  ground-rent  of 
10/.  and  all  other  charges  whatever,  it  being  intended  that  the  said  term,  as  to 
the  said  messuage,  should  merge  and  sink  into  the  freehold  trust-estate  of  the 
said  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors  ; and  it  was  further 
agreed  by  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  that  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
December  then  next,  they  woidd  execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  Edward  Bevin, 
a lease  of  the  said  three  houses,  and  of  the  ground  part  of  the  said  Oakley 
trust-estate,  as  the  same  houses  and  grounds  were  drawn  in  the  margin  coloured 
red,  according  to  a draft  of  the  said  lease  already  drawn  and  approved  by  the 
said  Edward  Bevin  ; and  that  they  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  or  their 
successors,  should,  when  the  said  houses  were  completed,  and  the  said  Edward 
Bevin  should  assign  the  said  intended  house  numbered  2,  to  them  as  aforesaid, 
pay  to  him  the  full  sum  of  175/.  as  the  price  of  the  building  of  the  said  house, 
and  as  a full  consideration  for  the  assignment  thereof : And  it  was  further 
agreed  between  the  parties,  that  the  old  messuages  then  standing  on  the  site 
whereon  the  four  new  houses  were  intended  to  be  built  should  be  pulled  down 
with  all  convenient  speed,  and  the  materials  of  such  messuages  sold  for  the 
most  money  that  could  be  reasonably  got,  and  out  of  that  money  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  taking  down  the  same  and  selling  the  materials,  and  next  the  bill 
and  charges  of  the  solicitor  for  preparing  the  contracts  and  leases,  and  that  the 
clear  residue  should  be  divided  into  four  equal  parts,  three  parts  whereof 
should  be  paid  to  and  be  the  property  of  the  said  Edward  Bevin. 

In  pursuance  of  this  agreement,  a lease  was  subsequently  executed,  viz. 
on  31st  December  1790,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  to  the  said  Edward 
Bevin,  and  an  assignment  of  the  same  date,  of'  the  house  marked  No.  2,  by  the 
said  Edward  Bevin  to  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  lease  thus  granted  to  Bevin  is  now  vested  by  assignment  in  James  Gil- 
more, the  younger,  from  whom  the  rent  of  10/.  is  duly  received. 

The  house  which  was  re-conveyed  to  the  trustees  by  virtue  of  the  assignment 
above  mentioned,  as  well  as  the  remainder  of  the  land  belonging  to  Oaklev’s 
charity,  are  understood  to  have  been  subsequently  demised  to  the  trustees  of 
the  girls  charity-school  at  Lambeth,  for  the  purposes  of  that  charity.

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This  fact  is  collected  from  an  indenture,  dated  14th  February  1818,  between  St.  Mary,  Lambeth 
the  Rev.  Christopher  Wordsworth,  D.D.,  rector  of  Lambeth,  Benjamin  Capper, 

Kennett  Page,  Christopher  Leer,  and  Edward  Fry,  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Stephen  Swabey,  John  Middleton,  and 
Thomas  Lett,  trustees  for  the  girls  charity-school  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other 
part,  whereby,  after  reciting  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  Lambeth 
girls  charity-school  had  since  the  year  1790  been  in  possession  of  the  piece  of 
ground  and  premises  thereinafter  described,  and  about  or  soon  after  that  time 
expended  upwards  of 300 /.in erecting  a dwelling-house  and  school-room  thereon, 
and  which  had  been  used  and  occupied  as  the  school-house  for  the  said  charity, 
under,  as  it  had  always  been  supposed,  a lease  from  the  rector  and  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  at  a yearly  ground-rent  of  51.  and  such  rent  had 
been  regularly  paid  for  that  period  for  the  said  premises,  to  the  rector  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  trustees 
for  the  said  charity  had  lately  built  a new  school-house  and  room  in  another 
place,  and  had  agreed  for  the  sale  of  their  lease  and  interest  in  the  said 
premises,  but  no  lease  or  counterpart  of  the  same  could  be  found,  and  there- 
fore it  was  supposed  never  to  have  been  executed,  in  consequence  whereof  the 
trustees  had  applied  to  the  parties  of  the  first  part  to  grant  a lease  accordingly, 
which  they  had  consented  to  do  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  they,  the  said  parties  of 
the  first  part,  did  thereby  grant  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part, 
trustees  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors,  all  that  piece  of  ground, 
or  tenement,  outbuildings  and  premises,  situate  in  High-street,  Lambeth, 
lately  used  and  occupied  as  and  for  the  Lambeth  girls  charity-school,  then  being 
unoccupied,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  as  trustees 
as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors  or  assigns,  from  25th  December  then  last, 
for  the  full  term  of  41  years  and  one  quarter  of  another  year,  yielding 
therefore  yearly  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  their  successors, 
rectors  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  the  yearly  rent  of  51.  at  the  four 
most  usual  days  of  payment,  viz.  Lady-day,  &c.  with  a covenant  on  the  part 
of  the  lessee  to  keep  the  premises  well  repaired  and  insured  against  fire. 

These  last-mentioned  premises,  now  consisting  of  two  houses,  viz.  a grocer’s 
shop,  and  a dwelling-house,  are  at  present  in  the  occupation  of  James  Gawlen, 
parish-clerk  of  Lambeth,  as  assignee  or  undertenant  of  the  trustees  of  the  girls 
charity-school,  and  the  rent  of  51.  is  duly  received  from  him. 

These  rents,  amounting  together  to  15/.  per  annum,  are  added  to  the  31. 
received  in  respect  of  Jeston’s  charity,  and  applied  therewith  in  the  weekly 
distribution  of  bread,  already  mentioned  under  the  head  of  that  charity.

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Hayle’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  dated  1st  December  I67I,  between  Robert 
Hayle  and  Ann  his  wife  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Tompkins,  rector  of  the 
parish  church  of"  Lambeth,  George  Chute  the  elder,  George  Chute  the  younger, 
John  Dawling,  Walter  Howland,  Edward  Smith,  Paul  French,  and  Peter  Rich, 
all  of  Lambeth  aforesaid ; John  Smith,  John  Scaldwell,  William  Doner,  Edward 
Searle,  Henry  Forty  and  Bodwvn  Cuper,  Henry  Delven  and  William  Phillips, 
churchwardens  of  Lambeth  aforesaid,  of  the  other  part ; It  was  witnessed,  that 
they  the  said  Robert  Hayle  and  Ann  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  300/.  paid 
by  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  did  grant  and  enfeoff  to  them  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  lying  in  St.  George’s 
Fields,  in  the  parish  of  St.  George  the  Martyr,  Southwark,  called  the  Six-Acre 
Piece,  containing  by  estimation  6 a.  to  hold  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said 
grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever  ; and  the  said  Robert  Hayle  covenanted 
with  the  parties  of  the  second  part  to  levy  a fine  sur  cognizance  of  the  said 
premises,  to  enure  to  the  only  use  of  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever.  w 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  the  10th  and  11th  of  January 
1700,  the  latter  being  between  Henry  Forty  and  William  Phillips,  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  Rev.  George  Hooper,  rector  of  Lambeth,  and  13  others,  of  the 
other  part,  after  reciting  an  indenture  of  the  1st  December  1671,  whereby 
Thomas  Tompkins,  and  others,  the  grantees  in  the  above  abstracted  indenture 
of  feoffment  of  the  1st  December  1 67 1,  after  reciting  the  same,  did  declare  and 
acknowledge  that  the  said  indenture  of  feoffment,  and  all  other  assurances 
whatsoever,  to  them  made  of  the  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof  was  and 
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were  so  made  to  them,  and  they  did  by  virtue  thereof  stand  seised  of  the  said 
premises,  upon  trust  and  confidence,  that  they  and  their  heirs,  or  some  of  them, 
should  manage,  dispose,  and  pay  the  rents  issues  or  profits  of  the  said  premises 
to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  of 
Lambeth,  to  be  from  time  to  time  disposed  of  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  inha- 
bitants of  the  same  parish,  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  should  think  fit ; and  that  whenever  all  the  said  trustees,  except  five, 
should  happen  to  die,  the  said  five  persons  should  convey  and  assure  the  same 
premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  11  other  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of 
the  same  parish,  whereof  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being 
were  to  be  four,  upon  the  trusts  before  declared  ; and  reciting  that  the  said 
Henry  Forty  and  William  Phillips  were  the  only  survivors  of  the  said  trustees; 
It  was  witnessed  that  they  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  the  said  premises 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts 
before  specified. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  13th  and  14th  February  1806, 
between  the  Rev.  William  Vyse,  rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth, 
Samuel  Churrington,  and  Samuel  Saunders,  surviving  trustees  named  in  an 
Indenture  of  Release,  dated  6th  August  1782,  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry 
Able  Bingham,  and  John  Austin,  John  Field,  Thomas  Roberts,  Robert  Martin, 
John  Barnard,  Kenneth  Page,  Thomas  Lett  the  younger,  Charles  Field,  and 
Benjamin  Cupper,  and  four  others,  since  dead,  of  the  other  part,  four  of  them 
being  described  as  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish ; after  reciting  the  said 
indenture  of  feoffment  of  1st  December  I67I,  and  the  said  other  indenture  of 
even  date  therewith,  and  that  by  divers  mesne  conveyances,  and  particularly 
by  virtue  of  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  5th  and  6th  August  1782, 
the  said  premises  were  conveyed  to  the  use  of  and  became  vested  in  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  several  other  persons  since  dead,  upon  the  trusts 
before  mentioned ; and  reciting  that  the  said  several  parties  of  the  second  part, 
had  been  elected  by  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  in  vestry  assembled 
to  be  trustees  jointly  with  the  said  Rev.  William  Vyse  and  Samuel  Saunders 
concerning  the  said  premises,  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first 
part  did  thereby  grant  and  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  to  the  use  of  them  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  (since  dead) 
their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  let  and  manage  the  premises 
as  advantageously  as  might  be,  and  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  as 
the  same  should  grow  due  and  be  received  unto  the  rectors  and  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  or  some  or  one 
of  them,  to  be  disposed  of  from  time  to  time,  for  the  relief  and  ben ; fit  of  the 
poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  in  such  manner  as  the  rector  ..ml  church-,'1* 
wardens  of  the  said  .parish  for  the  time  being  should  deem  fit  :a  <**t?xpedient, 
with  a proviso  for  choosing  new  trustees  when  the  number  should  be  reduced 
to  four. 

In  the  year  1822  a petition  was  presented  by  Thomas  Lett,  and  Charles 
John  Lawson,  esquire,  two  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  setting  forth  the  several  Indentures  above  mentioned,  and  further 
stating  that  there  had  not  been  any  scheme  for  the  application  of  the  income 
of  the  said  charity-property,  nor  any  objects  of  charity-purposes  pointed  out 
by  the  founder  or  otherwise,  to  whose  benefit,  or  to  which,  the  income  of  the 
said  charity-property  ought  to  be.  applied,  except  generally  the  poor  inhabit- 
ants of  the  said  parish  ; and  that  the  income  had  hitherto  been  paid  to  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  to  be  disposed  of  by  them  to  such  poor  inhabit- 

'ts  as  they  pleased,  and  without  account ; that  the  charity  estates  then  pro- 
ed  about  33/.  a year,  but  when  the  lease  thereof  then  subsisting  should 
cx0-(\  the  annual  income  would  amount  to  many  hundred  pounds;  that  it 
would  he  necessary  to  have  a proper  scheme  settled  for  the  due  application  of 
the  revenues  of  the  said  charity-estate  in  future  to  certain  defined  objects 
and  purposes  of  charity,  instead  of  an  arbitary  distribution,  but  which  could 
not  be  done  without  the  aid  of  the  court,  and  therefore  praying  that  the 
master  might  be  directed  to  inquire  and  certify  what  were  the  original  trusts 
of  the  charity,  of  what  the  said  charity  property  consisted,  and  the  amount  of 
the  income  ; and  that  a proper  scheme  might  be  approved  of  by  the  said  master, 
and  established  for  the  due  application  of  the  income  of  such  charity -property. 
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and  it  was  thereupon  ordered  by  the  court  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of 
the  masters  to  inquire  and  certify  according  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  ; 
and  it  was  further  ordered  that  a scheme  should  be  laid  before  the  said  master 
for  the  future  regulation  of  the  said  charity. 

The  Master,  by  his  report,  dated  7th  December  182*2,  certified  (among  other 
things)  that  he  had  been  unable  to  find,  expressly,  what  were  the  original 
trusts  created  of  the  charity,  other  than  as  set  forth  in  the  indenture  of  release 
of  11th  January  1/00,  inasmuch  as  the  original  declaration  of  the  trust  thereof 
*'  had  been  mislaid,  as  mentioned  in  the  affidavit  of  one  Henry  Harper,  stated  in 
his  said  report ; and  lie  further  certified,  that  he  found  that  the  said  charity 
property  then  consisted  of  several  houses  and  premises  mentioned  in  a schedule 
to  his  said  report,  and  that  the  then  income  of  the  charity  property  was  331. 
per  annum,  and  that  the  same  was  derived  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  indenture 
of  lease,  dated  1st  May  1784,  made  between  the  llev.  William  Yyse,  rector  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Lambeth ; James  Reeve  and  John  Bridger,  church- 
wardens ofthe  said  parish  ; Thomas  James,  Samuel  Swabey,  Michael  Saunders, 
Joseph  Buckinaster,  Joseph  Waring,  John  Field,  Samuel  Saunders,  Richard 
Burfoot,  James  Shules  and  William  Levis,  of  the  one  part,  and  Major  Hen- 
niker,  esq.  of  the  other  part,  whereby  the  said  lessors  did  demise  the  said  pre- 
mises to  the  said  Major  Henniker  for  a term  of  67  years  from  the  2.5th 
December  then  last  past,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  33/.  payable  quarterly,  free 
from  the  land-tax,  sewers-tax,  or  any  other  taxes  whatsoever,  and  subject  to 
certain  covenants,  stipulations  and  agreements  therein  particularly  mentioned ; 
and  he  further  certified,  that  as  to  the  future  regulation  of  the  said  charity, 
a scheme  had  been  laid  before  him,  whereby  it  was  proposed  that  the  objects  of 
the  charity  should  be  more  clearly  defined,  and  that  the  same  should  be  in 
future  poor  housekeepers  residing  in  the  said  parish,  or  poor  decayed  widows, 
either  of  housekeepers  who  had  so  resided,  or  who  had  been  housekeepers 
themselves  in  the  parish  of  Lambeth,  none  of  such  objects  receiving  at  the  time 
parochial  relief ; that  the  time  of  the  distribution  of  the  charity  to  the  objects 
should  be  yearly  payments,  none  of  which  payments  to  exceed  51.  or  to  be  less 
than  1/. ; that  the  rector  and  churchwardens  should  assemble,  whenever  neces- 
sary, for  the  purpose  of  selecting  the  objects  of  the  charity,  and  that  such 
objects  should  be  elected  by  a majority  of  those  present  at  such  meeting ; that 
regular  books  should  be  kept  by  the  said  trustees  of  all  their  receipts  and  pay- 
ments, and  of  all  their  transactions  relative  to  such  charity  at  such  their 
meetings  ; and  that  a meeting  should  be  held  011  the  Monday  next  preceding 
Easter  Sunday  in  every  year  (the  churchwardens  changing  at  Easter)  both  of 
the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  as  well  as  of  the  trustees  of 
the  charity,  and  that  at  such  meeting  the  said  books  should  be  inspected,  and 
signed  after  such  examination,  by  all  parties  present,  as  a testimony  of  the 
correct  distribution  of  the  revenue,  and  of  the  general  regulation  of  the  charity  ; 
and  the  Master  finally  certified,  that  upon  consideration  ofthe  said  scheme,  lie 
approved  thereof  for  the  future  regulation  of  the  charity,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  the  charitable  trusts  in  the  petition  mentioned  into  execution. 

This  Report  was  confirmed  by  the  decree  of  the  court,  dated  27th  January 
1823,  and  it  was  thereby  ordered  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Master  to 
tax  tire  costs  of  the  petition,  and  also  the  costs  of  the  trustees  by  them  respec- 
tively incurred  in  that  matter  ; and  it  was  ordered  that  such  costs,  when  taxed, 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  sum  of  1.51 1.  10s.  being  the  arrears  ofthe  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  charity-estate  then  in  the  hands  of  the  sai-d  trustees,  or  some 
or  one  of  them. 

The  Master,  by  his  subsequent  Report,  dated  23d  February  1823,  certified 
that  he  had  taxed  the  costs  of  the  petitioners  at  the  sum  of  98/.  6 s.  4d.  and 
the  costs  of  the  trustees  at  the  sum  of  25/.  4s.  10 d.  making  together  the  sum 
of  123/.  11  s.  2 d.  This  sum,  as  appears  from  the  accounts,  was  accordingly 
paid  out  of  the  arrears  in  hand,  which  had  arisen  from  an  accumulation  ofthe 
rents  pending  the  proceedings  in  Chancery. 

Upon  inspection  of  the  lease  referred  to  in  the  Master’s  Report  (in  the 
margin  of  which  lease  is  a plan  of  the  premises,)  it  appears,  that  a very  small 
part  of  the  ground  was  at  that  time  built  upon.  It  is  not  stated  by  whom 
those  buildings  had  been  erected,  nor  is  there  any  covenant  in  the  lease  for 
erecting  more ; but  the  whole  of  the  ground  has,  in  fact,  since  the  granting  of 
the  lease,  been  covered  with  buildings.  The  number  and  respective  situations 
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St.  Mary, Lambeth,  of  these  buildings  are  set  forth  in  a schedule  to  the  Master’s  Report,  as 
■ . follows  ; viz.

Twenty-four  houses,  with  gardens  or  yards  thereto,  on  the  east  side  of 
Gibraltar  Row,  leading  from  Prospect  Place  aforesaid ; 

Twenty-six  houses,  with  gardens  or  yards,  or  some  outbuildings,  on  the  west 
side  of  Gibraltar  Rowr  aforesaid  ; 

A public-house  and  premises  called  the  Prince  Henry’s  Castle,  in  Gibraltar 
Row  aforesaid ; 

Seven  houses,  with  yards,  in  Castle  Place,  leading  from  Gibraltar  Row 
aforesaid ; 

Fourteen  houses,  with  yards,  in  Gibraltar  Place,  leading  from  Gibraltar  Row 
aforesaid ; 

Sixteen  houses,  with  gardens,  in  Prospect  Place,  in  the  high  road  aforesaid; 

Two  public-houses  in  Prospect  Place,  called  the  Gibraltar  Arms,  and  the 
Prince  Edwrard  ; 

A house,  with  yard,  in  a passage  leading  from  Prospect  Place  aforesaid  ; 

Five  houses,  with  yards,  in  Mount  Place,  leading  from  Elliott’s  Row-  to 
Gibraltar  Rowr  aforesaid ; 

Ten  houses,  with  yards,  in  Smith  Place,  leading  from  Elliott’s  Rowr  to 
Gibraltar  Row  aforesaid  ; 

Twenty  houses,  with  yards,  in  Caroline  Buildings,  leading  from  Elliott’s  Row 
to  Gibraltar  Row  aforesaid  ; 

Six  houses,  with  yards,  in  Union  Place,  leading  from  Elliott’s  Row-  to 
Gibraltar  Row  aforesaid ; 

Making  in  all  203  houses,  the  value  of  which  may  be  at  present  estimated  at 
an  average  of  25 1.  per  house. 

The  rent  of  331.  reserved  on  the  lease  is  duly  received  from  Mrs.  Nesham, 
one  of  the  undertenants  of  Major  Henniker. 

This  rent,  since  the  date  of  the  decree  confirming  the  Master’s  Report,  has 
been  diligently  applied  according  to  the  scheme  therein  approved  of;  viz.  in 
sums  varying  from  5/.  to  1/.  bestowed  upon  poor  householders,  or  the  widows 
of  such,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  according  to  a list  previously  settled  by 
the  rector  and  churchwardens.  The  number  relieved  in  each  of  the  two  last 
years  wras  22  ; the  sum  given  to  each,  varying  according  to  the  numbers  in  their 
families.  A book  is  kept  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens  for  the  affairs  of  this  charity  are  noted,  with  the  names  of  the  persons 
ordered  by  them  to  be  relieved  at  such  respective  meeting,  and  the  sums 
respectively  allotted,  together  with  an  annual  statement  of  the  accounts;  which 
book  is  regularly  produced  to  the  parishioners  at  the  periodical  audit  of  the 
churchwardens  accounts. 

The  w-hole  rent  is  generally  exhausted  in  the  annual  distribution. 

Scaldwell’s  Charity. 

Scaldwell’s  John  Scald-well,  by  Will,  dated  9th  June  I678,  reciting  that  there  was  an 
Charity.  annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  4/.  Gs.  3d.  payable  to  him  and  his  heirs  out  of  certain 

mills  at  Wandsworth  in  Surrey,  gave  the  same  to  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  the  town  of  Lambeth,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trust,  that 
they  should  every  year  for  ever,  on  the  20th  December,  buy  so  much  warm 
cloth  or  frieze  as  w-ould  suffice  to  make  coats  for  four  or  five  poor  ancient  men 
or  women  of  the  outside  of  the  said  parish,  viz.  Lambeth,  Dean,  and  Stockwrell, 
and  dispose  and  distribute  the  same  to  and  amongst  such  poor  men  and  women 
accordingly  ; and  he  desired  that  the  two  first  letters  of  his  name,  viz.  J.  S. 
should  be  set  on  each  of  the  said  coats. 

This  annuity  is  duly  received  from  Mr.  Kingsford,  the  present  owner  of  the 
mills  at  Wandsworth  subject  to  the  charge. 

This  annual  payment  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  seven  great  coats  of 

rough 
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rough  frieze,  of  a dark  olive  colour,  which  are  given  to  seven  poor  men  of  the  St.  Mary  .Lambeth, 
out  liberty,  comprising  Lambeth,  Dean,  and  Stockwell.  

The  initials  prescribed  by  the  will  are  duly  affixed. 

Ralph  Snow’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Snow,  by  Will,  dated  13th  June  1?07,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  Ra|?^a^ow’s 
where  he  should  be  buried,  which  he  wished  should  be  Lambeth,  ‘200/.  the 
annual  income  to  be  employed  in  buying  Bibles  and  Common  Prayers  for  the 
poor  children  of  the  said  parish,  under  such  rides  and  orders  as  his  executors, 
with  those  who  should  be  the  rector  and  churchwardens  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
should  fix  and  appoint  to  be  observed  for  ever. 

By  a codicil  to  his  will,  dated  17th  of  the  same  month  of  June,  he  empowered 
his  executors,  if  they  should  so  please,  that  of  the  said  200/.  100/.  might  be 
applied  towards  the  building  of  a new  gallery  in  the  church  at  Lambeth. 

It  appears  from  the  parish  books,  that  the  sum  of  100/.  part  of  the  legacy 
above  mentioned  was  applied  toward  the  building  of  a gallery  in  the  parish 
church  of  Lambeth.  The  remainder  now  forms  a fund  of  147 /.  6s.  7 d.  three 
per  cent  consols,  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Doctor  Vyse,  Thomas  Lett, 
jun.  John  Field  and  John  Brooks.  The  dividends,  being  4/.  8 s.  4 cl.  are  duly 
applied  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and  prayer-books,  which  are  distributed  by 
the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers  among  the  deserving  poor,  according 
to  their  discretion.  The  words,  “ the  gift  of  Ralph  Snow,  esq.”  with  the  year 
in  which  the  book  is  given,  being  stamped  on  the  outside  cover. 

Turberville’s  Charities. 

Bryan  Turberville,  of  the  parish  of  St.  James,  Westminster,  by  Will,  dated  Turberville’s 

10th  October  171L  gave  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Lam-  Charities, 

beth,  the  sum  of  100/.  on  trust,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  lands, 
tenements  or  hereditaments,  as  they  should  think  fit,  and  until  such  purchase 
could  be  found,  to  put  out  the  same  at  interest  upon  some  good  security,  for 
the  best  interest  that  could  reasonably  be  got,  and  the  interest  thereof,  until 
such  purchase,  and  the  rents  of  the  estate  so  purchased,  should  be  paid  and 
applied  yearly  for  ever,  to  the  putting  forth  of  two  poor  boys  of  the  town  of 
Lambeth  (whose  parents  were  not  able)  apprentices  to  such  trades  (fishermen, 
chimney-sweepers,  and  watermen,  only  excepted)  and  in  such  manner  as  to  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Lambeth  should  from  time  to 
time  seem  fit ; and  he  declared  that  the  legacy  should  be  put  out  at  interest,  or 
laid  out  in  a purchase  as  above  mentioned,  by  and  with  the  approbation  and 
good  liking  of  his  executors  and  executrix,  in  case  they  or  any  of  them  should 
be  then  living  ; and  of  his  said  will  he  appointed  his  two  sons  Thomas  and 
Daubeney  Turberville,  and  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  (the  wife  of  James  Moody) 
executors  and  executrix. 

It  appears  from  a document  dated  lltli  May  1721,  under  the  hands  of  Dau- 
beney Turberville  and  Elizabeth  Moody,  the  other  executor  being  therein 
stated  to  be  then  dead  (in  which  they  declare  their  approbation  to  the  placing 
out  of  the  said  legacy,  with  the  addition  thereto  made,  at  interest  on  a mort- 
gage of  some  leasehold)  that  the  said  Thomas  and  Daubeney  Turberville,  and 
Elizabeth  Moody,  considering  that  the  interest  or  produce  of  the  said  legacy  of 
100/.  left  by  the  testator  for  the  yearly  placing  out  apprentice  two  poor  boys 
would  be  too  small  for  that  purpose,  did  voluntarily  advance  and  give,  as  an 
addition  to  the  said  charity,  a further  sum  of  100/.  and  actually  paid  the  same 
into  the  hands  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  em- 
ployed in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  in  every  respect  to  the  same  directions 
as  were  limited  by  the  will  of  the  said  testator,  touching  the  said  legacy  of  100/. 
by  him  bequeathed  as  aforesaid. 

It  appears  that  these  two  sums  were  subsequently  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
293/.  11  s.  7 d.  three  percent  reduced  annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of 
the  Rev.  William  Vyse,  Thomas  Lett,  jun.  John  Brooks,  and  John  Field. 

The  dividends  amounting  to  8/.  16s.  per  annum,  are  applied  to  apprenticing 
poor  boys  of  the  parish  to  useful  trades,  excluding  those  excepted  by  the 
testator,  the  usual  premium  being  5 1.  These  boys  are  selected  by  the  church- 
wardens. 

Wakeling’s  Charity. 

Jane  Wakeling , widow,  by  Will  dated  28th  January  1786,  gave  the  sum  of  Wakeling’sCharity. 
300/.  reduced  annuities,  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of 
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St.Mary, Lambeth.  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  on  trust,  to  lay  out  the  yearly  dividends  thereof  in  good 
— — . and  wholesome  bread  and  meat  annually,  and  distribute  the  same  on  the  feast 
day  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  in  every  year,  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
con^iuc  . ^ Lambeth  Marsh,  and  Narrow  Wall  in  the  said  parish,  not  receiving  alms,  as  the 
said  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  should  think  tit  and  proper 
objects. 

This  legacy  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Vyse,  Thomas 
Lett,  jun.  Jolm  Brooks,  and  John  Field.  The  dividends,  amounting  to  9/.  per 
annum,  are  duly  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in  bread  and  meat,  on 
St.  John’s-day,  among  poor  inhabitants  of  the  marsh  and  wall  liberty,  such  as 
appear  the  most  needy. 

The  distribution  is  made  by  tickets  for  a quartern  loaf,  and  two  or  three 
pounds  of  meat  each,  according  as  the  funds  will  permit. 

Course’s  Charity. 

Course’s  Charity.  John  Course , by  Will,  dated  6th  October  1786,  gave  the  sum  of  100/.  three  per 
cent  reduced  annuities  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  upon  trust,  to  apply  so  much  of  the  interest 
thereof  as  they  or  their  successors  should  from  time  to  time  think  necessary, 
towards  keeping  in  repair  the  family  vault  in  his  said  will  mentioned,  and  after 
such  necessary  repairs,  to  distribute  the  rest  of  the  said  interest  on  17th  of 
June  in  every  year,  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  Narrow  Wall,  in  the 
said  parish,  not  receiving  alms,  as  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  should  think  tit  and  approve. 

This  legacy  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Vyse,  Thomas 
Lett,  jun.  John  Brooks,  and  John  Field.  The  expenses  of  repairing  the  tomb 
having  been  hitherto  wholly  defrayed  by  Mrs.  Lett,  late  Mrs.  Course,  the 
widow  of  John  Course,  the  whole  of  the  dividends  amounting  to  31.  per  annum, 
are  applied  in  conjunction  with  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  dividends 
received  from  Jane  Wakeling’s  charity  above  mentioned. 

Spencer’s  Charity. 

Spencer's  Charity.  James  Spencer,  by  Will,  dated  30th  April  1787,  gave  200/.  four  per  cent 
Bank  annuities,  to  the  Rev.  William  Vvse,  Thomas  James,  John  Field,  Richard 
Burfoot,  and  Joseph  Waring,  the  then  trustees  of  Major  Lawrence’s  boys 
charity-school,  at  Lambeth,  and  their  successors,  trustees  of  the  said  charity- 
school  for  the  time  being,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  dividends  and  interest 
thereof  in  placing  out  annually  for  ever,  two  boys  from  the  said  school,  appren- 
tices to  some  trade,  occupation,  or  business,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said 
trustees. 

There  is  now  standing  in  respect  of  this  charity,  a sum  of  200/.  15  s. 
31  per  cents,  the  trustees  having  been  paid  off  at  par  upon  the  reduction  of  the 
four  per  cents,  and  having  reinvested  the  amount  in  the  purchase  of  that  sum. 
It  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  George  D’Oyley,  Thomas  Lett,  and  John 
Field,  esquires. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  7 /.  0s.  6d.  are  applied  to  the  apprenticing  of 
poor  boys  from  Major  Lawrence’s  school,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
will.  In  some  years,  a difficulty  has  arisen  in  finding  two  boys,  the  number 
prescribed  by  the  will,  to  be  annually  apprenticed ; but  in  other  years,  a 
greater  number  has  offered,  and  the  arrears  have  then  been  applied.  The  pre- 
mium is  always  4/.  for  which  the  old  stock  was  sufficient.  The  deficiency, 
since  the  reduction,  has  been  made  up  from  a small  balance  in  hand. 

Mary  Oakley’s  Charity. 

Mary  Oakley , who  died  September  25th,  1812,  gave  by  her  W ill  to  George 
Sanders,  Henry  Baker,  and  Joseph  Steans,  and  to  such  new  trustee  or  trustees 
as  should  be  appointed  as  after  mentioned,  100/.  three  per  cent  reduced  annui- 
ties, in  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof,  when  and  as  the  same  should  become 
due  and  payable,  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  in  order  that  they  might  from  time  to  time  be  laid  out  by 
the  said  churchwardens  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  said  coals  should  be 
distributed  by  and  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being,  among  and  for  the  benefit  of  12  poor  families  residing  in  and 
belonging  to  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Lambeth,  on  the  24th  day  of  Decern- 
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wardens,  by  whom  they  are  distributed  in  coals  among  12  poor  families  of  the 
parish,  selected  every  year  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  from 
among  the  most  needy  of  the  parish. 


Pickton’s  Charity. 

John  Picktoti,  by  Will,  dated  15th  October  1819,  and  proved  28th  April  Picktons  Charity. 
1821,  requested  to  be  buried  in  Lambeth  church-yard,  in  the  same  grave  with 
his  fath'er  and  mother,  and  that  a vault  might  be  made,  with  iron  railing  to 
protect  the  same,  at  the  discretion  of  his  executors  ; and  after  it  was  com- 
pleted, he  gave  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  the  principal 
sum  of  200/.  to  be  invested  in  government  security,  for  the  purpose,  out  of 
the  interest  and  dividends  thereof,  in  the  first  place,  to  keep  such  vault  in 
repaii-,  and  then  to  distribute  in  their  discretion  the  remainder  of  such  interest 
and  dividends  among  the  most  poor  and  indigent  persons  in  the  said  parish. 

This  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  235/.  13.9.  three  per  cent 
consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  George  D’Oyley,  the  rector, 

Thomas  Lett,  John  Kershaw,  and  John  Field,  esquires. 

The  dividends  on  this  stock,  amounting  to  7 L 1 s.  4 d.  per  annum,  have 
been  hitherto  suffered  to  accumulate,  the  vault  not  being  in  want  of  repair ; 
and  a doubt  being  entertained  as  to  the  particular  description  of  poor  persons 
intended  by  the  testator  to  partake  of  his  charity.  There  was  consequently 
at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  February  182G,  a sum  of  31/.  155.  4 d.  in  the 
hands  of  the  churchwarden. 

We  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  applying  this  accumulation,  and  such 
surplus  as  may  from  time  to  time  remain  after  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
tomb,  amongst  the  most  poor  and  indigent  persons  of  the  parish,  in  such 
mode  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  most  beneficial,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator. 


Vaux’s  Charity. 

“ 1612.  Mr.  John  Vaux , Citizen  and  Vintner,  a legacy  of  seven  alms-  Vaux’s  Charity, 
houses,  to  be  built  by  his  executrix  within  the  manor  of  Kennington,  near 
Vauxhall  ; his  Will  directs  that  his  executrix  shall  build  at  the  end  of  a close, 
called  Fourteen  Acres,  seven  small  cottages  or  dwelling-houses  of  brick,  each 
12  feet  square,  containing  a room,  a garret,  and  a little  yard ; within  two  years 
after  his  decease,  the  poor  men  and  women  to  be  put  in  by  his  executrix 
during  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  parson  and  churchwardens.  Will  proved 
31st  July  1G12.” 

We  have  extracted  the  foregoing  statement  from  Dr.  Denne’s  old  bene- 
faction-book, but  have  in  vain  endeavoured  to  obtain  any  further  information 
respecting  the  subject  of  it. 

Wax  ley’s  Charity. 

Valentine  Wanley,  by  Will,  dated  in  1650,  and  proved  the  22d  February  Wanley’s  Charity. 
1666,  gave  to  six  preaching  ministers  of  St.  Antholin’s  church,  in  London, 
preaching  there  every  morning  at  seven  of  the  clock  every  day  in  the  week, 
the  sum  of  9/.  a year  for  500  years,  to  be  paid  to  them  every  half  year,  viz.  at 
Christmas  and  at  Midsummer,  and  he  bound  his  house  in  Axe  Yard,  in  est- 
minster,  for  the  payment  thereof.  Also  he  gave  to  Lambeth  parish,  in  Surrey, 
for  the  poor  that  were  and  should  be  thereafter  in  the  almshouses,  near  the 
Sluce  upon  Madenway,  leading  from  the  said  Slucc  to  Standgate,  the  sum  ot 
4/.  a-year  for  coals,  and  4 /.  in  money  for  500  years  ; the  said  coals  to  be  given 
yearly  at  St.  Bartholomew’s-day  ; he  likewise  bound  his  houses  in  Axe  Yard 
for  the  payment  thereof,  equally  to  be  divided  among  the  eight  poor,  SI. 

This  bequest  to  the  parish  of  Lambeth  is  also  noticed  in  Dr.  Denne’s  old 
book,  but  neither  in  that  book,  nor  in  any  other  parish  document,  do  we  find 
any  trace  of  the  charity,  having  ever  been  enjoyed,  nor  have  we  been  able  to 
gain  any  clue  to  the  discovery  of  the  premises  which  were  charged  with  it,  or 
of  the  almshouses  which  were  the  objects  of  it. 
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Sideufin’s  Charity. 

“ Mrs.  Ann  Siderfin,  a legacy  to  be  given  on  the  day  of  her  burial  to  the 
poor,  and  20/.  a-year  for  ever  to  the  poor  of  Lambeth,  10/.  thereof  to  be  dis- 
tributed yearly,  on  the  2d  June,  in  bread  and  money  equally,  the  other  10/. 
to  be  laid  out  in  frieze  coats  and  gowns,  for  six  old  men  and  six  old  women, 
and  if  there  should  be  any  overplus,  it  was  to  be  equally  given  among  them 
in  money,  on  Christmas-eve  yearly,  but  she  living  many  years  after  making  her 
Will,  and  leaving  a very  small  personal  estate,  much  less  than  the  funeral 
charges  and  debts  amounted  to,  and  the  legacy  not  being  charged  on  her  real 
estate,  William  East,  esq.  her  executor,  out  of  kindness  and  bounty  to  the 
parish,  paid  the  sum  of  200/.  which  the  parish  did,  by  vestry-order,  June  1708, 
consent  to  accept  in  full  discharge  of  all  claims  and  demands,  and  to  apply  the 
same  in  proportion  to  the  interest  it  should  produce  to  the  uses  of  her  will  as 
above  specified. 

“ Her  Will  was  made  March  22d  108G,  and  proved  March  5th  1706.” 

The  foregoing  statement  is  also  taken  from  Dr.  Denne’s  benefaction-book, 
and  there  is  subjoined  to  it  a memorandum  importing  that  the  money  was  put 
out  in  the  same  manner  as  the  legacy  of  Ralph  Snow,  esq.  before  mentioned  in 
that  book.  On  reference  to  the  entry  alluded  to  it  appears  that  the  legacy  of 
Ralph  Snow  was  first  ordered  to  be  put  out  upon  the  building  and  adorning  of 
St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  interest,  but  that  fund  being 
paid  off,  it  was  changed  into  a lottery  order  April  2d,  1716,  and  afterwards 
sold  out  thence,  and  applied  towards  building  and  furnishing  a workhouse 
November  16th,  1725,  the  parish  being  to  answer  for  principal  and  interest  till 
repayment. 

The  legacy  of  Ralph  Snow,  it  has  been  already  seen,  was  subsequently 
invested  in  consols,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  any  thing  has  ever  been  repaid 
in  respect  of  Mrs.  Siderfin’s,  nor  has  any  interest  been  allowed  for  it,  as  far  as 
the  parish-books  can  be  traced. 

Barxary’s  Charity. 

“ Henry  Barnaby , of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  a legacy  of  206’. 
yearly  in  bread,  to  40  poor  widows,  a sixpenny  loaf,  to  be  given  every  27th 
day  of  July,  and  to  other  40  widows  a like  sum  in  bread  on  every  2d  day  in 
August.  The  tenant  of  his  farm  at  Brixton  Causeway  to  pay  this  legacy,  and 
to  deduct  it  out  of  his  rent  every  year  for  ever. 

“ The  Will  was  made  April  18th,  and  proved  August  21st  1728.” 

This  extract  from  Dr,  Denne’s  benefaction-book  is  the  only  notice  that  we 
find  of  the  charity  recorded  in  it.  The  annuity  has  not  been  received  within 
living  memory,  nor  can  we  at  present  discover  any  means  of  tracing  the  pre- 
mises charged  with  it. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  MAIIY,  NEWINGTON. 

Simmonds’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of 
St.  George,  Southwark,  [1 4th  Rep.  p.  553,]  that  the  parish  of  St.  Mary, 
Newington,  is  entitled,  in  respect  of  Simmonds’s  Charity,  to  one  third  of  the 
rents  of  a farm  at  Tilbury,  in  Essex,  containing  59  acres  and  38  perches  of 
land.  The  premises  are  now,  as  they  were  at  the  date  of  the  Report  referred 
to,  in  the  occupation  of  the  widow  and  executrix  of  Robert  Barnard,  deceased, 
under  a lease  for  14  years  from  Michaelmas  1815,  at  the  rent  of  120/.  and  the 
additional  sum  of  4/.  Os.  2d.  in  respect  of  the  land-tax  ; one  third  of  which 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  41/.  65.  8 d.  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  of 
this  parish  from  those  of  St.  George,  to  whom  the  whole  rent  is  in  the  first 
instance  paid. 

A reduction  in  the  rent  took  place  shortly  after  the  period  of  our  former 
inquiry,  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent ; but  the  temporary  depression  of  the  agri- 
cultural interest,  which  rendered  it  necessary,  having  now  ceased,  the  rent  has 
been  restored  to  its  former  amount. 

The  income  derived  from  this  charity  is  applied  to  the  purchase  of  coals  and 
bread,  which  are  distributed  among  the  most  needy  poor  of  the  parish,  gene- 
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rally  at  Christmas.  The  distribution  is  made  by  means  of  printed  tickets, 
which  are  deposited  with  the  resident  magistrates,  who  act  as  governors  and 
guardians  of  the  poor,  and  the  governors  and  past-officers  of  the  poor,  as  well 
as  the  existing  churchwardens  and  overseers,  amounting  in  all  to  more  than  80. 

The  tickets  thus  deposited  are  subsequently  given  out  by  them  to  such  poor 
of  the  parish  as  they  respectively  think  most  deserving;  and  by  virtue  of  these 
tickets,  each  holder  receives  the  quantity  of  bread  or  coals  therein  specified, 
being  a 4lbs  loaf  and  one  bushel  of  coals  in  each  ticket. 

The  expense  of  printing  these  tickets,  amounting  in  the  year  1825-6  to 
31.  Is.  6d.  was  placed  in  that  year  to  the  debit  of  this  charity.  In  other 
years,  this  expense,  which  varies  in  amount,  has  been  carried  to  the  debit  of 
other  of  the  charities,  which  are  in  like  manner  distributed  by  means  of  tickets, 
as  will  be  seen  hereafter. 

John  Marshall’s  Charity. 

John  Marshall,  by  Will,  dated  31st  May  1619,  reciting  that  he  had  thereto- 
fore given  13s.  4 d.  by  the  year,  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  of  the  parish 
of  Newington,  in  Surrey,  which  it  was  his  meaning  should  be  augmented  to 
20 s.  per  annum,  gave  to  George  Cure,  Richard  Fenner,  William  Coleman, 

William  Anderson,  and  John  Kennett,  all  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  and 
their  heirs  for  ever,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  20s.  to  be  issuing  out 
of  all  his  houses,  lands,  and  tenements  situate  in  the  said  parish,  with  their 
appurtenances,  payable  quarterly  at  Christmas,  &c.  upon  trust,  to  distribute 
the  same  from  time  to  time  amongst  the  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  said 
parish,  by  the  advice  and  assent  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  same  parish  for 
the  time  being  for  ever,  with  a clause  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees 
when  the  number  should  be  reduced  to  two. 

This  annual  rent  is  duly  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  from 
the  trustees  of  John  Marshall’s  charity  to  the  parish  of  Christ-church,  Surrey, 
being  a charge  upon  premises  belonging  to  that  charity,  as  was  heretofore 
stated  in  our  Report  thereof.  [8th  Report,  p.  673.] 

This  annuity,  with  some  other  small  receipts  to  be  hereafter  mentioned,  is 
usually  applied  to  the  purchase  of  bread  and  coals,  which  are  distributed  to 
the  poor  of  the  parish  by  means  of  tickets,  in  the  manner  already  mentioned  in 
respect  of  Simmons’s  Charity. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[See  4th  Rep.  p.  452. — 11th  Rep.  p.  790.] 

The  sums  received  on  account  of  this  charity  since  our  former  Report  have 
been  as  follows,  viz. :

These  sums  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals  and  bread,  which  were 

distributed  among  the  poor  by  tickets  as  before  mentioned. 

Humphrey  Williams’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  ^ Humphrey 
St.  George,  Southwark,  [14th  Rep.  p.  559,]  where  the  particulars  of  this  Williams’8,Charity. 
charity  were  fully  given,  that  the  parish  of  St.  Mary.  Newington,  is  entitled  in 
respect  thereof  to  a moiety  of  the  rents  of  eertain  houses  and  premises  situate 
in  Kent-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  George,  Southwark,  respectively  held  under 
the  several  tenancies  specified  in  that  Report,  and  producing  together  the 
annual  rent  of  281/.  7 •?•  Of  this  rent,  one  moiety,  viz.  140/.  13.?.  6d.  is  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  of  this  parish  agreeably  to  the  reservations  in  the  several  leases. 

By  the  terms  of  the  will,  and  the  trusts  subsequently  declared  thereupon, 
this  moiety  was  destined  for  the  use  of  four  of  the  poor  aged  people  of  the 
parish  ; but  in  consequence  of  an  increase  of  the  rents  from  44/.  per  annum  to 
142/.  16.?.  it  was  resolved  by  the  vestry,  in  the  year  1797>  upon  the  suggestion 
of  the  trustees,  and  in  conformity  with  the  opinion  of  counsel,  that  the  number 
of  pensioners  on  the  charity  should  be  increased  to  ten,  at  7 1-  per  annum, 
thus  leaving  a small  surplus  of  1/.  85. ; w’hich  surplus,  by  a subsequent  resolu- 
tion, was  directed  to  be  carried  to  the  parish-warden’s  account. 

The  number  of  ten  has  still  continued,  notwithstanding  the  great  increase 
that  has  since  taken  place  in  the  rents,  the  portion  now  paid  to  each  being 
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I I/.  leaving  a small  surplus  of  135.  6d.  By  the  accumulation  of  this  small 
surplus,  added  to  a surplus  accruing  in  the  interval  between  the  last  increase 
of  rent  and  the  increase  of  the  pensions  to  14/.  there  appeared  at  the  close  of 
, the  account  in  April  1826,  a balance  of  52/.  135.  in  favour  of  the  charity,  which, 
with  balances  due  to  other  charities  of  the  parish,  remained  in  the  hands  of  the 
parish  bankers,  Messrs.  Weston,  Young  and  Bostock. 

The  poor  persons  to  whose  use  this  charity  is  appropriated  are  selected  from 
time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur  by  the  trustees  and  churchwardens,  and 
generally  enjoy  the  benefit  for  their  respective  lives. 

Ann  Cannon’s  Charity. 

Ann  Cannon , of  Walworth,  widow,  by  Will,  dated  17th  January  1651,  gave 
to  William  Cannon  her  grandchild  the  moiety  or  half  part  of  her  19  acres  of 
freehold  land  lying  in  the  Common  Field  of  Walworth,  to  hold  to  him  and  his 
heirs  for  ever ; also  she  gave  to  Richard  Reynolds  her  grandchild  the  other 
moiety  of  the  said  19  acres,  to  hold  to  him  and  to  his  heirs  for  ever,  excepting 
and  always  reserving  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  or  payment  of  20 5.  of 
lawful  money  out  of  all  those  her  said  19  acres  of  freehold  land  aforesaid,  which 
she  gave  and  bequeathed  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
Newington  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  to  be 
yearly  paid  to  them  and  their  assigns,  on  the  21st  of  December  in  every  year, 
on  trust,  every  year  on  St.  Stephen’s-day,  being  26th  December,  to  pay  and 
distribute  the  same  unto  and  amongst  the  poor  and  most  indigent  inhabitants 
of  the  hamlet  of  Walworth  only,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  most 
fit  and  convenient. 

This  annuity  does  not  appear  to  have  been  received  by  the  churchwardens 
since  the  year  1773,  soon  after  which  period  the  premises  subject  to  the  charge 
became  the  property  of  Mr.  Samuel  Brandon. 

It  is  stated  that  this  gentleman  for  some  time  disputed  his  liability  to  pay 
this  annuity,  alleging  that  he  had  purchased  the  lands  without  any  notice  of  the 
charge,  but  that  he  finally  consented  to  make  the  payment,  on  condition  of  his 
being  allowed  to  distribute  it  himself  amongst  the  poor ; and  it  appears  that  he 
did  in  fact  annually  distribute  a certain  quantity  of  bread  among  them. 
Mr.  Brandon  died  about  eight  years  ago,  and  the  lands  subject  to  the  annuity 
are  now  the  joint  property  of  Thomas  Fleming,  esq.  and  others.  We  have 
communicated  with  Mr.  Fleming  upon  the  subject,  and  this  gentleman 
having  ascertained,  on  reference  to  an  abstract  in  his  possession,  that  the 
19  acres  formerly  of  Ann  Cannon  are  in  fact  a part  of  the  estate  in  which  he 
is  thus  jointly  interested,  has  assured  us  that  the  annuity  shall  in  future  be  duly 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish. 

Robert  Hidson’s  Charity. 

Robert  Hidson , by  Will,  dated  the  21st  April  1675,  gave  to  his  son  Robert 
Hidson,  and  to  Thomas  Lee,  esq.  and  five  others,  all  parishioners  of  the  parish 
of  Newington,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  205.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, then  in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Johnson,  and  rented  at  20/.  per  annum, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Martin  Ongars,  London,  being  the  lowermost 
southwards  of  his  two  messuages  or  tenements  there,  to  be  paid  yearly  at 
Michaelmas,  upon  trust,  between  the  said  feast  of  Michaelmas  and  the  1st  day 
of  December  following,  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  over  the  said  annuity  to 
the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  by  them  to  be  given  and  distributed  in 
equal  manner  unto  two  poor  blind  people,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  on  the 
feast  day  of  St.  Stephen  the  Apostle,  in  every  year,  for  ever,  and  for  want  of 
such  poor  blind  people,  he  willed  the  same  to  be  given  and  distributed  unto 
and  amongst  three  aged  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  by  even  and  equal 
portions,  on  St.  Stephen’s-day  aforesaid  ; and  upon  further  trust,  when  all  the 
said  devisees  except  two  should  be  dead,  that  the  two  surviving  trustees  should 
grant  over  the  said  annuity  to  10  others,  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  and 
their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  before  expressed. 

On  reference  to  the  parish-accounts,  this  annuity  appears  to  have  been  last 
paid  in  the  year  1742,  being  then  received  from  a Mr.  Marsh.  It  does  not 
appear  to  be  at  present  practicable  to  ascertain  the  house  which  was  made 
subject  to  the  charge.

Mason’s  Charity.  St.  Mary 

William  Mason,  by  Will,  dated  2d  October  1723,  and  proved  in  1733,  Newington. 

directed  that  out  of  his  estate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  there  

should  be  yearly  paid  40.9.  which  should  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  yearly,  on  Mason’s  Ckarity 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  — - 

parish,  being  the  like  gift  which  he  had  for  many  years  continued,  and  with 
which  he  charged  his  said  estate. 

The  sum  of  40,9.  in  respect  of  this  charity  was,  until  lately,  received  from 
Miss  Crubin,  who  for  many  years  before  her  death  was  the  owner  of  a large 
house  situate  in  High-street,  Newington,  which  was  understood  to  be  the 
house  subject  to  the  charge.  Since  Miss  Crubin’s  death,  which  occurred  two 
years  ago,  the  annuity  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  Halford,  (the  wife  of  Mr. 

Thomas  Halford)  who  was  the  neice  of  Miss  Crubin,  and  is  understood  to  have 
succeeded  to  her  property.  In  consequence  of  her  absence  on  the  Continent, 
we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  more  certain  information. 

This  annuity  is  distributed  in  bread  by  tickets  in  the  manner  before  mentioned. 

Giles’s  Charity. 

Richard  Giles,  by  Will,  dated  11th  February  1723,  reciting  that  one  Mary  Giles’s  Charity. 
Scrivener  stood  bound  to  him  in  the  sum  of  50/.  with  lawful  interest,  upon 
mortgage  of  a messuage  or  tenement  and  other  premises,  gave  the  sum  of  50s. 
per  year,  being  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  of  50/.  to  Mary  Chittum,  his 
executrix,  in  trust,  yearly  and  every  year,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  to  dispose  of 
the  sum  of  20.9.  part  thereof,  and  so  yearly  and  every  year,  as  long  as  the  charity- 
school  of  Newington  should  be  kept  on  foot,  and  not  otherwise,  to  and  for  the 
use,  benefit,  and  behoof  of  the  charity-boys  at  the  school  of  Newington  aforesaid; 
also  he  gave  to  the  said  Mary  Chittum  the  sum  of  30,9.  being  the  residue  of  the 
said  interest,  in  trust,  yearly  and  every  year  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  to  dispose 
of  the  same  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Newington  aforesaid,  according 
to  her  discretion  ; and  his  will  was,  that  if  at  any  time  the  charity-school  of 
Newington  should  not  be  kept  on  foot,  but  be  diminished  and  made  void,  that 
then  the  said  sum  of  20.9.  paid  to  them  as  aforesaid  should  redound  and  be 
by  his  executrix  distributed  in  bread  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish  of  Newington  ; and  if  the  said  sum  of  50/.  principal  money  should  happen 
to  be  paid  in  by  the  said  Mary  Scrivener,  then  his  will  and  desire  was,  that  his 
executrix,  or  her  executors  or  administrators,  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  put  out 
the  said  principal  sum  to  such  person  or  persons  as  would  pay  lawful  interest 
for  the  same,  and  the  interest  issues  and  profits  thereof  dispose  for  the  use  of 
the  last  two  mentioned  legacies  as  was  above  expressed. 

It  appears  that  the  executrix  renounced  the  probate  of  this  will,  and  that 
administration,  with  the  will  annexed,  was  thereupon  granted  to  the  testator’s 
sister,  Ann  Giles. 

This  charity  appears  to  have  been  for  many  years  duly  received  and  applied  ; 
but  in  the  year  I78G,  (as  we  collect  from  Gilbert’s  Returns)  it  became  a subject 
of  dispute  between  the  parish  and  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Allen,  who  had  for 
many  years  past  paid  the  same.  From  that  period  nothing  appears  to  have  been 
received  by  the  parish  in  respect  of  it,  and  we  are  at  present  without  the  means 
of  gaining  any  further  light  upon  the  subject. 

Mary  Atkinson’s  Charity. 

Mary  Atkinson,  by  Will,  dated  7th  October  177U  gave  to  her  executors,  „ r Atj{inson’s 
John  Russell,  and  Gabriel  Leaver  Newsham,  the  sum  of  2,000/.  to  be  laid  out  1 ' charity, 
in  government  securities,  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  and  the  yearly  interest  thereof  to  be  divided 
equally  between  six  unmarried  women  of  the  said  parish  who  were  poor  and  above 
the  age  of  50,  and  should  not  receive  alms  of  the  said  parish,  it  being  her  intention 
that  that  annuity  should  not  be  paid  in  aid  of  the  poors  rate,  but  for  such  poor 
women  as  had  lived  in  credit,  but  through  misfortunes  were  reduced  to  strait 
circumstances ; and  she  desired  that  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  might  have  the  nomination  of  the  said  poor  women,  and  that 
they  might  deduct  out  of  the  said  annuity  20,9.  yearly  for  their  trouble. 

It  appears  that  the  sum  of  2,000/.  thus  bequeathed  by  the  testatrix  was  part 
of  a sum  of  10,000/.  which  had  been  bequeathed  to  her  by  her  uncle,  Richard 
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St.  Mary,  Atkinson,  upon  the  contingency  of  the  issue  of  his  brother  Thomas  Atkinson 
Newington.  (if  any)  not  living  to  attain  the  age  of  21 . After  the  death  of  the  testatrix  a claim 
Mary  "Atkinson’s  was  set  UP  another  person,  also  bearing  the  name  of  Mary  Atkinson,  who 
Charity,  represented  herself  to  be  the  issue  of  the  said  Thomas  Atkinson;  and  proceed- 
continued.  ings  in  Chancery  having  been  thereupon  instituted,  it  was  finally  decreed  on  the 

' 7 5th  August  1778,  upon  the  report  of  the  master,  that  one  moiety  of  the  legacy 

of  2,000/.  should  be  transferred  absolutely  to  the  claimant,  and  that  the  other 
moiety  should  be  laid  out  in  South  Sea  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant 
General,  and  the  dividends  be  from  time  to  time  paid  to  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  to  be  applied  by  them  according  to  the  will 
of  the  said  testatrix,  Mary  Atkinson. 

The  sum  of  1,000/.  was  accordingly  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  1,606/.  8$.  6d. 
South  Sea  annuities,  which  was  invested  and  still  remains  in  the  name  of  the 
Accountant  General,  at  the  credit  of  the  cause  “ Russell  v.  Atkinson.” 

The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  48/.  3s.  10 d.  per  annum,  are 
received  at  the  Accountant  General’s  office  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens, 
and  are  paid  in  sums  of  8/.  each,  to  six  poor  unmarried  women  of  the  parish, 
above  the  age  of  50,  chosen  from  time  to  time  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens, 
and  who  continue  to  enjoy  the  pension  during  their  respective  lives. 

This  payment,  leaving  a surplus  of  only  3s.  10 d.,  the  sum  of  16$.  2d.  is 
taken  from  the  churchwardens  account,  to  make  up  the  20$.  intended  by  the 
testatrix  for  the  rector  and  churchwardens. 

De  Guiffardiene’s  Charity. 

De  Guiffardienc's  The  Rev.  Charles  De  Guiffardiene , by  Will,  dated  1st  September  1809,  left 
Charity.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  50/.  five  per  cent,  navy 
annuities. 

The  testator’s  assets  not  having  sufficed  to  pay  the  whole  of  this  legacy,  the 
sum  of  42/.  9$.  10r/.  was  received  in  satisfaction  of  it,  which  was  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  50/.  four  per  cent,  annuities,  since  converted  into  3h  per 
cents,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Richard  Farmer,  Matthew  Slater,  Samuel 
Palmer,  and  Emanuel  Silva. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  1/.  15$.  per  annum,  are  duly  received  and 
distributed  in  bread  or  coals,  by  tickets,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned. 

Brandon’s  Charity. 

Brandon’s  Charily.  Samuel  Brandon,  by  Will,  dated  the  23d  May  1816,  ordered  and  directed 
that  one  hundred  shilling  loaves  should  be  given  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary, 
Newington,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  after  morning  service,  on  the  second 
Sabbath  in  the  month  of  February  in  every  year,  for  ever. 

He  also  ordered  and  directed  that  one  hundred  shilling  loaves  should  be 
given  to  the  poor,  after  morning  service  on  the  second  Sabbath  in  the  month 
of  February  in  every  year,  for  ever,  at  the  Meeting  in  West-lane,  Walworth, 
in  the  county  of  Surrey,  commonly  called  West-lane  Meeting-house. 

He  further  gave  an  annuity  of  2/.  2$.  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Missionary 
Society  for  propagating  the  Gospel ; an  annuity  of  2/.  2$.  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Blind  Asylum,  St.  George’s-fields ; and  an  annuity  of  5$.  to  the  sexton 
of  St.  Mary,  Newington. 

It  appears,  that  for  some  years  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  first- 
mentioned  charity  to  the  poor  of  Newington  was  distributed  by  Ins  executors 
at  the  church,  after  morning  service,  but  having  a tendency  to  collect  a large 
concourse  of  people,  the  distribution  at  that  place  was  resisted  by  the  parish 
officers,  and  was  consequently  discontinued. 

The  estate  of  the  testator  having  become  the  subject  of  various  suits  in 
Chancery,  a decree  was  made  the  4th  June  1825,  wbereby  it  was  ordered, 
among  other  things,  that  the  sum  of  481/.  13$.  4 d.  three  per  cent,  consols, 
part  of  a larger  sum  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  in  trust, 
in  the  causes,  “ Brandon  v.  Brandon,”  and  “ Brandon  v.  Brandon,”  should 
be  carried  over  to  the  credit  of  the  same  causes,  “ The  Account  of  the 
Charitable  Annuities,”  and  that  out  of  the  dividends  to  accrue  thereon  should 
be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  the  aunual  sum 
of  5/.  in  respect  of  the  charity  first  above  mentioned,  and  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  West-lane  Meeting-house,  the  further  annual  sum  of  51.  in  respect  of  the 
second  bequest  above  noticed. 

The 
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The  rest  of  the  dividends  were  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  other  St.  Mary, 
annuity  above  specified.  " Newington. 

No  payments  had  been  received  under  this  order,  either  by  the  overseers  

of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  or  by  the  treasurer  of  the  West-lane  Meeting-house, 
at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  April  1826. 

The  Elephant  and  Castle  Charity. 

At  a Court  Baron  for  the  Manor  of  Walworth,  intituled,  A Court  Baron  and  The  Elephant  and 
Customary  Court  of  Robert  Render,  gentleman,  held  26th  October  1658,  before  Castle  Charity. 
Thomas  Hardres,  steward,  the  lord  of  the  said  manor  granted  to  Thomas  Lee, 
esquire,  and  15  others,  inhabitants  within  that  manor,  as  the  tenants  thereof, 
seisin  of  one  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  parcel  of  the  said  manor,  to  be  built  upon, 
containing  feet  in  length,  and  16  feet  in  breadth  at  each  end  thereof, 

and  20  feet  in  width  in  the  middle  thereof,  and  bounding  to  the  highway 
leading  towards  Walworth,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  south-east,  and  to  the 
Highway  leading  to  Newington,  north-west,  and  lying  in  the  parish  of  New- 
ington, except  one  common  cartway  and  footway  there  ; to  hold  the  same, 
with  the  appurtenances,  except  as  before  excepted,  to  them  and  their  heirs,  by 
copy  of  court-roll,  at  the  will  of  the  lord,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
manor,  to  do  suit  of  court  from  three  weeks  to  three  weeks,  and  all  other 
services  as  other  customary  tenants  used  to  do,  upon  special  trust  and  con- 
fidence notwithstanding,  and  to  the  intent  and  purpose,  that  the  said  grantees, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  there- 
after dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to  and  amongst  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  of  Newington,  as  the  overseers  of  the  said  poor,  and  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
should  direct  and  appoint,  and  in  default  of  such  direction  and  appointment, 
to  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  as  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  think  fit ; and  thereupon  they  were  admitted  tenants  thereof 
without  any  fine  to  be  paid. 

This  grant  having  taken  place  during  the  Commonwealth,  a fresh  grant  of 
the  same  premises,  a little  extended,  was  obtained  upon  the  Restoration,  which 
is  thus  recorded  in  the  Court  Rolls,  viz. 

At  a customary  Court  Baron  of  the  dean  and  chapter  of  the  Cathedral  and 
Metropolitan  Church  of  Christ,  Canterbury,  holden  there  on  the  24th  day  of 
June  1673,  before  Thomas  Hardres,  serving  according  to  law  as  steward  of  that 
court,  the  said  lords  of  the  manor,  at  the  request  of  the  parishioners  of  the 
parish  of  Newington,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  granted  to  Thomas  Lee,  James 
Readinge,  James  Burton,  esq.  Matthew  Taylor,  William  Mason,  John  Mitchell, 

Robert  Hidson,  Thomas  Winter,  William  Lambert,  Richard  Atkins,  John 
Butts,  and  Richard  Goodhart,  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  all  that  messuage 
and  the  buildings,  with  the  appurtenances,  lately  built  upon  a certain  piece  of 
waste,  of  the  said  manor,  by  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  then  or  late  in 
the  possession  of  Thomas  Bower  or  his  assigns  ; also,  all  that  piece  of  waste 
-with  the  appurtenances,  containing  in  length  18  \ rods,  and  16  feet  in  breadth 
at  each  end  thereof,  and  24  feet  in  breadth  in  the  middle  thereof,  abutting  on 
the  King’s  highway  leading  towards  Walworth,  in  the  said  county  of  Surrey, 
within  the  manor  aforesaid,  towards  the  south-east,  and  on  the  King’s  highway 
to  Newington,  towards  the  north-west,  and  situate  in  Newington  aforesaid,  a 
common  foot  and  carriage  road  always  excepted  and  reserved,  to  have  and  to 
hold  the  aforesaid  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  except  as  before  excepted 
unto  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  by  copy  of  court  roll, 
at  the  will  of  the  lords,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor,  as  they  had 
theretofore  been  granted,  yielding  and  paying  there  for  to  the  same  lords  and 
their  successors,  fealty  and  suit  of  court  from  three  weeks  to  three  weeks,  and 
the  yearly  rent  of  2 s.  payable  every  year  at  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Arch- 
angel, and  also  all  other  services  which  other  customary  tenants  were  accus- 
tomed to  do  and  owe ; and  the  lords  of  the  said  manor  granted  also  seisin  of 
the  aforesaid  tenements  to  the  same  grantees,  and  their  heirs,  according  to  the 
form  and  effect  of  the  said  grant,  under  this  trust  nevertheless,  and  to  the 
intent  and  purpose  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from  time  to  time 
and  at  all  times  distribute  all  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  premises 
to  and  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Newington  aforesaid,  as  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
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major  part  of  them  should  appoint  and  direct,  and  in  default  of  such  direc- 
tion and  appointment  in  such  manner  as  they,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  should 
think  just,  and  they  paid  fine,  kc.  and  were  admitted  tenants. 

Admissions  of  new  trustees  have  since  taken  place  from  time  to  time,  hv  the 
latest  of  which,  dated  the  5th  June  1818,  the  premises,  by  the  description  of 
“ all  those  messuages  and  buildings,  with  the  appurtenances,  lately  built  upon 
a piece  of  waste  of  the  said  manor  by  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  ; and 
also  all  that  piece  of  waste  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  containing  in  length 
18 f rods,  and  17  feet  in  breadth  at  each  end  thereof,  and  24-  feet  in  breadth 
in  the  middle  thereof,  and  abutting  to  the  King’s  highway  leading  towards 
Walworth  aforesaid,  and  within  the  manor  aforesaid  towards  the  south-east,  on 
the  King’s  highway  leading  to  Newington  aforesaid  towards  the  north-west, 
and  situate  and  being  in  Newington  aforesaid,  (one  common  footway  and  for 
carriages  excepted,  and  always  reserved”)  were  vested  in  the  Rev.  Arthur 
Cyril  Onslow,  rector  of  this  parish,  and  in  Francis  Hurlbatt,  Henry  Hammett 
Sturmey,  William  Francis  Wye,  Abraham  Algar,  Thomas  Carter,  Emanuel 
Silva,  William  Judd,  Thomas  England,  John  Fair,  Edmund  Cornell,  and 
Elhanan  Bicknell,  (all  inhabitants  of  the  parish)  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  before  declared. 

It  appears  from  the  churchwardens  accounts  that  these  premises  were  origi- 
nally let  at  51.  per  annum.  In  1769,  the  rent  was  raised  to  SI.  10s.  In  177(i, 
they  were  let  for  a term  of  21  years  at  100/.  per  annum ; and  in  1797 > they 
were  again  let  for  a like  term  at  190/.  per  annum.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
this  last-mentioned  lease  in  1818,  the  premises  were  set  up  at  auction  in  four 
lots,  which  were  respectively  let  as  follows,  viz. :

4.  — Two  dwelling-houses  and  one  shop  adjoining  No.  3,  to  Henry 

Michael  Tijou,  for  the  like  term,  at  - - - - - 62  - - 


Making  a total  rental  of  - £.  623  - - 


It  was  stipulated  at  the  auction  that  there  should  be  laid  out  by  the  respec- 
tive lessees,  in  good  and  substantial  repairs  upon  lot  one,  the  sum  of  1,200/.  ; 
upon  lot  two,  the  sum  of  160/.  ; upon  lot  three,  50/.;  and  upon  lot  four,  300/. ; 
and  in  pursuance  of  this  stipulation  the  house  comprised  in  lot  one  was  taken 
down,  and  an  entirely  new  house  built  upon  the  site.  The  building  comprised  in 
lot  two  was  also  taken  down,  and  three  good  dwelling-houses  erected  on  the  site. 
And  the  houses  in  lots  three  and  four  have  been  substantially  repaired  and 
improved,  the  whole  under  the  superintendence  of  a surveyor  appointed  by 
the  trustees. 

The  trustees  have  since  redeemed  the  land-tax  with  a sum  of  65/.  145.  2 \d. 
and  are  entitled  in  respect  thereof  to  a further  payment  from  the  lessees  of 
2/.  135.  per  annum,  making,  with  the  rents,  a total  income  of  625/.  135. 

It  appears  to  have  been  for  a long  time  the  practice  to  appropriate  the 
income  derived  from  this  charity  to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  church  and 
other  general  parochial  purposes.  Some  discontent  having  arisen  in  the  parish 
at  this  mode  of  application,  it  was  resolved,  about  the  year  1815,  to  apply  the 
income  for  the  future,  exclusively  to  the  relief  of  the  poor,  which  was  accord- 
ingly afterwards  done  in  various  ways ; first,  in  a distribution  of  bread  and 
coals  amongst  the  poor,  generally,  with  occasional  donations  in  money,  to  the 
most  needy  ; and  more  recently  in  annuities  of  10/.  each  to  housekeepers  in 
reduced  circumstances.  On  one  occasion  a sum  ot  50/.  was  applied  to  the 
clothing  of  poor  children  in  the  parochial  schools. 

In  consequence,  as  it  is  stated,  of  new  attempts  again  to  divert  the  income  to 
purposes  deemed  improper,  a petition  was  presented  by  the  trustees  in  the  yeai 
1820  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  praying  that  proper  directions  might  be  given  for 
the  due  and  proper  application  of  the  revenues  of  the  charity,  and  that  it  might 
be  referred  to  one  of  the  masters  to  approve  of  a proper  scheme  for  that 
purpose.

Various  proceedings  in  court  have  since  taken  place,  and  various  schemes  St.  Mary, 
for  the  future  application  of  the  charity  have  been  presented  and  discussed,  but  Newington, 
no  final  decision  had  taken  place  at  the  period  of  this  inquiry.  , 

From  the  account  taken  by  the  Master  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  CasUe  Charity? 
the  trustees  down  to  the  8th  February  1823,  it  appears  that  there  then  remained  continued.  * 
in  their  hands  a balance  of  694/.  lO.s.  3d.  v — - 1 

The  King  and  Queen  Charity. 

By  Deed  Poll,  dated  7th  May  1672,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  Thomas  The  King  and 
Lee,  James  Reading,  James  Burton,  Richard  Atkinson,  and  John  Robarts,  Queen  Charity, 
reciting,  that  Thomas  Newton,  one  of  the  customary  tenants  of  the  manor  of  the 
dean  and  chapter  of  the  cathedral  and  metropolitan  church  of  Christ  in  Canter- 
bury, commonly  called  the  Manor  of  Walworth,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  did 
on  the  5th  November,  in  the  twentieth  year  of  the  then  King  Charles  the  second, 
come  before  Thomas  Hardres,  clerk,  steward  of  the  aforesaid  manor,  out  of 
court,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor,  and  did  surrender  into  tiie 
hands  of  the  lord  of  the  said  manor,  by  the  acceptance  of  the  said  steward, 
divers  messuages,  tenements,  and  cottages,  with  the  yards  and  appurtenances 
then  or  late  in  the  tenure  of  John  Bennett,  or  his  undertenants  or  assigns, 
situate  in  Newington,  within  the  manor  aforesaid,  near  the  parish  church  there, 
abutting  to  a certain  way  called  the  Church-lane,  towards  the  south  and  west, 
to  the  common  street,  in  Newington  towards  the  north  and  west,  and  to  a mes- 
suage called  the  Swan,  and  the  back-side  belonging  thereto  towards  the  north 
and  east,  all  which  messuages  contained  in  length  120  feet,  and  in  breadth  27 
feet,  and  were  held  of  the  manor  aforesaid  by  copy  of  court-roll,  at  the  will  of 
the  lords,  &c.  (except  and  always  reserved  to  the  said  Thomas  Newton,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  a foot  and  horse-way  in  by  and  through  the  said  way  called 
Church-lane,  to  the  said  messuage  called  the  Swan,  and  back  again  as  had  been 
accustomed),  which  surrender  was  expressed  to  be  made  to  the  use  and  behoof 
of  the  said  parties  to  that  deed,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  in  pursuance  of 
which  surrender  they  at  a court-baron,  held  26th  May,  in  the  twenty-first  year 
of  the  said  King,  were  admitted  tenants  thereof  according  to  such  surrender  : 

It  was  witnessed,  that  they  the  said  parties,  being  conscious  and  well  knowing 
that  all  the  said  tenements  and  premises  were  purchased  of  the  said  Thomas 
Newton,  at  the  joint  charges,  and  with  the  proper  monies  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  said  parish  of  Newington,  and  that  the  said  surrender  and  admittance 
were  made  to  them  the  said  parties  in  trust  only  for  the  uses  after  declared, 
they  therefore  jointly  and  severally  acknowledged  and  declared  that  the  said 
surrender  and  admittance  was  and  were  made  to  them  only  in  trust,  and  for  the 
use  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Newington,  for  the 
time  being,  and  their  successors,  for  the  use,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the 
poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  for  ever,  and  for  no  other  use  whatsoever. 

By  a surrender  made  5th  June  1818,  and  admittance  thereon,  these  premises 
are  now  vested  in  Francis  Hurlbatt,  Henry  Hammet  Sturmey,  the  Rev.  Arthur 
Cyril  Onslow,  rector  of  the  parish,  Abraham  Algar,  Thomas  Carter,  Emanuel 
Silva,  William  Judd,  Thomas  England,  John  Fair,  Edmund  Cornell,  and 
Elhanan  Bicknell. 

The  premises  consist  at  present  of  a substantial  house  situate  in  the  High 
street,  Newington,  at  the  corner  of  Church-lane,  used  as  a public-house,  and 
known  by  the  name  of  the  King  and  Queen,  and  nine  other  small  houses  or 
cottages  in  Church-lane,  the  whole  being  at  present  held  under  a lease  granted 
to  Peter  Thorne  for  61  years  from  Midsummer  1788,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
4/.  until  Christmas  1791,  and  of  10/.  per  annum  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

In  this  lease  there  was  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee,  within  five  years 
from  the  date  thereof,  to  take  down  the  buildings  then  standing  on  the  said 
premises,  and  erect  on  the  front  of  the  ground  one  good  substantial  messuage 
or  dwelling-house  of  the  value  of  350/.  which,  as  well  as  every  other  house  to 
be  thereafter  erected  on  the  front  of  the  said  ground,  or  any  part  thereof, 
should  in  point  of  size  be  each  of  the  first  or  second  rates  of  building  mentioned 
in  the  Act  passed  in  the  14th  year  of  King  Geo.  3,  for  the  regulation  of 
buildings,  party-walls,  &c.  ; and  a further  covenant  to  keep  the  premises  in 
a due  state  of  repair,  and  keep  them  insured. 

Some  time  after  the  granting  of  this  lease,  Thorne  having  become  bankrupt, 
his  interest  in  the  premises  was  exposed  to  sale,  and  the  principal  house  was  pur- 
Rep.  16.  3 C chased 
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St.  Mary,  chased  by  John  Sarson  for  645/.  and  is  Still  vested  in  him.  The  cottages  were 

Newington.  purchased  by  Ricketts  for  235/.  and  have  been  since  sold  by  him  to  Samuel 

The  King  and  Mason,  in  whom  they  are  now  vested. 

Queen  Charity,  It  appears  that  these  premises,  previous  to  the  granting  of  the  lease  to  Thorne, 
continued.  had  been  held  for  upwards  of  100  years  under  successive  building  or  repairing- 
leases,  at  the  low  rent  of  4/. ; the  rent  of  10/.  reserved  by  that  lease  was 
therefore  a considerable  advance  upon  what  had  been  previously  obtained ; but 
an  opinion  appears  to  have  prevailed,  and  to  be  still  entertained  in  the  parish, 
that  even  that  increased  rent  was  considerably  below  the  actual  value  of  the 
premises  at  the  time  of  granting  the  lease.  We  are  informed  by  the  vestry- 
clerk  of  that  day,  who  still  holds  the  same  office,  that  he  thinks  he  was 
present  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  for  letting  the  premises,  and  that  it  was 
referred  to  Mr.  Craig,  a surveyor,  to  settle  the  terms,  and  that  the  lease  was 
granted  under  his  advice.  Mr.  Craig  has  now  no  recollection  of  having  been 
so  referred  to,  and  he  estimates  the  then  value  of  the  premises,  judging  from 
the  dimensions  of  the  frontage,  and  the  then  value  of  such  frontage  in  that 
situation,  at  28/.  per  annum,  upon  a lease,  with  covenants  to  re-build  and 
repair,  such  as  Thorne  entered  into.  It  appears  however,  that  Thorne  expended 
in  re-building  and  repairing  the  premises,  a much  larger  sum  than  lie  was 
bound  by  his  covenants  to  do,  and  under  these  circumstances,  and  in  the 
absence  of  any  imputation  upon  the  motives  of  the  trustees  by  whom  this 
lease  was  granted,  there  seems  little  to  warrant  an  attempt  at  the  present  day 
to  disturb  the  possession  of  those,  in  whom  the  interest  of  the  lease  is  now 
vested. 

The  present  value  of  the  premises  is  estimated  at  between  80/.  and  90/. 

The  reserved  rent  of  10/.  is  duly  paid,  and  is  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
coals  and  bread,  which  are  distributed  by  tickets  as  before  mentioned. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  MARY,  ROTHERHITHE. 

[See  3d  Rep.  p.  431,  et  seq.] 

Catherine  Embleton’s,  and  Mary  Horncastle’s  Charities. 
Catherine  Embleton,  widow,  by  Will,  dated  the  l6th  February  1811,  after 

bequeathing  a legacy  of  two  guineas,  to  the  Rev.  Henry  White,  afternoon 

Embleton’s  and  lecturer  of  St.  Mary,  Rotherithe,  whom  she  desired  to  preach  her  funeral 
Mary  Horncastle's  sermon,  and  her  large  family  Bible,  to  James  Gray,  whom  she  appointed  her 
Chanties.  executor,  gave  all  the  remainder  of  her  property  whatsoever  and  wheresoever 
she  might  be  possessed  of  at  the  time  of  her  decease,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Mary,  liotherhithe. 

This  residuary  bequest  produced  a sum  of  money  which,  with  the  addition 
of  18/.  found  in  the  possession  of  a poor  woman  at  the  workhouse  at  the  time 
of  her  death,  was  laid  out  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry,  dated  the  20th 
December  1814,  in  the  purchase  of  111/.  7 s-  three  per  cent,  consols,  the 
dividends  of  which,  it  was  directed  by  the  said  order,  should  be  annually  dis- 
tributed by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  to 
such  poor  widows  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit  and  proper,  so 
that  each  should  receive  two  shillings. 

Mary  Horncastle , widow,  by  Will,  dated  the  16th  November  1819,  gave  to 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Rotherithe  in  Surrey,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  the  sum  of  50/. 

This  legacy  was  reduced  by  payment  of  the  duty  to  the  sum  of  45/.  which 
in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry,  dated  the  5th  February  1822,  was  added 
to  the  former  investment  in  the  funds,  making  therewith  the  sum  of  168/.  Is. 
three  per  cent,  consols.  This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Reverend 
John  Short  Hewett,  (the  rector,)  William  Hampton,  and  Thomas  Stevens, 
jun.  (churchwardens,)  and  William  Northcoat.  The  dividends,  amounting  to 
51.  Os.  10 d.  per  annum,  are  annually  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  applied  to  the 
relief  of  50  poor  widows  in  sums  of  two  shillings  each.  These  poor  widows 
are  selected  upon  the  recommendation  of  respectable  parishioners,  and  enjoy 
the  benefit  during  their  respective  lives.

PARISH  OF  STREATHAM. 

Crofts  Charity. 

John  Croft,  by  Will,  dated  1 9th  October  1584,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  inha- 
bitants of  the  parish  of  Streatham,  20  s.  yearly,  going  out  of  the  issues  and 
profits  of  a close,  containing  by  estimation  seven  acres,  called  by  the  name  of 
the  Seven  Acres,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Croydon  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Streatham  yearly,  by 
some  of  the  ancient  or  most  substantial  persons  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
parish  of  Streatham  under  the  degree  of  gentlemen. 

The  land  charged  with  this  annuity  is  known  by  the  name  of  the  Hermitage 
Estate,  and  has  been  already  noticed  as  the  property  of  the  parish  of  Croydon 
in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  that  parish  [13th  Rep.  p.  580.] 

It  will  be  seen  on  a reference  to  that  account  that  there  then  existed  a con- 
siderable arrearage  of  this  rent-charge,  which  had  accrued  pending  some  pro- 
ceedings in  Chancery.  In  the  year  1825,  the  sum  of  13/.  was  received  by  the 
parish  of  Streatham  in  discharge  of  the  arrears  to  Lady-day  1824.  Two  years 
had  since  accrued  and  remained  unpaid  at  the  period  of  our  inquiry,  in  April 
1826. 

The  arrears  thus  received  were  given  away  in  sums  of  105.  each  to  26  poor 
parishioners,  selected  for  the  purpose  by  the  guardians  of  the  poor  of  this  parish. 
When  regularly  received  the  annuity  used  to  be  divided  between  four  poor  old 
men,  in  sums  of  5 s.  each. 

The  guardians  of  the  poor  are  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of 
the  30th  Geo.  3,  c.  80,  by  which  it  is  provided  that  all  such  sums  of  money  as 
shall  come  tfc  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish,  or  of  any  other  person,  in  trust  for  the  said  parish,  to  be  applied  in 
any  particular  manner  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  by  virtue  of  any  will  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  by  them  paid  to  the  said  guardians,  or  their  treasurer,  and  shall 
be  applied  and  disposed  of  by  the  said  guardians,  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  appointed  and  directed  by  the  donors  thereof,  and  to  no 
other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Amy  Livesay’s  Charity. 

At  a court-baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Tootingbeck,  in  the  county  of  Surrey, 
on  the  20th  of  April,  17  Jas.  1st,  it  was  presented,  among  other  things,  that  Amy 
Livesay,  widow,  who  held  of  the  lord  of  that  manor,  to  her  and  her  heirs  by 
copy  of  court-roll  according  to  the  custom  of  the  manor,  a certain  messuage, 
with  the  appurtenances,  in  Tootingbeck,  and  about  20  acres  of  land,  by  estima- 
tion, thereunto  belonging,  surrendered  the  said  tenements  with  the  appurte- 
nances into  the  hands  of  the  lord  to  the  use  of  her  last  will,  as  was  presented 
at  a court  held  on  the  25th  of  May  in  the  7th  year  of  the  said  king’s  reign  ; and 
the  homage  further  presented,  that  afterwards,  viz.  on  the  10th  of  January  in 
the  12th  year  of  the  said  king’s  reign,  the  said  Amy  made  her  last  will  in 
writing,  and  therein,  concerning  the  disposing  of  her  copyhold  house  and  lands 
in  Tootingbeck,  with  the  appurtenances,  declared  it  to  be  her  will  and  meaning 
that  there  should  be  yearly  paid  out  of  the  same  for  ever  the  sum  of  31.  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Streatham,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  at  the  two 
feasts  of  Christmas  and  Easter,  by  even  portions,  to  be  by  them  distributed  the 
next  Sabbath-day  after  the  receipt  thereof,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; 
and  that  as  often  as  any  default  of  payment  should  be  made  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  to  enter  into  the  said  premises,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  to  distrain,  as  well  for  the  arrearages  thereof  unpaid,  as  for  the 
several  sum  and  sums  of  105.  more  to  be  forfeited  for  every  several  10  days 
that  the  said  annuity,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  unpaid  ; the  said  money  so 
to  be  forfeited  to  be  also  distributed  in  like  sort  as  the  said  yearly  sum. 

On  reference  to  the  will  of  the  said  Amy  Livesay,  which  was  proved  in  the 
Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  the  25th  April  1618,  it  appears  that  she 
thereby  further  directed,  that  all  and  every  the  immediate  owners  of  her  said 
house  and  lands  for  the  time  being  should  procure  some  godly  preacher  to 
preach  at  the  parish  church  of  Streatham,  every  year,  on  Easter-day,  in  the 
afternoon,  and  should  give  him  135.  4>d.  for  his  pains. 
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The  sum  of  31.  135.  4 <d.  is  annually  received  in  respect  of  these  annuities 
from  the  Earl  of  Coventry,  as  the  owner  of  the  lands  in  Streatham  therewith 
charged. 

The  sum  of  31.  is  distributed  among  12  poor  aged  women  of  the  parish,  in 
sums  of  5s.  each,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  the  remaining  135.  4 d.  is  paid  to 
the  rector  for  a sermon  preached  by  him  on  Easter  Sunday. 


Gabriel  Livesey’s  Charity. 

Gabriel  Livesey’s  a Court-baron  for  the  manor  of  Tootingbeck,  held  the  24th  April, 

an  4 Car.  I.  the  homage  presented,  that  Gabriel  Livesey , esq.  deceased,  at  the  day 

of  his  death  held  to  him  and  his  heirs  at  the  will  of  the  lord,  according  to  the 
custom  of  the  manor,  one  tenement,  one  stable,  one  garden,  one  barn,  and  one 
orchard,  with  the  appurtenances,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre  of  land ; 
and  that  before  his  death,  at  a court  there  held,  on  the  20th  May,  7 James  1. 
he  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  all  the  premises  to  the  use  of  his  will. 

At  the  court  first  above  mentioned  came  Robert  Scholefield,  and  produced  in 
court  the  last  Will  of  the  said  Gabriel  Livesey,  wherein  he  devised  as  follows  ; 
viz.  “ concerning  my  copyhold  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Tooting- 
beck in  the  county  of  Surrey,  which  I have  long  surrendered  to  the  use  of  my 
last  will,  I declare  my  will  as  followeth,  that  William  Lads,  of  Streatham, 
Edward  Scholefield,  Roger  Atkinson,  Robert  Scholefield,  and  Richard  Wood,  of 
Tootingbeck,  shall  have  the  same  to  them  and  their  heirs,  according  to  the 
custom  of  the  manor,  in  trust  and  confidence  that  they  shall  let  and  dispose 
the  same  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Streat- 
ham aforesaid,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  shall  yearly  at  the  feast  of 
Easter  and  the  Nativity  of  Christ,  distribute  amongst  the  said  poor,  with  the 
consent  of  the  parson,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  pooj  of  the  said 
parish,  or  the  greater  number  of  them.” 

And  thereupon  at  the  same  court  the  said  Robert  Scholefield,  as  survivor  of 
the  trustees  named  in  the  said  will,  was  admitted  tenant  of  the  premises  therein 
mentioned,  upon  the  trust  in  the  said  will  expressed  ; and  he,  the  said  Robert 
Scholefield,  surrendered  the  premises  to  the  use  of  Thomas  Husband  and 
Thomas  Gray,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  will,  and  they 
were  admitted  accordingly. 

Several  subsequent  admissions  of  trustees  have  taken  place,  the  last  of  which 
was  in  the  year  1807,  when  eight  trustees  were  admitted,  of  whom  William 
Street,  William  Harris,  Joseph  Southern,  and  James  Parrott,  all  of  Streatham, 
now  survive. 

This  property  now  consists  of  the  Bell  public-house  at  Streatham,  with  the 
stables  and  outbuildings,  skittle-ground  and  garden  thereto  belonging,  and  of 
two  houses  and  gardens  adjoining  the  Bell  public-house  on  the  north-east. 

In  a lease  granted  to  Stephen  Smith  in  1701,  (for  a term  of  6l  years,  at  the 
rent  of  8/.  per  annum,)  the  premises  were  described  as  a messuage  or  tenement, 
known  by  the  sign  of  the  Bell,  with  the  court-yard  in  front  thereof,  bounded 
by  the  footpath  by  the  road  side  towards  the  east,  together  with  the  garden  at 
the  back  of  the  said  premises,  towards  the  north-west ; but  there  were 
covenants  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  take  down  the  south-west  end  of 
the  said  messuage  and  tenement,  and  instead  thereof,  in  a good,  strong  and 
substantial  manner,  to  erect  and  build  thereon  according  to  a plan  agreed  upon. 
I11  pursuance  of  these  covenants  the  south-west  end  of  the  old  building  was  taken 
down,  and  the  present  public-house  erected  on  the  site,  and  the  rest  of  the  old 
building  was  divided  into  four  cottages.  At  the  expiration  of  the  lease  these 
cottages  being  in  a ruinous  condition,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  let  this  por- 
tion of  the  premises  upon  a separate  building-lease. 

'Lhe  opinion  of  a surveyor  was  taken  upon  the  value  of  both  parts  of  the 
property,  and  tenders  were  invited  by  public  advertisement.  A committee  was 
appointed  by  the  vestry  to  examine  the  tenders,  and  report  the  most  eligible 
tenant.  In  pursuance  of  the  decision  of  this  committee,  which  was  confirmed 
by  the  vestry,  a lease  was  granted  by  the  trustees  to  Henry  Smith,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  money  expended  by  him  in  substantial  and  lasting  repairs  of 
the  messuage  called  the  Bell  public-house,  with  the  wash-house  and  stables  and 
rooms  over  the  same  court-yard,  skittle-ground  and  garden,  (which  are  described, 
with  their  admeasurements,  in  a plan  in  the  margin  of  the  lease,)  for  21  years 
from  Lady-day  1822,  at  the  yearly  i'ent  of  100/.  with  a covenant  by  the 
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grantors  to  apply  for  the  licence  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  to  extend  the  term 
to  31  years. 

By  the  terms  of  his  tender  the  lessee  had  agreed  to  lay  out  250/.  in  repairs 
of  the  premises,  and  in  the  erection  of  new  stables,  under  the  direction  of  the 
parish  surveyor,  and  the  lease  was  not  granted  until  these  repairs  were  effected. 

Shortly  after  this  the  lessee  having  become  bankrupt  his  interest  in  the  lease 
was  sold  by  the  assignees  under  his  commission  to  George  Chaffey ; but  a ques- 
tion having  arisen  whether  the  lease  had  not  been  forfeited  by  the  breach  of 
certain  covenants  contained  therein,  it  was  thought  better  that  that  lease  should 
be  surrendered,  and  that  the  trustees  should  grant  a fresh  lease  to  Chaffey  for 
the  unexpired  residue  of  the  term,  viz.  20  years  from  Lady-day  1823,  at  the 
-same  rent,  and  with  similar  covenants  to  those  contained  in  the  former  lease  to 
Smith,  which  was  accordingly  done.  This  new  lease  has  been  since  assigned 
by  Chaffey,  with  the  consent  of  the  trustees  and  of  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens, to  Mr.  Oliver  Foster.  A tender  was  also  received  and  approved  from 
the  said  Henry  Smith  for  the  ground  on  which  the  four  cottages  stood,  whereby 
he  undertook  to  lay  out  600/.  in  the  erection  of  two  messuages  thereon,  accord- 
ing to  a plan  delivered  in  by  the  parish  surveyor  ; and  these  houses  having  been 
accordingly  erected,  a lease  thereof  was  granted  by  the  trustees  to  the  said 
Henry  Smith  (in  the  margin  of  which  the  premises  are  described  by  their  boun- 
daries and  admeasurements)  for  21  years  from  Lady-day  1822,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  10/.,  with  a covenant  by  the  grantors  to  apply  for  successive  licences  of 
the  lords  of  the  manor  to  extend  the  term  to  6l  years,  the  lessee  covenanting  to 
keep  the  premises  insured  for  600/. 

This  lease  was  assigned  before  the  bankruptcy  of  Smith  to  Mr.  Edward 
Garrett,  from  whose  widow  the  ground-rent  of  10/.  is  now  received,  making  in 
the  whole  an  income  of  110/.  from  this  property. 

This  income  (with  the  exception  of  a sum  of  15/.  paid  to  Smith  for  building 
a wall  between  his  premises  and  some  adjoining  premises  occupied  by  Mr.  Pear- 
son, and  a further  sum  of  25/.  paid  to  Chaffey  for  the  erection  of  additional 
stabling,  and  one  half  of  the  expense  of  the  original  leases,)  has  been  principally 
applied,  under  the  directions  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor,  in  the  relief  of  such 
poor  parishioners  as  from  different  causes  it  has  been  found  inexpedient  or 
impracticable  to  bring  into  the  workhouse.  A bye-law  having  been  made  by 
the  guardians,  under  the  powers  granted  to  them  by  the  above-mentioned  Act, 
that  no  relief  should  be  afforded  from  the  pcors-rates  to  persons  out  of  the 
workhouse.  This  relief  has  been  usually  given  in  sums  of  money,  varying  from 
10.9.  to  20s.  (but  more  frequently  the  last)  to  each  applicant.  Some  small  por- 
tion also  from  this  charity  is  added  to  the  fund  assigned  for  the  purchase  of 
clothes  under  Mrs.  Howland’s  charity,  to  be  presently  mentioned. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

The  parish  of  Streatham  are  entitled  in  respect  of  this  charity  to  a proportion 
of  the  rents  of  the  Headington  and  Clayhall  estate,  and  of  the  Longney  estate, 
as  may  be  seen  in  our  4th  Report,  pp.  451  and  457,  and  11th  Report,  pp.  789 
and  793. 

The  portions  for  the  year  due  at  Michaelmas  1824,  the  last  that  had  been 
received  at  the  period  of  our  inquiry  were — 

From  the  Headington  and  Clayhall  estate  - - - £.  11  16  6 

And  from  the  Longney  estate  - - - - - 6 15  — 

The  portions  of  rent  thus  received  are  given  away  every  year  under  the 
direction  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor  in  large  coats  of  good  thick  cloth  to  poor 
parishioners,  not  being  in  the  workhouse. 

Charities  of  Sir  Giles  and  Sir  John  Howland. 

Sir  John  Howland,  by  Will,  dated  the  12th  March  1648,  reciting  that  his 
father.  Sir  Giles  Howland,  had  given  51.  yearly  to  be  distributed  in  bread  to 
the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Streatham,  willed  and  appointed  other  51.  yearly  to 
enlarge  the  said  alms,  which  10/.  yearly  he  appointed  to  be  distributed  as 
follows  ; viz.  3^.  4 d.  in  bread  to  the  poor  every  Sabbath-day,  by  the  overseers 
of  the  poor,  to  20  poor  people,  to  be  nominated  by  his  executrix  whilst  she 
lived,  and  265.  -8  d.  yearly  for  the  maintenance  of  a lecture  there  on  Christmas- 
day,  and  this  to  be  continued  for  ever,  which  he  had  made  payable  out  of  his 
mansion-house  as  by  his  deed  was  expressed.

386  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

The  sum  of  10/.  is  duly  received  in  respect  of  this  charity  from  the  Earl  of 
Coventry,  the  present  owner  of  the  premises  charged. 

The  sum  of  3s.  4>d.  is  weekly  distributed  in  bread,  consisting  of  twopenny 
loaves  among  20  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  such  as  are  deemed  most  deserving, 
making  an  annual  expenditure  of  8/.  13s.  4>d.  The  remainder  of  the  annuity 
being  1/.  6s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  rector  for  a sermon  preached  by  him  or  his 
curate  on  Christmas-day  annually. 

Dorothy  Appleby’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Aj)pleby,  by  Will,  dated  the  8th  November  1681,  gave  her 
houses  with  the  appurtenances  in  Tooting  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  to  the 
uses  following  ; viz.  51.  per  annum  for  putting  forth  a boy  or  girl  apprentice  to 
some  good  manual  trade,  whereon  they  might  live  after  their  term  was  out,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Streatham,  and  the  residue 
of  the  rents  thereof’  to  and  for  the  repair  of  the  highways  of  the  said  parish 
leading  from  Streatham  church  towards  Brixton  causeway,  so  far  as  the  parish 
of  Streatham  lay  that  way. 

This  property  which  has  been  long  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  consists 
of  a saddler’s  shop,  with  a dwelling-house  annexed  in  front,  and  of  some  cottages 
and  other  buildings  behind,  with  gardens,  the  whole  of  which  are  delineated  in 
a plan  in  the  margin  of  the  existing  lease.  This  lease  was  granted  by  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  to  James  Dean,  for  a term  of  21  years  from  Mid- 
summer 1806,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  32/.;  and  the  premises  are  therein 
described  as  two  messuages  or  tenements,  and  the  several  gardens,  back-sides, 
outhouses,  buildings,  and  all  other  the  profits,  commodities  and  appurtenances 
to  the  said  messuage,  tenement  and  premises  belonging.  There  were  covenants 
on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  lay  out  210/.  in  repairing  the  premises  to  the 
satisfaction  and  under  the  direction  of  a surveyor,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
lessors,  and  to  keep  the  premises  insured  for  800/. 

This  lease  has  been  since  assigned  to  Mr.  George  Picket,  Lower  Tooting, 
bricklayer. 

The  buildings  are  very  ancient,  and  though  kept  in  tenantable  repair  as  far 
as  practicable,  it  is  doubted  whether  they  will  produce  an  equal  rent  to  the 
present  after  the  expiration  of  the  present  lease. 

From  this  rent  an  apprentice  is  put  out  every  year  with  a premium  of  10/. 
The  children  selected,  who  are  generally  boys,  are  such  whose  parents  do  not 
receive  any  parochial  relief.  The  premiums  are  frequently  given  to  assist  an 
inferior  tradesman  in  binding  out  his  child.  The  applications  are  under  the 
direction  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor. 

The  residue  of  the  rent  is  not  now  employed  in  repairing  the  higlnvays, 
but  is  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  rents  derived  from  Mr.  Livesey’s 
estate,  in  the  relief  of  poor  inhabitants  not  being  in  the  workhouse,  a small 
portion  being  also  added  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  Mrs.  How  land’s  charity. 

Elizabeth  Howland’s  Charities. 

Elizabeth  Howland , by  Will,  dated  12th  October  1717>  gave  her  wet  docks 
and  dry  docks,  with  their  appurtenances,  and  all  her  messuages  and  lands  in 
the  parish  of  Redriff  in  Surrey,  and  all  her  messuages,  farms  and  lands  in 
Wandsworth  and  Wimbleton,  in  the  said  county,  and  all  other  her  messuages, 
farms,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  whereof  she,  or  any  person  in  trust 
for  her,  wras  seised  of  an  estate  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple  in  the  said  county, 
to  her  daughter  the  Duchess  of  Bedford,  and  to  Thomas  Holt,  and  their 
heirs,  upon  trust,  to  grant  and  convey  unto  such  two  or  more  trustees  and  their 
heirs,  as  her  said  daughter  should  nominate,  being  inhabitants  in  the  said 
county  of  Surrey,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  22/.  clear  of  all  taxes, 
to  be  issuing  out  of  the  said  lands  and  premises  in  Wandsworth  and  Wimbleton, 
and  to  be  payable  by  four  equal  quarterly  payments,  viz.  at  Christmas,  Lady- 
day,  Midsummer  and  Michaelmas,  on  trust,  that  the  sum  of  8/.,  part  thereof, 
should  be  yearly  paid  for  ever  to  some  poor  ancient  widow,  resident  in  the 
town  of  Streatham,  of  a sober  life  and  that  could  read  well,  to  be  appointed 
by  her  said  daughter  and  her  heirs,  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  of  10  poor 
children  at  the  least  of  the  towrn  of  Streatham  of  the  female  sex,  and  to  be 
named  by  her  said  daughter  and  her  heirs,  to  read,  sew  and  knit,  and  to  teach 
and  instruct  such  children  on  every  Lord’s  day,  in  the  evening,  the  church 
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catechism,  and  the  catechism  commonly  called  Ball’s  Catechism,  from  and  Streaiham. 

after  evening  service  until  the  hour  of  seven;  and  on  trust,  to  lay  out  the  Eliz ibeth~ How 
further  sum  of  10/.  other  part  of  the  said  annuity,  in  or  towards  the  clothing  ianti  s charities, 
of  the  said  10  poor  children,  in  such  manner  as  to  the  said  trustees  should  v continued. 
seem  meet;  and  the  further  sum  of  2/.  per  annum  in  the  buying  of  Bibles 
and  catechisms,  and  other  books  and  things  that  should  be  requisite,  in  order 
to  such  teaching,  to  be  distributed  by  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
among  the  said  10  poor  children  ; and  the  further  sum  of  2/.,  residue  of  the 
said  annuity,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  in  the  parish  of  Streatham,  on  the 
17th  of  November  in  every  year,  by  such  persons  as  her  said  daughter,  and  her 
heirs  should  nominate  in  that  behalf,  being  the  day  of  the  late  Queen 
Elizabeth’s  accession  to  the  Throne. 

The  testatrix  is  also  recorded  on  the  Benefaction  Table  to  have  further 
given  an  annuity  of  31.  15  s.  issuing  out  of  the  lands  in  Streatham  belonging  to  the 
Earl  of  Coventry ; and  an  old  vestry-book,  which  also  notices  the  gift,  states 
it  to  be  destined  for  distribution  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  every  year,  among  SO 
poor  widows  inhabitants  of  the  parish. 

Of  this  further  gift  no  mention  is  made  in  the  will,  but  there  is  received  in 
respect  thereof  the  annual  sum  of  3 /.  15  s.  from  the  Earl  of  Coventry,  as  a charge 
upon  the  same  premises,  which  have  been  already  noticed  as  subject  to  the 
annuities  of  Mrs.  Livesay,  and  Sir  Giles  and  Sir  John  Howland. 

This  annuity  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  among  30  poor  widows  inha- 
bitants of  the  parish  selected  by  the  guardians. 

The  annuity  of  22/.  bequeathed  by  the  will,  is  received  from  Earl  Spencer, 
as  a charge  upon  certain  premises  in  Wandsworth  and  Wimbleton,  now  his 
property. 

From  this  the  sum  of  8/.  is  paid  annually  to  a poor  woman  in  the  parish  of 
Streatham,  who  is  now  and  has  for  many  years  been  appointed  by  the  rector, 
and  who  for  that  remuneration  teaches  10  poor  female  children  of  the  parish 
also  appointed  by  the  rector.  The  instruction  is  in  reading,  sewing,  knitting, 
and  the  church  catechism,  and  the  children  attend  at  church  under  her  care. 

£.  10.  and  more  is  applied  annually  in  the  purchase  of  clothes  for  the  children 
in  the  school,  the  excess  above  the  10/.  being  derived  from  the  charities  of 
Mr.  Livesey  and  Mrs.  Appleby. 

The  amount  of  2/.  is  expended  in  the  purchase  of  bibles,  catechisms  and 
other  books  for  the  children  in  the  school.  When  the  children  leave  the  school, 
they  have  a bible  given  to  them. 

The  children  are  generally  in  the  school  from  the  ages  of  eight  to  fourteen. 

The  sum  of  2/.  is  paid  annually  to  the  rector  for  a sermon,  which  is  preached 
on/ the  17th  November  by  him  or  his  curate. 

Ripley’s  Charity. 

John  Richard  Ripley,  who  died  in  1819,  directed  by  his  Will  that  his  executors  Ripley’s  Charity, 
should  transfer  the  sum  of  240/.  Navy  five  per  cents,  into  the  names  of  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Streatham,  the  dividends  to  be  by 
them  distributed  at  their  discretion  for  the  relief  of  six  poor  men  and  women 
belonging  to  Streatham,  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

This  legacy  was  duly  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Herbert  Hill, 
the  rector,  and  Samuel  Elyard  and  James  Turpin  churchwardens  of  the  parish, 
in  lieu  whereof,  upon  the  reduction  of  the  five  per  cent  stock,  there  was  trans- 
ferred the  sum  of  252/.  new  fours,  now  standing  in  the  same  names. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  10/.  1 s.  6d.  annually,  are  applied  to  the  relief 
of  three  poor  men,  and  as  many  women  of  the  parish,  not  receiving  parochial 
relief.  The  sum  of  2/.  is  given  to  each,  the  rector  supplying  what  is  wanting 
out  of  a fund  raised  from  collections  at  the  sermon. 

Holt’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  20/.  which  is  included  in  Gilbert’s  Returns  among  the  charities  Holt’s  Charity, 
of  this  parish,  as  the  gift  of  Thomas  Holt,  is  stated  to  have  been  given  for  the 
use  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  We  do  not  now  find  any  remains  of  it. 
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PARISH  OF  TOOTING. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[See  4th  Rep.  p.  451.] 

The  sum  of  2/.  which  is  annually  received  on  account  of  this  charity,  is 
applied  in  linen  or  other  clothing,  and  sometimes  in  bread,  to  the  relief  of 
poor  parishioners  generally  advanced  in  years,  selected  by  the  rector  and 
churchwardens.  Five  or  six  such  poor  persons  generally  participate  in  this 
relief. 

Charities  of  Sir  John  Maynard  and  Sir  James  Bateman. 

It  is  recorded  on  an  old  Benefaction  Table  in  the  church,  that  Sir  John 
Sir  John  Maynard  Maynard  gave  1/.  annually  to  be  distributed  to  eight  poor  parishioners  at 
anBatemanieS  ^,v*  each  on  Easter  Sunday,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

It  is  further  stated  that  Sir  James  Bateman , knt.  by  his  Will,  dated  1718, 
gave  100/.  for  the  binding  out  apprentice  of  the  poor  children  of  this  parish 
by  the  churchwardens. 

It  does  not  appear  from  what  funds  the  annuity  of  1/.  given  by  Sir  John 
Maynard  was  to  issue,  but  the  parish  are  possessed  of  the  sum  of  200/.  old 
South-Sea  annuities,  standing  in  the  names  of  Daniel  Blachford,  Rev.  John 
Ravenhill  and  Walter  Lord,  which  is  understood  to  have  been  the  produce  of 
these  two  benefactions  ; and  accordingly  1 /.  of  the  dividends  is  applied  on  Easter 
Sunday  as  the  charity  of  Sir  John  Maynard  to  the  relief  of  eight  poor  parish- 
ioners selected  bv  the  rector  and  churchwardens  in  sums  of  2s.  6d.  each.

The  remaining  51.  of  the  dividends  is  appropriated  to  the  charity  of  Sir 
James  Bateman. 

From  the  accounts  produced  of  this  charity,  commencing  in  the  year  18  13, 
it  appears  that  boys,  being  the  sons  of  parishioners,  have  been  put  out  apprenti  ce 
with  premiums  of  5 1.  each,  and  that  with  a few  exceptions  some  such  bindings 
had  taken  place  every  year  ; the  receipts  had  thus  been  wholly  exhausted  at  the 
time  of  our  inquiry,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  year’s  dividend  received  in 
April  1826,  which  remained  in  hand,  but  an  application  for  which  was  then 
under  consideration. 

Brand’s  Charity. 

Brand’s  Chanty.  Isaac  Brand,  esq.  by  Will,  dated  in  1712,  gave  3/.  a year,  and  charged  his 
mansion-house  with  the  payment  thereof,  to  be  distributed  by  the  rector  and 
churchwardens  on  every  Easter  Sunday,  at  the  church,  to  12  poor  parishioners, 
at  5 s. 

This  annuity  is  received  from  the  Rev.  John  Morgan  Rice,  in  respect  of  a 
house  in  the  village  of  Tooting,  of  which  he  is  the  proprietor,  now  in  the 
occupation  of  Choyce  William  Movses. 

The  annuity  is  given  away  as  directed  on  Easter  Sunday,  in  sums  of  5 s.  each, 
to  12  poor  parishioners,  who  are  selected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  under  Maynard’s  charity. 

Man’s  Charity. 

Man’s  Charity.  Thomas  Man,  by  Will,  dated  August  15th,  1713,  gave  to  his  son,  Thomas  Man, 

two  messuages  or  tenements,  in  Kingston,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  against  the 
Market-place  there,  then  let  at  30/.  per  annum,  and  charged  so  much  money,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  said  two  tenements  as  would  pay  for  six  chaldrons  of  sea-coal, 
and  for  the  bringing  the  same  to  Tooting,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish ; and  he  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
Tooting  Graveney,  where  he  then  dwelt,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  the 
yearly  quantity  of  six  chaldrons  of  sea-coals,  to  be  equally  divided  and  dis- 
tributed yearly  to  and  amongst  12  poor  people  of  the  aforesaid  parish,  to  be 
appointed  by  his  two  sons  successively  during  their  lives,  and  afterwards  by  the 
minister  anti  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  ; and  he  directed  that  the  said 
six  chaldrons  of  sea-coals  should  be  provided  yearly  between  the  1st  of  May 
and  the  1st  of  September,  by  the  person  or  persons  who  should  be  entitled  to 
nominate  and  appoint  the  said  12  poor  people  to  have  the  same,  or  by  such 
other  person  as  he  or  they  should  appoint  to  buy  the  same  ; and  he  charged  his 
said  two  freehold  messuages  with  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  for  evei 
sufficient  to  pay  for  and  defray  the  charges  of  buying  six  chaldrons  of  sea  coals, 
and  bringing  the  same  to  Tooting  Graveney  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the 
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person  or  persons  who  for  the  time  being  should  be  entitled  to  appoint  the  said 
12  poor  people,  within  10  days  after  notice  in  writing  should  be  left  for  that 
purpose  at  the  said  two  messuages,  with  power  of  entry  and  distress  in  case  of 
non-payment. 

The  houses  charged  with  this  payment  are  situate  at  the  corner  of  the 
Market-place  in  Kingston,  and  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  James 
Taylor,  surgeon. 

Upon  application,  which  is  yearly  made  to  Mr.  Taylor,  he  sends  an  order  to 
a coal-merchant  in  Tooting  to  supply  six  chaldrons  of  coals  free  of  expense, 
and  these  are  distributed  under  the  directions  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens, 
generally  about  the  end  of  the  year,  to  12  poor  parishioners,  at  half  a chaldron 
each,  whom  they  select  for  the  purpose.  A fresh  choice  is  made  every  year. 

Charities  of  John  Rogers  and  Martha  Chivers. 

A benefaction-table  in  the  church  records  that  John  Rogers , esq.  by  Will,  Charities  of 
in  1778,  gave  200/.  to  be  laid  out  in  government  securities,  and  that  Martha  John  RoSer.s  an<* 
his  wife  added  thereto  13/.  6 s.  8 d.  which  produced  10/.  interest  per  annum  in  IartIui  clliver8, 
the  three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities  ; the  said  interest  to  be  given  away  by 
the  rector  and  churchwardens  to  such  poor  housekeepers  resident  in  the  said 
parish  that  have  not  been  chargeable  thereto  for  one  whole  year. 

The  table  further  states,  that  Mrs.  Martha  Chivers  (who  was  the  widow  of 
John  Rogers)  left  by  her  Will,  the  17th  February  1789,  200/.  to  be  laid  out  in 
government  securities,  the  interest  to  be  given  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
preceding. 

It  appears  that  these  legacies  were  laid  out  in  a joint  purchase  of  588/.  0-y.  8r/. 
three  per  cent  consols ; and  in  an  entry  in  a vestry-book,  under  date  the  7th  of 
April  1795,  the  sum  of  333/.  65.  8d.  of  that  stock  is  assigned  to  the  charity  of 
the  said  John  Rogers,  and  the  sum  of  2 551.  to  that  of  Mrs.  Chivers. 

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Daniel  Blachford,  Rev.  John 
Ravenhill,  and  Walter  Lord. 

The  dividends  (amounting  to  17/.  13s.  per  annum)  for  many  years  previous 
to  1824  were  distributed  in  guineas  and  half-guineas  ; the  sum  of  4s.  to  make 
up  17  guineas,  being  added  thereto  from  the  sacrament-money.  For  the  two 
last  years  the  distribution  has  been  made  in  sums  of  1/.  and  10s.  and  one  sum 
of  13s.,  making  up  the  exact  amount  of  the  dividends.  The  minister  and 
churchwardens  meet  after  Easter  to  receive  applications  for  this  charity,  which 
they  take  into  consideration,  and  select  such  poor  housekeepers  as  they  think 
most  in  need  and  most  deserving. 

Avarn’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  recorded  011  the  benefaction-table,  that  Mr.  John  Avarn , by  his  W ill, 
dated  18th  May  1809,  gave  300/.  in  the  five  per  cent  annuities  for  the  purchase 
of  bread,  to  be  given  by  the  churchwardens  every  Sunday  to  12  poor  inhabitants, 
who  should  have  attended  divine  service  at  this  church  on  that  day. 

This  stock  is  now  315  /.  new  four  per  cents,  standing  in  the  accountant- 
general’s  name.  The  dividends,  amounting  to  12/.  12s.  per  annum,  after  some 
deductions  for  stamps,  &c.  are  received  annually  at  his  office,  and  distributed 
weekly  in  bread  at  the  church  to  12  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  who  have 
attended  the  service.  It  is  given  in  turn  to  all  the  poor  of  that  description  who 
attend  for  the  purpose.  The  bread  hitherto  given  has  been  in  half-quartern  and 
two-pound  loaves ; but  the  present  price  of  bread,  if  it  continues,  will  render 
it  necessary  to  make  some  diminution  in  the  size. 


PARISH  OF  WANDSWORTH. 

Church  Estate,  including  Mrs.  Tyroe’s  Charity. 

In  the  year  1804  a committee  was  appointed  by  the  vestry  to  investigate  and 
examine  into  the  several  donations  bequeathed  to  the  parish  of  Wandsworth. 
Upon  that  occasion,  two  old  boards  containing  lists  of  benefactions  were  found 
in  the  belfry,  where  it  is  supposed  they  had  been  deposited  upon  the  partial 
rebuilding  of  the  church,  on  which  boards  were  the  following,  among  other 
inscriptions: 

“ Imprimis,  a messuage  and  several  pieces  of  land,  lying  in  this  parish,  now 
let  by  lease  to  Mr.  Thomas  Darking  at  4/.  10s.  per  annum,  improvable  by  the 
same  lease  in  anno  1705  to  the  yearly  rent  of  9/.  6s.”

“ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Tyroe  g ave  the  sum  of  50/.  with  which  was  purchased,  the 
9th  January  1625,  a messuage  in  this  parish,  let  by  lease  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Darking  at  31.  per  annum,  improvable  by  the  same  lease,  anno  1705,  to  the 
yearly  rent  of  6/.  4 s.” 

There  are  no  other  documents  now  known  in  the  parish,  relating  to  these 
properties,  but  they  are  supposed  to  constitute  together  an  estate  consisting 
now  of  six  messuages,  and  6 \ acres  of  land,  tenanted  in  the  following  manner :

These  three  last-mentioned  messuages  were  built  in  1820,  in  the  room  and 
upon  the  site  of  three  others  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  down.  At 
the  same  time  were  taken  down  three  small  cottages  (adjoining  the  old  mes- 
suages,) which  had  been  usually  occupied  by  poor  parishioners,  and  the  sites  of 
these  three  cottages  were  converted  into  yards  and  garden-grounds  to  the  three 
new-built  houses.  These  new  houses  were  built  by  contract  at  an  expense  of 
1,0 331.  which  was  defrayed  out  of  the  parish  rates,  and  the  houses  were  let  at 
first  to  yearly  tenants,  as  follows :

It  was  found,  however,  that  although  the  houses  were  new,  yet  they  were 
constantly  in  want  of  repair,  which,  as  they  were  let  to  yearly  tenants  not  liable 
to  that  expense,  occasioned  a charge  upon  the  parish  funds,  which  often  nearly 
exhausted  the  rents.  It  was  therefore  at  length  resolved  by  the  vestry  to  let 
these  houses  together  upon  a repairing  lease,  and  tenders  for  them  were  invited 
by  public  advertisement.  The  largest  offer,  which  was  thought  eligible  by  the 
vestry,  was  made  by  Mr.  Thomas  Phillips,  to  whom  the  lease  has  been  granted 
as  above  mentioned.  His  offer,  of  48/.  10.?.  was  made  up  in  the  following 
manner :

< Previous  to  this  tender,  applications  had  been  made  by  the  tenants  to  the 
vicar  to  protect  them  from  being  turned  out  of  their  dwellings,  and  subse- 
quently to  the  tender  by  Mr.  Phillips,  and  the  acceptance  thereof  by  the  vestry, 
they  have  offered  to  the  vicar  to  take  the  houses  at  rents  amounting  to  about 
54/.  and  to  give  the  security  of  two  such  sureties  as  the  vestry  should  be 
satisfied  with.  The  vestry,  however,  having  found  the  tenants  irregular  in 
their  former  payments  of  rent,  adhered  to  their  resolution  to  let  the  houses  to 
Mr.  Phillips,  but  the  vicar  thinking  this  was  a hard  measure  upon  the  tenants 
declined  to  join  in  granting  the  lease.  Two  of  the  tenants  have  since  paid 
their  rents  to  Mr.  Phillips  ; the  third  has  refused,  contending  that  the  lease 
granted  to  Mr.  Phillips  is  invalid,  not  having  been  executed  by  the  vicar,  as 
had  latterly  been  the  course  in  leases  granted  of  other  parts  of  this  property. 
Phillips,  the  lessee,  has  distrained  upon  this  tenant,  who  has  replevied ; so  that 
the  question  is  in  a course  for  legal  decision. 

We  need  only  add  that  the  rents  of  these  premises  appear  to  have  been 
always  received  by  the  churchwardens  alone.

It  is  conceived  that 
it  would  at  present  produce  rather  a higher  rent.]

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Out  of  these  rents  (amounting  together  to  112/.)  the  sum  of  lO.s.  is  paid  to  the 
minister  for  a sermon  on  St.  Matthew’s-day.  The  rest  is  carried  to  the  church- 
wardens general  account,  and  applied  to  the  repairs  and  other  expenses  of  the 
church.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  usual  mode  of  application  as  far  back 
as  the  parish  accounts  can  be  traced. 

Osier  Ground. — Upon  the  old  boards  is  recorded  also  the  following  item  : 

“ A parcel  of  osier  ground,  of  about  acres,  lying  in  this  parish,  now  let 
by  yearly  rent  to  Mr.  William  Fielder,  at  10/.” 

This  property,  the  origin  of  which  is  also  unknown,  consists  of:

Upon  the  last  parcel  of  land  Mr.  Dormay  has  erected  a steam-engine  for  th  * 
use  of  a flour-mill  belonging  to  him,  and  to  which  the  land  adjoins.  He  has 
now  parted  with  the  mill  to  Mr.  Daniel  Watney,  jun.  who  has  applied  to  the 
parish  to  accept  a surrender  of  the  present  lease,  and  to  grant  him  a new  one 
for  21  years,  which  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  vestry. 

These  rents,  which  appear  to  be  the  fair  value,  are  also  carried  to  the  general 
church  account,  an  appropriation  which  appears  to  have  been  always  made  of 
them. 

A small  part  of  the  osier-land  let  to  Dowse  has  been  taken  by  the  Surrey 
Iron  Railway  Company,  for  the  purposes  of  the  railway,  under  the  powers  of 
the  Act  establishing  the  company. 

Houses,  8$c.  in  Wandsworth. — The  old  benefaction-boards  also  mention 
a messuage  and  several  lands  lying  in  this  parish  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Ed- 
mund Trimmer,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.  This  property,  of  which  also  the 
donor  is  unknown,  consists  of  two  messuages  in  the  High-street,  Wandsworth, 
nearly  opposite  the  church,  and  about  an  acre  of  osier-land  at  the  back  of  the 
houses  and  near  the  river  Wandle,  demised  to  Francis  Coleman  for  13  years, 
from  Lady-day  1813,  at  30/.  per  annum,  which  is  also  carried  to  the  church 
account.  The  lease  has  been  since  assigned  to  Thomas  Bennett,  but  the  houses 
are  at  present  occupied  by  George  Cupit  and  Richard  Hatcher. 

These  are  old  houses,  in  a bad  condition,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  any 
increase  of  rent  will  be  obtained  011  the  expiration  of  the  term. 

A small  part  of  this  land  also  has  been  taken  by  the  Surrey  Iron  Railway 
Company. 

Land  at  Nortlrfield. — A rood  of  meadow-land,  situate  at  Northfield,  in 
Wandsworth,  abutting  north  upon  the  common  balk,  demised  by  lease,  dated 
31st  December  1784,  to  James  Wilmot,  esq.  for  Gl  years,  from  Michaelmas 
then  last,  at  the  annual  rent  of  7 s.  6d.,  but  now  held  under  a lease  granted  to 
Mrs.  Barbara  Hahn,  at  the  annual  rent  of  10 s.  6d.  It  is  common  held  land. 
The  rent  is  carried  to  the  church-account. 

The  Clock  Acre. — On  one  of  the  boards  is  also  mentioned  an  acre  of  land, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Clock  Acre. 

A small  part  of  this  land  also  has  been  taken  by  the  Surrey  Iron  Railway 
Company.  The  rest  is  let  to  Henry  Gardiner,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  31.  It  appears  to  be  in  a bad  state,  but  it  is  conceived  that  it  might 
probably  let  for  somewhat  more  than  the  present  rent.  It  is  supposed  that  this 
land  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  rent  to  the  repair  of  the  church 
clock ; but  it  has  long  been  the  practice  to  pay  this  rent  to  the  curate,  in 
augmentation  of  his  income,  and  to  defray  the  expense  of  repairing  the  clock 
out  of  the  parish-rates. 

Land  taken  by  the  Surrey  Railway  Company. — This  company  was  established 
in  1801  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  several  parcels  of  land  already 
alluded  to  were  soon  after  taken  by  them  for  the  purposes  of  the  railway, 
viz.  from  the  Osier-land,  from  the  land  behind  the  houses  let  to  Francis 
Coleman,  and  from  the  Clock  Acre.  A claim  having  been  made  by  the  parish 
upon  the  company  for  compensation,  the  value  of  the  lands  so  taken  was  esti- 
mated by  a surveyor  on  the  part  of  the  company  at  89/.  3s.  9d. ; and  for  this 
amount  the  company  agreed  to  pay  interest  at  five  per  cent  until  the  principal 
should  be  paid.  Some  doubts  appear  to  have  subsequently  arisen  as  to  the 
right  of  the  parish  officers  to  receive  such  interest,  and  in  consequence  no  pay- 
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Wandsworth.  ment  had  been  made  down  to  the  period  of  our  inquiry  in  November  1825. 

It  is  now,  however,  proposed,  on  the  part  of  the  company,  to  invest  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest  in  government  security  in  the  names  of  trustees  for  the  use  of 
the  parish. 

Susanna  Powell’s  Charity. 

Susanna  Powell’s  An  inscription  on  a monument  in  the  church  of  Wandsworth  records  that 
Charity.  f Mrs.  Susanna  Powell,  who  died  19th  February  1630,  bequeathed  by  her  Will 

^ / to  21  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Wandsworth  for  ever,  4 d.  in  bread  and  id.  in 

money,  to  be  distributed  every  Lord’s-day,  12  on  one  Sabbath  and  12  on  another; 
and  that  she  also  bequeathed  405.  every  year  for  ever,  to  put  forth  a poor  man’s 
child  an  apprentice,  which  donations  were  to  issue  out  of  the  benefits  and  profits 
of  the  rectory  of  Wandsworth. 

These  payments,  amounting  together  to  2 9,1.  16s.  are  received  from  the  trus- 
tees of  the  charity  of  John  Marshall,  esq.  for  the  purchase  of  impropriate  rec- 
tories, to  whom  the  rectory  of  Wandsworth  belongs.  [S'ce  8th  Rep.  p.  6G5.] 

This  charity  contributes  to  a weekly  allowance  of  8 d.  in  bread  and  8 d.  in 
money,  which  is  afforded  to  48  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  viz.  to  24  on  one 
Sunday,  and  24  others  on  the  next  Sunday,  making  in  the  whole  an  annual 
expenditure  of  83/.  45.  the  deficiency  being  made  up  from  a general  fund 
formed  of  Mrs.  Powell’s  and  other  charities  of  the  parish,  which  we  are  about  to 
notice. 

The  widows  are  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  churchwardens,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  distribution  of  bread  varies  somewhat  in  value,  the  same  sized  loaf 
being  always  given  away,  viz.  the  half-quartern  or  two-pound  loaf. 

The  annuity  of  2/.  is  applied  by  the  churchwardens  in  apprenticing  poor  boys 
of  the  parish,  one  or  two  years  annuity  being  paid  as  a premium,  according  as 
the  case  may  require. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity, — Mrs.  Blackwell’s  Charity, — Estate  at 

Carshalton. 

Henry  Smith’s  Henry  Smith,  by  his  Will,  dated  24th  April  1627,  bequeathed  to  and  for  the 
Charity,  ^ use  of  the  poor  of  Wandsworth  500/.  which  his  will  and  meaning  was  should  be 
MrSC^aH^We"  S Pa^  to  some  sufficient  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Wandsworth,  in  trust,  to 
Estate  at  buy  lands  of  inheritance,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  yearly  paid  to  and 
Carshalton.  for  the  relief  of  the  said  poor  for  ever ; for  the  true  performance  whereof, 
according  to  the  purport  of  such  articles  as  were  already  agreed  on  by  the 
bailiffs  and  burgesses  of  the  town  of  Kingston,  in  that  county,  in  that  behalf, 
his  will  and  desire  was,  that  his  executors,  upon  payment  of  the  said  money, 
should  take  some  sufficient  covenants  and  assurances  from  the  said  inhabitants 
of  the  said  town  of  Wandsworth  as  should  be  by  his  said  executors  thought 
meet. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  our  Report  of  the  charities  of  Kingston, 
[10th  Ilep.  p.  GlO,]  that  by  the  articles  of  agreement  made  between  the  testator 
and  the  bailiffs  and  freemen  of  that  town  relative  to  the  sum  of  1,000/.  given  by 
him  to  the  said  bailiffs  and  freemen,  it  was  agreed  “ that  the  most  reverend  father 
in  God  the  then  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  his  successors,  should  from  time 
to  time  at  all  times  thereafter  have  full  power  and  authority  to  examine,  as  well 
the  employment  of  the  said  1,000/.  or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  as  also 
all  misemployment  of  the  same,  and  all  accounts  that  should  or  ought  to  be  made 
of  the  rents  of  the  premises,  or  the  lands  therewith  to  be  purchased,  and  from 
time  to  time,  if  there  should  be  cause,  to  correct  and  reform  the  same,  as  to  them 
in  their  wisdom  should  seem  meet  and  convenient ; and  to  make  and  declare 
such  further  good  orders  and  constitutions  for  the  employing  and  bestowing  of 
the  same  to  the  use,  benefit  and  relief  of  the  poor  people  of  the  said  town  as  the 
said  Lord  Archbishop  and  his  successors  should  conceive,  and  set  down  to  be 
most  beneficial  and  available  to  the  performance  of  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  those  articles.” 

It  is  recorded  on  one  of  the  old  benefaction-boards  already  mentioned,  that 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Blackwell  gave  100/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  with  which 
legacy,  added  to  Henry  Smith’s  of  500/.  and  GO/,  more  advanced  by  the  parish 
out  of  the  parish-money,  was  purchased  a house  and  lands  at  Carshalton,  by  deed, 
dated  10th  July,  18th  Charles  I.,  then  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of  40/. 
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The  deed  thus  referred  to  is  not  now  found  among  the  parish  documents  ; 
but  on  reference  to  the  churchwardens’  accounts  of  the  year  1642,  (where  the 
rents  of  the  Carshalton  estate  are  first  credited,)  we  find  that  the  60/.  which  was 
wanted  to  complete  that  purchase  had  been  advanced  by  12  inhabitants  of  the 
parish,  in  sums  of  51.  each,  who  were  repaid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  by 
annual  instalments  of  1/.  each,  the  last  instalment  being  paid  in  1648-9. 

The  estate  thus  purchased  consists  of  two  farms  at  Carshalton,  the  one  con- 
taining by  estimation  73a.  Or.  25 p.  of  arable,  meadow,  and  pasture-land,  as 
described  on  a plan  annexed  to  the  lease  under  which  it  is  now  held,  being 
a lease  granted  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  Michael  Shepley, 
for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1808,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  120/.  This  letting 
was  upon  a valuation  made  by  Mr.  Willock,  surveyor,  of  Golden-square,  the 
accuracy  of  which  there  appears  no  reason  to  doubt. 

The  other  farm  comprises  a messuage  and  farm-buildings,  and  several  parcels 
of  land  dispersed  in  the  open  fields  of  Carshalton,  and  containing  in  the  whole 
43  a.  2r.  8p.  of  which  a plan  is  also  annexed  to  the  present  lease,  being  a lease 
granted  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  William  Charrington 
and  James  Gray  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1808,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  551. 
Previous  to  this  letting,  a valuation  had  been  made  of  this  farm  also  by 
Mr.  Willock,  who  reported  the  annual  value  to  be  7 51.  (subject  to  tithe);  but 
it  appears  that  it  had  been  raised  to  that  value  by  the  improvements  of 
Mr.  Hibbert,  who  had  held  a lease  for  99  years  granted  by  the  parish  in  1779, 
which  he  afterwards  assigned  to  Messrs.  Charrington  and  Gray,  and  which 
these  gentlemen  were  induced  to  surrender  (70  years  being  unexpired)  upon 
the  representation  of  the  parish  that  they  had  no  power  to  grant  so  long  a lease. 
It  was  under  these  circumstances  conceived  by  the  parish  that  551.  would  be 
a fair  rent  to  be  reserved  on  the  new  lease  agreed  to  be  granted  to  those  gentle- 
men, being  an  advance  of  16/.  per  annum  upon  the  rent  reserved  by  the  99 
years  lease. 

These  rents  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  1/  5/.  are  carried  to  the  general 
fund  already  noticed. 

Timber  Money. — In  the  year  1817,  some  timber  was  cut  upon  the  Carshalton 
estate,  which  produced  a net  receipt  of  156/.  Is.  4 d.  Of  this  32/.  65.  was  carried 
to  the  general  parish  account,  and  the  residue,  being  124/.  Is.  4 d.  was  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  155/.  Is.  8 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  producing  an  annual 
dividend  of  4/.  13s.  Id. 

These  dividends  also  are  carried  to  the  general  fund. 

Henry  Smith’s  further  Charity. — Estate  at  Stoughton. 

The  account  of  Smith’s  general  charities,  embracing  the  rents  of  the  farm  at 
Stoughton  (in  Leicestershire)  to  a portion  of  which  the  parish  of  Wandsworth 
is  entitled,  will  be  found  in  our  4th  Report,  p.  448,  and  11th  Report,  p.  796. 
The  portion  received  by  the  parish  of  Wandsworth,  which  for  the  year  1823, 
was  43/.  8s.  is  carried  to  the  general  fund,  out  of  which  disbursements  to  a 
much  larger  amount  are  annually  made  in  bread  and  clothing. 

Wilsden  Estate. — Charities  of  Nicholas  Tonnet,  Sir  Allen  Broderick, 
Francis  Millington  and  John  Emilie. 

Nicholas  Tonnet. — In  Stow’s  Survey,  vol.  2,  p.  739,  it  is  stated  that  there 
was  a white  stone  against  a pillar  in  the  body  of  the  church,  recording  that 
Nicholas  Tonnet  in  his  life-time,  gave  into  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens, 
200/.  sterling,  which  they  laid  out  with  the  consent  of  the  vestry  in  a mortgage 
on  several  houses  in  St.  Giles  in  the  Fields,  paying  the  yearly  interest  thereof 
to  the  said  Nicholas  Tonnet  during  his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  the  profits 
thereof  to  remain  to  the  use  of  the  same  parish  for  ever ; and  it  is  added  that 
the  stone  was  set  up  at  the  charge  of  the  churchwardens,  May  29th  1681. 

It  appears  from  the  churchwardens’  accounts  that  the  sum  of  200/.  being 
Mr.  Tonnet’s  gift,  was  received  by  them  in  the  year  1080,  and  that  the  sum 
of  180/.  being  part  of  the  said  gift,  was  afterwards  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
an  estate  at  Wilsden.  This  application  is  more  satisfactorily  evidenced  by  the 
purchase-deed,  of  which  we  shall  presently  give  an  abstract. 

The  remaining  20/.  of  the  gift  will  be  found  accounted  for  under  the  head 
of  Ford’s  charity. 
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Wandsworth.  Sir  Allen  Broderick. — It  further  appears  from  the  churchwardens’  accounts, 

that  a sum  of  300/.  was  received  in  1079  from  Sir  Allen  Broderick , knight, 

VVCharitiefofC  ’ ant^  the  year  1080,  a further  sum  of  Oo  /.  which  sums  were  placed  out  at 
Nicholas  Tonnet,  interest,  and  subsequently  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  the  estate  at 
&c.  Wilsden. 

continued.  This  application  is  also  evidenced  by  the  purchase-deed,  in  which  the  trusts 

of  the  charity  will  be  found  specified. 

Francis  Millington. — Francis  Millington,  by  Will,  dated  the  Gth  July  1092, 
ordered  and  appointed,  that  his  executor  should,  within  one  year  after  his 
decease,  lay  out  the  sum  of  500/.  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  and  tene- 
ments of  inheritance  within  100  miles  of  London,  and  should  pay  the  charge 
of  all  writings  and  settlement  of  the  same  ; and  upon  such  purchase,  should 
settle  the  same  on  the  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  in  London  (whereof  the 
testator  was  a governor)  and  their  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  and  so  as  all 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  so  to  be  purchased  should, 
as  his  gift  and  charity,  be  yearly  for  ever  paid  and  disposed  of  by  the  said 
governors,  and  their  successors,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  uses,  intents  and 
purposes  after  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  for  and  towards  the  relief  and  main- 
tenance of  poor  seamen  or  watermen,  of  the  age  of  50  years  or  upwards,  born 
and  dwelling  in  the  towm  or  parish  of  Wandsworth,  as  should  have  lost  their 
limb  or  limbs  at  sea,  or  should  have  been  so  wounded  at  sea  that  they  should 
be  disabled  to  get  a livelihood,  and  in  buying  and  making  blue  cloth  alms-coats 
for  the  same  poor  men,  to  be  given  and  delivered  to  them  yearly  upon  the  feast 
day  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  or  within  20  days  next  following,  to  keep 
them  warm,  and  to  be  worn  by  them  the  following  year ; and  he  appointed, 
that  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  vestrymen  of  the  said  town  for  the  time 
being  for  ever  should  successively  have  the  nomination,  choice  and  appointment 
of  such  and  so  many  seamen  or  watermen,  born  and  dwelling  in  the  said  towm  or 
parish,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  as  they  should  think  fit  and  worthy  to  receive  relief 
by  the  same  rents,  and  from  time  to  time  as  any  of  them  should  die,  or  prove 
scandalous,  or  misbehave  himself,  he  empowered  and  ordered  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  and  vestrymen  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  in  every  such 
case,  to  choose  and  appoint  such  other  poor  seamen  or  watermen,  born  and 
dwelling  in  the  said  town,  and  qualified  as  aforesaid,  as  they  should  think  fit  and 
worthy  to  succeed  and  come  in  the  place  and  room  of  him  that  should  die,  or 
prove  scandalous  or  misbehave  himself,  that  so  there  might  be  ahvays  a sufficient 
number  of  seamen  or  watermen  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  take  and  receive  his 
said  charity  intended  for  them  ; and  it  wras  his  mind  that  none  of  them  should 
receive  more  than  4/.  per  annum,  by  quarterly  payments,  but  might  have  less,  as 
there  should  be  found  seamen  or  watermen  qualified  as  aforesaid.  And  his  mind 
and  will  further  wras,  that  if  there  should  be  a want  of  seamen  or  wratermen 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  take  up  all  the  said  rents  and  profits,  then  other  seamen 
or  watermen,  or  other  poor  men  of  the  age  of  50  years  or  upwards,  dwelling  in 
the  said  towm  or  parish  of  Wandsworth,  or  under  that  age,  seamen  or  watermen 
being  to  have  preference,  might  be  admitted  and  appointed  to  receive  his  said 
gift.  He  also  gave  to  the  said  hospital  150/.  upon  trust,  that  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  same  hospital  SI.  should  be  yearly  spent  by  the  treasurer,  and 
two  or  more  of  the  governors  of  the  same  hospital  upon  the  visitation  and  audit 
after  mentioned  ; and  that  they  should  also  pay  yearly  to  the  officers  of  the  same 
hospital  10$.  for  their  care  and  pains  in  keeping  a particular  and  true  account 
of  the  rents  and  profits  yearly  received  for  the  said  lands  and  tenements,  and 
the  disbursement  of  the  same.  And  he  appointed,  that  the  treasurer  of  the 
said  hospital,  and  two  or  more  of  the  governors  thereof,  should  yearly  on 
Michaelmas-day,  or  within  20  days  then  following,  go  down  to  Wandsworth 
aforesaid  to  visit  and  see  how  his  said  gifts  and  charity  w'as  employed  ; and  for 
the  better  employment  thereof,  should  then  make  inquiry,  and  take  information 
concerning  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  receiving  the  same,  and  their  lives 
and  conversation  ; and  that  the  said  treasurer  and  governors  so  visiting  should 
put  out  and  amove  such  person  or  persons  as  they  should  find  unfit,  and  not 
duly  qualified  to  receive  his  said  gift  and  charity,  and  thereupon  to  name  and 
appoint  some  other  fit  person  or  persons  duly  qualified  to  come  in  the  place  and 
stead  of  him  or  them  so  put  out,  and  should  then  give  and  deliver  blue  cloth 
coats  to  the  said  poor  men  ; and  after  such  visit,  the  said  treasurer  and  governors 
so  visiting,  and  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Wandsworth  aforesaid, 

should 
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should  dine  together  in  Wandsworth  aforesaid,  and  expend  in  such  dinner,  and 
in  the  charge  of  going  to  and  coming  from  thence,  the  sum  of  31.  above 
mentioned,  arid  set  apart  for  that  purpose  ; and  at  such  visit,  or  within  20  days 
after,  the  said  treasurer  and  governors  so  visiting  should  audit  and  make  up  the 
accounts  of  the  rent  received  the  foregoing  year,  and  of  the  disbursements  of 
the  same,  and  after  audit  and  allowance  thereof,  the  officers  of  the  said  hospital 
should  enter  the  same  into  a book  for  that  purpose,  to  be  kept  amongst  the 
books  of  the  said  hospital,  and  after  the  same  should  be  so  entered,  the  said 
treasurer  and  visitors  should  subscribe  their  names  to  the  same  ; and  the  same 
book  should  upon  request  be  produced  and  shown  to  the  minister,  churchwardens 
and  vestrymen  of  the  said  parish  of  Wandsworth,  or  to  any  of  them  that  should 
desire  the  same,  and  that  they  might  peruse  and  copy  out  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof.  And  it  was  his  express  will  and  mind  that  the  said  150/.  should  not 
be  paid  to  the  said  hospital  until  they  had  accepted  the  said  trust,  and  secured 
the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  31.  for  the  expense  of  the  said  audit, 
and  10  s.  for  their  officers  as  aforesaid. 

This  legacy  was  also  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  the  Wildsden  estate. 

John  Emilie. — John  Emilie  contributed  the  sum  of  40/.  which  was  wanting 
to  complete  the  purchase-money  of  the  Wilsden  estate,  as  will  be  more  fully 
seen  by  the  purchase-deed,  of  which  we  now  proceed  to  give  an  abstract. 

By  Indenture  of  Release  (grounded  on  a lease  for  a year,)  and  dated  2d 
November  1704,  between  William  Hawkins  of  Wilsden,  and  Mary  his  wife, 
Thomas  Lawnder  and  Edith  his  wife,  Richard  Lawton  and  Margaret  his  wife, 
and  Thomas  Knight  and  Eleanor  his  wife,  which  said  Mary,  Edith,  Margaret 
and  Eleanor  were  sisters,  and  co-heirs  of  William  Roberts,  late  of  Wilsden,  esq.  of 
the  first  part ; Sir  St.  John  Broderick,  of  Wandsworth,  knight,  and  John  Emilie 
of  London,  merchant,  executor  of  the  last  wj.ll  of  Francis  Millington,  esq.  of 
the  second  part ; the  mayor  and  commonalty  of  London,  governors  of  Christ’s 
Hospital,  of  the  third  part ; Thomas  Broderick,  esq.  and  Allen  Broderick,  esq. 
sons  of  the  said  Sir  St.  John  Broderick,  Joseph  Wandell  and  Edward  Barker, 
of  Wandsworth,  esquires,  of  the  fourth  part ; It  was  witnessed,  that  in  conside- 
ration of  the  sum  of  1,080/.  paid  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  by  the 
said  Sir  St.  John  Broderick,  and  John  Emilie ; viz.  one  moiety  thereof  by  the 
said  Sir  St.  John  Broderick,  and  the  other  moiety  by  the  said  John  Emilie, 
the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  granted,  released  and  confirmed  to  the  said 
Sir  St.  John  Broderick  and  John  Emilie,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  divers  parcels 
of  land  therein  particularly  described,  and  containing  altogether  54  a.  1 r. 
then  in  the  occupation  of  Charles  Hunt,  his  undertenants  or  assigns,  and  one 
close  of  arable  land,  containing  by  estimation  10  acres,  then  in  the  occupation 
of  Alexander  Wickson,  his  undertenants  or  assigns,  all  which  lands  were 
situate  in  Wilsden  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  all  timber  trees  and  wood, 
ways,  &c.  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  uses 
following  ; that  is  to  say,  as  to  one  moiety  of  the  said  lands  and  premises  to 
the  use  of  the  said  mayor,  &c.  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  expressed  concerning  the  same,  and 
the  other  moiety  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Broderick,  and  others, 
of  the  fourth  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter 
expressed  concerning  the  same  ; and  it  was  thereby  declared  that  the  moiety 
of  the  said  sum  of  1,080/.  paid  as  aforesaid  by  the  said  Sir  St.  John  Broderick 
was  made  up  of  the  following  sums  of  money  which  had  for  some  time  past 
remained  in  his  hands,  but  were  then  by  the  consent  of  the  parishioners  and 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Wandsworth  by  him  paid  and  disposed  of  to 
make  the  purchase  therein  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  360/.  part  thereof,  being 
a gift  of  Sir  Allen  Broderick,  knight,  to  the  said  parish  of  Wandsworth,  to  be 
disposed  and  distributed  in  manner  thereinafter  expressed ; and  the  further 
sum  of  180/.  part  of  a sum  of  200/.  (the  other  20/.  whereof  had  been  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  by  the  said  Sir  St.  John 
Broderick,)  which  was  the  gift  of  Nicholas  Tonnet,  late  of  Wandsworth,  to  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish.  And  it  was  further  declared,  that  the  moiety 
of  the  said  premises  thereby  limited  and  conveyed  to  the  said  I homas 
Broderick  and  others,  of  the  fourth  part,  were  so  limited  and  conveyed  upon 
trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  moiety  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  two  third  parts  thereof  in  the 
proportions  ana  manner  following,  according  to  the  direction  and  appointment 
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of  the  said  Sir  Allen  Broderick,  viz.  5/.  per  annum  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  or 
minister  of  Wandsworth  for  the  time  being,  for  reading  prayers  in  the  parish 
church  there  daily  on  week-days  throughout  the  year  ; and  the  further  sum  of 
1 /.  per  annum  to  be  paid  to  the  sexton  for  daily  tolling  the  bells  to  prayers, 
and  all  the  residue  of  the  said  two  third  parts  of  the  said  profits  to  be  distri- 
buted in  equal  proportions  among  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish  as 
should  come  upon  the  week-days  to  the  parish  church  at  the  time  of  prayers, 
to  attend  the  Divine  Service  there,  continuing  there  during  the  whole  time  of 
the  sendee,  and  the  other  one  third  part  of  the  said  profits  to  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time 
being,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  according  to  the  gift,  direction 
and  appointment  of  the  said  Nicholas  Tonnet ; provided  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  retain  their  reasonable  expenses  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  trust ; and  it  was  also  declared  that  500  /.  part  of  the  other 
moiety  of  the  sum  of  1,080/.  being  the  gift  and  legacy  of  the  said  Francis 
Millington,  esq.  to  be  disposed  and  distributed  in  manner  thereinafter  expressed, 
and  then  paid,  by  the  said  John  Emilie,  was  in  full  satisfaction  and  discharge 
of  the  said  legacy  and  gift  of  500/.  devised  and  appointed  by  the  said  Francis 
Millington  to  be  laid  out  by  his  executor  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  of 
inheritance  within  100  miles  of  London,  to  be  settled  on  the  said  governors 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  and  was  then  disposed  to  make  the  purchase 
therein  mentioned,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  governors  ; and  that  the 
residue  of  the  said  last-mentioned  moiety  of  the  said  purchase-money  was  the 
proper  money  and  gift  of  the  said  John  Emilie,  and  that  the  said  moiety  of 
the  said  premises  so  limited  and  conveyed  to  the  said  governors  and  their 
successors  was  so  limited  and  conveyed  upon  trust,  that  all  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  same  moiety  should  be  as  the  gift  and  charity  of  the  said  Francis 
Millington  yearly  for  ever,  paid,  employed  and  disposed  of  by  the  said 
governors  and  their  successors  in  manner  therein  mentioned,  [repeating  the 
trusts  of  the  will  as  above  specified]. 

The  estate  has  been  long  under  the  sole  management  of  the  governors  of 
Christ’s  Hospital,  by  whom  the  lettings  are  effected  and  the  rents  received, 
one  half  being  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  Wandsworth,  to  be  applied 
according  to  the  trusts  declared  by  the  deed  in  respect  of  Sir  Allen  Broderick’s 
and  Nicholas  Tonnet’s  respective  gifts. 

The  estate  is  now  held  by  John  Philpot,  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for 
14  years  from  Michaelmas  1815,  at  the  annual  rent  of  174/.  16s.  and  11/.  for 
the  land-tax,  that  tax  having  been  redeemed  by  the  governors  out  of  the  savings 
of  the  moiety  belonging  to  Millington’s  charity. 

This  rent  appears  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  estate. 

One  half  of  this  rent,  exclusive  of  the  land-tax,  viz.  87/.  8 s.  is  paid  over 
as  already  stated  to  the  churchwardens,  by  whom  it  is  carried  to  the  general 
fund,  out  of  which  there  is  paid,  on  account  of  Sir  Allen  Broderick’s  charity, 
51.  a year  to  the  minister  for  reading  Prayers,  and  1/.  a year  to  the  sexton. 
There  is  also  paid  so  much  as,  together  with  two  thirds  of  the  money  received 
at  the  monthly  and  other  sacraments,  makes  up  a sum  of  31.  3s.  for  every 
sacrament-day  in  the  year,  which  is  distributed  to  42  poor  widows  of  the 
parish,  at  Is.  6d.  a-piece.  The  same  persons  continue  to  receive  while  they 
live,  vacancies  in  the  list  being  filled  up  by  the  churchwardens  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  parishioners.  The  amount  of  the  contribution  to  these  payments 
from  the  rents  of  the  Wilsden  estate,  is  about  30/.  a-year.  The  remainder  of 
the  rent  contributes  to  other  charitable  disbursements  made  out  of  the  general 
fund. 

The  other  moiety  of  the  rents,  amounting,  with  the  11/.  for  land-tax,  to  the 
annual  sum  of  98/.  85.  is  further  increased  by  the  addition  of  1/.  14s.  Qd.  per 
annum,  tiie  dividends  of  57/.  3 s.  10 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  which  were  pur- 
chased with  the  sum  of  38/.  3 s.  6 d.  produced  by  the  sale  of  four  small  slips  of 
land  to  the  Grand  Junction  Canal  Company.  Of  this  annual  sum  of  1/.  14s.  Qd. 
one  moiety  ought,  in  strictness,  to  have  been  added  to  the  moiety  of  rent  paid 
to  the  churchwardens  in  respect  of  Sir  Allen  Broderick’s  and  Nicholas  Tonnet’s 
undivided  moiety  of  the  estate.  It  has,  however,  through  inattention,  been 
wholly  applied  to  the  use  of  Millington’s  charity,  raising  the  present  annual 
income  of  that  charity  to  the  sum  of  100/.  2 s.  2 d. 


Out 
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Out  of  this  income  there  is  annually  paid  a sum  of  4/.  to  each  of  14  poor  per- 
sons appointed  by  the  vestry,  being  either  watermen  or  fishermen  ; they  are  all 
natives  of  Wandsworth,  and  in  their  appointment  a preference  is  given  to  such 
as  have  served  in  the  navy  and  been  wounded.  They  receive  their  pensions  in 
quarterly  payments  by  virtue  of  a written  authority  given  them  by  the  church- 
wardens. A further  part  of  the  income,  amounting  on  the  average  to  34/.  2,v. 
annually,  is  expended  in  the  purchase  of  large  wrapping-coats  of  blue  cloth,  with 
red  collars,  and  the  initials  F.  M.  on  the  sleeve,  with  which  the  pensioners  are 
supplied  every  third  year. 

These  disbursements  make  an  annual  expenditure  of  90/.  2 s.  leaving  a sur- 
plus income  of  about  10/.,  by  the  accumulations  of  which  there  remained  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  December  1825,  a balance 
of  302/.  10s.  6d.  We  have  since  been  furnished  with  the  copy  of  an  order 
made  by  the  committee  of  almoners  of  Christ’s  Hospital  directing  the  purchase 
of  292/.  16s.  2 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  so  as  to  make  up  the  sum  of  350/.  in 
that  stock,  and  that  the  parish  officers  of  Wandsworth  should  be  instructed  to 
appoint  an  additional  almsman  to  receive  the  benefit  of  this  charity. 

Once  in  three  years,  about  Michaelmas,  the  treasurer  and  two  or  three  of 
the  governors  visit  the  charity,  and  dine  with  the  minister  and  churchwardens, 
on  which  occasion  they  examine  the  pensioners,  and  inquire  into  their  conduct 
and  characters  ; their  accounts  also  are  at  the  same  time  audited  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens. 

Charities  of  William  Ford,  Peter  Paggen,  and  Others. 

William  Ford , by  Will,  dated  17th  November  1681,  gave  to  the  parishes  of 
Wandsworth,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  Rickmansworth,  in  the  county  of 
Hertford,  each  of  them  100/.  to  purchase  lands  for  their  poor  for  ever. 

Peter  Paggen,  by  Will,  dated  the  2d  October  1717?  gave  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Wandsworth  the  sum  of  100/.  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish. 

It  appears  from  a vestry  minute  of  the  29th  October  1721,  that  this  last- 
mentioned  legacy  was  received  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month,  together  with 
a sum  of  50/.  parish-money,  which  had  been  in  the  hands  of  the  testator  on 
bond  ; and  it  further  appears  that  these  monies  were  at  first  invested  in  the 
purchase  of  East-India  bonds,  which  being  afterwards  sold,  the  produce,  together 
with  some  other  monies,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  300/.  South-Sea 
annuities. 

In  an  entry  of  10th  December  1727?  the  following  sums  are  specified  as  having 
contributed  to  the  purchase  of  the  said  annuities  ; viz. 

£.100  given  by  Mr.  Ford. 

£.20,  part  of  200/.  given  by  Mr.  Nicholas  Tonnet. 

£.24  arising  by  the  sale  of  a piece  of  land  in  Applegarth’s  meadow. 

£.G.  the  remainder  of  the  30/.  given  by  Sarah  Hunslow  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  her  brother. 

£.100  given  by  Mr.  Peter  Paggen. 

We  further  find  from  the  vestry  minutes  and  churchwardens  accounts,  that  in 
pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry  this  stock  was  sold  on  the  23d  August  1730,  and 
the  produce  (324/.)  applied  towards  the  building  of  the  parish  workhouse. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  thing  has  been  since  paid  to  the  poor  in  respect 
of  the  charities,  the  funds  of  which  were  thus  appropriated. 

Charities  of  Mrs.  Paggen  and  Mrs.  Morrice. 

It  appears  from  the  vestry-book  that  in  the  year  1744  there  were  in  the  hands 

of  Paggen  Hall,  esq.  two  legacies  of  50/.  each,  one  of  them  given  by  his 

grandmother,  Mrs.  Catherine  Paggen,  about  the  year  1727?  and  the  other  by 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Catherine  Morrice,  to  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of  clothing 
poor  women,  for  which  he  then  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  4/.  per  cent.  The 
interest  appears  to  have  been  subsequently  raised  to  5 /.  per  cent,  at  which  rate 
it  is  credited  for  several  years,  as  received  first  from  Mr.  Hall,  and  afterwards 
from  Humphrey  Morrice,  esq.  These  credits  continue  till  the  year  1783,  from 
which  time  there  is  a chasm  of  a few  years  in  the  accounts,  and  afterwards  there 
are  entries  of  51.  received  from  Mr.  Webb  for  Mrs.  Morrice’s  gift.  The  last  of 
these  entries  is  in  1789. 
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Wandsworth,  In  the  year  1810  the  sum  of  100/.  was  invested  by  the  parish  in  the  purchase 
— of  142/.  12  s.  three  percent  consols,  and  is  described  in  the  entry  as  “ being  the 

Mrs^Pa^o-en °and  100/’  appropriated  by  the  parish  in  the  year  1789  to  discharge  a debt  due  to 

Mrs.  Morrice  Mr.  Humphrey  Webb,  who  was  churchwarden  in  the  year  1786.” 
continued.  It  has  been  supposed  in  the  parish  that  the  100/.  so  appropriated  was  the 

V ^ y legacy  given  by  Mr.  Ford ; but  this  is  obviously  an  error,  as  we  have  seen 
that  Mr.  Ford’s  legacy  was  part  of  the  money  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the 
300/.  South-Sea  annuities,  of  which  the  produce  when  sold  was  applied  to  the 

purchase  of  the  workhouse  ; nor  do  we  find  any  reason  to  doubt  that  the  100/. 

thus  appropriated  in  1789,  and  replaced  in  1810,  consisted  of  the  two  legacies 
of  50/.  given  by  Mrs.  Catherine  Paggen  and  Mrs.  Catherine  Morrice,  and  which 
had  been  in  the  hands  successively  of  Mr.  Hall  and  Mr.  Morrice,  and  (as  the 
entries  appear  to  warrant)  finally  of  Mr.  Webb. 

The  dividends  of  the  stock  thus  purchased,  amounting  to  4/.  5 s.  6d.  per 
annum,  are  carried  to  the  general  fund. 

Haycock’s  Charity. 

Haycock’sCharity.  In  the  churchwardens  accounts  for  the  year  1711-12,  credit  is  given  for  the 
sum  of  30/.  received  of  Mr.  Page,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Richard  Haycock,  and  the 
account  is  charged  with  the  same  sum  of  30/.  “ the  gift  of  Mr.  R.  Haycock 
put  to  interest.” 

It  appears  to  have  remained  out  at  interest  down  to  the  year  1764,  when  the 
receipt  of  it  is  again  credited  in  the  churchwardens’  accounts,  and  it  is  further 
stated,  that  the  interest  was  to  be  given  to  the  ringers  and  to  the  poor  in  bread, 
on  Shrove  Tuesday,  and  the  remainder  of  the  interest  to  the  churchwardens. 

Consistently  with  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  interest  (being  305.  per 
annum)  down  to  the  time  when  the  principal  was  paid  in,  as  above  mentioned, 
was  always  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner,  viz. 

To  the  poor  in  bread,  on  Shrove  Tuesday  - - 10  s. 

- the  ringers,  011  ditto  - - - - -10  s. 

- the  churchwardens,  on  ditto  - - - - 10 5. 

After  the  receipt  of  the  principal  in  1764,  the  like  annual  payments  continued 
to  be  made  by  the  parish  down  to  the  year  I78O,  from  which  period  (with  the 
exception  of  a sum  of  1/.  Os.  0 \d.  charged  in  I78I,  “for  bread,  Mr.  Play- 
cock’s  gift,  Shrove  Tuesday,”)  there  appears  no  specific  disbursement  in  respect 
of  any  of  the  items  above  specified.  We  are  informed,  however,  that  the 
ringers  do  in  fact  receive  in  the  course  of  the  year  a much  larger  sum  than 
the  allowance  above  mentioned,  and  the  item  for  bread  is  understood  to  be 
included  in  a considerable  distribution  of  that  article,  which  is  annually  made 
on  Shrove-Tuesday  out  of  the  general  fund. 

Mrs.  Hodshon’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Hodshon’s  Margaret  Hodshon,  by  Will,  dated  July  1778,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative 
Charity.  Court  of  Canterbury  the  20th  January  1779,  gave  to  the  trustees  and  treasurer 
of  the  charity-school  at  Wandsworth,  the  sum  of  50/.  for  the  use  of  the  said 
school.  She  also  gave  to  her  executors  the  sum  of  200/.  upon  trust,  to  lay  out 
the  same  in  government  securities,  or  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  or  here- 
ditaments in  or  near  the  said  parish  of  Wandsworth,  and  to  apply  the  interest, 
dividends,  and  yearly  income  thereof,  annually,  in  putting  out  one  poor  boy, 
born  of  honest  and  industrious  parents  in  the  said  parish  of  Wandsworth,  to 
some  trade  or  employment  in  the  said  parish,  or  elsewhere,  for  the  term  of 
seven  years,  as  should  be  chosen  by  the  trustees,  or  their  successors ; and  she 
earnestly  requested  her  executors  to  settle  and  secure  the  said  several  sums 
thereby  given  to  them  in  trust,  as  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  that  ;the  same 
might  produce  a perpetual  income  for  the  several  purposes  aforesaid  and  she 
authorized  her  executors,  or  the  survivors  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  adminis- 
trators of  such  survivor,  by  any  deed  or  writing  under  their,  his,  or  her  hands  or 
hand,  or  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  such  survivor,  his  or  her  executors 
or  administrators,  to  nominate  and  appoint  such  proper  persons  to  be  joined 
with  or  to  succeed  the  survivor  of  them,  as  trustees  for  the  several  and  respec- 
tive purposes  aforesaid,  as  he  she  or  they  should  think  proper. 

This  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  354/.  three  per  cent  reduced 
annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Holt  Butcher,  Daniel 

$ Henry 
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Henry  Rucker  and  Henry  James  Barchard,  the  trustees  appointed  by  the 
executors  of  Mrs.  Hodshon,  yielding  an  annual  dividend  of  10/.  12s.  4e/. 

Mr.  Butcher,  who  was  vicar  of  Wandsworth,  chiefly  managed  the  application 
of  this  fund  till  his  death.  From  that  time  Mr.  Rucker  undertook  the  manage- 
ment of  the  fund.  He  quitted  the  parish  in  1824,  and  in  July  in  that  year 
handed  over  to  Mr.  Barchard  the  money  then  in  his  hands,  amounting  to 
26/.  10s.  10  c/. 

Mr.  Rucker  had  not  put  out  any  apprentice  subsequently  to  Mr.  Butcher’s 
death,  but  at  the  time  when  he  handed  over  the  balance  in  his  hands  to  Mr. 

Barchard,  he  had  received  an  application  to  apprentice  a boy  of  the  parish,  and 
had  engaged  to  pay  with  him  a premium  of  15  /.  The  boy  was  afterwards 
apprenticed,  and  the  premium  was  accordingly  paid  by  Mr.  Barchard.  He  has 
since  put  forth  another  boy  of  the  parish,  with  whom  he  paid  a premium  of 
10/.  considering  that  under  the  terms  of  the  will  he  ought  not  to  pay  a greater 
premium  with  one  boy  than  the  amount  of  one  year’s  interest.  These  pay- 
ments have  left  in  Mr.  Barchard’s  hands  a balance  of  1/.  10s.  10 d.  out  of  the 
money  received  from  Mr.  Rucker.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  in  December 
1825,  there  were  three  half-year’s  dividends  due,  which  Mr.  Barchard  had 
forborne  to  receive,  having  the  intention  to  leave  his  residence  in  the  parish, 
and  to  resign  the  trust  into  other  hands.  He  has,  however,  received  an  appli- 
cation for  another  apprentice,  and  it  is  under  consideration  whether  a part  of 
the  unreceived  dividends  shall  be  applied  in  putting  him  out. 

It  is  proposed  to  apply  to  Jonathan  Rashleigh,  esq.  the  representative  of  the 
surviving  executor  of  Mrs.  Hodshon,  to  appoint  new  trustees,  with  a recom- 
mendation that  Mr.  Borradaile,  the  vicar,  should  be  one. 

Henry  Goodwin’s  Charity. 

Henry  Goodwin,  esq.  by  Will,  dated  28th  September  1807,  and  proved  26th  Henry  Goodwin!; 
June  1809,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  500/.  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  Chanty, 
parish  of  Wandsworth,  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor,  provided  he  should  be  resi- 
dent in  the  said  parish  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

It  appears  that  this  legacy,  with  interest  thereon,  amounting  altogether  to 
609/.  2 s.  10  d.  was  received  in  1818 ; that  the  legacy-duty,  and  certain  law- 
charges  that  occurred  on  account  of  it,  amounted  to  7 8/.  5 s.  Id.  leaving 
a balance  of  530/.  17$.  9d.  of  which  sum  508/.  9 s.  2e/.  was  invested  in  the 
purchase  of  692/.  14 s.  7 d.  three  per  cent  consols.  The  balance  of  the  money, 
being  22/.  8 s.  7 d.  was  placed  in  the  savings-bank,  and  afterwards  applied, 
with  the  interest  thereof,  in  the  purchase  of  blankets  for  the  poor. 

The  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Daniel  Watney  and  Anthony  Lyon, 
who  were  churchwardens  at  the  time  of  the  purchase.  The  dividends,  amounting 
to  20/.  15^.  are  carried  to  the  general  fund,  of  which  the  following  are  the  full 
particulars,  viz.

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It  appears  from  this  statement  that  the  disbursements  for  charitable  purposes 
have  fallen  short  of  the  receipts  upon  an  average  of  three  years  by  the  sum  of 
114/.  105.  7 d.  which,  as  these  receipts  and  disbursements  are  blended  with  the 
general  parish  accounts,  has  consequently  been  appropriated  to  general 
parochial  purposes.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  separate  accounts  should  in 
future  be  kept  of  the  several  charities,  as  a mean  of  insuring  the  regular  appro- 
priation of  their  funds  to  the  respective  objects  thereof. 

John  Powell’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  the  early  churchwardens  accounts  of  this  parish  that  an 
annuity  of  105.  had  been  given  by  Mr.  John  Powell,  issuing  out  of  a house 
called  the  Star,  in  King-street,  Westminster. 

The  first  credit  for  this  annuity  appears  in  the  accounts  of  the  year  1634, 
from  which  period  it  continues  to  be  regularly  credited  down  to  the  year  1747- 
In  the  year  1748,  credit  is  given  for  the  sum  of  15/.  received  from  the  treasurer 
of  Westminster  Bridge,  being  the  purchase  of  the  gift  of  Mr.  Powell,  of  Fulham, 
of  105.  a year  payable  out  of  a house  at  Westminster. 

The  sum  thus  received  appears  to  have  been  exhausted  by  the  current  dis- 
bursements of  that  year,  but  in  the  year  following  the  sum  of  15/.  is  charged 
in  the  accounts  as  paid  to  Mr.  Humphrey  Webb,  churchwarden,  by  order  of 
the  vestry,  being  the  sum  arising  from  the  sale  of  an  annuity,  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Powell  deceased,  which  was  to  remain  in  his  hands  at  105.  per  annum, 
ready  for  a purchase  to  keep  up  the  will  of  the  donor. 

Accordingly  from  that  period  the  sum  of  105.  is  annually  credited  as  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Humphrey  Webb  in  respect  of  this  annuity  down  to  the  year 
1783,  from  which  period  the  credit  for  this  interest  is  included  in  a credit  of 
1 /.  received  from  Mr.  Humphrey  Webb  for  rent  and  interest,  he  being  at  the 
same  time  tenant  of  a small  parcel  of  land  at  105.  a year,  and  it  continues  to  be 
so  credited  down  to  the  year  1797-  In  the  year  following,  the  said  sum  of  1/. 
is  credited  as  received  of  Mr.  Webb,  and  in  the  like  terms  in  the  year  1798-9. 
From  this  last-mentioned  period  no  further  mention  is  made  of  this  charity  in 
the  accounts,  nor  have  we  been  able  to  gain  any  further  information  relative  to 
the  fund  of  which  it  was  composed.

Ingram’s  Hospital. 

Sir  Arthur  Ingram , by  his  Will,  dated  the  15th  August  1C40,  declared,  that  York. 

if  he  should  happen  to  die  before  he  had  settled  and  assured  lands  for  the  

performance  of  the  payments  and  endowments  of  and  to  the  poor  people  in  the  Ingram’s  Hospital 

house  or  hospital  which  he  had  lately  budded  in  Bootham,  within  the  suburbs  ^ 

of  the  city  of  York,  he  willed  that  the  said  house  and  the  grounds  therewith  then 

held,  and  50/.  a year  for  10  poor  widows,  namely,  for  every  of  them  51.  a-piece 

yearly,  and  a gown  in  every  two  years,  for  every  of  them,  and  twenty  nobles 

yearly  to  some  honest  and  able  man  for  reading  prayers  in  the  same  house, 

should  be  assured  and  settled  by  his  son  Sir  Arthur  Ingram,  his  heir  apparent 

and  his  heirs,  out  of  such  lands  as  he  or  they  should  think  tit ; and  that  he  the 

said  testator,  donor  or  founder,  and  his  heirs,  should  from  time  to  time  for  ever 

have  the  placing,  choosing  and  naming  of  such  poor  widows  as  should  be  there 

placed,  and  of  the  person  who  should  from  time  to  time  read  prayers  in  the 

said  house  ; and  all  other  things  which  are  to  be  appointed  and  directed  in 

and  about  the  said  house,  to  be  at  the  nomination,  election  and  appointment 

of  his  son,  Sir  Arthur  Ingram,  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  and  he  and  they 

from  time  to  time  to  keep  the  said  house  in  good  and  sufficient  repair. 

No  lands  appear  to  have  been  settled  or  assured  by  the  founder  in  his  life- 
time, or  after  his  decease,  for  securing  the  payments  to  the  almspeople,  but  the 
charitable  use  was  found  by  inquisition  under  a commission  of  charitable  uses 
in  I678,  and  the  stipends  have  ever  since  been  paid,  and  the  hospital  has  been 
kept  in  repair,  by  the  owners  for  the  time  being  of  the  founder’s  estate  at 
Temple  Newsom,  in  the  county  of  York,  now  the  property  of  the  Marchioness 
of  Hertford. 

The  hospital  contains  a chapel,  and  apartments  for  10  poor  women,  and  has 
a garden  behind,  divided  into  plots  used  or  let  by  the  respective  almswomen. 

The  almswomen  receive  each  of  them  5 /.  a-year,  and  clothing  materials  of 
the  value  of  1/.  4s.  a piece,  once  in  two  years,  and  the  sum  of  61.  1 3s.  4r/.  is 
paid  to  a man  for  reading  prayers  in  the  chapel.  The  poor  people  are 
nominated  under  the  direction  or  authority  of  the  Marchioness  of  Hertford.

PARISH  OF  LONG  MARSTON. 

The  School,  including  Roundle’s  and  Buck’s  Charities. 

The  sum  of  200/.  given  by  the  Will  of  Richard  Roundle , in  1705,  to  be  laid 
out  in  land  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  was  invested  with  the  consent 
of  the  inhabitants  in  the  purchase  of  an  annuity  or  rentcharge  of  10/.  a year, 
issuing  out  of  lands  in  Marston,  and  the  annuity  was  conveyed  by  indenture 
dated  1st  March  1709,  to  trustees  therein  named,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to 
receive  and  pay  the  same  to  such  person  as  should  be  elected  from  time  to 
time  by  the  trustees  and  the  rector  of  Marston  for  the  time  being,  to  be 
master  of  the  school  then  recently  erected  at  the  charge  of  the  inhabitants  for 
teaching  the  English  and  Latin  tongues,  and  instructing  the  poor  children  of 
the  parish  of  Marston  in  reading  and  writing. 

The  rentcharge,  which  issues  out  of  an  estate  in  Marston,  the  property  of 
Richard  Fountayne  Wilson,  esq.  is  applied,  with  the  interest  of  150/.  after 
mentioned,  in  making  up  the  salary  of  the  master  of  a school  in  Marston,  which 
is  conducted  on  the  National  System,  and  is  open  to  the  children  of  all  the 
labouring  poor  in  Marston,  on  payment  of  1 d.  per  week  for  their  class-teaching, 
and  in  finding  a mistress  to  instruct  the  girls  in  sewing. 

About  40  poor  children  on  an  average  attend  the  school,  of  whom  ten  are 
nominated  by  the  rector  under  Roundle’s  charity,  and  the  others  are  admitted 
on  application  made  to  the  master.  The  school  is  conducted  in  a school-house 
which  stands  on  the  waste,  and  is  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  sum  of  150/.  referred  to  above,  being  a legacy  bequeathed  in  1 757,  by 
the  Rev.  Marmaduke  Buck,  a former  rector  of  Marston,  to  be  disposed  of 
at  the  discretion  of  his  executor  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  townships 
of  Marston  and  Hutton,  is  lodged  in  the  hands  of  Christopher  Wilson,  of 
Ledston  House,  esq.  at  interest  of  five  per  cent.  The  interest  used  formerly 
to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  in  money,  but  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
rector,  and  others  of  the  inhabitants,  who  thought  that  the  fund  might  be 
more  beneficially  employed  in  extending  the  benefit  of  education  among 
the  labouring  poor,  it  was  determined  a few  years  ago,  at  a vestry-meeting,  to 
appropriate  the  interest  in  future  to  the  purpose  of  the  school  before  mentioned, 
at  which  only  ten  poor  children  were  then  educated  as  free  scholars  under 

Roundle’s 
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Iloundle’s  gift ; but  which,  by  means  of  this  addition  to  the  master’s  stipend, 
was  thrown  open  in  1822  to  the  children  of  the  poorer  classes  generally  on  the 
terms  already  noticed.  An  agreement  seems  to  have  passed  at  the  same  time 
among  those  present  at  the  meeting,  which  has  since  been  acted  upon,  that  such 
of  the  poor  as  previously  partook  of  Buck’s  charity,  and  who  might  not  have 
children  to  derive  advantage  from  the  increased  means  of  education  offered  to 
them,  should  be  reimbursed  out  of  the  communion-money,  and  other  sums  to  be 
collected  for  the  purpose. 

Ackroyd’s  Charity, 

William  Ackroyd,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  September  1.018,  willed 
and  devised  that  Henry  Ackroyd  and  Edmund,  his  brother,  with  Henry 
Draper  and  other  feoffees,  who  then  occupied  the  lands  and  tenements  of 
him,  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  should  keep  one  scholar  at  the  University 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge  until  the  end  of  the  world,  and  that  such  scholar 
should  be  near  unto  him  the  said  William  Ackroyd  in  blood,  and  of  his  name ; 
and  if  there  should  not  be  one  of  Ijis  name  able  or  fit,  the  said  Henry  Ackroyd 
and  Edmund,  his  brother,  and  Henry  Draper,  should  choose  one  able  and  fit, 
near  to  him  in  blood,  and  of  another  name  ; and  when  that  scholar  should  be 
there  beneficed  to  the  value  of  10  marks  per  annum,  the  feoffees  should 
keep  another  there  out  of  their  expenses,  to  the  value  of  six  marks  and  one  noble 
by  the  year,  and  not  above  j and  if  there  should  be  none  capable  of  his  blood, 
the  feoffees  should  choose  one  out  of  Marston  or  Hutton  who  was  able,  so  that 
there  should  be  always  one. 

By  an  inquisition  and  decree  of  Commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  bearing 
date  the  22d  May  1699,  after  reciting  the  will,  and  that  it  had  been  found  by 
the  jurors  that  one  Richard  Nettleton,  and  others  therein  named,  had  acted  as 
trustees  of  the  lands  given  to  the  charitable  use,  lying  in  Batley,  being  of  the 
value  of  13/.  10s.  per  annum,  without  any  authority,  and  had  nominated  a 
scholar  in  Cambridge  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  in  Batley, 
who  was  not  of  the  blood  of  the  donor,  nor  belonging  to  Marston  or  Hutton  ; 
it  was  decreed,  that  Thomas  Crofts,  and  three  other  persons  therein  named,  with 
the  rector  of  Long  Marston  for  the  time  being,  should  be  trustees  for  the  said 
charitable  use,  and  that  they,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  from  time 
to  time  demise  the  said  lands  and  tenements  to  the  best  advantage  of  the 
scholar  so  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the  Universities,  and  should  from  thence- 
forth nominate  such  scholar,  pursuant  to  the  will,  and  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  and  pay  the  same  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof ; and  upon  every  departure  or  removal  of  such  scholar  should 
elect  another,  so  as  always  to  keep  a scholar  at  the  University  ; and  that  when 
any  of  the  trustees  should  die  the  survivors,  or  a majority  of  them,  should  elect 
others  in  their  place,  so  that  the  same  number  of  trustees,  and  no  more,  might 
continue  for  ever. 

The  present  trustees  of  the  charity  are  Thomas  Perrott,  esq.  of  Sandford 
Park,  Oxfordshire,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Smyth,  vicar  of  Kirby  Moorside,  the  Rev. 
Waite  Robinson,  and  James  Croft,  rectors  of  Badenham  in  Herefordshire,  and 
of  Saltwood,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  and  Alexander  Crigan,  D.  D.  the  present 
rector  of  Long  Marston. 

From  a manuscript  account  of  the  charity  of  a very  early  date,  in  the  posses- 
sion of  one  of  the  trustees,  it  has  been  supposed  that  the  property  comprised  in 
the  bequest  or  devise  of  the  said  William  Ackroyd  consisted  of  lands  lying  part 
in  the  parish  of  Batley,  and  part  in  that  of  Buerley,  in  the  West  Riding  of  this 
county  ; but  the  only  property  now  held  by  the  trustees,  or  that  can  be  traced 
into  their  possession  from  the  time  of  the  inquisition  in  1699,  and  even  before 
that  period,  is  the  estate  of  Batley  therein  mentioned,  which  is  situate  near 
Leeds,  and  consists  of  four  ancient  houses,  a barn,  and  sundry  inclosures,  con- 
taining all  together  32  a.  1r.  18p.,  in  the  occupation  of  several  different  tenants 
from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  108/.  13s.  being  the  full  value. 

The  estate  is  under  the  management  of  an  agent,  who  receives  and  applies 
the  rent,  subject  to  necessary  outgoings,  to  the  use  of  a student  at  one  of  the 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  who  continues  to  enjoy  the  same  as  an 
exhibition  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  a half,  when  another  is  appointed  to 
receive  the  benefit  of  it.  The  objects  of  the  charity  are  selected  by  the  trus- 
tees from  the  founder’s  kin,  and  their  places  are  supplied  as  vacancies  arise  ; but 
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from  the  distance  at  which  several  of  the  trustees  reside  from  eacli  other, 
some  inconvenience  is  experienced  in  the  execution  of  the  trust. 

An  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  is  kept  by  the  agent,  Mr.  John 
Moiser,  of  Huntington,  near  York,  and  the  account  is  examined  and  audited  by 
the  trustees  from  time  to  time.  There  was  a sum  in  hand  at  the  time  of  this 
inquiry  of  something  less  than  60/.  which  had  arisen  from  the  sale  of  some  coal 
under  a small  part  of  the  estate  at  Batley,  and  was  intended  to  be  applied  in 
defraying  the  expenses  of  an  inclosure  there,  but  the  particulars  of  the  charges 
were  not  ascertained. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HUTTON  WANNESLEY. 

Wright’s  Benefaction. 

William  Wright , by  Will,  dated  26th  April  1793,  bequeathed  the  sum  of 
20/.  to  be  paid  after  the  decease  of  his  wife  to  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  parish  or  township  of  Hutton  Wannesley,  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  distributed  on  Christmas-day  yearly,  amongst  such  poor  persons 
only  as  should  be  resident  in  the  said  township,  in  such  shares  and  proportions 
as  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  should  think  proper. 

The  legacy  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Smith,  widow,  on  the 
security  of  her  promissory  note,  bearing  date  the  26th  December  1817,  and 
made  payable  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  The  interest,  five  per  cent,  is  duly 
received  and  distributed  amongst  the  aged  and  necessitous  poor  of  the  township, 
selected  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.

This  property,  consisting  of  three  small  cottages  and  a croft,  of  about  half  an 
acre,  is  under  the  management  of  the  overseers,  and  lias  from  ancient  time 
been  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  East  Ardsley. 

The  cottages  are  let  to  poor  people  rent-free,  and  the  close  to  a yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  11.

Woodkirk.  By  Indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  28th  August  1593,  Richard  Greenwood 
Gree~5v~  Y conveyed  a parcel  of  land,  with  a house  thereupon  builded,  and  an  annuity  of 
Hospital  or  Alms-  yearty>  issuing  out  of  a messuage  and  lands  in  Westerton,  unto  James 
house.  Greenwood  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  and  for  the  use  of  three  poor 
women,  to  be  chosen  from  such  as  were  born  and  resident  within  the  parish  of 
Woodkirk,  to  be  inhabitants  and  dwellers  in  the  said  house,  or  in  default  of 
such  a number  in  the  said  parish,  then  to  be  chosen  out  of  Ardislowe  (Ardsley 
East). 

By  a decree  of  the  Commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  bearing  date  the  28th 
Aprd  1620,  it  was  decreed,  that  the  said  land  and  annuity  should  be  in  the 
order,  government  and  disposition  of  the  minister  or  preacher  at  Woodkirk,  and 
of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  together  with  the  feoffees  appointed  by 
the  founder,  and  their  heirs,  to  be  by  them,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
disposed  and  ordered  for  the  best  advancement  of  the  charitable  use  aforesaid. 

William  Naylor,  by  will,  bearing  date  22d  April  1682,  charged  a messuage 
or  tenement  in  West  Ardsley,  and  two  closes  thereunto  adjoining,  with  the 
payment  of  205.  a year  to  the  poor  people  in  the  said  hospital. 

The  two  several  annuities  or  rentcharges  of  205.  each,  issue  out  of  an  estate 
in  West  Ardsley,  now  belonging  to  the  Rev.  William  Wood. 

The  hospital  or  almshouse,  which  is  situate  at  Westerton,  contains  three 
apartments,  and  is  occupied  by  three  poor  women,  selected  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  Woodkirk  as  the  most  deserving  objects  ; and  besides  the 
two  rentcharges,  which  are  equally  divided  for  their  benefit,  the  ahnspeople  enjoy 
in  common  the  use  of  a small  garden  attached  to  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  premises  are  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

Taylor’s  Charity. 

Taylor’s  Charity.  A yearly  sum  of  5 s.  is  paid  under  the  name  of  Taylor's  Charity,  out  of  a house 
and  croft  at  Upper  Green,  in  West  Ardsley,  the  property  of  Mr.  Benjamin 
Hemsworth,  of  Morley,  and  is  distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  in  bread. 

Scholefield’s  Charity. 

Scholefield’s  Joshua  Scholejield,  by  Will,  dated  27th  January  1807,  bequeathed  501.  to 
Chanty.  be  placed  out  at  interest  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  township  of  Woodkirk,  otherwise  West  Ardsley,  for  the  time  being, 
upon  trust,  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  towards  the  education  of  so  many  children 
of  the  name  of  Scholefield,  or  Kitson,  as  should  for  the  time  being  reside 
within  the  said  township,  and  especially  such  children  as  should  be  deemed  by 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  time  being  the  greatest  objects  of 
charity,  and  not  exceeding  the  age  of  12  years  ; and  in  case  a sufficient  number 
of  children  of  the  description  aforesaid  should  not  be  found,  whereby  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  50/.  should  not  be  expended,  then  the 
whole  should  be  applied  in  and  towards  the  education  of  any  poor  chddren, 
of  what  name  soever,  and  under  the  age  of  seven  years,  whose  parents  should 
reside  within  the  township,  and  should  be  deemed  the  greatest  objects  of 
charity. 

The  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  121/.  05.  7 d.  stock,  reduced 
3 I per  cents,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Michael  Woodcock  and  Thomas 
Trant,  of  Leeds.

Wilson,  the  owner  of  a considerable  estate  in  the  parish,  from  whose  family  the  Donations, 
same  sum  has  long  been  received,  and  is  distributed  with  the  Communion  Fund 
at  Christmas. 


Lady  Westmoreland’s  Charity  for  apprenticing.

Church  Estate. 

An  allotment  of  four  acres  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  was  awarded  on  an  inclo-  Church  Estate, 
sure  in  the  parish  of  Crofton,  in  respect  of  land  anciently  appropriated  to  the 
repairs  of  the  church. 

The  land  is  held  by  Sir  Henry  Wright  Wilson,  as  tenant  to  the  churchwarden-; 
and  overseers,  at  the  annual  rent  of  11/.  Is.  Qd.  being  the  fair  value. 

The  rent  is  carried  to  the  account  of  the  church-rate. 


PARISH  OF  EMLEY. 

Poor  and  School  Estate. 

This  estate,  consisting  of  a messuage  and  garden,  and  about  nine  acres  of  Emley. 

land  at  Skelmanthorpe  in  this  parish,  was  purchased  at  different  times  with  

the  amount  of  sundry  small  donations  given,  part  for  the  relief,  and  part  for  l>oor^d  Sch°ol 
the  education  of  the  poor  in  Emley,  and  is  vested  in  trustees  chosen  from  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  place. 

The  messuage  and  garden  are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Wainwright,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  1/.  19s.  which  is  stated  to  be  the  full  value, 
the  building  being  in  very  indifferent  repair.  The  land  was  last  let  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  10/.  but  was  about  to  be  re-let  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  in  consequence 
of  the  failure  of  the  tenant,  and  some  advance  in  the  rent  was  expected  to  be 
obtained. 

The  rents  are  received  and  applied  by  the  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor, 
and  the  maintenance  of  a school  in  Emley,  in  proportions  corresponding,  or 
nearly  so,  with  the  sums  originally  given  for  those  purposes,  seven  eighths 
being  distributed  among  the  poor,  and  one  eighth  being  paid  to  the  master  of 
a school  in  Emley,  who  is  appointed  by  the  inhabitants,  and  instructs  children 
on  moderate  terms. 

The  school  is  kept  in  a building  formerly  erected  by  one  William  Wriggles- 
worth,  and  the  sum  of  10s.  a year,  which  is  received  out  of  a close  in  Stock- 
ton,  called  Honley  Wood,  and  is  stated  in  the  benefaction-table  to  have  been 
left  by  the  said  William  Wrigglesworth  for  the  repairs  of  the  school-windows, 
is  applied  by  the  master  to  that  purpose. 

Turton’s  and  Allott’s  Donations. 

William  Turton,  gave  one  load  of  rye  payable  yearly  out  of  a farm  at  Rayden,  Turton’s  and 
and  John  Allott  gave  10s.  yearly  out  of  a farm  called  Gate,  in  Cauteley,  to  the  5' lott’s  Donations, 
poor  of  this  parish. 
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The  sum  of  10 5.  is  paid  by  the  owner,  of  the  farm  called  Gate,  which  is 
in  the  parish  of  Whiston  near  Rotherham,  and  in  lieu  of  Turton’s  donation, 
a sum  of  money,  equivalent  in  value  to  a load,  or  six  strikes  of  rye,  is  made  up 
yearly  by  the  tenants  of  a farm  at  Rayden,  belonging  to  William  Turton,  esq., 
and  the  funds  received  are  added  to  the  communion-money,  and  distributed 
at  Whitsuntide,  and  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 


Woollin’s  Donation. 

Woollin’s  The  sum  of  10/.  given  by  the  Rev.  John  Woollin , formerly  rector  of  Emley, 

Donation,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  laid  out  yearly  in  common  prayer  books  for  the  use  of 
poor  children,  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  rector  for  the  time  being,  who  lays 
out  the  interest  from  time  to  time  in  the  purchase  of  prayer  books,  which  he 
distributes  among  poor  children  at  his  discretion. 


PARISH  OF  METHLEY. 

Doles  and  Rentcharges. 

The  following  ancient  payments  from  land  are  stated  in  the  benefaction-table 
to  belong  to  the  poor  of  Methley,  and  are  regularly  received  : viz. — 

30s.  out  of  a close  in  Methley,  called  Baylis  Close,  and  5 s.  out  of  other  land  in 
Methley,  both  belonging  to  John  Blayds,  esq. 

1/.  Is.  6d.  out  of  a farm  in  Methley,  and  5 s.  out  of  a farm  in  Woodrow  in 
Methley,  both  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Mexborough. 

Other  payments  not  recorded  in  the  benefaction-table  are  received  as 
follows  : — 

1 /.  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  respect  of  five  small  tenements  in 
Methley,  used  as  parish  poor-houses,  &c. 

15  s.  from  Lord  Mexborough,  as  an  acknowledgment  for  a small  piece  of 
land  taken  from  the  common  to  form  the  frontage  of  a house  in  Methley,  called 
Durford  House. 

4 /.  a year,  paid  by  the  proprietor  of  a close  in  Methley,  called  Broad  lloyds, 
in  respect  of  a charity  given  by  John  Roberts,  40s.  thereof  to  the  poor  of 
Methley,  and  40s.  to  the  master  of  a school  there  for  teaching  four  poor  children 
to  read  and  write. 

Poors  Money. 

Poors  Money.  The  sum  of  GO/,  being  the  amount  of  benefactions  given  by  Henry  Saville, 
esq.  and  Mrs.  Ward,  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Loft,  of  Market  Stainton,  in 
Lincolnshire,  at  interest  of  4 \ per  cent. 

The  several  annual  sums  above  mentioned  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  are 
distributed  with  the  sacrament-money  at  Easter  and  Christmas  ; and  the  sum 
of  21.  a year  is  paid  to  the  master  of'  Methley  school  for  teaching  two  poor 
children  to  read  and  write. 

Education  Fund. 

Education  Fund.  The  sum  of  120/.  given  by  Mrs.  Eleanor  Smeaton  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Leech, 
for  the  education  of  eight  poor  children,  was  lodged  in  the  hands  of  a Mr.  Peter 
Wilson,  who  kept  it  till  his  death,  and  paid  interest  thereon,  and  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  Peter  Wilson,  Mr.  Thomas  Wilson  became  responsible  for  the  money  ; 
but  he  has  lately  become  bankrupt,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  part  of  the 
fund  will  be  recovered. 

Methley  School. 

Methley  School.  A school  and  school-house  were  erected  several  years  ago  on  a part  of  the 
waste,  at  the  expense  of  the  lord  of  the  manor,  who  appropriated  the  same,  with 
a small  garden,  to  the  purposes  of  a school  for  the  education  of  the  children  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  for  which  the  same  are  applied  accordingly.

The  Free  School. 

It  appears  by  the  copy  of  an  inquisition  taken  under  a Commission  of 
charitable  uses,  that  John  Freest  on,  by  a Deed,  dated  12th  September, 
34th  Queen  Elizabeth,  conveyed  to  the  master  and  fellows  of  University 
College,  Oxford,  and  other  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  all  his  lands  belonging 
to  the  Trinities  in  Pontefract,  upon  trust,  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits 
should  go  to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  of  his  free-school  at  Normanton, 
and  the  poor  people  in  his  intended  almshouse  at  Kirkthorpc,  and  other 
uses,  to  be  declared  in  the  said  deed  and  a schedule  thereto ; and  by  his 
Will,  bearing  date  26th  March  1594,  wherein  he  bequeathed  the  sum  of 
200  marks,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  ground,  and  building  a con- 
venient house  for  a free  grammar-school,  and  for  the  habitation  of  a school- 
master, and  usher  if  need  be,  he  directed  that  such  school  should  be  free  for 
all  such  scholars  of  his  name  and  kindred  as  should  resort  thereto,  and  for 
30  other  poor  children  of  parents  dwelling  in  the  parishes  of  Warmfield  and 
Normanton,  or  either  of  them,  and  for  want  of  that  number  of  poor  children  in 
those  parishes,  then  for  children  whose  parents  should  be  dwelling  in  the  towns 
next  adjoining,  and  be  not  able  to  educate  their  sons  in  learning,  for  whose 
teaching  the  master  should  not  command  any  allowance  beyond  the  yearly 
sum  of  10/.  which  the  testator  had  appointed  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
lands  called  the  Trinities  ; and  by  his  said  will  he  committed  the  nomination 
and  removal  of  the  master,  usher,  and  scholars,  to  the  masters  of  Trinity  College 
in  Oxford,  and  Emanuel  College  in  Cambridge,  the  rector  of  Lincoln  College, 
Oxford,  and  to  one  fellow  of  the  two  former  colleges,  to  be  by  them  sent  into 
Yorkshire  for  that  purpose,  and  to  his  executors  therein  named,  and  the  vicars 
of  Wakefield,  Pontefract,  Leeds,  Normanton  and  Kirkthorpe  for  the  time 
being,  and  to  his  cousin  Richard  Freeston,  of  Mendham,  and  his  heirs,  or  the 
major  part  of  so  many  of  them  as  should  be  assembled  for  that  purpose  in  the 
church  at  Normanton. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  meet  with  the  deed  and  schedule  referred  to  in 
the  inquisition. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10/.  appointed  by  the  will  to  the  use  of  the  school  at 
Normanton,  is  paid  by  University  College,  Oxford,  in  respect  of  the  estate 
called  the  Trinities  in  Pontefract.  The  school  has  been  for  some  years 
under  the  care  and  direction,  chiefly,  of  the  vicar  of  the  parish,  who,  with 
the  concurrence  of  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  appoints  the  master. 
The  other  trustees  named  in  the  will  having  long  ceased  to  interfere  actively 
in  the  concerns  of  the  charity.  The  school  was  formerly  kept  up  as  a grammar- 
school,  and  has  always  been  kept  by  a person  competent  to  teach  the  classics, 
but  for  several  years  past  it  has  been  conducted  on  the  footing  of  an  English 
school  only,  and  is  attended  by  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  for  instruction 
in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  master  enjoys  the  use  of  the  school- 
premises,  consisting  of  a house  containing  a school-room  on  the  ground  floor, 
with  two  chambers  over  it,  and  in  consideration  of  the  annual  stipend  of  10/. 
he  is  required  to  instruct  20  poor  children  as  free  scholars.  The  children  are 
selected  by  the  vicar  or  resident  minister  from  poor  children  belonging  to 
Normanton,  and  are  taught  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts.  Instruction  in 
Latin  is  also  afforded,  if  demanded  by  the  parents,  but  this  is  seldom  now 
required. 

Levett’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Levett,  left  200/.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied,  half  for  a school- 
mistress to  teach  the  children  of  Normanton  and  Woodhouse,  and  the  other  half 
for  the  poor  of  Normanton  and  Snydall  equally  ; widows  to  receive  a double 
share. 

The  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  22 51.  three  per  cent  consols, 
standing  in  the  names  of  trustees  ; and  one  moiety  of  the  dividends  is  paid  to 
a schoolmistress  at  Normanton,  who  teaches  eight  poor  girls  of  Normanton 
and  Woodhouse  to  read,  write,  and  sew  ; and  the  other  moiety  is  divided  equally 
between  the  townships  of  Normanton  and  Snydall,  and  the  share  of  each 
township  is  distributed  among  the  poor  thereof,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
respective  overseers.

Other  Poor  Funds. 

Two  sums  of  30/.  and  61.  13s.  4e/.  the  former  being  money  stated  in  the 
benefaction-table  to  belong,  20/.  thereof  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Normanton,  and  10/.  to  the  parish  at  large,  and  the  latter,  described  as  the 
legacy  of  a Mrs.  Jane  Toone,  to  the  poor  of  Snydall,  were  formerly  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  family  of  Toone,  owners  of  an  estate  at  Crofton  in  this  parish, 
by  whom  the  interest  was  regularly  paid  for  many  years.  Upon  the  death  of 
Mr.  James  Toone  in  1788  the  family  estate  descended  to  a son,  who  resided  at 
a distance  from  Crofton,  and  the  interest  ceased  to  be  paid.  From  an  appli- 
cation, however,  which  has  recently  been  made  to  the  uncle  of  the  present 
proprietor  of  the  estate,  now  a minor,  there  is  reason  to  expect  the  payment 
of  the  principal  sums,  with  the  arrears  of  interest  due  thereon,  and  that  the 
funds  will  shortly  be  restored  to  the  purposes  to  which  they  were  severally 
applicable. 

Estate  for  the  Repairs  of  the  Church. 

This  property  consists  of  a farm-house,  barn,  and  outbuildings,  and 
23  a.  2r.  20p.  of  land  at  Alltoft  in  this  parish,  and  also  a cottage  and  orchard, 
containing  3r.  Ip.  situate  at  the  same  place. 

The  estate  is  under  the  management  of  the  vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  two 
other  trustees  appointed  from  time  to  time,  and  is  understood  to  have  been 
from  ancient  time  appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  the  parish  church. 

The  farm  at  Altofts  is  let  at  34/.  a year,  and  the  cottage  and  garden  at 
31.  3s.  per  annum.  The  premises  have  been  recently  repaired  at  an  expense 
of  112/.  and  are  worth  something  more  than  the  rents  received. 

The  rents  are  deposited  in  a bank  at  Wakefield,  from  whence  such  sums  are 
drawn  from  time  to  time  as  are  required  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  repairs 
of  the  church,  and  the  balance,  subject  to  the  repairs  of  the  trust-premises,  is 
left  to  accumulate,  and  at  the  time  of' this  inquiry  amounted  to  120/. 


Rentcharge  for  the  repairs  of  the  Church  Clock. 
Ecflsihe  Sir  Edmund  Lake,  left  105.  a year  payable  out  of  a close  called  the  Corn 
Church  Clock.  Close,  situate  at  Bishop  Norton  in  Lincolnshire,  to  the  churchwardens  of  Nor- 
manton, for  maintaining  and  keeping  the  church  clock,  for  which  purpose  it  is 
accordingly  applied.

The  Poors  Close  Nettle  ton,  to  the  use  ot  the  poor  in  this  township,  is  let  by  the  overseers  to 
Henry  Mather  for  2/.  per  annum,  being  the  fair  value,  and  the  rent  is  distributed 
yearly  among  four  poor  widows  of  the  township  of  Snydall. 

Ancient  Doles. 

Ancient  Doles.  The  yearly  sum  of  2 s.  is  payable  out  of  a house  and  garth  in  Snydall,  the 
property  of  James  Toone,  esq.  and  now  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Hepworth, 
and  185.  4 d.  a year  is  paid  by  Mr.  Jackson  as  tenant  of  a farm  in  Snydall, 
belonging  to  James  Fa  veil,  esq.  ; and  both  sums  are  distributed  with  the  com- 
munion-money  at  Easter.

charges.  Lofthouse  405.  and  to  the  town  of  Carlton  205.  and  he  desired  the  vicar, 

overseers  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  towns  for  the  time  being  to  receive 
the  said  sums  and  see  them  distributed  half  yearly. 

The  premises  charged  are  the  property  of  Mr.  George  Pymont,  of  Pontefract, 
and  the  rentcharge  is  divided  half  yearly  between  the  townships  of  Rothwell, 
Lofthouse  and  Carlton,  in  the  proportions  directed  by  the  will.

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Other  annual  payments  from  land  are  also  received  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
in  this  parish,  under  donations  recorded  in  an  ancient  benefaction-table  in 
the  church  of  Rothwell,  as  follows,  viz. 

£.1.  4>s.  the  gift  of  Edmund  Schollfield,  out  of  a close  in  Oulton,  called  West 
Royds,  now  the  property  of  John  Blaydes,  esq. 

18s.  the  gift  of  Robert  Glover,  out  of  other  lands  in  Oulton,  belonging  to  the 
same  proprietor. 

16s.  the  gift  of  Roger  Swift  the  elder,  out  of  land,  forming  part  of  the 
Temple  Newsom  estate,  the  property  of  the  Marchioness  of  Hertford. 

14s.  under  a gift  from  the  same  benefactor,  out  of  land  in  Rothwell  belonging 
to  Roger  Swift  and  Joshua  Charlesworth. 

20s.  the  gift  of  Charles  Robinson,  out  of  a field  in  Oulton,  belonging  to  the 
Aire  and  Calder  Navigation  Company. 

26  s.  the  gift  of  a Mr.  Foster,  out  of  a close  called  Blackburn  Close,  in  the 
township  of  Royds,  the  property  of  Mr.  Joseph  Howson  of  Rothwell. 

There  are  no  deeds  or  writings  to  be  found  relating  to  the  above  chari- 
ties, and  no  dates  are  annexed  to  the  entries  of  them  in  the  benefaction- 
table.  The  payments  . have  been  regularly  made  as  rentcharges  as  long 
as  is  remembered  ; and  the  sums  received,  with  the  exception  of  the  last,  are 
divided  between  the  different  townships  in  the  parish  of  Rothwell,  in  certain 
fixed  proportions,  which  are  specified  in  the  table.  The  proportion  belonging 
to  each  township  is  distributed,  together  with  that  received  under  Lyley’s 
charity,  by  the  respective  churchwardens  and  overseers,  amongst  the  poor,  in 
sums  suited  to  their  wants  and  necessities. 

The  sum  of  26s.  received  under  Foster’s  donation  is  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  given  away  on  Sundays  in  the  church  at  Rothwell,  six  pennyworth  each 
Sunday. 

Poors  Money. 

The  sum  of  50/.  being  the  amount  of  several  donations  given  by  Ann 
Bubwith,  Walter  Calverley , Mrs.  Ann  Wetherell , and  Roger  Swift,  as  mentioned 
in  the  benefaction-table,  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Joshua  Smith,  farmer, 
of  Rothwell,  on  the  security  of  a promissory  note,  payable  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens,  with  interest  at  five  per  cent. 

The  interest  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  divided  between  the 
several  townships  in  Rothwell  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  in  each,  in  proportions 
corresponding  to  the  sums  which  the  several  townships  contribute  to  the  church- 
rate  ; and  the  share  for  each  township  is  duly  distributed. 


PARISH  OF  WARMFIELD  WITH  HEATH. 

Sagar’s  Almshouse. 

Othoneus  Sagar,  by  Will,  dated  14th  February  1558,  willed,  that  William 
Sagar  should  have  all  his  lands  upon  condition  that  he  should  pay  to  every  poor 
sister  or  brother  as  should  dwell  in  the  parish  of  Warmfield,  in  his  the  testator’s 
house  there  budded,  and  they  to  have  it  with  the  chamber  and  garden  thereunto 
appertaining,  from  thenceforth  to  be  placed  by  the  sight  of  John  Burney  and 
Sir  Henry  Marshall,  with  the  consent  of  four  of  the  most  substantial  honest 
men  of  the  said  parish,  and  after  the  death,  removing,  or  departing  of  any  of 
them,  then  other  poor  folk  in  like  manner  to  be  appointed  to  dwell  upon  the 
premises  for  ever,  to  have  and  receive  such  pensions  and  sums  of  money  as 
thereafter  recited  of  the  rents  and  issues  of  his  said  lands  and  tenements ; and 
if  the  said  William  Sagar  should  die  without  issue,  the  testator  willed  that  his 
brother  Stephen,  and  in  the  event  of  Stephen’s  dying  without  issue,  his  brother 
Oles,  should  have  and  enjoy  the  said  lands  and  tenements  ; and  if  they  all  should 
die  without  issue,  then  he  willed  that  it  go  to  John  Sagar,  and  his  heirs  for  ever, 
if  they  should  perform  and  deliver  unto  so  many  poor  folk  as  should  be  assigned 
to  his  almshouse,  according  as  the  rents  would  extend  to,  to  deliver  yearly  to 
every  one  of  them  3 1.  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

The  almshouse  referred  to  in  the  will  is  situate  at  Kirkthorpe,  and  is  occupied 
by  four  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Warmfield. 

The  almspeople  receive  31.  a-piece  per  annum,  which  is  paid  by  the  owner 
of  land  at  Castleford,  near  Pontefract,  being  the  property,  or  part  of  the  pro-

perty,  devised  and  charged  by  the  will ; and  they  also  receive  Gs.  a year,  issuing 
out  of  part  of  the  glebe-lands  belonging  to  the  vicar.  It  was  customary  for  the 
person  liable  to  the  payment  of  12/.  a year  to  bring  the  money  to  the  vicarage 
at  Warmfield,  to  be  paid  to  the  almspeople,  and  on  these  occasions  to  receive  a 
present  of  a cake ; but  in  1812,  Mr.  Teale,  the  then  owner  of  the  land, 
refused  or  neglected  to  bring  the  money  to  the  vicarage,  and  the  stipends  have 
since  been  paid  by  the  owner  to  the  poor  people  themselves,  and  they  have 
occasionally  been  obliged  to  go  to  Castleford  to  obtain  payment. 

There  is  a croft  or  piece  of  ground  of  33  p.  adjoining  and  belonging  to  the 
almshouse,  which  is  let  to  the  vicar  of  Warmfield  at  20.9.  a year,  and  the  rent 
is  divided  equally  among  the  poor  people.  They  also  have  divided  among  them 
the  money  arising  from  stipends  during  occasional  vacancies,  except  when  it  is 
wanted  for  repairs. 

Freeston’s  Almshouse. 

It  appears  from  a copy  of  an  inquisition  taken  under  a commission  of 
charitable  uses,  that  John  Freeston,  by  Deed,  dated  the  12th  September, 
34th  Eliz.  conveyed  to  the  master  and  fellows  of  University  College,  Oxford, 
and  certain  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  all  his  lands  belonging  to  Trinities  in 
Pontefract,  upon  trust  and  confidence,  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  should 
go  to  the  uses  of  the  schoolmaster  of  his  free-school  at  Normanton,  and  the 
poor  people  in  his  intended  almshouse  at  Kirkthorpe,  and  other  uses  declared 
in  the  said  deed  and  a schedule  thereto. 

The  said  John  Freeston,  by  his  Will,  dated  2Gth  November  1591, 
appointed  that  there  should  be  seven  men,  poor,  impotent,  aged  and  unmarried, 
elected  by  turn  out  of  the  parishes  of  Warmfield  and  Normanton,  and  not  else- 
where, to  inhabit  in  his  intended  almshouse  at  Kirkthorpe,  who  should  have 
paid  to  each  of  them  12  pence  weekly  ; and  sixpence  more,  that  is,  Is.  Gel.  to 
the  eldest  brother  of  the  said  house,  who  should  be  as  a governor  of  the  rest ; 
and  one  woman,  an  aged,  honest  materne,  unmarried,  to  dwell  in  the  cottage 
adjoining,  who  should  be  laundress  to  the  men,  and  have  12  pence  weekly  also 
for  her  maintenance ; and  the  vicar  of  Warmfield  sixpence  weekly  for  doing 
divine  service  ; all  which  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  belonging  to  Trinities  in 
Pontefract ; and  he  devised  to  the  master  and  fellows  of  University  College, 
Oxford,  and  the  other  trustees  named  in  the  above-mentioned  deed,  his  mes- 
suage or  cottage,  with  a croft  to  the  same  adjoining,  and  the  almshouse  by  him 
then  building,  and  a close  of  land,  or  new  intack,  at  the  Green  Lane  side, 
leading  between  Sharlston  and  Kirkthorpe,  in  the  township  of  Warmfield,  to 
hold  to  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  successors,  to  the  use  and  only  benefit 
ot  the  eight  almshouse-persons,  and  their  successors,  for  their  better  main- 
tenance ; and  by  his  said  will  he  appointed  and  charged  his  capital  messuage 
in  Altofts,  and  his  capital  mansion-hall  in  Warmfield,  and  every  other  of  his 
husbandry  tenements  in  the  several  parishes  of  Normanton  and  Warmfield, 
that  the  respective  owners  or  occupiers  thereof  should  allow  unto  the  said 
almshouse-persons,  and  every  of  them,  yearly,  one  wain-load  of  coals,  to  be 
brought  and  delivered  to  them  at  the  almshouse,  at  the  charge  of  the  said 
owners  and  tenants.  And  he  thereby  committed  the  nomination,  placing  and 
expulsing  of  the  almshouse-folk  to  the  masters  of  University  College,  Oxford, 
and  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  and  the  rector  of  Lincoln  College,  Oxford, 
and  to  one  fellow  of  the  two  former  colleges,  by  them  sent  for  that  purpose  into 
Yorkshire,  and  to  his  executors  in  his  will  named,  and  to  the  vicars  of  Wake- 
field, Pontefract,  Leeds,  Normanton  and  Kirkthorpe,  and  their  successors  for 
the  time  being,  and  to  him  or  them  of  the  fellows  and  scholars  that  had  or 
should  be  mentioned  by  him  as  aforesaid  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  Universities, 
and  to  his  cousin,  Richard  Freeston,  of  Mendam,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  or 
the  more  part  of  so  many  of  them  as  for  that  purpose  should  be  assembled  in 
the  church  of  Normanton  aforesaid  ; and  if  the  number  of  votes  be  equal, 
his  cousin,  Richard  Freeston,  and  his  heirs,  to  have  the  casting  voice. 

By  the  rules  or  constitutions  of  the  almshouse  left  by  the  founder  it  is 
required,  among  other  things,  “ that  none  chosen  into  the  almshouse  should  lie 
out  of  his  own  chamber  above  28  days  in  the  year,  and  that  if  any  should  have 
been  absent  longer,  he  or  the  laundress  should  lose  their  weekly  allowance  for 
the  time  of  absence  ; and  if  he  or  she  stay  above  a quarter  of  a year,  the  cause 
not  approved  by  the  college,  to  lose  for  ever  the  benefit  of  the  place.” 

The  copy  of  the  inquisition,  the  will,  and  constitutions,  are  in  the  custody  oi 

the 
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the  vicar  of  Warmfield,  as  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  almshouse  ; but  we  have  Warmfield  with 
not  met  with  the  deed  and  schedule  mentioned  in  the  inquisition,  or  any  copy  Heath, 
of  them.  prt  .st~Aim 

None  of  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  will,  except  the  vicar  of  Warmfield  for  i10USe, 
the  time  being,  have  been  in  the  habit  of  acting  in  the  management  of  the  cha-  continued. 
rity  for  many  years  past,  and  the  vicar  of  Warmfield  has  in  consequence  had 
the  appointment  of  the  almspeople,  and  the  direction  of  the  property  and  con- 
cerns of  the  charity. 

The  almshouse  contains  a hall  or  common  room  and  seven  small  apartments, 
and  there  is  a cottage  adjoining  it  for  the  habitation  of  the  matron. 

There  is  no  fund  specifically  appropriated  for  the  repairs  of  the  buildings, 
but  they  were  lately  repaired  and  put  in  good  condition  with  money  arising 
from  the  sale  of  some  wood  growing  in  the  hedge-rows  of  tl>e  Green  Lane  Field. 

The  charity-property  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

An  annual  payment  of  23/.  8s.  issuing  out  of  the  estate  called  Trinities,  near 
Pontefract,  belonging  to  University  College,  Oxford. 

The  Green  Lane  Field,  containing  3 a.  1 k.  19p.  let  to  Peter  Carter,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  31.  the  full  annual  value. 

A small  croft  behind  the  almshouse,  on  which  the  cottage  inhabited  by  the 
matron  rfands,  and  which  is  let  by  the  matron,  for  her  own  benefit,  at  1 /.  a year. 

In  1812,  the  sum  of  57/.  was  raised  by  the  sale  of  timber  growing  on  the 
Green  Lane  Field,  and  was  expended  in  cleaning  and  quicking  the  hedges,  and 
of  fencing  the  field,  and  in  repairs  of  the  almshouse  and  cottage. 

A poor  woman  occupies  the  cottage  as  matron,  and  she  receives  a stipend  of 
Is.  a week,  6 s.  a year  from  the  rent  of  the  Green  Lane  Field,  and  the  rent  of 
the  croft,  together  with  a wain-load  of  coals,  supplied  by  the  owners  of  the 
founder’s  mansion-house  and  estates  mentioned  in  the  will ; but  there  have  been 
no  almspeople  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  charity  since  1819,  and  for  three  or 
four  years  before  there  was  only  one  poor  person  resident  in  the  almshouse. 

A practice  having  obtained  among  the  almspeople  of  residing  out  of  the  alms- 
house, which  the  vicar  of  Warmfield  considered  inconsistent  with  the  object  of 
the  charity  and  the  constitutions  of  the  founder,  he  adopted  a resolution  in 
May  1818,  which  was  reduced  into  writing,  and  signed  also  by  the  vicars  of 
Leeds,  Wakefield,  and  Pontefract,  three  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  will, 
declaring  that  the  brethren  of  the  hospital  should  be  called  into  residence,  and 
if  they  should  not  come  to  reside  within  three  months  they  should  be  excluded ; 
that  the  residents  should,  after  the  expiration  of  three  months,  receive  all  the 
benefit  of  the  Green  Field  rent,  share  and  share  alike  ; that  the  coals  should  be 
claimed  from  the  respective  farms  for  each  of  the  residents,  according  to  the 
will  ; that  boundary-stones  should  be  put  up  in  the  matron’s  croft,  at  the  expense 
of  the  trust ; and  that  when  the  residents  were  all  dead  the  money  accumulated 
should  be  placed  in  the  savings-bank  at  Wakefield,  or  if  any  money  should  be 
otherwise  accumulated  it  should  be  also  placed  there. 

No  applications  for  admission  of  almspeople  willing  to  reside  have  been  made 
since  the  above  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  revenues  of  the  charity  have 
been  received  by  the  vicar  of  Warmfield  ; and  with  the  exception  of  the  stipend 
or  allowance  to  the  matron,  the  stipend  of  6d.  a week  given  to  the  vicar  himself 
by  the  will,  and  some  money  necessarily  expended  on  account  of  the  charity, 
the  funds  have  been  accumulated  by  the  vicar.  It  appears  from  an  account 
which  has  been  kept  by  him  of  his  receipts  and  payments  that  he  received  the 
sum  of  17/.  7 s.  2 d.  from  the  former  vicar,  being  the  amount  of  a balance  in  his 
hands ; and  that  in  November  1825  there  was  remaining  in  his  the  present 
vicar’s  hands  218/.  Is.  3 \d.  arising  from  unapplied  income  ; part,  however,  of 
this  money  has  arisen  from  the  accumulation  of  certain  stipends  payable  to  poor 
people  of  this  almshouse  under  Pearcey’s  charity,  which  is  mentioned  hereafter. 

Of  this  sum  182/.  7 s.  6{d.  is  invested  in  the  savings-bank  at  Wakefield, 
upon  which  there  hasbeen  an  accumulation  of  interest,  amounting  to  35/.  13s.  9d. 
and  the  remainder  of  the  fund  is  in  the  vicar’s  hands. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  vicar,  that  the  revenues  of  the  charity  should  be  accu- 
mulated until  the  means  are  afforded  of  increasing  the  stipends  of  the  alms- 
people  to  such  an  extent  as  will  induce  poor  persons  to  reside  in  the  hospital  ; 
and  it  is  considered  that  an  allowance  of  3s.  6d.  or  4s.  a week  to  each  would 
be  sufficient  for  such  purpose.  As  no  greater  sum  than  200/.  can  be  placed  in 
the  savings-bank,  it  is  further  proposed  by  the  vicar  to  invest  the  accumulated 
Rep.

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Warmfield  with  fund  on  some  other  security  ; and  it  seems  proper,  that  in  making  such  invest-

Pearce y’s  Gift. 

Pearcey’s  Gift.  In  pursuance,  as  is  understood,  of  the  Will  of  William  Pearcey , formerly  of 
St.  Mary,  Islington,  the  sum  of  343/.  105.  being  the  residue  of  the  monies 
arising  from  the  sale  of  certain  real  estates  devised  by  him,  was  laid  out  in  I7G4 
in  the  purchase  of  400/.  three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  Sir  George 
Dalston  and  five  others,  upon  trust,  as  declared  by  a deed  for  the  purpose,  that 
they  should  receive  the  dividends,  and  after  payment  of  any  expenses  attending 
the  trust,  pay  the  residue  thereof  unto  all  and  every  such  poor  men  and  women 
as  should  dwell  and  be  maintained  in  the  two  hospitals  for  the  maintenance  of 
poor  people  at  Kirkthorpe,  share  and  share  alike ; and  that  when  the  trustees 
should  by  death  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  transfer  the  stock  into 
the  names  of  such  other  persons  who  for  the  time  being  should  be  trustees  of 
the  hospital  for  women  in  the  parish  of  Warmfield,  and  any  other  person  as  the 
surviving  trustees  should  think  proper,  jointly  with  the  surviving  trustees,  upon 
the  like  trusts. 

The  stock  was  transferred  into  the  names  of  new  trustees,  and  a deed  of 
declaration  of  trust  was  executed  by  them  in  1798,  and  of  those  trustees  the 
present  survivors  are  John  Rogers  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Wasted,  lately  vicar  of 
Warmfield. 

The  dividends,  12/.  a year,  are  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  1 /.  a-piece  per 
annum  to  the  four  almswomen  of  Sagars,  and  the  eight  almspeople  of  Freeston’s 
hospital,  but  since  the  latter  almshouse  has  been  unoccupied,  the  stipend  of 
the  matron  only  has  been  paid,  and  the  remaining  stipends  for  the  poor  of  that 
almshouse  have  been  retained,  and  accumulated  with  the  revenues  of  that 
charity,  as  mentioned  above. 


Countess  of  Westmorland’s  Gift. 

Countess  of  Catherine,  Countess  of  Westmorland,  by  her  Will,  dated  25th  August  1727* 
Westmorland’s  gave  20/.  a year  to  put  out  four  poor  children  apprentices,  to  wit,  two-  out  of 
Glft  Sharlston  every  year,  and  the  other  two  out  of  Birkwood,  Crofton,  Kirkthorpe, 
Heath  and  Foulby  respectively  in  their  turns,  boys  or  girls,  the  son  or  daughter 
of  any  tenant  to  her  family  to  have  the  preference  in  that  place  where  the 
turn  should  happen,  such  apprentices  to  be  put  out  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  yearly, 
with  the  approbation  of  Thomas  Earl  of  Westmorland,  his  heirs  or  assigns. 

The  said  Thomas  Earl  of  Westmorland,  by  deed,  dated  7th  April  1734, 
confirmed  this  charity  by  the  grant  of  a rentcharge  out  of  divers  lands  in 
Sharlston,  and  directed,  that  in  case  a sufficient  number  of  children  should  not 
be  found  to  take  the  whole  of  the  20/.  a year,  the  remaining  part  should  be 
distributed  among  poor  widows. 

The  sum  of  20/.  a year  is  applied  by  the  agent  of  the  Earl  of  Westmorland, 
and  three  other  persons  who  act  with  him  as  trustees,  in  apprenticing  children 
with  premiums  of  5/.  each  as  directed  by  the  will,  and  when  there  are  no 
children  to  be  apprenticed  in  the  respective  places,  the  money  is  distributed 
among  poor  widows. 

Dame  Mary  Bowles’s  Charities. 

Dame  Mary  Dame  Mary  Bowles,  by  Deed,  dated  21st  October  lGGO,  conveyed  to  the 
Bowles’s  Charities,  minister  of  Kirkthorpe  for  the  time  being,  and  seven  other  trustees,  a building 
near  Heath  Hall,  and  a rentcharge  of  20/.  out  of  lands  called  Freeston  Lands 
near  Heath,  to  the  intent  that  the  building  should  be  used  as  a school-house  to 
teach  such  scholars  in  as  can  read  in  the  Accidence  Book  ; that  10  of  the  most 
needful  poor  boys  chosen  by  the  trustees  within  the  parish  of  Warmfield  should 
be  continued  as  scholars  at  the  school  until  the  trustees  should  think  fit  to  put 
them  out  apprentices ; that  the  trustees  should  pay  with  every  of  the  boys  so 
apprenticed  4/.  for  better  binding  of  them  apprentices,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
rentcharge  of  20/. ; that  the  trustees  should  yearly  bind  out  one  of  the  boys 
apprentice,  and  keep  up  the  number  of  10  scholars ; that  the  trustees  should 
choose  an  able  schoolmaster  to  teach  in  the  school,  he  being  and  continuing 
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a single  person  (if  conveniently  that  could  be),  and  should  pay  to  the  school-  Wai™field  with 

master  1 2/.  a year  out  of  the  20/.  and  that  he  should  have  the  benefit  of  all  eath‘ 

other  scholars  coming  to  learn  at  the  school,  not  exceeding  the  number  of  20,  Dame  Mary 
and  that  the  remaining  4/.  should  be  bestowed  by  the  trustees  in  paying  for  Bowles’s  Charities, 
and  the  preparing  of  such  petty  scholars  elsewhere,  being  poor  boys  of  the  , continued. 
parish  of  Warmfield,  and  making  them  fit  for  the  said  school,  as  the  trustees  ^ 

should  think  fit,  and  if  any  overplus  money  should  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
trustees  by  want  of  a schoolmaster,  or  on  any  other  account,  the  same  should 
be  disposed  of  by  them  amongst  the  poorest  and  most  needful  people  of  the 
parish  of  Warmfield  ; and  when  four  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  minister 
of  Warmfield,  with  three  survivors,  should  choose  four  more  of  the  honest  and 
ablest  men  in  the  parish  to  be  trustees. 

By  deed  of  13th  December  1660,  dame  Mary  Bowles  granted  unto  Thomas 
Stringer  and  three  other  trustees,  a rentcharge  of  51.  12s.  ()d . per  annum  out  of 
the  lands  and  tenements  in  the  occupation  of  Paul  Bevers  or  Bebers,  with  power 
of  distress,  to  the  intent  that  out  of  the  same  should  be  paid  all  free  and  other 
out-rents  out  of  the  said  lands  or  tenements,  and  whatever  should  be  propor- 
tionably  due  out  of  the  same,  when  any  composition  or  agreement  should  be 
made  about  a fine,  which  then  of  late  was  demanded  as  due  to  the  lord  of  the 
manor  for  the  said  lands  with  others,  and  also  what  should  be  proportionally 
due  out  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  for  the  yearly  customary  rent  for  ever,, 
if'  any  such  thing  happen  to  be  due,  or  thereafter  agreed  upon  ; and  that 
the  remainder  of  the  51.  12 s.  6d.  should  be  given  and  distributed  yearly  towards 
the  better  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the  hospitals  of  Kirkthorpe, 
and  when  two  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  choose  two 
more  able  men  of  the  parish  of  Warmfield  to  be  trustees. 

Trustees  of  the  charities  have  been  regularly  appointed  and  kept  up.  The 
building  mentioned  in  the  first  deed  is  used  as  a school,  and  the  rentcharges 
which  amount  together  to  2 51.  12  s.  6d.  a year,  are  usually  divided  and  applied 
yearly  as  follows :

Part  of  the  rentcharge  is  also  retained,  and  applied  when  occasion  requires 
in  payment  of  a fine  due  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  on  the  death  of  the  owner 
of  the  land  occupied  by  Bevers  and  others,  which  fine,  on  the  last  occasion, 
viz.  in  1824,  amounted  to  15/. ; and  out  of  the  surplus-fund  there  are  also  paid 
premiums  of  4 /.  with  other  apprentices  from  the  school,  and  occasional  dona- 
tions to  poor  persons. 

A regular  account  has  been  kept  of  the  receipt  and  application  of  the  money, 
and  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry  there  was  a balance  in  hand  of  29/.  1 s.  5{d. 

Ten  children  are  taught  free  in  the  school  by  the  master  when  so  many 
apply,  and  of  late  years  he  has  also  taught  the  petty  children. 

The  school  is  well  conducted,  but  the  number  is  not  always  full,  in  conse- 
quence of  want  of  applications.  The  master  has  several  other  scholars  paid 
for  by  their  parents,  the  number  of  them  however  is  limited  to  20. 


Smyth’s  Charity. 

John  Smyth,  esq.  by  Will,  dated  in  1729,  devised  to  the  occupier  of  his  Smyth’s  Charity, 
mansion-house  at  Heath,  his  sons  John  and  Richard  Smyth,  and  their  heirs, 
the  vicar  of  Kirkthorpe,  and  his  successors,  and  the  churchwardens  of  Kirk- 
thorpe, Warmfield  and  Heath,  and  their  successors,  two  cottages  in  Warmfield, 
in  trust,  for  the  vicar  of  Kirkthorpe  and  his  successors,  on  condition  to  preach 
in  Kirkthorpe  church  two  charity  sermons  on  some  Sunday  afternoon  in  June 
and  December,  and  catechise  all  the  poor  children  taught  at  Heath  school  on 
Sunday  afternoon  in  the  summer  season,  and  to  keep  the  cottages  in  good 
repair ; and  on  neglect  of  such  condition  by  the  said  vicar,  the  rest  of  the 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  their  heirs  and  successors,  should  stand 
seised  of  the  cottages  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Warmfield-cum- Heath,  for 
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every  year  only  such  neglect  should  happen,  and  the  profits  to  be  distributed 
by  the  trustees.  And  he  gave  unto  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  successors, 
two  cottages  in  Heath,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  person  that  should  be  both 
parish-clerk  ofWarmfield  and  usher  of  the  school  at  Heath,  while  he  should 
continue  both  clerk  and  usher,  and  his  successors,  being  both  clerk  and  usher, 
and  not  otherwise,  for  teaching  three  poor  girls  of  Heath  and  Kirkthorpe 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  such  person  keeping  the  premises  in  good  repair  ; 
and  in  case  one  person  should  be  clerk,  and  another  person  usher,  or  the  pre- 
mises should  be  neglected  to  be  repaired,  he  directed  that  the  trustees  should 
distribute  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  poorest  families  in  Heath  and  Kirkthorpe. 
And  he  also  gave  to  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  successors,  three  houses 
at  Heath,  and  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.  payable  out  of  his  share  of  the  yearly 
profits  out  of  the  navigation  therein  mentioned,  to  be  applied  as  follows  : 30 s. 
to  the  master  of  the  school  at  Heath,  for  teaching  three  poor  boys  of  Heath 
and  Kirkthorpe,  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  ; 3 /.  to  be  laid  out  yearly  for 
clothing  the  said  poor  boys  ; 50s.  yearly  for  clothing  the  said  three  poor  girls 
(and  he  directed,  that  the  said  children  should  go  constantly  to  the  church  at 
Kirkthorpe,  and  directed  that -the  six  boys  or  girls  should  be  put  out  appren- 
tices when  fit,  according  to  the  directions  of  his  trustees,  to  persons  living  out 
of  the  parish  of  Warmtield,  none  of  them  to  have  any  benefit  of  that  charity 
that  should  receive  any  benefit  of  Lady  Bowles’s  charity)  ; the  further  sum  of 
*3/.  to  be  laid  out  towards  clothing  and  putting  out  every  such  poor  boy  and  girl, 
provided  they  did  not  exceed  one  in  every  year : the  trustees  to  see  the  three 
houses  kept  in  good  repair,  and  at  their  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in 
every  December  to  expend  os.  out  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  and  lay  thereout 
5 s.  6d.  for  a Bible  and  Whole  Duty  of  Man,  to  be  given  to  every  poor  boy  and 
girl  put  out ; and  in  case  of  any  surplus,  he  desired  that  105.  of  it  should  be 
applied  yearly  towards  repairing  the  two  houses  devised  for  the  use  of  the  vicar 
of  Kirkthorpe,  the  residue  of  the  surplus  to  be  for  the  use  of  his  son  John 
Smyth,  and  his  heirs  : the  trustees,  on  any  vacancy  in  their  number,  to  choose 
well-disposed  persons  dwelling  in  Heath  to  be  trustees,  and  the  number  of 
trustees  not  to  exceed  five. 

The  testator  by  the  said  will,  or  a codicil  thereto,  also  directed  the  further 
sum  of  205.  out  of  the  profits  of  the  said  navigation,  to  be  added  to  the  said 
sum  of  4/.  previously  given  to  the  same  purposes  ; and  he  directed,  that  305. 
more  should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  at  Heath  for  teaching  three  poor  boys 
in  every  year  that  the  trustees  should  not  put  out  an  apprentice  there  pursuant 
to  his  will. 

John  Smyth,  jun.  esq.  by  Will,  dated  in  1731,  gave  the  yearly  interest  of  50/. 
to  the  trustees  above  named  for  the  purpose  of  clothing  three  poor  boys  or  girls 
of  Heath,  Kirkthorpe  and  Warmfield  annually. 

From  the  insufficiency  of  the  fund,  the  number  of  poor  children  clothed 
under  these  charities  has  been  reduced  from  nine  to  six  ; but,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  this  and  some  other  deviations  from  the  literal  directions  of  the  first 
will,  rendered  necessary  or  expedient  by  circumstances,  these  charities  are  duly 
administered  and  applied  according  to  the  intentions  of  the  donors. 

Poors  Land. 

This  land,  the  acquisition  of  which  is  unknown,  is  situate  in  Heath,  and 
contains  about  three  roods.  It  is  let  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  George 
Balguy,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 /.  45.  per  annum,  which  is  the  full  value. 

The  rent  is  laid  out  in  purchasing  bread,  which  is  distributed  by  the  church- 
wardens on  the  eight  Sacrament  Sundays  in  the  year  among  poor  persons  of 
the  parish. 

Shillito’s  Gut. 

The  sum  of  20/.  given  for  the  poor  of  Sharlston  township  by  Richard  Shillito, 
was  laid  out,  together  with  30/.  belonging  to  the  inhabitants,  in  building  a cot- 
tage on  ground  given  by  the  Earl  of  Westmorland,  and  the  cottage  is  occupied 
rent-free,  by  a poor  family  placed  therein  by  the  trustees  of  the  Countess  of 
Westmorland’s  charity  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor.

WAPENTAKE  OF  BARKSTON  ASH. 

PARISH  OF  SHERBURN. 

The  Hospital  and  School. 

Robert  Hungate,  esquire,  by  his  Will,  dated  10th  May  1619,  appointed  that 
his  nephew,  Sir  William  Hungate,  and  his  niece,  Margery  Hungate,  his  exe- 
cutors, should,  out  of  the  sums  of  money  therein  mentioned,  purchase  lands  and 
hereditaments  in  fee-simple,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  profits  thereof  to  the  pur- 
poses therein  mentioned,  viz.  that  they,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  and  their  heirs, 
should  build  an  hospital,  with  a school-house  and  rooms,  within  the  town  of 
Saxton,  or  the  town  of  Sherburn,  for  legitimate  orphans  and  infants  only,  above 
7 and  under  15  years  old,  to  consist  of  24  orphans  at  one  time,  and  every  one  of 
them  yearly  to  have  allowed  and  paid  for  their  maintenance  there  51.  a year; 
also  to  provide  and  place  one  able  schoolmaster,  being  a preaching  minister,  to 
instruct  the  orphans  in  the  art  of  grammar,  and  to  catechise  them  in  the  grounds 
of  the  Christian  religion  twice  every  week,  and  to  preach  once  every  Sabbath  in 
the  parish  church  where  the  hospital  should  be  erected,  the  schoolmaster  to  have 
a convenient  room  for  his  lodging,  and  for  his  salary  yearly  30/. ; and  that  there 
should  be  also  an  usher  there,  to  have  yearly  for  his  stipend  ‘20  marks  ; and  that 
the  said  orphans,  schoolmaster,  preacher  and  usher,  should  from  time  to  time  be 
chosen  by  his  executors,  and  after  their  death  by  the  heir-male  of  the  body  of 
William  Hungate,  his  late  father,  if"  he  be  no  Popish  recusant ; and  that  the 
orphans  and  infants  of  the  towns  of  Saxton  and  Sherburn  be  first  preferred,  and 
after  them  the  orphans  and  infants  of  Sand  Hutton,  and  after  them  some  of  the 
city  of  York,  or  elsewhere  ; and  in  default  of  such  heir-male  of  the  body  of  his 
said  late  father,  or  if  such  heir-male  should  be  a Popish  recusant,  or  if  there 
should  be  default  in  choosing  and  placing  such  schoolmaster,  preacher,  usher  and 
orphans,  in  convenient  time  to  the  number  beforesaid,  then  his  will  was,  that  the 
Dean  of  York  for  the  time  being  should  elect  and  place  such  schoolmaster, 
preacher,  usher,  and  infants  and  orphans,  in  the  hospital  as  should  be  wanting, 
until  there  should  be  some  other  issue  or  heir-male  of  the  body  of  his  father, 
being  no  Popish  recusant,  to  appoint  them  ; and  that  the  school  should  be  free 
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for  all  orphans  and  men-children  born  within  Sherburn  and  Saxton ; and  that 
his  executors  and  their  heirs  should  pay  yearly  to  one  discreet  man  and  his 
wife  who  should  be  thought  fit,  to  make  provision,  meat,  drink,  and  cloth,  and 
all  other  necessaries  for  the  daily  provision  of  the  orphans  and  infants,  the  sum 
of  20  marks  ; and  that  40  marks  more  should  be  yearly  paid  out  of  the  profits 
of  the  lands  to  be  purchased  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  four  poor 
scholars  in  St.  John’s  College  in  Cambridge,  which  should  be  sent  from  the 
hospital  and  school ; and  that  no  orphan  or  infant  should  remain  in  the  hospital 
longer  than  until  he  or  she  should  be  of  the  full  age  of  15  years  and  a half,  at  the 
most,  but  that  they  should  before  and  within  that  time,  as  they  should  be  fit,  be 
sent  to  the  University,  or  be  placed  apprentices,  or  to  some  other  honest  course 
of  life  ; and  that  there  ever  should  be  four  poor  scholars  at  St.  John’s  College 
in  Cambridge,  which  should  be  sent  from  the  hospital ; and  that  the  40  marks 
appointed  towards  their  maintenance  there  should  be  paid  unto  them  equally 
until  they  should  have  been  their  full  time  to  commence  master  of  arts  within 
the  University  of  Cambridge  ; and  that  as  any  of  the  orphans  should  be  sent 
forth  of  the  hospital  as  aforesaid,  every  of  them  (except  those  who  should  be 
sent  to  the  University)  should  have  50s.  paid  to  him,  or  to  his  use,  to  help  his 
placing  as  an  apprentice,  or  otherwise  as  aforesaid  ; and  that  during  that  half 
year  next  after  any  should  be  so  put  to  be  an  apprentice,  or  otherwise  placed 
out,  no  others  should  be  placed  in  their  rooms,  but  at  every  half  year’s  end  so 
many  others  be  chosen  and  placed  in  their  rooms,  and  to  have  payments  and 
stipends  as  aforesaid;  and  his  will  was,  that  the  hospital  and  the  ordinances 
thereof  be  made  and  established  as  near  as  possible  to  the  foundation  and  orders 
of  the  hospital  for  orphans  of  Christ  Church,  near  unto  Newgate,  in  London  ; 
and  the  hospital  being  so  erected,  and  the  said  several  payments  and  stipends 
being  from  time  to  time  first  duly  paid,  the  residue  of  the  yearly  value  of  the 
said  lands  so  appointed  to  be  purchased  as  aforesaid  should  remain  unto  his  said 
executors,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  their  sole  and  proper  use  for  ever. 

The  hospital  and  school,  which  were  erected  at  Sherburn,  contain  apartments 
for  the  different  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will.  The  master  of  the  hospital  and 
the  children  are  lodged  in  the  building  ; but  the  apartments  destined  for  the 
master  of  the  school  being  very  small  have  not  been  occupied  by  him  for  many 
years. 

The  charity  is  maintained  by  an  annual  payment  issuing  out  of  estates  at 
Sherburn  belonging  to  Richard  Oliver  Gascoigne,  esq.  late  the  property  of 
Sir  Thomas  Gascoigne,  bart.  deceased,  the  representative  by  descent  of  the 
family  of  Hungate  ; the  fund  annually  appropriated  to  the  master  of  the  hospital 
in  respect  of  his  salary,  and  the  clothing  and  maintaining  of  the  children,  being 
145/.  Ids.  4 d.  and  that  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school  for  performance  of  his 
duties,  being  49/.  13  s.  4 d.  in  addition  to  which  Mr.  Gascoigne  defrays  the 
charge  of  keeping  the  buildings  in  repair. 

In  consequence  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  revenue,  the  number  of  children 
maintained  at  the  hospital  has  been  from  time  to  time  reduced.  According  to 
the  last  agreement  between  Mr.  Gascoigne  as  the  patron,  and  the  master  of  the 
hospital,  the  number  of  children  should  be  eight,  and  this  number  is  perhaps 
as  great  as  can  fairly  be  maintained,  but  through  neglect  to  fill  vacancies,  or 
from  some  other  cause  not  satisfactorily  explained,  there  have  for  about  four 
years  past  been  only  six. 

The  boys  are  appointed  by  or  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Gascoigne,  being 
generally  poor  children  who  have  lost  both  or  one  of  their  parents.  They  are 
supplied  by  the  master  of  the  hospital  with  food  and  clothing,  and  such  of  them 
as  continue  there  to  the  age  of  15  receive  also  from  the  master  on  leaving  the 
sum  of  2/.  10s.  and  a suit  of  clothes.  They  are  also  instructed  by  an  assistant, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  master  of  the  school,  in  reading,  writing  and 
accounts,  with  other  children  to  the  number  of  20,  or  thereabouts,  who  attend 
the  school.  For  many  years  past  no  usher  has  been  appointed,  and  the  stipends 
of  the  master  and  usher  have  been  consolidated  and  paid  to  the  master,  the 
latter  providing  thereout  books  for  the  charity-boys.  At  present  the  master’s 
stipend  is  received  by  his  assistant,  and  both  the  master  and  his  assistant  are  in 
holy  orders. 

Considering  the  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the  charity,  and  the  situation  in 
life  of  the  children  maintained  by  it,  it  need  scarcely  be  mentioned  that  no  boys 
have  gone  to  the  university  as  exhibitioners  for  many  years,  and  under  all  the 

circumstances 
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circumstances  of  the  case  it  does  not  appear  to  us  that  the  charity  would  be 
rendered  more  useful  and  efficient  by  a strict  adherence  to  the  directions  of 
the  will  being  required  or  adopted  in  practice.  As  some  grounds  of  complaint 
were  suggested  to  our  notice,  respecting,  principally,  the  maintenance  and 
clothing  of  the  boys,  and  the  employment  of  them  by  the  master  of  the  hospital 
in  services  of  labour,  we  endeavoured  fully  to  investigate  the  administration  of 
the  charity  in  that  and  other  particulars,  the  result  however  does  not  appear  of 
sufficient  importance  to  require  special  notice  in  this  Report,  though  in  some 
things  we  think  an  improvement  may  be  effected  by  the  attention  of  the  patron 
being  drawn  to  the  state  of  the  charity  ; for  which  purpose,  as  he  was  at  a distance 
when  this  inquiry  took  place,  we  have  caused  a copy  of  the  examination  to  be 
transmitted  to  him.

Plant’s  Gift. 

Thomas  Plant,  by  Will,  dated  7th  June  1770,  gave  100/.  placed  out  on  the 
security  of  the  Mai  ton  turnpike  road  to  the  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Sherburn  for 
time  being,  William  Barber  and  Thomas  Turpin,  and  the  survivor  of  the  two 
latter  and  his  heirs,  as  trustees,  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
township. 

The  fund  remains  vested  in  the  turnpike  security,  and  the  interest,  4/.  10,y. 
a year  or  thereabouts,  is  distributed  about  Christmas  by  the  grandson  and  heir 
of  Thomas  Turpin,  with  the  approbation  of  the  minister,  among  poor  widows 
of  the  township  receiving  no  aid,  or  but  little  aid  from  the  parochial  rates.

PARISH  OF  DARRINGTON. 

Poors  Land. 

This  land,  which  is  understood  to  have  been  left  by  Solomon  Dupier , who 
died  in  1732,  for  the  poor  of  Darrington,  is  situate  at  Carlton,  in  the  parish  of 
Snaith,  and  contains  four  acres,  or  thereabouts.  It  is  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  James  Appleyard,  of  Wheldrake  near  York,  as  hereditary  trustee,  and  is 
let  to  a tenant  holding  from  year  to  year  at  the  annual  rent  of  8 /.  The  rent 
has  not  been  advanced  for  some  time,  the  tenant  having  been  at  the  expense  of 
inclosing  the  land,  but  the  trustee  purposes  to  raise  it  next  Michaelmas  to  10/. 
a year.  The  rent  is  remitted  to  the  churchwardens  of  Darrington,  and  distri- 
buted by  them  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  FEATHERSTONE. 

The  Hospital,  on  Bead  Houses. 

The  foundation  of  this  charity  is  unknown.  The  premises  consist  of  three 
cottages,  and  a small  garden  adjoining.  Two  of  the  cottages  are  occupied  by 
poor  widows  of  the  township  of  Featherstone,  and  one  by  a poor  widow  of  the 
township  of  Purston  Jaglin,  nominated  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  property  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  poor  persons  is  a rentcharge 
of  3s.  4fd.  issuing  out  of  land  belonging  to  Sir  E.  M.  Wynn,  bart.  ; three  roods 
of  land  lying  in  a field  belonging  to  the  vicar  of  Featherstone,  which  was  allotted 
for  the  almshouse,  on  the  inclosure  of  Featherstone  Common,  and  for  which  the 
vicar  pays  2/.  a year ; a piece  of  land  (3r.  33p.)  near  the  Marlpit-hill,  in  the 
parish  of  Pontefract,  let  to  Benjamin  Fairer  at  31.  10s.  a year ; a piece  of 
land,  stated  to  be  3 it.  lying  in  a field  in  Featherstone  Common,  belonging  to 
Mr.  William  Atkinson,  for  which  he  pays  10  s.  a year ; and  a rentcharge  of  1/. 
a year,  paid  by  the  tenant  of  land  belonging  to  the  Rev.  Bacon  Frank. 

We  have  met  with  no  instruments  relating  to  the  endowment,  except  the  Will  of 
lloberl  Frank , dated  the  26th  December  1737,  whereby,  after  reciting  that  his 
father  in  his  lifetime,  and  he,  since  his  death,  had  paid  to  the  poor  persons  placed 
in  an  almshouse  or  hospital  in  Featherstone  the  sum  of  10s.  yearly,  but  out  of 
what  lands  the  same  was  charged  could  not  be  ascertained  ; to  make  the 
payment  more  certain,  he  charged  the  said  yearly  payment  on  a close  in 
Pontefract,  called  Rancall  Pitts  (which  he  thereby  devised  to  his  daughter, 
Margaret  Frank,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  subject  to  that  and  other  payments). 
And  he  also  devised  to  the  poor  people  in  the  said  hospital  for  ever  the  further 
yearly  sum  of  10s. ; but  if  any  of  the  persons  in  the  almshouse,  or  any  in  trust 
for  them,  should  claim  the  said  rent  or  sum  out  of  any  other  of  his  lands,  then 
he  w illed  those  devises  and  charges  to  be  void. 

The  full  value  is  paid  for  the  different  pieces  of  land,  except  that  in 
Mr.  Atkinson’s  field,  the  payment  for  which  is  inadequate.  It  is  stated,  that 
the  rent  was  formerly  advanced  from  5 s.  to  10  s.  a year,  and  the  latter  sum  has 
now?  been  paid  for  a great  many  years.  The  piece  of  ground  is  not  distinguished 
by  boundaries,  but  its  situation  is  said  to  be  w’ell  known.  It  was  represented 
to  us,  that  the  payment  of  a proper  rent  would  probably  be  obtained  if  the 
subject  wrere  brought  to  public  notice  and  consideration  at  a vestry  meeting, 
and  we  have  recommended  the  adoption  of  that  course. 

The  revenues  of  the  charity  are  usually  paid  to  the  resident  minister  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  w hole  is  divided  equally  amongst  the  widows  in  quarterly 
payments. 

The  cottages  are  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  two 
townships. 

Redman’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  10/.  was  given  by  Richard  Redman  for  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
and  the  interest,  105.  a year,  used  to  be  distributed  in  four  sums  of  25.  6d. 
among  poor  persons  of  the  respective  tow  nships  of  Featherstone,  Purston  Jaglin, 
Aikton,  and  Whitwood.  The  sum  of  2/.  105.,  part  of  the  principal  money, 
was  applied  many  years  ago  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Purston  Jaglin,  and  the 
interest  of  the  remainder,  7 1-  10.?.,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William 
Moore,  of  this  parish,  is  distributed  in  the  proportions  above  mentioned  among 
poor  persons  of  the  three  other  townships. 

Gilliam’s  Dole. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  understood  to  have  been  left  by  Mar//  Gilliam  for  the 
poor  of  Purston  Jaglin,  is  paid  as  a rentcharge  on  a piece  of  ground  in  that 
township,  called  Cross  Close,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Thomas  Woodhead. 
The  money  is  regularly  distributed  by  Mr.  Woodhead  among  poor  persons 
nominated  at  a vestry  meeting. 

Poors  Land. 

A close  of  2r.  29  p.  in  Purston  Jaglin,  called  Pickhill,  is  appropriated  to  the 
poor  of  that  township,  and  is  let  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  Mr.  A\  illiam 
Nunns  at  30  5.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value  ; and  the  rent  is  distributed 
among  poor  persons  nominated  at  a vestry  meeting. 

A piece 
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A piece  of  ground,  containing  1a.  Sit.  or  thereabouts,  which  has  been  long 
in  the  possession  of  a family  named  Burkinshaw,  is  stated  to  have  been  left  by 
Thomas  Shillito  in  1712  or  1721  for  the  poor  of  Purston  Jaglin.  We  have 
caused  a search  to  be  made  for  the  will  at  York,  where  it  is  said  to  have  been 
proved,  but  no  will  has  been  found  containing  such  a devise ; and  it  is  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Burkinshaw,  that  the  land  was  claimed  by  the  Crown  in  right  of 
the  duchy  of  Lancaster.  This  is  all  the  information  we  have  been  enabled  to 
obtain  on  the  subject.

Doles  oii  Rentchaiiges. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  issuing  out  of  an  estate  at  North  Elmsall,  the  pro- 
perty of  George  Cholmley,  esq.  is  payable  under  the  name  of  Pymonfs  Dole , to 
the  different  townships  in  the  parish,  in  the  following  proportions,  viz.  :

The  portions  are  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  respective  townships,  who 
distribute  the  same  among  the  poor  thereof  in  small  sums  at  their  discretion. 

No  account  can  now  be  given  of  the  origin  of  the  charity. 

There  are  also  two  yearly  pensions  of  135.  4 d.  each,  payable  to  two  poor 
widows  belonging  to  the  townships  of  South  Kirkby  and  South  Elmsall,  under 
a charity  founded  by  Cartwright  alias  Vicars,  the  particulars  of  which  have  not 
yet  been  inquired  into.  The  pensions  are  received  from  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens of  Broadsworth  by  two  poor  widows,  one  from  each  of  the  townships, 
nominated  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  South  Kirkby.

Poors  Estate. 

This  estate,  originally  devised  by  the  Will  of  Robert  A/lott,  dated  29th  poors  Estate. 
September  1735,  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  South  Kirkby,  is  under  the 
management  of  the  vicar  and  parish-officers,  and  consists  of  two  messuages  and 
a blacksmith’s  shop,  situate  at  Cross  Hill,  in  the  village  of  South  Kirkby,  and 
about  1 \ a.  of  land,  with  a few  perches,  on  Kirkby  common,  in  the  same 
parish. 

One  of  the  messuages  used  as  a public-house  is  let  with  the  land  to  Mary 
Waterton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  for  the  whole  of  51.  2 s.  4 d.  The 
other  messuage  and  blacksmith’s  shop  are  let  together  to  Widow  Turner  at  the 
rent  of  by  the  year.  The  buildings  are  let  subject  to  repairs  by  the  tenant, 
and  are  occupied  at  low  rents  on  that  account.  The  land  is  let  for  its  full 
value. 

The  rents  are  regularly  received,  and  distributed  in  vestry  among  the 
industrious  poor  of  the  township  of  South  Kirkby,  in  sums  of  105.  and  under, 
according  to  a list  made  out  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens. 


Armroyd’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  234/.  17 s.  4 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Armroyd’sCharity. 
accountant-general,  was  set  apart  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
South  Kirkby  and  South  Elmsall,  under  an  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made 
12th  February  1779,  in  a cause  of  Armroyd  v.  Pell  and  others,  to  answer 
a legacy  of  100/.  given  by  the  Will  of  William  Armroyd , deceased,  and  arrears 
of  interest  that  had  accrued  thereon. 

The  dividends  are  received  by  the  vicar  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being, 
under  an  order  of  the  court,  and  are  distributed  yearly  at  Christmas  by  him  and 
the  churchwardens  among  poor  persons  of  the  two  townships. 

Bowes’s  and  Allott’s  Charities. 

Mrs.  Ann  Bowes,  by  Will,  dated  19th  November  1784,  bequeathed  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  townships  of  South  Kirkby  and 
Rep.

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South  Elmsall,  the  sum  of  100/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  from 
time  to  time  amongst  the  poor  of  those  townships,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers ; and  she  appointed  James  Allott,  esq.  sole 
executor  of  her  will. 

The  said  James  Allott,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  27th  September  1811,  gave 
400/.  to  the  clergyman  of  the  parish  of  South  Kirkby  and  the  overseers  of  the 
townships  of  South  Kirkby  and  South  Elmsall,  in  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the 
annual  interest  thereof  in  moieties  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  in  each  of  the  said 
townships  at  the  vestry  of  the  parish  church  on  every  Easter  Tuesday. 

The  legacies  were  retained,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  parish,  by  the 
executors,  at  interest,  and  are  at  present  at  interest  of  4f  per  cent  in  the  hands 
of  Robert  Allott,  of  Crofton,  esq.  the  surviving  executor  of  the  will  of  James 
Allott. 

The  interest  is  distributed  yearly  by  the  minister  and  parish  officers  among 
poor  persons  of  the  townships  of  South  Elmsall  and  South  Kirkby. 

Payment  of  15  s.  a year,  and  Money  secured  on  Bond. 

The  sum  of  15 s.  a year  is  paid  by  Robert  Allott,  esq.  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  South  Kirkby,  in  respect,  as  is  understood,  of  a benefaction  of  15/.  formerly 
given  by  a lady  of  the  name  of  Green,  who  married  into  the  family  of  the 
Allotts  ; and  the  sum  of  10 s.  7 hd.  is  paid  yearly  by  a Mrs.  Wood,  widow,  as 
interest  of  10/.  12s.  6d.  poors-money,  which  was  lent  to  her  late  husband, 
William  Wood,  on  the  security  of  a bond,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
of  the  parish,  dated  28th  July  1785. 

The  sums  thus  received  for  interest  are  added  to  and  applied  with  the  funds 
for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  South  Kirkby  in  manner  already  noticed. 


PONTEFRACT. 

St.  Nicholas’s  Hospital. 

This  hospital  consists  of  two  houses,  one  for  men  and  the  other  for  women, 
each  containing  one  common  room,  and  separate  bed-rooms  adjoining  the 
common  rooms. 

The  hospital  was  rebuilt  or  materially  improved  soon  after  the  year  1G73, 
partly  by  aid  of  100/.  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Thomas  Sayle,  of  Pontefract,  for  the 
purpose. 

By  the  charter  of  incorporation  of  the  borough  of  Pontefract,  dated  the 
2d  March,  4 James  I.  reciting,  that  there  was  within  the  borough  of  Pontefract, 
an  hospital,  anciently  founded  by  an  abbot  of  the  monastery  of  St.  Oswald,  in 
the  county  of  York,  called  St.  Nicholas’s  Hospital,  consisting  of  one  reader  and 
13  poor  persons  in  the  said  hospital  to  be  maintained  and  relieved,  the  election 
and  appointment  of  which  persons,  by  indisputable  right,  belonged  to  His 
Majesty,  his  heirs  and  successors,  in  right  of  the  Crown  of  England;  and  reciting, 
that  the  auditor  and  receiver  of  the  Crown,  as  His  Majesty  had  been  informed, 
had  been  used  to  nominate  and  appoint  certain  persons  in  the  room  of  the 
reader  and  poor  persons,  in  such  manner  that  the  poor  and  indigent  persons  of 
the  borough  of  Pontefract  had  oftentimes  been  deprived  of  the  relief  they  sought 
to  have  had  in  the  hospital,  to  the  detriment  of  the  borough  of  Pontefract,  His 
Majesty  therefore,  that  the  mayor  and  burgesses  might  the  better  support  the 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  borough,  and  at  their  humble  request,  granted  to 
them  and  their  successors,  that  whensoever  the  reader,  or  any  of  the  poor  of  the 
hospital  should  depart  this  life,  or  for  any  reasonable  cause  be  removed,  (which 
reader  and  poor  persons  it  was  ordered  should,  for  misbehaviour  or  other  reason- 
able cause,  be  removable  by  the  mayor  and  burgesses,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
the  mayor  to  be  one,)  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and  common  bur- 
gesses, or  the  greater  part  of  them,  the  mayor  to  be  one,  to  choose  and  appoint 
another  or  others  out  of  the  poor  and  indigent  persons  of  the  borough  of  Pon- 
tefract in  the  room  or  places  of  such  reader  or  poor  so  dying  or  removed. 

The  primary  endowment  of  the  hospital  is  a corody  or  pension  of  23/.  135.  4c/. 
payable  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  which  we  find  by  a deed, 
$ dated 
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dated  the  19th  September  16.50,  (being  or  intended  to  be  a grant  of  certain  fee- 
farm  rents  belonging  to  the  duchy  under  an  Act  of  Parliament,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  the  above-mentioned  and  other  corodies,)  was  appropriated  to  and 
directed  to  be  divided  and  paid  as  follows  : viz.  to  the  curate  or  reader  of  the 
hospital,  51.  a year  ; to  the  11  poor  people  in  the  hospital,  1 /.  65.  8 d.  a-piece, 
14/.  13s.  4 c/.  a year;  and  to  the  two  servants  of  the  hospital,  40s.  each,  4/.  a year. 

This  corody  is  now  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  duchy,  after  deducting  for 
the  debenture,  at  the  rate  of  1 s.  2 \d.  in  the  pound,  1/.  8 s.  4 d.  a year,  which 
deduction,  we  find  from  an  entry  in  the  charter-book  of  the  corporation,  ought 
to  be  made  from  each  of  the  stipends,  in  the  proportions  following,  viz.  from  the 
51.  to  the  reader,  6s. ; from  the  14/.  13s.  4c/.  to  the  almspeople,  17s.  Gd.  ; and 
from  the  4/.  for  the  servants,  4s.  10c/.  The  reader,  however,  to  whom  the  corody 
is  paid  by  the  receiver  of  the  duchy  for  himself  and  the  poor,  retains  his  stipend 
of  51.  in  full,  which,  though  the  sum  is  trivial,  is  to  that  extent  unfair. 

The  almspeople  are  also  entitled  to  the  following  property  under  different 
donations : viz. 

£.1  a year,  being  a rentcharge  devised  by  Edward  Holcott  in  1 673  out  of 
a close  in  Barley  Gate,  in  the  occupation  of  Christopher  Swallow,  and  which  is 
paid  by  Mr.  John  Seaton,  of  Pontefract,  on  behalf  of  Miss  Saltonstall,  the  owner. 

An  annual  rentcharge  of  2/.  10s.  payable  out  of  certain  closes  called  Baghill 
Closes,  in  the  township  of  Pontefract,  the  property  of  John  Petyt,  esq.  ; as  to 
which  we  find  that  Nicholas  Stables,  by  his  Will,  dated  29th  December  I67I, 
devised  30s.,  and  William  Stables,  by  Will  of  11th  February  1704,  devised 
20s.  a year  for  the  poor  of  St.  Nicholas  Hospital,  payable  out  of  the  tithes  of 
Blind  Hardwick,  and  that  upon  the  sale  of  the  tithes  to  Lord  Viscount  Galway, 
William  Stables,  esq.  by  deed,  dated  4th  April  1748,  granted  to  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Pontefract,  the  rentcharge  of  50s.  a year  out  of 
the  Baghill  Closes  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  St.  Nicholas  Hospital,  in  lieu  and 
satisfaction  of  the  two  rentcharges  charged  upon  the  tithes. 

Eight  half  acres,  or,  by  admeasurement,  4 a.  3r.  of  land  in  Ferry  Bridge 
Field,  in  the  parish  of  Pontefract,  being  in  separate  parcels,  with  a stone  at 
the  end  of  each  marked  N.  II . It  is  unknown  how  this  property  came  to  the 
hospital.  The  land  is  in  the  occupation  of  Matthew  Hutchinson,  as  yearly 
tenant,  and  was  let  to  him  in  March  1822,  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  present 
at  the  Rotation  Office,  at  7 1.  a year,  but  through  some  mistake  no  more  than 
5/.  a year,  which  was  the  former  rent,  has  been  since  received  from  him.  The 
land  is  worth  nearly  8 /.  a year. 

A piece  of  garden-ground,  containing  1 r.  1 6 p.  near  the  Castle  Cottage  in 
Pontefract,  let  to  Matthew  Hutchinson  as  yearly  tenant,  at  SI.  3s.  a year, 
the  fair  annual  value.  It  is  not  known  how  this  property  was  acquired.  The 
ground  was  formerly  two  undivided  thirds  of  a garth,  but  the  other  third  is 
now  parted  off  by  a hedge. 

A piece  of  ground  adjoining  the  hospital,  of  which  part  continues  to  be  used 
by  the  almspeople  as  a yard  or  garden  ; other  part  was  taken  about  the  year 
1804,  for  an  addition  to  a new  burial-ground,  and  two  small  portions  of  it 
have  been  taken  for  the  accommodation  of  persons  having  property  adjoining 
for  their  accommodation.  Witli  respect  to  the  land  taken  to  increase  the 
burial-ground,  which  is  represented  to  be  in  dimensions  about  60  yards  by 
4 yards,  it  appears  that  it  was  taken  under  a resolution  of  several  of  the 
parishioners  at  a vestry  meeting,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  mayor  and 
commonalty.  No  specific  compensation  has  been  given  to  the  almspeople  for 
the  land,  but  as  a considerable  contribution  is  made  out  of  the  poor-rates  for 
the  support  of  the  inmates  of  the  almshouses,  it  is  urged  that  an  ample  equiva- 
lent is  in  that  way  made.  One  parcel  of  the  land,  taken  for  the  accommodation 
of  persons  having  property  adjoining,  being  about  four  yards  square,  is  in  the 
occupation  of  Messrs.  Gaggs  and  Carter,  under  an  acknowledgment  of  5s. 
a year,  and  is  worth  about  20 s.  a year  ; the  other  part,  which  is  covered  by 
part  of  a house  belonging  to  Mr.  Rayner,  in  the  occupation  of  Luke  Carter, 
is  held  without  payment  of  any  acknowledgment,  and  it  would  be  proper  that 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  should  demand  a suitable  acknowledgment  for  it. 

The  sum  of  155.  a year  used  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of  this  hospital,  being 
a payment  which  was  reserved  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  out  of  certain  land 
at  Darrington,  on  the  occasion  of  that  land  being  given  to  the  vicar  of  St.  Giles’s 
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church  in  Pontefract  in  1739,  in  exchange  for  a house  adjoining  the  church, 
but  the  annuity  has  not  been  paid  for  a great  length  of  time,  and  there  is  no 
document  or  other  evidence  to  show  why  it  was  paid  for  the  use  of  the 
almspeople. 

A legacy  of  10/.  formerly  given  for  the  hospital,  was  expended  some  years 
ago  in  repair  of  the  almshouse  ; and  it  appears  from  entries  in  the  corporation 
books,  that  in  1700  there  were  bonds  held  for  different  sums  belonging  to  the 
poor  of  St.  Nicholas’s  hospital  to  the  amount  of  35/.  or  thereabouts,  but  of 
these  funds  no  account  can  now  be  obtained. 

The  management  of  this  almshouse  is  left  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  the  former  not  interfering,  except  to  nominate  almspeople 
on  vacancies,  when  they  generally  select  such  as  are  recommended  by  the 
overseers. 

Thirteen  poor  persons,  two  of  them  being  in  the  quality  of  servants  to  the 
others,  are  lodged  in  the  almshouse,  when  the  number  of  almspeople  is  com- 
plete, but  in  consequence  of  the  smallness  of  the  provision  for  the  support  of 
the  poor  persons,  it  sometimes  happens  that  candidates  for  the  situation  are 
not  found  when  vacancies  occur. 

The  overseers  of  the  poor  receive  the  income  arising  from  the  charity- 
property,  and  they  pay  to  each  of  the  poor  persons  Is.  a week,  and  supply  them 
with  coals,  and  keep  the  almshouse  in  repair.  Many  of  the  poor  people  also 
receive  separate  relief  from  the  poor-rates.  The  regular  expenditure  consider- 
ably exceeds  the  amount  of  income,  and  its  revenues  are  insufficient  to  support 
the  hospital,  for  which  reason  it  seems  unavoidable  that  the  charity  should 
continue  to  subsist  in  its  present  mixed  condition,  viz.  that  of  an  hospital  and 
a parochial  poor-house. 


Knolles’s,  or  the  Trinity  Almshouse. 

Knolles’s,  or  the  This  almshouse  was  formerly  part  of  a dissolved  hospital  or  religious  house. 
Trinity  Almshouse,  founded  by  Sir  Robert  Knolles  in  the  time  of  Richard  II.  The  almshouse 
consists  of  one  large  common  room,  and  16  sleeping-rooms,  and  the  number 
of  poor  persons  maintained  in  it  is  1C,  viz.  seven  men  and  nine  women,  two  of 
the  latter  being  considered  in  the  capacity  of  servants  or  assistants  to  the  other 
almspeople.  The  number  originally  was  15,  and  it  is  not  known  on  what 
occasion  an  additional  poor  person  was  introduced,  but  the  number  has  been 
16  ever  since  1740,  and  probably  for  a longer  period. 

The  permanent  funds  or  property  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  alms- 
house consists  of  an  annual  payment  from  the  revenues  of  the  duchy  of 
Lancaster,  the  moiety  of  the  rent  of  certain  premises  at  Whitechapel  devised 
by  John  Mercer,  and  the  interest  of  a benefaction  bequeathed  by  John 
Whiteman. 

With  regard  to  the  payment  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  duchy,  we  find  that 
by  a grant  or  warrant  from  the  crown  of  the  23d  October,  6th  Queen  Elizabeth, 
reciting  that  Sir  Walter  Mildmay  and  Robert  Kaylwaie,  esq.  the  commissioners, 
for  the  continuing  of  grammar-schools,  free  chapels,  and  other  things,  had  by 
their  warrant  directed  to  the  chancellor  of  the  duchy  of  Lancaster,  appointed 
a schoolmaster  to  serve  within  the  town  of  Pontefract,  and  have  for  his  stipend 
59  s.  7 d.  and  had  also  appointed  an  almshouse  within  the  said  town,  called 
Knolles’s  Almshouse  to  continue,  in  which  were  15  aged  people  maintained, 
whereof  two  were  servants  to  the  rest,  and  every  of  the  15  to  have  yearly 
53s.  4 d.  it  is  declared,  that  forasmuch  as  the  schoolmaster  did  not  his  endeavour 
and  diligence  in  the  due  education  and  bringing  up  of  young  children,  and 
divers  persons  had  been  placed  in  the  almshouse  who  were  unmeet  persons 
for  the  places,  her  Majesty  therefore,  for  reformation  thereof,  authorized  the 
mayor  and  burgesses  of  Pontefract  for  the  time  being,  at  their  discretion,  to 
appoint  a learned  and  able  person  to  be  schoolmaster,  and  also  from  time  to 
time  to  place  aged,  impotent,  and  needy  meet  persons,  in  the  rooms  of  the  alms- 
house according  to  the  ancient  foundation  thereof.  And  we  further  find,  that 
by  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  20th  Geo.  3d,  “ for  dividing  the  Park  of  Ponte- 
fract, and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,”  after  reciting  that  from  the 
reign  of  King  Edward  6th,  there  had  been  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  the 
duchy  of  Lancaster  arising  within  the  honor  of  Pontefract,  the  annual  sum  of 
41/.  5 s.  for  or  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  Trinity  Hospital,  other- 
wise 
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wise  called  Knolles’s  Almshouse,  in  Pontefract ; and  that  for  making  some  Pontefract. 

further  provision  for  the  said  poor,  certain  lands  in  the  said  Park  were  in  or  

about  the  year  1764,  by  the  consent  of  the  then  lessee  of  the  Park,  and  the  Kn°lles’s,  or  the 
inhabitants  of  Pontefract,  taken  up  and  inclosed,  and  a certain  annual  sum  had  TTm'll^i!!ucd°ase* 

been  paid  by  the  tenant  thereof  for  the  time  being  to  the  trustees  of  the  ' 3 — - — 7 

hospital,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof ; and  that  on  the  treaty  for  the  division 
of  the  Park  it  had  been  agreed  that  in  lieu  of  the  allowance  so  made  out  of 
the  said  new  inclosed  lands,  the  aforesaid  ancient  allowance  of  41/.  5 s.  should 
be  augmented  to  the  annual  sum  of  63/-  7 s.  and  that  the  new  inclosed  land 
should  be  discharged  from  all  payments  to  the  hospital  ; it  was  enacted  that 
from  Michaelmas  1780  there  should  be  charged  and  annually  paid  out  of  the 
revenues  and  possessions  of  the  duchy,  within  the  honor  of  Pontefract,  by  the 
receiver  thereof,  on  debentures  from  the  auditor  of  the  duchy,  and  in  lieu  of 
the  several  payments  or  allowances  aforesaid,  unto  the  trustees  or  guardians  of 
the  hospital  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof,  the  annual  sum  of  63/.  7 s.  on  such 
days  as  the  allowance  of  41/.  5 s.  had  been  usually  paid. 

The  sum  of  60/.  per  annum,  which  is  the  amount  of  the  audit-money,  after 
deducting  the  debenture,  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Pontefract  for 
the  time  being,  on  behalf  of  the  mayor,  for  the  use  of  the  hospital. 

As  to  the  moiety  of  the  rent  of  premises  in  Whitechapel,  we  find  that  John 
Mercer , by  Will,  dated  20th  May  1574,  devised  his  messuage  wherein  he  dwelt, 
with  the  gardens  and  appurtenances,  unto  and  amongst  the  poor  people  which 
should  be  dwelling  in  the  parish  of  Whitechapel,  and  the  poor  people  for  the 
time  being  of  the  house  of  Trinities  nigh  to  Pontefract,  where  he  was  horn, 
equally  and  alike  between  them,  to  be  distributed  by  portions  of  the  rent  yearly, 
or  otherwise,  as  to  his  overseers  and  the  churchwardens  of  Whitechapel  should 
be  thought  expedient ; that  at  a conference  between  the  parson  and  trustees 
of  Whitechapel,  and  the  mayor  and  common  burgesses  of  Pontefract  in  1587, 
it  was  agreed  and  declared,  by  a deed  executed  by  the  parties,  that  Whitechapel 
should  for  ever  after  collect  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits,  and  that  Pontefract 
should  allow  and  pay  one  moiety  of  all  taxes  and  expenses  ; that  in  May  177U 
the  premises  were  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  and  were  demised  for  31  years  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  40/. ; that  in  1802,  a freehold  wall  on  the  west  side  of  the 
estate  being  deemed  of  essential  service  to  it,  was  purchased  with  the  concur- 
rence of  persons  acting  on  behalf  of  each  of  the  parishes,  for  100/.  and  conveyed 
to  the  trustees ; and  that  in  the  same  year  the  premises  having  been  advertised 
to  be  let  for  31  years  from  Midsummer  1802,  part  thereof  being  in  front  of  the 
High-street  was  accordingly  agreed  to  be  demised  to  Mr.  Henry  Lee  for  that 
term,  in  consideration  of  100/.  at  the  yearly  rent  of  651.  with  a covenant  to 
expend  within  two  years  200/.  in  good  and  substantial  repairs,  and  to  keep  the 
premises  insured  for  800/. ; and  the  back  premises  were  agreed  to  be  demised 
in  consideration  of  30/.  for  the  same  term,  to  Mr.  James  Washe,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  20/.  with  a covenant  to  lay  out  200/.  in  repairs. 

The  sum  of  42/.  10s.  being  one  half  of  the  rent,  is  received  by  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Pontefract  from  the  overseers  of  Whitechapel,  for  the  use  of 
the  almspeople. 

As  to  Whiteman’s  gift,  we  find  that  John  Whiteman , brickmaker,  who  died 
shortly  before  the  year  1807,  by  his  Will,  bequeathed  the  rents  of  certain 
houses,  and  the  interest  of  certain  monies,  to  the  hospital,  after  the  decease  of 
his  widow,  brother  and  sister ; such  rents  and  interests  to  be  distributed  by  his 
executors  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  hospital,  share  and  share  alike  ; and 
that  the  only  property  which  was  or  could  be  obtained  under  this  gift,  is  the 
sum  of  120/.  now  secured  upon  the  paving-rates  of  the  town  of  Pontefract,  at 
interest  of  5 /.  per  cent  per  annum,  which  interest  is  paid  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  rates  to  the  almspeople  in  equal  shares.  The  gift  of  the  rents  of  the  houses 
to  the  almshouse  was  disputed  by  the  testator’s  relatives,  and  being  void  in  law 
could  not  be  supported. 

The  almspeople  are  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  comburgesses  of  Pontefract, 
and  receive  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Pontefract,  into  whose  hands  the 
pension  from  the  duchy  of  Lancaster,  and  the  rents  of  the  Whitechapel  pre- 
mises are  paid,  the  weekly  sum  of  2/.  3s.  amounting  annually  to  113/.  2.9.  with 
a supply  of  coals  to  the  amount  of  Qh  1 6s.  a year,  and  occasional  relief  in  case 
of  sickness.  The  almshouse  is  also  kept  in  repair  by  the  overseers  ; and  the 
male  inmates  of  the  hospital  receive  from  the  overseers,  in  addition  to  their 
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stipends,  the  sum  of  11  s.  10  \d.  each,  being  4/.  3s.  If  d.  a year,  but  for  what 
reason,  or  under  what  circumstances,  this  addition  came  to  be  made,  we  have 
been  unable  to  discover. 

A dispute  existed  lately  respecting  a small  piece  of  ground  near  the  alms-  * 
house,  to  which  the  almspeople  considered  themselves  entitled,  in  opposition  to 
a claim  made  thereto  by  Dr.  Jefferson,  the  proprietor  of  adjoining  premises. 
This  matter  was  referred  to  the  arbitration  of  John  Hardy,  esq.  recorder  of 
Leeds,  whose  determination  was  in  favour  of  Dr.  Jefferson,  and  we  find  no 
good  reason  suggested  for  doubting  the  propriety  of  his  conclusion. 

As  the  division  of  income  among  the  inmates  of  this  hospital  led  to  some 
dispute,  it  has  been  determined,  since  this  inquiry  was  made,  to  give  the  same 
stipends  and  allowances  to  all  the  poor  persons  equally. 


Perfect’s  Hospital. 

Perfect’s  Hospital.  This  hospital  is  understood  to  have  been  built  in  I667,  at  the  joint  expense  of 
the  town  and  corporation,  and  it  consists  of  three  separate  dwellings,  each  of 
them  for  a man  and  his  wife,  who  are  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  comburgesses 
of  Pontefract. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  hospital  which  was  given  by  William  Perfect, 
alderman  of  Pontefract,  consists  of  a piece  of  ground  adjoining  the  workhouse, 
containing  2r.  10p.  let  to  Thomas  Birkley  at  67.  6s.  a year  ; a dwelling-house 
adjoining  the  workhouse,  let  to  Mr.  Thompson  at  12/.  12s.  a year;  and  two 
houses  or  tenements  adjoining  the  hospital,  which  have  been  converted,  with 
part  of  the  contiguous  bead-houses,  into  a workhouse. 

The  hospital  property,  together  with  a piece  of  ground  belonging  to  the 
• bead-house  in  Pontefract,  is  held  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  under  an  agree- 

ment with  the  corporation,  at  the  annual  rent  of  40/.  which  rent  however  is  not 
paid,  the  overseers  in  lieu  thereof  maintaining  the  poor  in  Perfect’s  hospital 
and  the  bead-houses ; and  to  the  occupants  of  each  of  the  houses  in  Perfect’s 
hospital  they  pay  the  weekly  sum  of  5 s.  and  keep  the  building  in  repair. 

The  Bead-House  Hospital. 

The  Bead  House  These  buildings  for  poor  persons,  of  the  original  establishment  of  which  no 
Hospital.  account  can  be  given,  contained  eight  rooms,  and  were  occupied  by  16  poor 

persons;  but  in  or  about  the  year  1811,  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  pur- 
suance of  a resolution  at  a vestry-meeting,  converted  part  of  the  buildings  into 
a workhouse,  leaving  two  rooms  remaining,  calculated  for  the  residence  of  four 
poor  persons.  These  remaining  rooms  have  been  usually  occupied  by  two  poor 
persons,  but  of  a late  a third  person  has  been  added  to  their  number,  and  at 
the  time  of  this  inquiry  it  was  intended  to  place  another  additional  person  in 
the  building. 

There  was  a small  piece  of  ground  at  the  back  of  the  bead-houses  belonging 
thereto,  which  was  held  by  Mr.  William  Perfect  at  a rent  or  acknowledgment 
of  5 s.  a year,  but  which  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  held  by  them,  with  property  belonging  to  Perfect’s  hospital,  under  an  agree- 
ment with  the  mayor  and  comburgesses. 

The  overseers  of  the  poor  pay  to  two  of  the  occupants  of  the  bead-houses 
2 s.  6d.  each  per  week,  and  to  the  other  poor  person  2s.  a week,  and  they  keep 
the  buildings  in  repair. 

In  converting  part  of  the  bead-houses  into  a workhouse,  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  and  parishioners  appear  to  have  exceeded  any  authority  justly  belonging  to 
them  ; but  as  no  sufficient  property  or  funds  existed  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor  persons,  or  the  support  of  the  buildings,  it  would  be  of  little  or  no 
advantage  to  attempt  to  undo  or  correct  this  excess  of  authority. 

Catherine  Favell’s  Gift. 

Catherine  Favell’s  Catherine  Favell,  by  her  Will,  dated  2d  July  1723,  devised  as  follows  : 

“ I give,  devise  and  bequeath,  to  the  use  of  the  hospital  next  to  Pontefract 
castle  for  ever,  all  that  my  close  of  meadow  or  pasture-ground  lying  in  Ponte- 
fract, called  Slutwell  Garth;  and  I do  appoint  Mr.  Drake,  the  present  vicar  of 
Pontefract,  and  the  vicars  of  Pontefract  for  the  time  being,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, and  Mr.  Walker,  and  his  heirs,  to  be  trustees  for  the  said  charity,  and 
to  dispose  of  the  yearly  profits  of  the  said  close  to  and  amongst  such  six  poor 
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widows  belonging  to  the  said  hospital  yearly,  as  they  in  their  discretions  shall 
think  to  be  most  necessitous.” 

This  property  has  for  a long  period  been  held  by  Mr.  Hepworth,  and  his  pre- 
decessors in  estate,  at  the  annual  rent  of  4>l.  and  is  intermixed  with  or 
surrounded  by  land  belonging  to  him.  We  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  satisfactory  information  respecting  the  quantity  of  the  land  ; but  no  doubt 
can  be  entertained  that  the  rent  paid  has  long  been  greatly  below  the  value. 
We  have  supplied  an  official  extract  of  the  will  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
who  have  the  management  of  the  bead-houses,  and  have  recommended  that 
proper  steps  be  taken  by  the  vicar  and  them  for  ascertaining  the  quantity  of 
land,  and  obtaining  payment  of  the  fair  annual  value  of  it  for  the  poor 
people. 

The  sum  of  4 l.  a year  has  been  divided  between  the  two  poor  persons  who 
until  lately  were  the  sole  inmates  of  the  bead-houses. 
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Thwaites’s  Hospital. 

Richard  TJvwaites , by  Will,  dated  the  last  of  May  1G20,  reciting,  that  he  Thwaites’s 

had  surrendered  two  cottages  in  Newgate  and  Tanshelf,  and  two  gardens  Hospital, 
thereto  belonging,  and  a close  called  Tanshelf  Well  Close,  to  the  use  of  William 
Wilkinson  and  six  others,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  uses  in  his  will  to  be  declared, 
appointed  that  his  heirs  should  place  four  ancient  poor  single  women  to  dwell  in 
the  two  cottages,  and  that  each  of  them  should  have  a fourth  part  of  the  gardens  ; 
and  that  his  heirs,  or  those  that  should  have  the  estate  of  his  copyhold  lands  in 
Tanshelf  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Tanshelf  Well  Close, 
bring  or  cause  to  be  brought  unto  every  of  the  said  poor  women,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, yearly,  12  horse-loads  of  coals  for  their  fire,  and  pay  105.  in  money  at 
the  feasts  of  St.  John,  St.  Michael,  St.  Thomas,  and  the  Annunciation,  by  even 
portions,  for  their  relief  and  maintenance ; and  he  willed,  that  three  of  the 
poor  women  should  be  taken  out  of  the  town  of  Pontefract,  and  the  fourth  out 
of  Tanshelf ; and  that  the  mayor  and  three  of  the  senior  aldermen  of  Pontefract 
should  be  overseers  of  the  cottages  and  premises,  and  of  the  said  poor  ; and  that 
for  want  of  placing  of  poor  folks  in  the  said  rooms  by  his  heir  within  a month 
after  a vacancy,  the  said  overseers,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  should  have 
power  to  place  such  poor  persons  as  should  be  wanting.  And  he  further  de- 
clared, that  if  his  heirs  should  fail  to  bring  the  said  coals,  or  pay  the  said  money, 
to  the  use  of  the  poor,  the  said  overseers,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  should 
receive  31.  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Tanshelf  Well  Close,  and  therewith 
procure  the  coals,  to  be  carried,  and  the  stipend  paid  so  often  as  his  heirs  should 
tail  to  pay  the  same.  And  he  willed,  that  as  often  as  the  feoffees  ot  the  cottages 
and  premises  should  be  all  dead,  save  one  or  two,  the  said  overseers  should 
procure  the  surviving  feoffee  or  feoffees  to  surrender  the  same  to  so  many  more 
new  feoffees  as  the  testator  had  made  at  the  first  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

By  an  inquisition,  bearing  date  the  10th  April  1 674,  taken  under  a commis- 
sion of  charitable  uses,  it  was  found,  that  the  heirs  at  law  of  Richard  Thwaites 
were  all  long  before  dead,  and  not  any  of  his  name  or  blood  could  be  found, 
and  that  the  Tanshelf  Well  Close  had  come  to  the  possession  of  Thomas  Ward, 
who  had  paid  the  said  charitable  use  according  to  the  testator’s  direction  ; where- 
upon it  was  decreed  by  the  commissioners,  that  the  said  Thomas  Ward,  and  the 
owners  and  occupiers  of  the  Tanshelf  Well  Close  should  stand  charged  with  the 
payment  of  the  said  3/.  yearly,  to  wit,  to  every  poor  woman  of  the  hospital  105. 
and  to  every  one  of  them  12  horse-loads  of  coals  for  their  fire,  at  the  days 
named  in  the  will ; and  that  Leonard  Stables,  heir  at  law  of  die  last  surviving 
feoffee,  should  stand  seised  of  the  two  cottages,  gardens  and  premises,  to  the 
use  of  four  poor  women,  three  to  be  elected  out  of  the  town  of  Pontefract, 
and  one  out  of  Tanshelf ; and  that  the  mayor  of  Pontefract,  the  vicar  of 
Pontefract,  and  three  of  the  ancient  aldermen  of  the  town,  and  John  Hitching, 
should,  as  often  as  any  of  the  four  rooms  should  be  vacant,  make  a new  election 
in  the  place  of  her  or  them  so  dying. 

The  hospital-premises  consist  of  two  cottages,  each  containing  a sitting-room 
and  two  bed-rooms,  with  a small  yard  behind,  and  a garden,  which  is  let  by 
the  poor  people  for  31.  a year. 

The  four  almspeople  in  the  hospital  are  appointed  by  the  mayor,  vicar,  and 
three  senior  aldermen,  three  of  them  being  chosen  from  Pontefract,  and  one  from 
Tanshelf,  and  they  receive  from  Mr.  Perfect,  as  proprietor  of  the  Tanshelt 
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Well  Close,  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  viz.  10s.  a-piece  for  stipends,  and  5s.  a-piece 
in  lieu  of  coals. 

They  also  have  been  in  the  habit  of  receiving  1/.  a year  from  the  late  Bacon 
Frank,  esq.  and  his  successors  in  estate,  probably  under  a gift  by  John  Frank 
in  1618,  but  this  payment  has  been  in  arrear  for  a year  and  a half,  or 
thereabouts. 

The  hospital  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Pontefract. 

Cowper’s  Hospital. 

Robert  Cowper,  by  Will,  dated  the  21st  May  1668,  gave  unto  four  poor 
widows  of  the  town  of  Pontefract  for  ever  (in  case  he  died  without  issue  of 
Anne  his  wife)  his  two  cottages  or  tenements  in  Pontefract ; and  he  appointed 
Samuel  Drake,  D.D.  and  three  others  therein  named,  feoffees,  to  elect  and 
choose  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Pontefract  as  often  as  vacancies  should 
happen  in  either  of  the  two  tenements.  And  he  desired,  that  when  any  of  the 
feoffees  should  die,  the  succeeding  number  should  elect  another  to  act  in  his 
stead.  And  he  gave  unto  the  four  poor  widows  for  ever  20 s.  a-piece  yearly, 
to  be  paid  by  his  heirs  out  of  his  closes  at  Purston  Jaeklin,  for  the  repair  of 
the  cottages,  and  their  relief. 

The  hospital  is  situate  at  the  Butts  in  Pontefract,  and  contains  a kitchen  and 
four  sleeping-rooms,  with  a small  yard  behind.  The  tenements  mentioned  in 
the  will,  and  which  stood  on  Boner  Hill,  were  taken  down,  and  the  present 
almshouse  was  erected  in  lieu  of  them,  at  the  expense  of  the  parishioners,  and 
is  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  rates.  The  four  poor  widows  who  live  in  the 
hospital  are  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  senior  aldermen,  who  have  for  some 
time  past  acted  as  trustees,  and  they  receive  the  sum  of  20 s.  a-piece  yearly, 
which  is  paid  by  John  Seaton,  esq.  of  Pontefract. 

It  is  stated  in  an  entry  in  the  charter-book  of  the  corporation,  without  date, 
that  the  stipends  of  20  s.  a-piece  were  paid  by  Mr.  Richard  Saltonstall,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  his  close  in  Bailey  Gate,  in  lieu  of  being  paid  out  of 
the  lands  in  Purston  Jaeklin  mentioned  in  the  will,  but  on  what  occasion  this 
substitution  took  place,  we  have  not  discovered. 

Matthew  Swiney , who  died  in  1765,  bequeathed  100/.  to  the  poor  of  this 
hospital. 

This  legacy  is  now  invested  on  the  security  of  the  street-rates  at  five  per  cent 
per  annum,  and  the  interest  is  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  rates  to  the 
almspeople. 

Matthew  Frank’s  Hospital. 

This  almshouse,  which  contains  a dwelling-room  and  two  bed-rooms  for  two 
poor  widows,  is  supposed  to  have  been  established  and  endowed  by  Matthew 
Frank , formerly  an  alderman  of  Pontefract,  but  there  exist  no  documents 
respecting  the  foundation. 

Robert  Frank,  esq.  by  his  Will,  dated  26th  December  17£>7,  directed  that 
Margaret  Frank,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  the  mayor  and  three  senior  aldermen  or 
comburgesses  of  Pontefract,  resident  in  the  town,  and  the  vicar  of  Pontefract, 
should  elect  and  place  the  poor  widows,  upon  vacancies,  into  the  said  alms- 
house, which  is  in  the  will  described  as  founded  by  his  great-grandfather  or 
great-uncle,  Frank,  or  one  of  them  ; and  the  mayor,  three  senior  aldermen,  and 
vicar,  do  accordingly  exercise  the  power  of  appointing  the  poor  people  on 
vacancies,  and  act  as  trustees  for  the  hospital. 

The  property  of  the  hospital  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1.  A small  messuage  in  Micklegate,  and  four  cottages  or  tenements,  with 
a garden,  lying  immediately  behind  the  messuage. 

These  premises  had  fora  long  course  of  years  before  1821  been  held  at  a rent 
of  2 5 s.  a year  by  persons  named  Hunt,  and  had  fallen  into  very  bad  condition, 
and  in  that  year  they  were  demised  by  the  trustees  to  Elizabeth  Hunt,  and 
William  Armitage,  her  son-in-law,  for  10  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5/.  the 
lessees  covenanting  to  lay  out  100/.  at  the  least  on  the  necessary  repairs  and 
substantial  improvements  of  the  premises,  and  which  covenant  has  been  per- 
formed. The  premises  were  let  upon  proper  terms.  The  rent  is  received  by 
the  town-clerk  of'  Pontefract  on  behalf  of  the  trustees,  and  paid  in  equal  shares 
lo  the  two  widows. 
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2.  Two  pieces  of  ground,  one  at  the  hack  of  the  hospital,  containing 
20  perches  or  thereabouts,  the  other  lying  near  Saint  Nicholas’s  Hospital  and 
the  mill-dam,  containing  2r.  4p.  or  thereabouts. 

These  pieces  of  land  are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Carter,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  61.  10^.  a year,  which  is  the  fair  annual  value.  The  rent  is  paid  bv  the  tenant 
to  the  widows  in  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  is  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Pontefract. 

Robert  Frank’s  Hospital. 

This  hospital  adjoins  Matthew  Frank’s  almshouse,  and  contains  a kitchen  and 
two  sleeping-rooms  for  two  widows. 

Robert  Frank,  the  founder,  by  Will,  dated  the  26th  December  1737,  devised 
unto  his  daughter,  Margaret  Frank,  and  her  heirs  the  hospital,  [described  as 
a cottage  or  tenement  he  had  lately  built  in  Micklegate  for  an  almshouse,  wherein 
he  had  placed  two  poor  widows,]  and  also  all  his  estate  and  interest  in  a close 
of  meadow  or  pasture  lying  in  the  North  Field  in  Pontefract,  containing  by 
estimation  two  acres,  and  also  one  acre  of  land  lying  in  a place  called  Beckhill, 
in  a field  called  the  Nether  Tays,  for  the  use  and  in  trust,  that  the  said  Margaret 
Frank,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  should  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  two 
persons  in  the  hospital,  equally  between  them,  and  after  their  decease  to  such 
poor  widows  as  should  be  thereafter  placed  and  elected  into  the  almshouse  half- 
yearly  at  Pentecost  and  Martinmas  ; and  he  appointed,  that  after  the  death  of 
either  of  the  widows  another  poor  widow  of  Pontefract  should  be  chosen  and 
placed  in  the  almshouse  in  her  place  within  a month  after  her  death,  so  that 
there  might  be  always  two  poor  widows  in  the  almshouse  ; the  electing,  placing 
and  displacing  of  the  widows  for  misdemeanor  to  be  in  the  said  Margaret  Frank, 
her  heirs  and  assigns,  the  mayor  and  three  senior  aldermen  or  comburgesses  of 
Pontefract  resident  in  the  said  town  for  the  time  being  and  their  successors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them  ; and  he  further  willed  and  declared,  that  if  the  rents 
and  profits  of  a close  in  Pontefract  called  the  Great  Rancal  Pitts,  being  then  in 
his  own  possession,  and  abutting  on  Penny  Lane  on  the  north,  the  West  Field 
on  the  south,  and  otherwise  as  therein  mentioned,  (and  which  close  he  thereby 
devised  to  his  said  daughter,  Margaret  Frank,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust, 
that  she  and  they  should  pay  the  sums  thereby  charged  thereon  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,)  should  be  let  for  4/.  a year,  then  he  charged  the  said  close 
with  the  payment  of  105.  a year,  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  poor  widows 
in  the  said  hospital  for  ever. 

It  is  not  quite  clear,  for  the  reasons  mentioned  below,  that  the  testator  had 
a power  of  disposition  over  the  land  in  the  North  Field  and  Beckhill ; the  pro- 
perty, however,  has  uniformly  since  his  death  been  appropriated  to  the  support 
of  the  poor  women  in  the  almshouse. 

The  property  in  the  North  Field,  which  consists  of  a close  of  2 a.  2r.  39p. 
in  Spittal  Hardwick  Lane,  ijj  in  the  occupation  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  105.,  and  the  land  called  Beckhill  Close,  which  contains 
1a.  2r.  31  p.  is  in  the  occupation  of  Widow  Patrick,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  6/.  105. 
per  annum.  The  lands  are  let  at  their  fair  annual  value,  and  the  rents  are  paid 
to  and  divided  equally  between  the  two  widows  in  the  almshouse.  In  respect  of 
the  close  called  Rancal  Pits,  the  sum  of  10  5.  a year  has  also  usually  been  paid  by 
the  agent  of  Mr.  Frank,  but  the  payment  due  for  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day 
1825  had  not  been  made  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry. 

This  hospital  is  also  kept  in  repair  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Pontefract. 

It  appears  by  a deed  in  the  possession  of  the  corporation,  dated  the  10th 
November  1629,  that  John  Frank  in  1 6 1 8 gave  to  the  poor  of  Pontefract  50/. 
to  be  laid  out  in  land,  and  the  produce  thereof  to  be  distributed,  by  consent  of 
the  mayor  and  the  testator’s  heirs  ; and  that  the  legacy  of  50/.  with  an  addition 
of  10/.  given  for  the  same  purpose  by  Dorothy  Frank,  was  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  property,  which  was  conveyed  by  the  deed  referred  to,  by  the  descrip- 
tion of  “ One  acre  of  arable  land  in  Beckhill,  and  also  two  acres  of  inclosed  land 
called  Long  Close,  in  St.  Thomas  Hill  Field,  abutting  upon  Monkhill-lane,”  to 
the  use  of  Robert  More  the  then  mayor,  Matthew  King,  Richard  Prank,  and 
Dorothy  Frank,  and  their  heirs,  as  feoffees,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
people  in  Pontefract  for  ever,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  by  the 
mayor  for  the  time  being  and  by  the  heirs  of  the  said  John  Frank.  Little  or  no 
doubt  can  be  entertained  that  the  property  conveyed  by  the  deed  is  identical

430  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

Pontefract.  with  the  closes  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Robert  Frank,  the  founder  of  the  hos- 

pital,  and  which,  as  already  mentioned,  have  been  uniformly  appropriated  to  the 

support  of  the  hospital ; but  the  circumstances  under  which  this  appropriation 
was  first  made  or  acquiesced  in  are  now  wholly  unknown. 

Watkinson’s  Hospital. 

Watkinson’s  Edward  Watkinson,  M.D.  by  Will,  dated  17th  April  17 65,  after  bequeathing 
^ Hospital.  several  legacies,  gave  to  Samuel  Saltonstall,  whom  he  appointed  his  executor, 
all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  upon  trust,  to  pay  to  the  testator’s  wife  the 
annual  produce  thereof;  and  after  her  death,  to  pay  the  said  residue,  and  the 
produce  thereof,  to  such  persons  as  should  for  the  time  being  be  the  rector  of 
Ackworth,  the  rector  of  Hemsworth,  the  vicar  of  Pontefract,  and  the  mayor, 
recorder,  and  two  senior  aldermen  of  the  borough  of  Pontefract,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  Samuel  Saltonstall,  and  such  persons 
for  the  time  being  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  place  at 
interest,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  the  money  they  should  receive,  and  apply  the 
interest  and  dividends  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  therein  named 
and  subject  thereto,  for  the  maintenance  of  nine  poor  unmarried  persons  of  the 
Protestant  religion,  to  be  elected  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned  ; and  the 
testator  directed,  that  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should, 
after  the  death  of  his  wife,  meet  in  the  Moot  Hall  at  Pontefract,  and  choose 
two  poor  men  and  two  poor  women,  who  should  then  live  in  Ackworth,  and 
two  poor  men  and  two  poor  women,  who  should  then  live  in  Pontefract,  as  eight 
of  the  said  nine  persons ; and  also  one  woman,  who  should  five  in  either  of  the 
said  townships,  to  be  the  servant  of  the  said  eight  poor  persons,  and  to  wait 
and  attend  upon  them  as  such  ; and  that  such  eight  poor  persons  and  their 
servant  should  have  the  said  interest  and  dividends  paid  equally  amongst  them 
at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  should  think  proper ; and  he 
thereby  willed  and  declared  that  no  married  person  should  be  capable  of  being 
elected  one  of  the  nine  persons ; and  that  if  any  of  the  nine  persons  should 
after  election  marry,  such  person  should  cease  to  have  any  share  of  the  said 
interest  or  dividends,  and  be  displaced  from  having  any  benefit  under  the  will. 
And  he  directed,  that  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  might  from  time 
to  time  displace  any  of  the  persons  for  immorality  or  bad  behaviour,  according 
to  the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and 
that  whenever  there  should  be  any  vacancy  of  any  of  the  eight  persons  by  death 
or  removal,  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  choose  in  the 
Moot  Hall  other  poor  persons,  so  as  always  to  make  up  two  poor  men  and  two 
poor  women  belonging  to  Ackworth,  and  two  poor  men  and  two  poor  women 
belonging  to  Pontefract ; and  that  when  the  maid-servant  should  die  or  be  dis- 
placed, another  proper  person  living  in  Ackworth  or  Pontefract  should  be 
nominated  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  her  place.  And  he 
directed  that  a book  should  be  kept  for  making  entries  touching  the  trust 
estate,  and  the  income  and  application  thereof,  and  all  elections  and  orders 
relative  to  the  trust  and  the  execution  thereof;  and  that  the  trustees  might 
appoint  a proper  person  to  be  their  clerk,  for  making  all  entries  and  orders, 
and  keeping  all  accounts  relating  to  the  trust,  and  allow  him  yearly  a sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  5 /.  for  his  trouble. 

The  residue  of  the  testator’s  estate  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity 
amounted  to  1,803/.  16s.  8d. ; and  by  an  order  of  the  trustees  made  in  1778, 
it  was  ordered,  that  such  sum  of  money  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  trust ; and  that  the  sum  of  220/.,  being  the  amount 
of  savings  which  had  accumulated  from  the  yearly  income  of  the  testator’s 
estate,  should  be  applied  for  or  towards  the  expense  of  building  an  hospital. 

By  a further  order  of  the  trustees  in  October  1779,  it  was  ordered,  that  the 
sum  of  80/.  should  be  retained  by  Samuel  Saltonstall,  the  executor,  as  the 
purchase-money  of  land  in  North  Gate,  upon  part  of  which  the  hospital  was 
then  built,  and  that  such  land  should  be  conveyed  to  the  trustees  for  the  term 
of  999  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 s.,  which  was  done  accordingly  by  inden- 
ture of  demise,  dated  31st  October  1779. 

The  clear  residue  of  the  testator’s  estate,  after  payment  of  all  expenses  re- 
lating to  the  building  of  the  hospital,  &c.  received  previous  to  1768,  being 
1,590/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  2,650/.  South  Sea  annuities ; and  in 
1783,  a further  sum  of  205/.  being  received  as  the  purchase-money  arising 
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from  the  sale  of  a house  which  had  belonged  to  the  testator,  the  sum  of 
180/.,  part  thereof  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  further  sum  of  274/.  Os. 
South  Sea  annuities,  the  residue  being  carried  to  the  general  account  of 
the  charity  ; and  the  property  held  in  trust  for  the  support  of  the  hospital 
consists  of  2,624/.  6s.  old  South  Sea  annuities,  being  the  amount  of  the  stock 
purchased  as  aforesaid,  producing  an  annual  dividend  of  87/.  14s.  6d. 

The  hospital  contains  apartments  for  eight  poor  persons  and  the  servant ; 
and  there  is  a small  garden  and  fore-court,  used  by  the  poor  persons.  The 
almspeople  are  chosen  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will  from  the  parishes 
of  Ackworth  and  Pontefract,  and  they  and  the  maid-servant  receive  each  of 
them  a monthly  stipend,  which  varies  according  to  the  state  of  the  income 
remaining  after  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  repairs  of  the  hospital,  and 
amounts  in  general  to  about  15  s.  a-piece.  The  other  expenses  of  the  trust, 
besides  that  of  repairs,  consist  of  the  salary  of  the  clerk,  5 /.  per  annum,  and 
the  postage  and  charges  attending  the  receipt  of  the  dividends,  amounting  in 
general  to  15s.  or  thereabouts. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  the  clerk  and  treasurer,  and  made  up  yearly.  In 
1819,  there  was  a balance  of  51/.  4 s.  8 d.  in  the  hands  of  the  late  treasurer, 
and  to  enforce  payment  thereof,  an  action  was  brought  by  the  trustees  in  1823, 
but  the  defendant  in  the  action  having  gone  to  prison,  and  taken  the  benefit  of 
the  Insolvent  Act,  the  money  was  lost.

The  Free  Grammar  School. 

This  School,  of  which  the  patronage  belongs  to  the  Crown  in  right  of  the  The  Free  Grammar 
duchy  of  Lancaster,  was  re-founded  by  charter,  bearing  date  the  13th  of  School. 
February  1792,  by  the  name  of  the  King’s  School ; and  by  the  charter,  the 
chancellor  of  the  duchy  is  appointed  visitor  thereof. 


The  Charity  School. 

This  institution  commenced  about  the  year  1710,  and  is  supported  by  the  The  Charity- 
rents  arising  from  sundry  parcels  of  land;  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  10s.  received  School, 
under  the  charity  of  lady  Betty  Hastings  ; and  some  annual  subscriptions. 

The  parcels  of  land  were  purchased  with  money  received  under  different 
subscriptions  and  donations,  amounting  to  somewhat  more  than  600 /. ; the  first 
and  principal  donation  being  that  of  a sum  of  200/.  originally  bequeathed  by 
William  Earl  of  Strafford  for  repairing  the  great  Church  at  Pontefract,  but 
which  not  being  wanted  for  that  purpose  was  paid  by  his  residuary  legatee,  the 
honourable  Thomas  Wentworth,  to  the  corporation,  as  a fund  to  be  employed 
in  setting  up  a school,  or  a workhouse  ; and  by  a deed,  dated  in  1709,  whereby 
certain  closes  belonging  to  the  corporation  were  granted  or  made  liable  as  an 
indemnity  for  the  payment  of  the  .money,  the  mayor,  recorder,  vicar  and  two 
senior  aldermen  of  Pontefract,  were  appointed  trustees  to  manage  and  employ 
the  interest  of  the  200/.  for  a charity-school  or  workhouse. 

One  of  the  parcels  of  land,  containing  four  acres  near  Darrington,  was  pur- 
chased with  100/.  bequeathed  in  1728  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Frank,  to  her  brother 
Robert  Frank  and  two  other  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  of 
which  she  directed  that  30s.  a year  out  of  the  rents  should  be  applied  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  children  of  the  charity-school,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
rents  should  be  employed  yearly  about  Christmas  amongst  such  aged  and  sick 
persons  as  the  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  think  fit.  Out  of  the  rent  of  this 
land,  the  sum  of  3/.  is  now  reserved  for  the  charity-school. 

A particular  and  rental  of  the  several  parcels  of  land  is  subjoined. 

The  income  derived  from  them  for  the  support  of  the  schoof  amounts  together 
with  Lady  Betty  Hastings’s  charity  to  95/.  65.  per  annum. 

The  premises  used  for  the  school  consist  of  a house  and  garden  for  the  use 
of  the  master,  and  a school-room,  and  the  management  of  the  institution  is 
confided  to  such  persons  as  subscribe  to  the  amount  of  one  guinea  a year  or 
upwards  for  its  support.  The  subscriptions  amount  on  an  average  to  about 
24/.  or  2 51.  per  annum.  The  accounts  are  kept  by  one  of  the  managers,  and 
are  examined  at  a yearly  meeting. 

Until  lately  the  charity-school  was  maintained  as  an  establishment  for  edu- 
cating 24  boys  and  12  girls,  and  the  children  were  supplied  out  of'  the  funds 
with  an  uniform  dress,  but  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  of  the  managers  the 
charity  was  converted  in  or  about  the  year  1816  into  a school  for  the  instruction 
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of  children  generally,  upon  the  national  system,  and  the  allowance  of  clothing 
to  the  children  was  from  that  time  discontinued.  On  the  occasion  of  this 
alteration  the  sum  of  108/.  10s.  was  raised  by  subscription  for  and  was  applied, 
together  with  money  advanced  by  the  National  School  Societies  of  London  and 
York,  to  the  enlargement  of  the  school-room,  and  the  adaptation  of  it  to  the 
purpose  of  a national  school. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  opposition  was  made  at  the  time  to  the  alteration 
in  the  objects  and  mode  of  conducting  this  institution,  though  the  change  has 
since  been  remonstrated  against  by  individuals  ; admitting,  however,  that  the 
object  of  diffusing  general  instruction  at  the  cheapest  rate  was  not  a sufficient 
ground  to  justify  the  alteration,  it  would  now  be  very  difficult  to  restore  the 
institution  to  its  former  condition,  considering  the  additions  made  to  the  school- 
buildings,  and  that  the  charity  has  always  been,  and  continues  to  be,  supported 
in  part  by  annual  voluntary  contributions. 

The  number  of  children,  boys  and  girls,  usually  attending  the  school,  is  1/0, 
or  thereabouts.  The  master  has  a salary  of  80/.  per  annum,  and  out  of  the 
residue  of  the  income  provision  is  made  for  payment  of  tithes  payable  out  of 
part  of  the  lands,  repairs,  rewards  for  the  children,  and  contingent  expenses. 
A fund  has  been  raised  from  savings  of  income,  which  is  lodged  in  the  savings- 
bank,  and  it  is  the  object  of  the  managers  to  apply  the  fund  when  of  sufficient 
amount  towards  the  purpose  of  building  a separate  school  for  the  girls. 

A legacy  of  100/.  was  bequeathed  by  the  late  C.  M.  Torre,  esq.  who  died  in 
1824,  for  establishing  a national  school  for  girls,  subject  to  a proviso,  that  if 
the  money  were  not  applied  for  such  purpose  within  six  years  it  should  sink 
into  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate.  The  Rev.  Henry  Torre,  the  executor, 
is  prepared  to  pay  the  legacy  when  it  can  be  used  for  The  purpose  intended  by 
the  testator,  and  an  application  had  been  made  before  this  inquiry  to  University 
College,  Oxford,  for  the  grant  of  a piece  of  ground  as  a site  for  a girls  school. 

The  sum  of  100/.  given  for  the  charity-school  by  a Mr.  Coates  has  been 
lost  through  insolvency  of  an  individual  into  whose  hands  it  came.

Sayle’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Sayle , by  Will,  dated  8th  June  1673,  bequeathed  100/.  to  be  distri- 
buted amongst  the  poor  people  of  Pontefract  by  the  mayor  and  minister  of  the 
said  town. 


It 
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It  was  the  testator’s  intention,  as  declared  by  his  executors,  that  his  gift  should  Pontefract. 

remain  as  a stock,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  yearly  distributed  

among  the  poor  people  of  Pontefract;  and  by  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Gayles  Charity, 

Charitable  Uses,  elated  in  1682,  it  was  decreed  that  the  money  should  be  paid continued. 

to  the  mayor  and  vicar  of  Pontefract,  Luke  Hastings,  and  two  others,  and  laid 
out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  land  of  the  yearly  value  of  6/.  to  the  use  of  the 
individual  trustees,  the  mayor  and  vicar,  during  the  lives  of  the  individuals,  and 
afterwards  to  the  use  of  the  mayor  and  vicar  for  the  time  being,  in  trust  for  the 
charitable  uses  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  received  by  Luke  Hastings,  and  in  satisfaction 
thereof,  he  by  his  will  dated  23d  July  1720,  devised  to  the  poor  of  Pontefract 
a close  at  Purston  Jaglin,  called  Lady  Close,  to  the  intent  that  the  mayor  and 
vicar  might  distribute  the  rents  and  profits  at  Christmas  according  to  the  will 
of  Thomas  Sayle,  and  the  devise  was  confirmed  by  a deed  from  William 
Kitchingman,  esq.  to  the  mayor  and  vicar,  dated  the  10th  September  1722. 

The  land  contains  6 a.  2r.  24 p.  and  is  let  to  William  Woodhead,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  13/.  10s.  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rent  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  of  Pontefract,  one  half  by  the 
mayor,  and  the  other  half  by  the  vicar. 

Corporation  Poors  Land. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  23d  and  24th  August  1708,  Corporation  Poors 
William  York,  Thomas  York,  and  Robert  Ward,  in  consideration  of  147/.  paid  Land, 
them  by  the  then  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Pontefract,  conveyed  unto 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  eight  acres  of  land  in  the  West  Field 
in  Pontefract,  six  acres  whereof  lay  in  a place  in  the  field  called  Preston  Row, 
and  two  acres  near  the  place  there  called  the  Bull  Steel,  to  hold  to  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and 
profits  should  be  yearly  distributed  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants  in  the  town 
and  borough  of  Pontefract,  by  the  mayor  and  three  senior  aldermen  for  the 
time  being  ; and  by  indentures  of  lease  and  I'elease  of  the  17th  and  18th 
"September  1708,  John  Heptinstall,  in  consideration  of  10/.  conveyed  to  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  half  an  acre  of  meadow  in 
the  West  Field,  in  a place  called  Preston  Row,  to  the  same  uses  and  upon  the 
same  trusts. 

There  was  a general  division  and  allotment  of  the  West  Field  about  4 5 years 
ago  ; and  the  land  or  allotment  now  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of  a parcel 
of  ground  at  Preston  Row,  containing  by  estimation  six  acres,  or  thereabouts. 

This  land  is  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Gott,  under  a lease  from  the  mayor 
and  three  senior  aldermen  for  eight  years,  from  1st  January  1820,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  16/.  having  been  let  by  ticket  to  the  highest  bidder. 

The  rent  is  distributed  annually  by  the  mayor  and  three  senior  aldermen, 
amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Pomfret,  as  they  consider  the  most 
proper  objects  of  charity. 

Akister’s  Gift. 

John  Akister , by  Will,  dated  27th  March  1733,  ordered  that  out  of  the  Akister’s  Gift, 
rents  and  profits  of  his  dwelling-house  in  Pontefract  and  the  garth  thereto 
belonging,  three  bushels  of  good  wheat  should  be  distributed  yearly  at  Christ- 
mas by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Pontefract,  amongst  such  and  so  many 
poor  widows  living  in  Micklegate,  as  the  overseers  should  think  proper,  and 
he  charged  his  said  dwelling-house  and  garth  with  the  payment  of  the  said 
three  bushels  of  wheat,  yearly  for  ever. 

The  premises  charged  by  the  will  are  the  property  of  William  Hepworth, 
esq.  by  whom  three  bushels  of  wheat  are  rendered  yearly,  and  distributed  among 
poor  widows  in  Micklegate.  Until  lately,  the  wheat  was  distributed  by  Mr. 

Hepworth  himself ; but  it  is  now  delivered  to  and  distributed  by  the  overseers 
according  to  the  direction  of  the  will. 

Loan  Money  and  Doles. 

Mrs.  Ann  Hirst,  in  April  I78I,  gave  501.  upon  trust,  that  the  mayor,  Loan  Money  and 
recorder,  and  vicar  of  Pontefract  for  the  time  being,  should  lend  the  same  in  Doles, 
sums  of  2 5 1.  each  from  time  to  time  to  such  inhabitants  as  they  should  think 
most  proper  objects,  for  seven  years  without  interest. 

Richard  Thompson,  esq.  by  deed,  dated  13th  December  1823,  gave  to  the 
vicar,  recorder,  and  mayor,  100/.  to  be  lent  out  in  sums  of  501.  each,  from  time 
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to  time,  upon  security,  to  two  artisans  of  Pontefract,  for  seven  years  without 
interest ; and  by  another  deed  of  the  same  date,  he  gave  to  Henry  Taylor, 
Joint  Perfect,  and  Christopher  Mann  Torre,  esquires,  and  their  successors  in 
the  trust,  50/.  to  be  invested  upon  security,  and  the  interest  thereof  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  Dispensary  in  Pontefract,  and  in  case  of  failure  thereof,  to  be 
laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  by  the  trustees  at  Christmas  yearly,  amongst 
the  poor  of  Pontefract  and  Tanshelf,  in  equal  shares  to  each  township,  subject 
to  be  resumed  for  a Dispensary  in  case  of  such  an  institution  being  again 
established.

These  several  charities,  according  to  the  best  account  we  have  been  able  to 
obtain,  are  duly  administered,  applied  and  distributed  according  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  respective  benefactors. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  TANSHELF. 

Akister’s  Gift. 

John  Akister , by  Will,  dated  27th  March  1733,  charged  his  copyhold  close 
in  Tanshelf,  joining  upon  the  Halfpenny-house,  and  all  other  his  lands  within 
the  said  manor,  with  the  payment  of  two  bushels  of  good  wheat,  to  be  distri- 
buted yearly  at  Christmas  by  the  overseers  of  Tanshelf,  among  such  and  so 
many  poor  widows  of  Tanshelf  as  the  overseers  should  think  convenient. 

The  property  subject  to  this  charge  belongs,  two  thirds  of  it,  to  Mr.  Schole- 
field,  and  the  other  third  to  Mr.  George  Bedford.  The  two  bushels  of  wheat 
are  regularly  supplied,  and  distributed  among  poor  widows  of  Tanshelf. 

Bannister’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  10/.  given  by  Richard  Bannister,  by  Will,  in  1702,  for  teaching  a 
poor  child,  is  lodged  in  the  savings-bank  at  Pontefract,  and  the  interest,  85. 
a year,  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  national  school  at  Pontefract  for  teaching 
two  poor  children  of  Tanshelf,  appointed  by  the  overseers  of  that  township. 

Frank’s  Dole. 

This  is  an  annual  sum  of  17$.  3d.  payable  under  a gift  formerly  made  by 
Robert  Frank,  esq.  out  of  a farm  called  the  Marl  Pit  Farm,  near  Pontefract, 

the  property  of  the  Rev Frank,  of  Campsal.  The  money  is  paid  by  the 

tenant,  and  distributed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  among  poor  persons  of 
Tanshelf. 

Ward’s  Hospital. 

We  have  met  with  no  writings  respecting  the  foundation  of  this  charity. 
The  hospital  consists  of  two  cottages  for  two  poor  widows,  being  generally  the 
two  oldest  widows  in  the  township,  and  it  is  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  township. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  hospital  consists  of  the  following  particulars  r 

1.  Four  houses  in  Tanshelf,  adjoining  the  hospital,  held  by  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  the  township,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12s.  a year.  The  houses  are 
small,  and  were  built  at  the  expense  of  the  township  for  paupers. 

2.  A piece  of  garden-ground  near  the  hospital,  of  about  half  a rood,  or  there- 
abouts, let  to  Mr.  Thomas  Mather,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30s. 

3.  A blacksmith’s  shop  and  shed,  near  the  hospital,  let  also  to  Mr.  T.  Mather, 
at  the  rent  of  3/.  10s.  per  annum,  the  full  annual  value. 
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The  rents  of  the  above  parcels  and  of  the  ground  next  mentioned  are  paid 
to  the  two  poor  women  in  the  hospital. 

4.  The  land  comprised  in  the  lease  next  mentioned  now  vested  by  assign- 
ment in  Henry  Taylor,  esq.  recorder  of  Pontefract. 

By  Indenture,  dated  21st  January  1779,  between  Henry  Nelson  and  John 
Womack,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Tanshelf,  and  others,  inha- 
bitants and  proprietors  of  lands  within  the  township,  whose  names  are  thereto 
subscribed,  of  the  one  part,  and  Frecheville  Ramsden,  of  Pontefract,  esquire,  of 
the  other  part,  reciting,  that  a parcel  of  ground  in  the  township  of  Tanshelf, 
thereinafter  described,  had  for  a great  number  of  years  then  last  past  been  letten, 
and  the  rents  thereof  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Tanshelf,  and 
applied  to  the  use  of  two  poor  widows,  elected  into  an  hospital  adjoining  the 
road  leading  into  the  said  piece  of  ground,  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  township, 
which  rent  had  never  exceeded  the  sum  of  2/.,  and  the  last  tenant  refused  to 
continue  it  at  that  rent ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  piece  of  ground 
happening  to  lie  contiguous  to  and  convenient  to  be  occupied  with  the  said 
F.  llamsden’s  dwelling-house  in  Pontefract,  he  had  proposed  to  the  said  over- 
seers, inhabitants  and  proprietors,  at  a public  meeting,  held  pursuant  to  notice, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  most  advantageous  means  of  disposing  of  the 
parcel  of  ground  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital,  that  he  should  take  a lease 
thereof  for  the  term  of  99  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  3 /.,  the  same  being  free 
from  taxes,  which  said  31.  was  more  than  its  then  value,  in  order  that  he  might 
thereon  erect  and  build  several  sheds  and  other  conveniences  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  his  dwelling-house,  to  which  proposal  the  said  overseers,  inhabitants, 
and  proprietors  at  the  above-mentioned  meeting  had  consented  and  agreed  ; It 
is  witnessed,  that  the  said  E.  Nelson  and  J.  Womack,  with  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  said  several  inhabitants  and  proprietors,  whose  hands  and 
seals  were  thereunto  subscribed  and  set,  testified  by  their  subscribing  and  sealing 
the  same,  thereby  demised  unto  the  said  F.  Ramsden,  his  executors  and  admi- 
nistrators, all  that  piece  of  ground  in  the  township  of  Tanshelf,  being  in  length 
80  yards,  or  thereabouts ; in  breadth  at  the  top  thereof,  near  the  Town-street, 
17 1 yards,  or  thereabouts  ; and  at  the  bottom,  next  the  headlands,  25  yards,  or 
thereabouts,  together  with  the  carriage-way  leading  into  the  same,  and  all  other 
appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging ; to  hold  to  the  said  F.  Ramsden,  his  exe- 
cutors, administrators  and  assigns,  from  the  day  next  before  the  day  of  the  date 
thereof  for  the  term  of  99  years,  without  impeachment  of  waste,  yielding  and 
paying  unto  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  township  of  Tanshelf  for  the  time 
being,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  women  to  be  from  time  to  time  elected  into  the 
said  hospital,  the  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  31.  payable  quarterly  at  May-day, 
Lammas,  Martinmas  and  Candlemas. 

The  lease  contains  a covenant  for  payment  of  the  rent  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  for  the  time  being  for  the  use  aforesaid,  and  a declaration  that  the  said 
F.  Ramsden,  his  executors  or  administrators,  should  not  pay  any  taxes  or 
assessments  whatsoever,  either  parliamentary  or  parochial,  for  the  said  parcel  of 
ground  ; and  that  in  case  it  should  thereafter  be  assessed  to  any  taxes  within 
the  township,  and  the  said  F.  Ramsden,  his  executors  or  administrators,  should 
be  compelled  or  compellable  to  pay  the  same,  it  should  be  lawful  for  him  or  them 
to  deduct  such  taxes  or  assessments  out  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  3 l.  ; and  the 
deed  is  signed  and  sealed  by  the  following  persons:  Henry  Nelson,  J.  B.  Womack, 
Bacon  Frank,  P.  Beamont,  Fr.  Bedford,  William  Townend,  junior,  John  Rey- 
nolds, William  Lund,  G.  Wade,  William  Perfect,  John  Perfect,  Joshua  Sheard, 
Thos.  Walshaw,  John  Lindley,  John  Catterel,  Sami.  Saltonstalf  Richd.  Sugden, 
Ratcliff  Medley,  John  Seaton,  Butler  Lucas. 

Though  the  circumstances  under  which  this  lease  was  granted,  as  set  forth  in 
the  instrument,  and  the  expenditure  of  a considerable  sum  of  money,  which  has 
been  laid  out  in  buildings  upon  the  ground,  in  consequence  whereof  the  annual 
value  is  greatly  increased,  were  probably  sufficient  to  warrant  the  grant  of 
a lease  for  a term  of  considerable  length,  it  may  be  questioned  whether  the 
term  for  which  the  land  has  been  actually  demised  would  not  be  considered  in 
a court  of  Equity  to  be  of  unreasonable  duration  ; regard,  however,  being  had, 
as  well  to  the  extent  of  the  ground  as  to  the  expenditure,  it  does  not  appear  to 
us  expedient  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  immediate  proceedings  for  the 
determination  of  that  question. 
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WAPENTAKE  OF  SKYRACK. 

PARISH  OF  GARFORTH. 

The  School. 

By  Deed,  dated  the  7th  July  1737,  reciting  that  the  inhabitants  of  Garforth 
had  agreed  to  erect  a school-house  in  the  town  of  Garforth,  on  the  promise  of 
Sir  Edward  Gascoigne,  hart,  lord  of  the  manor,  to  settle  and  annex  to  and  upon 
the  school  as  much  of  the  common  or  waste  grounds  of  Garforth  as  woidd 
amount  to  the  yearly  value  of  505.  or  thereabouts,  for  and  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  a schoolmaster ; and  that  for  such  end,  a parcel  of  ground  had  been 
inclosed  and  taken  off  the  common,  the  said  Sir  Edward  Gascoigne  demised 
unto  Arthur  Ingram,  esq.  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  and  the 
Rev.  Gilbert  Wighton,  rector  of  Garforth,  and  his  successors  in  the  living,  the 
said  parcel  of  ground  being  at  the  north-east  end  of  the  common  of  Garforth, 
containing  by  estimation  five  acres,  and  then  rented  at  the  yearly  rent  of  50s. 
to  hold  for  the  term  of  99  years  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15.  to  the  intent  that  the 
grantees  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits  and  apply  the  same  to  the  sole 
use  and  benefit  of  a schoolmaster,  to  be  placed  in  the  said  school  for  the 
instruction  of  children  in  the  English  tongue,  such  schoolmaster  to  be  appointed 
with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  Sir  Edward  Gascoigne,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  said  Arthur  Ingram,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  and 
the  said  Gilbert  Wighton  or  his  successors  for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of 
the  three,  for  no  longer  time  than  during  his  good  behaviour,  and  subject  to 
be  removed  for  misconduct  by  them,  or  any  two  of  them. 

By  another  Deed,  dated  18th  March  1771',  reciting  the  former,  and  that  the 
trust  had  devolved  on  the  Honourable  General  George  Cary,  and  the  Rev. 
William  Wighton,  and  that  as  a further  inducement  to  the  inhabitants  of  Gar- 
forth to  erect  a school-house  for  the  residence  and  better  advantage  of  a 
schoolmaster  Sir  Thomas  Gascoigne,  bart.  had  been  pleased  to  consent  to  the 
inclosure  therein  mentioned,  in  some  convenient  part  whereof  such  school- 
house  might  be  erected,  the  said  Sir  Edward  Gascoigne  demised  unto  the  said 
George  Cary,  his  executors,  &c.  and  the  said  William  Wighton  and  his  succes- 
sors in  the  living  of  Garforth,  a piece  of  ground  containing  by  estimation 
roods  staked  lor  the  inclosing  thereof  from  the  common,  to  hold  for  the 
term  of  999  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 s.  upon  the  trusts,  and  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  the  former  indenture. 

The  dwelling-house  and  room  now  used  for  the  residence  of  the  master  and 
the  school,  were  erected  by  subscription  in  1818,  on  a piece  of  ground  of 
about  three  roods,  given  on  occasion  of  the  inclosure  of  the  commons  at  Gar- 
forth, in  1813,  by  T.  Oliver  Gascoigne,  esq.  the  lord  of  the  manor,  in  exchange 
for  the  land  demised  by  the  deed  of  1774- 

The  estate  in  the  parish  which  belonged  to  Arthur  Ingram,  esq.  and  subse- 
quently to  General  Cary,  now  belongs  by  purchase  to  Mr.  Gascoigne. 

A good  school  is  kept  by  the  present  master,  at  which  the  children  of  the 
inhabitants  are  instructed  on  reasonable  terms. 

By  the  Deed  of  1737,  the  five  acres  of  land  are  settled  for  the  use  of  the 
schoolmaster,  and  he  is  therefore  entitled  to  the  whole  of  the  rents  and 
profits  or  annual  value  of  the  land,  but  the  land  is  occupied  by  a tenant  of 
Mr.  Gascoigne,  with  other  land  adjoining  belonging  to  him  ; and  a yearly 
payment  of  505.  only  in  respect  of  the  land  appears  to  have  been  uniformly 
considered  as  the  whole  that  the  master  was  entitled  to  receive.  The  contin- 
uance of  tliis  fixed  payment  may  be  ascribed  to  mistake  or  inadvertence,  but 
as  the  land  is  worth  in  the  opinion  of  some  persons  about  40s.  an  acre,  and  by 
the  account  of  Mr.  Gascoigne’s  steward,  is  worth  305.  an  acre,  considering  it 
titheable,  and  making  an  allowance  for  tithes,  it  is  proper  that  the  annual 
value  should  be  determined  by  some  indifferent  person,  to  be  chosen  by 
Mr.  Gascoigne,  and  the  schoolmaster,  and  that  the  annual  value  should  be 
henceforth  paid,  and  a compensation  made  for  arrears. 

About  seven  years  ago  the  late  schoolmaster,  David  Harrison,  was  discharged 
from  his  office,  but  he  kept  possession  of  the  old  school-house  and  ground  on 
which  it  was  built,  demised  by  the  deed  of  1774,  until  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened about  a year  before  September  1825.  There  were  some  arrears  of  the 
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50s.  a year  due  to  him  at  the  time  ot  his  discharge,  and  no  payment  has  been 
made  since  that  time  to  the  present  master,  in  respect  of  the  five  acres  of  land, 
on  the  ground,  as  alleged,  of  Harrison  continuing  to  make  some  claim  to  the 
stipend.  Mr.  Gascoigne  was  absent  from  the  neighbourhood  at  the  time  of 
this  inquiry  ; but  we  expect  that  the  investigation,  and  the  statement  now  made 
respecting  the  charity,  will  lead  to  the  confirmation  of  the  schoolmaster’s  right, 
and  the  payment  of  what  is  due  to  him.

PARISH  OF  THORNTON. 

The  Free-School. 

This  is  an  ancient  school,  established,  as  appears  from  the  recitals  contained 
in  an  Indenture  after  mentioned,  by  one  Henry  Mitchell,  who  in  performance 
of  the  charitable  intent  expressed  in  the  Will  of  Robert  Windle,  deceased, 
erected  a school-house  at  Earby  in  this  parish,  with  the  sum  of  100/.  and 
endowed  the  same  with  a rentcharge  of  20/.  a year,  issuing  out  of  lands  in 
Addle  and  Harewood,  for  the  support  of  a master  to  teach  Latin,  and  instruct 
the  youth  within  the  parish  of  Thornton.  The  annuity  granted  by  Henry 
Mitchell  appears  to  have  been  afterwards  released,  and  another  of  like  amount 
was  purchased,  which  is  described,  in  the  conveyance  thereof  to  the  trustees  of 
the  school,  executed  in  1633,  to  be  issuing  out  of  certain  closes  lying  within 
the  demesne  lands  of  Brandon  in  this  county,  and  is  paid  out  of  the  estate  of 
the  Earl  of  Harewood. 

By  a Deed,  dated  in  the  year  1819,  from  which  the  above  particulars  are 
extracted,  the  legal  estate  in  the  rentcharge  was  conveyed  to  Sir  William 
Bagshaw,  of  Barnoldwick,  and  12  other  persons  therein  named  ; but  the 
right  of  appointing  the  master  is  stated  in  the  deed  to  be  vested  in  James 
Robinson,  of  Rough  Lea,  in  the  parish  of  Whalley ; John  Lister  Kaye,  of 
Danby  Grange,  and  Richard  Henry  Roundell,  of  Gledstone  House,  esquires, 
to  whom,  and  their  heirs,  it  is  thereby  confirmed,  with  power  to  make  rules  and 
ordinances  for  the  future  government  of  the  school,  and  on  the  death  of  any 
of  the  trustees  of  the  rentcharge  to  nominate  others,  and  direct  the  necessary 
conveyances  to  be  made  accordingly. 

Under  the  above  endowment  a school  has  been  constantly  kept  up  at 
Thornton  by  a master,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  receives  the  amount  of 
the  rentcharge,  and  in  addition  thereto  enjoys  rent-free  the  use  of  the  school- 
premises,  consisting  of  a dwelling-house,  with  a school-room  attached,  having 
a chamber  over  it,  and  a small  garden  of  about  a rood  of  ground  adjoining. 

The  school  appears  to  have  been  held  in  some  repute  formerly,  both  as  a 
Latin  and  an  English  school,  and  was  well  attended  by  children  from  Thornton 
and  the  neighbourhood,  but  for  the  last  30  or  40  years  the  teaching  of 
Latin,  for  which  there  is  said  to  be  at  present  little  or  no  demand  in  the  place, 
has  been  discontinued,  and  the  school  is  conducted  on  the  footing  of  an  English 
school  only,  being  open  to  the  children  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  Thornton  for 
instruction  in  reading,  gratuitously ; and  writing  and  arithmetic  are  taught  also 
on  terms  fixed  by  the  master,  with  the  consent  of  the  trustees. 

The  present  master  was  appointed  to  the  office  about  15  years  ago,  and  for 
some  time  kept  up  a considerable  school,  having  frequently  from  60  to  80 
children  under  his  care  as  English  scholars,  but  latterly  the  school  has  declined, 
and  the  number  of  scholars  decreased  to  about  half  the  number  above  stated. 
Whether  this  falling  off' was  to  be  attributed  to  neglect,  or  infirmity  in  the  master, 
did  not  distinctly  appear  ; there  seemed  reason  however  to  believe  that  he  had 
become  less  attentive  than  he  formerly  was  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that 
owing  thereto  several  of  the  parents  had  withdrawn  their  children  from  the 
school,  and  sent  them  to  be  educated  under  masters  at  other  places.

By  indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale  enrolled,  made  the  2d  day  of  August 
1815,  between  George  Stacey,  of  Tottenham,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex, 
and  Josiah  Messer,  of  Hampstead,  in  the  same  county,  of  the  one  part ; and 
William  Atkinson  Wasney,  clerk,  and  Richard  Wilson,  of  Thornton,  and 
Isaac  Whitwell,  William  Dillworth  Crewdson,  George  Braithwaite,  Isaac  Braith- 
waite,  Isaac  Wilson,  William  Wilson,  and  Robert  Benson,  all  of  Kendal  in 
tne  county  of  Westmoreland,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  that  the  said  George 
Stacey,  and  Josiah  Messer,  as  devisees  of  Rachel  Smith,  deceased,  were  seised 
in  fee-simple  of  the  premises  after  mentioned,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  the 
intention,  as  well  of  the  said  Rachel  Smith,  as  also  of  her  late  husband  Joseph 
Smith,  they  were  desirous  of  settling  the  same  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter 
mentioned  ; the  said  George  Stacey  and  Josiah  Messer  conveyed  unto  the  par- 
ties of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  five  newly  erected  cottages 
or  almshouses,  called  Smith’s  Almshouses,  situate  within  the  township  of 
Thornton,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  same  to  be  occupied  as  almshouses  for  the 
habitations  of  five  poor  women,  widows  or  single  women,  not  under  the  age  of 
45  years,  of  good  character,  and  being  parishioners  or  inhabitants  within  the 
parish  of  Thornton,  or  either  of  the  four  townships  of  Thornton,  Earby, 
Kelbrook,  and  Harden,  comprised  in  the  said  parish,  such  poor  women  to 
be  elected  into  the  almshouses,  and  to  be  subject  to  be  expelled  there- 
from in  case  of  bad  behaviour,  or  in  the  event  of  subsequent  marriage, 
by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them  j and  it  was 
thereby  declared  and  directed,  that  in  the  election  of  the  poor  women 
preference  should  be  given,  first,  to  such  as  should  be  parishioners  of  or 
entitled  to  settlements  in  the  parish  or  township  of  Thornton,  and  be  actu- 
ally resident  in  the  same  ; secondly,  to  such  as  should  be  parishioners  of  or 
entitled  to  settlements  in  the  parish  of  Thornton,  or  either  of  the  three 
townships  of  Earby,  Kelbrook,  and  Harden  in  the  said  parish,  and  be  actually 
resident  in  either  of  them  ; thirdly,  to  such  as  should  be  parishioners  of  or 
entitled  to  settlements  in  the  parish  of  Thornton,  or  either  of  the  four  town- 
ships comprised  therein,  but  should  not  actually  reside  within  the  said  parish  ; 
and  lastly,  to  such  poor  women  as  should  be  parishioners  of  or  entitled  to 
settlements  in  the  said  parish  of  Thornton,  or  either  of  the  said  four  townships, 
but  should  actually  reside  or  have  lately  resided  in  the  said  township  of 
Thornton,  or  in  either  of  the  three  other  townships  comprised  in  the  said 
parish  : and  after  reciting  that  in  further  pursuance  of  the  intention  of  the 
said  Rachel  and  John  Smith,  the  said  George  Stacey  and  Josiah  Messer  had 
purchased  and  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  said  Isaac  Whitwell,  and  three 
others  of  the  trustees,  the  sum  of  2,000/.  three  per  cent  consols,  the  said 
Isaac  Whitwell  and  others,  covenanted  with  the  said  George  Stacey  and  Josiah 
Messer,  and  the  rest  of  the  trustees,  and  also  with  the  then  and  all  future 
members  of  the'  society  of  Friends,  being  members  of  the  quarterly  meeting  of 
Friends  for  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  to  stand  possessed  of  the  same, 
upon  trust,  that  the  parties  to  that  indenture  of  the  second  part,  and 
the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  should  apply  the  dividends,  after  reserving 
a sufficient  sum  for  repairing  and  insuring  the  almshouses,  and  for  defray- 
ing the  expenses  of  the  trust,  for  and  towards  the  support  and  comfort  of 
the  five  poor  women,  by  such  weekly,  monthly,  or  other  payments  and  allow- 
ances, and  by  providing  them  with  coals  or  other  necessaries,  (if  deemed 
advisable,)  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  should  deem  most  advisable  ; with  a proviso,  that  the  trustees 
for  the  time  being,  should,  within  14  days  after  the  24th  of  June  in  each  year, 
transmit  an  account  in  writing  of  the  payment  and  application  of  the  trust- 
funds  for  the  preceding  year,  with  a report  of  the  state  of  the  charity,  unto  the 
clerk  or  secretary  to  the  quarterly  meeting  of  Friends  for  the  county  of  West- 
moreland, for  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the  said  meeting,  who  were 
thereby  empowered  to  overlook  and  control  the  management  of  the  charity, 
and  the  application  of  the  funds  thereof ; and  with  a further  proviso,  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  members  of  the  said  quarterly  meeting  to  appoint  any 
other  persons  to  be  trustees  for  either  of  the  trusts  or  purposes  aforesaid,  in 
the  place  of  any  whom  the  members  of  the  said  quarterly  meeting  should  be 
desirous  of  removing,  or  who  should  have  departed  this  life,  or  have  refused  or 
$ '■  become 
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become  incapable  to  act  in  the  trusts  ; and  if  the  number  of  acting  or  continu-  Thornton, 
ing  trustees  should  at  any  time  be  reduced  to  three  or  under,  the  members  of  — — ; 
the  quarterly  meeting  were  thereby  required  to  make  such  nomination  and  \ lmThoii^ 

appointment  as  aforesaid,  and  that  upon  every  such  nomination  the  almshouses  continued 
and  hereditaments  and  trust-monies  should  be  respectively  conveyed  and  trans-  v — 
ferred  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  hospital-premises,  consisting  of  five  small  tenements  in  a row,  each  con- 
taining two  apartments,  with  a common  kitchen,  and  a room  for  the  trustees  to 
meet  in,  are  occupied  by  five  poor  single  women,  who  are  selected  by  the  trus- 
tees from  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Thornton,  in  conformity  with  the  direction 
of  the  founder  as  expressed  in  the  indenture. 

Out  of  the  dividends  of  the  stock  there  is  paid  at  present  to  each  of  the 
almswomen  a weekly  pension  of  3s.  and  a yearly  sum  of  Q.I.  for  coals. 

The  residue  of  the  dividends,  amounting  to  about  1 1 /.  is  reserved  for  insurance 
and  repair  of  the  almshouses,  and  for  extraordinary  relief  to  the  objects  of  the 
charity  in  times  of  sickness  and  other  emergencies. 

An  account  of  the  receipt  and  application  of  the  funds  is  kept  by  Mr.  Crewd- 
son,  one  of  the  trustees,  and  audited  by  the  rest  yearly,  after  which  it  is  sent 
to  the  quarterly  meeting  of  Friends  for  Westmoreland,  and  deposited  among 
their  records. 

There  was  a balance  in  hand  in  favour  of  the  charity  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry 
of  55 l.  7s.  3d.

GENERAL  CHARITY. 

General  Charity. 

York.  Christopher  Topham , by  Will,  dated  3d  February  1/33,  devised  his  estates 

at  Aysgarth  and  Carleton,  in  the  county  of  York,  in  default  of  issue  of  the 

Topham’s  Charity,  body  of  Gyles  Milner,  unto  Edward  Thompson  and  four  other  trustees  therein 
' named,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  survivor,  upon 
trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  in  putting  out  three  or  more  poor 
boys  every  year,  being  of  the  Protestant  religion,  and  resident  or  inhabiting 
within  the  townships  of  Marston,  Settrington,  and  Baildon,  apprentices  for  terms 
not  exceeding  eight  years  ; and  he  directed,  that  upon  the  death  of  any  of  the 
trustees  without  heirs  male,  the  survivors  should  elect  some  Protestant  layman, 
being  resident  within  20  miles  of  the  town  of  Marston,  to  be  a new  trustee,  the 
recorder  of  York,  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  to  have  the  casting  vote ; and 
he  directed,  that  an  account  should  be  kept  of  the  net  produce  of  the  lands 
after  payment  of  taxes  and  assessments  and  repairs,  and  of  the  names  of  the 
boys  put  out  in  each  year,  with  the  sums  paid  with  each  of  them  respectively ; 
and  that  the  accounts  should  be  produced  yearly  every  Christmas-day  to  public 
view  in  the  vestries  of  the  churches  of  Marston  and  Settrington,  and  of  the 
chapel  of  Baildon  alternately. 

The  estates  devised,  including  additions  made  to  them  on  inclosures,  consist 
of  the  following  particulars,  and  are  let  as  follows,  viz. : 

1.  A farm  at  Aysgarth,  in  Wensleydale,  comprising  12  a.  3r.  2p.  of  land, 
let  with  farm-buildings  thereon  to  Thomas  Harrison,  at  the  annual  rent 
of  22/. 

2.  A farm  at  Carlton,  in  the  parish  of  Coverham,  containing  19a.  3r.  2(ip. 
of  land,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Tomlinson  and  Mary  Terry,  as  joint 
tenants,  at  the  rent  also  of  22/.  per  annum. 

The  tenants  occupy  from  year  to  year  ; and  the  premises  at  each  place  are  let 
at  a fair  annual  rent,  according  to  a survey  and  valuation  of  the  estates  made 
by  a surveyor  in  1814. 

For  several  years  past  the  charity  has  been  under  the  management  and 
direction  of  three  trustees  only,  who  are  elected  from  time  to  time,  one  for  each 
township,  from  persons  resident  in  the  neighbourhood  thereof.  The  present 
trustees  are^Christopher  Wilson,  esq.  for  Marston ; Charles  Walker,  bsq.  for 
Baildon ; and  the  Rev.  Christopher  Sykes,  for  Settrington. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Messrs.  Atkinson  and  Bolland,  solicitors,  the 
agents  of  the  trustees,  and  the  amount  is  equally  divided  for  the  benefit  of  the 
several  townships  ; the  share  due  to  each  township  being  transmitted  from  time 
to  time  as  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  and  the  sums  sent  are 
applied  under  the  direction  of  the  acting  trustee  for  each  township,  or  of  some 
person  acting  on  his  behalf,  in  binding  out  poor  boys  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

By  an  order  of  the  trustees  in  1784,  it  was  directed,  that  there  should  be 
given  with  each  apprentice  such  sum  as  the  trustee  of'  each  township  should 
think  proper,  not  exceeding  10/. ; and  upon  this  footing  the  charity  appears  to 
have  been  ever  since  conducted.  Lists  of  the  children  put  out,  and  the  sums 
given  to  each,  are  kept  for  each  township,  and  a general  account  is  also  kept 
by  Messrs.  Atkinson  and  Bolland  of  their  receipts  and  payments.  It  appears 
from  the  latter,  that  during  the  ten  years  immediately  preceding  this  inquiry  in 

1824, 
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1824,  there  was  remitted  to  each  township  in  various  remittances  the  sum  of 
123/.  86'.  9d.,  and  that  there  remained  a balance  due  to  each  township  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1823  of  44/. 

It  appeared  also  by  the  accounts  produced  for  the  several  townships,  that  of 
the  sum  received  as  above  by  each  township,  118/.  in  Marston,  and  in  Settling- 
ton  116/.  17*.  9 d.,  had  been  laid  out  and  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  trust ; 
but  in  Settrington,  for  want,  as  stated,  of  more  numerous  applications  for  placing 
out  apprentices,  the  sum  of  65/.  136.  only  had  been  applied,  leaving  a balance 
of  57/.  156.  6d.  which  was  deposited  in  the  savings-bank  at  Malton.
